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PREFACE. 


It  has  justly  been  observed^  that  Nations^  as  well 
as  particular  Persons^  have  their  Infancy^  in  which 
they  are  not  only  small  and  weak^  but  also  rude 
and  ignorant.  Even  those  Nations  which  have 
arrived  at  the  highest  degree  of  power  and  great- 
ness^ and  have  been  most  renowned  for  all  the  at- 
tributes of  Civilization^  when  traced  up  to  their 
infant  state^  are  fojmd  to  have  been  equally  feeble 
and  illiterate.  We  need  not,  therefore,  be  sur^ 
prised  to  find,  nor  ashamed  to  own,  that  there 
was  a  time,  when  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island 
were  divided  into  a  great  many  petty  States  or 
Tribes,  each  of  them  consisting  of  rude  unlettered 


The  Historians  of  all  those  Empires  which  have 
become  great  and  eminent,  have  taken  much 
pains  in  discovering  and  describing  the  progress 
of  their  arms,  the  enlargement  of  their  territories.

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and  the  increase  of  their  power  and  grandeur;  but, 
unhappily,  they  have  not  taken  the  same  pmns  in 
tracing  and  delineating  the  cultivation  of  their  in- 
tellectual faculties,  and  their  gradual  improve- 
ments in  Leiuning  and  useful  Knowledge.  While . 
the  exploits  of  every  victorious  Prince  and  General, 
who  had  contributed  to  the  aggrandizement  of 
his  Country,  have  been  recorded  with  the  greatest 
care,  and  extolled  with  the  highest  praises ;  the 
very  uames  of  those  peaceful  Sages,  who  had 
enlarged  the  empire  of  reason,  had  improved  the 
minds,  and  polished  the  manners  of  their  Fellow- 
Citizens,  have  hardly  found  a  place  in  the  Annals 
of  their  Country. 

It  is  impossible  that  Learning  can  flourish,  in 
any  degree,  in  any  Country,  without  Schools  for 
the  Education  of  Youth,  provided  with  proper 
Teachers,  and  under  proper  Regulations.  We  may 
therefore  conclude  in  general,  that  the  ancient 
Britons  had  such  Seminaries  of  Lieaming  among 
them,  before  they  were  conquered  by  the  Romans. 
Of  this  we  have  also  sufficient  positive  evidence  in 
the  Greek  and  Roman  Writers,  and  information 
of  several  particulars  relating  to  the  constitution 
and  circumstances  of  these  most  ancient  Estab- 
lishments, both  in  Gaul  andBritmn.  It  appears 
from  these  Writers,  that  those  Schools  of  Leam- 
.  ing  were  wholly  under  the  direction  of  the  Druids^ 
V  who  were  the  only  governors  and  teachers  in 
them,  to  whose  care  the  education  of  youth  was 
entirely  committed.   These  Druidical  Institutions, 
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partieularly  those  of  Britain^  were  very  much 
crowded  with  Students ;  as  many  of  the  Youth 
of  Gaul  came  over  to  finish  their  Education  in 
this  Island.  And,  it  is  sidd,  that  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  of  them  was  in  the  Isle  of  Anglesea. 

Julius  Agricola,  who  was  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  Britain  in  the  year  78,  was,  how- 
ever, the  first  of  the  Roman  Governors,  who  gave 
any  ccmsider^le  attention  to  the  concerns  of 
heaming.  This  illustrious  person  being  not.  only 
one  of  the  greatest  Generals,  but  also  one  of  the 
best  and  most  learned  men  of  the  age  in  which  he 
lived,  took  great  pains  to  recondle  the  Provincial 
Britons  to  the  Roman  Government,  by  intro- 
ducing amongst  them  the  Roman  Arts  and 
Sciences,  l^th  this  view  he  persuaded  the  Noble 
Youth  of  Britain  to  learn  the  Latin  language,  and 
to  apply  to  the  study  of  the  Roman  elo(]pience. 
These  persuafltons  were  succesriul,  because  they 
were  seasonable;  and  the  British  youth  being 
deprived  of  their  former  Instructors,  by  the  de- 
struction and  expulsion  of  the  Druids,  which  hap- 
pened about  this  thne,  willingly  put  themselves 
mider  those  Teachers  who  were  provided  for  them 
by  the  Romans.  At  length  the  knowledge  of 
Latin  became  one  of  the  first  and  most  indispen- 
sible  branches  of  a  liberal  education ;  and  tlmt 
language  was  so  generally  understood  and  spoken 
in  this  Island,  that,  according  to  Gildas,  ^^  Britain 
mi^t  then  have  been  more  properly  called  a 
Roman  than  a  British  Island.*" 
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After  Learning  had  flourished  in  Proyincial 
Britain,  from  the  end  of  the  first  to  the  middle  of 
the  fourth  Century,  it  then  begun  to  decline,  and 
by  various  means  was  reduced  to  a  very  languish- 
ing state,  before  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons.^ 

It  is  in  vain  to  seek  for  Learning,  or  learned 
Men,  among  the  Saxons,  at  that  period.  For, 
although  they  were  not  absolute  strangers  to  the 
use  of  letters,  yet,  like  all  the  other  Northern 
Nations,  they  were  so  much  addicted  to  plunder- 
ing and  piratical  expeditions,  that  they  despised 
the  peaceftd  pursuits  of  Science.  Their  arrival, 
therefore,  in  this  Island  was  so  far  from  being  fa- 
vourable to  the  cause  of  Learning,  that  the  very 
last  sparks  of  it  were  almost  extinguished  in  all 
those  parts  where  their  arms  prevailed ;  in  which 
the  most  profound  darkness  reigned,  until  after 
the  introduction  of  Christianity. 

As  the  youth  in  those  parts  of  Engiaad  which 
had  embraced  the  Christian  Rblioion,  begun  to 
apply  to  Leammg  with  some  eagerness  in  the 
Seventh  century,  several  Schools  were  then  estab^ 
lished  for  their  instruction :  one  of  the  most  iihis- 
trious  of  them  being  that  of  Canterbwyy  wtddti 
^  was  founded  by  Augustine,  the  Apostle  of  the 
£nglish,and  his  Companions,  and  greatly  improved 
by  Archbishop  Theodore. 

One  thing  that  retarded  the  progress  of  Learn- 
ing in  Engiaad,  and  made  the  acquisition  of  liter  -

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ary  knowledge  extremely  difficult  in  this  Century, 
was^  the  scarcity  of  Books,  which  had  been  either 
carried  away  by  the  Romans,  or  so  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  Scots,  PictSy  and  Saxons,  that  it 
may  be  doubted  whether  there  was  so  much  as  y 
one  Book  left  in  England  before  the  arrival  of 
Augustine.  Nor  was  this  deficiency  easily  sup^ 
pUed,  as  there  was  a  necessity  of  bringing  them  all 
from  foreign  countries,  and  chiefly  from  Rome, 
where  they  could  not  be  procured  without  great 
difficulty,  aad  a  most  incredible  expense.  At  this 
rate,  none  but  Kings,  Bishops,  and  Abbots,  could 
be  possessed  of  any  Books  ;  which  is  the  reason, 
that  tiiere  were  then  no  Schools  but  in  Kings*  . 
Falaoes,  Bishops*  Seats,  or  Monasteries.  Alcui^  ^ 
Nus,  who  was  the  Keeper  of  the  noble  Library 
which  was  founded  at  York  by  Archbishop  Egbbrt, 
speaks  of  it  in  several  of  his  Letters,  as  one  of  the  . 
most  choice  and  valuable  collections  of  Books 
then  in  the  world.  "  Oh  I  tlmt  I  had,**  says  he  in 
a  Letter  to  the  Eknperor  Charlrmaone,  ^^  the  use 
of  those  admirable  Books  on  all  parts  of  Learning, 
which  I  enjoyed  in  my  native  country,  collected 
by  the  industry  of  my  beloved  Master  Egbert. 
Bfay  it  please  your  Imperial  Mi^esty,  in  your  great 
wisdom,  to  permit  me  to  send  some  of  our  Youth 
to  transcribe  the  most  valuable  Books  in  that 
Library,  and  thereby  transplant  the  JUmers  of 
Britain  into  Francb.** 
The  reign  of  Alaed  The  Grbat^  from  the  year 
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871  to  the  year  901,  is  a  most  memorable  period 
in  the  Annals  of  Learning,  and  affords  more 
materials  for  literary  history  than  two  or  three 
Centuries  either  before  or  after.  Prior  to  the 
accession  of  this  extraordinary  Monarch,  all  the 
Seminaries  of  Learning  in  England  were  laid  in 
ashes.  These  were  the  Monasteries  and  Bishops' 
Seats,  (where  Schools  had  been  kept  for  the  edu- 
cation of  Youth,  chiefly  for,  the  Church,)  wiiich 
were  so  univei-saQy  destroyed  by  the  Danes,  that 
hardly  one  of  them  was  left  standing.  This  great 
Prince,  sensible  how  impossible  it  was  to  revive 
Learning,  without  providing  Schools  for  the  edu- 
cation of  youth,  repaired  the  old  Monasteries,  and 
built  new  ones,  instituting  a  School  in  each  of 
them  for  that  purpose. 

But  in  these  Monastic  and  Episcopal  Schools, 
both  in  England  and  in  other  Countries  of  Europe, 
the  youth  were  only  taught  reading,  writing,  the 
Latin  language,  and  Church-Music,  to  fit  them  for 
performing  the  public  offices  of  the  Church;  exc^t 
in  a  very  few,  where  some  were  taught  Arithmetic, 
to  enable  them  to  manage  the  Secular  affairs  of 
their  Societies,  and  others  instructed  in  Rhetoric 
and  Theology,  to  assist  them  in  declaiming  to  the 
People. 

Although  these  Schools  prevented  the  total  ex- 
tinction of  literary  knowlec^e  among  the  Christian 
Clergy  in  those  dark  times,  they  contributed  very 
little  to  the  improvement  of  the  Sciences,  or  the 
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diffusion  of  Learning  among  the  Laity^  who  were 
left  almost  entirely  Mdthout  the  means  of  acquir- 
ing any  degree  of  Literature. 

When  Alfred,  therefore,  formed  the  noble  de- 
sign of  rendering  Learning  both  more  perfect  and 
more  general,  he  was  under  the  necessity  of  insti- 
tuting Schools  on  a  different  and  more  extensive 
plan ;  in  which  aU  the  Sciences  that  were  then 
known,  should  be  taught  by  the  best  Masters  that 
could  be  procured^  to  the  Laity  as 'well  as  to  the 
Clergy.  Hence  the  Foundation  of  our  Two  Uni- 
siTiES,  t^e  most  Illustrious  Seats  of  Learning  in 
the  World. 

Having  thus  founded  and  endowed  Schools, 
and  provided  them  with  proper  Masters,  he  next 
endeavoured  to  fill  them  with  suitable  Scholars ; 
wluch  was  not  the  easiest  part  of  his  work  in  that 
rode  age,  when  Learning  was  holden  in  such  con- 
tempt, especially  by  the  Nobility.  But  this  illi- 
beral and  barbarous  disdain  for  letters^  he  effec- 
tually overcame  in  a  little  time, — by  his  own 
Example, — ^by  speaking  on  all  occasions  in  praise 
of  Learning, — and  by  making  it  the  great  road  to 
preferment  both  in  Church  and  State.  And  still 
further  to  diffuse  a  taste  for  knowledge,  and  to 
transmit  it  to  posterity,  he  made  a  Law,  obliging 
all  Freeholders  who  possessed  two  Hides  of  land, 
or  upwards,  to  send  their  sons  to  School,  and  gpive 
them  a  liberal  education.  * 

By  these  wise  measures  this :  most  excellent 
Prince  made  a  total  change  in  the  sentiments  ^f 
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his  subjects.  The  old  Nobility  bewsdled  their  un- 
happiness  in  being  ignorant  of  letters^  and  some 
of  them  applied  to  study  in  a  rery  advanced  age ; 
n^le  all  took  care  to  send  their  sons  and  young 
relations  to  those  Schools  provided  for  them  by 
the  wisdom  and  munificence  of  their  Sovereign. 

Hence  Learning  revived  and  flourished  to  such 
a  degree  in  the  course  of  this  glorious  reign,  that, 
before  the  end  of  it,  Alfred  could  boast,  that  all 
his  Bishops'  Sbes  were  filled  by  Prelates  of  great 
learning,  and  every  Pulpit  in  England  furnished 
with  a  good  Preacher.  So  astonishing  are  the 
effects  which  a  great  and  good  Prince,  animated 
with  an  ardent  zeal  for  the  happiness  of  his  Sub- 
jects, can  produce,  not  only  in  the  circumstances, 
but  in  the  very  spirit  and  character  of  a  Nation! 

But  that  gleam  of  light,  which  appeared  in 
England  towards  the  conclusion  of  the  Ninth 
Century,  was  not  of  long  continuance ;  for  as  this 
was  chiefly  owing  to  the  extraordinary  genius  and 
unwearied  efforts  of  Alfred,  as  soon  as  these 
were  removed  by  the  death  of  that  Prince,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Tenth  Century,  learning  begun  to 
languish  and  decline. 

Edward,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  had  been 
educated  with  great  care;  but  not  having  the 
same  genius  and  taste  for  study  as  his  Illustrious 
Father,  he  did  not  prove  so  great  a  Patron  of 
learning  and  of  learned  men. 

The  Danes,  too,  those  destructive  enemies  of 
Science  and  Civilization,  no  sooner  heard  of  the 
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death  of  AiiFRBD,  than  they  renewed  their  raTages ; 
which  they  continued,  with  little  interruption,  for 
many  years. 

Besides  this,  the  learned  men  collected  by  Al- 
PBBD  from  different  countries,  dying  soon  after 
their  Royal  Patron,  were  not  succeeded  by  men  of 
equal  knowledge.  And  these,  and  several  other 
un&vourable  circumstances,  gave  a  fatal  check 
to  the  liberal  and  studious  spirit  which  had  been 
excited  in  the  late  reign ;  and  the  Engfish  by  de- 
grees relapsed  into  their  former  ignorance,  and 
contempt  of  learning. 

The  restoration  of  the  ancient  line  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  Kings,  in  the  year  1041,  in  the  person  of 
Edward  The  Confessor,  was  an  event  favourable 
to  learning.  For  although  Edward  was  not  a 
great  Prince,  he  was  not  unlearned  for  the  age  in 
winch  be  lived,  nor  inattentive  to  the  interests  of 
learning.  He  repaired  the  injuries  done  to  Ofx* 
ford  by  his  predecessor  Harold,  which,  in  his 
reign^  according  to  InguiiPHUS,  seems  to  have 
been  the  chief  Seminary  of  learning  in  England. 

*'  I  was  bom,"  says  Ingulphus,  "  in  England, 
and  of  Englishr  Parents,  in  the  beautiful  city  of 
London ;  educated  in  letters  in  my  tender  years 
at  Westminster ;  from  whence  I  was  afterwards 
sent  to  the  Study  of  Oxford ;  where  I  made  greater 
progress  in  the  Aristotelian  philosophy  than  many 
of  my  Contemporaries,  and  became  very  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Rhetoric  of  Cicero.**  This  Author 
further  acquaints  us^  that  when  he  was  a  boy  at 
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Westminster  School^  and  used  to  visit  his  Father^ 
who  lived  in  the  Court  of  Edward  The  Confessor, 
he  was  often  examined,  both  on  the  Latin  lan- 
guage and  on  Logic,  by  the  beautiful  and  virtu- 
ous Queen  Edgitha,  who  excelled  in  both  these 
branches  of  literature.  A  pleasing  instance,  that 
Learning  was  then  esteemed  a  desirable  accom- 
plishment even  in  Ladies  of  the  highest  Rank. 

One  cause  of  the  improvements  in  the  Sciences 
which  took  place  from  the  year  1166  to  1216,  was 
the  increase  of  the  Seminaries  of  Learning :  these 
consisting  of  General  Studies  or  Universities, — 
Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools, — Monastic  or 
Conventual  Schools, — ^The  Schools  of  Cities  and 
Towns, — and.  The  Schools  of  The  Jews. 

Tliat  those  Seats  of  Learning  which  are  now 
called  Universities,  were  anciently  called  Studies, 
is  well  known.  But,  about  the  end  of  the  Twelfth 
or  beginning  of  the  Thirteenth  Century,  the 
modern  name  seems  generally  to  have  prevailed, 
either  because  all  kinds  of  learning  were  taught  in 
them,  and  Students  of  all  Countries  were  welcome 
to  them,  or  because  they  were  formed  into  legal 
Communities,  which,  in  the  Latin  of  those  times, 
were  caiUled  Universitates/'. 

In  the  darkest  of  the  middle  ages,  it  has  been 
observed,  the  fiEunilies  of  Bishops  were  the  chief 
Seminaries  of  Learning,  in  which  young  persons 
were  educated  for  the  service  of  the  Church.

PREFACE.  XVU 

These  Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools  still  cotiti- 
naed  in  this  period.  They  were  also  better  regu- 
lated, and  consequently  more  useful  and  more 
firequented.  In  th6  most  ancient  times,  the  Bishop 
was  commonly  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  Teacher^ 
of  his  Cathedral  School ;  the  faithful  discharge  of 
which  laborious  office  was  hardly  compatible  with 
the  other  duties  of  his  function.  But,  in  this 
period^  these  Schools  were  put  under  the  direction 
of  men  of  learning,  who  devoted  their  whole  time 
and  study  to  the  education  of  youth,  and  had  cer- 
tain Estates  or  Prebends  assigned  for  their  sup- 
port. These  Teachers  of  the  Cathedral  Schools 
were  called, "  The  Scholastics  of  the  Diocese  T  and 
all  the  youth  in  it,  who  were  designed  for  the 
Church,  were  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  their  in- 
structions. By  the  Eighteenth  Canon  of  the  third 
general  Council  of  Lateran,  in  the  year  1179,  it 
was  decreed.  That  such  Scholastics  should  be 
settled  in  all  Cathedrals,  with  sufficient  Revenues 
for  their  support ;  and  that  they  should  have  au- 
thority to  superintend  all  the  Schoolmasters  of  the 
Diocese,  and  grant  them  licenses,  without  which 
none  should  presume  to  teach.  Tte  Sciences, 
therefore,  that  were  taught  in  these  Cathedra- 
Schools,  were  such  as  were  most*  necessary  to  qual 
lify  their  Pupils  for  performing  the  duties  of  the 
Sacerdotal  office,  as  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
Theology,  and  Church-Music.  In  the  year  1215, 
in  the  Fourth  general  Council  of  Laieran,  similar 
Oifdinajnces  are  expressly  enjoined, 
voii.  I.  b 
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The  great  increase  of  Religicms  Houses  in  this 
period,  very  much  increased  the  number  of  Semi- 
naries of  learning,  as  there  was  a  School  more  or 
less  celebrated  in  almost  every  Convent.  And 
some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  number  added  to 
the  Schools  by  this  means,  when  it  is  considered, 
that  there  were  no  fewer  than  567  Religious 
Houses  of  different  kinds,  according  to  Bishop 
Tanner,  founded  in  England  between  the  Con- 
quest and  the  death  of  Ring  John.  One  design 
of  these  Monastic  Schools  was,  to  instruct  the 
younger  Monks  in  those  branches  of  learning  that 
were  necessary  to  their  decent  performance  of  the 
Service  of  the  Church,  particularly  in  the  Latin 
language  and  Church-Music.  Some  degree  of 
knowledge  of  these  parts  of  learning  was  so  neces- 
sary, that  without  it  none  could  be  admitted  into 
the  Monastic  Order  in  any  of  the  Chief  Abbeys ; 
and  the  famous  Nicholas  Breakspear,  after- 
wards Fope  Adrian  the  Fourth,  was  rejected  by 
BiCHARD,  Abbot  of  St.  Albarisy  for  want  of  a 
suflScient  share  of  learning.  In  these  Conventual 
Schools  the  young  Monks  were  carefully  instruct^ 
ed  in  the  art  of  fair  and  beautifhl  Writing ;  and 
those  who  excelled  in  that  art,  were  for  some 
years  employed  in  the  Scriptorium^  or  Writing- 
Chamber,  in  transcribing  books  for  the  use  of  the 
Church  and  Library.  In  the  Schools  of  all  the 
larger  Monasteries,  besides  the  requisite  parts  of 
Iduming,  several  other  Sciences  were  taught,  as 
Rhetoric,  Logic,  Theology,  Medicine,  with  the 
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Civil  imd  Canon  Law.  These  two  last  branches 
of  learning,  Law  and  Physic,  being  very  lucrative, 
wete  so  diligently  studied  and  practised  by  the 
Monks,  that  they  were  almost  the  only  Pleaders 
and  Physicians  of  those  times.  Many  persons  of 
Rank  and  Fortune  were  also  educated  in  these 
Conventual  Schools,  to  which  they  frequently  be- 
came Benefactors. 

Besides  all  these  Seminaries  of  learning,  there 
were  established  in  this  period,  in  all  the  chief 
Cities  and  Towns  ^rf'England,  considerable  Schools, 
in  which  the  Youth  were  instructed  not  only  in 
rea<&^,  writing,  and  grammar,  but  also  in  several 
other  branches  of  Literature,  as  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
and  Theology.    We  are  told  by  William  Fitz- 
Stsphbns,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  Second,  that  there  were  three  of  these  emi- 
nent Schools  in  London  firmly  established:  be- 
sides several  others  that  were  occasionally  opened 
by  such  Masters,  as  had  obtained  a  high  reputa- 
tion for  dieir  Learning. 

^  On  Holidays,'*  he  observes,  **  it  is  usual  for 
these  Schools  to  hold  Public  Assemblies  in  the 
Churches  in  which  the  Scholars  engage  in  demon- 
strative or  logical  disputations,  some  using  enthy- 
mems,  and  others  perfect  syUo^sms ;  some  aim- 
ing at  nothing  but  to  gain  the  victory,  and  make 
an  ostentalioua  display  of  their  acuteness,  while 
others  have  the  investigation  of  truth  in  view. 
Artful  Sophists^  on  these  occarions,  acquire  great 
applause ;  some  by  a  prodigious  inundation  and 
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flow  of  words,  others  by  their  specious  but  falla- 
cious arguments.  After  the  disputations,  other 
Scholars  deliver  rhetorical  declamations,  in  which 
they  observe  all  the  rules  of  art,  and  neglect 
no  topic  of  persuasion.  Even  the  younger  boys  in 
the  different  Schools  contend  against  each  other 
in  verse,  about  the  principles  of  Grammar,  and  the 
preterites  and  supines  of  verbs.*'** 

That  prodi^ous  number  of  Jews  crowded  into 
England  soon  after  the  C!onquest,  and  resided  in 
all  it's  principal  towns  for  some  ages,  is  attested 
by  all  the  Historians  of  those  times.  Their  num- 
bers and  riches  were  indeed  so  great,  and  the 
revenues  derived  from  them  by  Government  so 
considerable,  that,  according  to  Madox,  a  parti- 
cular Exchequer  was  appointed  for  their  recep- 
tion.* Among  these  Jews  there  were  many  Bab- 
bies, and  men  of  Learning,  who  officiated  as 
Priests  in  their  Synagogues,  and  Professors  in 
their  Schools,  which  they  had  in  London,  York, 
Lincoln,  Lynn,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and 
every  other  town  where  any  considerable  number 
of  them  resided.  Nor  were  the  Academies  of  the 
Jewish  Rabbles  shut  agmnst  the  Christian  Youth, 
but  open  to  all  who  chose  to  take  the  benefit  of 
their  instructions. 

Certainly,  says  Wase,  we  all  bear  no  less  affec- 
tion to  the  common  Christianity,  than  the  Jews

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express  to  the  Law  of  Moses,  who  hare  ordained, 
^^  that  Schoolmasters  be  appointed  in  all  Cities^ 
and  the  Inhabitants  of  that  City,  wherein  are  no 
Scholars,  be  excommunicated  'till  they  provide 
themselves  of  Schoolmasters.  Farther,  if  upon 
this  they  take  no  care  to  get  them  any;  then^ 
that  City  to  be  executed;  subjoining  this  reason, 
that  the  world  would  not  subsist,  if  it  were  not 
for  the  babling  of  little  SchooUboysr^ 

From  this  brief  description  of  the  Seminaries  of 
learning  then  establish^  in  Eqgiand,  it  will  ap- 
pear, that  the  general  Ignorance  of  the  Laity  was 
owing  rather  to  the  Taste  and  Manners  of  the 
times,  than  to  the  want  of  opportunities  of  acquir- 
ing at  least  a  moderate  degree  of  knowledge. 

AU  tliese  different  kinds  of  Schools  continued 
to  flourish  in  the  Thirteenth  Century,  according 
to  Roger  Bacon,  who  informs  us,  that  there 
never  had  been  so  great  an  appearance  of,  Learn- 
ing, and  so  general  an  application  to  study,  in  so 
many  different  Faculties,  as  in  his  time,  when 
Schools  were  erected  in  every  City,  Town,  Burgh, 
and  Castle.<  So  many  Schools  being  founded, 
and  so  many  Sciences  taught,  in  London,  and  it's 
environs,  that  it  was  not  very  improperly  called

XXU  PABFACS. 

Leaming^  however^  seusibfy  declined  duriBg  the 
subsequent  period.  And^  about  the  year  1447, 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  education  of  youth 
in  London  had  so  far  gone  to  decay,  that  die 
grossest  ignorance  premled  among  the  people  in 
general. 

To  remedy  this  defect,  Four  Clergymen  peti- 
tioned Parliament  for  leave  to  set  up  Schools  in 
their  respective  Parishes,  viz.  AllhaUows  the  M<Nre, 
St.  Andrew's  Holbom,  St.  Peter  in  CornMU,  and 
St.  Mary  Coiechurch,  with  liberty  to  their  several 
Successors  to  continue  the  said  Schools.' 

This  Petition,  which,  it  may  be  supposed,  was 
dmwn  by  men  of  zealous  principles  with  their 
greatest  care  and  the  utmost  exertion  of  their 
abilities,  is  still  preserved  among  the  Records  in 
the  Tower,*"  and  is  a  lasting  Memorial  of  their 
Benevidaice  and  patriotic  Conduct.  This  Petition 
being  granted  by  King  Hbnry  the  l^xth,  a  partial 
remedy  was  thus  applied  by  those  well  disposed 
parsons,  to  the  irregularity  <tf  behaviour  and  rude- 
ness of  manners  which  characterized  the  features 
of  that  period. 

A  few  great  men  who  succeeded  each  other, 
likewise  prevented  the  Lamp  of  Learning  fi*om 
being  entirely  extinguished.  And  the  taking  of 
Constantinople  by  the  Turks,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  Fifteenth  Century,  was  an  event  which  con-

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tributed  to  the  general  restoration  of  literature. 
At  that  time  many  learned  Grbbks  fled  for  pro- 
tection into  Italy  and  Germany,  where  they  were 
kindly  received,  and  where  they  diffused  Science 
with  great  success.' 

In  a  short  time  after  this  event,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Western  parts  of  Eiurope  made  great  pro- 
gress in  all  branches  of  Literature ;  and  the  in- 
vention of  Printing,  which  soon  followed,  com* 
pleted  the  triumph  of  Learning,  over  Barbarism 
and  Ignorance. 

There  is  a  Solemnity  and  Importance  in  our 
desire  to  know  what  measures  were  devised,  what 
steps  pursued,  and  what  selected  instruments  in 
the  hands  of  Providence  ordained,  gradually  to 
diffuse  knowledge,  and  prepare  the  way  for  better 
Learning,  and  a  more  pure  form  of  Religion. 

It  is  generally  allowed,  that  the  noble  impulse 
of  Christian  Charity  in  the  founding  of  Grammar 
Schools,  was  one  of  the  Divine  means  for  bring-  rX 
mg  about  the  blessed  Rbpormation.  And  it  is^ 
therefore,  observable,  that  within  Thirty  years  be- 
fore it*s  accomplishment,  there  were  more  Gram- 
mar Schools  erected  and  endowed  in  England^ 
than  had  been  established  in  Three  Hundred  years 
preceding." 

Before  the  Reformation,  it  has  been  remarked^ 
that  Leaiiiing  was  much  confined  to  the  Monas-

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teries ;  but,  after  their  Dissolution,  it  came  forth 
from  thence,  and  begun  to  diffuse  itself  more 
widely  among  the  great  body  of  the  People  ;  and 
the  important  object  of  Literature  soon  became  a 
measure  of  general  Policy. 

King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent, 
bearing  date  the  20th  of  June,  in  the  second  year 
of  his  reign,  1549,  appointed  certain  Commis- 
sioners, ^*  to  take  diverse  orders  for  the  mainten- 
nance  and  continuance  of  ScoUers,  Priests,  and 
Curates,**  and  other  matters  relative  to  the  Poor ; 
and  under  the  authority  of  this  Commission,  the 
regulation  of  Schools  was^  comprised. 

Our  gratitude,  therefore,  must  ever  be  due  to 
the  memory  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  under  whose 
splendid  reign  so  many  works  of  Munificence  and 
Piety  were  established.  Unlike  his*  Royal  Father, 
his  attention  and  solicitude  were  extended  to  every 
class  of  his  Subjects,  who  felt  the  effects  of  his 
benign  disposition;  and  his  Princely  endowments 
constitute  at  this  day,  part  of  the  glory  of  the 
British  Empire. 

The  impulse  thus  given,  was  wisely  continued ; 
and  it  was  the  great  policy  of  succeeding  Princes 
to  encourage  Learning,  as  the  most  effectual 
means  to  expose  or  combat  the  errors  of  the 
Church  of  Rome ;  which  so  long  agitated  the 
minds  of  the  people,  that  the  Government  was 
exceedingly  disturbed  by  them,  until  the  Glorious 
Revolution,  in  1688,  when  Religion,  Law,  and 
Liberty,  were  fixed  on  that  solid  basis,  which  gives 
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this  happy  Country  a  Pre-eminence  over  every 
other  Nation  upon  the  &ce  of  the  Globe. 

^^  England,""  says  Erasmus  to  his  illustrious 
friend  Colbt,  ^^  is  most  pleasant  to  me  for  many, 
reasons,  but  especially  that  it  abounds  with  those 
BiiESsiNGS,  without  which  nothing  would  relish 
with  me,  Men.  of  admirable  Learning,  among 
the  chief  of  whom  I  do  not  hesitate  to  mention 

YOU." 

But  even  zeal  without  prudence  in  the  best  of 
causes  may  be  deserving  of  blame.  Who  does  not 
sigh  over  the  beautiful  remains  of  those  incompar- 
able buildings^  which  fell  a  sacrifice  to  infuriated 
,  frenzy  ?  And  who  is  not  indignant  at  the  scandal- 
ous rapacity  of  those,  who  made  Religion  the 
cloak  for  their  infomous  depredations  ? 

The  extreme  avidity  of  Edward's  ministers, 
wlucli  tempted  them  to  impoverish  every  Eccle- 
siastical Foundation  for  their  own  benefit,  had  well 
nigh  destroyed  all  the  good  effects  which  might 
be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  Nation  both  as  to 
Literature  and  Education.  Exhibitions  and  Pen- 
sions were  taken  from  the  Students  of  the  Uni- 
versities ;  and,  at  Oxford,  the  Public  Schools  were 
neglected,  and  even  applied  to  the  lowest  pur- 
poses." 

•'  I  tell  you.  Sirs,''  said  Henry  the  Eighth  to 
some  of  his  hungry  Courtiers,  fleshed  with  the

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^iiey  Lands,  and  wishing  to  spoil  Colleges  also  ;— 
^^  I  tell  you^  Sirs,  that  I  judge  no  land  in  England 
better  bestowed  than  that  which  is  given  to  our 
Universities.*"  Sensible  of  the  truth  of  this  Royal 
maxim,  many  opulent  Citizens  did  voluntarily 
what  the  wealthy  Clergy,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation,  were  by  Royal  Injunctions  required 
to  do,  in  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  Scho- 
lars in  either  University .• 

How  far  the  system  of  education  then  adopted 
in  the  noblest  and  most  accomplished  Houses 
might  be  expected  to  supply  the  place  of  public 
discipline,  we  may  be  envied  to  judge  from 
Ascham's  ^^  Schoolmaster,""  which  affords  a  re- 
markable instance  of  parental  harshness  in  the 
ease  of  the  amiable  and  unfortunate  Lady  Janb 
Gray  :  when  he  visited  her  at  her.father"s  seat  in 
Leicestershire,  and  found  her  studying  the  Phasdon 
of  Plato.  And  it  is,  perhaps,  to  this  affecting 
scene  that  we  owe  the  great  attention  which 
AscHAM  shows,  in  his  treatise,  to  the  dictates  of 
humanity;  and  the  pains  which  he  takes  to  render 
his  plan  of  Education  desirable  to  the  Master,  and 
plesuiant  to  the  PupiL' 

The  English  language  was  much  neglected  in 
the  early  part  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  but  a 
double  shai*e  of  attention  vras  bestowed  upon  Clas-

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sical  kaowledge ;  nor  was  any  Bank  deemed  so 
exalted,  as  to  exclude  the  aeeessity  of  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  learned  tongues. 

Even  in  the  very  centre  of  the  bad  deeds  of  the 
bigot  Mary,  and  at  a  period  when  the  el^;ant 
studies  w^e  beginning  again  to  yidd  to  Pblemics, 
there  arose  a  College  (Trinity)  at  Oxford,  avow- 
edly destined  by  if  s  Founder,  Skr  Thomas  Pofb, 
in  1554,  for  the  improvement  of  Clamcal  Know- 
ledge. In  the  Statutes  a  Lecturer  is  particulaiiy 
appointed,  and  enjoined  to  ^  exert  his  utmost 
diligence  in  tincturii^  his  auditors  with  a  just 
reUsh  for  the  graces  and  purity  of  the  Latin 
tongue." 

Yet,  in  1563,  there  were  only  two  Divines  at 
Oxford,  who  were  capable  of  preaching  before 
The  University .«  And,  in  1670,  Horns,  Bishop 
of  Winton,  enjoined  to  his  Minor  Canons  tasks 
almost  beneath  the  abilities  of  an  ordinary  School- 
boy. 

The  very  low  state  of  Public  Education^  in  the 
middle  of  Elizabeth's  reign^  may  further  be  col- 
lected from  a  provision  in  Archbishop  Parker's 
Foundation  of  Three  Scholarships  at  Cambridge, 
in  1567.  They  are  to  be  suj^Ued  by  the  most 
Qonsiderable  Schools  in  Kent  and  Norfolk,  and 
are  to  be  ^'  the  best  and  aptest  SchoUerai  well

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instmcted  in  the  Grammar^  and  (if  it  may  he) 
such  as  can  make  a  verse  T' 

The  classical  erudition  of  Queen  Elizabeth  is, 
however,  beyond  a  doubt;  and  her  example  had  a 
great  effect.  The  advantages  of  Learning  gradu- 
^y  became  as  much  the  property  of  the  Laity  as 
of  the  Clergy ;  and  very  soon  after  the  reign  of 
that  renowned  Princess^  men  attained  to  that  state 
of  general  improvement^  and  those  situations  with 
respect  to  Literature,  in  which  they  have  ever 
since  persevered  and  excelled. 
y>^  We  now  arrive  at  that  miM  period  of  the  Re- 
formation, when  the  Piety  and  Charity  of  Pro- 
tectants in  the  Foundation  of  Grammar  Schools 
prevailed  so  much,  that,  in  the  succeeding  age, 
there  wanted  rather  a  regulation,  than  an  increase 
of  them. 

It  is,  however,  not  unworthy  of  remark,  that 
the  very  early  age  at  which  Students  were  enter* 
ed  at  The  Universities,  before  the  commencement 
of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  during  most  part 
of  that  Century  also,  excluded  the  possibility  of 
the  Scholar  having  acquired  at  School  much  be- 
yond the  rudiments  of  the  learned  languages  \  so 
that,  what  in  those  times  were  termed  Ghrammar 
Schools  J  were,  in  fact,,  very  aptly  designated  by 
such  an  appellation.  The  names  of  persons  of 
those  earlier  dates  may  be  ornamental  to  the  pages

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t>f  School  Annals ;  but  their  reputation^  as  far  as 
it  may  have  arisen  from  Education^  is  more  justly 
to  be  attributed  to  The  University. 

Among  those  who  have  written  upon  Schools, 
Roger  Ascham  may  not  improperly  be  enumer- 
ated here.  His  '^  Schoolmaster^  Dr.  Johnson 
observes,  "  though  begun  with  alacrity,  in  hopes 
of  a  considerable  reward,  was  interrupted  by  the 
death  of  his  Patron  Sir  Edward  Sackville,  and 
afterwards  sorrowfully  and  slowly  finished,  in  the 
gloom  of  disappointment,  under  the  pressure  of 
distress.  But  of  the  author*s  disinclination  or 
dejectioi^  there  can  be  found  no  tokens  in  the 
work,  which  is  conceived  with  great  vigour,  and 
finished  with  great  accuracy ;  and,  perhiqM,  con- 
tains the  best  advice  that  was  ever  ^ven  for  the 
study  of  Languages.*"* 

In  1678,  Christopher  Wase,  a  man  of  consi- 
derable learning,  published  at  Oxford,  **  Consider- 
atk>ns  concerning  Free  Schools,  as  settled  in  Eng- 
land.** From  these  ^'Considerations**  much  inform- 
ation has  been  derived  for  the  present  work,  and 
which  must  ever  be  esteemed  for  their  thorough 
display  of  the  origin  and  effects  of  those  important 
Establishments. 

In  1807,  Mr.  Beckwith,  an  able  Barrister, 
dir^ted  his  attention  to  the  various  Institutions 
for  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  this  Countiy,  in  which

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considerable  r^;ard  is  paid  to  the  management  of 
Schools. 

And,  in  1816,  a  History  of  the  Principal  Schools 
of  England  was  published  by  Mr.  Ackermann,  of 
The  Strand,  embellished  with  plates ;  and  which 
has  also  been  consulted  with  advantage. 

In  the  same  year,  a  Select  Committee  of  The 
House  of  Commons  was  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  Education  of  The  Lower  Orders  in  The  Me- 
tropolis: Who,  after  *having  examined  a  great 
body  of  Evidence,  reported  to  The  House,  that 
they  found  reason  to  conclude,  ^^  that  a  very  large 
number  of  poor  Children  are  idioUy  without  the 
means  of  Instruction,  although  their  Parents  ap- 
pear to  be  generally  very  desirous  of  obtaining 
that  advantage  for  them  f — 

That  they  observed  with  much  satisfaction, 
^^  the  highly  beneficial  effects  produced  upon  all 
those  parts  of  the  Population,  which,  assisted  ip 
whole  or  in  part  by  various  Charitable  Institution^^ 
have  enjoyed  tlie  benefits  of  Eklucation  f — <- 

That  they  had  not  then  time  fully  to  r^ort 
their  Opinion  upon  the  different  branches  of  their 
Inquiry,  ^'  but  they  feel  persuaded  that  tlie  greasi- 
est advantages  would  result  to  this  Country  from 
Parliament  taking  proper  measures,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  prevailing  disposition  in  the  Com- 
munity, for  supplying  the  deficiency  of  the  means 
of  Instruction  which  exists  at  present,  and  for  ex- 
tending this  Blessing  to  the  Poor  of  all  descrip- 
tions:" — 
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That  although  The  Committee  were  not  in- 
structed to  examine  the  state  of  Education  be- 
yond the  Metropolis,  they  had,  "  in  addition  to 
what  has  appeared  in  Evidence,  received  commu- 
nications, which  show  the  necessity  of  PtoHament 
as  speedily  as  possible  instituting  an  Inquiry  into 
the  management  of  Charitable  Donations  and 
other  Funds  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Poor  of  this 
Country,  and  into  the  state  of  their  Education 
generally,  especially  in  the  larger  Towns.**  And 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  *^  that  the  most 
effectual,  as  well  as  least  expensive,  mode  of  con- 
ducting such  an  Inquiry,  would  be  by  means  of  a 
Parliamentary  Commission.** 

In  a  Second  Report  from  The  Select  Committee, 
dated  the  7th  of  July,  1817,  they  state,  "  Your 
Committee  having  considered  the  information 
communicated  to  them  during  the  last  Session, 
from  various  parts  of  the  Country,  touching  the 
State  of  Education,  and  more  particularly  the 
misapplication  of  Funds  destined  by  gift,  bequest, 
or  devise  to  that  purpose,  are  of  opinion,  that  it 
would  be  expedient  to  extend  the  instructions 
under  which  they  act,  so  as  to  embrace  an  Inquiry 
into  the  Education  of  the  Lower  Orders  generally 
throughout  England  and  Wales.** 

For  an  humble  Individual,  after  such  high 
Authority,  to  undertake  a  description  of  all  our 
Endowed  Grammar  Schoom, — to  struggle  with 
difficulties,*^the  objectiong  of  his  Friends, — and 
the  reluctance  of  some  of  the  parties  concerned  to 
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^ve  information, — may  appear  inconsistent.  But 
his  experience  of  former  kindness  from  The  Pablic 
gave  energy  to  his  hopes,  and  silenced  all  the  ap- 
prehensions which  expense  and  fatigae  were  ready 
to  excite. 

Confiding,  therefore,  in  general  support,  he  re- 
spectfully ventured  to  insert  a  Letter  and  a  Series 
of  Questions  in  The  Gentleman*s  Magazine,  and  to 
send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  The  Head  Masters  of 
every  known  Grammar  School  throughout  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  and  the  result  has  been  propor- 
tionate to  his  most  ardent  expectations.'

The  Duinerous  endowed  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Kingdon^ 
reflect  the  highest  honour  on  the  memory  of  their  charitable 
and  pious  Founders.  But^  as  we  have  little  intelligence  re-

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beneficial  oonsequences  have  ensued.  It  would 
be  presumptuous  to  expatiate  on  the  merits  <^  our 
great  Pubfic  Seminaries ;  for  where  is  the  Gentle- 
man^ who  has  not  either  profited  by  their  imrae- 
dieEte  Tuition,  or  by  the  hands  of  those  who  have 
had  the  happiness  to  enjoy  such  a  Blessing  ? 

It  is  pjLiinftil,  however,  to  relate,  that  many  of 
oar  numerous  and  ample  Endowments  have  fallen 
to  decay,  by  the  negligence  or  cupidity  of  ignorant 
or  tinprincif>led  Trustees;  who  have  edlently,  or  by 
connivance,  suffered  the  furtive  alknation  of  the 
very  Lands  which  they  were  called  upon  so  so- 
lemnly to  defend,  and  which  were  in  a  great 
measure  ordiuned  for  the  Education  of  their  own. 
Children. 

As  the  property  of  those  benevolent  Institutions 
is,  therefore,  in  several  cases  lost  or  sunk ;  or  em- 
bezzled, or  disgracefally  misapplied ;  or  lessened 
or  impaired  by  gross  dereliction  of  duty,  and  very 
great  frauds  are  committed  in  letting  and  ma^ 
n^ging  the  estates; — it  appears  absolutely  neces- 
sary, that  such  disorder  and  misapplication  should 
speedily  be  abolished,  by  a  Public  investigation 
and  REFORM  of  those  evils,  which  is  only  within 
the  power  of  Parliament. 

It  is  true,  that  many  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry, 
or  neighbouring  Ministei^,  are  often  the  Special 
Visitors, — andThe  Right  Reverend  their  Diocesan, 
and  Spiritual  Father,  is  always  their  General  Fi- 
sHor, — but  such  interference  is,  probably,  seldom 
exercised,  unless  at  the  honest  indignation  of  some 
conscientious  P^uishioner. 
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In  a  perusal  of  the  Statutes,  a  great  Siinilarity 
between  those  of  the  more  eminent  Schools  will 
be  obvious.  It  is  well  known  that  King  Henrv 
the  Sixth  grounded  his  Statutes  for  Eton  upon 
those  of  Winchester:  and  this  similarity  was 
further  increased  by  the  correction  of  Individuals^ 
who  were  deemed  particularly  excellent  in  such 
compositions ;  especially  the  amiable  Dean  Now- 
ell,  whose  general  character  not  only  as  a  man  of 
judgement  and  learning,  but  the  memory  of 
whose  fame,  as  Master  of  Westminster  School^ 
made  his  revision  and  approbation  of  several  of  the 
Seminaries,  established  in  his  time,  to  be  so  much 
desired/ 

That  frightful  disease,  the  Plague^  which  the 
Statutes  endeavour  so  humanely  to  guard  against^ 
is  now  happily  unknown:  and  some  disorders 
which  were  then  thought  incurable,  are  by  a  better 
course  of  living  and  more  discreet  conduct  now 
also  never  seen,  or  have  abated  much  of  their  ma- 
lignity. There  is  a  pleasure  in  contemplating  the 
hardy  and  athletic  exercises,  which  are  prescribed 
for  the  Pupils,  to  invigorate  the  limbs  and  expand 
tlie  mind :  And,  however  it  may  have  been  asserted 
to  the  contrary,  the  religious  and  moral  prin- 
ciples which  are  every  where  most  strictly  enjoin- 
ed, completely  confute  the  groundless  cidumnies^ 
which  have  been  disseminated  on  the  score  of 
neglect  of  piety. 


Churton*s  life  of  Nowell^  p.  109« 
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Of  those  who  superintend  the  Education  of 
Youth,  Erasmus  is  ever  Jbnd  of  expressing  his 
praise ;  and,  whenever  he  had  an  importunity,  he 
encouraged  men  of  letters  to  undertake  the  labo- 
rious care  of  a  Grammar  School ;  which  he  always 
most  justly  commends,  as  what  exalts  the  Master 
to  the  highest  dignity ;  whose  business  is  to  sea- 
son Youth  in  Learning  and  Religion,  and  raise  up 
men  for  the  service  of  their  country.  "  It  may  be,** 
he  observes,  ^^  the  employment  is  accounted  vile 
and  mean  in  the  opinion  of  Fools;  but,  in  itself,  it 
is  really  great  and  honourable."  And  he  fur- 
ther insists,  ^^  that  the  safety  of  States  depends  |/ 
upon  Three  things, — Upon  a  proper  or  impn^)er 
Education  of  the  Prince,  upon  Public  Preachers, 
and  upon  School-masters.'' 

Much  of  the  useful  Learning,  which  has  so 
remarkably  enhghtened  the  middle  ranks  of  the 
English  nation,  and  rendered  us  a  moral  and  an 
understanding  people,  has  proceeded  from  our  , 
numerous  Public  Schools.  It  is  in  these  truly  re- 
spectable nurseries  of  Literature,  that  Education 
has  effected  it's  most  generous  and  valuable  pur- 
poses. The  mind,  which  might  otherwise  have 
been  confined  by  sordid  habits,  has  been  expand- 
ed :  Genius,  which  might  have  been  hidden  from 
the  World,  has  been  called  forth  to  the  honour  of 
human  nature:  And  the  general  manners,  from 
rudeness  and  vulgarity,  have  been  rendered  easy, 
courteous,  and  polite.^

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"  I  shall  always^**  says  Gibbon,  ^'  be  ready  to 
join  in  the  common  opinion,  that  our  Public 
Schools,  which  have  produced  so  many  eminent 
characters,  are  the  best  adapted  to  the  genius 
and  constitution  of  the  English  people.  A  boy  of 
spirit  may  acquire  a  previous  and  practical  expe- 
rience of  the  world;  and  his  play-fellows  may  be 
the  future  friends  of  his  heart  or  his  interest.  In 
a  free  intercourse  with  his  equals,  the  habits  of 
truth,  fortitude,  and  prudence  will  insensibly  be 
matured.  Birth  and  riches  are  measured  by  the 
standard  of  [personal  merit ;  and  the  mimic  scene 
of «  Rebellion  has  displayed,  in  their  true  colours, 
the  Ministers  and  Patriots  of  the  ri^ng  genera- 
tion."« 

The  Master's  Stipend  it  will  be  seen,  upon 
some  of  the  old  Foundations,  is  much  below  envy ; 
although  such  an  income  in  the  time  of  the  Donors 
might  have  been  amply  sufficient.  In  most  cases, 
however,  the  rise  in  the  value  of  the  Estates  is 
extraordinary,  and  where  the  receipts  are  faith- 
fully dispensed  by  the  Trustees,  aflFord  a  plentiful 
revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Establishment. 
Wherever  Rent-charges  were  given,  they  must  of 
course  remain  stationary ;  and  even  several  dona- 
tions were  only  for  terms  of  years,  aad  upon  cer- 
tain  conditions^  which  have  long  since  expired. 

In  order  that  poor  Scholars,  or  those  of  bright 
talents,  might  not  be  deprived  of  the  advantages 
of  a  College  education,  many  benevolent  parsons

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have  contributed  to  the  maiatenance  of  one  or 
more  Students  at  The  Universities.  Some  of  these 
Es^bitions  are  appropriated  to  a  particular 
School^  County,  or  certain  Counties ;  others  are 
given  for  a  certain  term  of  years,  and  some  inde- 
finitely without  limitation  of  place.  Local  bene- 
factions were  given  out  of  peculiar  respect  to  the 
Ial»abitant6  of  such  place,  with  which  the  Bene- 
£ACtor  himself  was  in  some  way  connected ;  while 
some  persons  of  more  ample  fortunes  and  enlm^ed 
views,  out  of  their  regard  to  the  whole  Kingdom, 
have  left  full  choice  of  their  Exhibitioners  to  the 
free  discretion  of  Feoffees.  Whence  arises  a  lau- 
dable spirit  of  ambition ;  and  to  the  greater 
Schools  upon  which  any  Exhibitions  are  settled, 
the  very  expectation  of  the  reward  draws  resort, 
and  excites  an  emulation  in  learning  and  good 
deportment. 

But  there  is  an.  ulterior  object  in  these  bene- 
fections  which  is  often  overlooked,  as  it  has  an 
immediate  reference  to  the  Church.  The  Statutes 
of  the  several  Colleges  solemnly  enjoining  a  dili- 
gent and  decent  attendance  on  Public  Worship ; 
and  implying,  that  the  Salaries  to  Masters,  and 
Exhibitions  to  Scholars,  are  to  provide  in  a  great 
measure,  that  "  the  Church  he  not  burthenedC 
idnce,  upon  the  supposition  of  these  advantages 
being  withdrawn.  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  are 
taxable  to  the  education  of  Students  ;  and,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1559, 
they  were  actually  taxed  a  Thirtieth  part. 
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It  may  be  curious  to  trace  the  origin  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Grammars.  Hie  excellent 
author  of  ^^  Reflexions  upon  Learning,**  observes, 
'^  in  our  times  the  common  Grammar  that  goes 
under  the  name  of  Mr.  Lilye,  was  done  by  some 
of  the  most  considerable  men  of  the  age.  The 
English  Rudiments^  by  Dean  Colet  ;  with  a  pre- 
face to  the  first  edition,  directing  it*s  use,  was  by 
no  less  a  man  than  Cardinal  Wolsey.  The  most 
rational  part.  The  &fntax,  was  written  or  corrected 
by  Erasmus  ;  and  the  other  parts,  by  other  emi- 
nent persons.  So  that  although  Mr.  Lilye  now 
bears  the  name,  which,  while  living,  he  always 
modestly  refused,  yet  it  was  carried  on  by  the 
joint  endeavours  of  several  learned  men,  and  he 
had,  perhaps,  not  the  largest  share  in  that  work.**^ 

It  may  Biao  be  observed,  that  it  redounds  not  a 
little  to  the  honour  of  St.  Paulas  School,  that  not 
only  the  Latin  Grammar  is  owing  to  the  skill  and 
care  of  The  Founder,  and  the  first  Master  of  that 
School ;  but  also  the  common  Oreek  Grammar, 
used  throughout  England,  by  the  same  authority 
as  the  Latin,  was  composed  by  Camden,  who  had 
been  a  Scholar  at  that  celebrated  Seminary. 

It  is  likewise  curious  to  remark,  that  many  of 
the  examples  in  the  Latin  Grammar  are  said  to 
have  pointed  at  the  then  juncture  of  Public  affairs; 
viz.y  The  Prosecution  of  Empson  and  Dudley,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the

nium  animadverti  in  mahs.^    And  this  humour 
was  the  reason,  why,  in  the  following  editions  of 
the  SyntaXy  there  were  examples  accommodated 
to  the  respective  years  of  the  impressions,  as,  in 
that  of  1513,  "  Imperator  meruit  sub  rege  in  Oal- 
tia^   relating  to  Maximilian,  the  Emperor  of 
Germany,  who  then,  at  the  siege  of  Tenmenne  in 
Flailders,  fought  under  the  Banner  of  Hbnrt  the 
Eighth,  and  received  an  Hundred  Crowns  a  day 
for  his  pay.     And,  in  the  edition  of  1520,  '^  Au^o 
regem  Dorobemiam  prqficisci/*  referring  to  the 
King^s  speedy  journey  to  Canterbury,  there  to  give 
entertainment  to  the  Emperor  Charlbs  the  Fifth, 
lately  landed  at  Dover.    There  were  likewise  in 
the  edition  of  Erasmus,  several  examples  relating 
to  Dean  Colbt  :  as,  "  Fixit  Romce^  stu4iit  Oxoniiy 
natus  est  Londini,  discessit  Londino.^* 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Anthony  k  Wood,  that  the 
^st  printed  Grammar  in  England  was  that  by 
John  Holt,  of  Magdalen  College,  and  Usher  of 
Magdalen  School  in  Oxford,  intituled,  ^'  Lac  Puer- 
arum,**  which  was  printed  about  the  year  1497, 
and  dedicated  to  Morton,  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury. This  Grammar  was  then  in  much  repute. 
About  the  same  time  was  published  an  Accidence 
and  Grammar,  written  also  by  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Holt,  who  was  master  to  Sir  Thomas 
MoRB.  After  these,  various  treatises  on  Grammar

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were  published  by  Linacrb^  Stanbridgs^  and 
Whittington. 

And  these  again  have  all  been  improved  by  the 
learning  and  humanity  of  more  eminent  Philo- 
logists. 

The  course  of  Education  which  is  pursued  in 
the  several  Schools,  has  been  attempted  to  be 
obtained,  that  a  just  comparison  may  be  formed 
of  the  most  approved  methods.  Even  the  com- 
prehensive mind  of  Johnson  has  not  disdained  to 
draw  up  a  ^'  Scheme  for  the  Classes  of  a  Gram- 
mar School."**  There  are  peculiar  regulations  in 
mony  Schools,  which  require  particular  obser- 
vapce ;  but,  in  general,  affection  or  respect  seem 
decidedly  to  preponderate  in  favour  of  the  Eton 

RULES. 

Many  Schools  are  under  the  immediate  Super- 
intendence and  Visitation  of  particular  Colleges : 
and,  it  is  a  remark  of  Mr.  Nelson,  that  the  con- 
necting of  a  School  with  a  College  is  a  wise  con- 
trivance to  preserve  it  in  honour  and  reputation.^ 
Wase  also  observes,  that  the  annexing  the  Patron- 
age of  Country  Free  Schools  to  some  House  in 
Tlie  Univ^^sity  has  been  experienced  mutually 
beneficial.* 

In  an  age,  when  so  many  Theories  are  enter- 
tained with  respect  to  the  tmiversal  Necessity,  or 
the  expeditious  Acquiremenlj  of  Learning,"— when

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our  ancient  Efitablisbments  are  yielding  to  new- 
fieuigled  SysteiBB,  and  even  Wsstminstbr  has 
been  strangely  classed  in  The  Report  on  the  Eda* 
cation  of  ^^  The  Lower  Orders  in  the  Metropolis,** 
— it  may  well  become  some  able  and  scientific  pen 
to  protect  and  exemplify  the  rights  and  import- 
ance of  our  Public  Grammar  Schools  ;  and  put 
a  bold  stop  to  the  havoc  of  ignorant  or  firaatjc 
Trustees,  before  they  impair  those  Venerable  In- 
stitutions, where  the  true  sense  of  the  Learned 
languages  may  in  Youth  be  obtained,  and  the 
Spirit  and  the  Beauties  of  Classic  authors  well 
understood  and  duly  estimated; — ^And  thus  by 
acquiring  the  art  of  speaking  and  writing  with 
purity  and  elegance,  lay  the  best  Foundation  of 
Academical  Studies. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  record  of  eminent  cha- 
racters many  useful  lessons  may  be  drawn ;  and, 
in  conformity  with  that  pleasing  study,  aH  the 
^^  Worthies'*  that  diligence  could  collect,  have 
been  faithfully  arranged, — for  ^'  not  to  name  the 
School  or  the  Masters  of  men  illustrious  for  Litera- 
ture, is  a  Idnd  of  historical  fraud,  by  which 
honest  fame  is  injuriously  diminished.'"' 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  Inquiry,  reference  has 
been  made  to  every  printed  authority,  independ- 
ently of  the  multiplied  correspondence  occasioned 
by  the  circulation  of  the  Author  s  printed  Letter 
and  Questions.  And  it  is  at  once  both  gratifying 
and  incumbent  upon  him  to  record,  that  flattering

l^HB  17aB«  Gbammab  School  at  Bedford  was  founded, 
by  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  bearing  date 
the  15th  of  August,  in  the  Sixth  year  of  his  reign,  1552,  on 
the  Petition  of  The  Mayor,  B^iffs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  education,  institu- 
ticm,  and  instruction  of  children  and  youth  in  grammar  and 
good  manners,  to  endure  for  ever.  The  same  School  to  be 
of  one  Master,  and  one  Usher.  And  The  Wardens  and 
Fellows  of  New  College,  in  Oxford,  were  thereby  con- 
stituted Visitors  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  and  Naminor 
tors  and  Jdmittors  of  if  s  Master  and  Usher,  with  power  to 
remove  them  for  just  causes,  and  to  appoint  others  to  act  in 
thdr  stations. 

And,  to  the  end  that  their  intent  should  take  the  better 
effect.  His  Majesty  gave  licence  to  the  Mayor  and  Com- 

yoL.  r.  B 
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monalty,  that  they,  or  thdr  successorB,  might  have  and  en- 
joy any  possessions  whatsoever,  to  the  yearly  value  of  jf  40., 
above  all  charges  and  reprises,  of  the  f^  or  assignment  of 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  in  and  to  the  sustentation 
of  the  said  Mastee  and  Usher,  and  for  the  condnuanoe  of 
the  said  School  for  ev&c ;  for  the  Mabeiage  of  Pooe  Maids 
of  the  said  town;  and  for  Pooe  Childeen,  there  to  be 
noiuished  and  informed ;  and  also  of  the  surplusage  coming 
or  remidning  of  the  premises,  to  distribute  in  Alms  to  the 
Pooe  of  the  said  town  for  the  time  being. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  the  22d  day  of  April,  in  the 
Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1566,  and 
made  between  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  of  the  one 
part,  and  Sir  William  Haepue,  Knight,  and  Alderman 
of  the  City  of  London,  and  Dame  Alice  his  wife,  of  the 
other  part,  after  reciting  the  said  Letters  Patent,  it  is  wit- 
nessed, That  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  did  thereby 
erect  and  establish  a  Free  and  Perpetual  School,  within  the 
Town  of  Bedford,  in  a  Messuage  there,  commonly  called 
"The  Fbee  School  House,''*  which  the  said  Sir  Wil* 
LIAM  Habpub  of  late  built ;  and  elected  and  admitted  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher,  of  the  said  School. 

That  the  said  Sir  William  Habpub  and  ]>ame  Alice, 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  School,  did  grant  unto 
the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  the  said  School-House, 
with  the  premises  adjoining;  and  also  thirteen  acres  and 
one  rood  of  meadow,  therein  particularly  described,  lying  in 
divers  parcels  in  or  near  the  Parish  of  Saint  Andrew, 
HoLBOEN,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  to  hold  the  same, 
according  to  the  form  of  the  said  Letters  Patent. 

By  an  Act  of  ParHament  passed  in  the  .4®  Geo.  III., 
aftw  reciting  as  before  is  stated,  and  that  after  granting  the 
said  thirteen  acres  one  rood,  some  part  thereof  was  lost  by 
encroachments  made  thereon^  and  that  other  part  thereof? 
was  granted  to  Sir  Thomas  Fisheb,  Baronet,  under  the 
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autbority  of  the  BQgh  Court  of  Chancery,  for  other  Iwds 
belmi^iig  to  him,  so  that  ib^  same  was  reduced  to  dioi^t 
twelve  acr€9y  oneroody  aadthirUen  poles,  whkhwaagnoUd 
upon  lease  in  the  manner  there  inenti<»ied ;  and  that,  in 
oonaequence  of  such  lease,  and  other  dcrLvatiYe  leases,  a 
gteBt  number  of  houses  and  buildings  were  erected  on  the 
aaid  ground;  and  that  sevend  new  streets  were  formed, 
designed,  and  made,  out  of  part  of  the  said  premises,  for 
the  use  of  the  Public,  vix.  Bedi^&d  Stasst,  Beofoed 
Sow,  Beofoed  Codet,  Peimces  Steset,  Thbobald^s 
Road,  Noeth  Steset,  East  Steest,  Lamb's  Conduit 
Stscet,  Qctsen  Steeet,  Eaole  Steset,  Boswsll  Covet, 
and  other  streets  and  courts  thereto  a^Qiniog,  lying  and 
bong  in  the  several  parishes  of  St.  Andebw,  Holbom,  and 
St.  Geoeoe,  Queen  Square;  and  that,  by  means  thereof,  the 
yearly  rents  of  the  Trust  Premiaes  were  dien  increased  to  a 
conaideraUe  amount,  and  that  great  improvements  were 
pinpoeed  to  be  made  in  the  said  Charity  Estate,  by  ktting 
part  of  the  houses,  upon  building  or  repairing  leases; 
whereby,  according  to  the  best  computations,  die  whole  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  was  likely  to  produce,  firom  the  year 
I JG69  a  dear  yearly  income  of  about  £S000. 

It  was  (amongst  other  things)  enacted.  That  the  Mayor, 
Becorder,  Aldennen,  and  other  persons  in  the  same  Act 
named,  should,  fiom  and  after  the  2Sth  of  June,  17^4,  be 
Teustsss,  for  the  settii^  and  managing  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charity,  and  for  carrying  into  executioB  the 
Rules  set  forth  in  the  Sdiedule  thereunto  aancoced. 

And,  That  the  Trustees  appcnnted  as  aforesaid,  and  to 
be  ekded  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  should  be  styled 
^  The  Mastees,  Goveekoes,  and  TsusTEEsof  The  Bsn- 
FOED  Chaeitt,^  and  should  use  a  Common  Seal,  round 
which  ahoidd  be  inscribed  the  AUowii^  wordsj  ^  The 
foAL  CE  TMB  Mastees,  6oTsaKOE8,andTausTEEs  or  the 
BsPEoan  Chaeitv;''  And  that  the  Trustees  should  and 
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'  might  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  ^uld  be  enabled  to 
purchase  lands,  for  the  purposes  in  the  Schedule  mentioned, 
and  other  buildings  proper  and  necessary  (or  the  use  of  the 
said  Charity,  not  exceeding  the  yeariy  value  of  £  50. 

And  that  the  Trustees  should  be  empowered  to  erect,  in 
the  Chancel  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  Town  of  Bed- 
ford, where  the  said  Sir  William  Haepur,  and  Dame 
Alice,  his  wife,  lie  interred,  a  Monumbkt  of  marble ; — 
likewise  a  Statue  in  frcmt  of  the  said  Grammar  Sdiool ;— i 
with  proper  inscriptions  thereon,  in  testimony  of  that  Town's 
gratitude  and  reverence  to  the  memc»ry  of  those  munificent 
Founders  of  that  great  Chari^ ; — ^which  Monument  and 
Statue  have  been  erected  accordingly. 

By  another  Act  passed  in  the  33^  Gea  III.,  1793,  after 
redting  the  above  mentioned  Act,  and  that  the  said  Estates 
having  been  let  upon  building  and  repairing  leases,  as  the 
former  leases  thereof  had  fallen  in,  the  yearly  rents  thereof 
had  been  greatly  increased  since  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act ;  and  as  many  leases  of  other  parts  of  the  same  Estate 
would  expire  at  different  periods,  and  might  be  further  om- 
aderably  increased ; — 

And  that  it  had  been  found,  that  the  directions  given  by 
the  said  Act,  and  the  Schedule,  for  the  application  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  Trust  Estates,  were  in  scnne  instances  im^ 
jproper,  and  oocaaoned  many  inconveniencies  to  the  inhaln- 
tants  of  the  Town ;  and  that  the  premises  might  be  managed, 
and  the  rents  applied  in  a  manner  much  more  advantageous 
fcM*  the  objects  of  the  said  Charity ; — 

It  was  enacted.  That  the  Act  of  the  4«  Geo.  III.,  and 
the  Schedule  thereto  annexed,  and  all  the  Rules,  Orders,  and 
IKrections  by  the  same  Act  and  Schedule  mentioned,  diould 
be  repealed ; — 

And  by  this  Act  of  1/93,  it  was  enacted.  That  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant,  and  Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  County  of  Bedford,  the  Mayor,  Reomkr,

Aldermen,  Common  Council,  Bailiffii,  Chamberlains,  and 
Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  the  Grammar 
School  for  the  time  being,  and  eighteen  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town,  who  should  be  chosen  in  the  manner  therein-after 
mentioned,  and  their  respective  successors,  to  be  chosen  in 
like  manner,  should  be  Trustees  of  the  several  Estates 
beloi^ing  to  the  said  Charity,  and  should  let  and  manage 
.the  same,  and  apply  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits  thereof 
in  such  manner  as  by  the  Rules,  Orders,  and  Directions  con- 
tained in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  is  directed  and 
expressed. 

The  foDowing  is  The  SCHEDULE,  to  which  the  foregoing 
Act  refers : 

Containing  RULES,  ORDERS,  and  DIRECTIONS,  for  the 
Government  andManagement  of  the  Charity,  founded  in  the 
Town  and  Borough  of  Bedford,  in  the  County  of  Bedford, 
pursuant  to  Letters  Patent  granted  hy  His  late  Majesty 
King  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  the  Grant  of  Sir  miUam 
Harpur,  and  Dame  Alice,  his  Wife,  and  of  the  Disposition 
and  Application  of  the  Fund,  given  and  provided  hy  the 
same  Grant,  for  the  Charitable  Puiposes  therein  and  here- 
in-after mentioned. 

I.  That  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  day  next  after  the  election  of  the 
said  eighteen  Trustees,  as  in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  and  a  like 
General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesdatf  in  the  four 
several  months  of  July,  October,  January,  and  April,  in  every 
year  for  ever  thereafter;  and  that  like  General  Meetings  shall 
be  held  oftener,  if  occasion  shall  require,  upon  notice  thereof 
being  given,  by  the  order  of  any  six  or  more  of  the  said  Trustees, 
by  causing  such  notice  to  be  published  on  a  Sunday,  inunediately 
after  the  Morning  Service,  in  each  of  the  Parish  Churches  in 
the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  fourteen  days  at  the  least  before 
the  time  appointed  for  every  such  Meeting  ^  and  that  any  thir- 
teen or  more  of  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  assembled 
at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  but  not  less,  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  proceed  to  any  business  relating  to  the  said  Charity;  and 
at  the  first  Meeting  to  be  called  as  aforesaid^  the  Trustees  then

present^  or  the  migarity  df  them^  shall  choose  an  Hononurj  Pre- 
sident^ who  shall  be  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  and 
shall  continue  in  that  office  during  his  life>  or  during  so  long 
time  thereof  as  he  shall  think  proper ;  and  after  the  death  of 
such  President,  or  his  refusal  to  continue  in  that  offioe>  anoAer 
President  ^hall  in  like  manner  be  chosen  in  his  place>  at  the 
Meeting  of  the  said  Trustees  to  be  held  next  after  his  deaths  or 
refusal  to  act  as  President  as  aforesaid ,  and  in  like  manner  a 
new  President  shall  be  chosen  on  eyery  similar  event;  and  each 
such  President  shall  annually  appoint  a  Vice  President^  who 
shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  one  oi 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity. 

II.  That  the  arrears  of  the  salaries,  and  other  reasonable  de- 
mands of  the  several  Masters  and  Uihers  of  the  said  Grammar 
School  and  Writing  School,  the  Receiver  of  the  rents  of  the  said 
trust  estate  and  premises,  and  all  other  persons,  who  have  been, 
or  shall  be  employed  in  and  about  the  said  Charity,  and  all 
other  debts  due  and  owing  from  or  on  account  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity, shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  out  of  the  money  now  in  the 
hands  of  tlK  said  Receiver,  or  any  other  person  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  or  out  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  of  die  said 
Charity  Esieute ;  and  the  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  or  Meetings  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor  part  of  them  so 
assembled,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  proper. 

lU.  That  the  Messuage  or  Tenement,  built  by  the  said  Sir 
tfUUam  HarpuTs  called  The  Schoolmaster* s  House,  in  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  shall  be  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Master 
of  the  s^d  Grammar  School  for  the  time  being ;  and  that  the 
said  School  shaU  be  the  place  in  which  all  the  children  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  resort  thereto 
for  their  education,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  educated  and 
instructed  in  grammar,  reading,  writing,  and  other  useful 
learning,  and  good  manners,  in  such  manner  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  of  New  College  in  Oxford,  the  Visitors  of  the  said  Gram- 
mar School,  appointed  by  the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent,  and  the 
Trustees  for  tiie  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  mtgor  part  of 
them  so  assembled,  shall  order  and  direct. 

IV.  That  the  several  houses  and  buildings  which  have  been 
erected,  and  are  now  appropriated  for  the  habitation  of  the 
Master,  Usher,  and  Writing  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  and 
their  respective  femiHes,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  here- 
after, be  supported,  upheld,  maintained,  rebuilt,  and  kept  in 
good  and  sufficient  order  and  repair,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  to  the 
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Thifllees  of  the  flidd  Charity^  a^iembled  at  any  tuch  Genml 
Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  tl^  miyor  part  of  them,  shall  seem 
meet,  proper,  and  expedient,  and  as  they  shall  from  time  to 
time  order  and  direct;  and  that  the  said  Master,  Usher,  and 
Writing  Master,  be  respectively  provided,  out  of  the  said  r^its 
and  promts,  with  coals  and  candles,  sufficient  for  the  use  of 
themselves  and  their  respective  fnnilies. 

V.  That  the  present  Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  Grammar 
School,  and  also  the  present  Writing  Master  and  his  Assistant, 
■hall  be  continued  in  their  respective  offices  until  they  shall  re- 
spectively die,  or  resign,  or  be  removed ;  and  that  the  Mairter 
^md  Usher  of  the  sa^  Grammar  School,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  always  be  Fellows  of  New  College  aforesaid,  or  cktgymen 
of  the  Church  of  England,  properly  qualified  to  teach  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  and  shall  severally  be  enabled  to  hold  any 
ecclesiastical  ben^ce  or  benefices,  during  so  long  time  as  they 
respectively  shall  continue  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  Sdiool, 
and  reside  at  the  houses  appointed  fbr  their  respective  residences 
as  aforesaid,  and  attend  the  said  School ;  and  that  tiiey  shall  be 
iMpectively  nominated  and  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  upo^ 
every  vacancy,  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College 
aforesaid,  within  the  space  of  three  calendar  mon^  next  affcer 
notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  such  vaeancy 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  or  their  Clerk  fbr  the  time 
being  *,  «id  in  case  the  Master  and  Usher  so  to  be  nominaited^ 
or  ^^er  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  reftise  to  take  upon  them  or 
him,  and  execute,  the  office  or  employment  to  which  they  or  he 
shaU  be  so  q>pointed  as  afbresdd,  within  the  space  of  ^ree 
weeks  next  after  such  appdntment,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
party  so  nominated  and  appointed  shall  auid  may  be  removed  by 
the  said  Trustees,  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them  $  and  tiie  Warden  and  Fel« 
Idws  of  New  College  aforesaid,  on  notice  being  given  to  them  as 
afoiesaid,  shall,  within  three  calendar  months  alter  sneh  notice, 
nominate  some  other  person  or  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  School;  and  that  if  the  said 
Warden  and  FeUows  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  reftise  or  neg- 
lect to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  within  the  space  of  three  calendar  months  next  alter 
such  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  any  such  vacancy 
or  removal  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  said 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meetmg  as  aforesaid, 
or  Ihe  miyor  part  of  them,  shall  and  may  ncmiinate  and  appoint 
a  proper  Master  or  Usher,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  js  the 
said  Warden  and  Fellows  might  have  done,  and  every  sudi 
nomination  and  appointment  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  for 
each  such  time  md  turn  only )  and  that  the  said  Wardens  and 
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Fellows  of  New  CoUege,  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  have  the 
power  of  removing  the  present  Master  and  Usher,  or  any  future 
Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  or  either  of  them,  for  just 
and  reasonable  causes,  and  of  appointing  another  or  others  in 
his  or  their  stead ;  and  that  a  Writing  Master,  properly  qualified 
to  teach  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  as  well  as  one  or 
more  Assistant  or  Assistants  to  such  Writing  Master,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require,  be  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  assembled  at  any  such  Greneral 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  the 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  migor  part  of  them,  shall  at  all 
times  be  at  liberty  to  dismiss  or  remove  any  such  Writing  Mas- 
ter or  Assistant  for  just  and  reasonable  causes. 

VI.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  estate,  unto  the  said  Master^ 
Usher^  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants  for  the  time  being,  such 
yearly  salaries  as  herein-after  are  mentioned  :  (that  is  to  say)> 
To  the  Master  of  the  said  Grammar  School  the  yearly  sum  of 
two  hundred  pounds,  and  as  many  additional  yearly  sums  of 
three  pounds  as  will  be  equal  to  the  number  of  boys  who  shall 
be  educated  at  the  said  school  in  each  year,  provided  such  addi- 
tional sums  do  not  amount  to  more  than  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
in  any  one  year :  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
school^  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  such  addi- 
tional yearly  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  the  additional  yearly  sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said  school,  as  aforesaid :  To  the 
Writing  Master  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of  eighty 
pounds;  and  to  each  Assistant  to  be  employed  in  the  said  school, 
any  yearly  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  forty  pounds :  Which 
said  several  yearly  sums  shall  be  paid  by  half-yearly  pa3rment84 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
September  in  every  year,  for  ever  hereafter,  clear  of  deductions  j 
and  a  proportionable  part  of  such  salaries  respectively  shall  be 
paid  to  the  executors,  administrators^  or  assigns  of  such  Masters, 
Usher,  and  Assistants  respectively,  up  to  the  days  of  their  re- 
spective deaths,  for  and  in  respect  of  the  incurring  half-year 
wherein  they  may  respectively  happen  to  die ;  but  their  present 
salaries  only  shall  be  payable  up  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  from  which  time 
their  salaries  hereby  provided  shall  become  payable. 

VII.  That  all  tho  children  of  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  who  shall  have  been  bom  and  resident  in  the  said  town, 
or  Uie  precincts  thereof,  and  who  shaU  come  to  the  said  sdiool 
to  be.educated,  shall  be  taught  and  instructed  by  the  said  Master 
and  Usher,  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  for  the  time  being, 
in  such  manner  as  the  said  Master  and  U^er,  Writing  Master, 
and  Assistants,  respectively,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Trusr- 
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tees,  assembled  at  any  saoh  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  i^t 
mi^or  part  of  than  so  assembled,  shall  think  proper,  without 
any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity  whatsoever ;  and  also  that  the  chil- 
dren of  all  persons  being  parishioners  of,  or  whose  place  of 
settlement  shall  be  in  either  of  the  parishes  in  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  shall  in  like  manner  be  taught  and  instructed,  during 
the  time  that  such  persons  shall  respectively  occupy  an  house  or 
houses  in  the  said  Town,  notwithstanding  their  children  were 
not  bom  in  the  said  town ;  and  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher, 
Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  shall  at  all  times  reside  and  live 
in  the  houses  provided  for  them  respectively ;  but  no  boy  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  for  the  first  time,  who  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  Fourteen  Years. 

VIII.  That  all  printed  and  other  Books,  Pens,  Papers,  Slates, 

CoaJs,  Candles,  and  other  Conveniences  proper  and  necessary  to 

be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  said  School  Rooms,  and  the  Boys 

to  be  therein  educated  and  instructed,  shall  from  time  to  time  be 

found  and  provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  the 

costs,  chaiges,  and  expences  of  providing  the  same  shall  be 

yearly  or  oftener  paid  and  discharged  out  of  the  rents,  issues, 

and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  at  such  times  and  in  such 

maimer  as  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 

Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  order  and 

direct :  And  the  room  to  be  apprc^ated  for  teaching  EngU$h, 

Writing,  and  Arithmetic,  shall  be  separate  and  apart  from  the 

other  room  or  rooms,  wherein  the  learned  Languages  shall  be 

taught. 

IX.  That  the  Waiden  and  Fellows  of  New  College,  in  OxfMl, 
who  are  appointed  Visitors  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School  by 
the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent,  shall,  on  the  First  Thursday  in  the 
month  o£  May,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  on  the  First  Thursday 
in  the  month  of  May  in  every  succeeding  year,  for  ever,  depute 
and  send  Two  sufficient  Visitors  to  the  said  Grammar  School^ 
who  shall  then  and  there,  in  a  publick  manner,  examine  the 
boys  in  their  learning,  and  who  shall  as  Visitors  exaihine  into 
the  conduct  of  the  Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  and  also 
into  all  fiwlts  and  neglects  respecting  the  same  School,  and 
make  a  report  thereof  to  the  said  Warden  and  Fellows ;  and 
that  each  such  Visitor  shall  be  paid,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
^f  the  said  Charity  Estate,  the  expences  of  his  journey,  which 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Charity  who  shall  be  present  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after 
every  such  visitation,  or  by  a  majority  of  them. 

X.  That,  from  and  after  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April  in  the 
said  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four^  theTnw- 
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te«8  of  the  Mid  Charity  for  the  tisie  betng  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  for  ever,  grant  Exhibitionfl  of  forty  pounds  per  annum  to 
each  of  such  of  the  Scholars  going  from  the  said  Grammar 
School  to  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as 
the  Visitors  to  be  sent  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New 
CoUege  aforesaid^  and  the  Head  Master  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  School^  or  the  minority  of  them>  shall,  after  due  examina- 
tion by  such  Visitors,  deem  most  worthy  of  preference,  but  so 
as  that  there  shall  not  be  more  than  three  Scholars  receiving 
exhibitions  at  anyone  time^  and  that  no  Scholar  shall  hold  such 
exhibition  more  than  once,  or  for  a  longer  term  than  six  years ; 
and  only  such  Scholars  shall  hold  or  receive  such  exhibitionB, 
who  shaU  have  been  at  the  said  School  during  four  years  in  the 
whole  3  and  each  such  exhibitioner  shall  reside  in  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  belong  seven  months  in  every  year  during  the 
time  he  shaU  hold  his  exhibition,  such  residence  being  to  com- 
mence on  the  day  of  his  becoming  a  member  of  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  be  sent ;  and  shall  once  in  every  such  year 
procure  and  cause  to  be  shewn  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time 
being,  at  one  of  their  General  Meetings,  a  certificate  from  the 
Principal  and  one  of  the  Tutors  of  his  College,  that  he  has  so 
resided  as  aforesaid,  and  that  he  has  been  attentive  to  his  studies, 
and  moral  and  exemplary  in  his  conduct  -,  and  if  any  such  Scholar 
shall  refuse  or  n^lect  to  present,  or  shall  not  be  able,  from  his 
misconduct,  to  procure  such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  his  exhibi- 
tion shall  cease  and  be  discontinued  from  the  time  of  the  last 
preceding  payment  thereof,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  if 
he  had  then  held  or  received  it  for  the  term  of  six  years  5  but 
this  clause  shall  not,  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  prevent  any  such  exhibition  or  exhibitions  being  given 
in  the  mean  time  to  any  boy  or  boys  who  may  have  been  ad-^ 
mitted  into  the  said  School  b^ore  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
since  removed  to  any  other  School  or  Schools,  if,  after  such  ex- 
amination as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  by  the  said 
Visitors  and  Head  Mfl^ter,  or  a  majority  of  them,  sufficiently 
qualified  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the  said  Universities,  although 
such  boy  or  boys  shall  not  have  been  four  years  at  the  said 
School. 

XI.  That  there  shall  be  applied  and  distributed,  yearly  and 
every  year,  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity Estate,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  poimds  for  the  Marriage 
Portionsof  forty  poor  Maids  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  ai  good 
fame  and  reputation,  ia  equal  shares,  at  the  times  and  in  the 
manner  herein-after  directed ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  Charity,for  the  time  being,  shall, four  times  in  every 
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year,  ^e  three  weeks  pnblick  notioe  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedr 
fard,  that  they  propose  and  intend  to  meet  in  the  Town  HaU 
aforesaid^  to  consider  of  poor  Maidens  to  whom  Portions  shall 
be  given  on  their  respective  marriages ;  and  all  poor  Maidens, 
resident  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  being  of  the  age  of 
sixteen  years,  or  upwards,  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  and 
desirous  of  being  candidates  for  such  portions,  (whose  fethers, 
not  being  certificated  persons  from  puishes  out  of  the  said  Town 
of  Bedtford,  shall  either  have  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more 
hoose  or  houses  in  the  said  town,  for  the  space  of  ten  yearf  next 
preceding  their  becoming  candidates  for  such  portions,  or  shall 
have  been  bom  in  the  said  town,  and  shall  have  been  occupiers 
of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  therein  for  the  space  of  Uiree 
years  next  preceding  their  becoming  candidates)  shall  and  may 
be  at  libeity  to  send  to  the  Mayor  of  the  said  town,  or  to  the 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  wherein  they  shall  then  reflec- 
tively reside,  an  account  in  writing  of  their  Christian  and  Sur- 
names, their  ages,  the  places  of  their  births,  and  the  names  of 
their  parents ;  and  that  all  such  poor  Maidens,  not  being  of  bad 
fame  and  reputation,  who  shall  have  given  in  such  account  as 
aforesaid,  one  week  at  the  least  before  the  several  times  after- 
mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots,  on  Uie  Monday  next 
after  Eaiter-Day,  on  the  Second  Monday  i^r  Midntmrner-Day, 
on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas- Day,  and  on  the  Mon^ 
day  next  after  Chrutma$-Day»  in  every  year,  for  ten  sums  of 
twenty  pounds  each,  on  every  of  the  same  days  j  the  first  drawing 
of  sndi  lots  to  be  on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas-Day, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three :  And  that  each  of 
the  ten  poor  Maidens  so  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  draw 
the  ten  iMsnefidal  lots,  on  each  of  the  said  several  days,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  upon  the  day  of  her  marriage,  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds  for  her  portion,  provided  she  shall  marry  within 
die  space  of  two  calendsir  months  from  the  time  of  drawing  sudi 
beneficial  lot,  and  provided  she  shall  not  marry  a  vagrant,  or 
other  person  of  bad  fame  or  reputation,  but  not  otherwise. 

XII.  That  poor  Maidens  of  the  age  mentioned  in  the  preced- 
ing order,  and  being  daughters  of  persons  of  the  description 
mentioned  in  the  same  order,  who  slmll  have  gone  apprentices 
or  to  service  out  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  thereby  gained 
setdements  in  their  own  rights,  shall  be  at  liberty  and  have  a 
right  to  become  ci^ndidates  for  such  marriage  portions  as  afore- 
saki,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  been  resident  in  the 
said  Town  ;  and  that  all  such  poor  maidens  as  shall  not  draw 
beneficial  lots  at  one  time,  shall  (if  not  married  in  the  interim) 
be  admitted  to  draw  lots  again  at  any  future  time. 

XIII.  That  the  several  poor  Maidens  qualified  in  tiie  manner 
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mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  orders^  who  shall  have  been 
admitted  to  draw  lots  for  marriage  portions  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  not  have  drawn  beneficial  lots,  shall  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  portions  to  poor 
Maidens,  be  entitled,  if  then  married,  to  the  like  sums  of  twenty 
pounds  each  for  their  respective  portions,  in  preference  to  any 
other  poor  Maidens  who  shaU  then  be  candidates  for  such  por- 
tions, provided  they  shall  not  have  married  vagrants,  or  other 
persons  of  bad  fame  or  reputation. 

XIV.  That  if  any  part  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  eight  hun- 
dred pounds,  for  the  marriage  of  poor  maidens  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  upon  the  second  Monday  after  Michaelmas  Day  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  or  on  the  second  Monday 
after  Michaelmas  Day,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  remain  unapplied 
for  that  purpose,  then  such  residue  shtdl,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
the  month  of  December  in  the  same  years,  be  paid  and  distri- 
buted equally  unto  and  amoi^st  such  poor  maid  servants  (if 
any)  not  being  of  bad  fame  or  reputation,  then  resident  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  shall  have  been  in  service  in  the  said 
Town  for  the  space  of  five  successive  years,  and  shall  have  been 
married  within  one  year  before  such  distribution  shall  be  made> 
and  shall  produce  certificates  from  their  respective  Masters  or 
Mistresses  of  their  service  and  good  behaviour  ;  so  as  the  sum 
to  be  paid  to  each  poor  maid  servant  do  not  exceed  tbe  sum  o£ 
twenty  pounds. 

XV.  That  the  House  or  Hospital  which  hath  been  already- 
erected  and  built  for  the  habitation  of  poor  boys  and  girls,  bom 
and  resident  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  who  are  proper 
objects  of  charity,  together  with  the  offices  and  outbuildings 
thereto  belonging,  shall  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  hereafter^ 
be  upheld,  maintained,  supported,  and  kept  in  good  and  suffi- 
cient order  and  repair,  and  that  so  many  of  such  poor  boys  and 
girls  shall  be  taken  into  the  said  House,  monthly  or  oftener,  as 
tiie  said  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity  for  the  time  being,  assem- 
bled at  any  such  Genera]  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor 
part  of  them  so  assembled,  shiUl  from  time  to  time  think  pro- 
per ;  which  said  boys  and  girls  shall  be  provided  with  such 
proper  and  suitable  nourishment,  bedding,  clothes,  linen,  and 
other  necessaries,  and  with  proper  Nurses  and  other  Assistants^ 
to  take  care  of  them,  until  they  are  of  a  proper  age  to  be  placed 
or  put  out  to  trade,  agriculture,  or  other  business,  in  the  man- 
ner herein-after  mentioned,  and  in  the  mean  time  shall  be  em-^ 
ployed  and  kept  to  work,  in  framing,  knitting,  and  spinning 
wool,  or  in  any  other  branch  of  manufacture,  in  such  manner  aft 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
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Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  from 
time  to  time  order,  direct,  and  q)point  ^  and  that  the  expenses 
of  keeping  the  said  House,  with  the  Offices  and  Outbuildings 
thereto  belonging,  in  repair,  and  the  wages  of  Nurses  and  oUier 
persons  necessary  and  proper  to  be  employed  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  order,  and  also  the  expenses  of  laying  in  pro- 
Tisions,  furniture,  clothes,  linen,  and  oUier  necessaries,  and  of 
finding  and  providing  wool  and  other  commodities  for  keeping 
the  said  boys  and  girls  to  work  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  regulated 
and  paid,  and  satisfied  by  and  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  &e  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
msyor  part  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct, 
so  as  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  yearly  sum  of  three  hundred 
pounds,  exclusive  of  taxes  and  expenses  of  repairs  ;  and  that 
there  shall  be  at  least  twenty-six  children  in  the  Hospital. 

XVI.  That  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  pounds,  further  part  of 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  shall 
yearly  and  every  year,  for  ever,  by  two  half-yeariy  siuns  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  be  ^pUed  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  placing  out  twenty  poor  cUldren  apprentices  every 
half  year,  viz.  fifteen  boys,  not  being  under  the  age  of  thirteen, 
nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  five  girls,  not  bdng 
under  the  age  of  twelve,  nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years, 
whose  respective  fathers,  not  being  certificated  persons  from 
parishes  out  of  the  said  Tovm  of  Bedford,  shall  either  have 
actually  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  space  of  ten  years  next  preceding 
their  children  being  so  i^prenticed^  or  have  been  bom  in  the 
said  Town,  and  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses 
therein^  for  the  space  of  three  years  then  next  preceding  ;  and 
that  all  such  poor  boys  and' girls,  respectively  qualified  as  afore- 
said, whose  names  shall  have  been  given  in^  either  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  to  the  Churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Parish  in  which  their  feiihers  shall  respectively 
reside,  one  calendar  month  before  the  respective  times  of  draw- 
ing lots  after  mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots  on  the 
•second  Tuesday  after  Michaelmas  Day,  and  the  second  Tuesday 
after  Lady  Day,  in  every  year,  the  first  drawing  of  such  lots  to 
be  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  Michaelmas  Day  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  $  and  that  the  sum  of  twenty 
pounds  shall  be  paid  as  the  apprentice  fee  with  each  of  the 
fifteen  boys,  and  that  ten  pounds  shall  be  paid  as  the  apprentice 
fee  with  each  of  the  five  girls  who  shall^  on  the  several  days 
aforesaid,  draw  the  beneficial  lots,  upon  their  being  respectively 
|iut  or  placed  out  apprenticte^  within  the  space  of  two  calendar

months  after  tkey  shall  have  drawn  sudi  beneficial  lots^  to 
Masters  and  BUstresses  of  good  dharaeter  and  responsibility,  to 
be  approved  of  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Ge- 
neral Meeting  83  aforesaid,  or  the  m^or  part  of  them  -,  and  that 
the  boys  shall  be  bound  for  die  space  of  seven  years,  and  the 
girls  for  the  space  of  five  years ;  and  that  the  girls  shall  be  ap- 
prei^ced  to  such  trades  or  occupations  only  as  women  usually 
follow,  (lacemaking  excepted)  ;  and  if,  tqx)n  any  of  the  afore- 
said days  appointed  for  dntwing  lots,  the  fiill  number  of  fifteen 
boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shsdl  not  become  candidates,  then, 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  happen,  an  additional  number  of 
benefical  lots  shall  be  drawn  for  by  the  girls  who  shall  oier 
tiiemselves  as  candidates,  so  that  twenty  beneficial  lots  may  be 
drawn  for  every  half  year  ;  and  that  the  several  indentures  by 
which  such  children  as  aforesaid  shall  be  bound  apprentices^ 
shall  be  freed  from  the  stamp  duty,  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
indentures  of  apprenticeship  now  are,  by  die  laws  already  in  be- 
ing, where  apprentices  are  put  out  by  diarity. 

XVII.  That  in  case  any  of  the  poor  children  who  shall  draw 
such  beneficial  lots  as  aforesaid,  shall  die,  or  diall  be  otherwise 
disposed  of,  or  shall  not  be  put  out  apprentice  within  the  space 
of  six  calendar  months  from  tilie  time  of  his,  her,  or  their  draw- 
ing such  beneficial  lots  respectively,  (unless  the  same  dudl  hxp" 
pen  by  default  of  the  Trustees,  or  be  prevented  by  some  inevit- 
able accident),  ike  money  intended  for  sudi  chUd  cht  children 
respectively  shall  be  drawn  for  again,  at  some  one  or  other  of 
^e  subsequent  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  and  be  apphad 
for  the  benefit  of  such  child  or  children  as  shall  become  entitled 
thereto  by  drawing  a  benefifdal  lot. 

XVIII.  Thatsuchof  the  poor  boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who 
•hall,  upon  any  oi  the  said  days  mentioned  in  the  sixteenth 
order,  have  drawn  tiie  imsuccessful  lots,  shall  have  the  prefler- 
ence  at  the  next  succeeding  day  or  days  appointed  for  drawing 
lots  for  the  apprenticing  money,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
sum  of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  upon  their  being  respecfively 
put  out  apprentice,  in  preference  to  tiiose  boys  w1k>  shall  after- 
wards apply. 

XIX.  That  every  boy  and  girl  so  put  out  t^rentice  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  actually  serve  the  foil  term  of  his  and  her 
apprenticeship,  and  in  aU  respects  comply  with  the  tenor  of  his 
and  her  respective  indentures  of  ^prentioe^p,  diall,  on  pn>* 
ducing  to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  sudi 
General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  witiiin  three  calendar  monlhs 
after  the  exi^ration  of  their  se^tective  apprenticeship,  a  certift- 
cate,  agned  by  their  respeddre  Maatav  or  Mistresses,  and  by 
the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  where  they  shall 
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luive  nspecHv^  served  their  apprentaoeeyp^  teetiiyteg  woA 
actual  service  and  comptianoe  with  the  tenor  of  their  indeatuiei^ 
as  well  as  their  good  morals  and  bdiavioiir  reqiecttvelj,  or  on 
producing  such  other  proof  thereof  as  the  siUd  Tnistees  so 
assembled,  or  the  mi^r  part  of  them,  shall  require,  but  not 
otherwise,  be  entitled  to  receive  such  sum  of  moaej,  not«xceed- 
ing  tWMitjr  pounds,  nor  less  than  ten  pounds,  each,  as  the  said 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  mi^r  part  of  them,  shall  judge 
prc^per  and  expedient^  and  such  Trustees,  or  the  m^or  part  d 
them,  shall  and  may  direct  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

XX.  That  no  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  made  or  eirtered 

into  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Chanty,  assembled  at  any  MeeU 

ing  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  wkh  any  person  or 

penKMis  whomsoerer,  Ibr  the  meeting,  making,  or  repdring  any 

buildings,  or  for  any  materials,  toniture,  or  odier  things  neoes- 

'  sary  for  completing  and  furnishing  the  same,  unless  one  caleo- 

dar  montl(*s  notice  shall  have  been  previously  given,  in  each  d 

ihe  Plffish  Churches  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  upon  a  Sun^^ 

day,  immediately  after  Morning  Service,  of  the  intention  of  the 

Trustees  to  enter  into  such  contract  or  agreement ;  and  that  no 

such  contract  shall  be  entered  into  with  any  person  bdng  a 

Trustee  ci  the  said  Charity  ;  but  this  order  shall  not  extend  to 

such  parsons  as  shall  supply  or  have  supplied  the  said  Charity 

with  articles  of  food  or  raiment  in  the  usual  manner,  nor  to 

expenses  or  bills  for  ordinary  repairs. 

XXI.  That  all  matrons,  seryants,  and  other  officers,  persons, 
and  attendants,  proper  and  necessary  to  be  employed  in  and 
about  the  said  House  or  Hoqrital  so  already  erected,  for  the  care 
and  nouridunentof  poorddldren  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  nominated,  elected,  and  appointed,  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity  asMnbled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  diem,  when  and  as  <rflen,  and 
with  sudi  fees  yearly  or  other  aahuies  and  allowances,  as  to 
ihem  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  m^jor  part  <tf  them,  shall  seem 
prqper  and  expedient;  and  such  person  or  parsons  so  to  be  no* 
minated  and  appointed,  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  and  dis- 
charged from  ^eir  respective  offices  or  employments,  by  the 
Trustees  so  assemMed,  or  the  Dujor  part  of  them,  for  any  Ol 
conduct  OS  misbdiaviour. 

XXn.  That  if  at  anytime  hereafter  it  shall  vfpeu,  on  the 
making  up  and  settling  the  annual  accounts  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charity,  ^Mit  the  monies  issued  and  applied,  or  di- 
rected to  lie  issued  and  applied,  shall  in  any  one  year  have 
exceeded  tiie  clear  profits  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity* 
Estate,  then,  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  happen,  such  excess 
shall  be  reimbuned,  paid,  and  satisfied  out  of  the  first  monies 
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which  shall  be  reodved  from  tiie  said  Charity  Estate  $  and  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  lessen,  decrease^  vary,  and 
alter  the  next  succeeding  yearly  payments  and  expenditure,  so 
and  In  such  manner  as  that  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  yeaiiy 
income  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIII.  Iliat  John  Heaven,  the  present  Receiver  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  Edward  Chapman, 
the  present  Clerk  to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  such  receiver  and  clerk  reflectively,  with  their 
respective  present  salaries  or  allowances,  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively die  or  resign  -,  and  that  they  or  either  of  them  shall  not 
be  removed  frcnn  their  respective  offices,  but  for  ill  conduct  or 
misbehaviour ;  and  that  after  the  death  or  removal  of  such 
receiver  or  clerk  respectively,  or  of  any  future  receiver  or  ckrk 
to  be  appointed  as  herein  after  is  mentioned,  the  said  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part 
of  ihem,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  ap- 
point some  other  fit  and  proper  person  or  persons  to  b^receiver 
or  derk,  with  the  like  ssJary  or  salaries  -,  and  that  every  future 
receiver  and  clerk  shall  be  q)pointed  for  life,  and  shall  not  be 
removed  but  for  ill  conduct  and  misbehaviour;  and  that  the 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them,  shall  and  may,  at  any  time  or  times  here- 
after, nominate  and  appoint  any  fit  and  proper  person  and  per- 
sons to  be  surveyor  or  surveyors  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  with 
such  salary  or  salaries  or  other  allowance  for  his  or  their  trouble 
and  care  therein,  as  to  the  said  Trustees  so  assembled,  or  tbe 
migor  part  of  them,  shall  seem  proper  and  necessary ;  and  shall 
and  may  remove  and  displace  the  person  or  persons  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed surveyor  or  surveyors,  and  appoint  others  in  their  re- 
spective places  and  stead,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion 
shall  require  -,  and  that  every  future  receiver  dudl  give  seciuity, 
by  recognizance  or  statute  stifle,  with  two  sureties,  (by  which 
ihey  shsdl  be  respectively  bound  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand 
pounds  J  and  every  sudi  receiver  and  surety  shall  severally 
swear  themselves  to  be  worth  that  sum),  for  his  and  their  due 
accounting  for  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIV.  That,  in  order  that  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  all 
future  Receivers  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Es- 
tate hereafter  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  may 
the  better  attend  to  and  look  after  the  repairs  neeessary  to  be 
done  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  he  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  such  future  Recdvers  re« 
spectively,  shall  live  and  reside  on  some  part  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  or  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  from  the  same ;  and 
the  present  and  future  Receivers  shall  attend  the  business  of  tha 
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said  CharHy>  adlkftTowi of  Bt^^,  6mm ikBmMk Owe,  mktii 
muh  times  «s  ^e  Truslefs  Itir  ikk  time  b«iag>  asaemUed  at  aaf 
meh  QenanX  Meetini^  a«  afbr«saj4»  er  the  nugor  part  of  tlicm, 
ihattArom  time  to  tme  direct  or  appeiot^  aad  ahall,  od  the  finl 
dagr  of  November,  one  thomand  saves  hundred  and  nincty-thfee!, 
and  on  the  first  day  el  NoomAet  in  every  suceeeding  year^  im 
ffret,  imkas  the  sane  shaU  happen  on  a  SmuU^,  aad  in  that 
ease  on  the  following  day>  make  up  and  deliycr  in  all  accounts 
oS  receipts,  paymeiiil8>  aiyl  applieatjons  of  the  rants  and  pcoita 
aif  the  said  Charity  Estate,  aioid  af  the  nature,  circnmstencea, 
and  situation  thmof >  down  to  it»  MidtumtBur  Ikuf  then  next 
preceding,  which  accounts  shall  be  laid  befioce  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity,  atthair  several  Meetings,  fbar  thebr  inspection  > 
and  the  same,  acoounta  ahall  cvice  isk  every  year,  or  oftsoer,  if 
liwse  shall  be  occasion,  be  settled,  approved,  aUewed  oi,  and 
signed  by  the  Trustees,  assembled  at  some  such  General  Meeting 
aa  aforeratd,  or  the  mstfor  part  of  Hkem,  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  tiM  same,  whi«  8<»  attowed  and  signed, 
shall  be  binding  aad  oonolMsive  to  all  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity,  and  theb  sneeesaeft,  and  the  said  accetntant  or  receiver, 
and  all  petsona  whosssoever,  and  shaU  be  a  snfficieirt  disdiarge 
to  the  persons  makii^  up  aiwl  delrrerli^  in  su^  acconnta  firona 
Ijme  to  time  accordingly;  and  auA  aofflanta  Aall  not  be  liahln 
to  be  opened,  or  aftmsarda  set  aside,  on  aogr  pretence  whatso- 
CNPtt,  unless  it  can  plainly  be  made  a|^>eaff ,  tiiat  there  is  an  errav 
in  sneh  accounts  to  the  amount  of  one  himdped  pmmds  or  va^ 
wards. 

XXV.  That  aQ  accounts  of  ihd  reeaiptflt,  payments,  and  apn 
plio^n  of  the  rents»  issues,  and  proiM  ^  the  said  Charily 
Sfltate,  ahatt  once  in  every  year  he  printed  and  publidied,  at  ike 
tMpence  of  the  said  Charity,  one.caVwidiy  montk  at  least  before 
the  time  appointed  for  passing  the  receivcff-s  neeonniB,  and  be 
delivered  to  aitt  the  inhabitants  for  ibfi  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  paying  scot  and  lot,  who  shall  apply  for  the 
same  ta  ^  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being  ^  and 
that  one  calendar  month's  ptevions  notice  shall  be  given,  in  each 
ef  the  Paadi  Churches  in  Ite  said  Town  of  BodfiMrd,  of  the  day 
en  which  ih»  recdv«r*8  accounts  shall  be  intended  te  be  passed^ 

XXVI.  That  all  public  Meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity  shall  be  held  in  ope  of  the  rooms  to  he  appeapriated  and 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  one  of  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  where  proper  conveniences  shall  be  nude  for 
keeping  and  depositing  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Trustees, 
and  all  books  of  accounts,  and  other  papers  of  or  in  anywise 
hekmging  to  the  said  Charity ;  and  the  same  shall  be  deposited 
under  tluee  proper  Indu  and  keya;  one  key  whereof  idndl  be 
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kq^t  by  the  MayoF  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford  for  the  time 
being,  another  by  the  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  SaM 
Paul,  in  the  said  Town  for  the  time  being,  and  the  other  by  a 
proper  person  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  or  by  the  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the 
time  being ;  and  no  person  or  persons  (except  the  Trustees  and 
their  Clerk)  shall  be  permitted  to  peruse  and  inspect  the  same 
books,  accounts,  and  papers,  or  any  of  them,  without  an  order 
in  writing  under  the  hand  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  said 
Trustees  for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained. 

XXVU.  That  whenever  there  shall  be  occasion  to  let  any  <^ 
the  houses  and  lands  belonging  to  the  said  Charity,  situate  in 
the  County  of  Middlesex,  either  to  tenants  at  will,  or  upon  any 
lease  or  l^Lses,  a  skilful  surveyor,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
Trustees  for  the  time  beii^,  at  any  Meeting  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, or  a  minority  of  them,  shaU  be  empk^ed  at  the  expence  of 
the  said  Charity,  to  survey  the  premises  so  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  make  a  proper  estimate  in  writing  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  every  sudi  estimate  or  valuation  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Trustees  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after  every  such 
estimate  or  valuation  shall  have  been  made  j  and  immediately 
afterwards  proper  advertisements  shall  be  published  in  five  daily 
and  five  evening  London  new8pi^>er8,  once  in  four  successive 
weeks  at  least,  for  lettkig  such  premises  respectively;  by  which 
advertisements  respectively  it  shall  be  directed  or  nuule  known 
that  each  house  will  be  let  separately,  and  that  such  persons  as 
may  be  minded  to  become  tenants  of  the  premises  so  to  be  let 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  or  before  a  certain 
day  to  be  appointed  and  mentioned  in  such  advertisements  re- 
spectively for  that  purpose,  send  to  the  receiver  for  the  time 
being  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estates,  pro- 
posals in  writing  of  the  terms  on  which  they  are  minded  to  .take 
or  become  tenants  of  the  premises  so  to  be  let  as  aforesaid, 
which  proposals  so  to  be  sent  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  at  their  Creneral  Meeting 
to  be  held  next  after  the  receipt  of  such  proposals;  and,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  day  to  be  appointed  or  men- 
tioned in  such  advertisements  respectively,  a  Meeting  of  the  said 
Trustees  shall  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  proposals  to  be  sent  in  as  aforesaid,  of  which 
Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  prq>er  notice  shall  be  given 
in  all  the  aaid  Parish  Churches,  and  in  one  of  the  London  news- 
papers, at  least  ten  days  before  evory  such  Meeting  shaU  be 
hdd ;  and  at  all  such  Meetings  the  proposals  to  be  then  taken 
into  considieration,  and  proper  abstracts  of  them>  shall  be  laid 
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before  the  Trustees  then  present;  and  such  Trustees,  or  the 
migor  part  of  them,  shall  agree  to  the  highest^  or  such  of  the 
said  proposals  as  thej  or  such  m^or  part  shall  approve  of;  and 
if  the  highest  proposal  shall  not  be  accepted,  then  the  Trustees 
shall  enter  a  minute  of  the  reason  thereof,  and  sign  it;  and 
such  Trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  shall  then  nominate  a 
Committee,  not  exceeding  seven,  nor  less  than  five  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  for  the  time  being,  of  whom  there 
shall  be  three  of  the  elected  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  and 
every  such  Committee  shall  meet  in  London,  within  sixteen  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  nominated  as  aforesaid,  in  order  to  carry 
into  effect  the  proposals  to  be  approved  of  as  aforesaid ;  and  of 
every  such  Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be 
given  ih  all  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  by  advertisements  in 
one  or  more  of  the  London  newspapers,  at  l^t  ten  days  before 
every  such  Meeting  shall  be  held ;  and  that  all  contracts  and 
agreements  to  be  signed  by  the  said  Trustees  so  to  be  nominated 
and  appointed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and 
conclusive  to  all  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  such 
leases  as  shall  be  agreed  to  be  made  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 
shall,  (so  soon  as  the  same  can  conveniently  be  done),  with  the 
approlration  and  consent  of  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  nuyor  part 
of  them,  be  sealed  with  the  said  common  seal  of  the  said 
Trustees,  which  leases,  being  sealed  at  a  public  Meeting  of  the 
said  Trustees  at  Bedford,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk,  by  the  order 
of  the  Trustees  then  present,  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to 
the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors,  as  effectually  as  if  the 
same  leases  were  duly  executed  under  their  own  hands  and  seals; 
provided  that  a  counterpart  of  the  same  lease  is  executed  by  the 
lessee  or  lessees  of  such  lease  or  leases,  and  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  kept  for  their  use. 

XXVni.  That  the  expences  of  the  Trustees  attending  in 
London,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  preceding  order,  or 
to  do  any  other  necessary  business  concerning  or  in  anywise 
relating  to  the  said  Charity  Estate^  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  so  as  such  expences^  for 
each  person's  coach  hire  to  and  from  London,  do  not  exceed  one 
guinea  per  day,  and  that  his  expences  there  do  not  exceed  ten 
shillings  and  sixpence  per  day,  for  so  many  days  as  the  Trustees, 
assembled  at  any  sudi  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  and  requisite  in  that 
behalf. 

XXIX.  That  the  expences  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Trustees,  by  each  lessee,  for  a  pair  of  leases,  shall  not  exceed 
five  guineas,  and  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  same, 
it  shall  be  referred  to  and  seUled  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said

Charity^  assembled  at  a  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them ;  and  that  no  other  f^,  reward,  or  gratoity 
whatsoever  shall  be  psdd  to,  br  received  by,  the  Clerk  to  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  for  any  business  done  by  him 
in  relation  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  upon  any  pretence  what- 
soever, other  than  and  except  the  yearly  salaiy  or  other  allowance 
which  shall  be  ordered  and  allowed  him  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
said  Charity,  assembled  at  a  General  Meeting,  or  the  m%jor 
part  of  them  as  aforesaid,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  his  office ;  and 
that  liiey,  or  such  major  part,  shall  have  power  to  encrease  sudi 
salary  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  sixty-five  pounds  per  annum} 
and  that  every  future  Clerk  shall  give  security  by  a  bond  with 
two  sureties,  by  which  they  shall  be  respectiv^y  bound  in  the 
penal  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  for  his  and  their  honesdy 
and  faithfolly  accounting  for  all  monies  received,  and  executing 
the  said*  office  of  Cleric. 

XXX.  That  in  the  mean  time,  and  until  all  the  ddbts  now 
due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences 
of  erecting  and  building  the  several  Alms  Houses,  directed  to  be 
built  by  the  followii^  order,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  dis- 
charged, there  shall  be  distributed  yearly,  out  of  die  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  for  the  relief  and  siqiport  of 
poor  decayed  housekeq>ers,  and  other  proper  objects,  who  dial! 
have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedfbrd  ten 
years  at  least  preceding  the  time  of  such  distribution,  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds  in  the 
whole,  at  such  parts  of  the  winter  season,  in  su<^  proportions, 
and  in  such  mannei',  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
eembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforessdd,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper. 

XXXI.  That,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  ex« 
pinion  of  such  of  the  present  leases  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 
as  will  expire  at  Midsummer  Day  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  and  after  the  payment  and  discharge  of  all 
debts  then  due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate, 
there  shall  be  erected  and  built,  and  kept  in  repair  for  ever,  in 
some  part  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  proper  and  suitable 
Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception  and  habitation  of  ten  poor  old 
men,  and  ten  poor  old  women,  being  poor  and  deserving  house* 
keepers  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford;  and  that  the  expences  of 
erecting  and  building  the  same,  and  of  keeping  the  same  in 
repair  for  ever,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity,  for  the  time  being,  assembled  at  any  such  General- 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  from  tame 
to  time  order  and  direct  ^  and  that  ioimediately  after  the  said 
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Alms  Houses  shall  be  erected  and  bmh,  such  ten  poor  old  men^ 
and  ten  poor  old  women^  being  decayed  housekeepers  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  as- 
sembled at  any  such  G^eral  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  nuyof 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  shall  be 
accordingly  placed  therein,  and  that  to  each  of  svch  poor  old 
men  and  women  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  respective  subsistence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  sMllings,  and  yearly,  for  and  towards 
their  respective  cloothing,  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  shillings ; 
but  if  a  poor  man  and  feds  wife  shall  be  placed  together  in  any  of 
the  smd  Aln»  Houses,  they  flhall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of 
tlie  said  rents  and  profits,  weekly,  for  aad  towards  their  subsist- 
ence, a  sum  not  exceeding  fire  shillings  for  both ;  and  that  aM 
the  said  poor  old  men  and  women,  inhabiting  the  said  Alms 
Houses,  shall,  if  able,  go  every  Sunday  to  some  place  (^  pubfic 
tvori^p  in  the  sold  Town  of  Bedford,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be 
removed,  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor 
part  of  Uiem,  for  n^lecting  so  to  do,  or  for  other  misbehaviour  > 
and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Alms  Houses  which  may  happen 
by  means  of  any  such  removals  as  aforesaid,  or  by  death,  shall 
firom  ^me  to  ^ne  be  filled  with  proper  objects  of  the  description 
aforesaid,  by  the  said  Trustees  assembM  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
ms^  part  of  them. 

XXXII.  That,  after  all  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  tiie 
•foresaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  dischaiged,  there 
shall  be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  out  of  tiie  rents  imd  profits 
of  tiie  said  Charity  Estate,  to  twenty  poor  girls,  who  shall  have 
been  candidates  for  the  apprenticing  money  provided  by  the 
Sixteenth  Order,  and  shall  not  have  drawn  the  beneficial  lots, 
the  sum  of  three  pounds  each,  for  cloathing  them,  upon  their 
respectively  going  out  to  service ;  and  if  naore  than  twenty  such 
girls  shall  apply  for  this  donatkxi,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the 
same ;  and  that  the  further  sum  of  two  pounds  shall  be  given 
to  the  several  giris  who  shall  have  received  the  donation  of 
tiu^e  pounds,  upon  their  having  respectively  been  at  service  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  if  such  service  shall  have  been  with  one 
master  or  mistress,  provided  they  shall  respectively  produce  a 
certificate  of  such  service,  signed  by  their  respective  masters  or 
mistresses,  and  by  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  ^e  pansh  where  they  shall  respectively  have  lived  ; 
and  that  none  of  such  poor  girls  shall,  by  going  out  to  service 
as  aforesaid,  and  receiving  the  said  donations  of  three  poimds 
and  two  poumis,  be  prevented  fixMn  becoming  candidates  for 
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• 
the  marriage  portions  provided  for  poor  Maidens  by  the  Eleventh 
Older. 

XXXIII.  That,  after  the  debts  due  and  owmg  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shiedl  have  been  paid  and  discharged^ 
the  yearly  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  if  the  residue  and  sur- 
plus«of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  which 
shall  remain  after  paying,  distributing,  or  providing  for  the  se- 
veral salaries,  expences,  and  donations,  by  the  preoeding  orders 
directed  to  be  paid  or  distributed,  shall  amount  to  so  much,  and 
if  not,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  and  surplus,  whatever  it 
may  be,  shall  be  ^plied  and  distributed  for  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  pn^^er  objects^ 
who  shall  have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bed- 
ford  ten  years  at  least  preceding  such  distribution,  at  such  parts 
of  the  winter  season,  in  every  year,  in  such  proportions,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  mtyor  part  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  proper  and  expedient. 

XXXIV.  That  if,  after  the  payment  and  distribution  of  th% 
several  salaries,  expences,  and  donations  which  are  directed  to 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  the  several  preceding  orders,  ih&re 
shall  in  any  year  still  remain  any  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  unapplied,  then  all  such  residue  and 
surplus  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  erecting  and  biulding,  and  keeping  in  repair,  for 
ever,  any  other  Alms  House  or  Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception 
and  habitation  of  more  poor  old  men  and  women,  being  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  for  en- 
dowing the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Thirty-first 
Order,  with  respect  to  the  Alms  Houses  thereby  ordered  to  be 
erected  and  buUt,  or  in  building  or  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  cottages  or  other  buildings,  to  be  let  at  low  rents  to  the 
indigent  and  industrious  poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford. 

XXXV.  That  all  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  said  Charity,  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  decided  by  vote,  and  in  case  of  any  equality  of  voices,  the 
President  or  Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

The  present  income  of  this  noble  Charity  is  more  than 
£  6000  per  annum* 

The  School  is  limited  to  children  bom  in  the  Town,  and 
those  who  are  Inhabitants;  but  Strangers  are  taken  as 
boarders.  There  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  privileged  num- 
ber of  day  scholars ;  they  are  usually  about  twenty.     They

eighteen.  The  form  of  admission  is,  by  a  certificate  of  bap- 
tism, ^rithout  nomination.

Tioxs,  for  the  management  of  Bedford  School,  were  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  and  FeLlows 
of  New  College,  and  by  The  Masters,  Governors,  and 

Trustees  of  The  Bedford  Charity  : —

I.  The  system  of  education^  as  in  other  Classical  Schools^  to 
be  regulated  by  the  Master 

II.  Either  the  Master,  or  the  Usher,  (Mr  both,  will  be  always 
present  during  school  hcmrs. 

III.  The  sdiool  hours  will  be  as  follows  : 

Before  Breakfast, 
From  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  uven  o'clock  till  nme. 
From  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  eight  o'clock  till  hdlf-poit  nine. 

After  Breakfast, 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  from  half-past  ten  till  twelve. 
During  the  Winter  half-year,  from  eleven  o'clock  till  half-past 
twehe. 

Afternoon, 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  from  two  till  five. 
During  the  Winter,  from  half-past  three  till  six. 

IV.  Prayers  will  be  read  every  morning  before  break&st  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school  time,  and  at  the  end  of  it 
every  evening. 

V.  Every  boy  will  be  expected  to  attend  most  punctually  at 
the  above  stated  hours,  with  his  lesson  and  exercises  prepared. 
Names  will  be  called  over  at  the  ccMnmencement  and  the  close 
of  every  school  time,  and  boys  absenting  themselves  from  mom-  . 
ing  prayers  without  a  sufficient  reason  sent  to  the  Master  in 
writing  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  will,  after  due  admcmi- 
tion  and  correction,  be  liable  to  be  expelled  by  the  Master  -,  as 
will  all  boys  repeatedly  ofifending  against  any  other  regulations 
of  the  School,  or  against  good  manners. 

VI.  It  need  scarcely  be  suggested,  that  the  strictest  attention 
to  cleanUness  in  every  particular,  will  be  expected  and  duly  en- 
forced by  the  Master. 

VI.  Siaints  Days,  and  every  Saturday  afternoon,  will  be  fixed 
holidays,  and  the  School  will  not  be  attended  on  State  fasts  or 
festivals.  The  granting  occasional  remisnons  from  business 
most  be  entirely  left  to  the  direction  of  the  Master.

Tbe  Summer  vacation  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  after 
the  2l8t  of  June;  the  Christmas  vacation  on  the  Monday  pre- 
ceding Christmas-day.

The  Free  School,  and  Alms-House,  at  Houghtov- 
CoNQDEST,  were  founded  by  Sir  Francis  Clerks,  the 
great  benefactor  to  Sidney  Sussex  College,  in  Cambridge, 
who  had  a  Seat  in  this  Parish,  and  who  died  here  in  1632. 
The  greatest  number  of  Scholars  does  not  exceed  Ten ; 
and  they  ar«  only  instructed  in  reading  English  and  speUing 
and  in  the  Church  Catechism,  by  the  particular  desire  of  the 
Founder.  The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Sidney  Sussex  College.  His  Salary  is  iCl6, 
per  annum ;  and  the  Poor  people,  who  are  Six  in  number, 
have  £8.  divided  among  them,  by  the  Founder^s  Will. 

In  1691,  Edmund  Wylde,  Esq.,  left  the  sum  of  £  140. 
for  the  purchase  of  lands ;  the  profits  of  which  are  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  School  and  Aims-House, 
and  the  overplus  to  be  divided  among  the  Six  Poor  people. 
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ABINGDON. 

The  Fkee  Grammar  School  in  the  Pariah  of  St  Nidu>Ias 
in  the  Borough  of  Abivodok  was  founded  in  the  year  1563, 
by  John  Rotse,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  for  the 
education  of  Sixty-three  poor  boys ;  and  endowed  with 
Two  houses  in  Birchin  Lane,  which  were  burnt  down  about 
the  year  1753.  Upon  the  site  of  these  Houses  The  London 
Assurance  Company  erected  thar  Office,  and  now  pay  an 
annual  rent  of  £100.  for  the  same. 

Thomas  Tesdale,  Esq.,  the  first  Scholar  on  Royse^s 
Foundadon,  having  bequeathed  £5000.  to  purchase  estates 
for  the  maintenance  of  Seven  Fellows  and  Six  Scholars  from 
The  Free  School  of  Abingdon  in  any  of  the  CoU^es  of 
Oxford,  Dr.  Abbot,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
other  Trustees,  intended  at  first  to  place  this  Foundation  in 
Balliol  College.  That  design,  however,  not  having  been 
completed,  they  determined  to  found  a  New  College  on  the 
site  of  Broadgaies  Hattf  and  in  the  mean  time  Estates  were 
purdiased  for  the  Endowment  in  Berkshire  and  Wiltshire. 

The  plan  was  likewise  asnsted  by  a  second  Benefactor, 
Richard  Wightwick,  B.  D.,  some  time  of  Balliol  College, 
and  afterwards  Rector  of  East  Ilsley  and  Hampstead  Norris 
in  Berkshire,  who  engaged  to  make  over  some  Estates  in  aid 
of  the  Endowment  , 

The  Corporation  of  Abmgdon  next  petitioned  King 
James,  that  he  would  constitute  a  College  within  Broad- 
gates  HaU;  Whereupon  His  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  22d  of  June,  1624,  granted,  that  within  the  said 
Hall  of  Broadgates  there  should  be  a  Perpetual  College, 
to  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Master,  FeDows,  and 
Scholars  of  The  College  of  Pembroke,  in  the  University 
of  Oxford,  of  the  Foundation  of  King  James,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  Thomas  Tesdale  and  Richard  Wightwick.*" 

An  Ushership  was  also  founded  by  Mr.  Tesdale,  who,  for 
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that  purpose,  gave  hisTythes  of  the  Hamlet  of  Upton^  part  of 
the  Impropriate  Rectory  of  Ratle7,mtheCouiityafWannek9 
now  produciiiga  dear  rent  of  £97* •  l]s..Sd. per  (umum, 

A  subsequent  Endowmoit  was  made  by  William  Bek* 
N£T,  Esq.,  for  Six  b<^8  of  this  Town,  to  be  dected  by  tht 
Master  and  Governors  of  Christ^s  Hoi^tal  in  AUngdon;  fcnr 
whose  support  he  gave  an  Estate  inland  at  Broad  BlunsdoDy 
Wilts.  During  the  time  they  are  at  SdKx^they  have  an 
allowance  for  books  and  appard ;  and,  at  the  end  of  six 
years^  they  have  each  £50.  for  an  Apprentice  Fee. 

Acecfrdmg  to  the  Statuteis  of  Pembroke  CoDege,  of  Txs* 
DALE*8  Serwn  Fellows,  who  were  all  to  study  Divtni^,  Four 
were  to  be  of  his  kindred ;  and  his  Six  Scholaes  were  to 
be  thus  elected:— Froof  the  Free  School  of  Abingdon,  Two 
of  his  poorer  Idndred,  if  any  such  could  be  found  there,  or, 
if  not,  from  his  poorer  kindred  of  any  other  School,  and  the 
other  Four  from  the  poorer  natives  of  Abingdon,  and  the 
Scholars  of  William  Bennet,  Esq.,  educated  in  the  same 
Sdiod.  WiGHTwicK^s  Foundation,  upon  an  Estate  of  £100. 
per  anniMn,  was  for  the  maintenance  of  Thbes  Fellows 
and  FovB  Scholabs,  two  of  each  to  be  of  his  kindred,  wher- 
ever bom,  and  the  rest  of  Abingdon  School  The  Election 
of  both  Foundations  was  fixed  for  the  Monday  after  the  first 
Sunday  in  August,  and  the  ri^t  of  Election  vested  in  The 
Master  of  the  CoU^,  Two  of  Txsdalb^s  Senior  Fellows, 
The  Master  of  Chiirt^s  Hiatal  at  Abingdon,  Two  of  the 
Senior  Gkwemors,  and  the  Master  of  the  School. 

The  Govebnobs,  who  are  Twelve  in  number,  are  The 
Mayor  and  Prindpal  Burgesses  of  The  Corporation  of 
Abingdon. 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  the  natives  of  AbiogdcHiy  and  the 
adjacent  Villages,  to  the  number  of  Sixty-Three.  A  Foun- 
dation boy  must  be  recommended  by  Four  of  The  Crover- 
nors,  agreeably  to  a  regulation  made  in  1810.  They  may 
be  admitted  at  any  age.  The  number  actually  in  the  School 
at  present  is  only  Three.    There  are  also  Six  Boarders. 
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Thoreb  no  particular  system  of  Education  prescribed.  The 
present  Master  prefers  the  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  or  Valpt^s 
Elements,  and  the  Westminster  Greek  Grammar.  But 
he  does  not,  in  general,  oblige  his  Pupils  to  abandon. those 
Grammars  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Rev.  Edward  Ni- 
cholson, M.  A.,  of  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  whose  Salary 
is  £\00. per  annumy  but  he  receives  only  £60.,  as  the  re- 
mainder is  reserved  by  the  Governors  to  pay  the  expense  o£ 
re-building  a  confddenJ)le  portion  of  the  house :  He  also 
recaves  £5.  annually  from  The  Master  and  Grovemon  of 
Christ'^s  Hospital  in  Alnngdon :  But,  by  various  deductions, 
his  total  receipts  are, reduced  to  something  less  than  £80.  a 
year.  This  Gendeman's  annual  Tftrms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  Pupils,  are  Sixty  guineas  each,  and  Four  gui- 
neas Entrance.     He  was  elected  in  1810. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Rev.  William  Smith,  M.  A., 
of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford.

The  Free  School  at  Chtldret  was  founded  in  the  year 
1526,  according  to  the  following  deed : — 

'*  William  Fbttplack^  of  Childrey^  in  the  County  of  Berlu, 
£sq^  by  Indenture  tripartyte,  bearing  date  the  last  day  of  July, 
in  the  Eighteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Hsnrt  the  Eighth^  and 
made  between  Johm  Cottbsvord,  Rector  of  loncoln  College, 
in  TheUniTersityof  Oxfbrd^andthe  Scholars  of  the  said  Coll^ 
on  the  one  part, — the  said  Willl4m  Fbtyplacb  of  the  second 
party — and  John  PAirrRB,  Provost,  and  the  Sdu^ars  of  The 
Queen's  Hall,  In  the  same  Unirardty,  of  the  third  part,— re- 
citing, that,  by  a  Deed  of  Feoifinent,  bearing  date  the  seventh  of 
July  preceding,  he  had  enfeoffed  John  Lotshx,  William  Batt- 
soN,  Anthony  Birkbbke,  (three  of  the  Fellows  of  Queen's  at 
that  time),  and  oihers  to  the  number  of  Twelve,  in  the  iiK^ety  of 
the  Bfanor  of  Letoomb  Basset,  and  in  certain  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments in  Letcomb  Basset,  Hendley,  West  Shiffbrd,  Bokehamp- 
Um,  Chepyng  Lambome,  Hurste,  Fynkysly,  Bedon,  Stawmere, 
Wolneston,  Erley,  Westcote,  Sparaholt,  Childrey  Grove,  and 
Uffington,  in  the  ssid  County  of  Berks,  and  in  one  mese  and  a 
toft  cwoi  perttnentito  lying  in  Kelmescote,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  in  the  whole  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  ;C«5..9..8, 
covenants  with  the  said  Rector,  Provost,  luid  Scholars,  that  the 
Feoflees  shall  stand  seised  of  the  pronises  to  the  uses  comprised 
in  a  certain  ordinance  thereafter  written,  and  dated  the  20th  of 
the  same  month/' 

By  this  Indenture,  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford,  were  to  keep  in  repair  Saint  Catuabixe'^s 
AisLS  at  Childrey,  in  which  he  had  founded  a  Cb  antrt  ; — 
and  an  Alms-house,  which  he  had  built  there,  for  the 
halntation  of  Theee  Poor  Men  of  the  Parishes  of  Childrey 
and  Letcombe  Basset 

They  were  also  to  pay  to  the  Chantry  Priest,  who  was 
to  keep  a  Free  School  for  all  the  poor  children  of 
Childrey,  Eight  pounds  per  annum;  and  to  allow  9d.  a 
week  each  to  the  poor  men,  together  with  3«..4  J.  yearly  for 
a  Gown,  and  2^..S(f.  for  Fuel. 

The  residue  of  the  rents,  after  fulfilling  these  specific 
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bequests,  was  to  be  expended  by  the  Provost  and  Scholars, 
in  Exhibitions,  or  otherwise,  at  their  discretion. 
With  respect  to  the  School,  it  was  ordained, — 

''  That  every  one  who  shall  thereafter  be  elected  Chaplain  of 
the  said  Chantry,  shall  be  an  abk  mem,  and  weU  skilled  in 
Grammar,  and  shall  keep  a  Free  School  in  the  House  ordained 
by  the  founder  for  that  purpose,  and  shaU  teach  such  children 
and  persons  as  shall  come  Uiereto  for  the  sake  of  instniction^ 
aft«r  the  following,  or  some  better  manner  :-^' 

''  He  shall  teach  the  children  the  Alphabet,  (^  Ixa^aVmfef, 
the  Salutation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin,  the  Apostles'  Creed,  and 
all  other  things  which  are  necessary  to  enable  tbem  to  assist  the 
Priest  in  the  celebration  of  the  Mass,  together  with  tiie  P^ahii 
De  PrcfuMdUy  and  the  usual  Prayers  for  the  dead  :«^ 

'^  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  to  say  Grace,  as  well  at  dumer 
as  at  supper  :^^ 

'^  likewise,  he  shall  teach  them  in  English  the  Fourteen 
Articles  of  Faith,  the  Ten  Cmnmandmcnts,  the  Seven  Deadly 
Sins,  the  Seven  Sacraments  of  the  Church,  the  Seren  Gifts  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Seven  Works  of  Mercy,  as  well  corporal  as 
^iritual,  the  Five  Bodily  Senses,  and  the  manner  of  Confession  i 
all  which  thiogs  are  judged  necessary  by  the  founders,  not  only 
for  the  children,  but  for  all  ftunilies  where  they  may  dwell, 
that  they  may  instruct  those  who  are  ignorant  therein  .-^ 

'^  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  good  manners  -,  but,  above  all 
things,  to  foar  God  and  keep  his  Commaachnaits,  and  especwlly 
to  re&ain  from  lying,  to  honour  their  Parents,  and  to  titrwe  God 
devoutly  in  his  diurch  i-^ 

'^  And,  if  any  shall  be  apt  and  disposed  to  learn  Grammar,  he 
shall  instruct  them  therein  after  the  best  and  most  diligent  man- 
ner that  he  can,  and  shall  teach  them  what  is  most  useful  and 
expedient,  either  according  to  his  own  judgment,  or  the  sage 
counsel  of  learned  men  :^^ 

"  And,  for  such  instruction,  shall  require  notfUu^  from  the 
poor,  or  of  such  as  live  within  the  Parish  of  Childrey : — 

^'  And  the  said  Chaplain  for  the  time  being,  well  and  fhith- 
fully  dischaiging  the  duty  of  the  said  Chantry  and  School,  and 
all  other  matters  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intention  of  the 
founder,  shall  receive  yearly  for  his  salary  the  smn  of  eight 
pounds,  by  even  portions,  at  the  festivals  of  Easter  and  Michael- 
mas :*~ 

"  That  so  often  as  the  said  Chantry  shall  become  vacant  by 
a  death  or  amotion  of  the  Chaplain  for  the  time  being,  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  Queen^s  College^  and  their  successors. 
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ahall^  within  one  mcmth  next  following,  elect  and  admit  another 
fit  and  able  Chaplain,  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid^  to  the  said 
Chantry,  in  his  room  :  — 

'*  And,  if  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  or  their  successors, 
shall  not,  wiUiin  one  month  after  such  vacancy  and  knowledge  to 
them  thereof  given,  elect  a  Chaplain  to  the  said  Chantry,  then  the 
Rector  of  Childrey  for  the  time  being,  shall  elect  a  Chaplain 
thereto^  so  qualified,  and  in  manner  and  form  as  is  aforesaid : — 
So  also  in  case  of  vacancies  amongst  the  poor  men : — 

''  That,  if  any  Chaplain  of  the  said  Chantry  shaU  htcome  other* 
wise  beneficed,  or  shall  not  observe  the  will  of  the  said  Founder, 
or  shall  be  a  fornicator,  or  shall  keep  hounds,  or  be  a  common 
hunter,  or  a  stirrer-up  of  contention  in  the  Town  of  Childrey  or 
the  parts  adjacent,  or  noted  for  any  grievous  crime,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  clear  himself  of  the  imputation  ;  such  Chaplain 
shall,  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  and  their  successors,  be 
forthwith  amoved  from  the  said  Chantry ;  and  another  fit  and 
able  Chaplain,  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid,  and  in  manner  and 
form  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  in  his  room  :-^ 

"  Provided  nevertheless,  that  transgression  of  the  Ordinances 
of  the  Founder  may  be  punished  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, and  their  successors,  as  well  by  subtraction  of  the  salary 
of  the  said  Chaplain,  as  by  privation  or  amotion.** 

The  Rectcn*  and  Scholars  of  Lincoln  Coll^  were  made 
Visitors.^ 

The  present  rental  of  the  Estate  is  upwards  of  £\QQO.per 
amvum. 

This  School  had  formerly  some  reputation  in  this  imme^ 
diate  ndghbourhood,  as  a  place  of  education;  and  Mr. 
JsNNiXGs,  a  gentleman  of  very  superior  attainments,  who 
now  presides  over  a  very  respectable  school  at  Wantage, 
received  his  education  here,  under  the  last  Schoolmaster  of 
any  eminence,  who  is  thus  deagnated  in  the  Parish  R^is- 
t» : — "  1769.  John  Lockey,  the  worthy  Schoolmaster  of 
this  Parish  for  Thiety-eight  years,  was  buried,  October 
29th.'' 

It  is  at  present  "  a  mere  Day^scli/ool^  in  which  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Parish  are  taught  to  write  and  read,  by  a  Mas- 
ter who  barely  possesses  these  attainments  himself.  The 
salary  of  £8.  per  annum  mdy  is  continued  to  the  Master, 
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who  bas  a  residenoe  under  the  same  roof  with  the  Alms- 
hoase. 

Thx  Alms-men  reo^ve  nearly  £3.*Ss.  per  mnnum  ^ach, 
beimg  somewhai  more  than  the  provirion  aHowed  by  ihe 
Fmmder; — which,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say,  was  at  that 
time  of  a  very  different  value  from  what  it  is  at  present;— 
though  it  has  Bot  been  thou^t  necessary  fay  die  dispensers 
of  the  Founder's  benevidetice,  to  make  an  augmentation  in 
proportion  as  the  rents  have  increased. 
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NEWBURY. 

Thx  coDcema  of  The  Febs  Gbammae  School  in  Nbw- 
■DBT  are  intrc^Ted  in  profound  myttery. 

A  stipend  of  iC  12.  per  anmsm  for  a  Master,  is  pajaUeotit 
of  the  Land  revenue  of  the  Crown. 

The  late  Master  died  on  the  Sd  of  November,  1614, 
^  rimce  which  time  no  new  Master  hoe  been  appoirUedf  and 
no  Duties  performed  under  this  Establishment,'^ 
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READING. 

In  the  year  1445,  according  to  Lelakd,  John  Thorne^ 
Abbot  of  the  Monastery  of  Reading,  having  suppressed  an 
old  Alms-house  for  poor  Sisters,  near  St.  TiAWUEKCE^s 
Church,  which  bad,  probably,  been  founded  by  one  of  his 
predecessors,  employed  the  revenues  of  it  to  the  use  of  the 
Almoner.  But  Henby  the  Seventh,  being  here  soon  after, 
was  offended  with  the  Abbot,  for  converting  the  funds  of  a 
Reli^ous  House,  to  purposes  so  fordgn  to  the  jntentioiis  of 
the  donor,  and  ordered  him  to  settle  the  house  and  lands  on 
some  Charitable  Establishment. 

In  consequence  of  this  intimation  fixmi  His  Mqesty,  the 
Abbot  made  it  a  Gbamm ab  School  ;  in  which  benevdent 
design  he  was  seconded  by  one  William  Deke,  an  <iffioer 
in  the  Abbey,  who  gave  two  hundred  inarks  towards  the 
advancement  of  the  Foundation,  as  Leland  collected  from 
his  Tomb  in  the  Abbey  Church.  But  the  Abbot  dying 
soon  afterwards,  in  14S6,  the  settlement  was  not  completed ; 
though  it  appears  to  have  been  begun,  as,  after  the  Dissolu- 
tion, the  sum  of  £lO,  per  annum  was  paid  to  the  Master  by 
The  Crown. 

But,  in  the  rdgn  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Corporation 
undertook  to  pay  the  Master^s  salary,  in  return  for  certain 
lands  bestowed  upon  them  by  Her  Majesty,  and  then 
amounting  to  about  £4l..9s..7d.per  armum. 

By  this  Charter,  which  bears  date  the  23d  of  September, 
1560,  they  were  authorized  to  nominate  and  appoint  the 
Master. 

In  the  subsequent  reign  of  Chables  the  First,  Aidi- 
bishop  Laud,  by  his  will,  gave  lands  at  Bray,  then  of  the 
annual  value  of  £20.,  as  an  addition  to  the  Master's  salary ; 
which  sum,  by  the  increase  of  rent,  has  been  augmented  to 
£50.  a  year. 
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It  is  remarkable,  that  there  are  no  Statutes  bdongmg 
to  this  School,  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  the  Masters  and 
Scholars;  such  as  are  usually  annexed  to  the  Foundation 
of  all  other  Schools.  The  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
only  reciting,  that  ^^  a  School,  or  Grammar  School,  founded 
<<  and  built  by  Our  Predecessors,  is  in  the  Borough,  Jbr 
**  educating  ihe  Beys  of  the  InhabiiaaUs  ofihesaidBoroughj 
^'  €mi  oAerSy  in  lAteraiureJ* 

The  want  of  a  systematic  foundation  is  probably  the 
cause  of  this  omission :  as  Hekky  the  Sevoith  merely  left 
general  directions  for  the  establishment  of  the  School,  with- 
out contributing  any  thing  to  the  Master^s  stipend :  which 
was  paid  by  the  Abbot  of  Reading,  until  the  Dissolution,  as 
may  be  inferred  from  Cox^s  dedication  of  his  ^^  Art  or 
Crafte  of  Rhetoryke  ;^  and,  afterwards,  it  was  charged  upon 
the  Manor  of  Chdlsey  by  Hekrt  the  Eighth. 

Archbishop  Laud  was  the  most  liberal  Benefactor  to  the 
School;  but,  not  considering  himself  as  ifs  Founder,  he  did 
not  draw  up  any  Statutes  for  it's  government  This  worthy 
Prelate,  however,  iqppointed  Theee  Visitors  ;  viz. — The 
Vicc-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  The  President 
of  St  John's,  and  The  Warden  <^  All  Souls  College;  and 
left  the  interest  of  a  simi  of  £24.,  for  the  expenses  of  their 
reception  and  entertainment  They  visit  ibe  School  every 
third  year. 

It  has  been  customary,  besides  occarional  examinations  in 
Clasocal  learning,  for  the  Scholars  to  recite  Speeches,  or  to 
perform  Plays,  at  the  time  of  thb  Trienmal  Visitation*  The 
first  Play  on  record  is  that  of  Cato^  in  1731.  The  present 
Master,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Valpy,  has  paid  great  attention  to 
the  Theatrical  Representations,  and  has  purified  and  altered 
some  Plays  of  Plavtus  and  of  Shakespeare,  for  the  use 
of  his  Scholars.  Of  these  Plays,  four  of  Shakespeare 
have  been  published,  viz..  King  John,  the  Second  Part  of 
Henry  the  Fourth,  The  Roses,  from  the  Third  Part  of 
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Heniy  the  Sixths  and  The  Merchant  of  Venioe.  Four 
Plays  of  Plautus,  The  Amphitruo,  The  Aulularia,  The 
Captives^  and  The  Rudois,  have  likewise  been  printed  far 
the  use  of  Schools.  Some  Plays  of  Soyhoglbs  and  Euai- 
Binxs  have  also  been  perfonned  by  the  Scholars,  with  the 
strict  costume  of  anci^it  Greece.  The  amount  of  numey 
received  at  these  Representations  is  very  laudably  bestowed 
upon  scnne  deserving  object  of  Public  Charity. 

There  are  two  Scholarships  in  St.  John  the  Baptises 
College,  Oxfiird,  belonging  to  thb  School,  which  were 
founded  by  Sir  Thomas  White,  in  1557.  In  the  Statutes 
of  the  College,  as  drawn  up  by  himself.  Sir  Thomas  ob- 
serves;— 

''  Seeing  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  whole  sodety  of  man 
more  divine ;  nothing  more  analogous  to  our  natare>  than  to 
be  liberal  and  bountiful  towards  Siose>  to  whom  we  conceive 
ourselves  most  beholden  :  Neither  are  we  tied  by  stricter  bonds 
of  friendship  to  anv,  more  than  to  the  citizens  of  London  5 
among  whom  we  nave  been,  not  only  long  conversant,  and 
brought  up  almost  from  our  infancy,  but  also  have  attained 
and  gotten  the  greatest  part  of  such  goods  and  commodities,  as 
now,  by  Divine  permission,  we  enjoy ;  Wherefore,  being  moved 
with  that  love  and  piety,  which  we  bear  towards  our  Fellow 
Citizens,  we  do  appoint,  ordain,  and  will,  that  Fobty-thbbc  of 
the  poorer  Schohu^,  who,  either  within  London,  or  the  suburbs 
thereof,  shall  bestow  their  time  diligently  in  Grammar,  may  be 
admitted  into  this  our  College,  founded  and  endowed  at  our 
costs  and  charges,  and  they  shall  ei^joy  all  such  advantages  as 
the  present  scholars  possess  :— 

*'  Also,  each  of  the  following  Schools,  viz,,  Coventry,  Bris- 
tol, and  Reading,  shall  send  Two  Sdholm,  who  shall  par- 
take of  the  same  advantages  and  privileges,  as  the  others  ei^oy. 
One,  also,  shall  be  chosen  out  of  Tunbridgs  School^  in  the 
County  of  Kent : — 

*'  And  now,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  some  certainty  ap- 
pointed, concerning  the  nominatiiig  and  electing  of  these  Seven 
Scholars,  whom  we  will  have  equal  to  the  others,  in  all  the  ad- 
vantages and  privileges  of  the  College  }— 

'^  As  often  as  any  place  of  these  Seven  shall  become  void,  we 
will,  that  within  forty  days  after  such  vacancy.  The  President 
and  Fellows  shall  o^tify  and  advise,  by  Letters,  signed  wilii 
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tbdr  awn  haads^  tke  Bfayon  aad  Aldermen  ef  thoM  plMceM,  o«t 
of  which  such  Scholars  are  to  be  named  and  dioae*,  that  ia  tm 
say,  Coventry,  Bristol,  Reading^  and  Tunbriogb,  out  of 
which  Two  Scholars  each  are  to  be  elected,  except  out  of  Tun- 
BmiDOB,  from  which,  out  of  respect  to  the  great  love  we  bore  to 
Sir  Andrew  Judd,  Kni^,  Founder  of  the  Granunar  Sehool 
there,  we  do  ordain  and  will,  that  One  Scholar  shall  be  nomi- 
nated and  elected,  as  often  as  the  place  assigned  for  this  School 
riliall  be  vmd.  And  they  shall  take  care  to  send  such  out  of 
their  Schook>  to  The  CoUege,  m  dther  they  themaelvea  shall 
know,  or  in  the  judgment  of  others,  shall  bdieve  to  be  fit  to 
learn  Logic.  And  we  do  decree,  ordain,  and  will,  that  this  no- 
mination, assignation,  evocation,  and  election,  of  Forty-three 
Scfaolar^and  Six  ChorislenB,  by  the  WoiBhiplul  Men,  The  Maa* 
ter.  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  The  President,  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident, and  Two  of  the  Chief  Senior  Fellows  3  And  also,  the 
nomination,  evocation,  and  election,  of  those  Seven  Scholars,  by 
The  Mayors  and  Aldermen  of  those  places,  oi  which  we  mode 
niMition  before,  be  made  and  kept  lor  ever :  neither  riiall  it  be 
lawful  at  any  time,  for  The  President  and  Fellows,  which  now 
are,  or  for  their  successors,  to  invert,  change,  break,  or  weaken 
^le  form  of  electmg  Sdiolars,  which  we  have  prescribed,  nor  to 
expound,  or  interpret  otherwise  than  the  true,  natural,  and 
grammatical  sense  of  the  words  do  bear,  under  pain  of  expulsion 
out  of  The  College :  Neither  shall  they  at  any  time  consent, 
dttier  in  word  or  deed,  to  them  that  do  otherwise.*' 

^ese  Scholarships,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  regularly  lead 
to  Fellowships. 

The  School-rpom  for  many  jrears  occupied  the  lower  part 
of  the  Great  Hall  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  ;  the  upper 
part  being  used  as  a  Town4iaIL  When  the  Town-hall  was 
re-built,  the' School  continued  for  some  time  in  it's  old  situa^ 
tion.  But,  as  it  had  been  found  subject  to  many  inoonve- 
niences,  the  present  Master,  in  the  year  17^9  built  a  new 
School-room,  fifty-two  feet  in  lei^h,  at  his  own  expense. 

The  Master'^s  House,  remarkable  for  the  oonvenienoe  and 
salubrity  of  the  ntuation,  was  built  by  Mr.  Hilet^  a  former 
Master,  for  the  reception  of  his  Boarders,  and  rented  by  his 
successor,  Mr.  Spiceb;  who,  in  177 1^  set  on  foot  a  sub- 
scription for  purchasmg  and  annenng  it  to  the  School,  for 
the  readenoe  of  the  Master -.-—liberal  contributions  were 
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made  by  The  Cavparadon,  by  St  John^i  CoU^,  and  by 
the  neighbouring  Gentry,  particularly  such  as  had  been 
educated  in  the  School ; — but,  it  was  not  until  the  year 
1784,  that  the  intention  was  carried  into  effect,  and  the 
House  purchased  of  Dr.  Addington,  the  Son-in-Law  of 
Mr.  HiLEY,  and  vested  in  The  Corporation,  as  Trustees. 
Here  again  we  experience  the  Uberality  of  Dr.  Yalpy,  who 
has  ocmsiderably  enlarged  and  improved  the  House,  particu- 
larly by  the  addition  of  a  spacious  Hall  and  Library. 

As  the  School  was  foaadedjor  the  Sons  qf  the  Inhabit 
ants  and  otherSyit  is  open  to  all  who  conform  to  the  R^;u* 
lations  of  the  Establishment 

At  Nineteen^  boys  are  superannuated  for  the  Foundation 
at  St  John^s  College. 

'The  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  in  use,  are  those  writtoi 
by  the  present  Master.  The  system  of  Education,  with 
such  alterations  as  expedience  and  locality  render  necessary, 
is  formed  upon  those  of  Westminster,  Eton,  and  'Win- 
chester Colleges. 

This  School  is  deservedly  in  great  repute,  under  the  ex- 
cellent management  of  the  present  learned  Master,  Richabd 
Valpy,  D.D. 

Besides  the  Head  Master,  some  of  the  Assistants  re- 
cave  Boarders,  on  different  terms,  according  to  the  num- 
bers which  they  accommodate. 

Cardinal  Wolsey  is  said,  on  the  authority  of  Archbishop 
Pabker,  to  have  been  a  short  time  Master  of  this  Sdliool. 

Among  the  eminent  Persons,  who  have  received  ithdr 
Education  in  this  Seminary  of  Learning,  besides  many  dis- 
tinguished living  Characters,  may  be  enumerated, — 
Archbishop  Laud. 

John  Blagbavs,  the  Mathematician. 
James  Mebkick,  the  Translator  of  the  Psalms. 
The  Rev.  Chables  Coatss,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the 
History  of  Reading, 
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Thomas  TVbkee,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Coaterbury. 
William  Datiss  Shiplst,  Dean  of  St  Asaf^L 
Francis  Anveslbt,  LL.D.,  First  Master  of  Downing 

Coll^.

The  Fbee  Grammae  School  at  Wallikgfobd  was 
founded  in  the  year  1G59,  by  Walter  Bigg,  Alderman  of 
London,  and  endowed  by  him  with  £  10.  per  annum. 

The  Charity,  called  Sir  Thomas  Bsnnett^s  Charity^ 
consists  of  £20.  per  annumj  paid  to  the  Mayor  of  this 
Borough,  by  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Merchant  Tay- 
lors within  the  City  of  London  (but  whether  it  arises  out  of 
real  or  personal  Estate,  is  not  known), — £10.  per  anmun, 
part  thereof,  are  for  the  use  of  the  Master  of  thb  School, 
and  the  remidning  £  10.  to  be  paid  to  Ten  poor  persons  of 
the  Borough,  elected  by  the  Aldermen  of  the  Corporation 
for  the  time  being. 

This  School  is  now  "ma  very  low  etaUy  having  very  few 
boys  educated  in  \t^   The  present  Master  b  a  "  DieeefUerf* 
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WANTAGE. 


Ik  the  year  1598,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained,  fcr 
▼estingthe  Town  lands  of  Wantage,  which  were  given  in  the 
reigns  of  Heihit  the  Sixth  and  Hsnet  the  Seventh  for 
Charitable  uses,  in  Twelve  of  <<  the  better  sort  of  Inhabit- 
ants,"^ to  be  deemed  a  Body  Corporate,  and  to  use  a  Com- 
man  Seal. 

By  this  Act,  the  Revenues  of  those  lands  are  appropriated 
to  the  idief  of  the  Pooe, — the  repur  of  Highways, — and 
the  saj^xHt  of  a  Gj^auuar  School. 

Hie  Governors  allow  £30.  per  annum  to  the  Master, 
who  must  be  a  Graduate  in  one  of  the  Univernties. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  sons  of  Parishioners  inde- 
finitdy,  free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they 
are  able  to  learn  Latiny  and  may  remain  as  long  as  thor 
Parents  please. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Daniel  Robins.  He 
does  not  take  Pufnls. 

It  is  gratifying  to  add,  <<  that  no  Charity  can  be  better 
managed,  or  the  profits  disposed  more  to  the  Donor's  inten- 
tions, than  the  present.^ 

The  learned  Joseph  Bvtleb,  Bishop  of  Durham,  was 
bom  in  this  Town. 
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AMERSHAM. 

Ths  Fbes  Grahhab  School  at  Amersham  was  founded 
by  Robert  Chaloner,  D.  D.,  who  was  Canon  of  Windsor 
and  Rector  of  this  Parish^  and  who  died  in  1621 ;  having 
endowed  it  with  a  portion  of  Land  at  Waddesdon,  in  the 
County  of  Bedfoird^  which  is  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £90. 

There  is  only  one  Master,  who  is  the  present  Curate,  and 
the  House  in  which  he  lives  belon^ng  to  the  School,  raises, 
the  value  of  the  Stipend  to  upwards  of  £\00.  per  annum. 

Any  Parishioners  have  a  ri^t  to  send  thdr  CSuldroi  to 
thb  School ;  wfUch  is  solebfjbr  Greek  and  Latin. 

The  Owner  of  Shardehes,  and  the  Rector  for  the  time 
being,  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  appoint  the  Master.  Hiere 
should  be  Twelve  Trustees.  "  There  are  wm  no  Scholarsir 

Dr.  Chaloner  also  by  his  Will,  dated  the  20th  of  June 
1620,  bequeathed  £20.  per  annunij  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  DrviKirr  Lecture  at  Christ  Church  College,  Oxfind, — 
or  to  form  Exhibitions  for  7%ree  poor  Scholars,  to  be 
chosen  from  Amersham,  or  from  Gdklsborougb,  or  Enarea- 
borou^,  in  Yorkshire. 
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AYLESBURY. 

The  Free  School  at  Atlesbubt  was  originally  founded 
by  Sir  Henbt  Lee,  of  Ditchley,  in  the  County  of  Oxford. 
The  date  of  it*s  origin  is  not  known ;  but  there  is,  in  the 
Church  of  Aylesbury,  an  old  monument  of  part  of  the  family 
of  a  Sir  Hekey  Lee,  dated  1584.  Tt  is  probable  that  he 
was  the  Founder. 

The  Writings  of  the  ordinal  Endowment  are  supposed  to 

haTB  been  lost  in  the  Civil  Wars :    But  the  value  of  the 

Premises,  bequeathed  for  that  purpose,  amounted  in  the  be- 

ffoning  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  to  about  £8.  per  annum. 

On  the  29th  of  September,  1714,  Heney  Phillips,  Gen- 

tleman,  who  was  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Aylesbury,  bequeathed 

£5000.  for  the  purchase  of  Estates  for  the  benefit  of  that 

parish ;  to  be  added  to  the  Free  School,  founded  by  Sir 

HsmiY  Lee.    In  consequence  of  this  bequest,  the  present 

Free  Schodi  and  Houses  for  the  Head   Master,  and  the 

Writing  Master,  were  erected  in  the  year  1718.  The  Estates 

(being  the  Manor  of  Broughton  Abbotts,  in  the  neighbouring 

Parish  of  Bierton)  now  net  upwards  of  £400.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  c^n  to  the  Boys  of  Aylesbury  and  Walton, 
free  of  expense.  And,  if  Aylesbury  and  Walton  cannot 
supply  a  sufficient  number,  the  nearest  adjoining  Parishes 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privilege. 

One  Hundred  and  Thirty-five  Boys  are  admitted  upon  the 
Foundation;  via;.,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  into  the  Eng- 
lish and  Writing  School ;  and  Fifteen  into  the  Latin.  The 
number  of  Boys,  not  upon  the  Foundation,  is  inconsiderable. 
Boys  are  admitted  at  Six  years  of  age.  There  is  no  spe- 
cific time  for  their  quitting  the  School 

As  Yacandes  occur  other  Boys  are  admitted,  whose  names 
stand  first  on  a  list  which  b  kept  by  the  Head  Master.  The 
appficaticm  of  every  one  in  behalf  of  any  boy  is  registered; 
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The  list  is  afterwards  submitted  to  the  Trustees  for  their 
approbation,  and  the  Boys  are  admitted  in  ihm  turns. 

OwEN^s  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Eton  Greek  Grammar, 
are  those  in  general  use.  With  respect  to  the  system  of 
Educatkm,  the  Classical  Books  which  are  used  in  the  great 
Public  Schools,  are  ad(^pted,asfarastheageandcontinuaiice 
of  the  Scholars  will  admit  Dr.  Bbll  s  system  is  fcdlowed 
in  the  English  and  Writing  Schod. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  Church  Pre- 
ferm^its,  belonging  to  this  SchooL 

The  present  Head  Master  is,CHAa3LSs  Robert  Ashfisld, 
Clerk,  who^  Salary  is  £l70.  per  annum^  and  a  House. 

Both  the  Head  Master,  and  the  Writing  Master,  ai«  ai- 
lowed  to  take  Pupils :  but  thor  terms  depend,  in  some  mea- 
sure^ upon  the  circumstances  of  the  times. 

As  this  School  is  more  of  a  Commercial  than  ClassioBi  de* 
scription,  it^s  very  nature  has  precluded  it  from  producifl^ 
many  men  of  great  literary  attainments.  But  the  celefascated 
John  Wilkes,  and  John  Bonnycastlk,  the  enoineiit  Mii- 
thematidan,  may  be  mentioned  as  two  distii^iuished  diamc- 
ters,  whose  abilities  first  hegaa  to  expand  in  the  Cirammar 
School  at  Aylesbury.

Tm  Free  School  at  Buckingsaic  was  founded  by  Kng 
Edwasd  the  Sixth,  and  endowed  with  iSlO..8..0}.  per  an- 
nunty  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Reyenue  of  the  Crown, 
fiir  the  instruodon  of  youdi  in  the  Latin  language. 

It  is  of  litde  note  in  any  respect, — none  but  the  children 
of  the  Lower  classes  having  been  educated  here,  for  time 
immemorial.  Thsace  are  six  boys  cmly  in  the  School,  as 
settled  by  The  Trustees,  who  are  the  Bailiff  and  Burgesses, 
and  who  nominate  the  Sdiolars.  They  are  admitted  at  d^^ 
years  of  age,  and  are  taught  English,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic. 

There  is  a  pretty  good  House  for  the  Master,  which  was 
re-tmilt  sAer  a  fire  in  1696,  at  the  expense  of  Alexakdek 
Dkntox,  Esq., — together  with  a  garden.  The  School-room 
was  ibrmerly  a  Chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  John  tfie  Baptist 
and  Thomas  k  Beceet  ;  the  Door  is  of  Saxon  Architecture. 
Tlie  present  Master  is.  The  Rer.  William  Eyes,  M.  A., 
Vicarof  Fadbury  andHSlesdon,  in  the  County  of  Bucking- 
ham. 
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ETON  COLLEGE. 


The  splendid  Establiahment  for  the  Ingtnlctioii  of  Youth 
in  The  Colleoe  at  Eton,  was  founded  by  King  HsNar 
the  Sixth,  m  the  year  1440,  by  the  name  of  <^  The  Blvsibd 
Marie  of  Etone  beride  Wyniewre^ 

One  of  the  Charters  of  Foundation  is  dated  at  Wynde- 
flore^  on  the  12th  of  September,  1441 ; — ^A  second,  at  Shene, 
on  the  21st  of  Octobo*,  in  the  same  year ; — And  a  third, 
ie  Donationcj  on  the  25th  of  March  1442,  by  which  The 
Royal  Foitndee,  for  the  sufficient  maintenance  of  his  Col- 
lege, and  for  the  perpetual  Endowment  of  the  same,  gnnted 
to  The  Provost  and  College  various  Benefactions,  as  there 
particularly  stated. 

By  the  Second  Charter,  one  Provost,  Ten  Priests  or  Fel- 
lows, four  Clerks,  six  Chcnristers,  one  Master,  Twenty-five 
Scholars,  and  Twenty-five  Alms  or  Beadsmen,  are  appcnnted. 
But  this  Establishment  afterwards  underwent  certain  altera- 
tions. 
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It  must,  however,  be  observed,  that  the  first  fimuil  act  of 
The  King  respecting  his  pxgected  Foundation,  was  his  "Pro- 
ciiraldrltifii/'bearingdatediel2thofSeptaaiber,  1440.  By 
ibis  public  instrument  he  del^atesbis  Proctors  to  treat  with 
The  Bishc^  and  Chapter  of  Lincoln,  for  the  aj^ix^riation  of 
the  then  Parish  Church  of  Eton  to  his  intended  Ckdlege,  80 
to  mske  the  Chapel  of  the  said  Cdlege,  whidi  he  sbouU 
evect  on  the  demofitioh  of  the  old  Church,  to  be  as  well 
Parochial  as  CoU^^ate.  Indeed,  from  the  wod^  of  the 
Instrument,  it  appears  that  His  Majesty  had  akeady  pur* 
diased  the  Advowson  of  the  said  Parish  Qiurcfa,  in  order 
to  efiect  the  proposed  AppropriatioD*  And  on  the  29th  of 
September,  in  the  same  year.  The  Bishop  of  Linodn  notified 
Ua  cbnsoit,  in  all  doe  fonn,  for  makiiig  the  Faridi  Church 
cf  Eton  Collegiate. 

Some  dday  was,  however,  caused  in  this  purchase,  as  there 
were  three  joint  Owners  of  the  Perpetiud  Advowson,  and 
of  the  Tenements  contiguous,  which  were  conveyed  with 
it; — William  Whaplade,  Nicholas  Cloptok,  and  John 
FABtiinov,  Eqiures. 

Thera  lised  to  prevail  a  local  tradi&in,  that  the  ancietai 
Parish  Church  stood  somewhere  at  The  Widc^  about  a  mile 
from  Eton ;  but  in  what  particular  spot  is  not  said,  nor  is 
it  at  this  day  pretended  that  there  are,  or  have  been  any 
visiUe  remaiy  of  the  same. 

That  it  stood  in  the  Church-yard,  and  near  adjoining  to 
die  pcesent  Churdi,  is  evident  firom  two  Charters:  Carta 
Segb  Hen.  VI.  de  Fundadone  EcdL  CoUeg.  de  Etim« 
Fat.  19*  Hen.  VL  pars  1.  ul  40.  Pat  19^  Hen.  VI.  pars  2. 
HL  20. 

The  Ccdlege  being  thus  appcnnted  and  endowed.  Writs 
were  issued  finr  collecting  Workmen  from  divers  parts  to 
Eton :  —And  The  Founder  gave  his  orders  for  erectii^  Thb 
CoLLSGB,  the  first  stone  whereof  was  laid  in  the  foundation 
of  the  Chapel  on  or  about  the  dd  of  July,  1441. 
Vol.  I.  E 
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With  what  care  die  beneroleiit  Monarch  provided  for  the 
due  and  effectual  construction  a£  the  Buildings,  will  appear 
from  the  language  of  the  Letters  Patent,  respecting  the 
materials  to  be  used  in  them. — *^  Laying  aparte  superfluity 
of  too  curious  works  of  entayle  and  busie  mouldings,  I  will 
that  both  mi  sayde  Collies  be  edified  of  the  most  substan- 
tial and  best  abyding  stufie,  of  stone,  ledd,  glass,  and  inHi, 
that  may  goodlie  be  had  and  provided  thereto ;  and  that 
the  walls  of  the  sayde  Goll^  of  Eton,  of  the  outer  Courte, 
Bsnd  of  the  walls  of  the  Grardens  about  the  Predncte,  be 
made  of  hard  stone  of  KcfdT 

As  the  pious  Sovereign  intended  his  Coll^  for  the  par- 
petual  increase  of  Virtue  and  Learning,  he  accordingly  de- 
clares ;-^^  JF^trndofTzu^,  erigimua  ac  etiam  stabilimus  (dichtm 
Collegium),  perpetuis  futubis    tempobibus  ditbatu« 

As  he  omitted  nothing  that  might  add  to  the  Statelinesa 
and  Figure,  as  well  as  the  more  essential  views  of  his  Foun- 
dations, The  King  granted  the  foUowii^  Charter  for  assign- 
ing Abms  to  Eton  College,  which  has  since  formed  it^s  un- 
altered Heraldic  distincti<m ;  and  the  Field  of  these  Arms 
bang  «Stiife,  is  considered  as  an  additional  mark  ciPerpduiiy 
to  his  important  Establishment

The  Royal  Founder  haying  caused  certain  Statutxs  to 
be  composed,  which  were  called  ^  SiaMa  PrimUtvOj*^  with 
a  view  to  thdr  bSng  enlarged  into  a  complete  Body,  as 
future  circumstances  and  experience  mi^^  demand,  was 
pleased,  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Thama^y  in  1443,  to  send  down 
his  Commissioners,  Thomas  Bsckynton,  then  Bishop  of 
Badi  and  Wells,  with  William,  Earl,  and  afterwards 
Marquis  and  Duke,"of  Suffolk,  to  give  personal  admission 
to  The  Provost,  Fellows,  Clerks,  Sdiolars,  and  Officers,  into 
The  CoU^.  Which  Ceremony  was  accompanied  with  all 
the  most  solemn  Ceremonials  of  the  Ahar. 

About  this  time,  it  appears  that  the  Sng  extended  Ins 
Collegiate  arrangements  fiom  Twenty-five  to  Seventy  Scho- 
lars, an  Usher  for  the  School,  a  Ckrk  for  the  Parish,  and 
two  additional  Choristers,  with  a  reduction  of  the  Twenty- 
five  Alms  or  Beadsmoi  to  Thirteen. 

The  several  ^Grants,  made  at  sundry  times,  were,  for  their 
better  confirmation,  passed  into  an  Act  of  Parliament  at 
Westminster,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1444,  being  the  Twenty- 
second  year  of  his  reign.  The  Letters  Patent  subsequent 
to  this  period,  granting  further  endowmems  to  The  CoUq^e, 
with  the  gifls  of  certain  Bene&ctors,  were  afterwards  con- 
densed into  another  and  ^milar  Act  of  Parliament,  in  the 
Thirty-dghth  year  of  his  reign. 

The  Statutes  being  completed,  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury, on  the  20th  of  July,  1446,  acknowledged  his  accept- 
ttoee  of  them^  as  wdl  for  himself  as  his  successors.    At  the 
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same  time,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  dedared  amilar  «eoeptiu 
tion.  This  formality  aroee  from  the  ^[nritual  power  of  these 
high  Ecclesiastical  characters:  The  College  being  sutgect  to 
them  in  their  Metropolitan  and  Triennial  Visitations^  as 
well  as  in  the  necessary  and  local  exercise  of  their  functioDS, 
whenever  they  might  be  called  to  employ  them  wiihin  Iftr 
walls  of  the  Foundation. 

These  Statutes,  the  work  of  several  years,  wa:e  a  refine- 
ment as  well  as  enlargement  of  the  temposBoy  Code^  or 
**  Statuta  Pritnidva^  and  the  oonsequait  result  of  much 
ddiberate  consideration. 

In  compiling  them,  The  Royal  Founder  is  said  to.  have 
been  asasted  by  the  ablest  Civilian  of  those  times,  and 
whose  knowledge  would  have  oomfSarred  honour  on  any  man 
in  any  age.  This  disUnguished  person  was  WilliaH 
Ltvdewoode,  LL.  D.,  LcMd  Privy  Seal,  and  Bishop  of 
St.  David's.  It  appears,  however,  to  be  the  more  probable 
ofnnion,  that  Waynflkte  drew  up  the  present  body  rf 
Statutes,  which  Bidiqp  Lowth  mentions,  (though,  as  it 
should  seem,  without  actual  collation)  as  bdng  originally 
copied  from  those  of  Winchester,  without  any  matarial 
alteration.  The  frequency  of  Hsnry^s  vints  to  Winchester, 
and  the  apparent  objects  of  them,  togetha:  with  Watv- 
FLSTB^s  continual  attendance  upon  him,  with  the  general 
approximation  of  the  Eton  Statutes  to  the  Wikohestxr 
Code,  appear  to  justify  the  general  idea;  and  the  tradition 
of  William  of  Wyxeham^s  CoU^  is  ready  to  confirm  it 
Ltndbwoodb  was  certainly  appointed,  with  others,  to  fbnn 
the  Statutes  of  King^s  College,  Cambridge,  as  is  evident 
from  ifs  Charter;  and,  it  is  probable  that,  fitnn  this  cir- 
cumstance, he  has  been  named  as  having  performed  die 
same  Office  for  the  Sister  Foundation. 

William  Waynflete  was  Schoolmaster  of  Winchester 
Coll^,  when  the  King  made  his  first  vudt.  He  had  been 
in  that  capacity  about  eleven  years,  and  had  fxeculed  the 
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important  trust  with  such  diligence,  ability,  judgment,  and 
success,  that  Hskbt,  to  give  his  new  Institution  the  greatest 
possible  advantage,  by  obtaining  such  an  excellent  and  im- 
proved Instructor,  removed  him,  in  1440,  with  a  Colony  of 
five  of  the  Fdlows  and  thirty-£ve  of  the  Scholars,  to  the 
sttne  honoMrable  charge  at  Eton.  His  Majesty  afterwards 
made  him  Provost;  and,  by  his  Royal  recotmnendation  and 
Patronage,  he  was  subsequently  elevated  to  the  See  of  Win^ 
diester,  in  wluch  high  situation  he  was  enabled  to  become  a 
beneficent  Imitator  of  his  predecessor  William  of  Wyks- 
RAM,  as  well  as  of  his  PatrcHi  Sovereign,  in  his  NoUe 
Foundation  a(  Maodalev  College,  in  Oxford. 

King  Henbt  having  made  a  final  Settlement  of  his  CoU 
I^  at  Eton,  and  that  upon  a  mare  enlarged  scale  than  he 
appears  at  first  to  have  contemplated,  was  now  pleased  to 
•dd  ten  Chaplains,  five  Clerks,  and  right  Chcwristers,  form^ 
ing  a  Constituent  Body,  consisting  of  a  Provost,  ten  Fellows,* 
a  Master  of  the  School,  ten  Chaplains,t  an  Usher  of  the 


^  In  147y  there  appear  to  have  been  but  Four  FeUows. 

In  147f  there  were  Fine  FeUows,  including  Henry  Bost» 
who  seems  to  have  been  elected  FeUow  merely  to 
pave  his  way  for  his  election  to  the  Provostship. 

In  1482  the  number  of  Fellows  was  increased  to  Six,  pro- 
bably by  the  good  management  and  savings  of  good 
Provost  Wbstbury. 

In  1485  John  Pierson  was  added  as  a  Seventh  Fellow.

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SdioGl,  ten  Cleks,  Seventy  Scholars,  ^teen  Choristers,  and 
thirteen  Ahns  or  Beadsmen,  whose  particular  duty  it  was  to 
jHray  for  the  Health  and  Prosperity  of  The  Founder,-^n 
the  whole,  Oke  Hundked  and  Thiety-two  persons. 

When  the  King  looked  upon  his  Foundation,  so  formed, 
oonsdtuted,  and  endowed; ^when  he  took  a  prospectiTe  view 
of  it^s  final  oom[deU(»i,  and  reflected  upon  the  benefits  which 
promised  to  result  Srom  it  to  his  Kingdom,  not  only  in  his 
own  time,  but  in  many  successive  ages,^-well  might  He, 
with  the  Piety  of  a  Holy  man,  and  the  feelings  of  a  tender 
Parent,  address  Heaven  with  fifequent  Prayers  for  it's  pre- 
servation and  endurance  in  if  s  then  existing  state ; — ^And, 
as  the  Naticm  should  increase  in  Knowledge,  Virtue,  and  the 
h^ier  branches  of  Civilization,  that  his  Foundation  m^t 
proceed  in  a  proportionably  advanced  and  advancing  state 
of  Improvement,  UseAdness,  and  Renown,  until  the  end  of 
time. 

Certain  dianges  have,  however,  since  taken  {dace  in  the 
order  of  The  College,  whidi  now  omsists  of  a  Provost, 
Seven  Fellows,  Two  Priests  or  Chaplains  (1<)<^7  called 
ConducU),  Ten  Lay  Clerks,  Ten  Choristers,  Two  Masters, 
and  Seventy  Scholars,  with  inferior  Officers  and  Servants. 

The  Assistants,  at  present  Eighi  m  number,  are  merdy 
attached  to  the  Schod  disdpline  and  instructioQ,  and  have

which  last  mentioned  number  bas  continued  to  this  daj. 
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been  for  many  yean  sdected,  though  not  neceanrily,  from 
the  Fellows  of  King^s  Collsoe,  at  the  diicretion  of  the 
Two  Masters,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Provost 
For,  Henry  havii^  dengned  his  School  to  be  a  Seminary 
for  a  College  in  one  of  The  Universities,  accordingly,  in 
1441,  founded  King^s  College,  Cambridge,  whither, 
Lambaedb  observes,  ^*  Eton  annually  sendeth  forth  her 
ripe  fruit^'  That  Prinody  Institution  oonnsting  of  a  Pro- 
voBt,  and  Seventy  Fellows  or  Schdars,  who  are  to  be  elected 
fiwMn  Eton  Colkge. 

Ab  Hsnet  ajqnroached  his  demise,  he  seems  to  have  had 
afixreboding  of  the  troubles  idiich  then  threatened  to  disturb 
the  Naticm,  and  showed  a  warm  solicitude  to  insure,  at  all 
events,  the  completion  of  his  Two  Colleges.  He  accord- 
ingly made  a  Testamentary  provision  for  that  purpose,  and 
appointed  Bishop  Watnflete  to  discharge  the  honourable 
duties  which  it  directed. 

Eton  College,  however,  found  an  Oppressor  in  Edwaed 
the  Fourth,  who,  for  some  time,  appeared  to  threaten  it  mth 
annihilation.  That  Monarch  is  rdated  to  have  been  un- 
kindly chsposed,  not  only  to  Waynflete  and  other  attached 
friends  of  Hsnet  the  Sixth,  but  is  said  to  have  looked  with 
an  evil  and  a  jealous  eye  upon  the  Establishments  formed 
by  the  pious  Munificence  of  his  Royal  Predecessor,  and  in 
the  prosperity  of  which  Watnflete  had  manifested  and 
expressed  such  a  fond  and  zealous  interest 

At  no  distant  period  after  King  Edwaed  the  Fourth  had 
got  possession  of  the  Throne,  he  represented  to  Pope  Pius 
die  Second,  that  Eton  College  was  in  an  unfinished  state, 
and  espedaUy  that  the  building  of  the  Chapel  was  but  just  be- 
gun, so  that  it  could  be  of  little  or  no  use  as  to  the  purposes 
orij^nally  intended  by  it's  Foundation;  He,  therefore,  urged 
it  as  a  suitable  act  to  unite  it  to  The  College  of  Windsoe, 
whidi  he  fayoured  with  a  most  partial  and  protecting  regard. 

In  consequence  of  this  representation,  in  November,  146S, 
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a  Bull  was  obtained  from  Pope  Pius  tiie  Seoond,  fix-  Sh^ 
MxAng  Eton  College,  and  undtug  it,  acocwdnig  to  the 
Boyal  request,  to  The  College  of  St.  Geokgs  at  Wixd- 
SOB.  The  Copy  of  the  Bull  of  UDkn  and  Annexation  is 
among  the  Harleian  Manuscripts  in  Hie  British  Museum, 
No.  664. 

Habbingtok,  in  his  life  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  states, 
that  the  King  took  £1000.  pir  annum  from  Hekbt^s  Es- 
tablishments, to  enrich  Windsor.  Taknsb,  in  his  Notitia 
Monastica,  specifies  also  the  Priories  which  were  sein^  from 
this  Foundation,  to  be  lavishly  given  to  other  {daoes  and  avari- 
dous  persons.  And,  in  the  Archives  of  Eton  CcJl^,  is  an 
account  of  the  Estates  of  which  U  ha$  been  unfueUjf  deprived. 
However,  in  this  opprobrious  appropriation  of  The  CoU^ 
property,  some  glimpse  of  shame  add  justice  was  shown  for 
the  Members  of  it,— a  few  triffii^  Pennons  bdng  assigned 
to  the  Provost,  Fellows,  and  other  Officers. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  Edward,  counsdled  as  he  might 
originally  have  beai  by  The  Earl  of  Warwick,  not  only, 
in  the  first  instance,  curtailed  the  estates  of  Henry^'s  Foun^ 
dations  of  Kings's  College,  and  Etok,  but  plundered  diem 
also  of  moveables  of  great  value. 

The  injured  Foundation,  however,  found  an  aUe,  ardent, 
and,  in  the  end,  an  d^ual  friend  in  Willl/im  West- 
BURT,  who  had  succeeded  John  Cl£r6,  as  Provost,  in  the 
.year  1447*  He  possessed  consummate  prudekice  iond  oou* 
rage ;  nor  did  he  hesitaite  most  strenuously  to  oppose  The 
Union  of  Eton  CoUege  with  that  of  Windsor;  but  boldly 
asserted  the  rights  and  jnivil^es  of  the  Body  over  -whixh  he 
had  presided  so  many  years ;  and,  by  rising  to  acquiesce 
whUe  Hekrt  was  a  fugitive,  and  WAn^FLETS  in  diegraoe) 
as  wdl  as  by  his  noble  protest  and  appeal,  he  protected  the 
Munificence  and  upheld  the  Institution  of  his  Foulider. 

The  <^^poation  which  was  made  by  Wsstburt,  was  m 
the  most  open^  regular,  and  courageous  manner,  by  a  public

imtniment  in  the  Chqiel  of  iS^  Maiiin  le  Orand,  hmdoay 
befacea  Public  ^I^otary  .and  the  most  respectahle  wtCaessefl, 
men  graduated  /ad  learned  in  the  laws.  He  there  in  petw 
son  entered  his  Protest  against  all  isudi  Union  and  Inooipo- 
ration,  with  uncommon. intre[Mdity  and  spirit,  and  in  wosds 
warm  with  zeal  and  the  Yehicle  <^  irresistible  argument. 

In  ooittcquence  of  this  proceeding,  ihe  King^  i^lied  to 
Pope  Paul  the  Second,  the  Successor  of  Pius  die  Second, 
acknowledging  that  he  had  been  jmnnformed  in  the  pre- 
mises, and  praying  for  a  Dissolution  of  the  Union. 

The  Pope  accordingly  issued  his  GommissiaQ,  elated  the 
nxth  year  of  his  Pontificate,  to  BovacHiaa  Archlnshqp  of 
Canterbury^  to  act  in  the  business  as  the  case  might  appear 
to  require. 

In  obedience  to  the  Papal  command,  the  Archbishop 
summoned  the  two  CoUeges  before  him :  When  the  Profost, 
who  relaxed  not  for  a  moment  in  his  magnanimous  zeal  for 
the  Foundations  of  Hexry  the  Sixth,  harangued  with  un- 
daunted firmness,  and,  as  he  is  described,  <^  se  totis  viribui 
oppoiuit^  for  the  rights  of  his  imprisoned  Founder. 

The  merit  of  his  conduct  was  acknowledged  by  his  oppo- 
nents, and  it  is  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Windsor  College. 
The  IMssoiuiion  of  The  "  Bulla  Unionis'^  was  accordingly 
salt  Gram  Rome  to  the  Archbishop.  And  King  EnwAsn, 
by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  17th  of  July,  in  the  Seventh 
year  of  his  reign,  1468,  made  certain  remunerations,  if  they 
were  not  altogether  restorations,  for  the  violent  injury  whidi 
he  had  done  to  Eton  College  ;  employing,  at  the  same 
time,  conciliatory  expressions  of  r^^ard,  and  dedarisg  faia 
wishes  for  it^s  future  welfare  and  jHXMperity.*

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Such  was  the  effect  of  the  noble  and  resolute  stand  made 
by  WxsTBiTBT,  in  the  sufqiort  of  his  collq^e ! — an  example 
ever  to  be  holden  in  view  by  his  Successors,  should  they  be 
called  upon  to  defend  or  maintain  the  rights  irfuoh  have 
been  handed  down  to  them  unimpaired. 

After  all  the  Depredations  whidi  Eton  Collbos  had 
suffered)  a  return  c£  if  s  ^[nrituals  and  Temporals,  according 
to  the  Survey  in  the  Thirty-seventh  year  of  the  reign  of 
King  Henat  the  Eighth,  i  546,  was  made  of  £  [06S.Aef^9ii. 
per  annum. 

The  Manor  of  Eton  was  acquired  by  The  CoU^,  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  from  the  Lovel  family,  who 
inherited,  through  Female  heirs,  from  the  families  of  Fits-

As  a  matter  of  curiosity  it  may  be  mentioned,  that  it  appears 
by  the  same  Catalogue,  that ''  fhnn  the  year  1470  to  1484  in- 
dusive,  there  were  Eight  Deans  of  Windsor ;  whereas  from  the 
first  Foundation  of  Windsor  (1348)  to  1470  a  space  of  129 
years,  there  were  only  Seven  who  bore  the  office  of  Custos  or 
Dean.*'  Two  at  least  (Danett  and  Beauchamp)  died  Deans 
out  of  the  eight, — a  third  (Dudley)  died  Bishop  of  Durham  in 
1483,— and  two  others  (Mobland  and  Benlby)  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  higher  preferment^  and  therefore  may  be  presumed 
-to  have  died  Deans. 

It 
now  bekmgs  to  John  Penk,  Esq.,  of  Stoke  Poges. 

The  Bridge  whidi  s^sarates  The  Collq^e  from  the  Town 
(locally  jso  called),  known  by  the  name  of  Bem^Poole,  iq»- 
pears  to  have  been  originally  called  BamidefCs  or  BaUtmgfifs 
Bridge.     This  was  ^*  plucked  up  and  new  built,  an.  1658.^

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TflS  C01XB6IATX  Edifice  of  Eton  ccxifflsts  of  two  Quad^ 
langles*  The  first  oocapies  a  oonsidcnrable  space,  and 
praents  a  venerable  appearance,  with  a  central  Statue  of  the 
Founder  m  bronze,  the  grateful  gift  (among  others)  of  Dr. 
60DOLFHIK,  who  was  dected  Fellow  in  1674,  Vice-Provost 
in  1684,  and  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  Provost  in  Ck:^tober 
1695. 

This  Square,  or  the  School-yard,  as  it  is  more  generally 
denominated,  is  inclosed  by  the  Chapel,  Schools,  Dormito- 
ries, Master'^s  Chambers,  and  the  Eastern  line  of  Buildings, 
whidi,  with  the  excepdon  of  the  Porter^s  apartments,  die 
Registrar's  Office,  &c.,  belongs  entirely  to  the  Provost^a 
Lodge;  appertaining  to  which  is  a  Tower  in  the  centre,  the 
Gateway  whereof  forms  the  principal  entrance  to  .die 
Clinsters. 

The  Lesser  Quadrangle  connsts  of  the  Cloisters,  contain- 
ing the  Residences  of  the  Fellows,  part  of  the  Provost^s 
Lodge,  and  the  Library,  beneath  part  of  which  is  a  flij^t 
of  steps,  forming  the  ascent  to  the  Hall ;  another  flight  of 
steps  to  the  South  leads  to  the  Kitchens,  Brew-house,  Bake- 
house, &c 

The  Upper  Story  on  the  East  and  Northern  sides  of  this 
Quadrangle,  was  added  in  the  years  1759  and  1760.  The 
estimate  of  this  addition  was  £  1940. 

A  new  Clock  was  placed  in  the  centre  Tower  of  the  first 
Quadrangle,  called  Lupton's  Tower,  in  the  year  1765. 

The  old  Clock  was  fixed  against  the  Church  under  the 
most  Easterly  window  of  the  North  ^de.  A  podtion  cer- 
tainly most  inconvenient  and  unseemly ;  but  the  improve* 
ment  is  often  lamented  by  those  who  deep  in  die  Southern 
Apartments  of  the  Provost's  Lodge. 

The  Ante-chapel  was  repaired  and  beautified  with  Stucco 
work  in  1^69. 

The  present  Uffee  School  was  erected  at  the  expense 
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•of  £2286..9s^li.  in'  die  Provostship  of  Dr.  CmADOCX.^ 
It  finrms  the  Western  fiioe  of  the  larger  Quadrangle,  and  is

It  does  not  appear,  why  it  was  necessary  to  take  down  the 
School  which  had  lately  been  erected  by  Provost  Allbstreb, 
and  which  occupied  the  whole  South-West  side  of  the  Quad* 
raogle  ;  but  it  may  be  collected  from  an  extract  of  the  Will  of 
Mr.  RosBWBLL,  that  it  was  thought  proper  to  lay  out  a  large  sum 
in  reparations,  or  to  rebuild  it,  which  was  accordingly  done. 
See,  a  Print  by  Hollar  m  Dugdalb,  at  p.  195.  of  the  Addit.  to 
the  3d  voL 
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The  Upper  Master,  fcH:  whose  attendants  there  are  a^n- 
kig  Booms  below,  with  a  School  f<nr  Writings  Arithmetie, 
aiMl  Algebra. 

The  librarf  and  Lobb j  are  both  used  as  School-rooms ; 
the  latter  is  particularly  appropriated  to  the  Class  which  is 
called  <<  The  Remffoe^  through  whidi  the  Bojs  pass  fimn 
the  Fourth  to  the  Fifth  Fonn. 

Thb  Lowka  School  is  in  the  building  on  the  North  side 
of  tlus  Quadrangle,  and  beneath  a  part  of  the  principal 
Dcn-mitoty,  or  Long  Chamber^  as  it  is  generally  denomin- 
ated.    It  is  a  Bocxn  of  cc»isiderable  lengdi,  but  not  of  a 
propcMTtionate  hei^t,  with  a  range  of  ancient  oak  arches  on 
either  side,  and  the  Seats  of  the  Scholars  behind  thenu 
There  is  a  tradition,  that  it  has  been  the  qdendid  CoU^ 
Siabic  of  former  times :  but  the  better  account  is,  that  Sir 
Hexbt  Wottok  fitted  it  up  with  pillars,  on  which  might 
be  painted  Pictures  of  Gredc  and  Roman  authors,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  Boys,     A  lower  Dormitory,  with  the 
diambers  of  the  Under-Mastar,  complete  this  part  of  The 
College.    There  is  also  a  third  Iknrmitory  at  the  End  of 
Z^ngp  Chamber,  called  ^^  Cai^teb^s  Chamber^  from  the 
Name  of  a  former  Usher  or  Under-Master* 

The  Libbabt  is  an  apartmoit  of  large  dimcnaons,  fitted 
up  in  a  superior  s^le  of  elegance,  and  furnished  with  avefy 
extenmve  and  valuable  C(£ecdon  of  Books.  Among  it^s 
Baiefactcnrs  may  be  named  the  bounteous  Provost  GonoL- 
PHiK, — Dr.  Waddington,  Bishop  of  Chichester,  who  died 
Felkiw  of  The  Collie,— Mr.  Mank,  Master  of  thfe  Charter- 
House,— and  of  Q^ichabd  Topham,  Esq.,  formerly  Keeper 
of  the  Becords  in  the  Tower,  whose  invaluable  Collection  of 
Drawings  after  the  Antique,  which  he  had  formed  with 
great  taste  and  judgement  in  Italy,  was  presented  to  The 
College  by  his  Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Beeve,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pkas,  and  ]>.  Mead. 

The  Bevd.  Mr.  Hbthsbikgton  also  gave  several  valua- 
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Ue  Books  on  quittiiig  his  FeUowsb^,  and  left  Five  Htiitdied 
Pounds  at  his  death  to  add  to  the  letteved  stores  of' The 

The  Revd.  Mr.  RsmroLiw  (Unde  of  the  celebrated 
Painter,  Sir  Jossua  Rbt)Ioi.i>6),  FelkrMr,  and  Canon  Resi- 
deirtiaiy  of  Exeter,  was  *  oomideeable  CootrUiutor. 

And  the  late  Anthony  Stobbb,  Esq.,  bequeathed  bis 
ndi,  curious,  and  elegant  Library  to  the  same  Repository 
of  Learning. 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Bbthau ,  who  <fied  Fdbw  of  the  Coll^ 
in  December  1788,  had  given  in  his  life  time  an  elq;ant 
Bust  of  The  Founder,  Henry  the  Siiclh,  wfaidi  is  jdaced 
over  the  Door  at  the  Western  end  of  the  Library,  and 
bequeaitbed  the  sum  cf  £906.  for  a  Sumie  of  the  same 
Monarch,  which  was  beautifully  exeonted  by  Bacon,  and 
now  adorns  the  centre  of  the  West  Wall  of  the  mterior  of 
the  Ante-dhapd. 

Fi^mi  an  authentic  Memorandmn  it  aj^pears,  that  t]le 
C<mtributions  of  dd  Etonians  asasted  to  defray  the  ex- 
paise  of  the  buildii^  of  this  el^ant  Lihrary,*  which,  in  the 
year  1810,  was  greatly  improved  by  taking  down  the  dd 
Windows,  and  substituting  copper  Frani»^  by  rich  Carpets^ 
and  by  bemg  furnished  with  mahogany  Chmrs  With  red 
morocco  Covers.  Dr.  Davixs,  the  late  Provost,  having 
bequeathed  £1000.  3  per  Cent.  Stod^  fbr  the  impiovemeAt

In  the  centre 
Compartment  of  the  lAhnry  (over  a  Stove,  built  ftom  a 
Design  of  Wyatt),  in  whidi  the  Books  of  Mr.  Topuam 
are  arranged,  is  the  fcdlowing  Inscription, —

The  Hall,  where  the  Scholaes  upon  the  Foundatkm 
take  their  meal%  is  on  the  south  side  of  the  Clobtors*  Hbi$ 
Refectory  is  of  large  dimenBioDB,  but  without  those  arnar 
ments  which  -have  sometimes  been  lavished  oel  rooms  of  this 
de8crq)tion.  Two  large  anqent  pieces  of  Tapesiryj  J^ven 
by  Adam  Robtms,  Fellow,  are  indeed  hung  at  the  upper 
end  of  it,  just  before  and  at  the  time  of  the  annual  Election^ 
These  represent  Our  Saviour  disputing  with  the  Doctors  in 
the  Temple,  and  the  Offering  rf  the  Wise  Men. 

Beyond  the  Cloisters  are  the  Coll^  Gardens  to  the  East, 
and  the  Playing^elds  to  the  North  (anciently  called  "  Plasf- 
ing  Laese^  containing  a  large  open  space  for  active  recrea- 
tion, with  shady  walks,  whose  Academic  scenery  is  heighten- 
ed by  the  Thames^  which  flows  bedde  them,  and  the  brow 
of  Windsor,  with  it's  q)lendid  Castl^  MDg  in  the  more 
distant  prospect* 

The  Field  situate  to  the  East  irf  the  Playing^wUs,  and 
divided  from  them  by  a  stream  of  water  over  which  there 
is  a  Bridge,  is.  separated  by  rows  of  Horse^esnut 
trees,  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  "  The  Upper  and 
Lower  ShooAng  Fields ;""  the  former  rf  which  is  appro- 
priated to  the  Cricket  Matches  of  the  best  player^  or  as  it 
is  locally  phrased  of  ''  The  Upper  CMr  The  Shooting 
Fields,  formeriy  called  ^  The  Worth,**  were  probaUjr  so 
named  from  the  obsolete  exercise  of  Arrow  SSw^tisig. 

The  long  Bridge  over  the  stream  which  separates  the 
Pkying  from  the  Shooting  Fields,  was  built  in  the  year 
1571;  and  cost  £Si..l69..ld.  The  reparatiwi  of  tins 
Bridge,  when  the  middle  ardies  wore  bbwn  up  by  a  flood 
in  1809,  cost  above  £900.

entirely  belovyd  Unde  Edward  Ducke  of  Somersett  and  Gover- 
vemer  of  our  Person  and  Protector  of  all  our  Realmes^  Domyn- 
yons,  and  Subjects  to  commend  to  yowe  by  these  Letters  our 
trusty  belovyd  Thcnnas  Smythe,  Doctor  of  Civill  Lawe,  whom 
we  Imow  to  be  a  man  most  mete  to  the  government  of  such  a 
CoUedge  for  the  fortherance  of  Vertue  and  Lemynge,  willynge 
and  requirynge  yowe  therefore  to  elect  and  chose  the  same  to 
the  sayd  government  and  oflyse.

"  My  most  Noble  Lord, 

I  should  fail  very  much  of  my  duty  to*  his  Miyesty  if, 
before  y^  sealing  of  Mr.  Thomas  Murray's  Dispensation,  I 
should  not  acquaint  his  Majesty  explicitely  and  f^y  with  y* 
nature  of  this  Act,  far  differing  fitun  any  Dispensation  in  this 
kind,  ever  granted  by  his  Miyesty,  since  his  happy  coming  to 
y^  crown  of  England.  For  (to  say  nothing  of  y*  right  of  y^ 
Election  of  this  Invest,  which  being  originally  not  in  y*  King, 
but  in  y^  Fellows,  and  now  by  neglect  devolved  unto  me,  shall 
be  fully  and  absolutely  at  his  Miyesties  Command)  The  Place 
is  a  Living  with  Cure  of  Souls  and  I  am  to  institute  and  admitt 
him  to  y*  Cure  of  Souls  of  y*  Parish  of  Eaton  by  y*  express 
Letter  of  y*  Statute :  Without  Admission,  it  is  impossible  he 
should  receive  any  real  or  rightfuU  Possession  of  y^same.

any  man  to  shew  by  any  warrantable  President  or  Record  what- 
soever :   And  I  "know  his  Migesty  to  be  as  mndh  averse  from 
giving  any  sudi  President  as  any  Prince  in  Christendom  living 
this  day.    This  is  altogether  differing  from  a  Deanery  or  an 
Hospital  j  which  being  Livings  without  Cure  have  been  and  may 
be,  justly  confer*d  by  his  Majesty  on  Laymen  with  dispensations 
de  non  promavendo.    If  Sir  Henry  Savil's  example  be  objected, 
I  answer  (besides  that  y^  Queen  made  claim  to  y^  gift  of  y* 
place  by  lapse,  occasioned  through  y*  Promotion  of  y*  Provost 
to  y«  Bishopric  of  Chich^ter,  whereas  his  Majesty  had  no  such 
Claim  thereunto  at  this  time)  That  Savil  never  durst  take  tnitf 
Possession  of  y«  place,  but  was  only  slipt  in  by  y*  Bishop  (who 
fbr  fear  of  y«  Earl  of  Essex  made  bold  with  y«  Conscience)  Ad 
Curam  et  Regimen  CoUegu,  that  is,  to  y*  Care  and  Government 
of  y«  Collie :  Whereas  By  y*  express  words  of  y*  Foundation 
he  is  to  be  admitted  44  Curam  animarum  Parochiarum  Ecclena 
JEtoniAfUEy  to  y«  Cure  of  Souls  of  y*  Parish  of  Eaton.  Secondly, 
I  hold  it  no  Disparagement  to  Mr.  Murray  (nor  do  I  find  him 
altogether  averse  horn  y*  same)  to  enter  into  Orders  in  y*  Reign 
of  a  King  so  favourable  to  our  Coat,  as  (€rod*s  name  be  praised 
for  it)  Reigns  now  over  us.    This  will'  give  Satisfacdon  to  all

strange  Course:  Subscriptum  and  other  Conformities  to  be  acted 
in  y*  presence  of  y*  Visitor  are  essentially  to  be  required  before 
lie  can  be  admitted  Provost  of  EatoA.  Lastly^  Mr.  Bthurray  bath 
hitherto  mistaken  all  his  Course,  he  must  first  be  dkpetued  wUhM 
(if  his  Majesty  in  his  Wisdom  shall  hold  it  fit)  and  then  be 
Reeled  first  Fellow,  then  Provost,  of  the  College  (if  he  will  come 
in  r^ularly  and  safely)  whereas  now  contrary  to  Savil's  presi- 
dent he  b  first  elected  then  goes  on  wiUi  his  Dispensation.

To  our  trustie  and  welbeloved  y*  viceprovost  and 
Fellowes  of  oiu*  Colledge  at  Eton.*' 

Ph)vost  Stbwaxt  was  then  with  the  King  at  Oxford^  and 
took  the  College  Seal  with  him  -,  in  consequence,  on  the  ap- 
pointment of  Provost  Rous  by  the  Parliament,  the  public  In- 
struments were  only  iubscribed,  "  In  ci^us  rei  testimonium 
nomina  nostra  subscripsimus  ;*'  and  this  continued  untfl  the 
year  1648,  when  a  copy  of  Presentation  occurs  with  the  old 
Formulary,  "  In  cigus  rei  testimonium  sigiUum  nostrum  com- 
mune apposuimus.** 

^  Rous  is  said  to  have  been  made  Provost  in  1643,  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  he  acted  as  Provost  before  the  3d  of  December 
1644,  itk  the  Presentation  to  the  Vicarage  of  Docking. 

^  There  is  no  entry  in  the  Register  how  Provost  Locktbe 
was  ejected  at  the  Restoration ;  or  how  Nicholas  Monck,  the 
Dnka  of  Albxm ablb*b  brother^  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.

*°  On  the  ieath  of  Provost  Monck,  the  King  fint,  on  the  19th 
of  Dec.>  recommended  Dr.  Thomas  Browne  ;  in  a  second  Let- 
ter^ dated  the  26th  of  Feb.  166|,  he  revoked  this  recommenda- 
tion and  signified  his  Royal  pleasure  that  Dr.  Meredith  should 
be  elected; — from  the  interval  it  appears  probable^ that  some 
representation  had  been  made  t^  the  King, — some  reference  to ' 
the  qualifications  required  by  the  Statutes^ — and  this  inference  is 
drawn  more  particularly  from  the  expression  in  the  Royal  Let- 
ter, ''  We  having  since  received  further  information  on  Uiat  pu> 
licular.** 

'  Provost  Slkbch*s  instrument  of  Election  is  in  English,  as 
is  also  his  instrument  of  Institution.  From  which  tune  the 
Latin  forms  have  been  laid  aside.

The  Dignity  of  the  Office  of  PaovosT  of  Eton  has  been 
,an  object  of  great  solicitude. 

Sir  Thomas  Wyat  wittily  prayed  HsNar  the  Eigfadi  to 
bestow  the  Prcrrostship  upon  him,  as  a  Living  of  £I00.  a 
year  tfiore  than  enoughy*-^*  where  a  man  hath  his  diet,  his 
lod^ng,  hia  horse-meat,  his  servants  wages,  his  riding 
charge,  and  a  Hundred  pounds  jier  armum  besides.'^ 

IaxcA  Bacon  petitioned  James  the  First  for  the  Provost- 
ship,  after  hk  disgrace. 

In  the  month  of  August,  16G5,  Charles  the  Second, 
unsolicited,  nominated  Bosekt  Botle,  to  the  Provostship; 
which,  after  mature  deliberation,  though  contrary  to  the 
advice  of  all  his  friends,  he  absolutely  dedined. 

In  the  same  year,  Edmund  Waller,  the  Poet,  asked 
from  the  King  the  Provostship,  and  obtained  it;  but  Lord 
Clarendon  refused  to  put  the  seal  to  the  grant,  alleging 
that  it  could  be  holden  only  by  a  Clergyman.  It  is  known 
that  Sir  Henrt  Wotton  qualified  himself  for  it  by  Dea^ 
am*s  Orders.  To  this  opposition,  the  ^  Biographid^  im- 
putes the  violence  and  acrimony  with  which  Wallrr  j(uned 
Buckingham''s  fiuBtion  in  the  prosecution  of  Clarendon, 
A  year  after  the  Chanoellor''s  baniahment,  another  vacancy 
gsfe  him  aiooonq^ement  fiir  another  Petition,  wfaUi  tibie 
King  referred  to  ihe  Council,  who,  after  hearing  the  ques- 
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tkm  argued  by  Lawyers  for  three  days,  determined  that  the 
office  could  be  holden  only  by  a  Clergyman,  according  to 
<he  Act  of  Unifonnity,  since  the  Provosts  had  alwajrs  re- 
ceived Institution,  as  for  a  Parsonage,  from  the  Bishops  of 
.Lincoln.  The  King  then  said,  he  could  not  break  the  law 
ivhidi  fie  had  made:  and  Dr.  Zachaey  CaADocx,  famous 
for  a  angle  Sermon,  at  most  for  two  Sermons,  was  chosen 
by  the  Fellows. 

The  Master,  and  Loweb  Master,  of  the  School  are 
elected  by  The  Provost  and  Fellows. 

The  qualifications  chiefly  required  for  Master  are,  that 
he  have  sufficient  skill  in  teaching  Grammar;  that  he  , 
be  a  Master  of  Arts;  not  married,  nor  preferred  in  any 
College,  or  Chapel  or  Church  with  Cure  of  Souls,  within  a 
mile  of  Eton:  of  honest  report;  who  shall  constantlj  and 
diligently  attend  on  teaching  the  Collegers,  Choristers,  and 
all  others,  who,  for  the  sake  of  Learning,  shall  come  from 
any  part  of  England ;  to  have  also  regard  to  th^  lives  and 
manners ;  and  especially  to  the  good  behaviour  of  the  CoU 
l^ers,  and  those  Choristers,  who  shall  be  of  the  School 

The  person  to  be  elected  to  the  Office  of  Lower  Master, 
is  to  be  suffidently  well  versed  in  Grammar  Learning ;  not 
married;  nor  in  Holy  Orders;  a  Bachelor  of  Arts;  of 
good  character;  and  who  shall  diligently  assist  the  Master, 
when  present,  and,  in  his  absence,  shall  supply  his  place  ac- 
cording to  the  utmost  of  his  power. 

The  principal  deagn  of  The  Founder,  in  the  establish- 
ment of  his  Foundations  at  Eton  and  Cambridge,  appears  to 
have  been,  for  the  education  of  Scholars  in  Grammar 
Leanung;  who  bemg  afterwards  properly  graduated  in 
Academical  Degrees,  might  be  qualified  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  make  an  increase  of  Clergy.  Accordingly,  the  Royal 
Founder  making  known  his  intention  of  a  College  at  Eton, 
mentkos  the  Scholars  ^^,  and  they  are  the  onhf  persons 
who  are  designated  with  a  name  of  distincticnL    They  are 
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also  pardciilarized  by  the  name  of  ^^ScMares  CJerid^ 
hereby  intimating  their  designation  ab  origine  for  Orders  in 
the  Church. 

Thc  Scholars  are  named  in  the  Statutes  next  after  the 
Provost;  and  they  are  to  be  SEvsNTr  in  number.** 

The  Statutable  qualifications  of  these  Scholars  are,  that 
they  be  <<  Pauperes  et  Indigenies^;  of  good  Morals,  dodUe, 
competently  skilled  in  Reading,  Chanting,  and  Grammar; 
not  under  Eight  years  of  age ;  they  are  eligible  ^till  Fifieen; 
two  years  must  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear  on 
the  Indentures  for  King^s  College.  Preference  is  to  be 
given  to  Boys  bom  in  those  Parishes  where  Eton  or  King^s 
Odlege  have  Estates,  provided  they  are  born  in  England  or 
Wales;  next,  to  those  bom  in  the  Counties  of  Buddn^iam 
or  Cambridge,  if  the  Electors  judge  them  competent;  and 
due  respect  is  ordered  to  be  had  to  the  Choristers  of  Eton 
and  King'^s  College. 

No  iU^timate  person,  or  who  has  any  incurable  Disease, 
or  is  8o*maimed  in  his  limbs  as  to  be  incapable  of  entering 
into  Holy  Orders,  is  on  any  account  to  be  admitted. 

Any  possession  of  an  Estate  exceeding  5  marks  (or^ 
£S..S,.S)  per  anman^  is  a  disqualification.  But  the  compa- 
rative  value  of  money  is,  of  course,  now  considered. 

None  are  to  continue  in  College  beyond  their  Eighieenih 
year,  unless  they  are  ncnninated  in  the  Indenture  of  the 
|Heoe£ng  election  to  Cng's  College,  in  which  case  they  may 
continue  at  Eton  until  they  are  Nineteen  years  old  complete^ 
and  this  is  locally  called  <<  l%e  year  qf  Graeer  But  be- 
yond that  period,  they  are  not  to  continue  upon  the  Foun- 
dation on  any  account  whatever. 

Tlie  time  of  Election  of  Scholars  fi>r  Eton,  and  Kinoes, 
is  on  that  Monday  which  the  Provost  and  Master  of  Eton 


^  By  the  express  desire  or  rather  Command  of  the  present 
King»  Gborob  the  Third,  Collegers  have  been  for  Thirty  years 
past>  called  ''  Kng*8  Scholan:' 
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thAll  name,  oat  of  two  oontinuoas  Mondays  (such  at  least 
has  been  the  unifbnn  practice  ance  the  BestoratioD)  pro- 
posed to  them  by  the  Prorost  of  King's  C!oIl^,  between  the 
Feast  of  St.  Thomas  k  Becket  (the  7th  of  July)  and  of  The 
Assumption  of  The  Blessed  Mary  (the  15th  of  August). 
But,  for  above  Sixty  years  with  very  few  exoeptbns,  it  has 
been  on  the  last  Monday  in  July.  When  all  persons,  as 
above  qualified,  may  dSTer  themselves  for  Examination^ 
The  P^vost  of  KingV  is  to  send  such  notice,  so  that.  Seven 
weeks  beforehand,  Schedules  of  the  day  ^pcnnted  for  ^t- 
aminaticm  may  be  fixed  up  at  the  Western  Door  of  the 
Chapel,  and  at  the  great  Gate  of  the  CcXitge.  Thid  notice 
has,  from  tkne  immemorial,  been  sent  on  the  WhiuTuesday 
of  each  year. 

The  ExAMn^EEs  or  Electors  are.  The  Provost  of 
Eton,  The  Provost  or  in  his  absence  The  Vice-Provost  of 
Kmg's,  The  Vice-Provost  of  Eton,  The  Semor  Poser  (a 
Fdlow  of  Sngfs,  of  the  Degree  of  Mast^  of  Arts),  The 
Master  of  Eton  Sdiool,  and  The  Junior  Pos»  (a  F^w  of 
King's,  of  the  like  Degree  of  Maatar  of  Arts). 

The  said  Electors  being  met  in  the  great  Parlour  of  the 
Pitm>st,  generally  called  ^  The  Ekction  ChmJber^'  and 
having  seen  that  the  Indraturcs  of  the  last  EleotioA  \i^apm 
been  fully  executed  by  the  Admisaon  of  tlie  Scholars,  theran 
nominated,  into  Eton  CoUege,  and  the  Dismisnon  of  the 
Sdiolars  therein  nominated  for  Kmg's,  aoeonSng  to  the 
Vacaodes  that  have  hiqppened  in  the  said  College,  and  ia 
the  pn^per  order;  and  having  cancdled  the  said  Indentures^ 
and  having  heard  read  Xo  them  the  third  and  fisurth  of  tibe 
Eton  Statutes,  and  the  Act  of  Queen  Elizabeth  against 
SiHony,  8cc.,  proeeed  to  ^  Exttminaition  of  SdiolaiGS  as 
wdl  for  Eton  as  for  King's  ;  hav'uig  first  taken  their  oer- 
poral  Oath  on  The  Holy  Evangelists,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully observe^  and  diligently  pat  in  execution,  the  Statutes 
^Indi  they  have  heard  read. 
The  usual  method  fcnr  electii^  Sdiolars  on  the  Etai 
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Foundation  is,  The  Provost  of  Eton  elects  the  firsts  third, 
fifth,  seventh,  thirteenth,  and  nineteenth ; — The  Provost  of 
Ebg^s  elects  the  second,  fourth,  sixth,  eif^tub,  fourteenth, 
sod  twentieth ; — The  Yke-Provost  dects  the  ninth,  fifVeenth, 
and  twenty-first : — The  Senior  Poser  elects  the  tenth,  a^ 
teenth,  and  twenty-second ; — The  Master  elects  the  deventb^ 
seventeenth,  and  twenty-third ;— and  The  Jumor  Poser 
elects  the  twelfth,  eighteenth,  and  twenty -fourth.  Should 
the  number  exceed  Twenty-four,  the  Propvost  of  Eton  would 
nominate  the  twenty-fiflh,  and  the  Provost  of  Kiag'^s  the 
twenty-sixth ;  beyond  this  niuaber  no  Indenture  has  aver 
extended. 

When  any  vacancy  happens  at  Kiqg^s,  the  Profost  ov 
Vice-Provost  is  to  nodfy  the  same  to  the  Provost  (or  Vioe* 
Provost)  and  Master  at  Eton,  within  ten  days  after  their 
receiving  notice  of  such  vacancy ;  and  the  Provost  (or  VioA? 
Provost)  and  Master  are  to  declare  the  vacancy  witUn  three 
days  from  the  receipt  of  the  letter,  when  die  next  upon 
the  Boll  b  to  be  sent  off,  who  must  be  at  King's  within 
Twen^  days  from  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  the  ve^oBmey 
bdng.noUfied  at  Eton;  and  be  admitted  at  King^s,  as  a 
Probationary  Seholar,  within  three  days  from  the  time  of 
his  appearance. 

The  Statute  mentions  no  particular  number  to  be  nomi- 
nated at  such  Election,  either  for  Etok  or  Kxko'^s  ;  But  it 
isoeitain,  that  no  proof  can  be  adduced  of  more  than  J\mlvie 
names  having  been  ever  entered  on  the  Indentures  for 
Song's  Cdlege ;  and  the  number  of  Twenty-four  has  been 
very  rarely  exceeded  on  the  Indentuie  for  Eton:  That, 
frimi  1660  to  the  present  day,  such  has  been  the  pactice  is 
certain  from  the  Register  at  Etim.  The  Statute  provid«f9 
only,  that,  if  before  the  first  of  Hay  there  shall  be  Sia  or 
moie  vacancies  in  King's  which  cannot  be  filfed  up  by  those 
nominated  in  the  Indenture,  then  there  shall  be  aootber 
Election  in  like  form.  The  Provost  of  King's  giving  Fifteen 
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dajTS  notice  of  the  same;   that  so  the  business  may  be 
finished,  and  the  vacancies  filled  up  before  the  end  of  May. 

But  to  prevent  the  trouble  and  expense  in  a  second  Elec- 
tion, the  usual  way  is  now  to  elect  Twenty-four  Scholars  (if 
so  many  ofler  themselves)  upon  the  Foundation  of  Eton^ 
and  to  nominate  Twelve  of  the  Semor  Scholars  for  Eing^ 
Cdl^ ;  the  said  Scholars  to  succeed  regularly,  as  vacan- 
des  shall  ha{q)en  in  both  Foundations. 

The  Schdars  who  are  elected  upon  the  Foundation  at 
Eton  are  to  be  admitted  into  College  within  dght  days, 
after  a  vacancy  in  the  same ;  or,  if  absent,  they  are  to  be 
cited  by  Schedules  to  appear  at  Eton  within  Twenty  days 
from  the  time  that  such  monition  thereof  is  fixed  up  agunst 
the  Folding-doors  at  the  West  end  of  the  Church. 

Thdr  failure  herdn,  is  the  forfdture  of  their  Election; 
as  it  is  also  at  Eing'*s,  if  they  are  not  present  within  the  like 
time  appointed  for  them. 

The  Electicm  is  to  be  at  no  other  place  than  Eton- 

If  disputes  arise  in  the  course  of  the  Examination,  the 
decision  is  to  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  Electors.  Nor 
is  any  aoddent  of  death  or  unavcndable  absence  of  any  of 
the  Electors  to  frustnite,  or  abrogate  the  Election.  There 
is  no  recorded  instance  of  any  Election  at  which  TTwee 
Electors  from  King's  College  were  not  present  In  case  of 
the  Provost's  iUness,  the  Vice-Provost,  or  some  Senior 
Fellow,  appears  icft  him.  If  any  of  the  Eton  Electors  be  ill, 
no  Substitute  is  appomted. 

It  is  ordered  by  The  Statutes,  that  all  the  Scholars  ypm 
ihe  Foundaiion  diould  be  taught  gratis^  (and  so.  are  some 
to  thb  day),  and  the  Masters  on  their  Adroisdon  swear  not 
to  ewact  any  payment.  But  it  should  seem,  that  an  unwil- 
lingness on  the  part  of  Parents  to  have  a  reproachful  dis- 
tinction made  between  thdr  sons  upon  The  Foundation,  and 
the  Op[Hdans,  has  gradually  led  to  an  innovation  on  this 
head. 
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Ths  King's  Scholars  are  lodged,  have  ConiDODs, 
and  a  Gown.  The  Statutes  restrict  the  whole  expeiue  of 
them  to  a  definite  sum,  which,  it  is  bddeved,  they  now 
actually  cost  The  College. 

CoBMRoy&r  were  formerly  allowed  to  ackbojrs;  butsowide 
a  door  was  opened  to  abuse  and  irregularis,  that,  by  order 
of  the  Master,  the  practice  was  discontinued.  The  evil  was 
finind  to  be  very  great,  and  due  care  could  not  be  taken  of 
those  who  wore  really  iU. 

'  The  Vacandes  which  occur  at  KvsfQ\  arise  from  Eode* 
mwtical  Preferment,  Marriage,  vduntaiy  Reugnodon,  or 
Death  of  it*s  Fellows ;  and  these  have  been  usually  about 
JVtn^in  Two  years. 

AfUr  the  exjuration  of  T%ree  years  from  the  day  of  their 
AdmissifHi  atKiNc'^s,  they  are  received  asFELLOws  upon  that 
Founihtion.  But  the  Statutes  suppose  at  least  regular 
behaviour,  general  industry,  &c.  Their  Admission  into 
their  FeUowships  is  any  thing  but  compulsory. 

The  iNnEPENDENT  ScHOLAEs,  or  "  Opmdanb,''  as  they 
are  umversally  denominated,  are  very  numerous.  Some^ 
mostly  of  lugfa  ffirdi  or  the  Children  of  client  Parents,  are 
boarded  in  the  Houses  of  the  Lower  Master  and  die 
Assistants; — some  few  in  private  Houses  under  the  care  of 
Individuals,  who  are  kx:ally  stOed  ^^ Private  Tutors;''* — 
and  the  rest  in  the  respective  Boardmg-Houses,  the  presiding 
Masters  and  Mistresses  of  which  enjoy  the  prescriptive  Title 
of  «  Domme  "  and  «  Dame.'^

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That  is  to  say ,  if  the  Pareni  is  prudent,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  boy  are  properly  restricted,  the  annual  Charge  ou^ 
not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Pounds  per  omnum.  A  sum 
Jkr  less  than  the  Public  in  general  imagine,  and  deserving 
the  hig^iest  conunendations  of  every  friend  to  Leanung^ 
But,  in  many  instances,  the  improper  concesoons  of  Parents 
and  the  omsequent  ewiravagance  of  the  boys  themsdves, 
more  than  double  this  sum. 

The  expenses  of  the  Oppidans  who  reride  in  the  Houses 
of  thor  Tutors,  or  of  those  who  have  Private  Tutors,  amount 
to  a  very  large  sum;  but  of  this  description  the  number 
hardly  ever  exceeds  Twenty,  and  they  are  the  sons  of 
Noblemen,  or  Crentlemen  of  very  large  fortunes. 

On  the  Mcmday  in  the  Week  of  the  Public  Examination, 
The  Election  Holidays,  as  they  are  called,  take  place 
tx  the  Boys  rwi  upon  The  Foundation,  whidi  for  thrai  last 
Five  weeks;  but  the  Vacaticm  of  The  Kino's  Scholam 
does  not  commence,  until  the  fdlowing  Wednesday.  There 
is  also  rather  mcnre  than  a  Month  of  Recess  at  Christmas, 
and  rather  more  than  a  Fortnight  at  Easter. 

The  present  number  of  Boys  is  Foue  Hitndeed  and 
Seventy  one.  A  drcumstance,  which,  as  it  fiur  exceeds 
any  fcnrmer  period,  is  peculiarly  honound>le  to  the  Takirts 
and  Care  of  it's  able  Masters;  and  amply  confirms  the 
renowned  Character  and  Prosperity  of  the  Schocd.  SM 
Forhina  Domus  I 

By  a  latent  of  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  in  the  Eighteenth 
year  of  his  rdgn,  1479,  a  Licence  is  granted  to  The 
Provost  and  College  of  Eton,  to  purchase  lands  in  per- 
petuity to  the  yearly  value  of  Twenty  Pounds,  being  an 
exemption  to  that  amount  firom  the  operation  of  the  Statute 
of  Mortmain. 

On  the  Union  of  the  Houses  of  York  and  Lancaster  under 
Heney  the  Seventh,  (who  was  educated  at  Eton),  the  Sove- 
rdgn  power  iqppcared  to  regard  this  CoHeg^  with  a  nuwe 
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finrourable  aspect:  as^byan  Act  of  Farliaxnent  in  the  Fourth 
year  of  that  Monarches  reign,  1489,  the  Cng  confirmed  thia 
Focmdation  in  if  a  Charters  and  Privil^es.  He  also  re- 
stored some  of  the  Estates  of  whidi  it  had  been  wantonly 
despoiled,  and  granted  Licences  to  divers  persons,  to  enable 
them  to  give  or  to  bequeath  thar  lands  to  The  Collegx, 
notwithstan^g  the  act  of  Mcnrtmain. 

By  the  Patent,  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made,  it 
appears,  that  Edwabd  the  Fourth  gave,  among  other  re- 
compenfflng  acts,  in  fi^  pure,  and  perpetual  alms,  the 
Prkxry  of  Ponnington,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  the 
lands,  tenements,  and  appurtenances,  thereunto  belonging  in 
Mdboume,  Chdce^  and  Charieton,  in  the  same  County: 
With  this  Proviso,  that,  fiom  the  revenues  ct  the  same, 
Fivx  Students  should  be  maintained  at  Oxford,  who  had 
Tsoeived  thdr  education  at  the  Sdnxd  of  Eton.  Thb 
Priory  was  afterwards  exchanged  by  The  Odlege  with 
Heney  the  eighth,  in  the  Thirty-dgfatfa  year  of  his  reign : 
but,  what  reserve  was  made  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  forq^o- 
ing  proviso,  when  the  Exchange  was  confirmed  in  the  first 
year  of  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  does  not  appear. , 

Eton  also  sends  Two  Scholabs  to  Merton  Cdlege, 
Qxfivd,  called  ^  PortkmHce^  cmt,  by  a  singular  corruption 
of  the  term,  ^  PotUMaattrs.'^  They  were  established  by 
The  Bevd.  John  Chambeb,  Fellow  of  Eton  in  1582,  and 
Canon  of  Windsor ;  and  are  of  the  annual  value  of  from 
£4a  to  £50.  each.  One  of  these  is  in  the  gift  of  The 
Provost  of  Eton;  the  other,  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of 
Ijngl's. 

Thane  are  Theeb  Exhibitions  or  Scholaeships  of 
£20.  eadi,  for  seven  years,  founded  by  Provost  Rous  at 
Pembroke  CoU^e,  Oxford,  in  1657.  In  the  first  instance, 
BSatives  of  the  Testator  are  to  be  preferred ;  but  if  no 
Bdadve  is  appdnted,  the  Master  of  Pembroke  is  to  ^ve 
notice  within  Fifty  days  of  a  vacancy  to  the  Provost,  Vice- 
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Provost  or  Senior  Fellow  of  Eton  CoDege,  and  within  F^ 
days  after  such  notification  a  Schc^  of  the  Foundation  of 
Eton  CdDege  is  to  be  sent  to  Pembroke  C<dlege,  who^  in 
that  case,  is  entitled  to  such  Exhibition ;  if  no  sudi  Scholar 
is  sent,  the  nomination  lapses  to  Pembroke  Collie. 

There  are  also  some  Ezhttntions  for  SvPKBw^jmuAVBn 
ScHOLABs.  To  this  laudable  purpose,  The  Bevd.  Jobn 
Bbtnolds,  Fdlow,  was  a  Contributor.  His  Exhibitioners, 
THREE  in  number,  must  be  entered  at  Exeter  Coikg^ 
Oxford  About  twenty  years  since,  these  Exhibitions  were 
of  the  annual  value  dT  £20.  Since  that  time,  the  piodttoe 
of  the  ExhUntions,  when  vacant,  has  been  rqrularly  laid  out 
by  The  Cdl^,  and  they  are  now  of  the  yearly  value  of 
£S4.  They  are  holden  until  the  ExUbidoners  have  com- 
jdeted  th^  Twenty-fourth  year,  provided  they  ccntinue  to 
reside  at  the  University. 

The  late  Revd.  Mr.  Chambeblayke,  Fellow,  bequeathed 
an  Estate  at  Hingham,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  of  the 
supposed  value  of  £87*  per  annunij  after  the  death  of  his 
Widow,  and  Sisters,  one  cf£  whom  Mrs.  Kenkicott  is  still 
alive. 

Dr.  Bebbiman,  Fellow  of  Eton,  bequeathed  £10.  per 
armum  to  a  Supebannuated  Collbokb,  to  be  adknitted  in 
any  College  or  Hall  of  either  University,  to  be  holden  f<^ 
Five  years  if  he  rende  at  Cdil^  so  long :  To  this  Mr. 
Hethkbikgton,  also  Fellow  of  Eton,  added  £5.  per  annum; 
and  the  late  Provost,  Dr.  Davies,  further  added  £15.  pfr 
annum.    This  is  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of  Eton. 

Mr.  Bbyant  bequeathed  £30.  per  annum,  to  be  distn- 
buted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Provost  of  Eton,  in  one  (»r 
more  Scholarships,  for  no  definite  period* 

Provost  Davies  bequeathed ; — Ist.,  a  Scholarslup  of  £48. 
per  annuffij  after  the  demise  of  his  Niece,  for  a  Supbeah- 
KUATBD  Colleobb,  to  be  holden  until  he  has  comfrfeted  his 
Twenty-fourth  year ;  in  the  pft  of  The  Provost  of  Eton :— 
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2diy,  Another  of  £42.  |)fr  mmmm^  for  «ii  actual  Sdiolar  of 
Kjiig*a  College,  to  be  hddai  tar  the  term  of  Four  years ;  in 
the  gift  of  the  Master  dE  Eton :— Srdly,  a  Scholarship  of 
£42.  per  aiMumi,  for  a  SoPKEAionTATfiD  Collboee^  on  the 
aame  conditions  as  the  former ;  in  the  gift  of  the  Master  of 
£tDn: — ^thly,  £  10.  in  Books  to  be  given  to  a  Boy  among 
the  Ten  first  upon  the  Foundation,  who  shall  write  the  best 
copy  of  verses  (or  the  Christmas  task  ;^£  10.  to  the  same, 
for  the  best  jcopy  of  Verses  for  the  Easter  task;— and  two 
Pmes  of  £5.  in  Books,  for  the  two  best  Declamations. 

Mr.  HoLWBY  founded  Two  Scholaeships  of  £6.  per 
mmum  each,  at  Catharine  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  persons 
ednoated  at  Eton  or  Merofaant  Taylors'  SohocL

Thx  Montsm  is  a  TVi^nfMO^CeremoDj  peculiar  to  Eton. 

In  1759,  the  day  was  chained,  cm  the  suggestion  of  Dr* 
Babnabd,  from  the  first  Tuesday  in  Hilary  Term,  wfaidi 
ccmamences  <m  the  2Sd  of  January,  to  the  Tuesday  in  Wlut^ 
sun  Week,  a  much  more  favourable  season  of  the  year  for 
sudi  a  9iow ;  besides,  the  WhitsuBtide  Holidi^  had,  a  fisw 
years  before,  been  transferred  for  Vive  wedts  at  the  period  of 
the  Election ;  and  the  Ceremonial  was  extended  from  every 
second  to  every  third  year. 

The  first  Triennial  Montem  was  in  1778,  in  the  Master- 
ship of  Dr.  Davies. 

It  conosts  of  a  Procesnon  of  the  boys  in  a  kind  of  ACli- 
tary  order,  to  a  small  Tumulm  on  the  Southern  tide  of  the 
Bath  road,  which  gives  the  name  of  ^<  SaU  Hill  '  to  a  place 
so  well  known  for  the  spacious  Inns  that  distinguish  it 
Here  the  CoIl^;iate  Regiment  dines;  and,  after  a  Latin 
Prayer  has  been  read  upon  TheMouni^  xetuma  in  the  same 
Older  in  which  it  issued  forth. 

The  Head  boy  of  The  King's  Scholaes,  called  '<  The 
Marihaip  takes  the  lead,  as  the  Ciqptain  of  the  Cohort^ 
bearing  a  truncheon  with  the  same  inscription  which  is 
adopted  as  the  Motto  on  the  Cdours.  The  Cok>urs,  deco- 
rated with  the  Arms  of  the  College,  and  the  Motto  (whidi 
is  not  always,  though  it  is  generally),  "  Pro  Moee  et 
Monte,''  are  borne  by  another:  And  the  difikent  Banks, 
in  as  r^;ular  subcnrdination  as  can  be  expected,  are  filled 
by  th^  respective  Classes  according  to  the  order  of  the 
SchooL 

Until  the  good  sense  of  Dr.  Baenaed  interposed  to  cor- 
rect the  customary  absurdities  of  this  ceremcmy,  the  Thcatxes 
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and  Monmouih  Street,  ocnitributed  to  dotfae,  in  every  variety 
of  tawdry  dresses,  this  youthful  Corpa.  Mr.  Bbyakt  ooca- 
uonally  mentioned,  that  one  of  the  dresses  usually  hired  for 
the  purpose,  was  that  of  RoderigVy  and  that  the  unfortunate 
Wearer  for  the  time  l^ing,  obtained  the  appeUatkMi  of 
*^  The  silly  Gentleman.'^  But  the  judidous  interferenoe  of 
Dr.  Barnard  in  the  first  instance,  followed  up  by  a  better 
taste  in  approaching  more  nearly  to  a  regular  Military  dress, 
has  considerably  improved  the  appearance  of  the  Procession* 

Whatever  might  have  been  the  arigtnal  motive  to  this 
Festival,  the  preset  object  is  principally  ,to  collect  money 
fiom  ail  the  spectators  of  the  Show,  as  it  is  called,  lor  SaU. 

The  two  ^irf  Collectors  or  Salt^Bearers  are,  a  King's 
Scholar  and  an  Oppidan,  whose  activity  will  enable  them 
to  go  through  the  fatigues  a£  the  day.  The  former  is  gener* 
ally  the  Second  boy  in  the  School,  and  the  latter  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Oppdans,  unless  they  choose  to  wave  their 
privilege  respecdvdy  to  the  next  in  suooessicm.  They  are 
arrayed  in  Ught  and  el^;ant  dresses,  each  bearing  a  alk 
bag,  with,  as  is  said,  a  small  quantity  of  Salt  in  it,  to  recdve 
the  Contributions:  They  are  followed  each  by  an  active 
man,  dressed  in  a  plidn  ^^te  dress  adorned  with  the  same 
coiours,  who  gives  Tickets  to  those  who  have  pidd  their 
SaU.  They  are  assisted  by  Twelve  other  bojrs,  all  Eing> 
Scholars,  and  generally  the  first  Twelve  of  the  Fifth 
F<ntn,  in  somewhat  similar,  though  less  expensive  dresses, 
who  range  the  country  as  far  as  Maidenhead  Bridge  and 
Colnebrodke, — custom  forbidding  the  demand  of  Gontribu- 
butions  OM^  of  the  County  of  Buckingham. 

This  Ceremony  is  always  very  numerously  attended  by 
Etonians  ;  the  neighbouring  Grentry  come  from  a  diatanoe 
to  witness  it,  and  the  Relations  of  the  Schdars  may  be 
sujqposed  to  feel  an  interest  in  such  a  Spectacle.  It  has,  for 
above  Forty  years,  been  rq;ularly  honoured  by  the  Presence 
-of  th^  Majbstibs,  or  the  Princb  Regent,  accompanied 
by  Ae  different  branches  of  The  Botal  Family. 
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The  sum  collected  upon  the  occaaion,  hat  hien  known  to 
exceed  £1000.;  but  the  expenses  of  a  magnificent  Breakfiut^ 
the  Dinner  to  half  the  School,  Music,  Fees,  ^c ,  amount  to 
nearly  half  the  Collection,  the  remainder  of  which  becomes 
the  pnq)erty  of  The  King^s  Scholar,  who  is  Captain  of 
THE  School. 

The  Hunting  of  the  Ram  was  also  a  very  ancient 
Custom,  which  has  very  properly  been  abolished.  The 
Ck>llege  had  an  ancient  daim  upon  if  s  Butcher,  to  provide  a 
Itam  on  the  Election  Saturday,  to  be  hunted  by  the 
Scholars;  but  the  animal  having,  upon  one  occa^cm,  been 
so  pressed  as  to  swim  across  the  Thames^  it  ran  into  fVindsar 
Markety  with  the  boys  afler  it,  and  much  mischief  was 
caused  by  this  unexpected  accident.  The  health  of  the 
Scholars  had  also  suffered  at  times  from  the  length  of  the 
diase,  and  the  heat  of  the  season.  The  character  of  the 
sport  was,  therefore,  changed  about  the  year  1740,  when 
the  Ram  was  hamstrung,  and,  after  the  speech,  was  knodk$d 
on  ihe  head  mih  large  twisted  ClttbSy  which  are  reported  to 
have  heea  considered  as  Etonian  Curio^ties.  But  the 
barbaritjf  of  the  amusement  caused  it  to  be  altogether  laid 
asde  at  the  Election  in  1747)  and  the  flesh  of  the  Ram  given 
to  be  prepared  in  Pasties.  The  Dii^  stffl  continues  nomi- 
nally to  grace  the  Election  Monday  Dinner,  though  the 
Meat  no  longor  boasts  ifs  original  Toughness,  being  in  Fact 
the  Flesh  of  excellent  Wethers. 

Amo/Dg  those  who  have  so  numerously  adorned  the  higher 
Ranks  of  Life, — who  have  attained  Eminence  for  superior 
Learning,  or  have  distinguished  themselves  as  Divines,  as 
Statesman,  and  Benefactors  of  Mankind,  and  the  Founda- 
tioa  of  whose  Celebrity  and  Morals  were  laid  in  this  renowned 
Sdiod,— how  idmll  the  Sekctisn  be  made?-^A]id  what 
xnunber  of  volumes  would  contmn  them ! ! !

THE  CHUECH,  COLLEGE,  and  FABISH  of  ETON. 


TfiE  Chukcu,  College,  and  Paeish  of  Eton  are  exempt 
from  all  Viatadon  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham.  The 
Archidiaoonal  power  being  vested  solely  in  The  P&otobt, 
who  is. also  Perpetual  Rector;  but  derives  no  advantage 
fnnn  the  Rectory,  which  is  not  also  common  to  the  Fdlows. 

This  exemption  was  made  by  William  Alkwick,  Bi- 
shop of  Lincoln,  on  the  7th  of  September,  1443,  on  ocmsi- 
deration  that  The  College  should  pay  annually  £l..2..ll. 
to  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham. 

And  by  Indenture,  dated  the  10th  of  September,  in  the 
same  year,  between  Provost  Watnflete,  and  Dr.  Bextv- 
TON  (the  then  Archdeacon),  it  was  agreed  to  stand  to  the 
Bishc^^s  award  of  the  said  £L.2..1L:  and  that  this  sum 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  Maxiar  ol  Bledbw. 

Although  the  ArchUshop  of  Canterbury  hath  the  rig^t 
of  Visitation  of  The  CoU^e,  so  often  as  he  shall  visit  his 
Diocese  of  Lincoln  *^  Jure  MetrcpoUtico;'^  and  The  Bishop  of 
Lincoln  also  in  his  Triennial  Visitation  of  his  own  Diocese, 
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eren  though  he  be  not  called  in  hj  The  CoU^ge^  or  anj 
proper  part  thereof;  yet  neither  of  them  has  the  power  to 
dte  any  Member  before  them  oui  qfihe  CoOege. 

The  Parish  of  Eton  is  exempt  firom  the  Vintatioii  of 
The  Archdeacon  of  Bucking^iam,  on  the  payment  of  5^.  per 
annum. 

The  Parish  Church  of  Eton,  which  is  called  in  ancient 
records  £tonGriMa£&»,having  been  suffered  to  fall  intodeoay, 
die  InhaUtants  were  permitted  to  attend  Divine  Service 
in  The  College  Chapel.  But,  to  remedy  the  inoonvenienoe 
which  they  experienced,  a  Chapel  of  Ease  was  erected  for 
them  in  the  Town,  but  not  endowed,  at  the  sole  expense  of 
Tlie  Revd.  Mr.  Hethsbixotow,  so  eminent  for  his  puUic 
and.  private  benevdence,  then  a  Fellow  of  1  he  CoDcge. 
At  this  Chapel  oneof  tlie  Two  Ccmduots  of  the  College  offi- 
ciates. 

The  Chapel  was  consecrated  in  1769  or  1770 :  the  Petition 
to  the  Visitor  to  consecrate  it,  was  presented  in  September, 
1769. 

Una  Chapd  was  enlarged  at  the  expense  of  the  Col- 
lege, in  August  181S,  forthe  accommodation  of  Poekbt^s* 
Charity  SdKw^  consisting  of  60  Boys  and  30  Girls,  and  the 
Children  of  both  Sexes  attending  the  Sunday  Scfaod.

TkE  CoLLEOC  is  said  to  Jffraud  the  Bojrs,  and  to  pay 
them  Threepence  in  lieu  of  the  price  of  Jiaifa  Sheep.  It 
is  mlact  partly  a  bequest  of  Provost  Lupton  who  1^  to 
the  Seventy  Schdars  and  Ten  Choristers  the  sum  of  One 
penv^f — and  partly  from  a  bequest  cf  Two  fence  by  Mr. 
RxABB,  Fdlow,  who  died  in  1597.

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HIGH  WYCOMBE. 

Ths  Royal  Geammae  School  at  High  Wycombe  is  of 
andent  origin. 

By  a  Memorandum  made  in  The  Corporation  R^isto 
(jaio  21),  it  ajqpears,  that  an  Order  was  made  cm  the  25th 
cf  March,  in  the  l>th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Edwaed 
the  Sixth,  1552,  "  To  keep  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  in 
the  hands  of  the  Town,  Mr.  Richaed  Caey  being  then 
Maycnr;  to  let  and  set  the  same  as  they  should  see  cause, 
and  to  pay  the  Stipend  of  Eight  Pounds  to  the  Schoolmas- 
ter, also  Five  loads  of  Wood  yearly,  and  leave  to  send  a 
C5ow  or  two  into  The  Rye:' 

By  a  Charter,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the  21st  of 
July,  in  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Que^i  Euzabeth 
Her  Majesty  granted  the  scite  and  buildings  of  The  Hos- 
pital of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  Lands  situate  in  Wy- 
combe, Penn,  Hugendon,  and  Great  Marlow,  all  in  the 
County  of  Buckingham,  for  the  support  of  Four  Poor  Per- 
sons, and  the  remainder  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Peda- 
gogue or  Master,  for  the  good  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth. 

The  Master  now  enjoys  under  the  original  Endowment 
£30.  per  annum,  with  a  House,  Garden,  and  an  Orchard  of 
two  acres.  The  School-room,  which  is  large  and  (^andent  ar- 
diitecture,  formed  part  of  the  old  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

In  the  year  1704,  Elizabeth  Lovejoy,  late  of  the  City 
of  Canterbury,  bequeathed  £  1 00.  to  this  School. 

Maey  Bowden,  the  last  Survivor  of  an  andent  and  re- 
spectable Family  long  resident  at  High  Wyocmibe,  who 
died  on  the  27th  of  September,  1790,  bequeathed  £1000. 
Sterlings  in  Trust,  to  be  invested  in  the  Public  Funds,  or 
laid  out  in  land,  and  out  of  the  annual  produce  thereof,  she 
directed  the  Trustees  named  in  her  Willj  to  pay  £30.  per 
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ammtm  to  the  Master  of  The  Royal  Gnonmar  School  f<»r 
the  time  being,  in  additicm  to  hit  Salary. 

The  present  Tr0stbbs  are, — 
Tlie  Bevd.  Jambs  Pbice,  M.  A,  Vicar  of  Wycombe, 

and  Rector  of  Great  Munden,  in  Herts. 
Captain  John  Cabtbb,  <rf  Wycombe  Priory. 
William  Rosb,  Esq. 
The  SdK)ol  is  open  for  instruction  in  LaHfij  free  of  ex- 
-peoae,  for  boys  of  the  Town  only.    Before  admisnon,  they 
must  be  aqpaUe  of  reading  the  New  Testament,  and  are 
generally  continued  in  the  School  three  or  four  years. 

The  Aldermen  and  Bailifls  have  each  a  nomination  of 
7W  boys,  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
mefic ;  who  send  a  written  order  to  the  Master,  expresang 
die  boy'^s  name  and  age,  and  the  names  of  his  Parents. 

'The  Etok  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  unless 
a  boy  is  intended  for  Westminster,  or  any  other  PubGc 
Sdiool,  where  other  Grammars  are  preferred. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Spboston,  who 
receives  Boarders,  at  Forty  guineas  per  annum  each.

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MARLOW. 

The  Fbbs  School  in  Mablow  was  founded  in  the  year 
1624,  by  Sir  William  Boblase,  Knight,  who  at  the  same 
time  built  the  School-house :  And,  by  his  Will,  dated  in 
October  1628,  endowed  it  with  Land  and  a  variety  of  Te- 
nements in  the  Parishes  of  Grreat  Marlow,  in  the  County  of 
Buckingham,  and  of  Bix  and  Bix  Gibwm,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  Twelve  Pounds.  But 
at  Easter,  in  1815,  from  the  improved  rent  of  the  premises, 
the  Feofiees  ware  enabled  to  increase  the  Master^s  Stipoid  to 
£50,  per  armum. 

Whenever  a  vacancy  occmrs  in  the  number  of  Feoffees, 
or  for  a  Master,  or  Scholars,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  Ma- 
jority of  the  Feoffees  nominate  double  the  number  required, 
out  of  which  nomination  The  Governor  (who  is  always  Lord 
of  the  Manor  of  Daversj  in  the  Parish  of  Little  Marlow) 
appoints  the  number  required. 

The  InhaUtants  of  Great  Mariow  send  Sixteen  bojrs, — 
those  of  Little  Marlow,  Six^ — and  those  of  Medmenham, 
Two,  The  Master  has  had  above  One  Hundred  other 
boys ;  but,  f<»r  some  years  past,  thdr  number  has  not  ex- 
ceeded Thirty.  They  are  admitted  at  the  age  of  Ten  years, 
,aDd  continue  until  isdbout  Fourteen.  Candidates  apply  to 
&e  Treasurer  for  a  Ticket,  which  they  get  signed  by  him 
and  a  majority  of  the  other  Feoffees,  previous  to  thdr  an- 
nual Meeting,  which  is  always  the  Saturday  in  Easter  wedc : 
Those,  who  are  there  nominated,  are  taken  by  the  Master  to 
the  Grovemor,  for  his  appointment  of  half  their  number,  as 
before  stated.  The  foundation  boys  have  a  blue  Gown  and 
Cap  when  first  appointed,  but  only  these. 

As  the  Pupils  are  only  directed  to  be^taugfat  to  read, 
write,  and  cast  acoompts.  Primers,  Psalt^s,  and  New  Tes- 
taments,  with  two  Reams  of  Paper  annually,  only  are 
allowed. 
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The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Fbancis,  whose 
Salary  is  JC50.  per  anmimy  together  with  the  SchooL-houae, 
garden,  yard,  &c.,  and  the  privily  of  taking  an  unlimited 
number  of  Pupils,  provided  he  does  not  n^lect  those  upon 
the  Foundation.  His  terms  are  Twen^-five  Guineas  per 
anmimj  and  one  Guinea  entrance. 

An  apprentice  fee  of  40«.  is  given  to  each  boy,  when  he 
leaves  the  School. 

The  present  Governor  is,  Sir  George  Ncoent,  Bart. 
And  the  present  Treasurer  is,  Thomas  Wethsred,  Esq.

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CAMBRIDGE. 

The  Febe  Geamhae  School  in  Cambeidge  was  founded 
by  Stephen  Peesb,  M.  D.,  Senior  Fellow  of  Gonville  and 
Caius  College;  who,  by  a  clause  in  his  Will,  dated  the 27th 
of  September,  1615,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £5000.,  for  the 
purchase  of  an  Estate  of  the  annual  value  of  £250., — to  be 
applied,  amongst  other  purposes,  to  that  of  erecting  and 
establishing  within  three  years  ^possible)  after  his  decease, 
a  convenient  House  in  Cambridge,  capable  of  containing 
One  Hundeed  Scholars,  to  be  used  for  a  Feeb  Geammab 
School,  with  apartments  for  a  Master  and  Usher. 

Soon  afterwards  his  Executors  purchased  of  Sir  Thomas 
Bendish  the  Manor  of  ^ratinghall,  in  the  Parish  of  Bas- 
singboum,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  with  the  lands  and 
woods  belon^ng  to  the  same. 

The  Master  is  required  to  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  with  a 
Salary  of  £40.  per  omnum. 

The  Usher  is  to  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  least,  and 
to  have  a  Salary  of  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Master  has  been  augmented  by  a  Be- 
nefaction  of  £3.  per  annunij  and  that  of  the  Usher  by 
£  1..10..0,  by  the  benevolence  of  Mr.  Geiffith. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  place  of  Master,  or  Usher,  such  Can- 
didates, as  have  themselves  received  their  education  at  this 
School,  to  be  preferred,  if  properly  qualified. 

The  Scholars  are  to  be  natives  of  Cambridge,  Barnwell, 
Chesterton,  or  Trumpington,  and  educated  grcdts  ;  and  no 
more  than  the  number  of  One  Hundeed  are  to  be  there 
instructed. 

Scholars  who  have  been  educated  TTiree  years,  at  least, 
at  this  School,  are  to  be  admitted  (coeteris  paribus)  before 
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all  others,  to  the  Six  Fellowships  of  the  annual  value 
of  £10.  each,  and  the  Six  Scholaeships  of  the  annual 
value  of  £4.  each,  founded  by  Dr.  Perse,  and  now  dis- 
tinguished by  his  name  at  Gonville  and  Caius  CoHege. 
No  answer  has  been  remved  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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ELY. 

The  Free  School  at  Ely  was  founded  by  King  Henbt 
the  Eighth,  in  1541. 

.  The  Master  is  appcnnted  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter.  His 
Salary  is  only  £IS. per  annum ;  but  there  is  a  good  House 
belonging  to  the  School,  besides  other  advantages. 

Among  the  eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  mentioned, — 
John  Bubton,  D.  D. 
Jambs  Bentham,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the  celebrated 

History  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Ely.  * 
Thomas  Enowles,  M.  A.

WISBECH. 

The  GkAmmab  School  at  Wisbsch  was  originally  sup- 
ported, and  probably  established  by  the  Fraternity  or  Gkiild 
of  The  Holy  Trinity,  which  was  instituted  here  in  the 
second  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Richard  the  Second, 
1379. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1 547, 
the  Estates  of  the  said  Guild  were  vested  by  Act  of  ParUa- 
menc  in  the  Crown,  and  granted  again  to  the  Cajntal  Bur« 
gesses  of  Wisbech  in  the  following  year,  it  being  provided 
by  the  Charter  conveying  such  Grant,  that  the  School 
diould  continue  to  be  supported  by  the  Capital  Burgesses, 
by  the  payment  on  their  part  of  the  original  stipend'of  £12. 
to  the  Master. 

Mr.  John  Crane  left  by  his  Will,  half  the  rent  of  cer- 
tain premises  in  Wisbech,  vested  for  that  purpose  in  the 
Capital  Burgesses;  which  mcnety  produced  at  the  time  JC20. 
per  ofifmm,  and  is  still  paid  by  them,  although  the  premises 
were  sold  under  the  Act  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land 
Tax. 

Thomas  Parke,  Esq.,  of  Wisbech,  High  Sheriff,  in  1628* 
left  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  January  in  that  year,  28 
acres  of  land  in  Elme,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  and  4 
acres  in  Wisbech,  now  worth  together  about  JC60.  per  an^ 
num,  for  the  use  of  the  Master  only. 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Capital  Burgesses,^  ptj^.,  by 
The  Ten  Men  who  are  annually  elected  under  the  provi- 
«ons  of  the  Charter  by  the  Inhabitants,  being  Freeholders 
to  the  amoiint  of  40j., — subject  to  the  approval  of  Ten  of 
the  Burgesses. 

The  Bishop  of  Ely  is  Visitor  of  the  School.  And  when 
His  Lordship  visits  this  part  of  his  Diocese,  the  Senior  boy 
of  the  School  delivers  a  Latin  Oration  in  his  presence. 
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The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  resident  in  the  Town  in- 
definitely, free  of  expense,  for  Classkal  instruction.  The 
number  varies  from  Ten  to  Twenty.  There  is  no  restriction 
83  to  the  age  of  admisBicm,  or  the  time  of  superannuation. 
If  the  Free  boys  learn  writing,  arithmetic,  and  English 
Ghrammar,  which  is  generally  the  case,  they  pay  £l..l«*.Od. 
fer  Quarter  each. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  in  use ;  and  the  Eton  mode 
of  Instruction  is  generally  pursued. 

In  1628,  Mr.  Parke  also  founded  Four  Byb-Fbllow- 
SHIPS,  of  £16.  per  annum  each,  at  Petbr  House,  Cam- 
bridge,-*and  Four  Scholarships,  of  £  10.  per  (tnnum  each. 
For  this  purpose  lands  and  tenements  in  WiM)ech,  Leve- 
lington,  Guyheme,  and  Elme,  were  conveyed  to  The 
College.  The  Heirs  of  Mr.  Parke  were  to  nonnnate  the 
Fellows  alternately  with  The  CoUege.  But  it  does  not 
appear,  that  there  is  any  preference  to  Inhabitants  of  Wis- 
bech reserved,  as  to  the  appcnntments  to  either  of  those 
Foundations. 

In  1638,  Mr.  William  Holmes,  of  the  City  of  Exeter, 
gave  £400.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  piurdiase  of  lands,  pardy 
for  the  Poor,  and  partly  for  Tzoo  Scholars  at  St  Mary 
Magdalen  College,  in  Cambridge.  Afterwards  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  2d  of  April  1656,  he  directed  that  the  land  pur- 
chased with  this  money,  should  be  appropriated  to  the 
Scholars  only : — Lands  in  Holbeach  were  bought,  which  are 
now  let  for  £60.  per  anmim.  In  addition  to  this  real  pro- 
perty. The  Scholarship  Fund  in  the  3  per  cent.  Conscds 
amounts  to  £1881. *7^-0{2.,  which  is  placed  to  the  account 
of  The  Accountant  General  of  The  Court  of  Chancery, — 
besides  about  £350.  (part  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  The 
Accountant  General,  and  part  in  those  <^  The  Capital  Bur- 
gesses of  Wisbech)  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  further 
Stock.  These  two  Sums  are  the  produce  of  saidngs  which 
have  been  made,  when  the  Sdholarships  were  not  full:

Indeed  neither  of  them  are  full  at  this  moment,  so  that  the 
Fund  increases  rapidly.  The  Scholarships  are  at  this  time 
worth  for RentJE^O.,— Interest on£l381..7..0.,  JE41.,8*,.8A, 
— Interest  on  £350.,  £l7..10*..0d.,—in  the  whole  JE118.. 
\8s.Sd.y  or  £5d.A)s.Ad.  each  per  annum.  The  result  of  a 
Chancery-Suit,  about  Twenty  years  ^nce,  placed  those  fimds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Accountant  General  of  that  Court. 
These  Scholarships  are  tenable  only  by  boys  bom  in  the 
Town  of  Wisbech,  and  educated  for  at  least  Three  years  in 
this  School.  The  appcnntment  to  them  rests  with  the 
Capital  Burgesses  and  the  Master  jointly. 

The  present  Head   Master  is.  The  Revd.  Jeremiah 
Jackson,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £92.  per  amnumy 
together  with  an  old  and  inconvenient  House,  capable  of  con. 
taining  about  Thirty  Boarders,  die  taxes  and  r^)airs  of 
which  are  paid  by  The  Capital  Burgesses.    He  is  also  paid 
Eight  guineas,  for  accommodating  The  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Isle  during  the  Assizes  with  lodgings,  but  that  payment  is 
not  made  to  the  Master  as  such,  nor  has  it  any  connection 
with  the  proper  emoluments  of  his  office.    This  Gentleman 
takes  Boarders,  his  terms  being  Thirty-five  guineas  per 
annum  each.    His  present  number  is  24. 
There  is  no  Second  Master  upon  the  Foundation. 
Among  the  distinguished  characters  who  have  been  edu- 
cated at  this  School,  may  be  enumerated,— 
Thomas  Herring,  D.D.,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  whose 

Father  was  Rector  of  Walsoken,  in  this  imme-^ 

diate  neighbourhood. 
Charles  Dalrympls  Lindsay,  D.  D.,  the  present  Bishop 

of  Kildare. 
General  Sir  Charles  Wale,  K.  C.  B.,  of  Shelford. 
Cdond  Alexander  Malcolm,  now  deceased,  an  Officer  of 

Distinction. 
The  Revd.  Thomas  Clarkson,  of  Bury,  the  weU-known 

strenuous  assertor  of  the  Abolition  of  Slavery. 
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AUDLEM,  near  Nantwicu. 

The  Freb  Gbahmae  School  at  Audlem  was  founded,  in 
1655,  by  Sir  William  Bolton,  and  Mr.  Gamul,  Cidzais 
of  London ;  and  endowed  with  £30.  per  annum  for  a  Mas- 
ter, and  £l(  .  for  an  Usher, — £20.  of  which  are  paid  by 
The  Merchant  Taylors'  Company,  and  £20.  are  charged 
on  an  Estate  in  Coole  Lane. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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CHESTER. 

The  Gbahmab  or  King^s  School  of  The  City  of  Chestsb 
was  founded  by  King  IlENBr  the  Eighth,  at  the  Dissolu- 
tkm  of  The  Abbey  of  St.  Ws&buegh,  in  the  year  1544 
for  Twenty-Four  boys,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter. 

Thej  are  not  to  be  adnutted  under  nine  years  of  age,  and 
ocmtinue  aidyjbur  years;  unless  a  year  of  Grace  be  allowed 
by  The  Dean. 

Part  of  the  Re&ctory  (about  two-thirds  of  the  original 
room)  is  used  as  the  School-room.  Prior  to  it^s  beii^ 
reduced  in  size,  the  dimensions  of  this  Apartment  must  have 
been  upon  a  noble  scale.  At  the  East  end  of  the  Sonth 
wall,  are  the  remains  of  a  stone  stair-case  with  trefoil  headed 
arches  open  to  the  HalL  Thb  might  have  served  the  purpose 
of  die  Reader'*8  Pulpit,  as  well  as  an  ascent  to  the  Dormitory 
over  the  adjoining  Cloister. 

By  the  Statutes,  the  Master'^s  Salary  was  £22,  per  annum, 
and  the  Usher'^s  £10.,  charged  upon  the  Revenues  of  The 
Dean  and  Chapter.  But,  by  a  regulation  in  1814,  the 
Head  Master^s  Salary  was  increased,  upon  the  condition  that 
he  ^lould  take  the  sole  charge  and  instruction  of  The  Foim- 
dation  Scholars,  and  confine  the  number  of  his  Private 
Pujuls  to  Six. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Jambs  Ibb- 
LAND,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  Thurstanton,  and  Minor  Canon  of 
The  Cathedral. 

Jambs  Hetwood  Mabkland,  Esq.,  F.R.  S.  and  F.  S.  A., 
of  The  Inner  Temple,  and  whom  the  Author  has  the 
happiness  to  esteem  his  friend,  was  educated  at  this  School. 
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CONGLETON. 

Thebe  are  no  Records  remmning  either  of  the  person  or  the 
time,  when  The  Giamhar  School  at  Conglbton  was 
founded.  But  it  is  known  to  have  existed,  as  early  as  the 
rdgn  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

When  the  present  Master  was  appointed  to  the  School  in 
the  year  1810,  the  Emohnnents  of  the  Situatioh  counted  of 
a  House  and  Oarden,  probably  wortli  £25.  per  annum  ;  a^ 
small  Field,  of  one  acre,  adjoining  the  Town,  which  let  fot" 
£7*;  and  £17-  per  annum  paid  by  The  Coqxiration,  who 
are  the  Patrons,  The  House,  Garden,  Field,  and  Sixteen 
Pounds  per  annum  are  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  the 
ori^nal  Endowment,  One  Pound  of  the  Seventeen  which  is 
paid  by  The  Corporation,  is  the  Interest  of  a  small  bequest 
of  £20.  made  to  the  School  by  a  person  of  the  name  of 
HiTLME,  in  the  year  1736. 

In  the  year  1814,  upon  condition  of  the  Master^s  relin- 
quishing for  life  aD  claim  to  the  £17*  per  annum  in  money. 
The  Corporation  tX  their  sole  expense  built  for  him  a  laige, 
commodious,  and  handsome  new  School  contiguous  to  the 
Dwelling-house,  and  also  contributed  about  £lOO.  towards 
converting  the  former  School  into  Kitchens,  and  otherwise 
improving  the  premises. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  the  New 
Testament  in  English,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents 
please.  The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Neighbourhood  on 
paying  the  usual  Quarterage,  which  is  upon  an  average  about 
Fifteen  Shillings.  The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough 
have  the  privilege  of  learning  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages, 
without  any  additional  charge.    This  is  considered  as  a  return 
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for  the  money  arising  from  die  Endowment.  The  niunber 
of  Day-eeholars,  when  the  present  Master  entered  upon  the 
School,  was  about  TTwrty;  it  is  now  about  Seventt. 

"Wabd^s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  and,  in 
addition  to  the  Clas^cal  Languages,  the  course  of  Educa- 
tion comprises  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Merchants*  Aocompts, 
the  elementary  branches  of  the  Mathematics,  French,  and 
Gec^raphy. 

There  are  no  Exhibidons,  nor  other  Univerdty  advantages, 
bekmging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Berd.  Edwabd  Wil- 
8OK,  who  receives  into  his  own  House  Twxlts  yom^ 
Grentlemen  as  Boarders:  his  Terms  beii^  Forty  guineas /^^ 
annum  each. 

The  Usher  does  not  at  present  take  Pupils. 
In  the  year  1816,  Sir  Edmund  Antrobus,  Bart,  who 
was  educated  at  this  School,  gratefully  and  liberally  pur- 
chased, inck)sed  at  his  own  expense,  and  presented  to  the 
Foundadcm,  a  small  piece  of  ground,  for  a  Play-grownd : 
which  has  been  found  in  many  respects  a  very  valuable 
improvement  to  the  proper^. 
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DARESBURY  near  Frodsham. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Township  of  Daresburt 
was  founded  by  subscription,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, and  is  endowed  with  the  Interest  of  £185. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author'^s  Letter. 
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FRODSHAM. 

Thb  Fbbs-School  at  Fbobsham  was  established  about  the 
year  1660,  when  the  School,  which  is  a  neat  fabric  of  stone, 
within  the  Church-yard,  was  built  by  subscription ;  and  a 
sum  of  money  raised,  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands. 

The  Master  is  elected  by  Twenty-foub  Feoffees,— 
oonmsting  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  be- 
ing,  four  Feoffees  out  of  the  Township  and  Lordship,  three 
out  of  Ejngsley,  and  two  each  from  Norley,  Newton,  Alyan- 
ley,  Manley,  and  Hellesby. 

The  Master  has  a  good  House  in  Overton,  near  the  Vi- 
carage :  and  a  Salary  of  upwards  of  One  Hundred  Pounds 
per  annum,  issuing  from  lands  in  Frodsham,  and  an  old 
Rent  charged  on  an  estate  in  Christleton.  Among  the  Be- 
nefactions is  one  of  £5.  per  annumy  left  by  Mr.  Tb afford, 
which  is  subject  to  the  condition  of  the  Master's  being  ap- 
jMToyed  by  The  Company  of  ApoTHEeABiBs  at  Chester. 

A  Salary  of  Seven  pounds  per  annum  is  secured  to  the 
Usher,  on  an  estate  in  Overton. 
No  answer  has  been  rec^ved  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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HARGRAVE,  near  Chester. 

Thb  Free  School  at  Hargbavb  was  founded  in  the  year 
1627»  by  Sir  Thomas  Moulson,  Bart,  Alderman  and 
some  time  Lord  Mayor  of  London :  and  endowed  with  £20. 
per  annuMy  arising  from  Lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Tarvin 
and  Great  Budworth,  ^<  for  the  government,  educatioii,  and 
instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar,  and  Virtue  C  which,  in 
1814,  were  increased  to  £30.  a  year. 

This  benevolent  Grentleman,  at  the  same  time,  founded  a 
Chapel  in  the  Township  of  Hargrave,  and  endowed  it  with 
£A0.  per  cmnwny  for  a  Mimster. 

He  likewise  directed,  that  the  overplus  of  Rents  arising 
from  certain  Lands,  then  by  him  given,  should  be  appUed 
to  the  relief  of  such  poor  persons,  as  the  majority  of  the 
Feoffees  of  the  Charity  shall  think  fit. 

A  few  years  ^nce,  a  Mr.  Ravenscboft,  of  Hargrave, 
left  £  \.. 5. '0 per  annum  to  purchase  coals. 

There  are  no  Statutes,  othewise  than  the  Will  of  The 
Founder. 

The  School  is  open  for  the  Children  of  all  the  neigbour- 
hood  indefinitely,  and  firee  of  expense  for  all  who  learn 
only  to  read.  The  boys  who  learn  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
pay  a  small  Quarterage  at  present  of  28. 6d  and  Ss.  respec- 
tively. The  numbers  who  generally  attend,  are  ftom  Sixty 
to  Eighty. 

The  Trustees  of  this  Charity  are  Six  in  number,  viz., 
The  Bishop  of  Chester. 
The  Dean  of  Chester. 
Earl  Grosysnor. 

The  Revd.  John  Oldbrshaw,  Vicar  of  Tarvin. 
The  Revd.  Richard  Massie,  Rector  of  Ecdeston. 
Ravdlb  Wilbraham,  Esq.,  of  Rode  Hall. 

With  the  exception  of  The  Bishop  and  The  Dean,  they 
are  a  self-elected  body ;  and  have  Uie  appointmient  of  the 
Minister,  and  the  Schoolmaster.  ^ 
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KNUTSFORD. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Knutsford  was  founded  by  the 
ancient  Family  of  Legh,  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Boothsy 
some  time  before  the  Reformation,  but  the  precise  period  is 
not  known ;  and  endowed  with  Six  acres  of  land,  and  the 
annual  sum  of  JC5..6..8. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
but  not  free  of  expense.  There  are  Six  boys  upon  the 
Foundation,  and  from  40  to  50  other  Scholars  usudly  at 
the  School.  They  are  admitted  at  six  years  of  age,  and  are 
nominated  by  Willoughby  Legh,  Esq.,  of  Booths. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used  ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Peter  Vannett, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  per  annum.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Boarders ;  his  jnresent  number  being  Forty^  at  Thirty-five 
guineas  per  annum  each.

LYMM,  near  Warrington. 

The  Fbee  Gbaicicab  School  at  Ltmm  was  founded  in 
the  year  1698,  by  Sir  George  WABBUETON,Bart.,  of  Arley, 
and  William  Domtile,  Esq.,  of  Lymm,  the  then  j<»nt 
Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Lymm,  with  24  acres^  (ChesJiire 
measure,  8  yards  to  the  perch)  in  the  Parish  of  Lymm,  now 
let  for  £  142.  perjannum. 

About  One  Hundbed  bojrs  and  girls,  upon  an  average, 
are  educated  here:  but  at  present  reading,  writing,  and  ac- 
oompts  only  are  taught. 

The  Endowment  b  divided  in  the  propcntion  of  two-thirds 
to  the  Master,  and  one-third  to  the  Usher, — and  the  money 
ari^ng  from  writing,  and  accompts,  usually  about  £60.  per 
afmunif  is  equally  divided  between  them. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Millicak, 
whose  Salary  is  nearly  £ [20. per  annum. 

The  present  Usher  is,  Mr.  William  Holt,  whose  Salary 
is  JB80.  per  annum. 

The  original  Statutes,  Constitutions,  and  Oedees  of 
the  School  were  amended  on  the  1st  of  Jany.,  1813,  in  the 
following  manner ; — 

Ist.  IMPRIMIS— It  is  orduned>  that  no  person  whatsoever 
shaU  be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  Head-master,  save  only 
such  as  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arts>  or 
if  such  cannot  be  found,  some  person  who  is  sober,  discreet,  and 
also  weU  skiUed  in  School-learning  wherein  he  is  to  instruct  his 
scholars  ; — and  that  he  may  certainly  be  such,  it  is  ordained, 
that  before  the  election  of  a  Master,  his  ability  shall  be  tried  by 
the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  or  the  Reve- 
rend Rectors  of  the  Rectory  of  Lymm  for  the  time  being,  or 
some  such  other  learned  orthodox  person  as  Sir  George  War- 
BURTON^  of  Arley,  in  the  County  of  Chester,  Baronet,  and 
William  Domvile,  of  Lymm  aforesaid,  in  the  said  County, 
Esq.,  or  their  several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  num- 
ber of  Feoffees  of  the  school  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  shall 
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desire  or  appoint ; — and  being  well  satisfied  of  his  abilities,  the 
said  Master  shall  be  and  remain  six  months  in  the  said  school 
upon  trial,  and  then  upon  such  further  approbation  shall  be  con- 
firmed Master  under  the  hands  of  the  said  Sir  George  War- 
burton  and  Mr.  Domtile,  or  of  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  and  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Feoflfees  for  the  time 
being.  At  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  duly  execute  a  bond 
from  himself  to  the  said  Feoffees  of  the  penalty  of  Four  Hundred 
pounds  of  lawful  English  money  conditioned  for  his  submission 
to  the  Orders  of  the  said  school,  and  for  his  quiet  departure  from 
and  leaving  the  possession  of  the  said  school  within  the  space  of 
three  months  next  after  such  time  as  the  said  Sir  George 
Warburton,  Mr.  Domvilb,  and  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time 
being,  shall  require  the  same. 

2nd.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  Usher, 
or  Under-master  of  the  said  school,  save  only  such  as  is  well 
qualified  in  School-learning,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  instruct 
tiie  scholars  in  case  of  the  Head-master's  absence,  the  trial 
thereof  to  be  by  the  persons  above  nominated  for  the  trial  of  the 
said  Head-master. 

drd.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  as 
aforesdd,  shall  afterwards  be  fbund  insufficient,  remiss  or  ne- 
gligent, or  upon  just  occasion  detected  of  notorious  evil  prac- 
tices or  misdemeanours,  such  as  drunkenness,  swearing,  cursing, 
or  common  haunting  of  taverns  or  alehouses,  or  shaU  take  upon 
him  or  them  any  other  charge  or  employment  to  hinder  his  or 
their  performance  of  their  duty,  that  then  the  said  Sir  George 
Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  several  aqd  respective 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feofiees  for  the  time 
being,  upon  fiill  and  plain  evidence  thereof,  shall  him  or  them, 
found  so  obnoxious  and  adverse  to  good  rule  and  government, 
renv)ve  upon  three  months  notice  from  officiating  in  the  school 
aforesaid,  and  elect  others  in  their  stead,  qualified  as  is  before 
herein  in  that  behalf  ordained. 

4th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  so  elected 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  their 
trust.  But  if  they  be  often  absent  at  the  times  hereinafter  in  that 
behalf  mentioned  for  their  attendance,  and  do  neglect  his  or 
their  due  performance  of  instructing  his  or  their  scholars,  so  that 
upon  complaint,  examination,  and  inquiry,  it  be  fbund  true  by 
the  said  Sir  George  Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their 
several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being  5  then  the  said  Sir  George  War- 
burton, Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater- 
number  of  the  said  Feofiees  for  the  time  being,  shall  upon  three 
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months  notice  remove  the  said  Master  or  Usher  ^  and  if  the  said 
Master  or  Usher,  at  any  time  desire  to  depart  from  the  trust 
aforesaid :  that  they  shall  give  three  months  notice  thereof  to 
the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  upon 
pain  of  twenty  pounds  of  lawful  money  of  England,  (o  be  de- 
ducted out  of  their  respective  wages  for  the  only  use  of  thdr 
req>ective  successor. 

5th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  Master  of  the  said  school  shall 
keep  any  alehouse  or  tavern,  or  house  of  gaming,  or  of  other 
imthriftiness,  or  evil  rule  or  government. 

6th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not 
both  of  them  be  absent  from  the  said  school  at  the  same  time, 
during  any  part  of  the  time  herein  after  limited  for  officiating 
therdn. 

7th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  two  third 
parts  of  the  Stipend,  Salary,  or  wages  arising  from  the  lands 
with  which  the  said  school  is  endoweid,  and  that  the  Usher  shall 
have  the  remaining  third  part. 

8th.  It  is  ordained,  that  this  sdiool  being  a  Grammar  School, 
free  to  the  children  o^  all  householders  inhabiting  as  well  within 
the  two  manor  houses  of  the  said  Sir  GsoRfiE  Warburton, 
called  Arley  Hall,  in  Aston  juxta  Budworth,  and  the  Park  Hall, 
in  Warburton,  as  also  within  the  parish  of  Lymm ;  the  Master 
and  Usher  shall  be  obliged  to  teach  the  aforesaid  children  read- 
ing only,  free  of  expense.  That  the  Master,  or  Usher,  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  teach  any  scholars,  unless  they  can  jspell  monosyl- 
lables. That  for  any  further  instruction  the  aforesaid  children 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  more  than  such  sum  per  quarter  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  Sir  George  Warburton,  Mr.  Dom- 
VILE,  or  their  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the 
said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  tom  time  to  time  at  their  an- 
nual meeting.  That  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  or  ac- 
counts, to  children  of  persons  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  the 
Master  may  demand  whatever  sum  per  quarter  he  pleases ;  and 
that  the  simi  arising  from  the  instruction  of  children  both  of 
per8(Mis  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  and  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid, 
be  divided  equally  every  year  on  the  second  day  of  February 
between  the  Master  and  Usher. 

9th.  It  is  cMxlained,  that  the  Usher  shall  teach  the  Lower 
classes  -,  that  at  whatever  time  in  a  quarter  children  may  enter, 
they  shall  pay  their  proportion  of  the  pay  for  that  quarter — that 
^e  Master  may  refiise  instruction  in  writing;  and  accounts,  to 
those  chiUren  who  are  in  arrears  for  more  than  one  quarter,  or 
who  have  not  paid  at  the  usual  time  the  accustomed  sum  of  one 
shilling  per  annum,  for  fire  money. 

10th.  It  is  oidained^  that  the  afternoon  of  eveiy  Thursday, 
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and  89tiirdf^>  filial  be  «Hime4  t»  the  aebcdws  for  iwcie^liott  $ 
and  thai  Ibe  Master  and  Usber  shall  qpeod  a  reaaonabk  tiflae 
every  SaAuiday  ia  oate^duMng. 

Uth.  Itiflocdauseditibatif  thelfoter  or  Usher  be  Tinted wilh 
any  loathsome  or  contagious  disease^  then  he  shall  be  rewioved 
vith  aonie  duaitable  rd^of  at  the  disccetion  of  like  said  FeolRws, 
and  another  person  chosen  m  th^  stead  of  him  thai  ^iwXk  be  xe* 
aaairad:  the  reiief  to  be  deducted  oot  of  tike  salary  of  the  Mas- 
ter .apfMSsted  in  his  i^ace. 

12&.  It  is  ordainedj  that  the  Master  or  Usher  at  the  first 
meatiiig  o£  the  said  school  eircry  mo wng,  dball  cause  a  aolttnn 
pnqrer  for  >GQd*s  blessing  to  be  lead  by  aay  one  of  the  8dli<riars> 
Mtd  fdso  hefooe  their  departure  every  nigfat,  and  the  Master  shall 
lake  special  caie  that  tikese  rel^ious  dtities  be  duly,  w^erentlyy 
affd  ieonatantly  perfonned  as  afiaresaid. 

Idth.  It  is  onkiiiiod,  thai  the  Master  and  U^ber  shatt  tidse 
oarelbatthelf  achodadrs goto  Charcheveiy  Lord's day> and  every 
other  day  ^hat  is  set  apavt  for  €rod*s  TSonAiip,  and  they  are  to 
tal^e  oaae  &at  they  bdiave  Ihemsehres  orriUy  atad  reverently 
there  all  the  ti«e  of  Diviae  senice. 

14th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  school  shaU  break  up  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  December, 
and  that  at  eadi  time  the  vacation  shall  continue  tvrenty-eight 
days. 

15th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  hours  of  school  shall  be  in  the 
forenoon  from  eight  *t01  twelve,  and  in  the  afternoon  firom  one 
'till^/foe,  or  finom  one  as  long  as  the  day  light  will  serve,  not  ex- 
ceeding^e  o'clock. 

16th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  scholar  who  hath  any  noisome  or 
infectious  disease,  shaU  come  to  school  during  the  same,  nor  'till 
poiectly  cured. 

17th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a 
care  of  the  good  behaviour  of  the  scholars  towards  all  persons, 
and  shall  severely  punish  the  sins  of  drunkenness,  swearing, 
cursing,  filthy  and  obscene  talk,  and  gaming  for  any  thing  of 
value. 

18th.  It  is  ordained,  that  all  the  scholars  shall  submit  to  the 
correction  of  the  Master  or  Usher,  and  that  all  those  that  resist 
doe  correction  from  the  Master  or  Usher  shall  be  expelled  the 
said  school,  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  said  Master  or 
Usher  for  correcting  their  children  shall  lose  all  benefits  of  the 
said  school,  except  they  can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable 
to  the  said  Sir  G.  Waeburton  and  Mr.  Domvilb,  or  their  seve- 
ral and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being. 

19th.  It  is  ordained,  tlmt  no  scholar  shall  be  absent  firom  the 
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school  abo^e  six  days  on  pain  of  being  expeUed,  except  up<m 
scnne  extraordinary  occasion  to  be  allowed  of  by  the  Master. 

20th.  It  is  ordained,  that  all  the  scholars  are  to  be  placed  ac- 
cording as  they  profit  in  learning,  without  any  partiality  or 
respect  of  persons. 

21st.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  take  care  that  no  scholar 
abuse  the  school,  and  severely  punish  such  offenders. 

22nd.  It  is  ordained,  that  these  Statutes  be  set  up  in  the  said 
school,-  that  they  may  be  read  to  all  persons,  that  offer  their 
cduldren  to  be  admitted. 

23d.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Feofiees  shall  meet  every 
3rear,  and  either  add  hereto  or  alter  what  they  think  convenient. 
N.  B. — The  sums  now  fixed  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given 
them  by  the  eighth  statute,  are  four  shillings  per  quarter  for 
writing,  and  six  shillings  per  quarter  for  writing  and  accounts.

Sir  John  Pebcyvale,  Knight,  some  time  Lord  Mayor  of 
IjODdon,  and  who  was  hoim  ^^  fast  by  the  Town  of  Max- 
field,^'  founded  a  Free  School  here,  that  *^  gentil  mens  son- 
nes  and  other  good  mennes  children  in  Mcuefieldy  and  the 
Coimire  thereabouis,  might  be  taught  Grammar,^  and  to 
<<  pray  for  his  soule,  &c.'^  And,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the 
25th  of  Jany.,  1502,  he  directed,  that  Lands  of  the  yearly  va- 
lue of  Tea  Pounds  should  be  purchase  for  it'^s  endowments 
The  Foundatkm  of  this  School  has,  however,  generally 
been  attributed  to  King  Eaward  the  Sixth,  who,  by  his 
Letters  Patent  bearing  date  the  25th  of  April,  1552,  ^<  upon 
the  Petition,  as  well  of  the  Lihabitants  of  Macclesfield,  as 
of  many  other  of  his  Subjects  of  the  whole  neighbouring 
Country,^  ordained,  ^^  that  thenceforth  there  should  be 
one  Grammar  School  in  Maodesfield  aforesaid,  whidi  should 
be  called  The  Feee  Gbammak  School  of  King  Eowabd 
theSixtfa,^  fijr  the  Education,  Institution,  and  Instruction 
of  Children  and  Youth  in  the  Grammar," — and  ^^  to  be 
continued  fc^  ever  under  one  Master  or  Tutor,  and  one  Subr 
Tutor  or  Usher."' 
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And  that  his  intention  nugfat  take  the  better  effect,  and 
that  the  Lands  and  Revenues  to  be  granted  for  the  main- 
tenanoe  of  the  School,  mijg^t  be  the  better  governed.  His 
Majesty  directed,  "  that  thenceforth  there  should  be,  within 
the  Vtlloi  Macclesfield  and  Parish  of  Prestbury  afcnresaid, 
FocTBTEEN  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  Inhabitants  of 
the  sam^  ViU  and  Parish,  which  should  be  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  should  be  called  Govbbnobs  of  the  Possesaons, 
Ilevenues,andGoods,of  theswlSchoo],calledand  tobecalled 
^'The  Fbee  GBAMMABScHooLof  KingEnwAED  the  Sixth  in 
Macclesfield;''  constituting  them  aBody  COTporate,  by  the 
name  of  **  The  Gtoveenobs  of  the  Possessions,  Revenues, 
and  Goods,  of  The  Fbee  Gbamm  ab  School  of  King  £d- 
WABD  the  Sixth  in  Macclesfield,''  with  perpetuid  Succes- 
sion; and  endowing  the  same  with  Sixteen  acres  of  land 
near  Chester,  and  several  Crofts,  Closes,  Meadows,  and 
Houses,  in  and  near  that  City,  being  patoel  of  the  poises- 
Mns  of  Tbe  CothMt  ^  Saint  JofiK  the  Baptist,  oaDed 
«'  The  PrOen^s  Lands ;  together  with  all  ^  lands  and 
Houses  wfaidi  had  bebdged  to  the  Chantry,  caMed  ^  TTk 
PetHe  Cimm^  then  cv  late  in  the  occupation  of  ItiCHAjid 
BBBUBm^,  Esq.,  wkh  other  Messuages  and  Laadi ;  and 
also  <<  His  said  Majesty^s  cme  tenement,  called  ^  Th4  Schod 
Housed*  with  all  then*  appurtenances  sitwte,  lying,  and  be- 
ing in  MaoclesfleU,  Bitoken  Cross,Mottram,  and  PMatbifly, 
or  elsewhere,  wi^n  the  said  Coimty  of  Chester,  which  were 
Amti^bre  ^ven,  gnUitod,  asfigned,  or  appointad,  &fi  ihe 
Buuntenancs  of  The  Grammar  School  in  MaccksBeld.afiare^ 
said ;'"  to  be hcMen  c^His  Majtraty  and  hiasoooessars,  as  of 
lib  Manor  of  East  Gnenwidi,  rendering  to  1^  Mi^eety^ 
luB  h^rs  and  suocesscnrs,  Twenty-five  Shillings  at  bta  Court 
of  Augmentation  of  the  Bevenues  of  his  down,  at  the  Peast 
day  of  St  Midiael  the  Archang^  evety  yeaiv  to  be  paid  fk» 
tdl  rents,  services,  and  demands  whatsoever*! — lliat  di^ 
Governors  might  bom  thenceforth  have  a  Common  Bed, 
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might  sue  and  be  sued,  and  fihould  haTe  fiill  power  and  au- 
thority to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
School,  as  c^en  as  the  SEune  should  be  void  : — That,  widi 
ttie  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  thne  being, 
thejr  might  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
in  writing,  concerning  the  ordering  and  directing  of  the 
Master  and  Udier,  and  Schdars,  and  the  preservation  and 
disposition  of  the  lUnts  and  Revenues,  and  sustamii^  of  the 
Sdbool ;  which  Statutes  so  to  be  made,  his  Majesty  comman^ 
ded  inviolably  to  be  observed  fhim  time  to  time : — That  the 
Governors  might  finther  receive  of  any  person  lands  or 
other  hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£20.,  above  and  besides  the  form^  gnmt,  the  Statute  of 
Mortmain  or  any  other  Statute  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
ItancGng : — And,  <^  that  all  the  issues,  rents,  and  revenues 
of  the  aforesaid  lands,  tenements,  and  possesions,  by  the 
said  Letters  Patent  granted,  and  thenafbgr  to  be  g^ven  and 
asfflgned  to  the  sustentation  of  the  aforesaid  School,  from 
time  to  time,  should  be  converted  to  Ihe  sustaining  the  Mas- 
ter and  Usher  of  the  siud  School  for  the  time  being,  and  not 
otherwise,  or  to  any  other  uses  or  intentions.^ 

In  the  year  1750,  the  Governors  sold  the  ancient  Schod- 
house  andsome  klids;  purchased  acapital  measuage  for  the 
Sdiod,  wfaidi  was  repaued  and  altered  for  that  purpose ; 
and  made  some  other  puh^hases,  and  exdianges. 

As  a  sanction  to  the^  proceedings,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  fiirther  powers,  wliich  the  «cpected  increase  of 
the  Revenues  rendered  desiraUe,  it  was  deemed  requimte  to 
apply  for  an  Act  of  ParBament,  which  was  obtained  in  the 
14»  Geo.  III.,  1774. 

This  Act,  bedides  Confirming  the  above  purdiases  and 
eicdianges,  and  a  Rent-diarge  on  the  Chester  Canal,  which 
had  been  ^ven  in  lieu  of  some  land  taken  by  the  Proprietors, 
empowered  The  Govenunrs  to  sdl  cettam  houses,  and  to  lay 
out  the  nxmey  ariidng  from  the  side,  in  lands ;    to  grant 
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building  or  repairing  leases ;  *^  to  appoint  such  or  so  manj 
person  or  persons  as  shall  be  jmyper  and  necessary  to  be 
Master  or  Masters,  with  suitable  Salaries,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  said  Schod^  to  teach  and  instruct  the 
Children  and  Youth  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  onl j 
in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  writing, 
arithmetick,  geography,  navigation,  mathematicks,  the  mor 
dem  languages,  and  other  branches  of  Literature  and  Edu- 
cation,'^ as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary,  ^^to  render  the' said 
FoundatioQofthemost  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  said  School  will  admit  T'  ihexe  being 
always  a  Head  Master,  whose  Salary  must  not  be  less  than 
iElOO. ;  and  an  Usher,  whose  salary  must  not  be  less  than 
£40. ;  the  salaries  to  be  increased  at  discretion ;  to  dismiss 
Masters  for  Lnmorality,  Incaparity,  wilful  ne^ect  of  their 
Duty,  or  any  other  just  and  reasonable  cause,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Bidiop ;  and«  in  case  of  Incapadty,  by  the 
Visitation  of  God,  in  the  Head  Master^  to  allow  him  a 
Pension. 

At  the  time  of  passing  this  Act,  the  Revenues  of  the 
School,  which  were  then  £  1 70.  per  annum^  were  expect^ 
on  the  expiration  of  certain  Leases,  to  be  raised  to  £600. 
per  annum^  and  upwards.  They  now  amount  to  upwards 
of  jCSOO.  a  year;  and,  in  a  few  years,  on  the  drop^nng  in 
of  old  leases,  may  amount  to  nearly  £  1000.  jp^r  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish  of  Prestbuty 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense,  except  as  to  French,  and  wri- 
ting and  aceompta.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can 
read  English  correctly,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Pa> 
rents  please.  There  is  no  particular  form  of  admission; 
aj^cation  to  the  Head  Master  being  the  usual  mode,  which 
is  always  successful.  The  Children  of  indigent  persons  are 
not  txdudedj  as  has  been  supposed ;  but,  from  the  expense 
of  books  and  the  little  attention  paid  to  the  minor  branches 
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of  Learning  in  comparison  with  the  Clasncs,  tuch  Children 
are  aeldom  sent  to  the  Gnunmar  School. 

The  Master  is  empowered  to  take  after  the  rate  of  I0s..&d 
per  Quarter  from  Day-scholars  for  learning  French,  and  the 
like  sum  for  learning  writing  and  accompts. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  were  used  for 
many  years,  but  those  of  Dr.  Valfy  have  lately  been  sub- 
stituted. 

The  first  object  of  Macclesfield  Sdiool  isClasacal  Lhera^ 
tune^  which  comprehends  the  English,  Latin,  and  Gredc 
languages.  The  Higher  Forms  are  likewise  instructed  in 
the  El^nents  of  Algebra,  and  Euclid; — ^The  Lower  and 
Middle  Classes,  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  the  use  of  the 
Globes,  modem  and  ancient  Geography,  &c  The  French 
language  is  introduced  to  a  certain  extent,  in  every  depart^ 
ment  of  the  School,  and  is  further  substituted  in  the  place 
of  Grreek,  for  the  benefit  of  those  Pupils  who  are  not  inten- 
ded for  Coll^  or  Professions.  A  suitable  collection  of  En- 
glish Authors  is  appropriated  to  each  Class,  and  the  greatest 
attention  is  paid  to  correct  Elocution  and  Clasncal  Compo- 
Ation. 

Hiere  are  no  Exhibitions  belon^ng  to  this  School ;  but 
the  Head  Master  has  ^recommended  to  the  Governors  to 
finmd  ExhiUtions,  whenever  the  Revenues  of  the  Institution 
win  allow. 

Boys  from  this  School  are  usually  sent  to  Brasen-Nose 
Cdlege  Oxford,  where  a  preference  is  ^ven  to  them ;  Sir 
Richard  Siitton,  one  of  the  Founders  of  that  College, 
having  been  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Prestbury. 

The  School  at  present  conrists  of  TTurfy  Boarders,  and 
Nineteen  Day-Scholars. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  David  Davies,  D.  D., 
whose  Salary  is  £200.  per  annumy  and  a  spacious  House, 
dear  of  taxes.  This  Grentieman  takes  Pufnls,  his  Terms 
bring. 
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For  Entrance,  Rvc  guineas.

The  Salary  of  the  French  Master  is  £50.  per  imnum. 

John  Bbownswerd,  a  celebrated  Gtrammarian  and  Latin 
Poet,  was  Master  of  this  School  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  He  lies  buried  in  the  Chancel  of  the  Parodiial 
Chapel,  where  there  is  a  tablet  to  his  memory,  with  a  Latin 
Inscription,  which  was  written  by  his  Sdiolar,  Thoicas 
Newton.

Th£  Geammar  School  at  Malpas  was  founded  by  Sub- 
scriptioni  about  the  latter  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Centuty. 

Hugh,  the  j6rst  Lord  CHOLMOKnBLxr,  who  had  given 
the  sum  of  £200,,  upon  the  condition  that  His  Lordship 
and  his  Heirs  should  nominate  the  Master,  in  lieu  of  the 
money  then  raised^  charged  an  estate  in  Midpas,  called^ 
''  T%c  Old  Haa,^  with  the  yearly  payment  €jS  £25.,  as  a 
Salary  to  the  Master, — for  whose  use  he  also  gave  a  House 
and  School-room. 

This  School  isjree  onhf  to  children  of  the  Representatives 
of  the  originai  Subscribers. 

The  Bevd.  Ralph  Churtok,  M.  A.,  the  present  worthy 
Archdeaccm  of  St  David's  and  Rector  of  Middleton  Cheney, 
was  educated  here. 
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MIDDLEWICH. 

The  GftAMMAB  School  at  Middlbwicb  was  founded  about 
the  latter  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Century.  It  has  only  an 
Endowment  of  JC II. .10.  0. per  annum  for  the  Master,  ifrfio 
is  nominated  by  Sir  I.  F.  Leycxster,  Bart 

Mr.  Ralph  Lowndes  gave  the  School-house. 

It  isjree  for  Eleven  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Middlewicfa. 

No  answer  has  been  recdved  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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STOCKPORT. 

Ths  Gbammaji  School  at  Stockpobt  was  founded  bj  Sir 
EDBfUKD  Shaa,  or  Shaw,  Groldsmith  and  Alderman  of 
London,  in  the  year  1487)  and  endowed  with  £\0. per  an^ 
num.  Dr.  Shaa,  who  preached  the  celebrated  Sermon  at 
PauTi  Cross  in  favour  of  the  claims  of  Richard,  Duke  of 
GuovcssTEB,  was  his  brother. 

By  the  clause  in  Sir  Edmumo^s  Will  relating  to  this 
School,  be  directs : — 

'^  And  I  woU^  that  the  other  honest  Freest  (the  first  being 
appointed  to  preach  at  Woodhead  Chapel)  be  a  discrete  man, 
and  conning  in  Gramer,  and  be  able  of  connyng  to  teche  Ora- 
mer.  And  I  woU,  that  he  sing  his  Masse>  and  say  his  other 
Divyne  Service  in  the  Parisheof  Stopfbrde,  in  the  saide  Countye 
of  Chester,  at  souch  an  aulter  there,  as  can  be  thought  conve- 
nient for  hym,  and  to  pray  specially  for  my  Soule,  and  the 
Soub,  &c. : — 

*'  And  I  well,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest  keep  a  Gramer 
School  contynually  in  the  said  Town  of  Stopforde,  as  long  as 
he  shall  contynewe  there  in  the  said  service.  And  that  he  frel^, 
without  any  wsges  or  salarye,  asking  or  taking  of  any  paraon, 
except  only  my  salarye  hereunder  specified,  ihaU  teche  al  maner 
person's  children,  and  other  that  woU  come  to  him  to  leme,  as  well  of 
the  said  towne  of  Stopfbrde,  as  of  other  townes  thereabout,  the 
science  of  Gramer  as  ferre  as  lieth  in  him  for  to  do,  unto  the 
time  that  they  be  convenably  instrut  in  Gramer  by  him,  after 
their  capaciteys  that  God  well  geve  them  :— 

'^  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest,  with  all  his 
Scholars  with  hym  that  he  shall  have  for  the  time,  shall,  two 
dayes  in  every  weke,  as  long  as  he  shall  abyde  in  that  service 
ther,  that  is  to  wite,  Wedynysday  and  Fryday,  come  into  the 
said  Church  of  Stopforde,  unto  the  grave  tber,  where  the  bodies 
of  my  Fader,  and  my  Mother  lyen  buryed,  and  ther  say  togiders 
the  Psalm  of  De  ProJwuHs,  with  the  versicles  and  colletts  thereto 
accustomyd,  after  Salisbury  use ;  and  pray  specially  for  my 
soule,  and  the  soules  of  my  Fader,  and  my  Moder,  and  for  aU 
Christen  soules: — 

''  And  I  woU^  that  the  same  Freest  teachinge  Grammer  ther^ 
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shall  have  for  his  sa^arye  yerely^  as  long  as  he  abide  in  that  ser- 
vice ther,  ^10.  of  the  said  J£l4..6..8.  :  residue  of  the  said  an- 
nuell  and  quyterent  of  £l7 : — 

'^  And  for  to  corage  my  said  FeUriiip  of  Ihe  said  craft  of  Gold- 
smythes,  or  else  thai  other  Feliship>  the  vi^ch  woll  agree  to  ber 
the  charge  of  the  said  annuell  and  quiterent  of  £17-^  to  be  the 
better  w^kn  to  the  supportadoD  of  the  aune  ^jbw^e  tot  evei^ 
more :  I  woU,  that  the  same  Feliship  diall  have  for  evennore^ 
the  presentement^  nominacion>  and  admyssion  of  the  said  two 
Prec»tes  of  the  said  two  services,  and  tiie  removing  and  ptittyng 
out  of  them,  and  admyt^mg  of  other  into  the  same  services,  for 
causes  resopabk,  as  often  as  the  case  so  shall  require/* 

The  School  is  further  endowed  with  £10.  perammvi, 
payable  oat  of  the  indosed  Town-lands,  and  the  krtereot  of 
Benefactions,  making  altogether  about  £46.  per  ammum. 

No  answer  bas  been  received  to  the  Author  s  Letter. 
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TARVIN,  near  Chester. 

The  Fasx  Obahmab  School  at  TAjiyiy  was  founded 
at  a  very  early  period  by  a  Mr.  Pickering,  who  gives  as  his 
reason  for  this  benevolent  bequest,  ^  that  his  Father  was 
bom  here.^  He  left  £60.  to  build  a  residence  for  the  Mas- 
ter and  a  School-house ;  and  £200.  more  in  trust,  fiir  the 
purchase  of  land,  to  educate  Twsntt  poor  Childreii,  firea 
(£  expense.  The  Estate  which  was  purchased,  is  atuate  at 
Tattenhall,  and  now  yields  £l2. per  annum  ;  the  present 
annual  B^it  of  the  whole  bdng  £l8.,  exduave  of  the  House* 

Besides  this  Endowment  there  are  two  other  small  sums, 
which  have  since  been  bequeathed ;  viz.,  £2.  which  is  the 
Interest  of  £40.  secured  upon  a  neighbouring  Turnpike 
road ;  and  a  Rent-charge  of  £l.,  payable  out  of  an  estate 
belonging  to  Mr.  Wilbraham,  at  Oscrqfi. 

Ten  Feoffees  were  cmgmally  elected  by  the  Executcnrs 
ftom  this  Parish  ;  three  ^  them  specially  from  the  Town- 
ship of  Tarvin.  This  number  was  afterwards  chosen  by  the 
principal  inhatntants  of  the  Parish.  The  annual  Revenue 
is  recdived  and  pcdd  by  the  Churchwardens  to  the  Master. 
Each  Trustee  has  power  to  send  any  Two  boys  whom  he 
pleases  to  the  School,  if  they  reside  within  the  Parish.  There 
is  no  hmitadon  as  to  other  boys. 

Hie  Grammars  used  are  those  cS  Valpv. 

There  are  no  ExhilMtion^  nor  other  Umversity  advanta- 
ges, belon^ng  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,»The  Revd.  William  Hob« 
SON,  who  is  also  Curate  of  Tarvin.  This  Grentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  Terms  for  board  and  education,  being  Thirty 
guineas  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  John  Thomas  kn,  a  celebrated  Penman,  was  Thirty- 
ax  years  Master  of  this  School ;  on  the  outside  of  the 
Church  is  an  Epitaph  recording  his  merits  ;  he  died  on  the 
25th.  of  January,  1740,  at  the  age  of  Fifty-four. 
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WALLAZEY,  near  Great  Neston. 

The  Gbammar  School  at  Wallazst  was  founded  in  tbe 
year  1656-7>  by  Major  Henbt  Msolse,  a  Grentleman  wh* 
came  from  SUsyM  in  Dutch  Brabant,  and  who  gave  JClOO. 
towards  the  building  and  founding  of  the  same. 

To  thb  Sum,  Captain  William  Meolsb,  his  elder  bro- 
ther, added  JCI25; ;  which,  with  some  other  money,  were 
laid  out  in  a  house  and  lands,  viz,;  HouoKs  Barn,  and  a 
yard,  the  Rcmdscoff  Hey^  the  GorH  Hijfj  and  the  Old 
Fiddiy  towards  ifs  endowment 

Hbnet  Young  gave  a  field,  called  "  The  Winter  Hey^ 
Poolton  cum  Seacombe,  to  the  SchooL 

The  present  endowment  oonfflsts  of  a  house  and  garden 
in  Poolton,  together  with  the  above  mentioned  Fields, 
amounting  to  about  22  Statute  acres,  now  let  for  £35.  per 
annum^ — And  the  Interest  of  £100.,  left  by  The  Revd* 
Geobgk  Bbiggs,  late  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1814. 

The  nomination  of  the  Master  is  vested  in  The  Rector 
and  the  Church-wardens,  for  the  time  b^g. 

The  School  is  free  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
now  taught  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  the  useful 
branches  of  the  mathematics. 

In  1799,  the  old  School  was  pulled  down,  and  anotfaar 
erected  by  SubscriptioiL 

Mr.  EnwABD  Nbwton  is  Ijie  present  Master. 
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WITTON,  near  Northwich. 

Ths  Fbee  Gbammah  School  at  Wittok  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Dbane,  (one  of  the  sons  of  Lawbince 
Obanb,  late  of  Shurlachj  in  the  Pariah  of  Davenham,  in 
the  County  Palatine  of  Chester),  Preb^idary  of  Lincoba^ 
and  Rector  of  St.  Bartholomew  ihe  Great  near  SnutMeU, 
in  London,  and  erected  in  the  name  of  Jksus  at  the  Feast 
of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  1553.  It  was  endowed  by 
Sir  John  with  some  lands  in  the  Hundred  of  Winral,  and 
Houses  in  Chester,  holden  by  an  old  Lease,  and  described 
as  late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  The  Monastery  of  St. 
Anne  in  that  City,  then  of  small  value,  but  now  amounting 
to  about  £  1 00.  per  annum. 

The  Statutes  of  the  School  lyluch  are  partioilarly 
curious,  were  drawn  up  by  the  benevdient  Founder  himself, 
and  are  as  follow : 

*'  Eorasmuch'as  God*s  glory>  his  honour^  and  the  wealth  pub- 
lic>  Is  advanced  and  maintained  by  no  means  more  than  by 
virtuous  education  and  bringing  up  of  Youth  under  such  as  be 
learned  and  virtuous  Schoolmasters^  whose  good  examples  may 
as  well  instruct  them  to  live  well  as  their  doctrine  and  learning 
may  furnish  their  minds  with  knowledge  and  cunning,  have 
thought  it  good,  not  only  to  erect  the  said  Free  Grammar 
SoBOOL,  and  to  provide  a  reasonablQ  and  competent  Stypend 
for  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  same,  and  that  in  respect  of  the 
zeal  that  I  have  to  God's  glory,  and  for  Uie  love  that  I  bear  to 
my  native  coimtry }— But  also,  that  nothing  can  endure  and  con- 
tinue long  in  good  order  without  Laws  and  Statutes,  do 
ordain,  make,  and  appoint  certain  Orders,  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Laws  to  be  observed  and  kq)t  for  ever,  as  well  of  The  Feoffees 
as  also  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  SchoUars  of  the  said  Free  School, 
and  the  rather  that  in  process  of  time  such  might  happen  to  be 
Rttl»9  or  Teachers,  as  are  either  through  a  smgulanty  or  else 
ne^igcnce  would  not  observe  such  good  Customs,  Orders,  Sta- 
tutes, and  Laws  as  their  Predecessors  have  used,  and  as  are  used 
in  the  great  Sdiools,  to  the  great  hindrance  of  the  Schollars : — 

VOL.  I.  K 
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Imprimis,  I  do  ordain  and  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster  to  be 
learned,  sober,  discreet  and  unmarried ;  such  a  one  as  hath  taken 
a  Degree  or  Degrees  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge ;  undeftoned,  and  of  the  age  of  Thirty  years  at  the  least, 
to  the  end  that  experience  may  appear  in  his  conversation  and 
life,  and  that  more  obedience  may  be  used  towards  him  for  the 
same:— - 

Also,  because  friendship  and  ignorance  might  be  an  occasion 
that  oftentimes  the  Schollars  be  frustrate  of  a  Master  as  afore- 
said, I  will  that  those  Feoffees  and  certain  honest  men  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton  aforesaid,  shall  present,  such  a  one  as  they 
procure  and  elect,  before  his  admission  into  the  School,  to  the 
Bishop  of  Chester,  and  to  the  Schoolmaster  thereof  (77^ 
King*s  School)  for  the  time  being,  to  be  examined  of  them  and 
to  be  found  and  thought  meet  for  that  vocation  -,  as  well  for  dis- 
cretion as  for  learning,  and  so  being  by  them  found,  then  to  be 
admitted  and  placed  in  the  school : — 

Also,  I  wiU  that  the  Schoolmaster  of  Chester,  with  the  Feof- 
fbes  and  other  honest  men  of  the  Parish  of  Witton  as  aforesaid, 
shall  admit,  shall  bring  him  to  the  School  and  then  and  there 
shaU  read  those  Orders,  Rules,  Laws,  and  Statutes  to  him,  let- 
ting him  understand  his  charge,  and  what  is  required  at  his 
hands,— and  shall  she^nr  him  the  condition  of  the  School  and  his 
Lodgings  there,  and  the  lands  and  houses  appertaining  to  the 
School,  where  Uiey  lie  and  in  whose  hands  and  occupation  they 
are,  and  what  interest  and  years  the  Tenants  and  Occupiers  have 
in  them,— cmd  for  their  pains  in  thus  doing,  they  shall  receive 
40s,  amongst  them,  at  the  placing  of  every  Schoohnaster  in  such 
lawful  sort  as  aforesaid,  at  the  hands  of  the  Church-wardens : — 

Also,  even  as  the  continuance  of  a  Schoolmaster  that  doth  his 
duty,  tendeth  to  the  profit  of  the  Schollars  and  makedi  them 
prosper  as  well  in  manners  as  in  learning,  is  profitable  and  com- 
mendable as  nothing  more,  so  likewise  it  is  the  greatest  hinder^ 

ance  and to  the  Scholars  to  have  a  Schoolmaster  that  is 

negligent  in  his  office,  or  doth  not  profit  his  Schollars,  diksolute 
in  manners,  a  drunkard,  a  whoremonger,  or  intangled  with 
other  occupations  repugnant  to  his  vocation,  a  dicer,  or  a  com- 
mon gamester,  I  will  therefore,  if  any  such  chances  to  be 
placed,  that  those  which  have  or  shall  have  authority  to  place 
•  or  admit  him,  shall  likewise  after  examination  and  due  proof 
thereof  made,  have  authority  to  remove  him  :— 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Feoffees  the  other  as  aforesaid  being 
disposed  to  remove  the  Schoolmaster  upon  just  occasion  asafbre- 
said,  shaU  give  to  him  warning  half  a  year  to  provide  himself* 
— and  likewise  if  he  be  dispo^  to  depart,  shall  give  to  them 
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openly  in  the  Churchy  on  the  Sunday  or  some  FestiTal  day, 
warning  thereof  half  a  year  before  his  dqparture^ — if  a  shorter 
time  will  not  serve  both  the  parties  more  conveniently, — and  if 
he  neglect  to  give  the  said  warning,  I  will  that  there  shall  be 
staid  in  the  hands  of  the  Yeoikes  that  have  at  that  time  the  col- 
lection of  the  Rents,  of  his  wages  409.  which  I  will  be  given  to 
Forty  poor  people  of  the  Parish  of  Witton  :— 

Alto,  beoGiuse  nothing  that  is  perpetual  is  pleasant,  I  will  that 
the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  liberty  once  in  evory  year  Thhriy 
days  together  to  be  absent,  to  recreate  himseli^  requiring  there- 
fore at  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees,  so  it  be  for  reasonable  occa- 
sions and  uigent  business,<->he  always  providing  that  lus  Schol- 
lars  lose  no  time  in  his  absence,  but  they  be  occupied  and 

exercised  in  their  books  'till  his  return  at  his ^  upon  which 

the  said  Feoffees  shall  grant  him  lieve  as  aforesaid  :— 

As  touching  in  this  School  what  shall  be  taught  of  the  Master 
and  learned  of  the  Schollars,  it  passeth  my  will  to  devise  and 
determine  in  particular,^-but  in  general  to  speak  and  say  my  mind, 
I  will  there  were  always  taught  good  Literature  both  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  good  Authors  such  as  have  the  Roman  Eloquence 
joined  with  Wisdom,  especially  Christian  Authors  that  wrote 
their  Wisdom  with  clear  and  chaste  Latin  either  in  Prose  or 
Veise,  for  mine  intent  is  by  founding  thb  School  specially  to 
increase  knowledge  and  worshipping  of  God  and  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  good  Christian  Life  and  Manners  in  the  Chil- 
dren, and  for  that  intent  I  will  that  the  Children  learn  the 
Catechism,  and  then  the  Accidence  and  Granunar  set  out  by 
King  Hbnrt  the  Eighth,  or  some  other  if  any  can  be  better  to 
the  purpose  to  induce  Children  more  speedily  to  Latin  Speech, 
and  then  buHtutum  ChnsUani  Homkm  that  learned  Erasmus 
made,  and  then  Copia  of  the  same  Erasmus,  CoUoqumm  Erasmi, 
OvidU  Metamorphcies,  Terence,  TuUy,  Horace,  Saluat,  Virgil,  and 
such  others  as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient  to  the  purpose 
unto  true  Latin  Speech,-;-all  Barbaric,  all  corruptbn,  and  filthi- 
ness,  and  such  abusion  which  the  blind  world  brought  in,  intirely 
bamsh  and  exclude  out  of  this  School,  and  charge  the  Master 
that  he  teach  alway  that  is  best,  and  read  to  them  such  Authors 
as  have  with  Wisdom  joined  the  pureEloquence  :— - 

I  also  will  that  the  Master  admit  no  SdioUars  into  the  School 
under  the  age  of  Six  years, — andthat  the  Schoolmaster  read  the 
Statutes,  Orders,  Rules,  and  Laws  belonging  to  the  SchoUar  at 
the  admission  of  every  SchoUar,  virith  their  Friends  present,  pre- 
senting them  and  hearing,  shall  undertake  and  promise  to  see 
perforaied  by  the  Children  by  them  presented,  which  done  the 
Sdioobnaster  shall  admit  him  and  write  his  name  in  a  Roll  oi 
Pardunent,  and  for  the  admission  and  entrance  of  every  Schollar 
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in  the  Roll  to  receiye  and  take  4d.  fbr  every  of  ^em,  and  if 
their  Parents  or  FriendB  will  not  pay  tbe  same  willingly,  I  wiU 
aat  then  their  Children  be  refused  and  unrecdved  *tillsudi  time 
that  it  be  paid : — 

Alio,  I  will  that  the  Sdioofanaster  «hall  have  yearly  jGi$. 
standing  wages,  besides  his  Veils,  and  that  he  shall  receive  tnd 
have  it  Quarterly  by  £S,  a  Quarter  at  the  hands  of  the  Fsoifees 
and  Church- wardens  of  Witton  far  the  time  being,  whidi  Veils 
is  4d.  only  at  the  admission  of  every  Schollar,  and  on  the  first 
Thursday  after  the  beginning  of  the  Sdiool  after  ChriBdnas  of 
every  Schollar  a  Penny : — 

Also,  I  will  that  all  the  Schollars  of  what  estate,  condition  or 
degree  soever  they  be,  shall  submit  themselves  to  due  correction 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  which  at  their  entrance  shall  be  promised 
as  well  by  their  Friends  as  themselves, — ^which  correction  shall 
always  be  referred  to  ibe  direction  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  not 
the  opinion  or  mind  of  the  Schollars,  and  for  disobedience  and 
resistance  thereof  they  shall  be  expelled  the  School  for  ever, 
unless  their  Friends  by  earnest  Suitors  to  the  Schoolmaster,  and 
can  prevail  with  him  and  get  in  such  sort  that  their  humble 
obedience  at  their  return,  shall  recompence  their  former  stubbor- 
ness ;— >And  also  forseeing  the  great  inconveniency  and  enormity 
that  by  wilful  persons  and  ignorant,  who  had  rather  Childien 
through  dissc^teness  and  over  much  liberty  should -commit 
offences  worthy  of  punishment,  to  their  shame  and  undoing, 
then  to  have  them  corrected  by  the  discretion  of  the  School- 
master according  to  quality,  quantity  and  gravity  of  tiieir 
offences, — and  upon  compldnt  of  the  Children,  thdr  Parents 
come  to  molest  and  disquiet  the  Schoolmaster  against  reason  and 
order,  I  will  that  all  such  mentioned  Children,  after  due  proof 
of  such  folly  and  fondness  of  the  Parents  herein,  shall  be  utterly 
expelled  this  School  for  ever,  unless  they  shall  be  able  to  prove 
that  the  Correction  done  was  unreascmable,  and  that  to  be  proved 
before  and  to  Ike  Feoffees  of  the  said  School  and  Overseers  for 
the  time  being : — 

Alto,  I  will  that  my  Kinsfolk  wherever  they  dwell,  coming 
to  ttna  School,  shall  be  freely  taught  ;-Hind  if  there  be  any  of 
them  able  and  meet  to  teach,  or  comparable  to  those  vehich  may 
be  gotten,  vFhen  the  place  is  vend,  that  they  shall  be  preferred  5 — 
and  for  such  of  them  I  will  that  have  been  bom  in  the  Paii^,  or 
brought  up  in  thb  School,  and  after  ar^  able  and  meet  for  (ids 
Function,  shall  have  the  Preferment  therefore  before  oth«»  :— 

Also,  to  the  end  that  the  Schollars  have  not  any  evil  opinion 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  nor  the  Sdioolmaster  should  not  mistake 
the  Schollars  for  requiring  of  Customs  and  Orders,  I  will  that 
upon  Thursdays  and  Saturdays  in  the  afternoons,  and  upon 
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Holy-days  they  refinesh  themaelves,— and  a  week  before  Christ- 
mas and  Easter,  according  to  the  old  Custom,  thcff  bar  and  keep 
forth  the  School  the  Schoolmaster ,  m  such  sort  as  other  SchoUars  do 
in  great  Schools, — and  that  as  wdl  in  the  vacations  as  the  days 
aforesaid,  they  use  their  bows  and  arrows  only,  and  eschew  all 
bowling,  carding,  diceing,.  cocking,  and  aU  other  unlawful 
Games,  upon  pain  of  extreme  punishment  to  be  done  by  the 
Sdioolmaster, — and  that  every  SchoUar  have  and  use  in  the 
Church  his  Primer,  wherein  is  contained  the  Seven  Penetential 
Psalms  of  the  Passion  and  sudi  like :  — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  SchoUars  come  to  School  by  Seven 
o*  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  go  to  dinner  at  Eleven,  and  after 
dinner  return  at  One  of*  the  ckxrk,  and  depart  home  at  jRt>e  of 
the  clock, — Aod  that  they  thiice  a  day  serve  Grod  in  the  School^ 
rendering  him  thanks  for  his  goodness  done  to  them,  craving 
his  especial  grace  that  they  may  profit  in  virtuous  learning  to 
his  honor  and  glory,  praying  for  the  Soul  of  their  Founder  by 
name,  and  for  the  Sbuls  of  his  EMiier  and  Mother  and  aU 
Christian  Souls, — and  once  every  week,  that  is  to  say  on  the 
FHday,  to  say  ^  Seven  Pen^ential  Psidms  with  the  Litany  of 
Prayer  and  Collect,  and  every  second  Friday  Uie  Psalms  of  the 
Paasion  with  Psalms  of  Mercy  and  de  Projundis  with  a  Collect 
at  the  end  thereof, — and  once  a  year,  that  is  to  say  on  Jesus 
BAY  in  the  afternoon,  in  whose  name  this  School  is  erected 
in  the  Parish  Chuit^h  aforesaid,  to  say  the  Dirigfiy  and 
Comondasonay  *.— * 

^Iso,  I  will  that  these  Statutes  be  read  in  the  Church  at  every 
Feast,  before  the  breaking  up  of  the  School,  to  all  the  SchoUars^ 
to  the  intent  the  SchoUars  may  the  better  remember  their  duty 
in  the  time  of  thdr  absence,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  do  give 
an  exhortation  in  the  School,  before  they  break  up  School,  how 
they  shaU  order  themselves  'tiU  their  return,  at  which  time  I  wiU 
that  Four  of  the  Trustees  and  Church-Gardens  be  present,  to  the 
intent  that  they  may  give  warning  to  such  SchoUars  as  they 
shaU  see  to  offend  against  the  said  exhortation,  or  against  any  of 
the  said  Statutes : — 

Also,  because  aU  Men  be  mortal,  and  through  such  of  the 
number  of  Feoffees  being  dead  there  happen  some  disorder,  not 
only  in  the  School  but  also  the  lands  and  tenements  thereunto 
given  by  The  Founder  aforesaid,  might  foU  to  ruin  and  decay 
m  the  School-house  want  such  fiuiiiture  as  appertaineth,  there- 
fore I  wiU  as  oft  as  Four  of  the  Feoffees  be  deiad,  the  rest  of  the 
Feoffees  surviving,  within  one  quarter  of  a  year,  shaU  assemble 
themselves  at  the  School-house  aforesaid,  shaU  not  only  then 
and  there  elect  and  choose  Four  other  of  the  Founder's  next 
Kinsfolk  to  be  Feoflfees  in  the  stead  and  place  of  the  other  Four 
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Feo£fee8  before  dead^  if  there  be  then  so  many  of  his  Kinsfolk 
alive,  and  if  not,  then  to  choose  Four  of  the  most  honest,  sage, 
and  discreet  persons,  being  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  Witton 
aforesaid,  and  especially  such  as  will  have  a  vigilant  eye  and 
bear  a  good  zeal  to  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  this 
Free  School  -, — but  shall  then  and  there  also  enfeoff  the  Four 
by  them  so  chosen,  in  all  the  lands  and  tenements  given  to  the 
School  aforesaid,  to  the  use  limited  by  the  Founder  in  such  sort 
as  they  themselves  be  enfooffed  by  the  Founder's  enfeoffment, 
and  this  order  and  election  to  be  continued  for  ever : — 

Alto,  I  will  that  Two  of  the  Feoffees  only  shall  receive  and  pay 
all  manner  of  rents,  wages,  and  charges  concerning  the  Sdiool, 
and  thereof  shall  yield  account  every  year  upon  Jesus  Eve  to 
the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  Church-wardens  of  Witton  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  and  those  Two  to  receive  and  pay  the  said 
wages  and  chaiges  for  two  yectrt,  and  then  to  be  removed  from 
the  business  thereof,  and  other  two  of  the  Feoffees  to  be  chosen, 

as  then by  the  Election  and  the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  of 

the  said  Church-wardens  for  the  time  being : — 

And  be  it  remembered  and  known  to  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton,  That  the  said  Sir  John  Deans  by  my  last  Will 
and  Testament  remaining  in  writing,  have  given  to  the  Poor 
Householders  in  the  said  Parish  five  marks,  to  be  paid  within 
one  Quarter  of  a  year  next  after  my  decease  :-*- 

Also  I  have  given  and  provided  in  my  said  last  Will  thereof 

the and comoditys  of  my  Wych-Houses  in  Northwich, 

and  lands  in  Shurlach  and  Budworth,  there  shall  be  for  ever 
given  and  distributed  and  bestowed  among  the  poor  Schollars  of 
my  Free  School  and  Parish  of  Witton  10».  in  the  Vigil  or  Eve  of 
the  birth  of  Our  Lord  God,  one  half  thereof  amongst  the  said 
poor  Folks, — ^And  thus  I  bid  you  all  Farewell,  and  desire  you  to 
pray  for  my  Soul/* 

The  Will  of  the  Founder  is  lost  And  his  excellent 
Statdtks,  which  seem  to  have  been  recovered  by  accident  in 
a  mutilated  condition,  were  re-copied  and  handed  down  to 
posterity  by  the  Two  Bailiff  Feoffees  m  1666.  There  is 
likewise  added  to  them,  a  List  of  the  Feoffees  acting  in 
1744,  probably  with  intent  to  show  the  numbers  at  that 
period  in  existence^  since  the  Founder's  Statutes  have  left 
that  point  undefined. 

The  number  of  Feoffees  when  onnplete,  is  Twblvk. 
They  are  at  present,—. 
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Sir  John  Fleming  Lbtcbstee,  Bart.,  of  Tabley  House. 
John  Maeshall,  Esq.,  of  Hartford/ in  the  Chapeby  c^ 

Witton. 
Thomas  Maeshall,  Esq.,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  John  Hunt,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  William  Beadbuen,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Chantlee,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Baekee,  of  Northwich. 
Mr.  John  Baeeee,  of  Witton. 
Mr.  William  Twemlow,  of  Witton. 

In  addition  to  the  Statutes  prescribed  by  The  Foundee, 
the  following  **  Regviatums  '^  have  been  made  by  The 
Feoffees,  which  are  now  in  force ;-« 

Ist.  The  Head  M^ter  shall  not  accept  of  any  Church  Prefer- 
ment^ or  other  Situation^  but  devote  himself  wholly  to  the 
business  and  management  of  the  School.  This  is  not  to  prevent 
his  taking  Holy  Orders^  havmg  Boarden,  or  doing  Sunday  duty. 

2d.  Bdbre  appointment  he  shall,  as  other  Masters  have  done^ 
give  his  Bond  in  the  sum  of  j£600.  duly  to  perform  the  above 
Regulation,  and  in  every  other  respect  to  perform  his  duty  as 
Heeid  Master. 

3d.  In  inflicting  personal  chastisement,  he  shall  use  only  the 
Cane,  except  in  cases  of  gross  misbehaviour,  when  the  Trustees 
must  be  consulted  as  to  any  other  punishment. 

4th.  The  Master  shall  have  the  power  of  Expulsion. 

5th.  The  Eton  Grammars,  and  none  other,  shall  be  taught. 

6th.  The  two  Vacations,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  shall 
not  exceed  Four  weeks  each,  and  only  three  days  Holiday  at 
Shrovetide,  and  Easter,  shall  be  allowed. 

7th.  Holidays  shall  be  given  on  the  Afternoons  of  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  weekly  -,  but  no  other  Holidays,  shall  be  given, 
except  at  the  Vacations. 

The  affairs  of  the  School  have  of  late  years  undergone 
some  other  changes ;  and  the  Feoffees  have  judged  it  expe- 
dient to  appoint  Thvo  Masters,  providing  for  each  of  them 
from  it'*s  Funds. 

But  all  Innovations  of  the  Statutes,  it  is  said,  are  likely  to 
be  abolished. 

All  boys  are  admitted,  when  there  are  any  vacancies; 
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prefereKiee  being  ffvea  to  persons  reskfing  withhi  The 
Chapeby  of  Wkton.  Children  are  admitted  at  Six  years 
of  age,  and  may  remain  until  they  are  Eighteen  without 
superannuation.  There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission ; 
but  it  is  required  that  their  Parents,  or  s(Hne  other  of  their 
Relations  or  Friends,  diould  bring  them  to  the  School,  and 
promise  the  Master-that  th^  will  always  send  them  dean 
and  neatly  dressed. 

The  present  number  of  Scholars  in  The  Uppee  School 
is  Ten  ;  and  in  The  Lowke  School,  Thiety,  These  two 
Sdiools  are  entirely  distinct  frbm  each  other;  neither  has 
The  Head  Master  any  connection  or  concern  whatever  with 
the  other  School ;  He  is  expected  to  teach  the  Latin  and 
Greek  Languages  onb/. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Authors  taught,  are  Eutropius^ 
Phsedrus,  Caesar,  Ovid,  Virgil,  Sallust,  Horace,  Cicero,  and 
Terence, — The  Greek  Testament,  Xeno]Jion^s  Cyropedia 
and  Memorabilia,  and  Homer'^s  Iliad. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univer»ty  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  School ;  neither  is  there  a  Common  SeaL 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Whitwoeth, 
whose  Salary  is  j£8().  per  annum.  This  Gentleman  does  not 
take  Boarders;  but  he  has  Ten  Day^-scholars,  from  each  of 
whom  he  receives  Four  guineas  a  year;  most  of  these  are 
Sons  of  one  or  other  of  The  Trustees.  There  is  now  no 
Dwelling-house  belonging  to  The  School. 

The  Salary  .of  the  Second  Master  is  £20.  per  annum. 
He  takes  pupils,  for  each  of  whom  he  is  allowed  to  charge 
20*.  a  year  for  reading,  and  writing,  and  an  additional  20s. 
a  year  for  cyphering,  book-keeping,  and  mathematics. 

This  School,  firom  it's  contiguity  to  the  Town  of  Northwich, 
is  sometimes  erroneously  called  ^  Noethwich  School.'' 
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BODMIN. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Bodmin,  which  is  ntuate  in  the 
Church-yard,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  en- 
dowed with  £5,.6..S.  per  armum^  now  payable  out  cS  the 
LAnd  Revenues  of  the  Crown,  To  which  sum  The  Corpo- 
ration make  an  addition  of  £95.  annually  for  the  Master^s 
Salary,  which  is  pud  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Borough 
by  the  Mayor. 

There  are  uojree  boys.  All  who  are  willing  to  pay  two 
fpaasiitBS  per  annum  for  instruction  in  the  Classics,  and  which 
the  Master  is  allowed  by  The  Corporation  to  chaige,  may 
send  their  Children.  There  are  at  present  15  Town  boys 
at  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Valpt^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar, are  used. 

There  are  no  Scholarships,  not  other  Univernty  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joseph  Fateee, 
who  was  Second  Senior  Optimi  at  Clare  HaU,  Cambridge, 
in  180.9.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  their  bills  upon  an 
average  b^g  £45.  a  year,  for  board  and  education.  The 
Mathematics  are  taught  to  some  extent.  He  has  now  25 
Boarders.  .  , 

The  Head  Masters  have  generally  been  appcnnted  Chi^ 
lains  to  the  County  G^ol,  with  a  Salary  of  £100.  per  an- 
num :  which  office  is  holden  by  the  present  Master. 

Humphrey  Pride  aux,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Norwich,  received 
a  part  of  his  elementary  Education  here.

ST.  IVES. 

A  Grammar  School,  for  the  instruction  of  youlh,  by  s 
Master  and  Usher,  was  founded  in  this  Town  by  a  Charter 
of  King  Charles  the  First,  in  1 639.  The  Bishc^  of  Exeter, 
with  the  Mayor  and  Ci^ital  Burgesses  of  St  Ives,  having 
been  appointed  Governors. 
This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past 
Jonathan  Touf,  an  eminent  Critic,  was  educated  here. 
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.      LAUNCESTON. 

The  Royal  Grammas  School  at  Launceston  was  found- 
ed by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  an  annual  sum 
of  £  17-13..3J.,  now  payable  out  of  The  Land  Revenue  of 
the  Crown. 

George  Baron,  Esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1 685,  gave  an  additional  sum  of  £  10.  a  year ;  with  a 
power  for  himself  and  his  Successors  to  nominate  Ten  Boys, 
to  be  educated  here  free  of  expense.  This  Donation,  by  his 
Descendant,  Oliver  Baron,  Esq.,  has  since  been  made  pay- 
able out  of  the  Manor  of  "  Paris  Garden^  in  the  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  in  Surrey,  in  lieu  of  lands  charged  there- 
with ;  But  they  now  only  send  Five  boys. 

Indeed  the  School  has  never  exceeded  Twelve  or  Four- 
teen  boys  of  late  years. 

There  isalsoan  annualpajrmentof  J£l5.  by  The  Dukeof 
Northumberland. 

The  Patrons  of  the  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Launceston. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use :  And 
the  system  of  Education  is  the  same  as  is  pursued  in  the 
great  Seminaries. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  J.  H.  Hutton, 
who  has  an  excellent  House,  and  delightfully  situate ;  but 
it  is  unfortunately  in  a  neighbourhood  of  no  affluence  to 
furnish  many  Scholars. 
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LISKEARD. 

Thxbv  are  no  Records  now  existing,  nor  oral  Tradition,  to 
assgn  a  name  to  the  Founder  or  a  date  to  the  Erecticm  of 
The  Grammar  School  at  Liskeard. 

The  School-room  which  is  a  plain  building,  and  of  no 
antiquity,  is  situate  upon  the  scite  of  an  ancient  Castle, 
some  few  vestiges  of  the  walls  that  inclosed  it  still  remain- 
ing :  And  being  upon  a  very  elevated  spot,  the  whole  of  the 
Town,  and  a  great  extent  of  Country,  are  presented  to  the 
view. 

The  Scite  of  the  Castle  is  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall, 
and  a  small  acknowledgement  of  the  tenure  is  annually  paid 
to  the  Duke^s  Oi&cers  at  their  Audit. 

There  is  no  Endowment  attached  to  the  School,  nor  any 
Dwelling-house  for  the  Master :  But  he  has  been  paid  a 
yearly  Salary  by  The  Corporation  of  Liskeard,  fit>m  time 
imfnemorial. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd  Athakasius  Lapfee, 
Curate  of  Liskeard,  whose  Salary  is  £  100.  per  annum :  for 
which  he  is  obliged  to  educate,  free  of  expense,  as  many  of 
The  Freemens^  Sons  as  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  think 
proper  to  recommend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  amilar  to  the  Eton  Plan. 

Of  late  years,  this  School  has  been  small ;  but  it  formerly 
flourished  very  much  under  the  conduct  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Haydon,  and  continued  in  great  repute  under  The  Revd. 
Mr.  Ltne,  and  also  under  the  management  of  hb  Son  : 
the  Iftter  of  whom  is  now  Rector  of  Little  P^therick,  and 
is  the  Author  of  a  School  book,  called  "  7%^  Latin  Primer,'^ 
which  b  said  to  be  of  considerable  merit 
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Dean  Pbideaux  receiTed  his  elementary  education  here, 
which  he  afterwards  completed  under  Dr.  Busbt  at  West^ 
minster.  And  many  Noblemen,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  high- 
est respectability  in  the  North-East  part  of  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  and  the  West  of  Devon,  are  indebted  for  thdr 
instruction  to  this  Seminary.

PENRYN. 

Thb  Grammae  School  at  Penkyn,  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
Gluvias,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  endowed 
it  with  JC6..18..0.  per  annum,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land 
Revenue  of  the  Crown,  for  a  Master  to  teach  Thbee  boys. 
No  regular  appointment  of  a  Master  by  The  Corporation 
of  Pemynhas  taken  place,  since  the  death  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Beveblbt,  about  Twelve  years  since. 
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SALTASH. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Saltabh  was  founded  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  £7..0..0.  per  cmntimy  for  a 
Master,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the 
Crown. 
This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past. 
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TRURO. 

The  Gbammab  School  at  Truro  owes  it's  origin  and 
endowment  to  some  benevolent  person,  whose  name  is  now 
not  known. 

A  Salary  of  £  1 5.  per  annum  was  long  paid  to  the  Mas- 
ter,  whidi,  it  is  suppo^,  arose  from  some  of  the  lands  that 
had  been,  from  a  very  early  period,  in  the  possession  of  Hie 
Corporation, — or,  it  may  be,  was  their  spontaneous  ffSiy  for 
the  encouragement  of  Learning, — as  all  their  Revenues  are 
oonadered,  to  be  vested  in  them  for  public  purposes. 

The  School  is  a  venerable  Structure,  42  feet  in  length  by 
28  feet  in  breadth,  and  18;  feet  in  height  to  the  ceijing, 
with  pillars  and  pilasters  of  the  Corinthian  Ordei:. 

Adjoining,  is  a  Library,  filled  with  excellent  editions  of 
the  Classics  and  other  valuable  Works,  which  are  under  the 
sole  control  of  the  Master,  and  are  lent,  at  his  pleasure,  oc- 
ca^onally  to  the  Scholars. 

There  was  formerly  a  Dwelling-house  appropriated  to 
the  Master,  contiguous  to  the  School;  which,  in  1731, 
was  pulled  down  to  enlarge  the  School-room;  and  Mr. 
CoNON,  the  then  Master,  perhaps,  unfortunately  for  his 
Successors  consented  to  receive  £10.  per  annvm  in  lieu 
of  it. 

These  two  sums  of  £15.  and  £10.  were  paid  by  The 
Corporation  for  some  years.  When  Lord  Falmouth,  the 
Recorder,  very  generously  gave  an  additional  £25.  per  an- 
numy  for  the  encouragement  of  Learning.  This  sum  has 
been  continued  to  be  paid  annually  either  by  The  Corpora- 
tion who  are  the  Patrons,  or  the  Representatives  of  the  Bo- 
rough, and  has,  for  many  years,  been  considered  as  the 
stated  Salary.  ^ 
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In  the  Records  of  the  Borough,  The  School  is  styled  a 
Frte  School ; — and,  it  is  said,  that  formerly  The  Corpora- 
tion expected  the  Master  to  educate  such  boys  as  they  might 
recommend,  grahtiiously.  But  the  question  has  never  been 
pressed  upon  the  Master,  during  a  peiiod  of  Fifty  years. 
Mr.  CoNON  is  known  to  have  educated  One  Schokr  without 
fee,  who  afterwards  distinguished  himself  by  his  acquire- 
ments: And  the  present  Master,  in  more  instances  than 
one,  has  given  boys  their  education  gratia.  But  this  arose 
from  Charity f  and  not  from  any  Obligation. 

Boys  are  admitted  at  about  eight  or  nine  years  of  age,  if 
they  can  read  English.  The  number  of  Scholars,  upon  an 
average  for  the  last  ten  years,  has  been  Fifty. 

The  Etoi9  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present  in 
use ;  and  the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton 
College. 

Theremre  Two  Exhibitions  to  Exeter  College,  Oxford, 
arising  from  the  effects  of  St.  John  Elliot,  late  Sector  of 
St  Mary'^s  in  Truro,  and  of  Ladock,  as  appears  by  the 
following  Extract  ftom  the  Decree  in  Chancery  relating  to 
Mr.  Elliot's  Trust,  dated  the  lith  of  March,  1767:— 
Wherein  the  Master  reports, — 

*'  And  the  Defendants  Michell,  Conon,  and  Vivian,  the 
surviving  Executors  and  Trustees,  named  in  the  Will  of  the 
Testator  St.  John  Elliot,  have  laid  before  me  a  Scheme  fbr 
disposing  of  the  clear  Residue  of  his  personal  estate,  not  speci- 
fically bequeathed,  in  promoting  true  Virtue  and  Piety,  pursuant 
to  his  Will,— Whereby  they  do  propose  and  agree,  that  the  8»d 
Trustees,  and  the  Survivors  and  Survivor  of  them,  shall  continue 
and  act  as  Trustees  and  Trustee  under  the  Will  of  the  said  St. 
John  Elliot,  for  the  several  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  :— 

"  And  that,  after  the  death  of  such  Survivor,  The  Rector  of 
Truro,  The  Schoolmaster  of  Truro,  The  Vicar  of  Kenwyn,  The 
Vicar  of  Gluvias,  and  The  Vicar  of  Veryan,  all  in  the  Coimty  of 
Cornwall,  for  the  time  being,  shall  succeed  and  for  ever  be. 
standing  Trustees  for  this  Charity : — 

'^  And  they  further  propose,  that  the  whole  of  the  Trust 
Estate  shall  be  converted  into  ready  money,  and  be  invested  in 
the  Three  per  Cent.  Bank  Annuities  in  the  name  of  the  Account-

ant  of  diis  Honourable  Court> — and  that  as  aoon  aft  the  8ame>  or 
a  sufficient  part  thereof  shall  have  been  so  invested*  the  yearly 
sum  of  £30.>  part  of  the  Interest  or  produce  thereof,  be  applied 
half  yearly  by  equal  payments  towards  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  Onb  Scholar,  to  be  from  time  to  time  chosen  by  tlie 
present  Trustees,  &c.>  at  Exbtbr  Collbob,  in  Oxford,  who 
shall  have  been  educated  at  The  Grammar  School  of  Truro 
aforesaid, — ^which  Scholar  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  same  for 
Seven  years  after  his  admittance  in  the  said  College,  subject  to 
the  Provisoes  hereinafter  mentioned  : — 

''  And,  that  the  like  annual  sum  of  £30.,  other  part  of  such 
Interest  and  produce  be  in  like  manner  applied  towards  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  oi  Onb  other  such  Scholar  at  Exbtbr 
CoLLBoB  aforesaid,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and  for 
the  like  term  of  Seven  years,  and  subject  to  the  same  Provisoes, — 
which  Scholar  shall  have  been  educated  in  like  manner  at  Truro 
Grammar  School  aforesaid, — In  case  at  one  and  the  same  time 
there  shall  be  Two  such  Sdiolars  fit  and  proper  to  ei^oy  the 
said  Exhibition,  sudi  fitness  and  propriety  to  be  determined  by 
the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
or  by  the  m^ior  part  or  Survivors  or  Survivor  of  the  present 
Trustees  :^But  if  at  any  time  there  shall  be  but  Okb  such 
Scholar  educated  at  Truro  Grammar  School  in  manner  afbre- 
said,  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  Exhibition,  that  then  such  Scholar 
shall  have  and  receive  the  sum  of  £55.  by  the  year,  and  so  in 
proportion  fbr  any  less  or  greater  time,  ana  the  Trustees  for  the 
time  being  shall  in  such  case  annudlyi^ply  the  remaining  £85., 
or  other  remaining  sum,  for  and  towards  the  support  and  main-

'^  And,  that  the  pr^ent  Trustees,  &c.,  may  suspend  or  remove 
any  of  such  Scholars,  whether  educated  at  Truro  or  any  other 
School,  fhim  the  enjoyment  of  this  Exhibition,  on  any  gross  or 
notorious  irregularity  in  pointof  Morals  orCc^^iate  Disc^line, 
which  shall  be  certified  to  the  said  Trustees  by  the  Rector  (or»  in 
his  absence,  by  the  Sub-Rector)  of  Exeter  College  aforesaid,— 
or,  in  case  the  ssid  Scholars,  or  either  of  them,  shall  not  duly 
keep  within  the  said  College  Three  Acadeniical  Terms  iil  every 
year,  during  which  he  or  they  shall  respectively  ei^oy  their  se- 
veral Exhibitions  :«- 

''  But  they  further  propose,  that  an  election  to  a  Fellowship

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ThuPfoposal  was  approved  by  the  Master,  and  his  RqKvt 
was  confirmed  by  the  Court. 

Mr.  Robert  Paul,  of  Truro,  aged  Nineteen,  one  of  the 
present  Exhibitioners,  was,  in  Easter  Term  1817)  dected  a 
FeOffw ;  bang  the  ycungut  ever  appcnnted,  it  is  said,  at 
ExETBR  CoLLKGB.    This  is  recorded  to  hb  honour.

The  size  of  Mr.  Hogg's  house  linuts  him  to  Twsltk 
Boarders.  He  b  the  Author  of  two  Poems,  ^^'  St  Michael^s 
Mount,  in  Cornwall,^ — and  ^^  The  .Influence  of  the  Holy 
Bible. ^'  Dr.  Fisher,  then  Bishop  of  Exeter,  after  having 
read  his  Testimoniak,  which  he  prcmounced  ^^  very  cmpU^ 
and  having  administered  the  usual  Oaths,  granted  this  Gen- 
tleman his  Licence,  in  the  month  of  August,  1805. 

The  Vacaticms,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  are  Five 
weeks  each.

The  Free  Grahmab  School. 

In  the  b^tnning  of  the  year  1583,  Edmund  Gbindall, 
a  native  of  Henangham  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Bees,  then 
Ardibifihop  of  Canterbuet,  intending  to  found  a  Ghrammar 
School  here,  appUed  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  who,  by  her 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  April,  1588,  granted. 
That  there  should  be  one  Gxammar  School  in  Kibkbt 
Beacoce  alias  Saint  Beghes,  to  be  called  "  Thb  Fbeb 
Gbahmar  School  of  Edmund  Gbindall,  Archlrishop  of 
Cantebbury,"  for  the  instruction  of  Youth, — to  have  one 
Master, — and  that  there  should  be  Seven  discreet  and 
honest  men,  to  be  called  Wabdens  and  Govebnobs  of  the 
Possessions,  Gkxxls,  and  Revenues  of  the  School,— -The 
Provost  of  Queen's  Coll^,  Oxford,  and  The  Rector  cyf 
Egr^mont,  for  the  time  being,  always  to  be  7\k>,  .John 
Lampley,  of  Lampley,  Esquire,  Robebt  Sandes,  of  Ret- 
tington.  Esquire,  William  Davies,  of  St  Bees,  Grentk- 
xnan,  Richabd  Skblton,  of  Walton,  Yeoman,  and  Robebt 
Gbindall,  of  Hen^gham,  Yeoman,  to  be  the  first  Gover- 
nors,— to  be  one  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
— to  have  a  Common  Seal, — alid  to  receive  and  enjoy  any 
manors,  lands,  or  other  possesions  for  the  benefit  of  the 
School 

The  Founder  was  empowered  to  appoint  a  Master,  when 
occanon  should  require,  during  his  own  life,— and  to  make 
such  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the 
ordering  and  governing  the  Master,  Schdars,  and  Revenues, 
as  he  should  think  fit,  to  <<  be  for  ever  kept  inviolaUe.* 

And  after  the  death  of  the  Archbishop,  The  Provost  of 
Queens's  College,  for  the  time  bdng,  to  have  the  nominatioa 
of  the  Master,  so  as  he  be  a  person  of  Leanung^  and  bcxn 
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in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland,  York,  Westmorland,  and 
Lancaster. 

In  virtue  of  this  authority  His  Grace  drew  up  the 
fdbwing  Statutes  and  Ordikakcbs,  fcnr  the  better  Govern- 
ment and  ordering  of  his  Free  Grammar  Schod,  and  of  the 
L«ands  and  Revenues  thereto  belonging,  which  are  dated  the 
3d  of  July,  1583,  and  were  solemnly  delivered  and  pub- 
lished in  the  presence  of  Eight  Witnesses,  on  the  same 
day:— 

**  Of  the  Election  of  Thb  Wardens  and  Governors. 
C^.  1. 

There  is  nothing  so  good  and  profitably  devised^  that  may  not 
very  soon^  either  by  negligence  grow  into  decay  or  by  maUce  be 
utterly  overthrown^  unless  it  be  upholden  by  good  Order  and 
carefiil  Government.    To  the  end  therefore,  that  our  purpose 
concerning  this  School  may  more  profitably  take  eflfect  and 
longer  continue^  the  Queen*s  most  excellent  Majesty  oi  her  gra- 
dous  Favor,  at  our  humble  Petition,  hath,  by  her  Majesty's 
Letters  Patent  granted  and  appointed,  that  there  shall  for  ever 
and  from  time  to  time  be  seven  discreet  and  honest  men  to  have 
the  oversight,  government^  and  disposition  of  this  School  and 
the  Lands^  Goods,  and  Revenues   thereof;   which  shall  be 
called.  The  Wabdens   and  Governors  of  the  Possessions, 
Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Ed- 
munds Grindall,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  Ktrbt  Beacok 
aUas  St.  Beghbs,  in  the  County  of  Cmnberland ;  whereof  the 
Provost  of  the  Queen's  College,  in  Oxon,  and  the  Parsons  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Egermonde,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland^ 
shall  always  be  two,  and  their  Successors  fiom  time  to  time> 
and  the  other  five,  after  the  death  or  deaths  of  any  of  them  that 
be  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patent,  shall  be  chosen  from  time 
to  time  according  to  the  Tenor  thereof,  that  is  to  say,  as  often 
as  it  shall  happen  one  or  more  of  them  for  the  time  being  to 
die,  the  Residue  of  the  Wardens  and  Governors  aforesaid  or 
the  greater  part  of  them^  within  six  weeks  after  his  or  their 
Death,  shall  msike  choice  of  another  or  more  meet  Person  as 
necessity  shall  require,  to  succeed  in  their  Rooms.    And  if  the 
said  Wardens  or  Governors  so  surviving  shall  neglect  to  mak^ 
choice  and  election  within  the  said  Time,  then  the  Reverend 
Father  in  God  the  Bishop  of  Chester^  for  the  time  being,  shall 
and  may  elect  and  appoint  such  Persons  as  shall  be  meet  and 
needful  for  that  Furpose.-^But  if  any  that  are  chosen  within  the 
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time  limited  shall  reftise  to  take  vipon  tfaem  tiia  Cam  of  so  goodi 
and  profitable  a  work  (which  God  fbrind),  then  the  residiie  or 
the  greater  part  of  the  said  Groyemors  shall  proceed  to  a  new^ 
Election,  within  six  weeks  after  such  refusal  signified  unto  any 
of  the  said  Governors  under  the  Hand  of  the  Recusant.— And 
for  like  Definilt  of  the  said  GGnremors*  the  Election  shall  devolve 
to  the  said  Bishop,  for  the  time  being. — ^The  Receiver  of  the

to  be  defalked  out  of  his  Stipend. — And  we  will,  that  tiie  said 
Elections  shall  be  made  in  the  Chamber  that  shall  be  built  over 
the  School  for  such  Purposes,  and  in  the  meantime  in  some 
other  convenient  place,— and  a  Dinner  shall  be  provided  there 
for  the  said  Wardens  by  the  Receiver  for  the  time  being,  pro- 
vided that  the  Chaige  thereof  exceed  not  6s.Sd,: — ^And  if  it  may 
conveniently  be  upon  the  general  and  ordinary  day  of  meeting 
hereafter  mentioned,  then  the  Chaige  of  this  extraordinary 
Dinner  diall  be  saved. 

Of  the  Gensbal  and  Ordin art  Mxbtino  of  the  Governors 
onee  a  Year.     Cap.  9d. 

The  said  Wardens  and  Governors  shall  every  year  once  meet 
at  the  School,  viz.,  on  the  Tuesday  or  Thursday  in  the  Forenoon 
after  Easter  week,  and  shall  cause  these  Statutes  to  be  openly 
read  before  them  by  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  and  shall  make 
choice  of  one  of  themselves  to  be  Receiver  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
said  School  fbr  the  year  following,  and  shall  take  account  of  tike 
old  Receiver.— They  shall  also  at  this  their  Meeting  consider  of 
those  things  that  shall  be  necessary,  about  the  disposing  of  the 
Lands  and  Revenues  of  the  school,  and  see  the  same  carefully

how  lus  Scholars  do  profit  under  him,  and  whether  he  perfbnn 
his  Duty  in  bringing  them  up  in  Learning  and  in  the  Fear  of 
God,  or  no.— And  if  he  be  caieful  and  diligent,  they  shall  com* 
mend  and  encourage  him,  but  if  they  find  him  to  be  notoriously  * 
negligent  or  given  to  any  grievous  Crime^  they  shall  rebuke  and 
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tdmoniah  him  tki»eQf>  and  it  he  shall  not  fiirthwith  rafbim  him- 
6dt  they  shall  the  aecQad  time  admoniBh  him  by  their  Letters 
or  otherwise  withio  tiutee  Months^  but  if  he  da  not  then  amendj^ 
let  him  be  resmoved  by  the  Reoeirer  (who  for  hie  jeers  shall 
hare  special  care  ther^f)'  ^^  ^  coasent  of  thrae  othera  oC 
the  Wardeas.-— 'Aad  warning  diaU  be  given  l^the  said  Wardena 
to  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College^  in  Oxon»  for  the  time  bei^g^ 
and  upon  his  Ddisuilt  to  the  Master  of  Firaabroke  Hall  in  Cam- 
bridge,  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  said  Letters  Patent, 
to  make  choice  of  another  that  shall  be  meeter. — Finally  the  said 
Wardens  and  Governors  shall  have  Care,  that  these  Statutes  be 
duly  observed  in  all  points,  and  tiiat  the  Accounts  of  the  Re- 
ismwers,  and  the  Elections  and  Grants,  and  other  orders  that  shall 
beset  down  or  made  by  them  or  their  Meetings  shall  be  registered 
in  a  Book  for  that  Purpose,  wi&  the  day  and  year  oi  the  same, 
by  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Gover-

We  will,  that  the  Recdver  shall  be  chosen  every  year  at  the 
General  Meeting  (unless  ui^ent  Cause  be  to  the  contrary),  and 
by  the  greater  part  of  the  Governors  that  shafi  be  present,  and 
he  shall  see  the  School  repmred,  if  need  require,  wi^n  his  year, 
and  pay  tiie  wages  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  at  the  end  of

Sleetion  he  shall  enter  into  Bond  sufficient  to  the  said  Wardens, 
to  make  a  true  account  at  the  year's  end  before  them  at  thdr 
gHk&Bl  and  ordinaiy  meeting,  and  to  defiver  up  unto  them  such 
money  aediall  remain  upon  his  eecount^  which  shall' ixmnediatdy 
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be  put  into  a  chest  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
remain  there  in  a  stock  for  uses  hereafter  mentioned ; — he  shall 
also  gire  warning,  as  is  said  before,  of  the  death  or  refusal  of 
any  of  the  Fire  Governors  that  shall  happen  within  his  year, 
and  of  the  occasions  and  times  of  I\iblic  Meetings,  and  of  the 
avoidance  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  shall  receive  for  hia 
pains  80«. 

Of  the  SCBOOLMASTIK. 

C^.  4th. 

The  Schoolmaster  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  us 
during  our  natural  Life,  and  after  our  Death  by  the  Provost  of 
the  Oueen*8  College,  in  Oxon,  for  the  time  beings — ^But  if  the 
said  Provost,  at  any  time  within  two  Months  next  after  the 
avoidance  of  the  said  Sdioolmaster  upon  reasonable  warning 
thereof  by  the  more  part  of  the  said  wardens  and  governors  for 
the  time  being,  shall  not  appoint  another  meet  and  learned  per- 
son, that  can  inake  Greek  and  Latin  verses,  and  read  and  inter- 
pret the  Greek  Grammar  and  other  Greek  Authors,  and  which 
is  and  shall  be  bom  within  the  Counties  of  Ciunberland,  York» 
Westmorland,  or  Lancaster,  to  be  Schoolmaster  there,  then  and 
so  often  the  Master  of  Pembroke-Hall,  in  Cambridge,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  have  the  authority  to  nominate  and  a|^int 
the  like  meet  and  learned  Man  in  the  said  place  for  that  time, 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  said  Letters  Patent. — The  School- 
master shall  carefully  seek  to  bring  up  all  his  Scholars  equally 
in  Learning  and  good  Manners,  and  shall  refuse  none,  being 
bom  in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  of  whom 
he  shall  receive  only  4d.  a  piece  at  their  first  coming,  for  the 
entering  of  their  names  into  his  Book,  and  no  more  for  their 
teaching.-*And  he  shall  have  for  his  pains  yearly  £80.,  to  be 
paid  \mto  him  quarterly  as  is  aforesaid,  by  equal  portions,  and 
at  his  first  coming  shall  receive  towards  his  charges  in  hit 
journey,  so  much  of  the  said  yearly  Stipend  as  shall  be  grown 
due  since  the  avoidance  of  the  last  Schoohnaster  before  £m.— > 
Further,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the 
Sdiool  above  Twenty  Days  in  the  whole  year,  except  the  twelve

Item,  We  do  by  these  presents  nominate  and  af^pdnt  Nicholas 
CopsLANDE,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  to  be  the  first  Schoolmaster 
there. 

Of  the  UsHBR. 
C^.  5th. 

The  Schoolmaster  fbr  the  time  being  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  some  poor  Scholar,  that  imderstandeth  his  Grammar, 
and  can  write  a  reasonable  hand,  to  be  his  Usher  under  him  -, 
who  shall  teach  the  Children  to  read  and  write  English,  and  to 
say  by  heart  the  Catechism  in  English  set  forth  by  public  autho- 
rity, with  the  additions,  and  the  Accidence,  and  when  they  are 
able  to  learn  construction  they  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Mas- 
ter's School. — ^The  Usher  shall  have  for  his  wages  yearly  five

The  Schoolmaster  shall  encourage  tibie  good  natured,  and 
those  that  are  toward  in  Learning,  by  praising  and  preferring 
them  to  higher  places,  and  shall  dispraise  and  di^lace  the  sloth- 
ful and  untoward,,  that  either  for  love  of  commendation  or  fear  of 
shame  they  may  be  provoked  to  learn  and  profit  at  their  books. 
He  shall  chiefly  labour  to  make  his  Scholars  profit  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Grammar,  and  to  the  end  they  may  the  better  profit 
therein,  he  shall  exercise  them  in  the  best  Authors  in  boUi 
tongues  that  are  meet  for  their  capacity, — Provided  always,  that 
Hie  first  books  of  construction  that  they  shall  read  either  in 
Latin  or  Greek,  shall  be  the  smaller  Catechisma  set  forth  by 
public  authority  for  that  purpose  in  the  said  tongues,  which  we 
mil  they  shall  learn  by  heart,  that  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
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toi^efl  theijr  may  alao  learn  tkeir  duty  towardu  God  and  Mui. 
These  bodes  shali  only  be  read  in  the  said  School,  etctpt  it

Jtnd  we  pray  and  charge  the  Wardens  as  they  will  answer  unto  God 
at  the  dreadful  day  of  Judgment,  that  they  see  the^  StoMeg 
r  AiTHF  vt  LY  observ&i  to  the  uttenuost  of  their  Power. 
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Certain  Obdsbs  for  the  Scholabs. 

Imprimis,  they  shall  resort  to  the  School  every  working  Day  by 
4even  of  tiie  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  remain  there  'tiU  eleven  ; 
likewise  after  Dinner  they  shall  come  by  one  of  the  Clocks  and 
continue  until  Jive,  excq[)t  tlie  Schoolmaster  shall  at  any  time 
grant  them  leave  to  play,  which  shall  not  be  above  once  in  a 
week^  except  it  be  in  Christmas,  and  in  Easter,  and  Whitson 
weeks. 

Item,  both  at  their  coming  and  departing  they  shall  with  audi- 
lAe  and  distinct  voice  say  Prayers  upon  their  Knees,  the  Master 
and  Usher  joining  with  them,  in  such  Form  as  shall  hereafter 
be  described  and  i^pointed.  And  when  they  depart  from  School 
(unless  they  have  leave  to  play)  they  shall  go  two  and  two  toge- 
ther, so  &r  as  their  way  lieth,  without  wandering  and  gadding 
out  of  Order. 

Item,  they  shall  every  Saturday  in  die  Forenoon  repeat  that 
which  they  have  learned  the  week  before  -,  and  when  any  of 
them  shall  be  thought  to  be  able  by  the  Schoolmaster^  two  shall 
be  ^pointed  weekly  to  declaim  upon  some  Theme  by  heart  the 
same  day  before  Dinner,  and  they  shall  exhibit  their  Declama- 
tions in  writing,  and  otbers  that  shall  be  thcmght  meet  shall 
exhibit  verses  upon  the  same  Theme  to  the  Master,  that  he  may 
peruse  them,  and  teach  them  to  amend  the  Faults,  and  during 
the  reciting  of  the  said  Declamations,  the  rest  of  the  Scholars 
shall  be  attentive. 

Item,  upon  Saturdays  and  Half-holidays  in  the  afternoon,  they 
shall  apply  their  writing  by  the  space  of  two  Hours,  and  the 
Master  and  Usher  in  the  meanthne  shall  examine  such  of  their 
Scholars  as  they  think  meet  in  the  Catechism,  either  in  Eng- 
lish, Latin,  or  Greek,  according  to  their  Capacities,  and  as 
they  have  learned  the  same. 

Item,  If  any  of  them  shall  use  swearing,  filthy  talk,  lewd  and 
licentious  Books  or  Songs,  they  shall  be  ^arply  punished." 
N  The  benevdent  Founder  had  purchased  m  his  life  time, 
in  the  name  of  the  Governors,  certain  lands,  called  *<  PcJ^ 
mers  Fields/^  at  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  then 
worth  £50.  per  cmrium^  as  stated  in  the  Statutes.  This 
Estate  was  afterwards  very  improperly  leased  out  few  One 
Thousand  Yeabs,  without  fine  or  consideradon  to  the 
School! 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1583,  the  Archlnshop  died,  before

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the  Foundation  was  fidly  completed,  leaving  at  tbe  time  of 
his  Decease  £500.  in  the  hands  of  his  Executors,  to  pur- 
chase therewith  lands  of  the  annual  value  of  JCSOl  fiv  the 
further  maiatenanoe  of  the  Sdiool. 

And  it  would  seem,  dut  the  School  was  buik  very  sooo 
after  hy  his  Executors,  as  the  Doorway  has  the  datec^  1585 
upcmit. 

On  the  15&  of  June,  1595,  a  Moond  Patent  was  gnnted 
by  Queen  Elizabeth  in  confirmatiGn  <^  the  former,  red- 
ting  die  several  psrtioulani^  and  spedally  £rectiiig  that  the 
Statutes  and  OpdiBaiices,  wkidi  had  been  made  by  tfe 
Ardibishop,  should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  diereaftar,be 
•bserved  and  kq>t  inviolaUe. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  1G04,  Soi^  James  die  Firdt,  » 
augmentation  of  the  or^;inal  Endowment,  granted  to  the 
Wardens  and  Gpovemors  of  die  School,  and  their  Successors 
fcreiver,—

and  late  bdonging  to  die  Monastery  of  St.  Mary  near  Ycn^  :—

And  all  those  Four  Messuages  in  Hensingham,  and  Wray>  in 
the  possession  of  John  Qbindall>  and  others,  and  all  perquuAtes 
and  profits  of  Courts  there  valued  at,  oomminibus  annit,  ^.,6d. 
a  year : — 

All  which  premises  were  late  parcel  of  the  lands  and  posses- 
sions of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  Knt.,  deceased,  and  by  a  particu- 
lar survey  wene  rained  at  il98..8..0|  per  annum  .— 

To  beholden  as  of  the  Manor  of  ^Am^Hii/^,  in  t)ie  County 
of  York,  in  free  soccage. 

An  Act  of  Parliament  was  SQon  after  pissed^  poi^^rmifig 
this  Grant. 

In  the  year  1608,  The  Wardens  and  Goyemars  granted 
to  the  Tenants  in  St  Bees,  and  SandwUh,  le^s^  of  the  several 
tenanents,  which  had  been  given  by  the  Royal  Grant  ia 
1604,  for  the  term  of  Onb  Thous^np  years,— which,  it  is 
said.  Archbishop  Bakcboft  obliged  the  Crpvemors  to  do. 

The  present  annual  value  of  these  lands  is  supposed  to  be 
at  least  JS8000.,— but  the  reveiiue  arising  from  them  to  the 
School,  is  stated  toheleee  than  £100. 

In  the  above  mentioned  Leases  a  reservation  is  made  of  the 
Royalties,  &c.,  and  of  the  Mines  and  Minerals  on  the  pre- 
niita  ao  leased,  and  also  of  the  stone  and  slate  necessary  for 
Ae  repair  of  the  School  and  ifs  premises. 

It  appeaiB  that  Lord  Lonsdale,  who  is  one  of  the  Go- 
v^VDorn,  daima  the  Royalties  belonging  to  the  School  as 
granted  to  the  Lowthbe  Family  by  lease  from  the  Go- 
▼emors :— it  does  not  appear,  what  rent  is  paid  for  this  lease, 
aa  th^  sum  reported  as  the  rent,  is  said  by  inhere  to  be  in 
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lieu  of  40  loads  of  CoaU  formerly  granted  to  the  Sdiool  out 
of  a  pit  in  Lord  Lonsdals^s  Manor,  which  is  mentioned 
in  the  life  of  ArchUshop  Gbindall. 

The  Grovemors,  however,  do  yet  hold  possesnon  of  the 
Royalties  within  the  Flood-mark.  They  let  on  lease  an 
Alabaster  Quarry,  which  fcMins  the  chief  part  of  the  Revenue 
of  the  Scliod,  at  £60.  per  annum.  They  hold  a  Court  an- 
nually in  the  School-house. 

A  field,  a  few  years  once,  came  to  the  School,  for  want^ 
it  is  believed,  of  some  po-son  to  claim  it  as  hrir,  the  owner 
djring  suddenly, — bmng  a  part  of  what  is  now  caDed  "  Sdiool- 
land,^  and  holden  under  the  Leases  granted  in  1^08. 

The  parcel  of  Land,  called  in  King  Jamss's  grant, 
"  Sandwiih  Marth,^  is  said  to  have  been  leased  about  40  or 
50  years  since,  at  £  10.  per  annuniy  a  sum  very  inadequate 
to  if  s  present  value. 

On  the  15th  of  January,  1^29,  William  Hickbabbow, 
the  then  Master,  addressed  a  most  sorrowful  petition  to  The 
Bishop  of  Chesteb,  which  he  styles  ^*  A  true  Relation  of 
the  State  and  Government  of  the  Free  Grammar  Schocd  of 
St.  Bees." 

After  descriUng  the  Foundation,  and  the  impropriety  of 
the  lease  of  "  Palmer's  FieldSy^—he  adds, 

"  The  £500.  left  in  monies  to  purchase  £30.  per  annum  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  School>  are  all  wasted  and  spent  and  no 
land  therewith  purchased^  to  the  SchooVs  loss  of  £S0.  per  annum 
for  ever. 

"  The  lands  of  JE28..8..0.  old  rent,  given  by  His  Majesty,  are 
also  leased  out  for  a  Thousand  tears  for  40s,  a  year  in  increase 
of  rent,  and  jC120.  in  lieu  of  a  Fine,  which  lands,  if  they  were 
rightly  disposed,  were  worth  100  marks  per  annum  at  the  least,—- 
which  £l20.  hath  rested  in  other  men's  hands  for  the  space  of 
20  years,  without  any  use  or  benefit  to  the  School;  and  is  in 
danger  to  be  lost,  through  the  Governors*  negligence  to  call  for  it. 

"  None  of  the  Founder's  godlie  Statutes  for  six  or  sev^  yean 
have  been  observed  by  the  Governors, — noe  Gencrall  Meetings 
in  all  that  time, — noe  Receivor  chosen,  nor  Accompt  made  in 
soe  long  a  space^— noe  Wages  paid  to  the  Schokmaster  and 
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Usher,  for  a  whole  yeare  last  past> — noe  ScfaoUars  examined^— 
noe  Schole-rents  gathered  for  the  space  of  two  yeares  last,  or 
thereabouts, — noe  Arrearages  of  rents  levied,  albeit  the  Governors 
are  inabled  to  distreyn  for  non-payment  of  rent, — and  albeit 
divers  of  the  Schole  tenants  are  behinde  with  their  rents,  sonoe 
20  marks,  some  10,  some  more,  some  less.— All  the  Schole  is 
out  of  frvane,  and  the  Governors  (as  it  were)  connived  utterlie  to 
overthrow  it.  Albeit  the  Schole-master  hath  spent  about  £200. 
in  order  to  recover  ifs  decayed  revenues,  and  to  reduce  it  to  it's 
first  foundation,  which  took  noe  e£fect,  through  the  untymelie 
death  of  the  delinquent  Governors'*'^ 

**  And  whereas  The  Revd.  Father  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ches- 
TKR  upon  the  avoidance  of  Three  of  the  Governors,  and  now 
within  six  weekes  after  chosen  to  succeed  in  their  rooms,  hath 
chosen  Three  other  honest  men  to  supplie  these  places,  who 
would  indeavour  to  redress  manie  abuses  in  the  government  j 
some  of  the  old  Governors  oppose  his  Lordship's  election,  and 
with  frivolous  alignments,  seekes  to  evade  his  choyce  of  the 
Three  last  elected  Governors,  contrarie  to  the  tenore  of  the 
Founder's  Statutes." 

"  The  now  Scholemaster  both  in  Schole  and  Church  hath 
taken  great  paynes,  amongst  these  Parishioners  for  sixteen  or 
seventeen  yeares  last  past,  yett  never  received  from  them  anie 
thing  for  his  labour  in  all  that  tyme,  save  onelie  malitious  ca-- 
lumnie,  unjust  slanders,  and  mortall  hatred,  —for  some  of  them 
have  at  severall  tymes,  practised  to  take  away  his  Ufe  for' bring- 
ing in  question  their  Schole-injuretng- Leases'' 

He,  therefore,  implores  His  Lordship,  seeing  all  the  ''  mortall 
wotmdes  of  the  poore  distressed  Schoole," — and  for  his  love  to 
Jjeaming,  for  the  high  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  first  Founder, 
for  the  disdiaige  of  his  Episcopal  Office,  "  to  reaeh  his  helpinge 
hand  to  the  languishinge  Schole-master,  to  reforme  the  mis- 
government."— HarZ.  MSS.  No.  2176.  art,  134. 

Sir  John  Lowthek,  who  died  in  1705,  gave  £5.  per 
annum  to  the  School,  and  a  valuable  Library  ;  to  which 
Sir  Joseph  Williamson,  Secretary  of  State  to  Charles 
the  Second,  made  conoderable  additions.  Dr.  Lamplugh, 
Archbishop  of  York,  also  gave  JE5.  per  annum  to  the  Li- 
brary, which  is  now  withdrawn.  Bishop  Barlow  presented 
several  valuable  books.  And  the  present  Earl  of  Lonsdale* 
in  1803,  proved  a  Benefactor  to  this  very  useful  Institution, 
whidi  contains  some  excellent  works  in  Divinity. 
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Thomas  Chaloi^br,  Esq.,  gave  an  acte  and  a  half  of 
land,  on  a  part  of  which  the  M aster'^s  house,  and  the  School 
stand, — ^and  the  remamder  is  nearly  equally  divided  into 
Qaiden  far  the  Master,  and  Play-ground  for  the  Sdiokrs. 

The  School  Revenues  arise  partly  from  Land,  pardy  from 
an  Alabaster  Quarry,  and  pardy  from  Lord^s  Rents,  the 
Manor  of  St  Bees  being  the  property  of  the  Sdiobl. 

All  this  property  is  in  the  Parish  of  St  Bees,  and  the  pre- 
sent annual  Rental  is  about  £l  13. 

Thb  Seven  Wakdbks  and  Gtoveemobs,  who  have  ihe 
government  of  the  School,  and  the  direction  of  iOs  Revenues, 
meet  annually  in  a  Room  which  is  built  over  the  Schod, 
called  ^<  The  Goveenob^s  Room,*^'  in  Easter  Week,  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  of  The  Founder,  for  purposes  connected 
with  thdr  Office. 

The  present  Goveenobs  are — 
The  Earl  of  Lonsdale. 

Ss:MriM0S  CoLLiNsoN,  D.  D.,  Provost  of  Queen'^s  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  ex  officio. 
The  RevcL  Mr.  Scott,  Rector  of  Egremont,  rx  officio* 
Dr.  Sattebthwaite. 

The  Revd.  Richabd  Aehistead,  the  Receiver. 
The  Revd  Mr.  Fleming. 
HuHPtf^EY  Senhoosb,  Esq.,  of  Nether-Hall. 
Tins  School  is  in  reality  Ji'ee  only  to  the  Counties  of 
Cumberland  and  Westmorland,   though  custom  has  roi- 
dered  it  the  same  as  if  it  were  ftee  to  every  County  in 
England,  as  tio  distinction  is  made  between  those  that  are, 
and  diose  diat  are  not  free,  every  Scholar  presenting  the 
Head  Master  and  the  Second  Master  with  an  annual  ofiSering 
on  Shrove  Tuesday ^  which  varies  according  to  the  means 
.  and  inclinations  of  the  donors.     Some  will  exceed  three 
guineas,  others  will  not  exceed  half  a  guinea,  and  the  Parish 
Children  that  are  poor,  pay  umply  the  vaxxiMsX  Jburpefice 
required  by  the  Statutes. 
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Tlie  number  of  Scholars  bai  greatly  Yaried^^-it  has  far 
exceeded  100,  and  has  been  reduced  to  SO.  The  Sehod 
willnow  (in  1817)  cQinnience  with  nearly  6a  All  apfdkants 
are  admitted  after  seven  years  of  age,  and  there  ia  tio  supcr- 
annuatioQ.  The  form  of  admission  is  the  entering  of  the 
name  of  the  individual  to  be  admitted,  into  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,— the  age,  and  place  of  abode,  as  well  aa  the 
day  of  entrance  being  inserted. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek*Giammar8  are  in  use.  Valti^s 
Gredi  Grammar  is  also  jdaced  in  the  hands  of  the  Upper 
Classes,  after  they  have  been  well  grounded  in  the  ETtoi; 
and  the  Clasnoal  Authon  are  such  as  are  usually  read  in 
great  Schools.  Writhig  also  and  arithflsetic,  geognqahy, 
English  grammar,  and  various  branches  of  Mathematics  aie 
taught  by  a  TTUrd  Master,  who  has  a  quarterly  ohargt  on 
those  who  receive  ettch  instructions,  the  School  being  only 
free  for  the  Claseics. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £25.  per  annmm  taA, 
at  Queen's  College,  Oxford,  founded  by  Dr.  THoaiAS,  late 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  for  the  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the 
IKocese  of  Carlisle,  and  educated  at  the  Schods  of  Carlisle 
and  St  Bees. 

A  St  Bees  Scholar  has  also  the  privily  of  becoming  a 
Candidate  for  one  of  the  Five  valuable  Exhibitions  left  by 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings.    See,  Leeds. 

Young  men  fiom  St.  B^es  usually  enter  at  Queen^s  Col- 
lie, in  Oxford,  because  the  Foundation  of  that  CoU^  is 
reserved  for  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Students  only. 
However,  Cambridge  is  preferred  by  some  individuals. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bead- 
UBT,  M.  A.,  of  Queen^s  Coll^,  Oxford,  who  has  recently 
be^  appointed.  Hb  Salary  is  £50.  per  onmim,— all  taxes, 
rates,  and  repairs  being  generally  defrayed  by  the  Governors, 
-<^with  between  5  and  6  acres  of  meadow  ground,  and  a 
comfortable  Dwelling-house,  upon  which  the  present  Earl  of 
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LoNSDALB  expended  £700.,  and  which  will  convemently 
admit  Twenty  Boarders.  This  Grentleman^s  terms  for  private 
Pupik  do  not  exceed  Thirty-five  guineas /i^  anmum^  exclu- 
sive of  washing,  and  of  the  annual  offering  on  Shrove  Tues- 
day. 

The  Second  Master  (who  is  appcMnted  by  The  Head 
Master)  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Barkes,  a  Son  of  a  former  Master. 
The  Second  Master  has  usually  been  in  Orders,  though  in 
the  present  instance  he  is  not.  He  has  only  in  Salary  £10. 
per  Afini^fTty— but  the  annual  offering,  when  the  Schocd  is 
numerous,  amounts  to  somethii^  considerable. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Boarders.— But  Village 
Lodgings  may  be  procured  at  from  £24.  to  £26.  per  an^ 
nam. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  menticm,  that  Archbishc^ 
Gbikdall,  who  is  the  "  Algrind^  of  Sfensee,  first  brought 
the  Tamarisk  to  Englanc^  so  useful  in  Medicine,  when  he 
returned  fiom  his  Exile. 

Bishop  Hall,  Master  of  Trinity  College,  DuUin^  waa 
educated  at  this  School.

SAINT  BEES. 

The  Colleos. 

In  the  year  1817)  a  Clerical  Institution  was  begun  to 
be  established  at  Saint  Bees,  by  The  Right  RevA  George 
Hbney  Law,  D.  D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the 
better  instruction  of  those  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who 
are  precluded  by  their  pecuniary  drcumstances  in  life,  from 
bang  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  an  Univer- 
sity Education. 

The  present  Superintendant  of  This  College  is,  The 
Bevd.  William  Ainger,  who  is  the  Perpetual  Curate  of 
St  Bees ;  and  for  whom,  with  £200.  which  His  Lordship 
has  generously  ^ven  to  procure  £300.  from  Queen  Anne'^s 
Bounty,  a  House  will  soon  be  built.  The  Earl  of  Lons- 
dale is  very  nobly  fitting  up  a  large  Room  in  part  of  The 
Old  Abbey,  as  a  Rbading-Room,  where  the  young  Gentle- 
men will  meet.  They  will  board  themselves  in  private 
Hduses. 

All  those  who  venerate  the  Excellence  of  The  Estab- 
lished Church,  will  cordially  imite  in  their  most  grateful 
acknowledgements  to  their  Lordships  for  this  truly  pious  and 
benevolent  design,  and  "will  hope  with  the  good  Bishop,  to 
see  much  good  done  by  This  Institution,  and  that  the 
Students,  who  ave  denominated  ^^  LiteraUs^  will  come  better 
prepared  for  Ordination,  than  has  too  often  been  the  case, 
for  want  of  such  assistance. 
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GREAT  BLENCOW,  near  Penrith. 

The  Free  Geammak  School  at  Great  Blencow  was 
fimnded  on  the  7th  of  December,  m  the  Nineteenth  year  of 
QuEEV  Elizabeth,  1577)  by  Thomas  Bubbakk,  out  of 
good  will  and  affection  tO¥rards  this  his  native  place. 

The  original  Endowment  was  in  land,  situate  at  Pauler't 
Pury,  Greddington,  and  Brixworth,  in  the  County  of  North- 
ampton, and  at  Greystock,  in  Cumberiand,  of  the  annual 
value  of  £10.  The  present  amount  is  £196.;  conasdng 
of  an  Estate  at  Brixworth,  let  for  £  150.  per  annwm\  another 
at  Culgaith,  in  Cumberland,  let  for  £35.;  and  a  Rent- 
Charge  of  £6.  upon  Ycmwaih  HaU,  an  Estate  bdonging  to 
The  Earl  of  Lonsdale,  near  Penrith ;  and  the  Sdiool- 
house,  and  garden. 

There  are  no  formal  Statutes.  The  Sdiool  is  merely 
termed  a  Free  Grammar  School  ;  and  nothing  is  tau^t 
but  the  Classics^  upon  the  Foundation,  Other  branches  of 
education  are  paid  for. 

The  Sdiool  is  said  to  be  free  <<  to  off  Ae  FTorU,"*  upon 
payment  of  Entrance  money,  which  varies  fiom  One  Shil- 
ling to  any  other  sum,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Donor.  The 
number  of  Scholars  fluctuates  fircHn,SO  to  80;  and  of  these 
about  24  are  boarded  with  the  Master.  They  are  admitted 
as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  b^;in  Latin ;  and  are  never 
superannuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  diiefly  used. 
Young  men  frequently  read  the  higher  Classics,  but  are  not 
confined  to  particular  books. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  nor  Scholarships.  The  Stu- 
dents usually  go  to  Queen's  College,  Oxford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Stephenson, 
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whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  the  amount  of  the  En- 
dowment This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the 
board  and  education  cS  each,  bdng  Thirty  guineas  per 
annum. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Pu|m1s. 
The  nomituition  of  the  Master  is  vested  in  Feoffees,  who 
are  sometimes  Eight  (the  proper  number),  but  at  present 
only  Three; — 

Sir  FsBDEBicK  Fletchbb  Vanb,  Bart 
William  Tboutbeck,  Esq, 
Thomas  James,  Esq. 
As  the  Feoffees  die,  two  of  the  Survivors,  or  the  Heir  of 
the  Survivor,  shall  make  new  Feoffments  to  others  being  In» 
habiUmts  of  Great  Blencow  or  Little  Blencow. 

The  Feoffees  may  sell  the  Northamptonshire  lands,  and 
buy  others  in  Cumberland  or  any  adjoining  County. 

Geoboe  WqiteheaI),  the  eminent  Quaker,  was  a  Sdx>lar 
here,  where  he  made  a  considerable  jHrofidency  in  the 
L.eamed  languages.  And  the  present  Lord  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Cing'^s  Bench,  Edwabd  Lord  Ellsmbobough,  is  said 
to  have  received  the  early  part  of  his  educatimi  at  this 
Sdidol. 
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BROMFBELD,  near  Wigton. 

The  Free  School  at  Bbomfield  was  founded  by  Richako 
OsMOTHEBLEY,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London  ;  who,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  May  1612,  devises  to  the  Parson  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Bromfield  for  the  time 
bong,  and  for  ever,  Ten  Pounds,  payable  by  The  Merchant 
Taylors'  Company,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  estate 
in  the  Parish  of  St  Botolph  Aldersgate,  London ;  upon 
condition,  that  they  shall  find  a  sufficient  Schoolmaster  to 
teach  Fifteen  poor  men  s  children  within  the  towns  of  Lang- 
rigg  and  firomfield ;  nine  of  such  Scholars  to  be  taken  from 
Langrigg,  and  iix  from  Bromfield. 

Soon  after  this  Endowment,  tradition  states,  that  the 
Parishioners  re-built  the  School-house ;  and  that,  some  years 
.after.  Dr.  Thomlikson,  Dean  of  St.  PauPs,  built  two  rooms 
for  the  use  o(  the  Schoolmaster ;  and  that  anoth^  of  the 
Thomlinson  Family  gave  £100.  to  the  School  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Parish  ai  large^  which  sum,  about  Sixty 
years  since,  was  laid  out  by  the  Churchwardens  in  the  pur- 
chase of  Two  fields,  one  of  them  in  the  Township  of  Brom- 
field, and  the  other  in  the  Township  of  Blencogo  in  the 
same  Parish,  now  let  for  £9.  per  annum. 

About  the  year  1805,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinsok,  of 
Newbum,  in  North  Carolina,  but  a  native  of  Thursby,  near 
Carlisle,  by  his  Will  dated  in  1798,  bequeathed  the  residue 
of  his  estate,  amounting  to  nearly  £1400.,  to  be  equally 
divided  among  the  Schools  of  Wigton,  Uldale,  Bromfield, 
and  Thursby,  all  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  as  an  addi- 
tional  endowment  to  those  respective  Seminaries.  After  the 
necessary  expenses  were  deducted,  each  School  recdved 
about  £350.

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense.  The  number  varies  from  30  to  70,  according  to 
the  season. 

Wakd*8  Grammars  are  used :  but  very  few  learn  Latin 
and  Greek. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Martin, 
who  is  also  Curate  of  Bromfield. 
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BURGH  by  Sands^  near  Carlislb. 

Thxeb  wis  a  reqpectaUe  GmAMMAm  Schqol  at  Buegh  by 
Sands  up  to  the  year  1786,  being  last  tau^t  by  The  Revd. 
Mr.  IsMAT,  Vicar  of  the  Pariah ;  after  whose  death  it  re- 
mained  without  a  Master. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  endowed,  but  the  Mas 
tei^s  Salary  arose  soldy  firom  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
the  Parents  of  those  Children,  whom  he  educated. 

The  Schocd-House  was  built  to  the  end  of  the  Parish 
Chiurch,  and  the  succeeding  Vicar  not  wishing  to  teach 
School,  and  claiming  the  Houh  as  his  property,  converted 
it  into  a  Bam. 

The  Inhabitants  were,  therefore,  under  the  necesdty  of 
erecting  a  new  School-house,  and  now  appcnnt  a  Master  of 
their  own  choice;  who  has  a  Salary,  arising  in  part  6om  a 
small  Capital  of  Funded  Money,  not  exceeding  £4.  a  year. 
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CARLISLE. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  Maiy,  in 
the  City  of  Carlisle,  was  founded  by  King  Henrf  the 
Eighth,  bring  coeval  with  the  establishment  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  as  appears  by  the  following  extract  from  their 
Statutes  : — 

**  Statuimus  et  volumus^  ut  per  Decanum  et  Cqiitultufn,  aut 
(eo  absents)  Vice-decanum  et  Capitiilmn^  nnus  eligatur  Latin^ 
et  Graec^  doctus^  bonae  fame,  et  vite  pi»^  docendi  facilitate  im- 
butu8>  qoi  pueros  quoscunque  Grammaticam  discendi  gratiH  ad 
Sdiolam'  nostram  confluentes  pietate  excolat^  et  bonis  Uteris 
exoraet.  Hie  vero  Informator  puerorom  regulis  et  discendi 
ordini^  quern  Decanus  et  Capitulmn  pnescribendum  dixerint>  di- 
ligenter  et  fideliter  obsequium  dabit." 

The  original  Endowment  was  20  marks,  which  was  after- 
wards increased  to  JG20.  fer  armum^  and  is  paid  by  The 
Dean  and  Chapter. 

The  Corpcmition  of  Carlisle  also  give  £20.  per  anmim. 

About  the  year  I70O,  Dr.  Thomas  Smith,  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  gave  £500.  for  the  use  of  the  Schod,  which  were 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Farmonbyj  in  the 
Parish  of  Addingham,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

The  Schod  is  not  open  to  any  boys,  free  of  expense. 

The  Latin  Grammars  in  use  are  those  of  Lilly  and 
Eton, — ^the  Greek  Grammar  is  that  of  Eton. 

Dr.  Thomas,  Bbhop  of  Rochester,  left  £1000.  of  his 
capital  Stock  in  the  3  per  Cent.  Reduced  Bank  Annuities, 
the  IXvidends  of  whidi  are  to  be  applied  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Two  such  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of 
Cailisle  as  shall,  for  the  space  of  two  years,  have  been 
tauj^t  in,  and  sent  firom  this  School  to  Queen's  College,  in 
Oxfcnrd,  duly  qualified  for  admissioa  therdin. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Samuel  Richard  Haet- 
LBT,  M.  A.    This  Grentleman  does  not  take  Pupls. 

Dr.  Thomas,  late  Bishop  of  Rochester, — his  fatbor, — 
Thomas  Tullt,  D.  D., — and  the  late  Chancellor  Cam- 
LTLE,  the  learned  Orientalist,  were  educated  at  this  SchooL 
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COCKERMOUTH. 

Thb  Gbammae  School  at  Cockesmouth  was  founded  in 
the  year  1676,  by  Philip  Lord  Wharton,  Sir  Richard 
Graham,  and  odiers. 

The  original  Endowment,  it  is  stated,  was  considerably 
fnore  than  what  is  jMud  at  present  Some  of  the  neighbour- 
ing Gentlemen'^s  estates,  it  is  said,  payed  formerly  £5.  a 
year  each,  which  it  seems  have  long  been  wUhholdm. 

The  Stipend  which  the  present  Master,  Mr.  Joseph 
Chapslhow,  receives,  is  about  £25.  per'  annum  ;  of  which 
£20.  are  paid  by  the  Earl  of  Lonsbals,  j£10.  being  gra- 
tuitous, and  £10^  legally  charg^  upon  the  Great  Tythes : 
for  the  remaining  £5.  a  collecticm  is  made  on  certain  jnr^ 
mises  in  Cockermouth,  and  Embleton  an  adjpining  Town- 
ship. 

The  School,  as  to  the  Classical  department,  is  open  to 
the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Ckx;kermouth  indefinitely,  free  of 
expense.  But  the  major  part  of  the  Scholars  are  engaged 
in  Mathematics,  and  pay  Quarter-pence  according  to  the 
Master's  rate. 

In  the  Catalc^e  of  the  School  Library  is  the  following 
Memc»andum,  relative  to  Embleton. — ^<  Embleton  Parishy 
—at  every  Sdiolar  entering,  to  pay  12d.,  and  Skjleece  of 
wool  at  cUpping  time,  for  each  several  Scholar, — for  which 
they  daim  to  be^^  at  Cockermouth  Grammar  School,^ 

The  library  which  is  over  the  School-house,  contains 
about  500  valuable  books :  it  was  founded  by  the  Associates 
of  the  late  Dr.  Beat,  to  which  Dr.  K£SN£»  Bishop  of 
Chester,  was  a  conaderable  Benefactor.

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CROSTHWAITE,  near  Keswick. 

The  Free  G&ammar  School  at  Keswick,  in  the  Parish 
of  Ceosthwaite,  is  of  andent  date. 

It  is  mentioned  in  the  Decree  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Ecclesiastical  Causes  throughout  the  Provmce  of  York,  da- 
ted the  31st  of  October,  1571 :  Wherein  they  state, 

*^  And  we  having  had  consideration  for  the  better  maintaining 
the  Common  and  Free  School  at  Crosthwaite^  which  we  find  to 
be  supported  of  the  commodities  accruing  of  and  upon  certiun 
Stock  of  monej^  put  forth  to  use  in  the  said  Parish,  which  sums 
are  not  great,  nor  faUy  sufficient  to  maintain  and  support  a 
learned  and  industrious  Schoolmaster  there,  have,  for  the  en- 
larging and  increasing  of  the  said  Sdioohnaster^s  Stipend  and 
Sakry,  Decreed,  constituted,  and  ordained.  That  whereas  ev^ry 
Ftrehause  within  the  said  Parish  of  Crosthwaite  hath,  time  out  of 
mind,  and  yet  doth  yield,  and  by  the  Inhabitants  therein  yearly 
Two-pence  is  paid  for  the  Clerk's  wages,  over  and  besides  certain 
ordiimry  Fees  for  Night  Watch,  Burials,  Weddings,  and  over 
and  besides  certain  annual  Benevolences  of  Lamb  Wool,  Egge, 
and  such  Uke,  which  seemeth  to  grow  up  to  a  greater  sum 
yearly  than  is  competent  for  a  Parish  Clerk's  wages  and  stipend, 
the  BioHTBBN  BiRN  of  the  said  Parish  shall  this  year,  and  so 
forth  yearly  for  ever  hereafter,  receioe,  coUect,  gather  and  take 
up  the  said  yearly  contribution  of  Two^pence  of  every  Firehouse, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Free  Sdiool,  and  to  the  augmenting  of 
the  School^master^s  stipeikl  and  salary,  paying  yearly,  on  the 
Sunday  next  after  the  Feast  oi  the  AscenBion,  onto  the  Parish 
Clerk,  Gawin  Raocliffr,  and  his  Successors,  Forty-six  Shillings 
and  Eight-pence  lawful  English  money,  for  his  wages,  out  of  the 
said  contribution  of  Two-pence  of  every  house,  and  emplojring 
the  remainder  to  the  Schoolmaster's  use }  wheieof  we  will  that 
they  yield  a  full  accoimt  yearly,  at  their  general  accompts.  And 
yet,  nevertheless,  the  Parish  Clerk  shall  still  yearly  receive  and 
take  to  his  own  use,  as  he  hath  been  accustomed  heretofore,  all 
other  duties,  fees,  and  benevolences,  saving  only  the  contribution 
of  Two-pence,  of  every  house,  which  we  will  the  Eighteen 
Men  shall  receive  and  pay  out  of  the  same  yearly  46s,.  8d,  to 
the  Clerk,  as  is  aforesaid." 
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By  an  TnquLntion  taken  at  Keswick^  on  the  IHth  of  Fe* 
bniary^  1616,  it  appears, 

"  That  there  hath  been  a  Grammar  School  within  the  Parish 
of  Crosthwaite^  in  the  County  .of  Cumberland^  time  whereof  the 
memory  oi  man  knoweth  not  the  contrary^  and  that  for  like 
time  there  hath  always  been  by  an  ancient  custom  used  and  ap- 
proved  within  the  paid  Parish^  Eiobtben  Mbn  yearly  elected,  by 
Ibe  preceding  Eigstben  Swobn  Men  within  the  said  Parish^ 
of  the  discreet  and  honest  men  who  were  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants wiUiin  the  said  Parish^  and  sworn  by  the  Vicar  or 
Curate  of  the  said  Parish  upon  the  next  Sabbath  day  after  the 
As€2ension  day;— which  Eighteen  Sworn  men  for  the  time 
bei|ig'>  or  the  greater  number  of  them>  have  always  elected  a 
cortain  number  of  Taskers  within  the  said  Parish^  to  task  every 
of  the  Parishioners  to  a  reasonable  sum^  towards  the  mainte* 
DBiioe  of  the  said  School^  School-Stocky  and  other  necessary 
occasions  of  the  said  Parish^  who  have  been  alwajrs  sworn  by 
the  said  Vicar  or  Curate^  for  their  equal  proceding  therein  |— 
And  the  said  Eighteen  Sworn  Men>  or  the  greater  number  of 
them,  likewise  have  always  by  prescription  and  ancient  custom^ 
yea  even  time  without  memory,  used  and  accustomed  to  choose^ 
place,  and  displace  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  and  to 
retain  him  for  longer  or  shorter  time  as  they  thought  fit,  and  to 
disdiarge  and  remove  him  upon  anyjust  reasons  known  to  them- 
selves, without  cause  ^ewiiig  if  in  their  discretions  they  so 
should  think  fit, — and  to  set  down  Orders,  Rides,  and  Direc- 
tions for  the  government  and  ordering  of  Ihe  said  School,  and 
provision  and  maintenance  thereof  as  to  them  seemed  most 
convenient,  and  according  to  their  wisdoms  and  directions  | 
whtt^ein  tlus  Bishop  and  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese,  his  Commis- 
sary, nor  Chancellor,  nor  any  other  Ecclesiastical  Ministers, 
have  not  of  right  had  any  other  interest,  power,  or  authority 
than  by  the  Canons  and  Ecclesiastical  Laws  of  this  Realm  is 
lawfiiUy  permitted  and  generally  allowed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction  to  other  Ordinaries  in  their  several  Jurisdictions 
over  all  the  Schools  in  this  Kingdom,  to  approve  the  ability 
and  fitness  of  the  person  elected  to  be  Schoolmaster,  for  the 
executing  of  tiiat  Office  and  Function  only/' 

And  the  Jurors  further  found, 

"  That  the  same  sum  of  money  so  given  and  collected  hath 
ever  since  the  first  gift  thereof  been  employed  and  used  accor- 
di^ly>  by  the  provident  care  of  the  said  Eighteen  Sworn  Men 
for  the  Stipend  and  Wages  of  the  said  Schoohnaster  of  the  said 
^>chodl  by  them  qipointed,  and  thereby  they  have  bred  and 
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brought  forth  manif  good  Scholars  within  the  said  Parish,  until 
now  of  late  their  ancient  wage  and  prescription  and  their  pru- 
dent care  hfith  been  partly  interrupted,  and  the  said  Charitable 
gifts  misemployed  in  this/*— that  one  Thomas  Gibth,  wfacm 
they  had  engaged  to  be  School-master  for  one  half  year,  had 
incurred  their  displeasure  *'  for  divers  gross  offences  and  negli- 
gences committed  by  him/*  and  notwithstanding  their  discharge 
had  intruded  himself  into  the  School  by  the  countenance  and 
assistance  of  Henbt  Lord  Bishop  of  Cablislb,  and  Gilbs 
Robinson,  his  Brother,  then  Vicar  of  Crosthwaite,  who  "  pre- 
tended to  have  the  power  of  collation,  placing,  and  displacing 
of  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  without  any  right  at  all 
appearing  unto  thesaidJurors/*— which  dispute  was  the  occasion 
of  this  Inquisition,  and  whereby  it  was  decreed  that  the  Eigh- 
teen SwoBN  Men  of  the  Parish  at  that  time,"  and  from  time 
to  time  to  be  elected  thereafter,  shall  be,  as  of  right  they  are, 
and  ought  to  be  for  ever  hereafter,  the  sole  and  only  GovemorB 
of  the  said  School  and  Sdnwl-Stock." 

The  only  alterations  that  have  taken  place,  ance  the  date 
of  these  Decrees,  are  the  purchasing  of  land  with  the  School 
Stock,  and  the  omission  of  taxati<m,  and  consequently  of 
Taxers. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  School  land  which  is  dtuate  in 
the  Parish  of  Crosthwaite,  is  £100.,10:0  per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of 
Crosthwaite  indefinitely,  free  of  any  expense.  They  are 
admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as  kmg  as  they  jdease. 
There  are  at  present  260  Scholars  upon  the  Books,  sia  of 
whom  only  are  taught  Latin  and  Greek. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  in  use ;  there  is  no  presoribed 
system  of  Education. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Gbeenop,  whose 
Salary  was  lately  jCSO.jper  annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Under-Master  is  £30.  per  immm. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils. 

The  Cock-figkts  at  this  School,  mentioned  in  Huromr- 
son'^s  History  of  Cumberland,  have  been  abolished. 

William  Bbownbiqg,  M.D.,  an  enunent  Chymist, 
bad  the  prindpol  part  of  his  education  at  this  School. 
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CULGAITH  and  BLENCARN,  near  Templb  Sowebby. 

The  Fbbe  Geammab  School  of  Colgaith  and  Blbk* 
CABN,  in  t&  Parish  of  Eirkland,  was  founded  in  the  year 
I775>  by  the  Land-owners  of  the  two  Manors  or  Townships 
of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  and  endowed  with  an  allotment 
of  One  Hundred  Acres  of  land  upon  Culgaith  Moor,  set  out 
by  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  1773,  for  dividing  and  inclosing  Waste  lands 
within  that  Township :«- 

•*  The  ^Trustees  appointed  to  cany  this  judicious  resolution 
into  effect,  were  William  Nobton,  Lough  Cablton,  an  attor- 
ney^ of  Monument  Yard^  London^  Thomas  Salkeld>  of  Fleet- 
Street^  Duhlin,  Joseph  Salkeld>  of  Wrangbeck^  in  the  County 
c^  Cumberland,  Gentlemen,  and  their  Successors,  together  with 
THE  VicAB  of  KiRKLAND,  and  The  Church-wabdbns  or  Cha- 
pbl-wabdbks  of  CuLOAiTH,  for  the  time  being : — 

The  Trustees  were  to  erect  at  a  place,  called  '*  Blencam  Gate,"" 
a  proper  House  for  a  School  of  Literature,  for  the  free  and  com- 
mon use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Children  within  the  Townships  of 
Culgaitii  and  Blencam.  And  by  mortgage  of  all  or  any  part  of 
these  100  acres,  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  erect  a  con- 
venient Farm-house  and  other  suitable  Outbuildings  upon  the 
same, — to  make  necessary  subdivision  and  interior  fences> — and 
to  apply  the  residue  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  after  payment 
of  the  interest  of  the  Mortgage,  to  the  use  of  such  School-master 
as  shall  teach  in  the  said  School-house  :— 

The  lands  and  houses  assigned  for  the  benefit  of  the  School, 
not  to  be  let  for  a  longer  period  than  Fifteen  years  :-^ 

The  accompts  to  be  annually  settled  at  the  School-house,  on 
Easter  Monday,  and  the  Register  Book  to  be  deposited  in  the 
public  Chest  in  the  Chapel  cl  Culgaith  :— 

The  vacancies  in  the  number  of  Trustees  by  death,  to  be  filled 
up  at  the  same  tune,— and  '' to  declare  the  place  or  office  of  such 
of  the  other  Trustees  as  shall  not  have  attended  for  Two  years 
together  next  preceding  such  Meeting,  void/*  sickness  or  other 
reasonable  cause  excq>ted,  and  to  elect  new  Trustees  in  their 
room:-^ 

That  upon  every  vacancy  of  the  Schoolmaster,  or  upon  his 
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misbehaviour  or  non-attendance,  the  Trustees,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  are  to  nominate  a  new  Master^ — public  notice  of  such 
Meeting  being  given  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Kirkland  and  Cha^ 
pel  of  Culgaitb  in  tiie  time  of  Divine  Service  in  tl|e  ForaiooD, 
two  Simdays  immediately  preceding  such  Election  :— 

The  Vicar  of  Kirkland,  for  the  time  being,  twice  in  the  year 
nt  least,  to  examine  the  Scholars  instructed  in  the  School,  as  to 
their  proficiency  m  such  parts  of  Learning  as  they  shall  vespec- 
tively  be  taught,  particularly  as  to  the  Rudinvents  c^  the  Chri^ian 
Religion  accordii^  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
and  in  the  Church  Catechism  set  forth  for  that  puipose,*and  to 
order  them,  when  to  attend  at  the  Parish  Churdi  of  Kiikland  to 
be  publicly  catechised  there, — and  also  to  order,  wha{  Ankthors  or 
Books  they  shall  respectively  read  or  be  taught  at  the  School  :— 

No  Scholars  shall  be  taken  in  from  any  place,  but  Culgaith 
and  Blencam,  without  the  leave  and  consent  of  The  Trustees  at  a 
public  Meeting  for  that  purpose,  first  had  in  writing  under  their 
hands^  on  pain  of  the  Master  forfeiting  after  the  rate  6f  20s.  per 
annum  for  each  and  every  Scholar  so  taken^  to  be  deducted  out 
of  his  Salary  by  the  Trustees, — which  forfeiture  shall  be  applied 
in  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  School-houscj  and  other  buildings^ 
or  in  the  improvement  of  the  lands,  as  the  Trustees  shall  think 
proper/* 

The  Estate  which  was  originally  let  for  £40.  per  aumumy 
now  produces  £58.  a  year. 

The  School  is  open  to  Children  whose  Piur^ts  reside 
within  the  Townships  of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  indefinite- 
\^i  free  of  cM  expense.  Few,  except  free  Scholars,  attend. 
There  is  no  particular  form  of  admissinng  nor  any  limitatian 
as  to  age. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Hevd.  John  Hodgson, 
Curate  of  Kirkland,  the  amoupt  of  whose  Salary  axul  J^liDo- 
luments  is  £40.  f&r  arwrnm. 
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DALSTON,  near  Carlisle, 

The  Gbammab  School  at  Dalston  appears  to  have  been 
founded  at  an  early  period.  Part  of  the  original  '^  School 
Stock"  is  said  to  have  been  lost  during  the  Rebellion  in  the 
reign  of  Charlbs  the  First.  An  addition  wa3  made  by 
Dr.  Kainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  others.  It  was  at 
first  called  ^<  Church  Stock,"  and  it^b  not  known  how  it  arose. 
It  is  now  £110. 

In  the  year  1 696  an  additional  Endowment  was  made  by 
Dr.  Smith,  Bishc^  of  Carlisle,  according  to  the  fbUowing 
Indenture, — 

This  Indenture  Tripartite  made  the  two  and  tw^tieth  day  of 
March,  in  the  ^Hnth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord 
William^  by  the  grace  of  God^  King  of  England,  &c.,  I>efeDder 
of  the  Faith,  &c.,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God>  1696  :  Be- 
tween The  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  Thomas  Lord  Bishop 
of  Carlisle,  of  the  first  part,  Robkrt  Tbomlinson,  of  the  Gill, 
in  the  Parish  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  of  Cumberiand,  Gentle-^ 
man,  of  the  second  part :  and  Jonathan  Grkjbn,  of  Hawkes-* 
dale,  within  the  said  Parish  and  County,  Gentleman,  of  the  third 
part:   Whereas  John  Lowther,  of  Cawsey,  within  the  said 

FmA  and  County,  being  seized  in r*— — >  according  to 

the  custom  of  the  Manor  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  aforesaid,  of 
and  in  a  Copyhold  Messuage  and  Tenement,  With  the  Appurte-. 
nances,  in  Hawkesdale  aforesaid,  called  New-^haU,  parcel  of  the 
said  Manor,  and  holden  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  of  tiie  said  Lord 
Bish<^,  Lord  of  the  aforesaid  IMbuior,  in  right  of  his  said  Biah(^« 
ric,  according  to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  by  the  Ancient 
Rent  iji  Two  Shillings  and  Seven-pence,  and  other  Dues  and 
Services  accustomed,  did  murder  one  Gaoaas  Briscob,  whereby 
and  by  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  he  Ihe  said  John  Lowthbr 
did  forfeit  to  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  his  the  said  Copyhold  Mes<» 
snage  and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurtenances.  And  whereas  the 
said  Ixird  Bishop  of  his  pious  and  duuritable  disposition,  and  par- 
ticular respect  and  good  will  and  affection  to  his  good  men  of 
Dalston  aforesaid,  beUig  de^raus  that  all  the  Advantage,  Bene- 
fit, and  Profits  of  the  aforesaid  forfeited  Premises  should  for 
s^er  be,  ronain,  and  continue  for  and  towards  the  better  finding 
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and  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  instruct  and  teach  the 
Children  of  the  sdd  Parish  of  Dalston^  in  writings  readings  and 
Latin  Grammar  -,  And  to  that  intent  and  purpose^  and  upon  the 
trust  hereafter  mentioned  and  declared^  didj  at  his  Court  Baron 
and  Dimissions  holden  within  and  for  his  said  Manor  of  Dalston 
the  Third  Day  of  February  last,  grant  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  ac- 
cording to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  the  aforesaid  Messuage 
and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurtenances,  forfeited  as  aforesaid^  to 
the  said  Jonathan  Grebn,  party  to  these  presents  :  Now  this 
Indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  grant  of  the  said  forfeited  Messuage  and  Tenement  to  the 
said  Jonathan  Gbein  made  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  as  afore- 
said, and  of  all  the  Parties  thereto,  was  and  is,  and  by  these 
presents  is  agreed  and  declared  to  be  in  trust  for  the  sole  benefit 
of  such  Person  or  Persons  as  the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  his  Suc- 
cessors, Bishops  of  Carlisle,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate 
and  appoint  to  be  Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmasters  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  Children  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dalston,  in*  reading, 
writing,  and  Latin  Grammar,  for  and  during  such  time  and 
times  only  as  such  Person  and  Persons  shall  be  and  continue 
there.  And  the  said  Jonathan  Gbeen  for  himself,  his  Heirs, 
Executors,  Administrators,  and  Assignes,  doth  covenant,  grant, 
promise,  declare,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Lord  Bishop 
and  his  Successors,  Bishops  of  Carlisle,  and  to  and  with  the  said 
RoBBBT  Thomlinbon  Bud  his  Heirs,  and  to  and  with  every  of 
them  by  these  presents,  that  he  the  said  Jonathan  Gbbbn>  and 
his  Heirs,  doth  and  shall  hold  the  said  Messuage  and  Tenement, 
with  the  Appurtenances,  upon  the  said  trusts,  and  shall  from 
time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  permit  and  suffer  such  School- 
master and  Schoolmasters,  or  such  Person  or  Persons  as  sudi 
Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  nominate  and 
appoint  to  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  ^e  said  Messuage  and  Tene- 
ment, iHth  the  Appurtenances,  and  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits 
thereof,  to  take  and  receive  to  his  and  their  own  use  and  benefit, 
for  and  during  such  Term  and  Terms,  as  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  continue  and  be  Schoolmaster 
there  (such  Schoolmaster)  for  the  time  being.  Yielding,  paying, 
doing  and  perfbrming  Ihe  Rents,  Duties,  Customs,  Semces 
therdbre  due  and  accustomed,  and  keeping  the  said  Messuage  in 
good  and  tenantable  repair,  and  also  paying  and  dischaiging  all 
Ttoes  and  Sesses  whatsoever  charged  upon  the  said  Premies,  finr 
and  during  such  time  as  he  shall  continue  Schoolmaster  there. 
And  shall  and  will  also  at  the  joint  request  of  the  Lord  Bidwp 
of  Carlisle  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  said  Robbbt  Thomun- 
aoN  and  his  Heirs,  and  at  the  chaiges  of  such  Schoolmasters  as 
aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  convey,  grant  and  surrender  the 
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«aid  Messuage  and  Tenement^  with  the  Appurtenances,  and  all 
his  and  their  Estate  therein,  unto  such  Person  and  Persons,  as 
the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  Robert  Thomlinson  or  his  heirs, 
shall  nominate  and  appoint,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  aforesaid 
trust,  and  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Sdioolmasters  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  party  to  these  Presents.  In 
il^tness  whereof  the  Parties  abovesaid  have  hereunto  interchange- 
ably put  their  Hands  and  Seals  in  the  Day  and  Year  first  above 
written.

In  the  year  1803,  an  Act  of  Parliament  having  been 
obtained  for  inclosing  the  Moors  and  Waste  grounds,  within 
the  Mancnr  of  Dalstcm,  the  CommissicHaers  were  empowered 
to  set  out  such  an  Allotment,  ^^  as  they  in  their  judgment 
may  think  proper  and  sufBdent  for  erecting  a  Parochial 
WoaKHOuss  upon,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Parish,  which 
said  plot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  allotted  to  and  vested 
in  the  Churdiwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  sud 
Paridi  of  Dalston,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  for  the  use 
and  purpose  afinresaid."^ 

And  also,  <'  one  other  parcel  of  the  said  Waste  Grounds, 
of  such  quantity  and  in  such  a  situation  as  they  may  deem 
pnqper  and  convenient  for  erecting  a  School  House  upon, 
for  the  Education  of  the  Childroi  of  the  InhaUtants  and 
Land  Owners  of  and  within  the  said  Manor  and  Parish  of 
Dalston,  and  also  for  erecting  a  Dwelling  House  with  a  Grar- 
den  thereto,  for  the  Residence  of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the 
time  bong,  which  last-mentioned  parcel  of  ground  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  his  Successors, 
for  the  use  aforesaid.^ 

A  Cottage,  bam,  and  about  8  acres  were  accordingly  pro- 
vided, which  now  let  for  £30.  a  year. 
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The  SdKxd  is  open  to  all  the  ChUdren  of  the  Paxuh  of 
Dalston,  but  to  none  o£ibem,Jree  of  expense,  a  smaD  Qiwv 
ter-pence  being  paid  for  each  Child.  For  those  Children 
whose  Parents  are  not  Parishioners,  the  Master  charges  what 
he  pleases.  Hiere  are  usually  from  60  to  90  boys  and  girb 
in  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grainmars  are  used;  but 
very  few  are  taught  the  Classics. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Stubbs,  who  has 
the  allotment  above  mentioned;  tc^ether  with  the  Litoest 
of  the  School  Stock  and  Quarter-pence,  which  av^age  about 
£70.  or  £80.;  leaving  to  the  Master  after  paying  an  Assist- 
ant, and  after  some  other  deductions,  about  £70.  or  £80. 
per  annum. 

The  School-house  which  was  built  by  Bishop  Smith, 
being  old  and  mudi  too  small,  was  lately  puUed  down ;  and 
an  excellent  School-house  has  been  erected  by  Subscription.

Ths  Fbke  Grammar  School  at  Dean  was  founded  in  the 
jear  i51K^  by  Johx  Fox,  Groldsmith,  with  a  Rent-charge 
of  £ia  per  annum. 

The  Inhabitants  recommend,  and  The  Goldsmiths'  Com- 
pany appoint  the  Master. 

There  was  a  Benefaction  also  given  to  this  School  by  the 
fiuBily  of  Fearon,  but  part  of  it  having  been  losty  it  pro- 
duces now  only  £0..17**^  &  y^^*

HUNSONBY,  near  Pbnrith- 

The  School  at  Hunsonby,  in  the  Parish  of  Addingfaam^ 
was  founded  by  Joseph  Hutchivson,  of  this  Township, 
Yeoman;  who,  by  his  Will  dated  in  17^6,* devised  the 
reveraon  of  an  Estate  at  Gawtret  (on  the  death  of  hb 
mother),  for  the  support  of  a  School,  iot  the  benefit  of  the 
Township  of  Hunsonby  and  Windscale.  As  Mrs.  Hutch- 
inson survived  her  son  some  years,  the  endowment  has  been 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  School  only  about  Fiffy  years. 

The  original  Endowment,  which  was  about  £20.,  is  now 
£50.  per  annum.  This  property  b  vested  in  the  Church- 
warden and  Overseer  of  the  Township  of  Hunsonby  and 
Windscale  for  the  time  bdng,  who  appoint  the  Master,  let 
the  lands,  and  otherwise  superintend  the  concerns  of  the 
School. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  of  the  Towndiip  of 
Hunsonby  and  Windscale  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  And 
the  number  usually  educated,  b  from  20  to  30. 

Neither  LaAn  nor  Greek  are  tau^t  at  present, — English, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  bdng  principally  required. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lancaster,  whose 
Salary  b  £50.  per  annum. 
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MAUGHANBY,  near  Penrith. 

Ths  Free  School  at  Maughanbt,  in  the  Parish  of  Ad- 
dingham,  was  founded  in  the  year  1634,  by  The  Revd. 
EowAED  Mayplett,  Prebendary  of  Carlisle,  and  Vicar  of 
Addingham;  and  endowed  with  a  House,  and  about  Seventy 
acres  of  land,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £  10.,  but  now  let 
for  £70.  Halfof  the  Estate  is  Cu^^oimiry  land,  holdenimder 
the  Manor  of  Melmerby,  and  subject  to  Fines  on  the  death  of 
the  Lord  or  Tenant,  which  have  been  paid  by  the  Master. 
There  is  no  Dwelling- house  at  present. 

The  Deed  of  Trust  is  supposed  to  be  lost  And  the 
Trustees  not  having  been  renewed,  from  some  cause  now 
unknown,  the  appointment  of  the  Master  has  been  in  the 
See  of  Carlisle  for  more  than  a  century  past. 

By  an  original  Bond,  dated  in  1676,  with  Sureties  to  the 
Trustees  by  the  Master  at  his  Election,  it  appears,  that — 

The  Master  "  shall  with  his  Scholars  frequent  the  Church 
diligently  upon  the  Lord*s  Day  :— 

"  Shall  carefully  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of 
Religion^  especially  in  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England : 
-And 

'^  Shall  ftuthfiilly  instruct  his  Scholars,  both  in  the  English  and 
Latin  Tongues,  according  to  their  ca^paaty.** 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  (Boys  and  GirU)  of 
the  Parish  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  The  number 
usually  educated  is  from  SO  to  40 :  but  they  are  irregular 
in  their  attendance,  especially  during  the  hay  and  com  bar. 
vests.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  know  the  Alpha- 
bet, and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  think  proper. 

The  Inhabitants  are  chiefly  small  Farmers,  Mechanics, 
and  Labourers. 

The  Westminster  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in 
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iifle,  when  Latin  or  Greek  b  required :  but  at  present  very 
few  are  educated  for  Professions: — ^English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  are  principally  tau^t 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Babdgett,  whose 
Salary  is  £7^*  P^f  annumy  and  no  other  enuduments. 
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PENRITH. 

The  Fbeb  Gkammab  School  at  Penrith  is  of  very  ancient 
date;  as  it  appears,  that  there  was  a  School  under  the 
patronage  of  The  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  so  early  as  the  year 
1340. 

In  the  mneteenth  year  of  King  Richard  the  Second,  1 395, 
William  db  Strickland,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Carlisle, 
founded  a  Chantry  within  this  Church,  and  gave  for  the 
perpetual  support  of  the  Priest  who  instructed  the  j^outh  in 
the  liberal  arts  of  Grammar  and  Muric^  the  yearly  Salary  of 
£6.,  issuing  out  of  his  lands  in  "  Penreth.'' 

This  Chantry  being  dissolved  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1547»  the  revenue  came  into  the 
Cng^s  Exchequer,  and  was  paid  to  the  Crown  until  the  sixth 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1564,  when  Her  Majesty,  at  the 
instance  of  her  Secretary  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  then  Dean  of 
Cariisle,  granted  a  Charter,  In  ample  form,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  in  this  her  Sdgniory  and 
diief  Town  within  the  Forest  of  IngUwood^  and  endowed  it 
with  die  said  £6.  per  annum,  for  the  support  of  a  Master 
and  Usher. 

For  the  due  government  of  the  School,  Five  of  the  most 
discreet  and  substantial  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  are  consti- 
tuted a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  who  have 
power  to  jjace  or  displace  the  Master,— to  r^ulate  th^ 
orders  and  disdfdine  of  the  School, — and  to  see  that  if s 
possessions  and  revenues  are  neither  lost  nor  dilapidated. 

In  1633,  Sir  John  Lowthbr  conveyed  to  Mr.  William 
Whxlpdals  some  seats  under  Arclitr^s  Hall  or  TTie  Old 
Cro89^  valued  at  JC1..6^..8{?.  per  annuiUy  for  the  benefit  of 
the  School;  which  sum  was  afterwards  increased  to  Two 
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giuneas,  but  by  the  subsequent  removal  of  T%e  Cross  this 
sum  has  been  lost. 

Sir  John  Lowthbb  likewise  gave  a  large  piece  of  ground, 
called  Linff  Siubbs,  which  being  afterwards  sold,  the  School 
at  present  receives  only  a  Quit-rent  of  20s.  per  annum. 

Moreover,  from  some  unfcntunate  circumstance  in  the  time 
of  the  Civil  Wars,  the  ancient  estate  of  the  School  was  soon 
afterwards  stated  to  be  in  danger  of  bekig  lost. 

In  the  year  1661,  Mr.  William  Robinson,  Citizen  and 
Grocer  of  London,  charged  his  property  in  Grub  Street  with 
the  annual  payment  of  £  10.  to  the  School. 

In  1782,  William  Blbamibe,  Esq.,  many  years  a 
Magistrate  at  the  Police  Office  in  Hatton  Grarden,  gave  a 
rent  charge  of  £5.  p^  aimum  to  the  School ;  andJChtothe 
Vicar,  for  preaching  a  Sermon  upon  Education. 

And,  as  a  motive  for  emulation,  the  same  benevolent 
Grentleman,  also  gave  a  further  annual  rent  diaige  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  Silver  Medal  of  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  diameter,  to  be  delivered  at  Christmas  by  the  Mast^^ 
to  such  one  of  his  Scholars  as  should  in  his  judganent  com- 
pose the  best  Latin  verses  or  Theme  on  a  proposed  subject; 
— and  to  provide  a  Silver  Pen,  for  the  greatest  [noficient  in 
writing; — and  a  Book  of  Arithmetic^  for  the  best  Arithme* 
tidan ; — the  i^idue,  if  any,  to  be  retained  by  the  Master  for 
his  own  benefit. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  bo]/«  of  the  Parish  indefi- 
mtely,  but  to  none  Jree  of  expense ;  as  a  Quarter-Penoe  is 
charged  to  every  one.  Th^re  is  no  prescribed  age  for  thdr 
admission,  nor  for  their  ranovaL  The  present  number  \& 
Thirty. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

This  School  is  entided,  with  other  Cumberland  Schools, 
to  one  of  Lady  Eljzabbth  Hastings^s  valuable  ExlubU 
tions  at  Queen*s  Coll^,  Oxford. 

See,  Leeds. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Bbwshbe, 
whose  Salary  is  about  £21.  per  anmim;  his  other  emdu. 
ments  are  very  uncertain.  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his 
Terms,  for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty- 
five  guineas  a  year. 

The^  Revd.  Mr.  Blain,  when  Master,  had  Mr.  Ritson 
for  his  Pupil. 

The  Common  Seal  is  lo^t 
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PLUMBLAND,  near  Cockermouth. 

Thb  Free  School  at  Plumbland  was  founded  by 
Captain  John  Sibson,  Merchant,  a  Native  of  this  Parish ; 
who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  29th  of  June,  1759,  bequeathed 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  building  of  a  School-house,  and 
likewise  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same. 

This  Bequest  was  not  to  take  place  until  after  his  Wife^s 
decease,  which  happened  in  the  year  171>7;  and,  in  1798, 
the  Foundation  was  effected. 

The  Endowment,  which  is  vested  in  the  Public  Funds,  is 
£B0.  per  annum ;  in  the  names  of  certain  Grentlemen,  called 
Governors,  of  whom  one  is  President 

The  School  is  open  to  all  Boys,  and  Girli^  living  in  the 
Parish,  free  of  expense;  subject  to  several  R^ulaticms, 
described  in  the  Will 

The  number  of  Scholars  admitted  upon  the  Foundation 
ace  about  Forty-five.  And  about  the  same  number  are 
taught,  who  are  not  free  to  the  School. 

No  age  is  spedfied,  when  Boys  may  be  admitted. 

No  boys,  not  free  to  the  School,  are  admitted  without 
leave  from  The  Preddent  and  Governors,  by  whom  Two 
Masters  are  nominated. 

The  present  Governors  are — 
The  Revd.   Edward   Stanlet,    Rector  of  the  Parish, 

President. 
John  C.  Curwen,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  of  Workington-Hall. 
John  Christian,  Esq.,  of  Unerigg-Hall. 
The  Revd.  Peter  How,  Rector  of  Workington  and  Isell. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Westminster  Greek 
Grammar,  are  in  use. 

The  School-house,  which  was  erected  in  the  year  1800, 
contidns  two  Sdiool-rooms,  each  \2  feet  by  28 ;  —one  of  them 
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being  for  The  Classics ; — and  the  otfier,  for  EngUsh,  Writ- 
ing, and  AccomptSy  the  Mathematics,  &c. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William 
Pattinson,  whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum.  This 
Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  annual  charge  for  the  Board 
and  Education  of  eadi,  being  Twenty-^ht  gi^eas,  and 
half  a  guinea  Entrance,  lie  dso  holds  a  Curacy  at  present 
in  an  adjoining  Parish. 

The  Founder  of  this  excellent  School  directs,  that  Prayers, 
and  an  Exposition  of  the  New  Testament,  shall  form  part  of 
the  duty  of  each  day. 
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THURSBY,  near  Carlisle. 

The  School-house  at  Thursby  was  built  by  the  principal 
Inhabitants  of  this  Township,  by  Subscription,  about  Eighty 
years  ago. 

There  is  no  original  Endowment  But,  about  the  year 
1802,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlikson,  of  Newburn,  in  North 
Carolina,  Merchant,  and  a  Native  of  Thursby,  left,  by  his 
Will  bearing  date  in  1798,  the  sum  of  £354.  to  this  Schod; 
which  is  now  lent  on  interest  to  Sir  Wastell  Brisco,  Bart, 
of  Crofton  Hall,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  No  private 
Security  should  ever  be  taken.  See  the  great  increase  of  a 
much  less  Endowment  at  Uldale. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parishioners 
and  others,  on  their  paying  a  small  Quarter-pence.  There 
are  usually  from  40  to  50  Boys  and  Girls  in  the  Winter 
and  Spring ;  and  from  30  to  40  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn. 

Wabd'^s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  but  very 
few  are  taught  the  Classics;  the  Education  in  general  h&Dg 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Mason,  whose 
emoluments  are  about  £25.  per  annum.  He  is  also  Curate 
of  the  Parish. 
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ULDALE^  near  Kbswick. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Uldale  was  founded  in  the 
jear  1726,  by  Matthew  Caldbeck,  of  RuthwaiUy  in  the 
Parish  of  Ireby,  for  the  instrucdon  of  the  children  of  the 
Parishioners  in  the  rudiments  of  Grammar,  and  other  use- 
ful Learning,  and  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion 
according  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England. 

For  it's  Endowment  Mr.  Caldbeck  left  £100.,  upon  this 
condition,  that  the  Parishioners  should  nuse  JClOO.  ukh^ 
which  accordingly  was  done,  and  the  two  sums  were  invested 
in  different  parcels  of  Freehold  land,  part  of  which  is  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Uldale,  and  part  in  the  Parish  of  Ireby,  and 
lure  at  this  time  let  for  JC31..9..0  per  annum.  Such  of  the 
Pariidiioners  as  were  Subscribers,  aiejree  to  the  School,  as 
are  also  the  Children  of  such  poor  persons,  as  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  think 
fit    The  present  number  of  Scholars  is  about  Fifty. 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  Seven  Trustees,  there  being 
Two  in  each  of  the  Three  divisions,  and  the  Rector  for  the 
time  being  is  always  <me ;  upon  the  death  or  alienation  of 
any  of  the  Trustees,  another  is  chosen  by  a  maJOTity  of  the 
Survivors. 

Mr.  Thomlinson,  a  Benefactor,  taught  the  Grammar 
School  at  Uldale  upwards  of  Seven  years,  with  great  credit 
to  himself,  and  satisfaction  to  all  his  employers. 

Ward^s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Beck. 

See,  Bromfteld. 
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WHITCHAM  and  MILLOM,  near  Bootle. 

It  is  not  dearly  ascertained,  who  was  the  Founder  of  the 
Gbahmar  School  of  Whitcham  and  Millom» 

In  the  Chancery  Suit  between  the  Inhabitants  c£  these 
two  Parishes,  which  continued  from  1687  to  1691, — it  was 
contended  by  the  Inhalntants  of  Millom,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  one  of  the  Kings  of  England,  pricnr  to 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, — whereas  it  was  insbted 
upon  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  a  person  of  the  name  of  "  Hodgson,^ 
a  native  of  Whitcham. 

The  probability  is,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham 
were  in  the  right,  because  as  the  Parish  of  Millcnn  both  in 
extent  and  in  peculation  is  six  times  greater  than  the  Parish 
of  Whitcham,  it  is  not  likely  the  School  would  have  beoi 
called  ^^  Whitcham  and  Millom  School,^  unless  the 
Founder  had  been  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Whitcham. 

However  that  may  be,  it  appears  firom  a  Decree,  in  the 
year  1540,  that  £\6.  a  year  were  then  ordered  to  be  paid 
annually  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  remaining  with  the  Auditor  of  the  Coimty, 
And  it  is  a  certain  fact,  that  that  sum  has  been  regularly 
paid  by  the  Auditor  of  the  Revenues  of  the  County  of  Cum- 
berland, from  the  year  1540  until  the  present  time. 

There  has  been  no  subsequent  Endowment ;  and,  until 
within  the  last  Thirty  years,  the  Master  never  received 
any  Quart«r-Pence,  or  any  other  emolument  for  instructiiig 
the  Children  bom  within  either  of  these  Parishes,  excepting 
a  gratuitous  offer,  entirely  at  the  option  of  the  Parents  of 
the  Children,  called  a"  Cock-Penni/,'^  at  Shrovetide. 

The  necessaries  of  life  having,  however,  considerably 

sreased  in  value,  and  the  £16.  a  year  remaining  as  it  did 

during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  have  brought  about 
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an  amicable  arrangement  between  the  Schoolmaster  and  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  two  Parishes ; — in  consequence  of  which) 
the  Parentsof  both  Parishes  pay  for  eadi  of  their  Children 
4s.  a  Quarter  for  reading  Engli^  al<me,  and  I6s.  a  Quar- 
ter for  writing,  arithmetic,  and  Classics, — in  order  to  aug- 
ment the  Stipend  of  £  16.  to  about  £50.  per  annum. 

The  right  of  electbg,  or  of  removing  the  Master,  is  vested 
in  Twelve  Trustees,  Six  out  of  each  Parish,  of  whom  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Whitcham,  and  the  Vicar 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Millom,  are  always  Twa 

The  Westminster  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
iised ;  and  the  Westminster  system  of  Education  Is  pur- 
sued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  School. 

When  the  Boys  leave  this  School,  they  generally  go  to 
St.  Bees,  Hawkshead,  Carlisle,  or  Appleby,  and  from 
thence,  to  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  or  St.  John^s  College, 
Cambridge. 

1  he  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lowtheb,  who  does 
not  take  Pupls. 

Many  eminent  men  have  received  the  first  rudiments  of 
their  Education  at  this  School, — especially.  The  Revd. 
John  Postlethwaite,  Head  Master  of  St.  Paul's  School ; 
who  died  in  1718,  and  left  a  Legacy  of  upwards  of 
£2000.,  for  the  purchase  of  a  Vicarage  House  and  Glebe 
for  the  use  of  the  Vicar  of  Millom,  where  he  was  bom. 

The  only  eminent  Man,  of  late  years,  who  may  be  said 
to  have  completed  his  Education  at  this  School,  is  the  late 
JoHK  Postlethwaite,  Esq.,  who  died  at  Kendal  on  the  15th 
of  March,  1815.  Thb  truly  benevolent  Grentleman  prac- 
tised as  an  able  and  upright  Attorney  at  Kendal,  for  more 
than  Fifty  years; — <<  his  whdleltfe  was  emphyedin  doing 
goody  and  in  administering  comfort  to  the  poor  and  dis- 
tressed  i^-^hi  his  last  Will,  after  having  left  Lq;adei  to 
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Twenty-four  of  his  Relations,  he  gave  to  Th%  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  £500.,— to  The  Blue  Coat 
Sdiool  in  Kendal  £250.,— to  The  Widows  HosfHtal  m 
Kendal  £250.^— and  to  The  Schools  <^  Industry  in  Kendal 
£250.

WIGTON,  near  Carlisle. 

The  Free  Gbammar  School  at  Wigton  was  founded 
and  endowed  in  the  year  1780,  by  Robert  Thohlinson, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  Wickham,  and  The  Revd.  Johk  Thom- 
xiNsoK,  M.  A.,  lus  Brother,  and  Rector  of  Rothbury,  in 
the  County  of  Northumberland. 

Dr.  Thomlinson  gave  £126.  towards  the  building  of  the 
School,  and  endowed  it  with  £20.  per  afmum^  which  arises 
fiom  a  Rent-charge  upon  the  estate  of  Houghton  CasUe,  in 
Northumberland,  now  belonging  to  William  Smith,  Esq. 
The  Revd.  John  Thomlinson  gave  JSIOO.  towards  the 
Endowment  of  it. 

And  the  following  Grentlemen  were  Ubaral  Benefactors 
towards  the  building  of  the  School, 

Jonathan  Watson,  Esq.,  of  London,         -       £50. 

Mr.  Francis  Grainger,  Merchant,  in  London,     20. 

Mr.  Thomas  Grainger,  of  London,  -  10. 

Mr.  Ambrose  Wilson,  of  London,  -'  5. 

The  Revd.  Henry  Geddes,  Vicar  of  Wigton,    -     5. 

And  about  One  hundred  and  fifty  Tenements  in  Wigton^ 

and  the  adjoining  Parishes,  were  m^AeJree  to  the  School,  by 

the  Proprietors  contributing  to  the  building  of  it,  about 

JE1..5..0.  each. 

About  the  year  1800,  Mr.  John  Allison,  of  London, 
Merdiant,  who  was  educated  here,  left  by  Will  £1000.  in 
the  Three  per  Cent.  Consols,  the  Interest  of  which  wa^ 
ordered  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Master  and  Usher, 
fiar  each  teaching  7W  poor  Boys  {not  free  to  the  School), 
groAsy  and  to  be  nominated  by  his  Relation,  Mr.  Cham- 
bers, of  AgpcUriOy  and  his  Heirs. 

Since  that  time,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  o£Netdmm^ 
in  North  Carolina,  who  was  a  Native  of  Thursby  in  this 
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County,  and  educated  here,  left  by  his  Will  dated  in  1798, 
the  Sum  of  £355.,  the  Interest  of  which  is  paid  in  the  ratio 
of  three-fifths  to  the  Master,  and  two-fifths  to  the  Usher : 
And  also  £60.  to  the  Poor  of  Wigtcm,  and  £100.  to  a  Boc^- 
Club  in  this  Town.    See,  Bramfidd. 

The  whole  amount  cS  the  ori^nal  and  subsequent  Endow- 
ments is  now  £70.  per  annum. 

The  number  of  Boys  generally  taught,  is  frcMn  70  to  80 ; 
one  half  of  which  may  be  said  to  hejree. 

The  Greek  Grammars  commcmly  used  are  those  of  West- 
MiKSTEB,  Valpy,  and  Holmes; — and  the  Latin,  are  those 
of  Eton,  and  Holmes.  There  are  no  particular  Books  pre- 
scribed by  The  Foimders.  The  only  OanERS  and  Rules 
which  they  have  left,  are  the  following, — 

<^  Obdebs  for  The  Fbee  School  of  Wigton,  in  the 
County  of  Cumberland,  and  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  agreed 
upon  and  settled  by  The  Foundees  of  the  smd  School. 

Fvrtt,  There  shall  be  Two  Master8>  or  a  Master  and  Usher. 
The  Head  Master  shall  be  obliged  to  observe  the  usual  School 
hours,  to  inspect  the  behaviour  of  all  the  Scholars,  and  to  teach 
in  Latin  and  Greek,  gra/tf,.the  Children  of  all  sudi,  as  by  con- 
tributing to  the  building  of  the  School,  have  made  their  Houses 
free.  And  that  the  School  may  not  be  burdened  with  a  number 
of  Foreigners,  he  shall  not  teach  any  but  who  are  free,  for  a  less 
sum  than  6s.  per  Quarter. 

Secondly,  The  Under-Master  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  due 
hours  in  his  attendance  on  the  School,  and  he  shall  teach  all  th« 
Children  of  such  as  are  free,  to  read,  write,  and  cypher  j  and 
those  that  intend  to  advance  to  the  Head  Master,  he  shall  teadi 
them  the  Accidence,  and  all  these,  gratis;  nor  shall  he  take  any 
Foreigners  under  his  care  for  less  Premium  than  2«.  6d.  per 
Quarter,  or  any  whatever  until  they  can  read  the  Testament, 

Thvrdhf,  Both  Masters  shall  every  Saturday  cause  their  respec- 
tive Boys  to  say  their  Catechism,  and  explain  it  to  them,  so  as  to 
.xnake  them  understand  it. 

Fourthly,  Both  Masters  shall  be  obliged  to  attend  the  public 
Prayers  on  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  all  Holy-days,  and 
cause  all  the  Scholars  to  attend  with  them. 

Fifthly,  Whenever  a  Vacancy  happens^  the  Head  Master  and 
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tJsher  are  to  be  elected  by  a  msyority  of  Votes  of  all  such  as  are 
free  to  the  School  and  appear  to  that  purpose,  when  due  notice 
of  their  Meetmg  hath  been  given  in  the  Church/* 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Josbph  Halli- 
TAX,  whose  Salary  is  £42.  per  (mnum,  together  with  the 
House  and  garden.  This  Gentleman  takes  a  limited  number 
of  Pupils,  his  terms  for  the  Board,  Lodging,  and  Education 
of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas  per  cmnum:  and  for  such  Day- 
scholars  as  are  notjru^  his  Quarter  Pence  is  £l..l..O. 

The  Salary  of  the  Usher  is  £28.  per  annum. 

The  School,  with  the  Master^s  House,  are  beautifully 
atuate  on  a  considerable  eminence,  called  ^^  Marhet^HiU^ 
and  hare  a  fine  Terrace  in  front  The  Windows  are  large, 
with  each  a  stone  muUion  in  the  centre,  and  the  whole  has  a 
respectable  and  antique  appearance.  A  neat  mural  monu- 
ment placed  in  the  centre  of  the  School,  with  the  following 
Inscription,  attracts  general  notice, — 

*^  Deo  et  Eccle^ae  Anglise  Sacras 

Scholam  banc  vir  Reverendus 
RoBBRTUs  Thomlinsok,  S.  T.  p., 
posuit  L.  M.,  anno  Domini  1730.*" 

This  School  being  within  seven  miles  of  The  Bishop  of 
Cablisle^s  Pialace,  has,  perhaps,  sent  as  many  Candidates 
fcnr  Holy  Orders  as  any  School  in  the  Diocese;  and  Co  it's 
Honour  and  deserved  Merit,  none  were  ever  sent  who,  upon 
Examination,  were  rqected. 
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WREAY,  near  Carlisle. 

Thx  FasE  School  o£  Wbeat,  in  the  Parish  <^  St  Mary, 
Carlisle,  hfw  been  kmg  established. 

The  Chiqpel  of  Wreay  having  bem  totally  n^lected  at 
the  Reformation,  Twelve  ProprietOTs  in  the  neighbourhood, 
styling  themselves  Trustees  for  the  Chapelry,  took  upcm 
themselves  the  direction  of  all  affairs  within  the  Hamlet,  and 
converted  the  Chapel  into  a  Sdiool-House. 

In  a  Petition,  inthout  date,  addressed  to  Edwaed  Raih- 
Bow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  between  the  years  1661  and  1684, 
the  Trustees  apologize  for  cutting  down  some  old  Trees 
whidi  grew  in  the  Chapel-yard,  in  order  to  augment  their 
Chapel  Stock,  <<  whidi  had  been  much  diminished,^' — and 
they  also  complain  of  a  person  teaching  School  in  a  nd^i- 
bouring  Village  to  the  ^^  impoverishment  ct  their  School,  and 
discouragement  of  their  School-Master.^' 

The  original  School  Stock  which  was  £40.,  remains  the 
same. 

A  School-Jiouse  was  built  in  1751. 

The  Trustees  appoint  the  Master. 

John  Brown,  Esq.,  o(  MelgnardSy  bequeathed  £200.  to 
the  School ;  with  the  major  part  of  which  John  Losh,  Esq., 
of  Woodside^  his  heir,  in  1764,  purchased  land  adj(Mning  to 
the  School-house,  and  the  remainder  is  in  the  hands  of  his 
Grand-daughters,  Misses  Sabah  and  Catherine  Losh, 
who  generously  intend  to  legalize  Mr.  Brown's  Will,  which 
was  invalidated  by  the  Mortmain  Act.  But  notwithstand- 
ing  that  circumstance,  the  Master  has  regularly  and  honoiur- 
ably  been  paid  all  the  emoluments. 

Let  ihose  tbho,  imder  «milar  drcumstances,  have  seixed 
upon  the  Estate  of  the  School  at  West  Burton,  in  York- 
shire, founded  and  endowed  by  Johk  Sadler,— and  those 
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aJiowho so greaibf  prq/Ued by U'^s tuiHon^ajod  who  nowlook 
vpon  the  transacHon  with  cold  indifference^ — blush  at  their 
improper  conduct^  ai^d  hasten  to  restore  that  once  celebrated 
Seminary  to  it's  just  rights  and  former  distinction. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  indefinitely. 

The  Grammars,  and  the  System  of  Education,  are  left  to 
the' Master's  ^scretion* 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Patrick  Francis  Doran, 
whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £S5.per  amrnm. 

A  angular  donation  was  made  by  a  Mr.  Graham,  ci  a 
Sitoer  Bell,  weighing  two  ounces^  upon  which  is  engraven 
"  Wrey  Chappie,  1 655,'' to  be  "fought  for  annually  on  ShroTe 
Tuesday  by  Cocks.''  About  thr«e  weeks  previous  to  that 
day,  the  boys  fixed  upon  Two  of  their  School-fellows  fcac 
Captaiks,  whose  parents  were  able  and  willing  to  bear  the 
expense  of  the  approaching  contest,  and  the  Master  on  his 
entering  the  School  was  saluted  by  the  boys  throwing  up 
their  hats,  and  the  acclamation  of  "  Dux,  Dux!"  After  an 
early  dinner  on  Shrove  Tuesday  the  two  Captains,  attended 
by  their  Friends  and  School-fellows  who  were  distinguished 
by  blue  and  red  Ribbons,  marched  in  procesdon  from  their 
respective  homes  to  the  Village  Gre^i,  when  each  produced 
Three  Cocks,.and  the  Bell  was  appended  to  the  hit  of  the 
lector, — in  which  manner  it  was  handed  down  from  one 
successful  Captain  to  another. 

About  thirty  years  since,  this  barbarous  custom  was  su- 
perseded by  a  "  Hunt," — a  Mayor  b^ng  aionually  elected, 
and  the  Bdl  graces  his  rod  of  office.  A  Haiv^  given  to  the 
boys,  under  fifteen,  to  be  run  for, — and  each  of  the  oompe- 
titors  recdves  a  proportionate  reward. 

Wrbay  Hunt  fioom  the  first  obtained,  and  still  maintains 
that  degree  of  celd>rity,  to  which  ^<  Captain  BaMee^  had  no 
pretension. 
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ASHBORNE. 


The  Free  Gkammae  School  in  Ashbobns  was  founded 
in  the  Twenty-Seventh  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Let- 
ters Patent  dated  the  15th  of  July,  1585,  on  the  petition  of 
Sir  Thomas  Cokaiks,  Knight,  of  Ashbome,  in  the  Countjr 
of  Derby,  William  Bbadbobke,  of  Lee,  in  the  same 
Ckninty,  Esquire,  Thomas  ICabter,  d*  the  Middle  Terajde^ 
London,  Gentleman,  Thomas  Hubte,  and  William  Jack- 
son, of  Ashbome,  Grentlemen,  and  other  Inhabitants  of  th^ 
same  Town,  who  were  desirous  of  foOnding  and  establishing 
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a  Free  Grammar  School  there,  for  the  better  instruction, 
and  education  of  the  Youth  of  the  noghbouring  country ; — 
Whereupon  her  Majesty  grants,  that  there  shall  be  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Ashbome,  for  the  education  of  boys  and 
youth  in  Grammar  and  other  good  Learning,  to  be  called 
*^  The  Free  GaAMiCAa  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Vm  of  AsHBOBNE,  in  the  County  of  Derby  i" — to  have 
one  Mast^  who  shall  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  and  an  Under- 
Master: — 

That  there  shall  be  Three  discreet  and  honest  Men,  to 
^be  GovEBNOBs  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  and  Twelve 
Assistants  to  the  said  Governors  in  the  management  of 
their  possessions  :— 

The  Three  Jirsi  Governors  to  be  Thomas  Cokainx, 
Gentleman,  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokainb,  Knight,  John 
Alsoppe,  of  Alsoppe  in  the  Dak,  Gentleman,  and  Robert 
HmiTE,  Vicar  of  the  Parish  Chtirch  of  Ashbome : — 

The  TwELVE^r^  Assistants  to  be  Robert  Whithall, 
Gentleman,  Thomas  Alsoppe,  of  Alsoppe  in  ihe  Dak, 
Gaitleman,  Roger  Hurts,  John  Cloves,  Senior,  George 
Jackson,  Nicholas  Hurts,  Gsrvase  Prince,  Andrew 
MiLWARD,  Jacob  Milward,  Robert  Hollis,  Ralph 
BuRCHE,  and  Richard  Radcltfee,  Parishioners  of  Ash- 
bome:— 

Hie  Governors,  and  Asristants,  and  their  Successors,  to 
be  a  Body  Corporate : — 

On  the  death  of  a  Governor,  or  his  removal  out  of  the 
Pariah,  or  his  bdng  oth^wise  removed,  the  pther  Governors 
and  Assistants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  William  Brad- 
borne,  Thomas  Carter,  Thomas  Hurts,  and  William 
Jackson,  or  thdr  Heirs  male  lawfully  bq;otten,  or  the 
majGor  part  of  them  if  any  of  them  shall  then  be  living,  and 
not  otherwise,  shall  choose  a  new  Governor  out  of  the  Aanst- 
^mts: — 
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But  if  Sir  Thomas  Cokaivb,  William  Bkapboekz, 
Thomas  Cakteb,  Thomas  Hitbtb,  and  William  Jack- 
son, or  their  Hdrs  male  should  not  be  living,  the  Govemon 
and  Asastants  may  elect  as  aforesaid : — 

The  like  rule  to  be  observed,  for  filling  up  vacandes  in 
the  Assistants  ^^  ex  discretioribus  e$  magU  idoneit  vtruT  of 
the  Parish  of  Ashbome : — 

These  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  ^thin  a  mcmth,  otherwise 
the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  may  appcxnt  a 
Governor  out  of  the  Asnstants,  and  an  Assistant  out  of  the 
Inhabitants :— > 

Sir  Thomas  Cokains,  William  Beadbobne,  Thomas 
Cabteb,  Thomas  Hubte,-  and  William  Jackson,  or  the 
Survivors  or  Survivor,  may  appoint  the  Master,  and  Under- 
Master  ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  Survivor,  the  Governors 
and  Assistants,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Heirs 
male  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  &a,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  may  appcnnt  a  Master  or  Under-Master;  But  if^ 
witfiin  thirty  days  afler  a  vaomcy,  on  reasonable  notice 
given  by  the  Vicar  or  Churchwardens  of  A^bome,  they  do 
not  appoint  a  fit  and  learned  man,  then  the  Bidiop  of  Co- 
ventry and  Lichfield,  and  his  Successors,  may,  within  one 
month,  appoint  for  that  turn : — 

Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  William  Bbadbobne,  Thomas 
Cabteb,  Thomas  Hubte,  and  William  Jackson,  or  the 
major  part,  or  the  Survivors  or  Survivor  of  them,  may  make 
fit  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing  under  their  Seals,  for 
the  government  and  direction  of  the  Master,  Under-Master, 
and  Scholars,  and  the  Gt)vemors  and  As^stants,  and  like- 
wise the  Stipends  and  Salaries  of  the  Master  and  Under- 
Master,  and  all  other  things  appertaining  to  the  said  School, 
and  the  government  and  disposition  of  their  Revenues : — 

These  Statutes  and  Ordbances  to  be  inviolably  observ- 
ed:— 

After  the  decease  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  &c,  the 
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Goveniors  and  AflsiBtaiits  with  the  advice  and  ocnflent  d  the 
Hein  male  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine^  &c.,  whilst  any  should 
survive,  and  afterwards  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Bish(^  of  Coventry  and  Lichfidd  for  the  time  being,  may 
fiom  time  to  time  make  fit  and  whdesome  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  School  and  it*s  posses- 
aons,  but  not  to  be  contrary  to  those  made  by  Sir  Thomas 
COKAINE,  &C.: — 

The  Grovemors  to  have  a  Common  Seal : — ^may  sue  and 
be  sued  at  law : — and  may  purchase  or  recdve  lands  and 
other  possessions,  not  exceeding  the  dear  annual  value  ci 
Fifty  pounds : — 

Licence  is  also  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  &c.,  to 
grant  lands  and  other  property,  not  exceeding  the  dear 
annual  value  of  £50. : — 

AH  the  Revenues  to  be  for  the  sustentation  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Sdiool,  the  Mai^,  and  the  Undar-Mastor : — 

The  Master,  and  Under*  Master,  so  appointed,  are  to  hold 
their  offices  without  any  other  presentation,  institution,  or 
investitvire,  for  life,  according  to  the  Statutes  aforesaid:-— 

But  they,  the  Governors  and  Assistants  may  be  removable 
according  to  the  Statutes: — 

The  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  to  be  granted 
without  fine  or  fee. 

It  does  not,  however,  appear  that  any  Rules  or  Orders 
were  made  by  the  Governors  and  Assistants  until  the  year 
17d$9  when  the  following  Statutes  were  enacted: — 

''  Whereas  the  place  of  Head  Master  of  Thb  Free 
Grammar  School  in  Ashborne^  in  the  County  of 
Derby,  has  become  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  late 
Revd.  William  Lanolet  5  And  whereas  the  Gover- 
nors and  Assistants  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School 
have  not  yet  made  any  Rules  or  Orders  for  ordering 
and  regulating  the  said  School  3  And  the  present 
Governors  and  Assistants  seeing  it  necessary  that 
there  should  be  some  Rules  or  Orders  made,  for  the 
fiitore  good  government^  ordering  and  regulating

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the  8iad  School,  and  all  other  matters  i^ktii^ 
thereto^  They  do  therefore  in  porsnaiice  and  bj 
virtue  of  certain  Letters  Patent,  made  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  year  of  the  reiffn  of  ^e  late  Queen  Eliza- 
ibvtn,  wherel^  the  said  School  was  founded,  and 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Lord  Bi^iop  of 
LicHFUBLD  and  Cotentry,  hereby  enact :  And  be 
it  enacted, 
fWst,  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  time  bein^, 
shall  enter  upon  their  respective  offices,  witli  the  Hoiise^ 
Crarden,  and  other  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  subject 
to  the  observance  of  all  and  every  the  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Orders  herein  contained,  and  which  are  on  their  respective 
parts  to  be  observed  and  performed,  and  shall  oontiniie  in 
the  possession  thereof  during  so  long  time  as  they  shall 
respectively  observe  the  said  Rules,  Statutes,  and  Orders, 
and  shall  conduct  themselves  diligently  and  properly  in 
their  offioes ;  and  no  longer. — ^And  in  case  the  Master,  or 
Under-Master,  shall  not  o^rve  the  said  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Orders  or  any  of  them,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  misconduct  or 
neglect  of  dutyj   and  in  order  to  prevent  a  Master  or 
Under-Master  being  discharged  and  removed  from  dieir 
respective  offices  upon  the  complaint*  or  by  the  prejudice  of 
a  few  individuals,  a  Meeting  of  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  first  called,  to  take 
into  consideration,  whether  therie  are  sufficient  grounds  by 
the  miscondoct  or  neglect  of  duty  of  sodi  Master  or  Under- 
Master,  or  their  omitting  to  observe  these  Rules,  Statutes, 
and  Orders  to  call  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  said  Governors 
and  Assistants,  and  if  so,  then  to  call  sudi  Special  Meeting, 
of  calling  which,  one  week's  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given 
to  the  said  Master  or  Under-Master  respectively,  and  the 
said  Governors  and  Assistants  are  at  such  Special  Meeting 
to  consider,  ftilly  and  carefully  investigate  such  misconduct 
or  neglect  of  ^ity,  or  non-observance  of  the  said  Rules, 
Statutes,  and  Orders,  and  they  or  the  migor  part  of  tiiem 
for  the  time  being  shall  then  either  acquit  such  Master  or 
Under-Master  from  any  complaint  wUch  shall  be  made 
against  him  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  sign  an  order  for  his  or 
their  discharge  and  removal  immediately,  or  within  such 
space  of  time  as  the  said  Governors  and  Assistants  or  the 
migor  part  of  them  shall  think  pn^per.— Provided  always, 
that  such  Special  Meeting  shall  not  be  held  sooner  than 
Fourteen  dm  after  the  then  preceding  Meeting :  And  the 
Master,  or  Under-Master,  who  shall  be  so  ordered  to  be 
dischaqged  or  removed,  shall  from  the  time  of  such  dis- 
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chai^gf)  OF  Femovml  be  depnved  of  all  the  profits  vad  emolu- 
oiamtA  bekmging  to  kis  oflloe,  and  shall  quit  ami  yield  up 
pofiseaaioQ  of  fait  HoEose,  Sohoo}^  GardeD,  luid  Orchard  to 
the  ae^me  belonging ;  And  if  he  shall  refuse  or  neglect  so 
to  quit  and  yield  up  the  aaaeky  the  siid  Governors  and 
Aflsistaats,  or  any  person  authorized  by  them,  ^all  and 
may  by  fcnre  remove  him  from  the  possession  thereof. 

Second^  That  no  Master,  or  Under'^BIaster,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  engage  himscdf  to  any  School  or  SeholarB,  nor  shall 
in  any  wise  teach  or  inatract  any  Seholarei  during  the  Hours 
proper  fcnr  him  to  attend  in  The  Fiee  Gfttu^mar  School,  viz,, 
FrooD  Swen  to  Eleven  in  the  Fof^ioon,  and  from  One  to 
jR>i4r  in  the  Afbemoon. 

TMrd,  That  the  Master,  or  Under^Master,  shaQ  not  without  the 
express  consent  of  the  said  GovernorBand  AssiBtants,  or  the 
m^jor  part  of  them  at  one  of  their  Meetings,  be  at  liberty 
to  take  as  Scholars  more  than  the  foUowii^  number  of 
BoarderB,^9tJB.,The  Head  Master  Twsbitt,  ami  the  Under- 
A&ster  Ten.  And  for  the  greater  preservation  of  the 
health  of  such  Boarding  Scholars,  the  Bft»ter  or  Under- 
Master  shall  not  have  more  than  two  beds  in  one  voom,  nor 
more  than  two  Schohtrs  in  one  bed.  And  that  the  M^ister 
and  Under-ldaster  shaU  each  of  them  obfige  \m  Boarding 
Scholars  to  attend  in  the  public  School,  teing  the  hours 
above  mentioned. 

Fomrik,  Thai  the  said  Governors  and  Asmstants,  tot  the  time 
being,  shall  have  liberty  at  all  times  hereafter  to  send  into 
the  said  School  between  the  hour&'of  Eleven  and  Twelve 
o'clock  in  the  Forenoon,  and  Fonr  and  Five  in  tiie  After- 
noon of  each  day  (exc^t  Sunday)  any  person  wbon  they 
shall  think  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  and  instruct- 
ing the  saki  Free  Scholars  in  Writing  and  Arithmetie. 

f^.  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  time  being 
shall  regularly  twice  a  week,  viz..  One  Month  aftev  each  of 
the  Recesses  of  Christmas  and  Whiinmtide,  send  dSrocted 
to  one  of  the  sidd  Governors  a  list  in  writing,  specifying  the 
name  of  every  Free  Scholar  each  hath  under  his  care,  which 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Governors  and  Assistants  at 
their  then  next  Meeting. 

Sixth,  Tfaht  wh^  and  so  often  as  any  I^ease  or  Leases  of  the 
lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  wherewith  the  said 
School  is  now,  or  hereafter  shall  be  endowed,  shaD  become 
expired,  such  lands,  tenements^  or  beredk&Qdtents  shall  be 
advertised  for  the  space  of  Three  weeks  ifi  the  Derby 
Mercury  to  be  let  by  public  Auction  from  year  to  year  j  or 
upon  one  or  more  lease  or  leases  for  any  term  not  exceedhtg 
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Twenty-one  years,  to  commence  from  the  time  of  such 
letting  thereof.    And  that  the  person  or  persons  who  shall 
be  the  best  bidder  or  bidders  fbr  such  lands,  tenements,  or 
hereditaments,  shall  find  sufficient  Sureties  for  payment  of 
the  rent,  and  for  performance  of  the  covenants  or  other 
articles  to  be  contained  in  such  lease  or  leases. — Provided 
that  no  Governor  or  Assistant  for  the  time  being,  or  any 
person  in  trust  for  him,  shall  be  a  bidder  at  such  Auction, 
and  0udi  Indding  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void  to  all 
intents  and  purposes :  it  being  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  these  Rules  and  Statutes,  that  any  Governor 
or  Assistant,  or  any  person  in  trust  for  him,  shall  be  a  holder 
or  occupier  of  any  of  the  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments 
of  or  belonging  to  the  said  School. 
SeoefUh,  That  all  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  arising  or  to  arise 
from  the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  hereditaments  where- 
with the  said  School  is  now  or  hereafter  shall  be  endowed, 
'^shall  for  the  time  being  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
said  Governors  and  Assistants  within  the  ^ace  of  Three 
months  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  for  him 
immediately  to  pay  Ttoo-third  parts  thereof  to  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  other  Third  (Mrt  thereof  to  the  Under- 
Master;  subject  to  such  futu^  Regulations,  as  may  be 
thought  necessaiy  to  be  made  by  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants. 
Lastly,  That  the  Blaster,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  an  equal  right  and  title  to  the  Pew  at  the  fiuther 
end  of  the  School-loft  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Ashborne 
aforesaid,  and  that  each  of  them  and  his  Family  shall  and 
may  occupy  the  same  accordingly,  without  the  hinderacne 
or  interruption  of  the  other  of  them. 
In  witness  and  testimony  whereof,  and  of  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Licqfibld  and  Covewtbt 
to  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Statutes  he  hath  signed  his  name  at 
the  bottom  hereof;  and  the  said  Grovemors  and  Assistants  have 
hereunto  caused  their  Common  Seal  to  be  affixed  this  Twentieth 
day  of  August  in  the  Thirty-sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Our 
Sovereign  Lord  Gborge  the  Third,  &c.,  1796." 

Several  small  rent  charges,  making  together  £5.  per 
annum,  were  ^ven  at  the  time  or  soon  after  the  Foundation^ 
by  Thomas  Cartbb,  Philip  Okeovxb,  Sir  Anthoxy 
AsHLET,  and  Mrs.  Stobse. 

In  1610,  RoGEE  Oldfield  gave  £70.  to  be  laid  out  in 
land. 
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In  1667)  The  Duke  of  Dsvonsrieb  .  gave  £6.  per 
annum  to  the  Head  Master. 

The  principal  Income  of  the  School  arises  from  the  rent 
of  an  Estate,  supposed  to  have  been  purchased  with  the 
amount  cS  a  Subscription,  now  let  at]£88.  per  annimfh — ^<uid 
Two-fifths  of  lauds  at  Ashovar  given  by  Mn  Chbistophek 
Pegge,  and  now  let  at  £316.  per  annum. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  about  £240.  per 
annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
required  to  learn  Latin^  as  it  is  not  considered  an  English 
School.  There  are  about  Sixteen  boys  upon  the  Founda- 
tion. They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Ladn 
Grammar,  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  for  superannua- 
tion. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and 
the  system  of  Educaticm  depends  upon  the  discretion  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  St  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, to  which  boys  educated  at  tins  School  seldom  succeed, 
as  there  are  three  or  fotir  previous  claims. 

The  preset  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Paul  Belcheh, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £160.  per  annum,  with  a 
house  and  garden.    This  Gentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
Terms  bdng  Tlurty-five  guineas  per  annum.

Thc  GikAMMAB  School  at  Cjbesterfikld  was  founded  in 
the  reign  o(  Queen  Elizabsth,  by  Godfej^y  Foljambb, 
Esq.jof  Watton,  in  this  Parish;  and  end  owed  with  JE13..G..8. 
per  mnnum,  payable  out  of  an  estate  at  Atteiiborouffh,  in  the 
County  of  Nottin^iam.  In  consequence  of  this  endowment^ 
ever^  Master,  nominated  and  aj^inted  by  The  Mayor  and 
Corpomtion,  must,  according  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Foljamb^ 
be  examined  and  approved  by  Th«  Abch^ishop  of  Yoek, 
in  whose  I>iocese  Attenborou^  is  situate. 

There  have  been  subsequent  Donations  ;^z;i3r.,  £S.  an- 
nually from  Ballidon,  in  the  County  of  Derby; — Jtl.  from 
the  Vicarof Cheeterfield^outof  land^earthe  Town :— £  1  ..7-1. 
from  the  Proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  Canal; — £L.7..0. 
the  Interest  of  j£30.,  Wt  by  Mr.  Lbovarp  Gill,  of  Lon- 
don, Merchant ; — and  a  Farm^  called  7%^  Hague  Farm, 
atuate  in  the  Paridi  of  Stavely  near  Chesterfield,  which  was 
left  about  the  year  1674,  by  Mr.  Cobnelius  Clabke,  of 
the  then  yearly  value  of  £38. ;  which  Rent  was  to  be 
divided  in  the  following  paroportions,  viz,.,  ,JCl5.  annualfy  U> 
the  Master,  £lb.  annually  to  an  Usher  toajssist  the  Master, 
and  £S.  annually  to  an  A  B  C  Darius.  The  respective  sums 
of  jG15.  to  the  Master  and  Usher  are  annually  paid  by  The 
Corporation  of  Chesterfield,  as  Trustees  :  But  it  i^  stated, 
that  the  ABC  Darius  now  receives  from  this  endowment 
£12..12..0.  per  annum.  The  appointment  of  the  Usher  was 
vested  by  Mr.  Clabse  in  his  Descendants;  and  in  conse- 
quence, Mr.  Shore,  of  Norton,  in  the  County  of  Derby, 
nommates,  and  The  Corporation  approve  in  this  case. 

The  Hagtu  Farm  being  adjacent  to  the  Estate  of  Sir 
StTWBLL  Sitwell,  BoTt,  of  Reuishaw,  an  advatageous 
exchange  of  k  was  made   by  The  Corporation  with  Sir 
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SiTWELL  for  lands  situate  eLsewhere,  about  Twenty  years 
8moe« 

Here  are  no  particular  Statutes,  nor  Ordinances. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  all  descriptions  in  the  Tonm^ 
free  of  expense.  But  from  this  promiscuous  Adndsacniy 
there  are  few  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  and  but  rarely 
any  other  Scholars. 

The  Westminster  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Etok 
Greek,  are  used;  And  the  usual  routine  of  Education ia. 
The  Accidence  and  Latin  Grammar,  Clarke^s  Introduction, 
Latin  Testament,  Eutropius,  Phaedrus's  Fables,  Csesar^s 
Commentaries,  Greek  Testament,  Ovid^s  Metamorphoses, 
Sallust,  Virgil ;  and,  in  Greek,  Xenophon  and  Homer. 

It  appears  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Foljambe,  that  he  foun- 
ded a  Fellowship  for  the  Town  of  Chesterfield  at  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  There  is  neither  Exhibition,  nor 
Scholarship. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Field, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £40.  per  annuniy  with  a 
House  and  about  six  or  seven  acres  of  Land.  But,  as  all 
this  property  lies  within  The  Borough  of  Chesterfield,  tiie 
Imposts  upon  it  are  equal  to  a  heavy  rent :  It  also  pajrs  a 
Rent-charge  of  £2..10..0.  annually  to  The  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire. This  Gentieman  would  have  wished  to  have  taken 
Private  Pupils ;  but  the  House,  though  very  large,  is  in  so 
dilapidated  a  state,  that  there  are  not  accommodations. 

The  Ushership  is,  at  present,  annexed  to  the  Mastership ; 
and  there  is  no  other  Master  in  the  School 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments  belonging  to  this 
School :  neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

Archbishop  Seckee  is  said  to  have  received  his  first 
instruction  in  this  School ;  and  Dr.  Kate,  the  late  Dean 
of  Lincoln,  and  Dr.  Daewik,  the  Physician  and  Poet,  were 
educated  here. 

The, School  is  caDed  "  The  Chapel SchooT  to  diis  day. 
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because  it  is  built  upon  the  site  of  The  Chapel  of  the  ^Id 
of  St.  Helen.  The  Well  adjoining  to  it,  which  is  now 
nearly  destroyed  by  the  sinking  of  contiguous  pits,  was  call- 
ed <'  The  Hohf  Weli;^  and  was  in  high  celebrity.  The 
Street,  leading  to  ^  School,  is  called '«  Hohf  WM  Street:'' 
and  the  Fields  oppo»te,  are  at  this  time  called  **  Si.  Hderi^T^ 
There  is  a  Gallery  in  the  Church,  which  is  called  ^  The 
School  Lqft^  as  belonging  to  the  Schocd ;  and  wfaidi  was, 
without  doubt,  appropriated  to  the  School  by  the  Founder ; 
over  whose  Seats  bdow,  it  is  erected. 
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DERBY. 

Thr  FmsB  ScHKKS^  at  D^Mr,  which  iBskuate  in  St.  Peter*s 
Cbiircti-yard,  is  one  of  theiaost  wxei^t  Endomnents  of  the 
kind  iti  Ibift  kingdom. 

Aooorfing  to  Mir.  LrsoNS^  it  is  cerlnb.  that  it  exited  a« 
eariy  ma  the  TiPtlfth  '{jenMryj—tmd  it  mem»  to  have  been 
founded  in  the  reign  of  JGag  Heney  the.  Seoood^  aooa  after 
the  removal  of  the  Canons  of  St  Helens  to  the  Abbey  of 
Dariey. 

Waltbb'Durdant,  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  his  Charter, 
speaks  of  the  School  at  Derby  as  the  ^ft  of  himself  and 
William  de  Babb&  Apeilis. 

Soon  after  this,  whilst  Richaed  Pbche,  who  succeeded 
Waltee  Duedant  in  1162,  was  Bishop  of  Lichfidd, 
Walkelin  de  Deeby  and  Gtoda  his  Wife  gave  the  Man- 
aon  in  which  they  dwelt,  and  which  Walkelin  had  pur- 
chased of  William  Alsin,  to  the  Canons  of  Dariey,  cm 
condition  that  the  Hall  should  be  for  ever  used  as  a  Sdiool- 
room,  and  the  Chambers  for  the  Dwdling  of  the  Master  and 
Clerks. 

This  ancient  Grammar  School  was  given  to  The  Corpo> 
ration  by  Queen  Maey,  together  with  a  part  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  Abbey  of  Dariey  for  it's  Foundation,  spedally 
chargmg  the  Estate  o(  Little  Chester  with  the  annual  payment 
of  £ld..6..8.  to  the  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Endowment  which  is  in  Land  and  Houses,  is  coo- 
aderably  improved;— but  the  amount  is  a  prqfbwid  Secret 
with  The  Corporation,  who  positively  refuse  any  information 
respecting  the  School. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  in  land  of  £20.  per  anmun 
was  made  by  Feancis  Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London, 
which  is  now  paid  by  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge. 
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The  Schocd  is  0p&a  to  the  ^ns  <£  Bmigesses  kidrfiulelyv 
free  of  expcBse.  They  flife  admitted  at  a»y  «ge,  ¥4jfnthey 
can*  read.  At  present  thece  aue  ^driy  thfw  orjimr  Fwe 
SdiolarS)--M)d  as  tMShy  ExtxvuParocIiMil  Scfa^lars^  who  pay 
a  guinea  entrance ;  and  four  guineas  per  CTmum.  That 
have  been  Fifty  Scholars  in  this  School  at  one  time,  but  not 
<if  late  years. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;    and  the  system  of 
Education  is  at  the  option  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Tbk  Exhibitions  at  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.  per  annum  each,  founded  by  Mr.  Ash  ; 
to  which  boys,  who  are  educated  at  The  Grammar  Schods 
of  Ashby  and  Derby,  have  a  preference. 

Mrs.  Jane  Walton,  the'  Widow  of  The  Revd.  John 
Walton,  Archdeacon  of  Derby,  (who  died  in  1603),  among 
several  other  benefactions,  gave  £100.  to  The  Master  and 
Fdlows  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  Scholars  as  come  from  Derby  School,  or, 
for  want  of  such,  firom  Derbyshire,  and  are  admitted  of  that 
College. 

She  also  bequeathed  to  The  Bailiffs  and  Common  Council 
of  Derby  £40.,  for  the  better  relief  of  the  Head  Master  and 
Usher,  <<  so  as  the  Stock  may  continue  for  that  use  for  ever."^ 
The'^present^  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Blioh,  whose 
Salary  is  £50.  per  annum  from  The  Corporation,  and  £20. 
per  annum  from  Emanuel  College. 

A  Sermon  is  preached  cmce  a  year  at  All  Saints  Chuech, 
fcM:  which  £20.  per  annum  was  left  by  Mr.  Ceajitshaw, 
which  sum  has  always  been  given  to  the  Master,  but  it  does 
not  constitute  part  dT  the  Endowment 

There  is  no  Usher  at  present ;  none  having  been  appoint- 
ed  by  The  Corporation  since  the  death  of  the  last,  who  died 
about  four  years  ago. 

Among  the  Eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  here, 
may  be  montioned, — 
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John  Flamstked,  the  first  Astronomer  Royal. 
Jc«N  Eaedlet  Wilmot,  Esq.,  Master  in  Chancery. 
The  present  Lord  St.  Helenas. 

Akthony  Blackwall,  Author  of  the  Sobred  Classios^ 
was  Master  cf  this  Schocd* 
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DRONFIELD,  near  Chesterfield. 


The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Drovfibld  was  founded 
in  the  year  1579,  by  Thomas  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  Remem- 
brancer of  The  Court  of  Exchequer,  in  pursuance  of  the 
Will  of  Henrt  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  his  Predecessor  m  that 
office  (to  whom  he  was  Executor),  and  endowed  with  lands, 
situate  in  the  Parishes  of  Dronfidd,  Chesterfield,  and  Ec- 
kington,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £30.,  but  now  amount- 
ing to  £230.  a  year,  mostly  on  lease. 
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The  Letters  Patent  direct,  that  this  School  shall  be  called 
**  Thb  School  of  Heney  Fanshaw,  Esq,,  of  Dbokfcbld.^ 
-^That  the  Vicar  and  Guardians  of  the  Parish  Church  shall 
be  Governors,  and  a  Body  Corporate,  and  have  a  Common 
Seal— The  Hdr  of  Hekbt  Fanshaw  to  be  Patron. — ^And 
during  a  vacancy  of  the  Vican^  or  Gruardians,  Six  of  the 
most  discreet  Inhabitants,  ncnninated  by  tibe  Fanshaw  Fa- 
mily, to  be  Governors,  pro  tempore. 

The  Heir  of  the  Founder,  being  of  the  fuITage  of  Twen- 
ty-one,— and,  in  want  of  hdrs,  the  Bishi^  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield,^  to  appoint  the  Head  Master,  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  make  fit  and  wholescmie  Statutes. 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  receive  any  other  pos- 
sessions, not  exceeding  iu  the  whole  the  full  annual  value  of 
iCSO.,  and  whidi  are  not  holden  in  capUc. 

All  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Estates  are  to  be  applied 
to  the  miuntenance  of  the  Head  Master,  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  no  other  u^e  whatsoever. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  **  Thb  Ordbes,*  made  by  Sir 
Thomas  Fanshaw,  K.  B.,  for  the  govetDment  of  the 
School  :— 

'^  Imprimis,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain>  that  the  said  School 
shall  begin  (betwixt  oiu*  l.ady-day  and  Michaelmas)  at  the  hour 
of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  end  at  eleven,  and  in  the  after- 
noon that  it  begin  at  one  and  end  at  star  -,  and  in  the  Winter,  that 
the  said  School  begin  at  seven  and  continue  to  eleven,  and  in  the 
afternoon  from  one  to  Jive,  And  tKat  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  come  into  the  School  amongst  their  Scholars,  every 
looming  (except  they  be  detained  by  want  of  their  healths)  by 
six  of  the  o*clock,  flrom  our  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by 
seven  firom  Michaehnas  to  Lady<day,  and  that  they  continue  in 
person  teaching  their  Scholars  till  nine  of  the  clock,  and  then  if 
tb^  please  to  refresh  themselves,  and  that  they  be  in  person  in 
the  said  School  again  by  ten  of  the  clock,  and  so  continue  till 
eleven  -,  and  at  afternoon,  that  they  be  present  within  the  said 
Sdhool  by  one  of  the  clocks  and  continue  there  till  threcj  and 
jFJrpm  four  till  five  in  the  winter,  the  rest  of  the  year,  till  sue. 
And  if  they  be  occasioned  through  necessary  business^  to  absent 
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theiDsehres  firom  the  said  School  more  than  two  days>  I  will  that  ! 
tfaey  ask  three  of  the  Goremors  leare^  (the  Vicar  of  Dronfidd 
he^  0fie.)-^And  if  th^y  prove  nc^ligoit  in  keeping  their  hoara 
as  is  aboresaid^  or  absent  themselves  from  the  said  School 
without  leave  obtained,  after  three  admonitions  given  them  or 
di^tker  of  them,  by  the  Govmiors,  or  more  part  of  them,  then  I 
declare  his  or  their  place  void,  and  myself  at  liberty  to  appoint  a 
new  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  in  his  place  so  forfeited. 

9.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  every  Saturday  after«- 
nooiij  do  call  the  Scholars  before  him»  and  that  till  three  of  the 
dock  be  catednse  them  in  the  prindples  oi  our  Christian  Reli«       \ 
gkm,  according  to  the  order  of  tiie  book  of  Common  Prayer,        i 
^lat  they  may  by  this  means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receive        \ 
public  instruction  by  way  of  catpchising  from  the  Vicar  in  the 
Church. 

3.  Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  upon 
penalty  of  loss  of  dieir  places,  that  they  grant  no  otium  or  play 
days  to  their  Scholars,  upon  any  pretext ;  but  I  appoint  that  the 
Scholars  do  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  by  three  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon,  play  of  course.  And  that  there  be  no  breaking 
up,  nor  leaving  of  School  before  any  festival  days,  save  only  two 
days  before  the  feast  of  Easter,  two  days  before  the  feast  of  Pen- 
tecoet,  and  four  or  five  days  before  Christmas,  and  the  School 
to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter  Week,  the  Wed- 
nesday in  the  feast  of  Pentecost,  and  the  first  Monday  after  the 
twelf^  day  in  Christmas  without  dday. 

4.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  give  such  correction  to  their  Scholars  as  shall  be  meet 
and  fit,  but  in  no  wise  that  they  strike  any  Scholar  upon  the 
head  or  the  dieek  with  thdr  fist  or  the  palm  of  their  hands,  or 
wtth  any  other  thing  -,  and  that  they  do  not  curse  or  revile  their 
Scholars ;  that  the  Scholars  be  corrected  for  swearing  with  the 
rod,  and  Latin  Scholars  fbr  speaking  English  with  the  ferula  ; 
that  monitors  be  ^pointed  to  present  their  rudeness,  irreverence, 
or  indecent  demeanor  in  the  streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public 
SjportB. 

5.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Sdiolars  do  every  morning  vpaa 
tMr  knees  befbre  they  begin  their  Lectures,  oSer  up  thdr  sacri* 
fioe  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  in  sudi  pmyers  and 
psalnds  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me^  tliat  is  to  say,  ihat  the 
Master  in  the  morning  do  repeat  orderly  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and 
alter  ^at  te  deum  laudamus,  the  Scholws  answering  hhn  ^  and 
in  the  aHemoon  befbre  they  do  depart,  that  tlie  Master  do  re- 
peat ordefly  the  113th  psdm,  the  Scholars  answering  him« 
And  tikat  the  Scholars  of  die  said  School  may  be  nurtured  and 
dlMafdiBed  as  well  hi  fpood  manners  as  eaoerdsed  la  arts^  I  do 
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duu^  the  Schoolmasfer  and  Udier,  as  they  will  answer  it  to 
God  and  all  good  men^  that  they  bring  up  their  Scholars  in  the 
fear  of  Qod,  and  reverence  towards  all  men,  that  they  teach 
them  obedience  to  their  parents^  observance  to  thdr  betters, 
gentleness  and  ingenuity  in  all  their  cacriagey  and  above  all 
tilings  that  they  chastise  them  seva«ly  for  their  vices^  viz.,  lying, 
swearing,  and  filthy  speaking;  that  men  sedng  the  ends  of 
virtue  in  their  youth>  may  be  stirred  up  to  bless  and  pnuse  God 
for  their  pious  education. 

6.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  upon  every  Sunday  and 
Holy-day  in  the  mcmiing  resort  orderly  unto  the  School,  and 
that  they  go  from  thence  with  their  Master  and  Usher  before 
them  unto  the  Churdi,  two  and  two  in  rank>  that  they  carry 
their  service  book  with  them  and  answer  the  Versides  in  the 
Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  doth,  that  they  kneel  at  sudi 
times  of  the  cdebration  of  Divine  service  accordingly  as  it  is  in 
that  behalf  prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Common  Pniyer>  and  that 
they  stand  up  at  the  reading  of  the  Creed>  and  bow  at  the  sacred 
name  of  Jesus ;  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  capadty,  do  take  in 
writing  the  notes  of  the  Preacher^s  Sermons,  and  give  account  of 
th&n  on  Monday  morning  to  their  Master. 

7.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  no  Iqprous,  foul  or 
infectious  Child  be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  nor  any  that 
by  any  sloth  or  negligence  of  their  parents  or  guaidians  shall  be 
observed  to  be  slovenly. 

8.  Item,  1  do  ordahi,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  demised  fat  any 
longer  term  than  for  one  and  twenty  years  at  the  furthest,  to 
begin  in  possession  from  the  making  of  the  lease  or  leases  of 
any  of  the  said  lands ;  and  that  upon  every  lease  thereof  so  from 
time  to  time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved  for  and  during  all 
the  term,  such  yearly  rent  or  rents,  as  shall  be  according  to  the 
true  and  best  value  of  the  said  Lands  -,  and  that  no  fine  or  in- 
ccmie  be  taken  for  any  such  lease,  and  that  the  yearly  rent  so 
reserved  and  payable  upon  the  said  lease  or  leases,  shall  be  paid 
at  the  two  usual  feasts  or  terms  in  the  year,  that  is  to  say,  attiie 
foast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Annunciation  of  our 
Blessed  Lady,  the  Vii^  Mary,  or  within  twenty  days  at  the 
furthest,  next  and  inmiediatdy  ensuing  after  eadi  ai  the  said 
Feasts,  by  even  and  equal  portions.  Aud  the  said  Rents  so  re- 
served b^ng  received  as  aforesaid,  shall  by  the  Governors  of  the 
said  School  be  paid  unto  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  within 
eight  days  after  the  time  so  limited  for  the  payment  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  out  of  which  rents  and  profits,  I  ordain  tiie  Usher  to 
have  paid  unto  him  for  his  salary,  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds 
yearly  and  every  year,  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the 
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residue  of  the  said  yearly  rent^  yearly  paid  unto  him  at  the  days 
and  times  before  limited. 

9.  Uem,  I  ordain  that  the  conveyances  and  writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  possessions  of  the  said  School,  together  with 
the  Common  Seal  now  by  me  appointed  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  Governors  of  the  said  School,  wherewith  the  said  Governors 
are  to  seal  such  leases,  as  shall  be  made  of  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  said  School,  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  kept  in  a  chesty 
which  shall  remain  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Dron- 
field  aforesaid,  under  six  locks  and  keys,  one  of  which  keys  the 
Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being  shall  keep,  and  eadi  of 
the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  shall  keep  one,  and  one 
other  key  shall  be  kept  by  my  kinsman,  Lyonell  Fanshawe, 
Esq.,  until  such  time  as  I  shall  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same. 

10.  Item,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  stand  and  be 
observed  in  all  points,  imtil  such  time  as  I  or  my  heirs,  or  the 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Litchfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
minority  of  my  heirs,  shall  find  instant  cause  to  alter  the  same. 

11.  Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  once  in  every 
year,  upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
same  day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church,  by  the 
leave  of  the  Vicar  of  I>ronfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the  pre* 
sence  and  hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  whom  I  desire  in  that 
behalf  to  be  then  present.

Know  all  Men  by  these  presents,  that  We,  Althea  Fan- 
shawe, the  Patroness  of  the  School  of  Dronfield,  in  the 
County  of  Derby,  together  with  The  Rev.  Lawrence 
Bourne,  Clerk  and  Vicar  of  the  isaid  Parish  of  Dronfield, 
KoBBRT  Ward,  Joseph  Pearson,  Thomas   Worsten- 
holme,  and  Charles  Greenwood,  Churchwardens  of  the 
said  Parish,  Trustees  for  and  Governors  of  the  said  School, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  in  us  vested  by  the  Founder  of 
the  said  School,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  much  greater  and  most  respectable  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, make  these  following  alterations  of,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Rules  already  made,  for  the  better  ordering  of 
the  said  School. 
1.  In  regard  to  the  Eighth  Rule  already  made>  respecting  the 
Usher's  salary.  We  (in  conformity  with  what  our  predecessors 
have  done  before  us)  do  order,  that  upon  every  increase  of  the 
rents,  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  School,  the  Usher*s  salary  shall 
be  augmented  abng  with  the  Headmaster's,  in  proportion  to 
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their  several  present  stipends^  or  diminished  in  the  same  propor-  . 
tion^  upon  any  extraordinary  expence  being  incurred^  except  only 
with  respect  to  their  several  houses^  for  repairing  which,  each 
Master  shall  pay  for  his  own. 

2.  We  order,  that  whatever  Boys,  the  Usher  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  bring  into  the  School,  he  shall  himself  be  paid  as  well 
for  their  entrance  as  instruction,  till  such  time  as  they  shall,  by 
the  direction  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  be  consigned  over  to  the  care  of  the  Head-master, 
in  which  case  one  hsdf  of  the  entrance  money  received  by  the 
Usher  shall  by  him  be  paid  to  Ae  Head-master.  And  that  the 
Usher  and  his  Boys  shall  have  free  access  to  the  School  at  all 
School  hours,  without  the  let,  hindrance  or  molestation  of  the 
Head-master ;  neither  shall  they  be  subject  to  his  authority,  ex- 
cqit  only  with  respect  to  their  moral  conduct. 

3.  We  forther  order,  that  no  Boy  whose  parents  live  and  are 
legally  settled  in  the  P^urish  of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  any  entrance 
money  ;  and  that  no  other  boy  shall  pay  more  than  half  a  guinea 
entrance,  nor  more  than  two  guineas  a  year  for  instruction^ 
writing,  and  accompts  excepted. 

4.  We  further  order,  that  no  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  shall  take  upon  him  to  prevent  any  Boy  from  comings 
to  the  said  School^  or  refuse  to  instruct  him  there  in  the  same 
manner  he  does  the  other  Boys  under  his  care,  unless  such  rea- 
sons be  assigned  as  shall  be  thought  sufficient  by  the  Vicar  and 
Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

5.  We  further  order,  that  if  Sie  Usher  for  the  time  being, 
shall  undertake  to  instruct  Boys  in  writing  and  accompts,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  bring  tables  and  forms  into  the  School  for 
that  purpose  -,  but  shall  not  demand  more  for  such  instruction, 
than  what  is  usually  paid  at  other  Schools  in  the  neighbour- 
hood ',  or  if  he  does  not  choose  to  engage  in  that  employment^ 
then  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  do  it,  who  shall 
be  indulged  in  the  like  privileges. 

6.  We  further  order,  that  no  Boy  who  belongs  to  the  Parish 
of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  more  than  sixpence  a  year  towards  coals, 
nor  more  than  threepence  a  year  towards  keeping  the  School 
clean,  and  lighting  the  fires  in  it ;  and  that  every  other  Boy 
shall  pay  twice  as  much,  and  no  more,  to  those  several  charges  : 
And  in  case  more  coals  be  wanted,  or  more  pay  be  wanted  to 
satisfy  the  School-sweeper,  the  Churchwardens  shall  provide  the 
former,  and  pay  the  latter^  and  deduct  the  same  from  the 
School  rents. 

7.  We  further  order,  that  if  any  disputes  arise  between  the 
Head-master  and  Usher,  or  between  either  of  them  and  any 
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other  yexvm,  respecting  the  School  or  Scholars^  they  shall  be 
referr^  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  bein^j  to 
be  adjusted  by  them^  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  their  adjust- 
ment shall  be  final. 

8.  We  order,  that  these  our  Rules  together  wHh  those  for- 
merly made  and  not  yet  repealed,  duill  be  strictly  observed  both 
by  the  Head-master  and  Usher,  upon  pain  of  our  displeasure, 
and  such  punishment,  as  We,  by  the  Charter,  are  authorised  to 
inflict.

The  Schod  which  is  open  to  boys  of  any  Pidnsh  indefi- 
nitely, is  conducted  upon  Dr.  Bellas  System.  There  is  no 
prescribed  age  of  admission,  or  continuance  at  the  School. 
The  Govamors  admit.  The  Classics  have  not  been  taught 
here  for  many  years. 

There  are  no  Exhibiti6ns,  nor  Church  Preferments,  be- 
longing to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Pidcock, 
whose  Salary  is  iClSO.  per  annum,  and  a  house  and  garden. 
He  does  not  tak^  Pupils. 
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The  present  Under-Master  is,  Mr.  William  Bibksn, 
whose  Salaiy  is  the  remainder  of  the  endowment,  and  a 
house,  which  was  built  by  subscription. 

General  Fanshaw,  an  Officer  in  the  Russian  Service,  is 
the  present  Patron  of  this  School,  as  Representative  of  the 
Founder. 
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HARTSHORN,  near  Ashby  de  la  Zouch. 

The  Fbee  School  at  Habtshorn  was  founded  by  Wil- 
LiAK  Dethick,  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1 626;  and  endowed 
^th  land  and  houses  in  Ticknall,  and  Burton  upon  Trent, 
for  a  Master  to  instruct  Thirty  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  £50i  per  annum. 

The  Master  has  £30.  per  annum^  and  a  house ;  and  the 
number  of  Scholars  is  usually  from  40  to  70. 

Mr.  Dethick  ordered,  that  such  a  Master  should  be 
chosen,  who  could  assist  the  Rector  in  reading  the  Lessons ; 
which  the  last  Master  used  to  do. 

The  system  of  Education  is  at  the  option  of  The  Trds- 
TEBs,  who  are  Three  in  number ;  and  of  whom  the  Rector 
of  Hartshcnm  is  always  One. 

Latinf  it  is  believed,  was  formerly  taught  in  this  School ; 
but,  at  present,  English  only. 
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REFrON. 


At  so  distant  a  period  as  the  Saxon  Heptardiy,  Repton, 
or  Reopandun  as  it  was  then  called,  is  mentioned  in  the 
scanty  Chronicles  of  the  times,  as  we  learn  from  the  extracts 
preserved  by  Lelakd,  and  given  in  his  CtJkcUmea. 

It  was  not  only  the  Palace  of  the  Saxon  Monarchs  of 
Merda^  but  the  seat  of  a  noble  Monastery  of  Reli^ous  men 
and  women,  before  the  year  660;  of  which  Palace,  or 
Monastery,  considerable  foundations  are  discoverable,  both  in 
the  Priory  and  adjoining  Church-yard,  when  any  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  School  buildings,  or  vaults  been  dug 
in  the  Church-yard. 

The  Palace  and  Monastery  being  laid  waste  and  destroyed 
by  the  Danes,  the  Priory  was  re-edified  in  the  year  1172, 
by  Matilda,  widow  of  Ranulph  de  Blundbvillb,  second 
Earl  of  Chester,  and  continued  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
until  the  Dissolution  by  Heney  the  Eighth,  in  1538,  when 
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it  was  found  to  be  poasesaed  of  Bevenuei  to  the  i^mount  of 
£167..18..0. 

The  Site  of  the  Priory,  and  it^s  Possessions  in  Repton, 
were  granted,  in  1540^  to  Thomas  Thacker,  Esq.,  Servant 
to  Henev  the  Eighth,  in  whose  Family  they  continued  until 
the  year  172B,  when,  by  the  bequest  of  Miss  Thacker, 
heiress  to  Gilbert  Thacker,  Esq.,  the  Pyiory  estate  in 
Bepton  was  conveyed  to  the  Family  of  Burdett,  of  Fare^ 
marky  in  which  it  still  coptinues. 

Sir  John  Port,  of  EimM^  Knight  of  the  Bath,  (so 
created  at  the  Coronation  gf  King  Edward  the  Sixth),  who 
was  possessed,  by  marriage  and  inheritance,  of  great  pro- 
perty in  the  Counties  of  Stafford,  D^by,  and  Lanciister^ 
having  lost  his  two  sons  at  an  early  ^ige,  and  being  minded 
to  besfibw  some  part  of  his  estates  in  Charitable  Foundations 
fixr  the  rqpose  of  his  Soul,  in  the  year  1556  devised  to  his 
Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Giffard,  Richard  Harpur,  Esq^ 
and  others,  certain  estates  in  the  Counties  of  Derby  and 
Lancaster,  for  the  Foundaticm  of  an  Hospital  at  EiwaB, 
and  a  Free  Grammar  School  at  Rqdon. 

These  Institutions  were  accordingly  established  after  his 
death,  in  the  year  1557^  and  continued  by  the  JJceaace  of 
Queen  Mart,  under  the  direction  of  the  Harpur  Family, 
until  the  year  1621 ;  when,  by  an  Agreement  between  & 
JoHX  Harpur  on  the  one  part,  and  The  Earl  of  Hunting- 
don, Lord  Stanhope,  and  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  Bart,  on 
the  other,  the  three  several  Descendants  of  Sir  John  Fortes 
three  laughters,  the  Superintendance,  after  the  death  of 
Sir  John  Harpur,  was  conveyed  to  the  right  heirs  of  the 
Founder. 

By  the  Petiidon  of  the  Co-heirs,  The  Hospital  and 
School,  in  the  year  1621,  were  made  a  Body  Corporate,  by 
the  style  and  tide  of  "  The  Mastkr  of  Etwall  Hospital, 
The  Schoolmaster  of  Repton,  Ushers,  Poor  Mkn,  and 
Poor  Scholars.^'    And,  in  consequence  of  diat  settlement, 
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the  estates  were  ooDveyed  by  Sir  Johk  Habpur  to  The 
Corporation,  and  in  that  Body  are  now  vested. 

The  Endowment,  when  the  Charter  was  granted,  was 
£850.;  but  which,  from  the  improved  state  of  if  s  Revenues, 
is  at  present  about  £2500.  per  annum. 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  the  First  a  small  addition  was 
made  by  Mr\  Thomas  Whitehead,  first  Usher,  for  the 
benefit  of  The  Head  Master,  of  a  Field  of  four  acres  at 
Repton,  now  worth  £12.  per  cmnum. 

There  is  also  a  small  estate  at  Ticknall,  which  vras  left  by 
Mr.  Philip  Ward,  a  former  Master,  in  1656,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Books  for  Poor  Scholars. 

The  Foundation  at  present  maintains  a  Master  of  The 
Hospital  (in  whom  the  power  of  receiving  the  Rents^  and 
paying  the  Stipends,  is  vested),— a  Master  of  The  Sdiool, — 
Two  Ushers,— 16  Poor  Men  in  The  Hospital,— -and  18  Poot 
Scholars  at  Repton. 

The  entire  superintendance  of  The  School  and  Hosptal 
is  hereditary  in  the  Noble  Families  of  Hastings  and  Ches- 
terfield, and  of  Sir  William  Gerard,  the  Representa- 
tives and  Co-heirs  of  Sir  John  Port's  three  daughters,  who 
have  the  power  of  regulating  The  Corporation,  and  electing 
The  Master  of  The  Hospital,  The  Schoolmaster,  and  Ushers; 
But  a  Grant  of  a  Fourth  Turn  with  them,  in  the  appoint- 
ment only  of  Poor  Men,  and  Poor  Schdars,  was  made  by 
The  Charter  to  the  Family  of  Harpur,  of  Calke. 

The  Village  of  Repton  is  pleasantiy  situate  in  a  Valley, 
which  is  washed  by  a  rapid  Trout-stream,  that  rises  in  the 
Pistem  HUhy  about  six  miles  distant  to  the  Southward. 
At  the  Northern  extremity  of  the  Village,  upon  an  elevation 
overlooking  the  adjacent  Country  and  the  river  Treni^ 
stands  the  Parish  Church. 

Adjcnning  to  the  Church,  are  the  remains  of  The  PricMry, 
which  are  now  converted  into  a  Grammar  School,  and 
Houses  for  the  Masters.    The  entrance  fhun  the  Village  to 
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The  Monastery,  is  throu^  a  Gateway  with  a  Pointed  Ardi, 
into  the  School-yard,  fiyrmerly  called  "  The  Infirmary 
Ycard:"^  The  Eastern  side  of  whidi  is  occupied  by  a  long 
range  of  building,  with  haUtations  at  the  Northern  end  for 
Hhe  Head  Master:  and  at  the  Southern,  for  the  First 
Usher.  In  the  middle,  is  the  School-room,  ascended  by  a 
fiiglit  of  steps  at  the  South  end,  which  was  once  the  Hall,  or 
Refectory,  of  The  Priory. 

The  Dormitory  was  at  the  North  end  of  the  Hall,  in 
which  is  remaining  a  small  Room,  with  a  coved  Cieling  of 
stone,  in  the  Norman  style,  and  a  carved  Key-stone  in  the 
Centre* 

On  the  Eastern  side  of  the  Priory,  was  placed  the  Cloister, 
the  area  of  which  is  now  converted  into  a  Grarden,  with  some 
fieunt  traces  of  apertures  and  door-ways  in  the  surrounding 
walls. 

At  the  West  end  of  the  Church,  is  a  square  massive 
Tower,  apparently  of  very  antient  date,  now  forming  the 
entrance  into  the  School,  with  narrow  round-arched  windows: 
in  which  part  much  devastation  has  been  made. 

The  elegant  PriQry  Church  was  demoliahed  in  the  b^tn- 
ning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Mart,  by  Mr.  Thackek  ! ! — 
In  the  adjoining  Paddock,  inclosed  on  three  sides  by  a 
strong  stone  wall,  extending  over  several  acres,  are  the 
Foundations  of  other  buildings  belon^g  to  The  Priory. 

The  Prior's  Lodge  has,  of  late  years,  been  rented  of  Sir 
Feancis  Burdett,  and  appropriated  to  the  residence  of 
The  Head  Master  of  the  School. 

That  part  of  the  Priory  now  remaining,  and  closely  ad- 
joining to  The  Mansion-House,  was  sold  by  Mr.  Thacker, 
in  the  reign  of  Philip  4md  Mart,  to  the  Executors  of  Sir 
John  Port  ;  And,  with  some  of  the  old  possessions  of  the 
Priory,  piously  appropriated  to  the  advancement  of  Learn- 
ing: Which,  as  was  the  case  in  several  other  Religious 
Houses,  had,  doubtless,  some  encouragement  among  the 
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CancNii  at  Repton:  and  whidi,  by  the  benevolMt  care  oT 
the  Be^bunder,  has  again  taken  deep  root,  and  now  fiourisheB 
in  appropriate  q)lendour. 

The  Statutes  of  the  Sdiool,  whidi  are  very  long  and 
much  Uended  with  those  of  The  Hospital,  direct,  that  The 
Head  Master  and  First  Ush^  must  be  Graduates 

The  Head  Master  is  required  to  be  contiiiually  r^drat, 
and  on  no  account  to  be  absent  above  Forty  days.  And, 
during  his  absence,  he  must  procure  a  Deputy,  to  officiate 
for  him. 

The  Second  Uaher  is  to  teach  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 
And  neither  of  the  Ushers  are  to  be  absent,  without  the 
permission  of  The  Head  Master* 

This  is  a  Fru  Grammar  Sphod,  without  Umitatioii  as  to 
fHa/ce  or  mmber  of  common  Sdidars.  The  [nesent  numb^ 
of  Boys  upon  the  Foundation  \&  Eighteen.  Foundataon 
Bc^s  are*  requked  to  be  not  less  than  Swwn  nor  more  than 
TVevA^yearsof  age,  at  the  tune  of  their  Admisnon.  Tliese 
boys  are  entitled  to  hold  their  Sdiolarships  for  Seven  years. 

The  Scholarships  appointed  by  the  Charter,  are  Foum  in 
number,  and  of  the  annual  value  of  £20.  eadi,  and  the 
Scholars  may  be  chosen  from  cmy  place.  They  are  not  oon^ 
fined,  when  th^  leave  School,  to  any  particular  College,  or 
either  University. 

The  nominadon  toTYie  Foundar^s  Scholarships  belongs  to 
The  Governors. 

.  There  are  no  ExhilMtions  founded  at  present ;  nor  can 
any  allowance  be  made  to  the  Poor  Scholars  at  The  Univer- 
sity without  the  consent  and  a|^robation  of  the  King. 

The  Inco&pohated  Hospital  and  School  of  Etwall 
and  Repton  in  the  Charter  and  Institution  given  them,  in 
many  respects  resemUe  The  Chartbr-Hocsb  in  London ; 
exc^  that  with  respect  tol%e  Chaitor-House,  The  Govor- 
nors  are  elective  and  form  the  Body  Corporate;  at  Etwall 
and  Repton  the  Govemmait  is  hereditary,  and  the  Masters, 
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Uthen,  and  Three  Senior  Poor  Men'fom  the  Corporate 
Body. 

lie  Eton  Latbi  and  Greek  Gramman  are  in  use :  And 
the  system  of  Education  pursued,  is  nearly  the  same  as  at 
Btok  Collkgx. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Boultbt  Sleath, 

D.D.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  £mo.  per  anmim^ 

together  with  a  spacious  House.    This  Gendeman  takes 

Pupils,  his  very  moderate  Terns  ht  eadi  boy  bong  only, 

For  Board        -       30  guineas. 

Tuition      -        4  guineas.

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RISLEY,  near  Derby. 

The  Fbbb  Grammar  School  at  Risley  was  founded  pio- 
bably  about  the  year  1593,  by  Sir  Michael  Willoughby 
and  Catherine  his  Wife,  and  endowed  with  JC6..13..4., 
payable  out  of  the  Manor  of  Wilsthorp  to  the  Minister  of 
Risley,  to  teach  the  Children  of  the  Parish. 

About  the  year  17 IB,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Grey  left  an 
Estate  at  Long  Ckuvkmy  in  die  County  of  Leicester,  diiefly 
for  the  Classical  School;  out  of  which  about  £20.  per 
annum  are  paid  to  Risley  Church,  and  £20.  per  annum  to 
Breaston  Church,  and  the  remainder  about  £  120.  per  annum 
to  the  Classical  Master.  This  Estate  the  present  Master,  as 
Curate  of  Risley,  has  the  full  control  over. 

Mrs.  Grey  left  also  in  Wilsthorp,  Breaston,  Dale- Abbey, 
Stanton  near  Dale,  Ockbrook,  Idridge-Hay,  Hulland-Ward, 
Sandiacre,  Wilne,  Draycote,  and  Hopwell,  lands  now  pro- 
ducing about  £160.  per  annum^  to  teach  the  Children  of  all 
these  places :  Half  of  this  sum  is  taken  by  the  Grrammar 
Master,  and  the  other  half  by  the  En^h  Master. 

Mrs.  Grey  likewise  left  £100.  in  money,  the  Interest  of 
which  is  to  provide  an  Usher,  or  Senior  boy,  to  asdst  the 
En^sh  Master. 

And  the  same  benevolent  Lady  further  left  £200.  in 
money,  the  Interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Girls  of  all  those  Villages. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  of  Mrs.  Grey, — 

In  the  Classical  School  are  to  be  taught  Latin,  Ghreek, 
Mathematics,  and  all  other  Sciences^  which  iJie  Parents  qf 
the  Children  may  think JU  to  liave  them  taught:'^ 

In  the  English  School  the  boys  and  girls  of  all  the 
Parishes  are  to  be  taught  a  fair  le^ble  hand,  the  Catechism, 
iind  th^  three  first  Rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  so  much  of 
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Trigonometry  as  relates  to  the  more  usefiil  part  of  mathe- 
matics. 

At  present  there  are  5  or  6  Free  Scholars  in  the  Clasacal 
Sdux)!,  and  12  Extra-Parochial  Scholars, — ^And  in  the 
Engfish  Schodi  there  are  100  Free  Schdars,  and  6  Extm« 
ParoduaL 

They  are  admitted,  on  preaenting  themsdyes  to  the  Mat- 
tersy  as  soon  as  they  can  read ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as 
they  please* 

The  Etok  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  no  ExhilntiGaus  nor  other  Uniyern^  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School 

There  are  Two  School-rooms,  detadied, — One  the  FingBsh, 
and  the  other  the  Classical,  which  latter  is  divided  in  half 
for  the  Giris,  over  which  b  the  Mistress's  set  c£  ApeatmeDta. 
Each  School  has  half  an  acre  c£  Play-ground  attached  to 
it, — and,  in  die  centre  of  these,  is  the  En^isb  Master^s 
House*  The  whole  of  the  Schools,  and  Houses,  were  buik 
by  Mrs.  Grey. 

The  present  Classical  Master  is,  The  Revd*  John  Hah- 
cocK  Hall,  whose  Salary  is  about  £200.  per  anmim,  with 
an  excellent  House,  and  an  acre  of  Land ;  to  whom  it  is  an 
enUre  Sinecure^  as  he  never  enters  the  School. 

The  duty  is  performed  by  his  Deputgf^  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Byden,  to  whom  he  allows  the  use  of  the  Head  Master's 
house,  and  who  takes  Boarders  at  Forty-five  guineas /i^ 
annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Englisn  Master  is  £80.  per  annum,  a 
good  house,  and  an  acre  of  land ;  his  Terms  for  Boarders 
are  Twenty  guineas  a  year. 

There  are  FouaxsxN  Tkustebs,  who  are  chosen  out  of 
the  respective  Villages.

WIRKSWORTH. 


The  Feeb  Geammar  School  at  Wiekswoeth  was 
founded  about  the  year  1575,  by  Anthony  Gell,  Esq.,  of 
Hopton  Hall,  and  endowed  with^^lands  at  Wirksworth,  Kirk 
Ireton,  and  Eniveton,  now  let  at  about  £180.  per  annum. 

In  1619,  Mr.  Heney  Gee  gave  a  money  pajrment  of  jE5. 
per  annum  to  the  School,  issuing  out  of  lands  near  Wirks- 
worth. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
free  of  expense  for  the  Classics^  but  pay  \Os.,^per  Quarter 
for  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic ;  and  from  60  to  70 
Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  usually  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammmars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Nathan  Hub- 
BEESTT,  B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum  from  Mr* 
Gell's  endowment,  and  £5.  from  Mr.  Gee^s.  This  Gen- 
tleman takes  private  Pupils,  his   present  number    being 
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about  30 :    his  Tenns  vaiy  aooording  to  age,  and  the  plan 
of  Education,  but  the  medium  diarge  is  about  £30* 

No  other  Master  takes  Pupils.  The  Head  Master  has 
two  As^tants,  for  one  of  wh<Hn  he  b  allowed  £30.  per  an^ 
numhy  the  Trust 

Previous  to  the  year  1800,  this  School  had  been  almost  a 
iSifi^cur^for  many  years. 

The  full  number  of  The  Trustees  b  Six, — ^The  present

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ASHBURTON. 

Thb  6&AMMAE  School  at  Ashburton  was  founded  by 
Mr.  Blundell,  and  endowed  with  an  Estate  now,  let  for 
£30.  jper  annum. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Gtoold 
of  £20.  per  annum. 

These  Endowments  are  in  land,  and  are  situate  in  the 
Parishes  of  Stavertofa,  Aveton  Gifford,  and  North  Huish. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please.  A  few 
other  Scholars  from  the  neighbouring  Parishes  occasionally 
attend  the  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  John  White,  whose  Salary 
is  £50.  per  annum.  He  does  not  take  Boarders. 

John  Dunning,  first  Lord  Ashburton, — and  John  Ire- 
land, D.D.,  the  present  Dean  of  Westminster, — ^were  edu- 
cated at  this  School.

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BARNSTAPLE. 

It  is  ncyt  known  at  what  period,  or  by  whom  The  Grah- 
MAR  School  at  Babkstaple  was  founded ;  though  it  may 
certainly  boast  of  a  remote  origin,  and  has  attained  celelnity 
from  the  eminent  Characters  whidi  it  has  produced. 

In  the  year  1642,  Richabd  Feeris,  Merchant,  gave  an 
annuity  of  £10.,  charged  on  an  Estate  in  the  Parish  of 
Paraoombe. 

The  Revd.  John  Wright,  a  late  Master,  gave  to  his 
Successors,  provided  they  were  Masters  of  Arts,  £4.  a  year, 
now  secured  on  a  Turnpike  Deed  Poll. 

One  boy  is  generally  admitted  upon  The  Foundation,  on 
the  recommendation  of  The  Mayor  and  Corporation,  who 
are  the  Trustees  of  the  School,  and  who  have  provided 
a  House  for  the  residence  of  the  present  Master,  which  is 
worth  about  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 
The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Henry  Nicholls, 
M.  A.,  who  takes  an  unlimited  number  of  Pupils. 

The  following  is  a  List  of  the  Masters,  who  have  presided 
over  this  School  for  nearly  the  last  Two  Hundred  years, 
and  whose  names  may  be  traced  in  the  Registers  of  the  Bo- 
rough and  Parish :

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BIDEFORD. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Bidbford  has  apparently  been 
established  several  Centuries, — for,  although  there  are  no 
written  Records  relating  to  it  of  earlier  date  than  1689,  yet 
by  an  Inscription  upon  a  stone  in  the  centre  of  the  front  of 
the  School-room,  it  appears  to  have  been  rebuilt  in  IGS?,— 
and  it  is  very  evident  from  the  variety  of  the  materials  of 
which  the  walls  are  composed,  that  the  building  has  un- 
dergone considerable  repurs  and  alterations  at  diilerent 
periods. 

By  «mother  Inscription  which  is  much  injured  by  time,  it 
appears  that  "  this  School  was  rebuilt  to  y*  Glory  of  Grod 
and  incorragement  of  Gkxxi  Learning  by  y«  Order  of  the 
Right  Worshipful  John  Darracott,  Mayor,  with  y«  con- 
sent of  his  Brethren  y«  Aldermen  and  Capital  Burgesses  of 
this  Town  ano  Dom.  1686.'' 

In  1780,  the  School-house  was  completely  repcdred,  and 
much  improved  with  the  addition  of  a  new  brick  frcmt,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Feoffees  of  The  Long  Bridge  of  Bide- 
ford  out  of  their  Trust  Funds,  which  b  also  noticed  by  a 
Latin  Inscription  in  front  of  the  building. 

A  few  years  after  the  School  was  rebuilt  in  1686,  it  met 
with  a  very  Uberal  Benefactress  in  Mrs.  Susannah  Stuc- 
LEY,  the  Widow  and  Relict  of  Mr.  Lewis  Stuclet,  the 
noted  Independent  Minister,  one  of  Cromwell^s  Chaplains, 
and  the  Representative  of  an  ancient  and  distinguished 
Family  in  the  County ;  who,  on  the  subversion  of  Episco- 
pacy and  the  Monarchy,  exercised  his  Ministry  *'  in  the 
Congregational  Wayy^'m  the  Nave  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  then 
called  (Vest  Peter\ — whilst  Thomas  Ford,  a  Puritan,  made 
a  Uke  use  of  the  Choir,  then  denominated  East  Peter\  "  in 
great  Quiet  and  Comfort," — for  about  ten  or  twelve  years, 
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^till  they  were  both  turned  out  in  1662,  under  what  is  called 
"  7%e  Bartkiolomew  Act:''*  after  which  period,  Stucley,  until 
his  death  in  July  1687,  at  the  age  of  64,  lived  and  preached 
at  Bideford. — Calamy's  Nonconformist's  Memorial,  by  Pal- 
mer, edit  1775.  pp.  360,  364,  Walker's  SuflTerings  of  the 
Clergy  V. 11.  pp.  316,  329.  And  from  the  information  of  a 
collateral  Desc^idant. 

Mrs.  Stucley,  by  her  Will  dated  the  3d  of  Mardi,  1689, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £200.  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Grammar  School  in  the  town 
of  Bideford,  provided  the  said  Town  would  raise  £400. 
more  to  be  laid  out  in  lands  for  the  same  use : — (Which  said 
£400.,  together  with  £20.  beyond  that  sum,  was  raised  ac- 
cordingly,—part  thereof  £100.  being  given  by  the  Will 
of  John  Thomas), — and  in  compliance  with  the  directions 
of  the  said  Will,  a  purchase  was  made. 

And,  by  a  Deed  dated  the  20th  of  March,  1695,  John 
FuEZE,  of  Great  Torrington,  Yeoman,  and  Ann  Fueze,  his 
Sister,  in  consideration  of  £620.  and  one  Broad  Piece  of 
Gold  paid  to  John  Fueze,  did  sell  and  assign  unto  Geoegb 
Tteange,  the  then  Mayor  of  Bideford,  Thomas  Salteen, 
Esq.,  Recorder,  John  Daebacott,  and  Fourteen  others, 
all  those  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  called  "  Bush- 
iawn^*  within  the  Parish  of  West  Buckland,  in  the  County 
of  Devon,  containing  by  estimation   80  acres  of  land  or 
thereabouts, — to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Trustees,  their 
heirs,  executors,  and  administrators  for  the  term  of  900 
years  thence  next  ensuing, — and  all  other  the  estate,  right, 
title,  terms  and  interest  of  them  the  said  John  Fuezg  and 
Ann  Fueze  therein,  in  Trust  nevertheless  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  support  of  a  Grammar  School  in  Bideford. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Trustees  of  the  School  felled  some 
Tr^es  growing  on  Bttahiaam  Estate,  and  with  the  money 
arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  have  lately  purchased  for  th^ 
use  dl  the  Master  of  the  School,  a  commodious  Dwellings 
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house  situate  in  New  BtMings  Bideford,  large  enongfa  to 
aooommodate  Thibtt  BcMUtlers.  They  also  purchased  a 
large  Seat  in  the  Churdi. 

The  House  is  holdcn  f<n*  the  Term  of  99  years  detenmna- 
ble  by  the  deaths  of  Three  fives,  granted  by  The  Feoffee* 
of  the  lands  for  the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  The 
Long  Bridge  of  Bideford,  and  renewable  for  ever  on  pay- 
ment of  a  moderate  Fme.  This  House  is  worth  £35.  per 
annum^  clear  of  all  taxes. 

The  Estate  was  let,  in  1814,  for  £57*  per  annumy  but 
the  rent  has  nnce  been  lowered  to  £50.,  in  oonsequenoe  of 
the  depreciati(m  of  lands. 

The  first  Master  appcnnted  by  The  Trustees,  after  the 
augmentation  c£  the  emoluments  of  the  SdKX>l  by  Mrs* 
Stuclet  and  others,  was  Richasd  Robbkts,  who  was  duly 
elected  in  1695;  and  who,  although  styled  in  the  articles 
hereinafter  mentioned  a  Schoolmaster,  was  most  probably  also 
in  Holy  Orders,  for  in  the  Deed  he  covenants  not  to  jMreach 
the  Gospel,  marry,  bury,  baptize,  or  administer  the  Sacra^ 
ment  And  a  cov^iant  nearly  to  the  same  purport  is  in- 
serted in  the  Articles  of  agreement  made  with  the  present 
Master,  to  prevent  him  from  undertaking  the  duties  of  a 
Parish  Priest  to  the  n^lect  of  the  Schod. 

By  Indenture  dated  the  SOth  of  March,  1695,  Mr.  Ro- 
BEBTs  covenanted  and  promised  to  the  Trustees,  that  he 
would  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  teach  and  keep  in  the 
School-house  of  Bideford,  one  School,  for  the  bringing  up 
and  educatmg  of  youth  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew 
tongues,  so  far  as  the  Youths  should  be  capable,  and  their 
Parents  willing,  on  the  first  day  c£  April  then  next  ensuing. 
And  also,  that  he  should  teach  and  instruct  each  and  every 
year,  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year.  Six  poor  Children 
of  Bideford  to  be  elected  by  all  the  parties  to  this  Indenture, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  viz,y  The  Trustees  of  the  Schod. 
And  the  Trustees,  in  ccm^eration  thereof,  covenanted  to 
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pi^  to  Mr.  BoBBBTB  the  sum  of  £20.  ^^  afmum,  out  of  the 
sums  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  or  out  of  the 
IntereBt  thereof,  until  such  time  as  the  same  could  be  laid 
out  in  an  Estate  of  Fee  Simple  for  a  perpetual  advance  of 
an  able  Schoolmaster,  when  the  Annuity  should  cease,  and 
he  should  have  the  produce  of  the  lands  so  purdiased. 

And  Mr.  Robkbts  covenanted,  that  in  case  he  should  be 
desirous  to  remove  from  the  School  of  Bideford,  he  would 
give  such  suffident  notice  thereof  as  that  the  School  might 
be  fitted  with  some  other  able  Schoolmaster  at  his  departure. 
And  also,  that  he  would,  during  the  time  he  should  remain 
Master  in  the  School,  well  and  sufficiently  repair  the  said 
Sdbool-hous^  and  would  so  yield  up  the  same  quietly  and 
peaceably  unto  the  custody  of  the  Trustees. 

The  next  Master  was  Zachaet  Mudob,  M.  A.,  the  father 
of  the  cdebrated  Medianist  and  Watchmaker,  Thomas 
Mimos, — a  very  learned,  ingenious^  and  respectable  Divine. 
He  removed  from  Bideford  to  Plymouth  about  the  year 
17S5,  and  became  Vicar  of  St  Andrew  in  that  Town,  and 
Prebendary  of  Exeter  Cathedral.  His  abilities  sufficiently 
Bf^pear  from  a  learned  <<  Essay  for  a  new  Version  of  the 
Psalms^'^  in  Quarto, — and  a  volume  of  exceUent  Sermons  in 
Octavo.  Dr.  Johnson  had  a  very  high  opinion  of  Preben- 
dary MuDGE,  whom  he  describes  ^^  a  man  equally  eminent 
for  his  virtues  and  abilities,  and  at  once  beloved  as  a  com- 
panion and  reverenced  as  a  Pastor.^ 

On  his  leaving  Bideford,  Mr.  Bichabd  White  was 
elected  by  The  Trustees,  and  continued  Schoolmaster  until 
the  22d  of  Deer.,  1750;  when,  in  consideration  of  £10.  then 
paid  to  him,  and  also  of  an  Annuity  of  £\0.per  annum 
during  his  life,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  order  of  the  Cor- 
poiatkm  and  Feoffees  of  The  Long  Bbidgx  of  Bideford  out 
of  the  Bridge  Stock,  he  resigned  the  School  to  the  then  sur- 
viving Trustees,  and  all  his  ri^t  touching  the  same;  as 
also  to  the  estetXie  o£  BtuJUown  from  Christmas  then  next 
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On  the  26th  of  October,  1751,  Humphst  Ma&shall 
duly  elected  Schoolmaster,  and  entered  into  the  same  artides 
of  Agreement  with  the  Trustees  as  the  former  Masters; 
excepting,  that  the  number  of  Free  boys  to  be  taught  by  the 
Master,  gratis^  was  reduced  to  Three. 

Mr.  Maeshall  very  soon  after  died,  and  The  Bevd. 
William  Waltee  was  elected  Schodmaster  on  the  4th  of 
May,  1753;  who  continued  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
Situation  until  within  a  few  days  oi  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened in  the  Spring  of  the  year  1803,  after  a  labcxious  exer- 
tion of  half  a  Century. 

And  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ebeet,  M.  A.,  Fellow  cf  Mag^ 
dalen  College,  Cambridge,  was  elected  Master  on  the  13th 
of  May,  1803. 

There  are  no  Records  now  in  existence  to  jHX>ve  how  the 
Trustees  of  the  School  became  first  possessed  of  the  School-* 
house;  yet  from  the  covenants  in  the  articles  of  agreement 
between  the  Trustees  and  the  Masters,  and  particularly  in 
the  redgnation  of  Richabd  White  in  1750,  it  is  evident 
that  the  School-house  belongs  to  The  Trustees  of  the 
School,  they  having  executed  repeated  acts  of  Ownership, — 
and  not  to  the  Feo£Pees  of  the  Bridge,  as  represented  by 
them,  although  the  repairs  dcme  to  the  School-house,  in 
1780,  are  stated  to  have  been  at  the  expense  of  the  Bridge 
Funds. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes;  but  when  a  new  Mas- 
ter is  appointed,  a  spedal  agreement,  as  already  mentioned, 
is  entered  into  between  him  and  the  Trustees. 

The  Three  Foundation  boys,  who  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees  of  the  School,  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may 
remmn  without  superannuation  as  long  as  the  Trustees  think 
proper.  The  number  of  other  boys  usually  educated  in  the 
School,  varies  from  I'wenty  to  Forty. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used.  And  the  system  of 
Education  comprises  the  Classics,  Elocution,  English  Gram- 
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mar  and  Composition,  History,  Greography,  and  Chronology, 
— together  with  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mathematics  in 
the  yarious  branches',  by  a  Second  Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Fbancis  HARai- 
UAV  HiitTON,  A.  B.,  of  Wadham  CoU^,  Oxfcnrd,  who 
was  elected  on  the  I7th  of  November,  1815.  His  emolu- 
ments, exclusive  of  his  Scholars,  are  the  rent  of  BusJUown 
Estate,  and  the  use  of  the  Dwdling-house,  Sdiool-house, 
and  Seat  in  the  Church. 
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CHUDLEIGH. 

The  FftSE  Grammar  School  of  Chublsioh  was  founded 
by  John  Fynsent,  Esq.,  of  Combe^  m  the  Parish  of  Croj* 
don^  in  the  County  of  Surrey. 

Mr.  Pyksent  was  bom  at  Chudl^h,  and  during  his 
lifetime  dedared  to  several  of  the  prindpal  inhabitants,  his 
intention  to  erect  a  Free  School  in  that  Parish,  and  to  endow 
it  with  £30.  per  annum  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master.  « 

The  Parishioners,  therefore,  came  to  an  agreement  to  con- 
vey to  him  a  piece  of  ground,  belonging  to  them,  containing 
an  acre,  ritunte  at  Chudleigh  near  the  Church-yard,  and 
known  by  the  name  of  "  Tlie  Sporting  Park^ 

Whereupon  Mr.  Pynsent  agreed  to  expend  £200.  in 
building  a  School-house,  and  indoiung  the  ground,  and  to 
pay  a  Salary  of  £30.  per  annum  out  of  his  Estate  of  Combe. 
And  certain  Trustees  were  accordingly  ajqxnnted,  one  of 
whom  was  Sir  Thomas  Clifford,  at  that  time  CcnnptroDer 
and  Treasurer  of  His  Majesty^s  Household,  and  afterwards 
Lord  High  Treasurer. 

A  part  of  the  house  was  appropriated  for  a  School-room, 
and  the  residue  thereof  was  for  the  use  of  the  Master, 
together  with  the  ground. 

The  School  was  to  be  free  for  all  the  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants of  the  Parish  of  Chudldgh  for  ever,  without  the 
payment  of  any  sum  whatever  to  the  Master.  And  that  it 
should  be  called  **  Pynsent's  Free  School.'^ 

That  the  Foimder,  during  his  li^,  should  nominate  the 
Master,  and  after  his  decease  the  Trustees  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  as  vacancies  might  occur. 

The  Master  must  be  of  good  name,  manners,  and  teach- 
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ing,  and  cxmfonnable  to  the  doctrine  and  disdpline  of  the 
Church  of  En^and. 

The  Founder  in  his  Will,  which  is  dated  the  28th  of 
June,  1668,  declares  his  Estate  of  Combe  shall  be  charge- 
able with  an  Annuity  of  £30.  to  The  Free  School  of  Chud- 
lei^, — He  also  devised  £100.  towards  |dacing  TwBirrr 
poor  Children  apprentices  (to  be  chosen  by  his  Wife,  his 
Brother,  and  some  other  persons  mentioned  in  his  Will)  out 
of  the  Parishes  of  Croydon  and  Chudl^h,-— ^m  of  each 
Paridiy — And  he  likewise  gave  to  Fivb  poor  boys  of  Chud- 
logh  £S.  per  afinwn  for  five  years  after  his  decease,  towards 
their  purchase  of  books  and  clothes,  to  be  taught  at  this 
SdiooL     But  his  will  was,  that  this  Exhibition  should  cease 
to  such  of  those  boys  who  did  not  diligently  attend  the 
Schod,  and  frequent  the  Church  on  the  Lord'^s  day,  unless 
a  sufficient  reason  could  be  given.  And  to  Three  of  those  boys 
who  should  apply  themselves  to  learning,  so  that  they  should 
be  thought  fit  for  the  University,  he  gave  towards  their  main- 
tenance at  the  University  of  Cambridge  £5.  per  anmim  each, 
f<^  the  term  of  four  years,  after  they  should  be  admitted  at 
CamlHridge,  and  if  they  should  so  long  continue  Students  there. 
Mr.  Pynsent  died  on  the  29th  of  August,  1668,  and  left 
suffident  assets  to  his  Executors  to  pay  all  his  Legacies* 
His  Executors,  however,  delayed  to  pay  the  sums  appointed 
by  him  for  Charitable  uses,  and  at  the  time  of  hb  decease 
the  School-house  was  not  finished. 

In  consequence  cS  which  a  Commission  of  Charitable  uses 
was  issued  from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  appcnnting  certain 
Conumsnoners,  who,  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the  matter 
at  Lambeth,  decreed  that  the  House  should  be  completed, — 
a  Master  iqppointed, — and  a  rent-charge  of  £30.  per  annum 
paid  to  the  Master,  half  yearly,  free  from  all  deductions, 
— and  that  the  Estate  of  Combe  should  stand  diarged  vrith 
the  payment  of  the  same  for  ever. 

That  the  Trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  appoint 
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the  Master,  whose  qualifications  are  to  be  such  as  are  ex- 
pressed in  the  Founder^s  Will,  and  that  if  he  should  neglect 
his  duty,  or  otherwise  misbehave  himself,  or  for  other  just 
or  reasonable  cause,  to  remove  him,  and  place  another  in 
his  room ; — or  to  retain  the  Schocd-house  and  Annuity  fi:om 
him,  as  long  as  they  should  think  fit. 

When  the  Trustees  are  reduced  to  FivCy  the  Survivors 
shall  make  up  the  original  number  appointed. 

And  the  Commissioners  likewise  ordered,  that  the  other 
charitable  intentions  of  the  Founder  should  be  carried  into 
effect 

Few  particulars  can  now  be  gathered  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
Fn^sBNT.  By  his  Will  he  appears  to  have  possessed  con- 
siderable property;  and  in  the  Inquisition  taken  at  his 
death,  he  is  stiled  John  Pyxsent,  of  Combe,  in  the  Parish 
of  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Pro- 
thonotaries  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Westminster. 
It  is  said  that  if  he  had  lived,  it  was  his  intention  to  have 
endowed  the  School  in  a  more  ample  manner. 

The  School-house  which  adjoins  the  Church-yard,  is  a 
good  substantial  building,  pleasantly  situate,  and  surround- 
ed with  gardens.  In  the  School-room  are  the  Arms  of  The 
Founder,  with  his  Initials,  and  the  year  of  the  Foundation 
1669.  In  the  front  of  the  house  is  a  tablet,  recording  the 
Foundation  and  the  benevolent  Endowment  But  it  is 
melancholy  to  relate,  that  *^  this  ancient  fabric  U  Juutening 
to  decay, "^ 

The  School  is  open  to  the  sons  of  all  the  Inhabitants  and 
Parishioners  of  Chudleigh  indefinitely,  free  of  expense:  they 
are  admitted,  when  able  to  read ;  and  are  to  be  instructed  in 
Classical  Literature. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  preferred,  "  when  there  are 
Scholars  to  learn  them^  But  at  present  there  are  not  more 
than  two  or  three  boys  taught,  *<  and  the  School  is  not  in  a 
very  flourishing  state.'' 
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This  School  was  formerly  in  high  estimation,  and  parti- 
cularly when  under  the  able  superintendence  of  the  late 
Revd.  John  Gasbett,  Vicar  of  Culmstock,  who  was  an  ex- 
cdlent  Scholar,  and  Cridck.  This  Gendeman  died  in  1811, 
after  having  acquired  an  ample  fortune  by  his  diligence  and 
probity  in  the  Schoo],  from  which  he  had  retired  many 
years  before  his  death. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Pulling, 
M .  A.,  and  Fellow  of  the  Linnean  Society. 

A  considerable  number  of  Gentlemen  and  Clergymen  of 
the  County  of  Devon  have  been  educated  at  this  School. 

In  the  last  Trust  deed,  Elbven  Trustees  were  appoint- 
ed, who  were  chosen  from  the  principal  Inhabitants  of 
Chudleigh ;  several  of  whom  had  received  their  Education 
^rithin  these  venerable  walls.

The  Fbse  Grammae  School  at  Cesditon  owes  if s  origin 
to  the  Wisdom  and  Liberality  of  King  Edwaed  the 
Sixth,— 

Who,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
dated  the  2d  of  April,  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  1547>  as 
well  for  the  increase  of  Divine  Worship  and  the  better  preser- 
vation and  governance  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  hereditaments 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  otherwise  called  Kyrion,  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  and  for  the  Instruction  of  boys,  and  for  other 
causes  moving  him  to  incorporate  certain  of  his  subjects,  Inhar 
bitants  of  Crediton,  for  the  advantage  of  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  same  Parish,— 

Did  grant  unto  the  said  Inhabitants,  that  there  should  be 
within  the  said  Parish  out  o£the  Inhabitants  for  the  time  being. 
Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments  and  goods  of  the 
Church  of  Crediton,  of  which  there  should  always  be  Three  of 
the  part  of  the  Village  or  Hamlet  of  Sandford  within  the  said 
Parish,— and  he  constituted  them  a  Body  Corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments 
and  Goods  of  the  ChurcA  of  Credyton  otherwise  called  Kyr- 
TON,  in  the  County  of  Devon,"  with  perpetual  succession ; — ^to 
have  a  Common  Seal; — and  thatasany  of  the  Governors  should 
happen  to  die,  or  depart  to  dwell  elsewhere  with  their  fsEimilies, 
the  resident  survivors  should  elect  other  fit  Governors  out  of  the 
same  Inhabitants,  within  one  month  next  after  the  vacancy. 
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**  And  Airther^  instigated  hj  the  singular  love  whidi  Ws  bear 
*'  towards  the  subjects  of  our  Kingdom,  the  Children  within 
"  Our  said  County  of  Devon,  that  they  may  hereafter  from  tlieir 
*'  Infancy  be  endued  with  more  polished  Learning  than  was  fbr- 
'*  merly  usual,  so  that  when  they  arrive  at  maturer  age,  diey 
**  may  go  for^  better  instructed,  thinking  thus  certoinly  to 
'^  adorn  and  ornament  not  less  with  Literature  than  with  Wis* 
"  dom  the  English  Church  of  Christ,  whose  chaige  on  Earth 
'*  we  immediately  bear  to  the  imiversal  advantage  of  our  King- 
"  dom, — ^Do,  in  the  tenor  of  these  Presents,  really  and  fUly 
'^  create,  and  establish  perpetually  to  midure  to  all  future  times, 
''  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Crediton  oihervme 
**  called  Kyrton  aforesaid,  one  Master  or  Teacher, ''  to  be  called 
'^  The  Kyn6*s  News  Grambr  Scolb  of  Credtton,"  with  one 
*^  Master  or  Teacher  to  be  appointedby  the  Twelve  C^ovsrisors, 
''  who  are  to  provide  for  him  a  convenient  house  ior  his  ren- 
**  dence,  and  a  certain  annual  Pension  of  £\0.  by  the  year.*'— 

That  if  the  Master  shall  absent  himself  from  the  School  for 
one  Month,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governors  to  elect  another 
in  his  place, ''  and  to  amove  or  expel  him,  so  absenting  himself 
and  abiding  elsewhere,  from  his  office,  and  wholly  to  withdraw 
and  retain  from  the  time  of  his  departure  the  said  Salary,"  and 
all  other  things  whatsoever  so  granted  to  him ; — 

And  that  His  Mijesty's  intent  and  purpose  might  have  due 
effect,  and  that  ^e  Governors  might  be  better  able  to  sustain 
the  same  Church,  and  the  Chaplains  and  other  Ministers  to  serve 
therein,  and  their  and  other  Burdens  incumbent  or  contingent  on 
the  same, — 

The  Kmg,  by  his  special  favour,  and  in  con^deration  of  £200. 
to  the  hands  of  has  Father  Hbnrt  the  Eighth,  then  late  King 
of  England,  in  his  life-time  faithfully  paid  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
Crediton,  granted  to  the  Governors,  all  the  Parish  Church  of 
Crediton  a^  the  Church,  and  burying  ground  of  the  late  Col- 
lege of  Crediton,— and  all  that  House  called  ''  The  Vestry;*  and 
the  Chapter-House,  and  the  Chapel  to  the  same  Church  acfioiii- 
ing,— and  his  Messuage,  called  ''  The  Vicar's  House," — and 
"  The  Scole  House;*  and  gardens  to  the  same  belonging,  in 
Crediton.-*And  all  that  Chapel,  called  '^  Seynt  Swythunes  Chap- 
pelt*  in  Saadford,  viithin  the  Parish  of  Crediton,^ — and  his 
House,  called  "  The  Church  House;*  and  one  other  House,  called 
**  The  Priest* s  House;*  with  the  gardens  to  the  same  belonging 
in  San^ord, — and  the  Advowson  and  right  of  Patronage  of  the 
Vicarage  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton, — and  the  Advowson  and 
Right  of  Patronage  of  the  Rectory  and  Parish  Church  of  Ex- 
minster,  in  the  said  County  of  Devon,— and  also  the  Vicarage  of 
the  P^uish  Church  of  Crediton,  and  the  Bectory  and  Church  of 
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£xmiii8ter,--aiid  all  the  messuages,  manors,  lands,  glebes,  tene- 
ments, rents,  rerersions,  services,  annuities,  pensions,  porticms, 
t^rthes,  fruits,  oblations,  and  other  rights,  pr^ts,  commodities, 
and  emoluments  whatsoever  to  tfie  same  Vicarage  of  the  Pbrish 
Church  of  Crediton  or  to  any  Vicar  thereof,  and  to  the  said  Reo 
tory  and  Church  of  Exminster  or  to  any  Rectory  thereof,  or  to 
any  of  them  however  belonging  or  appertaining,  all  of  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
JC62..5..4  :— 

And  His  Majesty  thereby  appropriated  the  said  Churdi  and 
Vicarage  of  Crediton,  and  other  the  premises  thereto  belongings 
unto  the  said  Twelve  Governors  and  their  Successors  fpr  ever : — 

And,  after  reciting  that  William  Lbweson,  Clerk,  was  then 
the  Incumbent  of  the  Pkuish  of  Exminster,  His  Mi^iesty  thereby 
af^nopriated  to  the  Governors  and  their  Successors,  the  Rectory 
and  Church  of  Exminster  with  all  it*s  rights  and  appurtenances, 
saving  the  right  of  the  then  Rector  during  his  Incumbency  ^— ^ 

And  ordained,  that  ^e  Chqx^l,  called  ''  St  SwUhm's  Ch^f^W* 
should  be  a  Chi^iel  annexed  to  the  Church  of  Crediton  for  all 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  of  Sandford,  for  the  Ministration 
of  Divine  Service  there,  and  directed  that  the  Governors  should 
pay  to  the  Chaplain  of  the  same  a  Salary  of  £6..13..4.  per 
annum  .-'^ 

And  that  the  Governors  should  for  ever  distribute  amongst  the 
poor  Parishioners  of  the  said  Church  of  Crediton,  a  certain  rea- 
sonable sum  of  money  arising  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  same,  to 
be  limited  and  assigned  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  thai 
place: — 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  from  time  to  time  present 
one  fit  Clerk  to  the  Ordinary  and  Diocesan  of  the  Place  to  be 
Vicar  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  and  endow  the  said  Vicar  and 
his  Successors  with  one  House  convenient  for  his  residence,  and 
with  the  annual  Pension  or  Portion  of  jCSO.  by  the  year.— And 
that  the  said  Vicar  of  Crediton  should  take  upon  himself  all 
burdens  relating  to  the  Church  of  Crediton,  except  in  repairing 
the  Chancel,  which  reparations  should  be  supported  by  the  afcnre- 
said  Twelve  Governors,  at  their  own  charges : — 

And,  that  the  said  Twelve  Governors  should  for  ever  distri- 
bute every  year  among  the  poor  Parishioners  of  the  Church  of 
Exminster  after  the  appropriation  of  the  same,  a  certain  reason- 
able sum  of  money  arising  out  of  ^e  fruits  of  the  same  Church, 
^to  be  limited  as  aforesaid  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  that 
place.  And  that  the  Grovemors  should  endow  the  Vicar  of  the 
same  Chtm:h  of  Exminster,  and  his  Successors,  with  a  convenient 
House  for  his  residence,  and  vnth  a  Portion  or*Pension  of  jC12. 
by  the  year.— And  that  the  said  Vicar  of  Exminster  should 
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support  an  the  burdens  of  the  Church  of  Exminster^  except  in 
repairing  the  Chancel^  which  should  be  supported  by  the  Gorer- 
iHxts,  at  their  own  chai^ges  :— 

And^  that  the  Governors  should  from  tone  to  time^  nominate 
and  provide  Two  Chaplains  in  aidof  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being. 

.  In  the  month  of  August  in  the  same  year  as  the  Charter 
was  granted,  ths  Bishop  of  Exeteb,  for  himself  and  his 
Successors,  relmquished  all  claim  to  the  Vicarage  of  Credi- 
ton, to  the  TwBLVE  GrovERNOBs,f— and  the  Dean  and  Chap- 
tee  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Exbteb,  also  yielded  their 
consent  to  all  the  premises,  ^each  party  solemnly  confirming 
the  same  by  their  Signatures  and  Seals. 

The  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth  were 
confirmed  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Letters  Patent  under 
the  Great  Seal,  dated  the  5th  of  July  in  the  Seocmd  year  of 
her  reign,  1559, — 

When  Her  Majesty^  in  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  Vicar  of  Crediton,  and  of  the  Master  of  the  said  School^  and 
of  the  other  Ministers  of  the  same  Church,  and  for  other  consi- 
derations, granted  to  the  Twelve  Governors  all  kinds  of  her 
tythes  of  her  lands  and  possessions,  called  ''  The  Lands  and 
Possessions  of  St.  Lawbence  in  Crediton/' — and  aU  kinds  of 
her  tythes  within  the  Parish  of  Crediton  lately  belonging  to  the 
several  Prebends  of  Woolsgrove,  Stowford,  Henstill  otheirwite 
Hempstill,  Powle,  Cross  and  Woodland,  Kajswell,  West  Sand- 
ford,  Prestcombe,  Aller,  Creedy,  and  Rudge,  which  Tythes 
were  lately  parcel  of  the  Spiritual  possessions  of  the  late  College 
of  Crediton  therein  more  particularly  described  5  all  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
-£l22..7..10j.— 

To  hold  to  the  said  Governors,  of  the  Manor  of  Yeartcombe 
in  the  Coimty  of  Devon,  in  free  Soccage,  by  service  of  Fealty 
only,  and  not  in  capite,  rendering  yeady  to  her  Majesty,  her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  the  rent  of  £lOO.  by  half  yearly  pay- 
ments,— 

And  she  granted  license  to  the  said  Governors,  that  they 
should  elect  a  Master  of  the  said  Granmiar  School,  which  thence 
fbrward  should  be  called''  Queen  Elizabeth's  Fbeb  Gbamhar 
School  at  Crediton  :'* — and  that  the  said  Governors  might 
give  to  the  said  Master  a  House  convenient  for  him  and  his 
Successors  toinhabit,  and  one  Annuity  of  £l3..(5..8. 5— with  power 
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to  amove  and  expdhim>  in  caae  of  absence  ftom  ihe  Sdiocd^  €or 
the  ^>ace  of  one  Months — 

And  power  to  nominate  Vicars  of  Crediton^  and  Chaplains, 
with  increased  Salaries^ — 

And> ''  That  ^be  same  Governors  shall  distribnte  yearly  £s, 
out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  said  Rectory  and  Church  of  Crediton^ 
amongst  Four  boys  of  the  same  Parish,  of  the  best  dispositioii 
and  capacity  for  Grammatical  Learning,  and  who  most  stand  m 
need  of  Eidiibition  and  Maintenance,  equally  to  be  divided  for 
their  help  and  support, — Which  said  Four  boys  shall  be  nomina- 
ted to  be  Scholars  of  our  said  School  of  Creditcm,  by  the  Twslyb 
Governors,  or  by  the  major  part  of  them,  of  whom  there  shall 
always  be  One  of  the  part  of  the  Village  of  Sandford,**  such 
Scholars  to  be  called  ''  Queen  £lizabeth*8  Grammar  Scho- 
lars at  Crediton  :** — 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  distribute  £8,,  equally  to  be 
divided  annually  out  of  the  profits  of  the  Rectory  and  Church  of 
Crediton  amongst  Four  poor  men  of  the  samePkurish,  to  be  chosen 
and  appointed  by  them,  and  to  be  called  "  Queen  Eluabbth's 
Alms  Men  at  Crediton.** 

In  the  reign  of  Elng  James  the  First  an  Information  was 
exhibited  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  by  Sir  Thomas  Covsn- 
TBT,  Knight,  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  c^ 
E2n)raioN  PoBTBE,Esq.,*againstTheTweIve Governors^ — 

When,  by  a  Decree  in  Trinity  Term,  in  the  Twenty-seccmd 
yc^  of  the  said  King,  1624,  after  reciting  several  proceedings 
in  the  said  Cause,  the  Court  declared,  it  was  clearly  of  opinion 
that  the  several  Letters  Patent  granted  by  King  £dward  the 
Sixth,  and  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  were  so  granted  "for  the  good 
land  benefit  of  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  CredUon  aforesaid,  and  not 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Governors,  or  of  other  persons  of  wealth  and 
ability,'*  as  heretofore  upon  hearing  of  their  Cause  the  likeopinon 
of  the  Court  therein  had  been  ftequently  declared, — • 

And,  therefore,  that  the  lands,  tythes,  and  hereditaments,  and 
other  premises  belonging  to  the  Church  of  Crediton,  intended 
by  the  Letters  Patent  for  so  good  and  pious  a  work  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  Inhabitants  there,  and  otiier  good  and  CharitaUe 
uses,  should  be  misemployed  by  the  said  Governors,  and  converted 


*  He  was  a  Gentleman  about  the  Court  of  Charles  the  First, 
and  was  among  the  number  particularly  excited  in  the  instruc- 
tions of  The  Two  Houses  to  The  Earl  of  Essex,  their  GreneraL 
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to  thdr  own  proper  benefit  or  other  persons  of  wealth  and 
mbility^  The  Coturt  held  it  most  unjust  and  against  all  Equi- 
TT  and  CoNSCiENCB,  and  therefore  Jit  to  be  reformed  a$id  re- 
dre$$ed,^ 

And  for  as  mudi  as  it  appeared  to  the  Court,  that  the  lands, 
tythes,  and  other  the  premises  before  mentioned,  were  then  of 
the  clear  yearly  value  of  i^llOO.,  as  appeared  by  Inquisition 
taken  before  the  Lord  3ishop  <of  Exetbr  and  others,  then  read 
in  Court,—  and  that  that  part  of  the  premises  which  was  not 
granted  by  lease,  was  well  worth  £600.  a  year,  as  appearedl&y  the 
depositions  therein  mentioned, — ^The  Court  thought  it  most  fit, 
that  £6O0.  thereof  should  be  disposed  and  applied  to  Charitable 
uses,  for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  Poor  Inhabitants  of  Kyrton 
«nd  Exminster,-— And  thereupon  it  was  decreed,  that  the  said 
Governors  should  from  thenceforth  yearly  bestow  and  employ 
for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor  Inhabitants  of  Crediton 
and  Exminster  the  sum  of  £6O0, — issuing  and  growing  out  of 
the  profits  of  the  lands,  tythes,  and  other  the  premises  belonging 
to  the  Churdi  of  Crediton, — And  that  tiie  r^idue  of  the  latnds, 
tythes,  and  other  the  premises  aforesaid,  should  be  whoUy  dis- 
posed and  employed  by  the  said  Governors  and  Corporation  of 
Crediton  to  other  good  and  Charitable  uses,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  several  Letters  Patent,  and 
not  he  converted  to  their  own  private  tueg  or  to  the  benefit  of 
other  persont  of  wealth  and  ability.  And  that  ihe  said  Governors 
should  render  a  true  account  yearly  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Exetbr  fSmr  the  time  being,  of  the  spending  and  employing 
thereof:— 

And,  that  the  £600.  should  be  disbursed  and  distributed  by 
the  said  Governors  in  manner  following, — that  is  to  say, — £20. 
thereof  yearly  unto  Ten  poor  Schokrs  of  Crediton  School^ 
whereof  Queen  Elizabeth's  poor  Scholars  to  be  Foub,  equally 
to  be  divided  amongst  them. — ^And  £20.  more  thereof  yearly 
towards  the  maintenance  in  the  Universities  of  Three,  that  had 
been  poor  Scholars  of  Crediton  School,  so  to  Hbe  divided  that 
they  should  each  of  them  have  20  Nobles  yearly  for  Five  years 
alter  they  should  be  at  the  University,  and  no  longer.-— And  then 
other  Three  to  have  like  allowance  successively. — ^And  £lOO. 
more  thereof  yearly,  unto  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  for  his  Stipend, 
— *-aBd  £40.  more  thereof  yearly  to  the  Curate  of  Crediton  for 
his  Stipend.^And  to  the  Sichoolmaster  of  Crediton  School  yearly 
£40.  for  his  Stipend^  out  of  which  he  was  to  allow  £lO.  per 
annum  unto  an  Usher  there,  for  teaching  poor  Children  to  write  ' 
and  read. — And  also  to  the  Vicar  of  Exminster  yearly^  £50.  for 
his  Stipend. — And  yearly  to  the  Vicar  of  Sandford  £40.  for  his 
Stipend, — and  the  residue  of  the  said  £600.,  and  other  profits 
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belonging  to  the  said  Corporation  of  Crediton^  they  should  em- 
ploy for  tiie  raising  of  a  Stock  of  money  yearly  to  be  increased, 
for  the  setting  of  Uie  Poor  of  Kyrton  to  work^  and  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  and  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  and  other 
Charitable  and  Pious  uses  specified  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  :— 

And  it  was  decreed^  that  henceforth  there  shall  be  no  more 
Leases  granted  by  the  said  Governors  of  any  Lands  or  Tythes 
belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  but  that  the  same  or  the  rea- 
sonable vcUtie  thereof  sbalL  be  paid  yearly  unto  the  said  GovemorB 
and  their  Successors,  to  be  empk>yed  according  to  the  true 
intent  of  the  said  Letters  Patent : — 

And  for  that  the  Prosecutor  of  the  sfud  Cause  for  his  Majesty 
had  bestowed  much  labour  and  travel  and  been  at  great  charges 
in  and  aboutthe  prosecuting  thereof,  without  any  expectation  of  pri- 
vate ben^  to  Idmself,  but  onhf  for  the  common  good  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Kyrton  aforesaid,  it  was  therefore  ordered  by  the 
Court,  that  the  said  Defendants  should  pay  the  Prosecutor  of  this 
Cause  £250.  Costs. 

After  this  Decree,  the  Gt>venior8  made  additions  to  some 
of  the  annual  Stipends  or  payments  thereby  directed  to  be 
made,  and  from  the  years  1798  severally  pud,  viz^  to  the 
Vicar  of  Crediton  £160.,— to  the  Cluqplun  of  Crediton 
£128.,— to  the  Vicar  of  Exminster  £110.,— to  the  Chap- 
lain of  Sandford  £121, — ^to  the  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  £40,,— to  Ten  poor  Scholars  £20.,— to  Three 
Scholars  at  the  Univeraty  £20.,— making  altogether  £599. 
per  annum. 

On  the  SOth  of  May  1808,  an  Information  was  filed  in 
the  Court  of  Chancery  by  Sir  Vicaky  Gibbs,  His  Majesty^s 
Attorney  Greneral,  at  the  relation  of  The  Revd.  Johk 
RuDALL,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  thd  Church  of  Crediton,  and  The 
Revd.  John  White,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Exminster,  against 
Thb  Twelve  Gt>vemor8.  In  the  course  of  which  Suit  (for 
h  is  not  yet  terminated),  it  was,  on  the  7th  rf  July,  1809, 
decreed,  that  the  Matters  should  be  referred  to  the  Master, 
Master  Steele  i'^ 

Who,  on  the  6th  of  March,  1812,  reported.  That  in  pursuance 

'  of  certain  Directions  in  the  said  Decree  of  the  7th  of  July,  1809, 

and  of  subsequent  Orders  made  in  these  Causes,  the  annual 

produce  of  the  Charity  Estates  had.  been  greatly  increased,  and 
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Hiatthegrossannuallncome  thereof  then  amounted  to  £5086..5..8> 
and  had  been  of  that  amount  from  MichaeUnas,  1809 : — 

But  it  was  alleged  on  the  part  of  the  Twelve  Governors,  that 
the  annual  Disbursements  payable  out  of  the  said  annual 
Income,  exclusive  of  the  Stipends,  amount  to  the  sum  of  £2000. 
and  up^  ards,  so  that  the  net  annual  Income,  applicable  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Charity,  amounts  to  £3000.  or  thereabouts  :— 

The  Master  found,  from  the  joint  Affidavit  of  The  said  John 
KuDALL,  and  John  White,  that  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  exclu- 
sive of  the  District  or  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  very  considerably 
exceeds  9500  acres,  extending  in  length  about  eleven  miles,  and  in 
breadth,  in  some  parts,  about  seven  miles,  and  contains  a  Popu- 
lation of  upwards  of  5100  persons  5 — 

And  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  within  this 
Parish,  exclusive  of  the  District  of  Sandford,  consist  in  perform- 
ing Divine  Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sermons  every 
Sunday  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  to  a  Congregation, 
usually  consisting  of  about  2000  persons, — in  performing  Divine 
Service  once  ever  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  on  every  Sainfs 
day,  throughout  the  year, — preaching  a  Sermon  every  Wednes- 
day throughout  the  year, — Catechising  the  Children  of  the  Par- 
ish four  times  every  year,  and  instructing  and  preparing  them 
for  Episcopal  Confirmation,— in  administering  the  Holy  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Parish  Church  on  three  several 
Days  at  the  festival  of  Easter,  on  two  several  days  at  Whitsun- 
tide, the  like  at  Christmas,  and  also  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  to  generally  upwards  of  300  Communicants, — visiting 
the  Sick  and  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them  at  their 
respective  houses, — in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses  about 
50  children  yearly,— churching  about  90  women, — and  yearly 
marrying  about  40  couples, — in  baptizing  publicly  about  120 
children,— and  burying  about  85  dead, — All  which  Ecclesias- 
tical functions  are  and  have  been,  for  many  years  past,  usually 
performed  by  the  said  John  Rudall,  with  Uie  assistance  of  his 
Curate,  and  the  Chaplain  of  Crediton,  or  some  of  them.  And 
that  the  saidJoHNRuDALL^s  own  Duty  as  Vicar,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  these  functions  would  be  fully  sufficient  when  he  is  in 
health,  for  the  employment  of  all  his  time.  And  that  as  such 
Vicar  he  receives  fh)m  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of  £160. 
and  no  more,  and  about  the  sum  of  £40.  a  year  for  Surplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating  $  onehalf  of  which 
Surplice  Fees  he  hath  been  accustomed  to  give  to  the  Chs^ilain 
of  Crediton : — 

And  that  the  Parish  of  Exminster  exceeds  4200  acres,  extend- 
ing in  length  about  six  miles,  and  in  breadth,  on  an  average, 
libout  three  miles^  and  contains  a  Population  of  upwards  of  TOO 
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personfl.  And  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  in  the 
same  parish,  consist  in  performing  Divine  Serrice  twice,  and 
preaching  two  Sermons  every  Sunday,  and  one  on  Cluistnias 
day  and  Good  Friday,  each  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Exminster, 
to  a  Congregation  usually  consisting  of  about  200  persons, — and 
instructing  and  pr^;>aring  the  Children  of  the  Parish,  flor  Ejn- 
scopal  Confirmation, — ^in  administering  the  Sacrament  oi  the 
Lord's  Supper  in  the  same  Church,  thl^  times  in  a  year,  on  the 
three  principal  Festivals  of  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas- 
day,  to  about  35  Communicants, — visiting  the  Sick,  and  ad- 
ministering the  Sacrament  to  ihem  at  their  respective  houses,-— 
in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses,  and  publicly  at  the  same 
Church,  about  20  children  yearly,— churching  aUmt  20  women 
yearly, — and  yearly  marryii^  about  five  couples,— and  burying 
about  14  dead.— All  which  Ecclesiastical  functions  are  and  have 
been,  for  many  years  past,  usually  performed  by  the  said  John 
White,  and  that  his  duty  as  Vicar,  in  the  performance  of  the 
said  functions,  would  be  fully  sufficient  so  far  to  employ  his 
whole  time,  as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  performance  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Pari^,  or  lawfully  to  gain  a 
subsistence  for  himself,  his  wife  and  family, — and  that  as  sudi 
Vicar,  he  has  received  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of 
£l  10.  and  no  more  -, — ^That  he  has  Glebe  lands  attached  to  his 
Vicarage  of  Exminster,  of  the  d^ar  yearlv  value  of  about  £40., 
and  that  he  receives  about  the  sum  of  £4,  a  year  for  Surplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating : — 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the  Affidavit  of  The  Revd. 
John  Russell,  of  Crediton,  Clerk,  sworn  the  19th  of  Decr.j 
1^11,  that  on  the  6th  of  IVforch,  1811,  he  was  duly  appointed 
by  the  Governors,  Chaplain  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  on  Uie 
resignation  of  The  Revd.  John  Spry, — tmd  that  his  duty  as 
Chq>lain,  in  performance  of  the  same  fimctions  before  mentioned 
in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton,  would  be  fully  sufficient  so  Hmt 
to  employ  his  whole  time,  as  to  prevent  his  performance  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Parish,  and  that  as  such  Chap- 
lain, he  receives  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of  £llO., 
—the  further  sum  of  £ll.  to  defray  the  property  tax  thereofl;^ 
and  the  further  sum  of  £7,  towards  his  Assessed  taxes,  and  no 
more : — 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the*  Affidavit  of  The  Retd. 
George  Bent,  Clerk,  Ch^lain  of  the  Hamlet  of  Sandfoird; 
sworn  the  21st  of  Deer.,  1811,  that  the  said  Hamlet  contains 
upwards  of  6200  acres,  and  that  it  extends  in  length  about  seven 
mUes,  and  in  breadth,  in  some  places,  about  4  mOes,  and  that 
it's  population  amounts  to  1700  persons  and  upwards, — imd 
that  from  time  immemorial  the  said  Hamlet  of  Sandford  ba6»

in  all  respects^  been  considered  as  distinct  from  and  independent 
of  the  Parish  of  Crediton^ — and  that  the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the 
said  Hamlet  has  also  for  tune  immemorial  been  committed  to 
the  exclusive  charge  of  the  Chaplain  thereof  for  the  time  being, 
— and  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  within  the  said 
Hamlet  or  Parish  of  Sandford,  consist  in  performing  Divine 
Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sermons  every  Sunday  in  the 
Church  of  Sandford  to  a  Congregation,  usually  consisting  of 
about  900  persons,  —in  performing  Divine  Service  on  every 
Saint's  day  throughout  the  year  (except  within  the  last  Three 
years,  by  reason  of  his  house  having  been  destroyed  by  fire, 
T^hich  has  occasioned  during  some  part  of  that  time  his  residing 
at  a  distance  from  the  Church  of  Sandford,  but  which  Service 
on  Saint's  days  he  intends  to  resume,  on  his  occupying  the  Par- 
sonage House  at  Sandford  then  building  for  him), — in  instruct- 
ing and  preparing  the  Children  of  the  Hamlet  for  Episcopal 
Confirmation, — in  administering  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  in  the  Church  of  the  Hamlet  or  Parish  aforesaid  once 
every  month,  twice  at  the  Festival  of  Easter,  and  twice  at 
Christmas,  to  upwards  generally  of  40  or  50  Conmiunicants,— 
in  visiting  the  Sick,  and  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them 
at  their  houses  throughout  the  Hamlet, — in  baptizing  Children 
publicly  at  the  Church,  and  privately  at  their  houses,  together 
al>out  50  yearly  on  an  average, — in  churching  about  40  or  50 
women, — in  yearly  marrying  about  13  couples> — and  in  burying 
about  35  dead. — All  which  Ecclesiastical  functions  are  performed 
by  him,  with  the  help  of  his  Assistant,  without  whose  aid,  he, 
in  consequence  of  his  age,  being  upwards  of  70  years  old,  could 
not  duly  perform  the  same. — And  that  as  such  Chaplain,  he 
receives  from  the  Governors  the  annual  Stipend  of  i.*110., — and 
the  further  sum  of  £ll.  for  property  tax  thereon,  and  that  he 
receives  about  the  average  sum  of  £6.  for  Surplice  Fees : — 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  Two  Affidavits  of  The  Revd. 
Nicholas  Lightpoot,  Clerk,  Master  of  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School  at  Crediton,  sworn  the  28th  of  Novem- 
ber, and  the  94th  of  December,  1811,  that  he  was  in  or  about 
the  month  of  March,  1800,  duly  appointed  by  the  then  Governors, 
Master  of  the  said  School,  and  hath  ever  since  oeen,  and  still  is 
Blaster  thereof,— and  that  from  the  tim^  of  such  appointment 
hitherto,  the  yearly  sum  which  has  been  paid  to  him  by  the 
Governors,  as  his  Salary,  has  amounted  to  £20.  per  annum,'^ 
and  that  the  Governors  provide  him  with  a  House,  which  they 
repair,  and  also  allow  him  £'3.  for  property  tax  on  his  Stipend, 
and  £7,  towards  his  Assessed  taxes, — ^And  that  he  has  now  under 
his  care  and  tuition  48  Scholars,  of  whom  37  are  Boarders,  none 
of  whom  are  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton  or  of  the  Hamlet  of 
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Sandford,  except  one>— and  that  his  Tenns  are  for  each  of  his 
Boarders  X31..10..0  per  annum, — and  that  the  Eleven  other 
Scholars  under  his  Tuition  are  Day-scholars,  10  of  whom  are  of 
the  Parish  of  Crediton,  for  whom  he  makes  no  charge  whatever, 
but  the  Parents  6f  such  Scholars  generally  pay  him  ^1..1..0.  at 
Christmas,  at  their  pleasure,— -And  that  he  teaches  the  several  boys 
under  his  Tuition,  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  that  he 
dedicates  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  the  School,  except 
at  the  usual  Vacations  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  and  excqit 
that  he  performs  the  duties  of  the  Rectory  of  Kennerleigh,  vdiich 
is  distant  about  5  miles  from  his  School,  to  which  Rectory  he 
was  presented  by  the  Governors,  the  Income  whereof  amounts 
to  jCIOO.  per  annum  or  thereabouts,  subject  to  the  property  tax : — 
And  it  having  been  proposed  before  The  Master,  by  the 
Relators  and  Plaintiffs  in  the  said  first  mentioned  Cause,  with 
the  approbatran  of  the  Defendants  The  Twelve  Govbrhoes, 
that  the  Salaries  of— 

The  Revd.  John  Rvdall,  as  Vicar  oi  Crediton,  should  be 
increased  to  £'400.  per  annum  : 

The  Revd.  John  White,  as  Vicar  of  Exminster,  to  £250. 
per  annum : 

The  Revd.  John  Russell,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Churdi  oi 
Crediton,  to  £200.  per  annum : 

The  Revd.  George  Bent,  as  Chq>lain  of  the  Chapel  or 
Church  of  Sandford,  to  £200.  per  annum  .— 
And  it  having  also  been  proposed  by  the  Defendants  The 
Twelve  Governors,  that  the  Salary  of  the  Defendant  Nicholas 
Liohtfoot,  as  Master  of  The  Grammar  School,  should  be  in- 
creased to  £50.  per  annum,  with  an  annual  allowance  of  £5.  for 
each  Day-scholar  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  including  the  Haml^ 
of  Sandford,  educated  by  him  at  the  said  Grammar  School, 
according  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Charity  :— > 

And  THE  Master  having  considered  these  proposals,  viras  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  to  increase  the  Salaries  of  each 
of  the  persons^  according  as  was  then  proposed. 

There  are  no  Statutes,  but  such  as  are  directed  in  the 
Charter. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  and 
the  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  indefinitely,  on  payment  of  £5. 
per  annum  each.  They  are  admitted  at  Eight  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please. 

The  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Maey,  at  the  East 
end  of  the  Church,  has  always  been  used  as  the  School-room.

The  Eton. Latin  and  Greek  Gnunmars  are  in  use;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  Col- 
lege. 

There  are  Thbee  Scholabships,  which  hai^e  been  ge- 
nerally enjoyed ;  and  although  the  Charters  do  not  express 
at  which  University  the  Exhibitioners  are  to  enter,  Oxford 
has,  for  a  great  number  of  years  past,  been  uniformly  the 
one,  of  which  they  have  become  Members. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Nicholas 
L.IGHTF00T,  A.  B.,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annumj  to- 
gether with  a  good  house,  rent  and  taxes  free.  He  is  also 
Rector  of  Kennerleigh,  with  an  annual  Stipend  of  £100. 
This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  are  Thirty  guineas  a  year. 

The  Rectory  of  Eennerleigh  is  the  only  Church  Prefer- 
ment in  the  gift  of  The  Govebkobs,  conferred  upon  The 
Head  Master. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  Dr.  EvBLBiGH,  the  late  Provost  of  Obiel  College, 
Oxford,  holds  a  distinguished  rank.

The  Hospital  07  Saint  John  Baptist. 


From  a  Memorandum,  inserted  between^.  17.  and^«  18. 
of  Bishop  Bronescombe^s  Register,  it  appears  that,  in  the 
year  1240,  a.  r.  Hen.  III.  xxiii,  two  Brothers,  caUed  Gil- 
bert Long  and  John  Long,  founded  this  Hospital  for 
poor  Men  and  poor  Women,  within  the  East  Gate  of  the 
City. 

For  the  better  support  of  this  benevolent  Institution  the 
Citizens  of  Exeter,  with  the  approbation  of  the  above-men- 
tioned King  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Primate,  Boniface, 
incorporated  with  it  the  Foundation  funds  of -Saint  Alexius's 
Hospital. 

This  latter  Establishment  had  been  erected  Seventy  years 
before,  on  a  spot  of  ground  immediately  behind  the  IViory 
of  St.  Nicholas  in  Exeter. 
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The  Bishops  of  Exeter  were  the  Patrons  of  the  Hospital, 
aad  great  Benefactors.  Bishop  Bytton  drew  up  Statutes 
for  it's  government,  and  re-built  the  Infirmary.  Bbhop 
Stapsldon  gave  considerable  Charities  to  the  Institution, 
and  had  intended  to  found  a  Grammar  School  in  it,  and  to 
aj^ropriate  to  it  the  Advowson  of  Yamscombe  Church  and 
some  of  the  Glebe  lands ;  but  hb  lamented  and  untimely 
death  prevented  him  from  carrying  his  benevolent  purpose 
into  execution. 

Bishop  Gbandisson  entered  into  the  noble  views  of  lus' 
Predecessor,  and  endowed  the  School  in  the  year  1332.  He 
also  greatly  improved  the  Revenues  of  the  Hospital,  and  in- 
creased the  number  of  the  Clergymen  from  ons  to  five. 
These  Clergymen  he  enjoined  to  foUow  the  Rule  of  St. 
Augustine.    Poor  infirm  persons,  to  the  number  of  Twelve, 
were  to  be  admitted  upon  the  Foundation.     It  further  ap- 
pears that  he  built  the  Church  of  The  Hospital,  as  he  con- 
secrated the  High  Altar,  on  the  12th  of  November,  1336, 
and  the  Nave  of  the  Church,  on  the  IGth  of  September, 
1351 ;  and  he  further  granted  to  them  the  privilege  of  Se- 
pulture witbin  their  own  indosure. 

Until  the  Surrender  of  The  Hospital,  on  the  20th  of 
Fdbmary,  1539,  the  Revenues  of  the  House  were  in  a  pro- 
gressive state  of  improvement  It  may  be  doubted,  whether 
there  is  a  single  Will,  of  the  numerous  ones  pres^erved  in  the 
£fHsco{)al  Registers  of  Exeter,  in  which  a  Legacy  io  Saixt 
John''s  HospitAL  if  not  coniained. 

The  leases  of  the  Hosjntal  possessions  tqppear  to  have  been 
granted  by  the  Lessors  under  the  stile  of  "  Prior  sive  Ma- 
gister  Domus  Hoqitalis  Ecclefflse  Sancti  Johannis  Baptistas 
infxm  Portam  Orioitalem  Com.  Civitatis  Exon.  et  Conv^itus 
ejusdem  Loci, — ^unanimi  nostrcmun  Assensu  pariter  et  Con^ 
sensu  npstris  ac  cimi  Licenda  nostri  Custodis,^  with  the 
reservation  of  Roits  to  themselves  and  their  Successors. 

The  annual  Income  at  the  Dissdution  was  rated  at 
i:i02..12..9. 
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On  the  13th  of  July,  1534,  Richard  Harris,  the  Pricn-, 
and  Three  others,  subscribed  to  the  Supremacy :  And,  on 
the  20th  of  February,  1539,  the  same  Prior,  and  two 
Brethren,  surrendered  the  House,  together  with  it's  posses- 
ions. 

The  site,  with  the  "  Ahkeresse  House^  in  the  ChiutA- 
yaid,  was  granted,  in  1541,  to  Thomas  Carew. 

In  1553,  there  remained  J£l3.  in  Annuities,  and  two 
Pensions  to  John  Broderioge,  and  John  Scotts,  of 
£3..6..8.  each. 

But  it  was  afterwards  restored,  and  aidowed  with  several 
new  Benefactions,  and,  in  part,  still  continues  a  Cluuitable 
Institution  imder  th^  management  of  The  Chamber  of  this 
City. 

The  beautiful  and  interesting  Seal  which  graces  this  de- 
scription^ is  copied  from  an  ori^nal  in  hi^  preservation 
appended  to  a  Deed,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  May,  1538 : 
And,  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  three  drcular  arches 
there  represented,  are  still  existing. 

The  Hospital  of  Saint*  John's  now  comprises  The 
Free  Grammar  School, — and  The  FkEE  English 
School,  commonly  called  The  Blue  School,  from  the 
colour  of  the  dress  in  which  the  boys  are  habited,  in  another 
part  of  the  Buildings,  for  the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in 
reitding,  writing,  and  arithmetic ;  •  their  present  number  is 
Twenty-one;  they  are  dothed,  fed,  and  lodged  in  the 
House,  under  the  care  of  a  resident  Master  who  has  apart* 
ments  there,  together  with  an  annual  Salary  of  £26.^  be^des 
which  he  is  paid  by  the  Grovemors  £16.  yearly  for  each  boy, 
in  consideration  of  his  providing  them  in  every  thing.  When 
their  education  is  completed,  these  boys  are  usually  bound 
out  Apprentices  to  Tradesmen  in  the  City,  with  a  premium 
of  £G.  pwd  by  the  Governors. 

The  Schools  consist  of  an  extensive  range  of  Buildings, 
the  principal  part  of  which  is  of  a  quadrangular  form.  The 
North  front,  facing  The  High  Street  and  extending  to  up-

wards  of  220  feet  in  length,  comprises,  The  Gbamhar 
ScHooLBCASTEB^s  HousB,  a  capadous  and  handsome  modem 
edifice,  built  about  Forty  years  once, — St.  John  Baptist^s 
Chapel,  in  which  Divine  Service  is  regularly  celebrated  by 
the  Master,  except  in  the  afternoon  of  one  Sunday  in  every 
month,  when  the  Mayor,  with  the  Corporation  attends,  and 
his  Chaplains  are  accustomed,  in  turn,  to  officiate, — The 
Porch,  or  Gate  of  Entrance  into  the  area  of  the  Quadran- 
gle,— and,  The  Grammab  School-boom,  which  is  on  the 
first  floor.  The  Front  of  the  Chapel  and  School-room,  with 
the  Porch  between  them,  is  an  uniform  piece  of  Architec- 
ture of  that  style  usually  denominated  Gothick.  The  Chapel 
was  rebuilt  by  the  munificence  of  Alice  Hele,  Widow  of 
Eliz^us  Hele,  of  Fardel,  Esq.,^at  the  expense  of  £300., 
and  re-opened  by  the  celebrated  Bishop  Joseph  Hall,  on 
the  21st  of  Septembm*,  1639. 

On  tl^e  West  part  of  the  Quadrangle,  on  the  first  fioor,  is 
The  Grammae  School  Library,  opening  into  The  Gram- 
mar School-room, — ^And  The  Dormitory  of  The  English 
School. 

On  the  South  part,  and  on  the  first  floor,  is  The  Coun- 
cil Chamber  of  the  Grovemors. 

And,  on  the  East  part,  and  on  the  first  floor,  is  The 
English  School-room. 

The  Apartments  on  the  Ground  floors  of  all  sides  of  the 
Quadrangle  are,  during  the  Public  Fairs,  let  out  to  the 
Dealers  in  cloth,  blankets,  dowlas,  and  the  like  commodities, 
from  whence  considerable  emolument  arises  to  the  Gro- 
vemors. 

On  the  South  side  of  these  Buildings  are,  a  spadous 
walled  Play-ground,  of  about  200  feet  in  length,  by  80  in 
breadth,  for  the  boys  who  board  in  the  Grammar  School- 
mastery's  house,— a  large  Garden,  for  the  Grammar  School- 
master's use, — ^§nd,  a  commodious  Dwelling-house,  court- 
lage,  and  garden  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Master  of 
The  English  School 
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From  the  time  when  the  building  of  the  present  Grammar 
Schocd-master^  house  b^;un,  the  Goi^emcnrs  reduced  the 
then  Master^s  Stipend  of  J£40.  to  £20.  a  year,  and  conti- 
nued that  reduction  until  the  appointment  of  the  preset 
Master,  to  whom  they  restored  the  accustomed  yeariy  Salaiy 
of  £40., — by  which  means  the  Grovemors  were  reimbursed, 
out  of  the  Master's  profits,  more  than  one  half  of  the  ez- 
p^ises  of  the  new  building,  whidi  amounted  in  the  whole  to 
about  £1200.     ' 

It  seems,  therefore,  just  to  consider  the  present  Master^s 
two  immediate  Predecessors,  The  Revd.  John  Marshall 
and  The  Revd.  Robert  BaAtholombw,  as  Benefactors  to 
the  Institution  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  £600. ;  besides 
which,  the  former  of  thfse  Gentlemen,  at  his  own  private 
exp^ise,  built  the  Gallery  at  the  West  end  <ji  St.  Johk^s 
Chapsl,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Boarders.

Ths  High  School. 

Thb  High  School  appears  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
year  1343,  by  Richa&o  de  Braylegh,  Dean  of  Exeter, 
who  built  the  house  upon  the  lands  of  the  Chapter,  in  a 
narrow  Street,  now  called  "  Mi7sgkav£''8  AUeyP 

It  is  not  certidnly  known,  and,  perhaps,  cannot  now  be 
ascertained,  whether  there  were  ever  any  settled  Endowment 
of  it.  In  ancient  -times,  the  Archdeacon  of  Exon  used  to 
appoint  the  I^jTaster ;  but,  soon  after  the  Restoration  of 
Chailes  the  Second,  the  right  of  appointm^it  belonged  to, 
or  was  exercised  by.  The  Chapter. 

In  1388,  John  Spencer  was  admitted  Master. 
In*  1548,  the  sum  of  20*.  per  crnnum  was  granted  by  The 
Chapter  for  the  augmentation  of  the  Under-Master^s  Sti- 
poid. 

In  1561,  the  School  is  said  to  have  been  new  built,  ceiled, 
and  seated,  by  a  common  contribution,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Williams,  the  then  Master. 

When  the  Free  Grammar  School  within  the  Hosptal 
€$  St.  John  Baptist  (which  will  next  be  more  circumstantially 
described)  was  established  in  the  beginning  of  the  Seven- 
teenth  Century,  the  profits  of  The  High  School,  which 
before  that  period  had  been  very  conaderable,  seem  to  have 
declii^ed ;  in  consequence  k£  which,  the  latter  was  some  time 
between  the  year  1739,  when  John  Bradford  was  iq>point- 
ed  Master,  and  probably  the  last  Master^ — and  the  year 
1759,  when  there  certainly  was  no  Master, — either  dissolved, 
or  consolidated  with  The  Free  Grammar  School  But  if 
there  were  such  consolidation  of  the  two  Schools,  there  is  not 
any  Deed  or  Agreement,  relating  to  that  transaction,  now  to 
be  found.

Sir  JoHK  AcLAKD,  of  CulmeJdm,  Devon,  Ent^  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  14th  of  September  1609,  appcunted  £l6. 
per  annum  to  Two  Scholabs  in  Exeter  CcJl^e,  Oxfbit], 
to  be  approved  of  by  The  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Reocnrder, 
the  Schoolmaster  of  The  High  School  there,  the  Rector  cS 
Exeter  Collie,  and  the  Owner  of  Culme-John,  or  woj 
Three  of  them. 

The  Revd.  John  Reynolds,  Canon  Residentiary  of 
Exeter  Cathedral,  by  h'ls  Will,  dated  in  1756,  bequeathed 
£1550.  Stock  in  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  to  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Exeter, — ^the  Income  to  be  disposed  of  in  Exhi- 
bitions for  Four  Lads  bred  at  Exeter  School  This  Fund 
has  been  increased  by  savings,  and  now  pays  Three  Exhu 
BiTiONs  of  £20.  each.

The  anns  in  the  base  of  the  Seal  are  those  of  the  Crosstno  Family. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  derives  a  peculiar  interest 
firom  it'^s  early  association  with  the  andent  Hospital  of 
Saixt  John  Baptist, — ^as  a  sharer  in  it^s  dissolution,  and 
a  partaker  of  it^s  injuries, — and  even  now  finding  protection 
under  it*s  venerable  roof. 

Few  Schools  afford  such  authoritative  and  important 
materials  for  history,  as  The  Fbee  Grammar  School  at 
Exeter.  But,  although  they  are  numerous,  it  b  incon- 
ceivable how  little  they  are  known.  The  Deed  of  Endow, 
ment,  as  appears  by  an  authenticated  copy  of  it,  remaining 
in  the  Archives  of  The  Society  of  Antiquaries,  is  as  fol- 
lows :—

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*'  This  Indkntuee  made  the  Twentieth  day  of  Febniarie>  in 
the  Hfthe  yere  of  the  raigne  of  Our  Soveraigne  Lord  CsAaLBS 
by  the  Grace  of  God  oi  England,  Scotland,  Fraunce,  and  Ire- 
land, Kinge,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  Bbtweenb  The  M^oo

better  reparacion>  maintenance,  and  continuance  of  the  said  Hoe- 
pitall>  as.  more  att  large  appeareth  by  the  said  Indenture  :— 

And  whereas  TnoMAS  Walkbb,  Esquire,  late  one  of  the 
Aldermen  of  the  said  Cittie  of  Exon,  by  his  last  Win  and  Testa- 
ment, bearinge  date  the  Fifteenth  daye  of  November  in  the  yere 
of  Our  Lord  God  One  Hiousand  8ixe  Hundred  Twentie  and 
e^hte,  and  in  the  Fonerth  yere  6f  the  raigne  of  the  Kinges  Ma- 
jestie  that  nowe  is  over  England,  &c..

And  whbbeas  afterwardes  Elizabeth  Dowbich,  Widdowe, 
one  of  the  Daughters  of  the  said  Thomas  Walkbb,  did,  by  her 
iast  Wifl  and  Testamente  m  writii^,  bearinge  date  the  Seaven- 
teoith  day  of  November,  in  tile  Fifte  yere  of  the  raigne  of  the 
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Kinges  Mi^estie  that  no^e  is  over  Englaiid,  and  hy  the  Codkall 
themipto  annexed^  give  and  bequeathe  the  Some  of  Fiftie

Whereas  by  the  hmnhle  Peticon  of  the  Muor,  Bayliffo,  and 
Cmaltie  of  owe  Cittie  of  Exeter,  Wee  are  mformed  of  theire 
pious  and  charitable  Intencons  and  desires  to  erecte  an  HospttaU 
within  the  saide  Cittie  for  the  releife,  setting  on  Worke,  and  edu- 
cacon  in  good  leaminge  and  otherwise  of  poore  Children  borne 
or  inhabiting  within  the  saide  Cittie,  whoe  either  have  noe  Pm 
rents  or  those  soe  poore  as  are  not  able  to  maiheteine  them ;  As 
allsoe  for  releife  and  maintenance  of  such  aged  or  impotente 
poore  people  Inhabitants  within  the  same  Cittie,  as  are  not  able 
to  worke  -,  And  that  amongste  other  our  subjects  there  weU 
affected  to  this  pious  worke,  Johan  Crossing,  the  Widdowe  of 
Hugh  Crossing,  Esquire,  deceased,  late  one  of  the  Aldermen  of 
the  saide  Cittie,  and  Frauncis  Crossinok,  Esquire^  theire  sonne^ 
one  of  the  nowe  Aldermen  of  the  saide  Cittie,  in  prosecucon  d[ 
the  charitable  intendments  of  the  saide  Hugh  Crossing  have 
purchased  a  large  and  conveniente  House  within  the  saide  Cittie> 
which,  before  the  Dissolucon  of  Monasteries,  was  an  Hospitall 
called  Sainte  John's  Hospitall,  and  likewise  one  Tenemente 
neere  a^joyninge  and  sometymes  parcell  of  or  belonging  to  die 
saide  Hospitall,  which  are  held  of  us  by  Kni^ts  Service  in 
capUe ;  And  have  given  the  same  for  An  Hospitall  or  Worke- 
house.  And  that  synce,  by  the  Charitie  of  Thomas  Walker^ 
Esquire,  deceased,  and  Elizabeth  Dowrich,  Widdowe,  decea-

JouRDEN,  Widdowe,  deceased,  for  charitd^le  uses  within  the 
saide  Cittie  and  Countie  of  Exon,  in  pursuance  of  certeine  Orders 
made  by  our  Privie  Councell  applyed  to  and  for  the  maintenance 
oi  A  FREE  Bnglisbe  Schoolb  therein  for  the  better  preparing  of

Schoole»  and  other  fitt  ProlSessioiis.  And  that  there  have  byn 
alboe  diTers  Lands^  Tenements,  and  Som^es  of  monie  heretofore 
given  by  Walter  Boeouoh,  Esquire,  and  Nicholas  Mabttj^, 
Esquire,  deceased.  Dame  Mabib  Pridbux  and  others  ;  And 
more  promised  by  severall  other  persons  to  bee  given,  for  the 
supporte  and  inlargemente  of  the  same  Hospitall.  Whereiqxm 
the  saide  Maior,  Bayiifis,  and  Coudtie  have  made  humble  suite 
to  us,  for  our  grace  and  favoure  in  lycensing  them  to  o^cte  and 
found  An  Hospitall  for  ever  in  the  saide  House  (to  bee  called 
Thx  Hospitall  of  Saints  John's  within  the  Cittye  of  Exb* 
TBR,  founded  by  Hugh  Crossing,  Esquire,  and  others).  And  a 
free  Grammar  Schoole,  and  An  Englishe  Schoole  therein.  And 
to  renewe  and  contynew  divyne  Service  in  the  saide  Chappell  for 
tile  sasde  Hospitall )  And  that  the  other  parts  of  the  saick  House 
might  bee  for  ever  imployed  for  the  dwelling,  Releifo,  and  Edu- 
cacon  in  leaminge  and  all  or  anie  oilier  lawfoll  Arts  and  Trades 
of  Poore  Children  borne  and  inhabiting  within  the  saide  Cittie  or 
Comntle  of  the  same,  under  the  age  of  sixteene  yeares.

And  that  the  same  Orders,  Rules,- 
Statutes,  and  Ordinances  soe  by  them  to  bee  made,  sette  downe 
and  prescribed  as  aforesaide,  shall  bee  and  stande  in  full  force 
and  strength  in  the  Lawe  to  to  all  construccdns,  intents  and  pur-^ 
poses.  The  same  not  beinge  repugnante  to  our  Prerogative  Roy- 
all,  nor  contrarie  to  the  Lawes  and  Statutes  of  this  our  Realme 
of  England,  Or  to  anie  Eccliall  Cannons  or  Constitucons  of  the 
Church  of  England,  which  then  shallbee  in  force.  And  that  for 
the  better  govermente  of  the  saide  Hospitall,  the  saide  Gover- 
nours  for  the  tyme  beinge,  or  the  greater  parte  of  them,  shall  and 
may  have  foil  power  and  lawfoll  authoritie  to  visite  the  saide 
Hospitall,  and  to  order,  goveme,  puuishe,  place  or  displace  the 
Masters,  Schoole  Masters,  Ushers,  poore  people,  SchoUars,  Mem- 
bers and  Officers,  of  4he  saide  Hoqiitall,  and  everie  or  anie  of 
them,  and  to  order,  reforme,  and  redresse  all  and  every  the  dis- 
orders, misdemeanors,  oflpences  and  abuses  in  the  persons  afore- 
saide, and  everie  or  any  of  them,  or  in  the  saide  Hospitall  or 
Free  Schooles,  Or  in  or  touching  the  govermente,  order,  or 
disposinge  of  the  same,  as  to  the  saide  Governors  for  the  tyme 
beinge  and  their  successors,  or  the  more  parte  of  them,  shall 
seeme  fitt,  juste,  and  conveniente,  Soe  as  the  same  soe  farre  as 
it  concemes  the  Preacher  for  the  tyme  beinge  bee  done  vntfa 
the  allovirance  of  the  Ordinarie  there  for  the  tyme  being.  And 
forther,  Knowe  yee.  That  wee  for  the  consideracons  aforesaide, 
of  our  especiall  Grace,  certeine  Knowledge,  and  meere  Mocon, 
Have  given  and  graunted.  And  by  theise  Presents  for  us,  oar 
heires  and  successors.  Doe  give  and  graunte  to  the  saide  Gover- 
nours,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  our  spedall  lycense  and 
free  and  lawfull  lybertie,  power,  and  authoritie  to  gette,  purchase 
and  take  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  sustentacon  and  releife  of  all  and  everie  the  person 
and  persons  to  bee  placed  in  the  saide  Hospitall  of  and  from  the 
saide  Johan  Cbossino  and  Francis  Crossing,  theire  heires  and 
assignes,  or  anie  other  person  or  persons,  asweU  the  saide  Hos- 
pitaU  house  and  Tenemente  acljoyninge,  with  th'appurtenanoes, 
as  anie  other  MannorSj  Messuages,  Lands,  Tenonentes,  Roits, 
Revercdns,  Anuityes,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever,  of  and 
from  anie  other  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  Soe  as  the  same 
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Premisses  or  anie  of  them  (excepte  the  saide  Hospitall  House 
and  Tenetnente  adjoynmg)  bee  not  holden  of  us,  our  hdres,  or 
successor,  in  capite,  nor  holden  of  us,  our  heu-es,  or  successors, 
or  of  anie  other  person  or  persons  by  Knight's  Service.  And 
soe  as  the  same  Mannors,  Messuages,  Lands,  Tenements,  Here- 
ditaments and  Premisses  (excepte  the  saide  Hospitall  Hoiise  and 
Tenemente  adjoyning)  doe  not  exceede  in  the  whole  the  yeerelie 
value  of  five  hundred  poimds  p.  arCm,  above  all  charges  and  re- 
prizes. The  Statute  of  Mortmaine  or  anie  other  Acte,  Statute, 
Ordinance  or  Provision  whatsoever  to  the  contrarie  thereof  in 
anie  wise  notwithstanding.  Allsoe,  Wee  Have  likewise  given 
and  graunted.  And  by  theise  Presents  for  us,  our  heires,  and 
successors.  Doe  give  and  graunte  to  everie  of  the  Subjects  of  us, 
our  heires  and  successors,  especiall  lycense  and  free  and  lawfull 
power  and  authoritie,  that  they  or  anie  of  them  shall  and  may 
lawfiillie  and  freelie  give,  graunte,  sell,  bequeath,  alienate  or 
convey  to  the  saide  Govemour^  and  their  successors,  aswell  the 
saide  Hospitall  House  and  Tenemente  adjoyning,  with  the  Ap- 
purtenances, as  aforesaide,  or  anie  other  Messuages,  Mannors, 
Lands,  Tenements,  Tithes,  Rents,  Rev'cons  and  other  Heredi- 
taments which  are  not  holden  of  us,  our  heires  or  successors, 
in  capUe,  nor  by  Knight's  Service,  neither  of  anie  other  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  by  Knight's  Service,  And  soe  as  all  the 
saide  Mannors,  Messuages,  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Revercons, 
and  other  y*  Hereditaments  (excepte  before  excepted),  soe  as 
aforesaide  to  bee  givoi,  graunted,  aliened,  bequeathed  or  con- 
veyed, doe  not  exceede  in  the  whole  the  cleere  yearelie  value 
of  five  hundred  pounds  above  all  charges  and  reprizes.  The 
Statute  of  Mortmaine  or  anie  other  Statute,  Acte,  Ordinance  or 
Provision  heretofore  made,  had,  published,  ordeined  or  provided, 
or  anie  other  thinge,  cause,  or  matter  to  the  contrarie  thereof  in 
anie  wise  notwithstanding.  And  further,  of  our  especial  grace, 
certeine  knowledge,  and  meere  mocon  AVee  Doe  for  us,  our 
hdres,  and  successors,  graunte  to  the  smde  Govemours  of  the 
saide  Hospitall  and  their  successors,  that  theise  our  Letters 
Patents,  or  the  Inrollments  thereof,  shall  stande  and  bee  good, 
firme,  stronge,  sufficiente,  and  effectual  in  the  Lawe  to  all  the 
intents  and  purposes  aforesaide,  and  shallbee  expounded,  con- 
strued, taken,  and  ac^udged  in  all  our  Courts  of  this  our  Realme, 
and  elsewhere,  strongelie  againste  us,  our  heires  and  successors, 
and  most  benigneUe,  favourablie  and  beneficiallie  to  and  for  the 
saide  Govemours  of  the  saide  Hospitall  and  their  successors, 
notwithstanding  an  ad  quod  dampnu  hath  not  byn  awarded  touch- 
inge  the  Premises,  Or.  anie  Omission,  imperfeccdn  or  defecte 
in  theise  our  Letters  Patents,  or  anie  other  thinge,  cause  or 
matter  whatsoever  to  the  contrarie  thereof  notwithstanding. 
roL.  I.  U 
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Nevertbeles  our  intente  and  meaninge  \s.  And  Wee  Doe  hereby 
declare  the  same  to  bee.  That  theise  Presents,  nor  anie  thinge 
therein  conteined,  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to  the 
prejudice  of  ante  the  rights,  powers,  priviledges,  and  Jurisdicc^u 
of  or  belonging  to  the  Lord  Bishoj^  of  Exeter  for  the  tyme 
being,  or  to  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  the  CathedraU  Churdi  <^ 
Sainte  Peter  in  Exeter,  and  theire  successors,  or  anie  of  diem, 
allthough  expresse  mencon,  &c.

In  IzACKE^s  Register  (Edit.  London,  1736.  pp.  41.  ei 
pcusim)  we  have  the  following  History  of  the  Foundatioii, 
and  of  the  numerous  Bene&ctions  to  it. 

Hugh  Cbossino,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor  of  this  City,  ^  e.,  in 
1609  and  1620),  taking  into  his  serious  consideration,  the 
great  charge  and  increase  of  poor  peo[de  and  poor  children, 
— ^the  great  use  of  Hospitals  for  the  relief  of  either, — and 
the  great  desire  of  many  of  the  Citizens  for  the  aooomplishing 
of  the  same,  who  had  by  thdr  several  WiUs  given  diven 
sums  of  money  to  that  purpose,  which  were  totally  logtj  by 
reason  that  such  Hospitals  were  not  erected  within  the  times 
prefixed, — accordingly,  in  his  life-time,  intended  to  found 
and  erect  an  Hosjutal  within  this  City,  or  liberally  to  endow 
the  same  if  it  should  be  erected  by  any  other,  as  he  expressed 
by  a  writing  under  his  own  hand ;  but  dying  intestate 
before  he  could  accomplish  the  same^  possessed  of  a  plentifiil 
estate,  Joak  Cbossiko,  his  YiTidow  and  Relict,  and  Fbancis 
Crossing,  his  only  Son  and  H^,  as  well  of  their  own  finee 
dispositions,  as  for  the  furtherance  of  the  said  charitaUe 
intentions  of  the  said  Hugh  Crossing,  for  the  Fine  <^£740. 
purchased  the  Fee  and  Inheritance  of  all  that  House  <]r 
Scy te  of  the  late  IXssolved  Hospital  of  Saint  John  lyin^; 
within  7^  East  Gaie^  with  divers  other  tenements,  edifices, 
orchards,  gardens,  and  courtlays,  to  the  smd  Hosjntal  belcmg- 
ing, — ^And  by  their  Deed  indented,  dated  the  14th  of  Janu- 
ary in  the  21st  of  James  the  First,  1623,  did  grant  the 
8ud  premises  unto  Thirteen  Tersons,  then  of  Uie  Ccnn- 
mon  Council  of  the  said  City,  to  hold  to  them,  their  Heirs

and  Assigns  for  ever.  Upon  Trust  nerertheles^  that   the 
said  Trustees  should  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times 
tor  ever  thereafter  employ,  convert,  and  continue  the  said 
House  and  Premises  to  and  for  an  Hospital  or  Workhouse 
tor  the  Poor  of  the  said  City  and  County,  in  such  sort  as 
by  the  Mayor  and  Conunon-Counol  of  the  said  City  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  firom  time 
to  time  directed,  limited,  and  appointed;   the  said  poor 
peo[de  or  children  to  be  always  chosen,  recrived,  taken,  set 
to  work,  governed,  directed,  disposed  of,  pontinued,  and  re- 
moved into,  out  of,  and  from  the'smd  Hospital  by  the  Mayor 
And  Common  Council  of  the  said  City.    This  Gift  was  wett 
accepted  of  by  all,  and  yet  in  clivers  years  thereafter  little 
use  made  thereof,  by  reason  of  several  ways  propounded 
and  attonpted,  which  hiq[>pened  to  great  loss,  not  one  of 
them  produdng  the  desired  effects,  to  the  no  Uttle  discontent 
of  the  pious  Donors, — Until  at  length  by  the  additional 
Bounties  of  some  other  worthy  and  charitable  Citizens,  Let- 
ters Patent  were  procured  from  his  late  Majesty  King 
Chaei^es  the  First  <^  ever  famous  memory,  for  the  founds 
ing  of  an  Hospital  for  the  relief  and  pious  education  of 
Poor  Children,  which  hath  been  since  much  promoted  by 
sundry  Benefactors,  to  the  great  comfort  and  honour  of  the 
said  City  and  Citizens. 

Thx  CHAMBEa  of  ExETEB,  in  new  building  and  repair 
ing  the  Hospital,  procuring  his  Majesty's  Letters  Patent 
for  if  s  better  establishment,  and  in  other  expenses,  are  stated 
to  have  disbursed  about  £500. 

Alderman  James  Ceossing,  who  in  1762  and  1767  had 
been  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Descendant  and  Representative 
of  the  wealthy  and  benevcdent  Founders  of  this  Institution 
and  the  last  of  bis  Family  rendent  in  this  City^  falling  into 
poverty  in  his  old  age,  found  an  Asylum  in  Saivt  Joh^'^s 
Hospital,  where,  by  the  laudable  bounty  of  The  Chamber, 
he  was  comfortably  supported,  in  apartments  appropriated 
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to  his  usfy  for  tlie  last  five  yean  of  his  life.  He  died 
there  on  the  18th  of  January,  1794,  at  a  very  advanced 
age. 

Gbacb  Sheer,  Widow  of  John  Sheer,  Esq.,  Maycnr  in 
1616,  gave  £50.  towards  the  erecting  of  a  Dwelling-House 
within  The  Hospital  of  St.  John,^  a  Master  qf  The 
Free  Grammar  Scluxi. 

•  Mart  Modypord,  Widow  of  John  Modtford,  Esq., 
Mayor  in  1622,  gave  JC20.  in  her  life  time,  towards  the  bet^ 
ter  support  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

John  Gupwill,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1623,  gave  £30.  towards 
erecting  The  Hospital  of  St.  John,  and  the  better  sujqport 
of  the  same. 

Walter  Borough,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor,  "  a  great  helper 
of  the  laborious  and  truly  indigent  Poor  of  this  City,^  by 
deed,  dated  the  28th  of  October  1625,  enfeoffed  Twelve  c£ 
the  Common-Council,  and  their  heirs,  with  certain  lands  and 
tenements  in  the  Parish  of  St  PauPs  in  the  said  City,  then 
o£  the  yearly  value  of  £30.  and  upwards,  out  of  which  the 
sum  of  £20.  per  annum  was  to  be  paid  for  ever^  towards 
the  maintenance  and  sustentation  of  poor  Children  in  The 
Hospital  of  St.  John,  within  the  East>6ate;— and  in  fur- 
ther  manifestation  of  his  pious  and  charitable  disposiuon,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  8th  of  March,  1630,  he  gave  £100.  to- 
wards the  erecting,  founding,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  Scfiool  within  the  City  of  Exeter. 

Rebecca  Borough,  his  Widow,  gave  the  sum  of  £200. 
to  St.  John'^s  Hospital.  I 

Thomas  Walker,  Esq.,  thrice  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  20th  of  Novr.,  1628,  gave  his  Executors  £400.  In 
Trust,  that  they  therewith  should,  within  one  year  after  his 
decease,  procure  from  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of 
the  said  City  one  Annuity  or  Rent  Charge,  out  of  the  City 
lands  of  such  Sum  or  yearly  value  as  they  should  agree 
upon ;  and  for  default  of  such  agreement,  then  to  bestow

the  said  £400.  in  lands,  and  convey  the  same  to  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Coundl,  or  such  other  as  they  should  appoint ; 
one  moiety  thereof  to  be  applied  towards  the  founding, 
erecting,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a  Free  Grammar  School 
within  the  said  City,  whereby  the  Children  of  the  Freemen 
might  be  freely  instructed  in  the  Latin  Tongue ;  and  the 
other  moiety,  to  be  applied  yearly  towards  the  rehef  of  the 
Poor,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  gift  of  Mr.  John  Pert  am. 
Lady  Mary  Prideaux,  Widow  of  Sir  Nicholas  Pri- 

DEAirx,  Knt.,  thentofore  Widow  of Morris,  LL.D., 

and  Chancellor  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  in  September  1630, 
being  informed  of  the  erecting  of  an  Hospital  in  Exeter  for 
the  Education  and  Relief  of  young  Children,  in  testimony 
of  her  lore  and  good  affection  to  the  welfare  of  the  City  and 
such  works  of  Charity,  sent  to  The  Chamber  j£  100.  to  be 
by  them  ordered  and  disposed  of,  in  placing  poor  young 
children  in  the  said  Hospital. 

Dorothy  Moggridge,  Widow  of  Thomas  Moggridge 
Merchant,  for  several  years  in  her  life  time  gave  £8.  per 
annum  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  Children  in  St. 
John's  Hospital.  And,  by  her  Will,  bequeathed  a  tene- 
ment, called  "  Boandown^  in  the  Parish  of  Colyton,  Devcm, 
for  the  better  support  of  the  said  Hospital,  for  ever. 

George  Jurdayne,  of  Exeter,  Grocer,  by  his  YPlll, 
dated  the  22d  of  August,  1632,  gave  to  a  New  School  to  be 
erected,  £40. — And,  shortly  after, 

Elizabeth  Jurdayne,  his  Widow  and  Executrix,  by 
her  Will,  dated  the  27th  of  September,  1633,  gave  to  Rve 
-several  persons  £500.  to  be  employed  by  them,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  for  and  towards  such  good  and  pious  uses 
within  the  City  and  County  of  Exon,  as  they  should  think 
fit, — ^but,  if  they  neglected  so  to  employ  it  ynHtinJbur  years 
after  her  death,  she  revoked  the  Legacy.  After  mudi  de- 
bate, The  Trustees  thought  fit  to  employ  the  money  in 
foundmg  and  erecting  an  English  School  within  the  City, 
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to  have  oontinuanoe  for  ever.  And,  in  October  1636,  they 
paid  the  £500.  to  The  Mayor,  Baihffs,  and  Commanalty,-^ 
in  consideration  of  wMch,  that  Body  promised  that,  before 
the  20th  rf  the  ensuing  month  rf  November,,  they  wouM 
prociure  His  Majesty's  License  for  founding  an  Hospital 
within  the  City,  and  erecting  an  Engli^  Schocfl  in  it,  and 
would  allot  and  provide  a  convenient  Room  in  The  Hospi- 
tal, for  a  Schocd-House,  to  be  called  "  The  Free  English 
School.'*' — ^That  the  School-Master  should  receive  poor 
Children  to  the  number  (^  Fifty,  and  teach  them  to  read, 
write,  and  cjrpher, '  for  which  he  should  have  £20.  per 
mmufit.— That  the  Residue  of  the  profit  of  the  £500.  should 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  in  such  manner  as  The 
Mayor  and  Commcm  Council  for  the  time  bdng,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  think  fit.— The  Trustees  during  thdr 
lives,  on  every  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Schoolmaster,  and 
within  Sixty  days  after  notice,  to  nominate  Two  sufficient, 
honest,  and  able  men,  fit  to  undertake  the  charge  of  the 
School,  of  which  Two,  the  Mayor  and  Common  Coundl, 
within  twenty  days  after  nomination,  should  chuse  One.— 
And,  after  the  death  of  the  Trustees,  the  Mayor  and  Com- 
mon Council  were  for  ever  to  elect  the  Schoolmaster. 

Nicholas  Mabt^n,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  WiD,  dated 
^he  29th  of  August,  1634,  bequeadied  to  St.  John^s  Hos- 
piTAL,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  children  therem,  thdr  edu- 
caticm,  and  afterwards  towards  binding  them  out  appi^ntioes, 
£200.  to  be  lud  out  in  land  within  two  years  of  his  decease. 
To  which  benefaction,  SusAifKA,  his  Widow,  add^  £130. 
more,  wherewith  the  inheritance  of  Two  tenem^ts  in  North- 
gate  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St  Eerrian,  Exeter,  were  pur- 
chased, in  reversion  of  the  lives  of  hersdf  and  another 
female,  only  charged  in  the  mean  time  with  a  yearly  rent 
of  £8. 

Joh»  Hayne,  Merdiant,  Sheriff  in  1635,  gave  £10." 
towards  the  better  support  of  St.  John^s  Hospital. 
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Fhilippa  Hatke,  his  Widow,  gave  the  like  sum,  tot  the 
same  purpose. 

Thomas  Crossiko,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1624  and  IGSJf  gaye 
the  sum  of  £60.  towards  re-edifying  the  Hospital,  and  con- 
tmued  the  pa3mient  of  £8.  per  annum  for  several  years  in 
his  life  time,  for  the  education  and  better  maintenance  of 
One  poor  boy  in  the  same. 

PxTEB  Hklltar  elected  Master  of  Ths  Free  English 
School  in  1637,— by  teaching  Fort y  5'iiprmwii^rary  boys 
during  Thirty  Years,  for  which  he  appears  not  to  have 
B£CBivBi>  or  ASEBD  ANY  REMUNERATION ; — ly  deducHcns 
he  aJhwed  out  of  his  Stipend  ;'^hy  remitting  o^er  dues; — 
and  by  numies  he  left  in  the  hands  of  several  Stewards  of 
the  Hospital,  which  he  had  given  out  of  his  Pension  of 
£6.  a  year  for  eadi  boy,— was  a  Benefactor  to  this  Insti- 
tution, to  the  ^lendid  amount  in  value,  on  a  fair  calculation, 
of  no  less  a  sum  than  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
and  Thirty  Pounds  ! ! 

Elizjeus  Sele  (perhaps,  more  properiy  spelt  Elizb 
Heale),  of  Fardel,  in  Ae  Parish  of  Comwood,  Devon, 
Esq.,  who  died  on  the  11th  of  January,  1635,  without  issue 
by  either  of  his  two  Wives, — a  Lawyer  of  some  eminence, 
who,  by  marrying  rich  Heiresses,  the  emduments  of  his 
Pnofessional  practice^  and  his  Patrimonial  inheritance,  be- 
came possessed  of  a  fortune  of  £1500.  per  annium^  gave  all 
or  almost  all  of  it,  by  his  Will,  to  John  Heale,  Esq.,  the 
celebrated  Sir  John  Maynard  (successively  Serjeant  to 
Oliver  Cromwell,  and  King^s  Serjeant  to  Charles  the 
Second,  Jambs  the  Second,  and  William  the  Third),  and 
ELlZiBUS  STERt,  Gentleman,  ^*  in  Trust,  to  be  disposed  of 
in  Pious  Uses  as  they  found^need.*^  Besides  the  Benefac- 
tions conferred  by.  Sir  John  Maynard,  as  one  of  these 
Trustees,  on  Exeter  Coll^,  as  next  mentioned,  and  on 
Plympton  and  Totnes  Free  Grammar  Schools,  he  gave  fbr 
the  support  and  enlargement  of  St.  Johns's  Hospital 
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£530.— and,  for  the  continual  maintenance  of  the  boys 
therein,  he  settled  upon  the  Hospital  the  rents  of  the  Manors 
of  Clist  St  Laurence,  Clist  (Jerard,  and  Teign-Harvey,  and 
of  five  Tenements  in  Bovey  Tracy,  and  of  two  other  Tene- 
ments in  Newton  Ferrers,  aJl  situate  in  the  County  of  Devon. 

In  1637)  the  same  Sir  John  Maynard  gave  to  Exeter 
College,  Oxford,  £40.  per  annum^  payable  from  St.  Jouk^s 
Hospital,^  out  of  which  sum,  £20.  a  year  were  asagned 
to  the  Divinity  Lecturer,— and  £12.  a  year,  to  a  Lecture 
in  the  Oriental  Languages, — and  the  residue,  for  the  increase 
of  the  Fellowships.  TTie  present  Divinity  Lecturer  (1818) 
is.  The  Revd.  John  Thomas  Lys,  B.  A., — and  the  present 
Lecturer  in  Oriental  Languages  is.  The  Revd.  J.  Colliek 
JoNBs,  B.  D.,  Sub-Rector  of  that  College. 

"  What  yet  remains  of  this  great  Estate,  so  piously 
devoted,  undUposed  qf^  says  Princb,  in  speaking  of  the 
property  of  ELiZiEUs  Hele,  **  I  know  not ;  only  this  is  cer- 
tain, if  any  such  there  be,  it  becomes  all  those  who  are  more 
immediately  concerned  therein  to  enquire;  lest  what  shall 
thus  riicJc  to  their  fingars^  should  prove  like  the  gobbet  of 
flesh,  the  Eagle  lurched  from  the  Altar,  which  had  a  live 
coal  adhering  to  it,  that  burnt  up  her  nest  and  her  young 
together."    Worthies  of  Devon,  p.  403. 

Thomas  Tookeb,  Brewer,  Sheriff  of  Exeter,  by  his  Will, 
dated  Lie  31st.  of  March,  1640,  gave  to  the  Governors  of 
the  new  erected  Hosjntal  of  St.  John  and  their  successors 
for  ever,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  children 
there  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent  charge  of  JC4.,  to  be  issuing 
and  payable  out  of  three  closes  of  land,  called  *^  Culver 
ParkSf"  containing  about  two  acres  and  a  half: — One  close 
of  land  thereto  adjoining,  containing  half  an  acre,  called 
**  Glaziers  ClosCy'''  and  his  part  purparty  or  portbn  of 
another  close  of  land,  called  *^  Job's  Parkj''^  all  situate  in  the 
Parish  of  St  Sidwell's  Exeter,  payable  quarterly,  with  a 
power  of  distress. 
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Mrs.  Joan  Taylob,  Widow  of  Petbe  Tatlob  of  Exeter, 
Merchant,  gave  £100.  towards  the  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion of  a  poor  boy  in  St.  John'*8  Hospital. 

Fbances  Dabynott,  Widow  of  Robebt  Dabynott  of 
Exeter,  Apothecary,  by  her  Will  gtfve  £30.  towards  the 
erecting,  and  better  support  and  maintenance  of  The 
Hospital. 

Gbace  GiLt,  Spinster,  a  Servant  of  the  said  Fbances 
Dabynott's,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  18th  of  April,  1645, 
bequeathed  £5.  to  be  paid  to  The  Governors  of  St.  John's 
Hospital,  to  be  employed  by  them  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  Hospital. 

Thomas  Bbidgman,  of  Exeter,  Grentleman,  son  of  Jaspeb 
Bbidoman,  Registrar  of  the  Archdeaconiy  of  Exeter,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  3d  of  April,  1641,  among  various  other 
Charitable  benefactions,  bequeathed  £500.,  with  the  pajrment 
of  which  he  charged  all  his  real  and  personal  estate,  within  a 
year  after  his  death  and  burial,  to  be  employed  by  the 
religious  discretion  of  The  Chamber,  towards  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  the  City  and  Suburbs  for  ever.  One  of  the 
Executors  and  Trustees  under  this  Will  was  the  memorable 
Serjeant  Glanvill.  The  proceeds  of  this  Legacy  were,  by 
the  mutual  consent  of  the  Executors  and  the  Governor  of 
St  John^s  Hospital,  appropriated  to  the  bmding  out  of  the 
poor  boys,  in  The  Hospital,  Apprentices,  when  they  should 
be  educated  and  made  fit  for  Masters. 

James  White,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  September,  1643, 
devised  as  follows; — "  I  give  my  garden  and  courtlaye,  in 
Little  Britain,  within  the  Parish  of  AUhallows  on  the  Walls, 
to  The  Warden  and  Society  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John, 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  lieu  of  40^.  which  I  have 
formerly  for  divers  years  together  p^d  to  the  said  Warden 
and  Society  quarterly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hos- 
pital boys  therein.** 
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John  Lomnfo^  Mereliant,  one  of  the  Commoii  Council 
and  Recover  General  of  the  City  in  16479  gave  £120. 
towards  the  erecting  and  better  sujqport  of  the  Hospital. 

Nicholas  Clask,  c^  the  Parish  cf  St  ^well*s  Exeta:, 
Weaver,  gave  £5.  for  the  like  purpose. 

Nicholas  Ricost  or  Ricaust,  Merchant,  by  his  Will 
bequeathed  £20.  towards  the  maintenance  and  better  support 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

Robert  Vilvain  or  VIlvatn,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who 
died  in  1662,  gave  towards  the  benefit  of  Tms  Frbb  Latin 
School  within  St.  John^s  Hospital,  the  inheritance  of  a 
tenement,  in  Paris  Streei  Exeter,'  of  the  yearly  rent  cf 
£2..ld..4.  He  also  caused  a  new  building  within  the  said 
Hospital  to  be  erected,  at  the  charge  of  about  £600.  He 
likewise,  in  1657,  e^ed  a  new  LiBKAsr,  at  his  owa'cosl, 
in  the  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  in  Exeter 
Cathedral  behind  The  High  Altar. 

This  Gentleman  afterwards  purchased  of  The  Chamber  a 
plot  of  ground  in  the  Manor  ^(Exiland,  {or  a  term  of  999 
years,  upon  which  he  erected  a  stately  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
bouse  adjcHning,  caUed  ^^  The  Public  Brewhouse,*^  which 
he  gave  freely  to  The  Chamber  for  Charitable  uses, — that 
is,  towards  the  maintenance  of  Foub  poor  boys,  to  be  takai 
out  of  The  Free  School  here  and  sent  to  Exeter  College, 
Oxford. 

Dr.  ViLv  AiN^s  mstructkms  respectmg  these  Exhibitioneas 
are, — 

''  iBt.,  I  give  for  ever  £39.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to 
Four  Scholars  pensions^  to  witj  40».  iy)iece,  towards  Uieir 
maintenance  in  the  University^  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Rectcff 
or  Sub-Rector  of  Ezbteb  Colleob  for  the  time  being,  by  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  or  Corporation  of  Exeter  City,  out  of  my 
Brewhouse  and  Malt-house,  built  or  shortly  to  be  built  in  the 
Manor  of  Exiland  belonging  to  the  said  City,  which  land  I  have 
puirdiased  for  that  and  other  Charilabk  uses. 

%d..  These  four  Pensioners  are  to  partake  of  this  Exhibition^ 
who  have  not  of  their  own,  and  whose  parents  are  not  of  ability 
to  maintain  them  in  the  University  :— 
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3d.^  These  shall  be  chosen^  Two  out  of  the  High  School  in 
£xon^  and  Two  out  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  ;  which  the 
Master  of  the  Sphoolj  when  they  are  to  be  chosen,  shall  present^ 
with  some  others  that  are  fittest,  and  without  partiality,  to  the 
Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  said  City  for  the  time  behig,  m^o 
shall  be  Electors  after  my  death,  togetiier  with  the  School  Master 
of  that  School  out  of  whjch  he  or  they  are  to  be  chosen,  or  any 
two  of  them,  who  shall  chuse  City-bom  Children  before 
Strangers,  {aeteris  paribu9)  if  they  be  so  well  qualified  for  learn- 
ing*, behaviour,  toward  lives,  and  poverty,  without  partial  respect 
of  persons  ."-^ 

4th.,  These  shall  enjoy  this  pension  seven  yeara,  if  they  shall 
so  long  reside  in  the  University,  and  have  no  better  preferment ; 
but^  if  they  take  any  Cure,  or  Benefice,  or  Academical  FeUow- 
8h^>  or  Scholarship,  or  other  advancement,  exceeding  the  sum 
of  £20,  per  annum,  or  if  they  be  absent  from  the  University 
more  than  two  months  in  each  year,  not  giving  a  satisfactory 
reason  for  his  Absence  to  two  or  to  one  at  least  of  the  Electors,  that 
then  his  or  their  places  and  pensions  shall  be  ipso  facto  void,  and 
the  Electors  shall  instantly  proceed  to  election  for  supply  of  the 
place  or  places,  which  shall  becoptie  void,  that  no  Time  may  be 
lost  :— 

5th.,  If.  any  of  those  places  shall  be  void,  and  the  School 
wherein  the  Election  is  to  be  made  have  no  Scholar  at  that  time 
qualified  to  be  elected,  then  the  place  or  places  void  shall  be 
supplied  out  of  the  other  School,  if  it  hath  any  fit  or  eligible : — 
6th.,  What  Exhibition  shall  come  to  the  receiver's  hand 
during  such  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  given  to  that  Scholar  or 
Scholars  who  shall  be  next  chosen  to  succeed  : — 

7th.,  It  is  not  the  Donor's  intent  to  diminish  or  abolish  the 
present  or  f^iture  bounty  and  benevolence  of  any  well-disposed 
person  or  persons  towards  the  maintenance  of  any  poor  Scholars, 
whose  Parents  are  unable  to  maintain  their  Children  in  either 
University  j  but  he  desires  that  people  would  be  so  well  minded 
to  advance  Learning  by  free  contribution :— - 

8th.,  If  hereafter  the  Two  Grammar  Schools  in  the  said 
City  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  firom  thenceforth  all  the  said 
Four  Scholars  or  Pensioners  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  School 
retnaining,  by  The  said  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Schoolmaster,  or 
any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid : — 

9th.,  The  Pensions  shall  be  paid  to  them,  from  Quarter  to 
Quarter,  or  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each  Quarter,  by  the 
Rector  or  Sub-Rector  of  Exeter  College,  their  battles  or 
commons  first  deducted  5  but,  if  it  exceed  the  said  40s,  quarterly, 
they  shall  battle  or  common  no  more  *till  they  have  dischaiged 
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or  satisfied  the  overplus,  for  Security  or  Indemnity  to  the  said 
College;* 

Simeon  or  Simon  Snow^  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1653,  gave  ia  his 
life  time  £148.,  for  the  finishing  of  the  Sdiool-bouse  in  St. 
John's  Hospital,  for  the  habitation  c£  the  Master  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  there,— and  £60.  more,  towards 
the  education  of  a  poor  boy  therrin, — ^he  afterwards  settled 
the  land  and  inheritance  ci  two  houses  and  a  stable  upon 
the  said  Hospital  for  ever,  lying  in  St  Keryan's  Parish  in  the 
said  City,  of  the  then  yearly  value  of  £15.,— and,  by  his 
Will,  he  devised,  inter  aUoy  as  follows, — 

"  I  give  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Exon  and  thdr 
successors  for  ever,  all  that  Brewhouse  and  Malt-house,  called 
'*  The  Common  Brewhouse,**  lately  erected  near  the  Ducking' 
Stool  Mills  in  Exiland,  to  be  by  their  care  and  oversight  managed 
for  the  public  good  of  the  said  City,  and  particularly  for  the 
payment  of  £32.  per  annum  to  Four  Pensioners,  called  and  to 
be  called  **  Doctor  Vilvayn*sTensioners,'*  to  be  taken  out  of 
The  Free  School,  next  to  the  East-gate,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford 
is  now  Schoolmaster, — and  my  desire  is,  that  the  Mayor  and 
Justices  of  the  said  City  do  for  ever  nominate  and  appoint  after 
my  death,  who  shall  succeed  in  the  places  of  those  Four  that 
shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  pension  at  my  death,  and  that  as 
many  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and  be  capable  of  the  said  pension 
(if  any  such  at  any  time  shall  be  there),  be  taken  out  of  St. 
JoHN*8  Hospital,  and  afterwards  sent  to  Exeter  College, 
there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in  such  Manner  as  my 
Uncle  Doctor  Vilvayn  in  his  instructions  did  desire.**    And  then 
the  Testator  proceeds  to  direct  the  payment  of  certain  yearly 
Fees  to  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Justices,  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Exeter  Corporation,— the  Town  Clerk's  Fees  to  be  £^'  yearly 
for  ever,  for  passing  accompts.     And  he  willed,  that  the  yearfy 
pension  of  the  person  employed  in  the  said  Brewhouse,  and  the 
other  yearly  Fees,  and  the  charges  of  sending  the  Four  Pen- 
sioners to  Oxford,  and  the  reparations  of  the  said  Brewhouse 
and  Malt-house,  and  of  erecting  and  supporting  another  Charit- 
able Foundation  for  the  Education  of  Females,  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  Brewhouse  and  Malt-house.     And  his 
desire  was,  that  there  should  be  engraven  in  a  stone  over  the 
Brewhouse  Gate,  "  Doctor  Vilvatn^s  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
house  erected  for  the  Public  Good  of  this  City,**-— and  that  in 
some  convenient  place  at  St.  John*s  Hospital  over  the  Stairs^ 
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or  in  some  odier  place  of  public  view  these  words,  in  golden 
letters,  might  be  inscribed  "Doctor  Vilvayn*s  Nkw  Building.** 

lliere  8till  remains  a  Tablet  in  the  fnmt  of  the  building 
<m  the  south  side  of  the  Quadrangle,  now  The  Governors^ 
Council  Room, — but  not  a  vestige  qfa/ny  Inscription  is  iffl. 

Gilbert  Ebat,  Esq.,  of  London,  gave  and  paid  to  the 
Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Coipmonalty  of  Exeter  £400.,  for  the 
mamtenance  of  Foiu*  poor  children.  Two  boys  and  two 
maids,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Parish  of 
St  Mary  the  Moor  (St.  Mary  Major)  in  Exeter,  it  being 
the  place  of  his  birth  and  baptism :  which  two  boys  were  to 
be  received  into  St.  John^s  Hospital,  and  the  two  maids 
into  a  then  intended  Hospital  for  Maids  within  the  City, 
where  they  were  to  be  educated  and  from  thence  bound  out 
as  Apprentices, — and  the  said  Children  were  to  wear  on  the 
sleeves  of  thdr  Hospital  gowns  these  letters  G.  K.,  as  was 
agreed  by  deeds  indented,  made  between  the  Mayor,  Bailifis, 
and  Cmnmonalty  and  the  said  Gilbert  Keat,  dat^  the 
12th  of  August,  1656. 

Jamks  Gould,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
10th  of  September,  1656,  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  of 
St.  John,  founded  by  Huor  Crossjng  and  others,  the 
sum  c^£lOO.,  to  be  invested  and  employed  in  UrndSj  for  the 
use  of  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  poor  boys  which 
should  fnmi  time  to  time  be  taken  into  that  house, — ^^  and 
I  advise  the  Governor  of  that  Foundation  speedily  to 
employ  all  monies  belonging  to  that  Foundation  in  land  also^ 
and  not  to  put  it  out  to  interest  any  longer."^ 

Edward  Mitchell,  of  Exeter,  Grentleman,  by  his  Will, 
dated,  the  16th  of  December,  1657^  gave  to  The  Hospital 
of  St.  John  £400.  (£200.  of  which  he  afterwards  revoked) 
to  be  bestowed  by  Mr.  Snow^s  direction, — "  but  I  desire 
him,  if  it  may  b^  for  Two  boys  to  be  maintained  there, 
according  to  the  Foundation  of  the  said  House."" 

John    Mongwell,   of  Exeter,  Stationer,  by  his  Will, 
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dated  the  26th  of  Ctetober,  1658,  devised  his  rent  darg^  of 
£5.  issuing  out  of  two  doses,  situate  in  the  Paridi  of  St* 
David  in  the  County  of  the  City  of  Exeter  to  the  Mayor, 
Bailifis,  and  Coninumalty  of  Exeter,  and  their  Sucoessofs 
for  ever,  upon  Trust  to  be  yearly  bestowed  in  Bibles  for  the 
poor  Scholars  of  St.  John's  IIosfital. 

Elizabeth  Dowrich,  Widow,  by  her  Will  bequeathed 
to  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  £100., 
to  be  bestowed  in  land^  one  mcnety  of  the  profits  thereof, 
winch  Profits  were  computed  at  £5.  per  aimufn,  to  be  ap- 
plied towards  the  erecting  and  better  maintenance  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  School  within  St.  John^s  Hospital 
aforesiud. 

Ralph  Herman,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
25th  of  July,  1661,  gave  to  the  Govemprs  of  St.  John's 
Hospital  a  rent  charge  of  £8.,  fen*  the  better  maintenance 
6f  one  poor  body  in  the  said  Hospital  for  ever, — to  be  isssu- 
ing  out  of  a  tenement  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  situate  in  The 
High  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St  Martin  s  Exeter,  with  power 
of  distress. 

Richabd  Cbossing,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1649,  gave  £S.per 
annum  for  several  years  in  his  life  time  to  Hie  Hosptal  for 
if  s  better  support.  And  he  also  gave,  in  land  and  money, 
to  the  value  of  £500.  more,  with  which  a  decent  Com  Mar- 
ket was  here  erected,  out  of  the  profits  wherecrf'  a  yearly 
rent-charge  of  £30.  arises  to  The  Hospital  for  ever,  by  virtue 
of  an  Indenture  tripartite,  made  under  the  Common  Seal 
of  the  City,  the  Seal  of  the  Hospital,  and  under  the  hand 
and  Seal  of  the  said  Richabd  Cbossing,  dated  the  30th  of 
September,  1661. 

RoBBBT  Walkeb,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  WiU,  dated  the 
10th  of  February  166f  made,  inier  o/to,  the  following  be- 
quest— ^  I  further  give  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Coondl 
of  the  City  of  Exon,the  sum  of  £100.  to  be  paid  within  one 
year  next  after  my  decease,  and  to  be  bestowed  in  lands 
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within  nx  moathi  next  after  that'they  shall  have  remved 
the  same;  and  the  yearly  i^ts,  issues^  an^  profits  thereof 
to  be  employed  in  such  manner  and.  to  swii  uses  aa  .the 
moety  oC  the  gift  of  Thomas  Walksr  my  Father,  deceased 
hfith  been  and  is  emj^yed,  for  the  bdioof  of  the  Pdor 
there.^  Izaqkb  states,  thui  this  Benefaption,  omongH .  a 
considerable  number  tf  Charitable  ioMfiom,  was  embxs* 
nxD  by  The  Chamber !  t  ..       .._ 

John  Cookx,  Merdiant,  one  of  the  Common  Coundl,  by 
his  Will,  doted  the  6th  of  Aprils  1667,  bequeated  to  Tkx 
T^mBXTxu  of  St.  Jomr  thesum  of  J£l00.,  to  he  employed  hjr 
The  Chamber  of  Exeter  for  and  towands  the  mamtenanoe.^ 
0ms  JffXft  Boy  within  the  same.  .    . 

Stsp^sh  Olivkan,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil|  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2d  of  May,  1668,  bequeathed,  to 
The  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty,  and  their  Suooesaars, 
fctf  ever,  a  >Bent  Chaige  of  £  10.  towards  the  maintenanoe.of 
poor  Quldren  in  St.  Joh^^'s  Hospital,  to  be  issuing  ou^  of 
the  House  in  which  he  then  redded,  and  payable  Quarterly. 

Cheistophex  Lethbxu>ob,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  hia  Will, 
dated  the  17th  of  November,  1669,  after  various  charitaUe 
Bequests,  directed  that  the  residue  of  the  rentsimd  profits 
of  certain  lands  and  tenements,  in  the  Parishes  of  St,  Thomas 
the  Apostle  and  Newton-Abbot,  Devon,  should  be  for  ever 
yearly  paid  to  The  (jovemors  of  St.  Johk*s  Hospital, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  oQe  oc  more  pdor  bcgr  or  boys 
therein,  for  the  binding  out  of  Apprentices  ftom  thence,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Governors. 

Sir  BsKJAMiN  Olivbb,  Knt,  Mayor,  by  hb  WiU,  dated 
the  16th  of  April,  1672,  bequeathed  towards  the  mainten* 
ance  of  poor  Scholars  in  The  Hoq)ital  widiin  the  City  of 
Exeter,  £200.  And,  for  the  well  ordering  and  disposing  of 
the  same  his  Will  was,  that  it  should  be  paid  by  his  Exe- 
cutor to  the  May(»*,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  the  said 
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City  within  twelve  months  next  after  his  decease,  to  be  by 
them  improved  fen*  the  use  aforesaid. 

Henet  Gaudy,  Esq^  twice  Mayc»r,  in  1661  and  1672, 
gave  a  tenement  lying  in  St  SidwelPs  Parish  to  The  Gover- 
nors of  THE  Hospital  of  St.  John,  towards  the  mainten- 
ance of  TWO  poor  boys  for  ever,  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
Parish  of  St  Paul's  Exeter. 

John  Bidgood,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who  died  on  the  13th 
of  January  1690,  by  his  TVill,  bequeathed  to  St-  John's 
Hospital  £600.  towards  the  Maintenance  and  Education 
of  Theee  Poor  Children,  to  be  adnutted  into  the  Hoqntal : 
with  which,  and  some  Addition  given  by  The  Chamber, 
a  yearly  Rent-charge  of  £30.  issuable  out  of  Dcbyaed 
Mills  in  the  Parish  of  St.  David^s  in  the  County  of  the 
City  of  Exeter,  was  purchased,  and  settled  according  to  the 
Donation. 

Sir  Edwaed  Seawaed,  Ent,  Alderman,  who  had  be^fi 
Mayor  of  Exeter  in  1691,  and  one  of  the  Representatives 
in  Parliament  for  this  City,  and  who  died  on  the  1st  of 
March,  1703,'  gave  towards  the  education  of  the  poor  chil- 
dren in  St.  Johns's  Hospital  the  sum  of  £600.  whkit 
money, with  the  addition  of  £l  19..4..0.,  freely  gtven  by  The 
Chamber,  was  disposed  of  in  the  purchase  of  an  Estate  in 
land,  and  settled  on  this  HosjHtal  for  ever. 

But  nothing  can  exceed  the  good  Sense,  Perspicuity,  and 
Benevolence  of  the  following  Will : — 

"  I,  Lewis  Stephens,  D.  D.,  Archdeacon  of  Chester,  and 
Rector  of  Drokinsford,  in  the  County  of  Southampton,  do,  the 
14th  of  November,  1745,  make  this  my  last  Will  and  Testa-* 
ment  : — 

"  Funeral  to  be  private, — ^Debts  to  be  paid. 

"  flni,  reserving  to  myself  in  and  by  this  Will,  a  power  of 
bestowing  and  bequeathing  what  things  I  please,  after  die  death 
of  my  WSe,  Philadelphia  Stephens,  to  be  then  bestowed  and 
bequeathed  as  I  think  fit,  I  do  give  to  the  use  and  benefit  of 
my  said  Wife,  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  (excepimg 
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such  thiogs  as  nre  hefc'^after  ezcqited  in  this  my  WHl,  and  are 
ordered  to  be  delivered  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  be- 
queathed within  Three  months  after  my  death),  all  my  lands, 
tenements,  Adds,  meadows,  (excqit  the  Meadow  commonly 
called  *'  XiONO  Msad,"  late  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Nousss, 
herein  bequeathed  to  the  Rectory  of  DrokinsBiird),  together  widx 
all  my  houses,  goods,  jewels,  plate,  bonds,  mortgi^es,  debts, 
arrears  of  debts  of  all  Idnds,  Stocks  in  Funds,  Sdutfa  Sea  Annui- 
ties, Annus  post  mortem  in  the  Churdi  of  Exeter^  and  all  dues 
and  demands  whatsoever,  and  all  other  things  (except  as  is 
herem  excepted)  which  I  possess  at  the  time  of  my  death.  To 
have  and  to  hold,  possess  and  enjoy  ihem>  and  to  exchange, 
alter,  or  sell  the  househcdd  goods,  During  her  natural  Mfe,  in 
the  most  f^  and  ample  manner,' as  diall  seem  best  to  her  dis- 
cretion j  and  that  she  shall  have  the  full  use  and  management 
of  them  without  any  let,  hinderance,  or  mcdestation  from  any  of 
my  Relations,  and  without  any  Inventoly  of  my  goods  or  plate 
required  from  her ;  And  by  this  Will  I  disdmrge  her  from  any 
account  to  my  Relations,  of  or  for  any  of  my  e^cts,  and  of  and 
for  the  £3000.  as  is  specified  in  this  \^ill.  /  allow  her  this 
freedom,  because  I  know  her  to  be  a  Oentlewoman  of  great  Vmrvn, 
JMcere  Reuoion,  strict  Honesty,  and  true  Honour;  and, 
tiwrefbre>  when  I  am  dead,  I  can  safely  trust  her  with  every 
thing,  as  I  did  when  I  was  alive.  But  if  tiie  Securities  for  the

shall  be  chosen  from  Tiverton  School;  and,  in  the  like  defect  for 
Cornwall,  the  Two  first  £lxhibitioners  shall  be  chosen  from  Im- 
heard  School;  but  no  more  than  the Jirst  him, "-For  ever  after, 
they  shaU  be  chosen  from  Exeter  Free  School,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber,  who  may  elect  the  first  Exhibitioners  from  Tiver- 
ton and  Liskeard  Schools.  In  every  foture  vacancy  they  shall 
choose  natives  of  the  County  of  the  first  Exhibition.  A  Cornish 
man  shall  always  succeed  to  a  Cornish  Exhibition,— a  Devon* 
shire  man  to  a  Devonshire  vacancy, — and  a  Freeman's  son  of 
Exeter,  to  the  like  vacancy ;  that  there  may  be  always  two 
for  each  of  the  three  respective  places ; — ^And  when  the  Exhibi- 
tioners are  chosen,  they  shall  repair,  within  two  months,  to  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge  ;  and  shall  enjoy  their  Exhibitions  for 
seven  years  next  ensuing  from  the  day  of  their  Election,  unless 
expelled  by  The  University  for  Immorality,  and  no  longer  y — 
for,  my  fiill  intent  is,  that  no  person  whatever  shall  ei\joy  it  lon- 
ger than  Seven  years,  nor  be  capable  of  being  everagain  re^ho^ 
sen  to  it,  after  his  Seven  years  were  expired.

c^ioose  into  the  vacant  Exhibitions^  sons  of  Freemen,  natives  of 
Ihe  City  of  Exeter,  pro  hoc  vice,  and  no  more,  provided  there  are 
natives  of  Cornwall  and  Devon  qualified  to  succeed  into  the 
County  Exhibitions  at  the  end  of  the  next  Seven  years,  when 
those  Exhibitions  become  vacant  again.  And  my  Will  and 
intent  is,  that  an  intermission  of  choice,  for  want  of  qualified 
persons,  shall  not  break  off  the  right  of  either  County,  nor  be  an 
obstacle  to  the  right  of  future  Cladmants  duly  qualified  by  School 
and  County. 

''  If  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  through  any  quarrel  among 
themselves,  or,  through  any  neglect,  or,  any  design  of  serving 
particular  Mends  or  rdations,  delay  the  Election  of  Exhibitioners 
of  any  of  the  respective  Counties  or  City,  longer  than  SU  months 
after  any  vacancy.  Then  my  Will  and  intent  is,  that  the  vacant  ' 
Exhibitions  shall  be  filled  up,  pro  hoc  vice,  by  the  Trustees  and 
Guardians  of  the  Election  for  each  respective  place,  within  the 
next  six  months ;  and,  after  that,  to  devolve  to  the  sole  nomina- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter  for  the  time  being : — therefore,  I  do 
nominate  and  appoint  Benjamin  Heath,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of 
Exeter,  and  Alderman  Heath,  his  brother.  Trustees  and  Guar- 
dians of  the  election  for  the  City  of  Exeter,— The  Revd.  Mr. 
GnoROE  ANSTiSi  and  The  Revd.  Mr.  John  Burns,  Trustees  and 
Guardians  for  the  election  of  the  Exhibitioners  of  the  County  of 
Devon,— and  Charles  Trelawney,  Esq.,  and  Francis  Gregor> 
Esq.,  Trustees  and  Guardians  for  the  County  of  Cornwall  -,  with 
a  power  to  fill  up  any  Exhibition  for  their  respective  County, 
after  a  vacancy  of  Six  months,  by  reason  of  lapse ;  then  it  sludl 
devolve  to  the  sole  nomination  of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter ;  and  I 
oblige  Jiim  to  choose,  out  of  the  same  County,  as  ei\joyed  the 
vacant  Exhibition.  And,  that  there  never  may  be  wanting 
Trustees  and  Guardians  of  the  election  by  any  feulure,  I  appoint 
and  ordain  that,  whenever  any  Trustee  and  Guardian  of  the 
Election  dies,  the  surviving  Guardian  and  Trustee  shall  nominate 
another  Trustee  and  Guar£an  of  election  for  the  same  respective 
place,  and  so  on  for  ever  -,  always  intending  that  such  persons 
shall  be  chosen,  as  live  within  the  City  or  County  for  which  they 
are  chosen. 

'^  At  the  election  of  every  Exhibitioner,  I  desire  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  to  take  to  them  Two  learned  Cleigymen,  or  more, 
to  examine  the  Candidates  -,  the  Clergymen  to  be  of  the  City  or 
County  dp  Devon,  as  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  shall  think  fit } 
and  enjoin  that  they  shall  examine  publicly  in  The  Free  School, 
that  any  persons  may  hear  the  examinatiohs,  and  judge  of  the 
merit  of  the  Boys.  After  the  election  is  made,  I  insist  on  it, 
that  the  Exhibitioner  so  elected,  shall,  within  Two  months  after 
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his  election,  repair  to  Oxfbnl  or  Cambridge,  and  enter  himaelf 
in  some  CoU^  or  HaU>  and  rende  thereim  Nine  months  out  of 
Twelve,  every  one  of  the  first  four  ymn,  from  the  day  of  his 
election,  without  fraud  or  colhision ;  this  I  insist  on  as  an  indis- 
pensible  condition,  and  therefore  I  require,  that  ^ery  Exhiln- 
tioner  shall  for  the  first  four  years,  send  a  Certificate  to  The 
IM^yor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  signed  by  his  Tutor  and  tile 
Bursar  or  Steward  of  his  College,  that  he  has  redded  Nine 
months  in  Twelve  that  year;  which  Certificate  shall  be  registared 
by  the  Receiver  at  Exeter,  and  if  not  sent,  the  next  payment  of 
hb  Exhibition  shall  be  stc^yped,  until  it  is  sent. 

''  I  insist  forther,  and  make  it  an  imfispensible  conditioii  of 
holding  the  Exhibition,  that  every  Exhibitioner  shall,  at  the  «ad 
of  the  lyth  year  at  forthest,  take  the  Degree  of  B.  A.^  or  quit 
his  Exhibition  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  which  Exhibition 
shall  be  then  actually  vacant  for  the  want  of  a  Degree,  and 
another  Exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen  into  his  palace. 

"  If  any  of  my  Exhibitioners  shall  be  diosen  Sdifdars  or 
Fellows  of  any  College  or  Hall,  it  shall  not  derive  them  of 
their  Exhibition,  *till  Uie  Seven  years  are  expired.  If,  after  the 
first  four  years  are  expired  and  a  Bachelor's  Degree  taken, 
(which  two  conditions  I  require  abscdutely  from  all  my  Exhibi- 
tioners), he  or  they  shall  think  fit  to  continue  in  a  College  or  a 
Hall,  he  or  they  are  at  liberty  to  do  it,  sending  to  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  every  year,  a  due  Certificate  of  nine 
months*  residence  in  the  Univeridty ;  but  if  any  one  of  my  Exhi- 
bitioners, after  he  has  taken  a  Uachdor*s  Degree,  enter  into 
Holy  Orders,  and  accept  of  a  Cmracy,  and  reside  upon  tiie  Living 
(which  I  think  is  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  do),  then  be 
shall  enjoy  my  Exhibition  one  year  longer,  and  no  more :  but 
my  WiU  and  intent  is,  that  the  Exhibition  of  that  last  year 
(which  last  year  must  always  end  within  the  expiration  of  the 
seven  years,  which  shall  never  be  exceeded)  shall  be  delivered  in 
Diomiiy  Books  only,  and  not  in  money, — ^which  I  absoluftriy 
forbid  to  be  paid  to  any  Exhibitioner,  which  is  beccmie  Curate 
of  a  Parish ;  and  they  shall  be  bou^t  by  the  order  of  the  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  upon  their  request  to  some  learned 
Clergyman  of  the  City  or  County  of  Devon,  to  direct  them  what 
those  Books  shall  be,  reserving  always  90f .  out  pf  the  last  pay- 
ment to  every  Exhibitioner,  before  he  quits  the  Exhibition; 
which  20s.,  upon  the  expiration  oi  every  Exhibition,  shall  be 
kept  back  by  the  Receiver,  and  employed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Chamber,  for  buying  Books  towards  forming  a  LiBXAay  for  the 
use  of  the  Master  and  Scholars  of  The  Fbbe  School  in  Exeter; 
and  the  name  of  the  Exhibitioners,  from  whom  the  90s,  are 
deducted^  shall  be  written  on  the  first  leaf  of  every  Book  which 
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ifl  bought  with  it  This  deduction  (tf  90».  on  the  bat  payment  of 
every  Exhibition,  and  the  application  of  it  fbr  baying  Booka  for 
the  use  of  The  School,  shall  continue  as  long  as  the  Exhibitions 
shall  continue,  and  shall  be  for  eyer  observed. 

'*  If  any  of  my.ExhibHioners,  after  they  have  kept  four  years 
residence,  and  taken  the  Degree  of  B.  A.  in  one  of  The  Univer- 
sities (which  I  positively  ina^t  iqpon)  desire  to  apply  the  remain- 
ing years  in  the  study  of  the  Law,  in  any  of  the  Inns  of  Court 
in  London,  or  in  the  study  of  Physic,  in  the  Hospitals  in 
Ixmdon,  or  in  the  study  of  Civil  Law,  or  Divinity,  or  Riysic,  in 
any  Ford^  l/ittversittef,  or  to  travel  for  the  improvement  of 
Botany,  Architecture,  Painting,  or  Foreign  Trade,  I  will  and 
ordain  that  such  Exhibitioner  shall  receive  his  or  their  Exhibitions 
annually,  to  the  fiill  end  of  the  seven  years,  as  if  they  were 
actually  residing  in  one  of  our  English  Universities ;  provided 
that  they  send  a  Certificate  once  a  year  to  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
ber, signed  by  the  Chiefs  where  they  reride,  setting  forth  what 
they  are  studying.    And  I  further  ordain,  that  any  Exhibitioner 
shadl  continue  his  Exhibition  seven  years  ftt>m  the  day  of  his 
electk)n,  that  goes  abroad  the  last  three  years  in  any  Public 
office,  under  an  Envoy  or  Ambassador ;  for  my  desire  is,  that 
Ddy  Exhibitioners  maybe  ming^  in  all  professions,  and  make  a 
figure  in  every  Science,  I  language,  and  Nation. 

''  I  win  and  ordain,  that  any  person,  duly  qualified,  may  be 
chosen  into  my  Exhibition,  that  is  under  the  age  of  Twenty- 
Two  ;  and  that  any  person,  id>ove  that  age,  shi^  be  incapable 
of  bdng  chosen;  and  I  appoint,  that  before  every  election  of  an 
Exhibitioner,  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  Pubbc  News  of  the 
election,  ad(h«ssed  to  the  Gentlemen  and  Clergy  of  the  County 
for  which  he  is  to  be  chosen ;  and,  after  the  Exhibitioners  are 
Members  of  a  College  hd  The  Univerdty,  tiiey  shall  not  be 
dq>rived  of  their  ExfalMtion  for  any  other  cause  but  Immorality, 
writing  against  the  Doctrine  of  Christ  or  his  Apostles,  or  turning 
P^ist,  at  home  or  abroad ;  therefore,  as  bare  Exhibitioners,  and 
not  Fellows  or  Sdiokrs  of  Colleges  or  Halls,  I  do  not  subject 
their  Exhibitions  to  the  penalties  of  College  Statutes, /or  I  tootild 
haoe  them  bred  up  m  a  frte,  generous,  ]^Uih  spirit,  and  in  the 
best  Morality  of  the  Philosophers,  heightened  and  improved  by 
the  nobler  precepts  of  Christianity. 

''  I  do  further  ordain,  that  there  shall  be  no  Feast  or  Dinner, 
nor  any  other  Entertainment,  at  the  expense  of  the  BenefoctioB 
or  of  the  Exhibitioners,  at  any  time  whatsoever ;  and  I  positively 
enjoin  that  no  alteration  ^all  be  made  by  The  Mayor  and 
Chamber,  of  any  Rules  prescribed,  by  this  my  Will,  for  the 
education  of  my  Exhibiticmers  after  they  are  elected  to  the 
University;  but^  that  they  shaU  remain  in  the  same  latitude  and 
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extent,  whidi  I  have  laid  down  in  this  Will,  that  Boys  of  genns 
may  be  left  to  their  own  genius,  and  not  chained  to  a  Law-Book 
or  a  Concordance  5 -^therefore,  I  allow  the  Mayor  and  Chamber 
of  Exeter  to  choose  one  of  the  Exhibitioners  for  the  City  to  tFarel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  Trade,  and  I  exempt  that  travelling 
Exhibitioner  from  going  to  The  University :  but  subject  him  to 
suidi  Rules  as  Mr.  Aldimnan  Hkath  shall  be  pleased  to  draw  up 
for  his  direction,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  I  require  that  he 
shall  spend/otfT  years  in  Trading  Towns  in  Foragn  nations,  and 
the  other  three  in  Trade  at  home$  and  that  he  shall  receive  the 
yearly  Exhibition  of  the  whole  seven  years.  This  is  a  pennission 
to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  for  the  benefit  of  Trade ;  but  I  re- 
quire that  the  person  so  diosen  shall  have  learnt  Latin  three  years 
in  Ths  Fbbb  School,  and  shall  have  a  genius  for  TEsde^  and 
that  there  be  no  more  than  one  TravelMng  Exhibitioner,  and 
diosen  no  oltener  than  one  election  in  three,  notwithstanding- 
any  thing  in  this  Will  to  the  contrary. 

''  I  do  farther  will  and  ordain  that,  whenever  aTrustee  of  the 
election  for  a  County  or  the  City  becomes  vacant,  the  survivii^ 
Trustee  for  the  same  County  or  City  shall  choose  another  within 
six  months,  and  notify  it  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter 
within  that  time,  to  be  entered  on  their  books. 

''  I  do  declare  that,  by  Turn  Free  School  in  Exsraa,  I  mean 
that  School  which  stands  within  The  Hospital  of  Saint  John, 
founded  by  Hugh  Crossing,  Esq,  and  others,  and  no  other 
School  whatsoever^  for  I  woold  make  The  Mayor  and  Chamber 
Electors  of  my  ExhibiticmerB,  as  they  are  Electors  of  The  School* 
Master,  and  do  not  doubt  of  their  will  to  perform  the  said  Trust, 
with  int^rity  and  impartiality,  for  the  advantage  of  the  School, 
and  the  honour  of  the  City. 

''JiemJ  giveaUmy  Books  in  the OriaitoZ  and ffe6feiD  lai^^uagef^ 
not  already  given,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Master  and  Scholars/' 

His  Widow  was  within  Six  months  after  his  death,  to  have  a 
copy  of  his  Will  on  parchment,  with  the  Probate  annexed  de- 
livmd  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber }  as  also  o^rs^  to  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  to  be  delivered  from  one  Trustee  to  the  succeeding 
Trustee. 

'^  I  admt  Boys  of  larger  fortune  to  ef^oy  this  ExMbUUm,  thai 
they  may  have  some  depth  of  soil  of  their  own,  and  grew  up  and 
Jlowrish  in  it,  that  I  may  not,  by  making  it  a  mere  Chcuity,  increase 
the  race  of  starved  Priestlings.*' 

Lastly,  he  reserves  a  power  to  alter  this,  or  make  a  new  Will, 
cancels  all  former  Wills,  and  then  makes  his  Wife  his  sole  Exe- 
cutrix, without  being  accountable  to  any  person  whatsoever; 
with  foil  power  to  use  and  ei\)oy,  during  her  natural  life,  all  his 
effects  of  what  kind  soever,  not  given  away  at  the  time  of  hit 
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death.  *'  And  since  my  effects,"  he  observes^  "  are  a  great  deal 
more  than  what  I  have  bequeathed  in  this  Will^  I  make  my  said 
Wife^  Philadelphia  Stephens,  my  Residuary  Legatee^  and 
give  and  bequeath  to  her,  for  her  own  disposal,  to  whomsoerer 
she  pleases,  whatsoever  is  not  by  this  Will  given  and  bequeathed.** 

The  Will  is  written  with  his  own  lumd, — dated  on  the 
I4th  of  November,  1745,— atteated  by  Pbtbe  Gtoliuck, 
Junr.,  John  Petty,  Petbk  Knight,  of  Drokinsfotd,  and 
Anthony  Payne, -and  was  proved  in  the  Prerogativa 
Court  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  cm  the  7th  of  May^ 
1747»  by  Philabblphia  Stephens,  Sister  of  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Dyke,  the  Testator's  Widow  and  sole  Executrix. 

Doctor  Stephens  was  also  Archdeacon  of  Bamstqile, 
and  erne  of  the  Canons  Besidentiary  of  Exeter  Cathedral. 

The  Public  will  learn  with  surprise,  that  it  was  owmg 
solely  and  exclusively  to  the  Zeal  and  spirited  Exerticms  di 
Hie  Revd.  Robebt  Baexholomew,  whilst  Head  Master  of 
the  School  and  when  many  years  had  elapsed  rince  the  death 
of  Philadelphia  Stephens,  that  Doctor  Stephens's  Will 
wa$  di9cooeredy  hroughi  to  ligfUy  and  fnade  publics—and  the 
donation,  with  a  very  considerable  arrear  of  interest,  re- 
claimed, and  consigned,  to  the  Trustees.  His  laudable  en- 
deavours and  ultimate  success  entitle  him  to  the  Geatitude 
of  his  Fellow  Citizens,  and  to  a  oonspcuous  Station  amongst 
the  most  eminent  Benefactors  to  this  venerable  Establish- 
ment. 

This  extraordinary  Inddent  may  possibly  induce  a  sus- 
picion that  Dr.  Stephens^s  confidence  has  been  misplaced, 
and  that  further  Inquiry  is  still  necessary, — for,  ader  the 
most  dUigent  search,  it  cannot  be  discovered  who  are  his 
present  ExhiUtioners,  or  whether  there  be  ar^f — but  it 
.seems  satisfactorily  ascertained,  that  no  notices  of  Election, 
pursuant  to  the  Directions  of  the  Will,  ever  find  their  way 
into  the  Public  Prints. 

The  Grovemors  of  St.  John's  Hospital  pay  to  the 
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Master  of  a  Writing  Scfaodat^MoretoD^teinpiteaa^iaa 
year,  at  their  pleasure. 

Thb  Fees  Gkakkab  School  is  open  to  the  Sons  of 
Freemen  of  Exeter  only,  free  of  expense;  who  are  admitted 
by  an  order  of  the  Grovemmrs,  made  at  an  Hosptal  Meeting. 

There  are  not,  nor  have  there  been  for  a  great  number  cf 
years,  with  veiy  fSew  ezceptioiis,  any  bojrs  who  reoetre  a 
gratmkms  Education.  There  are  at  present  about  fmboys 
who  att^id  the  Sdiool;  and  about  Twenkf4mo  Boarders  in 
the  Master^s  house. 

In  the  time  of  The  Revd.  Robkbt  BAmTHOLOXEw,  the 
immediate  Predecessor  of  Dr.  Lempriees,  tiiere  were  upcm 
an  average  Foett  Day-Schdars,  and  Fifty  Boarders.  In 
the  time  of  The  Revd.  John  Marshall,  Mr.  Bartholo- 
uxw^s  immediate  Predecessor,  wh^i  private  Tuitiim  was  less 
common,  the  average  number  was  still  greater;  there  being 
then  sddom,  if  ever,  so  small  a  number  of  boys  in  the 
Sdiool-room,  as  One  Hvndred;  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Master  assisted  by  Two  Ushers,  botii  in  Hdy  Orders. 
The  Scbod,  under  bodi  the  last  named  Masters,  was  in 
high  add  deserved  repute,  and  sent  out  many  distinguished 
Sdiolars.    The  strict  Eton  plan  was  acted  upon. 

Valft's  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  now  used.  AB 
the  Boarders,  and  as  many  of  tiie  Day-Scholars  as  choosy 
employ  the  Afternoons  of  Three  days  in  the  week  in  learn* 
ing  writing  and  arithmetic,  in  the  Library  adjoining  the 
Sdiodf-room.  And  as  many  of  both  denominations  as 
choose,  are  instructed  in  Drawing,  during  School  hours. 
For  an  which  Extra^^sharges  are  made. 

The  present  Master  is,  Joseph  LbhpribrK,  D.  D.,  whose 
Salary  is  £40.  per  annuniy  with  the  House  already  men- 
tioned. This  Gentieman^s  terms  for  Boarders  are,  Entrance 
Three  guineas,  and  Thirty  guineas  a  year  eadi,  including 
all  Tuiticm.  The  Day-scholars,  for  as  no  boys  recdve  a 
grahiUous  Education  none  can  in  strictness  be  said  to  be  on 
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the  Foundatioti,  pAy  B^t  guineai  a  yea^  for  Clanical  Edu- 
catioti,^wtiieh  are  idxHit  the  Terms,  cm  which  the  Latin  and 
Greek  Claancs  are  taught  in  various  private  Sdiools  in  the 
City  and  Stdjurbs,  conducted  by  Clergymen  of  the  Estab- 
lifliimeiiC,--and  Four  guineas  a  year  for  writing  and  arith- 
metic

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HONITON. 

Thk  Feeb  Geammar  School  at  Honiton  is  endowed  with 
JE12.  a  year,  ari^ng  out  of  lands  situate  near  the  Town. 

Of  if  s  history,  those  who  alone  are  acquainted  with  it, 
iSkcKne  giving  any  information. 

There  are  Thrbb  boys  educated  on  the  Foundation, — of 
wlom,  one  is  chosen  from  the  Parish  of  Awlisoombe,-^ 
another,  from  the  Parish  of  BuckereD, — and  the  third,  bom. 
the  Parish  of  Honiton.  These  boys  are  chosen  by  the 
Feoffees  of  the  endowment  lands,  and  are  eli^ble  at  any 
age.  There  are  usually  between  50  and  60  boys  educated 
A  tfiis  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  not  known  to  be  any  Exhibitions,  or  Scholar- 
ships, belongmg  to  it. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Richabp  Lewis, 
Iff.  A.,  of  Balliol  Coll^,  Oxford.  He  recdves  no  Salary, 
but  has  the  use  of  a  Dwelling-housQ  and  School-room ;  and 
he  has  also  the  profits  arising  from  Honiton  Chapel,  an 
Edifice  of  a  very  considerable  nze,  and  much  resorted  to  by 
the  Inhabitants,  on  account  of  the  great  distance  of  the  Pa* 
rish  Church.    His  Terms  for  Boarders  are  £30.  a  year. 
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KINGSBRIDGE. 

The  Febs  Geaxm ar  School  at  Kikgbbudgb  was  buqt 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Ceispin,  of  the  City  oi  Ex^er^ 
Fuller,  by  Wil^  in  the  year  168|. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  a  Dwelling-house  tost  the 
Master,  a  handsome  School^pioom,  and  a  yearly  Stipend  of 
£15.  issuing  out  of  an  estate  called^  ^^  Waahbear^Hays^  in 
the  Parish  of  Bradninch,  Devon. 

It  is  said  that  this  Estate  was,  at  the  time  of  the  Endow- 
ment, of  the  annual  value  of  £30. ;  and  that  there  has  not 
been,  nor  can  be,  any  increase  of  the  Master's  Stipend,  the 
remaining  Rents  being  applicable  to  other  purposes, — vix., 
£5.  ixx  the  instruction  of  Twblvs  boys  in  writing  and  cy- 
phering,— £b.  for  the  instructimi  of  Twektt-five  in  Eng- 
lish reading, — and  £b.  for  repairing  the  SchooL-houae,  and 
collecting  the  Rents. 

In  1691  or  1692,  William  Duncombe,  then  Head-Mas- 
ter  of  this  School,  by  his  Will  devised  some  Houses  in 
Kingsbridge,  and  lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Sherfoid,  Corn- 
worthy,  and  Thurlestone,  Devcm,  for  the  following  pur- 
pose9,— £l0.p^  aamum  to  any  one,  two,  three,  or  nunre 
boys  who,  having  been  educated  tor  Jbury  or  at  least  three, 
years  at  tlus  School,  might  daim  it,  for  their  assistance  in 
either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  {or  Jour 
years,  and  no  longer :  But  none  were  ever  known  to  have 
received,  or  even  applied  for  such  assistance. — ^Also,  £6.  or 
not  exceeding  £8*  for  apprenticing  boys  to  some  Trad^ 
from  the  age  of  14  to  21  years,  who  had  been  two  years  at 
this  School,— and  the  like  sum,  at  the  ex^nration  of  the 
Apprenticeship,  to  such  boys  as  had  conducted  themselves 
to  the  approbatiim  of  the  Trustees  for  that  period, — And 
for  other  purposes  not  connected  with  this  Instituti<HL 
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There  is,  at  this  time,  a  Suit  pendbg  in  Chancery,  be- 
tween the  present  Master  and  the  Trustees  of  Ddncombe^s 
Charity. 

The  School  is  open,  free  of  expense,  to  Fifteen  boys  of 
the  Town  indiscriminately,  if  so  many  apply  to  the  Trustees 
for  admission ;  but,  if  a  sufficient  number  do  not  offer  upon 
the  Foundation,  then  Strangers  may  be  admitted  to  that 
privilege.  The  nomination  is  in  the  Trustees,  or  any  of 
them. 

This  School  was  in  high  repute  in  the  time  of  The  Revd. 
John  Wilcocks,  who  died  a  few  years  since ;  and  Thirty 
Boarders  at  once  have  been  known  at  the  School,  but  now 
only  two  or  three  are  there. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used, — but 
the  Introductory  books  in  both  languages  are  Dr.  Valpy's, 
and  the  System  of  Education  is  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master.  Under  the  present  Master,  the  whole  range  of 
Classical  authors  is  resorted  to,  as  occaaon  may  require. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Robert  Lanx,  B.  A., 
who  has  the  School-house,  rent  free,  and  the  Emoluments 
already  stated.  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils  at  a  charge  of 
Six  guineas  per  annttm  for  education,  but  there  is  no  fixed 
sum  for  hoard  and  lodging;  it  has  varied  with  the  late 
changeable  times ;  the  highest  has  been  £35.  per  annum.

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SAINT  MARY  of  OTTERY. 

Thk  Gbammak  School  of  Saikt  Mabt  of  Ottxkt  is  ot 
very  ancient  date,  and  is  one  o£  those  useful  appendages  ge- 
nerally attached  to  Col^pate  Institutions. 

In  1336,  John  Gaandisson,  Bishc^  of  Exeter,  having 
purchased  the  Manor  and  Church  of  Otteiy,  founded  in  the 
fidlowing  year  a  noUe  College  in  the  Parish  Church  here 
for  a  Warden,  dgfat  Prebendaries,  ten  Vica^  a  Master  of 
Music,  a  Matkr  of  Grammar 9  two  Parish  Priests,  d^t  Se. 
condaries,  eight  Choristers,  and  two  Clerks,  to  the  Honour 
of  Chbist  Jbsus,  Thb  Blbsssb  Vieoik  Mart,  St.  Ed- 
WA&D  the  King  and  Ccnfeauff,  and  All  Saints.'  This 
College  was  endowed  at  the  time  of  the  IXssoIutiQn  with  a 
dear  Revenue  of  £303..2.^«  per  ammum;  And  the  site  of  it 
was  granted,  in  the  Thirty-seventh  of  King  Hbnrt  the 
Eighth,  1545,  to  Edwakd  Earl  of  He&tfoe]>. 

To  the  CoQ^  Library,  which  was  extensive,  Johannes 
de  ExETEB,  Clerk,  by  his  WUI,  dated  the  28th  of  July, 
1445,  made  a  bequest  of  136  bodes. 

But,  althou^  the  College  was  dissolved,  the  King,  cm  the 
24th  of  December,  1545,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England,  and  inroUed  in  Chancery,  for  the  commoD 
good  of  the  Inhalntantsof  the  Parish  of  St  Mary  (^  Ottery, 
inoorpcnrated  certain  of  them,  and  granted  that,  in  future, 
there  should  be  Foub  Goveenobs  of  the  Hereditaments  and 
Goods  of  the  Chimsh  of  Ottery,  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof 
to  be  styled  <<  The  Four  Gtovsenoes  of  the  Hereditam«[its 
and  Goods  of  The  Chuech  of  St.  Maet  of  Otteet,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,^' — ^to  have  perpetual  successkm,— and 
appcHuted  John  Hatdon,  Esq.,  Hugh  Moee,  William 
Teent,  and  William  Sheeman,  Gentlemen,  the  first  60^ 
vemors ;— ordaining,  that,  when  one  or  more  of  the  said 
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Four  GoveraorA  shoutd  die,  or  inhabit  Bhf  ^heti  withoat 
the  Parish,  his  or  their  Co-Officers  should  fill  Up  the 
vacancies  within  One  Jfonth^-^emA  that  if  they  shoiild  fail 
to  elect  within  such  time,-  it  should  be  Iswftd  for  the  Vicat 
toelecf  one  or  mate  «<  of  the  b^ter  IinktMkmti^  to'perfc^m 
the  office :-« 

And  he  granted  to  thk  t*ouB  GoirBRNonrfl  the  Chtanhf 
Church-yardv  Bdfry,  Our  Lady's  Chapel,  Vestries,  Clcristers, 
and  Chapter^House,  with  all  tlungs  appertaining  to  them^ 
kitdy  hekmging  to  the  dissolved  and  surrendered  College  of 
St  Mary  of  Ottery,  in  Devon : — 

Also,  all  those  Houses,  called  The  Vicluf^s  House,  The 
Secondaries'  House,  The  Clirister^s  House,  and  The  School 
House,  with  the  appurtenances,  lately  belonging  to  the 
Dissolved  College, — and  all  the  houses,  edifices,  structures, 
staUes,  dwelling-houses,  gardens,  orchards,  lands,  &c.,  in 
Ottery,  lately  bdonging  lo  the  same, — ^the  dear  yearly  value 
of  the  whole  bong  then  £45..19*.2.:— to  be  holden  of  the 
King  in  Soccage,  by  Fealty  onty,  and  not  in  chief : — and 
that  they  should  have  a  Common  Seal, — and  might  plead^ 
and  be  impleaded : — 

The  Foua  Govebnors  were  to  pay  lo  The  Bidiop  of 
£xetar,  69.  8rf.^~to  The  Archdeacon  of  Exeter,  6*.  8rf.  for 
Procuration  Fees, — to  the  said  Archdeacon,  28.  5dL  for  Sy-* 
nodals,— and  to  the  Vicar  of  Sidbury,  in  the  Diocese  of 
I^eter,  9*. : — 

The  60VEBNOE8  shall  likewise,  at  their  sole  charge,  keep 
in  repair  the  Church,  Belfry,  Houses,  Edifices,  and  Man-* 
dons,  to  be  assigned  to  the  Vicar  and  School-master^— and 
shall  not  convert  the  said  Church  and  Premises  to  any 
other  use. 

In  conndenttkm  of  which,  as  well  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  as  the  Four  Gk>vemors,  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Vicar 
or  Perpetual  Preacher,  to  be  named  and  incorporated  by  the 
fing;  the  siun  of  £20.  by  equal  portions^  at  Lady-day 
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and  Michaelmas,  as  a  peaskm  for  the  endowment  of  tbe 
Vicarage:*— 

And  that  they  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Schoolmaster  the  sum 
of  £10.  by  equal  portions,  at  die  said  Feasts : — 

And  that,  immediately  after  the  seahng  of  the  Letters 
Patent,  they  will  make  a  grant  to  the  Vicar,  and  Schod^ 
master,  of  a  convenient  House  for  each  of  them. 

His  Majesty  afterwards  more  expressly  ordains, — 

"  And  further.  We  being  led  by  the  particular  Love  and 
Affection  with  which  we  greatly  fovour  the  young  suljects  of 
our  Kingdom,  within  our  said  County  of  Devon,  that,  far  the 
future,  they  being  instructed  from  their  Cradles  in  more  polite 
Learning,  than  before  our  times  they  were  accustomed,  may  be- 
come more  learned  when  they  shall  arrive  at  a  more  advanced 
age,  thus  certainly  thinking  that  the  Church  of  Christ,  whose 
Vice-gerent  We  are  immediately  on  Earth,  will  not  be  leas 
adorned  and  graced  by  men  learned  in  Languages,  than  by  pru- 
dent men  for  the  good  of  the  whole  Kii^om,  create,  erect, 
found,  ordain,  make,  and  establish  a  certain  Free  Granmiar 
School  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery  aforesaid,  under  one 
Master  or  Schoolmaster,  by  the  tenor  of  these  presents  really  and 
fully  to  endure  always  for  all  times  to  come  : — 

"  And  We  order  that,  being  thus  established  and  to  subsist 
for  ever,  it  may  be  inviolably  kept : — ^And  that  the  Grammar 
School  shall  be  called,  "  The  Kino*s  New  Grammar  School 
of  Saint  Mart  of  Ottery,** — and  that  in  the  said  School  there 
shall  be  a  Master  or  Schoolmaster,  to  be  nominated  from  time 
to  time  by  the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  and  by  The  Vicmt, 
the  Preacher,  of  the  said  Church, — ^which  Master  or  Schoolmas- 
ter so  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  called, 
named,  and  styled  by  the  name  of  *'  The  Master  or  Schooi^ 
MASTER  of  Our  said  School  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Mart  of 
Ottery  aforesaid  j'* — and  We  will  and  order  him  by  these  pre- 
sents, to  be  called  and  styled  for  ever  by  the  same  name  : — 

"  And,  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  his  Successors,  the  Masters 
or  Schoolmasters  of  Our  said  School,  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  be  capable  of  acquiring  for  themselves  and  their 
successors,  the  Masters  or  Schoolmasters  of  the  said  School,  from 
^  the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  a  certain  yearly  income,  pen- 
sion, or  annuity  of  JClC,  vdth  clause  of  distress  or  any  other 
clause  for  the  secure  payment  thereof.** 

In  a  subsequent  part  of  the  Charts  a  Proviso  is  inserted^ 
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''  That  if  the  Master  or  Schoohnaster^  or  one  or  more  of  his 
Succes6ors>  shall  be  absent  from  the  School  for  one  month,  so 
often  it  shall  be  la^vfiil  for  the  Four  Governors  and  for  Ths 
Vic4R  to  choose  another  Master  or  Schoohnasterin  his  place,— 
and  to  amove  and  expel  the  same  thus  absent  and  staying  away, 
and  to  withold  the  said  Salary  and  Pay,  and  all  other  die  Pre- 
mises granted  by  the  Four  Governors." — 

There  is  an  exemplification  of  the  inroUment  of  King 
Hbnry^s  Charter,  on  the  6th  of  March,  in  the  Sixteenth 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1574,  on  the  request  of  John 
Hatdon,  Esq.,  William  Sherman,  John  EvELEiGH,and 
John  Coitrtenat,  Gentlemen,  the  Governors  at  that  time. 

In  addition  to  the  Royal  endowment,  there  is  a  Field  in 
the  Parish  of  about  Three  acres,  called  ^^  The  ScHooLMAt. 
TBB^s  FixLD,'^  of  the  present  yearly  value  of  about  £9. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  15th  of  June,  in  the  Seventeenth  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  1666,  made  between  Edward  Sal- 
ter, late  Citizen  and  Dyer  of  London,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Nicholas  Channon,  Gentleman,  and  Seven  others  therein  na- 
med of  the  other  part, — ^The  said  Edward  Salter,  for  the  spe- 
cial love  which  he  had  to  the  Parishioners  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery 
St.  Mary,  where  he  was  bom,  and  for  the  better  preferment  of 
some  of  the  Children  of  the  poorer  sort  of  the  said  Parish  in 
Learning,  and  for  the  special  trust  and  confidence  which  he 
reposed  in  the  said  Trustees,  and  such  other  Parishioners  of  the 
said  Parish  as  might  be  thereafter  their  Assigns,  of  the  yearly 
Rent  chaige  after  mentioned,  granted  to  the  said  Trustees,  their 
Heire  and  Assigns,  one  yearly  Rent  Charge  of  £6.  ''  to  be 
issuing  out  of  a  Moiety  or  Halfendeal  of  all  that  messuage,  with 
the  a{^mrtenances,  call^  '*  Cross,**  and  of  a  Close  of  Isund,  cal- 
led "  Down  Parke,**  situate  within  the  Parish  of  Whimple,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,  then  belonging  to  Thomas  Dennis,  of 
the  same  place.  Yeoman,** — 

"  Upon  Trust,  that,  upon  the  Wednesday  immediately  before 
Easter  then  next,  the  Trustees  should  assemble  in  The  Free 
School  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,  and  that  they  or  the  major  part  of 
sudi  of  them,  there  present,  should  chuse  out  of  the  then  Scho- 
lars of  the  School,  One  bom  within  the  said  Parish,  and  then 
i^roved  of  by  the  Trustees  to  be  fit  for  The  University,  and 
whose  Parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain  him  there,  if  there 
should  be  any  such  in  the  said  School : — And  if  his  Parents  or 
Friends  should  be  pleased  to  send  him  forthwith  to  The  Univer- 
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sitj  of  Oxford^  and  there  should  procure  hun  to  be  admitted 
into  one  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  with  intent  to  have  him  educa- 
ted in  Learning,  that  then  the  Trustees,  for  his  better  mainten- 
ance there,  should  pay  him  the  stud  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year,  at 
the  four  usual  Quarter  days, — the  first  payment  to  be  made  at 
such  of  the  said  Feasts,  as  should  first  happen  nest  after  such 
his  admittance : — And  should  continue  for  Pour  years,  if  the  said 
Scholar  should  so  long  live,  and  continue  resident  in  the  said 
University  !•— 

'^  And  after  the  Four  years,  or  other  determination  of  the  said 
payment,  by  death  or  non-rendence,  the  Tnistees  Aamld,  upon 
the  Wednesday  before  Easter,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  finest 
Scholar,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  with  respect  to  the 
first: — 

'^  And  so  after  the  end  of  every  Four  years,  or  other  the  de- 
termination of  the  said  payment^  Uie  like  electioo,  and  payment* 
is  to  be  made  for  ever : — 

"  And  if,  in  the  election  of  any  Scholar,  the  number  of  the 
parties  present  and  electing  should  be  equal  between  Two  such 
Scholars,  that  then,  for  the  deciding  of  the  said  Election^  the 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  Free  School^  should  ghe  his  voice* 
and  that  Scholar  whom  he  should  so  elect,  should  be  the  Scholar 
chosen  for  that  time  :-— 

"  And  that  the  Trustees,  after  the  sealing  and  delivery  of  that 
Indenture,  and  until  the  Wednesday  imme£ately  before  the  satd 
Feast  of  Easter  then  next,  and  from  thence  until  such  time  as 
they  by  that  Indenture  were  to  pay  the  sum  of  £6,  by  the  year 
unto  some  such  Scholar,  should  pay  unto  Two  of  the  Scholars 
of  the  said  School  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Ottery  St.  Mary* 
likely  to  be  qualified  for  their  election,  for  their  better  mainten« 
ance  and  education  as  they  should  forthwith  chuse,  the  sum  of 
£6.  by  the  year,  viz.,  to  each  of  them  £^.,  quarterly  i--^ 

*'  And  if  the  said  Scholars  or  either  of  them  should  happen  to 
depart  this  life,  or  leave  the  said  School,  before  any  such  Scho* 
lar  should  be  of  the  said  University,  then  the  Tnistees  dxNdd 
chuse  some  other  Scholar  of  the  said  Sdiool,  in  his  room :—» 
And  the  Trustees  should  pay  him  the  sum  of  £d.  per  annum,  as 
his  Predecessor  would  have  had  the  same  ]— 

''  And  such  payment  of  the  sum  of  £6,  by  the  year  to  Two 
such  Scholars,  as  often  as  there  should  be  mo  sudi  Scholars  t» 
the  said  University  to  receive  the  same,  should  continue  Ukewiae 
for  ever : — 

'^  And,  that  when  Four  or  more  of  the  said  Eight  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  should  depart  this  life,  or  out  of  the  Pariah  of 
CHtery  St.  Mary  and  dwell  elsewhere*  that  it  should  be  lawful 
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for  Ihe  imdue  of  the  Trustees^  together  with  some  of  the  chiefiest 
and  most  substantial  Inhabitants  of  the  P&rish^  to  elect  so  many 
other  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parish,  noi  being  Ten" 
ants  of  any  part  of  the  sud  lands  out  of  which  the  said  rent  was 
iBSuing,  as  wotild  make  up  the  number  of  Eight  persons  to  be 
Trustees  with  them,  and  to  stand  jointly  seised  of  the  premises, 
for  the  better  performance  of  the  trusts,  aforesaid, — And  so  suc- 
cessively for  ever ;— And  after  such  elections  so  many  of  the  said 
Trustees  as  should  'he  then  living  within  the  said  Parish,  should 
at  the  reasonable  request,  costs  and  charges  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Parish  for  the  time  being,  make  new  Conveyances  of  the 
said  Rent-Charge  to  the  newly  elected  Trustees,  and  to  their 
Heira,  to  the  use  as  well  of  the  Grantors  as  the  Grantees,  In 
Trust,  as  aforesaid  :— 

'^  And,  that  if  ai^  of  the  Trustees  ^ould  depart  forth  of  the 
said  Parish  to  any  other  place  to  inhabit,  such  Trustee  should, 
upon  reasonable  request  made,  release  to  the  residue  of  the  said 
^ght  Trustees  all  his  estate.  In  the  said  Rent-chai^ : — 

"  And,  that  yearly  Two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  appointed 
Receivers  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  be  empowered  to  receive 
and  disburse  the  same  as  aforesaid, — And  that  Nicholas  Hay- 
don  and  Justinian  Harris  were  appointed  Receivers  for  the 
then  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  said  Receivers  should,  year  by 
year,  register  in  a  Book  fairly  written,  not  only  the  receipts  and 
payments  in  their  respective  years  and  to  whom  the  same  should 
be  made, — ^but  should  set  down  all  such  Elections,  were  the 
same  of  Trustees,  Scholars  in  the  School,  or  for  the  University 
as  aforesaid,  and  all  other  matters  touching  the  execution  of  the 
Trust  aforesaid,  reposed  in  the  said  Trustees,  as  should  be  done, 
in  their  respective  years." 

Although  this  deed  purports  only  the  grant  of  a  Rent- 
diarge out  of  "  Cross^  and  "  Down  Parkcy*  by  way  of 
Exliilntioin,  these  lands  have  nevertheless,  as  long  as  can  be 
remembered,  been  enjoyed  by  the  Master  of  the  School  for 
the  tone  bdng,  and  by  him  leased  out  at  a  Rack-Rent,  at 
tfais  time  amounting  to  about  £40.  a  year. 

The  Revd.  John  Colkbidge,  who,  in  1782,  was  Vicar  of 
Ottery,  Chaplain-Priest,  and  Master  of  the  School, — and 
who  had  previously  been  Master  of  South  Molton  School, 
from  whence  he  brought  his  eminent  Fu[nl,  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  BuLLES,  with  him, — was  in  the  habit  of  educating 
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Two  boys  of  Ottery,  under  the  notion  that  the  profits  of 
these  Estates  were  intended  as  his  remuneration  for  so  dcHug. 
On  his  deaths  the  School  declined  under  th,e  two  next  sue- 
ceeding  Masters, — but  if  s  Reputation  revived  under  the 
Mastership  of  his  son.  The  Bevd.  GsoaoB  Coleridge,  the 
present  Chaplain-Priest,  who  conducted  it  for  about  Sixteen 
years,— and,  about  the  year  1811,  remgned  it  in  favour  of 
the  present  Master,  the  Revd.  John  Waeeen. 

On  the  2(Hh  of  July,  1691,  Thomas  Axe,  of  Orchard  in 
the  County  of  Somerset,  Gentleman,  by  his  WUl,  after  divers 
bequests,  gives  all  his  Houses  in  Southwark  or  elsewhere 
within  the  County  of  Surrey,  unto  certain  Trustees  {at  the 
benefit  of  his  Wife  for  her  life,*-*and,  after  her  decease,  for 
his  son  Henbt  Axe  for  his  life^  mth  reminder  to  the  first 
and  other  sons  of  the  said  Henbt  Axe  in  Tail  male, — with 
the  ultimate  remainder  to  the  Heirs  of  the  body  of  the.sud 
Testator  :— 

And  that,  after  the  decease  of  his  Wife,  and  Son  leaving 
no  issue,  the  inheritance  of  the  premises  should  be  sold  by 
the  Trustees,  and  the  purchase  money  dpfdied  as  a  Reward 
to  any  person,  who  8hdU  discover  fhe  Longitudb  at  Sba. 
As  this  is  such  a  very  curious  and  remarkable  circumstance, 
that  part  of  Mr.  Axe^s  Will  cannot  fail  to  be  particularly 
interesting  to  intelligent  persons,  and  may  not  improperly  be 
inserted  here : — 

'^  Whereas  I  am  convinced  by  several  of  great  knowledge  la 
Astronomy  and  Cosmography^  that  they  know  how  to  make  the 
Masters  of  Ships  of  the  meanest  capacity  to  find  out  the  Longi- 
tude  as  readily^  and  ahnost  exact  as  they  can  find  tiie  Latitude, 
hut  do  not  communicate  this  useful  secret  to  the  Worlds  seeing 
it  hath  and  will  cost  them  much  money  and  pains  by  making 
instniments^  and  therefore  do  expect  a  Reward  from  the  Publick, 
or  others,  for  the  Discovery  :— 

•^  Wherefore,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  within  Ten  yean 
next  after  my  decease  as  aforesaid,  make  such  perfect  discoveiy 
how  men  of  mean  capacity  may  find  out  the  Longitude  at  Sea, 
I o  as  at  any  time  they  can  truly  pronounce  upon  observation  as 
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wUhm  half  a  Degree  of  the  true  Longitude,^  and  shall  demon- 
strate how  it  may  be  done  to  the  TwoProfeseors  of  Geometry  in 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  give  ample 
proof  thereof  by  the  Affidavits  in  writing  of  at  least  Twenty  able 
Masters  of  Ships^  that  shall  have  made  several  experiments 
thereof  in  long  Voyages,  which  Affidavits  are  to  be  made  before 
the  Twelve  Judges  of  England  or  before  tlie  miyor  part  of 
them,  of  which  the  Lords  Chief  Justices  to  be  Two,  and  shall 
deliver  a  Certificate  thereof  signed  and  sealed  by  the  said  miyor 
part  of  the  said  Justices,  unto  the  said  Samuel  Keeble,  Wil- 
i^iAM  Pratt>  and  Henry  Hooper>  and  Survivors  of  them  and 
tlie  Heirs  of  such  Survivors,  that>  in  such  case  upon  the  receipt 
o£  such  a  Certificate,  the  said  Samuel  Keeble,  William  Pratt, 
and  Henry  Hooper,  and  the  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs 
of  such  Survivors,  with  all  convenient  speed  next  after  the  death 
of  me,  my  Wife,  and  Son  childless,  sell  the  Fee  of  all  my  said 
Houses  in  the  said  Parish  of  St.  Olave  and  St.  Saviour's,  for  as 
much  money  as  can  be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  that  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Pounds  of  such  purchase  money  be  paid  unto  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  have  so  discovered  such  ready  and 
easy  way  of  finding  the  true  Longitude  at  Sea,  and  shall  have 
made  such  proof  as  aforesaid  for  the  benbpit  of  Mankind, 
which  said  sum  of  One  Thousand  Pounds,  on  the  conditions  and 
in  the  case  aforesaid,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  sudi  person  or  per- 
sons accor^gly  j — 

"  And  moreover  ray  Will  is,  that  from  and  immediately  after 
the^death  of  my  said  Wife,  and  of  myself,  and  said  Son  leaving 
no  issue  of  either  of  our  bodies  behind  us  as  aforesaid,  that  they 
Samuel  Keeble,  William  Pratt,  and  Henry  Hooper,  and 
the  Survivors  or  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs  of  such  Sur- 
vivors, ^all  once  in  every  year,  until  perfect  proof  of  the  Dis- 
covery of  the  true  Longitude  ^aU  be  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said 
Houses  remain  unsold,  pay  Forty  Pounds,  part  of  the  Rents  of 
the  said  Houses,  unto  and  amongst  such  person  and  persons  for 
their  encouragement,  as  shall  have  employed  their  time  to  make 
Observations  at  several  Islands,  and  noted  places  in  Europe, 
Asia^  Africa,  and  America,  according  to  the  Rules  and  just  (de- 
scription) of  such  said  person  or  persons  as  shall  have  made  such 
discovery^  how  all  men  may  find  out  the  Longitude^  in  order  of 
making  of  an  accurate  map  of  the  World  as  to  LongUtideand

thers and  Sisters  and  Kindred,  I  give  the  said  last  mentiooed 
Houses  to  Thb  Govbbmobs  of  the  goods  and  diattles  of  The 
Collegiate  Church  of  Otiery  St.  Mary  aforesaid.  Upon  TruBt, 
that  they  will  yearly  about  iS^.  Thomas's  day  distribute  the  sasoie, 
as  fblloweth, — rtz..  One  part  of  the  last  mentiwied  Honsea,  to 
buy  drugs  and  plaisters/— One  part  to  the  Minister, — One  pait 
to  the  Vicar, — One  part  to  the  Gbammab  School-Mastbb,— 
One  part  to  the  Parish  Clerk  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,— And,  as  a 
Fund  to  encourage  Steadiness,  Sobriety,  and  Ii^ustry,  Three 
of  those  parts  to  be  as  a  Stock,  out  of  whidi,  upon  the  fiiarriage 
day  of  any  Young  Man  or  Woman  that  shall  not  marry  *tiU  after 
the  age  of  One  and  Twenty  years,  and  that  shall  have  lived  in 
one  Service  in  the  Parish  of  Ottery  St.  Mary  for  seven  years, 
and  shall  not  have  had  Alms  of  the  PariMi  ^nibAnJioe  yean  next 
before  such  Marriage,  the  sum  of  £S.''  ftc. — 

Let  it  be  remembered  bj  the  ostentatious  and  the 
thoughtless,  that  this  humane  and  enli^tened  Testator  tcMW 
Pariah  Clerk  of  Ottery ! — But  the  oomprehennve  mind  of 
Mr.  Axe  did  not  stop  here,— ^  he  appears  to  have  been 
impressed  with  a  due  sense  of  the  duties  and  decorum  be- 
longing to  his  office,  so  generally  transgressed  in  Country 
Parishes, — ^for,  in  another  part  of  his  Will,  where  a  bene- 
faction is  designed  for  the  Parish  Clerk  for  the  time  beings 
he  adds  this  restriction  and  advice, — 

"  As  long  as  he  shall  perform  his  duty  in  the  Church  senably

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and  with  undentandiiig^  audibly  and  reverentfy,  as  he  ought  to 
do,  and  shall  be  an  Example  of  good  life  to  the  Parishionen ; 
and  shall  not  sell  Ale,  Beer>  or  any  intoxicating  Liquor  for  a 
livelihood  -,  nor  frequent  Taverns  and  Alehouses.  I  recommend 
to  him,  that  he  endeavour  to  take  Deacon's  Orders,  and  wear 
some  Habit,  io  distinguish  .him  firom  others.  The  want  of  sudi 
Clerkfl  many  time  riders  the  whole  Prayers  mean  atid  ridicu- 
lous.**^ 

One  of  the  Avenues  to  the  Church  on  the  N(»:th-£ast, 
leading  through  the  Church-yard,  still  retains  the  fisivcHired 
name  of  **  Axii's  Passage.^  Some  of  the  Houses  devised 
by  this  Wm  for  the  benefit  of  the  School-master  were,  a  few 
jeoFs  aiocey  sold ;  and  the  Purdiaae  mcmey  invest^  in  the 
Funds  in  the  names  of  the  Gov^nors,  who  pay  a  portion  of 
the  Dividends^  being  about  £10.  a  year,  to  the  Master. 

There  do  not  appear  to.be  any  Statutes  pr  Oadinancbs, 
except  what  are  oontaiiied  in  tbe  CSiarters.  But,  on  the 
20th  of  October,  1552,  the  following  Articles  were  agreed 
to  by  XB£  GovEBNOEs : — 

1.  The  Four  Governors^  and  their  Successors,  shall  depose 
upon  a  Book,  that  they  and  every  of  them  for  the  time  being 
sball  uphold,  maintain,  and  fortify,  so  far  as  their  will  or  power 
shall  come  or  may  extend,  all  and  every  article^  promise,  go- 
vernment, and  gr^it,  that  is  specified,  mentioned,  and  declared 
in  the  Letters  Patent,  and  in  the  following  Articles,  for  the  firm, 
sujie^  and  perfect  continuance  of  The  Corporation  for  ever. 

2.  The  Four  Governors,  by  the  advice  of  the  Parishioners, 
with  convenient  speed  shall  elect,  and  appoint  Eight  others  of 
the  most  honest,  best,  discreetest,  and  quietest  of  the  Parishioners 
there  inhabiting,  to  be  Associates  to  them  for  their  assistance, 
for  the  doiDg  of  such  things,  as  shall  seem  best  for  the  wealth, 
profits,  and  behoofs  of  all  the  Parishioners  of  the  said  Parish, — 
And  for  the  increase,  continuance,  and  preservation  of  all  things 
belonging  to  the  said  Corpoi^tion, — ^And  for  the  better  mainte- 
nance of  the  Divine  Service  of  God, — ^and  doing  deeds  of  Charity, 
for  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish,  as  occasion  should  serve, 
— ^Which  Eight  Men^  so  to  be  elected,  shall  take  upon  them  the 
like  Corporal  Oath,  as  the  said  Governors  should  do  in  all 
things. 

3.  The  Governors  shall  not  lease,  grant,  alien,  baiigain  or 
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sell  any  pftrt  of  the  said  Poesessions^  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the 
Parishioners^  belonging  to  The  Corporation,  without  the  fiill 
agreement  of  the  Eight  Assistants,  or  of  the  greater  part  of 
them,  being  on  that  behalf  sworn. 

4.  When  any  of  Thb  Foub  Goybbnobs  die,-  the  Survi^n 
shall  elect,  nominate,  and  appoint  one  of  the  Assistants,  to  be 
in  place  of  the  Governor, — ^And  the  Governors  and  Steven  Assist- 
ants must  elect  one  other  of  the  most  honest,  best,  discreetest^ 
and  quietest  of  the  Parishioners,  to  make  up  the  number  Eight, — 
and  so,  if  any  one  dqmrt  out  of  the  Parish,  a  new  one  must  be 
chosen  and  sworn. 

5.  That  the  Governors  and  Eight  Assistants,  within  one  month 
after  that  their  Tythes  shall  be  due,  shall  pay  the  same  to  such 
persons  as  shall  be  lawfully  appointed  to  collect  them.* 

6.  That  the  Four  Governors  and  Eight  Assistants  shall  with 
diligence,  either  with  Gentleness  or  by  order  of  Law,  procure 
every  person  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery  to  pay  their  Tjrthes,  within 
one  Month  after  the  same  shall  hi^pen  to  grow  due,  without  any 
favour  to  be  showed  to  any  person  in  fbib^uing  it.f 

7.  If  any  of  the  Eight  Men  be  troublesome  persons,  and  will 
not  be  tractable  to  any  reasonable  orders  that  shall  be  advisedby 
The  Foub  Govebnobs  and  the  best  of  the  Assistants,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  fbr  the  Four  Governors  and  residue  of  tiie  Assist- 
ants to  expel  them,  and  place  honest  men  in  their  stead. 

8.  Of  die  surplus  of  all  sums  of  money,  and  all  other  revenues 
and  profits  yearly,  and  casually  coming  and  growing  within  the 
said  Ptuish  by  any  maimer  of  means,  and  belonging  to  the 
Governors  over  and  above  such  yearly  Stipends  as  are  due  and 
payable  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent,  there  shall  be  a  dear  Ac- 
count made,  and  Sie  money  put  into  one  Chest,  locked  with 
Three  keys  severally, — ^whereof  one  of  the  keys  to  remain  with 
the  Eldest  of  the  Four  Grovemors, — the  second  with  the  Eldest 
or  the  best  of  the  Assistants, — the  third  with  the  Church-warden 
for  the  time  being. — ^And  the  money  shall  remain,  until  there 
shall  be  so  much  remaining  in  the  Stock,  as  the  Persons  InoK'- 
porated  may  therewith  purchase  lands  to  the  yearly  value  of 
Twenty  Marks  to  them  and  their  Successors, — ^which  to  do,  the 
Persons  Incorporated  by  the  King*s  Letters  Patent  be  empower^ 
ed  fbr  the  wealth  of  the  said  Parish. — ^Provided,  that  if  any  urgent 
occasion  require  the  contrary,  for  the  occupation  of  the  moneyj^

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that  tiien  the  purchase  ^all  surcease,  and  the  Four  Ooyemors 
and  Eight  Assistants  may  take  any  of  the  money  and  employ  it 
to  such  urgent  cause. 

9.  That  all  the  Parishioners,  being  Men  of  Honesty,  shall  declare 
unto  <me  of  the  Four  Goyemors  or  Eight  Assistants  the  name  of 
every  person  they  know^  which  ought  to  pay  tythe  and  doth  not, — 
and  deceives  the  Proprietors  in  the  payment  of  Tythe.* 

10.  Item,  That  the  Account  shall  be  yearly  made  at  Michael- 
mas of  all  tlie  yearly  revenue  and  other  lawful  profits  that  i^hall 
come  and  grow  of  ^e  Parsonage  and  Vicarage,  to  the  Four  Go- 
vernors and  Parishioners  granted  by  the  King*s  Letters  Patent, 
to  the  intent  it  may  be  evident  what  doth  remain  upon  such 
account. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
the  Inhabitants  having  always  claimed  a  right,  not  known 
to  have  been  in  any  instance  resisted,  of  sending  their  sons 
to  the  Schod,  on  paying- a  stated  annual  sum  for  their  £du- 
ycatkm,  now  and  for  many  years  past,  Ten  Pounds.  The 
only  boys  who  receive  a  gratuitous  Education,  are  the  Two 
boys,  under  Salterns  benefaction. 

The  usual  average  number  of  boys,  belonging  to  the  Pa- 
rish, is  Ten.  They  are  admitted  at  Eight  years  of  age, 
and  seldom  remain  after  their  Eigteenth  birth-day. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  mnilar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Waeben,  M.  A., 
of  Olid  CoU^e,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are 
very  considenable.  This  Gentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
present  number  being  Forty-five,  at  Fifty  guineas  per 
annum  each. 

There  is  no  chartered  Assistant  or  Under-Master ;  but, 
of  late  years,  one  has  been  employed  in  the  School,  and 
paid  by  the  Master.  This  Gentleman  has  usually  in  his 
house  two  or  three  boys  belonging  to  the  School,  as  their 
private  Tutor,  but  this  is  whcJly  by  the  Master's  permission.

The  Trustees  are  the  Vicars  of  the  Parishes  of  St.  Andrew, 
and  Charles,  in  Plymouth. 

The  Master  of  die  Grammar  School,  and  the  Lecturer  cS 
SU  Andrew's  select  the  boys,  and  always  prefer  those  who 
are  related  to  The  Founder. 

When  the  Funds  admit  of  it,  boys  have  occasionally  been 
sent  to  Oxf(»rd,  and  admitted  into  Holy  Orders 
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PLYMPTON. 

Thb  Pbxe  Geammae  School  of  Fltmpton  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Maynaes,  as  one  of  the  Trustees  under  the 
Will  of  Elizjeus  Hele,  Esq.,  of  Fardel,  so  remarkable  for 
his  munificent  benefactions, — in  or  about  the  year  1653,  as 
this  date  still  appears  inscribed  upon  a  stone  over  the  door 
of  the  School-house.  The  Master^s  house  is  probaUy  of 
greater  antiquity,  and  might  have  been  purdiased  by  Sir 
John,  together  with  the  ground  on  which  it  stands. 

The  sum  of  £1800.  was  originally  appropriated  to  the 
Endowment,  which  consbts  of  a  Fee  Simple  estate,  called 
«  aoOandy"  of  147*.  3'.  13?.,  rituate  in  the  Parish  of  Plymp- 
ton  St  Mary,  and  the  Master^s  House  and  School-house, 
atuate  in  the  Farish  of  Flympton  Maurice.  The  Estate  b 
said  by  one  Informant  to  be  now  let  for  £168.,  and  by 
another  for  £250.,  a  year. 

There  are  no  Oedinances  for  the  regulation  of  this 
Sdiool;  nor  is  it  known,  whether  it  be  open  to  any  other 
boys  than  those  inhabiting  the  Borough  and  Farish.  At 
present  there  are  only  Two  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  and 
it  is  supposed,  that  there  has  not,  at  any  former  period,  been 
a  larger  number  at  a  time.  Those  wbo  are  entided  to  place 
thdr  children  in  the  School,  present  them  in  person  to  the 
Master  for  adnusnon. 

Hie  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Valfy^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar, are  in  use. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  nor  Scholarships,  annexed  to 
this  School. 

Tlie  School-house  which  is  60  feet  in  length,  and  20  in 
breadth,  b  a  noble  structure:  but  the  Master^s  house  is 
small,  incommodious,  and  dilapdated,— oiring  to  which  cir- 
NroL.  I.  Z 
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cumstanoe  the  late  Master  was  under  the  necesnty  of  lodg- 
ing his  Pujnls  in  the  Village,  to  his  great  loss  and  detriment. 

The  present  Patrons  are  Lord  Valletost,  Lady  Cas- 
TLEREAOH,  and  Lady  SuFriBLO,  who,  as  Cdieirs  <S  the 
Earl  of  BucKiNOHAMSHias,  are  the  Representadves  of  Sir 
John  Matnaro. 

It  is  much  to  be  r^;retted  that. those  Noble  Personages 
do  not  reinstate  the  bufldings,  and  provide  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  Master  and  Pupils ;  so  as  to  render 
the  Institudon  more  benefidal  to  the  surrounding  pc^Milous 
neighbourhood,  than  in  it*s  present  state  it  can  possibly  be. 
In  Browne  Willis's  time,  it  was,  according  to  his  report 
of  it,  "  the  best  in  these  parts.** 

The  present  Master  is,  Tlie  Revd.  Thomas  Philips, 
A.  B.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  consist  of  die  Estate 
and  House  already  mentioned.  His  Terms  for  Boarders  are 
£40.  a  year. 

Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  the  most  illustrious  Painter  of  the 
English  School,  whose  Father  was  Master  of  this  Seminaiy, 
was  bom  and  educated  in  it. 
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TIVERTON. 

The  Febe  Gkammae  School  at  Tiveeton  was  founded 
by  the  mumficenoe  of  Peter  Blundbll,  Clothier,  a  native 
of  this  place ;  who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  June, 
159i),  directed  as  follows; — 

*^  Item,  I  will  that  my  £xecutor8>  by  the  advise  of  my  Over- 
seers>  wiA  all  convenient  speede>  upon  a  fytt  and  convenient 
piece  ci  grounde  in  Tyverton,  by  my  Executors  t6  be  pim^hased, 
shall  buyld  a  faier  School  house  to  conteyne  for  the  place  for 
teaching  ovly,  in  length  One  hundred  fbote,  and  in  breadth 
fower  and  twenty  foot,  a  hawle,  buttery,  and  kitchin,  ail  of  con- 
venient space  and  biggness  to  be  jcnned  unto  it,  with  convenient 
Toomes  over  the  same  hawle,  buttery,  and  kitdiin,  all  the  win- 
dows well  and  strongly  glassed  and  barred  with  iron  barrs,  and 
well  covered,  the  floor  of  the  School  to  be  well  plancked  with 
plancks  of  oke  supported  and  borne  from  the  ground  with  strong 
ledges  or  beames,  with  soe  many  strong  settles  and  formes  as 
shi^  be  convenient,  having  regard  to  the  bigness  of  the  same 
Schoole  and  numb^  of  SchoUars  to  be  taught  therdn,  and  to  be 
devided  on  or  neere  the  middest  with  some  fit  partition  of  fower 
foot  in  height  or  thereabouts,  yf  it  shal  bee  soe  thoughte  fitt,  and 
this  Schoole  to  be  strongly  wainscotted  rownde  aboute,  and  the 
same  wainscotte  to  extend  abowte  five  or  six  foote  above  the 
eettks  or  formes,  and  with  such  settles,  formes,  and  seates,  and 
in  such  manner  to  be  framed,  placed,  and  devised  as  shall  be 
^loi^t  most  convenient,  the  Haidle  to  be  alsoe  plancked  or 
paved,  and  also  wainscotted  round  abowte  as  high  as  the  lofte, 
and  to  have  in  the  hall  and  chamber  over  the  same  one  or  other 
dunmey,  and  in  the  kitchen  one  faier  great  chinmey,  with  an 
oven,  and  a  diamber  over  the  kitchen  with  a  chimney  therein, 
as  to  my  Executors  and  Overseers  shall  be  thought  meete;  and 
that  tha:e  shall  be  a^iolning  to  this  School-house  a  convenient 
garden  and  wood-yard,  with  a  fit  house  and  easements  therein  of 
and  for  the  ease  of  the  SchoUars  uppon  or  as  near  the  river  of 
£r  there  or  Loman  as ,  may  be,  and  the  School-house,  garden, 
wood-yard,  and  house  of  ease  to  be  rounde  aboute  well  walled 
and  inclosed  with  a  strong  wall,  the  goinge  in  and  forthe  to  be 
at  one  only  place  with  a  foir  strong  gate  with  a  little  dore  as  is 
usual  in  the  Schooles  j  and  for  that  my  desier  is  that  theis  things 
shall  be  very  well>  strongly^  artificially  and  substantially  done^ 
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my  will  is  that  my  Execoton  shall  bestofwe  thanan  Tweittib 
FowER  HuNDEBD  PouNDES,  wiUun  the  least>  if  the  premises 
requier :  and  that  in  and  aboute  theis  seyerall  buildings,  platt^ 
firame,  and  all  the  partes  thereof,  the  advise  of  my  sidde  righte 
deare  and  honourable  Friende  Sir  John  Popham ,  Knighte,  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  England,  shall  be  taken  and  followed,  and  to 
him  I  give  power  to  alter  and  chaunge  what  parte  thereof  for 
the  manner  of  building,  laigeness,  and  conveying  the  premises  he 
shall  think  good,  and  his  directions  in  every  thingefor  the  effsct- 
inge  of  my  said  purpose  herein  and  in  all  other  things  hereafter 
in  my  will  mentioned,  towchinge  the  same  or  other  circumstan- 
ces thereof  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  still  followed  and  ex- 
ecuted;— 

'^  Item,  thJEU  in  the  said  Schooles  shall  not  be  tau^^te  above 
the  number  of  One  HondebD  and  Fiptib  Scbolebs  at  any  one 
tyme,  and  those  from  time  to  time  of  Children  bom,  or  for  the 
most  parte  before  their  age  of  Sire  yeares,  broug^te  upp  in  the 
Towne  or  Parrish  of  Tyverton.  And  if  the  same  number  be  not 
filled  upp>  the  wante  shall  be  supplyed  with  the  Children  of 
Fbrreynert,  and  those  Farreyaun  only  to  be  admytted  with  the 
assent  of  such  Tbnnb  Housj^holders  of  the  said  Towne  of 
Tyverton  aforesaide,  as  for  the  tyaie  beinge  diall  be  most  in  the 
Subndie  Bookes  of  the  Queenes  Miyesty.  And  my  desier  is, 
that  they  will  make  choice  of  the  Children  of  such  Forrafners  as 
are  of  honest  reputatioa  and  foare  Ood,  wUhtmt  regarding  tike 
riche  above  or  more  than  the  poore,  and  that  thert  shall  bee  Bote 
Scholer  continue  in  the  said  Schoolle  as  a  Scholer  but  boyes,  and 
none  above  the  age  of  Eighteen  yeare$  or  Mu/er  the  age  of  Sise 
yearei,  and  none  under  a  Grammer  Scholierr^ 

'^  And,  that  the  School  m astbr  who  shall  have  the  use  of 
the  roomes  and  buildings  aforesaide, — and  alsoe  one  Ushbb, 
who  shall  have  in  the  saide  buildinge  one  chamber  to  himself 
only>— and  the  School  master  shaii  have  yearely  FrFTiB  Poww- 
DBS,  to  be  paide  quarterly,— and  the  (/sher  Twbntib  MAmvBS, 
to  be  paied  quarterly. — And  my  hope,  and  desier,  and  will  is> 
that  they  hould  themselves  satisfied  an  d  contente  with  tiiat  re- 
compense for  their  travell,  without  seeking,  or  exacting  any  more 
either  of  Parent  or  Children,  toMch  procureth  favour  to  gioerg 
and  the  contrarie  to  such  a9  do  not  or  cannot  give,  Bar  my 
meaning  is^  yt  shall  be  for  ever  a  Frbb  Scroll,  and  nor  a 
ScHOLB  op  exaction  :— 

''  And  for  the  better  establishing,  and  continuance  of  the 
saide  Free  Grammar  Schole  and  scholdng,  I  give,  appoynte, 
and  devise  all  my  landes,  tenements,  and  heredHaments  in  the 
CountSeof  Devon  linto  Sir  FsAimcis  Popham,  Knight,  Ammonr 
PoLLBRD,  Esq.,  Richard  Blbwbtt>  Esq.^  Chablbs  Bbbbb, 
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£flq.>  RooEB  Atshfobd^  Esq.^  Roger  Warre,  Esq.>  Roger 
GirroRD,  Esq.,  James  Clarke,  Esq.,  Henry  Worth,  Esq., 
John  West,  the  Elder,  Humphrey  Colman,  John  Waldron, 
Edward  Amy,  Nicholas  Skinner,  George  Slee,  Richard 
Hill  als  Sporwail,  Richard  Prows  my  Cousin,  John  West, 
the  Younger,  Peter  West,  Robert  Chilcot  als  Comyn,  John 
Dbmond,  John  Blundell,  Peter  Blundell,  William  Tan- 
m«b,  Roger  Slee,  William  '  CraIb,  Anthony  Crassr,  and  to 
their  Heires  and  Assignes  for  ever,  who  I  hope  will  accept  the 
same  as  Feo£Gees,  whom  1  have  specially  chosen  to  bear  trust  and 
oonfideoGe  in  tiie  premises,  out  of  which  the  Fiftie  Powndes, 
and  the  said  Thirteen  powndes  six  shQlings  and  eight-pence 
shall  be  quarterly  paled  as  aforesaid  -,  and  Fortie  Shillings  yeady 
, forever  to  a perfecte  Clarke  for  ^etyme  being,  to  be  appoynt- 
ed  by  the  said  Feoffees  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  for  keeping 
a  true  and  perfocte  Booke  of  Survey,  and  of  granting  and  demis- 
ing the  saide  landes,  and  of  the  monie  received  and  paled  of  and 
for  the  same,  and  of  other  their  proceedings  in  and  aboute  the 
premises,  taking  warrant  of  all  his  doeings  firom  the  feofees  or 
Ibe  most  parte  of  them  with  their  ha'ndes  alwaies  to  bee  sub- 
scribed, as  well  in  that  behalf  as  for  and  conceminge  the  other 
thtnge  to  them  comitted  by  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  -, — 

*'  And  other  Eight  Powndes  yearely  to  goe  alwaies  to  the 
repaiiations  of  the  saide  Schoole  and  other  things  necessary  con- 
cerning the  same ;  and  what  else  shall  be  nee^Stil  in  or  abowte 
the  said  Schole  or  other  circumstances  thereof,  I  leave  to  the 
direction  of  the  saide  Lord  Chief  Justice,  which  my  Executors 
diall  perform  and  accomplish.**— 

After  these,  the  Testator  directs  that  £W.  per  annum  shall  be 
disbursed  by  the  Fedffees  in  i^renticing  Four  popr  boys  of  tiie 
Parish  of  Tiverton  to  '*  serve  in  Husbandry  for  seaven  yeares  or 
upwards  :**  who,  after  fulfilling  their  time  fEuthfully,  are  to  be 
rewarded  by  the  repayment  of  the  Apprentice  Fee  of  JC5.,  by  the 
re^ective  Masters  of  each  boy.* 

^^  And  that  the  Feofiees,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  shall  6om 
firom  tyme  to  tyme  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  Orders, 
Laws,  and  Directions  both  touching  the  Schole,  and  matters  of 
Husbandry,  and  all  matters  and  circumstances  thereof,  and 
touching  all  parties  to  be  interested  tiierdn  or  to  have  any  thing 
to  doe  abowte  the  same,  as  to  them  or  the  most  parte  of  them 


*  Apprenticing  poor  boys  to  Husbandry  was  at  this  time  a 
new  Institution,  and  making  a  provision  for  them  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  Apprenticeship,  was  a  great  encouragement  of  it. 
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for  the  tyme  being  shall  be  thought  meete  for  the  gov^nance, 
mayntenance,  and  continuance  thereof^  according  to  my  true 
intent  and  meaning, — and  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Uaher, 
shall  bee  elected,  and  removed  by  the  Feoffees  for  the  t3fme 
being  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  having  alwaies  the  approbiUiDn 
of  the  Ordinorie  of  the  Diocese  of  Devon  to  the  said  electioQ, 
nominating,  and  appointinge  onely  : — 

^^  And,  that  the  Feofiees  by  mee  appointed  as  afbresaide,  and 
thear  and  all  other  Feoffees  hereafter,  when  and  as  often  as  by 
deathe  or  otherwise  they  shall  come  to  the  number  of  Thirteen 
with  the  least,  the  saide  survivors  with  the  heires  of  the  others 
deceased  Feoffees  yf  they  be  not  unfitt,  and  ibr  such  as  shall  bee 
unfitt,  then  others  nere  inhabitinge  of  honest  rqiorte  and  repu- 
tation, shall  make  up  with  themselves  the  number  of  Fivs  and 
TwENTiE  Feopses  again  with  the  least,  for  the  continuance  of 
the  said  Schole  and  matter  of  Husbandry,  and  other  good  pur- 
poses aforesaid  $ — 

"  And  my  true  meaninge  herein  expressed,  resteth  in  the 
trust,  providence,  circumspection  and  care  of  the  saide  Feoffees 
for  the  tyme  being,  which  I  hope  they  will  accomplice  and 
perform  accordingly  as  they  will  answer  the  same  before  the 
M^estie  of  Almightie  God  at  the  dreadfuU  dale  of  Judgment^ 
the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed  :-— 

"  And  for  that  my  landes  in  Devon  are  not  yet  of  sufficient 
vallewe  by  the  yeare  to  suppUe  my  said  will,  entente,  and  mean- 
ing concerning  the  said  Scholeing  and  matter  of  Husbandry,  my 
will  therefore  is,  that  my  Executors  after  my  death  shall,  wi^ 
the  advise  aforesaide,  purchase  landes  or  rentes  to  a  full  suppUe 
thereof,  and  what  overplus  hereafter  shall  happen  to  bee,  the 
same  ^hall  be  imployed  to  the  performance  of  the  rest  of  my 
will,  or  to  such  other,  imployments  as  I  shaU  hereafter  ap- 
pointer^ 

*^  And  for  the  increase  of  good  and  godly  Preadiers  of  the 
Gospell  my  wHl  is,  that  my  Executors  fbrthwith  after  my  deathe 
shaU  bestowe  the  some  of  Two  Thousand  Fowndes  in  ihe 
foundting  and  establishenge  Six  SchoUers  to  be  Studients  in 
Divinitie  in  the  Universitie  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  in  both, 
for  ever,  and  in  the  purchasenge,  procureinge,  founddnge,  and 
establishing  of  landes  and  tenements  the  yearly  profitts  whereof 
shall  be  ymployed  for  placeng  and  maintenance,  in  such  manner 
as  to  the  said  LordCheefe  Ji]istice,  or  in  his  defoulte  to  my  Execu- 
tors uppon  good  advice  or  the  most  parte  of  them  shall  be 
thoughte  meetest : — 

'*  And  their  Exhibition  and  Payment  shall  continue  to  them 
severally  from  their  first  cominge  to  the  saide  Universities  untill 
they  severally  shall  be,  or  by  the  Orders  and  Constitutions  of 
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thdre  bowses  mi^t  bee>  Bachilers  in  Divinitie,  or  otherwise 
shall  bee  Fellowes  of  any  bowse  or  bowses^  or  shall  be  beneficed 
in  the  Country : — 

^  And  as  they  shall  "be  soe^  or  in  the  like  manner  severally 
preferred  or  pronx)ted>  or  as  they  in  the  mean  tyme  shall  fortune 
to  dye,  their  several  places  shaU  be  supplied  with  Scholers^  to 
bee  elected  by  the  Feoffees,  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  with  the 
advise  of  the  Schoolmaster  there,  out  of  the  saide  Grammer 
Schoole  of  Tyverton,  and  not  dsewhere, — and  that  of  the  aptest 
in  Leaminge,  and  lest  able  to  mainteyne  themselves  in  the  saide 
Ministrie, — and  for  the  foundeinge,  establishinge,  and  perfect- 
inge  of  the  said  Sixb  Schollers,  and  of  the  landes  for  theire 
maintenance,  and  of  the  elections  and  orders  aforesaide,  and  for 
all  other  things  fitt  to  be  donne  in  and  abowte  the  same^  I 
wholly  referre  to  the  direction  and  finishyeing  of  the  saide  Lord 
Cheefe  Justice,  most  humbly  praying  his  good  Lordshipp  to  bee 
pleased  to  take  the  same  uppon  him  and  to  finishe  the  same  with 
all  convenient  speede,  and  in  his  defaulte  to  my  saide  Executors 
uppon  very  good  advise, — and  for  the  Jirst  Sixe  to  be  placed  in 
the  saide  Universitie  or  Universities,  I  leave  to  the  nomination 
and  appoyntment  of  ^e  said  Lord  Cheefe  Justice,  and  of  my 
said  Executors,  not  doubting  but  as  they  shall  be  afterwards 
promoted  or  removed  as  aforesaide,  or  otherwise  shall  fortune  in 
the  mean  tyme  to  dye,  others  fitt  to  be  there  placed  as  aforesaid, 
will  arise  and  spring  upp  into  the  saide  Gramer  Schoole  of 
Tiverton.** 

There  are  Donations  to  various  Hospitals,  and  Companies 
in  London,  testifying  his  partiality  to  the  City:  Where  he 
£ed  a  Badielor,  at  the  Patriarch^  age  of  Eighty  0ns,  on 
the  18di  of  April,  1601,  leaving  many  Collateral  Relations. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Michael  Pater  Noster^ 
BOW  better  known  by  the  name  c£St.  Michael  Eoyal^  on  the 
9th  of  May,  following,  with  great  respect  and  ceremony, 
having  directed  a  conriderable  sum  to  be  expended  in  his 
Funeral 

His  spedfic  L^ades  amounted  to  £32,178.,  and  it  is 
generally  believed  that  his  Executors,  after  the  payment  of 
thoae  L^acies,  divided  a  large  residue. 

For  the  better  understanding  the  Dbecdons  of  die 
Founder's  Will,  as  well  as  the  subsequent  Bene&c^ns  to 
this  School,  we  have  fortunately  the  able  exposition  of  the 
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late  Benjamin  Incledon,  of  PUton,  Devon,  ^'>  ^ 
carefully  commented  upon  each  circumstance,  in  a  work 
printed  at  his  own  expense,  for  the  use  of  the  Foundation. 
This  book  has  rince  been  re-printed  by  order  of  the 
Feoffees,  with  notes  and  adchtions  to  the  year  1B04. 

Mr.  Blundkll  lired  at  a  time  when  matters  of  ReU^ 
were  scarcely  setUed  after  the  Rbfoematiow;  but  his  ad- 
herence to  the  Peotestant  Faith  is  strongly  mariced  ^ 
his  liberal  foundation  for  "  Studients  in  Dii^nitie."  And 
his  "dear  friend ''The  Lord  Chief  Justice  put  this  part  of 
the  Trust  into  execution  with  great  asriduity.  Not  a  y^ 
had  elapsed  after  The  Founder's  death  before  he  nominated 
(14th  Mardi,  1601,)  the  Sdiolars,— and  ordained,  that  Two 
should  be  founded  in  Balliol  College,  Oxford,— Two 
others  in  Emanuel  College,— and  Two  others  in  Sitdney 
Sussex  College,  Cambridge. 

It  happened  that  Emanuel  College  would  not  accept 
the  nomination,  which  was  therefore  revoked,  on  the  20th 
of  August,  1603,— and  the  Two  Scholars  mtended  for  that 
CoU^,  were  added  to  those  in  Sydney  Sussex  College. 
Agreements  were  very  soon  afterwards  entered  into 
between  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  the  CoUegea,  vbu,  on 
the  17th  of  March,  1603,  with  Balliol  CoLt]toE,--imd, 
on  the  20th  of  September,  1603,  with  Sydney  Sussex 
College. 

But  His  LordAip  dying  (oo  the  1 1th  of  Novembm 
1607),  befcMre  the  sura  allotted  could  be  laid  out,  the  Estab- 
lishments were  not  completely  settled  until  some  years  a&ec 
his  death ;— but,  in  the  mean  time,  the  ExecutOTS maintained 
the  Students  in  the  Univetrities. 

It  appears  by  the  BeeiB  (whidi  are  generally  known  by 
the  name  of  <^  Composition  Deeds'*)  that,  when  theEstab- 
lidiments  were  finally  settled,  '^  the  Executors  bad '  disblnrsed 
a  Thousand  Marks,  and  also:  £33..6..8.  by  way  of  indrettse, 
amounting  to  £700.  towards  purchasing  lands  at  Woodstock^ 
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in  Oxfordshire,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  FeDow  and  Scholar 
atBalliol  College"  (11th  Novr.,  1615).— And  that  "the 
Executors  had  likewise  disbursed  Two  Thousand  Marks, 
aiid  also  One  Hundred  Marks  by  way  of  increase,  amounting 
to  £1400.  towards  purchasing  lands  at  Cke^  in  Lincolnshire, 
tot  the  maintenance  of  Two  Fellows  and  Two  Scholars  in 
Sydney  Sussex  College"  (Idth  June,  1616.) 

On  the  10th  of  June  1676,  another  Fellowship  and 
another  Scholarship  were  established  between  The  Feoffees 
and  Balliol  College,  on  nearly  the  same  plan  as  those  already 
mentioned.  It  is  said  in  this  second  Deed  of  Compoation, 
that  "  the  College  had  lately  received  a  gratuity  of  £50. 
ftom  The  Feoffees  towards  the  dischai^  of  certain  burthen- 
some  Debts  which  then  lay  on  the  said  Coll^;e,  and  that  the 
sum  of  £600.  was  in  hand  paid  by  The  Feoffees  to  The 
College,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Fellow  and  Scholar, 

A  beneficial  circumstance  to  the  Trust,  "  which  is  not 
much  known,^  attended  the  transaction  of  thb  second 
Establishment.  For,  not  long  before  it  was  carried  into 
execution,  *<  The  Revd.  Richard  Newtb  presented  the 
Feoffees  with  JClOO.,  and  in  return  it  was  agreed,  that  John 
Newts,  his  son,  should  be,  as  he  afterwards  was,  the  JirH 
FeDow  on  that  Foundation." 

Twenty-Seven  Feoffees  are  named  in  the  Will,  but 
in  fiiture  Twenty-five  only  were  deemed  necessary.  Txvo 
of  the  original  Feoffees  were  infant  sons  of  his  relations  John 
West  and  John  Blundell,  whom  he  appdnted  Feoffees, 
not  willing  that  they  should  run  the  risque  of  being  excluded 
nt  an  Election. 

In  preserving  the  complement  of  the  Trust,  the  Feoffees 
are  obliged  to  fiU  up  the  vacancies,  when  they  are  reduced 
to  Thirteen ;  but  they  are  not  required  to  wait  until  they 
are  reduced  to  that  number.  And,  when  they  fill  up,  they 
must  m^e  up,  including  themselves,  the  number  of  Twi^nty- 
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YivByOttheleast^hvit  they  are  not  px^lnted  bomexceeJSng 
that  number. 

To  avoid  a  predfutate  dection  of  Feoffees,  it  was  ordered, 
in  1771)  **  That  no  Feoffee  be  chosen  without  a  year's  noUee 
at  a  Meeting,  of  an  intention  to  fill  up  the  Trust^ 

The  Trust  b  kept  full,  and  consists  as  it  always  has  done 
of  the  most  respectable  Inhabitants  of  the  Noghbourfaood  or 
County. 

The  present  Feoffees  (on  the  4th  of  November,  1817) 

are, —

It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Blundkll  was  possessed  of 
any  other  landed  Estate  in  any  other  County,  or  in  any 
other  places  of  the  County  of  Devon,  than  the  Parish  of 
TivertoDy  and  those  Parities  into  which  the  Manor  of  Weit 
Prowl  extends. 

Besides  these  landed  Estates,  the  Feoffees  now  have 
je2670.  Capital  Trust  Mcniies  in  the  Old  South  Sea  Annui* 
ties.  The  present  Income  of  tfie  Trust  Estate  is  about  £400. 
per  afmvm^  and  the  Out-goings  about  £350. 

With  what  diligence  and  int^rity  Sir  John  Popham 
executed  the  great  trust  reposed  in  him, — aided  by  the 
unanimous  and  laudable  co-operation  of  The  Feoffees, — 
may  be  gathered  from  the  prompt  manner  in  which  the 
buildings  were  erected,  for  within  Fimr  jrears  after  the  death 
of  the  pious  Founder,  the  Schools,  with  the  Dwelling-House 
and  Offices,  were  all  substantially  completed  near  die  river 
homan. 

In  1695,  the  great  Gate  bring  much  decayed.  Iron  Gates 
were  erected  in  it's  stead,  over  wl^ch  are  suitable  Latin  and 
English  Inscriptions.  The  Porter's  Lodge  was  built  at  the 
same  time,  lie  Porter  has  a  Salary  of  50f.  a  year,  and  a 
Grown  when  wanted. 

The  number  of  boys  to  be  educated  was  originally  limited 
to  One  Hukdbbd  and  Fifty:  But  the  Schools  were 
erected  upon  a  more  extensive  scale,  and  many  additional 
conveniences  to  the  buildings  having  liberally  been  made 
from  time  to  time  by  The  Feoffees,  to  accommodate  tiie 
Master  and  Usher, — this  noble  Saninary  is  now  in  great 
cdebrity,  and  including  the  native  boys,  contains  about  Two 
Hundred  and  Thibtt  Scholars. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  Office  of  the  Master,  or  Usher,  by 
Death  or  Redgnation, — (for  there  is  fiK)  instance  of  the 
removal  of  either  for  muh^iamouTi-^^  drcumstance  much 
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to  the  credit  of  those  who  have  filled  thew  Offices)— the  va- 
cancy has  been  filled  up  by  the  Majority  of  the  FeoflRjes, 
previous  notice  of  an  Electicm  having  been  ^ven  by  the 
Clerk  in  various  New8papa*8. 

In  case  of  a  Resignation,  it  was  "  ordered,  in  1775,  thai 
the  Master,  and  Usher,  is  to  give  notice  thereof  at  Whit- 
suntide  or  Christmas."  And,  in  1797>  a  further  order  was 
made,  requiring  at  least  Eighi  nwnthf  notice  from  the  Mas- 
ter, or  Usher,  of  their  intention  to  re^gn. 

Upon  some  disputes  between  theMaeter  and  Usher  in  the 
year  1734,  it  was  "  ordered,  that  the  superintendancy  of 
both  Schools  shall  be  in  the  Master.""  Upon  some  further 
disputes  between  them  in  1791,  the  last  order  was  confimied, 
with  this  addition,  <<  that  the  Scbod  hours  be  the  same  to 
both  Master,  and  Usher,  and  equally  to  be  observed  by 
aach  of  them."  And,  it  was  likewise  then  <<  (xdered,  that 
the  directbn  of  the  Gaies  shall  be  with  the  Master,  who 
may  oider  them  to  be  (^p^ed  and  shut  when  he  thinks  pro- 
per,—but  that  both  Master,  and  Usher,  be  separatdy  at 
liberty  to  give  leave  to  any  boy,  who  boards  in  thar  respec- 
tive Houses,  to  go  out  on  application  of  their  Friends; — and 
that  the  same  rule  be  extended  to  the  liber^  of  the  boys 
absenting  themselves  from  Church,  imless  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  the  respective  Masters."" 

Should  the  Feoffees  at  any  lime  think  proper  to  rranove 
the  Master  or  Usher,  the  Kshop  of  the  Diocese  has  no 
power  to  prohibit, — ^but  his  allowance  is  neceesary  to  confirm 
an  Election. 

A  Clkak  was  chos^  with  the  i^pointed  Salary ;  but  the 
Feoffees  elected  a  Trbasurbk  from  among  themsdves,  who 
kept  the  Aocompts,  and  was  responaUe  for  the  receipts  and 
payments,  from  the  year  1610  to  1734;  when  it  being  thought 
too  much  trouble,  they  conscdidated  the  two  offices,  which 
Union  still  continues,  and  increased  die  Salary  to  £14.  a 
year.    The  CL£aK"s  conduct  is  regulated  by  the  Feoffees 
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at  their  Meeting,  and  the  Oivectioiid  to  him  aie  enteved  in 
their  Book  of  Obdekb. 

''  Our  Book  of  Ordebs,**  Mr.  Inclbdon  obsenres^  ''  com- 
menced in  the  year  1 663.  It  is  evident  from  a  passage  In  the 
great  Book  of  Accoimt>  that  there  was  another  Book  of  Orders 
{not  to  he  found  at  this  time)  of  a  much  earlier  date>  the  fate  of 
which  requires  ^at  there  ^ould  be  more  care  taken  of  this.  A 
duplicate  of  it  is  certainly  as  necessary  as  that  of  the  great  Book 
of  Account  J  and  when  it  is  made^  the  best  way  of  preserving  it, 
will  be  to  place  the  original  in  the  Chest,  and  the  duplicate  may 
remain  with  the  Clerk. 

'^  Upon  what  account  they  were  taken  out  of  the  Chest  is  at 
this  time  unknown,  but  a  great  number  of  Deeds  and  Evidences 
belonging  to  our  Trust  are  certainly  removed,  and  cannot  now  be 
found.  Our  Clerk  (Mr.  George  Owens),  to  my  certain  know- 
ledge, has  been  veiy  assiduous  in  his  searches*  and  hoi  recovered 
many  of  the  Records  of  the  School,  which  had  been  removed  long 
before  he  came  into  office :  and  I  have  no  doubt,  but  from  the 
same  degree  of  assiduity  he  will  recover  more  of  them. — Should 
he  fail  of  success,  the  interference  of  the  Feofifees  will  be  highly 
necessary  to  obtain  them  by  some  legal  method.** 

In  1678,  Mr.  John  Hak,  of  Ujdowman,  Gentleman,  by 
his  Will,  dated  in  that  year,  directs,^— 

''  Also  whereas  my  Father  deceased,  by  his  Will  gave  towards 
a  Stock  for  a  Work-house  in  Tiverton,  £30.,  so  as  the  same 
were  sett  up  and  £200.  by  the  Maior  and  Company  raised  for 
the  same  within  three  years  after  his  death  (which  not  being 
done,  nor  the  said  £30.  paid),  now  my  will  is  (though  I  do  not 
conceive  myself  engaged  thereunto),  that  in  Ueu  ti^ereof^  and 
out  of  that  respect  and  duty  I  owe  to  Learning,  and  especially 
to  the  Foundation  of  Tiverton  School,  (the  promotion  o/*  Learn- 
ing being  Charity  indeed),  I  do  appoint  my  Executor  hereafter 
named  to  bestow,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blundbll*8  Feoffiies, 
£200.  out  of  my  estate  (which  shall  be  paid  by  £40.  per  annum 
to  the  said  Feoffees  to  that  end),  which  shall  be  towards  the 
maintenance  of  a  Fellow  and  Scholar  in  Sidney  Sussex  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  or  in  Balliol  College  in  Oxon,  to  be  cfaoMn 
fit>m  Tiverton  School  after  the  j?r<<  appointment,  which  first  ap- 
pointment for  the  Fellowship  my  will  is,  shall  be  my  son  John 
Ham,  with  liberty  for  him  to  study  either  Divinity  or  Physick, — 
after  his  enjoyment  thereof,  then  the  same  to  be  enjoied  by  such 
successors  as  the  Feoffees  shall  elect  of  Sdudan  taught  in  Tiver- 
ton School^  and  borne  in  the  Town  of  Tiverton  if  any  be  fitt^  and 
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fbr  deAmlt  of  such,  tiien  of  the  Parishes  nearest  'adjacent  that 
shall  be  fitt  and  there  taught  according  to  su<^  agreonoits  and 
compositions  as  the  said  Feofiees  (to  whom  I  give  the  said  £200. 
to  that  end)  shall  make  widi  the  Masters  and  Fellows  of  either 
of  the  said  Colleges  touching  the  same : — 

''  And  I  give  unto  my  said  son  John  Ham  the  sum  of  j£800. 
at  his  age  of  Thirty  years,  but  if  before  he  shall  attain  that  age 
he  shall  be>  by  his  brother  Robert  Ham's  death,  come  to  have 
in  hand  Overheam  aforesaid,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him  and  his 
heirs  males  or  females  of  his  body,  then  my  will  is  that  he  shall 
only  have  JCSOO.  thereof,  and  at  the  end  of  Two  years  next  after 
his  brother  Robert's  death,— ^And  for  the  residue  of  the  said 
Eight  Hundred  Pounds,  £200.  thereof  shall  be  paid  unto  my 
daughter,  the  wife  of  John  Ptm,  Junr.,  of  Exon,  Merchant, 
&c., — and  JCIOO.  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Blundeli'o  Feoflees  at  the 
end  of  Six  years  next  after  the  death  of  the  said  Robert  Ham, 
towards  the  purchase  of  some  Fellowship  or  Scholarship  in 
manner  as  aforesaid,  as  they  shall  see  good.** 

It  is  supposed  that  nether  Balliol  ncur  Sydney  Sussex  Cd- 
1^  would  agree  with  the  Feofiees  to  establish  a  Fdlowship 
and  Scholarship. 

The  money  for  a  long  while  laid  blended  with  Blxtndbll's 
Charity,  until  some  of  the  Feoffees  judging  it  proper  that 
this  Donation  should  remain  distinct  from  BlundbllX  an 
application  was  made  to  Chancery  for  instructions,  how  to 
act  in  this  business,  when  it  was  reported  (in  1740)  by  the 
Master,  to  whom  the  consideration  had  heea  referred,  that 
the  sum  of  £844..18..9.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  was  the 
proportion,  and  did  belong  to  Hah'^s  Charity,  and  that 
the  Income  and  Produce  thereof,  would  until  reduction 
of  the  said  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  annually  produce 
JB33..15..10.''— And  by  the  same  Report,  the  Master  fur- 
ther directed  ^*  that  the  Feoffees  might  dispose  of  the  in- 
come, in  one  or  more  Exhibitions  at  large,  at  any  College  in 
either  of  the  Universities,  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
think  fit.'' 

The  Master's  Directions  have  been  followed  ever  since  in 
the  disposal  of  the  Income  of  this  Donation. 

As  the  Master's  Report  is  silent  as  to  the  Feoffees  laying 
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out  the  accumulated  sum,  (which  was  then  sufficient  of 
itself)  in  the  purchase  of  a  Fellowdiip  and  Scholarslup  in 
Balliol  or  Sydney  Sussex  College,  as  was  intended,  or  even 
in  any  other  CoU^,  if  ai^  opportunity  offered, — and  as  a 
discretionary  power  is  given  to  the  Feoffees  for  the  disposal 
of  the  Income,  in  one  or  moi^  Exhilntions  to  Students  at 
any  Cdlege, — ^it  seems,  *^  as  if  the  intention  of  the  Donor 
was  somewhat  overlooked*^ 

However,  in  order  to  make  this  Charity  a  better  object 
than  it  was  at  that  time,  it  b^ng  divided  into  Thoo  ExUln- 
tionsat  the  small  Income  of  JEll.  each,  occa^oned  by  the 
reduction  of  the  Stocks  or  Dividends, — it  was  proposed, 
that  in  future  there  may  be  only  One  Exhibition,  and  that 
the  Studoit  should  be  subject  to  similar  limitations,  as  in 
the  case  of  BLm^nsLL^s  Scholars  in  the  Universities. 

The  Feoffees  wishing  to  pay  ^ery  proper  attention  to  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Incleoon,  ^^  so  zealous  a  fnend  to    the 
Foundation,"  at  th^  Meeting,  in  1792,  adopted  the  mea- 
.   sure  thus  recommended. 

Mr«  BK)}JAHrN  Gilbbkd,  of  the  City  o£  Exeter,  Grocer, 
by  his  Will  dated  tiie  8tii  of  November,  1783,— 

Devised  to  his  Trustees,  '^  to  be  paid  them  immediately  after 
my  decease,  so  much  money  as  will  purchase  sufficient  Capital 
Stock  in  some  or  one  of  the  public  Funds  or  Government  Secu- 
rity, to  produce  the  annual  Dividend  or  Income  of  £60.,  which 
piurcfaase  shall  be  made  in  the  names  of  my  said  Trustees,  and 
the  Dividends,  Interest,  and  Produce  thereof  received  by  them, 
and  paid  over  unto  my  Servant  Agnes  Nott  into  her  own  hands 
only,  and  not  to  any  person  to  whom  she  may  sell  or  assign  it, 
for  her  own  absolute  benefit  during  her  life. — 

"  And,  after  her  decease,  I  will  that  the  Stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  The  Trustees  of  Blunoell's  Free  Latin  School  in  the 
Town  of  Tiverton  or  some  of  them,  so  that  the  interest  thereof 
may  be  emploied  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  and  the  Scholars 
educated  therein  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Trustees.** 

The  Annuitant,  Agnes  Nott,  afterwards  married  Mr. 
OxTON,  Supervisor  of  Exdse  at  Barnstaple.  She  died  on 
the  26th  of  November,  1801. 
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At  the  Meeting  in  1802,  it  was  ordered,  that  £10.  per 
onmim  ihouldyfimm  that  di^, be  paid  to  eachc^thetwo  S^ior 
Scholars  at  Balliol  College,  and  that  the  like  sum  should  be 
paid  to  each  of  the  two  Senior  Scholars  at  Sydney  Cc/UegSj 
in  addition  to  their  present  Stipend, — ^And  that  an  Exhibi- 
tioD  should  be  founded,  to  be  called  <<  Gilbebd^s  Exfttbi- 
Hon,'^  with  a  Stipend  of  £20.  per  annum.  The  first  Exhi- 
bitioner to  be  elected  at  the  Meeting,  in  1803,  and  to  be  at 
fiberty  to  enter  at  any  CoDege,  in  dther  o£  the  Two  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  The  election  to  be  subject 
to  the  same  orders,  in  all  other  re^)ect8,  as  the  Scholars  and 
Exhibitioners  on  the  other  Foundations. 

Mr.  GiLBEBD  was  a  native  of  Tiverton,  and  bom  in  the 
year  1721.  He  was  a'younger  son  of  Richaed,  and  Grand- 
son of  John  Gilbbbd,  Merchants  of  that  Town.  He  died 
unmarried  at  Exeter,  in  the  year  17^9  after  having  carried 
on  the  trade  of  a  Grrocer,  with  great  r^utaticHi,  and  great 
success. 

In  1715,  The  Revd.  John  Nbwte,  Clark,  RectOT  of 
Tiverton,  by  his  ^dl  dated  the  10th  of  January  in  that 
year,  directs, — 

^'Fhrst,  I  give  the  annual  Income  or  Profits  of  the  lands  I  have 
in  the  Parish  of  Braunton,  in  this  Coimty,  called"  Lobb  Philip" 
to  my  brother  Peter  Newte  for  and  during  his  natural  life,  and 
after  his  decease  to  my  Nephew  Samuel  Nkwte  during  his  na- 
tural  life,  and  after  his  decease  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  tp 
The  Master  and  Fellows  of  BalUol  College  in  Oxford  for  the 
time  being,  for  ever,  the  annual  profits  to  be  bestowed  by  them 
in  an  Extdbition  on  a  Scholar  not  of  Blundsll's  Fellows,  but 
to  be  chosen  out  of  Blundell's  School  by  the  Three  Recknn 
(The  Rectory  being  in  three  Portions)  of  Tiverton  aforesaid,  <wr 
any  two  of  them  for  the  time  being  ^ — ^which  Scholar  so  chosoi 
as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  this  Exhibition  yearly  for 
Seven  years,  if  he  shall  continue  Member  of  the  Ck)llege  so  long, 
but  no  longer." 

<<  I  am  aware,""  Mr.  Ikcledon  observes,  <<  that  it  may 
be  said,  that  the  I*eoffees  of  Blundk^'s  lands  have  nothing 
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to  do  with  this  Donatiou, — yet  it  surdy  has  some  claim  to 
a  place  with  the  other  Donations  to  the  School,  as  the  person 
who  is  to  receive  the  benefit  of  it,  must  have  his  Education 
wUhm  the  walls  ^  that  Semmartf, 

"  Mr.  Nbwtb  was  the  son  of  The  Revd.  Richabd 
NEWT£,one  of  the  Rectors  of  the  Church  of  Tiverton,  whose 
kindness  to  the  School  has  already  been  mentioned, — was 
educated  in  the  School,  and  was  the^r^f  ^  Fellow  in  Balliol  Col- 
lege, on  the  second  establishment  in  the  year  1676.  He  became 
Rector  of  two  portions  in  that  Church,  and  died  in  1715. 

^*  The  Exhibition  did  not  take  place,  ''till  some  years  after 
his  death.  If  s  clear  Income  is  now  £21.  a  year.  1  he  Stu- 
dent holds  it  for  Seven  years. 

"  Far  be  it  fitMn  my  thoughts,*^  says  Mr.  Incledon,  "  to 
reflect  on  the  Directions  of  the  Donor,  or  on  the  Rectors  in 
executing  them,  in  respect  of  electing  the  boys  for  College, — 
But  it  surely  can  be  no  improper  observation  to  suggest, 
that  it  might  be  no  unwelcome  scene  to  the  eye  of  the  Pub- 
lie,  could  they  see  an  emulation  of  Candidates Jbr  this  Exhi- 
Intion  broughtjbrwa/rd  in  the  same  place  and  manner^  as  is 
done  in  the  Elections  of  Blundell^s  Scholars. 

"  I  flatter  myself  that  I  run  no  risque  of  censure  from 
THE  Rectors  in  what  I  hint  at,  nor  from  The  Feoffeks 
in  anticipating  their  concurrence  to  my  prc^sition.'*' 

In  the  year  1741,  The  Feoffees  being  divided  in  opinion, 

in  what  manner  they  ought  to  apply  the  Trust  money,  which 

remained  after  the  discharge  of  the  general  annual  expense, 

and  which  had  arisen  from  the  deaths  of  Tenants  upon  the 

estates,  and  from  the  Legacy  given  by  Mr.  Ham,  applied  to 

Chancery  by  an  amicable  Bill,  and  in  the  Master'^s  Report 

it  is  said,  that  ^'  the  Feoffees  mi^t  apply  the  Surplusage 

of  Bluhdell's  Charity. m  augmentation  of  Stipends  of 

Blundbll's  Scholars  at  BalUol,  or  Sydney  Sussex  College, 

— or,  in  addition  of  new  Sdiolarships, — or,  in  one  or  more 

fh^hibitians  at  large  to  any  College  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
Vol.  I.  A  a 
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as  they  think  fit,  it  not  besng  poeable  to  frtahliah  any  parti- 
cular sum.^ 

An  augmentation  of  £4.  a  year  was  made  to  eadi  of 
Blitnoell's  Scholars  at  Ballid,  and  another  of  £9.  a  year 
to  each  of  those  at  Sydney  Sussex  Collie.  And  the  Scho- 
lars at  these  two  Colleges  have  unoe  had  an  addition  of  £10. 
a  year  each,  fitxn  Mr.  Gilbjuid's  donation. 

A  Vacancy  of  a  Scholarship  may  happen  from  the  follow- 
ing causes,— vur., 

''  Insufficiency  in  Learning  after  Three  years*  probaticm. 

"  Not  studying  Divinity  and  becoming  Preachers  of  the  word 
of  God. 

''  Having  held  a  Fellowship  Ten  years  after  A.  M.,  or  time  to 
be  A.M., 

'^  Deaths  Marriage^  or  Acceptance  ci  a  SchooL 

"  Acceptance  of  a  Benefice  with  Cure  of  Souls.** 

On  every  Vacancy  of  a  Scholarship,  the  College  is  obliged, 
by  the  Agreements  with  the  Fec^ees,  <^  within  Two  months 
after  to  give  notice  to  the  Feofiees,  that  they  may  nudce 
choice  of  another  Scholar  in  the  School :  and  the  allowance 
&c,  of  Commons  for  two  months  following,  remains  for 
Scholars  which  shall  be  next  sent.  If,  upon  notice  given, 
the  FeofiSses  shall  not  within  two  months  send  a  Scholar, 
the  College  may  retain  allowance  until  Scholar  be  sent  But 
if  Scholar  be  not  sent  for  want  of  notice,  the  Scholar  next 
sent  shall  recdve  allowance,  &c.,  from  the  vacancy," 

In  consequence  of  the  Vacancy  being  noticed,  the  Feof- 
fees, until  the  year  1764,  met  within  a  short  space  of  time, 
and  elected  a  Scholar ;  but,  in  that  year,  an  Order  (id)ifih 
has  since  been  adhered  to)  was  made,  '<  that  the  Feoffixi 
should  annually  meet  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  unless  that  day 
happened  on  a  Sunday,  and  then  on  the  Monday  following.'^ 

This  Order,  acccnrding  to  Mr.  Incledon,  seems  to  militi^ 
agmnst  the  sjHrit  of  the  Agreements  already  mentioned,  and 
agiunst  promoting  Emulation  in  the  Candidates,  in  as  much 
SB  any  Procrastination  of  an  Election,  of  a  Scholar  by  the 
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Feoffees,  throws  the  Income  of  the  vacant  Scholarship  intoa 
different  channel  from  that  m  which  it  ought  to  go :  and 
besides  thal^  the  boys  placed  at  the  School  on  purpose  to  be 
Candidates  mayyjbr  want  of  a  suffident  number  of  Feoffees 
being  present  to  elect  a  Scholar,  be  superannuaied. 

Within  a  few  years  past  the  Election  has  been  frequently 
put  off,  because  a  su£Bcient  number  of  Feoffees  did  noi  ai^ 
iendy  which  confirms  the  propriety  of  Mr.  Ivclbdon'^s 
remark. 

When  a  Meeting  is  holden,  ^<  a  Chairman  is  balloted  for, 
who  has  a  casting  Vote,  in  case  of  an  equality  of  Votes,  upon 
any  question  respecting  the  Trust.^  The  Candidates  make 
Latin  Orations, — ^produce  Poetical  Compositions— and  are 
examined  in  the  Classes  by  the  Master,  'wf  the  presence  of 
the  Feoffees,  and  a  public  Audience  in  the  School. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  Candidates  be  fumbhed  with  a 
Certificate  of  their  age,  for,  ah  by  the  Will  no  boy  can  re- 
main in  the  School  after  he  is  Eighteen  years  of  age,  so  he  m 
ineligible  unto  a  Scholarship,  and  inadmissible  into  College 
afler  he  has  completed  that  period. 

By  way  of  caution  to  all  parties  interested  in  the  Election 
of  Schobrs  for  the  Colleges,  the  following  Orders  lurve  been 
made  by  the  Feoffees,  viz,^ 

*'  That  Boys  chosen,  shall  at  the  next  term  at  farthest  after 
the  Election  repair  to  College,  and  that  until  next  term  or  admis- 
sion into  College,  they  shsJI  continue  at  this  School,  and  not  at 
any  otiier. 

"  Boys  not  complying  with  the  above  Order,  shall  forfeit  the 
benefit  of  such  Election,  unless  prevented  by  Providence,  or 
other  reason  to  be  allowed  by  the  Feoffees. 

"  No  boy  in  future  shall  stand  as  a  Candidate,  unless  such  boy 
hath  been  resident  in  school  Three  years  next  before. 

"  No  Scholar  of  Blundell's  School  who  shall  be  absent 
therefrom,  and  have  entered  at  either  of  the  Umrersities  and 
continued  there  more  than  one  Term,  shall  be  eligible  on  Bjl.vn- 
D£LL  s  or  Ham*s  Foundation." 

Many  disputes   between  the    Feoffees  and  Balliol 
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College  have  happened :  but  none  of  th^oa  came  to  a  legal 
detaminaticMi,  except  the  case  of  Thomas  White,  in  1617» 
who  was  refused  admittance  into  Collie,  on  account  of 
SuperannuatioHi  and  their  rejection  of  him  was  confirmed ; 
—in  the  matter  of  Henky  Land,  in  1781,  both  Whitens 
case  and  the  Statutes  of  the  College  were  urged  as  the 
grounds  of  their  refusing  him  admission. 

The  transactions  between  the  Feoffees  and  Stdkey 
Sussex  College  have  never  been  interrupted. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Page 
RiCHAKDs,  M.  A.,  of  New  Coli^,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  is 
£b0.per  annum. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Revd.  Jo^n  Ley,  of  Sydney 
Sussex  CoU^e,  Cambridge,  whose  Salary  has  been  increased 
from  20  marks  to  £20. 

Some  of  the  Masters  have  been  allowed  £10.  a  year  out 
the  Trust  money,  when  they  have  wished  to  have  an  Assist- 
ant in  the  EUgher  School. 

The  expense  of  Boarding  in  the  house  of  the  Master, 
or  of  the  Usher,  is  the  same,  and  is  about  £30.  per  annum. 

The  charge  for  Tuition  by  the  Master  is  Five  guineas 
per  omic^^and  by  the  Usher  Four  guineas. 

The  Pupils  pay  only  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  sums, 
according  to  the  Master  under  whose  care  they  are  placed. 

The  following  is  a  List  of  The  Masters,  from  the  first 
establishment  of  The  Institution, —

William  Dadoo,  M.  A.,  of  Balliol  College,  re- 
signed. He  was  a  nadve  of  Cornwall,  and  a 
distinguished  Scholar.  He  died  on  the  5th  of 
August  1765,  aged  57-  In  his  time  the  School 
was  in  very  high  repute.  ^^  PrcefuU  dignitaU 
9umma^  is  truly  sud  of  him  in  his  EfHtaf^i  in 
Tiverton  Church.  He  was  the  early  Friend  and 
Patron  of  Dr.  Kennicott. 
1757.  Philip  Athebton,  M.  A^  of  Balliol   College, 

resigned. 
1775.  RicHABD  Eeats,  M.  a.,  of  Magdalen  Cdlege, 
resigned.    The  Father  of  the  present  Admiral  Sir 
RiCHABD  Goodwin  EIeats,  K.  B. 
1 797*  William  Page  Richards,  M.  A.,  of  New  CoU^. 
There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School :  The  Founder  having 
expressed  his  hope,  that  the  Masters  would  ^^  hould  them- 
selves Boiisjiei  and  contente  with  that  recompense  for  thar 
travell,^  which  he  had  assigned. 

"  Near  Two  Hundred  years,*"  Mr.  Incle^on  observes, 
^<  having  elapsed  since  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  it  is 
most  likely  that,  if  the  Master  or  Usher  had  not  observed 
this  Rule,  it  would  have  been  noticed  in  the  archives  of  the 
School ;  but  as  nothing  of  the  kind  appears,  there  needs  no 
further  comment  on  this  passage. — 

**  However,  I  cannot  help  remarking,  that  on  a  request  of 
the  Master,  **  in  the  year  177^,  leave  was  pven  him  to  serve 
the  Parish  of  Stoodley,^'  which  is  distant  about  Five  miles 
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from  the  School-house,  and  I  am  happy  to  recollect,  that  I 
opposed  this  indulgence: — an  indulgence  which  had  not 
been  granted  before,  and  which  I  hope  never  wiU  again, 
unless  it  is  confined  to  any  one  of  the  Portions  of  the  Church 
of  Tiverton/ 

As  Emulation  among  Youth  in  Schocd  Exerdses  is  ever 
pleasing  and  praise-wralhy,  so  whatever  tends  to  jmnnote 
that  virtuous  feeling,  will  most  certainly  meet  with  apfxo- 
bation. 

^  A  Proposal  bdng  made  l^  the  Master  of  the  School,  at 
the  Meeting  of  the  Feoffees  in  the  year  1776,  for  ^ving  an 
H<HKnrary  Medal  to  boys  educated  at  this  Schod,  who  should 
distinguish  themselves  l^  Literary  Abilities,  it  met  with  a 
most  cheerful  recqpticm. 

In  the  following  year,  the  Proposal  was  renewed,  and  a 
liberal  Subscription  was  entered  into  by  the  Feoffees  then 
present,  which  was  sufficient  for  procuring  a  Die,  and  some 
Medals  in  alver  and  copper. 

Although  the  Scheme  was,  as  it  were,  in  if  s  infancy,  the 
boys  were  induced  to  bring  fisrward  their  exerdses  at  the 
time  of  Subscription,  upon  a  promise  of  Two  Silver  Medals. — 
The  Insdtuticni  was  then  opened  (in  1777)  by  an  Oration  in 
Latin,  on  The  FouNDEa  of  the  School. 

As  soon  as  the  Medals  could  be  jnocured,  whidi  was 
sometime  in  the  year  177B,the  boy  (John  Matthews)  who 
had  distinguished  himself  by  the  Oration,  and  anotho*  boy 
(BouBCHiEB  William  Wrey)  who  had  distinguished  him- 
self by  Speaking,  were  each  presented  with  a  Silver  MedaL 
To  the  politeness  of  Sir  Charles  Warwick  Bampfyxdb, 
Bart,  one  of  the  Feoffees,  the  Institution  is  indebted  for  tfie 
demgn  of  the  Medal,  which  was  executed  by  Mr.  Pnroo  with 
his  usual  ingenuity. 

The  expense  of  the  Die  was  £47.«5..0. — ^A  Silver  Medal 
comes  to  about  7^-8J.,  and  a  Copper  one  to  about  4f. 
The  Subscription  has  been  increased  by  the  Feoffees^  who 
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have  been  electejd  ance  the  year  1777  ;  «w;h  (^  them  having 
generously  given  Two  guineas,  which  will  probably  secure  a 
sufficient  fund  for  supporting  the  Institution. 

But  the  grateful  feelings  of  the  Guardians  of  this  eminent 
Foundation  have  not  been  satisfied  with  this  mark  of 
Commemoration : — 

The  Feoffees  having  agreed  to  subscribe  One  guinea 
each,  for  die  purpose  of  purchasing  Books  to  be  given  as  a 
Reward  for  the  best  English  Poem  in  praise  of  The 
FouKDEa,  to  be  produced  at  the  Meeting  in  1804,  being  the 
DucENTENABT  Aknivbbsaet  of  the  Fouudaticm  of  the 
School;  the  same  was  very  laudaUy  performed,  and  the 
Prizes  were  distributed,  on  St.  PeUr's  dsLj,  the  29th  of 
June, —

The  Grammar  School  of  Totnes  was  founded  in  the 
Seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1554, 
when  a  portion  of  land  sufiieient  for  the  erection  of  a  School- 
room, Guild-Hall,  and  Prison,  and  other  Offices,  was  pur- 
chased  by  The  Corporation  of  Totnes  of  the  thai  Possessor 
of  the  estates  of  the  ancient  Priory ;  but  there  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  at  this  time  any  endowment  Soar  ifs 
support 

In  the  year  1636,  Elizj:us  Helb,  Esq.,  already  spoken 
of  in  the  description  of  Exeter  Free  School  and  who 
obtained  the  appellation  of  "  Pious  Uses  iJefe,''  left  his  large 
property  to  Trustees  to  undefined  jnous  uses,— and  Sir 
John  Maynard,  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  acting 
Trustee,  out  of  this  Trust  property,  widowed  The  Grammar 
School  of  Totnes  with  the  Fee  Simple  of  a  Tenement  near 
RostabrtdgCy  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Harberom,  then 
valued  at  nearly  JC40.  a  year,  and  containing  about  Sixty 
acres,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Master;  before  which 
period,  it  is  supposed,  that  the  Master  was  supported  by 
The  Corporation. 

There  are  no  Statutes  nor  Ordinances  in  existence. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely,  on 
the  payment  of  Six  guineas  per  annum.  Two  boys,  how- 
ever, are  sent  by  The  Corporation  to  be  educated,  free  of 
expense.  The  age  for  admission  is  not  limited,  ndther  is 
there  any  particular  form. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univeraty  or  Eccle- 
siastical advantages,  attached  to  this  School. 
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The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Jakes  Champiox  Hicks, 
who  takes  a  few  Boarders  only,  at  the  annual  sum  of  £55. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Edward  Lye,  the  Antiquary  and  learned  Saxon  and 

Grothic  Scholar,  whose  Father  kept  the  School. 
Bekjamin  Eenxicott,  D.  D.,  the  Hebrew  Scholar,  and 

Canon  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford. 
Philip  Fubneaux,  a  learned  Dissenting  Minister. 
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BLANDFORD. 

The  Fees  School  at  Blakdpoed  stands  a  little  to  the 
Nortb-West  of  the  Church ;  but  tirhen,  or  by  whom  it  was 
founded,  is  not  known.  A  donation  of  £5.  per  annmm  by 
Mr.  Williams  is  the  chief  part  of  the  Endowment 

The  anonymous  Author  of  a  description  of  some  places  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  in  1579,  says,  "  Here  was  then  a 
School  of  great  fame,  one  Millee,  Master,  a  man  of  great 
fame  and  learning.^' 

This  cannot  now,  however,  be  considered  a  Feee  Geam- 
MAE  School,  as  the  present  Master,  The  Bevd.  Mr.  Wise, 
pays  rent  for  the  SchooUhouse,  and  is  undar  no  obligation 
to  teacti  gratuiioushf  any  of  the  Children  of  the  Town.

It  18  certain  that  there  was  formerly  a  Gbammae  School 
at  CBANB0RNE5  as  Edward  Stillinofleet,  D.  D.^  Bishop 
of  Worcester,  was  educated  here,  but  no  satisfactory  evidence 
can  be  produced  concerning  it  s  endowment. 

The  present  "  Academy^  was  established  by  The  Revd. 
John  Thompson,  Vicar  of  Horton,  and  is  kept  over  the 
Market*House  which  was  erected  some  time  since  by  The 
Marquis  of  Salisburv,  without  any  endowment  but  the 
room. 
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.     DORCHESTER. 

The  Fbbe  School  of  Dobchesteb  was  built  by  Edwaed 
Habdy,  of  Wyke  near  Weymouth,  his  endowment  bearing 
date  the  3d  of  August,  in  the  Twenty-first  year  of  the  rdgn 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1579,  b^g  for  a  Master  and  an 
Usher  to  teach  natives  of  the  Town.  The  Tbustebs  aic 
Ten  in  number ; — Five  of  whom  are  chosen  from  the  Goi- 
tlemen  of  the  County, — and  Five  fix>m  the  Inhatntants  of 
the  Town.     There  is  no  Common  Seal. 

The  present  endowment  consists  of  a  small  farm  in  the 
Parish  of  Froome  Vauchurch,  which  is  now  let  for  jC30,  per 
annum; --and  Quit  Rents  arising  from  Dwelling-houses  in 
the  Town  of  Dorchester,  let  on  leases  for  Lives,  renewaUe 
on  payment  of  Fines ; — together  with  a  Chief  Rent  of  £2- 
per  annum  arising  from  an  estate  at  Shilvinghampton ; — 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  £53.  per  annum. 

The  renewals  of  Lives  in  these  Houses  may  be  averaged 
at  £20.  occasionally  ;  but  this  advantage  is  now  sequestered 
from  the  Master,  to  make  up  the  money  which  was  borrowed 
to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  for  repairing  the  premises 
in  1815.    ' 

A  large  room  in  the  Dwelling-house,  belonging  to  the 
School,  was  used  as  a  School  for  the  Lower  boys  before  the 
year  1660,  and  was  no  doubt  the  original  School  built  by  the 
Townsmen,  before  Mr.  Habdy*s  Foundation ;  for  a  little 
South  of  the  House  door,  upon  the  wall,  are  the  Que^i^s 
Arms,  supported  by  a  Lion  and  a  Wy  vem,  and  under  them 
the  date' 1569. 

The  School  having  suffered  much  in  a  great  Fire  which 
happened  in  the  Town  in  1613,  Robebt  Cheke,  then  Mi* 
nister  and  Schoolmaster,  built  what  is  now  the  great  School, 
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with  the  Library  over  it,  Sir  Robeet  Napier  having  ^ven 
some  ground  for  the  purpose,  so  that  this  was  an  addition  to 
the  ori^nal  building. 

The  House  designed  for  the  Usher,  has  long  since  been 
disposed  of,  and  the  situation  of  an  Usher  entirely  relin- 
quished. 

There  is  a  small  Exhibition  at  any  College,  in  dther  Uni- 
versity, for  a  native  of  this  town,  amounting  to  £5.  per 
annvm^  which  arises  from  the  profits  of  the  Market. 

There  are  also  two  Exhilntions  of  £lO.^  per  annum  each 
at  St.  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  for  Scholars  from  St.  Paulas 
School,  London,  or  the  Free  School  of  Dorchester. 

This  School  flourished  exceedingly  under  the  happy  aus- 
pices of  The  Revd.  John  Watson  ;  from  40  to  60  Boarders 
were  educated  in  his  house,  and  it  was  a  Seminary  of  very 
great  repute. 

The  School  also  maintained  it^s  credit  during  the  Master- 
diip  of  The  Revd.  John  Cutlbe,  now  Head  Master  of  The 
Free  Sdiool  at  Sherborne. 

The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  Evan  Davies,  A.  B., 
was  appointed  on  the  16th  of  October,  1814.  He  found 
the  School  dwindled  down  to  Tm  Boarders ;  the  greater 
part  oi  whom  retired  from  it,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Bjchman.  He  had  the  arduous  task  of  raising  a  School 
thus  diminished,  and  to  contend  with  others  which  had 
benefited  by  it*s  decay.  His  endeavours  have  not  been 
wanting,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  crowned  with  the 
success  which  he  deserves. 

The  present  Salary  is  £53.  per  cmnum^  together  with  a 
House,  rent  free ;  But  the  Master  pays  all  taxes  to  which 
the  House  is  subject,  except  the  Window  Tax  for  the 
School  and  Dormitory  over  it.  He  also  pays  the  Poor 
rates.

The  utmost  care  and  attention  are  paid  to  the  Health  and 
Morals  of  the  youg  Grentlemen. 

The  plan  of  £ducati<»  piu*sued  in  Ikndiesta*  Schoc^ 
bears  a  strict  resanblance  to  the  system  introduced  into 
Winchester  College  by  Bishop  HuNTmoFoiiD,  the  present 
Warden. 

In  the  method  of  teaching  the  Greek  language,  the 
Bishop^s  rules  are  invariably  adhered  to;  and  all  his  Publi- 
cations, introductory  to  that  language,  are  read  by  the 
Students  when  first  commencing  Greek. 

The  edition  of  the  works  of  Pindar  by  H.  Hitnttkgfokd, 
LL.B.,  is  now  introduced  into  the  School;  being  oonadered 
a  publication  of  great  utility,  to  facilitate  the  Learner's  pro- 
gress in  the  rendering  of  that  difficult  author  with  propriety.

The  Sciences  of  Mathematics,  Algebra,  Greometry,  &c., 
are  taught  in  the  Schodi  by  a  very  aUe  Professor.     Certain 
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liours  of  pMrdcular  days  in  the  wedc  are  aOotted  and  set 
apart  for  those,  who  are  desirous  of  besDg  made  acquainted 
with  these  useful  Sciences. 

The  Evenings  in  each  particular  day  of  the  week  are  de- 
moted to  Compositions,  Prose  and  Verse  alternately;  and 
oth^  exercises  proportioned  to  the  progress  of  the  different 
Scholars. 

On  Sunday  Evenings  the  authws  read  for  instilling  Reli- 
gious knowledge  into  the  minds  of  the  Pupils,  are  Sano- 
FOBD^s  Lectures  on  the  Church  Catechism, — Gilpin^b  Lec- 
tures,— and  other  little  Tracts  correspond^it  to  the  years  of 
the  Pupils. 

The  School-house  at  DcHfchester  is  very  commodious,  com- 
prising A  very  fine  School-room  50  feet  by  23 ;  and  several 
excellent  Bed-^txmis ;  and  is  considered  suffidently  large  for 
the  accommodation  of  Sixty  Boiurders.     There  is  an  excel- 
lent Play-Court  attached  to  the  House,  which  was  made  at 
the  sole  expense  of  Mr.  Davies,  in  1817.

The  Frbb  Gbammab  School  at  Evebshot  was  founded  by 
Chbistopheb  Sticexand,  of  Yealdon,  in  the  County  of 
Bedford,  Gentleman,  by  Indenture  dated  the  20th  of  Novem- 
ber, in  the  Fourth  year  of  the  rdign  of  King  Charles  the 
First,  1628,  to  the  intent  "  to  have  a  Free  School  for  reading, 
writing,  and  Grammar  erected  and  settled  within  the  Town 
of  Evershot  afores^d  (where  he  was  bom),  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  breeding  of  men  children  which  have  or  shall  here- 
after be  born  in  the  same  Town,  and  in  the  Parish  of  Frome 
St  Quintin ;  and  also  for  any  other  that  he  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  thereto  to  be  taught  the  same,  not  exceeding 
the  number  of  Four;  and  for  that  purpose  to  provide  and 
allot  some  competent  sustentation  and  msuntenance  to  and 
for  a  Schoolmaster  there  successively  for  ever,  to  trmn  up, 
instruct,  and  teach  the  same  Children  in  good  Learning, 
true  Religion,  and  the  fear  of  Ckxl." 

And  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same  he  gave  a  house  and  80 
acres  of  land  situate  at  Over  Kingcombe^  in  the  Parish  of  Toller 
Porcorum,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  to  be  let  on  lease  '^  from 
seven  years  to  seven  years  continually  for  ever,  at  the  best  im- 
proved yearly  rent  or  value  that  shall  or  may  be  made,  or  will 
be  given  for  the  same  ;**  the  yearly  rent  and  other  profits  to  be 
*^  for  and  towards  the  yearly  stipend  and  maintenance  of  some 
honest,  painfull,  and  sufficient  learned  Schoolmaster/*  The 
Schoolmaster  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder  during  his  life 
time  'y  and  after  by  the  Feoffees^  or  the  greatest  number  of  them^ 
successively.    The  Salary  to  be  paid  hcdf  yearly. 

And  moreover,  *'  that  every  of  the  male  Children  whether 
either  of  the  kindred  or  blood  of  the  Founder,  or  of  the  name  of 
Stickland,  and  who  have  been  or  shall  be  bom  within  Thirty 
miles  of  the  Town  of  Evershot,  and  any  other  that  shall  be  sent 
thither  by  the  Founder,  hb  heirs,  or  assigns  not  exceeding  the 
number  of  Four,  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  for  ever  received 
and  taught  in  the  said  School,  until  they  severally  attain  the  age 
of  Eighteen  years^  freely  and  without  giving,  paying,  or  being

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denuuided  to  pay  any  money  or  other  reocmqpenae  f<Mr  iheir  t^^ 
ing  or  learning  in  the  said  school.** 

And  furthermore,  inasmuch  as  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Eversbot  had  prooiiaed  and  agreed  to  convert  the 
Towu'-house  or  Church-house,  together  with  an  acre  of  land 
thereunto  belongings  to  and  fbr  the  use  of  a  School-house,  and 
for  Sdiolars  there  to  be  taught,  the  Founder  dierdbre  gaive  the 
sum  of  £SbO,,  and  also  gave  and  delivered  by  the  direction  aad 
appointment  of  PfeTaoNXLL  Btwoetb,  his  Sister^  deceased,  the 
sum  of  £50.  to  the  Feofiees,  for  a  Stock  to  be  employed  for  the 
benefit  and  maintenance  of  ti^e  Fbor  of  Eversbot  and  Rampishmi 
ftnr  ever :  SOf .  of  the  ammal  interest  thereof  to  be  for  tiM  main- 
tenance and  reKef  of  the  poor  of  Rampisham,  wherein  the  said 
Pbteonbll  Btwoeth  was  bom ;  and  20#.  to  be  given  yearly  to 
some  honest,  learned  men,  whom  the  Feoffees  shall  nominate,  to 
preach  Two  Sermons  yearly  for  ever,  one  on  ^le  Feast  of  Si. 
Michael  the  ArehangeC  and  the  other  on  the  Fiist  day  of  May 
in  the  Town  of  Evershot :  and  the  residue  to  be  for  relief  dt 
the  Poor  of  Evershot,  to  be  bestowed  as  well  in  provi&ig  of 
wool,  flax,  hemp,  and  other  nceessaries  to  set  such  of  the  poor 
persons  to  work  as  are  thtreunto  id)le,  as  also  in  providing 
of  bread  and  clothing  iox  sudi  other  of  the  poor  as  are  aged, 
weak,  sick,  or  impotent,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Parson,  Church- 
wardens, and  Overseers  di  the  Fbor  for  the  time  being. 

Thb  Fboffbss  wte  TWIae  in  number,  and  an  being  redvoad 
to  Four,  the  Survivors  are  to  appoint  *'  Eight  other  persons  of 
good  quality,*'  for  the  performance  of  the  Tnist.  And  in  case 
of  the  foilure  or  neglect  of  the  Trustees  to  demise  or  let  ^e  said 
messuages  and  lands,  or  to  pay  and  employ  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  thereof  towards  tiie  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  at 
Evershot,  ''that  then  and  at  all  toiea  of  fatfing,  the  Sdioohnaitcr 
there  for  the  time  being,  toge^er  with  the  PaMon  of  £venhot» 
and  the  Church-wardens,  ami  Overseers  of  ^e  Poor  there  for  the 
time  being,  or  any  two  or  more  dT  them  (whereof  the  Ptoson  of 
Evershot  for  the  time  then  being  to  be  one)  shall  and  may  In 
&e  name  of  the  said  Feoffees  contract  for  kaaes  of  the  said  mes- 
suages and  lands  for  the  like  term  of  Seven  yean,  at  the  bert 
improved  yearly  balance  the  same  wiH  yidd.'* 

And  if  any  Schoolmaster  ''  shall  hapten  to  prove  disordered 
of  behaviour,  or  otherwise  unfit  to  teadi  and  train  iqp  Chikbcn 
according  to  the  true  meaning  of  these  presents^  tbaX  then  the 
said  Chbistophbr  Sticklakd  during  his  lile  thne,  and  after  hia 
decease,  the  said  fWffees,  or^e  greatest  number  of  them  for  the 
time  being,  shall  and  may  displace  and  put  out  sach  disordered 
and  unfit  person,  and  place  in  such  other  lit  person  finom  time 
to  time,  as  they  in  their  discretion  diall  think  matt." 
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The  present  rental  of  the  Endowment  is  JE  145.  per  annum ; 
together  with  the  School-house  and  acre  of  land,  which  may 
be  estimated  at  about  £10.  or  £12.  more.

The  Founder  of  The  Free  School  at  Gillinghak  b 
unknown. 

By  a  Decree  in  Chancery,  in  1598,  relative  to  the  Parish  Lands, 
it  appears^  that  sundry  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  par- 
cel of  the  Customary  Lands  of  the  Manor  of  Gillingham,  were 
conveyed  and  assured  to  the  use  of  sundry  persons  and  their  heirs, 
in  Trust,  that  out  of  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  there  might 
be  perpetually  maintained  within  this  Town  a  Schoolmaster,  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  good  Literature,  and  for  the  better 
discharge  of  their  duty  to  God,  the  King,  and  the  Common- 
wealth ; — and  that  the  Church  of  Gillingham  may  be  better  re- 
paired;— poor  People  there  relieved  j — Prisoners  refreshed  j — and 
Highways,  Causeways,  and  Bridges  thereabouts,  kept  and  main- 
tained. 

By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Gillingham  on  the  28th  of  Septem- 
ber, in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabbth, 
1599,  it  was  directed,  that  the  interests  of  the  Copyholders  shall 
be  conveyed  by  Surrender  from  time  to  time  unto  Twelve  of 
the  Customary  Tenants  of  the  said  Manor,  to  hold  by  Copy  of 
Court-Roll  to  them  and  their  Heirs,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Manor,  by  the  Fines,  Heriots,  Customs  and  Services  thereof  due 
and  accustomed  5  which  Twelve  persons,  and  the  Survivors  of 
them,  shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Feoffees  of  the 
Jjandb  of  Gillingham,  appointed  to  Charitable  Uses  :** — 

That  the  sum  of  Twenty  marks  yearly  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  these  Lands,  shall  be  employed  to  the  finding  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  Schoolmaster  at  Gillingham,  to  teach  the  Children  of 
the  Parishioners,  gratis;  and  that  the  election  or  removal  of 
him  shall  be  by  The  Feo£fees,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Vicar. 

In  the  year  1680,  the  School  was  augmented  by  Dr. 
Davenant,  with  £5.  per  annum.  And,  in  1698,  Mr. 
Christopher  Estmond  gave  £8.  per  annum  more. 

A  portion  of  the  property,  in  1799,  was  surrendered  to 
Stbphen  Arnolb,  then  Proprietor  of  ITu  Phoenix  Inn,  ad^ 
joining,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied  to  the  Redemption 
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of  the  Land-Tax,  from  the  other  property  in  Gillingham, 
under  the  Act  of  the  38^  Geo.  III.  chap.  €0. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  49o.  Geo.  III.,  1809,  for  mclos- 
ing  the  waste  lands  within  this  Parish,  an  addition  of  about 
three  acres  was  made  to  the  Estates :  and  in  consequence 
thereof  and  of  many  exchanges  and  improvements  effected 
about  that  time,  the  situation  of  the  lands  was  materially 
altered.  The  present  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the 
School  is  88\.0^.15P. 

This  is  now,  and  has  been  for  a  conaderable  time  past, 
merely  a  Village  School,  nothing  beyond  English,  writing, 
and  arithmetic  bemg  taught  in  it 

The  Master  has  a  Dwelling-house,  and  a  Salary  of  JE40. 
per  annum ;  and  mstructe  18  Boys  gratis. 

The  Rack-Rent  of  the  Estate  is  nearly  JE200.  per  annum, 
which  is  faithfully  applied  to  the  objects  of  the'Charity. 

This  School,  according  to  Mr.  Hutchins,  was  formerly 
in  good  repute.  In  the  great  RebeUion,  it  was  full  of  tiie 
Sons  of  Loyal  Gentlemen.  Lord  Chancellor  Clabendon 
had  part  of  his  Education  here ;  and,  it  was  the  first  pre- 
ferment of  Dr.  Fbahpton,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Gwu- 

CE3TER. 
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MILTON  ABBAS,  near  Blandford. 

The  Free  Geamm ak  School  at  Milton  was  founded  by 
William  Middletok,  Abbot  of  Milton,  in  the  Twdfth 
year  of  King  Heket  the  Eighth,  1521 :  who,  about  the 
same  time,  purchased  of  Thomas  Kietov  the  Manor, . 
Farm,  and  Free  Chapel  of  Little  Mayne,  containing  200 
acres  of  knd,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  irtuch  he  en- 
dowed the  SchooL 

By  Deed,  dated  the  lOth  of  Febmary^  153U  under  the  Com- 
mon Seal  of  the  Abbey  of  Milton^  the  eald  Abbot,  with  the  con- 
sent of  his  Convent,  grants  the  Manor  and  premises  of  little 
Mia)me  to  Thoi/as  Kibton,  which  had  been  before  pordiased  of 
him,  upon  Trust,  that  he  should  conrey  the  same  to  Sir  Gilvs 
Stranoways  and  other  Feoffees,  to  the  intent  to  maintain  a  Free 
Grammar  School  in  the  Town  of  liifilton,  and  to  employ  the 
profits  of  the  said  Manor  and  premises  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
School,  and  of  a  Schoolmaster  for  the  term  of  Ninety-sevoi 
years  :  -  But,  if  within  that  time  license  might  be  obtained  to 
alien  the  said  Manor  and  premises  in  mortmain,  that  then  the 
Feoffees  should  grant  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  School ; 
But,  if  such  license  could  not  be  obtained,  that  then  the  Feoffees, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  should  sell  the  Manor  and 
premises,  and  employ  the  money  arising  therefrom  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  School,  as  long  as  might  be. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Abbot's  direction,  the  Manor,  farm,  and 
Free  Chapel  of  Little  Mayne  were  conveyed  by  Kirton,  in  the 
Twenty-eighth  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  to  the  several  Feoffees/ for 
the  piuposes  expressed  in  his  grant. 

The  Feoffees  were  empowered  to  "  visit,  place,  and  di^lace 
the  Schoolmaster,  wherein  they  should  also  confer  with  and  use 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Six  of  the  principal  Inha[bitants  of  the 
Town  of  Milton.*'  And  it  appears,  that  the  School  ''being  seated 
even  in  the  middle  of  the  County  of  Dorset'*  was  "  of  good  regard, 
and,  in  former  times,  much  frequented." 

In  17B4,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Milton  havmg  rebuilt 
his  Manaon  House,  and  deeming  the  School-house  to  be  an 
impedimefU  to  his  plan  of  omamenHng  the  environs,  brought 
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a  Bill  into  Parliament  for  removing  it  to  Dorchester,  ten 
miles  distant  from  Milton.  This  measure  was  opposed  by 
the  Feoffees ;  and  the  project  was  finally  abandoned. 

But,  in  the  sncceecBng  year,  application  was  made  to  Par- 
fiament  to  remove  the  School  to  the  Town  of  Blandford : 
which  measure  was  also  opposed  by  the  .Feoffees,  but  with 
different  success ;  fiir  an  Act  was  then  obtained  <<  for  vest- 
ing the  School-house,  &c.,  in  or  near  the  Town  of  Mihon, 
in  Joseph  Lord  Milton  and  his  Heirs,  in  lieu  of,  or  in 
compensation  for,  a  messuage  or  tenement,  &c.,  situate  in 
the  Town  of  Blandford  Forum,  of  greater  value." 

To  the  honour  of  the  Feoffees  it  ought  to  be  remembered, 
tfiat  during  a  litigation  of  more  than  Twenty  years,  which 
was  attended  with  an  enormous  expense,  Ihey  paid  ihe  whoU 
<mi  of  their  priviUe  purses f  without  chargvng  a  single  ShiU 
Ung  to  the  account  of  (he  Charity :  an  example  well  worthy 
of  Imitation ! 

By  the  removal  of  the  School  to  Blandford,  a  distance  of 
six  miles  from  Milton  Abbas,  the  ori^nal  intention  of  Thb 
FooNDSK  has  been  emtirehf  d^ia;tedj  and  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  have  been  lost  to  the  pBblic,  as  no  children 
have  been  sentjbr  educatiwh  since  that  period !

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SHAFTESBURY. 

The  Gbamh ab  School  at  Shaftesbubt,  which  was  for 
many  years  a  principal  Seminary  in  the  West  of  England, 
is  now  no  more. 

There  is  not,  however,  to  be  found  any  trace  of  a  r^ular 
Endowment :  all  that  is  certainly  known  is,  that  there  was 
a  commodious  School-house,  garden,  and  offices  in  Bimport 
Street^  which,  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  King  Chables 
the  First,  for  the  consideration  of  £40.,  were  conveyed  by 
Jane,  Wife  of  Hugh  Grove,  Esq.,  of  Chisenbury,  Daugh- 
ter of  William  Gbove,  Esq.,  of  Shaftesbury,  to  Willulm 
Whitakeb,  Esq.,  of  that  place,  and  Willlah  Hubman, 
Gentleman. 

Mr.  Whitakeb  and  Mr.  Hurman  by  Indenture  of  Feoffinent^ 
dated  in  1646,  recite,  that  heretofore  the  said  William  Whita- 
KER  and  William  Hurman  did  with  the  sum  of  <£40.,  the  pro- 
per monies  of  the  said  William  Whitakeb,  purchase  one  mes- 
suage, tenement,  and  gardens  thereafter  mentioned,  originally 
intended  for  the  use  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capit^d  Bur- 
gessess  of  the  Borough  of  Shaston  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
Successors,  "  to  he  by  them  employed  to  and  for  the  erecting  and 
making  of  a  School-home  or  Free  School  within  the  Borough  of 
Shaston  and  accommodation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  to  be  conveyed  cfter 
by  the  said  William  Whitaker  and  William  Hurman  on  pay- 
ment  to  the  former  of  £40.  by  the  said  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Ca- 
pital Burgesses''* 

And  the  said  William  Whitaker,  and  Willlam  Hurman, 
grant  the  premises  (describing  them  as  then  being  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Thomas  Gabden,  M.A.,  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School,)  to  Albinus  Muston,  Gentleman,  and  Nicholas  Coo- 
PEB,  of  Shaftesbury,  Gentleman,  and  their  Heirs,  to  the  use  of 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capital  Burgesses  of  Shaston  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  Successors,  according  to  the  intent  of  the 
original  purchase. 

If  it  should  be  asked,  how  a  School-master  having  only 

a  Salary  of  40*.  could  have  been  induced  to  take  boys,  and 

to  educate  them  grammatically^  the  only  probable  answer 

is,~That  the  Parsonage-house  of  the  Town  being  wholly 
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unfit  for  a  Clergyman  to  reside  in,  whilst  the  Sdux>l-hou8e 
was  very  commodiou8,--and  the  person  succeeding  to  the 
House,  probably  succeeded  to  the  benefit  of  a  Grammar 
School  then  in  good  rtpute. 

Dr.  Abbot  successively  Master  of  the  Public  Schook  at 
Abingdon  in  Berkshire  and  of  Colchester  in  Essex,  Father 
of  the  late  distinguished  Speaker  of  The  House  of  Commons 
now  Chaeles  Lord  Colchesteb,  was  educated  upon  the 
Foundation  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Clarke. 

By  the  List  of  Masters  it  appears,  that  to  Mr.  Mitchell 
succeeded  The  Revd.  Mr.  Topham,  and  to  him  his  son, 
both  of  whom  kept  a  Grammar  School^  but  there  was  no 
Scholar  taken  gratmUmsly : — ^the  latter,  however,  leaving 
the  Town  of  Shaftesbury,  the  house  was  untenanted  and  the 
buildings  became  much  out  of  repair.  The  Corporation  was 
too  poor,  or  was  unwilling  to  repair  them,  and  the  School, 
as  a  Grammar  School,  may  from  that  time  be  conmdered  as 
at  an  end. 

It  is  true,  that  The  Revd.  Mr.  Chbistie  afterwards  kept  a 
Grammar  School  in  the  same  house,  but  he  paid  a  rent  for 
it,  and  had  not  the  40«.  Stipend. 

Although  there  is  now  a  Grammar  School  here,  it  is  not 
kept  on  the  old  sdte, — ^nor  is  there  now  any  allowance  from 
The  Corporation,  as  they  considered  the  40s.  per  anuum  in 
the  nature  of  a  free  gift  to  the  Master, — and,  therefore,  the 
regular  School  may  be  considered  as  extinct.  But  the  House 
remans,  and  the  Corporation  receive  the  rent  of  it 

There  is  a  Manuscript  in  the  hand  writing  of  William 
Whitaker,  which  was  found  amongst  other  curious  Papers 
at  Motoombe  near  Shaftesbury,  where  he  had  resided,  and 
which  is  as  follows, — 

''  le.ffeb.  1  Car.  1625.  William  Earl  of  Pembroke  by  Deed 
indented  (for  the  erection  and  perpetuall  continuance  of  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Shaston,  and  for  the  rent  yearly  reserved)  did 
give,  grant,  enfeofie>  and  confirme  uQto  Sir  Francis  Ashley,  Sir 
Walter  Erle^  John  Brown,  Esq.,  John  White,  Gierke^ 
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Waltu  NBWBOBov«a>  Ckrke,  Authoitt  Peowsb,  Cloke, 
Edmond  Cole,  and  Chribtophbr  Webs«  of  Shaston,  Gentle- 
men, their  Hdres  and  Assignes,  all  that  messuage,  tenement, 
and  stone  built  house,  and  three  cottages  near  adjoining  on  the 
south  part  of  the  said  stone  built  house,  called  or  known  by  tlie 

name  of  The  Mimdim;*  &c.  in  ShaaUm, ^Togethar  with  all 

gardens,  backsides,  and  plotts  of  groun<d  therewith  or  with  anj 
part  thereof  used  or  enjoyed,  with  the  i^purtenances, — and  also 
one  little  house  or  cottage,  and  a  Uttle  garden  plott  adjc^ming' 
on  the  North  part  or  aide  of  the  said  AfoiirfiM,  ncNr  or  late  m  the 
possession  of  Elizabeth  Tyce  als  Huissb, — all  containing  one 
acre  and  half,  and  by  the  Deed  are  p"'ticularly  bounded  and  sett 
forth. — And  further  grants  them  a  plot  of  ground  leading  from 
the  Church-yard  of  St,  Trinity  by  the  Lo.  Abundell's  stable 
over  Samomt  green  and  thr^igh  two  little  gardens  between 
Samomi  green  and  the  MaudUn  for  a  way,  which  shall  containe 
about  95  perches  in  length  and  20  foot  in  bredth, — and  ^be 
reverc'bn  of  all  the  ^misses,  Hahendu  to  the  said  Feolfees  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  intent  chat  they  and  their  hein  shall  imploy 
the  [Tmisses  for  ever,  for  a  tchool-houie,  and  for  the  ben^  of 
such  a  Schoolmaster  as  the  said  Feoffees  and  Uidr  heirs,  or  the 
greater  number  of  tiiem,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate  and 
appoint, — 'rendring  4d,  rent  yearly, — with  a  Letter  of  Attorney 
to  execute  livery  and  seisin  which  is  not  endorsed  to  be  done, 
therefore  A  is  probable  it  was  never  executed, — ^Yet  may  this  be 
good  without  livery  by  the  Statutes  for  Charitable  uses,  and  by 
the  very  words  of  the  Statute,  being  by  Deed, 

^'  This  original  Deed  was  delivered  into  my  hands  by  Sir 
Waltbb  Eble  and  Mr.  John  White,  two  of  the  fieoffees  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Town  and  Corporation  of  Shaston,-»and  there- 
upon the  Corporation  bestowed  above  £40.  in  rqniwtiona  on 
The  Maudlin. 

"  Yet  afterwards  Sir  Waltbb  Eble  sent  for,  and  had  the 
originall  Deed  again  out  of  my  hands,  on  f  tenet  he  would  get  a 
new  grant  thererf  from  Phillip  Earl  of  Pbmbbokb,  becanae  it 
was  conceived  the  first  Deed  was  void  by  the  death  oi  Wiluam 
Earle  of  Pembboke  before  livery  made.  But  I  have  a  copie  of 
the  first  Deed  truly  examined.    Will.  Whitakeb.** 

Although  by  this  unworthy  artifice  of  ^  Waltbb  Eblb  the 
Corporation  Imd  not  the  benefit  of  this  Deed,  yet  the  persons  in 
possession  considering  that  Lord  Pembboke  had  parted  with  his 
right  in  the  premises,  treated  the  property  as  their  own,  'tSl  at 
length  the  Parish  Officers  relieving  these  persons  from  the  Poor 
stock,  seized  upon  the  property,  and  it  is  now  the  ParishrHouse  for 
the  Poor  of  Tb%  Holy  Tbinity,  in  Shqftesbury! 
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SHERBORNE. 

Thb  Free  Geamuae  School  at  Sheeboenb^  which  tdjoins 
to  the  East  end  of  the  Church,  was  founded,  and  veiy 
liberallj  endowed  by  IGng  EdWaed  the  Sixth,  in  tfie 
Fourth  jear  of  his  rngn,  1551. 

By  the  original  Charter^  Twenty  of  the  Principal  Inhabitaots 
of  the  Town  of  Sherborne  were  appointed  Gotebnobs,  consti- 
tuted  a  Body  Corporate,  and  empowered  to  elect  new  Governors 
as  often  as  yacandes  should  happen  in  their  number.  And,  for 
the  support  of  the  School,  the  King  granted  them  the  wh(^  of 
die  Dissolved  Chantry  of  Martock,  in  the  County  of  Somenet, 
with  all  it*s  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances,  with  the 
capital  mansion  of  the  said  Chantry,  and  all  thereto  belonging, 
in  the  Parish  of  Martock,  and  all  Uie  messnage,  rents,  &c.,  U^ 
parcel  of  the  posssedons  of  the  said  Chantry,  situate  at  Brad- 
ford, Brands  and  Bamardsley,  in  the  Parish  of  Wimbome,  and 
elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset :— and  also  all  the  Dissolved 
Chantry  of  St.  Catherine  in  the  Church  of  Gillingham,  in  tiiie 
County  of  Dorset,  with  the  capital  Mansion  of  the  same  Chantry, 
in  Gillingham,  and  all  the  messuages  and  lands  in  Gillingham, 
Sylton,  Mylton,  and  Cumbermeade,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  same 
County,  late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  said  Chantry  ;«i-and 
also  all  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Litchet  Maltravert,  and 
Stourminster  Marshal,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset, 
lately  belonging  to  Gibbon's  Chantry  in  Litchet  Maltravers,  and 
then  in  the  tenure  of  Sir  Thomas  Tbencbard  $— and  also  the 
whole  Free  Chapd  of  Thornton,  in  the  Parish  of  MamhuU,  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  and  all  lands  thereto  belonging ;  and  also 
Thirty  acres  of  land  in  the  Parish  of  Symondsborough,  which 
belonged  to  the  Chantry  of  St,  Catherine  in  the  Church  of 
Ilminster,  in  the  County  of  Somerset  3  to  be  holden  by  the  said 
Governors  of  the  King,  as  of  his  Manor  of  Stalbridge,  paying 
yearly  into  the  Court  of  Augmentations  the  sum  of  lS«..4d. 

His  Migesty  also  granted  them  a  Common  Seal,  a  power  to 
plead  and  to  be  impleaded,  and  to  elect  two  Schoolmasters,  and, 
with  the  advice  of  lihe  Bishop  of  Bristol,  to  make  Rules  and 
Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  and 
for  the  disposal  and  preservation  of  the  Estates  and  Revenues  of 
the  School. 

This  Grant  was  renewed,  or  confirmed,  and  a  new  clause 
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added^  in  the  Fifth  year  of  Edwaed  the  Sixths  1552>  to  enqiower 
the  Govemora  to  purchase  lands  to  the  amount  of  £20.  per 


The  Revenues  of  the  Schod  have  been  form^ly  mticfc 
neglectedy  if  not  abused;  but  new  R^ulations  have  of  kie 
years  been  proposed  and  adopted.  For  the  improvements 
which  have  taken  place  in  these  Charities,  the  Public  are 
indebted  in  a  great  measure  to  the  late  Revd.  John  Chafie, 
who  was  for  some  time  a  very  active  Brother  of  the  Alms- 
house, and- Governor  of  the  School. 

A  body  of  Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  School 
was  drawn  up  soon  after  it  was  founded;  but  they  have 
been  altered  from  time  to  time  by  the  advice  of  the  Bishops 
of  Bristol: — 

By  the  Statutes  which  were  made  on  the  10th  of  October, 
1^9>  it  is  directed^  that  the  Upper  Master  shall  be  a  Master  of 
Arts  at  least,  of  one  of  the  Two  Universities,  well  skilled  in 
the  Latin  and  Ghneek  languages,  &c. ;  and  that  be  shall  be  ob- 
liged to  undertake  no  other  profession  (otherwise  than  a  I^Gnia- 
ter  of  the  Church  of  England),  that  may  divert  his  diligence  and 
care  from  the  said  School : — 

The  Usher  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  as  the  Upper  Master : — 

But  it  is  not  requisite  that  the  Masters  should  have  entered 
into  Holy  Orders : — 

Every  Scholar  that  shall  be  admitted  into  the  said  School, 
shall  pay  imto  the  Schoolmaster  Is,  6d,,  whereof  4d.  shall  be  for 
the  Master,  and  4d.  for  the  Usher  j  And  of  so  many  as  shall  be 
yearly  admitted  into  the  said  School,  between  the  Feast  of  St. 
Michael  and  the  same  Feast  next  after,  the  Schoolmaster  shall 
deliver  up  a  Roll  of  their  names,  with  4d.  for  every  name  so 
inroUed  unto  the  Warden,  to  be  inroUed  in  a  Book  for  that  par- 
pose  kept  by  the  Warden,  abd  6d.  towards  the  increase  of  Books 
in  the  Librart,  for  which  the  Warden  shall  yearly  give  an 
account: — 

Each  Boy  to  pay  6d,  annually  towards  Books, 

The  Master,  and  Brethren  of  the  AlmsJiouse,  have 
usually  been  Governors,  and  each  in  their  turn  Warden  and 
Sub-Warden  of  the  School. 

The  present  nte  of  die  School  (form^ly  a  part  of  Tbe 
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Abbey)  was  granted  to  the  Governors  by  Sir  Johk  Hobsby,^ 
of  Clifton,  about  the  first  or  second  year  of  Philip  and 
Maby,  1553-4.  The  South  side,  and  the  centre  of  the 
Upper  Master's  house,  were  part  of  the  West  end  of  the 
Chapels  of  Our  Ladt/y  and  of  Our  Lady  of  Bow.  The 
groined  arches  and  tracery,  once  richly  painted  and  gilt,  still 
remain  in  the  bed- rooms,  exactly  corresponding  in  s^le  and 
ornaments  with  the  stone  roof  of  the  Church.  When  these 
Chapels  were  converted  into  a  Dwelling-house,  the  Arms  of 
France  and  England,  quarterly  in  a  lozenge,  crowned  and 
supported  by  two  Dragons,  were  placed  over  the  upper 
Window  of  the  South  front  in  a  square  frame  with  wreathed 
pedestals,  crowned,  and  beautifully  dressed  with  open  pease- 
cods  and  flowers.  These  fell  down  after  the  frost  in  1/96 
or  17979  but  have  since  be^n  replaced. 

The  present  School  is  an  elegant  room,  which  was  erected 
m  the  reign  of  Chables  the  Second  upon  the  ate  of  an 
andent  Chapel.  Over  the  Head  Master^s  desk  is  the  Statue 
of  the  Foundo-. 

Adjoming  to  the  School  is  a  smaller  room,  now  used  as  a 
Writing-School,  and  Dining-hall  for  the  Boarders:  above 
which  is  another  very  commodious  room^  very  neatly  and 
conveniently  fitted  up  as  a  Libbaby,  and  containing  many 
rare  and  valuable  books,  which  have  either  been  given  by 
the  ndghbouring  Grentry,  or  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
School. 

The  Offices  bebnging  to  the  Mast^^s  House,  Lodgings  for 
the  boys,  and  two  spacious  Playing-Courts,  are  on  the 
North  ade  of  the  Church,  extending  at  present  a^  far  as  the 
rite  rf  the  East  walk  of  the  Cloister.  North  of  the  Courts 
and  Offices  is  an  excellent  Garden,  purchased  of  the  Parish 
of  Sherborne  about  Eighty  years  since  by  the  Governors  of 
the  School,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  This  Garden  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Priory,  which  stood  in  the  lower  part  of  it. 
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adjobtiig  to  tlM  original  Sdiool  premkes  that  were  gnmted 
by  Sir  John  Hoesbt. 

The  principal  entranoe  to  the  SdHX>l  is  into  a  Bmall  paved 
Coort,  suiTounded  on  two  adet  by  a  high  wall,  and  on  the 
other  udes  bj  the  Master^s  houie»  and  the  great  Schodr 
room. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  and  the 
plan  of  Education  now  adopted  in  this  Sdiool  is  amikr  to 
that  of  Eton. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  Univerritj  advantages,  or 
Church  Preferments,  belonging  to  thb  SdiooL 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  Hie  Revd  John  Cutlbs, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  amntm^  together  with  a 
spadous  House  and  Gktfden,  free  of  all  taxes  and  repairs.

The  Fbvs  G&ammab  School  in  Wimbobnb  Minsteb, 
which  stands  at  the  end  of  the  Town  near  Dean^s  Caufi^  the 
Seat  of  Sir  Jambs  Hanham,  Bart»  was  ori^boally  founded 
by  Mabgabet  Countess  of  Richmond  and  Dbbbv,  (only 
Daughter  of  John  BifiAUFOET  Duke  of  Somx&sbt,  who  lies 
buried  in  The  Coll^iate  Church  of  Wimbome)-*by  Letters 
Patent  of  the  12th  of  Henbt  the  Seventh^  Hd7>  empower- 
ing h^  to  found  and  endow  a  Perpetual  Chantry  of  one 
Chaplain  in  Honour  of  The  Blessed  Jesus,  The  Annuncia- 
tion c^the  Virgm  Mary,  and  for  the  h^th  of  her  Soul,  and 
the  Souls  of  her  Parents,  &a 
But  dying  before  it  was  endowed,  her  Exeeutors  Richabd 
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Bishop  of  Winchester,  John  Bishop  of  Rodiester,  and 
Hbnbt  HoBNBVy  Clerk,  obtained  additional  Letters  Patent 
in  the  first  year  of  the  rrign  of  Eang  Hbnbt  the  Eighth^ 
1509,  ratifying  the  former,  and  giving  them  power  to  pur- 
chase other  lands  to  the  value  of  £S.  per  annuniy  over  and 
above  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£10.  originally  derigned. 

Accordingly,  in  1510,  by  a  Tripartite  Deed  made  b^ween 
her  Executors  on  the  first  part,  The  Dean  and  Chs^ter  c£ 
The  Chapel  Royal  on  the  second  part,  and  the  Sacrist  or 
Keeper  of  the  Chantry  founded  by  Thomas  de  Bbembrs  on 
the  third  part,  the  Executors  erected  and  established  in  this 
Church,  a  Chantry  at  the  Altar  on  the  South  ade  of  the 
Tomb  of  John  Duke  of  Somebset  and  Mabgabet  his 
Wife,  Father  and  Mother  of  the  Countess. 

And^  by  that  Deed  appointed  Sir  Richabd  Hodge- 
KYKNEs,  B.  A.,  first  Chaplain  dE  the  Chantry  to  reside  con- 
tinually in*  the  College,  in  a  House  set  apart  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  for  that  purpose,  there  to  teach  Grammar  to  all 
who  came  for  instruction,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Schools  of  Eton  and  Winchesteb,  without  any  perquisites 
but  what  were  appointed  by  the  Executors. 

Such  was  the  state  of  the  School  before  the  Refinmation. 
On  the  Dissolution  of  The  College  it  met  with  the  com- 
mon fate,  and  together  with  the  lands,  tythes,  and  posses* 
mons  belongmg  to  it,  came  into  the  Xing^s  hands.  It  was 
for  some  time  afterwards  occuped  as  a  Farm  of  the  Crown; 
but  the  King  by  his  Commission  contmued  to  the  Four 
Parish  Priests  or  Prebendaries,  and  Four  Secondaries  or 
Clerks,  for  their  maintenance  £40.,  and  to  the  Sdioolmas- 
ters  a  yearly  Stipend  of  £10..2..11.  payable  out  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

This,  however,  being  precarious,  and  the  Church  and 
Chapels  ill  served,  and  the  inheritance  of  the  MaaarSj  lands, 
and  possessions,  with  some  of  the  Tythes  also^  being  sold  or 
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otherwise  diapoeed  of  to  particular  persons,  certain  of  the 
principal  Parishioners  procured,  by  means  of  Blount,  Lcnrd 
MouNTjroTB,  Letters  Patent  fix»n  Queen  Elizabeth,  in 
the  fifth  year  of  her  reign,  1563, — by  which  her  Majesty,— 
considering  how  juous  an  act  it  would  be  to  restore  Divine 
Worship,  and  wishing  that  Children  should  be  educated  in 
learning,  good  manners,  and  virtue,  and  omsidering  also 
the  populousness  and  extent  of  this  large  Parish,  that  there 
was  but-one  Church,  and  that  the  former  allowance  ont  of 
the  Exchequer  was  extinguished, — founded  the  present 
GmAMKAB  School,  and  appointed  it  to  \y^Jrec  to  all  the 
SODS  of  her  Subjects,  under  the  name  of  ^^  Queen  Elisa- 
bxth'sFbee  Grammar  School  mWiMBORKs  Mikstxr:*^— 

It  was  likewise  ordained,  that  there  should  be  Three 
Priests,  and  Three  Clerks,  to  perform  Divine  Service  in  the 
Church,  and  to  discharge  the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the  Pariah  :— 

And,  for  the  better  govenunent  and  regulation  of  this 
Foundation,  the  Queen  appointed  Twelve  Governors,  to 
be  chosen  firom^time  to  time  out  of  the  most  discreet  and 
substantial  InhaUtants  of  the  Parish,  and  incorporated  them 
by  the  name  and  style  of  <^The  Govsrkors  of  the  Posses- 
sions,*^ be.,  of  the  said  School, — ^granting  them  a  Common 
Seal,— and  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  as  a  Body  Corpo- 
rate:— 

By  this  Patent,  the  Queen  also  granted  to  the  Governors 
sunchy  limia  and  tyOkei^  which  bebnged  to  The  Cdl^  or 
Prebends,  and  were  then  in  her  hands  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
or  (ytherwise^ — She  likewise  granted  to  them  the  SchooU 
hous^  with  four  Priests'  Houses  in  Wimbome, — ^The  whole 
<^  the  Possesflions  being  then  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of 

Out  <^  these  Revenues  the  Governors,  and  their  Succes- 
sors, w«re  by  this  Charter  to  find  a  proper  Schoohnaster,  to 
teach  Grammar  to  all  who  should  ccmie  for  instruction,^^^!^, 
according  to  the  usage  of  the  Schools  of  Eton  and  Win-

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CHB8TES, — ^And  to  find  Three  Priests,  axid  Three  Clerks, 
to  perform  IMvine  Senrice  in  the  Church,  and  to  disdutrge 
the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the  Parish, — with  power  to  remove 
them,  and  to  choose  others  in  thar  place; — and  to  make 
Statutes  and  Ordinanoess,  with  the  advice  of  The  Bidiop  of 
Bristol,  for  the  better  government  and  r^;uladon  <^  the 
Church  and  School. 

The  School-house  being  andent  and  decayed,  and  not 
sufficient  for  the  Scholars,  the  Governors  new  built  it,  made 
the  School  more  spacious,  and  the  House  larger  and  mare 
commodious  not  arlj  for  the  Master  and  his  ordinaij  Fa- 
mily, but  also  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Scholars  who 
refflded  with  him. 

This  work  was  completed  under  the  care  and  direction  of 
Thomas  Hanham,  Esq.,  Seijeant  at  Law,  as  appears  from 
his  Arms,  and  the  renuuns  of  a  Latin  Inscription  an  painted 
^iass,  in  one  of  the  Chamber  windows  at  the  North  end  of 
the  School-house. 

About  the  banning  of  the  reign  of  King  Chaklbs  the 
First  several  disputes  ari^ng  between  the  Governors  and  the 
Parishioners,  relating  to  the  pajrment  of  the  Tythes,  the 
Grovemors,  with  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, surrendered  the  Charter  mtothe  King'^s  hands, — 
who,  by  Letters  Patent  in  the  14th  year  of  liis  reign,  1639, 
in  confflderation  of  £1000.  paid  into  the  Exchequer,  le- 
granted  all  the  Tythes,  Lands,  and  Possesions  belooging 
to  the  Church  and  School,  to  Twelve  Governors  therein 
named,  and  incorporated  them  by  the  style  of  **  Primoa  et 
modemos  gubematores  possessionum,  revencionum,  et  bo- 
norum  dicte  libere  Schole  grammaticalisregineELisABSTHE 
in  Wymbome  Minster,  in  comitatu  Dorset  :^ — 

The  Governors  to  find  a  fit  and  learned  Master,  and 
Usher,  to  teach  Grammar,  as  in  the  former  Charter,  to  afl 
who  shall  come  for  instruction,  Jheeb/,  according  to  the 
usage  of  the  Schools  of  Eton  and  Winchsstbb. 
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In  the  year  1658,  The  Corporation  conudering  that  many 
of  the  leases  before  granted,  depended  only  upon  one  life, 
and  many  of  them  were  likely  to  drop ;  and  though  the 
Stipends  of  the  Three  Ministers,  Schoolnwster,  &c.,  muc 
exceeded  what  they  were  when  the  Pateilt  was  granted  by 
King  Chablis  the  First,  yet  the  better  to  enable  the  Minis- 
ters and  other  Officers  of  the  Church  and  School,  to  dis- 
charge their  several  duties,  it  was  agreed,  that  such  of  the 
rents  as  should  come  into  their  hands  by  the  exj^iration  of 
any  of  the  leases  or  otherwise,  and  all  other  rents  which  they 
should  receive  (their  necessary  allowances,  and  all  expenses 
being  deducted),  should  remain  for  the  increase  of  the  Sti- 
pends of  the  Three  Ministers  until  they  amounted  to  JCSOO. 
per  annumj — to  be  apportioned  as  the  Corporation  in  their 
discretion  should  think  proper  :^ 

It  was  also  agreed,  that  die  rest  <f  the  r&ais  and  all  the 
revenues,  with  thdr  increase,  by  advandngany.of  the  rates, 
or  by  Tythes  in  kind  or  otherwise  (expenses,  and  allowances, 
•  bdng  first  deducted)  should. remain  to  increase  the. Stipend 
of  the  Schoolmaster  to  £40.,  and  that  of  the  Usher  to  £20., 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Three  Clerks,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  are  mentioned  in  the  Charter,  or  are  not 
repugnant  to  it. 

In  the  year  1661,  soon  after  the  Restoration,  Mr.  Ubbak 
FiDKiK  was  chosen  Master  of  The  Free  Grammar  School, 
with  the  annual  Stipend  of  £S0. 

Since  that  time,  ihe  Church  and  School  have  been  regu- 
larly suppUed, — and  the  Salaries  of  the  Ministers,  School- 
masters, Ushers,  Organist,  and  Choristers,  are  said  to  have 
been  considerably  advanced.

From  the  time  of  the  IMssolution  of  Robzut  Mabshall's 
Chantiy  in  the  Church  of  Darlington,  the  Revenues  belong- 
ing to  it  remained  in  the  Crown,  until  the  rrign  of  Queen 
JBlizabeth  ;  when  the  Inhalntants  of  Darlington,  sennUe 
of  the  great  utility  of  a  Uberal  education  to  their  posterity, 
applied  to  Hbkbt  Earl  of  Westmorland,  then  in  great 
power,  and  to  James  Pilkingtok,  Bishop  of  Durham,  to 
use  their  interest  at  Court,  for  obtaining  the  Foundation  of 
a  Grammar  School  ;  which  the  Queen  granted  by  her 
Charter,  dated  tlie  15th  of  June,  1567,  endowing  the  same 
nith  lands  and  tenements  then  of  the  annual  value  of 
£5..4«.10.,  formerly  the  possesions  of  MarIhall^s  Chantry. 

The  endowment  oonnsts  at  present  <^  several  Houses  in 
The  TubwdLRcfb^  in  Darlii^rton,  and  in  Skinnergaie; 
74\.r..llP  of  land  at  Hdghington,  in  the  County  Paladne 
of  Durham,  and  about  24  acres  at  Thomaby,  in  the  County 
of  Yovk :  the  rental  of  the  whde  being  row  nearly  £l70. 
per  annum. 
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There  are  also  four  Stmts  or  Beast-gates  in  Brunkim 
Moor  belonging  to  this  School ;  but  not  having  been  looked 
after,  for  many  years  past,  they  are  in  danger  of  being 
hat 

The  Charter  which  is  in  good  preservation,  is  written  in 
a  beautiful  character,  with  the  Great  Seal  appendant :  and 
is  in  the  custody  of  Gkobge  Allan,  Esq.,  M.  P.  for  the 
City  of  Durham. 

The  Four  Church-Wardens,  for  the  time  being,  arc 
a{^)ointed  Guardians  and  Governors,  with  a  ComnuMi 
Seal :  and  are  empowered,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishc^  of 
Durham,  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Earl  of  Westmob- 
LANB,  to  make  Statutes  for  the  School.  Whether  any 
Statutes  were  anciently  ordained  under  those  powers,  is  not 
known.  But,  in  174B,  a  Table  of  Rules  was  settled  and 
agreed  upon,  and  thereto  the  Seal  was  affixed  in  due  form. 
They  were  laid  before  Bishop  Chandler,  who  ratified  the 
same  by  his  Letters  of  Confirmation  under  the  Episcopal 
Seal :  The  title  of  Earl  of  Westmorland  in  the  Nevill 
family  being  then  extinct.  These  Statutes  are  as 
follow ; — 

Statutes^  Ordinances^  and  Decrees^  made  by  the  Governors 
of  THE  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  at 
Darlington^  the  3rd  of  February,  1748. 
Whereas  Her  late*  Miyesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  Letters 
Patents,  under  her  Great  Seal,  bearing  Date  the  15th  Day  of 
June,  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  her  Reign,  Did  found  and  endow  a 
Free  Grammar  School  in  the  VOlage  of  Darlington,  in  the 
County  Palatine  of  Durham,  for  the  Education  and  Instruction 
of  Boys  and  Youth  of  the  said  Village,  and  did  Ordain  that  the 
then  Four  Guardians  of  the  Church  of  Darlington  aforesaid,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  should  be  Governors  of 
the  said  Free  School  and  of  all  the  Possessions,  Revenues,  and 
Goods  to  the  said  Free  School  then  belonging  or  appertaining : 
And  the  said  Governors  or  Guardians  of  the  Church  of  Darling- 
ton aforesaid  and  their  Successors,  by  the  Name  of  Governors 
of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  the  Vii- 
lage  of  Darlington,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  and  of  the 
Possessions,  Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  same  Free  School,  are 
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thereby  Incorporated  and  made  One  Body  Corporate  and  Politic, 
by  the  same  Name  to  continue  for  Ever,  and  to  have  a  Common 
Seal  to  negociate  the  Premisses  and  Things,  in  the  said  Letters 
Patents  expressed  and  specified,  and  every  part  thereof,  from 
time  to  time  as  the  Case  shall  require :  And  have  full  Power 
from  time  to  time  to  elect,  nominate  and  appoint  One  Upper 
Master  and  One  Under  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  as  often 
as  they  or  their  Successors,  or  the  msgor  part  of  them  shall  see 
fit.  And  also  the  said  Governors  and  their  Successors,  together 
with  the  Assent  of  the  Earl  of  Westmorland  and  the  Bishop  of 
Durham  for  the  time  being,  firom  time  to  time  may  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  good,  fit,  and  wholesome  Statutes,  Decrees 
and  Ordinances  in  Writing  concerning  and  touching  the  order- 
^^9  governing  and  directing  of  the  said  Upper  Master,  and 
Under  Master,  and  Scholars  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  every 
of  them,  and  of  the  Stipends  and  Sallarys  of  the  said  Masters, 
and  all  things  whatsoever  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  the 
cindering,  preserving  and  disposing  of  the  Rents,  Revenues,  and 
Goods  of  the  said  Free  School,  referrence  to  the  said  Letters 
Patents  being  had  more  at  large  may  appear. — 

And  Whereas,  since  the  granting  of  the  said  Letters  Patents, 
no  Statutes,  Ordinances,  or  Decrees  in  Writing,  have  at  any  time 
been  made  by  the  Governors  of  the  said  Free  School,  for  the 
ordering  or  governing  of  the  oaid  School,  or  of  the  Rents,  Re- 
venues, Goods  or  Possessions  of  the  said  Free  School,  whereby 
the  good  Intent  of  the  founding  and  instituting  of  the  said  Free 
School  hath,  in  many  Instances  and  on  many  Occasions,  been 
greatly  obstructed  and  neglected,  and  frequent  Contentions  and 
unhi^py  Divisions  have  arisen  between  the  Governors  of  the 
said  Free  School  and  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Village  of  Darling- 
ton, about  the  placing  and  displacing  of  proper  Masters  in  the 
Baid  School,  to  the  very  great  Discouragement  of  the  Education, 
Learning,  and  good  Morals  of  the  Boys  and  Youth  at  the  said 
School. 

Therefore,  We,  Edmono  Lowson,  Robert  Turner,  and 
Robert  Robinson,  (being  the  major  part  of  the  Four  Govern- 
ors of  the  said  Free  Gnunmar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Village  of  Darlington  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,)  Have 
for  Us  and  our  Successors,  by  vertue  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Letters  Patents,  made,  constituted,  decreed  and  ordained, 
and  by  these  Presents  in  Writing,  Do  for  Us  and  our  Successors, 
by  and  with  the  Assent  and  Consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God  Edward  now  Lord  Bishop  of  Durham,  testi- 
fied under  his  Episcopal  Seal  hereunto  affixed  (the  Title  of  Earl 
of  Westmorland  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patents  being  at  this 
time  extinct)  make,  constitute,  decree  and  ordain,  the  several 
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Statutes,  Constitutions,  Decrees,  and  Ordinances,  bereinifter 
mentioned  of  and  concerning  the  ordering,  governing  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Upper  Master  and  Under  Master,and  Sdiolars  of  the 
said  Free  School,  and  erery  of  them,  and  of  the  said  Masten 
Stipends  and  Sallarys,  and  of  all  other  Tilings  whatsoever  relat- 
ing to  the  said  Free  School,  and  the  cndering,  preserving,  and  dis- 
posing of  the  Rents,  Revenues  and  Goods  of  the  same  Free 
School  appointed  or  belonging,  to  be  fidthfuUy  and  inviolably 
kept  and  observed  by  Us  ami  our  Successors,  ami  all  and  every 
other  Person  and  Persons  having  any  ocmcem  in  the  PremiiBes^ 
from  time  to  time  for  ever,  according  to  the  tme  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  Letters  Patents. 

Concerning  the  Electing,  Aj^intii^,  Continuing  and  Removing 
of  an.  Upper  Master  or  Under  Bfuter  of  the  said  Free  SchooL 

1.  We  Decree,  Oidain,  Constitute  and  Declare^  That  no  Man 
shall  hereafter  be  elected  or  appointed  Upfbb  Mastbb  of  the 
said  Free  School,  except  he  be  of  the  full  age  of  TSBenhf-fimr 
Years  at  the  least,  and  a  Person  of  sound  Learning  sober  and 
exemplary  Life  and  Conversation,  good  Morals,  and  duly  qua- 
lified to  teach  and  instruct  Youth,  in  the  Elements  of  Granomar 
and  the  Latin  Tongue,  and  also  fbr  right  understanding  of  God's 
true  Religion,  and  also  except  (before  he  enter  into  or  execute 
the  said  Office  of  Upper  Master)  he  sUall  be  duly  licensed  and 
allowed  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  fbr  the  time  bdng,  or  his 
Ordinary,  and  make  and  subscribe  the  Declaration,  and  take  the 
Oaths  by  Law  required  in  this  bdialf . 

2.  And  fbr  encouraging  of  Students  in  either  of  the  Two 
Universities  of  this  Li^,  Oxford  and  Cambridge^  as  fiur  as 
in  ourpower  is,  as  well  as  fbr  the  promoting  and  propagalS^of 
sound  Learning,  in  this  our  Free  School,  in  the  Yillage  of  Ar- 
lington aforesaid.  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  that  a  due  Frefer- 
rence  and  Regard^shall  be  given  to  any  Graduate  Student  ineiUier 
of  the  aforesaid  Universities,  who  shall  hereafter  offer  himself  a 
Candidate  fbr  the  place  of  Upper  Master,  whensoever  it  shall 
be  declared  legally  vacant :  Provided  always,  that  such  Graduate 
Student,  shall  produced  proper  and  satisfiEtctory  Testimonials  of 
his  Mdhds  and  Abilities,  from  the  College  or  Society  to  whidi 
he  does  or  did  belong. 

3.  And  for  the  further  encouragement  and  inducing  of  such 
Graduate,  or  other  Persons  of  known  abilitiesj  and  soundLeam- 
ing  in  the  Latin  Tongue,  to  accept  of  and  undertake  the  Duty 
and  Office  of  Upper  Master  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  SdKX>l, 
We  do  decree,  ordain,  constitute  and  declare,  that  no  Upper 
Master  elected  or  appointed,  or  to  be  elected  or  appointed,  and 
duly  licensed  and  approved  of  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  who 
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shall  be  in  the  actual  possession  and  exercise  of  the  said  Office 
of  Upper  Master  of  the  said  Free  School^  shall^  at  any  time  or 
times  hereafter^  be  displaced,  removed  or  removeable,  by  Us 
or  our  Successors  from  the  said  Office  of  Upper  Muter  of 
the  said  Free  School,  unless  some  good  and  sufficient  cause  of 
Complaint,  or  Misbehavioiir,  shall  be  exhibited  in  Writing 
against  such  Upper  Master,  and  signed  by  Vb  or  otu*  Successors; 
and  the  same  cause  of  Complaint  be  first  allowed  of  and  declared 
by  Us  or  our  Successors  for  the  time  being,  to  be  a  sufficient 
cause  to  di^lace  or  remove  sudi  Upper  Master,  and  not  other- 
wise. 

4.  Also,  We  Ordain  and  Decree,  that  the  like  Qualifications, 
licence  and  Rules  shall  be  required  and  observed  in  all  respects 
as  to  the  electing,  appointing,  continuing  and  removing,  or  dis- 
placing of  any  Undbb  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  other 
than  and  ezcept>  that  sudi  Under  Master  may  be  elected  and 
appointed,  beii^  of  the  full  Age  of  Twenty-Two  Years. 

5.  And  also  for  the  better  preserving  a  regular  and  unifiMrm 
Discipline  or  Method  of  Teaching  in  the  said  Free  School  of 
Darlington,  We  do  Decree,  Constitute  and  Ordain,  that  the 
Under  Master  shall  teadi  and  instruct  the  Scholars  or  Boys  com- 
mitted to  his  Care,  in  such  manner,  form  and  method,  as  the 
Upper  Master  for  the  time  being  sftiall  direct  and  prescribe ;  £x- 
cej^  in  those  Rules  and  Ordinances  following,  which  We  do 
require  shall  be  duly  observed  by  both. 

6.  That  the  Upper  and  Un<ter  Master  shall  attend  and  in- 
struct in  the  said  School  for  ^e  space  of  Six  Hours  each  Day  in 
the  ffmier  Seoion,  and  for  the  space  of  Seven  Hours  each  Day 
in  the  Summer  Season,  (that  is  to  say)  firom  the  Festival  of  Saint 
Michael,  to  the  Annunciation  of  the  Viigin  Mary,  each  of  the 
said  Mastos  shnl  attmd  from  Seven  o'dock  in  the  Morning  to 
Eight,  firom  JNIine  to  Efeom,  and  in  ^e  Afternoon  from  One  to 
Four. 

7.  And  We  also  Require,  Ordain  and  Decree,  that  the  Upper 
and  Under-Master  from  the  Annunciation  of  the  blessed  Virgin, 
to  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  shdl  attend,  teach  and  instruct  in  the 
said  SdHx>l  for  the  space  of  Seven  Hours  each  Day,  ^at  is,  firom 
Seven  o'Clodkin  the  Morniag  to  Eight,  firom  Nine  to  Eleven,  and 
in  the  Afternoon  from  One  o*Clock  to  Five,  and  that  the  Upper 
Master  shall  sufficiently  employ  the  Boys,  or  cause  them  i^  be 
employed  durmg  the  time  of  his  Attendance. 

8.  That  ttkt  Upper  Master  and  Under  Master  shall  be  excused 
from  attending  the  said  School  (notwithstanding  what  has  been 
above  decreed  and  ordained)  on  Thursday  and  Saturday  After- 
nocms,  and  other  Holidays  according  to  tiie  Custom  of  the 
School. 
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9.  That  there  shall  be  Three  Vacandei  or  Breakmg$'Up  in  tfie 
whole  Year,  One  before  and  after  the  Festiyal  of  our  Sayiour's 
Nativity,  for  the  space  or  Term  of  Twenty-One  Dat^s;  ODe  other 
at  Easter  for  the  space  of  Fourteen  Days;  and  a  third  at  Whitnat- 
tide  for  the  space  or  Term  of  Twenty-Eight  Days,  according  to 
the  Custom  and  Rules  of  other  Schools. 

And  whereas  We  are  thorougfaljr  persuaded,  that  theReligloaa 
Education  of  Youth  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment  to  their 
own  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Welfare,  as  well  as  to  the  good  of 
Society  -,  M^e  Decree  and  Ordain,  That  the  Uf^ier  Master  shall 
read  or  cause  to  be  read  a  suitable  Prayer  in  Latin  or  Engliah 
every  Morning  at  his  first  entering  into  the  Sdiool  on  the  ceasing 
dp  a  Bell,  for  the  better  preserving  in  Youth  a  Sense  of  their 
Duty  to  their  Creator. 

11.  That  the  Upper  Master  shall  instruct  or  cause  to  be  in- 
structed such  of  the  Boys  as  he  shall  judge  needfull  thereof,  in 
the  Catechism  appointed  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  in 
other  Pious  Books,  as  shall  seem  fitt,  in  the  room  of  a  Lesson 
on  every  Saturday  Forenoon. 

13.  In  Order  the  better  to  prevent  any  Abuse  of  this  Tnist 
committed  to  the  Upper  and  Under  Master,  by  n^ligence  or  a 
careless  dischaige  of  their  Duty,  to  the  great  Injury  of  Youth  -, 
We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  that  the  Boys  shall  be  jmblicbf  er- 
anmed  in  the  Books  they  hone  read  Once  every  Year  on  Easter 
Tuesday,  by  the  Upper  Master,  to  the  end  that  their  Parents  may 
be  certified  of  their  Children's  Improvement  and  Proficiency,  to 
the  Credit  or  Disgrace  of  their  Teadiers. 

13.  And  for  &e  Encouragement  of  Youth,  and  raising  a 
laudable  Emulation  among  them )  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  by 
and  with  the  Consent  of  The  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  Cooks,  the 
present  Upper  Master  of  our  said  Free  Grammar  School  <^  Dar- 
lington, and  do  for  the  time  to  come  make  a  conditional  Obligm- 
tion  in  the  Election  of  every  succeeding  Upper  Master,  that 
Twenty  Shillings  each  Year  shall  be  deducted  out  of  ^  ^^P^ 
Master's  Sallary,  whidi  shall  be  given  and  disposed  of  ta  littie 
Honorary  Premiums  or  Books  to  such  Boy  in  every  Class,  as  shall 
appear  on  the  Day  of  Examination  to  have  best  deserved  it  by 
his  Industry  and  Application,  according  to  the  Ju^ment  of  the 
Upper  Master  after  their  Examination. 

1^.  That  these  our  Rules,  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
mayoe  made  the  more  effectual}  We  do  Decree,  Ordain,  Re-  * 
quire  and  Enjoin,  that  each  Boy  admitted  into  the  said  Grammar 
School,  shall  readily  and  willhigly  conform  to  the  Rules,  Sta- 
tutes, and  Discipline  of  the  said  Sdiool :  For  the  better  prevent- 
ing Corporal  Severity,  every  Offence  or  Breath  of  School  Discipline, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  agreeable  to  what  is  herein  contained,  shall 
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be  puniihed  toUh  smaU  Pecuniary  Fines,  which  is  to  be  applied 
and  expended  for  the  Use  of  the  School }  upon  Refusal^  each 
Boy  so  offending  and  rejEusing,  shall  be  left  entirebf  to  the  said 
Upper  Master* s  Discretion. 

15.  Also  We  Ordain,  Decree  and  Declare,  That  all  Rents, 
Profits  and  Revenues,  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  Free  School, 
shall  from  time  to  time  be ''paid  to,  and  received  by  the  said 
Governors  or  the  major  part  of  them  and  their  Successors  for 
the  time  being,  and  foir  Accounts  thereof  shall  be  kept  and 
entered  in  a  Book  or  Books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
and  all  Leases,  Contracts  or  Agreements  with  any  Tenant  or 
Tenants  for  any  Lands  or  Tenements  of  or  belonging  the  said 
Free  School,  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  the  said  Governors  or 
the  m^jor  part  of  them  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Common-Seal 
of  the  said  School  to  be  affixed  thereto ;  and  such  Leases  to  be 
made  for  the  best  and  most  improved  Rents,  (to  be  reserved  and 
payable  Quarterly)  that  can  be  had  or  gotten  for  the  same,  with- 
out taking  any  Fine  or  other  Thing  fbr  granting  such  Lease  i 
and  all  Tenants  to  sign  and  execute  Counteiparts  of  such  Leases, 
Contracts  or  Agreements. 

16.  Also  We  Ordain,  Decree  and  Appoint,  That  the  said  Let- 
ters Patents  shall  be  fedrly  transcribed  and  entered  in  the  said 
Book  or  Books  of  Account  with  an  English  Translation  thereof : 
And  also  these  our  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  .the 
better  Information  of  the  said  Crovemors  and  their  Successors ; 
and  that  all  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  said  Governors,  and 
their  Successors,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  in  like  manner  en- 
tered in  such  Book  or  Books,  and  the  same  shall  be  publicly 
read  over  in  the  said  Free  School  on  every  Easter  Tuesday. 

17.  And  further  We  Ordain,  Decree,  and  Declare,  That  the 
Yearly  Sum  of  Eighteen  Pounds  shall  from  tune  to  time  be  paid 
by  Us  and  our  Successors,  Governors  of  the  said  Free  School,  to 
the  Under  Masteb  of  the  said  Free  Sdiool  fbr  the  time  behig, 
as  and  fbr  his  Yearly  Sallary  or  Stipend  of  Under  Master  thereof; 
and  that  such  Under  Master  shall  also  have,  receive  and  take  to 
his  own  Use,  aU  such  Voluntary  Premiums  or  Gratuities  as  shall 
be  given  him  by  the  Parents  of  any  Children  of  the  said  Village 
of  Darlington  under  his  Care;  And  that  the  Yearly  neat  Surplus 
of  all  Rents,  Issues  and  Proffits  arising  ftom  the  Lands,  Tene- 
ments, and  Revenues  of  and  belonging  the  said  Free  School 
(after  first  deducting  thereout  the  said  Eighteen  Pounds,  and  all 
Taxes,  Charge  of  Repairs,  and  all  other  Incidental  Chaiges,  Pay- 
ments and  Expences  attending  the  Execution  of  the  Trust  of  the 
said  Crovemors  of  the  said  Free  School  fbr  the  tune  being,)  shall 
from  time  to  tune  be  Yearly  paid  and  disposed  of  by  Us  and  our 
Successors  fbr  the  time  being,  to  such  Upper  Master  of  the  said 
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Free  School,  as  and  for  his  Yearly  SaUary  or  Stipend  of  Upper 
Blaster  thereof . 

In  Testimony  whereof  We,  the  said  Governors,  have  to  these 
our  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  Writing,  of  and  con- 
cerning the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  caused  our  Common  and 
Body  Corporate  Seal  of  the  said  Free  School  to  be  afiEixed,  and 
have  subscribed  our  Names  haeto  this  Twenty-third  Day  of 
February  in  ^e  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
^d  Forty-eight.    Signed,  &c.

Know 
Ye,  Tliat  We  having  diligently  and  with  great  Contentment, 
read  and  considered  of  all  those  Statutes,  Decrees,  Ordinances 
and  Constitutions,  as  they  are  contained  and  expressed,  annexed  to 
these  Presents,  and  finding  the  same  su<^  as  We  are  pefsuaded 
will  be  very  profitable  to  Uie  Youth  and  Inhabitants  of  the  Vil- 
lage of  Darlington,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham ;  Have 
therefore  for  Us  and  our  Successors,  of  our  special  Favour,  cer- 
tain Knowledge,  and  mere  motion.  Given,  and  by  these  P^!t»ents 
for  Us  and  our  Successors,  Do  Give  our  Assent  and  Consult, 
^yproveing  of  all  things  mentioned  and  contained  in  the  said 
Decrees,  Statutes,  OnOnances  and  Constitutions,  as  they  are 
annexed  to  these  Presents,  and  as  for  as  in  Us  lies,  and  by  Law 
We  may  or  can.

Durham,  have  been  heretofore  demised  and  to  &rm  letten  unto 
Tenants  ior  tenn  of  Years,  at  small  Rents  and  under  Valued,  to 
the  Damage  of  the  School  and  Church  concerned  therein ;  for 
the  future  improvement  of  the  said  Lands,  Tenements,  and 
Church  and  Sdiool's  interest ;  it  is  this  day  unanimously  con- 
descended unto  and  concluded  upon,  by  and  amongst  the  present 
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ChnvehwaideiiB  of  the'^afoccMid  Parish  of  DarUogton^  and  the 
Foot  and  Twenty,  aooording  to  the  Custom  for  lettii^  thereof 
intrusted  i  tibat  no  Ponon  or  Persons  shall  at  any  time  alter  the 
Bxpuution  of  any  term  of  Years  yet  in  being'  in  die  aforesaid 
Lands  and  Houses,  let,  demise  or  <tispose  <^  any  part  of  die 
aforesaid  Lands  or  Tenements  to  any  Person  or  Persons  whatso- 
ever, witlunit  the  fiill  and  free  consent  ^  the  Churchwardens  of 
the  said  Town,  and  Four  and  Twenty  aforesaid,  or  the  greater  part 
of  them,  to  be  agreed  upon  at  a  pubMc  Meeting  in  the  Chuich  or 
elsewhere,  upon  public  Notice  i  and  if  any  Person  or  Persons 
shall  at  anytime  hereafter  do  any  Act  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
hereof,  that  then  all  and  every  such  Acts  or  Demises  of  any  of 
the  Church  or  School  Lands  shall  be  vacate,  invalid,  and  of  no 
force ;  and  that  it  shall  remain  in  the  greater  part  of  die  Church- 
wardens and  Four  and  Twenty  as  above  said,  to  grant  sudi 
Demise  only.

Whereas  fonnerly,  several  Persons  have,  during  the  time  of  their 

being  Churchwardens,  agreed  with  the  Tenants  and  Farmers  of 

the  Lands  and  Houses  belonging  to  the  Churdi,  Free  School 

and  Poor  of  the  Town  of  Darlington,  for  the  Renewal  of  their 

Leases,  long  before  the  Leases  then  in  being  were  expired,  and 

have  granted  them  new  Leases,  without  taking  any  Fine  or 

reserving  any  greater  Rent,  to  the  advantage  of  die  Church  and 

improvement  of  the  said  School.    Now  for  preventing  the  like 

abuses  for  the  future,  and  for  the  better  management  of  the 

Trusts  reposed  in  the  Churchwardens  that  shall  be  chosen  from 

time  to  time ;  it  is  hereby  concluded  and  agreed  upon,  by  us 

whose  Names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  that  no  Lease  or  Leases 

shall  firom  hencefordi  be  at  any  time  let  or  granted  of  any  of  the 

Lands  or  Houses  belonging  to  the  Church  or  the  Free  School, 

until  the  same  shall  be  within  two  Years  of  eiqpiring,  according 

to  the  date  of  such  Lease  or  Leases :  And  that  before  such  Lease 

or  Leases  be  granted,  three  days  public  Notice  shall  be  given  in 

the  Church  of  the  intention  of  the  Churchwardens  to  meet  in  the 

Vestry  to  contract  with  the  Tenants  for  the  same,  and  the  terms 

of  letting  the  said  Leases  idiallbe  such,  as  the  Four  and  Twenty^ 

or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present,  shall  agree  upon,  and 

not  otherwise :  And  whereas  the  present  agreement  cannot  have 

it*s  intended  eflfect  or  be  of  any  force,  unless  the  Churehwardois 

be  from  timetotime  chosen  out  of  thcFourand  Twenty,  and  the 
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Persons  subscribiiig hereto.  It  is  herebyfiirther  agreed^  that  the 
Churchwardens  for  the  ensuing  Year  shaU  be  chosen  out  of  the 
Four  and  Twenty  now  in  being,  and  so  from  Year  to  Year  oot  of 
the  Four  and  Twenty >  that  shall  be  in  being  from  time  to  time, 
whose  Election  and  alteration  shall  always  be  on  Easter  Tuesd^ 
in  every  Year,  and  in  case  any  of  the  Four  and  Twenty  diall 
refuse  to  act  as  Churchwarden  in  his  course  or  turn,  that  on  soch 
refusal  he  shall  be  obliged  to  quit,  and  another  be  elected  in  his 
stead  by  the  migority  of  the  Four  and  Twenty  then  present,  and 
consent  of  the  Minister  for  the  time  being }  to  this  agreement 
we  have  subscribed  our  Names  on  the  other  side  of  the  Leaf  Hbe 
thirdDuyof  July  1714. 

The  Opinion  of  John  Middleton,  Esquire,  (Councellor  at  Law), 

on  the  Charter  for  the  Free  Grammar  School  at  Darlington. 

(19  March  1(588.) 

1.  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  by  Queen  Elizabeth*s  Charter  now 
produced,  the  Churchwardens  of  Darlington  are  made  a  C<»rpor- 
ation,  capable  of  purchasing  Lands,  Tenements,  Goods  and 
Chatties,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  free  Grammar  School  in 
Darlington. 

2.  And  tho*  the  Town  of  Darlington  be  only  mentioned,  yet 
the  intention  of  the  instituting  such  School  is  plain,  that  it  is  for 
the  service  of  the  Parish,  two  of  the  Governors  living  always 
out  of  the  Township,  and  the  Twenty-four  who  chuse  those 
Governors,  living  many  of  them  likewise  out  of  the  Township  j 
yet  such  School  is  designed  for  the  further  Instruction  of  those 
that  can  read,  and  not  to  teach  Children  to  read. 

3.  The  Churchwardens  of  the  said  Parish  have  an  absolute 
power,  without  the  concurrence  of  any  other,  of  placing,  and 
displacing  of  the  School  Master  and  Usher  as  they  please,  bat 
they  must  take  care  to  place  such  Persons  there,  as  resort  to 
Church,  or  otherwise  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop. 

4.  The  Churchwardens,  or  Governors  for  the  time  being,  may 
make  such  Orders,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the  better 
ordering  of  the  said  School,  ascertaining  the  Sallaries,  &c.,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  meet,  but  such  Orders,  or  Ordinances,  must  be 
confirmed  by  the  Earl  of  Westmoheland  and  Bishop  of  Dukhax 
for  the  time  being. 

5.  But  neither  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland  nor  Bishop  of 
Durham,  nor  both  of  them  together,  can  place,  6r  displace  any 

:  School  Master  or  Usher  there,  nor  do  any  other  thing  touching 
the  same,  without  the  assent  of  the  said  Governors. 

6.  All  Bents,  Issues,  and  Profits  of  the  Lands  given  for  the 
improvement  of  the  said  Free  School,  as  well  as  all  Fines  paid 
upon  the  renewal  of  any  Leascj  ought  to  be  paid  first  to  the  said 
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Governors^  and  by  them  disposed  of  to  the  said  School  Master 
and  Usher^  at  their  discretions,  and  if  any  more  Monies  be  raised 
thereon  than  will  pay  or  satisfy  such  Master  and  Usher,  they  may 
purdiase  Lands  or  Tenements  therewith  for  the  further  use  of 
the  said  School,  and  out  of  the  same  profits,  the  said  Governors 
may  deduct  thcdr  necessary  expences. 

7.  No  Leases  can  be  made  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School  but  by  the  said  Churchwardens  or  Governors,  under  the 
proper  Seal  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  all  Leases  made 
otherwise  are  void.  As  to  the  present  Tenants,  I  can  say 
nothing,  till  I  see  the  Leases. 

8.  If  any  Leases  be  well  made  to  them,  *till  such  Leases  be 
expired,  no  Rent  can  be  advanced,  but  after  such  expiration^  the 
same  may  be  raised. 

9.  But  if  any  of  their  Leases  be  void,  neither  Law  nor  Equity 
will  compel  the  Governors  to  make  such  Leases  good,  unless  a 
valuable  consideration  or  Fine  hath  been  paid  for  the  same  to 
some  of  the  Governors,  and  not  to  any  other  Person. 

10.  The  proper  way  will  be  for  the  Churchwardens  to  seal  a 
Writing  under  their  proper  Seal  for  that  purpose,  giving  power 

.  to  some  Person  to  enter  into  all  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  and  dischai^  the  Tenants  from  paying  any  further 
Rent  to  the  School  Master,  and  if  the  Tenants  refuse  to  pay 
their  Rents  to  the  Governors,  to  turn  them  out  of  possession  by 
bringing  Ejectments. 

11.  If  any  Writing  belonging  to  the  School  be  in  the  Hands 
of  any  Person  who  wiU  not  deliver  the  same,  the  properest 
remedy  is  by  Bill  in  Chancery. 

1^.  The  present  Governors  or  Churchwardens  may  in  Chancery 
call  any  former  GovemcMTS  or  other  Persons  to  account^  who  hath 
misemployed  any  profits  belonging  to  the  said  School.

The  Opinion  of  John  Cuthbert,  Esquire,  (Serjeant  at  Law)^  on 
the  same  Charter. — 14  December^  1714. 

I  have  perused  the  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth  for  erecting  a 
Free  Grammar  School  at  Darlington,  whereby  the  Churdi- 
wardens  for  the  time  being  are  Incorporated  and  made  Governors 
thereof;  and  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  the  Governors  for  the  time 
being,  or  any  three  of  them,  have  full  power  by  the  Charter,  to 
elect,  place  and  displace  the  Master  or  Usher,  when,  and  as 
often,  as  they  think  fit  -,  and  when  they  think  fit  to  displace  a 
Blaster,  I  thmk  they  should  enter  an  Order  for  that  puipose^ 
signed  by  three  of  the  Governors  at  the  least,  and  serve  a  Copy 
thereof  upon  the  Master  to  be  diQ>laced^  and  hom  that  time. 
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tiicj  may  wMidraw  his  Sajlaiy^  and  if  he  refbs^  to  ddiror  iqp 
the  A^ey  of  the  Schcx>l  upon  demand,  theyfiutypuU  of  the  Lock 
and  set  <m  another,  and  in  the  chusing  a  new  Master,  they  miut 
take  care  to  diuse  one,  who  will  qualify  himself  as  the  Law 
directs.

The  Cloirici  are  taught,  free  of  expense,  to  all  the  bcrrs 
of  the  Town  and  Parish,  without  limitation  to  any  particulsr 
persons  whatever.  The  number  is  generally  about  Sixtj/- 
They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  are  aUe  to  read;  and 
have  no  spedfied  time  of  superannuation. 

Wasd^s  Acddenoe,  and  the  Eton  Greek  Grammar,  are 
used.  And  the  system'  of  Education  is  the  same,  as  is  pur- 
sued in  the  great  Seminaries. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  Scbocd. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Clb- 
iCBNTSON,  whose  Salary,  after  deducting  £50.  for  the  Usher, 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  amounts  to  nearly  £200. 
per  annum.  This  Grentleman  admits  Fon  Private  Pupb 
into  his  own  house ;  his  terms,  for  bop  under  Twelve  years 
of  age,  bang  Thirty  guineas  a  year ;  and  for  those,  above 
that  age,  Tarty  guineas,  whidi  include  Board,  EducatioD, 
Washing,  &c. 

The  Second  Master  has  seldom  been  m  the  habit  of  taking 
Private  Pupils;  but  in  such  case,  his  terms  would  be  neariy 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Head  Master.

Hie  School-house  stands  pleasantly  near  the  river  Skeme ;  *> 
in  which  is  a  whole  length  Portrait  of  the  Royal  Foundress, 
widi  the  Charter  in  her  right  hand,  placed  there  by  the  late 
Gico&GE  Allan,  Esq.,  the  eminent  Antiquary,  in  grateful 
remembrance  of  his  having  received  the  first  rudiments  <^  his 
Education  in  this  School. 

Two  remarkable  Scholars,  educated  by  Mr.  Clbmentson, 
must  not  be  omitted, — Mr.  Geobge  Peacock,  M.  A.,  of 
Trinity  OD^,  now  Tutc^  and  Mathematical  Professor  in 
The  University  of  Cambridge, — and  Mr.  William  Bran- 
TIN6HAM,  of  Darlington.

Thb  Geammab  School  at  Durham  is  coeval  with  the 
Foimdation  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  by  King  HsintT  the 
Eighth,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1541. 

^  By  the  28th  Chapter  of  the  Statutks  it  is  ordained^  That 
there  shall  he  constantly  maintained  Eiohtbsn  poor  boys  of  qit 
parts,  whose  friends  are  not  able  to  give  them  education,  but  not 
to  be  admitted  until  they  have  learned  to  read  and  write,  and« 
in  the  Dean's  judgement,  are  sufficiently  grounded  in  the  fint 
rudiments  of  Grammar  $ — after  admission  to  be  maintained  fay 
The  Church,  until  they  competently  imderstand  Grannnar,  and 
can  read  and  write  Latin,  for  which  they  shall  be  allowed  Rur 
years,  or,  with  the  Dean*s  assent,  Viioe  at  the  most : — ^None  shall 
be  admitted  above  Fifteen  years  of  age. 

The  Choristers  shall  not  be  limited  to  that  age,  Imt  may  he 
admitted  Scholars  if  they  are  fit;  in  case  they  have  proved 
themselves  particularly  serviceable  to  the  Choir,  and  skilful  in 
Music,  they  are  to  be  preferred  before  any  others. 

If  any  one  is  found  dull,  and  without  a  taste  for  Literature, 
the  Dean  shall  remove  him,  and  appoint  another  in  his  room, 
'*  ne  velutifuctu  apum  tnella  devoret'* 

The  Upper  Master  is  to  be  learned  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
languages,  of  good  fame,  sound  futh  and  pious  life : — He  shall 
not  only  teach  the  Eighteen  boys,  but  dUo  all  others  that  shall 
resort  to  his  School. 

The  Under  Master  shall  bear  the  like  character. 

They  shall  teach  such  Books  and  Rules,  and  follow  sodi 
order  as  The  Dean  and  Chapter  (with  the  Bishop's  assent)  shall 
prescribe.  If  they  prove  negligent,  or  incapable  of  teaching, 
after  a  third  admonition,  to  be  displaced.  They  are  also  to  be 
sworn  fedthfiilly  to  perform  their  duty. 

By  Chapters  31,  32,  and  33,  certain  allowances  are  pre- 
scribed to  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  for  Conmions,  Vestments, 
and  Stipends. 

The  Upper,  and  Under  Master,  are  each  paid  £8.  per 
annum  out  of  the  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

Bepeated  applications  have  been  made  for  informati(Hi 
respecting  this  School^  but  no  answers  have  been  received. 
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Houghton  le  Spring>  near  Durham. 

Thb  Fbbe  Geammae  School  and  Alms-Housb  of  Kef- 
TEE,  in  Houghton  le  Spring,  owe  their  origin  to  the  emi- 
nent IMvine,  Beekaeb  Gilpin,  for  his  excellent  chariK^r 
and  usefulness,  called  <^  The  Apostle  of  The  Noeth,^— - 
who,  observing  the  scarcity  of  kamed  men  who  were  able 
to  preach  the  word  of  God,  ooncdved  the  thoughts  of  a 
Seminary  of  good  Literature,  and  erected  a  School  here, 
allowing  a  maintenance  fot  a  Master,  and  Ushw. 

Hiis  Schocd  was  soon  very  numerously  attended,  and 
many  learned  men  were  educated  in  it, — so  that  ^<  Matter 
Gilpin's  School  was  every  where  spoken  of  to  his  credit, 
butliimselfe  much  more.'' 

Mr.  Gilpin  found  a-  powerful  friend  in  John  Heath,  of 
Ktpyer^  Esquire,  who  supported  the  infant  Foundation  with 
his  interest,  and  contributed  liberally  towards  it's  Endow- 
ment; and  either  from  comj^iment  to  him,  or  because  the 
greater  part  of  die  Endowment  arose  fix>m  lands  belon^ng 
to  the  Dissolved  liouse  of  Kepyer^  the  School  probaUy 
recdved  it's  name. 

The  Foimdation  Charter  bears  date  the  2d  of  April, 
1574,  and  appoints  John  Heath,  of  Eepyer,  Esq.,  and 
BsENAEn  Gilpin,  Rector  of  Houghton,  the  first  Governors 
of  The  Feee  Geammae  School  and  Alks-Hoi7se  of 
SlSptee,  in  Houghton  in  the  Springs  in  the  County  of  Dur- 
ham," with  power  as  such  to  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  •  to 
nominate,  and,  if  requisite,  to  cmrect;  suspend,  or  expel  the 
Master;  to  make,  revise,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  the 
Statutes  of  the  School ;  and  to  acquire  lands,  not  exceeed- 
ing  £50.  per  annum,  ^^  the  use  of  the  Schodi  and  Abns- 
House. 
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The  appointment  of  the  Grovm-nors  (only  two  in  number) 
was  reserved  to  Heath  and  Gilpin  during  their  lives ;  and 
was  afterwards  vested,  where  it  still  continues,  in  the  heir 
of  blood  of  John  Heath,  Esq.,  and  in  The  Rector  of 
Houghton  for  the  time  being ;  and,  in  case  of  neglect,  the 
nomination,  pro  hoc  vice^  lapses  to  the  Bishop. 

The  first  Giovemors,  probably,  never  exercised  their  powa* 
of  enacting  Statutes.  Mr.  Gilpin  during  his  life  direc- 
ted the  whole  administration  of  the  School  in  person ;  and 
having  it  continually  in  contemplation  to  increase  the  Foun- 
dation according  to  his  pecuniary  circumstances,  left  it  at 
his  death  with  no  other  regulations  than  such  as  were  con- 
tained in  the  m*ig^al  Charter ;  and  his  Will,  dated  the  I7th 
of  October,  1582,  very  evidentiy  expresses  conaderable 
doubt  and  anxiety  for  the  fate  of  his  in&ht  and  unsettled 
Establishment 

It  has  been  most  unfortunately  contrived,  that  the  chief 
part  of  the  Revenues  conast  of  various  small  portidns  of 
«  Gilbf  Tythes^^  that  is,  Tythes  formerly  bdong'mg  to  TTie 
Dissolved  Hospital  of  •S'^  Gika  o£  Eepyer,  scattered  m  veiy 
different  places^  and  very  precarious  in  their  amount ;  and 
in  Rent-charges  out  of  several  estates,  which,  frcnn  the  grs- 
dual  diminution  of  the  value  of  money,  have  become 
exceedingly  trifling. 

The  foundation,  however,  has  always  proved  sufficient 
to  ensure  the  attendance  of  a  Master  of  Character  and 
Ability ;  and  if  few  names  of  peculiar  eminence  can  be 
found  amcHigst  it^s  Scholars,  yet  for  Two  Centuries  Keftxk 
School  has  continued  to  fulfil  the  wise  and  benevdcnt 
purposes  of  The  Founder,  and  to  dispense,  through  the 
ndghbouring  Districts,  a  sufficient  portion  of  sound  Learn- 
ing and  of  good  Morals. 

The  School  and  School-house  stand  upon  rising  ground 
at  the  Nordi-East  side  of  the  Church-yard.  The  School 
is  a  plain  building,  with  walls  at  least  three  feet  thick :  and 
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with  a  suitable  Latin  Inscription  over  the  Porch^  placed 
there  by  the  zeal  of  Dr.  Huntvb. 

A  stone  in  the  front  c£  the  School-house  records  some 
considerable  repairs  and  additions,  made  in  1779»  &t  the 
expense  of  John  Tempest,  of  Wimfard,  Esq.,  the  H«r  of 
Heath,  and  one  of  the  Governors. 

No  boys  at  present  receive  gratuitous  instrucdon ;  And 
the  Master  is  presumed  to  be  at  liberty  to  fix  his  own 
terms  of  admis^on  and  education,  which  have  never  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with  the  times.  Hie 
channel  of  Admission  is  through  the  Master  only. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advanta- 
ges, belonging  to  this  School 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Rawes, 
who  accommodates,  on  the  average,  Thirty  Pujnls  in  his 
own  house  at  Fifty  guineas  per  ofMwm,  eadi,  Tuition  fees 
included. 

The  most  eminent  Scholars  educated  at  Kepter  School 
were  those,  who  owed  their  Instrucdon  to  Mr.  Gilpin 
hunself.    The  most  distinguished  of  these  were, —

Hugh  Bboughton,  his  learned  but  ungraie/u^  Scho- 
lar ;  and  who  joined  with  Barnes,  <^  the  worthless 
Chancellor  ofDwrhom^  in  aocusmg  his  venerable 
Patron  of  irregularities  against  the  disdpline  of  the 
Church  of  England. 
Geoegb    Cableton,  the  Biographer   of  his    pious 

Kinsman  and  Patron,  Bishop  of  Chichester. 
Ralph   Ironside,  Rector  of   Long   Bredy,  in  the 

County  of  Dorset.    And  latterly, 
Christopher  Hunter,  M.  D.,  an  eminent  Phyndan 

and  Antiquary  of  Durham. 
William  Romain,  a  Divine  and  Writer  of   great 
Popularity.

The  Feex  Grammar  School  at  SsDGSFiiEL])  is  endowed 
with  a  Field  of  five  acres  on  the  Beacon  Hitt:  and  £2^.12^0 
are  paid  out  of  a  Field,  called  "  Howk-Hope,'* 

The  election  of  the  Master  is  in  the  RectOT  and  Vestry. 

Six  p(X)r  Children  are  to  be  taught  hare,  grati$. 

The  School-house  is  situa^  on  the  East  side  of  the 
Market  Square,  adjoining  to  Cooper's  Hospital. 

No  answer  has  been  reeled  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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BRAINTREE. 

Jahbs  Cokee,  late  of  Black  Notley>  but  formerly  a  Draper 
and  Grocer  in  Braintree,  where  he  was  bom,  gave  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  27th  of  October,  1702,  a  Farm  at  Stoke  by 
Najland,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  of  aboat  £lO.  per  annunij 
{car  the  teachmg  and  educating  of  Tbn  poor  children  of  this 
Town,  to  read  and  learn  Engiiah  and  LaHn  in  the  Parish 
Sdiool. 

In  1649,  Ralph  Diggiv,  Esq.,  of  Lisle,  in  the  County 
of  Southampton,  gave  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare 
Hall,  in  Cambridge,  three  Estates,— one,  in  Lisle, — another, 
at  Sfile-End,  in  Middle8ex,-*and  the  third,  at  Braintree^ 
called  ^  Htibbalda  and  MaUandTy — the  whole  amounting  to 
about  £140.  a  year,  for  the  foundmg  oi  FeUowships  and 
Scholarships,  at  the  discretion  of  The  College, — who  accord- 
ingly founded  Two  Fellowships  and  Six  Scholaeships. 

John  Rat,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  l>tter. 
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BRENTWOOD. 


The  FftEE  Grammar  School  at  Bbbktwood,  ia  the  Parish 
of  South  Weald,  was  founded  by  Sir  Anthony  Browne, 
Knt.,  Seijeant  at  Law,  of  Weald  Hall,  by  Letters  Patent 
of  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary,  dated  the  5th  of  July, 

1557  :— 

By  which  it  is  declared.  That  there  shall  be  one  Master, 
being  a  Priest,  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder, — and  Two 
Wardens  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  School,  bang 
Inhabitants  of  South  Weald,  to  be  nominated  and  displaced 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Patron. — The  Master,  and  Wardens, 
to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  Succession,  and  to 
have  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Founder  endowed  the  School  out  of  his  own  Estate, 
with  lands  and  tythes  at  Dagenham  and  Chigwell  Grange. 

On  the  18th  of  July,  1622,  George  Abbot,  Bishop  of 
London,  and  Dr.  John  Donne,  Dean  of  St.  PauPs,  con- 
firmed the  Statutes  of  this  School,  which  had  been  drawn 
up  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  by  Edmund  Grindal 
then  Bishop  of  London^  and  Dr.  Nowell,  Dean  of  St. 
Paul's. 

All  boys  who  can  read  and  write  printed  and  written 
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hand,  and  are  of  the  age  of  eigfU  and  under  eighieerij  and 
Jrnng  within  three  miles  of  the  School,  shall  be  taught  and 
instructed^^i^,  in  virtue,  learning,  and  manners. 

If  there  shall  be  so  many  Scholars  that  it  shall  be  thou^t 
unfit  to  have  any  more,  some  shall  be  removed  or  refused. 

Several  causes  of  refusal  and  expulsion,  under  the  consent 
of  the  Guardians,  or  of  the  Patron,  are  stated  and  defined. 

The  Master  is  allowed  to  employ  an  Usher  at  his  own 
cost,  and  to  change  him  at  hb  pleasure.  He  must  by  him- 
self, or  some  other  person  properly  licensed,  read  Divine 
Service  every  Wednseday  and  Friday  in  the  Chi^  of 
Brentwood* 

The  Master  is  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Estates  so  settled  on  the  School,  and  out  of  them  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs  of  the  premises,  and  to  pay  to  each  of 
Five  Poor  Alms-People,  3  men  and  2  women,  who  are  to 
be  appointed  and  placed  by  the  Owner  of  Weald  Hall  in 
Rve  Cottages  in  the  Village  of  South  Weald,  40*.  a  year, 
and  to  provide  for  each  of  them  a  robe  or  garment  of  the 
value  of  10*. 

The  residue  of  the  rents  he  is  to  retain  for  his  own  use. 

If  the  Patron  fidls  for  one  month  in  a  nomination  to  these 
Almshouses  on  a  vacancy,  the  appointment  devolves  on  the 
Master, — and,  if  the  Master  fails  for  the  same  time,  on  the 
Wardens  of  the  School. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  Latin,  Greek,  English,  ma- 
thematics,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

There  are  now  between  60  and  70  boys  daily  attending 
the  School,  all  of  them  upon  the  Foundation,  and  received 
without  any  expense  whatever  to  themselves  or  friends, — ^no 
one  who  has  applied,  and  been  qualified  for  admisaon,  has 
ever  been  refused, — no  other  boys  are  admitted. 

♦  This  Chapel,  with  the  Patronage  of  the  School,  now  be- 
longs  to  Cbristopher  Thomas  Tower,  Esq.,  of  Weald  Hall. 
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Tie  present  Master,  The  Bevd.  Chables  Toweb,  M.  A^ 
of  St.  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  rendes  in  the  House 
adjoining  the  School,  to  the  care  of  which  he  perscxudly  at- 
tends, and  he  has  provided  Three  Assistants  for  the  difierent 
departments. 

He  has  given  to  each  of  the  Afans-People  £10.  a  year, 
and  has  repaired  thrir  houses. 

This  School  is  entitled  to  a  small  Scholabship  of  £6. 
per  annum  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge,  in  turn  with  the 
Sdiook  of  Maldon  and  Chdmsford,  given  by  Thomai 
Plume,  D.  D. 

The  School  b  near  the  East  end  of  the  Town  of  Brent- 
wood, a  diort  distance  from  the  great  road  from  London  to 
Chelmsford.  The  Mastar^s  house  wUch  adj<nn8  it,  has  a 
anall  garden  attached  to  it  and  ox  acres  of  land  in  the 
Hamlet  of  Brentwood. 

The  Corporation  Seals  form  a  douUe  cla^  Seal  dither^ 
and  are  kept  in  an  iron  chest,  with  the  muniments  of  ihs 
SdiooL

The  G&ammae  Free  School  at  Chelmsford  was  founded 
by  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  at 
Westminster  on  the  24th  of  March,  in  the  fifth  year  of  his 
reign,  1552,  at  the  humble  request  of  Sir  William  Petrb, 
Knt,  one  of  his  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  Sir  Walter 
MiLDMAY,  Knt,  one  of  the  General  Supervisors  of  the 
Court  of  Augmentations,  Sir  Hknry  Tirrell,  Knt,  and 
Thomas  Mildmay,  Esq.,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  Moulsham 
and  the  adjacent  parts;  To  be  called  by  the  name  of  ^  The 
Grammar  Free  School  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,^  tat 
the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar  Learning,  under  the 
care  and  inspection  of  a  School-master,  and  an  Usher : — 

His  Majesty  constituted  the  Four  persons  above  men- 
tioned, who  had  been  the  principal  instruments  in  the  erect- 
ing of  it,  the  first  Governors  during  life,  and  settled  the 
government  of  it  in  those  Four  families  for  ever.  And, 
if  any  of  the  Four  Governors  died,  then  the  surviving 
Gofvemors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  were  empowered  to 
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choose  another  in  his  room,  vix.y  the  heir  male  of  the  powm 
deceased.  But,  if  any  of  the  Governors  should  die  without 
h^  male,  it  should  then  be  lawful  for  the  surviving  60- 
vemoi^,  or  the  maJOT  part  of  them,  to  make  choice  ci  t 
fitting  person  bearing  the  Estate  of  a  Ejiight,  whose  familj 
lived  for  the  most  part  in  the  County  of  Essex.  And,  if  it 
should  happen  all  the  Governors  thus  to  die  without  issue 
male,  then  he  granted  power  to  the  Bishop  of  the  JHocestj 
to  nominate  and  appoint  Four  Governors  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  in  their  rocmi : — 

He  endowed  it  with  HilTs  Chantry  in  the  Parish  of  Great 
Baddow;  Plumborough  Marshy  in  South  Minster;  Barries 
and  Squite  CrqfU^  in  Hatfield  Peverd;  Tie  Harsh  of 
WyTct  or  CariwyTcCy  in  West  Tilbury;  and  Skmehoust 
Chantry  J  in  East  Tilbury :  paying  yearly  out  of  them  only 
4(V..8J.  to  the  Poor  c^  Great  Baddow  aforesaid,  and  7'-10^ 
to  the  Court  of  Augmentations. 

The  Governors  are  a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  by  the 
name  of  <<  The  Govbrnoes  c^  the  Possessions,  Revenuis 
and  Goons  of  The  Free  School  of  King  Edward,  m  the 
Parish  of  Cb  elmsford.'' 

The  present  Gtoverkors  are — 
The  Right  Rouble.  Francis  Henry  Lord  Pxtrs, 

Baron  of  Writtle. 
Sir  Henry  St.  John  Carew  St.  John  Mildmat, 

Bart 
Sir  John  Tyrell,  Bart. 
Thomas  Gardiner  Bramston,  Esq. 
The  present  Treasurer  is,  Mr.  PJlrker,  who  was  ip- 
pcnnted  in  1798. 

The  School-house  is  ntuate  at  the  Upper  end  of  the 
Town  in  a  Street,  called  <^  Duke  Street/'  not  far  firom  the 
Church.  There  is  a  very  good  Dwelling-house  fcur  the 
residence  of  the  Master,—*  spacious  School-rooiiiy  with  s 
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laige  Garden,  and  omvenient  Out-buikUngs, — ^wbich  were 
purchased  by  The  Grovemors  many  years  since. 

Within  these  feiv^  years  they  have  very  much  improved 
the  DwelliDgJiouse,  and  purchased  a  field  contiguous  to 
it,  containing  about  two  acres,  for  a  Play-ground  for  the 
Scholars,  and  which  is  a  great  accommodation  to  the 
Master. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Nd^- 
bourhood,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  free  of  expense. 
There  are  at  present  Twenty  boys  upon  the  Foundation, 
and  Fifteen  others.  They  are  admitted  at  Seven  years  of 
age,  and  are  generally  continued,  as  long  as  their  Parents 
wish  them  to  remain  at  School  They  are  nominated  by 
the  Trustees. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  and 
tha  System  of  Educatbn  is  the  same  as  is  piursued  in  great 
Schools. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ro- 
BBKTS.  This  Grentleman  takes  private  Pupils,  his  terms, 
far  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas 
per  annum. 

The  Trustees,  a  few  years  since,  for  the  benefit  of  the  In- 
habitants, wished  the  present  Master  to  add  the  several 
branches  of  an  English  education ;  and,  in  compliance  with 
tb^  deare,  he  has  now  also  an  English  Asastant 

A  small  Scholarship  of  £S.  per  cmnum  at  Chrisfs  CoU 
lege,  Cambridge,  founded  by  Thokas  Pluke,  J).  D., 
Archdeacon  of  Rochester,  is  appropriated  to  a  person  edu- 
cated at  the  Schools  of  Brentwood,  Maldon,  or  Chelmsford. 

Sir  Hkkbt  Mildmay  pays  £2.  a  year,  being  a  legacy 
left  by  his  Ancestor,  to  the  Writing  Master. 

Philemon  Holland,  the  celebrated  Translator,  John 
Deb,  the  Mathematidan,  and  the  munificent  Thomas 
Plume,  D.D.,  were  educated  here.

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CHIGWELL. 

Thb  Two  Fese  Shools  at  Cuigwell  were  founded  by  the 
munificent  Prelate  Samuel  H abs vet,  Aechbishop  of  Yo&k^ 
by  Indenture,  made  the  13th  of  April,  1629,  between  him- 
self, on  the  one  part ;  and  Emanuei.  Utye,  D.  D.,  Vicar  of 
CbigweU,  Thomas  Beeesfobd,  D.  D.,  Parson  of  Lough-* 
tpn^  Davio  DtmBAE,  Esq.,  and  Eighteen  other  Gentlemen 
and  Yeomen  of  ChigweD,  on  the  other  part, — which  wit- 
nesseth,  That  His  Grace  had  erected  Two  f<ur  and  Iarg« 
School-Houses  in  the  Parish  of  ChigweU,  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  ^*  that  the  Children  and  Youth  of  that  and  other 
adjoining  Parishes  should  be  in  one  of  the  said  Scboob 
taught  to  read,  write,  cjrpher,  and  cast  accompts,  and  to 
learn  thar  Accidence, — and,  in  the  other  School-House,  to 
be  instructed  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues:*' — ^with 
handsome  and  convenient  houses  for  the  Masters,  and  suit- 
able gardens  to  each. 

For  the  endowment  of  these  Schools,  His  Grace  vested 
the  Impropriate  Rectory  and  Parsonage  of  Tottington,  in 
the  County  of  Norfolk,  then  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£60^  together  with  Ihe  Advowson  of  the  Vicarage  of  Tot- 
tington, in  TwBNTT-ONE  Feoffees,  to  be  employed  "  to 
no  other  tise  (yr  purpose.^  The  Grammar  School-master  to 
be  paid  £20.,  and  the  Englidi  Master  £25.,  by  equal  por« 
tions  ye^ly. 

The  residue  of  the  endowment, — after  the  distribution  of 
'^  49.  worth  of  good  wholesome  wheaten  bread,^  every  Sun- 
day (except  two),  at  the  end  of  Divine  Service,  to  the  Poor 
of  the  Piff  ish,  and  of  20^.  to  the  Clerk  for  rin^ng  the  Church 
Bell  every  morning  at  Six  o'clock, — is  to  be  safely  laid  up 
and  kept  as  a  Stodc,  to  be  em^doyed  by  the  Fec^ees  in  ^^  the 
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nee^id  reparaHoni^  of  the  School-houses  and  dweUings, 
*'  and  other  necessary  expenses  touching  the  Possesaons.^ 

Upon  every  Vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  of  Tottington,  the 
Feoffees  are  to  present  to  the  Ordinary  of  that  pkce  for  the 
time  bdng,  such  a  fit  Clerk  to  that  Vicarage,  '<  as  either  had 
been  formerly  a  Scholar  of  the  said  LaAn  School,  or  one 
that  was  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  if  any  such  could 
be  found,  and  who  would  accept  thereof:^ — and  if  not,  then 
they  are  to  present  such  other  fit  person,  as  they  should 
think  proper. 

That  when  so  many  of  the  "  Bargainees^  cm*  their 
asfflgns,  **  shall  depart  out  of  this  mortal  life,  that  there 
shall  be  but  Five  of  them  surviving,'"  that  then  the  Survi- 
vors shall,  **  with  all  convenient  speed,*  appoint  Sixteen 
other  fit  persons  to  complete  the  Trust ; — whereof  the  Vicar 
of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of  Loughton,  shall  always  be 
IkoOf  and  the  rest  to  be  *^  some  of  the  most  substantial, 
able,  sufficient,  and  discreet  Parishioners  of  Chigwell.*" 

And  for  the  good  management  of  his  Schools,  the  pious 
and  benevolent  Prelate  drew  up  the  followmg  solemn  and 
impressive  Ordinances  : — 

''  The  Beings  Idfe^  and  Continuation  of  all  Foimdations  oq 
Earth  are  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  that  Foundation  -,  and  the 
Life  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  is  the  due  and  strict  obser- 
vation of  them»  which  cannot  be  done  but  by  living  Men — I 
therefore  charge  the  Governors  of  my  Schools,  as  they  shall  answer 
to  Ood  before  his  holy  Angels,  for  their  own  Children,  the  Loss  of 
their  Time  in  their  Golden  Youth,  the  Corruption  of  their  Manners, 
the  cfieating  them  of  their  Learning,  and  the  Ruin  of  that  Fowuia- 
turn  which  I  have  laid  for  their  piS)lic  Good  and  the  Good  of  their 
Posterity,  that  they  look  duly,  carefully,  and  consaonably  to  the 
due  keeping  and  observing  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  foUow- 
ing ;  which  doing,  the  Blessing  and  Peace  of  God  rest  upon  them 
md  their  Issue. 

The  first  Ordinance  that  I  am  to  make^  is  to  lay  a  Bond  and  ' 
Obligation  upon  myself^  humbly  upon  my  knees^  during  my 
Lifej  to  praise  and  magnify  the  Goodness  of  God,  who,  from  a 
poor  l^oar  of  this  Parish^  hath  called  me  to  so  high  a  Dignity 
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in  his  Churchy  and  to  enable  me  to  offer  this  Mite  of  my  Thank- 
fulness unto  Him  for  all  the  Blessings  that  in  Mercy  He  hath 
bestowed  upon  me. 

Item,  I  ordain,  that  both  the  Schools  respectively,  be  for 
ever  ruled  and  governed  by  Twelve  Governors,  whom  for 
the  present,  I  nominate  and  appoint  Mr.  Emanuel  Utte, 
Doctor  in  Divinity  and  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  in  the  said  County  of 
Essex,  Mr.  Thomas  Bbresfobd,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  and  Par- 
son of  Loughton,  in  the  said  County  of  Essex,  Mr.  David  Dun- 
bar, of  Chigwell  aforesaid,  Esq.,  Mr.  Edmund  Dbnnye,  Mr. 
Robert  Babpoote,  Mr.  Thomas  Howes,  Mr.  Henby  Withers, 
and  Mr.  Edmund  Scott,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid,  Gentlonen,  Mr. 
William  Nutt,  Citizen  and  Grocer,  of  London,  John  Allen, 
William  Bbown^  and  Jersam  Holmes,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid. 
Yeomen  j  and  that  these,  and  those  who  shall  succeed  them^  do 
from  time  to  time  elect,  and  constitute  the  Schoolmasters  respec- 
tively, and  remove  and  expel  them  as  there  shall  be  cause,  sec 
Uie  Ordinances  of  the  Schools  duly  kept  and  observed,  receive 
the  annual  rents,  pay  the  Schoolmasters,  and  do  all  other 
Matters  and  Things  that  shall  or  may  concern  the  Welfare  and 
Prosperity  of  the  said  Schools  for  ever ;  of  which  Twelve  I  no- 
minate and  appoint  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of 
Loughton,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  always  Two ;  and  when  it 
shall  please  God  to  call  any  of  these  Twelve  out  of  this  mortal 
Life,  I  constitute  and  ordain,  that  the  surviving  Governors, 
within  Sbt  Days  after  the  Death  of  any  of  the  Governors,  shall 
meet  at  the  Grammar-Schoolmaster*s  House,  and  shall  nominate 
and  elect  of  the  most  able  and  substtmtial  Parishioners  of  Chig- 
well, one  or  more  Governors  to  make  up  the  number  of  Twelve, 
and  not  above ;  and  that  they  write  the  Names  of  the  Person  or 
Persons  so  elected,  in  this  Book  of  Ordinances,  and  subscribe 
their  Names  thereunto. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain,  that  within  Ten  Days  after 
every  Vacancy  of  either  of  the  Schoolmasters*  Places  by  Death, 
Deprivation,  Cession,  or  otherwise,  that  the  Governors,  or 
the  more  Part  of  them)  do  meet  at  the  Latin  Schoolmaster's 
House,  and  there  do  chuse  a  new  Schoolmaster  into  the  Place 
that  is  become  void,  and  if  after  Ten  Days  nfext  ensuing  the  Va- 
cancy, they  do  not  agree  upon  the  Election  and  Choice  of  a  new 
Schoolmaster,  then  I  ordain  that  the  Election  do  devolve  abso- 
lutely imto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  Party  whom  his  Lordship  shall  nominate  under  his  hand  to 
become,  and  to  be  the  Schoolmaster  resp^tively,  without  any 
ceremony  or  contradiction. 

The  Quality  of  the  Latin  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  appoint  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster 
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be  a  Graduate  of  one  of  the  Universities,  not  under  Seven-and- 
twenty  Years  of  Age,  a  Man  skilful  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Tongues,  a  good  Poet,  of  a  sound  Religion,  neither  Papist  nor 
Puritan,  of  a  grave  Behaviour,  of  a  sober  and  honest  Conversa- 
tion, no  Tipler  nor  Haunter  of  Alehouses,  no  Puffer  of  Tobacco  ; 
and  above  all,  that  he  be  apt  to  teach  and  severe  in  Ws  Govern- 
ment :  And  all  Election  or  Elections  otherwise  made  I  declare 
them  to  be  void  ipso  facto ;  and  that  as  soon  as  the  Schoolmaster 
do  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  either  Deacon  or  Priest,  his  Place 
to  become  void  ipso  facto,  as  if  he  were  dead. 

Itetn,  I  ordain  that  the  Second  Schoolmaster,  touching  his 
Years  and  Conversation,  be  in  all  Points  endowed  and  qualified 
as  is  above  expressed  touching  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  5  that  he 
write  fair  Secretary  and  Roman  Hands ;  that  he  be  skilful  in 
Cyphering  and  Casting  of  Accounts,  and  teach  his  Scholars  the 
same  Faculty ;  that  for  his  Diligence  in  teaching,  and  his  Timet 
of  Beginning  and  Ending  his  School,  he  be  tied  under  the  same 
Penalties  as  are  hereafter  in  that  behalf  limited. 

The  Authors  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  is  to  read. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  do 
train  up  his  Scholars  in  the  Vulgar  Grammar,  commonly  caUed 
Lilly's  Grammar,  and  no  other ;  and  in  Cleonard's  Granunar 
for  the  Greek  Tongue ;  and  for  Phrase  and  Style,  that  he  infuse 
no  other  into  them  save  TuUy  and  Terence  j  for  Poets,  that  he 
read  the  ancient  Greek  and  Latin  Poets  j  no  Novelties  nor 
conceited  modem  Writers. 

The  Time  of  beginning  and  ending  the  Schoolmaster's  teaching. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schools  b^n,  betwixt 
our  Lady  Day  and  Michaelmas,  at  Six  o'Clock  in  the  Morning, 
and  end  at  Eleven  ;  and  in  the  Afternoon  that  it  begin  at  One, 
and  end  at  Six ;  and  in  the  Winter  that  they  begin  at  Seven  and 
continue  to  Eleven,  and  in  the  Afternoon  from  One  to  Five : 
And  that  each  Schoolmaster  do  come  in  Person  into  his  several 
Schoob  amongst  his  Scholars  every  Morning,  except  he  be 
detained  by  want  of  his  Health,  by  Six  o'Clock  from  our  Lady 
Day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by  Seven  o'Clock  from  Michaelmas  to 
our  Lady  Dayj  and  that  he  continue  in  Person  teaching  his 
Scholars  till  Nine  of  the  Clock,  and  then,  if  he  please,  to  refresh 
himself;  and  that  he  be  in  Person  in  his  School  again  by  Ten 
of  the  Clock,  and  so  continue  till  Eleven  5  and  at  Afternoon 
that  he  be  present  in  his  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  and  con- 
tinue till  Three,  and  from  Four  to  Five  in  the  Winter,  and  Sx 
the  rest  of  the  Year :  And  if  he  be  occasioned  by  necessary 
Business  to  absent  himself  from  his  School  more  than  Two 
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Days,  I  will  that  he  Ask  the  Trbbe  Seniob  Gotbrnoks' 
Lbave  ;  and  if  he  prove  negligent  ia  keeping  his  Hours  as  is 
above  said^  or  absent  himself  from  his  School  Without  Lbavb 
obtained^  after  Three  Admonitions  given  him  by  the  Govern 
NOBS,  or  the  more  Part  of  them,  I  ordain  and  declare  his  Place 
to  be  VOID,  and  do  appoint  a  new  Schoolmaster  to  be  chosen 
into  it. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  every  Saturday 
Afternoon,  do  call  the  Scholars  of  both  Schools  before  him,  and 
do  catechise  them  in  the  Principles  of  our  Christian  Religion, 
According  to  the  Order  of  the  Book  op  Common  Prayer, 
that  they  may  by  this  Means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receive 
public  Instruction,  by  way  of  catechising  from  the  Vicar  in  the 
Church,  which  I  more  desire  than  the  seasoning  them 
with  leabnino. 

Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  each  Schoolmaster,  upon  Penalty  of 
Loss  of  his  Place,  that  he  grant  no  Otiums,  or  Play  Days,  nor 
Part  of  Play  Days,  to  his  Scholars  respectively,  upon  any 
Pretext:  But  I  appoint  that  the  Scholars  do  every  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  betwixt  Three  and  Four  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  play  of  course  $  and  I  strictly  charge  that  there  be  no 
breaking  up,  nor  leaving  of  School,  before  any  Festival  Days, 
save  only  Two  Days  before  the  Feast  of  Easter,  Two  Days 
before  the  Feast  of  Pentecost,  and  Three  Days  before  Christmas ; 
and  the  Schools  to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter 
Week,  Uie  Wednesday  in  the  Week  of  Pentecost,  and  the  Day 
after  the  Twelfth  Day  in  Christmas,  without  delay. 

The  Manner  of  the  Schoolmasters*  Corrections. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmasters  do  not 
exceed  in  their  Corrections  above  the  Number  of  Three  Stripes 
with  the  Rod  at  any  one  Time ;  that  they  strike  not  any  Scholar 
upon  the  Head  or  the  Cheek  with  their  Fist  or  the  Palms  of 
their  Hands,  or  with  any  other  Thing,  upon  Pain  of  Loss  of 
Forty  Shillings  for  every  such  Stripe  or  Stroke,  to  be-defaulked 
by  the  Governors  out  of  their  yearly  Wages :  That  they  do  not 
curse  or  revile  their  Scholars :  That  for  speaking  English  in  the 
Latin  School,  the  Scholar  be  corrected  by  the  Ferula ;  and  for 
swearing,  with  the  Rod :  That  Monitors  be  appointed  to  note 
and  present  their  Rudeness,  irreverent  or  indecent  Demeanour 
in  the  Streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public  Sports. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  the  Schools  do  every 
Morning,  upon  their  Knees,  before  they  begin  their  Lectures, 
offer  up  their  Sacrifice  of  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving  to  God  in 
such  Payers  and  Psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me ;  that  is 
to  say^  that  their  Masters,  both  at  one  Time  in  the  Morning,  do 
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repeat  orderly  the  Lords  Prayer,  and  after  that  the  Te  Deum 
Laudamut,  and  that  their  Scholars  do  answer  them  accorduigly ; 
and  at  Afternoon >  before  they  depart,  that  the  Masters  do  repeat 
orderly  the  Hundred-and'thirteenth  Psalm,  and  they  answer  it 
and  the  Verse  following  to  the  end  of  that  Psalm. 

The  Behaviour  of  the  Scholars. 

Item,  I  publish  to  all  Men  the  true  Intentions  of  my  Heart, 
that  I  more  affectionately  desire  that  the  poor  Scholars  of  my 
Schools  be  nurtured  and  disciplined  in  good  Manners,  thim  m- 
structed  in  good  Arts;  and  therefore  I  chaige  my  Schoolmasters 
respectively,  as  they  will  answer  it  to  God  and  good  Men,  that 
they  bring  up  their  Scholars  in  the  Fear  of  God,  and  Reverence 
towards  all  Men:  That  they  teach  them  Obedience  to  their 
Parents,  Observance  to  their  Betters*,  Gentleness  and  Ingenuity 
in  all  their  Carriages ;  and,  above  all,  that  they  chastise  them 
severely  for  Three  Vices,  Lying,  Swearing,  and  Filthy  Speak- 
ing, that  Men  seeing  the  Buds  of  Virtue  in  their  Youth  may  be 
stirred  up  to  bless  them,  and  to  praise  God  for  their  pious 
Education. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  Sdiools  do  upon  every 
Sunday  and  Holiday,  in  the  Morning,  resort  orderly  unto  their 
several  Schools;  and  that  they  go  from  thence,  with  their 
Masters  before  them^  unto  the  Church,  Two  and  Two  in  a 
Rank:  That  they  carry  their  Service  Books  with  them,  and 
answer  the  Versicles  in  the  Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  F^urish 
doth:  That  they  kneel  at  such  Times  of  the  celebrating  of 
IMvine  Service  accordingly  as  it  is  in  that  behalf  prescribed  by 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and  that  they  stand  up  at  tha 
Reading  of  the  Creed  and  Gospel,  and  bow  at  the  sacred  name 
of  J  ESL  8 ;  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  Capacity  do  take  in  Writing 
the  Notes  of  the  Preacher*s  Sermon,  and  give  Account  of  them 
on  Monday  Morning  to  their  Masters. 

The  Free  Scholars  of  both  Schools. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Lfatin  Schoolmaster  do 
teach  gratis,  that  is  without  any  Fee  or  Reward,  TwELva 
Scholars,  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  Two  bom  in 
Loughton,  Two  in  Woodford,  and  Two  within  the  Parish  of 
Lambome ;  and  that  the  English  Schoolmaster  do  teach  gra^ 
to  Read.  Write,  Cypher,  and  Cast  Accounts,  and  to  learn  their 
Accidence,  All  that  shall  be  sent  unto  him  of  the  Parish  of 
Chigwell,  Two  bora  within  the  Parish  of  Loughton,  Two  within 
the  Parish  of  Woodford,  and  Two  within  the  Parish  of  Lam- 
bome :  Provided  always.  That  in  case  the  Parents  of  any  of  the 
Free  Sdioiars  above  named  do  detain  and  keep  their  Chfldren 
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by  the  Space  of  Five  days  together  from  the  School^  or  above 
Seven  Days  In  any  one  Quarter  of  a  Year  jointly  or  severally^ 
upon  any  Pretext  (except  it  be  in. case  of  Sickness),  that  then  and 
£rom  thenceforth  the  Scholars  so  absented  and  detained  shall  for 
ever  forfeit  his  freedom  in  the  said  Sclj^ool,  and  shall  be  expel- 
led from  the  School,  except  his  Parents  pay  for  his  teaching 
according  to  the  Schoolmaster's  discretion. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  no  leprous,  foul>  or  infec- 
tious Child  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  said  Schools ;  nor 
any  that  by  the  Sluttishness  or  Negligence  of  their  Parents  or 
Guardians  shall  be  observed  to  abound  with  Vermin :  That  no 
Scholar,  upon  Pain  of  Whipping,  do  make  Water  within  the 
Walls  of  the  Court- Yard  :  and  that  for  their  other  needfid  Oc- 
casions they  resort  to  some  such  retired  Place  as  shall  be  appointed 
unto  them  by  the  Governors,  and  not  elsewhere. 

Item,  I  do  ordain  that  the  said  Rectory  shall  not  at  any  Time 
hereafter  be  demised  for  any  longer  Term  than  for  One-and- 
twenty  Years  at  the  furthest,  to  begin  in  Possession  from  the 
making  of  the  Lease ;  and  that  upon  every  such  Lease  thereof^ 
so  from  Time  to  Time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved,  for  and 
during  all  the  Term,  the  yearly  Rent  of  Threescore  Pounds  of 
lawful  English  Money,  to  be  paid  at  the  Two  usual  Feasts  or 
Terms  of  the  Year ;  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Feasts  of  St.  Michael 
the  Archangel,  and  of  The  Annunciation  of  our  blessed  Lady  the 
Virgin  lif  ary,  or  within  Eight-and-twenty  Days  at  the  furthest 
next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  each  of  the  said  Feasts,  by 
equal  and  even  Portions.  I  doubt  not  but  that  the  said  Rectoiy 
may  from  time  to  time  be  let  for  so  much  yearly  Rent:  But  if 
theFeoflfees,  Grantees,  or  Bargainees  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  Rectory,  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  enforced  to  abate 
some  of  the  said  yearly  Rent  as  that  they  shall  not  be  able,  out 
of  the  yearly  PrcSfits  of  the  said  Rectory,  fidly  to  perform  all 
those  good  and  Charitable  Uses  which,  in  my  Conveyance  of  the 
said  Rectory  to  the  new  Grantees  or  Bargainees  therein  named, 
are  in  that  behalf  mentioned  and  appointed ;  Then  I  will.  That, 
according  to  the  Proportion,  and  for  so  much  of  the  said  yearly 
Rent  as  they  shall  be  so  enforced  to  abate,  and  for  and  during 
that  time  only,  there  shall  be  a  proportionable  and  respective 
Defalcation  made  of  the  several  yearly  Stipends  which  I  have,  in 
and  by  my  said  Conveyance  appointed  to  be  given  to  the  School- 
masters of  the  said  Schools. 

Itemy  I  do  nominate,  and  with  my  hearty  Prayers  beseech^ 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being  to  be  for  ever 
the  Visitor  of  my  Schools ;  imto  whom  I  will  and  appoint  the 
Governors  abovesaid  to  repair  in  all  Cases  of  Difficulty  and 
Difference  amongst  them :    And  I  ordain  that  his  the  said  Lord 
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Biihop*8  Sentence,  Judgment,  or  Doom,  to  be  a  final  and  ooa- 
clusiye  Determination  of  all  Differences  wfaatsoerer;  And  I 
will  and  require  Two  of  the  Senior  Goyemon  of  the  Schook, 
either  upon  every  New  Year's  Day  yearly,  or  the  Day  following, 
to  repair  unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  his  Pdace  or  House, 
and  to  present  unto  his  Lorddiip  an  old  Angel  of  Gold,  for  hit 
New  Year's  Gift,  with  these  Words : 

*'  May  it  please  your  Lordship, 
"  We  are  commanded  by  Order  from  our  Pounder  td 

*'  present  unto  your  Lordsldp  this  poor  New  Year's  Gift ; 

"  and  humbly  to  entreat  your  Lordship,  in  his  name,  to  be 

*'  good  unto  his  Poor  Schools  at  Chigwell.'* 
Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Conveyances  and  Writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  Fbssessions  of  my  Schools,  together  with 
the  Money  vhich  I  have,  in  and  by  my  Conveyance  unto  the 
new  Grantees  or  Bargainees  of  the  said  Possessions,  appointed 
to  be  for  a  Stock  for  the  said  Schools,  shall  be  from  Time  to 
Time  kept  in  a  Chest,  which  shall  remain  in  the  House  ap- 
pointed for  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  under  three  Locks  and 
Keys  5  one  of  which  Keys  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell  for  the  time 
being,  the  other  Key  the  Parson  of  Loughton  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  third  Key  such  a  one  of  the  Gk)vcmor8  as  the  Governors 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  migor  Part  of  them,  shall  in  that  behalf 
nominate  and  appoint. 

Lastly,  I  ordiain  that  these  Ordinances  shall  once  every  Year, 
upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  Week,  in  the  Forenoon  of  the  same 
Day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  which  shall  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  ToDgues, 
in  the  Presence  and  Hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  Schooli 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  miyor  Part  of  them,  whom  I  desire  in 
that  bdialf  to  be  then  present.

A  doubt  having  arisen,  whether  the  Master  of  the  Latin 
School,  notwithstanding  the  clear  intention  of  the  Founder 
that  the  same  shall  be  appointed  for  the  instructing  and 
teaching  the  Children  of  the  Pariah  of  Chigwell,  and  the 
adjacent  Parishes,  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues,  might  not, 
nevertheless,  be  at  liber^  to  teach  and  instruct  such  Children 
as  shouU  board  mih  hi^  and  were  not  dther  dT  Chigwdl 
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or  the  adjacent  Pariahes,  readings  writings  and  cariing 
accounts^  and  learning  their  Accidence,  which  the  Master  of 
the  English  School  apprehended  to  be  an  innovation,  and 
much  to  his  detriment, — and  the  Masters  of  both  Schools 
having  laid  before  the  Bbhop  of  London  a  state  of  thdr 
respective  cases, — and  the  Trustees  having  likewise  desired 
his  Judgment  and  Dedsion  therein, — 

His  Lordship  under  his  Episcopal  Seal,  dated  the  20th 
of  June,  1743,  declared, — 

'^  That  though  there  were  no  directions  in  the  smd  Statutes 
or  Ordinances,  concerning  the  teaching  or  instructing  any  other 
Children  than  those  of  Chigwell  and  the  ac^acent  Parishes,  yet 
it  evidently  appears  to  be  the  Foimder*s  intention  throughout, 
that  each  School  should  be  kept  to  the  separate  and  distinct  use 
directed  by  him. 

"  We,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  do,  for 
preventing  all  further  doubts  and  disputes,  strictly  order  and 
eiyoin  the  several  and  respective  Masters,  that  no  Children 
whatever,  whether  upon  the  Foundation  or  not,  be  from  hence- 
forth taught  in  the  Grammar  School  to  read,  write,  cypher,  or 
cast  accounts,  or  learn  their  Accidence, — nor  in  the  other 
School  shall  they  be  taught  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues.^* 

The  present  Master  of  The  Grammar  School  is,  The 
Revd.  William  Bubford,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £20. 
per  annum.  The  present  number  of  Scholars  b  Thirty, — 
3  or  4  of  whom  are  upon  the  Foundation. 

The  present  Master  of  The  Enghsh  School  is,  Mr.  Wil- 
LiAM  Cole,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annum.  Twenty 
boys  of  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  two  of  Loughton,  two  of 
Woodford,  and  two  of  Lamboume,  (adjmning  Parishes), 
are  instructed  gratuitoushf. 
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COLCHESTER. 

In  so  large  and  considerable  a  place  as  Colchestee,  there 
must  undoubtedly  have  been  always  several  Schools.  Thcfe 
were  Public  ones,  even  so  andently  as  the  dghth  of  King 
J0HN9  1207.'  But  there  were  none  endowed  until  the  Slst 
of  King  Hene7  the  Eighth,  1539,  nor  any  effectually 
endowed  at  all  until  the  26th  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1584, 

In  which  year  Her  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patait  dated  the 
6th  of  July,  re-granted  to  the  Bailiffs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty of  this  Town,  the  Chantries  in  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Helen,  and  in  the  Church  of  St  Mary,  with  all  the  reve- 
nues thereunto. belonging;  upon  the  condition,  that  they 
should  distribute  and  apply  part  of  the  revenues  of  the 
same,  in  erecting  and  endowing  a  Fkee  School  here ;  — 

Ordaining^  that  the  Corporation,  and  th^ir  Successors,  may 
choose  the  blaster  from  time  to  time ;  — 

That  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  the  Dean  of  St.  PauVs,  and 
their  Successors,  may  make  wholesome  and  suitable  Statutes 
in  writing,  for  the  Government  of  the  Master,  and  Scholarb 
of  this  School,  which  they  shall  firmly  observe  and  keep : — 

That  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars  shall  be  under 
the  Visitation  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  the  time  being ;  — 

That  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  his  Successors,  may  visit  as 
well  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as  all  the  posses- 
sions assigned  by  the  Bailiffs  and  Commonalty  for  the  mf^inten- 
ance  of  the  School } — 

And,  shall  cause  the  revenues  of  those  possessions  to  be 
employed  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  School,  and  the 
Master. 

A'  out  ten  n^onths  after  the  date  of  this  Grant,  the  Baili& 
and  Commonalty  erected  and  endowed  the  School, —  direct- 
ing, that  the  House  called  <'  Westons^  in  the  Parish  of  All 
Saints^  which  had  before  been  used  as  a  School-house,  should 
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be -for  ever  thereafter  the  School-house  of  The  Free 
Grammar  School  within  the  Town  of  Colchester;  in 
which  there  shall  be  Sixteen  Free  Scholars  instructed  in 
the  art  of  Grammar  for  ever :  and  asagned  certain  premises 
of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  20  marks,  for  the  support  of  the 
Master. 

In  th)s  state  the  School  continued  until  the  reign  of  King 
William  the  Third,  when  complaint  being  made  to  Dr. 
Henry  Compton,  Bishop  of  London,  that  the  whole  profits 
of  the  messuages  and  lands  were  not  applied  according  to 
the  Patent  of  Queen  Elisabeth,  His  Lordship  filed  a 
Bill  in  Chancery  against  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  in 
Michaehnas  Term  1696,  and  on  the  31st  of  October  1698 
obtained  a  Decree. 

Still,  however,  the  matter  remuned  unsettled  for  some 
years  afterwards :  but  at  length  the  Mayor  and  Corporation 
were  prevailed  upon  to  part  with  the  management  of  the 
revenues  of  the  School,  and  to  put  them  into  other  hands. 

And,  in  pursuance,  therefore,  of  the  Decree  in  Chancery, 
they  enfeoffed,  on  the  16th  of  September,  1707»  by  way 
of  lease  and  release.  Sir  William  Luckin,  of  Messing,  Bart , 
Sir  Isaac  Rebow,  Knight,  and  five  other  Grentlemen,  in  all 
die  lands  and  tenements  beloi^ing  to  the  Schod,  in  Trusty 
that  they  should  permit  the  Master,  for  the  time  being,  to 
enjoy  the  possessions,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  there- 
of to  his  own  use. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  £117.  p^  annum, 
—a  sum  at  which  it  was  let  on  a  lease  of  21  years  in  the 
beginmng  of  the  year  1806. 

The  Statutes  which  were  drawn  up  by  John  Lord  Bishop 
of  London,  and  Alexakdeb  Nowell,  Dean  of  St  Paul's^ 
are  not  now  complied  with  in  the  School,  as  many  of  them 
are  totally  inapplicable  to  present  manners  and  habits 

The  School  hours  are,  in  Summer,  at  seven  o^Clock  in 
the  Morning, — out  at  nine, — in  agmn  at  ten^  and  out  at 
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one ; — in  at  three,  and  out  at  five.  In  the  Winter,  anhour 
later  in  the  Morning.  A  selection  of  Prayers  from  the 
Churdi  Service  is  always  used  before  the  business  annmeii- 
oes,  every  Morning. 

The  number  of  Scholars  is  between  30  and  40,  seldoni 
falling  short  of  the  former  or  exceeding  the  latter.  For 
many  years  previous  to  1806,  the  situation  was  occupied  by 
a  (gentleman  who  paid  no  aUention  to  the  duties  of  a  ScbocJ- 
masta*,  and  who  had  suffered  the  School  to  fall  altogetho- 
into  n^ect, — <*  not  a  single  Pupil  had  been  educated  under 
himjbr  several  years/*  The  terms  of  the  Day-Scholars  are 
ten  guineas  per  annum. 

Tie  Eton  Grammars  are  used :  and  the  system  of  educa- 
tion pursued  is  generally  the  Eton,  although  other  books 
than  those  used  at  that  Seminary,  are  occasionaUy  intro- 
duced. 

RoBEBT  Lewis,  formerly  Fellow  of  St.  Johns's  College, 
Cambridge,  and  for  some  time  Preacher  at  St  Peter^s  in 
Colchester,  and  Maby  his  Wife, — both  of  whom  were 
bom  and  brought  up  in  this  Town, — ^intended,  and  the 
said  Mabt,  by  her  Will  dated  the  12th  of  October,  1620, 
gave  £100.  to  the  use  of  that  Coll^ ;  for  whi^  the  Cor- 
poration granted  an  Annuity  of  £7-9  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Scholar  in  St.  Jdm*s,  for  ever.  Upon  a  vacancy,  the 
Master  and  Seniors  of  the  College  are  to  make  chcHce  of  a 
Scholar,  formerly  of  The  Free  School  of  Colchester,  and 
the  son  of  a  Free  Burgess  of  the  same  Town,  if  they  have 
any  such  within  their  College,  and  qualified  aoconfing  to 
their  Statutes.  But,  if  there  be  none  such  in  that  College^ 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bailiffs,  and  the  general 
Preacher,  of  the  Town  of  Colchester,  and  the  Sdioolmaster 
of  the  Free  School  there  for  the  time  being,  or  any  Three 
of  them,  to  nominate  and  jnresent  to  the  Master  and  Se- 
niors of  St.  John*s  a  sufficient  Scholar  of  the  JPree  Sdiool  of 
Colchester,  to  ^coeed  into  the  said  place. 
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Ambrose  Gilbsrt,  S.  T.  B.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  6th 
of  May,  1642,  bequeathed  "  Marth-Hoiue^m  the  Parish  of 
St.  Osyth,  in  Essex,  with  all  the  lands  and  woods  belonging 
to  the  same,  to  the  founding  of  a  Fellowship  and  a  Scholar, 
ship  in  St  John's  CoU^,  in  Cambridge,  and  appointed  ^^  to 
be  capable  of  these  places,  first  the  GiLB£RT8,next  the  Tork- 
iNGTONs,  then  Colchester  School,  lastly  Orset,  and  Ess^z.^ 
This  Will  was  proved  on  the  14th  of  June,  1649. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Rerd.  Edward  Crosss, 
who  took  the  Degree  of  M.  A.,  at  Oriel  Coll^;e,  Oxford, 
about  the  year  1799,  having  been  ordained  Deaccm  and 
Priest  at  Exeter,  in  1796  and  1797-  In  1803,  he  accept- 
ed a  Curacy  in  Essex,— and,  in  1806,  he  was  nominated,  a 
Candidate  for  the  Mastership  of  Colchester  School,  upon  a 
vacancy  then  declared, — and  his  success  is  attributed  in  great 
measure  to  the  fi&vouraUe  tesUroonies  borne  to  his  character 
by  the  late  estimable  Provost  of  Oriel,  and  by  the  present 
Bishop  of  P£TXRBORouoH, — and  he  was  elected  by  the 
unanimous  suffi*ages  of  the  Burgesses,  to  almost  all  of  whom 
he  was  personally  unknown.  This  Gentleman  has  always 
taken  a  few  private  Pupils,  generally  Six.  EQs  terms  have 
varied  acccmling  to  the  age  of  those  to  be  admitted, — for 
the  youngest  they  are  80  guineas,— for  the  eldest  120  gui- 
neas,— the  average  may  be  stated  at  100.  He  Uves  in  a 
Private  house. 

His  Assistant,  Mr.  Roobes,  late  Fellow  of  Sydney  Sussex 
College,  Cambridge,  resides  in  the  School-house,  and  takes 
a  few  pupils  at  Sixty  guineas  per  cmnum  each. 

The  number  of  The  Trustees  is  very  limited,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  or  six. 

Samuel  Harsket,  Archbishop  of  York,  and  the  muni- 
ficent Founder  of  the  Two  Schools  at  Chigwell,  was  educa- 
ted heer. 
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DEDHAM. 

Tub  Freb  Grammab  School  at  Dedhah  was  built,  and 
the  House  adjoining  to  the  same  for  the  Master  was  given 
by  Dame  Joan  Clark,  at  a  period  now  unknown. 

For  it's  Endowment  it  is  indebted  to  William  Little- 
bury,  Gentleman,  of  Dedham,  who,  by  his  Will  dated  the 
20th  of  July,  1571,  bequeathed  a  Farm,  called  ''  Rag- 
marshy''*  situate  in  the  Panshes  of  Bradfield  and  Wrabness, 
then  rented  at  £20.  a  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master, — to  teach  Twenty  Scholars,  such  as  the  Governors 
should  approve,  according  to  the  directions  and  limitations 
in  his  Will. 

This  donation  was  confirmed,  and  the  Governors  incorpo- 
rated by  Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  May,  1574,  when  the 
School  was  directed  to  be  styled  **  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School.*' 

The  Grovemors,  constituted  and  appointed  by  this  Char- 
ter, were  empowered  to  appcnnt  others  to  the  number  of 
Twenty-four,  as  occasion  should  require,  to  be  Trustees  of 
the  School-house  and  Farm,— to  keep  all  things  in  good 
order  and  repair, — and  to  give  an  account  of  the  revenues 
and  improvements,  at  their  general  Meeting  on  Whiisun- 
Monday  in  every  year. 

The  Master  of  the  School  must  be  a  Graduate  in  one  of 
the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 

"  We  may  in  one  instance  observe,*"  Mr.  Morant  re- 
marks,'' how  much  a  Military  spirit  was  encouraged  by  our 
martial  and  manly  Queen  Elizabeth, —  I  mean,  her  in- 
junctions to  the  Parents  of  boys  at  Free  Schools,  and  this  of 
Dedham  in  particular, — That  they  should  furnish  th^  sons 
there  with  baws^  shafts^  bracers^  and  gkrves,  in  order  to  trahi 
them  to  arms  J* 
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In  1593,  William  Cardinal,  Esq.,  of  Egmanton  in  the 
County  of  Nottingham,  but  a  native  of  this  town,  gave  a 
Farm  in  Great  Bromley,  in  Essex,— the  rent  thereof  to  be 
divided  between  Two  poor  Scholars,  natives  of  Dedham, 
or  Much  Bromley,  and  sent  from  this  School  to  Cambridge. 

No  answer  has  been  reoaved  to  the  Authcnr's  Letter. 
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EARL'S  COLNE,  near  Halsted. 

Thk  Febr  Grammae  School  at  Earl's  Colmk  was 
founded  by  Christopher  Swallow,  Clerk,  some  time 
Vicar  of  Messing,  in  the  rdgn  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth  ; 
and  endowed  with  a  Farm-house  and  lands,  called  ^  Pide^ 
gkmes^  in  the  Parishes  of  Stisted  and  Patteswick,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,— a  Cottage  and  land,  called  <<  Tuwkie&e^ 
in  the  Parish  of  Stisted, — a  Farm-house  and  lands  in  the 
Parish  of  Ardleigh,— lands,  called  «  Po«*,'*  in  the  Pariah  of 
Marks  Tey, — and  a  Cottage  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of 
Messing,  — the  gross  annual  Income,  in  181 7»  amounting  to 
JC175..I..O. — For  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  proper 
person  to  execute  the  office  of  a  Schoolmaster,  ^*  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  and  instruct  children  in  a  Grammar  School 
there,  and  to  teach  the  number  of  Thirty  Children,  whose 
Parents  shall  be  dwelling  in  the  said  Parishes  where  the  said 
lands  and  tenements  are  situate,  and  others,  whose  Parents 
are  fwr^  without  any  fee  or  reward  to  be  rendered  for  the 
same." 

The  present  possessor  of  this  Estate  is,  Thomas  Towls^ 
Esq.,  of  Castle^treet,  Falcon-square,  London,  the  Patrcmage 
of  the  School  and  Lands  having  been  granted  by  The  Right 
Honble.  Aubrry  Earl  of  Oxford,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
Countyof  Essex,  by  Deed  dated  the  30th  of  September^ 
1 673,  to  George  Crecsener  the  Elder,  of  Earls  Colne, 
Gentleman,  John  Cressener,  of  London,  Grocer,  and 
George  Cress  ener  the  Younger,  of  The  Middle  TemfJe, 
London,  Grentleman,  from  whom  they  have  descended  to 
him,  and  which  Deed  is  in  his  possession. 

There  are  no  Statutes. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Earrs 
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Colne,  and  to  any  boys  of  the  Parishes  where  the  lands  are 
situate,  whose  Parents  are  poor^  free  of  expense.  The  Pa- 
tron and  Master  nominate.  They  are  admitted  generally  at 
Seven  years  of  age,  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  for  their 
continuance  in  the  School.  Thirty  boys  upon  the  founda- 
tion, and  about  Sixteen  others  are  usually  educated  in  the 
School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used, — and  the  Scholars  are 
further  instructed  in  history,  geography,  and  the  use  of  the 
globes,  English  Grammar  and  composition,  writing,  arith* 
metic,  and  book-keeping. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  Univeraty  advantages^ 
bdongmg  to  this  School. 

The  present  and  only  Master  is,  Mr.  Isaac  Watson 
who  receives  the  whole  amount  of  the  endowment,  except 
£10.  per  annum^  which  is  paid  to  the  Patron  for  the  rent 
of  the  School,  which  is  his  Freehold  property.     This  Gren- 
tleman  takes  Six  Pupils  at  Twenty-five  guineas  a  year  each. 
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FELSTED. 

The  Frke  School  at  Fxlsted  was  founded  by  Richa&d 
Lord  Rich,  in  the  year  1564,  and  endowed  with  an  ample 
provision  for  a  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Noble  Founder  directed,  that  the  Cha{dain  of  the 
Institution  should  be  a  Priest,  to  be  chosen  by  his  Heirs, 
named  and  collated  in  writing. 

The  Chaplain  to  be  a  Schod-master,  to  teach  Eighty 
male  children  bom  in  the  County  of  Essex. 

The  Usher  to  teach  the  diildr«i  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  the  Master  shall  direct 

Upon  complaint  of  the  Master  to  the  heirs,  the  Usher  is 
to  be  disfdaced,  and  another  put  in  his  room. 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  are  not  to  be  absent  above  eight 
days  in  a  Quarter,  without  good  excuse. 

If  the  Master,  or  Usher,  be  removed,  another  b  to  be 
elected  within  six  weeks,  or  else  the  Bishop  of  London  may 
collate. 

If  the  Chaplain  or  Master  have  any  Spritual  promotion 
other  than  by  the  gift  of  the  Heirs,  then  to  be  removedL 

A  Sermon  is  to  be  preached  on  Whit-Sunday  in  the  after- 
noon, and  at  the  end  thereof  this  Psahn,  ^^  Detu  mUereatur 
no9tr%C  and  then  a  Collect,  which  is  set  down  in  the 
writings.  And  the  Church-wardens  are  to  pay  13^.  4cL  for 
the  Sermon. 

The  Church-wardens  are  to  make  thar  account  on  Las^ 
Sunday  before  the  Heirs,  or  any  one  whom  they  shaU 
iq>point,  with  the  Vicar  of  Felsted,  and  the  Chaplain  and 
Usher,  or  two  of  them,  and  two  other  honest  persons  of  the 
Parish. 

The  Church-warden  is  to  pay  6^.  8J.  to  the  Vicar  of  Fel- 
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sted,  fcHT  his  looking  after  the  true  execution  of  the  Founda^ 
tion,  and  calling  upon  the  Church-wardens  to  that  purpose. 
The  present  Patron  of  the  School  is,  The  Earl  of  Win- 

CHILSEA. 

There  are  no  ExhiUtions,  nor  any  Church  Preferment, 
belon^ng  to  this  School. 

There  is  a  good  School-house,  mtuate  on  the  South  side 
of  the  Church,  fironting  the  Street,  and  the  Institution  b 
now  in  a  very  flourishing  state. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edmund  Squiee, 
wbo^  Statutable  Salary  is  £50.,  and  £14.  by  a  late  grant 
of  The  Earl  of  Nottingham,  together  with  a  good  Dwell- 
ing-house, a  garden  and  dose  adjoining,  of  about  two  acres, 
and  other  conveniencies. 

The  Statutable  Salary  of  the  Usher  is  £25.,  and  £7.  by 
the  grant  of  The  Earl  of  Nottingham,  together  with  a  con- 
venient Chamber  adjoining  to  the  School. 

By  The  Earl  of  Nottingham's  grant,  £S.  are  to  be 
annually  put  into  The  Foundation  Chest. 

Among  the  Eminent  persons  who  were  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Isaac  Babbow^  D.D.,  the  Mathematician  and  Divine. 
John  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Mathematician,  under  the 

learned  Mr.  Mabtin  Holbeach. 
Thomas  Townson,  D.  D. 
Thomas  Cooke,  a  Poet  and  miscellaneous  Writer. 

To  which  may  be  added,  Olxvee^  Richaed,  and  Henry, 
three  sons  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  were  sent  to  this 
Sdiool  for  some  time  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
Wars ;  and,  as  Mr.  Morant  suggests,  by  means  of  The 
Earl  of  Warwick,  who  was  very  intimate  with  thrir  Father. 

Lord  Rich  also  founded  in  the  same  year,  a  good  Alms- 
house for  Six  poor  people.

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HALSTED. 

Thb  Febb  6&AMMA&  School  at  Halstkd  was  founded  in 
the  year  1594,  by  Dame  Maet  BAicsxr,  and  epdowid 
with  £20.  a  year,  and  a  house,  for  the  educatum  of  Foitt- 
THBBB  Scholars  within  the  towns  of  Halsted  and  Cobe- 
Engaine, — and,  in  default  of  a  supply  of  that  number  out 
of  these  towns,  the  scxis  of  pocHr  men,  who  inhabit  widun 
eight  miles  of  Halsted,  are  to  be  rebdved  into  the  Sdiool,  as 
Jiree  S(holar$y  to  make  the  number  Foety. 

The  care  and  trust  of  the  Institution  was  committed  by 
The  Foundress  to  The  Govemcm  of  Cheist^s  Rospitai,  in 
London. 

This  School  was  first  designed  to  be  erected  at  ClaTcring 
in  this  County. 

No  answer  has  been  recdved  to  the  Author'^s  Letter. 
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MALDON. 

The  Geammak  School  at  Maij>ok  was  fiHinded  by 
Ralph  Bbsdbb,  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  this  Corporation ; 
who,  dying  on  the  2d  of  March,  1608,  bequeathed  £300. 
to  be  laid  out  teat  the  endowment  of  a  Grammar  Schocd, — 
the  Master  to  be  nominated  by  his  Feoffees,  whilst  they 
lived,  and  afterwards  by  the  BaiUffs. 

Mrs.  Anastatia  Wbvtwoeth,  Widow,  ga^e  £23.  per 
flfMtum  to  this  Schocd,  out  of  a  Farm  at  Hatfdd  Peverell  :— 
and  also  two  Houses  erf"  about  £10.  a  year. 

Besides  whidi,  £3.  per  annwn  was  given  to  the  School 
out  of  rents  of  Houses  in  this  Town. 

The  School,  whichis  a  handsome  brick  edifice,  was  erected 
on  the  site  of  St.  Peter's  Church  by  Thomas  Plums,  D.D., 
Archdeacon  of  Rodiester,  and  the  munificent  Boiefactor  to 
this  his  native  place, — the  lower  part  being  appropriated  to 
the  School,  and  the  upper  part  to  a  Libeaet. — And  to 
the  support  of  his  noble  views  he  gave  his  Farm  at  Iltney 
in  Mund(m  to  certain  Trustees,  to  keep  the  School  and 
Library  in  good  repair,  and  to  maintain  a  weekly  Lecture 
fitnn  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas  in  The  XJypet  Church  at 
Maldon,  together  with  various  other  benevolent  bequests. 

To  his  Libeabt  he  gave  <^  all  hb  Books  and  Pictures, 
(except  his  own  Picture  in  Mr,  Pond's  house),  together 
with  his  large  Map  of  the  World*  And  desired  all  his 
Manuscript  Papers,  of  his  own  hand,  to  he  carefully  pre- 
served in  the  Study  of  the  said  Library.  He  directed  that 
the  Keeper  of  his  library  should  be  a  Scholar  that  knows 
Books,  M.  A.,  and  in  Holy  Orders, — and  may  be  some 
Minister  that  has  a  ndghbouring  Living,  and  can  and  shall 
refflde  in  Maldon,— or  the  SchooUmaster  himself,  or  any 
other  ci  good  Leammg  and  Life,  that  will  be  engaged  to 
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attend  eray  Morning  and  Afternoon,  exoqit  Sundays,  two 
hours  in  the  Library-room,  or  in  his  House  near  to  it,  in 
all  four  hours  per  dietn, — ^That  any  Gentleman,  cnr  Sdicdar, 
who  deores,  may  go  into  it,  and  make  use  of  any  Book 
there,  or  bcnrow  it,  in  case  he  leaves  a  VadimomMm  with 
the  Keeper  for  the  restoring  thereof  fiiir  and  incomipted 
within  a  shcHt  time,  or  else  therewith  to  buy  another  of  the 
same  kind  and  goodness.  He  shall  suffer  no  Stranger  tolie 
there  alone  without  a  xxmcher  for  his  hones^,  and  his  own 
promise  not  to  carry  away,  or  defieu^  any  Book.  The 
Library-Keeper  is  to  give  £200.  bond  at  least  not  to  em- 
bezzel  his  Books,  nor  to  lend  them  out  without  sufficient 
pawn  to  his  Trustees  at  Maldon,  to  buy  the  same  again. 
The  Grovamors  of  Sion  College  in  London,  for  the  time 
bemg,  are  to  take  account  thereof,— >for  which  he  left  that 
C(dl^  20s,  per  annum  out  of  Utney  estate.  And  because 
new  Books  are  daily  printing,  he  wills  that  20s.  per  cammm 
be  paid  out  of  his  Iltney  estate  yearly,  to  buy  any  that  shall 
be  most  desired  by  the  Library-Keeper, — whose  Salary  is 
£40.  a  year,  and  a  Dwelling4iou8e  near  the  Library.'* 

This  School  is  entitled  to  a  small  Sdiolarship  c£  £6.  par 
animm  at  Chrisf  s  Coll^,  Cambridge,  founded  also  by 
Dr.  Plume,  in  turn  with  the  Schools  of  Brentwood  and 
Chdmsford/ 

No  answer  has  been  receiYcd  to  the  Author^s  Letto*. 
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NEWPORT,  near  Bishop's  Stortpord. 

The  Fbse  Gbamhab  School  at  Newport  was  founded  in 
1588,  by  JoYOB  Fbancxland,  Widow,  Daughter  of  Robsbt 
Tbapps,  of  London,  Groldsmith,  and  William  Saxis,  her 
8(m;  and  endowed  with  a  portion  of  the  Great  Tythes  of 
Banstead,  in  Surrey,— Two  houses  in  Little  Distaff  Lane, 
London, — and  a  Tenement  at  Hoddesdon,  in  the  County  of 
Hertford, — ^then  of  the  annual  value  of  Je2d..l0..0,  but  now 
amountbg  to  about  £275.    • 

The  Master,  of  Gonvil  and  Caius  Collegx,  in  Cam* 
bridge,  was  appointed  the  Goveenob:  who,  annually  by 
himself,  or  his  sufficient  Deputy,  vtsUs  the  Scfaoc^,  and  sets 
down  such  Obders  and  Ritlss,  as  he  thinks  convenient,  and 
which  are  strictly  observed. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  free  of 
expense,  except  that  of  books ;  and  is  restricted  in  some 
measure  to  this  Village :  ]^t  for  want  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  the  sons  of  Parishioners,  the  vacandes  may  be  supplied 
by  the  children  of  any  other  Town. 

The  number  of  boys  admitted  upon  the  Foimdation  is 
Fifty  ;  and,  as  the  Trustees  meet  every  quarter,  it  is  in- 
variably complete^  No  other  Scholars  are  educated  at  this 
School.  They  are  admitted  at  the  age  of  seven  years,  and 
remain  five  or  six  years  without  superannuation. 

The  Persons  who  nominate  on  vacancies,  are  the  Trustees 
or  Feoffees  who  are  unlimited  in  thdr  number ;  but,  accord- 
ing to  the  Will  of  the  Foundress,  when  there  shall  be  b\it 
Tliree  of  them  left  alive,  they  shall  make  a  new  Feoffment 
of  the  honest  and  substantial  Inhabitants  of  Newport,  to 
such  uses  and  upon  such  trust  as  she  devised  to  the  original 
Trustees. 

The  Eton  Grammars  have  been  in  use :  But  the  routine 
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of  Education,  fiv  the  last  Tweiity4hfee  jtian,  has  been  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic, — thouj^  die  Rules  prescribed 
by  the  present  Master  of  Gonyil  and  Caius  Collxob  di- 
rect, that  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  algebra,  trigono- 
metry, &c.,  shall  be  taught  to  sudi  boys  whose  Parents  axe 
disposed  to  have  them  instructed  in  the  same. 

At  every  Visitation  the  Sdidars  may  be  examined  in 
their  Learning,— and  Three  <w  Four  who  are  competei^ 
may  be  removed  to  QrowriL  and  Caius  Colleos,  or  mote 
of  than,  if  the  Sdicdars  and  dior  Parents  oooaoit, — and 
there  may  be  admitted,  and  prefyied  <<  aoootdii^  to  their 
^  ^AnmcyenJtryt^  unto  the  next  Scholarship  that  then  or  at  anj 
time  shall  M  vend,  being  of  the  Foundation  erf"  Mrs.  Fkakck- 
LANB  and  her  Son,  in  the  said  College,  before  any  other. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bbll,  Vkar 
of  Newport,  and  late  a  Member  of  St  John's  Cdl^e,  Cain- 
bridge,  whose  Salary  is  £205.  ftr  anrnmn.  His  immpdiatp 
Predteesscr  recaved  into  his  lK>u6e  a  few  Pupils,  who  were 
not  upon  the  Foundation ;  but,  on  his  election  in  1793,  the 
Trustees  laid  him  under  an  injunction  noi  to  take  Pupils. 

The  benevolent  Foundress  of  this  School  also  bequeathed 
a  House  in  Philip  Lancy  Aldermanbury,  with  the  fixtures 
and  appurlffiianoes,  together  with  two  Tenements  adjoining, 
to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  OomriL  and  Caiits  Collkgx, 
and  theb  Successors,  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  to  be 
employed  m  founding  Two  Scholakships,  and  Six  Fbllow. 
SHIPS,  in  that  College,^£ach  Sdiolar  to  be  paid  Five 
marks,  and  each  FeUow  £7.  per  atnmm.  These  Fdkyw- 
ships,  it  is  understood,  are  not  appropriated  to  any  particular 
Sdiool,  or  restricted  to  any  County. 
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SAFFRON  WALDEN. 

The  Free  Geammab  School  at  Saffron  Walden  owe 
it^s  Foundation  to  the  ^*  good  intente,  mynde,  and  godlie 
purpose"  of  The  Revd.  John  Lbchb,  Vicar  of  Walden, 
which  wa9  partly  effected  during  his  life-time,  and  fully 
accomplished  after  his  decease,  **  by  his  Suster  and  Heire, 
Dame  Johan  Bradbury,  of  London,  Widow.'* 

He  became  Vicar  of  Walden  (then  Chepyng  Walden),  in 
1489,  and  died  in  the  year  1521.  He  was  also  a  Member 
of  <*  The  Gilde  or  Fratemite  of  The  Holy  Tbinite,''— as 
was  likewise  his  Sister,  Lady  Bbadbitby, — ^which  was  estab- 
Ushed  by  Letters  Patent  from  King  Hbnby  the  Eighth, 
dated  at  Westminster  the  24th  of  March,  in  the  Fifth  year 
of  his  reign,  1514.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  Fie^, 
Benevolence,  and  Munificence,  as  appears,  among  other  dr- 
cumstances,  firom  the  following  Eptaph  which  is  engraven 
on  a  fillet  of  brass,  running  round  an  altar  tombstone  of 
granite  now  remaining  entire  in  the  Church  of  Saffixvi 
Walden,— 

''  Quo  non  est,  nee  erit>  nee  clarior  extitit  ullus 
Unctorum  clausmn  hoc  marmore  pulvis  habet. 
Hole  Leche  nomen  erat,  divine  legis  Amator> 
Hiiyus  quern  tempU  curam  habuisse  palam  est, 
Iste  huic  multa  dabat  sacro  donaria  fano, 
Inceptique  operis  sedulus  auctor  erat, 
Pteiuperibus  ftiit  inde  plus  pavit  miseroeque, 
£t  me  qui  temer^  hsec  carmina  composui — 
Htyus  sit  ergo  animse  cslum  jam  munus  ut  altum. 
Hue  qui  ades  instant!  pectore  funde  preces 
Spes  mea  in  Deo  est/' 

An  incorrect  copy  of  this  Inscription  is  given  in  Wbbvbb'8 
Funeral  Monuments. 

It  appears  from  an  Indenture  tripartite,  now  preserved  in 
the  Coundl  Chamber  at  Saffron  Walden^  '<  made  the  eighten 
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day  of  Maye,  1525,  and  in  the  1 7th  year  of  Hbnby  the  StL, 
between  Dame  Johane  BiadHuet,  on  the  oon  partie, — and 
the  Treasorer  and  Chamln'deyns  of  the  Fraternitie  or  giUe 
of  the  Holy  Trinite  in  the  Parish  Churche  of  Walden,  on 
the  seocmde  partie, — and  the  Abbott  and  Covent  of  the 
Monastery  of  the  same  town,  on  the  thred  partie,^ — that  a 
House  and  School-room  were  built  by  the  <*  sude  Dame 
JoHANS  and  Master  Lechb,  oppcmte  the  Lane,  calkd 
*  ITie  Vicar's  Lane!  in  the  Town  of  WaUen.''  And  further, 
that  Lady  Beajdbuby  thereby  granted  a  rent-chaige  of  £12. 
per  annum^  out  of  the  Manor  of  <<  WiOynghaU  Spa^nCy^  in 
the  Countie  of  Essex,"  to  the  Gild  of  Walden  «  foe  the 
suppcHladon  of  a  Priest  to  say  Mass,  and  to  teach  Children 
Grrammar  in  the  School,  after  the  order  and  use  of  Wiruhetier 
and  EUmr 

He  was  to  be  chosen  by  the  Glide,  and  examined^  by  the 
Abbot  and  Vicar. 

After  a  year's  probation  he  was  to  retain  the  situation  fiar 
life,  exc^  in  case  of  delinquency,  or  being  promoted  to  any 
"  benefice  with  or  without  Cure  of  Souls." 

In  case  of  Infirmity  he  was  to  provide  an  Usher,  at  his  own 
charge. 

He  was  to  reside  in  the  School-house,  and  was  not  to  be 
absent  above  20  days  in  the  year,  and  that  by  special  license 
of  the  Vicar. 

*  This  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Tenants^  Lords  or  Farmers  of  the 
Manor  at  the  Town  of  Walden  at  two  "  Terms  of  the  yere,— on 
the  1st  of  June,  and  1st  of  December  betweene  the  hours  of  ten 
and  eleven  of  the  clock."  And  if  it  happen  ''  the  said  anneU 
rent  be  hynde  att  any  terme  of  payment  aforesalde,  in  parte  or 
in  alle>  that  then  yt  shall  be  liefulle  to  ,the  said,  Treasorer  and 
Chamberleyns  and  to  their  Successors,  and  to  their  certain 
Attorney  into  the  aforesaid  Manour  to  entre  and  distrayne,  &c." 

^  The  Master  is  now  examined  by  The  Master  of  Qvesn^s 
College,  Cambridge.  This  custom  most  probably  obtained 
from  the  circumstance  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith  having  been  edu- 
cated at  that  College. 
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The  first  Master  of  the  School  was  William  DAWsdN,*" 
Clerk,  stiled  in  the  Indenture  *^  a  {mrfbund  Gramarion.^ 
He  afterwards  became  S^  William  Dawsok,  and  Airther 
endowed  the  Sdiool  with  about  five  roods  of  meadow  ground 
lying  almost  immediately  behind  the  School  jnremises. 

The  learned  Sir  Thomas  Smith,"^  who  was  bom  at 
Walden,  and  was  Secretary  to  Edwabd  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  had  his  early  education  at  this  Sduxd.  He 
purchased  all  the  Gild  of  Walden  for  £531..14..1I,  and 
through  his  interest  at  Court  the  School  was  advanced  to  a 
Royal  Foundation.® 


^  He  was  probably  the  author  of  the  Epitaph  upon  Mr. 
Leche. 

<^  He  introduced  the  culture  of  Saffron  at  Walden^  from 
whence  it  has  it*s  present  appellation.  He  was  very  partial  to 
his  native  Town^  which  he  thus  describes  in  his  De  Republica 
Anglorum,— *'  Walden,  vel  Saffron  Walden  a  crOco  dictum, 
oppidum  in  agro,  blandistimo  croco  ridente,  situm.'* 

'  Stet^e,  in  his  life  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  adds ''  with  good 
endowment  from  the  King  his  Master,  in  the  third  year  of  his 
reign ;  when  he  granted  to  the  School  there  two  MUU,  viz,)  a  Com 
Mill  near  the  Town,  and  a  Malt  Mill  in  it }  together  vnth  all  the 
emoluments,  tolls,  and  benefits  accrewing,  and  an  annuity  of  £l2. 
issuing  out  of  the  Manor  of  WiUingale  Spane,  in  Essex,  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  said  School. — ^This  seems  to  be 
but  a  grafting  upon  the  ancient  School  here  j  for  I  have  received 
from  the  Revd.  person  above  mentioned  (Edwaed  Noeton), 
the  present  Vicar  of  Walden,  and  he  from  the  inspection  of  the 
Town  Writings,  that  there  was  anciently  a  School  in  this  place, 
and  a  Master  and  Usher  over  it,  and  that  it  was  governed  by 
divers  excellent  orders  for  it*s  Six  Forms,  And  that  in  the  14th 
year  of  King  Henry  the  8th.,  one  Dame  Jane  Beadbuet  (for 
why  should  these  old  Memorials  be  lost?)  settled  JCIO.  per 
annum  upon  it.  That  there  was  also  a  Tripartite  Indenture  for 
the  said  School,  dated  August  24th  betwixt  Dame  Jane  Bead- 
BUEY,  Widow,  Sister  to  John  Leche,  late  Vicar  of  Walden,  and 
the  Treasurer,  and  Chan^berlains  of  the  Guild  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Walden,  and  the  Abbot  and 
Convent  of  the  Monastery  of  the  same  Town;  and  that  one 
William  Cawson  {Dawson,  in  the  Deed)  had  behaved  himself 
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In  the  35th  of  Euzabbth,  1593,  Pbtbk  Makwood, 
Esq.,  who  had  been  also  educated  in  this  School,  purchased 
a  piece  of  land,  with  a  Cottage  upon  it,  of  about  thieeacres, 
called  <<  The  Slade;^  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Walden,  nav 
the  road  wludi  leads  from  that  place  to  Hadstodc.  Hiis  is 
now  let  for  £10.  per  ammtm. 

Bendes  these  Endowmoits  there  is  some  land  at  ToDes- 
bury,  in  Essex,  which  now  lets  for  £45.  pm'  amtmsm;  and 
which  pays  a  fourth  of  it's  rent  to  the  Schoolmaster,  so  long 
as  he  remains  iMiA€fi{/Ec0ti 

The  present  annual  value  of  the  School  is  £33..5..0,  with 
a  house,  School-room,  and  meadow. 

All  the  children  bwn  in  Walden,  Little  ChesterfiMrd, 
Newport,  and  Widdingtcm,  are  to  be  taught  free,  with  the 
exception  of  4d.  paid  at  their  admisdon,  for  having  their 
names  entered  in  die  Schoolmaster's  Book. 

Over  the  door  of  the  School-room  is  this  Inscription, — 
^^  1655.  Aut  diece,  out  doce,  aui  decede.'^ 

The  School-^room  has  lately  been  repaired  by  The  Cor- 
poration, and  Onb  Hundred  and  Forty  boys  are  daOy 
tau|^t  therdn  on  Thb  National  Ststbh  of  Education. 


so  well  in  singing  Mass^  and  teaching  the  School^  that  he  was 
elected  when  it  was  made  a  Free  School." 

The  present  most  worthy  Vicar  of  Walden,  The  Revd. 
Nicholas  Bull,  has  carefully  examined  all  the  Writings  re- 
specting the  School,  and  finds  no  grant  of  MiUs  to  it  from  King 
Edward  the  Sixth,  as  stated  above, — ^But  on  the  contrary,  that 
the  Mills  were  given  to  the  CkMrporation, — according  to  the  foUow- 
ing  Grants, — 

I2th  May,  6o  Hen.  Vm.  A  grant  of  the  MUl  and  Markett  to 
the  Treasurer  and  Chamberleynes. 

9th  Jany.  15o  Jac.  I.  Grant  of  the  Markett  and  MiUs  in 
Walden  to  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffolk. 

16th  Deer.  Jac.  I.  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffolk  and  Theophilus 
Lord  Howard  their  grant  of  the  Market  and  MiU  to  Fbancis 
Williamson,  and  other  Trustees^ /or  the  Corporation. 
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The  Author  most  gratefully  records  his  obligation  to 
Hie  Revd,  Nicholas  Bull,  the  present  Vicar  of  Walden, 
fixr  thb  description  which  he  was  enabled  to  furnish  firom  a 
fiill  and  unresenred  inspection  of  all  the  Sdiod  Documents, 
1^  the  complaisance  smd  enlarged  sentiments  of  the  pre- 
sent  worthy  Mayor,  Josspb  Collin,  Esq.,    and  The 

COKPOEATIOK. 
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CHIPPING  CAMPDEN. 

Thb  F&bb  Geahmab  School  at  Chipping  Caicpdbn  wbb 
founded  in  the  year  14879byMr.  JoHNFERSBTofiiM  Vbebt, 
who  endowed  it  with  a  nuuety  of  the  Manor  of  Ljrnham,  in 
the  County  of  Oxf(»d,  and  with  a  large  Close,  called  ^^  Finis 
Closed  But  this  Estate  was  sold,  and  another  at  Barton 
on  the  Heath,  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  was  purchased 
with  the  money,  which  was  settled,  by  a  Decree  in  Chancery, 
in  1627}  in  Trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master, 
and'Usher.  The  rental  of  this  estate  is  now  £100.  per 
armum. 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  an  Estate  at  Gretton,  near 
Winchoombe,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  now  produong 
an  annual  rent  of  about  £84.,  was  made  by  a  person  now 
unknown. 

The  original  Conveyance  and  Statutes  have  been  1o9ty  for 
time  immemorial. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  without  any 
distinction  indefinitely,  free  of  all  expense.  They  are  dAr 
mitted  by  a  Ticket  ngned  by  threeof  the  Resident  Trustees, 
at  seven  years  of  age ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  th^ 
Parents  jdease.  The  average  number  of  Scholars  is  between 
30  and  40. 

The  Etpn  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  every  Fourth  year,  tenable  by  a 
Free  boy  of  the  School  properly  qualified,  at  Pembroke 
College,  Oxford,  of  the  value  of  £50.  per  annum,  which  was 
founded  by  George  Towksend,  Esq.,  in  1683. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Woe- 
6AN,  A.  B.,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  ann/umy  with  a  House 
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rent  free,  and  dear  of  all  taxes  and  repairs.  This  Gentle- 
man takes  a  limited  number  of  Pupils,  at  £30.  per  cmnum 
each. 

The  Second  Master,  who  is  a  Layman,  and  teaches 
writing  and  arithmetic,  is  now  restrained  from  taking  Board- 
ers.    His  Salaiy  is  about  £38.  per  annvm. 

There  are  Thieteen  Teustees,— Six  of  whom  are  Re- 
sident, and  Seven  Non-resident. 

Robeet  Haeeis,  President  of  Trinity  College,  Oxford, 
was  educated  here. 
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CHELTENHAM. 

The  Gramhab  School,  and  Hospital,  at  Cheltxnram, 
were  founded  by  Richaed  Patbs,  Esq.,  of  Gloucester,  in 
the  year  1574;  who  endowed  thb  School  with  £16.  a 
year  tat  the  Master,  and  £4.  for  the  Usher;  payable  out  of 
lands  wluch  he  gave  for  the  support  of  these  Charities  to 
Corpus  Christi  Collbge,  in  Oxford,  who  nominate  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  approfes. 
The  Master  has  also  a  House  appropriated  for  his  reridcnce- 

In  1683,  Georgb  Towksend,  Esq.,  founded  Eight  Ex- 
hibitions at  Pembroke  Cdl^,  Oxford,  for  Schdars  from 
the  Grammar  Schools  of  Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  Campden, 
and  North  Leach,  of  £50. per  annum  each,  for  Eight  years. 

No  answer  has  been  recdved  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 

It  is  stated,  ^^  that  the  Parishioners  of  this  Place  aie  much 
dissatisfied  with  the  management  of  thdr  Sdiod,  and  there 
is  a  dispute  between  them  and  the  present  Master.^ 

Mr.  Pates's  heirs  nominate  three  men  and  three  women 
to  The  Hospital,  with  a  Stipend  of  12d!.  each  weddy,  4d. 
quarterly,  and  ISs.  a  year  for  a  coat  for  each  of  the  men, 
and  a  gown  for  each  of  the  women.  They  have  also  2d. 
weekly  each,  from  another  donor. 
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CIRENCESTER. 

The  Feeb  Grammar  School  at  Cirei^cbster  was  built 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Ruthai.,  Bishop  of  Durham,  a 
native  of  this  Town,  about  the  year  1508 ;  and  endowed  by 
him  with  £7*  p^  annvmy  which  being  absorbed  anMmgst 
the  Chantry  lands  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  com- 
plaint was  made  in  the  second  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1548, 
to  Sir  Walter  Mildmat  and  Robert  Keyleway,  Esq., 
Us  Majesty^s  Commisnoners  for  the  settlement  fii  Schools, 
who  directed  the  like  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Exdiequer 
to  the  Master. 

John  Jones,  Gentleman,  of  Duntsbome,  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  12th  of  August,  1508,  gave  Six  houses  for  mass 
for  his  Soul  for  Sixty  years,  and  aflerwards  for  Charitable 
uses,  out  of  which  £8.  per  wmwn  were  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master;  which  beque)it  was  confirmed  by  a  Decree  in 
Chancery,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the 
First,  1603. 

In  the  Fifteenth  of  Elizabeth,  1573,  Thomas  Helmb, 
then  Master,  after  ^^  much  trouble,^'  got  £13.  per  ofmum 
more  to  be  allowed  out  of  the  Exchequer ;  and  the  two  pay- 
ments of  £7'  and  £13.  are  now  made  out  of  the  Land 
Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

The  Master  has  also  a  good  House,  which  is  kept  in  re- 
pair for  him. 

The  late  Master  John  Washbourne,  D.  D.,  Fellow  of 
Magdalene  CoU^e,  Oxford,  who  died  in  1806,  had  been 
Master  nearly  Forty  Years.

<     The  Catheb&al  School. 

The  School  of  The  Cathedral,  commonly  called  The 
College  School,  is  of  very  ancient  origin,  being  co-eval 
with  The  Abbey. 

By  the  Twenty-fifth  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  and 
O&DEBs,  for  the  better  ride  and  government  of  The  Cathe- 
dral Church  of  Gloucester,  prescribed  by  the  Command 
cfKing  Henry  the  Eighth,  in  1545,  it  is  ordained, — 

''  That  Piety  and  good  Learning  may  alway  spring,  grow, 
flourish,  and  in  due  time  prove  fruitful  in  our  Church,  to  the 
Glory  of  God,  and  the  good  and  honour  of  ihe  Commonwealth, 
We  will  and  ordain,  that  by  ihe  Dean,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Sub-Dean  and  Chapter,  one  be  chosen  who  is  skilful  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  of  good  fame,  and  a  godly  hfe,  well  qualified  for 
teaching,  who  may  train  up  in  Piety  and  good  Learning,  those 
Children  who  shall  resort  to  our  School  to  learn  Grammar.  And 
let  him  have  the  first  charge,  and  be  the  Chief  School-master. 

*^  And  that  there  be  one  other  chosen,  of  good  repute,  and  ef 
a  virtuous  life,  weU  skilled  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and  who  hath  a 
good  faculty  in  teaching,  who  shall  instruct  the  Youths  under 
the  Head  Master,  in  the  first  rudiments  of  Grammar,  and  shall 
therefore  be  called  the  Under  Master,  or  Usher. 

"  And  we  will,  that  those  Instructors  of  Youth  do  carefully 
and  faithfully  observe  those  Rules  and  Orders  which  the  Dean, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  Sub-Dean  and  Chapter,  shall  think  fit  to 
prescribe  unto  him. 

"  But  if  they  prove  idle,  negligent,  or  not  fit  to  teach,  let 
them  be  expelled,  and  deprived  of  their  places,  after  a  third  ad- 
monition from  the  Dean,  or  in  his  absence,  from  the  Sub-Dean 
and  Chapter. 

'^  They  shall  be  obliged  by  Oath,  that  they  will  fEuthfuUy  per- 
^rm  an  duties  belonging  to  their  places." 

Upon  the  foundation  of  The  Chapter,  the  Abbey  Li- 
brary was  converted  to  a  School ;  which  Elizareth  Wil- 
shiee  afterwards  repaired,  and  made  more  convenient  for 
tfiat  purpose.

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In  1686,  Mr.  Whselee  (then  Head  Master)  begun  the 
establishment  of  a  Libbaet  for  the  use  of  the  Scholar^ 
which  is  sdll  in  existence,  and  contains  numy  useful  and 
good  3ooks ;-— They  also  enjoy  part  of  the  conunon  Oidiaid 
of  the  Abbey,  as  a  Play-ground. 

There  is  no  FoumdaJAon  emolument  at  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, connected  with  this  SchooL  The  only  Childreii 
who  have  a  right  to  be  taught  graJAa  here,  are  the  Eig^ 
Chorister  Boys ;  who  may  be  taught  English,  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Arithmetic, — and  Music,  by  the  Organist, — and  art  so 
taught  r^ulady,  of  course ;  if  their  Parents  do  not  make  it 
their  request  to  have  less  attention  paid  to  the  learned  lan- 
guages, that  they  may  have  more  time  bestowed  upon  oc- 
comipU  ;  for  which  reason  they  somedmes  desire,  that  thdr 
Childrens^  educaticm  may  be  left  mcnre  in  their  own  fligprnffj^ 
under  Masters  in  the  City,  more  particularly  fitting  than  for 
merccmlXU  occupations.  The  other  Scholars  are  usuaDy 
private  Pu}nls,  to  the  number  of  25  or  30. 

The  Clasacal  education  pursued  here,  is  from  the  radi- 
ments  of  Latin  and  Greek  to  the  extent  of  Soj^odes,  Euii- 
jndes,  &c,  and  the  best  of  the  Latin  Authors. 

This  School  is  oitided,  with  die  Grammar  Sdiools  of 
Cheltenham,  Campden,  and  North  Leach,  to  Eight  Exhi- 
BiTioKs  of  £50.  fer  annvm  each,  at  Pembroke  College 
Oxford,  founded  by  Geobgb  Towvsbnb,  Esq.,  of  Bowdl^ 
in  1683. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Abthxtk  Evaits, 
whose  Salary  has  been  increased  beyond  the  Statutable  pay* 
m^t  of  £20.  fer  a/rmumy  and  a  House.  The  chief  emolu* 
ments  to  both  the  Masters  arise  firom  the  opportuni^  of 
taking  Pupils,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Preferments  which  Hie 
Dean  and  Chapter  are  careful  to  confer  upon  them. 

The  Usher  or  Under-Master*s  Office  is  at  this  time  (Feby. 
1818)  vacant:  the  whole  Duty  being  performed,  and  the 
Stipend  received  for  the  present,  by  Mr.  Evans  and  his 
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own  Asnstant;.  until  the  Dean,  who  appoints  the  Uaber,  is 
aUe  to  complete  a  plan  maturing  for  execution,  in  respect 
to  the  new  mtended  Under-Master.  He  has  also  a  House, 
and  the  Statutable  Salary  of  £10.  has  beat  increased. 

The  Cathedral  School  of  Gloucester  has  been  for  many 
years  in  great  repute  and  estimation.  The  names  of  Spaekes 
and  BisHOF,  two  of  it's  late  Masters,  are  sdll  holden  in 
mudi  deserved  respect.  Edwaud  Fowler,  Bishop  of 
Gleuoester,— William  Loet  Mansbll,  D.  D.,  die  present 
Bishop  of  Bristol, — Philip  Daukcet,  one  of  die  Sng's 
Counsel, — and  very  many  other  important  names  nnght  be 
tmuMnted  m  the  List  of  ifs  Jbmni.

Saint  Mart  de  Crypt  School. 

The  Frbx  Grammar  School  of  St.  Mart  db  Crtft, 
which  stands  upcm  the  West  part  of  St  Mary'^s  Chuidw 
yard,  was  erectedyin  pursuance  of  the  last  Will  of  Aldeman 
John  Cook,  dated  the  11th  of  May,  1528,  by  his  Widow 
Dame  Joan  Cook  :— Who,  on  the  11th  of  January,  1540, 
by  Indenture  of  three  parts,  between  herself.  The  Mayor 
and  Burgesses  of  Gloucester,  and  The  Bailiffs  and  Citizens 
of  Worcester,  vested  in  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  her 
manor,  messuagess  and  lands  in  Poddesmede,  Hempstead, 
and  Elmore,  to  provide  with  the  rents  thereof,  an  honestand 
learned  Schoolmaster  for  thb  School, — ^to  be  diosen  by  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  two  Senior  Aldermen, — and  to  re- 
ceive a  yearly  Stipend  of  £10.,  if  a  PrieH^  but  £9.  only,  if 
a  Layman. 

The  Mayor,  Recorder,  two  Senior  Aldermen,  two  She- 
riffs, Town-Clerk,  Four  Stewards,  Sword-bearer,  four  Ser- 
jeants  at  Mace,  and  the  Five  Porters  of  the  Gates,  covenant 
to  survey  the  School  once  every  year  between  f^aster  and 
Whitsuntide,  and  to  cause  the  necessary  reparations  to  be 
made,  for  the  trouble  of  doing  which,  certain'small  sums  are 
allowed. 

The  rents  of  other  lands  and  taiements  her  Ladyshq> 
directed  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  people  of  The  Hospital  of 
St«  Bartholomew,  and  to  be  laid  out  upon  the  Wbst- 
Bridoe  and  Causewat,  between  Gloucester  and  Over. 

The  Bailiff*,  Aldermen,  and  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of 
Worcester  are  appointed  by  The  Founder  as  Trustees,  to 
see  that  the  Mayor  and  Buigesses  of  Gloucester  surv^  the 
School,  for  whidh  they  have  a  small  Annui^ :    and,  if  the 
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latter  at  any  time  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  of  thar  Trust, 
they  forfeit  £10.  to  The  Corporation  of  Worcester  for 
every  default. 

In  1611,  Alderman  Lawrence  Wilshire  gave  £100., 
fin*  the  establishment  of  an  Usher  in  thb  School. 

In  1683,  George  Townsend,  Esq.  gave  Two  perpetual 
Exhibitions,  for  the  mcuntenance  of  Two  Scholars  at  Pem- 
broke Collie,  in  Oxford,  for  Eight  years,  to  be  elected  by 
The  Mayor,  Six  Senior  Aldermen,  and  the  Head  Master, 
of  jC50.  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  William  Massinger,  to  whom  with  several  other 
persons  many  Feoffments  had  been  made  by  Alderman 
Cook,  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned,  endeavoured  to  get 
att  ihe  lands  and  premises  Jar  his  own  ttse^ — But,  by  a  Decree 
in  Chancery,  made  on  the  12th  of  February,  L552,  and 
e^empfified  on  the  7th  of  May  following,  he  was  obliged  to 
deBver  up  to  The  Corporation  all  the  Evidences  and  other 
Documents,  belonging  to  the  same,  which  now  "  lie  among 
the  Archives  of  the  City  in  the  Custody  of  the  Town  Clerk.'' 

^  As  to  the  Schocd  itself,  it  is  now  in  every  sense  a  Private 
School; — the  exertions  of  the  Instructor  being  rewarded  by 
pajonents  from  the  friends  of  the  Pupils."" 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  R.  Skillern.

The  Gkaxmab  School  of  Nortk  Lbacjb  ms  fimnded  in 
the  year  1559,  by  Hugh  Westwood,  Eaq. 

The  Preamble  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  obtained  in 
the  Fourth  year  of  therdgnof  Eang  Jamxs  the  First,  1606, 
recites, 

^'  That  whereas  Hugh  WasTWooD^late  of  Cbedworth,  in  ^ 
County  of  Gloucester^  Esquire^  deceased,  was  in  his  l^thne 
seised  in  his  demesne,  as  fk  fee,  of  and  in  the  Rectory  and  Fsr- 
sonage  Impropriate  of  Chedworth  aforesaid,  whereunto  the 
Advowson,  Patronage  and  Right  of  Presentation  of  the  Yicarsge 
of  Chedworth  afor^aid,  then  was,  and  yet  is  sfipendant  and 
helonging,  and  of  and  in  all  manner  of  Glebe  lands,  teafts, 
tythes,  pensions,  portions,  oblations,  obventions,  profits,  com- 
modities, and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  of  what- 
aoever  nature,  kind  or  degree  they  be  in  Chedworth  aforesaid,  or 
elsewhere  to  the  said  Rectory  or  Parsonage  of  Chedworth 
belonging  or  appertaining,  and  of  and  in  one  messuage  or  tene- 
ment, and  one  close  and  two  yard-lands  and  a  half,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Chedworth  aforesaid,  late  in  the  occupation  of 
one  Jambs  Griffith,  and  so  seised,  as  aforesaid,  by  his  last 
WUl  and  Testament  in  writing,  dated  the  first  of  May,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Elua* 
BBTH,  did,  amongst  other  things,  give,  will,  devise,  and  bequeath 
all  and  every  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises,  with  the  appur* 
tenances,  unto  The  Right  Honble.  Edmund,  then  Lord  Chan* 
DOS,  Sir  GiLBs  Pool,  Knt.>  Sir  Thomas  Thboomobtoit,  Kiit.j 
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Sir  N10HOLA8  ArnoldKj  Knt.y  William  Rspb^  Walter  Ba8» 
KsmriLB,  and  Hsnrt  Hodokins,  Esquires^  Thomas  Marshall^ 
Thomas  Watson^  William  Partridob>  Gaitlemen^  Thomas 
Aparry  and  Huoh  Ratcupfe,  Yeomen,  and  to  ^eir  Heira 
and  Assigns  for  ever,  to  the  only  use  and  intent  tliat  the  said 
Devisees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  and  with  the  profits  of  the 
premises,  should  foimd,  erect,  and  maintain  one  Frbb  Grammar 
'School  for  ever  in  Uie  Town  of  North  Leech ; — ^By  which  Will 
die  nominations  of  the  School-master  of  the  said  School  were 
q>pointed  unto  the  heirs  of  the  said  Devisor  j— And  also  the 
determinations  of  all  the  doubts  and  ambiguities  that  might 
arise  touching  the  said  Will,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  to  the  end  the 
same  m^t  be  by  them  composed,  without  any  controversy  in 
Low,  and  shortly  after  the  said  Devisor  died;  after  whose 
decease  the  said  Devisees  entered,  and  were  of  the  said  premises 
seised,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Win : — And  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town  of  North-Leech,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
said  Will,  purchased  and  procured  to  be  conveyed  in  Fee  to 
smiie  of  themselves,  and  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Country,  as 
Feoffees  in  Trust  for  the  said  School,  a  convenient  House,  Gar- 
den, Backside  and  little  Close,  to  be  the  School-house  and 
Habitation  of  the  School-master : — After  which  all  the  said 
Devisees,  but  the  said  Thomas  Aparrt  died  -,  and  he  siuriving 
all  the  rest  of  the  said  Devisees,  and  being  by  virtue  of  Survivor 
solely  seised  of  the  said  F^ursonage,  and  other  devised  Premises, 
sought  to  defraud  the  said  Trust  in  him  reposed,  by  making  a 
lease  of  the  said  parsonage,  and  other  the  premises,  to  onb  of 
his  Sons, /or  a  verysmaU  rent,  and  by  conveying  the  reversion  and 
inheritance  thereof  to  one  other  of  his  Sons; — And  also  Robbrt 
Wbstwood,  now  likewise  deceased,  then  Cousin  aiid  Heir  of  the 
sud  Devisor,  did  enter  upon  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises 
devised,  chidlenging  the  same  as  Heir  unto  the  said  Devisor,  and 
seeking  to  impeach  the  said  WiU,  which  tended  to  the  utter 
overcrow  of  the  said  Charitable  and  good  intent  of  the  said 
Devisor  ^  Whereupon  the  then  School-master  and  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  North-Leech  aforesaid,  exhibited  their  Bill  of  Complaint 
into  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  :  And  Sir  Christopher  Hat- 
ton,  Knt.,  the  then  Lord  Chancellor  of  En^and,  being  informed 
of  the  intent  and  purport  of  the  said  Will,  whereby  all  contro- 
versies thereupon  growing,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Asnze  of  the  said  County  (k  Gloucester,  directed  his  Letters  to 
Sir  Roger  Manwood,  Knt.,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exche- 
quer, and  Francis  Windham,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Com- 
mon Pleas,  then  Justices  of  Assize  lof  the  said  County,  forthe 
hearing  and  final  ordering  of  the  said  cause,  to  the  end  that  what 
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thef  shovild  think  fit»  should  stand  and  be  taken  as  an  Order  oC 
the  said  Court  in  that  behalf :«— Who,  upon  mature  and  ddiber- 
ate  hearing  and  consideration  of  the  said  cause,  thought  fit»  and 
so  certified  into  the  said  Court,  That  the  School  should  be  incor- 
porated, and  that  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises  should  be 
conveyed  to  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  his  Successors,— And 
that  the  Provost,  and  Scholars  of  ihe  Qubkns'  Coli«kob  in  the 
Univeraity  of  Oxford,  should  name,  order,  visit  and  displace  the 
School-master  of  ihe  said  School,  and  hb  Successors,  for  the 
time  being  : — And  that  the  reformations  of  all  abtues,  either  in 
the  aaidCollege  or  School-maMter,  diould  be  refonedto  the  Justiees 
of  Assize  of  the  said  County,  for  the  time  being,  or  one  of  them : 
^-Which  said  opinion  and  direction  of  the  said  Justices  of  As- 
size, was  accordingly  ordered  by  the  said  Lord  CtnnceUor,  and 
High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  i^r  directed  to  Sir  John  Puck- 
BBiNG,  Knt.,  then  liord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  since 
confirmed  by  The  Right  Honbk.  Sir  Thomas  Eosetok,  Knt., 
Lord  £LLBaa»RB,  now  Lord  ChanceUor  of  Englaiid,  then  Lord 
keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  ;— 

It  was  therefore  enacted^ 

'"  That  the  said  School  of  North-Leech,  shall  from  hence- 
forth stand  and  be  incorporated,  established  and  foimded  in 
name  and  in  deed,  a  Body  Politick  and  Corporate,  to  have  conti- 
nuance for  ever,  by  the  name  of  "  Thb  School-Masteb  and 
Usher  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Hugh  VVestwood, 
Esq.,  in  the  Town  of  North-Leech,**  and  by  that  name  shall 
have,  hold  and  enjoy  all  and  every  the  said  Parsonage  and  Pre- 
mises, Yards,  Lands,  Messuages,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments, 
with  the  appurtenances  intended  by  the  said  Hugh  West  wood, 
and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the  said  School  (the  Patronage  of 
the  Vicarage  of  Chedworth  only  excepted)  and  the  reversion  and 
reversions  of  the  same,  and  that  all  and  every  rent  and  rents 
reserved  in  any  demise  or  demises  thereof,  or  thereupon  made, 
the  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other  Law  or  Statutes  to  the 
contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding  : — 

'^  And  by  the  same  name  shall  have  power,  ability  and  capa- 
city to  demise,  lease,  and  grant  their  possessions  and  heredita- 
ments, and  to  take,  acquire  and  purchase,  and  to  sue,  and  to  be 
sued,  and  to  do,  perform  and  execute  all  and  every  other  lawful 
act  and  thing,  good,  necessary,  or  profitable  for  the  said  Incor- 
poration, in  as  foil  and  ample  manner  to  all  intents,  constructions 
and  puposes,  as  any  other  Incorporations  or  Body  Politick  or 
Corporate  folly  and  perfectly  founded  and  incorporated,  may 
do:**-^ 
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The  first  Schoolmaster,  William  Lickbbarrow,  B.  A„  and 
the  first  Usher>  John  Stonb,  B.  A.,  of  the  said  School,  and  their 
Successors,  to  have  a  Common  Seal,  *'  in  which  shall  be 
engraven  tfie  Arms  and  Name  of  the  said  Hugh  West  wood." — 

It  was  also  enacted, ''  Ttiat  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  of' 
the  Queen's  College  in  the  said  University  of  Oxford,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  bei^g,  shall  have  full  power  and 
lawful  authority,  to  nominate  and  appoint,  and  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  ttom  time  to  time,  when  and  as  often  as  the  place  of 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School  by  death,  resignation,  d^mva- 
tion,  or  otherwise,  shall  become  void,  and  within  one  month 
after  such  avoidance,  by  writing  under  their  Common  and  Col- 
lege Seal,  one  learned  and  meet  man,  being  a  Graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oxford,  to  (be)  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School;" — 

'*  And  in  case  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  shall  not 
within  one  Month  after  such  avoidance  make  such  nomination 
and  appointment  as  aforesaid,  that  l^en  and  so  often  the  Jus- 
tices of  Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  within  one 
month  after  such  default,  shall  and  may  by  writing  under  their 
hands  and  seals  nominate  and  appoint  some  meet  and  learned 
man,  being  a  Graduate  as  aforesaid,  to  the  place  of  School-mas- 
ter of  the  said  School." — 

In  like  manner  the  Provost  and  Scholars  are  to  nominate  and 
appoint  some  learned  and  meet  man,  "  having  been  trained  up 
in  the  said  University  of  Oxford,"  to  be  Usher  of  the  said  Sdiool, 
at  every  avoidance : — And  in  default  thereof,  that  then  the  Jus- 
tices of  Assize  shall  appoint  the  same  : — 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  are  empowered  to  set  down  and 
prescribe  such  Orders,  Rules,  and  Statutes  for  the  government 
of  the  School,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  convenient : — 
And  also,  ''  shall  have  fiill  power  and  authority  to  visit  the  said 
School,  and  to  ordeo  reform  and  redress  all  disorders  and  abuses, 
in  and  touching  the  government  of  the  same,  and  further  to 
censure,  suspend  and  deprive  the  Schoolmasters  and  Ushers  of 
the  said  School  for  the  time  beiqg,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just,  fit^ 
and  convenient:" — 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  may  also  appoint ''  how  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premisses  shall  be  proportioned,  divided,  and 
distributed  to,  among,  and  between  the  School-master  and  Usher 
of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  so  as  the  whole  rent  be 
disposed  between  them  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  of  the 
said  School." 

The  Endowment  con^tsof  117  acres  of  Land,  and  the 
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BecUmal  Tythes  of  die  Pariah  of  ChedmrCfa,  now  of  the 
annual  value  of  £600. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  bo3rs  of  tins  Town,  and  the 
Parish  of  Chedworth,  indefimtely,  free  of  expense.  They 
are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  can  read  the  BiUe  fluently, 
and  are  not  liable  to  superannuation.  Each  boy  at  his 
Entrance  pays  5#.  to  the  Head  Master,  and  2s..Gd.  to  the 
Usher.  There  aie  at  present  only  TT^ree  Free  boys  in  die 
School,  and  the  average  number  does  not  exceed  Jbur  or 
^vCf — a  drcumstance  which  is  stated  to  arise,  from  their 
Education  being  <<  cot^ined  entirdjf  io  Ae  Cloiiia.'*  This 
is  a  restriction  on  the  part  of  The  Founder  which  is  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  InhaUtants  of  this  pkce,  and  of  Chedworth, 
are  chiefly  in  an  humble  station  (rf*  life,  and  consequendy 
can  have  but  little  motive  to  give  their  sons  a  Clastical 
Education. 

The  Etok  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  In- 
struction b  nearly  dmilar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  is  0!CB  Exhibition,  given  by  Geokgb  Townsexd, 
Esq.,  for  four  years,  of  the  annual  value  of  £50.  from  this 
Sdiool  to  Pembroke  Cdl^e,  Oxford.  The  ExhiUtioner  is 
chosen  by  The  Head  Master,  the  Vicar,  and  the  Bailiff  of 
North  Leach. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  John  Nelson, 
M.A. 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Toediffe. 

No  Boarders  have  been  taken  by  either  of  the  Masters, 
for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years. 
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CHIPPING  SODBURY. 

The  Fbsb  Ghammab  School  at  CniP?niG  Sodbuet  has  a 
provision  for  a  Master  of  £20.  per  annumj  fixim  certain 
lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Chipping  Sodbury,  Old  Sodbuxj, 
and  Wickwar,  as  settled  by  a  Decaree  in  Chaaoeiy,  in  the 
30th  of  Charlbs  the  Second,  1679. 

Mr.  RoBBBT  Davis^  of  Little  Sodbuiy,  who  died  on  the 
16th  of  May>  1680,  added  £10.  a  year  to  the  Master's 
Salary. 

And  there  have  been  further  Donations  from  Dr.  Habb- 
wicKE,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Habdwicke,  late  of  the  City  of 
Bristol,  but  natives  of  this  pkce,  towards  providing  a  House 
for  the  Master. 
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TETBURY. 

Thb  Fsbb  Grammar  School  at  Tetburt  was  founded  in 
the  ragn  of  King  James  the  First,  by  Sir  William  Rum- 
KBT,  Alderman  and  Sheriff  of  London,  who  was  a  native  d 
this  Town,—  to  which  he  gave  a  Lease  for  years  of  the  Profits 
of  the  Fairs  and  Markets,  and  the  produce  was  applied 
towards  purchasing  the  Advowson  of  the  Church,  the  Tolls 
of  the  Borough,  the  Manor  and  Commons,  which  vere 
bought  of  George  Lord  Berkeley. 

The  Trustees  continued  the  School  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Henry  Wightwick,  dnce  whose  time  no  Master  has  been 
appcnnted,  as  the  Tolls  of  the  Markets  have  not  been  suffi- 
cient to  raise  a  Salary  for  one. 

Mr.  Oldham,  the  Poet,  reomed  part  of  his  education  at 
this  Sdiool, — as  did  Dr.  Bisse,  Bishop  of  Hereford. 

Dr.  Joseph  Trapp,  bom  at  Cherington  in  this  ndgfabour- 
hood.  Minister  of  Christ  Church  in  Londcm,  and  Author  of 
several  valuable  books,  was  here  qualified  for  the  Univemty, 
— as  also  Mr.  Gtore,  formerly  of  Sopworth  in  Wiltshire,  a 
Gentleman  remarkable  for  his  Learning. 
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TEWKESBURY. 

The  Fbee  Gbammab  School  in  Tewkesbuby  was  founded 
by  William  Febbebs,  Citizen  and  Meroer  of  London,  and 
a  native  of  this  place,  in  1625 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with 
£20.  per  annum  out  of  his  estate  at  Shillingthorpe,  in  the 
County  of  Linoohi. 

In  the  Charter  of  King  William  the  Third  granted  to 
the  Town  and  Borough  of  Tewkesbury,  in  1701,  there  is  a 
special  clause,  which  directs, — that,' 

''  For  the  better  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth 
within  the  same  Borough^  liberty  and  Precinct  thereof,  in  good 
arts,  learning,  virtue  and  education,  perpetually  to  be  educated 
and  informed,"  fix)m  henceforth  there  shall  be  within  the  Borough 
aforesaid.  Liberty  and  Precinct  of  the  same,  one  Grammar 
School,  to  be  called  "  Thb  Preb  Grammab  School  of  Willum 
Fbbrbbs,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  in  Tewkesbuby,  in 
the  County  of  Gloucester/*  to  consist  of  one  Master,*and  on& 
Usher,  and  Scholars  in  the  same  School : — 

And  that  it*s  Possessions  and  Revenues  might  be  the  better 
managed.  His  Majesty  ordained,  that  the  Bailifis,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Chamberlain  of  the  Borough,  and  the  Town  Clerk  in 
Tewkesbury,  and  their  Successors^ ''  henceforth  for  ever,  shall 
be,  and  be  called  Governors  of  the  Goons,  Possessions,  and 
Revenues  of  the  aforesaid  Free  Grammar  School  of  Williah 
Ferrers,  in  Tewkesbury,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester  -,  *'  con- 
stituting them  one  Body  Corporate  and  Politick  -,  with  liberty  to 
have  a  Common  Seal  -,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to  elect  and 
appoint  "  one  honest  man,  learned  and  foaring  God/*  to  be 
Master  of  ihe  School,  and  *'  one  other  man  discreet,  and  fit,*'  to 
be  Usher  of  the  same,  who  shall  continue  in  their  offices, 
*'  during  the  good  pleasure  of  those  the  Grovemors^  and  their 
Successors,  for  the  time  being  :** — 

The  Governors  were  furtiier  empowered  to  make  fit  and 
wholesome  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  government  of  the  same ; 
and  to  receive  and  possess  any  other  Revenues,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £30. 

RiCHABD  EsTCouBT,  wcll  kuowu  both  as  an  Actor  and  a 
Writer,  was  educated  here. 

No  information  can  be  procured  either  from  the  Head 
jlf  aster,  or  the  Town  Clerk. 
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THORNBURY. 

Of  the  FsBB  6RAXMA&  School  at  Thoekbuet  the  Author 
is  not  Me  to  giTe  any  deKriptkm. 
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WICKWAR. 

Thb  Fbss  6samma&  School  at  Wickwak  was  founded 
by  Mr.  Alexander  Hossa,  who,  by  his  Will,  in  1684, 
endowed  it  with  a  good  House  iu  Gray^s  Inn  Lane^Londmi, 
and  also  gave  £600*  to  build  a  School-house  for  the  resi- 
dence  of  the  Master.    The  Salary  is  £28.  a  year. 

Mr.  HosBA  is  said  to  have  bee^i  a  poor  boy  apprenticed 
to  a  Weaver  in  this  Town,  and  upon  a  particular  day  in  the 
year,  when  it  was  the  custom  with  the  Inhabitants  to  make 
a  £sh,  called  '^  WhUepoty*  his  mistress  sent  him  with  a  pan- 
full  to  the  bakehouse.  Poor  Hosba  had  the  misfortune  to 
break  the  pan,  which  so  terrified  him  that  he  durst  not 
return  to  his  master,  but  set  out  immediately  for  London, 
whore  he  was  prosperous,  and  acquired  a  large  fortune.

The  King^s  School. 

The  RorAL  Gkammae  School  in  Wivchcombe  is  of 
andent  date. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  an  authentic  Document  now 
in  the  possesaon  of  The  Bevd.  I.  J.  Lates^  Vicar  of  this 
place.

"  The  said  Stipend  hath  bin  constantly  paid  to  the  School- 
master there  for  the  time  being,  fiiom  yeere  to  yeere,  out  (^  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  County  of  Gloucester  by  the  Recdvpr 
thereof,  ever  since  the  Dissoluc'on  of  the  said  Monastery,  untOl 
the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  1650  (except  only  for 
half  a  yeer  ended  at  Michaelmas  164^,  and  one  whole  yeoe 
ended  at  Michaelmas  1643,  in  which  time  it  was  not  paid  by 
reason  of  the  Troubles).  As  by  the  Records  remayning  in  my 
Custody  it  doth  appeare.**  Ex  p*  Ja.  Symes  AudiC

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The  £10.  is  still  paid  annually,  about  Michaelmas,  by  the 
Recover  General  of  the  Land  Revalue. 

The  number  of  boys  to  be  instructed  has  not  been  defined.

They  are  from  the  Parish  generally,  and  of  a  description 
nmilar  to  those  of  Lady  Chakdos^  Free  School.

Labt  Fkakcbs  Chakdos^  Fseb  School. 

The  pindpal  Grammar  School  in  Wikchcokbe  was 
founded  by  Lady  Frances  Chakdos,  in  the  year  1622,  and 
endowed  with  a  School  house  in  Si.  Nicholases  LanCj  and 
with  certain  lands  formerly  belonging  to  the  Sexton's  office 
in  the  Monastery,  then  amounting  to  18*,,2'..36p,  which 
have  once  been  commuted  by  an  Act  of  Inclosure  £x  19*. 
or  thereabouts,  and  have  lately  produced  about  £52.  per 
annum— for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master,  and  the  educadcm 
of  Fourteen  boys,  to  be  bom  in  the  Town  of  Winchoombe. 
In  1815,  Thomas  Baohot  db  la  Berb,  Esq.,  then  sole 
surviving  Trustee,  enfeoffed

Robert  Lawrence  Townsend,  D.  D., 
in  whom  the  Trust  b  now  vested. 

The  age  of  the  admission  of  Scholars  has  usually  been 
eight;  and  the  nomination  has,  for  many  years  past,  been 
left  with  the  Master,  although  vested  in  die  Trustees. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Winchcombe  at  present  omsisting 
principally  of  small  Shopi-keepers  and  Labourers,  the  system 
of  Education  has  of  necessity  been  exduavely  confined  to 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  not  a  single  individual 
having  offered  himself,  to  whom  the  C&imc»  could  have  been 
acceptable. 

The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  I.  J.  Lates,  has  ther&* 
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fore  very  laudably  exceeded  the  number  prescribed ;  so  that 
there  are  generally  fix)m  20  to  24  boys  daily  receiving  such 
Instruction,  as  is  commensurate  with  their  condition. 

The  King's  School,  and  Lady  CstANDos'  School  are  now, 
and  have  usually  been  holden  by  The  Vicar,  who  constantly 
employs  an  Asostant 
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WOTTON  UNDER-EDGE. 

The  Feek  Gbammae  School  at  Wotton  Ukdee-Edoe 
is  of  very  ancient  origin. 

By  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  En^and, 
dated  in  the  8th  year  of  the  rdgn  of  King  Richard  the 
Second,  1385,  His  Majesty  granted  his  Royal  Licence  to 
Kathbbine  Lady  Bbekeley,  Widow,  to  found  and  endow 
a  Fkeb  Gbammab  School  at  Wotton  Undeb-Edob, — to 
consist  of  a  Master,  and  Two  Poor  Scholars, — and  to  endow 
the  same  with  certain  real  Estates  as  therein  mentioned ;— • 
The  School  was  soon  afterwards  founded  and  endowed  by 
Her:— 

It  escaped  the  Dissolution  imder  Henby  the  Eighth, — ^but 
in  the  reign  of  King  Jambs  the  First,  doubts  having  been 
entertained  whether  the  Revenues  of  the  School  were  not 
become  vested  in  the  Crown,  by  the  Statute  made  in  the 
first  year  of  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  intituled,  ^<  An  Act 
for  the  Dis8oluti(Hi  of  Chauntries,*^  a  Petiticm  was  presented 
to  King  James  for  the  re-estabhshment  of  the  School  And 
the  Petition  being  referred  by  His  Majesty  to  the  then 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  an  Information  was 
by  their  cUrection  exhibited  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  by 
the  Attorney  G-eneral,  agunst  John  Smith,  and  other 
Lessees  of  parts  of  the  possessions  of  the  School,  for  the 
avoiding  such  Leases,  and  for  the  re-establishment  and  gene- 
ral regulation  of  the  SchooL    And  the  Cause  c(»ning  on  to 
be  heard,  on  the  20th  of  Janry.,  1622,  in  The  Court  of 
Chancery,  Sir  Thomas  Chambbblaynb,  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Kings's  Bench,  and  Sir  William  Jones, 
one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  being 
present  and  as^ting  at  the  said  Hearing : — 
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Tt  was  declared,  that  all  Htles  to  the  said  lands  under  any 
Letta*8  Patent,  as  also  all  Leases  of  those  lands,  were 
vdd; — 

And  it  was  decreed,  that  all  the  lands  and  possessions  of 
the  School  should  be  surrendered  unto  His  Majesty,  that 
'  he  same  might  be  re-granted,  or  such  parts  as  should  be  fit 
to  be  employed  for  the  re-estabHshment  of  the  School,  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  Scholars  according 
to  the  increase  of  the  Revenues,  as  occasion  thereafter  should 
be, — And  directions  were  given,  as  to  the  future  mode  of 
granting  Leases  of  the  said  Lands : — 

But  it  seems  that  the  decree  ordered  a  beneficial  Lease 
of  part  of  the  estates  to  be  granted  to  John  Smith,  partly 
on  account  of  some  of  the  lands  lying  intermixed  with  his 
fireehold  lands : — 

That  the  possessions  of  the  School  having,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  Decree,  been  granted  and  surrendered  unto  His 
Majesty,  certain  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  May, 
1625,  were  passed  Under  the  Great  Seal,— Whereby,  after 
reciting  the  matters  aforesaid,  it  was  ordained, — 

That  there  should  be  a  Grammar  School  in  the  Town 
of  Wotton  Under-Edge,  for  the  education  and  instruction 
of  children  and  Youths  in  Grammar  and  other  good  Learn- 
]ng,_to  be  called,  <<  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  The 
Lord  Berkeley,  in  Wotton  Under-Edge," — and  that 
the  same  should  consist  of  one  Master,  and  Five  or  more 
PoOT  Scholars,  who  should  be  a  Body  Corporate,  have  per- 
petual Succession,  and  be  capable  of  holding  lands, — and 
certain  persons  therein  named  were  thereby  appcnnted  the 
first  Master  and  Five  first  Scholars  of  the  School,  to  con- 
tinue in  their  places  until  thdr  respective  deaths,  or  until 
they  should  be  removed  or  displaced  according  to  the  Let. 
ters  Patent  and  the  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  therein 
expressed, — in  which  events  it  was  declared,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  for  Gbqrgb  Lord  BERKSLsr,  and  the  Heirs  male 
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of  his  body,  and  for  defaultof  audi  issue,  far  the  Lard  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  or 
his  or  their  Guardian  during  Minority,  within  Sxty  days 
after  the  vacancy  to  appmnt  a  new  Master  or  Scholars, — 
And,  in  case  such  appointment  was  not  made  within  Sixty 
days,  power  was  given  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Borou^  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  to  nominate  and 
appoint  on  such  vacancy: — 

And  all  the  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Hereditaments  were 
confirmed  to  the  Master  and  Scholars  to  hold  unto  them, 
their  Heirs  and  Successors  :— 

And  it  appearing  by  the  Decree,  that  the  Rents  reserved 
to  the  Master  and  Scholars  would  for  the  present  amount  to 
£47.  per  annum,— it  was  appomted,  that  the  Stipend  of  the 
Master  should  be  JC26..13..4.  per  annttm^  and  that  the  Sti- 
pend of  each  of  the  Scholars  should  be  £4. : — 

And  that  as  the  Rents  of  the  School  should  increase,  so 
likewise  the  number  of  Scholars  should  be  increased  in  man- 
ner therein  after  directed: — 

And  that  when  the  Revenues  should  be  increased,  whereby 
one  or  more  Scholars  above  Five  might  be  mmntained  in  the 
School  and  receive  the  aforesaid  Stipend  of  £4.  a  year,  the 
said  Lord  Bebkeley,  or  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Wot* 
ton  Under-Edge,  should  elect  and  appoint  so  many  new 
Scholars  as  the  increase  of  the  Revenues  should  be  su£Bdent 
to  maintain : — 

And  because  it  might  happen  to  become  necessary  inpt)- 
cess  of  time,  that  the  Ordinances,  therein  contained,  should 
be  enlarged  or  explmned,  power  was  ^ven  to  Lord  Berke- 
ley and  his  Heirs  male,  and,  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor  for  the  time  being,  to  make  such  other 
fit  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  explaining  or  enlarging  those 
therein  expressed  as  well  for  the  government,  direction,  dco- 
tioh,  amotion  and  expulsion  of  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as 
for  the  govemmc^it  and  dispoidtions  of  the  possessions  and 
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revenues  of  the  Schdol,  and  the  Stipends  and  Exhibitions  of 
the  Master  and  Scholars, — vith  a  Proviso,  that  such  Ordi- 
nances should  not  be  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of 
the  Realm^  or  to  those  therein  contamed, — which  Ordinances 
being  made  and  allowed  by  The  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  or  his 
ChancellcM-,  were  directed  to  be  inviolably  observed : — 

But  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  Letters  Patent  should 
not  in  any  manner  derogate  from  the  aforesaid  Decree, — but 
that  such  Decree  should  be  observed  and  performed  as  fully 
as  if  the  said  Letters  Patent  had  not  been  made,  imless  the 
same  should  thereafter  in  any  particular  point,  relating  to 
the  government  of  the  School,  be  altered  or  explamedvby 
The  Court, — and,  in  such  case,  that  the  alteration  or  expla- 
nation so  made,  should  be  observed  and  obeyed  notwith- 
standmg  any  thing  to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  letters 
Patent  ;— 

Certain  Ordinances  for  the  government  and  regulation  of 
the  School  were  annexed  to  the  Letters  Patent,  whereby  it 
was  declared,  among  other  things,  that  the  said  Lord  Beekx- 
LSY  and  such  others,  to  whom  the  nomination  and  election 
of  the  Master  and  Scholars  should  belong,  should  on  every 
vacancy  appoint  a  religious,  discreet,  and  learned  man  to  be 
Master,  who  should  inhabit  the  School-house,  and  teach 
Grammar  Scholars  there,-— and  should  keep  the  House  in 
repair,  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  in  such  manner 
as  by  the  Patron  of  the  School  for  the  time  bemg  should  be 
thou^t  fit  :— 

That,  in  the  year  1710,  an  Information  was  exhibited  in 
The  Court  by  the  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of 
Samuel  Bennett,  Clerk,  then  Master  of  the  School,  and 
John  Austin,  an  Inhabitant  of  WottonUnder-Edge,  against 
Geoxob  Smith,  Esq.,  in  order  to  set  aside  a  lease  granted 
to  him  of  certain  parts  of  the  Estates  of  the  Sdiool,  for  an 
account  of  rents  of  other  of  the  Charity  estates,  and  to  set 
attde  a  bond  of  resignation  whidi  Smith  had  exacted 
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from  Bexkett,  and  for  other  rqrulatioA  of  the  Sdiool  and 
if s  Revenues: — 

In  the  course  of  the  Proceedings  it  was  referred  to  one  of 
the  Masters  of  The  Court,  to  inquire  and  state  in  whom  the 
nomination  of  Schoohnaster  was  vested,  and  to  report  such 
Proposals  as  might  be  laid  before  him  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Charity : — 

George  Smith  died  in  1712,  having  made  a  Will,  and 
his  Wife  Executrix, — She  <hed,  andRiCHAED  Dowdbswell, 
her  Brother,  took  administraticHi  to  her  and  to  Gboegb 
Smii^h  with  their  Wills  annexed  :— 

In  17 16,  the  Court  ordered  a  Commisaon  to  inquire  what 
lands  were  in  Mr.  Smith'^s  hands,  which,  by  the  decree  of 
the  20^  Jac,  1.,  were  intended  to  be  included  in  the  first  lease 
to  John  Smith,  and  the  true  value  thereof: — 

The  Commissioners  returned,  that  certain  lands,  called 
Emcroft,  Rye  Close,  two  ridges  of  Pasture  in  Stanoombe, 
one  Fullmg  Mill,  a.  Pond  Bank  adjdning,  a  Cottage  and 
Garden  adjoinmg  the  Banks  of  the  Mill,  another  Cottage 
and  Grarden,  two  acres  in  Westfield,  half  an  acre  and  one 
ridge  in  Chesley  field,  were  not  intended  to  be  included  in 
the  first  lease. — But,  as  to  divers  other  messuages  and  lands 
in  Nibley  they  could  not  say,  whether  they  were  intended 
to  be  induded  in  the  lease.  They  set  forth  the  particulan^ 
and  annual  values : — 

The  Defendants  objected  to  this  return, — 

But,  on  a  hearing  on  the  16th  of  December,  17I8,  The 
Master  of  the  Rolls  decreed,  that  the  lease  obtained  by 
Geoege  Smith  from  Bennett,  and  a  BcHid  of  Resgnation 
taken  from  him,  should  be  delivered  up,  and  that  Maega- 
eet  Smith,  Widow  of  Geoege,  should  come  to  account  for 
the  rents  and  profits, — And  that  a  new  lease  should  be 
granted  to  the  Defendants  of  Warren's  Court  in  Nibley,  and 
such  other  lands  as  were  found  by  the  last  Survey, — That 
John  Smith  was  entitled  to  have  a  lease  granted  of  a  third 
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part  of  the  improved  rent  according  to  the  last  Survey,  in 
such  manner  as  the  same  was  agreed  upon  by  virtue  of.  the 
former  Decree,  and  to  have  a  I^ue  of  the  other  School  lands 
in  Nibley,  at  the  full  value : — 

1  he  Defendants  not  bebg  satisfied,  applied  to  the  Chan- 
cellor for  a  re-hearing : — 

This  came  on,  upcm  the  11th  of  December,  171^9  when 
an  issue  was  directed  to  try  whether  part  of  these  lands,  at 
the  time  of  the  Decree  of  the  20>  Jac.  \^  lay  intermixed 
with  Freehold  lands  of  John  Smith  : — 

Before  the  trial  Margabbt  Smith  died,  appcnnting 
Chables  Dowdeswell,  and  Jacob  Knight,  Executors, but 
they  refusing  to  act, — Richard  Dowdeswell  took  admi- 
nistration to  her,  and  George  Smith,  with  their  Wills 
annexed,  and  a  Bill  of  Revivor  was  filed  against  him : — 

On  the  trial  at  law  it  was  found,  that  Emcrofl,  the  two 
acres  in  Westfield,  the  half  acre  and  ridge  in  Chesley  field, 
belonged  to  the  Defendant  Smith  : — 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1723,  this  Cause  came  on  again  be- 
fore the  Chancellor,  when  the  former  Decree  was  confirmed, 
except  as  to  the  lands  just  mentioned  : — 

After  long  contention  and  great  shuffling  on  die  part  of 
Richard  Dowdeswell,  it  was  found,  that  he  was  to  ac- 
count for  £4225..19..11,  which  would  more  than  satisfy  the 
dd)t  and  costs  due  to  the  Schocd : — 

The  Master  made  his  Report  (which  was  confirmed  the 
11th  of  February,  1725),  whereby  he  certified  that  a  Pro- 
posal had  been  laid  before  him,  signed  by  the  Relators,  and 
the  Minister,  Mayor,  and  other  Principal  Inhabitants  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge,  stating  their  de^re  that  the  School- 
master'^s  Salary  should  be  increased  to  £40.  ftr  aimumj — 
That  Three  Scholars  might  be  added  to  those  then  belong- 
ing to  the  School, — That  all  the  Scholars  to  be  thereafter 
admitted,  should  be  approved  of  by  the  Master  and  Trus- 
tees in  the  proposal  named,  or  the  major  part  of  thenii — and 
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none  should  be  admitted  under  im  yean  ci  age,  aooocdhig 
to  the  former  Ordinances  of  the  SdKxd,— That  the  Albw* 
anoe  to  each  boy  should  be  £4^  as  usual, — That  the  boys 
upon  the  Foundation  riiould  be  distinguished  by  Grownsand 
Caps,— That  the  School  should  be  re-built,— Hiat  as  the 
Revenue  from  certain  lands,  at  Nibley  therein  mentioned, 
was  increased  by  the  event  of  the  Suit  from  £32^10^0 
(whidi  the  said  Gboegs  Smith  had  for  scnne  years  paid  the 
Master  for  his  Salary)  to  £60.  per  annumi — 

And  there  would  be  asum  of  money  left,  after  the  increase 
of  the  Mastar^s  Salary,  the  rebuilding  of  the  SdiooJ,  and 
the  yearly  allowance  to  the  additional  Three  pocn-  boys : — 

It  was  ftirther  proposed,  that  the  overplus  (after  paying^ 
the  Relators^  costs)  should  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of 
lands, — and  that  sudi  lands,  as  also  the  Revenues  of  the 
Sdiool  over  and  above  the  Master^s  Salary,  should  be  ves- 
ted in  Trustees  for  the  purposes  aforesaid : 

That  the  numbar  of  Trustees  should  be  Seven,  ci  miidm 
the  Mayor  and  Relators  should  be  ^ee,  the  then  Minisier 
of  Wotton  Under^Edge  and  also  the  Minister  for  the  time 
bring,  and  Richaed  Osbobks,  Thomas  Blagdev,  and 
Daniel  Adey,  Junr.,  therrin  named  to  make  up  the  com- 
plement,— And  vfhea  the  number  should  be  reduced  to 
Five^  the  Surviving  Trustees  should  fill  up  the  number 
by  thrir  own  choice,  or  that  of  the  major  part  of  them: — 

And  there  bebg  several  Houses  in  Wotttm  out  cm  leases 
at  small  rents  which,  when  expired,  would  consideraUy  ad 
vance  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  the  yearly  Rents  whereof 
had  been  usually  recrived  by  the  Schoolmaster  ioit  paymmt 
of  the  poor  Scholars^  Pensions, — 

It  was  further  proposed,  that,  for  the  time  to  come,  the 
overplus  of  the  Revenues,  as  also  the  increase  of  the  Rents 
of  tbs  Houses  m  Wotton,  as  well  as  the  then  Rents,  diould 
be  recrived  by  The  Trustees,  and  iqsplied  as  well  for  the 
maintenance  of  th^  then  boys  on  the  Foundation,  as  of  the 
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Three  to  be  added  thereto, — and  for  increasmg  the  number, 
or  for  the  asustance  of  any  one  or  more  of  them  at  the  Uni- 
versity, as  The  Trustees  dbould  judge  convenient ; — 

And  the  Master  further  certified,  that  Three  other  Pro- 
posals had  been  laid  before  him, — One,  on  behalf  of  the 
Defendant  Gborgb  SMiTHf  who  desired  that  the  right  of 
his  Ancestors  in  presenting  the  Schoohnaster,  and  liominat- 
ing  the  Boys,  might  be  reserved  and  continued  to  him  and 
his  Heirs, — Another  Proposal  by  The  Earl  of  Beekslxt, 
who  proposed  that,  as  the  Charity  was  founded  by  his  An- 
cestors and  as  he  was  also  Lord  of  the  greatest  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Wott(m  Under-Edge,  he  thought  it  reasonable 
that  he  and  his  Hdrs  should  have  the  nomination  of  the 
Trustees,  and  that  he  and  his  Heirs,  andthe  Bishop  of  Glou- 
CESter,  should  be  the  Yiators,— And  the  Third  Proposal,  by 
certmn  Inhabitants  of  Wotton,  who  proposed  that  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Wotton,  together  with  Six  or  Eight 
of  the  Pariishioners  who  were  the  largest  payers  to  the  Poor 
to  be  annually  chosen  at  Vestry,  might  be  Trustees,  and 
that  the  Viritation  thereof  might  be  vested  in  The  Earl  of 
Bekkeley  and  his  H^,and  the  Bishop  of  Gloucesteb:— 

By  a  Decree  made  in  this  Cause,  on  the  1st  of  March, 
1725,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Proposal  of  the  Relators 
mentioned  in  the  Master^s  Report,  should  be  established 
with  this  variation,  that  the  nomination  of  the  boys  to  be 
admitted  into  the  School  should  be  made  alternately  by  the 
Defendant  Geoege  Smith  and  the  Trustees  in  the  said 
Prc^wsal  named, — and  that  the  nomination  of  Schoolmaa- 
ter  should  be  in  the  Defendant  Geobge  Smith  and  his 
Hdrs: — 

And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  Schoolhouse  should 
be  re-built, — And  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  approve 
of  a  Plan  for  it,  and  that  the  money  which  the  Master  should 
think  necesssry  for  that  purpose,  should  be  paid  by  Richabd 
Dowbeswell  one  of  the  Defendants  themn  named,  out  of 
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the  money  reported  due  from  him  unto  the  Trustees,  to  be 
aj^Ued  accordingly, — And  that  the  residue  of  such  mon^ 
should  be  laid  out  by  them  in  a  piudiase  of  lands  for  d>e 
benefit  of  the  Charity,  such  purdiase  to  be  made  in  the 
names  of  the  Trustees : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  should  be  reduced  to  Five^  the 
Survivors  should  fill  up  the  number  to  Sevetiy  and  should 
convey  the  purdiased  Estates  to  tfaemsdves  and  such  new 
Trustees: — 

In  1801,  a  Petition  to  the  Chancellor  was  pr^Mured,  sta- 
ting mudi  of  what  is  above  set  forth,  and  that  the  saidSdiooU 
house  was  rebuilt,  acontling  to  the  directions  (^  the  said 
Decree,  upon  an  enlarged  scale  and  of  a  aixe  not  merdy 
sufficient  for  teaching  the  boys  of  the  Foundation  and  other 
Day-Scholars,  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wotton,  but  for 
the  lodging  and  accommodation  of  a  large  number  of  Board- 
ers:— 

That  about  the  year  1748,  after  the  Schodi-houae  was 
completed,  the  sum  of  £420.  was,  in  pursuance  of  the  De> 
cree,  invested  by  the  Trustees  in  the  purchase  o£  Frediokl 
lands  at  Charfiddf  in  the  County  of  Gloucester : — 

That  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  in  the  39^  Gca 
IIL,  for  efiecting  and  confirming  an  exchange  of  lands 
between  the  Trustees  and  Nicholas  Owen  Shythb,  Esq^ 
in  pursuance  of  an  Agreement  made  between  the  Master 
and  Trustees  of  the  School  and  Mr.  Owen  : — 

And  it  was  enacted,  that  in  case  any  difficulty  should 
arise  toudiing  the  applicaticm  of  the  increased  Bevoiue 
arising  to  the  Charity  in  consequence  of  this  Exchange,  or 
thereafter  to  arise  from  the  CharityEstate  or  respecting  any 
thing  in  regard  to  the  regulation  or  constitution  of  the  Cha- 
rity or  the  Ordinances  thereof,  it  should  be  lawfulto  the  Master, 
Patron,  or  Trustees  to  prefer  a  Pedtion  to  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, who  was  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  heard  in  a  summaiy  way,  and  that  sadi  coders  as  the 
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Court  should  make  tbarein,  diould  be  observed  by,  and 
should  be  final  and  oondufiive  to  all  persons  :— 

The  Petition  then  slates.  That  since  the  pronouncing  of 
the  Decree,  of  the  1st  of  March  1725,  the  Establishment 
hath  continued  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  Regula- 
tions estaUished  by  that  Decree, — And  the  same  hath  oon- 
sbted  of  a  Master  and  Ten  Scholars,  who  have  received  the 
annual  Stipends  appcnnted  to  them, — ^And  it  hath  been  usual 
during  that  period,  to  allow  annual  Stipends  or  Ediibttions 
to  One  or  Two  of  the  Scholars  of  the  Foundation  who,  (Hi 
quitting  the  Schodl,  have  gone  to  reside  in  some  College  or 
Hall  of  one  of  The  Univer^ties,  the  amount  of  such  Stipends 
or  Exhibitions  varying  according  to  the  state  of  the  Reve- 
nues, having  been  advanced  frcMbi  £5.  to  £30.,  which  was 
the  sum  then  paid  to  each  of  the  Two  Scholars  then 
rending  in  different  CoU^es  as  Exhibitioners  from  this 
School. 

That,  in  consequence  of  the  Exchange  of  lands,  which 
had  been  highly  advantageous  to  the  School,  and  of  the 
improved  value  of  the  Estates  at  Charfield,  there  appears  to 
be  a  permanent  augmentation  of  the  revenues  amounting  to 
the  annual  surfdus  of  £60.  beyond  the  ordinary  expenditure 
of  the  School,— that  is  to  say,  the  keejnng  and  maintmning 
of  the  School-house,  which  was  then  in  a  state  of  complete 
lepur, — the  payment  of  the  Stipends  of  £40.  to  the  Master, 
and  £5.  to  each  of  the  Scholars  of  the  School,  and  of  £30. 
to  each  of.  the  Exhilritioners  :— 

That  there  having  been  a  failure  of  issue  male  of  Geobgb 
Lord  Berkelev,  the  original  Patron  of  the  School,  the 
right  of  bemg  Patron  thereof  had,  by  virtue  of  the  Letters 
Patent  of  King  James  tiie  First,  devolved  upon  the  Lords  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  who 
had  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  acted  as  Patrons  of 
die  School: — 

That  the  Petitioner  -  --Jobtin  was  the  present  Lord  of 
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the  Manor  of  Wotton  (Jnder-Edge,  and  as  such  was  the 
present  Patron  of  the  School, — ^And  the  Petitioner  Thomas 
FoxwELL  was  then  Mayor  of  Wotton,  and  The  Be?d. 
William  Dechaie  Tattessall  was  then  Vicar  of  the 
Parish: — 

And  that  the  Petitioners  John  Blagden  Hals,  Wil- 
liam Mooes  AoET,HuMFHSET  Austin,  RichaedMilnes, 
and  Gkoeoe  Austin,  were  the  remaining  Trustees,  duly 
elected  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  in  the  Decree  of  the 
Ist  of  March,  1725:— 

That  the  Revd.  P.  M.  CoeNwall  was,  and  had  for 
some  years  been  Master  of  The  Grammar  SduxA : — 

That  it  appeared  to  the  Petitioners,  that  it  would  be  fbr 
the  benefit  of  the  Foundation,  and  would  contribute  to  the 
ends  for  which  the  same  was  established,  in  cate  the  Tros- 
tees  were  authorized  to  apply  a  Moiety  of  the  increased  or 
surplus  rents  of  £60*  in  augmentation  of  the  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  other  Moiety  in  advancing  from  time  to 
time  different  sums,  for  placing  out  certain  Scholars  of  the 
School  as  Apprentices  to  different  Trades,  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees : — 

That  it  being  apprehended,  that  the  Trustees  have  no 
power  under  the  Letters  Patent,  or  any  of  the  Proceedings 
of  The  Court  of  Chancery  authorizing  such  an  ^pficatioD 
of  the  annual  sum  of  £60.  as  aforesaid,  it  was  at  a  Meeting 
of  The  Trustees  holden  in  1801,  and  attended  by  the  F^ 
titioners,  unanimously  resolved,  that  a  Petition  diould  be 
presented  to  the  Court,  praying  that  the  Trustees  may  be 
authorized  to  apply  the  said  Fund  in  the  maimer  and  fbr 
the  purposes  already  mentioned 

What  was  done  on  this  Petition  does  not  appear. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  between  Hiree  and 
Four  Hundred  Pounds  a  year ;  but,  it  is  stated,  "  that  a 
connderable  part  of  the  lands  fuis  been  lost !  P 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Town  and  Parish 
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indefinitely,  free  of  expense; — Ten  of  whom  are  admitted 
upon  the  Foundation,  who  have  each  a  Stipend  of  £6.  ftr 
onntifn,  and  wear  the  Academical  dress  of  The  Eing^s  Scho- 
lars at  Westminster ;  these  are  admitted  at  ^^  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  until  the  age  of  Aghieen\  The  Patron,  and 
Trustees,  nominate  alternately  to  the  Grown.  About  twelve 
or  fourteen  other  sons  of  Parishioners  attend. 

The  Westmikstei  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
used,  and  it's  plan  of  Educaticm  is  at  present  pursued,  the 
Master  having  formerly  been  a  Scholar  upon  that  Royal 
Foundation. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £30.  each  to  any  Col- 
1^^  and  at  either  Univerdty,  but  Oxford  is  mostly  pre- 
ferred. Scholars  are,  however,  seldom  sait  to  the  Univer- 
sity fix)m  hence,  as  their  Parents  esteem  the  Classics  of  liitle 
use,  and  therefore  commonly  ajqirentice  them  to  a  respecta- 
ble trade,  or  occasionally  to  a  liberal  Profesmon. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Peteb  Monamt 
CoEKWALL,  M.  a.,  late  Fellow  of  Trinity  CoU^e,  Cam- 
bridge, and  Vicar  of  Westboume,  in  Sussex,  whose  Salary  is 
£80.  per  annwn^  with  an  excellent  House,  which  is  always 
kept  in  very  good  condition.  This  worthy  Grentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  terms  being  Fifty  guineas  a  year  for  a  Parlour 
Boarder,  and  Thirty  guineas  for  any  other.  He  is  asasted 
by  his  Son,  The  Revd.  Eussbius  Cobnwall,  B.  A.,  Curale 
rfUley. 

There  is  a  Lecture  at  Wotton  Under-Edge  of  £3.  per 
mvrwm. 

Among  the  distinguished,  persons  who  were  educated  at 
this  School,  may  be  enumerated^ — 

John  Peabce,  D.  D.,  Prebendary  of  Chester. 
Daniel  Vetsie,  B.D.,  formeriy  Fellow  of  and  Tutor 

at  Oeisl  College,  Oxford. 
Edwabd  Jsnneb,  M.  D.,  the  Original  Promoter  of 
VcKiAne  InoculaAon. 
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BOSBURY,  near  Ledburt. 

The  Geammab  School  at  Bosbubt  is  supposed  to  htve 
be^i  fouoded  by  Sir  Rowulxd  Mobtok,  who  is  said  to  haTe 
possessed  ^^  The  Grange  Estate^  in  this  Parish,  but  at  what 
period  has  not  h&esa  ascertained ;  though  it  must  have  been 
prior  to  the  reign  of  Queoi  Elizabeth,  as  Her  Majesty 
endowed  the  School  with  JC8..4..2.  per  annumy  which  is 
duurged  upon  the  Manor  of  Wonnbridge,  in  the  County  of 
Herdord,  and  is  now  paid  by  The  ]Kng^s  Receiver  of  Fee> 
Farm  Bents  to  the  Master. 

Sir  Rowland  Mobton  is  also  said  to  have  built  a  neat 
ston&-roofed  Chapel  at  the  South  Aisle  of  the  Church, 
adjoining  the  Chancel,  where  his  Coat  of  Arms  a{qaearB  upon 
the  inside  of  the  roof  in  difierait  places. 

The  present  Endowment  consists  of  about  Thirty-tm) 
acres  of  land,  and  Eight  cottages,  dispersed  all  over  die 
Parish  of  Bosbury :  The  management  of  whidi,  as  weD  as 
the  appointment  of  the  Master,  is  vested  in  Twelve 
Tbustees.  . 

About  Twenty  years  ance,  the  Trustees  elected  as  Master 
of  the  School,  an  illiterate  man  who  had  never  learned  or 
knew  a  ^ngle  word  of  the  Ladn  or  Greek  languages; 
althou^  the  former  Masters  had  always  been  Clergymen  c£ 
the  Church  of  England.  Some  of  the  Trustees  who  resided 
in  the  Parish,  it  is  said,  had  ggt  possesion  of  considerable 
portions  of  the  land  contiguous  to  their  own  estates,  at  a  very 
inferior  reaaX. 

The  Master^s  house,  which  he  now  occupies,  bad  not  been 
in  the  possession  of  the  Masters  for  the  last  Thirfy  years, 
until  the  present  Grentleman  came;— the  House,  togethor 
with  a  valuable  Orchard,  and  other  Luids  about  an  acre  and 
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an  half  wcnlh  from  £12.  to  £14.  per  annunij  haviDg  been 
lett  for  the  greater  part  of  that  time  "  to  a  near  Relation 
of  cme  of  the  Trustees  at  £S.  per  aimwrn'' /—while  the 
Masters  of  the  School  were  obliged  to  lodge  where  they 
could,— some,  at  the  distance  of  four  miles. 

It  is  also  supposed  that  several  pieces  of  land,  originally 
bekmging  to  the  School,  have  been  lost,  "  by  levelling 
Ae  boundaries^  and  thereby  mixing  them  with  oUter  hnds."^ 

Upon  these  accounts,  the  late  Vicar  of  Bosbury,  and  some 
c^  the  InhaUtants  of  the  Parish,  laudably  instituted  a  suit 
in  Chancery  against  the  Trustees,  to  compel  them  to  elect  a 
Clergyman  and  Grammar  Master,  and  also  to  relinquish 
|uch  lands  as  ffiey  had  in  their  hands^  and  to  lett  them  at 
thrir  fpll  value.  The  present  Lord  Chancellor  has  decreed, 
^^  that  the  said  School  is  a  Grammar  School,^  and  thereupon 
the  Master  has  be^i  appointed,  but  the  other  points  are  not 
yet  det^kmined. 

All  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  as  soon  as  they  be^n  to  learn 
tbe  Latin  language,  are  taught  free  of  expense.  Since  the 
present  Master  was  elected,  in  1815,  he  has  also  most  bene- 
vdently  taken  Ten  boys  whom  he  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  gratuUotisli/j  although  he  does  not 
consider  himself  bound  to  do  so.  About  ten  or  fifteen  other 
boys  are  usually  educated  at  this  School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  about  ten  years  of  age,  and  there 
is  no  prescribed  time  of  superannuation.  The  Master  no- 
minates.    There  is  no  particular  fdrm  of  Admission. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  upcm  the  Eton  plan. 

In  1676,  RicHABD  Reed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  founded 
an  Exhibition  of  £4.  per  annum  at  Brasen-Nose  College, 
Oxford,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Scholar  of  his  Posterity, 
or  for  a  Scholar  from  the  School  of  Bosbury,  or  from  the 
Free  School  of  the  City  of  Hereford,  being  natives  of  the 
Countjr  of  Hereford.

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The  present  Master  is.  The  RevcL  Thomas  Lbwes, 
whose  Salary  is  fix>m  Sixty  to  Seventy  pounds  per  cmnum^ 
but  capable  of  being  raised  to  £120.  or  more.  This  Gen- 
tleman takes  Boarders ;  his  terms  being  about  £25.  a  yesr 
for  each  Pupil. 

Many  very  respectable  Characters  have  received  their  In- 
struction at  this  School.  The  late  Thomas  Loggex,  Esq., 
of  Basinghall  Street,  Lcmdon,  an  eminent  Solidtor,  was 
educated  here. 

Mr.  John  Meakiks,  a  native  of  Bosbury,  and  educated 
at  this  School,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  1st  of  April,  1811, 
left  £100.  Steriing  to  the  Minister  and  Churcb-waidens  of 
Bosbury,  to  be  invested  in  one  of  the  Government  Funds  h^ 
their  names,  and  to  recave  the  interest  and  dividends  fer 
ever,  to  be  applied  as  follows, — \Qs.  6d.  annually  to  each  of 
such  boys  in  Bosbury  School,  as  they  shall  oonnder  the  best 
Writer, — the  best  Aeithmsticiak, — the  best  Ghamma- 
RiAN,— and  the  best  Composee  in  prose  and  ver8e,^and 
the  residue  thereof  to  such  as  they  shall  oonader  the  most 
industrious  Pooe  of  the  said  Parish,  and  sudi  as  they  diafl 
find  most  constant  in  their  attendance  on  Divine  V/arAip. 
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BROMYARD. 

The  Free  School  at  Bbomyaeb  was  founded  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  £16..14..11|  per  cmnvmy 
now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Rerenue  of  the  Crown. 

In  1656,  an  additional  Endowment  of  £20.  a  year  was 
made  under  the  Will  of  John  Peeein,  Esq.,  charged  upon 
his  estate  at  East  Acton,  jn  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which 
is  vested  in  The  Company  of  Goldsmiths,  in  London,  as 
Trustees,  who  have  duly  discharged  their  trust 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

The  only  building  belonging  to  the  Foundation,  is  a  large 
Schoc^-room  adjoining  the  Church-yard. 

The  Sdiool  is  free  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Town,  and  no 
other  emdiument  arises  to  the  Master,  but  what  he  receives 
from  the  two  Endowments.  Very  few  Scholars  attend  the 
School 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  David  Evans,  who  is 
also  Curate  of  an  adjacent  Parish.  ^ 
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COLWALXi,  near  Ledbury. 

The  Fbeb  Grammar  School  at  Colwall  Gesbn,  in  the 
Pariah  of  Colwall,  was  founded  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of 
Humphrey  Walwyn,  Citizen  and  Grocer  of  London,  dated 
the  10th  day  of  December  1612,  in  the  Tenth  year  of  die 
reign  of  King  Jambs  the  First ;  by  which  he  bequeathed, — 

''  The  sum  of  £600.  Current  money  of  England,  to  be  be- 
stowed in  the  buying  of  Houses  in  the  City  of  London,  of  a  good 
tenor,  taking  good  coimcell  and  advise  in  the  bestowing  thereof^ 
which  I  would  have  performed  by  my  Executors,  with  the  ad- 
vice, councell,  help,  and  assistance  of  The  Wardens  and 
Assistants  of  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers  and  my 
Overseers,  to  be  done  and  finished  in  two  years  after  my  de- 
cease :** — 

"  The  rent  of  which  housing  I  do  appoint  and  bequeath  by 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  to  be  thus  imploy^  and  be- 
stowed, Fhrsi,  to  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers  Five 
Pounds  yearly,  and  Two  of  the  Wardens,  with  the  Cleric,  and 
tome  one  Learned  man,  to  be  by  them  chosen,  and  then  toge- 
ther once  in  Three  years  to  visit  and  examine  the  SchoUers  of 
their  profiting  and  progression  in  Learning  at  a  School,  whk^, 
by  this  my  Ic^t  Will,  I  do  appoint  to  be  erected  at  the  Parish  of 
Colwall,  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  in  which  Parish  my  Father 
and  Mother  do  lie  buried :" — 

''  Also,  I  do  give  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Martin  Oigers  where  I 
do  now  dwell,  to  be  paid  every  Midsummer  day  to  the  Parson 
and  Churchwardens  of  the  same  Parish  Five  Pounds  Current 
money  of  England,  to  be  bestowed  in  Sea  Coals,  for  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  that  Parish  :'*  the  distribution  to  commence  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  December,  and  to  continue  imtil  the  stock  is 
consumed.  ''  Also  I  do  will,  that  of  this  Five  pounds  there  be 
10«.  paid  to  a  Preacher,  such  a  one  as  the  Churchwardens  for 
the  time  being  shall  choose,  to  preach  at  St.  Martin  Cigars  Ri- 
rish  every  year,  on  the  Fifth  day  of  November,  which  day  is 
kept  in  remembrance  of  our  miraculous  preservation  firom  that 
horrible  and  unheard  of  Gunpowder  Treason  :** — 

''  The  remainder  of  the  Rents  of  the  houses  and  tenements  to 
be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  I  do  give  for  the  erecting  and  main- 
taining of  a  Free  School  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall^  in  the  County 
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of  Hereford^  where  my  Father  and  Mother  do  lie  buried>  and 
that  the  Poor  ChOdren  of  that  Parish,  and  Seven  Children  of  the 
P^sh  of  Little  Malyem  of  the  poorest  also  in  that  Parish,  be 
taught  freely  without  payment  of  any  thing  for  their  Schooling. 
Also  that  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall  the  better  sort,  which  are  able 
to  pay  part,  do  not  pay  above  10».  for  their  Schooling  in  a  year. 
Mfio  if  it  should  please  God  to  afiSict  any  of  my  Father's  poste- 
rity with  poverty,  that  they  be  not  able  to  pay  for  their  Child- 
ren's learning  I  will,  that  Four  of  any  of  them  shall  be  taught  at 
this  School  freely,  and  so  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  that 
number  (of  his  relations,  but  all  the  poor  of  Colwall,  and  seven 
of  Little  Malvern) .  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  entertain  them, 
and  teach  them,  and  have  especially  respect  of  them : — 

"  For  the  choice  of  the  Schoohnaster,  my  will  is,  that  The 
Wardens  and  Assistants  of  The  Worshipfiil  Company  of  Grocers 
shall  have  the  election  and  choice  of  Uie  Schoolmaster,  and  in 
choosing  him,  that  he  be  honest,  learned,  godly,  and  fit  every 
way  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  Youth  in  Learning  and  in 
the  fear  of  God.  And  being  such  a  one,  that  any  of  my  name 
and  kindred  shall  have  the  place  before  any  others,  or  any  that 
my  CMldren  should  recommend  for  the  plaice,  being  fit,  suffici- 
ent, that  they  be  duly  respected,  and  the  place  to  be  bestowed 
on  the  party  so  recommended  before  any  other  :**-^ 

"  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaster  do  straightly  observe,  that 
there  be  praying  and  prayers  made  in  the  School  twice  every  day 
at  least,'*  and  that  the  Children  be  regularly  catechized : — 

"  And  my  Will  is,  if  the  Schoolmaster  should  neglect  the 
premisses,  or  the  teaching  or  instructing  of  his  Scholars  as  his 
place  requireth,  or  being  of  a  bad  life  and  conversation,  that  then 
it  may  be  lawfiil  for  the  Assistants  and  Wardens  of  the  Worship- 
fill  Company  of  Grocers  to  remove  the  Schoolmaster,  and  place 
such  a  one  in  his  stead  as  may  perform  the  premisses  according 
to  the  ^ne  meaning  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament :" — 

**  Furthermore  I  will,  that  Two  of  the  l^ardens  of  the  said 
,  Company,  with  the  Clerk,  together  with  a  Learned  man  of  the 
Wardens  choosing,  do  once  in  Three  years  go  to  Colwall,  and 
there  visit  this  Scool  so  to  be  erected,  and  to  eicamine  the  Scho- 
lars for  their  profiting  in  Learning  and  in  the  principles  of 
Christianlleligion ;  and,  according  as  the  Schoolmaster  deserveth, 
to  praise  him  or  to  admonish  him,  as  they  shall  find  just  cause 
and  occasion  to  move  them  after  examination  made  as  afore- 
said :"— 

''  Also  I  win,  that  the  Schoolmaster's  money  be  paid  down  to 
Worcester  every  half  year,  for  payment  of  him  for  his  pains 
taken  aforesaid,  and  that  he  givetii  an  acquittance  for  the  receipt 
thereof.    And  my  Will  is,  that  he  hath  the  just  value  of  those

Houses  and  Tenements  that  shall  be  bought  j — the  sum  of  Ten 
pounds  formerly  mentioned,  being  first  deducted  :** — 

"  Also  I  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster  which  is  chosen,  be  a 
Preacher,  and  that  he  maketh  Four  Sermons  every  year,  one 
every  Quarter,  and  once  every  year  at  Little  Malvern,  wherein 
he  repeat  in  brief  the  sum  of  my  Will  concerning  the  School  to 
be  erected,  and  by  order  I  do  take  therein  for  teaching  all  the 
F^uishioners'  Children  ^  is  before  mentioned,  that  they  may 
truly  understand  my  Will  in  that  behalf: — the  like  of  little 
Malvern :" — 

"  Also  I  will,  that  the  Orders  do  prescribe  for  the  School- 
master to  perform,  be  written  down  fair  in  a  Table,  and  hung 
up  in  the  School  for  every  one  to  read  at  their  pleasure :" — 

"  And  if  so  be  that  should  happen  (as  God  forbid),  that  there 
should  be  neglect  of  the  performance  of  the  premisses  hy  The  War- 
dens and  ^siSTANTS  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Gbocebs, 
as  is  before  expressed,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  my  bdrs  to 
possess  and  e^joy  the  houses  or  tenements  so  to  be  purchased, 
and  to  convert  the  same  to  those  uses  and  purposes  as  is  before 
at  large  set  down,  as  they  will  answer  for  it  before  the  Lord  at 
that  most  dreadful  day  of  Judgement  :** — 

"  I  will  and  bequeath  to  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Gro- 
cers, if  they  shall  accept  and  undertake  the  charge  of  this  School, 
the  8\un  of  Ten  pounds  to  be  bestowed  on  a  piece  of  Plate,  and 
to  have  written  about  it  *'  The  gift  of  Humphrey  Walwyn, 
Grocer,*' 

It  is  to  be  lamented,  that  this  Institution  seems  to  be  to 
remote  from  Tlu  VisUars^  The  Geocbrs'  Company  in 
London,  to  have  attracted  thrir  notice ;  otherwise  the  late 
Clerical  Master,  on  removing  fix)m  Colwall  to  Gloucester 
(his  present  residence)  would  hardly  have  been  allowed  to 
give  up  the  Schqpl  to  his  Usher,  a  Layman;  who.  it  is 
stated  as  a  fact,  refuses  to  admit  into  the  School  the  ChOd- 
ren  of  the  Parishioners  of  Colwall  or  of  Little  Malvern, 
according  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

The  osten^ble  Master  now  receives  an  annual  Salary  of 
£30.  from  The  Grocers'  Company. 

The  sum  of  Je5..6..8.  per  annum  is  also  payable  out  of 
the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  to  the  Master  of  *<  Cclwatt 
et  Coddingion^  but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  Sum  has 
lately  been  claimed. 
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The  Parishes  of  Colwall  and  Coddmgton  are,  however, 
totally  unconnected;  and  there  never  was  any  School  at 
Coddington. 

The  old  School-house,  through  l^gth  of  tune,  being  in- 
capable of  further  repairs,  The  Grocers'  Company  caused  it 
to  be  taken  down,  in  1796,  and  erected  the  present  building 
at  their  own  expense;  they  also  repured  the  Master's 
Dwelling-house  at  the  same  time. 
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HEREFORD. 

The  earliest  notice  which  has  been  met  with  on  reccnrd  of  a 
School  in  Hereford,  is  contained  in  the  Renter  of  Bishop 
Trillick,  and  is  dated  the  26th  of  December,  1384. 

It  was  probably  founded  under  the  auspices  of  that  Pre- 
late ;  and  the  word  "  conauehidinibui^  which  occurs  in  the 
obscured  entry  alluded  to  in  his  R^;ister,  may  refa*  rather 
to  the  general  customs  of  nmilar  Establishments  in  other 
places  than  to  any  in  previous  existence  here ;  for  no  men- 
tu>n  is  made  of  a  School  in  the  several  Roisters  cS.  Canti- 
LiTPE,  SwiNFiBLD,  Oblton,  or  T.  Chablton,  his  Pre- 
decessors. 

The  amount  of  the  original  Endowment,  if  any,  is  un- 
known: perhaps  it  depended  upon  the  voluntary  benevo- 
lence of  the  Founder,  and  the  succeeding  Bishops.  The 
object  of  the  Foundation  was  to  afford  gratuitous  Instruc- 
tion to  the  sons  of  the  poorer  Inhabitants. 

It  does  not  appear  how  long  the  means  were  found  ade- 
quate to  the  purpose  intended ;  but,  as  the  subsequent  Epis- 
copal Registers  are  as  silent  as  their  predecessors  on  the 
subject,  the  School  probably  languished  until  the  reign  of 
Edwabd  the  Sixth,  who  issued  an  Injunction,  that  ^^  in  every 
Cathedral  Church  where  no  Free  Grammar  Sdiool  is  found* 
ed  already  within  7%e  ChsCj  nor  hath  any  such  near  unto 
it  adjoining,  founded  already  by  any  person,  the  King's 
Majesty  willeth,  that  of  the  common  lands  jmd  revenues  of 
that  Church  shall  be  ordained,  kept,  and  maintained  perpe- 
tually, a  Free  Grammar  School.  The  Master  to  have 
Twenty  MarkSj  and  his  House  rent  free ;  and  the  Ushor 
yearly  £6..14..0.,  and  his  Chamber  free.'' 
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Notwithstanding  this  Injunction,  Queen  Elizabeth 
deemed  it  necessary  about  Thirty  years  afterwards,  to  recal 
the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the  Church  to  this  and 
other  topics,  as  appears  by  her  Statutes  Mrhich  are  dated  the 
6th  of  March,  1583. 

In  consequence  of  one  or  both  of  these  Royal  Ordinances 
a  building  was  erected  upon  the  Sdte  of  .the  decayed  Cknst- 
ers  at  the  West  end  of  the  Cathedral,  and  was  applied  to  the 
purposes  required. 

The  next  Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Hereford,  and  ifs  appendages,  were  issued  by 
Charles  the  First,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1637.  They 
confirmed  many  of  the  previous  regulations,  abrogated 
others,  and  introduced  such  corrections  and  additions,  as 
the  lapse  of  time,  and  the  change  of  circumstances,  render 
occasionally  necessary  to  msure  the  permanence  and  the 
purity  of  every  human  system.  The  Sixth  chapter  of  these 
Statutes  particularly  refers  to  the  School. 

In  an  account  of  annual  payments  made  by  the  Church, 
dated  1st.  of  September  1636,  are  included,  "  By  the  Ci»- 
vigCTj  to  the  Head  Schoolmaster,  his  annual  Stipend  £20  :•» 
to  the  Usher,  his  annual  Stipend  £10.: — to  the  Scholars  at 
the  breaking  up  of  School  at  Christmas,  when  they  make 
Orations,  uncertain  :^  to  one  Scholar  or  Scholars  in  Oxford 
£4.^'.  This  account  is  verified  by  the  signatures  of  Joka- 
THAN  Browne,  the  Dean,  and  five  of  the  Canons. 

The  Scholars  in  Oxford  allude  to  two  Donations,  viz.^ 
£2..13..4  per  annum  each  for  seven  years  by  Charles 
Langford,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Hereford,  to  Four  poor  Scho- 
lars of  this  City,  in  the  year  1607 ; — and  also  a  House  situ- 
ate at  the  East  comer  of  the  North  end  of  the  Narrow 
Cahbage  Lane  in  Hereford  (formerly,  and  still  in  some 
d^ree  the  Vegetable  Market),  which  was  given  by  Roger 
Phillpotts,  a  Citizen,  in  1613,  to  The  D^  and  Chapter, 
the  rent  to  be  by  them  implied  towards  the  maintenance  of 
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Ikvo  poor  Herefbitl  Sdiolan  at  Braaen-Nose  Cdlege,  Ox- 
ford,  and  of  Tscw  otha:^,  b^ng  the  objects  of  Dr.  Laiig- 
lOED^s  dooadoo.  The  House  was  then  valued  at  £10.  per 
annumy  and  the  Rent  oontinues  to  be  ^^ed,  aooordiDg  to 
the  intentions  of  the  Donors. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lamg- 
TOBD,  dated  the  ISth  of  October,  1607  ;— 

''  Thirdly,  I  give  all  my  Lands  which  I  purchased  in  die 
County  of  Radnor  in  Wales,  with  all  the  Writings,  Slc,  oon- 
ceming  the  same,  to  Dr.  Tboiipson,  Dr.  Sbinglston,  Dr. 
Bbadshaw,  Doctors  in  Divinity  and  Canons  and  Residentiaries 
of  the  said  Church  (of  Hereford):  and  to  Francis  Pbrkt, B.D. 
and  Treasurer  of  the  said  Church,  as  Feoffises  in  Trust  to  the 
uses  here  put  down,  as  follow  -, — 

"  First,  That  with  all  convenient  speed,  by  the  revenues 
issuing  out  of  the  said  lands  to  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
the  said  Cathedral  Church  of  Hereford  and  to  their  Successors 
for  ever,  there  be  paid  to  Eight  Scholars,  to  every  one  of  them 
dC2..13..4  by  even  portions  Quarterly  at  the  usual  times  of  the 
year :  whereof  Four  of  the  said  Scholars  to  be  of  The  Free  Schod 
of  Hereford,  bom  within  the  said  City,  and  to  be  nominated  by 
these  Feofiees,  and  to  be  chosen  out  ik  such  poor  and  towardly 
for  learning  as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town,  or  the  more  part  df 
them,  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured.  And  my  Will  is,  thai 
the  said  Four  Scholars  on  every  Sabbath  day  and  other  Festival 
days,  and  the  Even  of  the  said  days,  shall  come  to  Divine  Ser^ 
vice.  Morning  and  Evening,  into  the  Quire  of  the  said  Cadie- 
dral  Church  in  Growns  and  Surplices,  as  Choristers  of  the  said 
Cathedral  Church  use  to  do ;  and  to  keep  that  order,  whidi  the 
Statutes  and  Orders  of  the  Church  require. 

"  To  the  other  Fbur  Scholars  my  Will  and  mind  is,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Bailiffs  of  the  Town  of  Ludlow  for  the  time 
being,  and  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  poor  and  towardly  for  learn- 
ing, as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town. 

"  All  which  Eight  Scholars  my  Will  and  mind  is^  at  the 
time  of  their  nomination  shall  be  of  the  age  of  nine  years  and 
above,  and  not  under :  and  to  continue  in  the  said  places,  being 
so  nominated,  until  they  be  of  the  age  of  Sixteen  years  and  not 
longer,  so  that  they  continue  Scholars  in  the  said  Schools  of 
Hereford  or  Ludlow. 

'^  My  Will  is,  that  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured,  the  two 
surviving  Feofiees  shall  nominate  successively  from  time  to  time  -, 
Provided,  that  if  the  said  Revenues  be  not  employed  according 
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to  the  trae  intent  and  meaning  before  set  down,  that  then,  upon 
due  proof  thereof,  the  said  lands  and  revenues,  with  all  the 
Writings,  &c.,  concerning  them,  shall  return  to  my  right  heir 
and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

*'  And  forasmuch  as  every  thing  in  particular  cannot  be  set 
down,  touching  the  uses  aforesaid,  I  therefore  refer  the  further- 
ing the  same  to  my  Feoffees  aforesaid,  together  with  my  Execu- 
tors or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  to  be  faithfully  performed 
according  to  my  Trust  reposed  in  them." 

These  Four  Scholars  continue  to  be  appomted  from 
HerefcMd  School,  and  are  termed  "  The  Dean's  Scholdrs.'" 

About  the  same  time,  a  House  and  Grarden  for  the  Head 
Master  were  added  to  the  Endowment 

The  appointments  of  Master,  and  Under  Master,  with  all 
other  authority,  remain  in  The  Dean  and  Chapter  for  the 
time  being;  and  the  following  additional '  Regitlations 
were  adopted  by  them  in  the  year  1665  ; — 

"  Whereas  certain  disputes  and  questions  have  arisen,  touch- 
ing the  government  of  The  Gramer  Schole,  in  the  Citty  of  He- 
reford, which  is  in  the  disposicion,  survey,  governance,  and 
protection  of  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Hereford ;  the  said  Deane  and  Chapter  (upon  hearing  thereof) 
hath  thought  fitt  to  sett  downe  and  ordeyne  these  following 
Rules  and  Orders  in  the  premisses : — 

1st.  In  regard  of  the  smallnes  of  the  annuall  Sallary  and  Sty- 
pends  belonging  to  the  Schole  (being  £20.  to  the  Master,  and 
jCIO.  to  the  Usher  thereof  annually  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of 
the  said  Deane  and  Chapter),  the  Scholemaster  may  demand 
and  require  what  he  thinks  fitt,  not  exceeding  5«.  for  Entrance, 
and  20s.  per  annum,  to  be  quarterly  paid  for  the  sons  of  all  free 
cittizens  of  the  said  Citty^  savdng  only  such  as  are  poor,  and 
unable  soe  to  doe,  who  are  to  pay  only  5«.  for  Entrance  and  to 
be  left  to  theire  owne  will  for  the  rest.  And  if  any  dispute  shall 
arise  touching  the  admission  of  the  Children  of  any  such  poore 
cyttyzens,  the  same  is  to  be  ordered,  settled,  and  regulated  by 
the  said  Deane,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  Canon  Residentiary 
of  the  said  Church,  holding  his  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  in 
whose  determination  the  matter  aforesaid  is  to  rest  satisfied  with- 
out forther  dispute.  And,  as  for  Forreigners,  the  Scholemaster 
is  left'  to  his  own  discretion  for  compounding  with  them  for  his 
Sallary. 
2dly.  The  Fees  of  all  entrances  of  Schollers  into  the  said 
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Schok  shall  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  Blaster  and  Usher 
thereof. 

Sdly.  The  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shall  have  a  fourth  part 
only  oi  the  SaUary  of  all  such  SchoUers  as  are  or  shall  be  un<kr 
the  Tutorage  of  the  Usher>  and  also  of  all  such  gratuyties  as 
are  given  for  the  sonnes  dT  poore  free  cyttizens  as  aforesaid^ 
under  the  Usher's  patronage. 

4  th.  The  Master  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  examine 
the  progresse  of  the  SchoUers  under  the  tuition  of  the  Usher, 
and  take  care  that  the  method  of  teaching  throughout  the  said 
Schole  may  be  uniform,  and  not  various  or  different. 

5th.  If  any  difference  shall  happen  between  the  Master  and 
the  Usher,  the  partie  grieved  shall  appeale  to  the  Deane,  and  in 
his  absence  to  the  Canon  in  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  who 
will  heare  and  settle  the  same,  and  in  whose  determination  both 
parties  are  to  acquiesce. 

6th.  For  the  better  encouragement  of  the  said  Master  and 
Usher,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Schole,  it  is  agreed  <m, 
resolved,  and  declared  by  the  said  Deane  and  Ch^ter,  that  noe 
Latin  Grammer  School  ^all  be  kept  within  the  said  cytty  other 
than  the  Schole  aforesaid. 

And,  lastly,  the  said  Scholemasterand  Usher  are  required  and 
admonished  to  be  diligent  and  careful  in  their  duty  in  the  pre- 
misses, and  to  have  a  special  regard  as  well  to  the  sober  and 
civil  demeanor  of  their  SchoUers  as  to  their  good  l3rturature,  and 
espedaUy  to  keepe  them  from  that  wicked  vice  of  swearing 
(the  epydemicall  iynne  of  this  cytty),  and  alsoe  to  take  care  that 
those  of  the  poorer  sort  be  not  sordidly  or  uncleanly  halnted 
or  kept,  to  the  offence  of  others  of  better  quaUty^  and  to  the 
scandaU  of  the  Schole.*' 

The  bmlding  which  was  erected  after  the  Royal  Injunc- 
tions of  Edwabd  the  Sixth  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  (<Xy 
perhaps,  of  the  former  only)  became  in  a  state  of  dilapda- 
tion  about  the  year  1760,  when  it  was  taken  down,  and 
superseded  by  a  more  commodious  edifice,  through  the 
means  of  a  general  Subscription,  and  under  an  engagement 
that,  in  addition  to  the  uses  of  a  School,  it  should  also  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Triennial  Meetings  <^  the 
three  ClKurs  of  Herefcnd,  Worcester,  and  Gloucester,  and 
to  other  public  occasions,  such  as  County  Meetings,  &c.  It 
is  hence  termed  ^*  The  Music  Room  :^  the  dimenncxis  are 
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80  feet  in  length,  40  in  breadth,  and  40  in  height  The 
West  front  of  tins  room  is  connected  with  the  Cathedral, 
and  is  injudiciously  built  with  brick,  without  any  regard  to 
ocMigruity  or  taste;  but  the  East  side,  which  faces  the 
Bishop's  dmsters,  is  constructed  of  stone,  and  has  three 
handsome  Windows  under  pointed  arches. 

The  House  for  the  readence  of  the  Master  has  been  also 
ie4)uilt ;  and,  in  the  year  177^9  ^  ^gP  Room  was  added 
by  voluntary  Subscription,  for  the  purposes  of  a  School 
when  the  Music  Room  should  be  applied  to  County 
business. 

No  subsequent  addition  has  taken  place  to  the  emolu- 
ments of  the  Masters,  except  those  which  arise  from  nearly 
One  hundred  Pupils;  of  whom  about  half  are  provided 
with  board  and  tuition,  and  the  remainder  with  tuition  only; 
The  former  pay  Thirty  guineas  per  annum ;  the  latter. 
Four  guineas. 

Eleven  Scholars  are  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  Tuition, 
firee  of  expense ;  of  these,  Seven  are  nominated  as  Chorist- 
ers by  the  Canons,  and  the  remmning  Four  are  appoint- 
ed by  The  Dean,  according  to  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lavgfobd. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  general  system  of  Education  comprises  the  best  Latin  and 
Greek  Classics,  Eudid'^s  Elements,  Writing,  &c. 

This  School,  in  turn  with  those  of  Manchester  and 
Mablbobough,  presents  to  16  Scholabships  in  Bbasen- 
Nose  College,  Oxford,  and  to  16  Scholabships  in  St. 
JoHN^s  College,  Cambridge,  of  difierent  values,  from 
£18.  to  £26.  per  annum,  on  the  Foundation  of  Sabah 
Duchess  of  Somebset,  according  to  the  following  docu- 
ments;— 

''  This  Indenture  made  the  17th  of  February,  1679>  between 
The  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sabah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Sombb- 
8bt>  Widow>  of  the  one  part  $— >The  Right  Worshipful  Thomas 
Yatb«  D.D.^  Principal  of  the  King's  Hall  and  College  of  Bra* 
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•en-Noee  in  the  llDirenity  of  Oxford  and  the  Scholars  of  the 
same  Coll^^^  on  the  other  part  j^Witnesseth,  that  the  nid 
Duchess  for  the  founding,  establishing,  and  sustentation  of 
Four  Scholarships  in  the  said  College  to  the  Honour  of  God 
and  the  advancement  of  good  learning,  and  to  be  called  for  ever 
"  Somerset  Scholarships/*  hath  granted,  aliened,  rdeaaed, 
and  confirmed,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.>  unto  the 
said  Principal  and  Scholars,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  all 
that  tenement  or  messuage,  with  several  pieces  of  arable  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  Five  cloaea,  &c.,  in  thePsuish  of  £wr, 
in  the  County  of  Buckingham,  which  said  premises  are  now  ia 
the  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  by  virtue  of  a 
bargain  and  sale  to  them  thereof  made  by  the  said  Duchess,  by 
Indenture  bearing  date  the  day  before  the  date  of  these  pieacntB 
for  one  whole  year  from  the  day  before  the  date  of  that  Inden- 
ture, and  by  force  and  virtue  of  the  Statute  for  transferring  uses 
into  possession. — ^to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  premises,  with 
their  rights,  &c.,  tmto  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  and  Hieir 
Suocesaors,  to  the  end,  intent  and  purpose  that  the  said  Principal 
and  Scholars  and  their  Successors  shall  firm  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times  hereafter,  use  all  good  care  and  diligence  to  preserve, 
defend,  and  improve  the  said  premises,  to  be  employed  and 
converted  to  the  sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and 
declared,^that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  Ibicr 
Scholars  to  be  bred  and  trained  up  in  good  Learning  and  Piety 
in  the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose  for  ever ; — 

Secondly,  The  said  Four  Scholars  shall  be  nominated  and 
presented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  to  the  said  Princi- 
pal and  Scholars  of  Brasen-Nose  Collie,  who  shall  be  obliged 
to  elect  them,  within  Three  days  after  such  presentation,  into 
the  Scholarship  or  Sdiolarshipt  then  vacant,  if,  on  examination, 
they  shall  be  found  fit  and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refosal 
to  Uie  said  Dnchess  who  shall  nominate  one  or  more^ — 

^'  Thirdly,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all  Sdiobrs 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  said  Principal  and 
Six  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasen-Nose  out  of  the  Free  School  of 
Manchester,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  within  Forty 
days  after  the  said  Scholarships  or  any  of  them  respectively  shall 
become  void : — ^In  which  choice  they  ^lall  always  prefer  sudi 
Youths  in  she  said  School,  as  shaU  be  bom  in  the  Counties  of 
Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them  :— And 
in  case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  Scholardiips  shall 
became  void,  there  shall  not  be  in  the  said  School  any  poor  Youth 
whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his  learning  to  be  elected, 
that  then  they  shaU  and  may  elect  and  ohuse  into  the  said  Scho-

lanhips  flovoid^  aay  othei'  Youth  or  Youths  born  in  any  Of  the 
said  three  Counties  of  Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  and  not 
elsewhere ; — although  such  Youth  or  Youths  shall  have  been 
educated  in  any  otha*  School : — 

"  Emrthbf,  That  the  said  Prindpal  and  Scholars  shall  beobliged 
to  allow  unto  every  one  of  the  Scholars  so  named  and  elected, 
the  sum  of  6s,  per  week  for  their  subsistence,  for  Seven  full  and 
complete  years  from  the  day  of  his  or  their  election,  unless  they 
die,  or  be  absent  contrary  to  the  Statutes  of  the  said  College,  or 
tiuJl  be  promoted  to  any  Fellowship  or  Preferment  in  the  same 
or  any  other  College  >  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  misr 
demeanour.^But,  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the  lands 
should  faU  in  their  rents,  the  Scholars  shall  be  contented  with 
their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits  that  arise  : — 

''  Rfthly,  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  provide  the  said 
Four  Scholars  one  Chamber  with  four  Studies  where  the  Somek- 
SET  Scholars  may  cohabit  together,  or  else  distinct  Lodgings,— 
and  they  shall  wear  Gowns  of  Cloth  with  open  sleeves,  like  the 
Students  of  Christ  Church, — and  square  Caps,  but  wiUiout  tas- 
sells,  whibt  they  are  Undergraduates.  And  in  satisfaction  to 
the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  for  the  Chambers  and  for  the 
buying  the  first  Gowns  and  Caps  for  the  said  Scholard,  the  said 
Duchess  hath  paid  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
of  £50. 

*'  Sixthly,  The  said  Scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be  admitted, 
shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a  new  Gown  and 
Cap, — and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fifth 
years,^the  charge  whereof  is  not  to  be  deducted  out  of  their 
allowance  of  5s,  per  week  apiece,  in  regard  there  is  upon  the 
computation  of  the  yearly  value  of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of 
£b.  per  annum  made  by  the  said  Duchess  for  buying  the  said 
Caps  and  Gowns,  over  and  above  the  said  5s.  apiece. 

'^  Seventhly,  The  said  Somebset  Scholars  shall  pay  no  cau- 
tion at  their  first  admission ;  but  if  they  or  any  of  them  shall  at 
any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  Commons  or  Battling,  and  do 
not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within  Fourteen  days  after  the  re- 
spective Quarter  day,  then  their  names  shall  be  crossed,  and 
their  allowances  stopped  until  all  arrears  be  paid. 

'*  Eighthly,  The  Four  said  Scholars  shall  at  their  admission 
be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their  public  and  private 
conferences  with  one  another,  under  the  penalty  of  Two-pence 
for  every  default. 

.  '^  Ninthly,  The  premises  to  return  to  the  Heirs  of  the  said 
Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any  other  uses, 
&c.,«— and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses  above  limited  either 
in  the  said  College  or  any  other  College  in  the  said  University. 
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'^  TmM^,  Thit  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  appdnted  Visitob,  and 
18  to  Tint  once  in  three  years. 

*'  Eleventhiy,  Once  in  every  year  a  Commemoration  of  the 
said  Duchess  to  be  had, — and  40t.  distributed  to  the  Prindpsl, 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  then  present  at  Prayers,  giving  to  the 
Principal  a  double  share,— and  a  Speech  maide  in  Latin  in  die 
Hall,  to  be  performed  by  turns  successively  by  the  said  Soim- 
8BT  Scholars."— 

This  Deed  was  omJled  in  Chancery  in  Hilary  Ten% 
1679. 

The  following  is  the  Deed,  relative  to  Her  Grace's  Five 
Scholarships  ^t  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge ; — 

"  This  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July,  1682,  between  The 
Right  Noble  Sabah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset,  of  the  one 
part;— and  The  Revd.  Humphrey  Gower,  D.D.,  Master  of 
The  College  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  the  same  College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
of  the  other  part  -, — Witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  die 
founding,  establishing,  and  sustentation  of  Five  Scholarships  in 
the  said  College,  to  be.  called  for  ever  ''  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships," and  for  and  in  consideration  of  6s.  in  hand  paid,  the  re- 
ceipt whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge,  hath  baigained  and 
sold,  &c.,  the  Manor  of  Thomhill,  in  Wilts,  &c. 

''  Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

''  Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all  Scholars 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  Master  and  Senior 
Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the  Free  School  of  Hereflrad 
within  Forty  days  after  the  said  Scholarships  or  any  of  them  re- 
spectively shall  become  void, — in  which  choice,  preference  to  be 
given  to  such  youths  in  the  said  School  as  shall  have  been  bom 
in  the  Counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one 
of  them. 

''  Fourth,  Rflh,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth  clauses,  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

^'  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and  his  Suc- 
cessors to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  Five  Scholarships, 
&c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  Hall  at  any  one  Visitation,  not 
to  exceed  £3. 

''  Eleventhly,  A  Commemoration,  as  before  expressed. 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  the  Exchequer  in  Michaelintt 
Term,  1682. 

By  a  Codicil  annexed  to  the  Will  of  the  munifioent  Donor 
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of  the  above  mentioned  Patronage,  her  Scholars  at  both  the 
Colleges  of  Brasen-Nose  and  St.  John  are  entitled  to  a  pre- 
ference, m  case  of  a  vaeaBOjry  to  the  valuable  Living  of 
Wootton  Rivers,  in  the  County  of  Wilts.  See,  Manchester. 

In  1676,  RiCHABn  Reed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  gave  a 
rent-cbarge  of  £4.  per  antmmt  for  the  maintenance  of  one 
Scholar  of  hb  posterity,  at  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oxford ; 
or,  from  the  School  of  Bosbury,  or  from  this  Grammar 
School,  being  natives  of  the  County  of  Hereford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Charles  Tay- 
lor, M.  A.,  who  was  appointed  in  1807,  and  since  presented 
by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  to  the  Vicarage  of  Long  Stan- 
Ion,  in  the  County  of  Salop,  in  testimony  of  their  approba- 
tion of  his  services.

The  Gramkab  School  at  Kington  was  founded  by  Mas- 
OABET  Lady  Hawkins,  Widow  of  Sir  John  Hawkins^ 
Knight,  Treasurer  of  The  Navy  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Eli- 
zabeth ;  who  bequeathed  £800.  for  the  support  of  a 
School-master  and  Usher,  to  be  disbursed  at  a  convenient 
time  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate,  and  in  the  orection  of  a 
suitable  School-house. 

Some  years  after  her  decease,  which  happened  in  1620, 
her  Trustees  very  advantageously,  and  agreeably  to  her 
Will,  bought  with  that  sum,  a  landed  estate  of  Three  Hun- 
dred acresy  or  thereabout,  in  the  Township  of  Upper  Hergnt^ 
within  the  Parish  of  Kington,  and  also  One  acre  at  the  West 
end  of  the  Town,  whereon  they  caused  to  be  erected  a  com- 
modious stone  House,  which  even  yet  has  not  suffered  very 
material  decay.  It  contains  a  School-room,  in  length  44 
feet,  in  breadth  20,  and  in  height  11^  3^.;  two  comf(VtabIe 
Parlours,  a  good  kitchen,  nx  large  Bed-rooms,  and  conve- 
nient appendages.  Three-fourtiis  of  this  residoice  are  im- 
propriated to  the  Master,  and  the  rest  to  the  Usher. 

The  present  Rent  of  die  Farm  is  £270.  per  annum; 
three-fourths  of  which  are  allotted  to  the  Master  s  Salary, 
and  one-fourth  to  that  of  the  Usher. 

Mrs.  Esther  Sayeb,  many  years  since,  bequeathed  Ten 
Pounds  per  annum  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being,  pt>- 
vided  he  should  be  in  Holy  Orders,  to  preach  a  Sermcm  in 
the  Church  every  other  Sunday  afternoon.  But,  in  the  cue 
of  an  Usher^  not  being  a  Clergyman,  the  Ten  pounds  are 
to  be  paid  to  die  Master  for  that  duty,  he  being  \ieoessarily, 
according  to  the  Will,  "  a  choice  and  able  divine,"  and,  by 
a  Rule  invariably  observed  by  The  Trustees,  a  Graduate  rf 
the  Univerrity  of  Oxford,  or  of  Cambridge. 
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The  Statutes  which  are  deposited  in  the  School  chest, 
liave  never  been  signed. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  the  English 
Psalter.  They  are  required  to  be  sound  in  their  person, 
and  dean  in  their  dress. 

'  The  Will  does  not  seem  to  set  any  limitation  in  regard  to 
Districts :  But,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  The  Trustees,  who 
have  power  concerning  the  government  of  the  School,  to 
confine  the  privilege  to  the  Parish  of  Eington,  and  the  Cha- 
pelries  of  Huntington,  Brilley,  and  Michael*Church. 

The  Fees  of  Admission  are  Five  Shillings  for  the  son  of 
a  Grentleman  ;  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  of  a  Yeoman ; 
and  One  Shilling,  of  a  poor  person. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  general  Classical  roudue  necessary  for  the  qualification 
of  Youth  for  the  Universities,  is  carefully  pursued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
agesy  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Bissell,. 
B.  D.— Mr.  James  Habvby  is  the  Usher.  Neither  of  these 
(jentlemen  takes  Boarders  generally,  though  each  has  occa- 
tonally  accommodated  a  few.

The  Bishop  of  the  IKocese,  who  has  one  v(»cer

voioe. 
These  elect  TTiiriem  GentknicB  of  the  neq^bourhood  to 
assist  in  their  deliberations^  who  are  denominated  Feoffxbs, 
and  a  migority  of  them  make  one  vcnce.  And  when  vacm- 
aes  occur  by  death,  removal,  or  othetwisej  eleetkms  aie 
made  to  supply  the  deficiency.

The  Free  School  at  B[inkbb8ley  is  entitled  to  an  annual 
Stipend  of  £6..2..0.,  payabk  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of 
the  Crown.

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LEDBURY, 

The  Grammar  School  at  Ledburt,  ntuate  in  The 
Church  Laney  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  at  the  time 
of  the  Reformation,  and  an  annual  Salary  of  £3^11  .^^  is 
payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  from  funds 
arifflng  from  the  sale  of  Lands  at  that  period,  for  teadiing 
Four  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Ledbury,  free  of 
expense. 

Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  eight  years  of  age,  and 
are  discharged  when  they  have  attained  a  knowledge  of 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  Besides  the  Four  boys 
upon  the  Foundation,  there  are  usually  from  40  to  80  other 
Scholars  educated  at  the  School,  who  pay  JC1..16..0.  per  ar^ 
nuniy  each. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Humphries,  whose 
Salary  is  the  Crown  payment,  together  with  the  building 
contidning  the  Schoolroom,  with  a  kitchen,  atting-room, 
bedchambers,  and  offices,  rent  free. 

The  Masters  of  this  School  were  formerly  Ministers  of 
the  Church  of  En^and,  but  for  the  last  Thirty  years  Lay- 
men  have  been  appcnnted.  The  Revd.  William  Stselb, 
who  was  the  last  Clerical  Master,  taught  the  Clasriciy  but 
not  to  (he  Four  free  hoys. 

On  a  vacancy  the  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Parishioners  at 
a  Vestry  Meetmg ;  And  the  School-house  is  repaired  by  the 
Church-wardens  at  the  diarge  of  the  Parish.

Thb  F&ee  School  in  Lucton  was  founded  by  John 
PiBB&BPOirr,  Citizen  and  Vmtner  of  London,  by  Indenture 
bearing  date  the  7th  of  December,  1708,  and  endowed  with 
the  Tjrthes  of  Lucton,  Eyton,  Luston,  Bircher  alias  Bur- 
chall,  and  Yarpool  alias  Yerpool,  in  the  County  of  Here- 
ford. 

And,  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  7th  of  Queen  Anke,  The 
Preacher  of  the  Charter-House,  The  Rector  of  St  Botolph 
without  Bishopsgate,  The  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  in  Comhill, 
The  Preacher  of  Gray's  Inn,  The  President  of  Sion  Col- 
lege, The  School-master  of  The  Charter-house,  The  Com- 
mon Serjeant  of  the  City  of  London,  and  The  Master  of 
The  Merchant  Taylors'  Free  School,  all  for  the  time  beuig, 
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were  constituted  a  Body  Corporate  and  Pditic,  having 
perpetual  SuooesMon,  under  the  name  of  '^  The  Govbeu- 
0R8  of  The  Free  Shool  in  Lucton  founded  by  Johk 

PlEBBEPONT." 

To  the  original  Endowment  several  additions  have  been 
made,  particularly  the  Tythes  and  Vicarage  of  Orleton, 
and  Overton  Farm  and  other  lands  all  in  the  same  parish. 

In  the  latter  end  of  May,  1709,  The  Founder  gave  a 
Code  of  "  Rules,  Statutes,  and  Ordinances,"  for  the 
government  of  The  School :  which  he  afterwards  altered 
and  enlarged  by  his  Will ;  and  rf  which  the  following  ab- 
stract will  convey  a  general  idea,  as  well  as  of  the  interpre- 
tations and  additions  that  have  been  made  to  them  by  The 
Governors. 

At  the  Institution  of  The  School,  provision  was  made  for  a 
Master,  and  Usher  only  5  the  latter  being  required  to  teach  Wri- 
ting, ^thmetic,  and  Mathematics  generally,  as  well  as  Eng- 
lish and  Latin  Grammar.  In  less  than  three  years.  The  Foan- 
der  made  an  additional  arrangement  for  a  Writing  Master,  when 
the  duties  of  the  Usher  became  altogether  grammatical.  It  does 
not,  however,  appear  that  the  Funds  were  ever  sufficient  for  ao 
Usher  and  Writing  Master  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  required  that  the  School-master  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  having  taken  such  Degree  in  one  of  The 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

At  every  Election  preference  shsdl  be  given  to  Merit,  or  sndi 
Candidate  as  shall  have  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  being  dalj 
qualified.  In  every  instance  high  qualifications  are  demanded,  and 
especially  a  strict  and  attached  conformity  to  the  Doctrines  and 
Discipline  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  School-master  shaU  reside  constantly  in  the  House,  and 
shall  not  accept  of,  or  take  upon  him  any  Cure  of  Souls,  or  the 
office  of  Preaching,  or  the  constant  and  ordinary  Service  of  any 
Church  or  Chapel,  except  the  Chmrch  of  Lucton,  upon  pain  d 
being  removed  as  School-master;  nor  shall  he  take  upon  him 
any  other  Office  or  Business,  under  the  like  Penalty. 

The  School  is  "  for  the  Instruction  of  Children  in  RdigioD, 
Grammar  Learning,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mensuration,**  of 
sudi  poor  Parents  as  are  not  able  to  bear  the  charge  of  trainingup 
their  Children  so  as  to  be  $t  for  The  University,  or  to  be  put  out 
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Apprentices^  Sendees^  or  other  Employments^  whereby  they  may 
get  an  honest  and  competent  livelihood. 

The  Boys  shall  be  elected  from  the  several  Parishes,  Hamlets, 
Precincts,  and  Townships  of  Lucton,  Croft,  Yarpool,  Bircher, 
lAiston,  Eyton,  Kingsland,  Shobdon,  and  Aymestrey  in  the 
County  of  Hereford,  indifferently,  and  not  elsewhere,  unlets 
those  Places  fail  of  affording  a  sufficient  number  of  Fifty  Boys, 
qualified  as  aforesaid. 

The  Boys  shall  be  between  the  ages  of  Seven  and  Thirteen  at 
the  time  of  Election,  and  be  able  to  read  distinctly  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Creed,  Commandments,  and  a  Chapter  in  The  New 
Testament.  And  they  shall  be  sound  and  free  from  infectious 
Dist^npers. 

The  Boys  shall  be  a£  Two  Sorts  :— 

Rrst,  Of  such  idiose  Parents  whether  Labourers  or  Free- 
holders, who  shall  not  have  in  their  own  right,  lands  or  tene- 
ments above  the  yearly  value  of  £^0.,  according  to  the  Parish 
Rate,  or  rent  or  otherwise  manage  at  the  same  time  lands  ot 
above  the  yearly  value  of  £50.  The  number  of  this  description 
shall  not  exceed  Fifty,  and  they  shall  be  taught  ^ee  of  expense. 

Second,  Of  such  whose  Parents  have  not  in  their  own  right, 
lands  or  hereditaments  above  the  yearly  value  of  £50. ;  or  either 
together  with  or  without  their  own  estate  do  not  rent  or  manage 
lands  above  the  yeuiy  value  of  £lOO.  The  Boys  of  this  descrip- 
tion shall  not  exceed  Thirty  in  number,  and  shall  pay  Tern 
Shillings  per  annum  each. 

The  limitation  upon  the  property  of  Parents  has  in  both 
instances  bee^  much  extended;  in  the^r^^  case,  to  One 
Hundred,  and  in  the  latter^  to  Three  Hundred  Pounds.  It 
is  intended  to  be  merely  a  nominal  limitation,  in  order  that 
the  benefits  of  the  School  may  be  enjoyed  generally  by  the 
sons  of  Yeomen,  unle^  the  Complement  were  full.  The 
annual  Payment  of  each  of  these  Thirty  Boys  has  likewise 
been  increased  to  Twenty  Shillings  per  annum. 

Each  boy  at  his  Election  shall  produce  a  Certificate  from 
the  Minister  of  his  Parish,  showing  his  age  and  qualifications. 
No  boy  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  the  School  for  longer 
than  Eight  years,  nor  after  his  age  of  Seventeen  years. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  in  use ; 
and  the  Madras  system  of  Ediication ,  hcu  lately  been 
introdticed. 
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The  Founder  directed,  that  an  Exhibition  of  £20.  /mt 
aimym  should  be  granted  once  in  Two  years  without  restric- 
tion as  to  College,  so  that  it  were  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Herd.  Joseph  Hkath, 
M.A.,  laXe  Fellow  ci  St  John's  CcXiegej  Oxford,  whose 
Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £120.  per  annum^ 
together  with  the  Stipend  of  the  Chapel  contiguous  to  the 
Sdiool.  For  the  Master^s  residence  there  is  a  cafital 
Mannon-House,  with  every  convenience  and  15  acres  of 
land  adjcnning :  The  Taxes  also  are  paid  by  The  Corpoia- 
tion;  and  the  Master  has  permission  to  take  a  limited 
number  of  Pufuls  (Thoeniy)  on  his  own  account,  his  present 
annual  charge,  for  the  Board  and  Education  o£  each,  being 
Thirty-three  Founds.

The  Grovemors  have  m  their  Patronage,  beades  the 
Curacy  of  Lucton,  the  Vicarage  ci  Orleton  about  £200.  per 
annunif  and  the  Curacy  of  Eyton  £73..10..0. 

For  the  further  benefit  of  this  School,  the  benevdent 
Founder  expressed  a  desire,  that,  when  if  s  Revenue  would 
permit,  some  Cloathing  should  be  given  to  the  boy^  and  ^Sur 
boys  chosen  annually  to  be  apin-enticed  with  a  Fee  of  £5., 
and  a  Donation  also  of  £10.  to  such,  as  should  produce  a 
Certificate  (^havmg  served  their  time  faithfully. 

In  the  year  1809,  The  Governors  were  enabled  to  clothe 
the  Fiffy  boys  of  the  First  Sort,  and  they  have  ance 
annually  given  a  good  and  handsome  Suit,  with  shoes, 
stockings,  and  hat.    And  instead  of  «S&r,  there  are  Eight 
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boys  now  chosen  for  Apprenticeships ;— And  the  Gratuity, 
for  good  and  faithful  Service,  is  increased  to  £15.  A  very 
handsome  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  are  likewise 
given  to  each  boy,  when  apprenticed. 

The  Nobility,  Clergy,  and  Grentry,  who  are  resident  in 
the  neighbourhood,  are  requested  by  The  Governors  to  be 
counseUing  and  assisting  in  the  Government  of  this  Charity. 
With  these  Assistant  Goveenoes  rest  the  Election  of 
Boys,  and  the  general  Direction  and  Examination  of  the 
School ;  for  which  purposes,  they  hold  Meetings  on  the  third 
Thursdays  in  June,  and  December.

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SAINT  ALBAN'S. 

The  Fees  Geammae  School  at  Saikt  Alban^s  is  of  veiy 
andent  cmgin,  and  of  great  celebrify. 

Salmok  says,  that  Gaeine  the  Twentieth  Abbot  of  this 
renowned  Abbey,  and  his  brother  Matthew  who  was  Prior 
after  hini^  built  a  School  in  this  Borough,  *^  which  had  the 
greatest  number  of  Scholars  of  any  in  En^and.^  Mr. 
Clutteebuck  mentions  this  Abbot  by  the  name  of  Waeesn, 
and  records  his  death  as  having  occurred  in  the  year  1195. 

In  the  Second  and  Third  year  of  King  Edwaed  the  Sixth, 
1548,  a  Private  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  by  Richaed 
Boeeman,  who  was  the  Fortieth  and  last  Abbot,  fen*  erects 
ing  a  Grammar  School  ^^  in  St  Alban's,  or  elsewhere  withm 
the  Liberty  or  County." 

But,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1553,  the  School  was  fbnnally 
established,  by  virtue  of  a  Charter  of  that  date,  granted  to 
the  Borough  by  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  whidi  die 
Mayor  and  Burgesses  were  empowered  to  erect  one  Grammar 
School  wiihin  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  or  in  any  other  ooo- 
venient  place  within  the  Borough,  and  to  make  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  same.  Power  was  ah> 
given  to  any  of  His  Majesty^s  Subjects,  to  alienate  lands  and 
other  po6se8a<His  for  it^s  suppcnt,  to  the  annual  value  of  £40., 
notwithstanding  the  Statute  of  mortmain. 

Queen  Maey,  by  her  Charter,  dated  the  10th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1553,  confirmed  the  Charter  of  Edwaed  the  Sixth. 

Queen  Elizabeth  also,  by  her  Charter  dated  the  7th  of 
February  1559-60,  omfirmed  both  the  former  Charters; — 
And,  upon  the  humble  Petition  of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacok, 
Lord  Keeper,  by  her  Charter  dated  at  Gorhambury,  on  tbe 
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24th  of  March,  1569-70,  for  the  relief  and  mainkTianee  of 
the  Master  and  the  School,  granted  a  power  to  the  Mayor 
and  Burgesses  ^^  of  appointing  and  licensing  Two  discreet 
and  honest  Inhabitants  within  the  Borough,  to  sell  and 
utter  there  all  manner  of  Wine  by  any  measure  to  their  best 
profit,  and  to  keep  one  Wine  Tavern  each ;  and  ordained, 
that  no  other  person  should  sell  or  expose  to  sale  any  Wine 
within  Ihe  said  Borough,  under  the  penalty  of  £20.  for  each 
offSence,  upon  condition  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
cause  the  said  sum  of  £20.  to  be  annually  pud  to  the 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  Grammar  Sohod.^ 

King  Ji^MEs  the  First  also,  by  his  Charter  dated  i^ 
Westminster  the  10th  of  May  1611,  redted  the  several 
Grants  made  to  the  School  by  Edwasd  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elizabbth,  and  also  anc^er  Grant,  whereby  His  Majesty, 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  at  Westminster  the  Idth  of  Decem- 
ber 1606,  had  granted  liberty  to  Robebt  WotLSY,  during 
the  term  of  his  Ufe,  and  after  his  decease  to  his  sons  Leonard 
and  Robert,  to  keep  a  Tavern,  and  retiul  all  manner  of 
Wines  within  the  Borough,  paying  yearly  to  The  Mayor 
and  Burgesses,  for  the  use  of  the  Free  Grammar  School,  as 
an  augmentation  of  the  Stipend  yearly  paid  to  the  Master, 
Four  marks  yearly ;  to  the  intent  that  the  several  Rents  of 
£20^  and  Four  marks,  should  omtinue  hereafter  to  the 
Mayor  and  Burgesses.   His  Mqes^  aftierwards,  by  the  same 
Charter,  granted  that  within  the  Borough  and  two  mike 
thereof,  there  shoukl  be  no  more  than  Three  Wine  Taverns^ 
and  that  after  the  death  of  Robert  Wollet  and  his  two 
sons  Leonard  and  Robert,  they,  the  said  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  might  appcunt  one  oOwr  discreet  and  hcmesi 
person,  besides  the  two  persms  appcnnted  by  the  Charter  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  to  sdl  Wme  within  the  Borough  under 
the  same  conditions;  and  gave  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  a 
power  to  seise  any  Wme  which  should  be  sold  contrary  to 
the  tenor  of  this  Grant  in  the  Boroug^^  or  within  two  mike 
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thereof,  and  to  impriflon  the  Oflender  "till  he  should  bind 
liimfldf  to  the  Mayor  and  Bui^gesses,  that  he  would  not 
hereafter  oominit  the  like  ofitence. 

In  all  the  geoeni  Acts  of  Parliament^  impomng  Duties 
upon  Wiftty  there  are  exceptions  expressly  confirming  the 
powers  and  authorities,  given  by  these  Charters,  in  respect 
to  those  Three  Wine  Taverns. 

By  the  Statute  of  the  Tliirtieth  of  George  the  Secood, 
1757,  it  is  provided,  "  That  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of 
the  Borough  of  St.  Alban,  in  the  County  of  HertfiAxl,  Aali 
not  be  debarred  from  enjoying  and  exercising  all  such  libo*- 
ties  and  powers  as  were  heretofore  granted  to  them  by  seve- 
ral Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  by  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  King  James  the  First,  for  erecting  and  ficenctng 
I%ree  several  Wkie  Havems  within  the  sidd  Borough, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  The  Free  School  there ;  but 
the  same  liberties  and  powers  are  estaUished  and  confirmed 
to  them  by  this  Act,  for  the  Charitable  use  aforesaid,  accord- 
ing to  the  tencnr  of  the  said  Letters  Patent^ 

In  Easter  Term  1803,  an  Information  at  the  Suit  of  the 
Kxagy  in  the  name  of  The  Attorney  General,  was  filed  against 
Ann  Makes  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  for  three  penalties 
of  £20.  eadi,  under  these  Charters,  for  selling  Wine  with- 
out license  from  the  Meyor  and  Aldenneny  although  she  had 
a  licence  frcm  the  Commiirioners  of  Excise.  In  Trinity 
Term,  1804,  Judgement  was  given  tot  the  Crown ;  and,  by 
this  deci^on,  the  validity  of  the  Charters  was  fully  estab- 
lished. 

This  power  of  granting  licences  for  the  sale  of  WinCy  in 
exclusion  of  the  common  Wine  Licences  from  die  C<«miis- 
sioners  of  Excise,  is  said  to  be  confined  to  the  T¥ro  Englidi 
Univeruties,  and  the  Borough  of  St.  Alban. 

In  consequence  of  the  Endowment  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
which  was  evidently  the  vital  principle  of  the  School,  Her 
Miyesty  has  always  been  con^dered  the  Royal  Foundrcss^; 
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wid  in  the  inner  Cloisters,  orer  the  entrance  into  the  School, 
are  four  Latin  verses  conunemorative  of  the  circumstance.  . 

Those  Three  Wine  Licences  formerly  produced  cnily 
£22**IS.A.  per  annum.  But,  for  ne&rly  Fifty  years,  prior 
to  1804,  they  were  usually  let  at  £45.  From  the  latter 
period  they  have  been  let  by  auction  on  leases,  successively} 
for  Three  years,  and  have  in  general  averaged,  about  £30. 
ftr  animm  each : — ^But  they  are  now  let  at  £28.  each. 

It  does  not  appear  in  what  way  Sir  Ralph  Rowlet,  and 
Ursula  Garkbtt,  were  benefactors ;  but  they  both  stand 
prominent,  the  former  being  the  first  named  on  the  Tablet 
after  the  Queen,  and  the  name  of  the  latter  being  expressly 
mentioned  in  the  Prayers  for  Benefactors  on  the  first  estab- 
lishment of  the  School.  Have  these  benefisurtions  been  mis^ 
appliei  and  hit  to  the  Charity  P 

Some  time  before  the  year  1595,  Richard  Raynshaw, 
Esq.,  Serjeant  at  Arms,  gave  certain  Copyhold  lands  in  the 
Manor  of  Newlond  SquMlerSj  in  the  Parish  of  St  Peter, 
containing  by  admeasurement  S7\  3^  3^.,  upon  special  trust 
and  confidence,  that  the  profits  of  the  same  should  be  applied 
for  the  commodity  and  prdSt  of  Tus  Free  Grammar 
School  of  the  Borough  of  St.  Alban.  By  Indenture  of 
Fec^Ement,  bearing  date  the  13th  of  July,  1686,  these  lands 
were  enfranchised  by  the  Lord  and  Lady  of  the  Manor, 
Robert  Robotham,  Esq.,  and  Martha  his  Wife,  and 
were  conveyed  to  Trustees  for  the  like  purpose.  In  1782, 
Hbnrt  Fotherley  Whitfeld,  £sq.,of  Rickmersworth, 
was  the  Hrir  of  the  last  surviving  Trustee. 

These  lands  were  for  many  years  let  to  one  qf  ihe  Alder '^ 
men^  at  the  low  rent  of  £20.  They  received  at  that  time, 
upon  a  lease  of  Twenty-one  years,  the  trifling  augmentation 
of  JC5..4..0. ;  and  when  that  Lease  expired  at  Michaelmas 
1808,  the  present  Head  Master  judiciously  suggested  to  the 
Trustees  the  propriety  and  advantage  of  letting  the  estate  by 
Public  Auction ;  and  ultimately- prevailed  upon  them  so  to 
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da  From  the  oooflequeiit  competition  of  Kdden,  a  Lene 
of  Fourteen  years  was  tAen  of  Uiu  nine  Imd^iyihe  precede 
ing  Occupier^  at  the  annual  Rent  of  £84..19..0 ! 

Before  the  enfranchisnnait  of  this  Estate,  it  appears  by 
an  Order  of  Hie  Court  d*  Chancery  made  in  1604,  that  Jorh 
RoBOTHAM,  L<Htl  of  the  Manor  of  Nmland  SqttUlerSj  hsr- 
ing  refused  to  admit  the  persons,  then  offering  to  be  admitted, 
as  Trustee  of  the  Copyhold  lands  so  given  by  Mr.  Ratk- 
SHAW,  was  OTdered  so  to  do,  and  to  pay  a  Fme  of  £10., — 
and  he  was  further  committed  to  The  Fleet  PriscHi  by  the 
then  Chancellor,  Lord  Ellbsmerx,  for  a  contempt,  in 
using  these  words,  <<  that  the  Decree  was  a  cosening  Decree 
and  that  the  same  was  made  under  a  Hedge,^' — but  he  was 
released  upon  submission,  and  compliance  with  the  Order, 
which  is  now  in  the  Town  Chest  of  the  Borough. 

RicHAKD  Plat,  Citizen  of  London,  by  Indenture,  during 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elisabeth,  conveyed  to  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  one  Messuage,  then 
in  the  occupation  of  John  Miowintbe,  or  his  Undar-Ten- 
ants,  for  the  support  of  The  Free  School;  the  rents  of  whidi 
have  been  accounted  for,  ever  rince  the  year  1608,  to  the 
Schod.    This  house  was  situate  in  the  central  part  of  the 
Town,  and  was  formerly  occupied  by  one  of  the  Ushers ; 
but  it  was  unfortunately  burnt  down  in  the  year  1 745.   The 
vacant  space  was  afterwards  let  for  £l..7..0.  per  oMmnu 
But,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  present  Head  Master, 
the  ground  was  let  upon  a  building  lease  for  the  term  of  61 
years,  by  Deed  be&ring  date  the  3d  of  August  1808,  the 
Contractor  agreeing  to'  expend  £350.,  and  to  pay  a  ground 
fent  of  £2..5..0.  per  annum.    And  a  handsome  Brick  house 
is  now  raised  upon  the  ate  of  the  old  Messuage. 

Thomas  Hall,  M.  D.,  and  Mabgarbt  his  Wife,  m 
1582,  surrendered  certain  Copyhold  lands  called  <<  CJmf- 
pUe,'^  in  the  Manor  of  Kingsbury  and  Parish  of  St  Michadl, 
cdntuningNine  acres,  to  Thomas  Woollby,  John  Caktbb, 
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and  John  Clabks,  and  tbeir  heirs  and  asogns  for  ever, 
upon  Trust,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  6d.  to  Eighty  of  the 
poorest  people  of  this  Town  on  Grood  Friday,— and  also  on 
every  Palm  Sunday,  4d.  to  Sixty  of  the  poor  people  of  the 
Town  of  Hertford, — and  £2.  per  armum  to  The  Under 
Master  of  The  Free  Granunar  School  of  St.  Alban's,  half 
yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  in  each  year. 

But,  unfortunately,  through  default  of  the  appearance  of 
the  heir  of  William  Yoong,  the  last  surviving  Trustee, 
this  land  was  seized  on  the  30th  of  June,  1 760,  by  the  Lord 
of  the  Manor,  ^nd,  as  no  measures  have  as  yet  been  adopt- 
ed, even  by  the  legal  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  to  recover  it, 
it  has  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  ever  ^nce.  This 
land  is  now  let  at  the  advanced  rent  of  £35.  per  annum ; 
and  of  course,  it  becomes  an  object  of  some  consequence. 
The  Noble  Peer  who  is  now  possessed  of  this  estate,  may 
not,  possibly,  be  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  original 
grant ;  or,  from  the  well  known  liberality  of  His  Lordship,  a 
spontaneous  re-grant  might  probably  follow. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  were  formerly  not  only  the 
Patrons,  but  soleTmstees  of  the  Revenues  df  the  School.  But, 
upon  some  supposed  misapplication  of  part  of  the  money. 
The  Revd.  Joseph  Spooneb,  then  Head  Master,  filed  a 
Bill  in  Chancery,  on  the  19th  of  January  1782,  pra3ring  to 
have  the  full  benefit  of  the  Revenue,  and  new  Trustees  ap- 
pointed, and  the  Arrears  paid. 

Whereupon  the  Court  decreed,  on  the  16th  of  May,' 
17S7,  that  Eight  Trustees  of  the  Charity  lands  should  be 
appointed, — that  Four  should  be  elected^^iom  the  Corpora- 
lion,  and  Four  oid  of  the  Corporation, — That  vacancies, 
occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  should  be 
afterwards  filled,  if  a  Member  of  the  Corporation,  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  if  not  so,  by  the  remainder  of  the 
other  Four  Trustees, — ^That  the  Charity  lands  should  be 
conveyed  to  all  the  said  Trustees,  (which  was  accordingly

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done  by  DeedB,  bearing  date  the  8di  and  9th  of  February, 
'1787)) — That  the  Msyot  and  Aldermen  diould  continue  to 
have  the  numagement  and  the  lettmg  of  the  Wim  Licenses, 
but  should  pay  the  produce  tho'eof,  when  received,  on  die 
Feast  of  All  Saints  in  every  year  to  the  said  Eight  TVus- 
tees,  or  any  one  of  them  appointed  by  the  majority, — ^That 
the  said  Eight  Trustees  should  annually  meet  in  the  Town- 
Hall  on  the  Feast  of  All  Sunts  (if  the  same  should  not  hap- 
pen on  a  Sunday,  and  if  the  same  should  happen  on  a  Sun- 
day,  then  on  a  following  day)  to  recdve  from  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  the  produce  of  the  Wine  Licenses,  and  to 
pass  thrir  Acoompts  ttxt  the  preceding  year, — ^And  to  make 
such  Orders  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
School,  as  they  should  think  fit,  <^  so  as  any  sudi  Orders 
and  R^ulations  should  not  be  contrary  to  or  inoonastent 
with  the  R^folatioQs  before  contained,  or  the  Charters  of 
Foundation  of  the  said  School." 

The  Oedbrs  and  RnoiTLATiONsfor  thegovemmoitof  die 
School,  which  were  devised  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Knt, 
Lord  Keeper,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1570,  are^  fVom  the 
change  of  Manners,  become  for  the  most  part  obsolete  in 
practice.    They  are  as  fdilow, — 

''  Flnt,  it  is  ordered  that^  by  the  Maior  and  the  Bui^gesses^  or 
the  more  part  of  the  said  Burgesses,  there  shall  be  yearly  on  the 
day  of  the  Feast  of  AU  S(mUs  chosen  Two  honest  and  sobstan- 
tiall  persons  of  the  Inhabitants  within  the  said  Burroughs  to  be 
GovEBNOBS  of  the  said  School  for  the  year  following ;  whose 
Office  shall  be,  to  see  the  Schoolmaster  tniely  paid  his  Wages 
Quarterly,  to  see  the  School  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to  see  that 
the  Schoolmaster  and  the  SchoUers  doe  performe  all  the  Orders 
and  Rules  hereafter  specified,  concerning  the  said  School. 

Item,  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  said  Governors,  upon  the 
Quarterly  payment  of  the  said  Wages,  shall  receive  an  acquit- 
tance of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  witnessing  that  he 
hath  received  of  the  said  Maior  and  the  Biu^esses  by  the  hands 
of  the  said  Governors  £5.  of  good  and  lawnill  money  of  Eng- 
land toWards  the  payment  of  his  wages  for  keeping  of  the  saki 
School :  wliich  acquittance  so  to  be  made,  shall  l^  brought  in 
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before  the  said  Maior  and  the  fiuigesses  by  the  said  GoveraonB 
in  the  end  of  their  year  of  Service  on  the  day  of  the  Feast  of 
All  Saints,  and  3hall  be  safely  bestowed  by  the  said  Maior 
and  tiie  said  Burgesses  for  the  dischai^  of  the  said  wages. 

Item,  it  is  fiir^r  ordered,  that  the  said  Governors  shall  yearly 
on  the  said  day  of  All  Saints  make  declaration  before  the  said 
Maior  and  the  said  Buigesses  of  all  their  doeings^  concerning 
the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schollars^  or  any  of  theia,  and  there- 
upon the  said  Maior  and  the  Burgesses  shall  take  such  good 
order  fc»r  the  good  maintenance  of  the  said  School  in  all  points^ 
as  to  their  diiscrecion  shall  be  thought  meet  and  convenient. 

Item,  it  is  ordered,  that  the  said  Governors,  to  be  chosen 
as  aforesaid,  shall  upon  their  eleccion  be  sworn  truely  to  execute 
the  charges  before  remembered  and  committed  unto  them. 

Item,  that  every  Schooolmaster  before  he  be  admitted  into 
his  office  shall  be  before  the  Maior  and  the  Burgesses,  or  the 
more  part  of  them,  and  take  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the  Statute 
mmo  Prima  of  the  Queen's  Majestie  that  now  is,  according  as 
by  the  Statute  of  anno  Quinto  of  her  reign  aU  Schoolmasters  be 
appointed. 

Item,  it  is  also  ordered,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schol- 
lars  shall  every  Sunday,  and  Holyday,  rqpair  unto  St.  Alban*s 
Church,  and  there  shall  continue  from  the  beginning  of  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Service  to  the  ending  of  them,  and  there  shall 
mA  together  in  the  Chancell  or  some  place  of  the  Church  as  the 
Parsofi,  Churchwardens,  and  Schoolmaster  shall  agree.  And 
shall  after  the  Schoolmaster  or  Curate  say  one  time  during  their 
abode  there  in  the  fforenoon,  kneeling  on  their  knees,  either 
inunediately  before  Service,  or  in  some  other  time  during 
Service,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  The  Ten  Commandments,  and 
Prayers  for  the  Royal  Foundress  and  the  Benefactors  of  the 
School. 

Item,  it  is  ordered,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Children 
shall  every  working-day  i^wn  their  knees  in  the  School,  in  the 
Morning  at  their  first  coming,  say  The  Suffrages,  The  Lord's 
Pirayer,  and  the  Prayers  before  remembered, — ^And  evey  Even- 
ing, before  they  depart  the  School,  The  Ten  Commandments, 
The  Lord's  Prayer,  and  The  Creed. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  daily  every  learning-day,  from 
the  86th  of  March  tmto  the  30th  of  September,  be  at  the  School 
by  the  stroke  of  iSir  of  the  dock  in  the  Morning, — and  every 
learning-day  ^mthe  30th  of  September  unto  the  25th  of  March 
by  the  stroke  of  Seaven  of  the  clock  in  the  Mommg,  and  there 
shall  continue  in  teaching  untill  Eleavenot  the  clock.  And 
shall  be  at  the  School  again  by  One  of  the  clock  in  the  After- 
noon, and  shall  abide  there  untlL  Five  of  the  clock  in  teaching. 

Item,  that  every  Schollar  AaH  be  at  School  from  the  25th  of 
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Biarch  unto  the  SOIh  of  Sqitemb^  bj  Sir  of  the  dodc  in  tbt 
Morning,  and  ham  the  30th  of  September  unto  the  25th  of 
March  by  Seaiopn  of  the  clock  in  the  Morning,  and  daily  at  Ou 
of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  they  shall  go  home  to  dm- 
ner  at  EUaven  of  the  clock,  and  at  Five  of  the  clodc  to  Supper. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  and  SchoUars  shall  keep  Sdiool  every 
Saturday,  and  every  halfe  Holyday  until  Three  of  Ihe  clock  in  the 
Afternoon. 

Item,  the  number  of  the  SchoUars  to  be  tau^t  in  the  SdMxil 
shall  not  be  above  the  number  of  Owb  Hundkbd  and  Twuitt. 

Item,  poor  men's  children  shall  be  received  into  the  said 
School  before  others. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  admitt  none  into  the  Sdiool 
without  the  consent  of  tbe  Governors,  neither  shaU  ihe  Govern* 
ors  put  in  any  witiiout  the  Schoolmaster  have  made  due  examin- 
ation of  the  ^tness  of  every  such  child  towards  leaniii^,  and 
shall  allow  of  him. 

Item,  the  SchoUan  shall  learn  perfectly  by  heart  liie  Artides 
of  the  Christian  Faith,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  The  Ten  Coimnand- 
ments,  and  all  such  other  things  concerning  the  Christian  Faith 
and  Religion,  both  in  the  EngUsh  and  Lati$ie  tongues.  And  the 
SdioolnuLSter  shall  every  Saturday  in  the  Aflemoon  make|ntK)lb 
and  instruct  his  SchoUars  for  their  perfbctness  therein. 

Item,  if  any  thing  shaU  be  broaken  or  any  hurt  dmie  ia  any 
thing  belonging  to  the  School  by  any  of  the  SdioUars,  the  same 
shaU  be  rqndred  forthwith  and  amended  at  the  diaiges  of  the 
ftiends  of  the  Child  that  did  that  hurt.  If  the  friends  refuse  to 
amend  the  said  hurt,  being  thereunto  required,  upon  sudi  refusal 
thechUd  that  did  the  hurtshaU  be  banished  the  Schocl  untiU  his 
friends  have  satisfied  the  said  hurt. 

/tern,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  have  his  wages  of  JCSO.paid  him 
yearly  on  the  days  of  the  Feasts  of  Midsummer,  St.  Michad 
Th'archangeU,  The  Nativity  of  Our  Lord  Christ  j  and  Th*an- 
nundacion  of  Our  Lady,  by  even  pordons,  in  the  Schoolhouse 
without  any  further  delay. 

Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  be  absent  (exoqit  it  be 
for  sickness)  above  Thirty  days  in  the  year,  and  never  above  Sir 
days  together,  and  that  but  at  such  time  as  the  Governors  of  the 
School  for  the  time  being  shall  aUow  of. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  have  no  other  Service  or  Charge 
that  might  withdraw  him  from  doing  of  his  duty  due  to  be  done 
as  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  keep  no  house  in  the  Sdiool. 

Item,  that  every  person  who  shaU  put  a  duld  to  the  said 
School  shaU,  upon  the  admissioi|>  pay  ltd.  to  the  repairing  of  the 
said  School  to  the  use  of  the  said  Schools  except  it  be  a  pofx 
man's  son  who  is  not  weU  able  to  pay  the  aame. 
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Memorandum,  for  an  order  to  be  takeo  for  an  Usher. 
Item,  that  none  shall  be  received  into  the  School^  but  such  as 
have  learned  their  Accidence  without  booke,  and  can  write 
indifferently. 

Item,  that  once  every  year  the  Maior  and  Governors  of  the 
said  School  shall  cause  Two  learned  men  (such  as  they  can 
gett)  to  visit  the  said  School  and  examine  the  SchoUars  of  the 
said  School,  whereby  it  may  appear  how  the  same  Schollars  have 
profitted  in  learnings  and  how  the  said  Schoolmaster  hath  done 
his  duty  in  teaching  them,  and  observed  the  Rules  prescribed. 

Item,  that  all  such  money  as  shall  happen  to  be  paid  for  the 
admission  of  the  Children  into  The  Free  School,  and  all  other 
sums  of  money  such  as  shall  be  given  by  any  person  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  or  otherwise  to  the  use  of  the  Free  School  afore- 
said^  and  the  reparacions  thereof,  shall  remain  from  time  to  time 
for  ever  in  the  hands  of  the  Governors  of  the  same  School  for 
the  time  being  and  their  Successors,  Governors  of  the  said 
School^  who  ^all  at  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  yearly  make  pay- 
ment thereof  and  yield  a  true  accompt  of  the  same  to  the  Maior 
and  Buigesses,  and  they  to  deliver  over  the  same  to  the  new 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  who  shall  at  the  said  Feast  make 
like  accompt  for  the  year  following,  and  so  to  have  continuance 
successively  for  ever. 

Articles  to  be  recited  to  them  that  shall  offer  their  Children 
to  be  taught  in  the  School. 

Ye  shall  submitt  your  child  to  be  ordered  in  all  things, 
according  to  the  discredon  df  the  Schoolmaster. 

Ye  slmll  find  your  child  ink,  pc^r,  pens,  wax-candles  for 
Winter,  and  all  other  things  at  any  time  requisite  and  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  his  study. 

Ye  shall  aUow  your  child  at  all  times,  a  bow,  three  arrows, 
bowstrings,  a  shooting  glove,  and  a  bracer,  to  exercise  shooting. 
Ye  shall  see  diUigently  from  time  to  time,  that  your  child 
keep  duely  the  ordinary  hours  and  times  in  coming  to  School. 

Item,  if  your  child  be  absent  above  three  days  in  a  Quarter 
(exc^t  he  be  sick),  that  then  he  shall  be  banished  the  School. 

Item,  if  a  Schollar  be  banished  and  displaced  by  his  absence 
above  three  days  together  in  a  Quarter  (except  by  reason  of 
sickness),  that  then  upon  a  special  suit  made  by  the  Parents  of 
the  child  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  the  Governors,  it  shall  be 
lawful!  for  them  at  their  discredon  to  re-admitt  him,  so  that  his 
Fkurents  pay  at  his  re-admittance  12d.  to  the  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  if  your  child  shall  prove  unapt  for  learning,  that  then 
upon  warning  thereof  given,  ye  shsdl  take  him  away.  And 
agam,  if  he  prove  apt,  then  that  ye  shall  suffer  him  to  remain 
till  he  be  competently  learned. 
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Item,  the  time  for  the  Schollars  to  go  to  play,  is  refiwTed  to 
the  discredon  of  the  Schoohnaster  to  be  once  in  a  week  and  not 
above^  except  by  further  admittance  of  the  Oovemors. 

A  Proriso  to  alter,  add  unto,  change,  amend,  put  out,  or 
diminish  any  of  the  aforesaid  statutes. 

Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Maior  and  tiie 
Ten  principal  Bui^gesses  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of 
them  (the  Maior  for  the  time  being  One),  may  add,  and  put  any 
new  Constitutions  or  Ordinances  imto  these  above  said,  for  fte 
Common- wealth  and  benefit  of  the  said  School,  so  as  they  ^mU 
not  be  contrary  or  repugnant,  nor  annidling  any  of  the  Consti- 
tutions or  Ordinances  before  remembered.  And  yet  nererthdess 
the  rest  of  the  said  Constitutions,  Statutes,  Ordinances,  and 
Laws,  and  every  of  them  not  being  altered,  chang^ed,  amended, 
put  out,  diminished  or  added  unto,  shall  stand  in  tiieir  fall  force 
and  strength,  untill  any  of  them  be  altered,  changed,  amended, 
put  out  or  diminished,  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the 
making  of  them,  any  sentence  or  clause  in  this  Proviso  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Item,  it  is  also  ordered,  that  these  Rules  and  Ordinances  be 
once  in  a  year  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  read  in  the  presoice 
of  the  Maior,  Bui^gesses,  School-master,  and  Governors.  In 
witness  whereof  as  well  the  said  Sir  Nicholas  as  the  said  Maior 
and  Burgesses  have  put  their  hands  and  Seals,  &c.** 

By  an  Order  of  The  CorporatioD,  on  the  ISth  c^  June, 
1602,  the  Master  was  to  be  paid  4d,  Quarterly  by  every 
Scholar  Inhabiting  Tcithin  the  limits  of  the  Borough, — and 
I2d.  by  those  without  the  Borough. 

It  was  at  the  same  time  ordered,  that  the  Usher  should 
have  a  Salary  of  JES.  per  annum ^  and  should  also  have 
similar  payments,  as  the  Master,  fix)m  the  Scholars  under 
his  care. 

And  that  every  Scholar,  whose  friends  should  refiise  to 
make  such  payments,  or,  who  should  stubbornly  resist  ocnr- 
rection,  should  be  displaced  by  The  (xovemors. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  1635,  these  orders  were  more 
strictly  enjoined, — 

The  Mayor  and  Bui^esses  having  observed,  '*^that  many 
Parents  {upon  hope  to  benefit  their  children  more  than  the  generaU) 
have  secretly  exceeded  the  rates  aforesaid,  being  the  ancient  rates 
settled  at  the  Foundation  of  The  Free  School :  And  finding  by 
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experience  that>  for  that  cause^  the  said  Schoohnasters  and 
Ushers  of  the  said  School  have  applied  themsdves  in  their  pains 
and  affections  much  more  to  the  children  of  such  parents  than  the 
generaU;  whereby  the  generall  have  been  much  neglected  and 
hindered  in  their  learning  (for  the  good  of  which  generall  the 
School  was  chiefly  founded),'* — they,  therefore,  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  like  inconvenience  for  the  time  to  come,  wisely 
ordained,  ''  that  if  any  Parent  or  Friend  of  any  Schollar  or 
Schollars  of  the  same  School  now  being,  or  hereafter  to  be 
admitted  into  the  said  School,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  exceed 
the  said  ancient  rates  to  the  intents  before  mentioned,  and  the 
same  shall  be  well  known  or  sufficiently  proved  to  the  said 
Maior  and  Principal  Burgesses,  or  their  successors  in  time  to  ^ 
come,  that  then  and  from  thenceforth  the  Schollar  and  Schollars 
of  such  Parents  and  Friends  shall  be  excluded  out  of  the  said 
School,  and  not  to  be  admitted  thither  again  but  at  the  will  and 
pleasure  of  the  said  Maior  and  Principal  Burgesses  and  their 
successors,  and  at  and  upon  the  special  instance  and  request  of 
their  Parents  or  Friends  to  be  made  to  the  said  Maior  and 
Buigesses,  and  upon  fEuthfiill  promise  not  so  again  to  exceed 
the  said  auncient  rates.** 

At  a  Court  holden  at  the  Council  Chamber,  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1630,  "  upon  a  Petition  made  in  the  name  of  the 
whole  Town,''  for  the  reformation  of  some  abuses  and 
n^lects  in  the  School,  and  for  the  establishing  of  some  good 
order  in  teaching,  that  might  tend  '^  to  the  virtuous  and 
well  breeding  of  young  children  in  Learning  and  Virtue, 
which  it  is  supposed  cannot  be  well  effected  without  the  aid, 
countenance,  and  assistance  of  men  of  worth,  endued  with 
Learning  and  well  effected  in  Religion,"  they,  therefore, 
thought  it  fit,  ^^  to  name  and  make  choice  of  some  Knights, 
Gentlemen,  and  Preachers,"  (Twelve  in  number)  to  aid  and 
asast  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  as  Visitors,  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  School,  and  in  setting  down  a  fit  method  to  be 
used  and  practised  in  teaching  in  the  same,  and  in  making 
wholesome  Laws  and  Constitutions, — and  appointed  the 
20th  of  July,  and  the  15th  of  December,  as  the  times  of 
Viritation. 

This  appears  to  have  been  a  favourite  measure,  for  some 
of  the  Viators  being  dead  and  removed, "  whereby  for  want 
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of  such  asnstanoe  the  said  good  work  is  mudi  weakened, 
and  the  good  mtencion  of  the  Mcdor  and  Principal  Bur- 
gesses made  frustrate,^ — they,  therefcare,  "  for  the  reviving 
and  in  pursuance  of  so  good  an  ordo*,^  on  the  I3tfa  of 
February  1 645,  ratified  the  proceedings  of  the  former  Court, 
and  *^  for  the  vigorous  execucion  of  the  same,^  nominated  a 
similar  number  of  Visitors  as  before. 

Tjiis  "  so  good  an  order  "*  was  again  revived,  and  Viaitors 
nominated,  on  the  15th  of  December,  1714. 

The  election  of  the  Masters  remains  with  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen, — ^but  the  government  of  the  Schocd  is  now  vested 
in  the  Eight  Trustees,  whose  names  are  as  follow, —

The  School  itself  was  formerly  port  of  The  Abbey 
Church,  being  that  portion,  de^gnated  by  the  name  of 
«  The  Lady  Chapel,''  at '' The  Chapel  of  the  Virgin,'^  and 
communicated  with  the  Presbytery  by  three  pointed  arches. 
These  arches  are  now  filled  up  with  masonry,  and  this 
Chapel  having  been  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  Church, 
by  a  passage  leadiqg  to  the  Market-place,  now  forms  The 
Grammar  School.  This  separation,  it  is  supposed,  took 
place  during  the  rdgn  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  soon 
afler  the  Charter  was  granted  to  the  Inhabitants  for  the  In- 
corporation of  the  Borough,  by  which  Charter  they  were 
empowered  to  erect  a  Grammar  School  **  infra  Ecclesiam 
SancH  AlbanV  But  the  actual  converaon  and  fitting  up 
of  the  School  did  not,  probably,  commence  before  the  endow- 
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ment  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  This  Chapel  was  originally 
built  by  Hugh  db  Evebsden,  the  Twenty-seventh  Abbot, 
about  the  year  IS14.  In  this  pious  work  he  was  assisted 
by  one  Reginald,  a  Clerk  of  Rome,  and  by  Waltee  db 
Langley  and  Alicia  his  Wife.  It  also  received  great 
embellishment  from  the  hand  of  Wheathamstbd,  who  is 
said  to  have  expended  JC40.  in  it's  decorations.  The  roc£  is 
supported  by  groined  arches.  It  is  recorded  as  the  placAf 
interment  of  the  Nobility,  who  were  slain  in  the  first  battle 
of  St.  Alban's,  fought  between  the  Houses  of  York  and 
Lancaster,  on  the  23d  of  May,  1455.  It  is  a  spadous 
building,  being  upwards  of  55  feet  in  length,  24  feet  in 
breadth,  and  about  30  feet  in  height ;  and,  upon  a  tablet, 
are  painted  Three  bunches  of  Grapes,  emblematical  of  the 
Three  Wine  Licenses,  with  which  it  is  endowed. 

To  the  School  is  attached  a  small  Libbaby,  containing 
good  editions  of  the  Classical  authors,  a  few  scarce  books, 
and  some  books  in  the  English  language  of  no  great  value. 
To  this  Library  it  i^pears,  that  Sir  Samuel  Gbimston, 
Bart.,  Benjamin  Mott,  Citizen  of  London,  Joseph  Mabsh, 
Esq.,  Dr.  Evans,  Stephen  Adams,  Alderman  of  this 
Borough,  John  Cole,  Rector  of  The  Abbey,  and  Chablbs 
Hale,  Grendemen,  were  Benefactors. 

It  appears  by  The  Statutes,  that  the  advantage  of  a  free 
Education  at  this  School,  is  not  confined  to  the  Inhabitants 
either  of  any  individual  Parish,  or  of  the  Town  in  general, 
or  even  to  the  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  B<HX)ugh,  but,  to  the 
number  of  One  Hundbed  and  Twenty  Scholars,  it  is  open 
ioaUthe  World,  As  a  Free  Grammar  Schod,  the  Charters 
of  Foundation  require  the  Master  to  teach  those  Scholars 
the  Latin  and  Greek  Classicks  only. 

Although  no  age  is  mentioned  to  qualify  a  boy  for  admis- 
sion, yet  he  is  not  admissible  without  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
his  Latin  Accidence,  and  can  write  '^  indifferently.^' 

The  system  of  Education  adopted  in  the  School,  has 
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usually  deptnded  upon  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Masters, 
and  has  pcobaUy  vaiied,  preciselj  as  they  may  have  le- 
oaved  their  own  EducatioD,  dther  at  WxsTiciKSTEm  or  at 
Eton.  The  late  Master,  Mr.  Nicholson,  taught  the 
WjUTMiNSTsa  Grammars :  But  now  the  Eton  Grammars 
only  are  used ;  and  a  plan  of  general  Instrucdcm  is  pur- 
sued. 

It  has  not  been  ascertained,  that  the  School  possesses  any 
Unirerstty  advantage,  in  the  nature  of  either  Exhibition, 
or  ScBOLABSHiP.  It  has  been  repeatedly  stated,  that  about 
50  or  60  years  since  thore  existed  an  Exhibiticxi  from  this 
School.  But,  although  the  period  of  time  is  not  Ycry  remote^ 
and  much  inquiry  upcm  the  subject  has  been  made,  to  obtain 
some  certain  informaticm,  yet  it  has  led  to  no  decisive  con- 
clusion. If  there  ever  were  such  an  Endowment,  it  was  pro- 
bably a  Rent^harge  upon  some  estate  in  the  neighbouihood, 
which  the  Proprietor  unworthily  feels  it  his  interest  not  to 
disdose. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Mogo  Bowxn, 
D.IX,  aMember  of  All  Souls  CcJlege,  Oxfbid,  and  Vicar  of 
Sli^>toB  Bellinger,  in  the  County  of  Southampton.  Tins 
worthy  Grentleman  receives  into  his  House  a  few  private 
Pupils,  who  pay  for  thdr  board  Fifly  guineas  per  anmm, 
and  Five  guineas  as  an  entrance  Fee,  if  under  the  age  of 
Sixteen,  and  attend  the  ocxiunon  business  of  the  School 
But,  for  Pupils  above  that  age,  who  receive  prvate  instruc- 
tion, his  terms  vary  in  proportion  to  their  domesdck  indul- 
gencies,  advancing  upwards  ftom  One  hundred  guineas  fer 
mnrntm*  In  other  branches  of  Learning  different  Masters 
attend  to  instruct  the  Sdiolars ;  the  number  of  ^om  has 
now,  for  some  years  past,  fluctuated  bom  16  to  28.

From  the  Master- 
ship of  Dr.  Pbkedt  to  theyem:  1803,  the  number  of  Scholars 
at  any  one  time  seldom  exceeded  7  or  8 ;  the  major  part  of 
whom  were  generally  private  Pupils  of  the  Head  Master. 
From  the  time  of  Mr.  Fothergill  to  the  last  mentioned 
period,  with  the  excq>tion  of  a  few  months  during  which 
Mr.  James  Preedy  was  Master,  the  Mastership  of  the 
School  and  the  Rectory  of  The  Abbey  Church,  which  is  of 
fimall  value,  have  been  always  united. 

When  the  validi^  of  the  Charters  was  questioned,  with 
'eqpect  to  the  power  of  granting  Wine  Licenses,  the  rent  ci 
the  School  Estate  was  applied  with  the  consent  of  the  Mas- 
ter, to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Law-6uit«  And,  at  that 
dme,  Mr.  Nicholson  reagned  the  Mastership  of  the  School, 
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whidi  was  not  Hk^  to  be  of  much  adyantage  to  him,  bat 
retamed  The  Abbey  Rectory. 

As  there  is  no  sqiarate  resideiioe,  allotted  to  the  Master 
by  any  endowment,  the  proximity  of  the  Rectorial  House 
renders  a  re-union  highly  desirable. 

lliere  is  no  Church  Preferment  belonging  to  this  School. 
There  is,  howev^,  a  Lectureship  of  small  value,  which  was 
established  during  the  troublesome  times  of  King  Chakuss 
the  First,  by  Francis  Combe,  Eaq.,  of  Hemel  Honpstead, 
byhis  Will,  bearing  date  the  I2di  of  December  1640  and 
Ist  of  May  1641,  and  proved  at  London  on  the  9th  cf  July 
1641.  In  this  Will  he  gives  <<  to  The  Abbey  Church  in 
St.  AIban*8  f<»*  ever  out  of  his  said  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
tythes,  &c.,  in  Hemel  Hempstead  aforesaid  £10.  for  ever,  so 
long  as  there  shall  be  a  weekly  Sermon  on  Saturday^  to  be 
chosen  by  the  great  part  of  the  best  Inhatntants  within  the 
Liberty  of  St  Alban^s  Borough.  **  It  is  now  holden  by  the 
present  Head  Master. 

An  attempt  has  been  made,  very  uncharitably,  toimpeadi 
the  Loyalty  of  the  pious  Founder  by  a  singular  Tradition 
of  dulnous  or^in, — ^namely,  that  he  was  in  politicks  a  vio- 
lent RepMican^  and  that  actuated  by  those  fedings,  he 
ordered  this  weekly  Sermon  to  be  preached  at  St  Alban'^ 
on  the  MarkeUdayy  with  the  view  of  disseminating  amoi^ 
the  Peasantry  of  the  Country  his  own  dangerous  principles. 
Similar  Lectures  were  established,  on  the  Market-days,  by 
the  same  G^itleman  at  the  same  time,  and,  it  is  said,  with 
the  same  view,  in  the  Towns  of  Berkhampstead,  and  Hemel 
Hempstead. 

In  an  existing  Petition  (without  date),  which  was  formerly 
presented  by  "  the  whole  Town'*  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses,  it  is  stated,  that  <<  the  Free  School  of  this  Town  hath 
ahnost  ever  rince  the  Foundation  thereof  been  Jhmous  for 
the  Education  of  Youth  both  in  Learning  and  Manners,  by 
reason  whereof  mam/  men  have  been  made  able  and  fit 
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Members  both  in  Churdi  and  Common  Weale,  to  the  com- 
fort of  their  friends  and  good  of  others.^  But  of  th^ 
names  there  is  unfortunately  no  record,  except  that  of  Sir 
John  Kino,  who  was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  became  a 
Lawyer  of  the  first  distinction  in  the  reign  of  King  Chablbs 
the  Second. 

And,  as  for  nearly  Fifty  years  prior  to  1803,  it  was  never 
opened  professedly  as  a  PubUck  School,  few  eminent  Charac- 
ters of  the  present  day  have  here  rec^ved  their  Educalkm. 
Among  those  few,  however,  may  be  enumerated  Sir  Wil- 
liam DoMviLLB,  Bart.,  the  distinguished  Lord  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  London,  during  the  eventful  pariod  of  1814, — 
and  Anthony  Bbowne,  Esq.,  one  of  the  present  Represen- 
tatives for  the  Borough  of  Hedon,  in  the  County  of  York. 

It  has  also  been  ascertained,  that  the  Grand  Father  of  the 
present  Earl  of  Vbbulam  was  educated  at  this  Grammar 
School,  and  likewise  some  of  the  Gape  Family,  who  were 
Contemporaries  with  his  Lordship,  during  the  Mastership  of 
Mr.  FoTHERGiLL,— a  descendant  of  whom  the  present  Revd. 
Mr.  Gape  married. 
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ALDENHAM,  near  Watford. 

The  F£EE  Grammae  School  at  Aldenham  was  fbunded 
hy  RicHAED  Platt,  Citizen  and  Brewer  of  Laodcni,  bj 
Deed  dated  the  18th  of  January,  1599,  in  the  Fortj-se- 
oond  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizaeeth,  whkh  i^ 
enrolled  in  Chancery ; — This  benevolent  Grentkman  erected 
at  the  same  time  Six  Alms-houses,  for  Six  Poor  Persans, 
upon  a  parcel  of  ground,  called  ^'  IFaddi  otherwise  Bcgf- 
dtfCi  HiU^  in  this  Parish ; — 

"  And  he  endowed  the  two  Charities  with  "  all  those  three 
Ftkstoref  of  ground^  lying  near  the  Church  of  St,  Pancra$,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  beside  London,  containing  by  estimstion 
20  acres  more  or  less  -,  together  with  all  woods,  underwoods, 
&c.,  waters  and  fishings,  in  or  upon  the  same  :— 

'^  And  also,  all  those  pastures,  with  all  the  meadows  and 
lands  thereto  adjoining,  called  '*  dayfield,*'  in  Aldenham,  and 
all  those  pastures,  ground  or  grounds,  and  one  Croft,  with  one 
piece  of  meadow  thereunto  adjoining,  called  *'  Shoelea^r  in 
Aldenham ;  to  hold  the  said  three  Pastures  before  specified*  and 
an  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  The 
Master  and  Keeper,  or  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of  The 
Mystery  or  Art  of  Brewers  of  the  City  of  LoNnoN,  Gorer- 
nors  of  the  possessions,  goods,  chattels,  and  revenues,  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  and  Alms-houses  of  Richard  Platt, 
in  Aldenham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  and  to  their  Succes- 
sors.—Upon  especial  Trust,  that  they  and  their  Successors  ^onld 
yearly  employ  the  rents,  and  all  profit,  as  should  happen  to 
accrue  or  grow,  of  or  by  reason  of  the  premises,  or  any  of  them, 
for  and  towards  the  Maintenance  of  the  same  School  and  Alms- 
houses, and  of  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Poor  Peq)le  therein, 
from  time  to  time,  to  be  kept,  plac^,  and  relieved  ^  and  of  the 
reparations,  and  expenses,  touching  or  concerning  the  same, 
in  such  manner,  as  was  by  certaia  Ordinances  already  by  him  set 
down,  and  by  all  such  other  Ordinances,  as  by  hhn,  the  said 
Richard  Platt,  at  any  time  durii^  his  life,  should  be  set  down 
in  writing,  and  should  not^  by  writing  under  his  hand,  be  re- 
voked during  his  life.'* 
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By  an  Act  of  ParHament,  in  the  Forty-third  year  of 
•  King  Georgb  the  Third,  for  inclosing  the  common  fields 
and  waste  lands  in  this  Parish,  there  were  allotted  to  Th£ 
Bbbwers^  Company,

as  an  equivalent  for  all  their  antient  inclosed  lands  and  com- 
mon rights  in  Aldenham. 

The  pious  Founder  also  ordained  certain  Ruxes  to  be 
observed  for  the  government  of  his  Foundation  ;^- 

Among  which  he  directed  that  all  such  children  as  should  be 
taught  yreefy  in  this  School^  should  be  Children  of  poor  people 
inhabiting  in  the  Parish  of  Aldenham^  and  the  Children  of  the 
Freemen  of  The  Company  of  Brewers^  in  London ;  And  that,  if 
there  should  not  be  in  that  Town  and  Company,  so  many  to  fill 
up  the  room  and  number  of  Thbbbscorb,  thei  that  the  neigh- 
bouring Parishes  should  have  the  benefit  to  have  their  children 
Free  Sdiolars  of  the  same  School,  until  the  number  of  Three- 
score Free  Scholars  should  be  complete ;  every  Scholar  to  be 
admitted  by  The  Governors  of  the  School,  and  to  pay,  upon  his 
Admission,  Sixpence  to  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Fourpence  to  tlie 
Usher." 

The  Children  are  admitted  by  a  Deputation  from  The 
Brewers^  Company  usually  about  the  Month  of  Mat/. 
They  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  continue  as  long  as 
their  Parents  think  proper.  There,  are  few  others,  besides 
the  free  boys,  educated  at  this  School. 

Latin  and  Greek  are  not  now  taught ;  and  the  present 
plan  of  Education  is  that  of  Dr*  Bell. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £120.  per  cmnum^  out  of  which  he 
has  both  to  pay  the  Usher,  and  to  board  him.     This  Gen- 
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tleman  takes  two  or  three  Pupils  at  TUrty  gmneasper  on- 
num  each. 

The  Founder  also  ordained,  that  "  every  Poor  Body  to 
be  admitted  into  his  Alms-houses,  by  The  Govemois 
thereof,  whether  Man  or  Woman,  single  m*  in  state  of  Mar- 
riage or  Widowhood,  should  have  habitation  of  him  and  his 
fimiily  rent  firee,  and  have  every  quarter  10^.,  and  yearly, 
about  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  one  load  of  firewood,  to  be 
yearly  felled  and  taken  of  the  tops  and  shreds  of  trees, 
standing  in  or  upon  his  lands  and  grounds  in  Aldenham, 
and  also  every  Pensioner,  one  fiieze  gown  of  the  price  of 
ten  or  twelve  Shillings,  at  Christmas  yearly." 

Thb  School  which  is  substantially  built  of  brick,  is  situ- 
ate on  the  East  side  of  the  road  leading  frcnn  the  village  of 
Ald^iham  to  that  of  Elstree.  Over  the  door  are  the  Arms 
of  The  Founder^  carved  in  stone,  and  underneath  them  the 
following  inscription ; — ^^  This  Free  Grammar  Schocd  was 
founded  and  finished,  by  Richard  Platt,  Citizen  and  ^ 
Brewo*  of  London,  Anno  D'ni  ISS?.'* 

At  a  short  iUstanoe,  West  of  the  School,  are  the  Six 
Alks-housbs. 

Tlie  Master  was  appcnnted  at  first  to  be  chosen  by  The 
Baewbbs^  Company,  at  a  Court  wherein  T\velve  or  morr 
shall  be  assembled,  by  an  instrument  dated  the  1st  of 
June,  in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth: But,  upon  later  thoughts,  by  a  new  instrument 
dated  the  28th  of  November,  in  the  Forty-third  of  Elisa- 
beth, the  Governors  are  bound  mitsmjburieen  days  after 
notice  of  the  avoidance,  or  otherwise,  to  direct  thdr  Letters 
imder  their  Common  Seal  to  The  Masters  and  Fellows 
of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  to  desire  tliem  to  ocho- 
mend  to  their  election  and  nominate  within  One  Monih  after, 
three  Masters  of  Arts,  One  of  whom  is  to  be  chosen  by  th^EiL

CHIPPING  BARNET. 

The  Fbbe  Grammar  School  at  Chipping  Barnbt  was 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth  at  the  humble  Petition 
of  Robert  Earl  of  Leicester,  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  24th  of  March,  1573, — whereby  Her  Majesty  grant- 
ed,- 

That  there  should  be  one  Common  Grammar  School  in  the 
Town  of  Bamet,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  which  should  be 
called ''  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabkth,** 
&r  the  education,  learning,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth  in 
Grammar,  and  Literary  matter  or  Grammar  art, — with  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher  or  Under- Master :  —  • 

That  there  should  be  Twenty- poub  discreet  and  honest  men, 
who  should  be  Goyernobs  of  the  said  School,  and  the  Posses- 
sions thereof : — . 

That  they  shall  be  a  Body  Corporate  and  have  perpetual 
Succession,  and  be  able  to  have,  purchase,  and  receive  lands 
and  other  hereditaments  of  the  Crown,  or  of  any  other  per- 
sons:— 

That  when  anjr  of  the  Twenty-four  Governors  should  die,  the 
surviving  (jovemors,or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  elect  other 
fit  persons  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  or  the  neighbour- 
hood in  the  Counties  of  Hertford  and  Middlesex,  into  the  places 
of  them  so  dying  :— 

That  they  shall  have  a  Common.  Seal, — and  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  Courts  : — 

That  the  Majority  of  the  Governors  shall  elect  and  appoint 
the  Master  and  Usher,  so  often  as  for  causes  them  moving  shall 
seem  fit,  and  to  remove  them  and  elect  others,  according  to  their 
diicretion:  — 

And  to  make  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  Rule  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars,  and  the  Government 
and  Disposition  of  the  possessions  appointed  for  the  support  of 
the  same  School : — 

With  License  to  any  persons  to  give  lands,  &c.,  to  the  annual 
value  of  £40.  to  the  support  of  the  said  School,  notwithstanding 
the  Statute  of  Mortmain. 

Thb  Informadon  is  communicated  from  The  Chapel  of 
The  Rolls. 
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BERKHAMPSTEAD. 

The  Fbeb  Grambcae  School  at  Bsekhampstbad  ap- 
pears to  have  had  it^s  origin  as  early  as  the  Fifteenth  year  erf" 
King  Hekey  the  Eighth^  1524,  when  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  that  the  lands  of  The  Preadent, 
Warden,  and  Brethren  of  The  Hospital  or  Featerwtt 
of  Saint  John  Biqptist,  should  be  emplojred  towards  the 
erection  and  endowment  of  a  Free  Grammar  Sdiool  for  the 
Education  of  Children :  And  Dr.  John  Incent  or  Inno- 
cent, Dean  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Saint  Paul,  Loodon, 
at  that  time  President  of  this  Fratetni^,  and  anativeofthiB 
Town,  in  furtherance  of  this  pons  work,  gave  all  his  lands 
in  this  Parish  for  this  purpose,  and  appointed  a  Schoolmaa^ 
ter^  who  taught  in  the  House  belonging  to  this  Fraternity. 

In  the  Thirty-third  year  of  Henet  the  Eighth,  1542, 
Dr.  Incent,  in  order  to  place  this  Establishment  on  a 
more  secure  foundation,  obtained  license  fitxn  the  King, 
under  his  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  14th  of  October  in 
that  year,  <*  to  erect  and  found  one  Chantry  Perpetual, 
of  two  Chaplains  or  of  one  Chaplain,  within  the  Parish 
of  Berkhamsted :— And  also,  one  Free  School  within  the 
sud  Town,  of  one  mete  man  being  a  Schoolmaster,  and 
the  other  mete  man  being  an  Usher,  for  the  teaching  of 
Children  in  Grammaryr^^,  without  any  exaction  or  re- 
quest of  money  for  the  teaching  of  the  same  Children,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-foue  ; 
— ^And  that  the  said  School  and  Chantry,  so  erected  and 
founded,  should  be  caUed  "  Dean  Incent's  Free  Sdiool 
and  Chantry  at  Berkhamsted,^  for  evermore. — That  they 
should  be  one  Body  Incorporate,  and  that,  by  the  name  of 
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^^  The  MastBTy  Chaj^un,  or  Chaplains  and  Usher,  of  The 
Free  School  and  Chantry  of  Dean  Ikcekt  in  Berkhamsted,^ 
they  should  implead  others  and  be  impleaded, — have  a  Com- 
mon Seal, — and  should  be  able  to  purchase  lands,  in  Free 
and  Perpetual  Alms,  to  the  cleu*  yearly  value  of  JG40. ; — 
and  that,  after  the  death  of  the  said  John  Incent,  the 
King  and  his  Hdrg,  as  prindpal  Founders  of  die  School  and 
Chantry,  the  Chief  Master  ^id  Teacher  of  the  Children 
there,  according  to  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  said 
John  Incbkt  thereof  to  be  made,  might  lawfully  name  apd 
present  f<»  evermore.'^ 

In  pursuance  of  these  Letters  Patent,  the  Dean,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Inhabitants,  caused  a  handsome  brick-build- 
ing to  be  erected  on  the  North-East  side  of  the  Church-yard, 
consisting  of  a  School-house  furnished  at  each  end  wiUi  ap- 
propriate Lodgings  for  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Chaplain  of 
the  School :  And,  by  deed  dated  the  23d  of  March,  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  year  of  Hbnbt  the  Eighth,  1545,  placed  therein 
RiCHABD  Reeve,  M.  A.,  to  be  the  Chief  Master,  John 
AuDLBY,  B.  A.,  to  be  Usher,  and  John  East,  Clerk,  to  be 
first  Chaplain  of  the  Chantry,  and  granted  to  them  and  thdr 
Successors,  certain  Manors,  &c.,  in  the  Parish  of  Berkham^ 
sted  St  Peter,  and  divers  other  places  in  the  Coimties  of 
Buckingham  and  Hertford,  then  amounting  to  the  yearly 
value  of  £40. 

In  the  Second  and  Third  years  of  King  Edwabd  the 
Sixth,  1549-50,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  which, 
after  redting  that  ^<  forasmuch  as  the  King  was  informed 
that  the  said  Corporation  was  not  duly,  according  to  the 
Laws  of  the  Realm,  founded,  erected,  and  established ;  nor 
the  Sdioolmaster,  Usher,  and  Chaplain,  perfectly  incorpor- 
ated ;  but  that  divers  things  requisite  for  the  perfection  pf 
the  Foundation  and  Incorporation  were  not  duly  executed ; 
so  that  the  good  intent  of  the  Founders,  for  each  of  the 
same^  were  likely  to  be  frustrated^^  &c.     In  addition  to  the 
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provinoDs  made  by  the  above-redted  Letters  Patent,  among 
other  things,  it  was  enacted,  *^  That,  from  thence  the  same 
School  should  be  called  <^  The  Fseb  School  of  King  £]>- 
WARD  the  S^cthy  in  Bebkhamstep,^  and  that  the  Revenues 
of  the  Manors,  Lands,  &c.,  should  be  employed  by  the 
Master,  and  Usher,  in  manner  following ;  That  the  Master 
should  have  thereof  yearly,  for  his  Wages  for  the  tfachh^ 
of  the  said  Children,  £17..6..8. ;— The  Usher,  £a..l3..4. ; — 
And  that  the  residue  of  the  Revenues  should  be  yeariy  em- 
ployed about  the  relief  of  the  Poor  in  the  Town  of  Betk- 
hamsted,  and  the  repairs  of  die  House  of  the  School ; — and 
that  The  Wabdek  of  The  College  of  All  Souls,  in 
Oxfcxd,  should  and  might  every  7%trdyear,  viatthe  Sdiocl, 
with  power  to  displace  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  if  he 
should  find  that  they  did  not  do  their  duty  in  the  execution 
of  their  several  offices,  and  that  he  should  recdve  the  sum  of 
I3s..4d.  for  the  charge  of  his  respective  Viatations." 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  to  have  power  to  make  leases  for 
31  years  or  three  lives,  subject  to  waste,  reserving  the  usual 
rent,  or  more. 

Sometime  previous  to  the  year  iT'^y  ^^  Information  was 
filed  in  Chanceiy  by  the  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  ida- 
tion  of  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  of  this  Pari^ 
against  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  School,  for  muappU- 
cation  of  the  Revenues  thereof,  by  letting  on  Fines,  and 
converting  those  Fines  to  their  own  nsCy — spraying  an  account 
of  the  Rents  and  Fines,  with  prc^r  directions  (ot  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Funds. 

On  the  13th  of  July>  1744,  a  Decretal  order  was  made^  de- 
claring, that  the  Warden  of  All  Souls  was  Visitob  c^  the 
School,  but  that  the  Revenues  were  subject  to  Uie  jiuisdictioa  of 
this  Court,— and  an  account  was  directed  of  the  Rents  and  Pro- 
fits of  the  Manors,  &c.,  and  of  all  Fines,  received  by  the  Master 
and  Usher,  aUowing  their  Stipends,  the  Repairs,  &c.  3  the  Balance 
to  be  paid  into  Court,— with  directions,  that  the  lands,  then  out 
of  lease,  should  be  let  with  the  approbation  of  the  Master^—^and, 
in  case  any  Fines  were  taken^  they  were  to  be  applied^  Rni^  to 
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repairs,— reserving  the  consideratioD  as  to  the  residue,— with  re- 
spect to  which  any  of  Hhe  parties  were  to  be  at  liberty  to  lay  a 
Scheme  before  the  Master, — and  also  as  to  the  improved  In- 
come. 

By  another  Order,  dated  the  3d  of  May,  1753,  it  was  decla- 
red, that  the  Court  under  the  Letters  Patent  and  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment had  power  to  augment  the  Salaries  of  the  Master  and 
Usher :  and  a  reference  was  directed  to  the  Master  to  consider 
of  the  Augmentations,  &c. 

"  The  Master's  Report,  dated  the  23d  of  July,  1754,  and 
afterwards  confirmed,  improved  the  Scheme,  laid  before  him  by 
the  Master  of  the  School :  that  Two-tfurds  of  what  the  Lands 
then  produced,  or  the  future  increased  value,  should  be  allotted 
to  the  Master  and  Usher  -,  and  the  remaining  Third  for  the  Re- 
pairs, Taxes,  and  Poor  5  that  the  Balance,  due  from  the  late 
Master,  and  the  Fines,  lately  paid  into  the  Bank,  &c.,  should 
foUow  the  same  course  -,  and,  as  to  the  augmentation  for  the 
time  to  come  the  Defendant  proposed,  that  all  the  Rents,  Issues^ 
Fines,  and  Profits,  arising  from  the  Estate,  after  deducting 
Quit-Rents,  should  be  divided  into  Three  equal  parts,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  same  manner. 

By  another  Order,  dated  the  5th  of  May,  1790,  the  Master 
was  directed  to  consider  of  a  proper  Flan  for  letting  the  Charity 
Estates  in  future,  which,  by  his  Report,  dated  the  30th  of  June> 
179f ,  and  afterwards  confirmed,  he  considered  to  be  by  Public 
Auction  for  3 1  years,  or  lives  determinable  at  that  period,  partly 
on  Fines,  partly  on  Rents,  conformably  to  the  Plan,  mentioned  in 
the  Report  of  the  23d  of  July,  1754  3  the  Estates,  as  they  should 
fall  in,  to  be  let  from  time  to  time  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Master. 

In  1813,  a  Petition  was  presented  to  The  Chancellor,  under 
the  Act  then  lately  passed  (52^  Geo.  3.  c.  101),  authorizing  a 
summary  application,  in  cases  of  Breach  of  Trust  created  for 
Charitable  purposes,  stating  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  and 
the  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  above  mentioned. 
And  that  in  pursuance  of  the  Order  of  the  5th  of  May,  1790, 
parts  of  the  Estates  were  let  before  the  Master,  at  annual  Rents, 
amounting  to  £267..12..0.,  and  on  Fines  amounting  to  X'4300 : 
the  other  parts  of  the  Estates  being  let  on  leases,  having,  eight 
or  nine  years  to  run,  at  yearly  rents,  amounting  to  i.'150..11..0. 

That  the  Taxes,  Repairs,  &c.,  having  greatly  increased,  so  as 
to  exhaust  the  one-third  of  the  rents,  leaving  no  part  applicable 
to  the  Poor,  the  Petition  insisted,  that  the  Decree  of  the  13th  of 
July,  1744,  did  not  extend  to  future  Fines.— That  the  Order  of 
the  3d  of  May,  1753,  applied  only  to  the  augmentation  of  the 
Salaries  of  the  Master  and  Usher, — ^That  it  was  not  the  intent  of 
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the  Scheme^  ao  approved  by  the  Court,  that  Fines,  payable  on 
renewing  or  granting  leaaes  of  the  Charity  Estate,  diooid  be  ^ 
vided  as  annual  Profits, — And  tliat  the  Master  and  Usher  were 
not  entitled  to  the  two-thirds  of  the  jC4dOO.  now  to  be  received 
for  ¥lnes,  &c. — Praying  directions  for  the  application  of  the  sud 
sum  of  JG4300.,  and  of  all  future  Fines  and  the  future  manage' 
ment  of  the  Estates  and  Inoome,-^That  the  Biasler  may  af^xore 
of  a  Scheme  for  that  purpose,— «And,  if  necessary,  review  tiie 
former  Scheme. 

This  Petitidi  came  on  to  be  heard,  on  the  29th  of  July, 
1813^  when  Lord  Eldon  expressed  himself  as  follows, 
according  to  the  Reports  of  Vesey  and  Beames,  voL  2.  fp. 
187-143  ;— 

This  Petition  is  presented  under  the  late  Act  of  P^HamenC, 
giving  liberty  to  i^iply  by  Petition  in  a  siunmary  way  to  have 
5ie  Charity  properly  r^ulated  : — 

The  Declaration  of  the  Decree,  pronounced  in  1744,  that  the 
Warden  of  All  Souls  is  the  Visitor,  but  that  the  Revenues  were 
subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court,  is  perfectly  agreeable  to 
Law  5  and  calls  upon  me  to  lay  out  of  the  Case  aU  circumstan- 
ces relative  to  the  regulation  of  the  School,  which  fall  under  the 
cognizance  of  the  Visitor  :— 

The  Master  of  the  School  at  that  time  stated,  that  it  was  not 
his  fault,  that  there  were  no  Scholars  5— That  another  School, 
established  for  teaching  Arithmetic,  had  been  found  more  bene- 
ficial to  the  views  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place  -, — But  the 
Lord  Chancellor  said.  The  Warden  of  All  Souls*  College,  as  the 
VisiToa,  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  upon  that  subject  -,  and,  con- 
curring in  that  opinion,  1  have  nothing  to  do  with  so  much  of 
tins  Petition  as  complains  of  the  following  circumstances  -,  upon 
which,  if  they  afiford  ground  for  complaint,  that  complaint  must 
he  addressed  to  the  Visitor  -,  that  with  a  Fund  arising  from 
Fines,  amouning  now  to  near  £5000.,  to  be  distributed,  two- 
thirds  to  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  the  remaining  third  to  the 
Poor  of  the  Parish,  the  Master  is  resident  with  one  Scholar, — 
and  the  Usher  is  living  in  Hampshire,  All  that  is  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Visitor:  if  made  the  subject  of  complaint : — 

As  to  the  Revenue,  It  has  been  decided  by  The  Court,  and  is 
quite  clear,  that,  where  there  is  a  local  Visitor  as  to  the  conduct 
and  management  of  the  School,  if  in  the  original  instrument  a 
Trust  is  expressed  as  to  the  application  of  the  Revenue,  this 
Court  has  Jurisdiction  to  compel  a  due  application.  The  Court 
has  in  fact  and  practice  acted  upon  the  ground  of  such  Jurisdic- 
tion :  of  whidi  there  is  no  doubt : — 
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The  Cotistniction  that  has  been  given  to  the  Act  of  Pftrlia^ 
ment  and  Charter,  as  to  the  application  of  the  Revenues  of  this 
Foundation,  is  this, — confining  myself  now  to  the  actual  appli- 
cation of  the  Rents  previously  to  the  reference  directed  by  Lord 
Thublow  to  the  Master,  to  consider  of  a  Scheme  as  to  the  fu- 
ture application, — but,  without  adverting  to  the  several  orders^ 
it  may  be  represented  in  a  general  way,  that  the  Court  had 
approved  this  sort  of  distribution  of  the  Revenues  of  an  Estate^ 
let  in  the  way  I  shall  mention : — 

The  Court  has  expressed  an  Opinion,  that  it  has  authority  to 
control  the  power  in  the  Master  and  Usher  of  leasing  for  Three 
lives  or  Thirty-one  years,  if  it  should  appear  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Charity  not  to  act  upon  that  power.  Under  the  express 
tenns  of  ^  power  they  are  to  lease,  not  for  their  own  benefit 
ofify,  but  also  in  a  given  prc^rtionybr  the  benefit  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Parish.  Some  Leases  were  made  for  lives, — some  not  for 
lives, — and  until  the  Master's  Report  under  the  reference,  direc- 
ted by  Lord  Thurlow,  it  was  never  considered  as  a  plan  to  be 
generally  acted  upon,  that  all  the  estates  should  be  let  upon 
leases  for  Hiirty-one  years,  or  lives  determinable  upon  t^at  pe- 
riod, taking  laige  Fines  :«— 

The  Court  had,  however,  great  difficulty  to  determine,  what 
was  to  be  done  widi  the  Floes,  that  had  beoi  taken, — but  the 
final  distribution  of  the  Revenue  has  been  of  this  sort.  The 
distribution,  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Ftoliament  and  tiie 
Letters  Patent,  being  in  proportions^  indiidi  altogether  exhausted 
the  whole.  The  Court  tiiought,  the  di^ribution  of  the  Reve- 
nues^ wh^i  augmented,  must  be  in  the  same  pn^rtions ;  mak- 
ing an  addition  to  the  quota  of  each  -,  aad  accordingly^  where 
there  were  leases  vpon  Fines,  or  Rests*  the  distribution,  actu- 
ally made,  was  tw^-thirdi,  without  deducting  taxes  and  other 
outings,  to  die  Master  and  Usher, — the  other  thkdwas  applied 
to  the  charges  and  mttgoings  af  all  the  titree  tAareff,*-and  what 
remained  was  distributed  to  the  Poor  of  the  Paridi : — 

Upon  aa  a{^1ication  to  Lord  Thurlow  as  lo  the  distribution 
of  some  of  the  Funds,  this  seems  to  have  struck  him  as  a  stngu* 
larmanageaunt  of  a  Charity  estate,— and  these  is  one  material 
Petition  and  Order,  bringing  to  the  view  of  die  Court  this,— • 
which  seems  to  have  been  forgotten  in  the  Scheme  that  had 
been  approved, — that  in  consequence  of  diis  species  of  letting^ 
api^ied  very  generally,  but  not  universally,  when  leases  were 
r^iewed  iq>on  Fines,  there  was  something  material  coming  to 
the  Parish, — that  on  the  other  hand,  after  giving  die  portion  of 
the  annual  rents  to  the  Master  and  Usher,ikee  of  all  deductions, 
the  remaining  third  for  the  Poor,  after  leaving  all  outings 
upon  the  whole  estate,  i^  nothing  to  he  given  to  the  Poor  in 
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those  yeanj«-'the  annual  charges  eating  out  one-third  of  the 
suiphui  3  ao  that  the  Receiver  was  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Couit 
to  authorize  him  to  deduct  from  the  other  two-thirds  the  defi- 
ciency of  that  third  to  answer  those  charges,—-aiming  at,  thongh 
not  distinctly  praying,  a  Declaration,  authoridng  scnne  arrange- 
ment, that  would  give  something  to  the  Poor  of  the  Pariah, — 
fbnning  one  of  the  objects,  to  receive  something  annually : — 

Lord  Thublow  made  an  Order,  directing  a  Reference  to  the 
Blaster  to  consider  of  a  better  Scheme  for  letting  the  Estate. 
It  probably  occurred  to  His  Lordship,  that  this  mode  of  letting 
operated  directly  to  disi^point  one  object  of  the  Charity, — and, 
that,  if  it  was  fit,  that  these  Fines  should  be  taken,as  they  wouM 
probably  very  largely  increase,  it  should  be  considered,  whether 
the  profits  arising  in  that  shape,  should  not  be  made  a  perman- 
ent Fund,  yielding  a  permanent  Revenue  for  the  Schoolmaster 
and  Usher,  and  ^eir  Successors,  and,  as  to  one-third,  for  the 
Fbor, — probably  also  thinking  this  not  at  all  a  proper  mode  of 
letting  a  Charity  Estate : — 

The  Report,  made  in  1792,  and  approved  aftarwardsby  The 
Lords  Commissioners,  states  the  ground  upoa  whidi  the  Master 
went,  not  only  as  to  the  Farms  out  of  lease,  but  as  to  all  the 
Estates  in  future, — the  Leases  not  being  less  than  Thiity-eigfat 
in  number, — and  the  reasoning  would  apply  equally  to  the  estate 
of  any  Tenant  in  fee, — that  by  letting  without  Fines  needy  per- 
sons might  become  Tenants, — the  Tenants  being  to  covenant  to 
repair,  and  leave  in  repair  :— 

The  Report  proceeds  therefore  to  state,  that,  as  the  Leases 
should  expire,  all  the  lands  should  be  let  upoa  Fines  at  small 
rents.  As  a  general  application,  if  there  were  no  particular  cir- 
cumstances, this  reasoning  would  in  the  case  of  an  InfiBint  call 
upon  the  Court  to  take  the  same  course,— as  there  might  be 
very  bad  Tenants,  who  would  not  do  justice  to  the  Farms,«— but 
the  answer  to  that  would  be,  that  good  Tenants  might  be  pro- 
cured, who  would  do  them  justice : — 

Giving  credit,  however,  to  the  argument,  that  in  the  covenant 
to  build  upon  the  estate  the  Landlord  may  receive  a  considen- 
tion  for  a  long  lease,  if  the  same  lease  contains  on  the  Tenant's 
part  a  covenant  to  sustain  and  leave  all  those  buildingB  in  suffi- 
cient repair,  taking  that  to  have  been  Uie  condition  of  all  these 
Farms,  upon  what  ground  am  I  to  infer,  that,  though  such  a 
lease  was  necessary  in  that  instance,  it  was  equally  necessary 
afterwards,  when  that  very  lease  provided,  that  those  drcnm- 
stances,  in  consideration  of  which  such  peculiar  leases  were  to 
be  made,  should  not  exist, — and  why,  if  that  was  proper  as  to 
one  Farm,  which  required  expensive  buildings,  was  every  Farm, 
though  not  under  the  same  circumstance^  to  be  let  in  the  same 
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way^ — and  again  at  the  expiration  of  those  leases,  when  no  such 
reason  could  exist  ? — 

In  1794  this  Report  was  confinned>  and  the  Leases  directed 
to  be  so  made,  not  only  then,  but  in  all  future  time.  Afterwards 
an  application  was  made  to  Lord  LouanBORouoH  about  the 
Taxes, — who  would  only  go  the  length  of  giving  to  the  Receiver, 
what  the  whole  annual  Income  of  the  Parish  would  not  pay  of 
those  outgoings,  which  the  Receiver  was  not  authorized  to  take 
out  of  the  proportions  of  the  Master  and  Usher : — 

The  present  application  arises  out  of  what  passed  in  18<)4,  and 
there  is  difficulty  enough  upon  it, — not  in  praying  a  Reference 
to  the  Master  to  review  the  Scheme,  upon  which  the  Estate  is 
now  let,  with  reference  to  the  future,  and  to  receive  a  Plan  for 
the  better  management  of  the  Estate,  and  distribution  of  the 
Revenue,  having  regard  to  the  proportion  of  division  by  the 
Letters  Patent  as  to  die  original  Income, — but  upon  the  Proposal 
fbr  future  letting,— and,  if  the  Master's  Opinion  should  be  in 
favour  of  Fines,  as  to  the  application  of  those  Fines  either  as 
annual  Revenue,  or  a  permanent  Fund,  subject  to  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Court : — 

The  first  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  persons,  who,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Coiut,  have  actually  contracted  fbr  leases.  It 
would  be  very  difficult  to  dispossess  those^  who  have  become 
Tenants,  or  continued  Occupation,  relying  upon  the  ^th  of 
biddings  before  the  Master,  that  they  were  to  have  leases.  I 
wish,  therefore,  to  know  the  nature  of  their  contracts,  the  par- 
ticular state  of  each  Tenant  as  to  his  lease  and  his  money.  The 
Proceedings  in  this  Charity  from  beginning  to  end  require  me  to 
say,  that,  if  the  present  Scheme  and  Management  are  not  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  objects  of  the  Charity,  it  must  no  longer 
go  on  so,— which  is  very  different  from  the  consideration  as  to 
the  time  past, — having  regard  to  the  expectations  of  persons, 
who  have  been  dealing  upon  the  authority  of  the  Court,— much 
as  I  conceive  the  Court  was  mistaken  in  what  was  done  in 
1792:— 

I  desire,  therefore,  to  have  a  statement  of  the  respective 
names  of  the  Bidders,  the  times  of  bidding,  of  confirming  the 
Report,  and  what  was  done  with  the  money,  whether  Fines  or 
Purchase  Money,  at  the  times  of  confirming  those  Biddings,  or 
since: — 

Refer  it  to  the  Master  to  consider  of  a  Proposal,  with  liberty 
to  any  party  to  lay  Proposals  before  the  Master,  for  the  future 
management  of  the  Estate, — ^with  power  to  review  all  the  plans, 
before  adopted, — and,  if  the  Master  shall  be  of  opinion,  that 
it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  thai  all  or  any  of  the  lands 
i|hould  hereafter  be  let  upon  Fines,  or  partly  upon  fines,  to  be 
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at  liberty  to  reoelire  PhipoMls,  and  to  state  his  opinion  upon 
them  as  to  the  application  of  tiiose  Fines,  either  as  divisible  at 
the  time  they  are  paid,  or  being  considered  as  a  perman^it  Fond 
fbr  the  future  interest  of  the  respective  objects  of  the  Charity, — 
and  to  state  liis  Opinion  upon  bH  these  matters,  liaving  doe  re- 
gard to  the  Letters  Patent^  Uie  Act  of  Parliament,  and  all  the 
subsequent  Proceedings  of  this  Court. 

On  the  28tb  of  April,  1814^  The  Master  and  Udier  pie- 
sented  a  Petition,  stating,  that  several  of  the  Charity  Es- 
tates had  lately  been  let  with  the  approbation  <£  the 
Master  at  increased  Rents  and  Fines,  the  Fines  amountii^ 
to  £4303,— -and  innsting,  that  the  Petitioners  were  entitled, 
as  th^  Predecessors,  to  two-thirds  of  the  nxmey,  arising 
from  such  Fines,  in  the  proportbns,  as  between  thenudves, 
of  Two-thirds  to  the  Master,  and  one  Third  to  the  Usher. 
The  Petition,  farther  stating,  that  the  Master  had  expended 
oHisiderable  sums  in  substantial  repairs  and  improvements, 
prayed  an  account  of  the  money  so  laid  out,  and  an  appli- 
cation of  the  Fund  in  the  Bank  on  account  of  the  Fines: 
viz..  Two-thirds  to  the  Petitioners  in  the  pn^rtioiis  before 
stated :  the  Costs  and  Improv^nents  to  be  paid  oiit  oi  the 
remaining  third :  and  the  surplus  to  go  according  to  the  Act 
of  Edwabd  the  Sixth. 

On  the  hearing  of  this  Petition,  Ths  Lord  Chancsixob 
said,^- 

''  I  am  satisfied^  that  the  Question,  how  these  Fines  ior  the 
time  past  are  to  be  disposed  of,  has  devolved  upon  me  as  a 
consequence  of  the  change  of  The  Great  Seal  from  Lord  Thuk- 
LOW  to  The  Lords  Commissioners  in  1792*  Lord  TniraLow'a 
Order  was  calculated  to  set  right  the  mode  of  dealing  with  the 
estate,  which  had  prevailed :  and  The  Lords  Commis^onen  did 
not  sufficiently  attend  to  the  principle,  on  which  Lord  Thur- 
LOW  ordered  a  review  of  the  Application  which  had  been  direct- 
ed by  Lcnrd  Hardwicke  : — 

'^  The  only  difficulty  I  have  in  this  case  is  upon  the  point, 
whether  I  have  any  thing  more  to  do  with  the  Fines  fbr  the 
time  past  than  to  distribute  them  according  to  the  existing 
Trusts,  actually  aUachiog  upon  them.  Were  I  the  FUUor, 
as  I  am  not^  I  might  stato  an  Opinion :   but  I  am  out  of  my 
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place  in  observing^  that^  as  Visitor,  I  should  admonish  the  Mas- 
ter, or  Usher,  of  this  School  in  Hertfotdshire,  residing  in  Sam- 
ersetshire,  however  usefully  employed.  The  Master  might  as 
well  reside  elsewhere  as  the  Usher:  but  both  ought  to  be, 
where  they  will  be  ready  to  do  the  duty,  and  can  do  it :  and  it 
is  impossible  to  say,  they  can  be  as  properly  employed  else- 
where, with  reference  to  the  objects  of  this  Foundation,  as  if 
they  were  resident  in  the  place,  where  that  Duty  is  to  be  per- 
formed. This  is  a  Royal  Foundation  Under  whidi  The  Master 
and  Usher  are  Corporators.  As  long  as  they  remain  so,  and 
the  Visitor  does  not  think  proper  to  remove  them,  they  must 
in  a  Court  of  Justice  hare  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  Revenues, 
which  belong  to  them  by  the  same  instrument,  that  gives  them 
the  Corporate  Character.  The  Question  now  before  me  is 
not  as  to  their  conduct,  but  how  the  Rents  and  Profits  have 
been  actually  given  to  the  persons,  holding  these  situations; 
and,  unless  I  am  to  conclude,  that  from  the  year  1792  an  im- 
proper mode  of  letting  these  Estates  has  prevailed  in  the  Mas- 
ter's office,  I  do  not  see  my  way  to  refuse  Two-Thirds  of  the 
profits  for  the  time  past, — ^having  no  right  to  withold  that,  to 
which  they  have  a  present  title.** 

These  honourable  sentiments,  so  clearly  and  forcibly 
expressed  by  The  Cuancellob,  deserve  to  be  made  still 
more  puUic,  dian  by  a  volume  of  Reports  of  Proceedings 
in  The  Court,  which  no  one  but  a  Practitioner  reads. 

By  those  Proceedings  it  appears,  that  the  original  in- 
tention of  the  Foundation  was,  that  the  Children  of  the 
Town  should  be  there  educated,  and  that  the  Poor  should 
have  the  benefit  <rf  one-third  of  the  Estate, — That  the 
Master  and  Usher  being  in  possession,  availed  themselves 
of  the  power  given  to  them  of  letting  Leases  on  Fines,  ihe 
whole  of  which  they  converted  to  their  own  use,  totally  ex- 
eluding  the  Poor  from  wny  participcUion  therein, — That 
they  threw  the  whole  burden  of  Taxes  and  Repairs  on  the 
one-third  designed  for  the  Poorf  by  which  means  the  whole 
of  the  great  Rents  was  converted  to  their  own  use,  and  the 
third  which  was  designed  for  the  Poor,  was  wholly  swal- 
lowed up  by  Taxes  and  Repairs, — ^That,  at  the  hearing  of 
this  matter  in  1813,  ihe  School  woe  a  complete  Sinecwre,  as 
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to  the  original  intent  of  teaching  the  diiUbnen  of  the  Town, 
— ^That  the  Master  took  a  few  Pupils  into  his  House,— And 
that  the  Usher  raided  in  Hampshire. 

A  few  years  snce,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  Corpo- 
ration sold  Seven  detached  pieces  of  land,  containing  alto- 
gether Thirty  acres,  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land  Tax, 
€hi  ^ed  upon  the  whole  SdKx>l  Estate. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Dupse, — the 
Usher  is,  the  Revd.  Michael  Dupb^ 
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BUNTINGFOED. 

Tbb  GftAMMAE  School  at  Buktikopobd  was  founded  by 
Mn.  Elisabeth  Frbbhan,  B^ct  of  Willlui  Fbebmak, 
Eiq.,  of  Jspeden  Hatt^  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  prior  to 
the  year  1633 ;  and  endowed  with  about  9  acres  of  land  in 
the  Parish  of  Great  Munden,  now  let  at  £\2.A2..Q  per 


In  1652«  Lady  Jakb  Basxhax  gave  £100.»  the  rent 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  Master,  for  teading  Five  po(« 
children*  It  is  charged  upon  an  estate  at  Chipping^  and 
yields  tti  annuity  of  £5. 

There  is  no  fund  whi^tevelr  for  the  rqpairB  of  the  School- 
house  and  Pfenu8e8,-*and  the  present  Master  depended 
between  £200.  and  £300.  in  the  Summer  of  18 1 S,  only  upon 
such  repairs. 

The  Patron  and  Visitor  of  this  School  is,  Philip  Earl  of 
Habdwickb,  E.g. 

I>r«  SsTff  Wa&d,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  a  name  revered 
in  this  his  native  place,  and  who  was  himself  educated  at 
this  School,  besides  the  liberal  Foundation  of  an  Hospital, 
— gave  £1000.  to  Chbist'^s  College,  Cambridge,  with 
which  an  Estate  was  bou^tat  Wimbishj  in  Essex,  and  settled 
for  the  pajrment  of  Foub  Scholarships  qS  £\2.per  cmmm 
each. — ^His  Lordship  afterwards  purchased  Fee-farm  r^pits 
to  the  Vakie  of  £22..1 1..0.  per  OfMwm^  to  be  setded  for  the 
same  uses  as  the  Estate  at  IFimUtf^.— He  ordered  the  Four 
Scholarships  to  be  first  paid,  and  the  overplus  to  be  equally 
divided  between  The  Master  and  Fdlows  of  Christ  s  Coll^, 
and  the  Master  of  Buntingford  School. 

These  Sdiokrshipa  are  appropriated  to  persons  bom  in 
-flW^/inbAff^^  and  educated  in  BiJinwoFORn  School;  and 
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oftbeniy  audi  as  are  born  in  tbe  Parish  of  Aspeden  or  Town 
of  Buntingford,  ojrterii  parUmSf  are  to  be  preferred. 

If,  upon  vacanqr,  none  of  Buntingford  School  are  qualified, 
The  Master  and  Fdlows  are  to  inqinre  fer  a  HerffbrdMrt 
Sdiolar  in  the  Universi^,  and,  if  anj  such  be  found,  be  is 
to  be  adnntted  to  the  Sdio]ar8hip,«-If  no  such  supply  is  to 
be  met  with,  upon  notice  given  by  The  College  to  the  Master 
of  Buntingford  Sdmol,  he  is  to  signify  to  die  Masters  of  the 
neigbbourii^  Schools  in  Hertfcrdshire  (particularly  Stntfecd, 
Hitdiin,  Ware,  and  Hertford)  the  time  appointed  bj  The 
College  for  the  admission,  the  number  of  vacancies,  and 
qualification  of  persons  digiUe,  that  they  are  HertfiiidsiBre 
bom,  and  educated  in  some  Free  and  Public  Sdiool  Kcmawi 
in  this  County,  to  the  end  that  ttiy  one  so  qualified  may  i 
himsdf  to  The  College. -^If,  upon  this  notice,  non 
himself.  The  Oblige  may  elect  out  of  their  own  Students 
the  most  deserving. 

These  Sdiolardiips  may  be  hokkn  a  year  after  Master  of 
Arts,  provided  that  Degree  is  rq;ulariy  taken,  altiioagh  the 
person  be  dected  FeUow. 

The  Master  of  Buntii^ord  Scfaod  is  to  teach  Foom  Boys 
fiedy,  for  his  moiety  of  the  overfdus  money  of  the  rent  of 
the  Estates  given  by  the  good  Prdate.  The  boys  are  to  be 
nominated  by  die  Rectcnr  of  Aspeden  and  Vicar  of  Laystoa, 
out  of  their  own,  or  any  bordering  Parish. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Samuel  Dswx,  K.  A^ 
flMrmerly  of  Trinity  and  BiOHol  Cdkges,  Oxford,  who  tal^s 
Pupils  upon  the  fdilowing  Terms : —

.  Three  months^  nodce^or  payment  forthree  months^  board 
is  expected  before  a  Scholar  leaves  the  Sdiool. 

.  According  to  the  Biographia  BrUanmcOj  the  beneficent 
Bishop,  immediately  after  his  election  to  the  See  of  Exbtxb, 
*'  set  about  repairing  the  Episcopal  Palace, — augmented  the 
poor  Vicarages, — increased  the  Prebends,  from  Four  to 
Twenty  pounds  a  year, — ^procured  the  Deanry  of  Bwrien  to 
be  annexed  to  the  Bishopric  of  Exeter,— and  by  these  acts 
of  Munificence,  with  many  instances  of  hb  capadty  for  busi- 
nessy  became  the  most  oonriderable  man  on  the  Bishops^  bench. 
In  1667  he  was  translated  to  the  Bishopric  of  Salisbury,  being 
elected^the  5th  and  confirmed  the  I2U1  of  September.  He  was 
very  acceptable  to  the  chief  persons  in  that  Diocese,  and 
obtained  great  respect  and  esteem  by  his  extenave  charity, 
and  cheerful  hosptality.  As  he  had  done  at  Exeter,  he 
caused  here  the  Cathedral,  and  his  own  Palace,  to  be 
thoroughly  repaired, — ^the  latter  at  the  expense  of  above 
JC2OOO.  And  contributed  largely  towards  making  the  river 
Amn  navigable  to  Salisbury,  not  only  with  bis  money,  but 
advice  and  interest,  and  his  application  to  those  in  power. 
To  his  own  See  he  was  a  great  benefactor,  by  causing  the 
Honourable  Officeof  Chancellor  of  the  Order  of  the  Gabtbk 
to  be  restored  and  annexed  to  it  for  ever,  after  it  had  been 
withheld  from  his  Predecessors  a  Hundred  and  Thirty-two 
years.  But  the  noblest  monument  of  his  Beneficence,  was 
Thb  College  of  Matboks  in  Salisbury,  founded  by  him 
in  1682,  for  the  reception  and  maintenance  of  Ten  Women, 
the  Widows  of  orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury. 
Two  years  after,  he  erected  a  fair  building  at  Buntingford, 
his  native  place,  consistmg  of  Eight  Mannons,  and  each 
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1  of  four  looniSy  two  above  tlttin  and  two  bdoW|  fir 


the  recepdon  and  nudntenanoe  of  Foes  Poor  MKy^andFovE 
Pooa  WoMSV,  whobad  fived  haDdaorady^andby  miifivtune 
were  reduced  to  poverty, — die  aUowanoe  to  eadi  b  £l(k  t 
year.  He  ako  augmented  die  stipend  of  tbelUniateraDdcf 
the  Scboobnaster  in  that  Town.  And  gave  £600.  to  btUi 
out  in  land,  and  the  mt  empbyed  in  putta^  out  Tran 
Poor  Children  Approitioea  yearly  out  of  A^irdm  aad

Thb  Grammar  School. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Town  of  Hertford  was 
founded  by  Richard  Hale,  Esq.,  of  Cheshunt,  in  the 
Foinrieenth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the  First, 
1617. 

In  the  Letters  Patent,  it  is  expressed  to  have  been  **  pro 
eruditione  et  instructione  Puerorum  et  Juvenum  in  LinguA 
Latindy  et  alidpolitiori  Literaiur&T* 

It  is  subsequently  named,  according  to  the  desire  of  The 
Founder,  "  The  School  of  Richard  Hale,  Esq.,"  for 
the  instruction  and  bringing  up  of  Children  and  Youth  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hertford  in  the  Latin 
Tongue,  and  other  Literature. 

No  more  precise  description  occurs  of  what  the  Master  is 
bound  to  teach ;  and,  it  is  presumed,  according  to  the  practice 
of  Dr.  Carr,  a  former  eminent  Master,  and  that  of  Grammar 
Schools  in  general,  that  English,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic, 
not  being  mentioned  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  Sta- 
tutes, were  liable  to  a  moderate  charge,  which  Dr.  Carr 
made  at  Half  a  guinea  per  Quarter ;  and  which  has  pro- 
perly been  continued  by  the  present  Master,  William  Do- 
BIN80N,  Esq.,  during  a  Mastership  of  somewhat  more  than 
Ten  years. 

As  there  is  no  limitation,  mentioned  in  the  Statutes,  of 
the  number  of  boys  to  be  admitted,  it  must  be  obvious  that 
the  School,  without  this  small  pecuniary  restriction,  would 
be  altogether  insuffident  to  contmn  those  of  every  descrip^ 
turn,  who  might  apply  for  admisdon  ;  and,  consequently, 
the  Master  would  be  so  much  embarrassed  as  to  be  quite 
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iinabe  to  pay  the  necessary  attention  to  the  ^  PoRtiori  lA- 
terahircT  expressed  in  the  Letters  Patent,  without  more 
Assistants  than  the  Statutes  appoint,  which  is  only  One. 

The  Salaries  to  the  Master,  and  his  Asdstant,  arise  &om 
£800.  bequeathed  for  the  purchase  of  Lands  and  Tenemaits 
to  that  amount,  in  the  Town  and  neighbourhood  of  Hert- 
ford, which  purchase  was  made  by  Rowland  Hale,  £sq^ 
a  Descendant  and  Heir  of  the  Founder,  and  now  produces 
£20.  per  annum  to  the  Master ;  £10.  to  the  Assistant;  and 
£10.  more  for  keeping  the  premises  in  due  repair. 

It  need  scarcely  be  observed,  that  such  sums  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  would  be  totally  inadequate  to  the  maintenance  of 
either  the  Master  or  his  Assistant ;  and,  therefore,  Boarders 
are  admitted.  These  Scholars,  like  the  number  of  those  on 
the  Foundation,  are  unlimited;  but  are  on  an  a?arage, 
about  Thirty,  at  Twenty-five  or  Thirty  guineas  jier  aiimifn 
each. 

The  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation  are  about 
Forty ; .  but,  as  many  of  them  are  taught  French  (a  lan- 
guage not  mentioned  in  the  Statutes),  and  other  Literature, 
an  additional  half  guinea  per  Quarter  is  charged ;  and  all 
who  apply,  have  admission. 

The  School  was  undoubtedly  intended  by  The  Founds, 
chiefly  for  Classical  education,  being  erected  at  a  period 
when  the  Commerce  of  the  Coimtry  was  scarcely  to  be 
named  with  that  of  the  present  age.  This  Classical  instruc- 
tion is  still  continued  in  tlie  School,  but  not  to  that  extent, 
perhaps,  originally  intended  by  The  Founder; — PfurdruSy 
Ovid,  Virgilf  and  sometimes  Horace,  are  read  by  the  Se- 
nior Boys ;  and  some  have  read  the  Greek  Testament,  and 
part  of  Homer ;  though  there  are  mme,  at  present,  who  are 
engaged  in  the  latter  language,  as  the  Parents  think  it  alto^ 
gether  unnecessary  for  boys,  chiefly  designed  for  Commer- 
dal  flituations.  The  Grammars  made  use  of,  are  the  Eton 
Latin  and  Greek. 
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There  are  Sevbn  Scholahships  at  Peter-Hopse,  Cam- 
bridge, of  jC14.  per  annum,  founded  by  Bernard  Hale, 
S.T.  F. ;  but,  for  many  years  past,  none  of  the  eons  of  the 
Freemen  or  Inhabitants  have  been  sent  to  The  University^ 
fcNT  the  reason  already  assigned. 

For  the  same  reason  also  Lord  Viscount  Melbourne, 
who  has  the  present  appointmei^  to  the  Mastership,  is  more 
inclined  to  promote  Commercial  than  Classical  Learning,  as 
more  adyantagieous  to  the  InhaUtants,  being  vested  with  a 
power  ^^  to  add  and  alter y  change,  disallow,  or  disannul  any 
qfthe  Statutes,  as  often  as  he,  or  his  Assigns,  shaU  think  Jit 
or  i\eedful,for  the  good  govemmmttf  the  School.^ 

Ralph  Minors,  formerly  Master,  gave  to  the  Parish  of 
All  Saints  £10.  in  Trust :  The  interest  of  which  is  to  pur- 
chase "  Three  pair  (^  White  Gloves^  for  the  Mayor,  Justice 
of  Peace,  and  Minister,  who  shall  attepd  9t  the  Orations  of 
the  Scholars,  at  th&r  breaking  up  at  Christmas ;  the  re- 
mainder to  be  given  to  the  well-deserving  Scholars  or  Poor, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Justice. 

In  case  of  a  yacancy  in  the  Mastership,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  during  the  Minority  of  Lord  Melbourne,  or  his 
Successors,  The  Corporation  of  Hertford,  who  are  styled 
^^  Governors,^'  have  a  right  to  appoint 

A  Dwelling-House,  suflBciently  commodious  for  the  Mas- 
ter, being  deemed  expedient,  the  present  Residence  was 
built  about  the  year  17^79  by  subscription;  which  when 
Mr.  DoBiNsoN  was  appointed,  was  in  such  a  state  of  dilapi- 
dation, with  the  School  and  other  parts  of  the  premises, 
that  repairs  to  the  amount  of  jC7B5.  were  found  necessary 
to  rdnstate  them.  This  was  also  accomplished  by  the 
Subscription  of  Lord  Melbourne,  and  other  Noblemen, 
and  the  Members  for  the  County  and  Borough  with  the 
Corporation  and  Gentry  of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, 
and  some  of  the  Inhabitants,  including  also  a  contribution 
of  The  Master  of  £120.  (not  very  usual  in  such  repain^, 
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and,  subfequently,  of  nearly  £70.  more  fcnr  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

Several  Grentlemen  of  the  highest  respectalnlity  have  been 
educated  at  this  School;  among  whom  may  be  enume- 
rated,—

The  East  India  College  School. 

The  East  India  College  School  at  Hestfoed  was 
founded  in  the  year  1806,  by  The  Honble,  The  East 
India  Company,  when  they  estaUbhed  their  College 
there :— in  which  Pupils  might  be  admitted  at  an  early 
age,  for  the  purpose  of  bebg  prepared  for  admission  into 
The  College.     But  it  is  also  open  to  the  Public  at  large. 

The  Company  have  a  lease  of  Hertford  Castle,  for  Twen- 
ty-one years,  from  1806,  which  is  appropriated  to  the  resi- 
dence of  The  Head  Master. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  noble  School 
is  extensive; — ^namely,  The  Greek,  Latin,  Persian,  Hin- 
d(istany,  French,  and  English  Languages; — ^Writing, 
Arithmetic,  Mathematics,  History,  and  Greography,  Draw- 
ing, Dancing,  &c. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  M.  H.  Luscombb,  D.  D., 
who  is  allowed  Hertford  Castle  as  his  residence*,  rent  free ; 
but  without  any  other  privilege  besides  this  and  the  Patron- 
age of  The  Company.  This  worthy  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils ;  his  terms  being,  for  boys  above  the  age  of  Ten 
years,  Seventy  guineas  per  annum^  and  for  those  under 
that  age,  Fifty  guineas  per  annum ;  which  sums  include 
Board  and  lastruction  in  all  the  above  mentioned  branches, 
excepting  the  Oriental  Languages,  for  both  of  which  a 
charge  is  made  of  Four  guineas  a  year. 

The  Summer  Vacation  commences  on  the  20th  of  June, 
and  ends  on  the  31st  of  July.  The  Winter  Vacation  oom- 
moices  on  the  20th  of  December,  and  ends  on  the  31st  of 
January. 
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STANSTED  ABBOTS,  near  Hoddesdon. 

The  Gsammae  School  at  Stanbteb  Abbot'^s  was  founded 
about  the  year  1630,  by  Sir  Ralph  Bash  or  Baesh,  and 
endowed  with  a  House  and  Schocd-room  under  the  same 
roof,  and  £20.  per  anmifn  (or  a  Master,  diaiged  upon  the 
Manor  and  pmd  by  the  Ixml,  tc^ther  with  some  odier 
Charities  directed  by  the  benevolent  Founder.  And  it  is 
gratifying  to  record,  that  these  have  all  been  honourably 
paid,  ever  since  the  Estate  has  been  in  the  Family  of  Fiulds, 
which  is  now  about  a  Century  and  an  half. 

Latin  is  not  now  taught. 

The  Master's  Stipend  has  lately  been  increased  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  and  the  presoit  system  of  Eduoatiea  is 
on  the  improved  National  Plan. 
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STEVENAGE. 

The  Free  School  at  Stbvenaos  was  founded  in  the  year 
155S,  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of  The  Revd.  Thomas  Al- 
len, who  endowed  it  with  20  marks  per  annum,  payable 
out  often  acres  of  land  situate  near  the  Town,  now  worth 
about  £20.  a  year,— and  which  he  vested  in  The  Masi^sb, 
Fellows,  and  Scholabs  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge, 
with  power  to  appoint  the  Master  of  the  School,  who  must 
be  a  Master  of  Arts. 

The  College  some  time  after  purdiased  a  House  for  the 
Mast^,  upon  condition  that  he  should  keep  it  in  repair. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely, 
free  (^expense  for  the  Chssics.  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age  capable  of  instruction, — ^but  the  present  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  confined  solely  to  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
and  about  SO  Scholars  attend,  at  the  expense  of  their  Par- 
ents or  Friends ;  as  there  is  not,  nor  has  for  many  years 
been,  one  boy  upon  the  Foundation. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  E.  Bradbury,  whose 
Salary  is  Jei3..6..8.  per  annum,  paid  by  Trinity  Coll^. 
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BISHOP'S  STORTFORD. 

Thb  Geammab  School  of  Bishop^s  Stortfobd  ^iiobf^ 
exisU.  The  whole  Establishment,  together  with  the  Sdnwl- 
house,  is  in  ruins^* 

The  Library,  which  is  considered  a  scarce  and  TaluaUe 
ocdlection  of  books,  is  depoated  at  The  Vicarage,— ^  but 
they  also  are  going  to  decay T 

Sir  Henrt  Chaukct,  Ent.,  the  Historian  <^the  Couoty 
of  Hertford,  was  educated  at  this  School. 
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GODMANCHESTER,  near  Huntingdon. 


Thb  Free  School  at  Godmanchestee  was  founded  by 
Queen  Elizabeth,  who,  by  Letters  Patent,  placed  it  under 
the  management  of  certain  Teustees,  to  whom  The 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholaes  of  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  are  bound  to  pay  i.*20.  fcr  annum  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  of  the  School,  out  of  a  Farm  situate  at  God- 
manchester,  which  was  settled  upon  The  College  by  Sir 
Walter  Mildmay.  A  House  was  also  given  for  the 
readence  of  the  Master. 

It  was  originally  intended  to  be  a  Grammar  School ;  but 
is  now  used  only  as  a  School  to  teach  English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic. 

The  School  is  now  open  for  the  Children  of  Freemen  of 
the  Borough  of  Godmanchester  indefinitely,  free  of  expense ; 
formerly  a  sum  of  money  was  paid  on  their  admission. 
There  are  usually  about  Twenty  other  boys  who  attend  the 
School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as 
long  as  their  Parents  please.  They  are  nominated  by  the 
Trustees. 
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The  {Hreaont  Master  is,  Mr.  Richaed  Gaitnt,  who  resides 
in  the  House,  rent  free.  His  Salary  and  Emcduments  are 
about  £28..  13..6.|i0rafifitif9i;  aiid,he  b  allowed  to  take  ai^ 
number  of  Children  to  instruct,  who  are  not  the  sons  of 
Freemen. 

The  Seal  prefixed  to  this  description,  b  from  an  impres- 
sioQ  o(  the  Corporation  Seal. 

The  documents  and  papers  of  every  kind  reladng  to  this 
School,  are  in  the  possesion  of  Thx  Mastbr  and  Fellows 
of  Emanuel  College. 
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HUNTINGDON. 

Whbn,  and  by  whom  Thb  Grammar  School  at  HtnrriNo- 
DON  was  founded)  is  not  known.  But  the  JBndowment  now 
forms  part  of  the  Revenue  of  The  Master  and  Co-Fratbr 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  in  this  Town,  which  was 
founded  by  David  Eail  of  H(tktin6Don>  in  the  ragn  of 
Henry  the  Second. 

The  Estates  belonging  to  The  Hospital  are  coii»derable; 
consisting  of  Houses  and  Land  in  the  Town  of  Huntingdoa 
chiefly,  and  some  Land  in  the  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry ,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  in  the  County  of  Huntii^doii. 
The  purposes  for  whidi  they  were  devised,  are  said,  in  an 
Inquisition  taken  at  Huntingdon  on  the  5th  of  April,  1570, 
to  be  "  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  Poor  Peojfe,  and 
the  keejnng  of  a  Free  Grammar  Sehod,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  The  Master  of  the  said  House  for  the  time  facing.^ 

Hie  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  the  Patrons,  and  Viators. 

The  Testates  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  appear  to  have  been  ^ven  to 
The  Hospital  subsequently  to  the  Endowment,  but  before 
their  appropriation  to  the  present  purposes. 

A  field  of  two  acres  contiguous  to  the  Town,  havii^  been 
left  by  a  Mr.  ])rtden  to  Charitable  purposes,  has  been 
appHed  by  The  Corporation  (who  are  the  Trustees)  to  aug- 
ment the  Salary  of  The  School-master.  This  benefaction 
has  been  enjoyed  by  the  present  Master,  and  his  Predecessor. 

The  present  Master  is  under  an  Agreement  to  teach  such 
Town-bom  boys  as  are  sent  to  the  School,  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages,  free  of  expense.  The  number  is  not 
limited.  There  have  been  more  than  Seventy  in  the  School, 
Boarders  and  Day-boys,  for  a  considerable  tnne  under  Ae 
present  Master;  of  the  former,  about  Forty-feur;  and  the

latter  consisted  of  two  descriptimis,  pu.,  TowivJxhd,  aod 
oonsequenUyyrve;  and  others  from  the  Town,  not  boni 
there,  and  from  the  neighbourhood.  The  number  of  bop 
at  present  in  the  School  is  not  quite  Forty, 

There  is  no  particular  form  (rf*  Admission,  nor  any  reoom^ 
mendation  required.  They  are  admitted,  when  they  can 
read  English. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the 
Eton  plan  of  Education  is  chiefly  followed. 

There  is  but  One  Scholabship,  founded  in  St  Peter's 
CoU^e,  Cambridge,  by  Thomas  Millbe,  Gentleman,  who 
left  by  Will  nominally  Eleven  acres  and  one  rood  of  land 
in  the  Parish  of  Brampton,  m  the  County  of  Huntingdon, 
and  all  his  Estates  in  Barham,  in  the  same  County,  ^*  (ot  the 
mamtaining  a  Scholar  of  the  said  House,  from  the  time  of 
his  admittance  ^till  he  commenceth  Master  of  Arts,  tar  ever. 
And  my  Will  is,  that  a  person  coming  from  Huntingdon 
School  should  have  the  preference;  but,  for  want  of  such 
an  one.  The  CoU^e  may  dispose  of  it  as  they  please."^ 

The  Estates  at  Barham  (con^sting,  as  it  is  said,  of  some 
Cottages)  have  through  some  cause  been  lost ;  as  have  also 
4V1V0I'.  (rf'the  Land  m  Brampton,  it  bong  Copyhold. 

The  Seven  acres  remaining  are  worth  about  £20.  per 
OftfNim. 

lliis  Scholarship  has  not  been  claimed  for  some  years  past 
Mr.  RoBBBT  Broadbank  founded  a  Scholarship  for  a 
Native  of  Huntingdon,  at  Christ's  College,  Cambridge. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edwabd  Edwa&os, 
M.A.,  who  has  presided  over  this  School  upwards  of 
Thibtt-onb  yeabs.  His  Salary  is  JC25.  per  anmm^ 
together  with  the  School-house,  and  five  acres  of  land, 
valued  at  about  £5.  per  acre.  This  Gentlemim  takes 
Pupils,  his  charge,  for  Board  and  Instruction,  being  35 
guineas  per  annum ;— for  Instruction  only,  to  those  who  are 
not  free,  6  guineas  per  annum;  and  those  who  are  free,  pay 
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for  being  taught  Writing  and  Arithmetic  15^.  per  Quarter ; 
as  the  Master  has  to  provide  a  Writing  Master,  as  well  as  a 
Classical  Assistant  or  Second  Master,  at  his  own  expense. 
In  1803,  he  was  presented  to  the  Living  of  AH  Saints  with 
St  John^s  in  this  Town,  which  b  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown, 
and  has  no  connexion  with  the  School. 

The  most  remarkable  person  educated  at  this  Sdiool,  was 
Oliver  Cromwell. 

The  affairs  of  this  Establishment  are  now,  and  have  been 
for  some  years  past,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery.  Tlie  Master 
has  not  been  informed  of  the  Constitution  of  the  School. 
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ASHFORD. 

Thx  Feee  Gbamicak  School  in  Ashtobd  was  founded  by 
Sir  No&TON  Knatchbitll,  Knight,  in  the  Seventh  year  of 
King  Charles  the  First,  1632;  who,  for  that  purpose, 
erected  a  School-house  on  the  East  side  of  the  Church-yard, 
which,  when  completed,  he  gave  for  the  use  of  the  same. 
And  having  appointed  a  Master,  he  allowed  him  a  Salaiy 
of  JB30.  per  annum^  which,  by  a  proviso  in  his  Will,  proved 
in  1636,  he  ordered  lus  Executor,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
should  yearly  pay  for  ever,  as  the  Salary  of  a  Schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  for  the  good  of  this  Town,  out  of  all 
those  his  lands  in  Newchurch^  containing  by  esdmation 
Thirty  acres  more  or  less. 

This  Endowment,  with  several  other  necessary  regulations, 
were  afterwards  confirmed  by  Deed  by  his  Executor,  who 
was  his  Nephew  and  Heir,  Norton  Knatchbull,  Esq., 
afterwards  Knighted  and  created  a  Baronet 

The  Schoolmaster  is  appcnnted  by  the  Knatchbull 
family,  and  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  at  least  of  one  of  die 
Univerrities. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Ashfbrd, 
fiee  of  expense,  as  far  as  relates  to  Latin  and  Greek;  but 
the  Master  is  not  required  to  teach  them  writing  or  aridi- 
metic,  or  any  other  branch  of  literature,  except  the  Cbuskt. 

The  number  of  Foundation  boys  varies  from  about  three 
to  six.  The  number  of  Grentlemen'^s  sons  is  much  mooe 
considerable,  and  has  been  sometimes  nearly  One  Hundred. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  exclusively  used;  and  the 
system  of  Education  approaches  as  nearly  as  local  drcum- 
stances  ^nll  allow  to  that  admirable  Seminary. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Nance,  D.  D.,  Rector 
of  Old  Romney,  and  late  Fellow  of  Worcester  College, 
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Oxford,  whoee  Salaij  is  the  original  Endowment  of  £30. 
per  annum.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  annual 
terms,  for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  bdng  Forty 
guinea. 

This  School  acquired  a  very  high  reputation  some  years 
once,  under  the  care  of  The  Revd.  Stephen  Barbett, 
then  Master;  most  of  the  sons  of  the  neighbouring  gentry 
having  received  the  early  part  of  thdr  education  under  him. 
This  Gentleman  resigned  in  17^>  on  being  presented  to  the 
Rectory  of  Hothfield.  In  1766,  he  was  elected  a  second 
time  Master,  and  again  resigned  in  1773.  On  his  JtrH 
resignation,  he  gave  to  the  use  of  the  School  for  ever  three- 
eighth  parts  of  a  house,  yard,  and  garden,  adjoining  to  the 
School-house. 

The  present  celebrity  of  this  School  sufficiently  bespeaks 
the  care  add  ability  of  the  Master. 

Jcim  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Mathematician,  received  the  early 
part  of  his  education  here. 
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BIDDENDEN,  near  Cranbrook. 

The  School  at  Biddekden  was  founded  in  the  year  1522, 
by  William  Matns,  Esq.,  of  this  Paridi,  for  "  A  Free 
Latin  Geammae  School,"  by  Feoflment  dated  in  that 
year;  and  endowed  with  a  Schod-house,  garden,  and  cer- 
tain payments  out  of  hmds,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £20..S^4^ 
mr..  From  a  Farm  in  Biddenden,  £7-16..d.;  from  a  Farm 
in  Betbersden,  £8..0..0.;  and  from  a  Farm  in  Tenterden, 
£4-6..8.  Out  of  this  sum  the  Master  b  to  keep  die  bouse 
and  premises  in  repair,  which,  on  a  moderate  calculation, 
amounts  on  an  ava^age  to  £5.  per  annum. 

The  management  of  the  School,  and  the  appcnntment  of 
the  Master,  are  under  the  direction  of  Twenty-one  FeoSees; 
two  of  whom  are  acting  Trustees. 

Ten  poor  Boys  of  this  Parish  are  admitted  upon  the 
Foundation,  who  are  annually  chosen  at  Easter  by  The 
Feoffees,  and  are  educated  gnsHij  mth  the  exception  of 
certain  small  payments  for  books  and  stationary.  There  are 
also  about  20  day  Scholars;  some  of  whom  pay  Sd,  and 
others  (yd.  per  week. 

The  present  worthy  Master,  Mr.  Richaed  Westok,  has 
conducted  the  School  with  propriety  for  upwards  of  Thir^- 
two  years. 

The  ArchUshop  of  Cakteeburt  is  Yiintor  of  this  School. 

The  family  of  Mayne  possessed  great  wealth  and  con- 
sequence in  the  County  of  Kent 
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CANTERBURY. 

The  EikgV  School. 

Ths  King'^s  School  at  Cantebbubt  was  founded  by  King 
HsNBY  the  Eighth,  who,  by  the  Charter  of  Foundation, 
which  he  granted  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  his  reign,  1542, 
to  The  Dean  and  Chaffeb  of  The  Cathedbal  Chubch 
of  Chbist,  constituted  the  School  a  part  of  it, — to  consist  of 
a  Master,  Udier,  and  Fifty  Scholabs,  who  were  to  eat  at 
the  Common  Table,  but  which  the  proviaon  made  by  His 
Majesty  for  that  purpose  could  not,  however,  long  maintain. 

The  Kikg^s  Scholabs  are  elected,  according  to  hebit, 
at  the  November  Chapter  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  and 
the  Head  Master,  out  of  those  boys  who  have  been  some  • 
time  at  the  School,  to  supply  such  vacandes  as  may  happen 
in  the  ensuing  year,  and  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nine 
and^fifieen :  an  exception,  however,  to  this  is  made  in  favour 
of  Choristers  from  The  Chapel  Royal  and  Canterbury 
Cathedral.  They  may  remain  at  the  School,^/&ur  years,  or, 
with  the  approbation  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  Head 
Maister,  five  years,  but  no  longer.  After  election  they  are 
admitted  by  The  Dean. 

The  School  is  liberally  open  for  Children  ^^Jrom  any  pari 
qfihe  Kingdom!^ 

The  present  School-house  seems  to  be  what  was  once  the 
<dd  Chapel  of  St.  Thomas  the  MABTYB,^and  The  Head 
Master^s  House,  what  was  the  lodgings  of  the  Chantry 
Priests. 

The  Eton  Gnunmars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  plan  of 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Benefactions  in  favour  of  the  Scholars  of  this  School 
are  numerous; — 
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In  1569,  Aidkbuhop  Pabkbb  founded,  oat  of  the  Rereones 
of  £a8t-bbidob  Hosfital,  two  Sholabshifs,  each  of  the 
yearly  value  of  £S..6.S.  in  Ccnpus  Christi  alias  Bene't  CoQ^e, 
Cambridge,  during  the  space  of  900  yeara>  for  the  maintenance 
of  Two  ScHOLABS,  nadvcs  of  Kent,  and  educated  in  this  School, 
to  be  nominated  l^  The  Dean  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Master  of 
East-bridge  Hospital;  they  were  to  be  called  "  Canterimry 
Scholars"  and  were  to  have  all  the  benefits  which  any  other 
Scholars  enjoyed  in  the  College.  Archbishop  Whitqift,  in  his 
Ordinances  relating  to  that  Hospital  (whidi  were  confirmed  by 
Act  of  Ptoliament,  in  1585),  renewed  this  Foundaticm,  which  is 
now  peq|)etual ;  iHit  instead  of  The  Deans,  he  made  The  Archr 
bishap*s  consent  necessary  to  the  appointment. 

Archbishop  Pabkeb  likewise,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1575, 
founded  Thbbe  Exhibitions  m  Bene't  Cottle,  Cambridge,  of 
the  yearly^value  of  J^..6..8.  each,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of 
certain  tenements  in  Westminster: — the  right  of  nomination 
whereof  belongs,  Ist.  To  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Cantoiwry, 
who  are  to  appoint  such  sons  of  thdr  Norfolk,  Sufii^,  and 
Linoolnshire  Tenants  as  are  educated  at  this  School, — 8d^.  To 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  for  Students  from  West- 
minster School, — Sdly,  To  the  Master  and  Fellows,  for  Students 
from  any  Seminary  in  the  Province  of  Canterbu^.  An  Exhibt* 
tion,  with  rooms,  is  now  of  the  value  of  about  £l5.  a  year. 

In  1580,  John  Pabkbb,  Esq.,  founded  Threb  Scholabships 
at  Bene*t  College,  Cambridge ; — the  Patrons  of  which  are.  The 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  of  one , — and  The  Blaster  and  FeUows 
of  the  other  two.  The  Archbidu^  Co  appoint  a  native  of  Canter- 
bury, from  Thb  King's  Sohool  there, — and  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  to  appoint  natives  of  Aylesham  and  W3rmondham, 
educated  at  their  respective  Schools. 

In  1618,  RoBBBT  Rosb,  of  Bishop*s-boume,  gave  26  acres  of 
Marsh  land,  in  the  Parishes  of  St  Mary  and  Hope  All  Saints,  in 
Romney  Marsh,  for  the  assistance  of  Foub  Scholabs,  at  eiUier 
University,  being  such  as  were  in  The  Kino's  Schooi.  at  Can- 
terbury, of  which  he  had  been  Usher^-^these  Exhibitions  were 
to  be  of  the  yeariy  value  of  £6.  each,  and  to  continue  for  seven 
years,  if  the  Scholar  should  remain  so  long  there  unpreferred  to 
a  Living  of  £20.  per  annum  above  the  ExhUntions;  with  other 
restrictions  and  rules,  as  mentioned  in  the  Deed  of  Feoffinent. 

In  1625,  William  Hbtman,  of  Canterbury,  Goitleman,  by 
Indenture,  vested  27  acres  of  Marsh  land  in  the  Parish  of  Ware- 
home,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  inc  ertain  Feoffees,  to  apply  five 
parts  out  of  six  of  the  rents  of  those  premises  upon  Two  poor 
Scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  Thb  Kino's  School  at  Canto'- 
bury>  to  be  nominated  by  bis  next  heir  and  the  minority  of  the 
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Feoffees; — such  Scholars  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his 
Grand-father,  Pbtxb  Heyman>  Esq.,  or  to  be  natiTe9>  or  bom 
of  such  as  are  natives  of  SeUmge.  The  Scholar  so  to  be  cho- 
sen, to  be  fiill  eight  years  old  -,  who  should  hold  his  Exhibition 
for  nine  years,  and  if  he  should  go  to  any  College  in  Cambridge^ 
to  be  continued  for  seven  years  from  his  leaving  School :  and  if 
he  should  take  Orders  in  the  first  five  years  of  the  seven,  the 
same  to  be  continued  to  him  for  three  years  more,  that  is  ^en  in 
the  whole,  at  the  University. 

In  1643,  Hbnbt  Robinson,  by  his  Will,  gave  certain  mes- 
suages and  lands,  called  ''  Gore  End/'  in  the  Parishes  of  Bir- 
chi^^n  and  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
College  in  Cambridge,  for  the  founding  of  Two  Fellowships 
and  Two  Scholabshifs,  for  Two  Fellows  and  Two  Scholars, 
natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  or  in  defeult^  of  natives  of  the 
County  of  Kent,  and  brought  up  at  The  Kino's  School,  in 
Canterbury.  But  it  being  found  that  the  profits  of  the  lands 
(the  estate  being  then  sunk  down  to  £50.  per  annum)  were  not 
sufficient  for  such  a  maintenance,  it  was  ordered  by  a  Decree  of 
the  Court  of  Chanceiy,  with  consent  of  The  CoU^e  and  the 
Executors,  dated  the  26th  of  November,  1652,  That  in  future 
FouB  Scholabshifs  should  be  established  in  that  College  for 
ever,  instead  of  the  original  appointment ;  and  that  the  profits 
of  the  premises  should,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Donor 
in  his  Will,  be  employed  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
such  Four  Scholars  only,  each  of  whom  is  to  be  allowed  by 
The  College,  in  Commons,  £lO.  a  year. 

In  1656,  The  Revd.  Abbaham  Colfb>  the  Founder  of  the 
School  of  Lewidham,  among  many  other  noble  Beneftustioiis^ 
gave  Seven  Exhibitions  of  JCIO.  per  annum  each,  for  Scholars 
from  that  School  at  either  University  ;-*-in  default  of  claimants 
from  Lewisham  School,  then  from  the  adjacent  Hundreds,  and 
from  Members  of  The  Company  of  Leather-sellers,  who  are 
Patrons  of  the  School,  and  possessed  of  the  Estates  bequeathed 
by  him.  He  directed  these  Exhibitions  to  be  filled  up  by 
Scholars  from  The  Kino's  School  in  Canterbury,  and  from 
that  in  Chbist's  Hosfital  in  London,  alternately.  But  the 
Leather-sellers*  Company  have,  for  many  years  past,  refused  to 
admit  the  claim  of  either,  and  hace  totally  sunk  this  £70.  per 
annum,  alleging  a  failure  in  their  estate. 

According  to  Mr.  Gostlino,  this  seems  somewhat  strange, 
considering  that  most  of  the  Estates,  in  the  neighbourhood  c^ 
London,  have  increased  in  value  within  that  time  :  but  how 
they  are  empowered  to  load  one  branch  of  Mr  Colfe's  Charity 
Willi  the  whole /otZtire,  does  not  appear,  or  that  the  Sdiools  cKf 
Christ's  Hospitid  or  Canterbury,  have notas  just  aright  to  share 
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hit  liberality  in  the  last  place^as  LewiBham  in  the  first ;  especi- 
ally as  he  assigned  this  renson,  because  his  Father  was  educated 
at  Christ's  Hospital,  and  himself  bom  at  Canterbury.  He  cer- 
tainly foresaw  what  has  happened,  that  Lewisham  School  might 
not  produce  enough  to  fiU  all  his  ExhUntions,  and  added  Two 
Sdiools,  which  he  judged  might  at  all  times  supphf  ifs  defidencff, 

Gkokob  TnoRFt,  S.T.P.,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  gave 
by  Will,  in  1719,  to  Emanuel  College  in  Cambridge,  certain 
messuages  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of  Ash  near  Sandwich,  for  the 
endowment  of  Five  Exhibitions;  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts 
to  reside,  until  they  take  their  Master^s  Degree  5— But  AxnM 
tiiere  be  none  such,  others  might  be  elect^  after  two  years, 
from  their  first  residence  in  College  -,  such  Exhibitioner  not  to 
be  possessed  of  an  estate  of  £40,per  annum,  and  his  fnends  to 
certify  their  intention  of  keeping  him  in  College  (unless  better 
prorided)  until  he  should  become  Master  of  Arts,  and  to  dedare 
his  inabiUty  thus  to  continue  without  some  such  assistance,  and 
that  he  purposed  to  make  Divinity  his  study ; — a  preference  to 
be  given  to  the  sons  of  Orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Canterbury,  and  such  as  had 
been  brought  up  in  The  Kino*s  School  there. — These  Exhibi- 
tions are  never  less  than  jCl4.andsometimes  £20. per  amtttm,  and 
may  be  holdenwith  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  of  other  Founda- 
tions, of  which  more  than  Forty  belong  to  that  College. 

In  1736,  John  Bbowk,  B.D.,  ftmnded  Two  Grbbk  Scho- 
xjiRSHips  in  Emanuel  College,  which  have  generally  amounted 
to  £S.  per  annum  clear,  to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  residejice, 
and  the  remainder  to  be  applied  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Col- 
lege. These  are  to  be  filled  up  by  The  Masterand  Fdlows,  by 
Scholars  from  The  Kino's  School  in  Canterbury ; — in  default 
fit>m  thence,  then  from  any  other  School  in  Kent : — and  in 
de&ult  from  thence,  then  ftom  any  other  School. 

Oeorob  Stanhope,  S.T.P.,  Dean  of  Canterbury,  by  a 
Testamentary  Sdiedule,  proved  in  1798,  devised  £950.  in  New 
South  Sea  Annuities,  to  found  One  Exhibition  of  £'10.  per 
annum,  for  one  Kino's  Scholab  of  the  School  in  Christ  Churdi 
in  Canterbury,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Dean,  and  diosen  by  him, 
or  the  Vice-Dean  and  Chiqiter,  for  Seven  years,  such  Sdiolar 
continuing  in  some  Collie  in  Cambridge,  but  to  cease  at  the 
Michaelmas  after  his  commencing  Master  of  Arts. 

This  principal  sum  of  £250.  was  transferred  by  the  Dean's 
Executors  to,  and  accq)ted  by  The  Dean  and  Chspter  of  Can- 
terbury ; — the  reduction  of  Interest  having  made  an  alteration 
in  the  annual  value,  and  the  Exhibition  having  been  vacant 
for  some  years,  with  that  accumulated  amount,  and  a  contri- 
bution bom  The  Dean  and  Chi^ter,  the  sum  of  £50.more  Stock 
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y^TBs  purchased  -, — so  that  the  Exhibition  is  now  worth  £0.  per 
annum. 

There  are  Two  Masters,  who  have  each  a  small  Stipend 
from  the  Revenues  of  The  Cathedral  ChUrch,  and  a  House. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Bibt, 
M.  A.,  of  Christ  Church  Coll^,  Oxford,  who  wa^  unani- 
mously elected  in  June  1816,  on  account  of  the  high  cha- 
racter which  was  given  of  him  by  the  presoat  Bishops  of 
St.  Asaph  and  Hereford,  the  Deans  of  Hereford  and  Glou- 
cester, and  other  Gentlemen  of  Learning  and  Respectability ; 
and  <^  he  has  shown  himself  well  fitted  for  the  o£Bce,  which 
he  fiUs.^  This  Grentleman  takes  Boarders  at  Forty-five 
guineas  per  cmnum  each:  And  there  is  every  prospect 
of  the  School  attaining  it  s  former  celebrity,  as,  since  his 
ElecticMi,  the  number  of  Pujnls  has  increased  from  26 
to  70. 

Of  the  Masters  who  have  preaded  over  this  School, 
many  of  them  have  been  men  of  Eminence,  as  Clergymen 
and  Scholars;  especially  the  late  Revd.  Dr.  Osmund  Bsau*> 
VOIR,  first  educated  here,  and  afterwards  of  St.  John^s  Col- 
lie in  Cambridge, — ^whose  great  abilities  brought  this 
School  to  the  highest  degree  of  estimation.  He  died  in 
1789,  and  was  buried  in  the  South  Aisle  of  the  Nave  of  The 
Abbey  Church  of  Bath . 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School. 

The  Scholars  educated  at  this  School  have  been.  In  gener- 
|d,  of  the  very  best  Families  of  the  County  of  Kent :  many 
of  whom,  from  the  de^  Learning  which  they  imbibed  here, 
have  been  Ornaments  to  the  several  Professions  into  which 
they  entered.     Numbers  of  them  might  be  mentioned  with 
beonning  pride ;  but  it  may  be  sufficient  only  to  notice,—- 
William  Haevby,  D.  D.,  whose  extraordinary  dis- 
covery of  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  has  given 
new  Ught  to  the  study  of  Medicine,  and  deser- 
vedly rendered  his  name  immortal  to  Posterity 
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Thomas    Randolph,  Aichdeflooii  of   Oxford,  and 

President  of  Corpus  Christi  Cdl^ge,  Oxford* 
William  Somkee,  the  Antiquary. 
John  Denne,  D.  D.,  an  eminent  IXyine  and  Anti- 
quary. 
The  Revd.  Wiluam  G^tlino,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the 

«  Walk  inandahout  CanteAury.' 
John  Spbncse,  M.  A. 
EowAED  Lord  Thuelow,  kte  High  Chanodlar  of 

Great  Britain. 
Heebeet  Maesh,  D.  D.,  the  present  Lord  Kshq)  of 

Landaff. 
The  Hcmble  Sir  Chaelbs  Abbott,  Knt^  One  d'die 
Judges  of  The  Court  of  Eing^s  Bench. 
In   1712,  A  Society  was  began  by  some  Gentlemen, 
educated  at  this  School.    They  agreed  with  permission  of 
The  Dean  and  Chapteb,  to  attend  Divine  Service  at  the 
Cathedral,  and  hear  a  Sermon  preadied  by  some  Cleigy- 
man,  who  had  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  oa  a  Subject 
suitable  to  the  occasion,  on  thdr  Anniversary  in  the  ensuing 
year :    and  which    afterwards  gained  the  name  of  *'  The 
School  Feast  Society.'" 

This  led  to  a  CcHitribution  or  Annual  Subscription,  in 
17I8,  from  those  Grentlemen  then  present,  who  caused  thdr 
names  to  be  entered  in  a  Book,  as  Members  of  The  Soci- 
ety, and  whose  number  was  increased  by  others,  who 
chose  from  time  to  time  to  belong  to  it ;  most  of  whom, 
as  Enoouragers  of  such  a  benevolent  Institution,  though 
occanonally  absent,  usually  sent  thdr  Contributions  to  it. 

Thbee  Stewards  are  appointed  from  among  die 
Members,  annually ;  those  for  the  ensuing  year  bdng  no- 
Hunated  by  the  old  ones,  to  manage  the  business  of  The 
Sodety. 

The  Contribution  is,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mem- 
bers present,  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  such  Schdars  as 
go  from  hence  to  either  University,  and  stand  in  need  of 
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some  asostance  there ;  and  it  b  honourable  to  The  Sodefy 
to  record,  that  their  benefits  have  been  numerous  and  well 
appUed. 

The  Annual  CoUectkm  amounts  •generally  to  about  £50. 
A  Fund  has  also  been  made  from  the  occasional  surplus^ 
which  is  vested  in  Government  Securities,  and  at  present 
exceeds  £1300.;  of  the  produce  (^  which,  one  or  more  £x* 
HiBiTiONs  have  most  usually  been  made  to  deserving  Scho- 
lars from  The  Kinc^s  School.  ^ 
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CHARING. 

Thb  Fbxs  School  at  Chaeino  was  founded  by  Mrs.  £li- 
lABETH  LuDWBLL,  who,  by  KeT  Win,  dated  the  28tliof 
Beptember,  1761)  gave  to  this  Parish  the  sum  of  £2650., 
which  is  vested  in  The  Minister  and  Church-wardens :  the 
annual  produce  of  the  same  to  be  applied  towards  the  en- 
dowment of  aFree  Schod  here^  and  for  other  Parodual 
purposes. 

The  Schocd  is  open  to  the  poor  boys  and  gtrb  of  this 
Parish  only«  without  limitation ;  and  there  are  usually  about 
Twenty,  vtz,^  10  boys  and  10  girls,  upon  the  Foundation. 
Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  oght  years  of  age.  The 
form  of  admission  is.  Application  and  Ap[NX>val  of  The 
Minister  and  Church-wardens.  The  number  of  other  Scho- 
lars is  usually  between  50  and  60. 

Latin  and  Greek  are  not  taught  at  this  Schod. 

The  present  Master's  name  is,  Mr.  Edward  Hatton, 
whose  Salary  b  £25.  per  anwumj  togeth^  with  £%.per 
annum  for  pens,  ink,  and  books ;  but  no  House.  He  tdkes 
Boarders,  his  terms  bdng  Twenty-two  guineas /ifr  amwtm. 

Mrs.  liUDWBLL  likewise,  by  her  Will,  founded  Two  Ex- 
hibitions in  Obibl  College,  Oxford,  with  a  preference 
to  the  Candidates  from  this  Parish,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
B^it  of  a  Farm  in  Throwley^  devised  to  that  Cdkge  fer 
this  purpose,  and  which,  in  1 790,  produced  £35.  per  anmim. 

This  benevolent  Lady  also  left  many  dther  large  Ijegaaa 
by  her  Will,  for  Charitable  uses. 
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CRANBROOK. 


The  Grammar  School  in  Cbanbrook,  commonly  called 
*^  Queen  Elizabeth's  Free  and  Perpetual  Grammar 
School,*^  was  founded  by  Simon  Lynch,  Gentleman,  a 
native  of  this  Parish,  in  the  Sixteenth  jrear  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, 1574 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  a  house  and  land 
in  Cranbrook,  and  a  Fann  at  Horsemonden,  now  let  for 
£135.  per  annum. 

Her  Majesty  granted  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  it ;  by 
which  the  management  of  it  is  vested  in  Thirteen  Trus- 
tees or  Governors,  Freeholders  and  Rendent  within  the 
Parish,  of  which  number  the  Vicar  is  always  to  be  one. 
The  present  Governors  are, —

Tlie  School  is  open  to  all  the  boyi  of  the  Parish,  bee  of 
expense ;  who,  by  a  late  regulatkn,  have  Ckmcal  books 
provided  for  them  by  the  Governors. 

Tbey  are  adnutted  as  soon  as  they  are  competent  to  learn 
the  Latin  Grammar;  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  of 
superannuation. 

The  Etok  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  at  Trinity  Cdlege,  CambrKlge, 
founded  by  Lady  Veenet  (out  of  an  estate  at  South  Lit- 
tleton), for  Scholars  from  Cranbrook  or  Warwick  Schools. 
They  are  paid  by  the  Representative  of  the  Foundress. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  D.  W.  Dayiss, 
M.  A.,  of  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oxford,  whose  dear  income 
at  present  is  £100.  per  annum.  This  Grentleman  takes 
Boarders,  his  terms  being  Fifty  guineas  a  year. 

It  appears  from  Dr.  Dseham^s  Fhysico-Theokigy,  that 
Cranbrook  b  particularly  distinguished  for  it's  jo/tt&rtty. 

Tlie  late  Dr.  Foed,  Professor  of  NAraInc  and  Prindpal  of 
Magdalen  Hall,  Oxford,  was  educated  at  tins  Schocd. 
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John  Cole,  D.  D.,  one  of  the  Chaplains  of  The  Royal 
Chapel,  and  Warden  of  All  Souls  CoU^,  by  Indenture, 
dated  die  10th  of  December,  1527,  conveyed  to  The  Abbot 
and  Convent  of  Faversham,  and  their  Successors,  divers 
lands  and  tenements  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  Parishes 
of  Groodneston,  HemhiU,  and  Leysdown,  for  the  endowment 
and  maintenance  of  a  School,  wherein  the  Novices  of  the 
Abbey  should  be  instructed  in  Grammar ; — ^And  he  directed, 
that  The  Warden  and  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College 
should  nominate  the  Schoolmaster  from  time  to  time,  and 
that  the  Abbot  and  his  Successors  should  admit  him,  and 
allow  him  an  annual  Stipend  of  £10.,  together  with  meat, 
drink,  a  gown,  a  chamber,  and  four  loads  of  fuel. 

Soon  after  this  Endowment,  The  Abbey  of  Faversham 
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was  gupptoied,  and  the  School,  as  part  of  it,  was  inTolTed 
in  the  same  rum;  upon  whidi  the  lands  above mentioiied 
became,  with  the  rest  of  it's  possesions,  Tested  in  the  Crown, 
and  although  several  parts  of  them  were  granted  away  at 
different  times,  yet  the  diief  of  diem  remained  in  the  Crown 
until  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  InhaUtants  of  the  Town,  soon  after  die  Dissolution, 
had  petitioned  King  Hbv&t  the  Eighth  to  re-endow  the  late 
School,  but  without  success: — But  on  Queen  Elizabeth''8 
resting  here  for  Two  nights  in  1574,  they  took  that  oppor- 
tumty  strongly  to  solicit  Her  Majesty,  by  their  humUe 
petition,  to  erect  and  endow  a  Gbammae  School  for  the 
good  education  and  instruction  of  their  Youth,  dod  those  of 
the  ndghbouring  parts,  according  to  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tion of  Dr.  Cole,  in  his  foundation  of  one  in  the  late  Abbey, 
and  to  setde  upon  it  such  of  those  lands  with  whidi  he  had 
endowed  it,  that  were  still  remaining  in  the  hands  of  die 
Crown; — To  which  the  Queen  consented,  and  by  her 
Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  July,  1576,  granted,  that  The 
Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Town  of  Favss- 
sham,  and  their  Successors,  should  be  Governors  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  School^  to  be  called  **  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England,  in 
Faversham,*  and  that  they  sliould  be  a  Corporation  ibr 
that  purpose,  and  have  a  Common  Seal  for  all  matters 
relating  to  it; — And  further,  that  Ihe  Warden,  or  Sub- 
Warden,  and  Six  Senior  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College, 
should  nominate  the  Schoolmaster,  and  remove  him,  finom 
time  to  time;  and  that  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
together  with  the  Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Ccmmonalty  of 
Faversham,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  make  Ruks 
and  Statutes  for  the  government  and  direction  of  the  Schod- 
master  and  Scholars,  and  for  the  Stipend  and  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  disposition  of  the  rmts  and  revenues  of  it; 
and  upon  a  vacancy  of  Master,  if  one  should  not  be  appointed 
by  The  Warden  and  Fellows  of  All  Souls  CoU^,  within 
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Two  months,  that  then  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  should 
app(unt  one. 

,  According  to  this  grant,  Orders  were  made  and  established 
by  RoBSBT  HovBDEN,  Warden  of  All  Souls  in  1604,  by 
which  the  School  is  at  present  governed. 

The  endowment  now  consists  of  One  hundred  acres  and 
upwards,  situate  in  Swell-Field,  Poynings-Marsh,  Ewell- 
Mardh,  Ewdl-Ponds,  Black-lands,  Honey-croft,  Honey-hole, 
and  a  small  Salt  Marsh  adjoining;  out  of  which  the  Master 
is  paid  an  annual  Salary,  and  the  residue,  after  repairs  and 
other  incidental  charges  are  deducted,  is  reserved  by  the 
Governors,  and  generally  paid  to  him  once  in  Five  years,— 
the  whole  of  the  Income  being  appropriated  to  the  Master, 
ai^d  the  support  of  the  School. 

The  School-house,  on  the  North  ride  of  the  Church- 
yard, was  erected  in  1582,  by  a  general  benevolence  and  an 
assessment  upon  the  whole  Town.  It  consists  of  a  large 
Upper  School-room,  and  a  smaller  one  for  the  Master, — 
under  which  is  a  small  one  for  a  Library,  that  was  begun  to 
be  formed  by  William  Rawleigh,  LL.  B.,  then  Master, 
who  by  his  Will  left  several  books  to  it,  and  since  increased 
by  the  gift  of  Mr.  Mendfielp,  Mayor,  and  by  such  books 
as  the  Governors  have  from  time  to  time  purchased,  and  by 
other  benefactors.  John  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Sturrey,  gave  the 
walk  before  it,  which  is  well  gravelled,  and  ornamented  with 
a  row  of  lime  trees. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  indefinitely,  within  five  mUes 
of  the  Town.    Their  nomination  is  vested  in  the  Master. 
.  Lilly^s  Latin  Grammar  edited  by  Wabp,  and  the  Eton 
Greek  Grammar,  are  used. 

There  was  One  small  Exhibition  from  this  School  to  St* 
John's  College,  which  has  not  been  claimed  for  many 
years ;  but  inquiry  has  now  been  made  concerning  it. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joshua  Dix,  B.  D., 
who  is  also  Vicar  of  Fevershara.  This  GenUeroan  takes 
Pupls,  his  present  number  being  Fifteen. 
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GOUDHURST. 

Thb  Frbs  Grammar  School  at  Gocbhurst  was  fimnded 
by  JoHH  HoRBZMOKBBN,  Eiq.,  of  tfab  Pmish, — 

Who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  97th  of  February,  1670,  whidi 
waa  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  on  the  Sist 
of  May,  1671,  chai^ged  certain  messuages,  mills,  afui  lands  in 
Tenterden,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  with  an  Annuity  of  £40.  a 
year,  whidi  he  vested  in  William  Comtton,  Eaq.,  and  Seven 
other  of  his  friends,  all  Inhabitants  of  Goudhurst,  and  their 
Heirs,  upon  Trust, — ^That,  when  Six  of  them  should  die,  the 
Survivors  should  appoint  Six  others  in  their  places,  and  conv^ 
the  Annuity  accordingly,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  often  as 
such  Vacancies  should  happen. 

And,  that  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  should  procure  and 
provide,  that  one  pious  and  learned  man,— well  grounded  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Relipon  now  established  in  England,  who 
is  able  lo  teach  youth  to  read,  write,  and  underatand  1^  Latm 
and  Greek  tongues,  and  all  other  tongues,  arts  and  sdences, 
required  in  youth  for  their  admission  into  the  Universities  of  this 
Land,— -Do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Goudhuist, 
and  also  do  caiefolly  and  Industriously  teach  all  such  youth  of 
the  Parish  as  my  said  Twelve  Friends,  their  Heirs,  and  sodi 
their  Successors  as  aforesaid,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
shall  appoint,  to  read,  write,  and  understand  so  many  of  the 
tongues,  arts  and  sdences,  as  the  said  Youth  shall  be  willing  to 
learn,— 

The  Trustees  to  pay  to  such  person,  so  teaching,  J&S5.  part  of 
the  jC40.,  at  the  four  usual  Quarterly  Rent  days, — deducting 
only  the  expense  of  new  Conveyance  to  new  Trustees,  when 
necessary: — 

The  Trustees,  from  time  to  time,  to  procure  and  provide, 
that  one  other  pious  and  learned  person  of  Protestant  Episcc^xd 
Religion,  do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Good* 
hurst,— And  also  do  carefully  and  industriously  teach  all  sndi 
poor  Children  of  Goudhurst,  as  the  Trustees  or  the  greaxer  part 
of  them  shall  direct,  to  Tead  English  perfectly,— for  which  he 
should  be  paid  £S.  a  year,  the  residue  of  tiie  £'40.,  by  like 
Quarterly  payments, — abating  a  proportion  of  the  expense  of  a 
new  Conveyance,  when  necessary : — 

If  any  Teacher  become  vitious  or  negligent  in  his  office,  the 
Trustees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  are  seriously  to 
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admonish  himr-^and  if  he  da  not  amende  the  Trastees  shall 
withdraw  the  yearly  pajrments,  and  give  the  same  to  some  other 
person  so  qualified  as  first  aforesaid^  as  shall  be  by  them  chosen 
in  his  stead. 

Mr.  HoRSEMONDBN  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  Catherine, 
who  married  GsoacB  Maplbsdek,  Esq..  They  had  two 
Sons,  who  dying  without  issue,  the  Estate  descended  to 
thdr  two  Sisters,  Catherine  the  Wife  of  John  Couthorpb, 
Esq.,  and  Ann  the  Wife  of  George  Booth,  Esq. 

On  a  partition  of  the  Estate  between  these  two  Families, 
this  Annuity  was  made  chargeable  on  the  part  assigned  to 
Booth.  On  the  death  of  Sir  Charles  Booth,  (Grandson 
ci  Charles  Booth  above-named),  his  part  of  the  Estate 
has  been  again  divided  between  his  CoJieirs;  and  this 
Annuity  is  made  payable  out  of  a  Farm  at  WincheH  HUly 
in  Groudhurst,  and  other  lands  allotted  to  Mrs.  Clares. 
The  present  Trustees  are, —

AH  of  Goudhurst, — so  that  there  are  now  four  vacancies. 
There  is  a  House  for  the  Master  of  The  Grammar 
School, — but  it  is  a  very  old,  decayed  building.    It  was  not

ago,  there  was  a  vacancy  of  a  Master  for  a  whole  year,  and 
the  then  Trustees  Imd  out  the  Salary  in  the  purchase  of  this 
old  House,  and  about  an  acre  of  ground,  including  a  small 
garden.

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made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  School  for  the  tiine  bdmg.  The 
present  mid  former  Masters  have  always  readed  m  it ;  and 
there  is  a  School-room. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  William  Dowth- 
WAiTB,  who  has  a  Living  in  Kent,  but  is  excused  Beaiknoe 
on  account  of  the  SchooL  He  has  preaded  Foett  YsAms, 
he  succeeded  Thomas  Dickbnsoit,  who  succeeded  Thomas  * 
Cbuttall,  ndther  of  whom  were  Clergymen.  These  three 
Gentlemen  have  had  this  Grammar  School  upwards  of  Oke

The  JCS.  a  year  are  paid  to  Elizabeth  Beipglaki), 
Widow,  who  teaches  Twblvb  pocM:  Childen. 
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LEWISHAM  or  BLACKHEATH. 

Thx  Fbee  Grammar  School  of  Lewisham  was  founded 
in  the  life  time  of  Abraham  Colfb,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Lewis- 
ham,  in  1647 ;  who,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  7  th  of 
September,  1656,  bequeathed  the  greater  part  of  his  real 
and  personal  property  to  The  Company  of  Leather-sel- 
lers of  London,  in  Trust,  to  be  bestowed  in  Charitable 
uses,  principaUy  for  the  benefit  of  this  Parish,  and  the  Hun- 
dred of  Blackheath. 

The  School  was  erected  upon  a  waste  piece  of  ground  of 
nearly  Two  acres  obtained  for  that  purpose  on  the  verge  of 
Blackheath  J  within  the  parish  of  Lewisham,  for  which  Mr. 
CoLFE  or  his  As^gns  were  to  pay  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  Lewisham,  6*.  yearly,  for  ever,  "  for  the  herbage  of 
the  soil,*^  and  also  to  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  \2d.  every 
year,  "  for  his  right  to  the  ground.** 

The  School  was  first  opened  in  the  month  of  June^ 
165^,— 

The  Founder  directing^  that  £S0.  shall  be  paid  yearly  out  of 
his  estate,  "  for  teaching  Thirty  One  youths  or  male  Children 
of  the  lAity,  besides  the  Children  of  the  Ministers  incumbent, 
chosen  out  of  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Hundred  of  Blackheath, 
freely,"  to  a  learned  Scholar  and  exact  Grammarian,  who  is  sound 
in  the  true  Religion,  and  testified  and  found  to  be  of  an  honest, 
upright  and  Godly  life,  and  shall  be  examined  and  approved  by 
Three  of  the  Chief  Schoolmasters  of  Three  of  the  chief  Free 
Schools,  in  and  about  the  City  of  London*:  viz.,  at  Westmin- 
ster, at  Paul's,  and  at  Mebcbant  Taylors*  School )  also,  by 
The  President  and  Deans,  and  Assistants  of  Sign  College  in 
London,  and  by  the  sevend  Pastors  and  Ministers  incumbent, 
(being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers)  of  Greenwich,  Deptford 
Charlton,  Woolwich,  Eltham,  Leigh,  and  Lewisham,  in  Kent, 
under  the  hands,  of  the  whole,  or  at  least  Nkieoi  them,  of  which 
number,  my  earnest  desire  is,  that  the  Three  Chief  School 
masters  before  mentioned,  the  President  of  Sion  College,  the 
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proper  Puton  of  6reeiiwidi«  De^idard,  Ldgh^  and  Lewisham, 
being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers,  and  nearest  the  Grammar 
School,  shall  set  tl^eir  hands>  that  he  is  a  very  able  and  sufficient 
Scholar  to  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues,  both  in  Prose 
and  Verse, — and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew,— -and  so  to  make 
every  way  fittidg  Scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Universities  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge.** 

The  Schoolmaster,  before  he  be  admitted  and  installed  into 
the  School,  shall  hear  The  Founder's  Orders  and  Statutes  read^ 
and  shall  faithfully  promise  under  his  hand,  the  true  observance 
and  keeping  of  them  : — He  shall  at  the  same  time  give  good 
security  that,  if  he  should  afterwards  prove  scandalous  in  his 
life,  n^ligent  in  his  calling,  or  otherwise  faulty  in  the  wilful 
br^u^h  of  any  of  the  Statutes,  so  to  be  adjudged  by  The  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Society  of  Leathersellers,  he  shall,  upon 
one  Quarter  of  a  year*s  warning,  given  in  Writing  under  Tiree 
of  their  hands,  and  left  before  one  or  two  Witnesses  at  theSdiool 
or  his  House,  leave  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  same, 
without  making  appeal  to  Higher  Courts  of  Justice,  and  to  give 
place  to  another  to  be  chosen  in  his  room  5 — He  shall  then  also 
give  secority,  that  neither  his  Wife  or  Cfadld  or  Children  (if  he 
happen  to  have  any)  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Officers  and 
Parishioners  of  Lewisham,  for  their  maintenance,  by  reason  at 
any  long  time  of  their  abode  here. 

Of  the  number  of  Scholars  appointed  to  be  taught  ^ee^, 
TsN  shall  be  always  chosen  and  taken  out  of  Greenwich, — Cight 
out  of  Deptfbrd, — and  Five  out  of  Lewisham, — One  out  of 
Leigh,— and  One  out  of  Charlton  and  Writtle  Marsh,  and  Red- 
lm>oke  alias  Ridbrooke  acyoined,^-THREE  out  of  Woolwich, — 
and  Three  out  of  Eltham,  with  the  hamlet  of  Mottingham,  and 
all  the  houses  near  Foot*8  Cray,  that  lie  within  die  Hundred  of 
Blackheath,  adjoined  in  the  dioice  with  Eltham,  according  to 
their  proportion. 

And  Ilie  Founder  also  directs,  that  if  any  of  the  pr<^>er  Pas- 
tors and  Ministers  incumbent,  of  the  several  Parishes  of  the 
Hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  Chislehurst,  have  any  sons, 
every  one  of  them  shall  have  fldl  power  and  liberty  to  send  Onx 
son,  "  yet  but  One  only,  at  once,  out  oi  one  house,  to  the 
Grammar  School^  to  be  taught  freely,*' — ^And, ''  that  Son  shall 
be  tau^t  freely,  over  and  above  the  number  of  the  One  and 
Thirty  Free  Scholars  of  the  Laity,  allowed  to  be  chosen  in  and 
out  of  all  the  Pari^es  of  the  Hundred ;  yet  with  this  Condition 
following^ — ^That  every  such  lawfuUy  ordained  Minista*  of  the 
Hundred,  that  useth  tins  privilege  of  sending  his  son  to  be  taugl^ 
freelp,  at  the  Grammar  School,— and  more  especially  the  Minia* 
ter  incumbent  of  hewuAmm,  Greenwich^  Dcptford  and  Xidgh, 
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being  not  far  from  the  School^  with  all  the  rest,  do  take  the 
opportunity  at  least  once  in  every  Two  or  Three  months,  to  visit 
the  Grammar  School,  and, /or  one  or  two  hours,  strictly  to  exa- 
mine the  Scholars  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  Forms,  about  the 
books  they  learn,  the  manner  of  teaching  the  daily  exercises  they 
make,  and  how  they  profit  therein, — And  this  I  humbly  and  ear-^ 
nesthf  request  in  Love,  to  be  carefully  performed  by  the  several 
Pastors  of  the  Parishes  in  the  Hundred,  and  also  of  Chislehurst, 
i— 'And  likewise,  that  they  will  always  hereafter  conscionably 
perform  and^  discharge  the  Trust  that  is  laid  upon  them,  by  me 
in  this  Will,  about  chusing  the  worthiest  person  for  Learning 
and  Piety  to  be  Schoolmaster,— ^«nd  also  the  leamedest  Scholars 
(mihout  exception  and  partiaUty),  to  be  sent  out  of  the  Grammar 
School,  firom  the  year  1662,  every  year,  yearly,  to  the  Uni- 
versity/* 

The  Free  Scholars  are  all  to  be  chosen  in  their  respective 
Parishes,  at  a  Public  Meeting,  in  Easter  Week,  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  in  the  Church  on  the  Sunday  preceding. 

They  are  to  be  ''  destitute  Orphans,  the  Children  of  Parish 
Pensioners,  and  of  Day  Labourers,  Handycraft's-men,  mean 
Tradesmen,  painful  Husbandmen,  or  of  any  other  honest  and 
godly  poor  persons,  in  every  parish,  so  that  the  Children  be  of  a 
good  wit,  and  ampacity,  and  apt  to  learn, — ^who  shall  be  always 
chosen  in  the  first  plaice,  before  the  Children  of  them  that  be  of 
better  ability.'* — ^But  if  there  be  no  request  nor  offer  made  for 
any,  for  the  chusing  of  any  such,  poor  Children,  and  the  main- 
taining of  them  with  diet,  and  fitting  i^parel,  sweet  and  clean^ 
both  Unen  and  woollen^  ^d  for  the  payment  of  some  small  du- 
ties to  the  Schoolmaster,  then  it  is  left  to  the  godly  wisdom  and 
discretion  of  the  Ministers  inciunbent  and  Church  officers  and 
other  Gentlemen  and  Parishioners,  in  every  Parish,  at  a  law- 
ful Public  Meeting  to  make  choice  of  such  Children  to  be  taught 
(rwify,  without  limitation  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  the 
Parents,  as  they,  in  their  own  conscience,  shall  judge  and  be 
persuaded  will  prove  the  fittest  instruments  to  the  promoting  of 
God's  Glory,  the  advancing  of  Learning,  and  the  general  benefit 
of  the  Country. 

The  Scholars  are  to  be  able  to  read  very  well,  and  be  entered 
well  into  the  Accidence,  and  also  able  to  write  a  legible  hand, 
before  they  be  chosen  to  be  taught  freely  at  the  Grammar 
School. 

And,  "  in  love  to  draw  the  Parents  the  more  willingly  to  send  - 
their  children  to  the  School,"  he  directs,  that  a  Writing  Master 
ahaUbe  appointed  with  a  Salary  of  £ll.  per  annum. 

The  Lord  of  the  Manor,  then  ^  Maister  Ratnall  Gba- 
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HAHXy  Esq.**  at  the  time  of  granting  the  prenuses  for  the 
ate  of  the  School,  stipulated  for  several  privil^es  for  himadf 
and  his  SuocesscH^ — 

Among  which  are,  that  on  any  vacancy  of  tiie  Chief  Master's 
place,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  nominate  "  any  learned  Wett" 
minster  Scholar,  that  hath  takoi  Degrees  in  the  University,  to 
stand  in  election  with  one  or  two,  or  three  more**  Candidates, 
who  are  nominated  hy  the  other  Electors. — He  may  always 
have  One  Scholar  (heing  a  son  of  one  of  his  Tenants)  taught 
freely  in  the  Grammar  School,  if  the  Child  be  equally  curable  of 
that  gift  with  other  poor  Scholars, — ^And  he  may  also  have  Twi 
Scholars  more,  of  the  sons  of  his  Tenants,  always  taught  yreefy 
in  the  Reading  and  Writing  Sdiool,  "  though  not  built  upon 
the  Waste,  but  upon  my  own  ground,"  upon  similar  conditkais 
of  capacity. 

Upon  any  vacancy  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  SdKiol,  a 
new  Master  is  to  be  chosen  within  Eighteen  days  next  following, 
at  the  School-house.  His  Salary  is  fixed  at  JCSO.  per  omucm, 
with  a  House  for  his  Residence,  which,  as  it  was  built  krgeaad 
commodious,  that  he  might  enjoy  the  advantage  of  UMng 
Boarders,  the  Founder  directs  that  he  shall  keq)  in  repair.  He 
is  not  to  undertake  any  Church  duty,  without  special  leave  of 
the  Trustees,  by  whom  he  may  be  displaced  if  he  be  guihy  of 
any  notorious  misbehaviour,— especially  *'  if  he  give  scandal  or 
evil  example  to  the  Scholars  or  others,  by  being  a  gamester  and 
diver,  or  a  frequenter  of  Taverns  and  Akhouses,  or  a  drunkard 
or  whoremonger,  or  given  to  wanton  dalliances,  and  ui^eemly 
behaviour  with  women,  or  lavish  in  unnecessary  expenses,  in 
following  vain  gaudy  fashions  <^  apparel,  or  if  Ae  mem-  Umg 
curled,  or  RuffinAxke  hair,  or  if  he  be  a  swearer  and  curser,  or  iJF 
he  be  unsound  in  the  Faith,  and  corrupt  in  Religion,  either 
Papist  or  Popishly  affected,  or  an  Armeman,  or  Socmian,  otAma- 
hapHst,  or  one  holding  and  broaching  heresies,  and  gross  erro- 
neous  opinions  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  our  Christian  Edth, 
and  of  the  true  Religion,  established  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  confirmed  by  public  authority  of  public  Laws  and  Sta- 
tutes," &c. 

The  boys  also  are  strictly  forbidden  to  '*  wear  long  curled, 
frizzled  or  powdered,  or  Ruffin-Uke  hair,  but  shall  cut  thdr  hair 
and  wear  it  in  such  sort  and  manner  that  both  the  beauty  of  their 
foreheads  may  be  seen,  and  that  their  hair  shall  not  grow  longer 
than  above  one  inch  below  the  lowest  tips  of  their  ears." 

The  Founder*s  relations,  if  duly  qualified,  are  to  have  the  pre- 
ference, if  Candidates  for  the  Master*s  place. 

The  Usher  or  Under  Master,  (who  was  to  be  i^pointed  finom 
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the  l8t  of  \pril,  1701>  at  a  Salary  of  £Z0.  per  annum),  id  to  be 
**  a  learned  and  exact  Grammarian^  and  a  Gknilj  man>*'— a  sin- 
gle person^  and  by  God's  grace  continue  unmarried,  a  Graduate 
in  the  University,  and  one  of  a  sound  Faith,  professing  the  true 
Religion,  as  was  before  required  of  the  Head  Master.  He  is  to 
be  escamined  and  approved  by  the  same  persons  as  the  Head 
Master,  and  also  by  the  Heetd  Master  himself,  after  which> 
being  presented'  to  The  \^'ardens  of  the  Company  of  Leather 
sellers,  he  is  to  be  admitted  by  them.  A  House  was  also  built 
for  the  Usher  adjoining  to  the  School. 

Various  regulations  relating  to  the  internal  government  of 
the  School,  t^e  rewards,  punishments,  and  recteations  of  the 
Scholars,  are  prescribed  also  by  the  Founder  in  his  Will,  and 
Public  Disputations  and  Trials  of  skill  are  appointed  annually, 
in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  l^efore  the  Ministers  of  Lewisham, 
Greenwich,  Deptford,  and  Leigh,  when  Prizes  of  Silver  Penjs 
are  to  be  given  to  the  Three  best  Scholars,  and  the  best  Writers; 
— >''  And  those  Three  Visitors,  and  best  Scholars,  shall  have 
some  pretty  Garland  put  upon  their  head,  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  which  they  shdl  wear  afterwards  upon  their  hats, 
with  their  Silver  Pens,  well  fastened  for  a  whole  month  or  six 
weeks  together,  and  come  last  and  next  in  order  to  the  Master 
and  Usher,  in  going  to  and  coming  from  the  Public  Church, 
whereby  tbey  may  be  known  to  be  the  leamedest  Free  Scholars  of 
that  School." 

One  of  the  Wardens  and  one  of  the  Assistants,  and  the  Clerk 
of  The  Company  of  Leathersellers,  are  to  go  down  to  Lewisham, 
once  every  year,  about  the  month  of  May  or  June,  and  then 
carefully  read  over  the  accompts,  and  employments,  and 
distributions  of  all  matters  bequeathed  by  the  Founder*s  wiU  to 
pious  uses,  concerning  that  Parish, — ^They  are  to  view  the  land 
and  houses,  if  they  please,  "  And  they  shall  then  consider  of 
tiie  teaching  and  diusing  (^  the  poor  Scholars,both  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  and  of  the  Reading  and  Writing  School,* 
whether  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  behave  themselves  every 
way  carefully  and  uprightly  in  their  places :  to  which  end,  for 
the  better  trial,  my  WUl  is,  that  when  the  Grammar  School  is 
once  thoroughly  founded,  and  many  Scholars  are  taught, 
and  among  &em,  some  fitted  to  be  chosen  and  sent  to  the  Univer' 
nty,  every  one  of  which  I  wish  to  be  Seventeen  years  old  before 
they  be  chosen.*'  The  Visitors  are  to  be  accompanied  by  *^  a 


*  Mr.  Colfe  founded  at  the  same  time  an  EngUsh  School  m 
Lewisham,  for  Thirty-one  boys  also,  who  are  to  be  taught  read- 
ing, writing.  Psalm-singing,  and  the  Accidence. 
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verj  learned  and  godly  ICnister  or  Scbool-master^  for  the  < 
nalioD  of  the  Scholan/*  to  wliomtliey  are  to  gire  lOv.  '^  for  hit 
pains  therein.** 

Setsn  Scholars,  after  being  strictlj  examined  and  found  cffeij 
way  fitting  for  their  skill  in  the  Latin*  Gredi*  and  Hebrew  Ihi- 
guages,  by  one  of  the  Chief  SdKMlmasters  in  Loudon,  and  the 
ftOnisters  of  Lewiaham^  Oreenwidi,  Dq)tford,  Leigh,  and 
ChisldiurBt,  are  to  be  lent  to  one  of  the  Univerailiea  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge,  and  to  have  eadi  an  Riihihition  of  £lO.  per  «»- 
Hum,  for  S^)en  years.  These  Bxhibitionera  are  to  be  CluUbe& 
of  persons  not  reputed  to  be  worth  above  £500. ;  and  netivea 
of  Lewisham  to  be  preferred.  Provision  is  made  in  caae  at  any 
time  a  Schc^ar  fit  for  the  Univenity  shonld  aoi  be  fbaod  m  tiie 
School  at  Blackheath,  that  an  SxhibitkMKr  ofaaE  be  choaes, 
first  out  of  the  Children  of  persoi|l  belnngmg  to  Ths  Comfakt 
of  Lbatbkbskllbbs, — next  out  of  the  Free  Sdiool  at  Cnnr'a 
Cbitbcb  in  Canterbury, — and  lastly,  out  of  the  Free  School  at 
GBmi8T*8  Hospital  in  London* — ^  tUtemk  viakm,  one  after 
Ae  other,  when  and  as  often  as  the  case  so  folleth  ooft.*'  The 
EbKhibitioners  are  to  set  down  under  their  hands  in  the  Book  of 
Records,  before  the  Mimster  and  Churdi  officers  of  Lewisham, 
that  diey  purpose, — "  by  God*8  gnce,  if  the  Lord  seem  not  to 
hinder  them,  by  offering  a  very  foir  opportunity  of  present  em- 
ployment to  God*8  Gkury,  in  anolher  calling,  at  or  bdforethe  end 
of  Eight  years** — to  take  upon  them  the  function  of  the  Blinia- 
try  ;^-and  kk  the  mean  time,  while  they  stay  in  the  Uahrernty, 
that,  through  Gods  help,  they  will  take  eadi  of  them  the  De- 
grees, both  of  Bachdor  and  of  Master  of  Arts,  and  didy  take 
"  Sermon  Notes  :'*— that  they  will,  if  tiiey  be  Ministers  befofe 
the  end  of  the  TetUh  year,  preadi  one  or  two  Sermons  in  Lewis- 
ham  Church, — will  set  fordi.  a  few  Sermons  in  print,  and  do 
their  endeavours  to  write  some  learned  Commentaries  on  Ike 
Holy  Scripture,  or  other  books  of  Divinity,— and  will  give  one 
book  always  of  every  book  Uiey  print,  and  alao  the  copy  of  att 
their  Sermon  Notes,  to  the  Public  Library  at  this  School,— 
''  yea,  and  if  God  enable  them,  that  they  will  do  some  fortiier 
goodfor  continuanot  to  the  Parish  of  Lewisham.**  The  iSEzhihi- 
tioner  is  to  be  allowed  34<.,  to  buy  certain  books,  for  Uie  better 
furtherance  of  his  study,  with  the  direction  of  his  Tutor. 

The  great  Room  over  the  Scbod  is  appropriated  bj  The 
Founder  for  a  Library,  to  which  he  gives  by  bis  Will  all 
his  Books,  to  ^^  be  strongly  boimd  in  leather,'^  and  ^^  fius- 
tened  with  iron  chains  ;^'  he  allows  20s.  per  amnum,  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books ;  5#.  to  the  Usher,  as  Librarian ;  and 
7s.  to  buy  chains. 
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The  turn  of  \Ss.,4d.  is  allowed  for  an  Anniyersary  Sermon 
at  Lewisham  or  Greenwich,  in  Whitsun-week,  being  the 
time  when  the  School  was  opened,— 20«.  for  the  annual 
Election  Dinner,— and  the  like  mnn  for  a  Dinner,  at  the 
election  of  a  Schoolmaster. 

The  Founder  also  directed  by  his  Will,  that  a  certain  sum 
should  be  allotted,  for  the  purpose  of  apprenticing  Six 
Scholars  annually  from  the  English  School. — ^And  for 
building  Five  Alms-houses, 

In  the  Sixteenth  year  of  KmgCHAELSs  the  Second,  1665, 
an  Act  was  obtained  for  settling  Mr.  Colfe^s  Charitable 
bequests. 

At  present,  *'  neither  Latin  nor  Greek  are  taught  in  eU 
iher  rfUhe  SduxlUr  And  « the  EoMbitims  are  never  paidy'^ 
a&  there  are  "no  Scholars  at  Lewisham  to  profit  by  them'*! 
The  present  Head  Master  of  llie  Laim  Grammar  School 
»,  The  Sevd.  Thoicas  WaIte,  LL.  D.,  who  takes  Private 
Pupils. 

Mr.  Thomas    Roberts,  the  present  Master  of  The 
English  Grammar  School,  also  takes  Private  Pupils 
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MAIDSTONE. 

In  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  ELiZABETHy 
1562,  Archbishop  PABi:Bm,  in  obedience  to  Her  Majesty's 
command,  returned  an  account  of  the  several  Schools  and 
Hosjntals  in  this  Diocese,  and  among  them,  that  thoe  was 
a  School  erected  at  Maidstone  by  the  charge  <^  the  Mayor 
and  ConmuMialty  of  the  Town,  who  had  purdiased  of  the 
late  Eang  certain  lands  to  that  intent,  amounting  to  £9-6^8. 
per  annurjij  and  that  it  was  not  charged  with  Tenths. 

By  the  Charter  for  establishing  this  Schod,  which  was 
granted  by  Queen  Elizabbth,  the  Corporation  was  em- 
powered to  make  wholesome  Orders  and  Statutes,  for  the 
government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars ;  in  consequence 
of  which  certain  Rules  and  Obders  weie  made  fir  diat 
purpose. 

This  School  has  had  some  conaderable  Benefactors  to  it 

William  Lahbb,  a  Gentleman  of  the  Chapd  to  King 
HsNRr  the  Eighth,  and  a  Freeman  of  The  Clothwofiers' 
Company,  among  his  other  Charities,  gave  £10.  yearly  to 
The  Free  School  of  Maidstone  for  ever,  widi  this  proviso, 
that  the  ChOdren  of  n^^  men  onb/  should  be  preferred  to 
the  enjoyment  of  this  benefit. 

RoBSBT  GuNSLEY,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Tltsey,  in  Sumy, 
by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  of  June,  1618,  and  pro- 
ved in  the  Prerogative  Court  on  the  30th  of  November  fol- 
bwing,  devised  the  Rectcny  and  Parsonage  of  Flamstead, 
in  the  County  of  Hertford,  to  The  Master  and  Fdbws  of 
Univbbsity  College  in  Oxford,  and  thdo-  Successors,  to 
the  intent,  that  they,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Leases 
granted  of  the  Parsonage  then  in  being,  should,  with  the 
rents  and  profits  of  it,  keep  and  maintain  Two  Scholabs, 
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whereof  Robe&t  Gukslbt  should  be  one,  and  Thomas 
Aterst  the  other ;    and  afler  the  expiration  of  the  said 
Leases,  that  they  should  make  choice  of  Foitb  Scholars, 
including  thct  Two  above-mentioned,  all   which  should  be 
chosen  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows,  one  half  out  of  the 
Grammar  School  of  Rochester,  and  the  other  half  out  of 
this  Grammar  School  of  Maidstone,  being  only  such  as 
were  bom  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  none  other,  except 
such  as  should  be  o/his  Kindred ; — And  as  often  as  these 
Scholarships  should  become  void,  that  the  same  should  be 
renewed  and  filled  up  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  for 
the  time  being,  out  of  the  Grammar  Schools  before  men- 
tioned, within  T^ree  months  after  such  avoidance  from  time 
to  time  for  ever ; — ^And  that  the  Charges  of  the  Master  and 
such  Fellows  as  should  be  sent  and  employed  in  and  about 
the  said  Election,  should  be  borne  and  deducted  out  of  the 
allowance  appointed  to  the  Scholar  or  Scholars,  who  should 
be  elected  in  the  interim  of  the  said  Three  months ;— All 
which  Scholars,  as  they  or  any  of  them  should  attain  to  their 
rooms  or  places  aforesmd,  should  be  kept  and  maintained  by 
the  said  Master  and   Fellows  frodi   time  to  time  at  some 
Grammar  School,  until  they  were  fit  to  go  to  University 
College,  and  then  be  placed  by  The  Master  and  Fellows 
in  the   said   College,  with   fit   and  convenient   Chambers 
there,  and  that  The  Master  and  Fellows  should  pay  to  each 
of  the  Two  Scholars,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Lea- 
ses, £11.  a  piece  every  year,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day^ 
by  equal  portions: — And  should  pay  to  the  Four  Scho* 
LARS,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  yearly  £15.  a 
jnece,  accounting  always  the  Two  Scholars  to  be  of  the 
number  of  the  Four,  and  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  to 
be  preferred  before  any  other ;— And  that  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  should  pay 
to  the  Curate  and  Curates  of  Flamstead  the  yearly  sum  of 
£60.  as  his  or  th^  Salary,  at  the  two  Feasts  before  sped- 
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fied,  by  equal  portaoiis ;  the  Eleodon  of  whkh  Curate 
should  be  by  The  Master  and  Fellows  aibreaaid ;  provided, 
that  whenever  the  said  Curate's  jdace  should  be  void,  one 
of  his  own  Sdiolars  should  have  the  refufling  of  it,  belbfe 
any  other. 

In  1649,  John  Daty,  M.  D.,  of  this  Town,  devised 
by  hb  Will  all  his  lands  in  the  Parish  of  NewchurAy  in 
Kent,  oontuning  Sixteen  acres,  then  let  at  £18.  perammmj 
fiar  the  better  maintenance  of  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this 
SdiooL    These  lands  now  let  for  £17. /yeroMMiiii. 

In  1805,  The  Revd.  John  Ricb  gave  £6.  per  emmim 
ariang  fixnn  the  Redemption  of  the  Land  Tax  in  the  Parish 
cfHoo. 

Tlie  School  is  open  to  the  sons  of  Freemen  indefinitely 
fiee  of  expense,  for  the  Clasiics  onfy:  they  pay  a  guinea 
per  Quarter  for  writing,  cyphering,  &c. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  plan  is 
prindpally  followed. 

At  present  the  Masters  Aoeen  bg^  the  InhabitatUi  ci  4ie 
Town  and  Paridi  of  Maidstone,  assemUed  in  Vestry.  He 
b  entitled  to  a  very  good  House,  with  ftop&t  offices  and 
conveniences^  late  the  Mansion  and  buildings  of  Ths  Fba- 
TEEKiTY  of  Corpus  Chbisti  in  Maidst^xie,  together  with 
the  rents  and  profits  of  a  Farm  of  £il.  per  anmamj  and  a 
Salary  of  £20.  ayear  paid  by  The  Corporation. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edwaud  Mott  All- 
FaxE,  who  takes  Roaiders  at  Forty  guineas  per  ammum. 
His  present  number  is  between  20  and  30. 

The  Chapd  at  Hall  of  The  Fraternity  is  now  the  School- 
room ;  which,  bong  yery  large  and  oxnmodious,  is  abo 
made  use  of  by  The  Corpcmiticm  to  hcdd  thdr  Court-Leet, 
and  to  diuse  thdr  Mayor  and  Members  of  Parliament

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ROCHESTER. 

The  Royal  Gaamkae  School  in  The  Ci^  of  Rochbstek 
dates  ifs  origin,  from  the  Foundation  Charter  of  llie  Dean    • 
and  Chapter  of  The   Cathedral  Church,  on  the  18th  of 
June,  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Hen&t 
the  Eighth,  1542. 

About  three  years  after.  His  Majesty  gave  a  Code  of  Sta- 
tutes for  the  government  of  this  Chuch,  in  which  it  is 
ordained,  that  there  shall  be  ^*  Duo  InfbmuUores  Pueronim 
in  Grammatic&j  quorum  unus  at  PrceceptoTj  aitet  SMdb-Prc^ 
ceptoTy  HginH  Pueri  in  GramnuUicA  erudiendL''  And  a 
foUowiog  Chapter  refers  accordingly  to  the  SdKxiL 

The  Statutes  also  direct,  that  Exhibitions  of  £5.  per  an- 
num  eadi  shall  be  paid  to  Four  Scholars,  Two  at  each  i£ 
the  Univeruties  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge ;  The  Sdidars 
to  be  more  than  Fifteetiy  and  under  Twenkf  years  ciag^to 
be  chosen  from  thb  SchocJ  in  jnreference,  but  if  none  such 
are  here  duly  qualified,  then  from  any  other  School,  so  that 
they  be  neitho*  Fellow  or  Scholar  in  either  University. 
The  said  Pension  to  continue  until  they  commence  Bache- 
lor, and  that  within  the  space  of  Four  years ;  afler  which 
they  are  to  enjoy  the  same  for  T%ree  years;  when  oom- 
m^icing  Master  of  Arts  they  are  to  be  allowed  £6.per  an- 
num, and  after  that  £6..13..4.  The  Coll^  to  be  at  the 
option  of  The  Dean,  or  Vice-Dean,  and  Chapter,  who  no- 
minate the  Scholars. 

Besides  these  Exhibitions,  Robert  Guksley,  C1^9 
Rector  of  Titsey,  in  Surrey,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  of 
June,  1618,  bequeathed  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
University  College,  Oxford,  £60.  per  annum,  for  die 
nuuntenance  of  Four  Scholars  to  be  chosoi  by  them  from 
The  Free  School  o£  Miudstme,  and  from  this  Grammar 
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School,  such  as  are  natives  of  the  County  of  Kent  only,  of 
whom  those  of  his  name  and  J^indred  to  have  the  preference, 
who  are  to  be  allowed  Chambers  and  £15.  per  annum  each. 
See,  Maidstone. 

I'he  Statutes  also  prescribe  the  Allowances  ^^  pro  mensdy 
^^pro  vestibus^ — pro  stipeThdiis^ — and  the  Prayers  which 
are  to  be  said  in  the  School  "  hord  sewtd  mane,^ — and, 
*^  hord  quintd"  in  the  Evening. 

This  "  King's  School"'  is  now  considered  "  a  perfectly 
private  Institution^  under  the  sole  control  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  and  is  conducted  with  becoming  Prudence. 
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NEW  ROMNEY. 

Thb  HoftPiTAL,  and  School,  at  Nbw  Romket  were  foaai- 
ed  by  John  Southlakb,  of  this  Town,  Gentleman, — ^wbo, 
by  hit  Win,  proved  in  161S,  devised  all  his  houses,  lands, 
and  tenements,  to  his  Executor  Thomas  Bboadvax,  rf 
Grodmersham,  his  Son-in-law,  upon  condition  that  he  should 
make  over  by  due  course  of  law,  to  remain  and  continue 
for  ever,  the  House  wherdn  his  Schoolmaster  thai  dwelt, 
together  with  SO  acres  <^  land  and  18  acres  of  wood  in 
Sfnardenj^ane  tenement  with  51  acres  <^  land  in  Harrieti- 
ham^ — and  one  other  tenement  and  12  acres  of  land  in 
Ulcombe,—tjo  the  cmly  use  of  a  Schodmaster,  and  the  relief 
of"  TVwompfce/'PoorFoar:''— That  his  Executor  should 
make  those  premises  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  for 
ever  to  endure,  for  the  nuuntenance  of  the  same  :~The 
Master  to  pay  out  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Two  cou|de  of 
Pocnr  Folk,  £5.  per  annum  dear ;  by  half  jrearly  payments, 
and  when  they  died  to  put  others  in  their  rooms : — 

That  the  Master  should  pay  out  <^  those  lands  to  the 
Church-warden  of  St*  Nicholas  in  New  Rcmmey,  £5.  by 
half  yearly  payments,  to  keep  the  reparations  of  that  Church 
from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  the  Master  should  keep  all  the  premises  in  re- 
pair, and  pay  the  Lord'^s  rent  from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  he  should  teach  7\co  poor  children  to  write 
and  read  the  English  tongue,  and  cast  accompts,  until  they 
should  attain  the  age  of  14  years,  and  then  to  take  others 
in  their  place  :— 

That  the  Poor  Folk,  and  Poor  Children,  should  be  pla- 
ced and  displaced  by  the  Mayor  from  time  to  time : — 

That  the  Master  and  Pocnr  Folk  should  recdve  the  Con- 
munion  yearly,  at  Easter,  MThitsuntide,  and  Christmas,  and 
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that  the  Master  should  at  each  time  have  them  to  his  bouse ; 
and  should  give  them  their  Dimiers : — 

And,  that  if  he  did  not  well  and  truly  perform  his  payments, 
he  should  lose  his  place,  and  another  be  chosen  in  his  room, 
freely,  "  mihout  any  bribes,'^  by  The  Bailiff  of  Romney 
Marsh  from  time  to  time,  through  such  default,  provided 
he  was  a  Scholar  of  Oxford  or  CAMBainoE,  su£Bcient  to 
teach  the  Latin  tongue  as  well  as  the  English: — 

His  Executor  to  g^ve  and  make  over  the  lands  and  hou- 
ses before  mentioned,  to  stand  good  in  law  and  continue  for 
ever,  to  the  uses  already  expressed,  and  to  have  those  assu- 
rances inrolled  according  to  law,  within  Three  weeks  after 
he  had  confirmed  and  fulfilled  his  Will : — 

And  that  the  Mayor  should  take  account  of  the  Church- 
warden once  a  year,  for  the  £S.  which  he  had  given  to  the 
Church. 

The  Hospital  and  School-house  is  ^tuate  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Nicholas^  and  is  used  for  the  residence  of  the  Master, 
now  called  "  I%e  Governor,'^  and  the  Four  Poor  Folk. 

It  was  incorporated  in  the  30th  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1588.

The  Febb  Gbakmab  School  at  Sandwich  owes  ii*8  ori- 
fpn  to  The  Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Principal  inhabitants  of  the 
Town, — who,  in  1563,  agreed  to  raise  a  sum  of  monej  by 
Subscription,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  Edifice, — 
under  a  promise  from  Mr.  Roobb  Manwood,  then  a  Bar- 
rister, to  endow  the  same  ^Ui  lands,  of  suffidait  value  to 
support  the  building,  and  to  mmntain  a  Master.  Aocording- 
ly,  the  sum  of  j£286..7..2.  was  immediately  collected,  and 
other  measures  were  taken  to  promote  the  Institution. 

It  happened  fortunately,  that  Archbishop  Parkkb  was 
then  in  the  ndghbourhood ;  who,  approving  the  desagn, 
became  eminently  instrumental  in  it^s  establishment  He 
made  application  to  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
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fyr  a  Grant  of  some  land  belonging  to  thdr  Church,  which 
was  judged  to  be  a  proper  scite  for  the  School, — and  he, 
moreover,  wrote  to  his  ftiend^  Secretary  Cecil,  for  his  inte^ 
rest  with  Queen  Elizabjsth,  to  procure  her  license,  for  the 
Foundation  and  Endowment^ 

On  the  1st  of  October  1568,  Letters  Patents  were  issued, 
by  which  Roger  Manwood,  of  Hackington,  was  empow- 
ered to  erect  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  Sandwich,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Free  Gbammae  School  of  Ro&ee  Man- 
wood,  in  Sandwich  : " — 

Hiat  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  ihar  Suc- 
cessors, should  be  Govemours  of  the  same, — be  a  Body  Cor- 
porate, by  the  title  of  Goveekors  of  The  Free  School  of 
Roger  Manwood,  in  Sandwich,^ — might  [dead  and  hb 
impleaded  by  that  name,— might  purchase  estktes  in  fee,  to 
the  value  of  £40.  a  year, — and  have  a  Common  Seal : — 

And  Her  Miyesty  further  gave  special  license  to  the 
said  Roger  Manwood,  to  give  and  grant  to  the  Gk>- 
vemors  the  particular  estates  recited  in  the  subsequent  deed 
of  Feofimenty-^with  other  grants  usual  in  mstruiaentB  qf 
that  sort 

On  the  2d  of  November  following,  Mr.  Manwood  ob- 
tained a  grant  from  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
in  Fee  farm,  of  a  jnece  of  ground  inclosed  with  a  stone 
waU,*  thentofore  called  St.  Thomas's,  situate  within  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  near  to  Canterbury  Gate  there,  abut- 
ting the  Delfi  Stream  South,  and  the  High  Road  North,— 
toj^ther  with  a  piece  of  Salts,  over-against  the  same 
ground,  abutting  the  mouth  of  the  said  Stream  North,  and 
the  said  High  Road  South,— at  the  yearly  rent  a[  20dL 


•  A  part  of  which  is  now  remAining>  ahd  has  lately  been  piit 
hito  complete  repdr  by  The  Rcvd.  WiLtuH  Wodswobth,  the 
t>^e8ent  Incumbent. 
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Both  ibem  pieces  of  land,  on  the  20th  oTFeby.  1566,^ 
with  90  acreK*^  of  meadow,  pasture,  and  wood-]and,  in  Hadd- 
ington and  Northgate,  Mr.  MAinroon  enfeoffed  to  The 
A^yor  and  Jurats,  as  Trustees,  and  to  their  Successors 
for  eyer,  for  the  perpetual  siqyport  and  maintenance  of  the 
School.  And  rf  ii*ich  they  obtained  possesaon,  by  Every 
of  seiian,  in  the  month  a[  March  following. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1580,  Sir  Rogbe  Makwoob 
drew  up  the  following  Statutes,"^  for  the  govemmfiot  of 
the  School:— 

1.  Inpnmis,  I  ordeine>  that  the  Master  of  the  siud  Sdiok^  at 


^  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  have  ever  since  holden  these  Iands> 
bat  have  c^prtred  the  School,  for  some  years>  of  the  rents  of  the 
Salts  Mar$h,  which  amount  to  £17-  a  year, — a  large  proportion 
of  the  Master*s  Income,  when  compared  with  jC3T*  the  vdiok  of 
it.  The  present  Master,  soon  after  his  appointment,  which  was 
l^;ally  made  in  1811,  and  duly  confirmed,  deemed  it  his  doty, 
acoording  to  the  Oath  of  his  Institution,  to  demand  of  the  Trais- 
tees  the  Restitution  of  the  rents  of  those  Salts.  This  was  refu- 
sed under  various  pretences )  upon  which  a  plain  Case  was  laid 
before  an  eminent  Chancery  Council  whose  Opinion  is,  that  the 
Master  is  legally  entitled  to  the  rents  of  the  said  Salts,  On  this 
Opinion  being  repeatedly  declared  to  the  Trustees,  and  Uieir 
final  answer  requested,  they  have  come,  at  length,  to  a  resolution 
to  restore  the  rents,  yrom  the  present  time,  to  the  Master,  pro- 
vided a  Common  Assembly  of  The  Corporation  of  Sandwich 
shall  sanction  such  resolve  of  the  Court,  i.  e.,  of  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats. 

*  These  90  acres  were  leased  for  500  years  by  Sir  Rogbr 
Manwood  to  his  own  Family,  subject  to  an  annual  rent-charge 
of  j£20.  This  EsUte  is  now  in  the  tenure  of  the  Halbs  Family 
of  Hackington  near  Canterbury,  whose  Stewards  pay  the  JCSO. 
annually  to  The  Mayor  of  Sandwich  for  the  Master  of  the  School, 
who  duly  receives  it. 

'  These  Statutes  are  copied  from  Boys*8  History  of  Sand- 
wich. All  of  them  do  not  appear  ever  to  have  been  carried  into 
effect,  and  cannot  now  he  fotmd.  It  is  supposed  that  they  were 
entered  in  the  School  Re^ster,  which  was  in  Uie  custody  of  Hie 
Mayor  and  Jurats,  in  1790.    On  the  confirmation  of  the  present 
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ererie  ayoidatmce  tram  time  to  time  duringe  my  lyfe>  sbal  be  at 
my  apointemente :  and  that^  ^m  tyme  to  tyme>  at  every  avoid- 
aunce  after  my  deathe,  the  Master  of  the  said  Schole  sbal  be 
from  tyme  to  tyme  chosen  by  the  Governors  of  the  Schole^^vu.^ 
The  Maior  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  for  the  tyme  beinge^  or  by 
the  more  number  of  them^  owte  of  Lyncolne  CoUedge  of  Ox- 
forde,  yf  meete  persons  be  presented^  accordinge  to  certen 
wrightings  in  that  behalfie ;  to  which  Maior  and  Jurattes  dis- 
creadbn  I  commyt  the  govemaunce  of  my  said  Schole  after  my 
deathe,  and  they  to  be  thereof  Govemours. 

The  Schole-master  to  be  well  reported  of,  Master  of  Artes  in 
Degree  yf  it  male  be  convenientlie ;  alwaies  forsene,  that  the 
Scholemaster  and  Ussher  teach  the  Grammer  for  the  tyme 
apointedby  conmion  awctoritie,  or  shorter  Grammers  beingenot 
prohibited.  And  that  the  Schole-master  be  firste  allowed  by  Uie 
Ordynarie,  and  by  examynacion  fownd  meete  bothe  for  his 
leamynge  and  discreadon  of  teachinge^  as  also  for  his  honest 
amversadon  and  righte  understandinge  of  Godes  trewe  religeoQ 
nowe  sett  fourth  by  publique  awcthoritie ;  whereunto  he  shall 
star  and  move  his  Schollers,  and  also  shall  prescribe  unto  them 
suche  sentences  of  Holy  Scriptures  as  shal  be  moste  expedient 
to  induce  them  to  godlynes. 

f .  Item,  I  ordeine>  that^  after  my  death  the  Master  alwaies 
apointe  and  ekcte  the  Ussher/  as  olte  as  the  place  shal  be  void; 
whome  so  apointed  and  presented  to  The  Govemours  they  do 
admitt  hym,  not  knowinge  sufficient  cause  to  refuse  hym ;  and« 
after  he  be  so  elected  and  admytted^  not  to  be  displaced  with- 


Master^  he  made  an  application  to  the  Trustees  fbr  the  Register^ 
but  was  told  that  it  u  lost. 

*  The  Master  is  nominated  by  The  Rector  and  Fellows  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  in  conjunction  with  Hie  Mayor  and 
Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  presented  to  His  Grace  Uie  Archbishop 
of  Canterburyfbr  Institution.  The  College  nominate  Two  Mas- 
ters of  Arts,  of  whom  The  Mayor  aud  Jurats  elect  On^,— who, 
being  presented  to  the  Archbishop,  is  instituted,  by  virtue  of  a 
Bat  from  His  Grace,  and  takes  the  regular  Oaths,  together 
with  the  Archbishop's  License.  The  present  Incumbent  was  so 
nominated,  elected,  and  instituted,  in  181 1 . 

^  Hie  present  Master,  desirous  to  raise  the  School  from  it*8 
dilapidated  state,  did  appoint  an  Usher  in  1819  3  but  the  Gen^ 
tleman,  finding  no  support  from  the  Town^  has  quitted  it  altos 
ge&er. 
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Dwte  the  comenie  of  tbe  mdfi  govemoon  or  the  more  parte  of 
them. 

3.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that>  of  mj  proper  laades  by  vne^veniar 
maintenance  of  the  said  Schole,  the  Schole-n^agter  yer lie  for  hk 
Sallarie  or  Stipende  shal  be  paide  Twenty  Pomids :   and*  of  the 
landes  and  tenementes  by  me  conveyed  to  the  said  Schole  ae^ 
cording  to  the  Will  of  my  late  broker  TaoifAa  deoeaBed,  the 
Uuher  yerlie  for  his  Sallarie  and  S^jtend  dial  be  paied  Team 
pownd^  >s  and,  yf  by  any  occasion  the  Usshers  stipend  canaot 
so  anise  and  be  levied,  that  the  same  be  supplied  oi  the  lentts 
of  the  landes  and  tenements  given  by  the  Testament  of  Thomjls 
Thoitpson  deceased  :^  and  after  those  two  SaUaries  and  Sty* 
pendes  paied^  the  overplus  of  the  rentes  and  profittes  of  all  the 
scud  landes  and  tenementes  to  be  yerlie  as  an  equal  divideat 
betwene  the  Schole-master  and  Ussher,  after  all  chardges  of 
reparadons  and  otherwies  towching  the  said   Sckole-howse^ 
Lands  and  Teoementes  necessarely  borne  and  allowed :  of  wfaidi 
reparadons  vewe  from  tyme  to  tyme  is  to  be  taken  by  the  said 
Ctovemours ;  for  doinge  whereof  lA  suche  wise  that  things  de- 
cayenge  mme  in  tyme  be  repaired,  and  things  wantioge  nude  be 
supplied  and  all  damages  forseene,  I  ordeine,  thattwoe  of  ^e 
Juratts  everie  yere,  on  the  Mundaie  nexte  after  the  Feaate  of 
St.  Mychaell  tharchaungell,  be  chosen  Sarodoiir*,*  and  everts 
yen  to  vewe  ihe  same  twice  for  all  decaiea  and  rgMurackma,  and 
thereupon  order  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  be  taken. 

4.  Item,  I  ordein^  that,  of  such  SchoUers  as  in  the  same 
Schole  shalbe  tawghte,  those  that  be  Children  of  the  lahabit- 
aunts  of  Sandwich  to  be  freUe  tawght,  wU?iowte  any  thmg  to  be 
demaunded  or  taken,  bnt  of  benevolence  shall  be  given  at  th'end 
of  everie  quarter  towardes  buieng  and  providinge  of  such  Die- 
ttonaries  and  oth^  Boc^es  as  dial  be  for  common  use  of  the 
Schollers)    and  the  reste  of  the  forreine  SchoUers  to  be  tawg^ite 


s  The  Trustees  never  obtafaied  possession  of  any  lands  or 
rents,  ^  the  Salary  of  an  Usher;  nor  does  it  appear,  that  an 
Usher  has  ever  been  found  necessary.  About  45  years  sinoe, 
the  Master  appointed  a  Deputy,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies,  who 
offidated  in  the  School  for  him. 

^  Thete  lands  and  tenements  never  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Trustees. 

'  These  Surveyors,  if  appointed,  have  made  no  repairs.  The 
house,  in  1811,  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  state,  as  well  as  the 
waUi.  The  present  Incumbent  has  made  repairs  at  the  expcBSt 
of  several  Hundred  pounds,  defrayed  by  himsel£ 
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of  Uie  Juratts  at  the  leaste  and  by  the  Master,  firom  time  to  time 
u^ptm  th*admi88ion,  dial  be  limited  unto  the  Master,^  having  res* 
peete  to  the  Childe  and  Habilitie  of  his  Parents ;  And,  for 
siiche  Children  as  alreadie  are  placed  in  the  Schole,  the  same 
order  npon  penisinge  is  to  be  observed. 

5.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  contynewe 
and  enjoye  their  bowse  and  stypends,  with  the  garden  and  Or- 
chard aicljoyninge  durhig  theare  lives  not  sufficientlie  convicted 
to  have  neglected  their  office :  and,  if  it  happen  either  of  them 
to  be  so  convicted  at  any  time>  yet  I  will  not  tiiat  he  be  straight- 
waies  removed,  but  gently  warned  and  admonished,  by  me 
whiles  I  live,  and  after  my  deathe,  by  the  Grovemors  aforesaid  or 
the  more  parte  of  them  :  and  so  for  the  second  time  |  and  then 
yf  after  the  second  admonicion  he  doe  not  amend,  and  diligent- 
lie  foUowe  his  office  andchardgein  theSchole,  I  wilLthat  hesoe 
offending  be  utterlie  expolsed  and  amoved,  and  another  to  be 
received  in  his  rome ;  and  that  to  be  done,  after  my  deathe,  with 
jail  diligence  by  the  said  Governors. 

6.  Item,  I  ohleine,  that  the  Mast^  and  Ussher  shall  neither  of 
them  be  a  common  gamester,  and  hamiter  of  Taverns,  nor  by 
any  extraordinarie  or  unnecessarie  expenses  in  apparell  or  other- 
wies  become  an  infieuny  to  the  School,  and  an  eviU  example  to  the 
yonge ;  to  whome  in  all  pohits  they  owghte  to  shewe  themselves 
an  example  of  honest,  contynente  and  godlie  behaviour. 

7.  Item,  I,  desiringe  the  benefytt  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  towneof  Sandwich  in  hording^  of  SchoUers  and  otherwies, 
doe  ordeine,  that  the  Master  of  the  saide  Gramer  Schole  shall 
not  take  to  boerde,  dyet  or  lodge  in  his  bowse  or  roomes  or 
otherwies  above  the  nombre  of  Twelve  SchoUenu  and  the  Ussher 
oot  to  taice  above  the  ncnnber  of  Sixe  SchoUars,  unles  yt  shall 
aeeme  oonveniente  to  the  said  Governors  that,  upon  some  good 
occasion  and  consideradon,  the  aud  Master  and  Ussher  male 
have  amore  nomber  at  boerd  and  lodging  with  them. 

8.  Item,  yf  it  happen  the  Master  or  Ussher  to  be  visited  with  a 
comoa  disease,  as  tiie  agewe  or  any  enrable  sicknes,  I  ordeine, 
that  he  soe  visited  be  toUerated  for  the  tune,  and  his  stipend  al- 
lowed fiilly,  so  that  his  office  be  f ami^ed  by  his  suffidente 
IHputie.  But  yf,  which  God  fcHrbidd,  they  or  any  of  them 
sfaaU  fedl  into  any  infiective  and  incurable  disease,  specially 
thorowe  their  owne  evill  behaviour,  then  I  ordeine,  that  he  so

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infected  be  removed  andpul  awaie>  and  anoCfaerbe  dioeenin  fate 
itMne. 

9.  Item,  if  it  happen  the  Master  or  U8iher>  alter  long  tyme 
spmit  in  the  Sdiole>  to  waxe  impotente,  and  throv^  age  or 
other  infirmitiefl  not  habk  to  endure  the  tnvdl  and  labor  neoea^ 
aarie  in  the  Schole,  I  ordeine,  he  be  favoraWe  borne  witfaaD,  00 
that  his  office  be  furnished  by  his  suffidente  Depntie,  althoogbe 
he  liimselle  be  not  liable. 

10.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  be  at  libeitie 
cither  to  remaine  single  or  to  marie,  or  to  take  priesthoode,  so 
he  trowble  not  hymsdfe  with  any  benefice  of  cure  or  woHdly 
busine68e>  in  sudi  wies  that  shall  hinder  his  office  and  ^Uigent 
attendannoe  in  the  Schok. 

11.  Item,  I  ordeine>  that,  yf  any  contraveraie  happen  to  arrise 
and  growe  betwene  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  at  any  time,  that 
then  yt  be  referred  to  me  the  Fownder  whiles  I  Itwt,  and  after  to 
the  Govemours  of  the  said  Scheie,  and  they  to  stand  to  their 
order  and  determynadon  xspon  paine  of  depiyvaaion  from  their 
office. 

12.  Jiem,  I  ordeine,  that  ndther  tiie  Master  or  Ussher  withowte 
licensee^  the  said  govemours  absent  themsdves  above  Twenty 
daies  in  the  yere  finom  the  Schole,  nor  soe  mudie  but  upon  good 
and  urgent  cause,  and  in  that  vacant  tyme  the  one  to  sopplie  tbe 
others  office,  upon  some  good  convenient  allowaunce  as  ^ey  can 
agree,  so  as  bc^e  at  once  male  not  in  any  wies  be  abaente  feom 
the  said  Schole. 

Id.  Item,  yf  yt  happen  to  be  sudie  contagious  sicknes,  as'  the 
Plague  or  such  like,  that  by  consideracicm  of  the  said  Govispumra 
the  teaching  of  the  said  Sdiole  for  the  tyme  beinge  muste  cease 
and  not  meete  to  contynewe,  yet  neverthdesse  I  orddn^  thai 
both  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  have  their  Stipendes  felly  paid, 
bdnge  allwaiea  in  rediness  to  teache  so  sone  as  God  shall  make 
suche  contagious  sicknes  cease. 

14.  Item,  If  it  h^pen  the  Blaster  or  the  Ussher  to  dk  at  any 
time  in  thdr  office,  I  orddne,  diattheirexecutorsc»r  assigns  shall 
receave  so  mudi  money  as  for  his  or  theirservice  is  aceomptaUe 
to  be  dewe  at  the  hower  of  his  or  their  deathes  after  the  rate  per 
diem,  and  in  such  case  the  rome  to  be  supplied  widi  as  mudie 
convex^ent  speed  as  male  be.  And,  for  that  vaodoit  time  the 
Survivor  to  fumishe  the  whole  chardge,  and  to  receave  so  mudie 
as  for  both  is  dewe  at  that  time. 

16.  Item,  I  orddne,  none  to  be  taughte  in  this  Schole  but  thai 
Jirste^  the  Master  be  spoken  withall  by  his  or  their  frknds,  and  to 
be  aWfwed  by  the  master'i  admissum  and  by  the  Bfaior  or  his 
Deputie  and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  requiringe  that  the  Master, 
by  cawting  to  be  redd  doe  cause  )Us  friendes  to  miderskmde  suche 
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pomtesof  ihe  Siaiuiei  a$ti  Ordmoimcet  as  hereafter  fblkmreth^  and 
he  or  thej  being  willing  to  obey  the  same;  then  the  Jfiw^  liWiZi 
adxnitt  aney  sii^  Scholler^  provided  that  every  Scheller  hereafter 
to  be  admitted  be  hable^  before  his  admimon  into  the  Schole  to 
write  competentUe  and  to  reade  perfectUe  both  EngU$he  and 
Lattyne,  and  that  the  Border  doe  undertake,  xmder  the  paine  of 
fyve  marc8>  that  the  same  SdioUer  shal  be  from  tyme  to  tyme 
fimnihed  with  aU  necessaries  meete  for  his  leaminge,  and  that 
suche  SchoUer  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Schole  under  one 
monethes  waminge,  and  not  otherwiese  but  by  pnblique  order 
in  the  presence  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie  and  twoe  of  his 
Breiheren>  and  so  openlie  to  take  his  leave,  and  further  shewinge 
some  probable  cause  of  his  departure;  and,  upon  proofe  and 
triall  of  every  SchoUers  cq>acity,  after  a  convenient  tyme  being 
in  the  Schole  and  not  found  meete  to  ieame,  to  signify  the  same 
to  his  friends,  and  then,  by  assent  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  to  remove  him ;  and  none  to  be  a 
SchoUer  there  but  he  doe  boerd  within  the  Towen,  unless  he 
doe  lodge  within  one  mile  and  a  haulfe  of  the  Towen ;  and  none 
to  tanie  above  Sixe  yeares  in  learning  there  withowte  a  great 
cause  alledged  and  aUowed  by  the  said  govemours  for  the  tyme 
bdnge ;  and  suche  as  alredie  are  placed  in  the  Schole  to  atteine 
writiage  competentUe  within  one  quarter  of  a  yere  next  commge,  or 
ells  to  be  removed  till  they  can  attain  the  same. 

16.  Item,  I  will  and'ordeine,  that  in  the  said  Towne  of  Sand- 
wich none  other  Grammer  Schole  be  tawghte ;  and  fieurther,  yf  any 
SdioUar  shall  departe  owte  from  this  Schole  withowte  cause  of 
sickness,  and  be  tawghte  in  any  other  Schole,  that  after  suche  de- 
parture the  same  SdM>ller  shall  not  be  readmytted  withoutte  speciall 
consent  of  the  Master,  and  that  upon  such  cawse  as  shal  be  allowed 
by  the  said  Grovemours. 

17.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  yf  the  Sdiollers  parentes  be  noe 
dwellers  in  the  Towne  of  Sandwidi  aforesaid,  then  his  friends 
^all  not  place  him  in  any  suche  bowse  to  be  horded,  as  the 
Master  shall  signefy  to  the  parentes  that  yt  hath  been  and  is 
likelie  to  be  an  occation  of  SooUersto  foUowe  idleness,  gamynge 
and  other  vayne  pastimes  not  beseminge  students.  Therefore,  to 
avoid  all  sudx  inconvenience,  not  only  the  partie  that  taketh  the 
SchoUer  or  SchoUers  to  boerd  shaU  faithfuUy  promise  to  the 
Blaster  before  his  or  their  admission  to  keepe  them  contynuaUy 
from  aU  unthrifUe  pastimes  and  games  in  Us  house,  and  further 
to  lett  the  Master  betimes  have  informadon  in  case  he  knowe

paitie  to  be  eeduded  from  htmiog  teejr  SdioDen  of  Dug  Sduok 
to  boerde ;  ud  the  like  diUygeaee  tD  be  used  hj  sudie  paivntai 
ae  thall  dwdi  in  Suidwidi  and  have  tbeir  Children  Sdicdlen  m 
flie  saide  Schole>  upon  peine  of  eache  Schellere  to  be  remoted 
and  pot  from  the  Scok. 

18.  Item,  I  ordeiae,  that  cwrie  fidudler  at  his  finte  MfaniaeioB 
into  Una  adiole  thall  paie  Six  pmm,  if  his  pennttt  be  inhabk- 
inge  and  the  Schemer  lodging  in  Sandwieh  $  and  TWefoe  jMnce, 
if  fait  porentcs  be  not  inhabitinge  or  the  SdioUer  not  lodginge 
there,  to  liie  common  Boxe ;  nvkh  whiche  mon^  the  master  at 
Ida  diacreadon  diall  provide  neoetsarie  Bodfieg>  as  Diotioaaries 
or  other,  for  the  common  nse  of  the  SchollerB. 

19.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  as  ofte  as  any  SdioBer  dothe  absente 
himselfr  ftom  tiie  Sohole,  having  no  oocasioa  of  sidaies,  or  shal 
be  wantinge  withowte  leave  of  the  Master,  he  shall,  besydes  his 
ooireodon  at  his  vetnme,  paie  to  the  common  Boxe  fbr  everie 
daies  abaenoe  a  peney  as  Uie  daies  come  to. 

90.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Maeter  keep  y*  register,  and  in 
the  same  write  the  names  and  surname  of  evme  Sdicdler  and 
the  daie  of  bis  entringe,  wfaidi  shall  not  be  on  aney  oDier  dale 
tat  on  ^e  worldnge  Tewtdme  of  everie  week  umally  to  keepe 
.(Bchoole,  and  not  withowte  ooosente  of  the  Maior  or  his  Dqpotie 
and  two  of  the  Juratts  firtte  had  and  thereat  present.  And  the 
said  Master  of  the  Grammar  Scheie  everie  yere,  the  Mnndaie 
nsKte  alter  tiie  Feast  oi  Sainte  Mychadil  th*archangell,  shall  at 
the  said  Schok-boose  yeld  to  the  said  Govemouis  a  tiewe 
accomple  of  all  suche  Sdiollers  as  have  been  reoeaved  into  Hit 
said  Schok,  and  the  names  of  sudie  as  have  departed  thcnee; 
and  that  a  trewe  aoeompte  be  made  and  kei^ite  thereof,  and  in 
presence  of  the  said  Govemours  fiilly  answered  to  th*nse  of  ttie 
Sehole  of  all  sucbe  admission  money  so  receaved  to  the  common 
nse  of  the  said  Sdiok.

d6.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Ussher  practise  and  use  sudie 
Older  and  forme  in  teachinge,  as  the  Master  shall  think  good  and 
prescribe. 

97 »  Item,  I  orddne,  tiiat  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Ussher,  shall  not  give  remedy  eit  leave  to  play  above  once  in  a 
week,  unksse  the  said  governors  or  some  honourable  or  worahip-

dally  in  yowthe^  I  orddne>  that,  after  my  deathe,  eyerie  yere 
once,  viz.,  the  Tewsdaie  nexte  after  the  Feaste  of  St.  MydtaeU 
th*  ardiangell,  there  be  kept  in  the  Schoie  dispotadon^  upon 
queitumi  provided  hff  the  Master,  firom  Seven  or  Eight  of  the 
Clock  in  the  fbrenone  till  Nine  or  Ten  of  the  Clock  fbUowinge; 
at  which  disputadons,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  desve  die  Bu^ 
sons  and  Vicars  of  the  Towne,  with  one  or  two  other  of  know- 
ledge or  more  dwelling  nighe,  to  be  present  in  the  Sdiole  if  it 
pl^kse  them  to  hear  the  same.  The  disputadon  ended,  to  6t^ 
termine  which  three  of  the  hole  number  of  several  forms  have 
done  best  by  the  judgements  of  the  Mailer  and  learned  heaicn :

the  Biaster  or  Usher's  house,  or  in  the  Sdiole,  so  that  at  the 
departure  they  nude  be  staled  and  reserved  as  aperteineth  in  that 
behalf. 

33.  Item,  for  that  digressinge  in  order  of  teachinge  according 
to  the  severall  natures  and  disposidons  of  everie  Schole-master 
or  Ussher  maiegreately  hinder  the  SchoUers,  and  for  that  a  con- 
venient direccion  therein  of  some  ordinarie  Bookes  to  be  read 
and  some  Bxerdses  to  be  used  maie  greatly  further  the  Schol- 
lers ;  therefore  I  ordeine,  that  the  Sdhole  shal  be  divided  into  a 
convenient  nombre  of  formes,  some  to  be  taught  by  the  Master 
and  th*  other  by  the  Ussher,  and  as  neare  as  shal  be  thoughte 
conveniente  by  the  Master  for  the  time  beinge  ^  the  Bookes  and 
order  of  teachinge  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  used,  or  suche  other 
as  by  common  ancthoritie,  or  eUs  by  the  Fo wnder  or  Archhytshop 
fot  the  time  being,  shal  be  prescribed. 

34.  Of  the  Us£er's  formes,  the  first  shall  learn  the  Accidence 
to  the  rules  of  construcdon,  and  be  exercised  in  dedyning  of 
nownes  and  verbes  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
fece  to  The  Queenes  Granmiar : .  the  second  form  shall  leame 
the  rules  tA  construcdon,  and  therewith  have  Cato  read  unto 
them,  and  be  exercised  in  making  of  Latyne,  and  other  lyke,  by 
discreadonj  the  third  form  shal  have  read  unto  them  such 
Lattine  Catadusme  as  shal  be  sett  forth  by  publique  aucthoritie, 
and  the  Dialogs  of  CastUio,  and  be  exerdsed  in  touming  of 
Lattin  into  English  and  English  into  Lattin,  and  other  lyke,  by 
discredon. 

36.  The  first  form  in  the  Master's  chaige  shall  have  read  unto 
them  Terrence,  the  Epistells  of  TuUey  chosen  by  Sturmg,  and 
Apthonn  Progymnaemata,  and  be  exerdsed  in  varying  of  Latine 
and  in  practising  Ui*  exerdses  of  Apthomus  at  tymes  apointed,  and 
other  lyke,  by  discreadon :  the  second  forme  shall  have  red  to 
them  Saluity  TiUUs  Offices,  with  the  rules  of  versefienge,  and 
FtrgUTs  Eglogs,  or  some  chaste  poet,  and  shall  use  th*  exerdses 
of  &e  first  forme,  with  doing  the  same,  and  disputinge  extempore, 
and  other  lyke,  by  discreadon :  the  third  forme  shall  have  red 
to  them  TuUie's  OracUms,  VtrgilTs  Eneidos,  the  Epistles  of 
Horace,  and  certen  of  his  diaste  Odes  chosen,  and  have  th*  ex- 
erdses of  the  second  forme,  with  making  of  verses,  and  other 
lyke,  by  discreadon. 

36.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  as  manie  of  the  rules  followinge 
shal  be  observed  as  by  discreadon  of  the  Master  shal  be  from 
ty^e  to  tyme  thought  meete,  or  other  lyk  at  his  discreadon  -, 
diat  is  to  sale,  everie  lesson  shal  be  said  without  booke  and  con- 
strued into  Englishe  by  everie  Scholler  reading  that  author :  the 
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morda  ihalljirtt  he  Et^liihed  wevtraXRe  a$  the  OramnMcaM  con- 
itruccion  Ueth,  and  afterwardt  the  hole  gerUence  or  le^on  r^urwi 
in  English  as  it  Ueth  together,^    In  the  parsing  the  teacher  abaB 
not  need  more  then  to  examyn  which  Scholler  he  will,  at  adTes* 
ture,  upon  which  wordes  he  will  in  the  lemon.     The  phrases, 
syn&nomies^  and  elegances  shal  be  chosen  out  and  apointed  to 
Uie  Sdiollera  to  write.    Everie  Mondaye  the  Ussher  ^la]  deliver 
an  Englishe  of  two  lines  to  his  second  fbrm^  and  of  ten  lines  to 
his  third  forme,  to  be  translated  into  Lattin  at  thdrTacant  times 
against  Thursdaye  aftemoone.    The  Master  shal  at  and  against 
the  same  times  delhrer  to  his  first  fbrm  some  EpysteH  whkh  be 
hath  Englished  out  of  Tulley ;  to  the  second  forme,  some  matter 
translated  out  of  TuUey,  C^ar,  or  Ltt?fe;  to  the  third  fonne^ 
some  question  wherof  themselyes  shall  write  marte  propm. 
Everie  Thursdaye  after  dinner  every  SchoUers  doings  to  be  read, 
the  fiEUiltes  gently  shewed,  the  translacion  compsu^  with  the 
originall,  and  then  the  Children  dismissed  to  play  at  the  discrea- 
don  of  the  Master,  not  otherwies  but  as  he  findeth  deserte.     Li 
suche  Thursdaies  doinges,  and  all  other  exercises,  promptihge 
and  helping  one  of  another  to  be  more  punidied  then  lack  of 
well  doinge,  with  rodd,  shame,  restraint  of  plaie,  or  oHierwyse. 
Every  Friday,^  or  Saturday,  or  one  of  them,  shal  be  spent  in  re- 
hersal  of  the  leaminge  of  that  week  neere  spent.    The  SehoDers 
of  the  Master  his  forms,  for  famishing  of  tiieir  dedaradons, 
disputacions  and  otiier  exercises^  shal  be  called  upon  to  have 
and  read  in  private  studie  Livie,  all  good  histories,  poetes,  bookes 
of  common  places,  sentences^  apothegmes,  and  such  like ;  and 
accordinge  to  theur  well  doinge  to  have  the  highest  places  with 
other  preferments  and  priviledges  of  ihvor,  and  in  no  case  aney 
respecte  therein  shall  be  had  of  birth,  welth,  pai^mtes,  or  ai^ 
thing  but  of  profyting  in  learning;   and  at  everie  ChristaM 
time,  if  the  Master  doe  think  mete,  to  have  one  Comedie  or 
Tragedie  of  chaste  matter  in  Latin  to  be  played,  ^e  partes  to  be 
divided  to  as  many  Schollars  as  maie  be,  and  to  be  learned  at 
vacant  times.    And  if  the  Master  forthetime  shall  not  see  good 
to  observe  the  form  or  course  of  teachinge  the  Bookes  or  Aue- 
thors  before  mentioned,  that  neverthelesse  he  doe  followe  som 
suche  matter  of  the  same  as  he  shall  tiilnk  expedient.    And  in 
mine  opinion,  during  a  SchoUar^s  remayninge  in  the  Orammar

37*  item,  be^des  theee  mles^P  ordinances^  lu^d  statutes  by  me 
left  in  a  table  hanging  in  the  said  Schole,  I  ordeine^  that  there 
shal  be  truely  written  word  for  word  two  copies  of  the  same  ordi- 
nances^  th'  one  to  remaine  in  the  handes  of  the  governors  alore« 
said>  and  th'  other  in  the  handes  of  the  Master  qf  mf  Sehole,  or 
at  suche  time  as  the  Master  his  place  is  vacant  to  remaine  in  tho 
Ussher*s  handes^  so  that  they  in  each  parte  maie  remember  what 
aperteineth  to  their  offices^  chdrdke  and  dewties ;  and  also  at 
the  admission  of  any  Master  and  Ussher,  they  shall  promise  be<* 
fbre  honest  witnes  for  to  keep  and  see  executed  all  such  points 
as  concern  them^  and  their  SchoUers^  to  the  uttermost  of  their 
poWei*  during  all  the  time  thsLt  they  remaine  in  that  office. 

38.  Item,  that  both  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  ^eoddaVvanr

thereof  twice  solemnly  admonished  by  the  Govemours  aforesaid 
and  notwithstamMnge  continewe  the  bteache  thereof,  that  then 
it  shal  be  lawful  to  the  same  Maior  and  moste  parte  of  the 
Juratts,  govemours  aforesaid,  first  having  the  assent  of  the 
Fownder  whiles  he  liveth,  to  expell  and  putt  oute  the  partie  so 
offendinge  and  to  place  another  hable  man  in  his  roome  at 
office.

And  if  any  ambiguitie  shall  hereafter  arise 
for  the  trewe  understand!  nge  of  any  rule  or  ordinance  touching 
the  Schole,  the  interpretacion  and  construction  thereof  is  to  the 
Fownder  during  his  life,  and,  after  his  death,  to  the  Atchbisihdp 
f^  Canterburiefor  the  time  being,  ordinarie  of  the  place.**

On  the  SOdi  of  July,  1568,  RobBa  Manwood,  SeiTeant 
at  Law,  and  Richaed  Hstwood,  Esq.,  exeaxtan  of  the 
Will  of  JoAKB  Teapps,  late  of  London,  Widow,  deceased, 
in  part  of  aooomphdmient  of  the  said  Will,  do  bargam,  sell,

Mary  and.  All  Saints  Lincoln,  in  The  Univeraty  of  Oxfiird,

Coll^ :  of  which,  two  to  be  placed  and  nominated  by  the 
said  Rector  and  Fellows  from  any  part  of  the  kingdom ; 
and  two  by  The  GoveniOTs  of  the  Free  Ghrammar  School  in 
Sandwich,  out  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  aUermi  vidbus; 
first,  one  by  The  Rectcnr  and  FeUows;  and  after,  one  odier 
by  the  said  Governors ;  and  so^  by  like  turn  and  oooise  of 
dection  and  nomination,  for  ever.  These  lands,  die  said 
Roger  covenants,  shall  jUid  to  the  said  Rector  and  FeUows 
a  dear  yearly  rent  of  JC11..6..8. ;  of  whidi  sum,  the  Rector 
and  FeUows  covenant  to  pay  yearly  to  the  said  Four  Sdio- 
lars, £10..13..4 ;  that  is  to  say,  £2..1S..4  eadi,  half  yearly, 
towards  the  ExhiUtion  and  diarges  of  finding  of  the  said 
Scholars;  which  Four  Scholars  shaU be caUed,  '*  The  SdKv

of  the  Grovemors^  nomination  in  turn  within  Twen^  days 
after  such  notice,  the  vacancy  to  be  fiUed  up  by  the  Rectcn- 
and  FeUows.

form,  as  during  the  life  of  the  Founder  shall  be  thought 
meet  to  hun ;  and,  after  his  death,  as  shall  be  thought  meet 
to  the  Governors.  Under  this  Will,  Roger  Manwood,  the 
surviving ,  executor,  by  an  instrument  in  his  own  hand- 
writing, dated  the  30th  of  September  1572,  conveyed  to  the 
said  governors  a  comer  messtiage,  sometime  a  Store  house^^

By  Indenture  tripartite,  dated  the  30th  of  January,  1581, 
between  Sir  Roger  Manwood,  Knight,  Lord  Chief  Baranof 
the  Exchequer,  The  Master  or  Gustos  and  Fdlows  of  The 
CoU^  of  Gonvyle  and  Caius  founded  in  Honour  of  The 
Annunciation  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  in  The  Univer- 
nty  of  Cambridge,  and  The  Governors  of  The  Free  Grammar 
SdKx>l  of  Roger  Manwood  in  Sandwich,  the  sud  Sir  Roger, 
as  surviving  executor  of  the  Will  of  Joan  Tbapps,  Widow, 
by  bargain  and  sale,  conv^  to  the  said  Master  and  Fdlows 
a  messuage,  or  Farm-House,  called  Bodkiney  m  Swakdifl^ 
near  WhitstaUe  in  Kent,  together  wiA  Fffiy-eeoen  acres 
and  three  roods  of  land  in  the  Parishes  of  Swaiec^  Whit- 
statUet,  and  Hackingtxwi,  in  Kent ;  and  Sir  Roger  covenants^ 
that  the  premises  are  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £l  1..6^8. 
In  ccmfideration  of  ^(^ch,  the  Master  and  Fdlows  oofcnaat 
to  pay  annually  to  Fowr  Fdlowe  gf  their  College  iBia.i3^4v, 
fiyur  marcs  to  each.  The  said  Sfholars  to  he  nmninatid  by 
Sir  Roger  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  Governors 
of  the  said  Free  Sduxd,  and  by  the  said  Master  and  Fdlows, 


StodL^  vested  in  the  3  per  Ceta$.,  tiie  interest  of  whidi^  £S.^  Is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 

'  Tliere  is  no  tenement  in  Pound  Garden,  but  the  rent  of  it  is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 
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altemaiehf}  Notice  of  avoidance  to  be  givra,  in  writing,  by 
the  Master  and  Fettows  io  Sir  Roger,  or  the  Grovemors, 
within  Fifteen  days ;  such  notice  to  be  left  with  the  Master 
or  Usher  of  Powh'^s  (St.  PauPs)  School,  for  the  time  being; 
and  upon  fiulure  of  nomination  within  one  month,  then  the 
Tacancy  to  be  supplied  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows. 
The  Scholars  to  be  called,  <<  The  Scholars  of  Robbet 
Tbapps,  of  London,  Groldsmith,  and  Joane  his  Wife/'  In 
default  of  notice  as  above  stated,  then  the  Master  and  Fellows 
to  forfeit  to  Sir  Roger,  or  the  Governors,  four  maxcs, 
nomine  poenasj  and  for  every  day,  after  the  said  Fifteen 
days,  Twelve  pence.  The  remuning  15««.4d.  to  go  to  the 
said  Master  and  Fellows,  for  the  use  of  the  said  College. 

Sir  Roger,  during  his  life,  took  the  rents  c^  the  estates, 
whidi  he  had  enfeoflfed  to  the  Grovemors  of  his  School, 
paying  the  Master's  Salary  regularly  to  his  death,  which 
hiq>pened  in  the  year  1592.  After  which.  Sir  Peter  Man- 
wood,  Knight,  Heir  and  Executor  of  Sir  Rog^,  recdved 
Ae  rents,  and  paid  the  Salary  of  the  Master,  imtil  a  few 
years  before  he  died. 

But,  Sir  John  Manwood,  Knight,  his  son  and  hdr,  or 
others  daiming  under  him,  took  the  issues  of  the  said  estates 
to  their  own  use^  without  making  any  payment  to  the  Master. 
Upon  which,  the  Grovemors  of  the  School,  in  1633,  sued  out 
a  Commission  upon  the  Statute  ifar  Charitable  uses ;  whidh 
came  out  on  the  14th  of  May,  in  that  year;  and  an  Inqui?' 
sition  was  taken,  and  a  Return  made,  by  Sir  Edward  Boys, 
Launcelot  Lovelace,  Edward  Hadde,  Thomas  Dame,  WiL 
liam  Watmer,  and  Edmund  Parbo,  Esqrs.;  who,  in  March,

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1634,  decreed  and  ordered,  that  the  GOTeroccs  should  enUr 
irUo  ihe  aeoeral  EiUxUi^  and  take  the  rmUj  and  hold  <mi 
a^  the  Momejbr  ever^  according  to  the  purport  and  kUeni 
qf  ^  deed  of  Jioffinent  and  grant  made  bgf  Soger  M 
Eeq^  to  ihe  Mayor  and  Jurats ;  and  that  the  said  Mayor 
and  Jurats  should  pay  to  the  School-master  all  arrears  of 
Salary,  and /brfy/iou9Kb  for  damages.  Whereupon  a  writ 
of  execution  followed,  dated  the  6th  of  May,  1654.  Bat, 
Sir  John  Manwood  and  Lady  Frances  Manwood,  Widow, 
put  exceptions  into  the  Court  of  Chancery  against  the  decree 
of  theCommissbners;  upon  these  grounds,  prindpally,  that 
Sir  Roger  Manwood  intended  to  the  School  only  Tkoenty 
Pounds  a  year  for  the  Schocd-master ;  and  diat,  bei<»e  the 
making  of  the  feoffment  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats,  he  did 
make  a  lease  of  the  lands,  ma[itioned  therem,  far  the  term  of 
500  years  to  Edward  Peke  and  William  Claybroke ;  reserv- 
ing mdy  the  jrearly  rent  of  Twenty  pounds,  to  he  pood  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  Jurats  and  thdr  Successors,  far  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  Master:  whidi  lease  was  afterwards,  duK., 
on  the  10th  of  January,  I57I9  lawfully  assigned  bade  again 
to  the  said  Roger  Manwood,  his  executors  and  asngns;  who, 
by  his  Will,  disposed  of  aD  his  leases  in  Kent  to  his  heirs 
for  the  time  bdng,  who  should  have  his  house  at  St.  StephefCi. 
In  June,  1635,  the  matter  was  argued  before  the  Lord 
Keeper,  who  confirmed  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
to  the  arrears  c^the  Stipend,  and  the  Forty  pounds  damages; 
and,  in  favour  to  Sir  Jcim  Manwood,  he  directed  that  the 
same  should  be  paid  by  Sir  John  Manwood  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  on  bdialf  of  the  Master,  by  TTdrig 
pounds  per  annumy  over  and  above  the  said  Twenty  pounds 
per  annum;^  but  the  other  part  of  the  CcMnmisaiooers*

decree,  respecting  the  possession  of  the  Ninety  acres  in 
Hackmgion  and  Northgatey  was  reversed ;  and  it  was  de- 
creed, that  Sir  John  Manwood  should  hold  the  lands 
according  to  the  said  lease. 

The  Salary  of  £20.  has  been  paid  with  tolerable  regula- 
rity, ever  ance,  by  the  proprietors  of  the  estate;  which  has 
passed  from  the  Manwoods  to  the  Colepeppers,  and  irom 
thence  to  the  Hales,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Sir 
Edward  Hales,  Bart,  of  St  StepherCa, 

Edmund  Parbo,  Esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  26th  of 
October,  1640,  beades  many  other  legacies  to  the  Parishes 
in  Sandwich,  bequeathed  to  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sand- 
wich^ Grovemors  of  The  Grammar  School,  an  annuity  of 
Ten  Pounds  out  of  his  messuage  or  inn,  called  ThePelicanf 
in  Sand^ch*.  But,  it  does  not  appear,  that  the  School  was 
ever  benefited  by  this  bequest,  nor  how  it  happened,  that  it 
was  not  so.  There  is  reason  to  think,  that  a  Suit  was  insti- 
tuted, after  the  death  of  Mr.  Parbo^s  widow,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Jurats  against  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Parbo,  for  the  recovery 
of  this  benefaction,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  at  Dover ; 
where  the  proceedings  or  issue  may  probably  be  ascertained. 

In  the  hands  of  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  is  a  deed,  bearing 
date  the  5th  c^  January,  1685,  which  declares  the  uses  of  a 
Fine,  levied  of  a  piece  of  ground  divided  into  two  parts, 
whereon  are  erected  two  stables,  one  kitchen  and  one  cove, 
situate  in  St  Mary^s  Parish  Sandwich,  abuttmg  to  a  tene- 
ment belonging  to  the  Free  Grammar  School  and  Black 
Lane,  West ;  to  Strand  Street,  North ;  to  the  messuage  and 
malt-house  of  the  heirs  of  John  Does,  East  and  South; 
purchased  by  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  William  Ellwood, 
late  of  Sandwich,  Grentleman,  deceased,  and  Phineas  Ellwood, 


pay  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  i?30.>  above  the  rent- 
charge  of  £20.,  that  is,  £50.  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  This 
seems  to  be  intended. only  until  the  arrears  are  discharged. 
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of  Corpus  Chrisd  Coil^e,  Oxford,  Doctor  in  PhyadE,  to 
the  use  of  the  siud  Mayor  and  Jurats,  and  thdr  Successors, 
in  Trust,  fen*  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Schocd-master  of 
the  said  School  for  tlie  time  being:"*  And  the  premises  were 
soon  after  conveyed  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Jurats  by 
William  and  Phineas  EUwood,  sons,  and  co4ieirs  in  gaioeU 
kmdy  of  Phineas  EUwood  of  Sandwich,  Grentleman,  by  an 
instrument  dated  the  Sd  day  of  July,  1685. 

In  1684,  Mr.  Richard  Cuhner,  then  Master  of  The  Free 
School,  complained  to  The  Commisoonen  for  CharitalUe 
uses,  that  ^*  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  detained 
from  him  a  piece  of  land,  lying  over  agamst  the  Free 
School;  aud  that  divers  of  the  houses  bdonging  to  the 
School  are  out  of  repfur ;  and  that  the  Defendants  ought  to 
repair  the  same,  which  they  refuse.''  At  die  same  time,  it 
was  allq^  to  The  Commissioners,  that  a  person  of  the 
name  of  TTiompson  had  bequeathed  his  two  new  houses  in 
Thompson's  Street  to  The  Free  School. 

But,  it  appeared  to  the  Commissicniers,  that  the  SdKxd 
had  never  been  in  possesion ;  that  the  houses,  sujqposed  to 
hflCve  been  ^ven,  were  quite  down ;  and  that  there  was  at 
that  time  no  such  Streety  as  Thompsaris  Street. 

To  this  account,  taken  fnnn  Tanner's  manuscripts,  the 
following  extraordinary  remark  is  subjoined :  That,  ^  both 
in  Sandwich,  and  in  Faversham,  they  acquaint  us,  that  iheax 
have  been  former  Commis^ons,  but  withoutjruii ;  for,  that 
no  one  dares  urge  the  execution  of  the  orders^  by  reason  ^ 
iheifr  Bye-laws  in  The  Cinque  Ports."^^  From  whence  it 
appears,  that  nothing  came  of  the  inquiry. 


^  No  payment  is  now  made  to  the  Master  for  this  estate. 

^  In  tiie  present  improved  mode  of  administering  the  Laws 
of  the  Realm,  it  cannot  be  apprehended  that  any  obstacle  to 
right  and  justice  can  arise  from  such  Bye-laws.  But  these  salts 
being  then  carried  on  at  Dover,  and  not  in  die  Courts  in  London 
and  Westminster^  power  was  then  given  to  the  <^era^on  of 
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In  1678,  Mr.  Culmer,  under  some  pretence,  made  a 
forcible  entry  into  The  Free  School ;  and,  although  conn- 
derable  efforts  seem  to  have  been  made  by  The  Corporation 
to  dispossess  him,  he  nevertheless  continued  to  be  the  Master 
of  it  until  his  death.  From  the  name  and  turbulence  of  his 
behaviour,  it  is  ccKijectured  that  he  was  the  famous  <^  B^ue 
Dide/"  who  worked  so  hard  in  destroying  the  "  great 
idolatrous  window  ^  in  Canterbury  Cathedral ;  and  gave  a 
nanative  of  his  proceedings  there,  intituled,  ^^  Cathedrall 
newes  firom  Canterbury,  4to.  London,  1644.'*  In  which  he 
stiles  himself,  a  Minister  of  God'sWcnrdanda  Master  of  Arts. 

Th^  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  William 
WoDswoETH,  M.  A.,  RectOT  of  St  Peter  Sandwidi,  whose 
number  of  Private  Pupils  is  limited,  and  has  varied  from 
Five  to  Eight.  They  are  tau^t  the  Latin  and  Etov 
Gre^  Grammars,  Clabks's  Introduction,  SELSCTiE,  PHiC- 
DEUs,  Onn,  YiEOiL,  Hobace,  Juvenal,  Cicceo  de  Officiia 
et  Oraiionei,  Speeches  fixmi  Lrvr,  Geotius,  Neilson*9 
Gredk  Exercises,  the  Greek  Testament,  Homee,  Xenophon, 
Demosthenes  et  iBscmincs  «ipi  mfavtif  and  Two  Plays 
from  Sophocles.  The  Cambridge  Course  of  Mathematics. 
Antient  and  Modem  History  and  Oieography,  French,  &&, 
at  a  moderate  annual  charge^  which  varies  according  to  the 
age  erf"  the  Pupil  at  the  time  of  his  admissbn. 

John  Denne,  D.  D.,  an  eminent  Divine  and  Antiquary, 
received  part  of  his  Education  at  this  School. 


Bye-laws  which  would  now^  it  is  imagined^  be  but  a  frivolous 
plea  against  the  Equity  and  Justice  of  a  Case.  The  Sandwich 
Charter  has  been  acted  upon  but  partially^  and  it  gives  the  Cor- 
poration power  to  '*  make  Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  their 
own  Body>  provided  they  do  not  miUtate  against  the  Laws  of  the 
Realm,**  It  is  not  known^  that  the  Governors  or  Trustees  are 
chaigeable  with  neglect  in  not  recovering  the  aforesaid  £S0.  a 
year  from  the  possessor  of  the  Manwood  estate :— but  it  is 
thought,  that  no  Bye-laws  could  exclude  the  Masters  from  that 
sum>  provided  it  be  their  right. 
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SEVEN-OAKS. 

Thi  Fbie  Oeahmar  School  at  Sbvek-Oais  ww  found- 
ed by  Sir  William  Sevknoik,  Knight,  Citiwii  and  Gio- 
cer,  and  Lord  Mayor  of  Ixmdcm  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the 
rrign  of  King  Hekey  the  Fifth,  1418,— at  whidi  lime, 
calling  to  remembrance  the  goodness  of  Almighty  God,  and 
die  favour  of  his  Patron  Sir  William  Rumpstsd*  and 
the  Inhabitants  of  Seven-Oaks,  whidi  had  been  so  diaritab- 
ly  extended  towards  him  in  his  infancy,  he  determined  to 
leave  bdiind  him  a  lasting  Memorial  of  his  gratitude;— 
Whereupcm,  at  his  own  cost  and  charge  he  founded  an 
'HosriTAL  for  Twenty  poor  people,— and  a  Feee  School, 
for  the  eduoation  of  Youth,  within  thk  Town; — endow- 
ing them  both  with  a  proper  and  sufficient  maintenance. 

To  effect  which,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  4th  of  July, 
1432,  he  devised  all  his  lands  and  tenementes,  with  other 
iqppurtenanoes  whidi  he  lately  had  by  feofiment  from  Mae- 
gaeet  Walton  in  Petk/  fValet  Street  in  the  Paridi  erf*  AH 
Saints,  Barking,  in  Londcm,  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Churdi- 
wardens,  and  other  Parishioners  of  the  Town  of  Seven- 
Oaks,  for  ever,  upon  Trust,  That  they,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  them,  should  find  and  maintain  fixr  ever,  one 
Master,  well  skilled  in  Grammar,  and  a  Bachdor  of  Arts, 
who  should  keep  a  Geammae  School  in  some  convenient 
house  within  the  said  Town,  to  be  purchased  with  his  goods, 
at  the  discretion  of  his  Executors, — ^And  to  Twenty  Poor 


*  Mr.  Hasted  says,  the  tradition  is,  that  he  was  found  when 
an  Infant  in  a  hollow  Oak  here,  by  Sir  William  Hvmpsteda 
who  took  compassion  upon  him  and  educated  him. 
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MxK  or  WoMEK,  houses  and  10^.  a  year  each,  to  be  recdved 
out  of  a  good  oonsdenoe,  without  any  favour,  according  to 
the  good  discretions  of  the  Rector  or  Vicar  and  Church-war- 
dens, and  of  the  Parishioners,  as  they  will  answer  hefbre 
THE  HIGHEST  JuDOE  iu  the  last  Day. 

In  the  second  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1560,  through 
the  care  of  Sir  Ralph  Bosville,  Knight,  and  several  of 
the  InhalHtantB,  the  yearly  Stipends  were  not  only  much 
increased,  but  their  former  litigated  possessions  were  settled 
and  quietly  established; — ^The  Queen^s  Letters  Patents^ 
dated  the  1st  of  July  in  that  year,  having  been  procured, 
which  directed,  that  there  should  be  for  ever  in  the  Town 
of  Seven^aks  a  Free  Grammar  School,  called  <*  The 
Geammae  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,^  for  the  educar 
ti<»i,  institution,  and  instruction,  of  Children  and  Youth  in 
Grammar  and  other  Learning.  And  that  in  the  Parish  |  of 
Seven-Oaks  there  should  be  an  Inoorporatbn,  to  consist  of 
the  Two  Waedeks  of  the  sud  Parish  and  of  the  Free 
School,  and  of  Foue  Assistants,  Inhabitants  of  the  said 
Town  and  Parish,  by  the  name  of  The  Waedens  and 
Foue  Assistants  of  The  Town  and  Paeish  of  Seven- 
Oaks,  and  of  The  Febe  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
Seven-Oaks." 

John  Potkine,  D.  D.,  *^  sometjnne  Scholar"  in  this* 
School,  by  his.  Will  dated' the  8th  of  April,  1543,  gave  £9. 
'per  annum  to  the  School,  payable  out  of  his  capital  house, 
called  '<  The  Sierre^  in  Bredstreate,^  in  London. 

Anthony  Pope,  Gentleman,  by  his  Will  dated  the  19th 
of  Decanber,  157l»  gave  a  tenement  **  in  Petty  Wales 
within  the  Cittae  of  London,^  towards  the  ^<  meyntenance  of 
Crod's  gbry,  and  the  eruditione  and  bringinge  up  of  the 
Pore  Scollers  of  Sevenoke  in  vertuouse  disdplyne,  godly 
leaminge,  and  good  and  civill  manners.^ 

John  Pbtt,  Gentleman,  by  deed  dated  the  16th  of 
September,  1589,  gave  an  annuity  of  £5.  to  be  issuing  out 
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of  hb  huub  and  tameDte,  called  '<  Ifyoer  ms,*'  to  Ae 
tm  of  the  Poor  in  the  Almsbooses  at  SeveM)ak8. 

AH  which  benefisu^ns  were  oonfirmed  by  an  Act  passed 
hi  the  39th  of  Queai  Elivaisth,  1597. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1612,  a  Decree  in  Chanoerjr  was 
obtained  against  John  PoaTsa,  CSliaen  and  FisfaiiKinga- 
of  London,  probably  son  and  hdr  of  one  of  the  same 
name,  for  the  confirmation  of  a  Rent-diaige  of  £12.  per 
ommfTi,  issuing  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements,  csUed 
^  EUya**  be,  granted  by  John  PoaTsa  to  tbe  Schocd. 

In  the  eighth  of  Knig  OaoaoE  the  First,  1722,  tfie  Lea- 
ses of  the  Warehouses  which  had  been  oiected  on  part  o^ 
the  lands,  caDed  ^  Wool^Key;'  in  the  Paridi  of  All  Sonts, 
Barking,  devised  for  these  Charitable  purposes,  bemg  ex- 
pired, and  Thb  School  and  Alms-Hoitsbs  being  mudi 
out  of  repair; — and  it  bong  thought,  that  it  would  prove 
of  great  advantage  to  tbe  Charity,  if  The  Wardens  and 
Asastants  wo^  enabled  to  raise  by  the  disposal  of  those 
Premises  a  competent  sum  of  money,  to  be  employed  in 
re-building,  repairing,  furnishing,  and  fitting  up  Tie  Free 
Sdiool  and  Aims-Houses,  and  in  enlargmg  them,  and  hi 
other  Charitable  uses,  appointed  by  The  Founder's  will  ;— 
and  likewise  to  obtain  a  settled  Revenue,  for  the  ^pport 
and  maintenance  of  the  sud  Charities  in  future,  on  a  propo- 
sal made  to  The  Wardens  and  Assistants  finr  the  purchase 
of  them  for  the  use  of  Grovemment, — an  Act  passed, 
to  vest  the  Fee  of  the  above-mentioned  Wharf,  Quay,  and 
Premises,  in  Trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  King,  his  Heirs 
and  Successors,  for  the  use  of  the  Crown,  as  lying  conti- 
guous to  the  Royal  Custom-House,  that  they  might  be  fit- 
ted up  for  Wharehouses,  OflBces,  or  other  ocmvenioaces 
for  Merchants,  or  the  Commissioners  and  Officers  c^  tbe 
Customs;— and  the  King  to  promote  this  so  useful  and 
beneficial  a  Charity  having  agreed  that  £2500.  should  be 
paid  to  the  Wardens  and  Assistants  towards  the  re-binld- 
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ing  the  School,  Aku-House,  &c,  that  Bum  was  oonfinned 
to  them  by  the  Act  then  passed. — And  the  said  Wharf 
Quaj,  and  other  Premises  were  made  subject  by  the  same 
Act  to  a  yearly  Rent  of  £550.  to  be  paid  for  the  future 
to  the  said  Wardens  and  Assistants,  and  their  Successors, 
for  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Charitable  uses,  by  The  Founder,  and  other  Bene&ctors,  in 
all  times  to  come. 

In  pursuance  of  which  the  present  School-house  was 
erected  upon  the  old  Foundation,  in  lj2j  ; — and  the 
Hospital,  or  Aims-House,  was  oooipletdy  repaired  and  fitted 
up. 

The  following  are  the  Statutes  and  Obdinancbs 
which  were  made  by  the  Pabaon,  Vjcab,  Wabdens,  and 
Four  Assistants,  for  the  government  of  the  School,  and 
confirmed  by  The  Aechbishop  of  Cantebbuey  on  the  23d 
of  March,  1574:— 

"  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Two  Churchwardens  and  Parish- 
ioners dwelling  in  Seven-oaks,  and  their  Successors  for  the 
time  being  for  ever,  to  choose,  provide,  and  ordain  one  honest 
and  mete  man,  sufficiently  learned  and  expert  in  Grammerj 
not  being  tn  Holy  Orders,  to  dwell  and  teach  Grammer  in  the 
messuage  late  the  said  William  Sevenoaks^  in  the  said  Town. 
To  have  yearly  holden  and  paid  to  him  by  the  Parson,  Vicar, 
and  Churchwardens  and  their  Successors,  of  the  profits  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  tenements,  with  a  Wharf  adjoining,  and  other 
buildings  and  their  auppurtenances,  in  the  Street  of  Petty  Wales, 
in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints,  Barking  Church,  ni^  the  Tower  of 
London,  five  marks  of  lawful  English  money  in  part  and  help 
of  his  sustenance.  With  this,  that  he  the  said  Master  for  Ihe 
time  being,  shall  teach  and  inform  in  Grammer,  whatsoever 
poor  Children  destitute  of  help,  coming  thither  for  Learning  fbr 
God*s  cause,  freely,  without  any  thing  taking  of  the  said  poor 
Children,  their  Parents  or  Friends  for  tiieir  teaching,  but  the 
said  five  marks. 

''  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Parishioners^  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  shall  chuse,  provide,  and 
ordain  for  ever.  Twenty,  or  Thirteen  at  the  least,  poorest  people^ 
men  and  women  of  the  said  Parish  of  Sevenoaks,  to  dwell  in  the 
Cottages  which  one  Stephen  Brown  and  others,  Feo£fees  for 
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Mr.  Sbtbn-oaei^  did  give  to  the  same  use.  Ereiy  one  of  the 
said  Thirteen  to  have  yearly  paid,  at  four  prindpall  feasts  or 
usual  terms  in  the  year,  viz.,  at  Christmas,  Elaster,  St  John 
Bi^tist,  and  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  109.  of  lawful  English 
money  hy  the  Two  Wardens,  according  to  Uie  same  intent. 

*'  The  same  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  the  over* 
sight  of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four  good  and  honest  I^uish- 
kmers  for  the  time  being,  gather  and  yearly  recdve  all  manner 
of  rents,  issues  and  emoluments  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements 
in  Petty  ffales,  whatsoever  now  or  hereafter  shall  rise^  and 
shall  do  reparations!  as  well  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  in 
London,  as  of  the  messuage  and  cottages  for  the  dwelling  of 
the  Grammer  Schoolmaster  and  Poor  People.  And  they  ^e 
said  Wardens  shall  yield  and  make  a  just  and  true  account  of 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  by  them  received,  and  of  the  repa- 
tions  by  them  done,  yearly  before  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four 
honest  Parishioners  for  the  time  being.  And  ^e  said  Parson, 
Vicar,  and  Two  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  to  have  yeariy  out 
of  the  same  profits  Ss.,4d,  apiece,  for  their  survey,  di%eoceand 
labour  taken  in  that  behalf.  And  the  rest  that  shall  remain  of 
the  profits  of  Mr.  Sevenoaks  and  Mr.  Burton's  devise  above 
the  said  payment,  reparations  and  charges  in  the  same,  to  be 
kept  in  die  Chest  under  divers  locks  and  keys  for  thai  puipose 
provided  :  to  sustain  all  such  charges,  if  that  fortune  or  chance 
the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  London  to  come  to  any  sudden 
decay  (as  God  forbid)  or  be  void  of  Tenants,  these  artides  to  be 
executed  with  diligence  (except  cause  reasonable)  the  profits  of 
the  said  lands  shall  not  in  any  wise  be  employed  to  any  other 
use. 

'*  The  said  Two  Wardens  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  shall 
receive  out  of  the  profits  of  The  Star,  in  Breadstreet,  in  London 
£9. ',  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Sevenoaks  for 
the  time  being,  as  is  appointed  by  the  last  Will  of  the  said 
John  Potkyn,  yearly  for  ever.  Who  by  the  same  Will  hath  de- 
sired and  requested  tliat  order  should  be  lymitted  for  the  rule  of 
thesame  School,  and  to  be  looked  unto,  being  careful  lest  thettud 
School  should  utterly  decay,  and  remembered  it  was  not  incor- 
porated. 

**  Item,  that  firom  henceforth  upon  departing  of  any  School- 
master, there  shall  be  no  agreement  or  pension  paid  to  the 
Schoolmaster  departing.  Nevertheless  no  Schoolmaster  shall 
be  removed  from  the  said  School  without  uigent  cause  proved 
and  allowed  by  the  said  Parson^  ^car.  Wardens,  and  Assist- 
ants, or  most  part  of  them.  And  if  the  said  Parson,  Viear« 
Wardens  and  Assistants,  or  most  part  of  ^them>  do  find  c&uae  of 
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mifllilciag  in  the  said  Schoolmaster^  then  he  upon  Six  months 
warning  given  by  them^  or  the  most  part  of  them>  shall  quietly 
depart.  And  if  the  said  Schoolmaster  be  minded  not  to  continue 
in  the  same  School,  he  shall  give  the  like  warning  of  Six  monUis 
to  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  to  the 
most  part  of  them.  And  that  the  said  School  be  ordered  as  the 
School  of  Saint  Paul's  in  London,  fcnr  their  teaching. 

'  *'  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  but  upon 
licence  of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  the 
most  part  of  them.  And  wi^  their  licence  not  above  30  days  in 
the  year,  which  he  shall  take  commtUim  or  dwisim, 

*'  Item,  if  the  Schoolmaster  be  sick  of  a  curable  disease,  he 
shall  nevertheless  have  his  wages,  somewhat  considering  the 
Usher  for  his  pains. 

'*  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  prefer,  as  often  as  the  room 
shall  be  void,  an  Usher  which  shall  teach  under  him,  according 
as  the  Master  shall  appoint  him ;  which  Usher  shall  also  be 
allowed  of  by  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants^ 
or  the  most  part  of  them. 

*'  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  in  no  wise  shall  give  licence  or 
itemedy  to  his  Scholars  in  the  Week  days,  except  it  be  at  the  spe- 
cial instance  of  some  Honorable  or  Worshipful  person ;  or  of 
any  of  the  honest  persons  of  the  aforesaid  Parish  of  Sevenoak8> 
or  oth^r  cause  reasonable. 

*'  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  not  absent  himself,  without 
licence  first  had  of  the  Schoolmaster,  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens^ 
and  Assistants,  or  the  most  part  of  them  ;  and  having  licence, 
not  to  be  above  30  days,  provided  that  they  both  at  one  time  be 
not  absent. 

'*  Item,  if  the  Usher  be  in  literature  and  honest  life  accord- 
ing, the  High  Master  his  rome  being  void,  to  be  chosen  Master 
of  ^e  School  before  any  other. 

'^  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  have  of  every  Scholar  coming  to 
the  same  School,  at  his  entrance  Id.  Sterling  3  and  every  quar- 
ter of  every  Scholar  \d,,  during  their  continuance  in  the  same 
School,  towards  his  entertainment.  And  the  said  Usher  there- 
fore at  his  charges,  shall  cause  the  School  to  be  swept,  and 
made  clean  once  every  week. 

Item,  from  the  Annunciation  of  Our  Lady  untill  IVfichaelmas^ 
the  Scholars  shall  be  at  the  School  by  Six  of  the  Clock  in  tiie 
Morning,  and  remain  there  until  Eleven  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
day ;  and  shall  be  at  the  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  remain  there  untill  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
afternoon.  And  from  Michaelmas  untill  the  Annunciation,  the 
Scholars  shall  come  at  7  oXlock,  and  tarry  until  11  -,  and  in  the 
afternoon  come  at  one^  and  depart  at  five :  unless  the  Scholar 
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hvre  mam  ftmmmmhU  mpprortA,  or  tteence  gWen  by  tbe  said 
Sdboolinaster^  or  in  Us  sbsenoe  by  the  Usher:  and  the  Schdir 
oftnding  herein  to  be  corrected  by  the  said  Master,  and  in  his- 
abianoe  by  the  Usher,  but  not  rigorou$bf, 

**  Itenh  The  Scholars  of  the  same  School  shaH  daily,  at  their 
coining  to  School  in  the  Morning  and  at  thdr  departure  at 
night,  and  at  soch  time  as  they  go  to  play,  say  sodi  Phiyers  as 
shidl  be  appointed  by  The  Lord  Archbishop  of  CAvrrsBBrBT's 
Grace,  written  in  a  table,  and  kept  in  the  School  for  tiie  same 
pwpose.  And  every  Friday  morning  thttmghont  the  year,  go 
orderly  to  the  Parish  Churdi  of  Sevenoaks  aforesaid,  and  ^ere 
hear  the  Procession  said  or  sung:  and  the  same  being  heard, 
diall  pray  for  the  good  estate  of  the  said  Lord  Ardil^shop  of 
CANTxaBuaY  for  the  time  being;  and  give  God  thanks,  for 
the  benefits  bestowed  upon  them  by  their  benefactors,  in  such 
manner  and  sort  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  said  Table. 

**  Neterthdeu,  The  said  Parson,  \^car.  Wardens,  and  Asdst- 
ants,  by  the  anthority  granted  unto  Us  by  the  said  Corporsdon; 
do  make,  constitute,  and  ordain  this  Statute  and  Ordinance,  that 
nothing  in  any  of  the  premises  shall  be  prejudicial  or  hurtfhll  to 
Ralph  B68Villb,  Esq.,  one  of  the  same  Asristants,  or  to  his 
Heirs,  for  any  thing  granted  by  the  said  Corporation  to  l^m  or 
them;* 

Lady  Maeoaebt  Boswbll,  relict  of  Sir  William  Boa- 
wsLL,  befinre  her  death,  whidi  biqipened  in  1692,  settled  a 
Farm,  caUed  <^  Hak/weO^  in  the  Parish  of  Bumham  ht 
Essex,  upon  certain  Trustees,  and  their  Hdr&»  for  ever,  to 
pay  and  diqxMe  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  founding  and 
endowment  of  Two  Scholabships  in  Jesus  Collsu^,  Cam^ 
bridge,  of  £12.  p^annt^  each; — The  Scholars  to  be  called 
<<  Sir  William  Boswell^s  Schokrs,^  and  to  be  diosen  out 
of  the  School  at  Seven-Oaks ;— dtft  j^  ntme  are  qual^M 
there,  then  to  be  chosen  out  of  Tunbeidge  School ; — and 
upon  every  vacancy,  £3.  each  to  be  allowed  to  Tkoo  of  the 


*  Mr.  MoBANT  in  his  History  of  Essex  says,  there  is  in  Bom* 
ham  a  Manor,  called  ''  Wamer'i  alias  HoiyweU,**  which  belongs 
to  Earl  TiLNET.  The  Court  is  called  under  a  Tree.  It  waa 
styled  Hallywell  Marsh  and  Twyselworth  Man&,  and 
granted  to  Sir  Rioeaed  Richb,  in  1539,  bdng  600  acrea. 
Farm  of  £SK).  a  year  beUmgt  to  a  Pree  Sehool  in  Kent 
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Fellows  of  Jesus  Collxoe,  to  come  over  to  prove  the  capa- 
cities of  the  Scholars. 

This  b^evdent  Lady  also  left  £12.  fear  arvnum  to  a 
School-master  to  instruct  15  poor  Children  bom  here,  in  the 
Catechism  of  the  Church  of  En^and,  and  to  write  and  cast 
accomptsy — and  £18.  per  annum  more  to  be  kept  in  Stodc, 
to  place  them  when  so  taught,  to  handicraft  trades. 

There  are  also  Snc  Exhibitions  belonging  to  this  School^ 
— ^Four  of  which  are  of  £15.  a  year,  and  are  not  confined  to 
any  Collie,  or  either  Universi^. 

Mr.  Hasted  in  his  History  of  Kent  which  was  published 
in  177B»  after  giving  an  account  of  the  Foundadcm  of  dus 
School,  observes,  the  School  is  now  in  k  JUmrishing  condi- 
tion, under  the  care  of  The  Bevd.  Hsnbt  Whitfield^ 
M.  A.,  late  of  Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge.  And  he  adds  in 
a  note,  the  Master  has  the  allotment  of  a  good  Sdiool-^xxxn 
in.  a  large  commodious  house,  with  a  good  garden,  and  an 
allowance  of  £50.  per  cmnum  usually  paid  to  him,  and  hii 
Assistant 

The  Author  not  having  been  favqured  with  any  answer 
firom  the  present  Master  of  this  School,  to  the  written  appli- 
cation respectfully  made  to  him,  can  only  add  fitim  repent, 
''  ihaijbreome  Hme  past  there  has  not  been  omf /he  Sehoiar 
in  Oiis  Schootr 
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SUTTON  VALENCE,  near  Maidstone. 

The  Fkbb  Gkammae  School  at  Sutton  Valexce  was 
ibunded  in  the  year  1578,' by  William  Lakbb,  Gentleman 
of  the  Chapel  of  King  Hsnkt  the  Eighth,  a  great  Favounte 
of  that  Monarch,  and  a  Menber  of  Hie  Company  oT  Cloth- 
workers  in  London;  who,  among  many  other  extenstre 
Charities,  out  of  his  great  love  for  Learning,  and  for  the 
place  where  he  was  bom,  erected  the  Scfaod  at  his  own  pro- 
per costs,  for  the  education  of  youth,  and  endowed  it  widi 
an  annual  Stipend  of  £20.  for  a  Master,  together  with  a 
good  house  and  garden,  and  £8.  a  year  for  an  Usher. 

An  additional  Endowment  of  £10.  per  annnm  for  the 
Blaster,  and  of  £2.  for  the  Usher,  was  afterwards  made  by 
Hie  Cloth-workers^  Company,  who  are  the  Patrcftis  of  tl^ 
School 

In  1713,  Mr«  Geobge  Maplesdbn  left  by  his  Will,  £5. 
per  antmrn  for  an  English  Usher j  to  be  iqjpcMiited  by  the 
Master  ot  the  School 

The  School  is  open  to  Thirty  boys  of  the  Parishes  of 
Sutton  Valence,  Chart,  East  Sutton,  Leeds,  and  Lan^y, 
all  in  the  County  of  Kent,  from  theageoteeven  tx>Jburieem^ 
They  are  admitted  by  the  Master  on  any  person''s  ajqplica- 
tion. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  education  is  ac- 
cording to  the  desire  of  the  several  Parents. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  o{£lO. per  annum  eadi,  at 
St  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  founded  by  The  Bevd.  J 
Robins,  B.  D.,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  of  the  name  of 
Robins,— or,  in  default  of  such,  for  poor  boys  of  the  Parishes 
from  which  they  are  admitted,— or,  in  default  of  such,  for 
poor  Kentish  boys.    They  have  seldom  been  claimed. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Buckland.

TENTERDEN. 

Thb  Fbse:  School  in  Tentebdek  was  founded  many  years 
since  by  an  Ancestor  of  the  family  of  Hbyhan,  of  Somer^ 
Jkldy  in  the  County  of  Sent,  for  the  teachii^  the  LaHn 
Umgae  ffroHSf  to  so  many  poor  Children  of  this  Parish  as 
The  Mayor  and  Jurats  should  think  proper,  who  are  Trus- 
tees of  it,  and  appoint  the  Master. 

About  the  year  1521,  William  Marshall,  Clerk,  gave 
£  10.  per  annum  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  this  School,  out 
of  a  messuage  and  twelve  acres  of  land  in  this  parish,  now 
belonging  to  Sir  Edward  Hales,  Bart.,  which  was  con- 
firmed by  a  Decree  in  the  Exchequer,  in  Michaelmas  Term, 
17O6,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Scoone. 

In  1702,  John  Mantell,  Grentleman,  gave  £200.  which 
were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  fresh  Marsh 
land^  containing  ten  acres,  in  St  Maries,  the  rent  thereof 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master. 

The  Sov^h  Chancel  of  the  Church  is  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  this  School.

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TUNBRIDGE. 

Tbm  Fmss  GmAMMAft  School  in  Tunbeidgs,  which  stands 
mt  the  North  end  of  the  Town,  is  d' the  Fotindaticxi  of  Sir 
Akdkbw  Judde,  Knight,  a  native  of  this  Pkoe,  Citisen 
and  Skinner  of  London,  and  Lord  Mayor  in  &e  Fifth  of 
King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1552. 

He  erected  the  School-house  with  some  other  buildings 
bdonging  to  it,  and  intended  to  endow  it  with  a  competent 
maintenance;  for  wlucfa  purpose  he  purchased  lands  in  the 
Parishes  of  St.  Pancras,  Allhallows  Orace-Churdi  Street, 
St  Laurence  Pountnej,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Hden,  in  the 
name  of  himself,  and  Hekrt  Fishbk,  lest  he  should  die 
before  he  had  comjdeted  his  benevolent  design,  and  aitrusted 
the  management  of  them,  and  the  School,  to  The  SK»nniss 
Company  in  London. 

After  which  he  procured  the  King*s  Letters  Patent  and 
License,  dated  the  16th  of  May,  1554,  for  the  founding  of 
it;  and  that  The  Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonahy  of 
Skinners  should  be  Governoss  of  the  possesions,  lands, 
and  goods  of  the  Schoc^  to  be  called  *<  The  Free  Geakhab 
School  of  Sir  Akdeew  Judde,  Knight,  in  the  Town  of 
Tunbridge." 

Sir  Andrew  died  in  1558,  and  by  his  T\lll,  dated  the 
2d  of  September  in  that  year,  devised  the  above  mentioned 
lands  to  The  Company  of  Skinners  for  the  purpose  of  this 
Sdiocd.  After  which,  Henet  Fishee,  his  Feoffee,  assigned 
tho«e  lands,  according  to  the  purpcnrt  of  the  Will,  to  lie 
Company,  but  deceaang  soon  afterwards,  one  Andrew 
Fishee,  his  son,  endeavoured  to  impeach  those  conveyances, 
under  pretence  of  a  former  one  made  by  his  Father.  But 
the  whole  being  examined  in  Parliament,  in  the  Four- 
teenth of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1572,  an  Act  then  passed  for 
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the  assurance  of  tiie  ka&  ta  tins  Sdiool,  in  wfaioh  all  such 
pretended  inrdments  and  exemplifications  were  declared 
void,  as  to  the  lands  assured  for  the  maintenance  of  this 
School 

Notwithstan^ng  this  Act,  Fisrse  endeavoured  again  to 
strip  the  School  and  Company  (rf*  them,  under  pretence,  that 
The  Onnpany  was  not  rightly  named  as  to  their  title  of 
Incorporation  in  the  Act  Which  coming  to  be  heard  in 
The  House  of  Commons,  upon  the  Petition  of  '^fhe  Compai^, 
with  the  consent  of  Fisher,  the  former  Act  was  confirmed 
m  the  Thirty-first  of  Que^  Elizabeth,  1589,  by  another 
Act  then  passed,  for  tiie  betit^  assuring  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  this  Sd^ool. 

By  the  Charter  of  Sing  Edward  the  Sixdi,  Tab  College 
of  All  Souls  were  appcnnted  Visitors,  in  case  any  diisputes 
should  arise ;  indeed,  in  the  Charter  it  is  written  ^*  Collegium 
Omnium  Sanctorum  ;^  but  as  there  is  no  such  College,  and 
the  Founder  of  this  School  being  of  consanguinity  to  Arch- 
Ushop  Chichele,  the  Founder  of  that  College,  the  late 
learned  Sir  William  Blackstone  was  of  opinion,  ihat  the 
word  Sanctorum  was  a  mistake  of  the  transcriber  for  Ani^ 
marum^  and  that  7!^  CoXlege  pfAU  Soub  was  meant  by 
the  Founder  for  this  part  of  the  Trust :  though  it  is  not 
upon  record,  that  these  Yintors  have  at  any  time  been 
4j^)ealed  to. 

The  Skinners**  Company  having  caused  certain  Statutes 
to  be  drawn  up  for  the  government  of  the  Schod,  submitted 
the  same  to  the  correction  of  Alexander  Nowell,  then 
Dean  of  St.  Paul's;  who  accordingly  perused  and  corrected 
them,  and  under  his  own  hand  signified  his  approbation  of 
them:  whereupon  The  Company  laid  the  corrected  copy 
before  Archbishop  Parker,  in  whose  Diocese  the  Schocd 
was,  requesting  His  Grace  to  peruse  and  subscribe  the 
Statutes,  ah-eady  perused  and  subscribed  by  <^  TTie  Deane 
of  Powles.^    Erasmus  and  Ascham,  according  to  Arch- 
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desoon  CointTOv,  men  of  profound  leanung  and  pladd 
nmanan,  were  both  of  them  ad?ocatee  for  a  gentle  and 
humane  mode  of  Education.  The  good  Dean  of  St  Paul's, 
of  similar  erudition  and  congenial  qnrit,  also  approred  of 
mild  diflcipUne,  as  his  emendations,  all  on  the  nde  of  lenitjr, 
evinced.  One  mjunction,  on  a  pcnnt  of  higher  moment,  he 
judged  fit  to  be  added,  that  all  the  Scholars,  upon  the 
Sabbath  and  Holidays,  should  resort  in  due  time  to  IHvine 
Senrice  in  the  Parish  Church,  attended  by  the  Master  or 
Usher,  one  or  both. 

Among  other  matters  ccmtained  in  the  Statutes,  it  is 
ordained,  that  the  Master  of  the  School  shall  be  a  Master  of 
Arts,  if  it  may  be,  and  that  the  Usho*  shall  be  chosen  by 
him;  and  that  the  Master  shall  have  authority  to  reject  such 
as  apply  tor  graiii  instruction,  or  Dajf  bojfs,  unless  they  can 
write  competently,  and  read  LaHn  and  EngRsh  perfectly. 

Disputes  having  arisen  concerning  the  extent  of  the  Fru- 
dom  of  the  School,  in  1693,  an  Appeal  was  made  firom  The 
Town  of  Tunbridge  to  The  Skinners'  Ounpany,  who  there- 
upon limited  if  s  Freedom  according  to  the  words  of  the 
Charter  to  die  emolument,  <^  Juvenum  in  viBa  et  patria 
adjacentii^  of  the  boys  inhabiting  the  Town  and  adjacent 
country;  and  this,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  late 
Lord  Chancellor  Yoaxs,  was  a  very  fair  and  reasonable 
construction. 

Notwithstanding  which,  another  warm  dispute  upon  this 
subject  arose  again  in  1764;  when,  after  consulting  the  most 
learned  Counsel,  vix.,  Yo&kb,  Nobtok,  Db  Gbet,  Black- 
stone,  and  HussET,  it  was  resolved  at  a  Court  holden  by 
The  Skinners  at  their  Hall,  on  the  24th  of  January,  1765, 
that  the  Children  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Tunbridge, 
who  could  write  competently  and  read  Latin  and  English 
perfectly,  should  be  instructed  on  proper  application  to  the 
Master*  without  payment  of  any  consideration,  excepting  the 
Statutable  entrance  money ;  but  Judge  Blacxstoiie  was  of 
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ophiion,  that  The  CoOege  ofAU  tSouh  ought  to  have  been 
consulted. 

The  greatest  Benefactor  to  this  School,  next  to  The 
Founder,  was  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  Knight,  who  bequeathed 
lands  to  The  Skinners^  Company  in  Trust,  among  other 
purposes,  to  pi^  to  the  Master  of  this  School  £10.  per 
Offmum; — to  the  Usher  of  it  £5.; — to  Six  Sdudars  to  be 
elected  to  the  University  from  it,  £60.  per  Ofmum ; — to  The 
Skinners^  Company  towards  the  expense  of  their  Annual 
Visitations,  £6..13..4.  per  aimtim; — and  also  the  sum  of 
£24.  per  annuniy  to  buy  a  piece  of  cloth,  to  be  distributed 
to  24  poor  persons,  one  piece  of  it  to  each  of  them,  at  the 
Annual  Visitation. 

The  original  School  building  extends  in  front  upwards  of 
100  feet  in  length.  It  is  constructed  in  a  plain,  but  neat 
and  uniform  style,  with  the  sand-stone  of  the  neighbouring 
country.  Behind  it,  there  is  a  considerable  addition  to  the 
Master^s  habitation,  erected  by  The  Skinners^  Company  in 
1676,  together  with  a  Hall  or  Refectory,  for  the  use  of  the 
Scholars ;  and  a  small,  yet  elegant  Library  built  at  the  joint 
expense  of  the  Patrons  of  the  School,  and  of  The  Revd. 
James  Cawthobn,  Master,  who  died  on  the  15th  of  April, 
1761.  There  are  also  detadied  oflBces,  a  garden,  and  a  play- 
ground belon^g  to  it 

There  are  several  Exhibitions  appropriated  to  this 
School,  besides  those  of  Sir  THoifAs  Smith,  which  were  to 
be  pdd  in  portions  of  £10.  a  year  each,  for  seven  years,  to 
Six  poor  Scholars,  who  should  go  immediately  ftom  hence 
to  either  of  The  Universities. 

In  1562,  Heney  Fishee,  Fishmonger,  of  London,  and 
Executor  of  Sir  Akdeew  Judde,  endowed  an  Exhibition 
at  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oxford,  for  a  Scholar  to  be  elected 
by  The  Skinners'  Company  from  this  School. 

Mr.  Lewis  endowed  an  Exhibition  for  one  Scholar,  going 
from  hence  to  Cambridge. 
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In  1620,  Sir  James  LANCABm,  Kiii|^  endowed  Fo9b 
£xHiBinoK8,  for  Budi  Scholars  as  should  go  to  dther  of  tfee 
tJnivernties* 

Mr.  WoERAU.  gave  Two  EkHifimovs  of  £S.  a  jtaat 
eadi  to  Scholars,  who  diould  have  spent  two  JiaS  yeaT$  ki 
the  Upper  Class  of  dns  School  lite  Will  cbreds,  that  the 
person  diosen  by  The  Skinners*  Company  to  one  of  their 
own  Exhibitions^  may  also  mjoy  one  of  thes^ — or  tf  there 
should  be  any  one  Schdar  reoommended  by  the  Master,  as 
qualified  in  an  eminent  dc^^ree  above  others,  he  may  eqoy 
both  Mr«  WoaaALL's  Exhibitions  as  they  fiJl,  if  the  Head 
and  Semor  Fdlows  of  the  College  signify  their  ooncairreneek 

Thomas  Lampaki)  gave  an  Exhibition  of  Four  maicB^ 
to  be  paid  quarterly  to  a  Scholar  of  Tunbndge  School. 

BoBSBT  HoLkEDOK  bequeathed  by  his  WiU  £4.  a  year 
in  the  disposal  of  The  Lbathebssllbes''  Cohpakt,  to  be 
g^ven  to  a  Scholae  of  this  School  on  failure  of  a  claimant 
firom  another  School,  at  the  time  of  vacancy. 

Sir  Thomas  White  direded  by  his  last  Will,  that  in  ihe 
choice  c^a  Bi&fe  Clerhy  m  JEdiimu  of  his  CoU^e  of  Saixt 
JoHK  in  Oxford,  a  preference  should  be  given  to  the  Candi* 
dates  educated  at  dther  of  the  Schools  which  supply  that 
CoU^^  of  whidi  Tunbrif%e  is  one.  (See,  Beadif^.)  The 
Salary  ancl  emoluments  are  £30.  per  onnMn^  and  it  may  be 
holden  with  any  of  the  aboVe-^nentioned  tlxhibitions* 

Sir  Thomas  White  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London  m  the 
year  1554,  and  of  The  Merchant  Taykurs'  Company.  His 
Charities  were  most  liberal  and  extensive.  He  was  an 
bdmate  friend  of  Sir  Ain>aEW  Judde,  and  ^*  propter  «pi- 
fiMKiTi  amarem  in  eum^  as  the  Statutes  of  his  Cdlege  of  St. 
John  inform  us,  gave  one  of  his  FeOomkips  to  Tunbndge 
Sdiool,  which  was  founded  but  a  very  short  time  bef(n«  thst 
College.  The  ProbaUonary,  Fellow,  or  Sdiolar,  when  nomi- 
nated, must  be  s^t  immediately  from  the  School,  that  is^  he 
must  not  have  left  the  Schocd  before  the  vacancy;  for  the 
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Statute  etpradj  says,  that  the  EliaetorB  <<  ex  suii  SchoHi 
mUendos  eurmi,'^--  The  Statutes  direct,  that  the  nominatioA 
of  the  Fellow  shall  be  made  by  the  "  Prcetores  vel  Seniores^ 
of  the  several  Corporate  Towns  from  which  Fellows  are  sent 
to  St.  John's  ColleoA  ;  but  as  Tunbridge  is  no^  a  Corpo* 
ration,  nor  either  Mayors  or  Aldermen  or  any  such,  who 
answer  the  above  description,  in  it,  there  have  been  great 
debates  to  whom  the  Election  properly  belongs.  The  nomi- 
naitbn  has  always  hitherto  been  Ahied  by  the  Master  and  a 
few  a£  the  Principal  Inhabitants  X>f  the  TV)wn,  and  the 
College  has  invariably  admitted  if s  validity,  though  Oppon* 
ents  have  mcHre  than  once  endeavoured  to  set  it  aside. 

In  the  event  of  two  Scholarships  in  Jesus  Collbge, 
Cambridge,  founded  by  Lady  Maroabbt  Boswell,  not 
bemg  fiUeil  from  the  School  at  Seven-Oaks,  they  are  then  to 
be  supplied  from  this  School.    See,  Seven  Oaks. 

Mr,  John  Strong  left  by  Will  a  sum  of  money  in  Trust, 
for  the  apprenticing  to  some  marine  business,  a  Scholar, 
educated  ^<  at  the  great  School  at  Tunbridge  ^  but  it  does 
not  appear,  that  this  bequest  has  ever  been  claimed  by  any 
Scholar  ci  this  School 

This  School  continues  under  the  management  of  The 
Company  of  Skinners,  who,  in  pursuance  of  the  Statutes, 
visit  it  annually  in  the  mcmth  of  May. 

They  are  attended,  as  the  Statutes  direct,  by  a  very 
reqiectable  Clergyman  of  London,  whose  business  it  is  to 
examine  the  several  Classes  of  the  School  On  the  arrival 
of  the  Company  at  the  gates  of  the  School,  a  Congratulatory 
Oration  in  Latin  is  spoken  by  the  Head  Boy.  The  Company 
then  proceed  to  Church,  where  they  distribute  bread,  money, 
and  doaths  to  a  number  of  pocnr  persons  of  the  Parishes  of 
Tunbridge,  Bidborough,  and  Speldhurst,  according  to  the 
Will  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith.  On  their  return,  after  a  cold 
ocdlaticmi  they  survey  the  buildings,  and  ^ve  orders  for  all 
necessary  repairs.    They  next  proceed  to  the  School^  where 
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after  a  few  Latin  Oratiaiis,  the  ExAMiKATioir  be^ns ;  at 
the  doae  of  whidi  the  whole  Company,  which  oonasta^ 
besides  the  Viators  and  thor  friends,  of  the  naghbouni^ 
Crentry  and  Clergy,  retire  to  dinner,  which  is  served  up  is 
the  Library,  and  in  other  rooms  in  the  Master'^s  House.  At 
Five  o^Clock  they  return  to  the  School,  and  the  Gkajoca-* 
TicAL  Disputations,  a  very  aniieni  tMcrcUej  are  eommenced 
by  the  Six  Senior  Scholars.  These  exercises  ooodude  with 
the  repetition  of  English  or  Latin  verses.  Tnx  FiXAura^ 
^hen  distributes,  according  to  the  Statutes,  as  an  Honocaiy 
leward,  a  sUver  Pea  gitt^  to  eadi  of  the  Six  SxKioa 
ScHOLAKs,  who  on  that  day  walk  in  pmnpwian  to  die 
Church,  before  thdr  Patrons,  with  garlands  of  fiesh  flowers 
on  thdr  heads.  Such  is  the  pleaung  Ceremony  which  has 
been  constantly  observed,  ever  eince  the  FouadatiaD  of  this 
School. 
No  answer  has  been  recdved  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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WYE,  near  Ashford. 

John  Ebmpb,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Cardinal  of 
the  Church  of  Rome,  intending  his  Collegb  of  Wye  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  the  knowledge  of  Grammar,  as 
well  as  for  the  Celebration  of  Divine  Service,  took  spedal 
care  in  the  Statutes  which  he  made  for  the  government  of 
of  it,  that  this  part  of  his  intention  should  have  it^s  proper 
effect  In  it  all  Scholars  were  to  be  taught  groHsj  both 
ruA  and  pooTy  in  the  art  of  Grammar ;  unless  a  present  was 
voluntarily  made,  and  except  the  usual  offerings  of  Codta 
and  Pence,  at  the  Feast  of  St.  Nicholas. 

In  this  situation  the  School  remained  at  the  Dissolution 
of  The  College,  m  the  Thirty-sixth  of  Kong  Hbnbt  the 
Ei^th,  1545,  when  both  of  them  were  suppressed,  and 
became  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Crown. 

The  King,  however^  took  some  care  for  the  revival  of  the 
School  I  for  in  his  Grant,  on  the  15th  of  March  following  of  the 
same  year,  of  the  Rectories  and  Churches  of  Bocton  Aluph, 
Brenset,  and  Newington,  and  the  Advbwsons  qf  the  Vicarages  of 
them,  and  the  Vicarage  of  Wye,  parcel  of  the  possessions  of 
the  late  Collie  here,  to  Walter  Bucleb,  Esq.,  Secretary  to 
Queen  Catbebinb,  and  his  Heirs,  there  was  a  proviso,  among 
other  things,  that  he,  Walter  Bucler,  and  his  Heirs,  should 
at  all  times  provide  and  maintain  a  sufficient  Sckoolmaster,  capa- 
ble of  teaching  boys  and  youth  in  the  art  of  Grammar,  without 
fee  or  reward,  in  this  Parish : — ^And  he  was  to  pay  him,  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  these  premises,  the  Salary  of  £'13..6..8.  yearly, 
by  even  portions  at  I^uly-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one 
month  after. — But  he  neglecting  to  perform  these  conditions^ 
the  School  continued  unprovided  for,  and  his  Grant  became  for- 
feited on  that  account  to  the  Crown,  in  consequence  of  a  Com- 
mission of  Inquiry,  taken  in  the  year  1593,  for  that  purpose. 

After  which,  Robert  M^well  preferred  a  PeHtUm  to  King 
James  the  First,  to  grant  him  such  an  Estate  in  the  premises  as 
.Walter  Bucler  bdbre  had,  and  offering  to  pay  of  Ids  own 
accord^  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Wye,  40  marcs^  instead  of  20 
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formerly  paid.  But  on  a  reference  to  the  Attorney  and  Solici- 
tor General,  they  advised  that  no  Grant  should  be  made  on  so 
slender  a  Petition  ;  but  that  a  new  Commission  should  be  had, 
and  Inquisition  taken,  concerning  these  premises,  which  was 
accordingly  t  iken  in  the  year  16)5 ;  whereby  it  was  found, 
that  Waltxs  BucLxa  had  not  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  his 
Grant,  by  which  the  Crown  was  entitled  to  resume  the  aaoie 
again  : — And  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  certified  to  the 
£ng,  that  upon  that  just  and  lawful  process,  there  was  nothing 
to  hinder  his  intention  towards  tke  said  Robebt  Maxwsxjl. 
from  taking  efiect,  according  to  his  Petition,  and  a  warrant  vrm 
accordingly  made  out  for  that  purpose,  which  the  King's  ilrmtb 
prerentCHd  from  being  carried  into  execution. 

Whereupon  King  Chahlbs  the  First,  in  the  second  year  of 
his  reign,  16S7>  granted  all  the  said  premiseB  to  Robbbt  Max- 
well, Esq.,  and  nis  heirs  for  ever,  to  hold  the  same  by  the  fihe 
tenure  as  before  granted,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £lo. :  provided 
that  he  and  his  heirs  should  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye  a 
Schoolmaiter,  sufficiently  learned  in  Grammar  to  teach,  as  be- 
fore mentioned,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  £  1 6.  Sterkmg  jtntf, 
at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one  month  after  eadi 
Feast,  if  it  was  demanded. 

And  Hb  Mijesty,  by  his  Letters  Patent  dated  the  SMi  of 
May,  16  O,  made  a  nem  GramU,  taking  bo  notice  of  ^  fofVMr 
Grant  to  Waltbb  Buclbb,  or  of  his  forfeiture  of  thooa,  only  in 
consideration  of  the  service  performed  to  him  by  the  said  Ro- 
BBBT  Maxwbll,  he  granted  the  same  premises  to  him  and  his 
heirs,  at  the  like  rent,  with  re-entry  and  penalty  on  non-pay- 
ment $ — and  he  agreed  to  provide  and  maintain  a  Sdioohnaster^ 
as  in  the  former  Grant,  and  to  pay  him  yeariy  £l6.  per  oniiBm, 
at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day ;  and  that  if  the  same  was  not 
paid  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  within  SO  days  after  eadi  of  the 
said  Feasts,  he  and  they  should  forfeit  £4.  over  and  above  the 
said  half-yearly  payments,  and  so  for  every  month  after,  so 
long  as  the  same  should  continue  unpaid,  with  the  usual  power 
of  distress,  &c. 

This  Salary  conthmes  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  by  tiie  posses- 
sor of  The  Vicarage  of  Wye,  but  the  clear  annual  amount  is 
under  £13.,  as  the  Land-tax  is  always  deducted  out  of  it. 

Sir  George  Whklee,  Knight^  Preboadaryof  Darfasm, 
who  died  in  17^4,  by  a  Codidl  to  his  Will,  gave  the  acite 
and  buildings  of  The  Coll^  of  Wye  to  The  Mast^  of 
The  Gbammab  School  there,  and  to  The  Master  aad 
Mistress  of  The  Lady  Joakka  l^HomvHiLL'a  Charity  Sdiool, 
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and  thdr  Suooesson  for  ever.  Masters  and  Mistresses  of 
the  same,  for  their  Halntatioiis ;  tind  also  lands  and  tene- 
ments ad]<nning  and  belonging  to  it,  to  the  value  of  £14. 
per  annum,  for  keefnng  the  buildings  in  repair. 

The  Master  of  The  Grammar  School  has  that  half  of 
The  CoU^  allotted  for  his  residence,  which  contains  the 
Scuth  fflde  of  it  The  whole  was  lately  thoroughly  repaired 
and  beauti6ed  by  the  Trustees  of  The  WnsLBtf  bbnsfac- 
TioK,  and  now  makes  a  very  handsome  iq)pearance. 

The  School-room  is  an  andent  stone  building,  seenungly 
of  the  time  c/[  the  Foundation  of  The  CoU^,  standing 
adjacent  to  the  Church-yard,  and  dose  to  the  highway. 

A  further  benefaction,  towards  the  advancement  of 
Ijearning  in  this  Sdiool,  was  also  made  by  Sir  Gsobox 
Wheelee,  who,  by  his  last  Will,  gave  £10.  a  year,  issu- 
ing out  of  a  Farm  called  ^'  Skmners,'^*  as  an  Exhibition, 
to  a  boy  chosen  out  of  the  Charity  School  of  Lady  JoAimA 
Thoekhill^s  foundation,  and  educated  in  the  Grammar 
School  of  Wye,  to  be  sent  to  Lincoln  College,  in  Oxf^ 
ford.  But  h'ls  son,  The  Revd.  Gbanville  Whblee,  ob- 
serving that  in  the  course  of  almost  forty  years,  no  boy  had 
been  so  educated,  very  generoudy  aiugmenUd  U  by  Deed 
to  £20.  per  annum ;  and  ordered,  that  if  no  such  boy 
should  be  so  educated,  it  should  be  given  to  any  boy  of  the 
Parish  of  Wye,  or  in  defiiult,  to  any  other,  provided  he  was 
educated  at  the  said  Grammar  School  of  Wye. 

RoBEET  Plot,  M.  D«,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  reodved  to  the  Author's  Letter 
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BLACKBURN. 


Thb  Fkbv  Geamkae  School  in  BLACEBintN  was  foimdec! 
by  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  humble  petition,  as  well  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  as 
of  other  persons  re^dent  in  the  ndghbourhood,  "  for  the 
Education,  Management,  and  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youths,  in  Grammar,''  and  to  be  called  "  The  Free  Gram- 
mar School  of  Queen  Euzabeth,  in  Blackburn,  in  the 
County  of  Lancaster."  To  consist  of  one  Master^  and  one 
Usher. 

And  that  Her  Majesty's  derign  might  be  the  more  fully 
answered,  and  that  lands  and  revenues  to  be  granted  for  the 
support  of  the  School,  might  be  the  better  directed  for  the 
continuation  of  the  same,  she  ordidned  that  there  ^all  be 
for  ever  in  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  "  Fifty 
men  of  the  more  discreet,  and  honest,  of  the  InhaKtants  ot 
Freeholders,''  to  be  Governors  of  the  possesions  belonging 
to  the  School :  Gilbket  Gkeeaed,  the  Attomey-Genoal, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Langton,  Knight,  being  in  the  number  of 
the  first  Governors. 
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The  Grovernors  to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual 
ucces  sion,— may  plead  and  be  impleaded, — have  a  Common 
Seal, — ^and  a  legal  capacity  of  purchaang  and  holding  lands 
«nd  revenues,  provided  they  are  not  holden  c£  the  Crown  in 
chieff  and  do  not  exceed  the  dear  annual  value  of  £30. 

The  Grovernors  are  further  empowered  to  appoint  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  to  make  good  and  wholesome  Sta- 
tutes in  writing,  concerning  the  preservation  and  disposition 
.of  the  Revenues,  and  the  regulation  of  the  School 

The  sum  of  £4..7..4.  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown  to  the  Master.  And  the  endowment, 
which  is  chiefly  in  land,  situate  in  Dilworth,  has  been  in- 
creased by  various  pecuniary  bene&ctions  fixnn  the  Gk>- 
vemors. 

.  The  School  is  ^'Jree  to  the  WarJdT  with  the  exception  of 
an  entrance  fee  and  small  perquisite.  The  present  number 
of  boys  under  the  Head  Master  is  nearly  30,  and  fix»n  30 
to  40  attend  the  Usher.  Children  are  admitted  at  any  age, 
and  may  remain  until  thdr  Education  is  completed. 

The  Eton  Ladn  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  there 
is  no  particular  system  of  education  prescribed. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William 
BoAKDMAN,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  JC90.  per  a/nnumy  toge- 
ther with  perqmsites  which  fluctuate  and  are  uncertain.  No 
Pujnls  are  boarded  by  him ;  nor  by  the  Usher. 

Robert  Bolton,  an  eminent  Puritan  Divine,  and  one  of 
the  best  Scholars  of  his  time,  was  educated  at  this  School 
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BLACKROD,  near  Bolton. 

Or  tfie  Fbbx  Gbammab  School  8t  Blackiod  die  Author 
18  not  aUe  to  give  a  descriptioii^  as  no  Aafwer  has  been  re^ 
ooTed  to  his  Letter.

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GREAT  BOLTON  or  BQLTON  m  The  Mooe$. 

The  Fbeb  Grammar  School  of  Bolton  in  The  Moors 
was  founded  by  Robert  Lever,  Citizen  and  Clothier,  of 
London, — ^who,  by  his  Will,  d^ted  the  16th  of  March,  1641, 
devised  certain  lands  in  Hanttoody  in  the  County  of  Lancas- 
ter, dther  for  erecting  and  maintaining  a  Freb  School,  or 
a  Chapel,  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  his  Executors, 

This  benevolent  intention  appears  to  have  baenafterwnrds, 
carried  into  effect.  And,  in  1784,  an  Act  was  obtiuned  br 
incorporating  the  Goyer^c^  ai^d  for  ^nlargiqg  the  Triuta 
and  Powers,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Schodi : — 

By  thb  Act  it  is  declared,  that  the  School  shall  be  called 
*^  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  the  Town  and  Pabish 
of  Bolton  in  The  Moobs,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lan- 
caster, of  the  Foundation  of  Robbbt  Leveb,  of  London, 
Gendeman,  deceased  y — 

That  the  Right  Honble.  Thomas  Lord  Gbst  ie  Wil- 
ton, James  Bbadshaw,  and  Ten  others,  should  be  Go- 
TEBNOBs  of  the  same,— -should  be  a  Body  Corporate  and 
Politic,  with  perpetual  succession, — and  should  have  a  Com- 
mon Seal: — 

The  Grovemors  are  empowered  to  appoint  a  Head  Master, 
and  Usher,  ^^  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  and  Youth 
who  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  only  in  Gram- 
mar and  Clas^cal  Learning,  but  also  in  writing,  arithmetic, 
geography,  navigation,  mathematics,  the  modem  languages, 
and  in  such  and  so  many  branches  of  Literatiure  and  Edu- 
cation as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  render  the  Foundation  of  the  most  general  use  and 
benefit:'' 
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The  Head  Master^s  Salary  not  to  be  less  than  £80.,  and 
that  of  the  Usher  £40.  a  year,  to  be  increased  as  the  Reve- 
nues of  the  School  will  adniit  :— 

The  Governors  are  further  empowoied  to  remove  the 
Master,  and  Usher,  on  suffidoit  cause,  and  to  appoint 
others,  after  three  months  previous  notice  in  writing : — 

The  Usher  tobe  under  diedirection  of  the  Head  Master :— * 

And  no  Head  Master  or  Usher  to  teach  any  Children^ 
bendes  those  educated  in  the  School,  belonging  to  the  Pa. 
lish  of  Bolton,  without  the  leave  of  the  Govemcvs. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  repeated  apjdicatioiis 
of  the  Author. 

Robert  Ainsworth,  the  oninent  Grammarian  and 
Le3dcogra]^ier,  was  educated  at  this  Schocd,— of  whidi  he 
was  afterwaids  die  Master. 
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BURNLEY. 

Trb  Grammar  School  of  Burnlet,  in  the  Parish  of 
Whalley,  appears  to  have  existed  in  the  reign  of  Edward 
the  Sixth,  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  life  of  William  Whita- 
RER,  D.  D.,  the  learned  Master  of  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge,  that  he  received  the  earlier  part  of  his  education 
here,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  HAReREAVBS  ;  but  it  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  at  that  time  endowed,  though  the  House 
of  the  last  Popish  Incumbent  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  a 
Schoohnaster. 

However,  in  the  Twentieth  year  of  the  rdgn  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  1578,  Sir  Robert  Ingham,  Clerk,  Rector  of 
Stocking  Pelham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  granted  a  cer- 
tain messuage  or  tenement  called  ^^  AlfretheM^  situate  at 
Famham,  in  Essex,  to  his  Nephew  John  Ingham,  on  con- 
dition that  he  the  sud  John  should  charge  the  sidd  tene- 
ment with  a  rent-charge  of  £3.  for  ever,  for  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  teach  young  persons 
fredy  in  the  Free  Grammar  School,  founded  and  established 
in  Burnley. 

Accordingly  the  Nephew  granted  that  Rent^diarge  to 
Richard,  Son  and  Heir  Apparent  of  John  Townley,  (^ 
TofWfdey^  Esquire,  William  Barcroft,  of  Lodge^  John 
Parker,  of  ExtwUiU,  Simon,  Son  and  Heir  of  Evan 
Hatdock,  of  Hesand/brthf  Robert  Whitaker,  of  Holme, 
Gentleman,  and  John  Woodroff,  Son  and  Heir  of  John 
WooDROFF,  of  Bmmley,  Yeoman,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
to  stand  seized  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  intent  aforesaid. 

The  next  donation  appears  to  have  been  a  Farm  at  Alver- 
thorpe,  near  Wakefield,  in  Yorkshbre,  by  a  person  now 
unknown. 

By  Surrender,  dated  the  30th  of  April,  1696,  Edmund 

vol.  I.  T  t 
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TowKLiY,  Rector  of  Slaidbum,  gave  Ackerley^s  taiement 
on  the  Ridge,  to  this  Schod. 

By  Surrender,  bearii^  date  the  4th  erf*  Octobw,  1699, 
Nicholas  Towxunr,  of  Royle^  Esq.,  gare  the  tenement 
called  «  Cockridgt,^  to  the  Church  and  School  of  Bundey ; 
probably  in  equal  pcHtions. 

HsNET  Halstxb,  Clerk,  B.  D.,  Rector  of  Stansfield,  in 
the  County  of  SuflTolk,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  5th  of  Au^ 
gust,  1728,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Feoffees  of  the  Free 
School  in  Burnley^  all  his  Library  of  books  at  Stansfidd : 
this  is  now  wianged  in  a  room  over  the  School,  and  contains 
some  valuable  Clasocal  books. 

Besides  these  Endowments,  there  is  a  rent-diai^e  of  IOf« 
a  year  jMud  from  an  Estate  situate  in  tbeChapeliy  of  Cobe, 
in  this  Parish. 

Two  rent^Jiarges,  one  4^ .  and  the  other  9«.  a  yenr,  were 
fbfmerly  paid  from  estates  in  the  Coimty  of  YgxIl;  but  they 
have  not  been  acknowledged  for  more  than  Twenty  years 
last  past.    It  docs  not  ajqiear  who  were  the  IKhkhts. 

There  are  no  Statutss. 

The  School  is  open,  for  instruction  in  the  Ckuncgj  to  the 
boys  of  the  Chapelry  indefinitely.  Formerly,  something 
was  paid  on  admissicm,  and  a  Codepennj/  at  Shrovetide: 
But,  in  lieu  of  these,  the  Master  was  afterwards  allowed  to 
make  a  charge  of  Two  guineas  a  year  for  each  boy,  for 
teaching  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  charge  is  now  Three 
guineas  a  year  to  the  sons  of  Gentlemen  and  principftl 
Tradesmen,  but  to  the  rest  not  so  much ;  out  of  which  the 
Master  provides  an  Assistant,  to  teach  Englidi,  writin^^ 
arithmetic,  and  the  mathematics.  The  number  of  Classical 
boys  at  present  does  not  exceed  Twenty :  and  from  Thvty 
to  Forty  more  attend. 

No  age  being  spedfied  when  boys  shall  either  enter,  or 
leave  the  School,  the  whole  is  left  to  the  discretkm  of  the 
Master,  and  of  the  Parents  or  Guardians. 
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The  Wbstminstbe  Grammars  by  Ward,  are  generally 
used :  But  when  a  boy  has  previously  learned  the  Eton, 
the  Grammar  is  not  changed.  There  is  no  particular  system 
of  Education  prescribed. 

In  1572,  Alexandbb  Ncfwi!Lt,  Dean  of  St  PauFs, 
London,  established  a  maintenance  for  ThirtABN  ScholaIis 
at  Brasen-Nose  Cdlege,  Oxford,  from  The  Free  Schoci  of 
Middleton,  and  irom  the  Schools  of  Whalley  and  Burnley, 
or  any  other  School  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster. 

The  Master  is  i^qpointed  by  The  Trustees  of  the  lands, 
finr  the  time  being.  The  Reremies  of  the  School  are  ma* 
naged  by  him  under  their  direction ;  but  when  a  Lease  has 
been  granted,  it  has  generally  been  dcme  by  The  Trustees 
only. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Raws,  Clerk,  whose 
Salary  is  about  £  130.  a  year.  The  Stipend  of  the  Assistant 
and  the  out-gcnngs  of  the  School  bang  Hquklated,  the  sur* 
plus  of  the  School  charges  also  belongs  to  him,  which  is  more 
or  less  according  to  the  number  of  Scholars.  This  Gentle^ 
man  is  likewise  the  Asdstant  Curate  of  Burnley. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils.

Thb  Mastxbsbip  of  the  FbxbGxammax  School  of  Burt>  in 
the  County  of  Lancaster,  having  become  vacant  by  the  death  of 
the  Revd.  Fbancis  Hodgson,  who  has  been  Master  thereof  49 
years,  the  Trustees  of  the  said  School  hereby  give  n<rtice,  that 
they  intend  to  hold  a  Special  Meeting  within  the  said  SdiooU 
on  Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  April  next,  at  Ten  o*Clock  in  the 
Forenoon,  for  the  purpose  of  Elbctino  another  Master  ^  for 
whom  thore  is  a  very  good  double  house,  with  a  stable  and  gar- 
den a4ioining»  pkarantly  situated,  and  well  fitted  for  the  accom- 
modation of  a  fiunOy.

NoBBis,  Esq.,  of  Bury,  aforesaid,  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  Stew- 
ard of  the  said  School.    All  letters  must  be  post  paid. 
Bury,  February  18. 

N.  B.  That  part  of  the  above  quotatbn  from  the  Statutes  of 
the  Founder,  requiring  that  the  Master  be  well  skilled  in  the 
Hebrew  Tongue,  wUl  be  dispensed  with  at  the  ensuing  election  ^ 
and  it  may  not  be  impn^^  furtiier  to  observe,  that  in  addition 
to  the  Salary  above-mentioned,  the  Perquisites  wiU  probably 
amount  to  Twenty  Founds  a  year.*' 
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CARTMEL,  near  Milnthorpe. 

The  Grammab  School  of  Cabtmel  does  not  appear  from 
the  Records  of  the  Parish,  to  have  been  founded  by  any 
particular  Person,  or  at  any  stated  Period;  or  to  have 
been  originally  a  Free  School,  bnt  merely  a  Parochial  Se- 
minary under  the  authority  and  superintendance  of  The 
Churchwardens  and  Sidesmen  of  the  Parish. 

For  a  series  of  years  they  hired  a  Master  and  paid  his 
Salary  from  the  Interest  of  small  sums  of  money  left  by 
Will,  at  various  periods,  for  that  purpose,  or  to  the  Parish 
for  pious  uses,  which  was  made  up  to  die  sum  agreed  for  by 
a  small  Quarterage  paid  by  all  who  sent  Childrtn,  except 
the  Poor,  to  whom  the  School  wasjree. 

Hence  it  might  take  the  name  of  a  Free  SchooI,  for  in 
1619  it  was  agreed  by  the  ChurchwardeQs  and  Sidesmen  in^ 
Vestry  assembled,  that  Land,  not  to  exceed  the  value  of 
£20.,  should  be  purchased  with  the  School  stock  for  the 
use  of  The  Free  School ;  no  Land,  however,  was  piyxhased 
until  the  year  16S0,  when  JC131..10..0.  were  judiciously  cx^ 
pended  for  that  purpose. 

In  1635,  a  Master  is  stated  in  the  Parish-book  to  have 
been  hired  at  the  andent  wages,  and  who  was  also  to  have 
€d.  a  Quarter  for  Grammarians,  and  4d.  for  Fettles  (little 
ones),  as  they  are  so  called.  Pettetes  occurs  in  the  Statutes 
of  £welme. 

In  1664,  the  Master's  Stipend  was  £20.— and  if  the 
Interest  of  the  School  Stock,  together  with  the  Quarterage 
at  the  rate  above  menticmed,  exceeded  that  sum,  the  sur- 
plus was  then  to  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  the  Uaher^s 
Salary. 

In  1674,  the  Quarterage  was  raised,  by  order  of  the  Ves- 
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try,  from  6d.  to  8cl.  for  GrammariaiiB,  but  remained  at  4d. 
for  Petties. 

In  I7ll«an  election  took  jdace,  when  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Master  should  have  for  his  Stipend  the  r«[its  of 
the  lands  which.were  purchased  in  1680,  together  with  the 
Interest  of  the  School  Stock  not  expended  and  Quarterage^ 
which  was  then  raised  to  U..Gd.  for  Latin,  and  U.  for  £i||p- 
lisbi  but  the  poor  Children  to  be  taught^^  as  before. 

At  a  subsequent  Election,  in  1714,  no  stipulated  sum 
is  moitioned ;  the  Master  is  to  have  the  whole  Salary  of 
the  School,  allowing  to  his  Usher  £3.  per  anmumj  out  of 
the  same.  Nothing  is  stud  of  Quarterage,  whidi  appears  to 
have  now  ceased ;  the  Rents  of  the  lands  and  the  Interest 
of  the  money  remaining,  being  deemed  sufficient  for  the 
support  of  the  lifaster. 

Eveiy  future  election  is  entirely  unccmditionaL  There 
are  no  stipulations  in  regard  to  the  Children  of  the  Poor, 
nor  are  the  instructions  of  th^  Master  confined  to  the 
Childroi  of  the  Parish,— but  boys  are  admitted  from 
every  part  of  the  Kingdom,  and  even  now  from  The  Wai 
Indies. 

In  1689,  Mr.  Henbit  Biglamd,  then  a  Citizen  of  Ix»- 
don,  but  of  an  Andent  Family  in  this  Parish,  gave  by  Will 
£400.  to  be  invested  in  land  at  the  discretion  of  the  TwEia- 
TT-FouR  Sidesmen  :  and  with  which  a  purchase  was  made 
in  1692. 

The  whole  of  the  Endowments,  except  JC40.,  are  now  in 
land,  situate  near  Cartmel  Church-Town. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  But  it  appears  fixHn  the  Parish- 
Book  that,  in  1671,  ^  Two  Deeds  in  Parchment  and  cme 
in  Paper,  concerning  The  Grammar  School,  were  ddivered 
to  the  safe  keeping  of  Thohas  Askew.*^  And,  m  1679, 
it  is  ordered  by  The  Vestry,  that  "  a  new  Deed  of  Trust  of 
the  School  be  made.**    Two  only  of  the  Feofiees  named  in 
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the  old  Deed  being  then  living.    None  of  these  Documents 
can  now  be  found. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Paiish  indefinitely, 
as  soon  as  they  can  read  The  New  Testament  in  English ; 
and  they  may  renudn,  if  thw  Parents  think  proper,  until 
they  have  finished  thdr  education.  It  is  customary  for 
persons  of  property,  who  have  children  at  the  School,  to 
make  a  compliment  to  the  Master  at  Shrovetide  of  a  sum, 
called  ''  Coek^pencer—'^  This  cannot  be  demanded  tf 
righiT^  But  a  diarge,  per  Quarter,  is  made  upon  the  Pa^ 
rents  of  those  Children  who  writq  or  cypher,  the  Pocmt  not 
excepted. 

The  Wbstmikstba  Grammars  are  used;  but  it  is  now 
more  a  School  for  educating  boys  for  Trade  and  Commerce^ 
than  for  Classical  Learning. 

The  inscription  upon  the  Monument  of  Thomas  Pees- 
TON,  Esq.,  who  died  in  1696,  states  the  following  Exhibi- 
tion,—<^  Ecdesiae  pauperibus  et  pauperum  filiis  in  Schdfi 
CartmcJlensi  CoU^oque  Sti.  Johannis  Cantab,  educan* 
dis  legavit.^    It  is  not  known  to  have  been  ever  obtained. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Tatlos, 
whose  emduments  are,— Rents  tS  land  £  150.,  Interest  of 
money  £2.,  Cock-pence  from  £20.  to  £30.  He  takes  Pu- 
pils, bis  terms  are  44#.  per  month  for  board ;  writing,  cy- 
phering, &C.,  being  diarged  separately, — and  if  tbey  are  not 
Parishkmen,  a  certam  sum  fcnr  CocJc-pence  is  also  expected. 

The  Second  or  Writing  Master  does  not  take  Pupils. 

£dmund  Law,  D.  D.,  fiishop  of  Carlisle,  received  the 
euAj  part  of  his  education  at  diis  SchooL  His  Father  was 
the  Curate  of  one  of  the  Chapels  m  thb  Pariah,  Foarr-

Thb  Grahmae  School  of  Choklst  was  founded  in  the 
year  1611,  according  to  the  fidlowing  Document:— 

*'  The  Certificate  of  WiLLLUc  Hawkshbad  and  Thomab  Aims- 
cow.  Churchwardens  of  Chorley,  concerning  the  erection  of  the 
School-house, — transcribed  out  of  the  Register^book,  &c., — 

"  These  are  to  certify  all  whom  it  may  concern  in  Posterity^ 
that  whereas  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  1611, — 

''  We,  William  Hawksbxau  and^TnoMAS  Ainscow,  then 
Church-wardens  of  Chorley,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  toge- 
ther with  the  most  part  of  the  best  Inhabitants  <^  the  Pknsh, 
taking  notice  of  the  many  inconveniences  that  formerly  had 
been,  by  reason  we  were  utterly  destitute  of  a  School-house 
within  Uie  said  Parish  or  Chapelry,— whereby  It  was  the  same 
year,  and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  agreed,  that  a  School-house 
shoiUd  be  forthwith  erected  at  the  Parish  charges,  and  should 
W  set  part  within  the  Church-yard,  and  part  within  the  Tffihe 
Bom-yard, — ^to  this  end,  that  neither  the  Vicar  nor  the  Minuter 
of  the  said  Church  or  Chapel^  nor  the  Farmer  of  the  Tythes  of 
the  said  Chapel,  should  have  power  to  convert  it  to  any  other 
use,  but  that  It  should  remain  constantly  for  a  SWJiool-house  for 
ever: — 

"  All  which  was  finished  accordingly  by  a  general  consent 
aforesaid  on  all  sides,  with  this  further  promise,  ihaX  no  Sdiool- 
mast^  should  inhabit  therein  with  his  Wife,  neither  Minista* 
that  should  hereafter  be  the  Minister  also  enjoy  that  to  inhabit 
therein  with  his  Wife,  but  every  such  Wwet,  in  both  sides^  m 
such  like  case  is  to  6e  kq>t  out  of  the  same  fmr  divers  great  can* 
ses, — and  especially,  that  if  either  Wifo,  or  thdr  Children  be- 
gotten in  such  habitation,  might  become  chargeable  to  tiie 
Parish  of  Chorley, — and  for  the  future  hereof,  we  hope  ^lis 
agreement  will  discharge  all  such  as  hereafter  affisct  to  attempt 
for  their  Families  in  part  of  perfoniumce : — 

''  Whereof  and  towards  the  perfecting  of  the  building  afore- 
said, RoBxaT  Chabnock,  of  Astley,  now  deceased,  gave  so 
much  brick  as  was  necessary  to  be  put  in  the  said  erection,  as  it  is 
now  finished,  and  £6.  in  money, — ^And  every  Inhabitant  in 
Ch(Mrley,  that  was  liable  to  a  Rfieenth,  gave  and  paid  20  J|f- 
ieenths  Uiereunto. — ^Accordingly  with  oth^  charges  made  oidy 
by  the  said  Inhabitants  towards  perfecting  thesame  for  a 
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School-house. — So  whereupon  it  was  erected^  according  to  the 
same  agreement : — 

''  So  in  regard  We,  the  said  Church-wardens,  grown  aged^ 
and  as  we  think  it  proper  to  have  it  on  record  to  testify  the  same 
in  remaining,  and  for  the  prerenting  all  Suits  and  future  Con- 
troversies thereupon,  as  also  that  the  Truth  in  future  may  fqppear^ 
we  thought  good  to  certify  the  same  under  oiu*  hands  the  last 
day  of  June,  anno  Domiru  1634 : — 

''  And,  therefore,  to  that  purpose  have  inserted  this  our  Certi- 
ficate into  the  Register  Book  of  Chorley,  the  day  and  year  last 
mentioned,  in  the  presence  of  these  Persons  and  Pari^oners^ 
whose  names  are  subscribed  here.** 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  ori^nal  Endow- 
ment,— 'but  there  have  •  been  the  following  Benefactions 
subsequently  made,  for  the  support  of  the  Master,—  viz.,

At  present  there  are  nather  Trustees,  Trust  Deeds,  nor 
what  can  properly  be  called  an  Endowment 

The  Stipend  being  so  small,  no  boys  are  taught  free  of 
expense ;  and  the  Master  is  at  liberty  to  charge  whatever 
Quarterage  he  pleases.  As  thb  is  a  manu&cturing  Dbtrict, 
all  the  Youth  educated  here  at  present  are  intended  for 
business,— and  consequently,  it  may  with  propriety  be 
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styled  a  <'  Commercial  S€hool,'^  the  Ckuiks  bmg  addom 
introduced. 

'  He  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  HsyaT  Bexxelet, 
whose  Salary  and  Emcduments  average  about  £l2a  per 
anmam.  His  tersis  for  Boarders  are  £25.  a  year  for  boys 
under  12  years  of  age,  and  £30.  for  those  above  that  age. 

Previous  to  this  Gentleman's  dectiooy  whidi  is  now 
21  years  anee,  die  Sdiool  had  been  very  indiffietenlly 
managed  for  a  long  time ;  and,  of  course,  when  he  came  it 
was  at  a  very  low  ebb,  not  six  boys  attending  when  he 
cqpened  the  School,^  but  by  laudable  industry  and  persever- 
ance it  is  now  'constantly  full,  and  has  averaged  for  several 
years  past  from  60  to  70,  and  sometimes  80,  Scholars.

CLITHEROE. 


The  Free  Grammaa  School  of  Clitheeoe  was  founded 
by  King  Philip  md  Queen  Maby,  and  endowed  with  the 
Lands  and  Rectorial  Tythes  of  the  Parish  of  Ahnondbury,  in 
the  County  of  York. 

The  GoyBB)i09s  aie  Six  in  number,  and  are  bound  by 
an  Oath  for  the  observance  of  the  Statutes^  They  ate  re<^ 
quired  to  have  a  residence  within  the  Pariah  of  Whalley, 
which  is  divided  into  Parochial  Chapehies,  of  which  Clitheroe 
is  one ;  and  the  vacancies  as  they  occur,  are  filled  up  by  the 
Survivors. 

The  Head  Master,  and  Usher,  are  elected  after  an  exami- 
nation  of  Candidates  by  The  Grovemors,  sulgect  to  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  who  is  Yisitob  of  the 
School. 

The  Gk>venior8  have  the  sole  management  of  the  income 
of  the  lands  and  possesaons  of  the  School,  and  appoint  the 
Salaries  of  the  Head  Master  and  Usher,  which  are  at  present 
settled  at  £200.  to  the  former,  and  £100.  to  the  latter  per 
annum.    The  surplus  of  the  Revenue  arising  fixxm  the 
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estftteB,  u  directed  to  be  ap{£ed  to  the  repairs  of  the  SdKxd, 
and  ffAtwIing  poor  boys  educated  at  this  Sdiool  to  the  Uni- 
yernties:  But  there  has  only  beoi  one  ExlulntioDtf  witfam 
reocJIectioiL 

The  money  which  has  of  late  accumulated,  has  been 
iqpplied  to  building  a  house  for  the  Head  Master. 

This  SchocJ  is  exdumvely  Classical,  and  free  without 
limitation.  An  annual  present  at  Shrovetide  is  expected 
from  the  Scholars  to  tkar Teacher,  which  b  called ^^aCock^ 
fenny  ;^  and  it  varies,  according  to  the  dreumstanoes  of  the 
Schdars. 

The  School  possesses  no  advantages  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities; nor  is  it  connected  with  any  particular  Colkge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Hie  Revd.  Ro  jeet  Heath, 
M.A^  of  Brazen-Nose  College,  Oxford.  This  GentlCTiian 
takes  Pupils,  his  terms  for  board  and  education,  being  £50. 
per  annum,  exdusive  of  incidental  expenses. 

The  Vicarage  of  Afanondbury,  of  whidi  the  Govarnors  (^ 
the  Sdiodi  are  Patrons,  has  usually  been  presented  by  them 
to  some  private  friend. 

The  Perpetual  Curacy  of  Clitheroe  has,  of  late,  been 
generally  presented  toTheHead  Master  by  die  Patron,  L(xtl 
Viscount  CumzoK. 
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FARNWORTH,  in  fFidnes,  near  Prescot. 

The  Free  Geahmar  School  at  Farnworth,  a  Chapelry 
in  the  Parish'of  Prescot,  was  founded  by  William  Smyths^ 
the  good  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  a  native  of  this  Parish,  and 
jthe  Founder  of  Brasen-Nose  CoU^,  in  Oxford,  according 
to  an  Indenture  Tripartite,  made  the  20th  of  July,  ISOJy 
^^  betwene  William  Smtthe,  Bishop  of  Lincolne,  and 
The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lincobie,  of  the  one  partie;^ 
John  the  Prior,  and  the  Convent  of  LaundCy  in  the  County 
of  Leyoester,  of  the  second  partie; — and  The  Maior  and 
Citizens  of  Chester,  of  the  third  partie," — 

Reciting,  That  forasmuch  as  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  had 
received  of  the  said  Bishop  a  gift  of  £300.  towards  their  great 
charges  in  procuring  the  approfniation  of  the  Parochial  Church 
of  Rosthome,  in  Cheshire,  to  their  Monastery, — ^They  agreed  to 
pay  an  annual  rent  of  j£lO.,  for  ever,  to  tiie  said  Mayor  and 
Citizens,  who  would  give  the  same  to  '^  a  sufficyentt  and  honest 
Freest,  being  a  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arte,  or  a  Master  of 
Grammar  at  the  least,  teaching  Gramn^ar  fireelye,  in  a  Free 
Schoole  at  Fameworth,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  for  ever." 

This  rent  is  now  paid  from  Rosthome,  having  been  fixed 
to  be  so  paid  at  the  Dissolution  of  the  Abbey. 

In  1623,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-five  Inhabitants  of 
Farnworth  petitioned  the  Magistrates  of  Chester  in  behalf 
of  Mr.  Hawardb,  School-master  there,  whom  they  highly 
extol, — ^Afterwards,  **  other  Masters  Tiad  so  misused  the 
Children^  that  they  had  been  in  danger  of  losing  their  senses, 
lives,  and  limbs.*^ 

In  1631,  there  was  a  general  and  joint  Petition  of  the 
Gentlemen  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Chapelry  of  Fam- 
wortii  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Chester,  praying  for 
'^  a  new  Sdioolmaster,  instead  of  old  Mr.  Hawarde,  who 
was  insttfficiefUf — and  youfiff  William  who  was  idk  and 
negiecffid:'

Other  gratuitous  acts  were  aHiferred  upcm  Sdndarsy 
natives  of  the  Counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  by  the 
beneroknt  Family  of  Smtthb. 

Matthew  Smyth,  the  first  Prindpal  of  Brasen-Noae,  in 
1512,  and  who  died  in  1547,  left  his  Nefdiew,  Wii.z.tam 
Smttr,  Parson  of  Barton  in  The  Chy,  a  tenment  and 
lands  m  SuUon^  in  the  Parish  of  Presoot,  chargeable  widi 
20#.  tobepaidyearly  totheUdieratFamworth.  Bteoth^ 
land  in  Sutton  he  gave  to  Brasa(i*>NoBe  College,  to  pay  20a. 
a  year  to  a  Schc^  bom  in  the  Chapd^  of  FamworAi,  or 
rise  in  the  Parish  of  Presoot,  or  near  to  it  HealsodEqiesed 
t^  other  lands,  for  the  purpose  of  raioi^  Scholass  in  the 
Paridi,  and  suj^)orting  them  at  Brasen-Nose  CoU^. 

HoHFHBBY  Ogle,  LL.B.,  gave  jClOO.  to  Brasen-Nose, 
to  Mupport  Two  ScHOLAEs  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Prescot

Mr.  GasesoN  observes,  <^  the  beneficent  design  of  the 
Founders  of  Brasen-Nose,  and  the  School  at  FarawcMth, 
could  not  be  executed  more  advantageously  for  the  fature 
Fellows  themselves,  and  for  the  Honour  of  the  intelligent 
and  learned  Prindpal  and  hb  wcnrthy  Associates,  the  FeUows 
of  Brasen-Nose  College,  than  by  the  appropriation  of  a  part 
of  thdr  Revenues  to  the  support  of  an  exodlent  and  learned 
Schoolmaster,  to  teach  fireely  the  Children  who  are  destined 
to  be  sent  to  College  fix>m  this  favourite  seat  of  the  Clergy, 
the  Parish  of  Prescot  ;-«>and  the  Town  of  Famworth,  Scorn 
whence  so  many  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  men  have  risen  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  best  Livings  in  the  gift  of  Braaen-Nose, 
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will  do  well  to  continue  to  nourish  such  plants  as  will  faring 
forth  fruit  that  vnll  do  credit  to  the  Founders.  If  the  good 
Bishop  had  laid  out  in  his  days  JESOO*  in  a  landed  estate, 
instead  of  lending  the  money,  the  income,  ^ere  this,^' would 
have  he&k  £300.  a  year.  The  number  <rf*  excellent  Scholars 
from  this  Parish  is  certainly  very  great,  but  it  is  hoped  m 
lunt  humbly  given  by  a  Layman  will  be  excused;  for  oom- 
fdamts  against  the  Scboolnuster  are  not  always  gioundksa.^ 
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HAWKSHEAD,  in  Furnbss  Fells. 

Thx  Fees  Grammae  School  in  HaWeshbad  wis  founded 
in  1585.  His  Grace  Ebwyhb  Sakdts,  Ardibiahop  <^  York, 
then  obtaining  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal,  dated  at 
Greenwich  the  10th  of  April,  in  the  Twenty-Seventh  year 
of  Queen  Elizabeth, — ^by  which  Her  Majesty  granted,  that 
from  thenceforth  there  should  be  (me  Grammar  Sdiool 
within  the  Parish  of  Hawkshead,  in  the  Coun^  Palatine  of 
Lancaster, — and  that  Samuel  Sakdts,  Cheistofhbi 
Sandys,  Adah  Sandys,  Crentlemen,  Willlam  Saweet, 
Bbekaed  Benson,  Rowland  Nicolson,  Thomas  Raw- 
LiNSON,  and  James  Tatloe,  YeomeD,  should  be  Govemors 
of  the  Possessions  and  Revenues  of  the  School ; — should  be  a 
Body  CorpcHmte,  by  the  name  of  ^  The  Govbenoes  of  the 
Possesaons,  Revenues,  and  Groods,  of  the  said  Free  Grammar 
School,^  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  same  name 
should  be  aUe  to  receive  Manors,  lands,  &c.,  as  wdl  of  Her 
Majesty,  her  Heirs,  and  Successors,  as  of  His  Grace  The 
Archbishop,  or  of  any  other  person,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £30.,  and  be  not  hdden  m 
capUe ; — should  have  a  Common  Seal; — might  {dead  and  be 
impleaded; — and  that  the  Archbishop,  during  his  natural 
life,  should  make  Statutes  in  writing,  concerning  the  wdl 
ordering  and  government  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  ScholarBi 
and  the  Possesrions  of  the  SdK)oL 

By  virtue  of  the  Letters  Patent,  His  Grace  made  the 
fioUo^^ng  Constitutions,  which  wore  duly  subscribed  oo 
the  1st  of  April,  1588,-^ 

1.  I  ordain^  constitute,  make,  establish,  and  erect,  that  one 
Perpetual  and  Free  School  of  Grammar,  m>m  henceforth,  be  in 
Hawkshead  aforesaid,  of  one  School-master,  and  his  Successors, 
in  one  House  there,  for  that  purpose  by  me  appointed,  and  so  to 
continue  firom  one  School-master  to  another^  in  succession,  for

erer^  to  teach  Grammar,  and  the  PriiiGiplefl  of  the  Greek  tongue, 
with  other  Sciences  necessary  to  be  taught  in  a  Grammar  School; 
— the  same  to  be  taught  in  the  said  School  freely,  without  taking 
any  Stipend,  wage,  or  other  exaction  of  the  Scholars,  or  of  any 
of  them  resorting  to  the  said  School  to  learn; — which  said 
School,  shall,  ftt)m  henceforth,  be  called,  for  ever, ''  The  Frbb 
Gbammar  School  of  Edwyns  Sandys,'*  Archbishop  of  York, 
in  Hawkshead  aforesaid,  according  to  the  foresaid  grant  and 
Uoense  fttim  Her  Miyesty. 

8.  Also,  I  do  constitute,  elect,  nominate,  ordain,  and  appoint, 
Pbtxr  Magson,  Master  of  Arts,  School-master  of  the  said 
Grammar  School,  &c. 

3.  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  declare  by  these  presents,  that  I, 
the  said  Edwynb,  Archbishop  of  Yoik,  during  my  life,  natural, 
and  after  my  decease,  Samuxl  Sandys,  my  son,  during  his  life, 
shall  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and  grant  of  the  said 
office  and  room  of  Schoolmastership  or  School-master  of  the  said 
Free  School,  when  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void 
by  death,  deprivation,  or  otherwise,  to  give,  grant,  and  dispose 
the  same  to  such  person  and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able 
thereunto,  according  to  the  Ordinances  herein  declared,  and 
hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared ;  and  after  my  decease,  and  the 
death  of  the  said  Sauubl  Sandys,  the  Governors  of  the  foresaid 
Free  Grammar  School,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of 
them,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time 
being,  shaU,  for  ever,  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and 
grant  of  the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership,  or 
School-master,  of  the  said  Free  School,  in  Hawkshead,  when 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void  by  death,  depriva- 
tion, or  otherwise,  to  give  and  grant  the  same  to  such  person 
and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able  thereunto,  according  to  the 
Ordinance  herein  declared,  and  hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared. 

4.  Also,  I  ordain  and  appoint,  that  the  said  School-master 
shall  be  well  seen,  and  have  good  understanding  in  the  Greek 
and  Latin  tongues,  and  shall  teach  and  inform  the  same  to  such 
Scholars  of  the  same  School,  as  shall  be  most  meet  and  apt  for 
the  same,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  School-master, 
and  that  the  said  School-master  before  he  shall  begin  to  teach 
the  said  School,  (after  my  decease),  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Ordinary  of  the  place,  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the 
Statute  in  that  case  provided. 

5.  Also,  I  ordain  and  constitute,  that  the  said  School-master 
of  the  said  School,  and  his  Successors,  for  ever,  shall  have  under 
him  one  Usher,  in  the  foresaid  School,  to  be  an  Usher  in  the  said 
School,  to  teadi  such  Children  and  Scholars  in  the  said  School 
of  the  Lowest  Forms,  as  to  him  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said 
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School-master  and  his  Successon,  aii4  thai  the  said  Usher  sfadl 
be  choaes  from  tone  to  time  by  tho  said  School-master  aod  Go- 
vernors of  the  said  Sdiool,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  forthe 
time  being.— And  also»  that  upon  any  mishehaviottr  to  be  commit- 
ted by  the  said  Usher,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  School-maa- 
ter  and  Governors^  or  the  most  part  of  them,  to  deprive  the  said 
Usher,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  appoint  another  in  }us  place  as 
fbresaid. — ^And  if  the  aforesaid  Sdiool-master  shall  fortune  to 
die,  then  the  Usher  of  the  said  School  for  the  time  bong,  diall 
tsadi  the  Scholars  in  the  said  School  as  Master  therettf,.  until 
Aere  be  a  School-master  placed  in  the  said  room  and  office  to 
exercise  the  same,  according  to  the  Ordinances  and  FoondatkHi 
of  the  said  School :  And  the  said  Usher  so  teaching  in  the  sud 
Vacation  time,  shall  during  the  same  time,  appoiitf  one  Scholar 
of  the  same  School,  to  be  an  Usher  under  hhn,  wfaidi  Scholar, 
so  teaching  as  Usher,  shall  have  for  the  said  time  he  shall  tea^ 
as  Usher,  the  Stipend  and  Allowance  belonging  to  the  Usher; 
and  the  said  Usho*,  so  long  as  he  shall  teach  as  Master,  to  have 
the  Stipend  and  Allowance  belonging  to  the  School-master. — 
The  which  sums  of  money,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Usher 
teadiing  as  Master,  and  Scholar  teadiing  as  Uaher,  by  the  said 
Governors  and  their  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  as  bcfbre  ia 
expressed, — ^Provided  always,  tliat  after  my  decease,  and  the 
decease  of  the  said  Samcbl  Sandys,  my  son,  if  the  foresaid 
Governors  of  the  foresaid  Free  School,  and  their  Successors,  for 
the  time  being,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Cheater,  for 
ihe  time  being,  do  not  give  and  grant  the  said  Sdiool-masler- 
ship  wiUiin  the  space  oi  Tfurtif  days  next  after  the  avoidance 
tiimof,  to  one  iqit  and  able  person,  according  to  the  Ordinances 
aforesaid,  that  then  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chester,  for  the 
time  befaig,  alone  shall  have  the  gift,  grant,  and  disposition  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership  for  that  time,  so 
that  the  said  Bishop,  for  the  time  being,  give  and  grant  the 
same  within  Thirty  days  next  after  the  foresaid  Thkif  dafs  ap- 
pointed to  the  foresaid  Governors  of  the  said  School, — ^And  if  the 
said  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  do  not  give  and  giant 
the  said  Sdux>l-mastership  within  the  said  Thbrtif  days  so  limited 
unto  him,  as  before  is  said,  to  one  able  person,  according  to  the 
Ordinances  aforesaid,  that  then  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chester 
aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  the  gift  and  grant  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership  for  that  time,  and 
so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  any  such  defoult  as  aforesaid 
shall  happen  to  be. 

6.  Also,  I  ordain  and  constitute,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and 
his  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  on  every  Work-day  be- 
tween the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  Saint 
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Michael  the  ArchaogeL  be  in  the  said  School  and  begin  to  teach 
at  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  or  at  the  furthest,  within 
one  half  hour  after,  and  so  to  continue  until  Eleven  of  the  Clock 
in  the  PoreHoon ;  and  to  begin  again  at  One  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  and  so  to  continue  until  Five  of  the  Clock  at  ni^t. 
— ^And  every  Work-day  betw€»en  the  Feast  of  Michael^ias  and 
^le  Annuncktion  of  the  Blessed  Vii^,  to  begin  to  teach  at 
Seven  of  the  Clo^k  in  the  Morning,  qr  within  hsJf  an  hou,r  aft» 
at  the  furthest^  and  so  to  contimie  until  Eleppi  of  the  Clock 
before  noon  $— and  then  to  begin  School,  again  at  half  an  hour 
before  Oneoit  the  Clock  in  the  afternoon^  and  so  to  continue 
until  Few  of  ^  Clock  at  night  j— During  all  whidi  times,  I 
will,  Hiat  the  Scho(^ma8ter  sh^  be  present  in  the  School  with 
the  Usher,  and  shall  teach  all  such  good  Authors  which  docoi^ 
tain  honest  precq^tsof  Virtue,  and  good  literature,  for  the  bet- 
ter  education  of  Youth ;  and  shall  onc^  every  week  at  ]the  least, 
instruct  anid  examine  his  Scholars  in  the  princ^les  of  true  R>eUr 
gion,  to  the  end  that  they  may  the  better  know  and  fear  God,: 
— ^And  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  imd  Usher  shall  not  use  of 
custom,  to  be  absent  fit>m  the  aforesaid  School  duripg  jthe  times 
aforesaid,  nor  withdraw  themselves  firom  thenoe>  but  only  f<^> 
and  upon  honest,  necessary,  and  reasonablje  cau|es/-^And  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  School-master  or  Ushar,.  to  be 
absent  IrcMn  the  said  School  above  Six  weeks  at  oap  or  several 
times  in  the  whole  year,  up6n  necessary  bu^ess,  except  ^ey 
obtain  the  special  license  of  the  said  Governors,  or  the  inost 
part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  so  that  the  School-master  and 
Usher  be  not  both  absent  at  one  time. 

7.  Certam  godly  Prayers,  as  therein  set  down^  to  be  said  every 
Morning  and  Evening. 

8.  T^  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Scholars,  to  use  and  frer 
quent  the  Churdi  upon  the  Sabbath-day  and  Holy-days,  to  bear 
Divine  Service  and  Sermons, — and  to  sit  together  in  some  con- 
venient pldce.  . 

9.  10.  The  Master  to  be  displaced  for  misbehaviour  by  the 
Governors,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester. 

II..  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  constitute,  that  the  said  School- 
master, and  his  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  break  vp 
then*  School  and  Teaching  only  at  two  titpes'in  the  yei^  :  that 
is  to  say,  one  full  week  next  befo^  Christinas,  and  to  b^in  to 
teadi  again  the  next  Working-^ay  after  the  Twdfih  £ky  of 
Christmas; — and  shall  break  up  again  one  full  week  next  before 
Easter,  and  shall  begin  to  teach  again  the  Monday  Se'nnight 
after  Easter. — ^Against  which  several  times  of  breaking  up,  the 
chiefest  Scholars  of  the  said  School,  shall  make  Orations,  Epis-

ties,  Venes  in  Latiii  or  Gfeek,  for  tfadr  Bxfflrcises,  iSbat  thereby 
the  said  Sdiool-master  may  see  how  the  said  Sdiolan  ha^e 
profited. 

IS.  The  Founder's  power  in  altering  the  COTstitntions  and 
Ordinances. 

IS.  Also,  I  ordain>  will,  and  constitate,  that  the  Usher  of  the 
aforesaid  School,  shall  be  obedient  to  the  Master  thereof, — and 
that  all  Scholars  shall  be  obedient  to  all  good  and  lawful  Sta- 
tutes and  Ordinances  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  touch- 
ing the  good  gOTornment  and  ordering  of  the  same  School,  and 
shall  be  of  iKinest  and  virtuous  conversation,  obedient  to  the 
Blaster  and  Usher  in  all  things  toudiing  good  manners  and  learn- 
ing, both  in  the  Sdiool  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  continually  use 
the  Latm  tongue,  or  the  Greek  tongue,  within  the  School,  as 
they  shall  be  i^k. — Also  they  shall  use  no  weqions  in  theSchod, 
as  sword,  dagger,  waster,  or  other  like,  to  fight  or  brawl  withal, 
nor  any  unlawful  gaming  in  the  School.— -'Diey  shall  not  haunt 
taverns,  alehouses,  or  playing  at  any  unlawful  games,  as  cards, 
dice-tables,  or  such  lO^e, — Also  they  shall  keep  the  hours  ia 
coming  to  the  Sdiool,  before  in  these  Statutes  mentioned. — ^Also 
in  the  absence  of  ^e  Master,  the  Sdiolars  diall  be  obedioit  to 
the  Usher,  and  to  such  Prepositors  as  the  Master  shall  appoint 
toudiing  good  order  in  the  SdiooL  All  which  Statutes  now 
made,  and  hereafter  to  be  made  by  me,  the  said  Edwin,  Arch- 
bishop oi  York,  they  shall  inviolably  keep  and  observe,  upon 
pain  of  Expulsion  fitnn  the  afbresaid  SchooL  after  Three  Wamr 
i^fs had  and  given,  concemingthe  premises,  by  the  School-mas- 
tor  of  the  said  School,  for  the  time  being ;— or  by  the  Usher  of 
the  said  Sdiool  in  vaoition  time,  when  there  is  no  Master  of  die 
said  School,  and  the  said  Scholar  or  Scholars  so  expulsed,  shaO 
not  be  received  into  the  said  School  again  wi&ont  humble  suit 
and  earnest  Petition,  made  to  the  Governors  and  Masto*  of  his 
or  their  reconciliation. 

14*  The  Governors,  from  time  to  time  to  preserve  and  main- 
tain the  School  and  School-house,  and  all  other  buildings,  and 
fences  of  the  same,  in  good  rqpair, — and  shall  see  thai  all  the 
commodities  and  revenues  bdongingto  theSchool,  be  onployed 
to  such  uses  as  appear  in  the  Letters  Patent. 

15.  The  Master's  yearly  Salary  to  be  £20.,  and  that  of  the 
Usher  JC3..6..8.,  to  be  paid  to  them,  by  even  poiikms,  at  the 
Feasts  of  The  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin  lUbry,  and  St. 
Biichad  the  Archangd. 

16.  The  Governors  to  visit  the  School,  at  the  kast  tmiee 
every  year,  and  shall  make  diligent  inquiry,  ftom  time  to  time, 
wheUier  the  School-master,  Usher,  and  Scholani,  do  their  duties 
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as  becometh  them  w  not : — ^'  and  as  they  shall  find  any  thing 
amiss  or  out  of  order>  they  shall  redress  and  amend  the  same 
presently,  or  so  soon  as  they  conveniently  can." 

17.  The  Governors  shall  yearly  appoint  one  of  themselves  to 
collect  and  gather  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  School ;  ^who^ 
before  he  enters  upon  his  office,  shall  give  bond,  with  one  or  two 
sufficient  Sureties,  to  make  a  just  and  true  Accompt,  when 
required. 

18.  That  before  any  Governor  be  admitted  to  the  place  of 
Governorship  of  the  School,  he  shall  not  only  give  his  consent 
to  the  execution  of  these  Statutes  and  Ordinances  j  but  also 
shall  be  Sworn,  to  be  true  and  just  towards  the  School,  and 
to  the  preservation,  government,  and  fsuthftil  sustentation  of  the 
same. 

19.  A  strong  and  substantial  Chest  to  be  provided,  with  three 
strong  Locks  and  Keys,  of  three  several  ftishions,  for  the  safSe 
custody  of  Her  Majesty's  Letters  Patent,  and  all  the  evidences 
and  writings  concarning  the  SdKx>l, — the  Sdiool-masterto  have 
the  keeping  of  one  of  the  Keys,  and  the  two  first  named  Gover- 
nors and  their  Successors,  to  have  either  of  them  one  of  the  said 
Keys  in  their  custody, — so  as  the  Chest  may  not  be  opened  with- 
out the  consent  of  all  the  three  Persons  so  named  and  appointed. 

20.  The  Grovemors  to  pay  to  the  Lord  of  the  Customary  te- 
nement such  rents,  fines,  &c.,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
due,  &c. 

81.  All  the  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  to  be  truly,  firmly, 
and  inviolably  observed  and  kept,  in  every  point,  by  the  Gover- 
nors, Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars. 

And  to  give  greater  Solemnity  and  Security  for  the 
fmthful  discharge  of  the  Governor's  duty.  Doctor  John 
BmiDOHAir,  Bishop  of  Chester,  prescribed  the  fiJIonring 
Oath,  to  be  voluntarily  taken  by  such,  as  are  to  be  dected 
and  admitted  GovemcMrs  of  this  School  :— 

'^  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  that  I  have  not  given  any  thing,  nor 
have  indirectly  laboured,  to  be  made  Governor  of  this  School; — 
and  I  will  diligently  and  fedthfuUy ,  to  the  utmost  of  mine  ability, 
keep  by  myself,  and  cause  to  be  kept  by  others  (as  much  as  I 
jcan),  inviolably,  all  these  Statutes  $ — ^And  I  will  not  do  any  act, 
at  any  time,  which  I  shall  know,  believe,  or  think,  will  be  pre- 
judicial to  the  good  of  the  said  School ; — and  I  will  not  appro- 
priate, convert  or  apply  to  mine  own  use,^r  to  the  use  of  any  of 
mine,  any  part  of  the  profits  of  tiie  Revenues  ^ven  to  the  said 
Sdiool )  but  will  do  my  best  to  improve  and  increase  them,  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  ^hool.  School-masters,  and  Ushers, 
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in  perpetuity,  and  to  stidi  ends  only  as  are  set  down  in  ftut 
Foundation*  and  in  these  present  Statutes,  and  no  other  use/' 

This  Oath  is  to  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  The  Bishop 
of  Chester,  and  the  Schoohnaster. 

The  pious  Founder  endowed  the  Scliocd  with  a  Dwd- 
ling-house,  Out-houses,  and  a  Customary  ten^nent  ad- 
joining thereto  in  the  Manor  of  Hawkshead;— and  also 
with  lands  and  houses  in  or  near  Wakefield  and  Doncaster, 
in  the  County  of  York, — and  some  Ground-rents  in  Kendal, 
in  the  County  of  Westmorland. 

The  principal  Estate  belonging  to  the  Sdiool,  ia  nemt 
Doncaster,  which  was  let  upon  a  lease  for  42  years ;  bat, 
it  is  believed,  that  this  lease  will  expire  in  about  six  or 
seven  years,  when  a  considerable  advance  of  Bent  is  ex- 
pected. 

The  Estate  near  Wakefield  was  sold  some  years  anoe, 
and  the  money  laid  out  to  greater  advantage  in  the  pur^ 
chase  of  an  Estate  in  the  Paridi  of  Hawkdiead. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  indiscrimin- 
ateljF,  free  of  expense.  The  number  has  sometimes  been 
One  Hundred  and  upwards ;  but  at  present  there  are  only 
about  Fifty  Schdars,  consisting  partly  of  Parisbionera,  and 
partly  of  Strangers. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  jHNmded  they  can 
read  Ikiglish  toIeraUy  weQ.  If  they  come  out  of  the  Pa- 
rish, it  is  expected  that  they  pay  about  Two  guineas  En> 
trance,  and  a  like  sum  every  year  at  Shravetidej  called 
their  <^  Cock-penrnf^*  which  is  all  the  Chaige  that  is  made  for 
their  education ;  except  writing  and  arithmetic,  for  whidi 
they  pay  about  8  or  1  Of.  |ifr  Quarter. 

The  Eton  Grrammars  are  now  used  here:  and  the  sys- 
tem of  Education  is  nearly  the  same  as  at  all  other  puUic 
Schools. 

Hiere  are  no  University  advantages,  nor  Church  Prefiar- 
ments,  bekm^ng  to  this  School. 
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The  Boys  generally  continue  at  the  School,  until  they 
can  be  admitted  at  The  University,  or  are  of  age  to  enter 
into  Holy  Orders. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bowman, 
late  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  "  which  Office 
he  has  filled  for  upwards  of  Thirty  ykaes.'''  His  Salary  is 
about  £\60.  per  annunij  exclusive  of  Entrance  money,  and 
the  Cock-penny : — out  of  which  the  Grovemors  oblige  him 
to  pay  the  Usher  £50.  a  year,  and  to  keep  the  School, 
School-house,  and  other  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  in  substan- 
tial repair. 

The  Master  does  not  take  Pupils  into  his  own  house. 
The  boys  are  usually  boarded  with  some  respectable  family 
in  or  near  the  Village,  and  have  every  necessary  comfort 
and  accommodation  at  Twenty-two  guineas  a  year,  includ- 
ing washing,  mending  of  S^kings,  &c.  An  Extra  charge 
is  made  for  fire  and  candles. 

On  the  19th  of  August,  1717,  The  Revd.  Thomas 
Sandys,  Curate  of  St  Martinis  in  The  Fields,  and  Lectu- 
rer of  St.  James's  Westminster,  by  his  Will  of  that  date, 
gave  a  good  Collection  of  Books  to  the  School.  To  this 
collection  considerable  additions  have  been  made,  at  differ- 
ent times,  by  young  Gentlemen  admitted  at  Cambridge 
from  hence.  The  Scholars  are  allowed  the  use  of  these 
Books,  by  paying  about  5^.  yearly;  which  money  is  judi- 
ciously expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  Publications. 

In  1816,  The  Revd.  William  Wilson,  Vicar  of  More- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  and  late  Fellow  of  St.  John's 
Cambridge,  out  of  respect  to  the  place  of  his  Education,  gave 
£100.  Sterlings  directing  the  Interest  of  it  to  be  distributed 
yearly  in  Prizes,  to  those  who  have  made  the  greatest  profi- 
ciency in  Classical  Learning,— to  the  best  Declaimess 
in  English; — or  to  be  laid  out  in  Books  for  the  use  of  the 
Sdiool,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Eight  Govsenobs,  who  have  the  general 
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numagement  of  the  oonoenis  of  the  Sdiool.    The  pretent

The  Revd.  Gboege  Paek,  the  present  Minist^  of  the 
Parish  of  Hawkshead. 
The  Revd.Dr.  Woedswoeth,  Domestic   Chaphin  to 
The  AidiUshop  of  Cantsebuey,  and  maigr  other  emmsnt 
Dhrines  haYe  been  educated  at  this  SdxxsL 
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LANCASTER. 

It  is  not  certmn  when,  or  by  whom.  The  Fees  Gbahmae 
School  at  Lancaster  was  founded. 

The  Town  and  many  of  ifs  Records  were  three  times 
burnt :  Twice  by  the  Scots,  on  sudden  Incursions,  in  1322 
and  1389  ;  and  once  by  a  casual  Fire,  in  1698.  The  want 
of  Records,  respecting  the  School,  is  attributed  to  the  two 
former  disasters. 

The  Free  School  is  mentioned  in  some  books  bdong^  to 
The  Corporation,  so  early  ^  the  year  1495  ;  and  they  appear 
to  have  repaired  it,  at  different  periods,  out  of  their  Re- 
venues. 

It  was  in  great  decay  in  1683,  when  James  Pilkington, 
Bishop  of  Durham,  and  The  Corporation,  subscribed  liber- 
ally, and  with  the  assistance  of  other  benevolent  Individuab 
in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood,  raised  a  suffident  sum  of 
money  to  rebuild  the  School,  which  b  capable  of  holding 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty  boys  with  eaa^.  It  conmsts 
of  two  Stories.  The  Upper  Story  is  appropriated  to  the 
Master,  who  teaches  writing  and  arithmetic:  and  The 
Lower  one  to  the  Head  Master,  and  Usher.  There  is  also 
a  Room  allotted  to  a  Library,  in  which  there  are  now  about 
300  volumes,  consisting  of  Divinity,  History,  British  Clas- 
sics, &c.:  this  Library  was  originally  established  by  The 
Corporation ;  but,  of  late  years,  considerable  additions  have 
been  made  by  the  laudable  example  of  young  Grentlemen, 
who  could  afford  it,  making  a  donation  of  an  useful  book  or 
a  set  of  books,  on  leaving  the  SchooL  The  Usher  has  the 
charge  of  the  Library. 

Since  about  the  year  1600,  The  Corporation  have  appro- 
priated the  Rent  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  the  Town  for  the 
increase  of  The  Usher's  Salary ;  which  had  most  probably 
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been  granted  origuuJly  to  them  by  some  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
for  in  the  year  1415,  King  Henrv  the  FiiUi,  or  his  offioen, 
brought  a  Quo  Warranto  against  The  Corporation  to  try  by 
what  lltle  they  held  it,  and  they  proved  a  Grant  <^  it  which 
was  allowed,  but  the  Proceedings  are  so  injured  by  time,  Chat 
it  is  not  now  legible  by  whom  the  Grant  was  origtna/ly  made. 
This  ground  was  formerly  called  "  7%r  Deqt  Carr^  but  for 
many  years  past  **  The  Usher*s  Meadow  ;^  it  contidns  about 
two  acres,  and  is  now  let  for  £14.  per  annum. 

In  the  year  1615,  Randal  CARTsa,  a  TaDow  Chandkr, 
in  the  Parish  of  St  Saviour,  Southwark,  charged  <:ertain 
Houses  in  White-Cross  Street,  London,  by  his  Will,  with 
£10.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  be  paid  to  The  Usher  of  Lan- 
caster  Free  School,  where  he  had  be^  educated.  This  £l(k 
per  annum  was  paid  until  within  about  Twelve  years  past ; 
since  then  it  has  been  discontinued,  and  cannot  he  recovered^ 
as  it  is  said  the  property  on  which  it  is  diarged,  cannot  be 
identified.  Mr.  Caetek  also  left  £10.  or  £20.  per  anmtm 
out  of  the  same  estate,  to  The  Free  School  of  Sidnt  Saviour, 
and  which  the  Trustees  thereof  have  been  unable  to  recover 
for  the  dame  reason.  The  Corporation  of  Lancaster  have 
ever  since  liberally  paid  The  Usher  £10*  per  annum  in 
fieu  of  that  which  was  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Cartbe. 

The  following  are  the  Rulbs  and  Regulations  of  The 

School: —

Rules  and  R^olations  hereafter  to  be  punctually  observed 
inihe  Free  Grammar  School  within  the  Borough  of  Lan- 
caster, being  under  the  Patronage  of  The  CorporstioQ 
of  Lancaster,  ptz., 
1st,  That  the  School  shall  be  open  to  any  Boy,  who  is  abk  te 
read  English  pretty  well. 

8nd,  That  both  the  Masters  shall  teach  Latin  and  English 
promiscuously  as  they  shall  be  requested)  the  former  to  be 
taaght  grammatically,  as  well  as  the  latter. 

dd,  lliat  Seven  shOlings  and  Sixpence  be  paid  for  evefy  soo 
of  a  Non-Freeman. 
4ih^  That  die  Scholars  shall  be  divided  between  the  two  Mas- 
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ten,  in  such  proporCioii»  as  may  be  most  pnqptr  and  agreed  iqpon 
between  them. 

5th^  That  the  School  be  ranged  into  Classes,  and  that  every 
new  Scholar  take  his  place,  according  to  his  progress  in  learn- 
ing, abilities,  &c. 

6th,  That  the  Masters  shall  exchange  sides  on  Tuesday  in 
every  week,  and  that  Friday  in  every  week  be  set  apart  for  hear- 
ing over  what  they  have  said  on  preceding  Days,  and  every 
Saturday  forenoon  for  the  repetition  and  application  of  Gram- 
mar. 

7th,  That  the  School  hours  during  Summer  (viz.,  fit>m  the 
first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October)  shall  be  from  Six 
in  the  Morning  until  Eight  in  the  Morning,  from  Nine  in  the 
Morning  till  Twehe  at  Noon,  and  from  Two  to  Eve  in  the  After- 
noon :  And  in  the  Winter,  firom  Eight  to  Twelve  in  the  Fore^ 
noon,  and  from  One  to  Four  in  the  Afternoon.  And  that  Prayers 
be  read  (as  heretofore  hath  been  accustomed)  every  morning, 
the  first  Uiing  so  soon  as  both  Masters  are  present ;  and  it  is 
expected,  that  they  will  be  punctual  in  their  attendance. 

8th,  That  Perquisites,  called  Cock-pennies  shall  be  given  to 
the  Masters  at  Shrovetide  only ;  and  since  there  is  no  Quarter- 
age at  all  paid  by  Freemen's  children,  and  only  a  small  one  by 
Non-fire^;(pen*s,  it  is  hoped  these  cJrcumfltaffoeswill  be  then  con- 
sidered, and  also  at  the  entrance  of  every  new  Scholar. 

9th,  That  the  Cock-pennies  shall  in  future  be  divided  between 
the  Masters  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  seven  twelfths 
thereof  to  the  JEIigh  Master,  ai^  five  twelfths  thereof  to  the 
Usher. 

10th,  That  the  vacation  times  be  a  week  at  Shrovetide,  a  week 
at  Easter,  three  weeks  at  Whitsuntide,  and  a  month  at  Christ- 
mas, be^des  the  iisual  Saints  Pays,  and  every  Thursday  and 
Saturday  Afternoon. 

11th,  That  some  part  of  each  Saint  Day,  and  other  times  occa- 
sionally, be  set  apart  for  the  instructii^  the  Scholars  in  the 
Church  GEttechism,  Jilorality,  and  the  Principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion.

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12th>  That  the  Udicr  for  the  time  being  shan  be  the  li^^ 
and  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  Librarf  in  this  9dbo6kt 
whidi  has  lately  been  conaiderablj  enlaigedi  and  that  he  be 
responsible  lor  the  Books  belonging  ta  the  same,  and  that  ^ 
old  Usher  do  deliver  the  Books  and  a  correct  Catidogne  thereof 
to  every  succeeding  Usher. 

The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  whether  tbey  re- 
ade  in  or  out  of  the  Borough,  pay  notbiog  for  theb  Educa- 
tkxi,  except  that  the  Gratuity,  called  a  ^  Code-penny^**  is 
expected  to  be  given  at  Shrovetide.  The  Sons  of  Noo^Free- 
men  pay  7s.  Sd,  per  Quarter,  while  under  the  Second 
Master ;  and  10#..6dL,  idiile  under  the  Head  Master.  AU 
boys  pay  Se.  on  Entrance,  which  is  divided  between  the  two 
Masters  equaDy.  The  average  number  of  bojrs,  during  the 
last  seven  years,  has  been  about  Sixty-five;  about  Forty  of 
whom  are  taught  by  the  Usher.  The  Scholars  are  of  a 
mixed  sort :  the  sons  of  Merchants  and  Tradesmen  of  the 
Town  forming  a  considerable  Majority.  They  stay  in  the 
School  as  long  as  thdr  Parrats  jdease  to  aUow  them. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and  the 
System  of  Educaticm  b  the  same  as  is  followed  in  other  great 
Schools ;  with  the  addition  of  English  Grammar,  Sstoiy, 
and  Greography.  Those  boys  who  leam  writing  and  arith- 
metic, attend  the  Master  a  part  of  eadi  day. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  nor  other  Univenity  advant- 
ages belonging  to  this  Scho(d ;  neither  is  there  a  Common 
Seal. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  Johk  Bbxthox, 
M.  A.,  whose  Sahiry  b  £70.  per  annmh  paid  by  The  Cor- 
poration. He  also  receives  Seven  twelfths  of  the  Code- 
pennies  collected  at  Shrovetide,  half  of  the  Quarterage  money 
paid  for  the  sons  of  Non-Freemen  of  the  Town,  and  half  of 
the  Entrance  money. 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  GsoaoA  MomLAnn, 
whose  Salary  b  £54.  per  afmtim,  vix.,  £30.iiom  The  Car- 
poration, — £10«  from  The  Corporation,  formerly  piud  out 
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of  Mr.  Caeteb^s  Estate, — and  the  Rent  of  the  Meadow 
£14. ;  together  with  Five  twelfths  of  the  Cock-pennieSy  half 
of  the  Quarterage  money,  and  half  of  the  Entrance  money. 

The  Corporation  allow  The  Writing  Master  a  Salary  of 
£20.  per  annum ;  and  he  charges  ail  boys  lOs.  per  Quar- 
ter for  Arithmetic,  and  Js.  Sd.  ptr  Quarter  for  Writing. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupls ;  as  they  have  so 
many  Scholars,  that  they  could  scarcely  attend  to  them. 
They  have,  however,  two  or  three  young  Grentlemen  occa- 
sionally a  short  time  before  they  go  to  The  Univerdty,  but 
not  often. 

The  Author  has  great  pleasure  in  expresong  his  grati- 
tude, for  the  description  of  this  truly  respectable  and  useftd 
Seminary,  to  the  obliging  kindness  of  Johk  Tatlok  Wil- 
son, Esq.,  the  present  Maycnr  of  Lancaster.

The  small  Geammae  School  at  Lbtland  is  entitled  to  an 
annual  Stipend  of  £3..17-10.,  which  was  granted  by  Queen 
Elisabeth  for  a  Master,  and  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Reve^ 
nues  of  The  Duchy  of  Lancaster;  But  when,  or  by  whom 
it  was  founded  is  not  known. 

The  whole  Stipend  at  present  is  under  £20^  and  anses 
chiefly  from  Interest  of  money  that  has  been  ance  ^:Yen 
to  it

LIVERPOOL. 

The  F&eb  Gbammab  School  at  Liyeepool  was  founded 
on  the  Dissolution  of  the  Chantries  in  this  Church,  and 
endowed  with  £10..13..3.  per  amiumy  now  payable  out  of 
the  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

This  School  has  been  wholly  <^  disconHnued  since  the 
death  of  the  late  Master,  Mr.  John  Baines,  an  excellent 
Scholar,*^  about  ten  years  ago. 

But  the  Corporation  have  a  plan  at  present  u^der  consi* 
deration,  to.  revive  this  ancient  Seminary,  and  thus  to  ^ve 
additional  splendour  to  this  flourishing  Town. 
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MANCHESTER. 

Thk  Fmsx  GiAKMiim  School  at  Makchxstxe  was  fboiid- 
edy  some  time  prior  to  the  16th  year  of  Henbt  the  8th,  by 
Hugh  Oldham,  a  native  of  Oldham^  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Lancaster^  and  Bishc^  of  ExETxa,  who  died  in 
1519;  and  being  0^  consequence  of  not  aUding  by  the 
dednon  of  the  Pope,  in  a  dispute  in  wluch  he  had  been 
engaged  with  the  Al)bot  of  Tavistock)  excommunicated  at 
his  death,  was  buried  in  the  wall  of  a  Chapel  which  he  had 
himself  built,  and  annexed  to  the  Cathedral  of  Exeter. 

This  eminent  Prelate  is  said  to  have  been  as  great  an 
enemy  to  Monkish  Superstition,  as  be  was  friendly  to 
Learning.  Brasen-Nose,  and  CoqMis  Christi*  Colk^ea,  in 
Oxford,  shared  in  his  bounty,  as  well  as  Manchester  when 
he  founded  this  celebrated  School;  and  braig  himsdf  Pren- 
dent  of  the  latter  College,  he  vested  the  appointment  of  the 
Two  Masters  of  the  Schocd  in  his  Successors,  and  in  case  of 
a  lapse,  then  in  The  Warden  of  the  Collie  of  Christ  in 
Manchester. 

Certain  Water  Coen  Mills,  called  <<  MamchcBier  HUb,^ 
ntuate  in  the  Town  of  Manchester  upon  the  river  Iritt 
with  the  Toll  of  those  Mills, — ^And  also  a  Fulling  Mill 
diere  situate  upcm  the  same  river,— And  also  certain  mea- 
suages,  lands,  and  tenements,  rituate  in  Mandiester,  and 
in  Ancoais  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  for  the  support  of 
The  Geammae  School,  were  conveyed  to  Twdve  Tms-

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  the  Indenture  of  Feoffment:— 

"  To  all  People  to  whom  this  present  Writing  indented  shall 
pome^  hear,  read  or  see,  Hugh  Bexwik,  Clerk,  and  Johannb 
Bexwyks,  Widow,  sendeth  greeting  in  Our  Lord  God  ever- 
lasting. That  where  the  Right  Revd,  Father  in  God,  Hugh 
Oldome,  late  Bishop  of  Exeter  deceased,  considering  that  the 
bringing  up  of  Children  in  their  adolescency,  and  to  occupy 
them  in  good  learning  and  manners  from  and  out  of  idleness  is 
the  chief  cause  to  advance  knowledge  and  learning  them  when 
they  shall  come  to  the  age  of  virility,  or  whereby  they  may  the 
better  know,  love,  honour  and  dread  God  and  his  law^s. — ^And 
for  that,  that  tlie  liberal  science  or  art  of  Grammar  is  the  ground 
and  fountain  of  all  the  other  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  which 
source  and  spring  out  of  the  same,  without  which  science  the 
other  cannot  perfectly  be  had,  for  science  of  Grammar  is  the 
Gate  by  the  which  all  other  been  learned  and  known  in  diversity 
of  tongues  and  speeches. — Wherefore  the  said  late  Revd.  Father, 
for  the  good  mind  which  he  had  and  bore  to  the  Country  of  Lan- 
cashire, considering  the  bringing  up  in  learning,  virtue,  and  good 
manners.  Children  in  the  same  Coimtry,  should  be  the  key  and 
ground  to  have  good  people  there,  which  hath  lacked  and 
wonted  in  the  same,  as  well  for  great  poverty  of  the  common 
people  there,  as  also,  by  cause  of  long  time  passed,  the  teaching 
and  bringing  up  of  young  Children  to  School,  to  the  learning 
of  Grammar,  hath  not  be  taught  there  for  lack  of  sufficient 
Schoolmaster  and  Usher  j  then  so  that  the  Children  in  the  same 
Country  having  pregnant  wits,  have  been  most  parte  brought 
up  rudely  and  idly,  and  not  in  virtue,  cunning,  erudition,  lite- 
ratuie,  in  good  manners,  and  for  the  said  good  and  charitable 
deeds  by  the  said  late  Bishop,  purposed  and  intended  as  is  be- 
fore said,  in  the  same  Shire,  hereafter  to  be  had,  seen,  used, 
and  done, — that  is  to  say,  for  Grammar  there  to  be  taught  for 
ever,  the  said  late  Bishop  of  his  good  and  liberal  disposition,  at 
his  great  costs  and  charges,  hath  within  the  Town  of  Manches- 
ter, in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  builded  an  House  joining  to

called  Irke  of  the  Noitti  party,  and  the  Way  going  from  tne 
aaid  College  into  a  Stit»t  calkd  "  MiU  Gate*  in  the  South 
party,  and  a  Stone  Chimney  of  Gbobge  TmAFPoan  of  the  East 
party,  for  a  Free  School  there  to  he  kept  for  evermcR«,  and  to

One  Penny  Sterl- 
ing *, — and  therefore  to  write  in  a  several  Book  all  the  names 
of  Scholars  that  do  come  into  the  same  School,  as  Scholar,— 
and  that  book  and  books  thereof  always  to  be  kept,  and  every. 
third  year  to  be  ddivered  to  The  Warden  of  the  said  College  c^ 
Mandiester  or  his  ]>qmty,  to  the  intent  that  therdn  may  and 
shall  always  appear,  '^hich  have  been  brought  up  in  the  same 
School,  and  so  they  to  have  Exhibitions  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
as  hereafter  is  expressed : — 

Item,  if  there  be  Sickness  infective,  as  Pestilence  univerBal, 
the  School  to  be  left  for  the  time  being,  by  the  discretion  of  the

It  tras  the  barbarous  custom  at  Shrove^Hde,  for  those  boya 
in  THE  Middle  School  to  throw  at  a  Cock,  which  vras  buried  in 
the  ground  t^  to  the  nech/— hence  ^'  Cock-penn^''  was  of  great 
importance  to  the  Second  Master^  every  boy  making  him  a  pre* 
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if  they  be  within  Holy  Orders,  at  every  Festival  day  and  6>uble 
•Veast,  bdng  kept  Holy-day  in  the  year,  yearly,  be  at  Divine

the  souls  of  the  Feoffees  and  Benelkriors  of  the  same  departed, 
and  all  Christian  Souls, — and  to  say  in  an^k  voice  in  tiie

Item,  if  the  High  Master  be  sick  of  sickness  curable,  the 
Usher  to  help  him,  and  to  take  the  more  pain  upon  him, — ^and 
also  to  have  for  his  said  pain,  by  the  (iUscretion  of  the  said 
Warden  or  Dqiuty  of  the  said  College  of  Manchester,  of  the 
wages  of  the  said  High  Master.

same  School  for  ever  without  any  favour: — 

/(em.  The  Scholars  of  Uie  same  Sdiool  shall  use  no  CodL-firiit, 
nor  otl^  unlawful  games,  and  riding  about  for  Yictors  or  mer 
Disports  had  in  these  parts,  which  be  to  the  great  let  of  leanung

Sterling,  the  rest  to  be  given  to  the  Exhilntioii 
of  Scholars  yearly  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  whidi  hath  be 
brought  up  in  the  said  School  of  Manchester^  and  also  only  such 
as  study  Art  in  the  said  Universities,  and  to  sudi  as  ladL  B^- 
bition,  by  the  discretion  ci  the  said  Warden  or  Dqraty  and 
High  Master  for  the  time,  so  no  one  Scholar  have  yearly  above 
86s..8d.  Sterling, — ^And  that  till  such  time  as  he  have  pramotioti 
'  by  Fellowship  of  one  College  or  Hall,  or  other  Exhibition,  to 
the  sum  of  seven  marks  :— 

Item,  the  Feoffees,  for  the  time  being,  diall  pay  of  the  Stock 
being  in  the  said  Chest,  all  chaiges  in  the  Law,  if  any  hiq^pen 
to  be,  for  the  defence  of  the  Ismds  of  the  said  School  or  any 
part  thereof,— And  aUo  shall  pay  the  costs  and  chaiges  elf 
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making  of  new  f\soffikietot8  and  Acfs^  Ordinances^  for  the  good 
maintenance'  of  the  same  when  need  shall  require^  as  w^  to 
substantial  learned  Coimsel  in  the  Law>  Temporal  and  Spiritual, 
as  also  for  writing  and  engrossing  of  the  same^  with  all  other 
necessary  expenses  belonging  to  the  same  :*— 

Item,  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College  shall  have 
yearly  for  their  good  and  safe  looking  to  the  same  Chesty  apd 
because  it  shall  stand  in  their  Vestry^  the  smn  of  Ss.Ad.  every 
Michaelmas>  yearly,  to  them  and  their  Successors,  for  ever,  be 
truly  contented  and  paid  :-^ 

Item,  notwithstanding  those  Sta^tes  and  Ordinances  before 
written,  yet  because  in  time  to  come  many  things  may  and  shall 
survive  and  grow  by  sundry  occasions  and  causes  which,  at  tAe 
making  of  this  present  Acts,  Ordinaiices,  was  not  possible  to 
come  to  mind  ^-r- 

In  consideration  whereof,  we  ihe^  said  Lewis,  Antony,  Wil- 
liam, and  other  our  Co-feoffees^  trusting  greatly  to  the  fidelity 
of  the  above  named  Feoffees  and  other  hereafter  to  come,  will, 
that  they  hereafter  fk>m  time  to  time  when  need  shall  require, 
calling  to  them  discreet  learned  Counsel  and  men  of  good  Lite- 
rature, they  to  have  full  power  and  authority  to  augment,  in- 
crease, expound,  and  reform  all  the  said  Acts,  Ordinances, 
Arddes,  CompositioDS  and  Agreements,  only  concerning  the 
Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  tl^e  Scholars  for  their  and  every  of 
their  offices  concerning  the  said  Free  School,  for  ever.", 

The  Water  Com  Mills  were  andent  Soke  Mills,  at  which 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  <^  Manchester  were  bound  by 
immemorial  custom  to  grind  their  Com,  Grnn,  or  Malt^ 
tdxd  to  pay  a  tweffi(y*fburth  part  therecrf*  as  a  toll  fer  grind- 
ing the  same,  for  the  support  of  the  School. 

JBut,  by  an  Act  of.Padiament  passed  in  l7iB5,  whidi  re« 
ciles  the  custom,  and  that  divers  Suits  had  been  commenced 
and  Decrees  obtained  in  ooi^nnati0n  of  it,  the  Inhabitants 
were  dinharged  from  the  oUigation  of  grinding  their  Com 
4Bld  Grain,  except  MdUy  at  <<  The  SAool  MUbr  and  the 
same  discharge  waa  confirmed^  and  put  under  certain  r^;u- 
lations.* 


*  During  the  dispute  in  173?^  the  following  Epigram  waa 
written  by  Mr.  Byaoii,-^ 
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Thwe  MUlfl,  ikree  in  nmnber,  are  atuato  upon  the  river 
/r*f,  not  far  from  lA  confluence  with  the  /rweH,— The 
HIOHE8T  of  them  is  a  Com  JIfiS,— The  lowest  has  hccn 
empbyed  in  the  manufacture  of  iSmi^  and  PSfU,  and  for  the 
purpose  of /WKf^  woollen  cIoth,-both  these  Mills  are  let 
to  reqiectable  Tenants,— But  the  middle  MiD,  which  is 
used  for  grinding  MaM^  is  retained  in  the  hands  of  the 
Feoflees  of  the  School  Acowding  to  the  Act  of  1785,  it 
grinds  all  the  MaU,  which  is  used  m  the  Township  of  Man^ 
Chester,— the  Inhabitants  being  obliged  to  send  it  there  for 
that  purpose,  paying  l#.  per  load  of  Six  bushds. 

This  sum  having  been  fixed  at  a  time,  ^en  money  was 
much  more  valuable  than  it  is  at  present,  now  bears  no  pro- 
portion to  the  labour  effected ;  so  that  the  Mill,  originally 
intended  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  Sckaoi  onty,  is  now  c£  fir 
greater  ccmsequence  to  the  Inhatntants  of  the  Toam.  It  is 
this  Tax  upon  grinding  Jfoft,  however,  whidi  has  induced 
the  PuUic  Brewers  to  s^tle  themselves  in  the  adjoimng 
Townships  of  Salford,  Chetham,  Ardwick,  Choriton  Bow, 
andHulme;  none  of  the  Breweries  bdng  actuislly  atuate  in 
Manchester. 

In  addition  to  the  Endowment  it  is  sud,  tlttt  MABtm 
BnmoN,  a  Clothier,  who  realised  a  ktfge  property  fai  Man- 
chester, left  a  oonrideraUe  sum  towardsi^  erection  of  Hie 
Free  Schocd. 

There  is  also  an  Annuity  of  £4*.1.,9.  pliable  out  of  the 
Duchy  Bents  to  the  Blaster,  whi<^  was  first  granted  when 
bis  Salary  was  od\j  £10.  per  anmim. 

From  the  profits  of  the  Malt  MiD,— flrom  tiie  Bentd  of 
the  two  other  Milk,  and  several  Houses,— and  firom  Ae  In-

of  £1600.  per  annum,  is  now  reodved. 

The  property  for  the  support  of  the  School  is  vested  in, 
and  is  under  the  management  of  Twelve  Teustses, — 
Gentlemen  of  the  highest  respectaUlity,  who  have  the  satis- 
faction in  matured  life,  of  testifying  by  th&r  honourable  at- 
tention to  the  interests  of  the  Establishment,  the  invaluable 
benefits  which  they  themselves  may  have  derived  from  it 
in  thor  early  days.

The  present  School,  which  was  erected  in  the  years  177^ 
and  1777}  upon  the  old  foundations,  is  situate  near  The 
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Col]€;ge  Grates,  in  Lofng  Milfgaie.  It  is  a  jdain  hridc 
building,  with  a  krge  stone  Medallion  in  front,  upon  which 
is  oarred  in  aUo  relievo,  an  Owl,  the  Crest  of  The  Found- 
JBB,  whose  Arms  are  placed  at  cme  end  of  Thb  Uppsb 
School-room,  which  is  9S  feet  in  lei^;th,  and  30  feet  in 
breadth.  It  contains  four  fire-places,*— is  extremely  well 
lighted  by  26  large  windows, — and  is  furnished  with  desks 
and  seats,  that  bear  evident  marks  of  long  service,  by  the 
numberless  initials  of  names  which  succeeding  boys  have 
carved  upon  them.  .  The  Ceiling  of  this  room  is  between 
20  and  30  feet  lugfa, — a  circamstance  greatly  favourable  to 
the  health  of  the  Masters  and  the  Scholars,  lliis  nxEn  is 
appropriated  solely  to  instruction  in  the  higher  Classics. 
The  munber  <^  Scholars  in  it  has  for  the  last  ten  years  been 
about  140,  after  the  annual  Remove. 

The  Lowbr  School  is  literally  lower j — being  under  a 
part  of  the  former,  and  about  half  it's  size.  English,  and 
the  first  rudiments  of  Latin,  are  taught  in  this  School;  and 
the  boys  are  prepared  in  it  for  their  reception  into  Thx 
Uppee  School.  Before  the  establishment  of  the  Nati- 
onal and  the  Lakcasteedo;  Schools  in  Manchester, 
there  were  frequently  70  or  80  pufnls  in  this  room :  but  at 
present  the  number  is  between  30  and  40. 

'nie  Eton  LAtin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  but 
the  system  of  Education  is  not  in  all  respects  similar  to  that 
of  Etoiy  College. 

This  School  is  remarkably  rich  in  it's  Univerfflty  ad 
vantages. 

There  are  Eleven  Exhibitions  for  Scholars  fitom  this 
School  at  any  College  in  either  of  the  Univeraties,  of  £40. 
a  year  each,  which  are  paid  fimn  the  School  estate ;  and 
such  of  them  as  enter  at  Beasbn-Nosb  College,  Oxfovd, 
or  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  have  always  a  good 
chance  of  obtaining  other  valuable  appointments. 

The  young  men,  who  have  been  educated  at  this  School, 
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m  tarn  with  those  of  Hsebtobd  a^d  MAmLBosoi7Gs»  haTe 
ft  daim  to  SixTsvK  ScHOLAmsHm  in  BftASBii-NoKB  Col- 
Lxox,  Oxfeid^and  to  Sixtsev  Scholaaships  m  St.  John's 
CoLLXGB,  Cambridge,  of  diffinent  vahies,  fiom  £18.  to 
£26.  per  anmrnn^  oo  the  Foundataon  of  Sa&ah  Ducbest  of 
SoMEESBT,  in  1679»  and  who  died  in  1692 : —

Provided  always,  and  my  will  and  mind  is,  that  upon  any 
vacancy  of  any  of  my  said  Scholarships,  by  reason  (^  undue  ab- 
sence or  upon  any  other  account  or  cause  whatsoever  in  either 
of  the  said  Colleges  respectively.  If  the  Principal  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  Bbasbn-Nosb  Collbob,  in  Oxford,  or  the  Master 
Fellows  and  Scholars  of  St.  John's  Collbgb,  in  Cambridge, 
or  either  of  the  said  Colleges  respectively,  shall  neglect  by  the 
space  of  thirtif  daifs  to  give  notice  of  such  avoydance  unto  the 
BiasteroftheSchooloutof  which  the  next  of  the  said  Scfaokre 
is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  College,  That  then  die  College  so 
neglecting  shall  lose  the  privilege  of  electing  any  of  the  said 
additional  Scholars  fbr  aeven  yean  next  after  such  neglect  :-— 
And  that  during  that  seven  years  they,  the  said  Hbnbt  l^rd

and  so  from  time  to  time  upon  every  increase  and  advancement 
of  Fifteen  pounds  per  annum  in  the  rents  of  the  said  Manor  and 
Premises  to  them  appointed  there  shaU  be  one  Scholar  more 
added  to  the  Somerset  Scholabs  in  the  said  College  ^  and  that 
in  like  manner,  when  the  Rents  of  the  Manor  and  Hereditaments- 
hereby  given  or  appointed  to  St.  John's  College,  in  Cam- 
bridge, shall  come  to  be  Thirty  pounds  per  annum,  there  shall 
be  ONE  other  additional  Somerset  Scholar  settled  in  the  said 
CoUege  3  and  so  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  upon  every 
increase  or  advancement  of  Fifteen  Pounds  per  annum  in  the 
rents  of  the  said  Manor  and  Premises  to  them  given  or  appointed 
there  shall  be  one  Scholar  more  added  to  the  Somerset  Scholars 
in  the  said  College : — 

And,  as  touching  the  Fines  that  shall  according  to  the  Rents 
afforesaid  be  taken  or  received  upon  the  granting  or  renewing  of 
Copyhold  Estates  in  the  said  respective  Manors,  I  do  will  and 
appoint,  that  three  parU  out  of  four  thereof  shall  go  and  be  to 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  respective  Colleges,  to  whom 
such  Manor  is  hereinbefore  appointed,  in  recompence  for  their 
providing  Chambers  for  the  said  additional  Scholare,  and  Siudyes, 
Gowns,  and  Caps ;  and  the  oihex  fourth  part  of  the  said  Fines  to 
go  and  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Somerset  Scholars 
in  that  CoU^e,  to  buy  them  hooks,  which  advantage  by  the  said 
Fines,  although  it  can  be  but  small  at  first,  in  regard  that  all  the 
Farms  within  the  aforesaid  Manors  are  at  present  in  Lease  or 
Grants  under  small  old  Rents,  yet  as  the  present  Leases  and 
Estates  shall  determine  they  will,  I  hope,  prove  considerable^ 
for  by  the  account  I  receive  from  my  Officers ,  I  find,  that  the 
Manor  appointed  to  Brasen-Nose  College  will,  when  the 
present  Lease  and  Estates  are  expired,  be  worth  about  Five 
Hundred  and  Sixty  pounds  per  annum-,  And  that  the  Manor 
appointed  to  St.  John's  College  will  then  be  worth  about  Five 
Hundred  and  Thirty  pounds  per  annum  .**— 

And  I  do  further  declare  my  will  and  mind  to  be,  and  I  do 
appoint,  that  the  Term  now  in  being  of  the  Leashold-Farm  and 
Lfu&ds  lying  in  the  Manor  of  Thornhill,  which  Leashold-Farm 
and  Lands  at  the  full  and  improved  value  is  worth  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty  Pounds  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  determine.  Then 
Six  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  afibresaid  be  chosen 
and  settled  in  Brasen-Nose  College,  and  that  the  said  Six 
Scholars  shall  have  for  tiieir  allowances,  for  their  maintenance 
the  whole  rent  of  the  said  Leashold-Farm  and  Lands  in  Thorn- 
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kUl,  and  that  none  others  of  the  additional  Somsrset  ScHOLASt, 
in  that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or  part  thereof  with  them  -, 
and  that  the  said  Six  Scnouias,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  have 
any  share  or  part  with  the  other  additional  Somebset  Schoiaes 
of  tliat  house  of  any  other  Rents,  Revenues,  or  Profits  of  the 
said  Manor  of  Thamhill : — 

And  my  Will  and  Mind  further  is,  and  I  do  a|^tnt,  that 
when  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  Leashold-Farm  and  Lands 
lying  in  the  Manor  of  Wootton  Rivers,  which  Leashold-Farm  and 
Lands  at  the  fiill  improved  value  is  likewise  wor^  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty  Pounds  per  armum,  shall  expire  or  determine.  Then 
Six  Somerset  Scholars  shall  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid  be 
diosen  and  settled  into  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  and 
that  the  said  Six  Scholars  shall  have  for  their  allowances,  for 
their  maintenance  the  whole  Rent  of  the  sedd  Leashold-Farm 
and  Lands  in  WootUm  Rivers,  and  Uiat  none  others  of  the 
Somerset  Scholars,  in  that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or 
part  thereof  with  them }  and  that  the  said  Six  Scholars,  or  sdj 
of  them,  shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Somerset 
Scholars  of  tliat  House,  or  any  oth^  Rents,  Revenues  or  Profits 
of  the  said  Manor  of  WootUm  Rivers: — 

And  my  vnll  is,  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  and  direct,  that  such 
YouUis  shall  be  diosen  into  the  said  Twelve  last  mentioned 
Scholarships,  whose  parents  and  fiiends  mre  not  able  to  contri- 
bute  any  thing  considerable  towards  their  maintenance  in  th^ 
University,  and  therefore  I  have  given  and  appointed  fbi*  them 
the  laige  allowance ;  and  my  will  is,  that  the  persons  that  shall 
be  diosen  into  the  said  Twelve  Scholarships,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  such  as  design  or  intend  to  take  upcm  them  the  Mtnis-^ 
tery ;  and  that  they  shall  in  order  thereunto,  so  soon  as  they 
shall  be  fit  for  it,  incline  and  dispose  themsdves  to  the  study  c^ 
Dtotmty;  but  in  all  other  things  relating  to  the  said  additional 
Somerset  Scholarships  in  fbrmer  rules  and  directions  shall 
stand  and  be  observed,  and  these  last  mentioned  Twelve 
Somerset  Scholars  to  differ  from  them  in  nothing,  save  only 
in  their  maintenance  as  is  hereinbefore  expressed. 

On  the  l^th  of  January,  170S,  Administration  with  the  Will 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  the  Goods  of  the  Right  Honourable 
Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset  was  granted  to  Wk. 
Staunton,  the  Curator  or  Guardian  lawfuUy  assigned  to  the 
Honble.  Lanqham  Booth,  Esquire,  a  MSnor,  the  Redduary 
Legatee,  named  in  the  said  Codidl  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  said  Minor,  until  he  attains  the  age  of  one  and  twenty 
years,  having  been  first  sworn  by  Commission  duly  to  administer. 
Hie  Right  Honble.  Hbnrv  Comes,  Sir  Sam^tbl  Grimston, 
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BaroDet>  and  Sir  William  G^iboort^  Knight,  the  Executors 
dying  without  ta^ng  upon  them  the  Probate  and  Execution  of 
the  said  Will  and  Codicil. 

On  the  1 9th  of  February,  1705,  Administration  with  ihe  Will 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  the  goods  of  The  Right  Honble.  Sarah 
Duchess  Dowager  of  Sombrsbt  was  granted  to  The  Honourable 
Lanoham  Booth,  Esquire,  the  Residuary  Legatee  named  in  the 
Baid  Codicil,  He  having  been  first  sworn  by  Commission  duly 
to  admimster  the  Letters  of  Administration  of  the  goods  of  the 
said  Deceased,  granted  in  the  Month  of  January,  1703,  to 
William  Staunton,  Esquiie,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
Honble.  Lanoham  Booth,  Esquire,  then  a  Minor,  having  ceased 
and  expired,  by  reason  of  the  said  Minor  having  attained  his  age 
of  twenty  one  years ;  And  The  Right  Honble.  Henry  Omes,  Sir 
Samuel  Grimston,  Baronet,  and  Sir  Wm.  Greoort,  Knight, 
the  Executors  named  in  the  said  Will  having  departed  this  life 
without  taking  upon  them,  or  either  of  them,  the  Probate  and 
Execution  c^the  said  Will  and  Codicil.—

William  Hulmb,  Esq.,  of  Broadstone^  descended  from 
.a  respectable  Fanuly  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  by  his 
Will,*  dated  the  24th  of  October,  1691,  most  munificently 
left  estates  at  Heaton-Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Reddish,  Manchester,  and  Harwood,  all  in  this  County, 
(subject  to  an  estate  for  life,  in  part  of  the  premises,  to 
IBlizabeth  his  Wife,  and  to  certain'  Annuities,  which  have 
been  long  once  determined),  to  mmntain  as  ExHiBiTioKEBsf 


*  Mr.  HuLMB  was  huried  in  a  small  Chapel  adjoining  The 
Collegiate  Church  of  Manchester, — which,  having  hecome 
greatly  dilapidated,  was  restored  by  order  of  the  Feoffees  of  his 
Trust  Estates  in  1810.  On  his  grave-stone  is  the  following 
Inscription, —

f  The  Exhibitions  founded  by  Mr.  Hulme,  in  Brasen-Nose 

College,  are  not  connected  with  The  Free  Gnunmar  School  in 

Manche8ter^«-but^  as  they  are  frequently  bestowed  upon  Scholars 
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**  Four  of  the  poorest  sort  of  Badidors  of  Arts,  taking  sudi 
D^^ee  in  Brasbk-Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  as  from  time 
to  time  should  resolve  to  continue  and  reside  there  by  the 
qpaoe  of  Four  years  next  after  sudi  D^ree  taken,"* — to  be 
nominated  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  of  the  Collegiate 
Church  of  Manchester,  the  Recti's  of  the  Parish  Churches 
of  Preitwich  and  Bury  (or  the  time  hmng^  and  their  Succes- 
sors for  ever.*"  ♦ 

At  the  time  of  the  Testator's  death  these  ExhibitioDS 
amounted  only  to  £15.  per  annum  each;  but,  in  the  10^ 
Geo.  III.,  1770,  an  Act  was  obtained,  which  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  grant  building  leases  of  the  EsUtes  for  99  years, 
and  to  increase  the  number  of  Exhibitioners  to  Ten^ 
whose  Stipends  should  be  never  less  than  £60^  nor  mar^ 
than  £80.  a  year. 

By  another  Act  passed  m  the  SS®  Geo.  III.,  17^5,  the 
Trustees  were  enabled  to  convey  in  fee  or  grant  leases  for 
lives,  CNT  for  bng  terms  of  years,  with  or  without  Covenants 
for  renewal  or  for  perpetual  renewal,  under  reserved  yearly 
rents  the  Trust  estates;  and  were  empowered  to  increase 
the  number  of  ExHiBtnoNEBS  to  Fifieenj  whose  Stipends 
should  be  never  less  than  £60.»  nor  more  than  £  1 10.  a  year. 

In  1814,  by  reason  of  the  great  increase  in  the  value  of 
the  Trust  estates,  the  annual  proceeds  thai  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  £2502..16..8.,  over  and  above  the  interest  of  the 
sum  of  £23,700.,  which  the  Trustees  had  saved  out  of  the 
rents,  a  third  Act  was  obtamed,  intituled,  «  An  Act  fiar 
amendbg  Two  several  Acts  of  the  10th  and  35th  years  of 


belonging  to  it>  and  as  Mr.  Hulme  was  a  Feoffee  of  the  School 
and  probably  received  his  education  in  it,  no  part  of  the  present 
work  appears  more  suitable  than  this  to  notice  his  ^Imlid 
benefiEK:tion. 

*  A  Prize  of  £lO.  in  Books  is  annually  given  for  the  best 
Oration  delivered  at  Brazen-Nose  Collc^  l^  one  c^  the  Exhibi* 
tiooers,  in  meoiory  of  so  great  a  Benefskctor. 
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the  ragn  of  His  preeeot  Majesty,  rdating  to  the  Estates  de- 
vised by  William  Hulme,  Esq.;  and  to  enable  the  Trus- 
tees thereof  to  apply  the  Trust  Monies  in  making  an  allow- 
^ce  to  and  provision  for  the  Exhibitioners  of  certain  Exhi- 
bitions, founded  by  the  said  Testator  in  Brasen-NoseColl^^ 
Oxford ;  and  also  ii^  founding  and  supporting  a  Lecture  in 
Divini^  in  the  said  Coll^;e;  and  to  incorporate  the  said 
Trustees ;  and  for  other  the  purposes  therein  mentioned.^— 

By  which  it  was  enacted^  '^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Trustees,  and  their  Successors,  to  make  unto  each  of  the 
said  present  Exhibitioners,  and  to  each  of  the  Exhibitioners  who 
shall  be  hereafter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hulmb's 
Estate,  such  allowance^  stipend,  or  yearly  sum,  as  the  Trustees 
shall  think  meet  and  reasonable  -,  never  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
Two  Hundred  and  Twenty  Pounds  in  any  one  year  j  and 
that  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  to  any  of  such  Exhibitioners, 
'  who  shall  not  regularly  reside  in  the  said  College  from  the 
beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term  to  the  end  of  Act  Term  in  every 
year,  unless  such  Exhibitioner  shallhave  obtained  such  permission 
as  is  hereinafter  mentioned  from  the  Trustees  of  the  said  es- 
tates, dispensing  with  his  or  their  residence  at  the  said  College^ 
and  no  such  permission  shall  extend  beyond  the  power  given  for 
that  purpose  to  the  Trustees  by  this  Act.'* 

As  the  College  of  Beasxn-Nose  was  not  able  to  accom- 
modate the  ExHiBiTioNBRs  with  rooms  in  the  College,  and 
the  rent  of  lodgings  in  Oxford,  and  the  necessary  expenses 
attendant  thereon,  having  materially  increased  within  a  few 
years  past,  and  the  then  allowance  bemg  inadequate  for  pro- 
curing the  benefits  intended  for  the  Exhibitioners, — ^The 
Trustees  were  empowered  to  provide  rooms  and  lod^ngs 
in  Oxford,  or  to  purchase  or  build  convenient  Houses  for 
their  readence  and  accommodation, — 

Provided,  ''  That  no  Exhibitioners  shall  be  allowed  to  reside 
in  or  occupy  any  such  houses,  for  any  longer  time  than  they 
shall  enjoy  and  receive  their  Exhibitions,  or  during  only  such 
term,  or  part  thereof,  as  the  said  Trustees  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint  or  determine  upon,  pursuant  to  the  provision  in 
that  bdialf  hereinafter  contained:  Provided  also.  That  no 
greater  sum  shall  be  expended  or  laid  out  by  the  said  Trustees, 
in  the  actual  purchase  of  any  such  houses,  buildings,  laqd,  or 
hereditaments,  than  the  sum  of  £5000,  in  the  whole." — 
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Tbe  Tnisteci  wete  also  empowered  to  pay  to  a  Lectarer^ 
to  be  nominaUd  by  the  Principal  of  Brasen-Noee  CoUoge,  for 
the  delivering  Lectures  in  Divinity  to  the  Exhibitioners  therein^ 
an  annual  Sidary  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  £l50.> — such  Divi- 
nity Lecture  to  be  catted  '*  Hitlmb's  Ihov^  Lacfare/*— and 
*<  tiiat  no  person  shaU  be  appointed  to  sudi  oflfioe  of  Lecterer, 
save  and  except  he  shall  be  in  Priest's  Orders^  and  shall  Jmvq 
taken  the  Degree  of  Badielor  of  Divinity  or  Master  of  Arts  in 
^e  said  Univmity^  and  be  a  Member  of  the  said  College  :** — 

The  Tnwlees,  then  Evwaad  Eari  of  Dsbbt,  Tbomas  Bail 
of  Wilton^  Jambb  Stabkt,  RoaaaT  Gbboob  Hopwood,  Ro- 
BBBT  Mabkland,  John  Entwislx^  Richabd  Athbbtob  Fab- 
iNGTON,  William  Fox»  and  Wilbbabiam  Egbbton^  Esquires^ 
and  thcdr  Successors,  were  constituted  a  Body  Coipoiate^  by  the 
name  and  style  of ''  Thb  Tbustbbs  of  the  Estatbs  devised  by 
William  Hulmb,  Esq./'  with  perpetual  succession  i  may  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  have  a  Common  Seal,  on  which  shall  be 
engraven  the  Coat  of  Arms  borne  by  William  Hulmx,  and 
round  it  shall  be  inscribed  "  SigUlum  Hukmmim"  And  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  was  to  be  increased  to  Twblvb  : — 

Thb  Nominatobs  of  the  Exhibitiokbbs,  as  often  as  vacan- 
des  shall  arise,  are  empowered  "  to  nominate  to  the  said  ExM- 
bitions  Undbr-Gbaduatbs  in  the  said  College  of  Bras^i-Nose, 
who  shall  have  then  entered  upon  thethirteenth  term  from  their 
matriculation,  and  who  shaU  resolve  and  continue  to  reside 
there  by  the  space  of  four  yean  next  after  the  onnmencement  of 
such  thirteenUi  term,  and  who  shall  also  resolve  to  take  their 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  as  soon 
aa  they  are  of  Academical  standing  for  such  Degree ; — ^And  that 
the  Under-graduates  so  to  be  mnninated,  and  residing  according 
to  the  regmations  of  this  act,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  have, 
and  be  entitled  to  the  allowances,  stipends,  and  yearly  payments 
in  and  by  this  act  authoriaed  to  be  made  to  the  said  ExhibttJoQ'- 
era  for  the  space  of  four  yean,  to  be  accounted  fix>m  the  com« 
mencement  of  the  said  thirteenth  term :  Provided  thi^  they^ 
the  said  Under-graduates  so  to  be  nominated>  shall,  if  prevented 
from  taking  their  Degree  of  Bachelor  <^  Arts  as  soon  as  they 
are  of  standing  for  the  same,  be  actually  admitted  to  such  De- 
gree within  eight  months  afterwards ;  but  in  case  the  Under* 
graduates  so  to  be  nominated,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  within 
the  same  space  of  eight  months  duly  take  their  said  Degrees^ 
then  and  from  thenceforth  their  respective  Nominations  shall 
cease  and  be  void,  and  they  shall  req;>ectively  absolutely  fbc£dt 
and  lose  all  further  right,  title,  and  ckum  to  the  said  aUowanceSy 
stipends,  and  payments  to  be  made  to  the  said  Exhibitiootrs^ 
and  all  benefit  and  advantage  thereof  ;-«- 
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And  it  ynA  Anther  enadsd^  '^  That  it  shall  be  lawM  for  the 
Trusteeft^  from  time  to  time^  by  any  orders,  at  any  General 
Meeting  of  the  Trustees^  to  dispense  with  the  residence  at  or  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose,  of  the  Exhibitioners  who  are  or 
shall  be  hereedfter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hulm b*8 
trust,  for  any  time  (which  shall  not  be  in  full  term)  in  each 
year,  as  they  the  said  Trustees  shall  deem  most  adviseable: 
Provided,  That  no  such  orders  shall  be  contrary  to  or  interfere 
with  the  Rules  or  Discipline  of  the  sud  College,  nor  shall  such 
Rules  or  Discipline  be  any  ways  affected  by  any  acts  of  the  said 
Trustees  or  their  Successors,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given 
to  them  by  this  Act."

The  great  celebrity  which  this  School  hath  justly  acquired, 
has  been  owing  not  only  to  the  Splendour  of  the  Foundation, 
but  in  a  still  greater  degree,  to  the  talents  and  assiduity  of 
The  High  Mastebs,  in  whom  it  has  been  angularly  for- 
tunate. 

The  present  High  Master  is  Jebemiah  Smith,  D.D., 
under  whose  able  management  the  School  preserves  the 
reputation,  which  it  has  long  so  deservedly  enjoyed. .  This 
Gentleman  was  appointed,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Chables 
Lawson,  M.  a.,  who,  after  filling  the  Chair  for  more  than 
Fobty-thbee  Years,  with  the  greatest  credit  to  himself, 
and  the  advantage  of  his  Pupils,  many  of  whom  became 
sinning  Luminaries  of  the  Pulpit,  the  Bar,  and  the  Senate, 
died  on  the  19th  of  April,  1807,  in  the  79th  year  of  his 
age.  The  Salary  of  the  High  Master  is  £420.  per  annum, 
with  a  good  House,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
repur.  This  house,  it  appears,  was  bought  from  the  family 
of  the  BEssiCKs'in  Salford  by  the  Trustees,  in  1698,  for 
the  use  of  The  ^igh  Master*    Bis  accommodations  for 
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Boonkn  are  very  exteimve,  but  at  prasent  be  reomes 
only  a  Hmited  number,  upon  the  fidlowing Terms  :—* 
Entrance  Fee,  Four  guineas. 

Board  and  Tuition,  in  wfaidi  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Mathematics  are  induded.  Fifty  guineas  pgromntfw, 
until  the  Pu[nl  enters    into  his  Sixteen^  year,  and 
Sixty  guineas  afterwards. 
Wadiing,  Four  guineas /irr  mmum. 
French,  Drawing,  Dancing,  tec,  cm  the  usual  terms. 
Two  Pariour  Boarders  may  be  accommodated, — for  whose 
Board  and  Tuition  120  or  140  guineas  each  wiQ  be 
diarged,  aoo(»ding  to   the  distinction  of  age  stated 
above. 
An  Asustant  Master  reudes  constantly  m  the  house  to 
give  instructions  in  Writing,  Aooompts,  and  Mathe- 
matics, on  the  Tuesday,  Hiursday,  and  Saturday  Af- 
ternoons, and  to  assist  in  the  gsasnl  Superintendence 
of  the  Boarders. 
A  Quarter's  Notice,  or  a  Quarter's  Payment,  is  required. 
The  following  are  the  Names  of  some  of  Thb  High 
Masteks  of  this  School, — 
In  1575.  Thomas  Cooan,  B.  A.,  and  afterwards  M.  D., 
of  Oriel  College,  Oxford.     He  also  *^  prac- 
tised Us  Faculty  with  good  success.    He 
wrote  «  The  Haven  of  HeaMk;^  and  «  ^ 
PreservaAonJrom  the  Pestilence^  and  edited 
some  of  CiCEBo's  works.    He  dkd  at  Man- 
chester in  1607;  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
there  on  the  10th  of  June,  '<  leaving  bdbind 
him  the  character  of  an  able  Phyndan  and 
Latinist,  a  good  N^ghbour,  and  an  honest

Ralph  Beideokb,  D.  D.,  of  Brasen-Nose  Col- 
lege, Oxford.    He  afterwards  became  Chap- 
bdn  to  The  Earl  of  Dbbby;    and  when 
LatTtam  House  was  besieged  by  the  Forces 
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belonging  to  Parliament,  ^^  he  was  all  the 
time  in  it,  and  did  good  service.^'  In  1651, 
by  his  eloquence  in  favour  of  his  unfortunate 
Lord,  James  Earl  of  Derby,  he  was  made 
Chaplain  to  Lekthall,  the  Speaker,  and 
soon  after  Preacher  of  the  Rolls.  He  succes- 
sively filled  several  rich  Benefices;  and  in 
1674,  *^  he  was  by  the  endeavours  of  Lo- 
DOisA  Duchess  of  PoBTSMOUTH  (whosc  fumds 
were  cUways  rtaiy  to  take  bribes)  nominated 
by  the  King  to  be  Bishop  of  Chichestes,  on 
the  translation  of  Dr.  P.  Gitknikg  from  thence 
to  Ely.  He  died  suddenly,  as  he  was  visiting 
his  Diocese,  on  the  5th  of  October,  1678: 
and  was  buried  in  Brojfs  Chapel  at  Windsor, 
where  a  fiur  Altar  monument  was  erected 
over  his  grave,  with  a  suitable  Latin  inscrip- 
ti(»i.  He  wrote  an  Elogy  on  the  death  of 
Ben.  Jonson.

Henby  Bbooke,  M.  a.,  of  Oriel  College,  Ox- 
ford, elected  on  the  30th  of  April.  In  1744 
he  published  a  Speech  on  the  usefulness  and 
neces^ty  of  studying  the  Classics,  which  is 
dedicated  to  The  Warden  (Peploe)  and  the 
Feoffees  of  the  School ;  and  in  which  he  ob- 
serves with  r^ard  to  attendance,  '*  though  I 
was  absent  some  years  ago  upon  necessary 
business,  and  when  I  had  thoughts  of  quitting 
the  School  and  put  in  a  SubitiaOe,  as  I  was 
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utformed  nith  consent  and  to  tbe  satufiKdon 
of  all  parties  oonoerned,  yet  being  now  at  free 
liberty,  I  shall  keep  dose  to  the  School  and 
the  busineflB  thereof,  as  I  have  done  for  near 
three  years  last  past,  bc^  At  the  peiiod 
here  alluded  to,  the  Feoffees  disapproving  of 
his  nq^lect  of  the  School,  had  reduced  his 
Salary,  as  Master,  from  £200.  to  £10.  the 
CNriginal  Endowment  He  wrote  a  Laidn 
work,  intituled,  '^  Medicus  CircumfijraneuSy^ 
and  an  Essay  on  ^<  PeaoeaUeness.*^  He  was 
also  Fellow  of  Chnst^s  Collqpe,  Mianchester. 
In  1728.  William  Pdbnkll,  M.  A.,  of  Oriel  CoD^; 
he  died  in  1764. 

1753.  Chaklbs  Lawson,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  who  taught  here  as  First  and  Second 
Master,  more  than  Half  a  Cektxi&t.^  His 
grateful  Pupils  erected  a  beautiful  Mural 
Monument  of  maible,  designed  and  executed 
by  Bacon  ;  and  which  is  fixed  up  over  the 
door  leading  into  the  Chapter-House  in  the 
Coll^^te  Church,  with  an  elegant  Latin  in- 
scription, commemorative  of  his  ExcePenoe 
and  Virtues.

*  In  1749  he  was  appointed  Second  Master  by  Dr.  Rakdolph, 
then  President  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Mr.  Prsif  ELL,  he  was  nominated  his  successor.  In  this  arduous 
situation,  for  a  period  almost  unprecedented,  Mr.  Lawson  uni- 
fbrmly  displayed  a  dignity  and  propriety  of  conduct,  and  a  fixed 
principle  of  action  tluit  could  not  fail  to  conciliate  the  esteem 
and  affection  of  his  Pupils,  and  the  warm  admiration  of  his  Fel- 
low Townsmen.  The  extensive  literary  abilities  which  he  pos- 
sessed, were  of  a  higher  dass  than  are  usually  met  with  even  in 
the  most  distinguished  of  our  Preceptors,  and  the  dq)th  and 
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The  High  Master^  and  the  Second  Master,  have  Two 
Stalls  m  the  CoDe^te  Church,— over  one  of  which  is  in- 
scribed "  ArcUdidcMdhMy' — and  over  the  other,  *<  Hypodu 
doBcalus^ — A  mark  of  respect,  but  no  source  of  emolument 

The  present  Second  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Robixson 
Elsdale,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  £220.  per  annum,  toge- 
ther with  a  house,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
repair.  This  Gentleman  also  takes  Pupils,  at  Forty  guineas 
per  ofmmm  for  boys  under  the  age  of  14  years,  and  45 
guineas  afler  that  period. 

In  addition  to  these  Grentlemen  whose  Official  atuations 
are  recognized  and  established  in  the  Statutes,  there  are  also 
Thbek  Assistant  Masters,  who  have  been  added  by  th^ 
Trustees, — ^have  Salaries  from  the  School  estate, — and  are 
liberally  allowed  by  The  High  Master  to  take  Boarders.* 

The  First  Assistant  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Gbobgb  Holt, 
whose  Salary  is  £120.  a  year;  and  who  has  upwards  of 
Twenty  boarders  in  his  house. 

The  Second  Asdstant  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Johnson, 
whose  Salary  is  £\  10.  a  year.  He  teaches  also  writing,  ac- 
counts, and  mathematics. 

The  Master  of  TTie  l,ower  School  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas 
Gaskell,  whose  Salary  is  JClSO.  a  year. 

The  buoneas  of  the  School  beg^  and  ck)se8  with  Peat- 
SBs,  which  are  read  by  one  of  the  Senior  boys,  when  all  the 
Masters  attend,— In  Summbr^  from  7  to  half  after  8 
o'clock, — return  at  half  after  9,  and  remain  until  12, — 


assiduity  with  which  he  constantly  pursued  his  erudite  researches, 
rendered  him  eminently  qualified  for  that  station  wherein  he  was 
judiciously  placed. 

*  In  the  original  Establishment  there  were  only  The  High 
Master  and  the  Usher.  In  progress  of  time>  a  third  Master  was 
appointed  :  But  the  Two  Assistant  Masters  were  not  appointed^ 
until  Mr.  Lawson  had  beoi  at  the  head  of  the  School  for  some 
years.  Then  from  the  great  increase  of  the  number  of  Scholars^ 
additional  Teachers  becune  indispensihly  necessary. 
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retuni  agam  at  3,  and  remam  until  half  after  5.--*lDWnrr£m, 
it  oommenoes  half  an  hour  later. 

Hie  afternoons  of  Tuesday/  Tbursday^and  Saturdj^  are 
Holidayts  and  are  devoted  to  Mathematics.

Weeks  at  Miosuhmee. 

A  Public  Speech-dat  was  judiciousljestablLihedby  the 
present  High  Master  in  1811,  which  is  attended  by  The 
Trustees,  and  by  numbers  of  the  most  respectable  InhaUt- 
ants  of  the  1  own  and  Naghbourhood.  It  is  holden  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October.

The  Feee  G^ammab  School  at  Middletok  was  founded, 
by  Charter  dated  the  11th  of  August,  1572,  by  Albxak- 
9BB  NowELL,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  St.  Paul^  London ;  who,  at 
the  same  time  founded  Thirteen  Scholarships  in  Brasen- 
Nose  College,  Oxford,  of  which  he  was  Prindpal. 

As  these  Benefactions  were  both  of  them  established  by 
Royal  Patent,  he  chose  that  the  School  should  be  called 
**  Queen  Elizabeth's  School,"  and  the  Scholars  "  Queen 
Elizabeth's  Scholars.^  Her  Majesty  having  most  gnu 
ciously  given  £20.  yearly  for  ever  towards  it's  endowment ; 
of  which  £14..10..0.  per  annum  are  '  now  paid  to  The 
Head  Master  by  The  College,  and  £5..10..8.  out  of  the 
Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 

How  much  he  had  this  good  work  at  heart,  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  ReUgion  and  Learning,  appears  by  a  Letter  of 
his  to  the  Lord  Treasurer  Bubghlet,  dated  the  24th  of 
June,  1572,  while  the  Patent  of  Foundation  laid  in  his 
hands ;  in  which,  by  the  advice  of  Sir  Walteb  Mildmat, 
a  blank  was  left  for  the  Mortmamj  upon  good  hope,  that  it 
would  please  Her  Majesty  to  license  a  large  sum,  for  such 
goodly  uses.  He,  therefore,  ^^  in  Her  Majesty's  name  hum- 
bly prayed  His  Honour  to  finish  the  good  work,  which  he 
had  sol^appily  begun ;  and  to  move  Her  Majesty  to  license 
the  sum  of  £100.,  or  so  many  marks  at  the  least,  by  him 
and  others  to  be  purchased  in  Mortmain,  for  the  increase  of 
the  Stipends  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  and  of  the 
number  and  exhibition  of  the  said  Scholars,  and  the  better 
relief  of  the  great  Company  of  that  poor  College ;  and  all 
to  be  done  in  Her  Majes^'s  name.^ 
'    Mr  Archdeacon  Chubton,  in  his  Life  of  Dean  Nowell,

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observes,  thai,  by  the  Charter  of  Foundatioii,  certain  Bcnt- 
charges,  in  Loodon  and  daewhere,are  vested  in  The  Prnm- 
ciPAL  and  Fallows  of  Beasbm-Nose  Collbox,  who  are 
Inoorpcnrated  Gtovbenoks  of  this  Free  Schod,  on  ooncKtion 
that  the  J  pay  to  The  Upper  Master  Twenty  marks,  and  to 
The  Undar  Master  or  Usher  Ten  marks,  yeariy;  and  Five 
marks  a  fiece  to  Thirteen  Scholars,  chosen  from  tlus  School^ 
or  from  the  School  of  Whalley,  or  Burnley,  c^,  in  defect^ 
from  any  other  School  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster, 
But  the  Uberal  Donor  having  shortly  afterwards  bought 
of  Sir  Henet  Chkkst,  Lord  CaBKBT,and  the  Lad][  Jahs, 
his  Wife,  the  Manor  of  Upberry,  and  the  Rectory  of  Gil- 
ling^flm  in  Kent,  with  the  Advowson  of  the  Vicarage,  he 
bestowed  these  Estates  also  on  the  College,  in  Trust,  to 
augment  the  Stipend  of  the  Masta:  and  Usher,  and  the 
allowance  o£  the  Schdars,  as  well  as  to  improve  the  weddy 
Commons  or  Allowance  of  The  Piindpal  and  Fellows. 

Tlie  Manor  (^  GiUingham  and  the  Estates  thereto  a^^end- 
ant  were  part  of  the  Endowment  of  the  See  of  Canter- 
bury in  the  time  of  The  Conqueror,  as  appears  by  certain 
grants  of  ArchUshop  Anselm,  remitting  to  the  Monks  of 
St  Andrew^s  in  Bioehester  part  of  the  Rent,  whidi  they 
used  to  pay  for  the  right  <^  fishii^  in  the  sea,  a  Privily 
belonging  to  the  said  Manor. 

The  Archiepiscopal  Estates  in  the  Parish  of  GiUingfaam 
were  alienated  to  the  Crown  in  the  time  of  Henet  the 
Ei^th ;  and  by  him  granted  to  the  Family  of  Chenby^ 
who  re-sold  them  to  Nowell. 

A  part  of  the  Estate,  on  a  commanding  spot  in  Upbeny, 
by  recent  purchase  from  The  CoU^  of  Brasen-Nose,  has 
been  re-invested  in  The  Crown,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structiug  Bairadcs  and  other  Public  Work^  ^<  in  these  days 
when  the  proud  menaces  of  a  ndghboHring  Usurper  have 
served  only  to  rouse,  with  redouUed  ardour,  the  andoot 
sfnrit  of  Beitons.^ 
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There  is  also  bdongmg  to  The  Head  Master  a  small 
Field  in  irhich  the  School  is  situate,  b^g  about  One  acre  of 
customary  measure. 

A  Stipend  of  £lO.  per  cmnum  is  ako  paid  to  Tlie  Under 
or  English  Master  by  Brasen-Nose  College:  The  Principal 
and  Senior  FeHows  whereof  appoint  the  Masters :  And  they 
are  likewise  the  Visitors. 

There  are  no  Statutes  or  Ordinances. 

The  School  has  always  been  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish 
of  Middleton,  free  of  expense,  when  taught  the  Classics 
only.  But  for  many  years  past,  a  Commercial  Education, 
particularly  in  this  manufacturing  part  of  the  Country,  has 
been  preferred;  and  consequently  more  attended  to,  for 
which  6s,  Quarterage  for  each  boy  is  paid,  otherwise  the 
Salary  being  so  small,  the  School  might  remain  without  a 
Master. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission,  nor  routine  of 
Education  prescribed. 

The  Scholarships  at  Brasen-Nose  College  are  so  very 
small,  that  they  have  not  been  claimed,  for  a  Century  past, 
by  any  Scholar  from  Middleton  School. 

In  later  days  the  Master^s  place  has  usuaUybeen  ^ven 
to  the  Curates  of  Middleton ;  one  of  whom,  Richard 
Dean,  was  the  Author  of  an  ingenious  Essay  on  an  unpro- 
miang  subject,  "  The  future  Life  of  Brutes^  introduced 
with  Observations  upon  Evil,  it's  nature  and  origin,^  print- 
ed at  Manchester,  in  1767*  Mr.  Dban  died  and  was 
buried  at  Middleton,  on  the  10th  of  January,  \^^S• 

He  was  succeeded  by  The  Reyd.  James  Abcheb,  the 
present  Head  Master,  who  has  filled  tliat  Office,  with  the 
greatest  respectability,  for  the  last  Thibtit-nine  Ybabs  ; 
during  which  time  he  has  been  constant  and  regular  in  his 
attendance,  having  seldom  fewer  than  from  Forty  to  Fifty 
Pufnls  under  his  care,  who  are  boarded  and  lodged  in  the 
Village. 
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Mr.  James  Hxtwooo,  lately  appcHnted  Under-Master, 
bas  generally  a  greater  number,  having,  been  instiucted  to 
teach  upon  Dr.  Bell's  Plan.  He  receives  2d*  per  wesk  for 
eadi  diild,  whether  Boy  or  Girl. 

Girli  have  been  received  into  both  Sdiook. 

The  Schod  was  new  nxrfed  and  ceiled  in  1781. 
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PRESCOT. 

The  old  School  at  Pbescot,  now  part  of  the  Mastered 
House,  and  the  House  itself  with  the  one  adjoining,  were 
established  at  a  period  now  unknown,  by  the  Township  of 
Prescot,  and  that  part  of  the  Parish  called  «  The  Pariah 
Side^  and  supported  by  contributions  or  rates  from  each 
Township,  for  the  benefit  of  education  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
those  Districts. 

But  such  Parochial  support  ceased   above  a  Century 
ance,  when  the  Funds  consisted  of

Mr.  Gbeen'^s  gift,  -  3..1..3 

which,  together  with  about  £4.  per  annum  arising  from  se- 
veral properties  in  Presoot,  and  the  above-mentioned  School 
and  Dwelling,  constitute  the  whole  Endowment,  worth  about 
£40*  per  annum.  At  an  annual  Parish  Meeting  on  Si. 
Luke^s  day.  Four  Wardens  are  chosen  to  elect  a  Master, 
and  to  do  other  necessary  business. 

Subsequently  several  Benefactions  in  land  and  money 
have  been  made  to  other  Trustees,  viz.^  The  Steward  and 
Officers  elected  at  the  annual  Court  of  the  Copyholders,  for 
the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in  the  Town,  where  and  in 
what  manner  they  think  proper.  These  Trustees  have 
built  a  new  and  enlarged  School,  and  by  common  consent 
about  Forty  years  sinc^,  jcnned  with  the  Wardens  chosen  by 
the  Parish,  in  the  Election  of  the  Master  on  their  having 
determined  to  umte  the  two  Schook,  and  send  the  poor 
boys  according  to  the  extent  of  the  new  Funds,  to  the  Pub- 
lic School. 

The  pecuniary  Legacies  have  been  employed  in  building 
Houses  in  Presoot,  and  in  the  purchase  of  a  small  estate  in 
Bainhill;  and  the  Lands  bequeathed,  lie  in  the  Townships 
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of  Widnes  and  Whi^dn,  all  in  the  Pariih  ci  Pieaoot.  But 
all  these  estates  are  also  suligect  to  the  support  of  other  Cha- 
rities, besides  the  educatioa  cf  poenrboys,  so  that  the  surplus 
only  is  i^ijJicaUe  to  that  purpose,  and  is  now  about  £65. 
per  arnmm. 

A  Legacy  of  £200.  has  recently  be^  received  fiom  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Revd«  Samuxl  Sewsll,  Vicar  of 
Presoot,  the  interest  of  whidi  is  to  be  appropnaled  to  the 
education  of  pocn:  Bojrs. 

No  Statutes  prevail  beyond  the  dection  of  a  Master 
bdonging  to  the  Established  Church,  and  the  instructifln  of 
the  poor  boys  in  the  Church  Catechism,  The  boys  are  to 
be  selected  from  the  Inhatntants  of  Prescot,  andconsequentp 
ly  are  nominated  by  The  Steward  and  Officers  of  the  Manor- 
Court  of  Prescot 

Boys  fix)m  this  School,  if  bom  in  the  Parish,  are  sent  to 
Braso^-Nose  College,  in  Oxfinrd,  where  they  have  a  prefer- 
ence to  Sbyxn  Fbllowshifs.  Lancashire  men  also  have  the 
preference  to  several  good  Exhibitions  in  the  same  Ccdlege. 

The  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation  is  now  Tma- 
Tr-THBBS : — T%ree  having  been  added  in  consequ^ioe  of 
Mr,  SswxLL^s  legacy,  but  the  admisacm  of  these  was  option- 
al with  the  Master.  There  are  no  data  by  whidi  the  deter- 
minations of  the  Trustees  are  r^^ulated  beycmd  oocaflional 
usage,  in  the  number  of  free  hoys.  The  number  of  Day* 
scholars  is  now  also  about  Thirty.  It  was  form^Iy  much 
greater ;  but  owing  to  very  gross  mismanagonent  during 
the  Masterdiip  of  the  present  Grentleman^s  immediate  Pre- 
decessor, who,  soon  after  his  appointment,  r^daned  him- 
self independent  of  the  Trustees  by  procuring  a  License  to 
the  Schocd  from  the  Bishop,  and  the  ooi^equent  estahhsb- 
ment  of  other  Schools  in  the  Town,  it  is  probable  that  the 
number  will  not  much  ind:ease.  It  must  also  be  added, 
that  the  Town  is  poor,  and  that  the  tenns  fiar  instruction  in 
the  other  Sdiools  are  lower  than  in  this. 
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It  is  expected  that  the  Boys,  at  the  time  of  Admission, 
should  be  able  to  read  in  a  Class.  They  are  admitted  at 
the  age  of  Eighty  and  at  Fcmieen  aoe  superannuated :  but 
these  arie  points  not  very  scrupulously  adhered  to.  The 
education  c^the  Free  Boys  is  confined  to  Q^e^ding,  Wtiting, 
and  Anthmetie.  The  gdaction  of  Books  is  left  to  the  Master. 

The  £to24  Latin  aiid  Greek  Graounars  are  used. 

The  pneaent  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  JoaN  Hamvett, 
whose  Salary,  in  omsideratioa  of  the  Free  Boys,  is  £90, 
per  armum^  together  witb  the  interest  of  Mr.  Seweli^'s  le- 
gacy, and  the  rent  of  the  House,  making  in  the  whole  about 
£\l^.per  anrnm.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupi]«^  his  terms 
being  Thirty  five  guineas  per  ammum^^  The  terms  for  Day- 
scholars  average  about  a  guinea/?^  Quarter* 

Several  of  the  most  reispectable  Merchants  in  Liverpool 
have  been  educated  in  this  School. 
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PRESTON. 

Thxub  are  no  Documents  now  remaining  to  ahoir  when,  or 
bjr  whom.  The  Qkamuam.  School  in  Pkeston  wm  founded. 
But,  as  the  Corporation  of  Preston  aie  the  Patrons  of  die 
Sdiool,  and  pqr  the  prindpal  part  of  the  Salaries  to  die 
Masters,  it  is  probaUethat  it  was  founded  and  endowed  by 
that  Body;  from  niiom  the  Head  Master  reoeiyes  £45^  and 
the  Second  Master  £40.  per  ofmum. 

At  a  subsequent  period,  a  Mr.  BAmTHOLoicBw  Worthikg- 
TOM  of  this  Town  left  a  field  adjoining  to  it,  for  the  benefit 
of  Tlie  Head  Master;  whidi  has  lately  been  built  upon,  and 
now  produces  in  Ground  rents,  a  little  more  than  £50.  a 
year. 

There  are  no  written  Statutes  or  OanraAKCEs. 

Hie  Schod  is  open  to  boys  from  all  parts,  without  any 
restriction  or  Unutation,  except  the  following,  rtx.,  that  those 
boys,  who  are  not  the  sons  of  Fre^nen  of  the  Borough  of 
Preston,  have  usually  paid  a  small  sum,  as  Quarterage;  but 
this  distinction  is  not  now  insisted  upon.  Boys  are  admitted, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Masters,  about  the  ageof  jSh)€fi,  and 
are  not  subject  to  superannuation.  Tlie  number  erf*  Schdars 
at  present  is  about  Forty. 

The  £tok  Grrammars  are  used;  and  the  system  (^  Edu- 
cation is  the  same  as  is  established  in  most  of  the  Grammar 
Schools  in  this  County. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  nor  other  Univernty  advantages 
bekmging  to  this  School;  neither  are  the  Students  sent  to 
any  particular  CoU^es. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  TTie  Revd.  Robbrt  Haeeis, 
B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £100.  per  annum,  exclusive 
of  the  compliments  that  are  usually  made  to  him  at  Shrove 
IJd^  by  the  boys  under  his  immediate  care.  This  Gentleman

has  generally  Two  Pujnls  i^  his  house  upon  liberal  Terms; 
but  he  has  not  accommodation  for  a  larger  number. 

The  Under-Master  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
any  Pupils. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  there  is  an  excellent 
LiBRABT,  consisting  of  several  Thousand  volumes  in  various 
languages,  in  a  room  adjoining  to  the  School.  The  Town  of 
Preston  is  indebted  for  this  Benefaction  to  a  Grentleman  erf*  the 
name  of  Shepherd,  who  was  long  an  eminent  Physician 
here,  and  died  about  60  years  since.  At  his  death,  he 
bequeathed  bis  own  valuable  Library  to  certain  Trustees, 
with  a  Fund  of  about  £50,  a  year  for  if  s  future  augmenta- 
tion, and  a  small  Salary  to  a  Librarian.  The  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  the  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  is  the  Librarian.  The  Public  very  liberally 
have  access  to  this  Library,  under  certain  r^ulirtions  pre- 
scribed by  if  s  Guardians. 

John  FaEsioN,  D.  D.,  was  educated  here. 
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RIVINGTON,  near  Bolton. 


Thb  Free  Grammae  School  of  Rivikgtok,  in  the  Parish 
of  Bolton  le  Moors,  called  also  ^'  The  Feee  Geamxae 
School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Rovington  aBas  Rivixg- 
TON,"  was  founded  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  13th  of 
May,  in  the  Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1566,  by  James  Pilkington,  Bishop  of  Durham/*  for  the 
bringing  up,  teaching,  and  instructing  of  Children  and  Youth 
in  Grammar,  and  other  good  Learning,  to  continue  for 
ever:^  and  endowed  by  His  Lordship  with  lands,  then  d 
the  annual  value  of  JE30.,  rituate  in  the  County  Palatine  of 
Durham ;  some  of  which  have  lately  been  sold,  and  others 
purchased  in  thdr  stead,  in  the  Parish  of  Bolton  le  Moors, 
near  to  the  School. 
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The  preaent  rental  of  the  estates  is  about  1^400,  per 
annum. 

By  the  Sixth  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  it  is  ordered, -<- 

That  "  every  Govemour  shall  his  year  about  in  course^ 
beginning  at  the  Eldest  firsts  take  duu*ge  of  all  the  goods,  tene- 
ments, and  lands  belonging  to  the  School, — He  shall  ^Iso  receive 
the  rents  and  other  money  due  for  that  year, — and  further  shall 
pay  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  thdr  wages,  and  such  other 
charges  as  shall  go  out  for  that  year,^*>And  for  the  true  dealing 
therein,  he  shall  at  his  entering  put  into  the  rest  of  the  Gover- 
nors* lumds,  an  Obligation  of  double  the  value  of  that  he  shall 
receive ; — ^which  Obligation  shall  be  laid  up  with  the  Common 
Seal, — and  he  shall  not  vecdve  his  Obligation  again,  until  he 
have  made  a  full  accompt  and  payment  of  his  receipts  and  laid 
into  the  common  chest,  what  money  soever  shall  remain  unspent 
of  that  his  year, — ^And  if  he  be  proved  not  to  have  dealt  truly 
toward  the  School,  the  forfeit  of  his  Obligation  shall  be  taken :" — 

*^  And  because  the  other  Govemours  may  the  better  ^ie  his 
upright  dealing,  they  shall  call  for  and  he  shall  make  afore 
them,  twice  in  the  year,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  or 
within  ten  days  next  fbUowing,  a  true  accompt,  both  of  what  he 
hath  received  and  paid,— and  if  he  be  found  to  have  paid  any 
thing,  without  all  the  Govemours*  consent,  or  four  of  them  at 
the  least,  besides  himself,— except  it  be  the  Master  and  Usher 
wages,— or  otherwise  to  deal  untruly  with  the  Tenants,  or  else- 
where toudiing  the  School  matters, — ^he  shall  be  put  out  of  the 
number  of  Govemours  for  ever,  and  one  other  chosen  in  his 
roome  :**— 

"  They  shall  never  seal  any  thing  with  their  Common  Seal, 
except  Four  of  the  C^emors  agree  to  it  at  the  least. — ^And  if  it 
be  for  putting  away  any  lands,  they  shall  not  seal  any  thing 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  Six  Govbbnours, — and  that  only 
on  this  condition,  to  buy  as  much  good  land  or  better  as  they 
put  away,  and  that  not  to  be  done  vnthout  the  advice  of  Six 
other  of  the  discreetest  men  dwelling  within  the  Towns  of  the 
Corporation,  or  the  other  Towns  next  a4ioining :" — 

*^  The  Governors  shall  not  make  any  lease  of  any  lands 
belonging  to  the  School,  for  more  years  than  Twenty  one,  or  for 
three  lives  at  the  most, — nor  let  more  leases  forth  at  once  than 
one, — ^nor  renew  any  leases,  until  the  old  leases  be  forfeited  or 
surrendered,  or  expired  within  four  years.*' 

The  Governors,  within  Six  weeks  after  the  vacancy  of  a 
Master,  are  to  reoommtnd  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
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8t.  John^s  Cdlege,  Cambridge,  two  persons  who  ha;ve\ieeD 
Students  in  either  of  the  Univernties  for  Four,  or  Three 
yens  at  the  least,  of  the  age  of  Twenty-four  years;  one  of 
whom  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  elect 

On  the  vacancy  of  an  Usher,  the  Grovemors  are  withm 
one  month  to  nominate  **  a  learned  and  honest  man,*  whom 
they  are  to  present  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  or  Chester^ 
and  if  after  examination  he  be  found  suffidoit,  he  shall  then 
be  admitted. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  ^'  our  fiuthfuU  and  Idge  people 
tpJkoMfivr^Aiy  if, ^  indefinitely,  free  of  e^iense.  Butapte- 
fierence  is  given  to  boys  residing  within  the  Six  fidlowing 
Townships,  which,  in  the  Statutes,  are  called  ^  The  Coa- 
FOftATiov  OF  THE  ScHooL,^'  Oftx.,  Rivingtco,  Angfesarcby 
Fowlds,  Anderton,  Heath-Chamock,  and  Horwicfa.  Tliere 
are  no  limitations  as  to  age,  or  number ;  and  no  particular 
Com  of  Admisaon. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  in  use^  are  those  im- 
proved by  Waed  ;  and  the  routine  of  Education  pursued, 
is  the  same  with  that  of  Grammar  Schools  in  generaL 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  J.  WniTAnB, 
M.  A.,  who  was  appomted  on  the  20th  of  June,  1815.  His 
Salary  is  £100.  per  annum,  together  ^th  a  house,  &c. 
This  Grendeman  does  not  take  Pu  jhIs  at  present 

The  Salaries  of  the  Usher,  and  Writing  Master,  are  £50. 
per  annum  each,  together  with  Houses,  &c.  Tliey  have  no 
PujhIs  at  present. 

The  School  has  of  late  years  been  very  much  reduced. 
The  Trust  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Six  GovEEKeas,  who  arc 
aU  Socinian  Presbyterians !

Thx  GmAicuAm  School  (ji  Bochsalx  was  feunded  by 
Matthew  Pabkeb,  D.  D^  die  Second  Pbotbstant  Aicb< 
bishop  of  Cakteekurt,  by  Indenture  beftring  date  the  1st  of' 
January,  in  the  Sereoth  year  of  the  reign  at  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, 1 565,  the  School  being  built  upon  a  piece  of  ground 
near  the  Church-yard,  which  was  given  for  that  purpose  by 
RiCHAED  MiDGLBT,  then  Vicar ;  and  endowed  with  £15. 
per  annum  for  the  Head  Master,  and  £2.  per  annum  for 
the  Ush^,  payable  by  The  Archtushc^  firom  the  Tythes, 
which  were  sold  in  the  year  1813.  And  the  Purdiasers  of 
the  Tjrthes  of  the  Township  of  CaHktony  in  this  Parbh^  are 
subject  in  future  to  the  payment  of  the  said  sums  annuaDy. 

The  original  Deed  is  in  the  Library  of  Coefus  Cheisti 
College,  Cambridge,  the  great  depoeit  of  Archbishop 
Paekbr*s  Manuscripts,  and  b  attested  by  Robeet  Hoekb, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  Richaed  Cox,  Bishop  of  Ely, 
Alexakdee  Nowbll,  Dean  of  St  Paul\  Thomas  Watts, 
Archdeacon  of  Middlesex,  and  John  Hamonde,  Chancdlor 
to  the  Bishop  of  Londcm.  They  were  present  also  at  the 
delivery  of  the  Charter  and  Title  Deeds  to  James  Woitld- 
FEKDEN,  Clothier,  and  John  Waebaetok,  Merchant,  both 
of  Rochdale,  Proxies  for  the  Parish,  on  the  18th  of  June, 
1571. 

The  School  Chamber  is  let  fcnr  £4.A.  per  amwm^  to 
which  bum  the  Master  is  entitled. 

A  messuage,  with  certain  lands  and  premises  atuate  in 
Ardesleyj  in  the  County  of  York,  are  subject  to  the  payment 
of  £3.  annually  to  the  Master;  but  this  sum  has  not  been 
paid  for  the  last  Seventeen  years ! 

The  Master  recdves  £2.  annually  finom  Chaelbs  Chad- 
wick,  Esq.,  of  jET^ofeyiJafl;  in  the  Parish  of  Rochdale;  and 
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also  JC13..10..0.  annually  from  an  estate,  called  ^^  Newfidd 
Head^  in  the  Township  of  Butterworth,  in  the  same  Parish ; 
being  subsequent  Endowments. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parish,  to  be  in- 
structed in  the  Latm  language  aoid  true  Piety,  fifee  of 
expense.  About  Thirty  Scholars  are  educated  at  the  Schod. 
None  are  admitted  at  present  upon  The  Foandatim ;  but 
several  are  taught  the  Latin  language,  free  of  expense ;  yet 
all  pay  a  guinea  and  a  half  per  Quarter,  as  they  are  in- 
structed in  other  branches  of  Literature  bendes  what  is 
required  upon  The  Foondauon. 

Boys  are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  receiving 
instruction,  paying  a  guinea  entrance;  and  may  oontiniie 
until  their  education  be  comjriieted. 

The  Eton  Latin  Gnunmar,  and  the  Wxstminstsb  Greek 
Grammar,  are  in  use.  And,  in  addition  to  the  Classics, 
writing,  arithmetic,  history,  geography,  &&,  are  also  tai^t. 

Samuel  Rabcliffe,  D.  D.,  Prindpal  of  Brasen-Nose 
CoU^e,  Oxford,  from  1614  to  1648,  be<{ueat}ied  in  the  latter 
year  lands  in  Harrowden,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  amount- 
ing to  the  yearly  value  of  £40.  for  Two  Scholabs,  from 
the  Scho<^  of  Steeple  Aston,  in  the  County  of  Oxford, — rf 
Rochdale  or  Middleton,  in  the  County  Palaitine  of  Lancaster, 
—or  any  of  the  Undergraduates  of  Brasen-Nose  CdSk^^ 
who  are  unprcferred. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Hodg- 
son, whose  Sidary  arises  frcNtn  the  Endowment,  and  the 
Quarterage  already  znentioned.  This  Gentleman  does  not 
take  Boarders. 

The  Revd. Thomas  Dunham  Whit aksr,  LL.D.,  Author 
of  the  **  History  d£  the  original  Parish  of  WhaBey,"  and 
other  much  approved  Pubhcadons,  received  the  early  part  of 
his  Education  at  this  School,  under  The  Revd.  John  Shaw, 
whom  he  gratefrtlly  describes,  as  being  <*  an  indutitrious  and 
able  Master,  and  to  wh(»n  he  still  feels himsdf  daily  indebted.'^ 
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WHALLEY,  near  Clitherob. 

Ths  Fese  GftAMiCAm  School  at  Whaluct  was  fiMinded 
bjr  King  Edwaed  the  Sixth.  The  anginal  Endowment 
was  Twenfy  marki  (C13..6..S),  payable  out  of  the  Bee 
lory  of  Tunstal  in  Lancashire,  and  is  no<v  pud  by  the 
Cng^s  Reodver  General  out  of  the  Duchy  Bents. 

Subsequently,  Eighty  Pounds  belonging  to  the  Sdiool 
were  laid  out  in  a  purchase  of  lands  in  the  Township  of 
Great  Harwood,  for  which  the  Master  now  receives  £4..14J>. 
per  ammm* 

And,  in  the  year  1814,  Mr.  John  Bead,  of  Knights- 
bridge,  London,  Idl  by  Will,  dated  m  Septanber  1813, 
the  sum  of  £468.,  which  is  vested  in  the  5  per  Cent.  Navy 
Annuities ;  the  Dividend  bdng  paid  half  yearly  or  yearly. 
This  Gentleman  also  Idl  by  his  Will  to  Mr.  Adam  Cot- 
TAM,  of  Whalley,  one  of  his  Executors,  a  l^egacy  of  £50.; 
which  sum  Mr.  Cottam  was  generously  pleased  to  give 

to  the  School,  and  it  is  now  vested  in  the  same  5  per 

Cents,  and  the  Dividend  thereof  is  paid  at  the  same  tim^ 

and  in  the  same  manner. 

There  are  no  Statutes  belonging  to  thb  Sdiool ;  neither 

is  there  a  Common  Seal. 
The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parish  at  Jaige 

indefinitely,  free  of  expense^  ,/&r  Claseice.     Ami  about 

Thirty  Boys  are  educated  at  the  Sdiool,  upon  an  average. 

It  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master,  at  what  age  Children 

dudl  be  admitted. 
The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;    and 

the  routine  of  Education  is   nmilar  to  what  is  pursued 

in  other  Clasncal  Sdiocds. 
In  1572,  Alxxakdeb  Nowsll,  the  excellent  Dean  of 

St.  Paulas,,  left  certain  Bait  charges  to  The  Prindpal  and

FeDows  of  Brasen-Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  upon  condition^ 
that  they  paid  Five  marks  a  piece  to  Thieteek  Scholabs, 
fiom  the  Free  School  of  Middkton,  or  the  Schools  of 
Whalley  and  Burnley,  or  any  other  Schools  in  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancaster. 

Boys  have  been  sent  frcmi  h^noe  to  both  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Richard  Noblb, 
who  makes  about  £70.  or  £80.  per  annum  of  the  School. 
This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  terms  for  Board  and 
Education  being  £30.  a  year. 

There  is  no  Second  Master.  Neither  are  there  any 
Church  Preferments,  or  advantages,  belonging  to  the  School. 

The  prindpal  Inhalntants  of  the  Township  of  Whalley 
have  the  appointment  of  the  Master.

Ths  Fmeb  Geammae  School  <£  the  Thx  Bobough  of 
WiGAK  appears  to  have  been  founded  jnior  to  the  I6tb  of 
King  James  the  First,  but  by  whc»n  is  not  known,  and  k 
is  presumed  that  a  small  Oottage  standing  upon  ^  The  Old 
School  Common^"  was  the  original  Schod, 

James  Lkigh,  Gentleman,  by  Indenture  dated  the  llth 
of  January,  1619,  gave  to  certain  Trustees  an  annual  Bent 
of  X'6..13..4.,  issuing  out  of  the  messuage,  lands,  and  tene- 
menU  in  Orrell,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  called 
*<  77ie  Ackhurit^"^  and  all  other  his  lands  and  tenements,  finr 
the  maintenance  of  a  Fbee  Grammae  School  in  Wigak,  * 
for  the  hrin^ng  up  of  poor  Scholars  of  the  Parish  and 
Town  of  Wigan. 

By  an  Indenture  of  Feofiment, dated  the  Ist  of  February, 
in  the  iTith  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  1665,  several 
messuages  and  lands  «tuate  in  AspuU,  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  called  ^^  Blackahaye  or  Backshaye^  and  their 
respective  appurtenances, — and  two  other  Closes  situate  in 
Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses;  called  "  The  WhiU  Rydf 
ing^C'  or  *^  Browne  MeadoweC* — And  also  mie  Annuity  of 
JC20.  issuing  out  of  a  messuage  in  Thames  Street,  I/Hidon, 
called  **  The  Chalice  and  the  Shepherd^  and  out  of  other 
messuages  and  lands  «tuate  in  Mindng  Lane,  Lomko,— - 
were  conveyed  to  Sir  Rogee  Beadshaigh  and  otfao*  per- 
sons, as  Trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Feee  Geam- 
mae School. 

And  by  another  Indenture  of  Feoflhient,  dated  the  23d 
of  January,  17^)  the  revenues  of  the  School  were  further 
augmented  with  a  messuage  and  crofl,  ccmfaining  about 
half  an  acre,  called  <^  Cockerham's  House  and  Crqfiy^  situ- 
ate in  a  Street  in  Wigan,  called  the  <<  The  Mitt  Gakj^'-- 
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upon  wluch  the  Trustees  soon  after  erected  a  handsome 
School  of  stone. 

It  bang  afterwards  presumed  that  the  Foundation  would 
be  much  improved  and  become  of  g^ieral  benefit,  if  certain 
persons  were  inco&pobated  as  Gtovb&no&s  of  the  School 
and  it^s  Revenues,  and  invested  with  such  other  powers  as 
might  be  reasonable  and  propes, — An  Act  of  Parliament 
was  accordingly  obtained,  which  recdved  the  Royal  Assent 
on  the  9th  of  June,  1812. 

By  this  Act  it  is  enacted,— 

Hiat  the  present  School  shall  he,  and  at  all  times  hereafter 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be^  and  shall  be  called  and  known 
by  the  name  of ''  The  Free  Gbammab  School  of  The  Borough 
of  WioAN,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster :" — 

That  The  Mayor  ofWigan^  and  James  Barton>  JohnBi/Ink- 
horn,  John  Walmslet,  John  Hodson^  William  Clayton^ 
Thomas  Barton,  Hbnrt  Unsworth,  John  Vause,  and  Ro- 
BBBT  Latham,  which  last  named  Nine  persons  are  the  present 
Feofifees  and  Trustees  of  the  said  School,  and  are  also  Aldermen 
or  Burgesses  of  the  said  Borough,  shall  from  thenceforth  be 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  and  Feofifees  and  Trustees  of  the 
Messuages,  Lands,  &c.,  thereof  j  aiid  that  ^m  thenceforth  The 
Governors  of  the  School,  and  their  Successors,  shall  be  a  Body 
Corporate  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Govbbnors  of  The  Free  < 
Grammar  School  of  The  Borough  of  Wigan,  in  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancaster,"  have  perpetual  Succession,  and  a  Com- 
mon Seal :  and  they  ai£  also  empowered  to  increase  the  niimber 
of  Governors  to  Fifteen  : — 

The  C^emors  are  to  elect  such  Masters,  to  teach  and  instruct 
the  Children  and  Youth  who  shall  be  educated  at  this  School^ 
not  only  in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  the 
modem  Languages,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Ma- 
thematics, and  in  such  and  so  many  other  Branches  of  Litera- 
ture and  Education  as  shall  ^m  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment 
of  The  Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary  to  render  this  Found- 
ation of  the  most  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  School  will  admit,  "  nevertheless,  there 
shall  be  always  One  Head  Master^  and  One  Ushbb,  at 
least."  Who  are  to  be  paid  such  annual  Stipends  as  to  The  Go- 
vernors shall  seem  meet,  so  as  the  Salary  of  The  Head  Master 
be  not  less  than  £lOO.per  annum,  dear  of  all  deductions  5  and 
that  of  the  Usher  be  not  less  than  £40.  a  year^  clear  of  all 
deductions  :— 
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That  when  in  the  judgment  of  The  Governors^  it  fball  be 
thought  necessarythat  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  ought  to  be 
removed  by  reason  of  Inmiorality^  Neglect  of  Duty,  Incapacity, 
or  other  just  or  reasonable  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  so 
todo;  so  as  that  Three  Calendar  Months  previous  notice  in 
writing  under  the  hands  of  The  GoTemors,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  shall  be  given  to  the  person  so  to  be  removed : — 

But  in  case  it  shall  happen  that  any  Head  Ma^er  or  Usher 
shall  be  displaced  for  Incapacity  (through  the  Viatetion  of 
God),  it  shall  then  be  lawful  for  the  GovemorB  to  allow  out 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  to  such  person,  having  been 
Head  Master  or  Usher  during  the  term  of  Fifteen  years,  doling 
his  natural  life,  or  for  so  long  as  they  shall  think  proper,  sudi 
yearly  sum  of  money  as  shall  seem  reascMiabk,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  JC15.  to  such  Head  Master, 
and  £10.  to  such  Usher  3  and  so  as  the  Salary  of  Uie  succeeding 
Head  Master,  and  of  the  Usher  for  the  time  being,  shall  not, 
by  reason  of  such  allowance,  be  reduced  to  less  than  as  befoce 
mentioned : — 

The  Head  Master  or  Usher  shall  not  teadi  or  accept  any 
payment  whatsoever,  for  teaching  or  instructing  any  peison 
whatsoever  besides  the  Children  belonging  to  the  Borough  of 
Wigan,  without  the  leave  of  the  Governors : — 

Neither  shall  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  officiate  as  Curate  or 
Lecturer  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Wiganj  nor  perform  any 
Clerical  duty  in  any  Church  during  the  usual  hours  appointed  by 
The  Governors  for  teaching  at  the  School,  witiiout  their  leave  in 
writing: — 

The  Under  Master  or  Ushers  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
dieHead  Master,  with  regard  to  the  Children  and  Youth  to  be 
instructed: — 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  make  Statutes  and  Bye- 
Iaws,  for  the  general  regulations  of  the  Establishment : — 

Tlie  annual  Meeting  of  The  Governors  tobe  on  the  Secoarf  ^erf- 
ne$daff  m  June,  between  the  hours  of  10  and  12,  in  the  School, 
or  in  the  Old  or  New  Town-Halls,  or  some  public  place  within 
the  Borough,  as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  by 
notice  under  his  hand,  to  be  posted  on  the  South  door  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Wigan,  and  in  two  ccmspicuous  places  in  or 
near  the  Market-place,  on  the  Sunday  next  preceding  any  audi 
Meeting : — 

All  the  business  of  the  School  to  be  done  at  regular  Meetings 
of  the  Governors,  at  which  at  least  Fke  shall  be  present : — 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Governors  are  to  be  entered  in  Books, 
which  may  be  produced  and  read  in  Evidence  in  all  Ccforts 
whatsoever. 
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By  the  Act  the  Grovernors  were  empowered  to  sell  the 
property  at  AspuU,  and  to  lay  out  the  purchase  money  in 
other  hereditaments, — and  they  have  accordingly  sold  it  and 
purchased  an  Estate,  called  "  Deniuyw^  in  the  Township  of 
Appleton,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester,  containing  18 
acres. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Statutes,  which  were 
made  by  The  Mayor  of  the  Corporation  of  Wigan,  by  the 
advice  and  consent  of  all  The  Trustees  of  the  School,  on 
the  9th  of  August,  1664;-- 

1.  It  is  limited  and  ordained,  that  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  principal  or  head  Master  of 
the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  but  such  as  have  taken  the  de- 
gree of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arts,  in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  some  Protestant  University  elsewhere  j 
or  if  such  cannot  be  procured,  some  Undergraduate  of  the  Uni- 
versities aforesaid,  or  other  sufficient  well  qualified  Scholar,  who 
is  to  be  sober,  discreet,  and  also  well  skilled  and  experienced  in 
School  Learning,  and  in  the  Original  Languages,  wherein  they 
are  to  instruct  their  Scholars :  and  to  the  end  that  they  be  cer- 
tainly thus  qualified,  it  is  ordained,  that  before  the  election  of 
any  Master,  his  abilities  aforesaid,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester^  for  the  time  being,  or 
such  other  learned  orthodox  persons  as  the  said  Mayor  of  Wigan 
for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  shall  de- 
sire or  appoint ;  and  being  very  well  assured  of  his  sufficiency 
and  int^rity,  the  said  principal  or  head  Master,  shall  first  be  and 
remain  six  months  upon  trial  in  the  said  School,  and  then  upon 
further  approbation,  shall  be  confirmed  principal  Master  of  the 
said  Grammar  School,  under  the  hands  of  the  said  Mayor  of 
WroAN  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  nxunber  of.  the  said 
Trustees,  at  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  subscribe  a  bond 
of  £lOO.  that  he  shall  submit  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
School,  and  quietly  depart  firom  and  leave  the  possession  of  the 
same^  when  the  said  Mayor  of  Wioan,  and  the  greater  number 
of  Tmstees  shall  require. 

S.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being 
Usher  or  under  Master  of  the  Ffee-School  of  Wioan,  but  such 
as  are  of  competent  knowledge  and  learning  both  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Tongues,  and  so  well  qualified  in  School  learning  as 
may  enable  them  to  instruct  their  Scholars  in  case  of  the  head 
Master's  absence,  and  that  shall  be  fit  and  capable  by  reason  of 
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their  ktining  and  abilities  to  be  receiyed  and  entertained  in  dttier 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  the  trial  hereof, 
to  be  before  the  said  Reverend  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the 
time  being,  or  such  other  learned  orthodox  persons,  as  the  said 
Mayor  of  Wioan  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of 
Trustees,  shall  desire  or  appoint. 

3.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  and 
a|^M>inted  as  Master  or  Usher,  ^all  afterwards  be  found  insuffi* 
dent,  or  remissly  negligent,  or  upon  just  oocaskm  be  detected  of 
notorious  licentionsness,  such  as  conunon  swearing,  drunken- 
ness, a  common  haunter  of  ale-houses  and  taverns,  or  otherwise 
scandalous,  or  shall  take  upon  him  any  other  charge  or  empkiy- 
ment  to  the  hindrance  of  Ids  or  their  employment  of  the  duty  of 
the  said  places :  that  then  the  said  Mayor  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Trustees,  upon  assured  evi- 
dence, or  their  own  knowledge  thereof,  shall  remove  him  or 
either  of  them,  found  so  obnoxious  to  good  rule  and  goveni- 
ment,  and  cease  all  further  payments  to  him  or  them,  (save  for 
the  time  he  or  they  shall  serve)  and  in  their  room,  elect  or  settle 
such  other  sufficient  Master  and  Udier  in'  the  said  places  and 
employments,  qualified  as  before  mentioned,  as  the  said  Mayor 
and  Trustees  shall  think  fit. 

4.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  elected  and  appointed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  thdr 
trust,  and  if  either  be  observed  to  be  absent  from  the  School  at 
the  times  hereafter  mentioned  for  his  attendance  without  the 
Mayor  of  Wioan's  consent,  and  to  n^lect  his  due  performance 
in  the  instructing  of  the  Scholars,  so  that  upon  complaint,  inqui- 
ry, and  examination,  it  be  found  to  be  true  by  the  saidMayorfor 
the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  Trustees,  and 
thereupon  the  Master  or  Usher  being  admonished  and  no  amend- 
ment immediately  follow,  then  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees, 
upon  three  months  warning,  shall  remove  them,  and  proceed  to 
elect  and  settle  other  sufficient  persons,  qualified  as  befbresaid  in 
their  place  and  office.  And  if  the  Master  or  Ustor  at  any  time 
desire  toi.  depart  for  their  preferment  or  otherwise,  they  shall 
give  three  months'waming  to  the  Mayor  of  Wigan,  upon  pain  of 
forty  shillings,  to  be  deducted  out  of  their  vrages,  that  so  the 
Sdiool  may  not  be  disiq)pointed  of  constant  teadiii^. 

5.  No  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  shall  keep  any  ale-house  or  ta- 
vern, or  house  of  gaming,  or  olher  unthri^ness,  or  evU  role. 

6.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not  be  absent  from  the 
School  at  one  and  the  same  time,  that  so  the  School  may  not  be 
i^lected. 

7.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being. 
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shall  have  and  receive  the  sum  of  £30.  per  aimimi>  and  the 
Usher  j£lOr  per  annum,  standing  wages>  to  be  paid  quarterly^ 
and  the  first  payment  to  commence  on  the  29th  Day  of  Septei^- 
ber  next  ensuing  the  date  hereof. 

8.  The  Master  shall  take  special  care  of  the  Library  now 
belonging  to  the  School,  or  tiiat  shall  hereafter  be  bought  for 
the  Sdiool,  to  have  a  perfect  catalogue  of  them  written  in  a  book 
to  be  fixed  to  the  desk>  there  always  to  remain,  of  all  such  books, 
as  are  or  shall  be  bought,  together  with  the  names  of  the  au- 
thors, title,  and  edition,  together  with  the  number  of  the 
volumes  of  the  said  books,  with  the  names  of  any  future  Donors, 
and  shall  be  ready  to  give  a  true  and  perfect  account  of  the  said 
Library,  when  the  said  Mayor  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater 
number  of  Trustees  shall  require  it,  and  that  none  of  the  said 
books  (upon  any  pretence  whatsoever)  shall  be  lent  out  or  re- 
moved out  of  the  said  Library  at  any  time  ;  and  the  Master  and 
Usher  for  the  time  being,  shall,  ftt)m  time  to  time  appoint  such 
or  so  many  Scholars  as  he  or  they  know  fit  to  make  use  of  the 
said  Library  books,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  useful  for 
their  better  profiting  in  their  respective  way  of  learning,  and  that 
none  whosoever,  shkU.  be  suffer^  to  write  in,  or  scratch,  or  de- 
&ce  with  pen,  or  otherwise,  any  of  the  said  books,  and  that  once 
in  a  week  by  the  care  and  appointment  of  the  Master  or  Usher, 
the  dust  shall  be  beaten  and  put  o£f  the  said  books,  and  the  like 
care  to  be  taken  by  them  for  the  preservation  and  good  usage  of 
them,  as  by  experience  they  shall  find  best,  or  otherwise  shall  be 
advised. 

9.  The  Master  may  grant  part  of  a  day,  for  recreation  in  a 
month,  and  no  more,  except  it  be  by  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
of  WioAN  for  the  time  being,  provided  it  be  not  on  Friday,  mar- 
ket day ;  and  also,  each  Thuraday  in  the  afternoon,  from  three 
o'clock  in  the  summer  half  y^ar,  and  the  whole  afternoon  in  the 
winter  half  year  shall  be  a  remedy  for  recreation,  and  for  the 
winter  half  year,  the  School  shall  be  continued  as  now  it  is  ac- 
customed, tUl  twelve  o'clock. 

10.  If  the  Master  or  Usher  be  visited  or  infiicte4  with  an  hor- 
rible loathsome  or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Mayor  and  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  with  some  charitable 
relief  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  School,  to  be  extended  to- 
wards him  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees,  and 
another  meet  person  be  chosen  in  his  stead  that  shall  be  re- 
moved. 

11.  The  Master  or  Usher  upon  the  first  meeting  every  morn- 
ing, after  a  solemn  prayer  for  God's  blessing,  shall  cause  a 
chapter  to  be  read  by  any  Scholar  he  pleaseth  to  appoint;  and 
before  their  departure  in  the  evenings  they  shall  sing  one  of 
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DaTid*8  pnlms,  or  a  part  thereof,  as  the  Master  or  Usher  MH 
mppcint,  and  then  conchide  with  prayers  and  thanks^Ting ;  and 
hmof  the  Master  and  Usher  are  enjoined  to  take  care  that  these 
religious  duties  be  duly  and  diligently  performed  and  attended 
by  the  Scholars,  as  becometh  sudi  holy  performances,  to  whidi 
tnd,  ^e  Master  is  to  have  a  roll  of  all  tl^  Scholars,  wiiidi  is  to 
be  orderly  called  over  twice  or  thrice  every  week,  that  the  absent 
Sdiolars  may  be  punished  for  their  negligence,  acccuding  as  the 
Master  and  Usher  judge  meet. 

19.  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  take  special  care  that  the 
Scholars  do  constantly  repair  to  the  Churdi  every  Lord*s  day» 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  other  days  set  apart  for  God*s 
worship,  and  to  be  placed  together  in  the  Church,  with,  or  near 
the  Master  or  Usher,  if  so  there  be,  or  hereafter  shall  be  any 
conveniency  procured  so  to  do,  and  that  they  decently  and  reve- 
rently behave  themselves  during  the  time  of  public  prayers  and 
sermons,  and  submit  themselves  to  be  publicly  catediised  as 
the  Rector  of  Wioan  or  his  Curate  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pcHut :  and  that  one  or  more  Scholars  be  appointed  to  view  and 
take  notice  of  such  Scholars  as  shall  be  absent,  or  not  decently 
behave  themselves  during  the  time  of  public  prayers  and  ser- 
mons, and  that  every  Monday  morning,  account  shall  be  required 
by  the  Master  or  Usher  of  any  so  ofibnding,  who  shall  be  cor- 
rected as  the  nature  of  the  offence  shall  deserve.    And  it  is  fur- 
ther ordained,  that  every  Monday  morning  after  reading  of  the 
chapter,  some  short  convenient  time  shall  be  spent  by  the  Master 
or  Usher,  or  both,  in  calling  some  Scholars  at  one  time,  and 
some  at  another,  to  give  an  account  of  their  profiting  on  the 
Sabbath  day  before  $  and  to  the  end  that  catechising  being  of 
such  singular  use  for  the  training  up  of  youth  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  oracles  of  God,  and  may  be  the  better  carried  on,  ^e 
Master  or  Usher,  or  both,  shall  sp^nd  one  hour  at  least,  eveiy 
other  Saturday  throughout,  in  catechising  the  Scholars. 

IS.  The  School  ^all  break  up  six  days  before  the  fieast  of 
our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  three  days  be* 
fore  Easter  and  Whit-Sunday,  and  not  sooner,  and  the  Master 
shall  begin  to  teach,  after  Christmas,  upon  the  next  week-day 
after  the  12th  day,  and  after  Easter,  on  the  Monday  next  after 
Low  Sunday,  and  after  Whitsuntide,  upon  Monday  after  Trinity- 
Sunday,  Saturdays  in  the  afternoon,  with  all  holidays  used  in  the 
Church  of  England,  are  to  be  allowed  for  the  Scholars*  refresh- 
ments as  is  accustomed. 

14.  The  Master  shall  teach  and  read  classical  authors,  chaste 
and  clear,  in  order  to  grammatical  learning  and  knowledge  c^ 
the  tongues,  with  a  special  regard  to  the  Protestant  re%ioQ, 
morality^  and  pore  language^  such  as  Tully^  Ciesar's  Commen* 
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tarie8>  Sallust^  and  Livy>  with  what  others  are  most  used  in  the 
best  Free  Schools  for  Prose  ;  and  for  Verse,  Virgil,  Ovid,  Ho- 
race, and  Terence ;  for  Greek,  the  Greek  Grammar,  Greek  Tes- 
tament, Isocrates,  or  Xenophon  his  Cyrus,  with  such  other 
authors  for  Verse  or  Greek,  as  are  usually  taught  in  the  best 
Schools. 

15.  The  hours  of  coming  and  departing  from  the  School  from 
the  10th  of  March  to  the  10th  of  September  yearly,  shall  be 
from  seven  o^clock  to  eleven  o'clock,  and  fit)m  one  o'clock  until 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from  the  said  10th  day  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  said  lOtb  day  of  March,  from  half  an  hour  after 
seven  o'clock  (save  about  two  months  when  the  days  are  shortest^ 
from  eight  o'clock)  till  eleven  o'clock,  and  from  one  o'clock  till 
three,  four,  or  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  according  as  conve- 
nient day-light  may  fall  out  for  the  Scholars  going  home,  it 
being  ordained,  that  no  candles  shall  be  used  in  the  School  for 
teaching  at  any  time. 

16.  That  no  children  that  have  upon  them  any  noisome,  or 
infectious  diseases,  shall,  during  the  same  time  be  admitted^  and 
if  after  admission  they  shall  fiill  into  such  maladies,  they  shall 
be  absent  until  they  are  perfectly  cured. 

17*  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a  special  <;are  to  the 
good  manners  and  decent  deportment  of  the  Scholars  towards 
all  persons,  and  shall  exemplarily  punish  all  misdemeanors^ 
especially  the  crimes  of  swearing,  cursing,  lying,  drunkenness^ 
filthy  or  obscene  talking,  or  acting,  reproaching  or  miscalling 
persons  by  foul  language,  gaming  for  any  thing  of  price,  and  in 
on  especial  manner,  shall  diligently  endeavour  to  see  the  Lord's 
Day  kept  fr'ee  from  any  pro^smation,  (as  much  as  in  them  lieth) 
as  well  after,  as  during  ^e  Scholars  being  in  the  Church. 

1 8.  All  Scholars  of  what  degree  soever,  are  to  submit  to  due 
correction  from  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  which  shall  be  pro- 
mised by  their  parents  at  th^  admission,  and  referred  to  the 
Schoolmaster's  discretion ;  and  all  stubborn  and  disobedient 
Scholars  that  are  pertinatiously  and  exemplarily  bad,  by  resisting 
the  Master  or  Usher,  or  offering  to  struggle  with,  strike,  spum^ 
and  abuse  the  Master  or  Usher,*  when  he  or  they  are  orderly 
correcting  them  for  their  fault,  after  two  admonitions,  wherewith 
their  parents  or  friends  shall  be  acquainted,  shall  the  third  time 
be  expelled  the  School,  after  due  proof  thereof  made  before  the 
Mayor  of  Wioan  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the 
time  being :  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  Schoolmaster, 
against  reason  and  order,  for  correction  of  their  children,  their 
children  shall  be  utterly  expelled  the  School  for  ever,  unless  they 
can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable  5  and  all  the  Scholars 
shall  be  obedient  and  ready  to  help  the  Master  or  Usher,  for  the 
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due  and  lawful  oorrectioo  of  any  stubborn  Scholar  that  re- 
sisteth. 

19.  No  Scholars  shall  bring  to  the  School,  or  wear  any  wea- 
pons, ndther  shall  any  Scholar  make  any  affray  on  his  fellow 
Sdiolar,  upon  pain  of  severe  correction  from  the  Master  or  Udier, 
and  if  any  Scholar  be  a  common  quarreller  and  setter  of  d^Mte 
and  fightings  amongst  the  Scholars,  and  will  not  amend  aftar 
connection  and  admonition  by  the  Master  or  Usher,  npon  com- 
plaint <^  the  Master  or  Usher  to  the  Mayor  of  Wigan  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees,  and  due  proof 
made  thereof,  he  shall  be  expelled  the  School. 

20.  No  Scholar,  being  in  health,  shall  be  absent  above  ax 
days  together,  and  that  with  the  Master  s  allowance,  and  if  he 
•hall  be  absent  longer,  after  admonirion  of  the  Scholar,  or  notice 
givai  to  the  parent  or  friends,  unless  in  some  extraonJioary  case, 
and  the  Master  approving  the  cause,  shall  forfeit  all  privelege  or 
priveleges  in  the  School,  unless  the  said  Mayor  of  Wigan,  and 
greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  upon  hearing  the 
cause,  do  order  re-admission,  upon  promise  from  parents  or 
frienc^,  that  there  shall  be  more  constant  attendance  ioT  the  fu- 
ture upon  the  School  for  their  better  profiting  in  learning. 

21.  All  Scholars  that  have  attained  to  suc£  progress  in  learn- 
ing as  to  be  able  to  speak  Latin,  shall  neither  wi^in  SdH>ol  or 
without,  when  they  are  among  the  Scholars  of  the  same  or  a 
higher  rule,  speak  English;  and  that  the  Master  shall  shew 
which  are  the  forms  thai  shall  observe  this  order  of  speaking 
Latin^  and  shall  take  care  that  it  be  observed,  and  due  correction 
given  to  those  that  do  neglect  it. 

22.  Each  Scholar  shall  be  placed  according  to  his  progress  in 
learning,  and  without  partiality  preferred  by  the  Master  accord- 
ing to  his  desert  ^  and  in  case  of  injury  ofiered  herein  by  the 
Master,  there  shall  be  appeal  to  the  Mayor  of  Wigan,  and  greater 
number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being. 

23.  That  once  in  six  weeks,  or  in  two  months  at  the  furthest, 
throughout  the  year,  Saturday  in  the  forenoon  shall  be  spent  by 
many  of  the  upper  forms  as  shall  be  fitted  for  it,  in  such  exer- 
cises as  the  construing  of  such  authors  of  themselves,  as  the 
Master  shall  appoint,  proposing  of  grammatical  or  historical 
questions  one  unto  another,  and  making  declamations,  and  sudi 
like  exercises  as  may  tend  to  the  b^etting  of  an  emulation  in 
learning  amongst  the  Scholars. 

24.  No  Scholars  shall  at  any  time,  with  a  knife,  or  otherwise, 
cut  or  break  the  windows,  wainscot,  forms,  seats,  tables,  desks, 
doon,  or  any  other  materials  belonging  to  the  School  or  Library, 
the  Master  upon  conviction  of  sudi  offender  or  ofienders,  shall 
give  him  or  them  exemplary  punishments. 
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25.  The  Usher  shall  stand  to  the  Master's  direction  for  method 
f              and  order  of  teachings  also  the  Master  shall  often  examine  the 
r               profiting  of  the  ^cholsurs,  and  the  Usher*s  teachings  and  by  him- 
[               self  (or  if  need  be)  by  advice  of  the  Mayor  of  Wioan  and  Trus- 
tees for  the  time  beings  take  course  for  regulating  of  what  shaU 
be  amiss. 

26.  The  Scholars*  play  shall  be  shooting  the  long  bow>  run- 
ning, leaping,  and  otiier  harmless  sports,  but  to  avoid  cards, 
dice,  and  other  unlawful  games,  betting  openly  or  covertly,  upon 
pun  of  extreme  punishment. 

27.  These  Statutes  and  Orders,  fairly  written,  shall  be  fixed 
upon  a  convenient  place,  publicly  in  the  said  School,  and  the 
Master  shall  cause  them  to  be  read  or  shewed  to  all  sudi  persons 
as  offer  their  children  to  be  admitted  Scholars>  and  also,  they 
shall  be  openly  read  in  the  School,  once  in  a  quarter  of  a  year, 
from  time  to  time,  that  so  none  may  plead  ignorance ;  and  if 
any  parents  or  friends  refuse  to  have  their  children  or  relations 
to  observe  these  Statutes  and  Orders,  or  any  of  them,  they  are 
not  to  be  admitted  into  the  School. 

28.  The  Mayor  of  Wioan,  and  greater  number  of  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  apprehending  defects  in  any  Statutes  and 
Orders,  herein  comprised,  and  that  other  Orders  are  necessary, 
and  may  further  tend  to  the  good  of  the  said  School,  shaU  meet 
so  often  as  shall  be  requisite^  (at  the  least  twice  in  every  year) 
to  enlarge,  alter,  and  change  in  substance  or  words,  what  by 
experience  and  prudent  counsel  shall  iq^pear  to  be  beneficial  to 
the  furtherance  of  literature  and  education  of  youth. 

11th  June,  1760. — Ordebbd  further,  by  thb  Trustees 
of  the  said  School,^- 

J^st,  that  the  Head  Master  shall  not  for  the  future  have  under 
his  care  and  instruction,  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  who  shall  not 
be  then  fit  to  be  instructed  in  the  Grammar :  and  that  no  School^ 
master  or  Usher  shall  hereafter  teach  or  instruct  any  Scholar  or 
other  person,  Writing  or  Arithmetic,  in  the  School  hours :  and  the 
Scholars  shall  not  for  the  future,  be  allowed  to  be  absent  from 
the  School  in  order  to  go  home  to  Breakfast. 

2nd  October,  1711. — That  the  Usher  shall  not  hereafter  take 
upon  him  to  teach  and  instruct  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  but  what 
are  in  the  Testament  and  Books  above. 

There  was  originally  no  limitation  as  to  the  number  of 
Scholars,  but  the  Trustees  have  found  it  necessary  to  re- 
strict the  number  to  Eighty.    They  are  admitted  at  any 
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age,  piovided  they  can  read  in  the  En^ish  Testament,  and 
they  are  allowed  to  remam  as  long  as  they  please. 

Tlie  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  System  of  Edu- 
cation is  in  a  great  measure  left  to  the  discredon  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univenity  advant^ 
ages,  belonging  to  this  Scho(4. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thokas  Col- 
LETT,  ifvhose  Salary  is  £130.  per  annum.  This  Gendeman 
takes  Boarders  at  Fifty  guineas  a  year  eadi. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  ti^e  Boarders. 
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WINWICK,  near  Warrington. 

The  Feee  School  at  Winwick  was  founded  by  Gwaltes 
Legh,  Esq.,  and  endowed  with  £10.  per  annum. 

In  1618,  Sir  Petee  Legh,  of  Lynie^  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Chester,  Knight,  and  great  NepheV  of  the  Founder, 
r  re-built  the  School-house,  and  added  £14.  per  Ofmum  to 
the  Endowment,  making  the  whole  £24.  chargeable  upon 
lands  in  Haydock^  in  the  Parish  of  Winwick. 

Lord  LiLFORD  who  married  Miss  Atherton,  the  hdress 
<^  the  Atherton  estate,  pays  the  Master  £5.  per  cmnum  from 
that  Estate. 

And  Mr.  Rothwell,  of  Hook,  pays  £5.per(mnum  also 
from  an  Estate  in  Hoole. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
of  Winwick,  and  has  been  cQstinguished  for  a  Century  past 
as  a  Classical  School.  The  House  is  well  calculated  for  the 
reception  of  Boarders,  — the  late  Dr.  Prince  having  had  at 
least  Fifty,—  and  the  present  Master,  I'he  Revd.  Robert 
Barlow,  having  now  about  the  same  number. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belon^ng  to  this  School. 

The  family  of  IjEgh,  of  Lyme  and  HaydocJc,  is  Patron  of 
the  School,  and  it'^s  present  Representative  is,  Thomas 
Lbgh,  Esq.,  M.  P.  for  Newton. 

The  whole  Township  of  Winwick  belongs  to  the  Rector 
of  Winwick  as  Rector,  except  the  School-house  and  a  small 
quantity  of  land  adjacent  to  it. 

Mr.  Legh  is  also  Patron  of  the  School  at  Newton,  in 
the  Parish  of  Winwick,  the  Endowment  of  which  is  about 
£50.  per  annum.  That,  however,  is  merely  an  English 
Schodl. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Sedgwick. 
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APPLEBY  PARVA,  near  Atheiutone. 

Thx  Fsxb  School  at  AppusBr  Pakva  was  founded  by  Sir 
JoHV  MooEB,  Koig^t,  a  Max:hant  in  London^  and  txne 
time  in  The  East  India  Trade,  by  which  he  raised  an  ample 
fbtune.  His  father  possessed  the  Manor  of  Appldiy,  but 
that  was  given  to  the  eldest  Son.  He  was  elected  Alder- 
man of  Walbn)ok  Ward,  in  1671 ;— one  of  the  Sherifi  of 
London  and  Middlesex,  in  1672 ; — Lord  Mayor,  in  1681 ; 
and,  in  the  same  year,  was  elected  President  of  Christ^ 
Hospital,  to  which  he  was  a  great  Benefiurtor,  particulaily 
in  erecting  and  endowing  a  magnificent  Pile  of  Buildii4;8 
for  the  Writing  and  Mathematical  Schods,  oa  which  he 
bestowed  upwards  of  £10,000.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
Representadves  in  Parliament  for  the  City,  in  1685.  In 
North's  Examen^  p.  596,  is  a  noble  character  of  him.  And 
for  his  Services  during  his  Mayoralty,  ^  which  was  a  time 
of  great  tryal  and  difficulty,^'  Chaelbs  the  Second  granted 
to  him  this  Augmentaticm  to  his  Arms,  pis.,  on  a  canton 
Gules,  a  Lion  of  England.  He  died  on  the  2d  of  June, 
1702,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  St  Dunstan  in  the 
East,  leaving  his  estates,  to  the  amount  of  about  £80,000. 
to  his  Grand  Nephew,  John  Mould,  of  Kcniwett  Hall,  in 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  Esquire;  who,  in  consequence 
thereof,  obtiuned  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  enable  him  to  as* 
sume  the  name  of  Mooes.  He  left  nothing  to  his  Fathofs 
fiunily  at  Appleby. 

Sir  John  had  no  estate  at  Appleby  except  that  on  whidi 
he  built  the  School.  And  he  munificently  endowed  the 
Establishment  with  228  acres  of  land,  situate  at  Upkn^  in 
the  Parish  of  Sibbeston,  in  the  County  of  Leicester ;  upon 
which  suitable  Farm  houses  are  erected. 
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No  additions  to  the  original  endowment  have  been  made. 
The  School,  which  is  a  handsome  brick  building,  was  de- 
i^gned  by  Sir  Christopher  Wren.  The  Grammar  School- 
room, a  spacious  apartment,  occupj^ng  the  whole  of  the 
centre  between  the  wings,  is  100  feet  in  length,  50  feet  in 
breadth,  and  30  feet  in  height.  At  the  Upper  end  of  it^ 
over  the  Head  Master^s  Chair,  in  an  arch  in  the  wall,  stands, 
in  full  proportion,  the  figure  of  Thb  Founder  in  his  Offi^ 
dal  robes,  the  mace  and  sword  on  the  Pillars  on  either  side. 
Above  is  a  festoon  of  Flower-Work,  'under  which  are  his 
Arms  in  a  stone-scroll.  Beneath  the  Statue  (which  cost 
£500.)  is  this  inscription  :-^ 

To  the  Memory  of 

Sir  John  Moore,  Knight,  and  Aldennan  of  the 

City  of  London,  who  erected  this  School 

anno  domini  1697 » and  endowed  the  same  for 

the  Education  of  the  Male  Children  of  the  Parishes 

and  Towns  of  Appleby,  Norton,  Austrey, 

Newton  in  The  Thistles,  Stretton  in  The  Field, 

Measham,  Snarston,  and  Chilcott; 

and  by  the  Statutes  made  A  J3. 1706, 

It  was  made  Free  for  all  England. 

The  top  is  covered  with  lead,  as  is  also  the  Turret,  in 
which  is  a  Clock  and  Bell. 

At  the  North  Front  are  Cloisters,  and  over  the  entrance 
are  the  Arms  of  The  Founder,  in  a  stone-scrolL 

At  the  South  Front  were  also  Cloisters.  They  were  ta- 
ken down  in  the  year  17^6,  when  a  large  and  comfortable 
Dining  or  Sitting-room  for  the  use  of  the  boys,  with  a  neat 
Study  at  the  end  for  The  Head  Master,  was  erected  in 
their  place. 

The  Right  Wing  and  Apartments  over  the  Grammar 
School  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  Head  Master,  and  are 
capable  of  accommodating,  in  lofty  Bed-rooms,  Fifty  Board- 
ers, bendes  his  own  Family. 

The  Left  Wing  b  appropriated  to  The  Second  or  Eng- 
lish Master,  with  the  exception  of  two  rooms  on  the  first 
Story,  which  are  used  for  an  English  and  Writing  Sdbool.

This  noble  Foundation  is  under  the  direction  of  Thu- 
TBBN  GovERNoas,  who  meet  annually  on  Saini  Barnabas 
(lldi  of  June)  to  transact  the  concerns  of  the  Estabfisb- 
ment,  assisted  by  a  Treasurer.  Two  or  Three  of  the  num- 
ber are  required  to  be  of  The  Founder's  name  (Moo&b), 
and  the  remainder  to  be  elected,  as  Vacancies  arise,  out  o^ 
the  ndghbouring  Gentlemen  or  Clergy,  by  die  surviving 
GrOYomors.

There  are  Three  Masters  upon  The  Foundation ; — a 
Latin  Master,  who  is  required  by  The  Statutes  to  be  a 
Master  of  Arts  of  one  of  The  EngUdi  Umversities : — an 
English  Master,  who  must  at  least  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts; 
and  a  Writing-Mastsr. 
They  are  required  to  give  instruction  to  aU  boys  indis- 
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criminately,  in  their  req)ecdve  departments,  CM^Tkml^o- 
tuiiy.    Their  Salary  is  thdr  Recompense. 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Ward*s  Latin  Grammar,  and 
the  Eton  Greek. 

The  Routine  of  Education  pursued  is, — when  a  Boy  can  re- 
peat with  tolerable  accuracy  his  Accidence  and  "  Propria  qwt 
marilms,'*  the  nomenclature  is  used  for  one  Lesson  a  day,  to 
teach  him  the  application  of  the  Rules  of  "  Propria,**  in  deter- 
mining the  Genders  of  Nouns,  and  to  perfect  him  in  declining 
Nouns :   fDr  his  other  Lessons    he  learns  "  As  in  prasenti,** 
When  perfect  in  that  part  of  Grammar  he  proceeds  to  the  Eng- 
lish Syntax,  learning  the  Rules  and  applying  them  to  the  Ex- 
amples, and  the  Verbs  from  the  Nomenclature  take  place  of  the 
LesiBonofNouns. — Tm  this  succeed  Corderius*s  Colloquies,  using 
in  parsing  the  Rules  of  the  English  Syntax  (as  being  "more  intel- 
ligible to  boys  of  this  age)>  and  Clarke's  Introduction  to  the 
making  of  Latin;   when    Corderius  becomes    easy  to    the 
Learner,  Eutropius  is  substituted  for  it.— The  next  step  is  to 
Cornelius  Nepos  aodFHJBDRU«*8  Fables,  with  Exempla 'Minora 
for  an  Evening  Exercise.    N.  B.  The  daily  Lessons  are.  Two  in 
the  Morning,  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon.     During  this  stage  a 
Boy  becomes  acquainted  with  the  Latin  Syntax  and  Prosody. 
Latin  translated  into  English,  and  viceversd,  constitute  the  Even- 
ingExercises,  and  on  Holidays.  N.  B.  The  Holidays  are  Saturday 
Afternoon  always.  Saints'  days,  or  Tuesday  or  Thursday  After- 
noon, as  it  suits  the  inclination  of  The  Head  Master,  who  alone 
is  empowered  to  give  a  Holiday.    N.  B.  A  long  Vacation  at 
Midsummer,  and  at  Christmas-^-The  next  Books  used  are 
"  SelecUa  e  profanis,**  and  ''  Electa  ex  Ovidio/*  with  Exempla 
moralia  fDr  Exercises.    Nonsense  Verses  once  a  week.    At  this 
time  the  Greek  Grammar  comes  into  use. — ^Then  Cjbsar's  Com- 
mentaries, and  Ovid's  Metamorphoses,  and  Greek  Sentences^ 
Eton.    Latin  Verses,  the  English  being  supplied  to  the  PupilSj 
supersede  Nonsense  Verses  as  an  Exercise, — ^Then  Sallust  and 
ViBoiL,  and  JRbov*6  Fables.    Next,  the  Three  Books  of  Livy^ 
which  were  edited  by  H.  Homer  fDr  Rugby  School,  and  Ter- 
ence's Comedies,  Gneci  Scriptores,  Eton,  and  Greek  EpigramSj 
Eton.    N.  B.  Books  are  used  in  the  following  order,  viz.,  Latin 
Prose  in  the  Morning,  then  Greek  Poetry  in  the  Evening  $  next 
day  Greek  Prose  in  &e  Morning,  and  JLatin  Poetry  in  the  After- 
noons—The next  remove  is  Cicero's  Orations,  and  Horace, 
Xbnophon's  Cyropadia,  and  Homer's  Iliad  -,  in  making  Latin 
Dr.  Valpt's  El^antia:  Themes,  verses  without  assistance, 
and  Translations  constitute  the  Exercises.— Then  Tacitus  de 
VOL.  I.  3  b 
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moribui  Germanontm,  and  de  tnta  Agficolm,  and  JurxxALy  with 
Dbmosthxnxs^s  Orations,  and  a  Flay  of  Sophkh^lxs  or  £ubi- 
PIDB8.  This  course  generally  proves  as  much  as  a  B^*s  stay  at 
School  admits  of. — One  Hour  each  Morning,  and  AAemoon,  is 
spent  in  the  Writing-Sdiool.  Thursday  Morning  is  always 
appropriated  to  Gec^rraphy  and  History  \  for  lesser  boys,  a  Geo- 
gr^hy  System  in  Question  and  Answer,  for  bigg^  boys.  Dr. 
BuTLxa's.  Saturday  Morning  is  allotted  to  DiTinity  >  the  younger 
boys  in  learning  the  Church  Catechism,  with  an  Explanatioik ; 
the  elder,  in  translating  the  Catechism,  and  Thirty-nine  Artides, 
with  Wblcsman*s  notes,  into  Latin,  in  reading  the  Lessons,  &c, 
fbr  the  following  day,  with  an  Explana^n  of  the  Service,  and 
one  of  SxcKKa*8  Lec^u-es.  This  System  has  been  persevered  in 
by  the  present  Head  Master  fbr  Sixteen  years>  and  with  the 
utmost  advantage  to  the  Pupils. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  odier  Uni- 
versity advantages;  neither  are  there  any  Church  Prefi^- 
ments,  bekxiging  to  this  School. 

The  Salaries  of  the  Masters,  Taxes,  and  Repairs  of  the 
Buildings,  together  with  incidental  expenses,  occaskm  a 
Disburaement  of  nearly  the  whde  of  the  annual  Revenues. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  GxoBas  Wood 
Llotd,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annum^  together 
with  a  very  spacious  House,  with  Grarden,  Orchard,  and 
oonvoiieiit  Out-buildings,  rent  firee.  This  worthy  Gaitleman 
reorires  a  fimited  number  of  Boarders  into  his  House,  at  the 
very  moderate  diarge  of  £30.  per  annufn. 

The  present  English  Master  is.  The  Revd  William 
HoicBX,M.A.  This  Grentleman  has  dedinled  taking  Boarders 
£>r  some  years  past 

The  present  Wiiting-Master  is,  Mr.  William  Haous.

Mr.  BoswELL,  in  his  incomparable  Life  of  Dr.  Jovsson, 

tell  us,  that  though  elevated  into  Fame  by  Us  eminently 

excellent  Poem  of  *'  London,'^  and  conscious  of  unbommon 

powers,  he  had  not  that  bustling  confidence,  or,  rather,  that 

animated  ambition,  which  one  might  have  sapposed  would 

have  urged  him  to  endeavour  at  riidng  in  life;    But  sudi 

was  his  inflexible  dignity  of  character,  that  he  could  not 

stoop  to  court  the  Great;  xoUhout  whkhy  hardly  any  man 

has  made  his  way  to  a  High  Station.    He  could  not  expect 

to  produce  many  such  works  as  his  .^*  London,"*  and  he  felt 

the  hardships  of  writing  Jbr  breads  he  was,  ther^re, 

willing  to  resume  the  o£Bce  of  a  Sehoohnaitei^  so  as  to  have 

a  sure,  thou^  moderate  ineome  £br  his  life;  and  an  offer 

being  made  to  him  of  The  Mastership  of  a  School,  (now  asr 

certained  to  have  been  this  oi  Appleby)^  provided  he  could 

obtain  the  D^;ree  of  Master  qfArU^  a  requisite  qualification 

in  the  Teacher,  Dr.  Adams  was  apf^ed  to,  bya  coimnon 

friend,  to  know  whether  that  could  be  granted  to  him  as  a 

£Eivour  from  The  University  of  Oxford.    But,  although  he 

had  made  such  a  figure  in  the  Literary  World,  it  was  then 

thought  too  great  a  favour  to  be  asked. 

Pope,  ^thout  any  knpidedge  of  him  but  from  his 
*^  London,^  reonnmended  him  to  Earl  Go^^^r,  who  endea- 
voured to  procure  for  him  a  D^ree  from  Dublin,  by  the 
following  Letter  to  a  friend  of  Dean  Swift  : — 

"Sir, 

Mr.  Samuel  Johnson  (Author  of  London,  a  Sath-e, 
and  some  other  Poetical  peces)  b  a  Native  of  this  Country, 
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and  mudi  leqpected  by  some  worthy  Gentlemen  in  thb 
Ndghbourhood,  wbo  are  Trustees  of  a  Charity-SchooI  now 
Tacant  The  certain  Salary  is  Sixty  Pounds  a  year,  of  which 
they  are  desirous  to  make  him  Master;  but,  unfbrtunatdy, 
he  is  not  ciq)«ble  of  recoving  thrir  Bounty,  whidi  would 
make  «m  *4?V  ^  ^>  ^7  »<^  ^'^  ^ -*'''*^  qfJris; 
which,  by  the  Statutes  of  this  School,  the  Master  of  it 
must  be. 

<<  Now  these  Gentlemen  do  me  the  honour  to  think,  that 
I  have  interest  enough  in  you,  to  prevail  upon  you  to  write 
to  Dean  Swift,  to  persuade  The  Univerrity  of  Dublin  to 
send  a  Diploma  to  me,  constituting  Ihis  poor  man  Matter  of 
Artt  in  their  Univerrity.    They  highly  extol  the  man's 
Ifftfnifig  and  proUty ;  and  will  not  be  persuaded,  that  the 
University  will  miJce  any  difficulty  of  conferring  such  a 
favour  upon  a  Stranger,  if  he  is  recommended  by  The  Dean. 
They  say,  he  is  not  afraid  of  the  strictest  Examination, 
though  he  is  of  so  long  a  Journey ;  and  will  venture  it,  if 
The  Dean  thinks  it  necessary;  dioosing  rather  to  die  upon

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It  was,  perhaps,  no  small  disappcnntment  to  Johnson 
that  this  respectable  application  had  not  the  desired  effect. 
Yet  how  much  reason  has  there  been,  both  for  himself  and 
his  Country,  to  rejoice  that  it  did  not  succeed,  as  he  mi^t 
probably  have  wasted  in  obscurity  those  hours,  in  which  he 
afterwards  produced  his  Invaluablb  Wobks. — Boswbll^s 
Life  of  Johnson,  vol,  l^pp*  107-111.

Mr.  John  Gloveb,  celebrated  for  the  perfection  to  whidi 
he  has  carried  the  art  of  drawing  in  Water  Colours^  oom* 
menced  his  career  in  life  as  a  Writing-Master  in  this  School, 
whidi  office  he  held  some  years. 

The  Parish  of  Appleby  extends  into  the  County  of  Derby. 
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ASHBY  de  la  ZOUCH. 

Thk  G&ammae  School  at  Ashbt  de  la  Zones  was  foanded 
in  the  Ninth  jeai  of  the  reign  of  Quean  £uxabsth»  1567* 
by  Heney  Earl  of  HuKTiMGDOKt  Lord  Hastings  ofLou^ 
borough,  RoBEET  BEooKEfBT^  Nicholas  Ashbte,  and 
RoBBBT  Baykbeio,  ^^  for  instructing  Youth  in  good  moralsy 
learning,  knowledge,  and  virtue.^ 

By  the  <Niginal  Foundation  Deed  Fouetebk  Teustsss 
are  appcnnted,  and  there  are  vested  in  them  a  nuttiber  of 
Burgages  and  Half  Burgages,  but  as  they  are  only  described 
by  the  names  of  their  then  Occupiers,  it  is  veiy  possible  that 
some  of  them  may  have  been  lost  They  seem  to  be  estates 
originally  given  fot  celebration  of  Obits  in  the  Church,  add 
which  cm  the  IKssoluticm,  or  afterwards,  came  into  the  hands 
o(  the  Crown. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  it  is  ordained.  That  as  often  as 
so  many  of  the  Feoflfees,  or  any  other  Feoflees,  who  shall 
from  time  or  any  time  hereafter  be  enfeoffSed  <^  the  said 
premises,  shall  happen  to  die,  so  as  there  shall  remain  only 
Six  of  the  said  Feoffees  then  surviving,  that  thai  and  so 
oft^i  the  said  Six  surviving  Feoffees  or  the  survivofs  of 
theiki,  shall  from  time  to  time  or  any  time  hereafter  as  often 
as  it  shall  so  happen,  within  six  months  then  next  following, 
by  a  Writing  or  Indenture  Tripartite  re-enfeoff  the  Survivors 
and  Eight  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  b^ng  of  good 
fame,  morals,  and  condition,  in  the  aforesaid  Estates,  ftr 
fulfilling  the  intention  therein  described. 

The  number  has  very  sddom  notwithstanding  been 
kept  up. 

The  original  Endovrment  was,  in  1567,  £ll..4..8.,  and 
consisted  of  26  Houses  and  Land  in  the  MariLet-Place  of 
Ashby. 
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On  the  2d  of  Janj.^  in  the  d7th  of  Qaeen  Elizabbth,  1594^ 
*'  William  Woodford,  and  Four  other  Feoffees,  whereof  Robert 
Bainbriooe  and  Richard  Ashe  were  Two,  being  Tenants  to 
Two  of  the  best  houses  belonging  to  the  School,  made  new 
Leases  for  100  years  at  a  small  increase  of  rent,  with  covenants 
to  repair  and  for  quiet  enjoying: — 

.  "  The  School  and  House  bdng  pulled  down  in  the  times  of 
War,  when  Ashby  was  a  Garrison  for  the  King,  and  the  Town 
being  destitute  of  a  School-master,  because  the  rents  reserved 
upon  these  long  Leases  for  100  years  being  but  ^19..16..S.  per 
annum,  which  was  not  sufficient  muntenance  for  a  Master,  the 
Inhabitants  could  not  hire  one  for  that  sum  and  therefore  con- 
tracted with  Mr.  Pare  to  ^ve  him  ^10.  per  annuvd  more  3— 
but  the  then  Feoffees  not  paying  him  his  wages,  and  he  and 
some  other  Inhabitants  of  Ashby  unconcerned  with  the  School 
lands,  well  knowing  how  the  lands  given  for  that  uise  t^ere  mi«- 
employed,  in  the  year  1657,  sued  out  a  Commission  upon  the 
Statute  of  the  43d  of  Elizabeth  to  redress  the  misemployment^ 
wherein  William  Bainbriooe  and  others  were  nominated  Com- 
missioners, and  decreed  the  lands  to  be  restored  to  the  Charitable 
use  for  which  they  were  given,  according  to  the  Donor*s 
intent: — 

**  The  Exceptants  proved,  that  the  lands  were  of  greater  value 
because  the  Occupiers  had  laid  out  in  building  and  repairing 
£1713. .13. .4.  or  thereabouts,  and  that  they  have  quietly 
enjoyed: — 

"  The  Respondents  for  the  School  proved,  that  the  house  of 
Gborob  Swindbll*8  was,  at  the  time  of  taking  the  Inquisition, 
let  at  £19.  per  annum,  besides  one  or  two  rooms  reserved  to 
himself,  which  house  the  Feoffees  let  at  £2.  per  annum : — ^That 
the  lands  and  meadows,  and  ground  on  which  the  Houses  stand, 
if  there  were  no  buildings,  are  worth  £'50.  per  oitntim.-— That 
the  Exceptants  were  desired  to  produce  their  Leases  or  Evidences 
of  their  Estates  to  the  Commissioners,  and  they  answered  they 
could  not,  and  did  not  z^- 

*'  The  Founder  left  26  Houses  in  Ashby  Market-Place  and 
those  the  best,  which  he  valued  at  j£ll.  per  annum, — and,  at  the 
taking  out  the  Commission,  they  were  valued  and  proved  to  be 
worth  jCiSO.  per  annum,  and  even  so  an  abatement  of  a  fourth 
part  of  the  actual  sum  for  which  they  let,  was  made : — 

**  And  by  reason  of  these  frauds,  and  the  School  and  House 
being  pulled  down  in  the  time  of  War  for  the  better  fortifying 
of  the  King's  Garrison,  the  Town  of  Ashby  was  without  a  School 
and  House  for  the  space  of  30  years  together,  until  that  lately 
about  two  years  ago  the  present  Master^  unto  whom  the  Feoffees 
do  allow  but  £19.  odd  money  for  his  maintenance^  dd  procure 
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friendB  and  money  to  re-buUd  both,  which  cost  about  £900. 
building  without  anyccmtributions  out  of  the  Sdxxil  landsj  wludi 
were  given  for  that  purpose : — 

"  They  pray,  therefore,  because  the  Feoffees  have  jo  abued 
their  Trust  to  thier  own  advantage  and  wrong  of  the  School^ 
that  no  School  Tenants  be  any  longer  Fef^ets :— That  the  Lands 
be  restored  to  their  Charitable  use>  and  that  iht  now  Earl  of 
HcNTiNoooN  may  have  inspection  to  the  right  orderii^  this 
Charitable  use  for  the  future.** 

In  consequence  of  this  Petitkm,  Lord  Chancellor  Jkffs- 
BIBS,  on  the  15th  of  Feby.  1685^  made  a  Decree,  that  after 
the  death  of  the  then  Master  Mr.  Shaw,  the  Earl  of  HuOT- 
IN6DON,  and  his  Hdrs  Male,  b^ng  Earis  of  Hoktikgdov, 
9h(mld  have  ihenomifuUhn of  ihe  Master  in JiUwre.  Healso 
decreed,'  that  new  Leases  should  be  granted, — setting  the 
o2i  ones  aade. 

TheBook  of  Acoompts  is  perfect  from  the  jesr  1594; 
and,  at  that  time,  the  School  Estate  ajq)ear8  to  have  pro- 
duced £19.A6..S.  per  annum.  It's  present  annual  amount 
b  £370..  1  d..O.,  which  is  about  one-third  part  of  it's  lvalue, — 
the  buildings,  for  the  most  port,  are  the  very  best  Houses 
in  all  Ashby,  and  are  worth  £50.  or  £60.  per  annum  each, 
exdunve  of  the  Land  attadied  to  them.

Li  the  Accompt  Book  is  a  copy  of  some  Statutes,  in- 
serted in  1715  ;— which  the  Trustees  then  subscribed,  as 
believbg  them  to  be  the  original  SUtutes  of  The  Earl  of 
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HmmnGDOHy  in  1575 ;  But  subsequent  Trustees  have 
never  acted  upon  them,  because  they  differ  in  opinkn  from 
the  Trustees  of  1715 ;  and  even  conader  them  a  Forgery 
by  one  SnfON  Pbbtn,  out  of  whose  book  they  are  said  to 
have  been  taken.  He  was  a  viol^it  RepubUcan  in  the  time 
c^  OLnrEB  Cbomwell,  and  got  into  his  own  hands  the 
whole  of  the  Public  business  in  Ashby.  He  was  made 
peq)etual  Registrar  of  the  Parish,  and,  it  is  said,  was  an 
exoell«it  Myrmidon  of  hb  Prototype,  in  pcunt  of  despotism. 
The  whole  of  the  Schocd  affidrs  are  meiltioned  to  have  been 
entirely  in  his  power ;  no  othar  Trustee  then  acting  widi 
him. 

The  present  TBi7STB&s,as  former  ones  have  done,  ground 
thdr  authority  upon  the  following  RegulatxnM;: — 

''  17th  September,  1616. 
Memorandum,  That  it  is  agreed  the  year  and  day  above- 
named  between  us  whose  names  are  underwritten,  bdng  Feof- 
fees for  the  School  land  in  Ashby,  that  from  henceforth, — 
1st.    All  accompts  for  the  rents  to  be  received  of  the  SduM>l 
•  Land  shall  be  yearly  given  and  taken  amongst  ouiselveB 
only,  and  that  about  the  beginning  of  November. 
9nd.  The  Collector  of  the  Rents  for  the  time  being  (after  he 
hath  paid  The  Schooknaster  and  Clerk  thdr  year*s  wage^ 
and  the  Lord  his  Chief-rent)  shall  deliver  over  at  the  day 
of  accompt  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  and  other  his  re- 
ceipts unto  the  Collector,  that  is  to  succeed  for  the  year 
following, 
dd.    All  the  Feoffees  shall  once  every  year,  viz.,  upon  the  Second 
Tuesday  in  May,  or  thereabouts,  meet  and  ^  tc^gether 
to  view  ail  the  Tenements  beloi^ing  to  the  Sdiool  Land, 
and  the  Collector  for   the  time  being  shall  call  them 
together. 
4th.    Once  every  year,  viz,,  the  Second  Thursday  in  May,  or 
thereabout^  the  Feoffees  shall  meet  together  to  viot  Uie 
School. 
6th.  Whatsoever  is  to  be  done  by  the  Feoffees,  either  for  making 
of  Leases  or  ior  placing  or  ditplacing  of  the  Schoolmatter, 
or  upon  any  other  occasion,  shall  be  ordered,  concluded, 
and  determined  by  the  consent  and  voices  of  Uie  greater 
number  of  aU  the  Feoffees  for  the  time  being. 
6th.   Whereas  the  wages  that  have  been  antienUy  allowed  to 
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the  Clerk  out  of  the  School  Land  was  \nxt  26s..8d.  yearly^ 
and  that  of  late  years  13s.. 4d.  hath  been  added  Uiereto 
by  us,  for  the  increase  of  his  wages  3  It  is  now  agreed^ ' 
that  die  said  lds..4d.  shall  no  longer  continue  unto  him 
than  he  shall  seem  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Feoffees  for 
the  time  being,  to  be  worthy  of  it. 

7th.  That  before  the  first  of  November  next,  there  shall  be  a 
convenient  Chest  bought  with  Three  loeks,  wherein  all 
the  evidences  of  the  School  Land  shall  be  kept  j  which 
Chest  shall  stand  in  Mr.  Robert  Bainbrioo's  house,  and 
the  Three  keys  of  it  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  Nicholas 
Hasky,  Robert  Newton,  and  Thomas  Sherwood. 

8th.  That  before  the  first  of  Novonber  next,  Mr.  Robert 
Baivbriog  shall  make  a  note  of  all  the  particular  Eviden- 
ces of  the  School  land,  which  note  shall  be  kept  in  the 
foresaid  Chest  with  the  rest  of  the  Evidences,  and  with 
this  Book  of  our  Accompt.  Signed,  Arthur  Hilderr- 
aAM,  Robert. Baivbrigo,  Robert  Newton,  Nicholas 
.Ha9ke,  Robert-  Clark,  John  Ash,  William  Ashb^ 
(mark),  and  Thomas  Sherwood,  (mark).** 

In  the  same  Book  of  Accompts,  under  the  date  of  1619, 
is  an  Jiem^  which  fully  j^oves  the  authority  of  the  Statutes 
of  1616,  and  that  they  were  those  which  the  Trustees  acted 
upon,  and  that  they  never  entertained  any  doubt  as  to  their 
power  of  oftpotn^men^,  and  removal,  of  the  Master.  The 
Item  which  is  alluded  to,  runs  thus,— 

'^  Paid  to  Mr.  Robbrt  Newton  charges  for  diiplacmgoui  late 
School-master  Mr.  Watson,  lOs." 

N3.  Mr.  Newton  spears  from  other  circumstances,  noted 
in  the  Book,  to  have  heen  their  Law  Agent.

Before  the  present  Tbitstbbs  were  enfeoffed,  the  School 
was  a  mere  Sine-cure,  there  never  having  been  in  the  latter 
part  of  Mr.  Pbiob^s  time  above  3  or  4  boys, — and  there  are 
now  generally  about  One  Hundbsd  ! 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely^ 
free  of  expense ;  and  there  are  g^i^rally  20  or  30  Extnu 
Parochial  Scholars.  They  are  admitted  not  aooording  to 
age,  but  their  ability  to  read  well  in  The  New  Testament; 
and  they  are  never  superannuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present 
used.  There  is  no  particular  system  of  Education  prescribed, 
either  by  the  Statutes  or  the  Trustees.  AU  that  the  Trus- 
tees require  is,  that  it  should  be  made  as  g^erally  ut^id 
as  posnble.  French,  Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  are 
taught  at  present  in  this  School,  together  with  the  Mathe- 
matics, Geography,  History,  &c 

There  are  Ten  Exhibitions  at  Ehakuel  College, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.  per  a/nnum  each,  founded  by  Fbancis 
Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London ;  to  which  boys,  who  are 
educated  at  The  Grammar  Schools  of  Ashby  and  Derby, 
have  a  preference. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Cvbtis, 
whose  Salaiy  is  iClSO.  pet  annumy  together  with  a  good 
House  and  Garden,  but  they  are  sHB  kept  possession  qf  hy 
the  late  Master.  There  are  also  other  emoluments  arising 
from  Extra-Parochial  Scholars  of  which  the  Masters  par- 
take, but  these,  of  course,  fluctuate.  This  Gentleman  takes 
a  limited  number  of  l^upils,  his  terms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  being  Seventy  guineas  per  annumj  in- 
cluding the  Classes  and  the  Modan  languages.  He  has 
an  Asostant 
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The  Salary  of  the  Second  Master  is  £\Q6.per  cmmim. 
This  Grentleman  is  the  English  Master ;  and  he  has  also  an 
Asnstant.  His  terms  for  Pujnls  are  between  £20.  and 
£30.  a  year  each. 

The  School  is  a  modem  handsome  building  of  two  stories, 
and  about  60  feet  in  length.  The  lower  part  is  divided  into 
Two  rooms ;  one  of  which  is  used  by  the  Head  Master ;  and 
the  other  is  the  Trustees'  room,  which  is  fitted  up  with  the 
best  maps,  that  are  published,  and  added  to  from  time  to 
time,  globes,  a  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars,  Mathe- 
matiod  instruments,  &c.,  which  the  Trustees  most  laudably 
wish  to  make  as  complete  as  posnble. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferm^its,  nor  other  advantages, 
belon^ng  to  this  School.    Neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Marquis  of  Hastings  is  the  Visitor,  and  may  be 
con^ered  the  Patron^  as  his  Ancestors  gave  the  land.

Mt-Xloyb, 
the  ded^lic^  which  will  be  dTthe  utmost  importance  to  the 
whole  of  the  Endowed  Grammae  Schools  throug^iout  iine 
Cngdom. 

After  Mr.  Lloyd^s* appointment,  and  whilst  the  Master's 
House  was  building,  he  gave  great  satisfaction  to  ThelVus- 
tees  by  his  diligence.  About  twelve  months  after  his  ap- 
pointment he  married,  and  filled  his  House  with  Boarden ; 
kept  them  in  the  room  in  which  he  sat  himself  apart  fiom 
Tlte  Free  Scholars,  wad  interdicted  them  ftom  havingthe 
least  communication  mih  each  other ; — and  refused  to  in- 
struct the  Free  Scholars,  dther  in  Mathematics  or  Geogra- 
phy, except  as  a  matter  ofjavour,  not  of  rigkL  After 
repeated  remcmstrances,  The  Trustees  declared  the  situation 
to  be  vacant,  and  appointed  The  Berd.  Mr.  Curtis. 

Mr.  Lloyd  applied  to  The  Court  oi  Chancery,  aU^iug 
that  The  Trustees  had  no  right  or  pomer  of  removii^ 
him,  or  of  interfering  with  the  internal  management  of  die 
School.    The  Foundatkm  Deed  is  so  vague,  that  it  neither 
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gives  the  Fourteen  Trustees  any  express  power  of  appcnnt- 
meht  or  removal ;  only  stating,  that  they  are  to  find,  sus- 
tain, and  nudntain  a  Master,  to  teach  Morals,  Virtue,  and 
good  Learning.  They  have  merely  followed  the  steps  of 
their  Predecessors,  as  exemplified  in  their  removal  of  Mr. 
Watson,  in  I6I9. 

The  issue  of  this  Suit  is  anxiously  looked  for  by  the 
County  at  large,  asdedding  whether  these  benevolent  Estab- 
lishments are  to  be  considered  (as  they  too  often  are)  the 
Freeholds  of  the  Masters,  or  as  intended  for  more  general 
benefit  than  their  privaU  Emolument 
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MARKET  BOSWORTH. 


The  Free  Geavmab  School  in  Maekxt  Boswokth  was 
founded  in  1593,  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib,  Sjught,  Lord 
Mayor  c^London;  who,  by  his  WUI,  dated  in  1592,  vested 
the  Patronage  of  the  School,  in  Ths  Skinnbes^  CoMPAvy, 
of  which  he  was  a  Member,  with  this  reservation,  that  if 
they  n^lected  or  abused  thdr  Trust,— which  he  hoped  in 
God  they  would  not, — then  by  appUcadon  to  The  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  it  should  be  transferred  to  his  Heirs.  The  Skinners' 
Company  do  not  appear  to  have  ever  exercised  this  power; 
and  applicatioi^  having  been  made  to  The  Master  of  the 
Bolls,  the  Patrcmage  was  transferred  to  the  Heir  oF  the 
Founder. 

He  endowed  the  School  with  £20.  per  anmum  in  land, 
having,  previous  to  his  death  in  1593,  begun  the  section  of 
the  School,  which  is  built  with  ashler  stone,  at  an  expense  of 
£700. 

His  great  Nephew  and  Heir,  Wolstak  Dixie,  finished 
this  Work  at  the  expense  of  £300.,  and  added  of  his  own 
free  will  £10.  per  annum  out  of  hb  estate  at  Great 
Appleby. 
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By  the  Letters  Fbtait  granted  by  Queen  ELiZABfitn,  on  the 
11th  of  M^>  in  ttie  Forty-thihi  year  of  her  reign,  1601,  power 
is  given  to  Wolstan  Dixie,  Esq.  (Knighted  at  Whitehall,  in 
1604)  his  heirs,  executors,  and  administrators,  in  performance 
of  part  of  the  \rill  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  Knt.,  to  found  a 
Gralnmar  School  in  Market  Bosworth,  and  to  m&ke  Statutes,  for 
the  better  regulating  and  ordering  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scho- 
lars, as  also  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  appointed  for  their 
maintenance.  The  School  to  be  called,  **  The  School  of  Wol- 
stan Dixie,  Knight;  in  Mabket  Bosworth,  in  the  County  of 
Leicester:** — 

Willum  Pslsant,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Bosworth,  Richard 
Glover,  J6hn  Corbet,  and  John  Webbb,  Church-Wardens, 
and  the  said  Wolstan  Dixie,  Thomas  Beacmont,  Hbnby 
Bbaumont,  John  Dixib,  Gboffbet  May,  and  William  Far* 
MEB,  Inhabitants  within  the  Parish,  were,  made  the  first  Go- 
VEBNOB8 : — 

So  oft  as  any  Governors  die,  or  depart  from  the  F&i'ish,  then 
the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  of  BoBWOfth,  or,  in  their  de- 
faxilt.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  to  choose  two  or  more  discreet 
Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  to  succeed : — 

The  Governors  of  the  School  are  incorporated  by  the  name  of 
''The  GotEBNORS  of  The  Grammar  School  of  Wolstan 
Dixie,  Knight,  in  Market  Bosworth,  in  the  County  of  Leices- 
ter: and  of  the  Possessions,  Lands,  Revenues,  Goods,  and 
Chattels,  of  the  same  School  :**— 

The  (jovemors  are  capable  of  having  and  reeeirin^  Lands, 
Tenements,  &c.,  in  Fee  Simple,  or  otherWise>  saas  the  same  do 
not.exceed  £30.  per  annum,  and  be  not  holden  in  capite,  or  by 
Knight's  Service : — 

Ttie  Governors  are  to  have  a  Common  S^,  to  serve  only  con- 
cerning the  matters  in  the  Patent  -,  And  they  ihay  ^ue  or  be  su^ 
oonceming  the  same : —  > 

Ppwer  is  given  to  Wolstan  Dixie  and  his  Heir^  (being 
Twenty-one  years  of  age),  and  in  default  thereof,  to  The  Bishop 
of  LincbLN  for  the  time  beings  taname  the  Master  and  Usher  of 
thd  School  upon  a  vacancy : — 

And  to  make  fitting  lUiles  and  Orders,  in  writing,  for  better 
maintaining  the  School,  and  regulating  the  Master,  Usher,  and 
Scholars,  and  the  SalB^  of  the  Master  and  Usiier,  and' the  dis- 
position of  the  Rents  and  Revenues,  and  to  change  or  modify 
the  same  as  often  as  need  requires : — 

All  tiie  Rents  of  the  School  are  to  be  disposed  of,  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  *'  to  none  other  use  or

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This  School  U  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parishes  of  Mar- 
ket Bosworth  and  Cadeby,  and  Childr^  of  the  Tenants  of 
the  Dixie  Family  from  any  part,  for  thdr  instruction  in 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew,  free  of  expense. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  Emanuel  College,  Cam- 
bridge, founded  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  possessors  c£ 
which  have  no  vote  in  any  Coll^  affairs,  nor  claims  to  any 
Living  of  The  Society.  In  case  of  vacancy,  the  hors  of  the 
Founder  nominate,  and  the  Coll^  are  obliged  to  admit  the 
nomination.  T6  be  appointed  a  "  Dixie  Fellow,''  it  is  re- 
quisite the  Candidate  should  be  related  to  that  Family,  or 
that  he  should  have  received  his  education  at  Market  Bos- 
wc»th  School. 

There  are  also  Four  Scholabships  at  Emamiel  College 
of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie's  Fmindaticm,  of  £10.  peranmtm 
each,  which  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions. 

The  Estates  for  the  supped  of  these  FeUowahips  and 
Scholarships  are  situate  at  Sutton  Coldfield,  in  the  County 
of  Warwick,  and  have  been  greatly  improved  in  value, 
within  the  last  twenty  or  thir^  years. 

Mr.  BoswELL  in  his  incomparable  Life  ci  Dr.  Johnson 
teDs  us,  that,  in  the  forlorn  state  of  his  drcumstanoes,  the 
Doctor  accepted  of  an  offer  to  be  employed  as  Usher  in  this 
SdKx>l,  to  which  it  appears,  from  one  of  his  little  fragments 
of  a  Diary,  that  tie  went  onjboij  on  the  16th  of  July.— 
**  JtUii  16.  BosvorHam  pedes  petii.'^  But,  it  is  not  true, 
as  has  been  erroneously  related,  that  he  was  Assistant  to 
the  famous  Anthony  Blackwall,  whose  merit  has  been 
honoured  by  the  Testimony  of  Bishop  Hubd,  who  was  his 
Scholar ;  for  Mr.  Blackwall  died  on  the  8th  of  April, 
1730;  more  than  a  year  befcnre  Johnson  Idt  the  Uni- 
versity. 

This  employment  was  very  irksome  to  him  in  every  re- 
spect, and  he  complained  grievously  of  it  in  his  Letters  to 
his  friend,  Mr.  Hectob,  who  was  now  settled  as  a  Suigeon 
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at  Birmingham.  The  Letters  are  lost ;  but,  Mr.  Hbctob 
recollects  his  writing,  ^^  that  the  Poet  had  described  the  dull 
sameness  of  his  existence  in  these  words,  VUam  conHnet  una 
dies  (One  day  contains  the  whole  of  my  life)  ;  that  it  was 
unvaried  as  the  note  of  the  Cuckoo ;  and  that  he  did  not 
know,  whether  it  was  more  disagreeable  for  him  to  teach,  or 
the  Boys  to  learn,  the  Grammar  rules." 

His  general  aversion  to  this  painful  drudgery  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  a  disagreement  between  him  and  Sir  Wolstan 
DixiB,  the  Patron  of  the  School,  in  whose  House,  it  is  said, 
he  officiated  as  a  kind  of  Domestick  Chaplain,  so  far,  at 
least,  as  to  say  Grace  at  table,  but  was  treated  with  what 
he  represented  as  intolerable  harshness ;  And,  after  suffering 
for  a  few  months  such  complicated  misery,  he  relinquished 
a  situation  which  all  his  life  afterwards  he  nxxJlected  with 
the  strongest  aver^on,  and  even  a  degree  of  horror.  But, 
it  is  probable,  that  at  this  period,  whatever  uneasiness 
be  may  have  endured,  he  lidd  the  foundation  of  much  future 
eminence  by  application  to  his  studies. — Boswell^s  Life  of 
Johnson,  Vol.  I.  pp.  57-59. 

Thomas  Simpson,  the   eminent   Professor  of   Mathe- 
matics, was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  also  Usher  of  this 
School.

In  1788.  Revd.  William  Wood,  RccUmt  of  PecUeton; 
reogned  in  1808,  in  consequence  of  bad 
health,  and  b  fiinoe  dead. 

Since  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Wood,  np 
other  Master  has  been  aj^xxnted. 

RiCHAxn  Dawss,  a  learned  Critic,  was  educated  her^ 
under  Mr.  Blackwall. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  Ndghbouifaood  feding  indi^;nant 
at  the  q^xiintment  of  Moxok,  by  which  the  objects  oTThb 
FouKDEE  were  completely  defeated,  and  also  aware  that 
many  other  aim$e$  existed,  determined  to  aedc  redress 
c^  thdjr  grievances,  by  an  application  to  The  Court  of 
Chancery. 

An  information  was  filed  against  the  B^K^esentatiye  of 
the  Dixie  Family  by  The  Attorney  Greneral,  on  the  rdatbn 
of  John  Faemee  and  William  Vincent,  of  Carlton,  and 
Thomas  Bakxe,  cS  Barleston,  all  respectable  Grentlemen 
Farmers,  occupying  thdr  own  Estates  within  the  Parbh  of 
Market  Bosworth,* 

The  Case  b  reported  as  fdOows,  in  Vbsbt's  Chancery 
Bqports,  vol.  XIII.  Part.  3.  pp.  519—541  :— 


*  In  the  proceedings  in  thb  Cause  it  was  stated  by  the 
Counsel^  that  so  early  as  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second 
there  had  been  mimanagement  of  the  Estates  of  thb  Sdiool: 
aad>  on  application  to  The  Court  of  Chancery,  a  Reoeii^er  had 
been  appointed.    Whatmore  was  done^  b  not  mentioned. 
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1801—1806. 

'^  The  Information  stated  the  Foundation  of  this  School  un- 
ier  the  Will  and  Codicil  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib^  dated  in  1592 
and  1593  — ^Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth^ — and  a  Decree^ 
in  the  reign  of  King  Chablbs  the  Second^  by  which  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  for  th^  time  bcdng, 
and  in  default  of  them,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  should  elect 
Governors,  (the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  to  be  of  the  num- 
ber), and  that  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib;  and  his  Heirs :  and  in 
defoult  of  heirs,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  should  appoint  the 
Master  and  Ushers. 

*'  The  Information  fiuiher  stated,  that  after  the  death  of  Sir 
Wolstan  Dixib,  the  Nephew  and  Heir  of  the  Founder,  and  the 
succeeding  Heirs,  assumed  the  entire  management  of  the  School, 
being  the  Patrons  of  the  Church,  and  Owners  of  most  of  the 
Houses  and  Lands  in  the  Parish :  that  particularly  no  Governors 
bad  been  appointed  from  1740  until  the  death  of  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father  of  the  Defendants  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib  and 
Willouohby  Dixib,  in  1767 1  during  which  period  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  Premises,  belonging  to  the  School,  were  recei- 
ved by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib,  the  Father:  and,  after  his  death,  by 
the  Defendant  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  until  a  Commission  of  Lu- .

1789,  the  Information  having  been  filed  in  1788,  the  Rector 
and  Church- Wardens,  under  the  influence  and  control  of  Wil- 
louohbt Dixie,  elected  him  and  Five  other  persons,  also  De-  . 
fendants,  to  be  Governors  -,  all  of  whom  were  unfit  for  that 
Office,  as  his  Tenants,  or  otherwise  under  his  control;  and 
one  a  Lessee  of  part  of  the  Charity  Estate,  at  an  under-value. 

''  The  Information  prayed  an  account  of  the  Rents  and  Profits 
received  by  the  several  Defendants,  and  by  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father  ^  that  proper  Directions  may  be  given  for 
the  application  of  the  Surplus  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  Charity 
Estates  3  and  that  the  persons,  appointedGovemors,  may  be  remo- 
ved, and  proper  Governors  appointed. 
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This  matter  ctme  on  befofe  Thx  Chakcslloe,  on  the 
16th  and  17th  of  November,  1801,  when  His  Lordshq) 
said, — 

"  It  is  not  adviseabk  to  dispose  of  this  Canse  entirely^  'till  a 
Petition  shall  be  presented,  tobrfng  before  me,  in  another  Aape, 
the  Question  as  to  removing  these  Governors :  But  1  should  not 
do  my  duty,  if  I  did  not  say,  that,  in  the  acbninistration  of  Has 
Charity,  abuses  have  been  practised^  which  call  for  the  most  ««•- 
ked  animadversion  of  The  Court. 

*'  The  authority,  according  to  the  Will,  given  to  this  Court, 
is  a  Special  authority,  applying  to  a  particular  Case.  The  par- 
ticular provision  in  the  Will  having  foiled,  by  the  reiiisal  of 
Thb  Skinnbbs'  Company  to  act,  it  naturally  and  legally  de- 
volved upon  the  Hdr  at  Law.  The  Crown  pn^>erly,  as  it  al- 
ways does,  took  the  Heir*8  recommendation  of  the  Governors  of 
the  School  In  his  character  of  manager  of  the  Revenues  un- 
questionably be  became  amenable  to  this  Court  -,  for,  in  las 
character  of  Fisitor  he  never  could  control  his  own  accounts.  If 
The  Skinners'  Company  do  not  nominate  Governors,  or  if  their 
nomination  cannot  be  considered  a  nomination  dejure,  by  impli- 
cation the  nomination  is  given  to  the  heir  at  law  *,  and,  as  to 
the  Schoolmaster^  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln.  The  Letters  Pa- 
tent unfortunately  did  not  look  to  the  present  case  of  Lunacy. 
The  queston  is,  whether  the  Bishop  has  the  power  of  appointii^ 
the  Schoolmaster^  or  whether  the  Committee  has  that  power ; 
which,  I  think,  can  hardly  be  contended  :  or  whether  the  ap- 
pointment of  Ihe  Schoolmaster  is  not  in  the  Crown.  The  cir- 
cumstance of  Woon*s  situation  is  to  be  considered.  He  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Committee  ^  and  a  questicHi  occurs,  that 
is  not  brought  forward  by  this  Information,  whether  he  is  dejure 
Schoolmaster;  and  wheUier  it  is  not  expedient,  if  he  is  a  proper 
person  to  be  the  Master,  to  cloath  him  in  a  more  efiectual  way 
with  the  character  of  Master^  than  he  at  present  has  it. 

'^  Hie  Letters  Patent  are  produced  to  prove  the  diaige  of 
misapplication,  not  in  the  common  sense,  merely  by  undue  ex- 
penditure, but  in  corruptly  retaining  the  rents  and  profits  for  the 
benefit  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie^  or,  as  the  Information  expresses 
it,  of  part  of  his  Family.  The  Estates  were  let  in  1656,  and, 
at  subsequent  periods,  long  prior  to  1753.  The  first  letting  was 
undue  certainly  ;  the  Tenant  being  himself  a  Governor.  But 
there  is  a  great  difference  between  an  undue  letting  and  a  lease 
for  the  purpose  of  constituting  himself  Tenant,  &at  he  may 
have  the  means  of  underletting  at  a  great  private  advantage. 
The  leases  were  undue  also  in  Sib  reqiect  3  that  the  chances  of 
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improvement  in  a  lapse  of  time  are  to  be  taken ;  and  are  not 
to  be  prevented  by  leases  enduring  half  a  century.  After  the 
filing  of  the  Informadon  it  would  have  been  more  discretion  to 
have  thrown  under  the  view  of  the  Court  the  election  of  Gover- 
nors, instead  of  it*8  being  made  under  such  circumstances. 
From  1748,  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  appoint  new  Go- 
vemorsj  no  regular  appointment  took  place,  until  after  this 
Information  was  filed:  a  Quarrel  taking  place  between  the 
Dixie  Family  and  the  Rector.  In  1753,  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie 
knowing  he  was  not  the  legitimate  manager  of  this  Charity,  and 
that  the  providence  of  this  Court  ought  to  have  been  thrown 
round  it,  the  following  transaction  took  place  with  Dudley,  his 
instrument,  and  some  others  5  A  lease  to  Dudley  by  these 
Governors,  (who  in  truth  were  not  Governors,  the  Office  not 
being  filled  up),  for  no  less  than  99  years,  if  the  three  Daugh- 
ters of  Sir  W0L8TAN  Dixie  should  so  long  live,  at  a  rent  j£3. 
less  than  the  rent  paid  before,  and  a  Fine  of  <£'150. 5  with  a 
Declaration  of  Trust  indorsed  upon  it  by  Dudley.  Another 
lease  of  the  same  sort  was  made. 

'*  It  is  said,  the  account  upon  an  Information  filed  in  1788, 
for  I  must  consider  it  as  taken  then,  against  the  estate  of  a  man, 
who  died  in  1767>  would  be  not  beyond  the  authority  of  the 
Court,  but  it  would  not  be  directed  with  much  discretion.  It  is 
one  thing  to  say,  that  a  general  account  shall  be  taken  of  all 
sums  received ;  and  another,  that  the  Court  may  hold  it  mani- 
festly due  to  justice,  that  some  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the 
actual  application  of  all  advantages  acquired  under  these  leases  3 
and  I  cannot  think,  I  carry  the  authority  to  an  unwholesome 
length  by  saying,  I  will  search  to  the  bottom  the  application  of 
everything  made  under  those  leases.  At  this  moment  I  am 
not  disposed  to  carry  the  account  of  the  rents  and  profits,  recei- 
ved by  the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  farther  than  to  get  at  that. 
There  is  charge  enough  for  that  inquiry :  and,  instead  of  charg- 
ing ihe  estate  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  I  only  direct  an  inquiry  to 
see,  what  is  finally  right  to  be  done ;  but  if  the  result  shall  be, 
that  any  part  has  been  applied  in  the  Family,  that  ought  to  have 
gone  to  the  sustentation  of  the  School,  in  any  interpretation  of 
that  word,  upon  farther  directions  the  Court  will  not  feel  any 
difficulty  in  saying,  that  must  be  considered  as  received  by  the 
order  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  5  and,  therefore,  his  estate  shall  be 
answerable  for  the  amount. 

*'  The  next  period  is  that  of  the  Lunatic,  about  a  year.  The 
Information,  filed  in  1788,  did  not  produce  the  account  of  th^ 
rents  and  profits,  received  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  or  the  De- 
fendant Willouohby  Dixie  3  But  the  amended  and  supple- 
mental information  does  produce  an  account,  viz.,  the  Answer 
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pot  in^  in  1793.  The  Appointmeiit  of  the  Govenion  was  m 
1788.  After  the  Infbrraation  fikdj  whea  there  ought  to  have 
been  no  more  payments  by  Dtxix,  m.^  in  November  1789>« 
payment  was  made  of  eight  years*  Selfury  to  the  Aeoenrer ;  tibe 
Answer  stating  the  account,  as  conchided.  The  Lomgkboroi^ 
Estate  was  not  accounted  for^  from  1708  to  178S.  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  directing  the  account  in  a  larger  form  with  regBrd 
to  that  period  than  1bat>  in  whick-the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Pgus 
was  living.    It  is  said,  the  Court  cannot  do  this. 

"  Ent,  as  to  the  Jurisdiction.    I  was  very  aoon  satk&td  aato 
the  Jurisdiction,  if  the  Corporation  had  been  full,  and  had  the 
management  of  the  rents  and  profits.    I  say  also,  that  it  docs 
not  necessarily  fellow,  because  a  Commisiwm  of  Charitable  uses 
would  not  issue,  that  therefore  this  Court  could  not  aet;  and  if 
it  were  made  out  that  the  Governors  were  merely  nominal,  and 
only  the  Agents  of  Dixie,  this  Court  would  try  to  get  at  it. 
But  here  was  no  Ftfitor,  in  foct,  capable  of  acting;  a  person,  as 
Conunittee  of  the  Lunatic,  is  acting  widiout  autboii^  for  him 
as  Visitor;   and  *till  after  the  Information  filed,  there  were  not 
even  nominal  Governors.  Then,  if  the  Infomntion  was  well  filed, 
will  the  election  pending  the  suit  take  away  fiom  the  Court  the 
Jurisdiction,  even  if  they  were  well  elected }  I  think,iiot :  for  the 
Governors,  if  well  elected,  are  Trustees,  and  the\lsitor  not  bang 
capable  of  acting,  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court  must  take  place. 
''  Then,  the  Jurisdiction  beii^  dear,  the  next  consideration 
is,  as  to  ^e  manner  of  taking  the  account.    Though  the  ac- 
count in  form  must  be  direct^,  I  do  not  think,  the  under-let- 
ting since  1787  has  been  carried  to  that  strict  d^ree  of  proof, 
to  make  it  wise  to  prosecute  the  inquiry  as  to  the  Reots,  exo^ 
as  to  those  corrupt  leases;  for  Trustees  of  a  Charity  are  net 
bound  to  look  with  more  providence  to  the  afiairs  <^  the  Charify 
than  to  their  own.    A  sufficient  foir  letting  appears  as  to  that 
period  to  show,  that  an  inquiry  upon  the  ground  of  «nder4ettmg 
would  not  be  wise.    As  to  King  and  the  other  Tenants,  if  the 
probable  result  would  be,  that  the  Raits  had  been  sB&ckait,  I 
should  hesitate,  whether  I  should  not  direct  the  account  for  llie 
sake  of  the  principle ;   for  no  Trustee  can  be  a  TentaU;  and  the 
Court  will  charge   him  with  an  Occupier's  radc-ient;  and, 
therefore,  if  the  difference  of  King*8   rent,  between  «  and 
eight  guineas,  were  not  too  small  to  make  it  worth  while,  I 
should  expressly  declare  that  the  ground.    Besides  tiiat.  King 
must  quit  the  premises. 

''  As  to  the  other  Governors,  men  are  not  to  put  themsdves 
in  a  situation  of  responsible  duty,  and  expect  to  be  relieved  even 
at  the  expense  of  those,  who  bring  them  into  that  sitoallon. 
Therefore  I  do  not  think,  it  would  be  unwhole8<Hne  to  serve 
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ib&n  vnih.  the  Decree.  As  to  'removing  the  Goremors^  H  is 
Y&ry  difficult  to  say,  they  are  not  to  be  removed :  such  an  elec- 
tion of  GoiveniorBj  compared  with  the  duties^  required  by  the 
Statute!  The  only  Answer  can  be^  that  no  other  Governors 
oould  be  obtained  j  but  the  Evidence  is  all  against  that. 

"  As  to  the  consequence  of  removing  the  GoTCmors,  the 
questions  upon  that  require  more  consideiBtion.  Whether  there 
should  be  a  new  Election^  or  a  Nomination  by  the  Bishop,  orHie 
Crown,  and  whether  those^  who  have  so  aimed  the  situation  of 
Governors,  ehall  be  disqualified,  I  shall  reserve,  'UHl  after  that 
Petition  shall  have  been  presented.  The  Relators  must  have 
their  costs  vrithoot  doubt.  It  is  too  much  to  say,  the  Charity 
Estate  is  to  be  redressed  at  the  expense  of  those,  who  seek  to 
redress  it.  The  consequence  would  be,  that  all  Charities  would 
be  for  ever  liable  to  abuse  without  redress.  The  question  then  is, 
whether  it  is  to  be  out  of  the  Estate  6£  the  Charity.  Much  of  it 
must  be  at  private  expense  -,  whether  all,  or  whetiier  there  may 
be  e&cqitions,  shall  be  reserved.  As  to  the  application  of  Hie 
surplus  rents  and  profits,  it  is  difficult  now  to  allow  Mr.  Dixie 
the  surplus  raitst  and  profits  he  has  pdd  (rver,  while  the  Infor- 
mation was  pending.  He  had  no  right  to  apply  them,  pending 
the  Suit.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  that  under  the  large  words 
as  to  the  sustentation  of  the  School,  due  regard  being  had  to  all 
the  objects,  of  necessity  all  the  surplus  must  go  to  the  School- 
master. Upon  that  point  also  reserve  the  question,  until  after 
the  Petition  with  ^r^iurd  to  the  removal  of  the  Governors.** 

On  the  20th  of  Febraary,  1802,  a  Petition  was  accordingly 
presented,  suggesting, — 

'*  That  the  appointment  of  Wood  io  be  Master  was  not  a  due 
appointment,  and  that  he  was  not  properly  qualified> — ^That  the 
office  of  Vmtor  is  in  either  His  Mfgesty  or  the  Heir  of  the 
Founder  5  and  is>  in  oonsequftoce  of  the  liunacy  of  the  Heir, 
vested  in  His  Miyesty  3  and  is  to  be  executed  by  TlielxNrd  C^iao- 
cellor>  and  praying  a  ptoper  appbtntnbent  of  Masters, — ^Thatthe 
persons,  efaos^i  as  Governors,  may  be  declared  to  have  been 
improperly  chosen,  and  may  be  removed, — ^That  new  Ge^vemors 
may  be  appointed, — ^That  directions  may  be  given  for  tiie  future 
Regulation  of  the  Sdiool,  and  for  the  applicstion  of  the  surplus 
rents,'*  &c. 

On  the  6di  of  Jyly,  1802,  ibis  matter  being  brought  on, 
^  His  Lordship  said, — 

''  In  this  Case  three  distinct  periods  are  to  be  attended  to  $— « 
First,  the  acts  of  the  elder  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  particukrly  with 
regard  to  the  leases,  require  a  dedaratioB  of  the  principles,  upon 
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which  his  E«taie  is  to  be  aafweimble,  and  aame  pnrCkidardnec- 
tkuis.  As  to  the  time  of  the  Lunatic  himself,  there  is  not  mnck 
for  consideration ;  unless  upon  his  permitting  certain  branches  of 
his  Family  to  e^joj  beneficially.  That  enjoyment  by  suffenmoe , 
is  in  a  mcnral  view  much  less  an  object  of  censure  than  the  crea- 
tion of  such  an  interest  As  to  the  present  Defendant,  it  is 
impossible  to  avmd  expressing  strong  duappnAatum  of  his  acts; 
and  with  regard  to  more  than  one,  the  Decree  must  contain  a 
declaration  of  the  sense  the  Court  has  of  his  conduct.  IMrections 
are  also  necessary  as  to  the  account.  Perhaps  no  objection  could 
be  maintained  against  a  general  account  as  to  the  time  of  the 
Father :  but  I  think,  authority  will  bear  me  out  in  not  involving 
the  Charity  in  a  general  account  of  the  period,  during  which  he 
lived  j  and  that^I  may  confine  it  to  the  leases,  appearing  to  have 
been  made  by  him.  For  the  time,  during  which  the  Defendant 
WiLLouoBBT  Dixie  has  had  in  a  sense  the  general  management, 
though  the  prosecution  of  such  an  account  may  not  be  usef^  I 
do  not  know  any  principle,  i^x>n  which  I  can  avoid  directing  a 
general  account,  at  least  from  the  time  of  filing  the  fiilL  1 
believe,  great  mtmanagemeni  has  taken  place;  and  tiiat  n^ght 
be  pressed  with  great  force  against  the  Defendant  ^  if  it  should 
be  thought  worUi  while,  with  reference  to  the  dday,  to  go 
through  that  general  account.  The  Pleadings  require  that  account 
to  be  directed  generally ;  though  that  direction  may  be  acted 
upon  in  a  more  limited  manner. 

''  As  to  the  circumstances,  the  appointment  of  Moxon  to  be 
Master  was  invalid :  next,  if  the  Defendant  had  stood  in  a  situa- 
tion in  which  he  coidd  have  made  that  appointment,  it  would  have 
been  an  abuse  of  his  powers.  The  appointment  of  Wood  must 
also  be  declared  invalid :  but  with  liberty  to  make  any  application 
for  a  due  i^pointment  to  those  persons,  who  can  make  it.  The 
prohibition  from  appointing  any  beneficed  Cleigyman  is  express 
and  strong  in  the  Statutes  ^  and  the  reason  is  explained,  that  die 
Master  shall  not  in  this  s^ise  be  called  from  the  exercise  of  his 
duty,  attending  the  Scholars  in  his  Parish  Church  y  the  Statutes 
directing  him  to  require  them  to  furnish  him  with  notes  of  the 
Sermons. 

''  As  to  the  Governors,  the  Founder  originally  intended  to 
reserve  to  his  Family  a  considerable  influence^  and  that  purpose 
was  very  proper  in  a  moral  view.  But  the  conduct  of  die 
Defendant  has  been  such,  that  I  do  not  know  how  to  preserve 
that  influence  in  his  person  5  and,  if  not,  I  do  know,  how  it  can 
be  preserved  in  any  degree.  The  election  of  Governors,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Supplemental  Bill,  was  a  verong  and  undue  proceed- 
ing ;  as  under  the  circumstances  that  Election  ought  not  to  have 
been  made,  pending  the  Cause,  Without  leave  of  the  Court  The

situation^  in  which  aome  of  the  persons  electing  stood^  calls  far 
ttnmg  animadverdon*  Those  Governors  cannot  remain;  and  I 
thinks  the  Court  under  all  the  circumstances^  has  power  to 
remove  them.  Then,  are  they  to  go  to  a  new  Election  ?  The 
objection  is,  that  then  the  Rector  and  Church- wardens  are  to 
choose  the  new  Governors;  and  a  doubt  may  be  suggested, 
whether  it  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  defi&idt  of  those,  who  were 
to  elect ;  which  would  authorize  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  under 
the  Charter  to  appoint  5  or  whether  any  other  course  is  to  be 
taken.  Another  consideration  is,  whether  the  interest  of  this 
Charity  will  not  admit  of  particular  Individuals  being  appointed 
Gfovemors  injuturo. 

"  1  have  long  been  perfectly  satisfied,  that  this  Court  has 
jurisdiction.  This  is  not  the  mere  case  of  a  Corporation,  having 
Fisitors :  but  the  Visitor  himself  has  generally  been  one  of  the 
Governors;  and  the  Governors  are  acting  as  Trustees  in  the 
receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate.  That  is  a  sufficient 
ground.  But  there  is  another  ground ;  that  the  interest,  which 
this  Family  have  had  with  the  Rector,  has  not  induced  him  so 
far  to  accede  to  their  purposes  as  to  keep  the  Corporation  alive. 
From  the  period  of  the  dispute  about  the  management  it  does 
not  appear  to  have  existed  as  a  Corporation,  until  the  Governors 
were  filled  up  under  those  circumstances  Then  it  is  the  case  of 
persons,  acting  as  to  what  does  not  belong  to  them  within  that 
Corporate  character,  that  would  be  necessary  to  lay  the  Founda- 
tion of  an  objection  to  the  Jurisdiction.  The  Corporation  revived 
therefore  could  not  possibly  compel  a  due  account  for  the  time 
past,  or  a  due  application  for  that  period,  without  the  assistance 
of  a  Court  of  Equity ;  which  therefore  must  have  jurisdiction  as 
to  those  persons,  who  acted  in  the  intermediate  period ;  not 
having  vested  in  them  that  character,  which  alone  could  form 
the  ground  for  an  objection  to  the  jurisdiction. 

*'  I  shall  direct  inquiries  as  to  those  leases,  which  Sir  Wolbtan 
DixiB,  the  Elder,  procured  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  his  Family; 
and  I  shall  make  his  assets  liable,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  what 
the  Charity  has  lost  by  the  benefit  they  received.  Upon  the 
Evidence  that  was  done  by  his  express  direction  and  appoint- 
ment :  leases  made  and  declarations  of  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
his  issue ;  who  possessed  under  those  acts.  In  the  result  of  any 
Suit  in  Equity  bis  estate  ought  first  to  refund  to  the  Charity  that 
loss*  I  am  not  called  upon  to  direct  a  general  account  That 
account  woidd  be  difficult  and  expensive :  it  is  not  clear,  that 
the  expense  of  it  would  fall  upon  his  estate ;  and  therefore  it  is 
doubtAil,  whether  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Charity ;  if  the 
expense  of  an  account  to  so  remote  a  period  should  be  defrayed 
by  the  Charity  Funds.  The  period  of  the  Lunatic's  management 
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it  Teiy  ihort.  As  to  ^  Committee,  not  saying,  ivbetber  it 
would  be  ri^  to  distoib  tbe  piyment«  to  the  SchcnhnaslerB  and 
othen,  without  a  Ttrj  strong  ground,  I  think  it  dne  to  piincii^ 
and  authority  to  declare,  tiiat  tlie  Information  most  carry  widi  it 
an  account,  at  least  from  the  time,  when  it  was  filed.  The 
^ipointment  of  Moxon  /  must  declare  a  mofi  cuipable  abmse  of 
the  Trutt,  if  vested  in  the  Defbndant  A  Atiaion  o£  the  profit 
took  place  between  him  and  Wood  by  bargain.  Wood  also 
must  be  declared  not  to  kttve  been  duk^  appcknUd,  The  Defendant 
had  imposed  upon  him  a  duty,  not  only  to  this  School,  but  also 
to  his  Brother,  to  preserve  by  proper  conduct,  that  Ikfluencb, 
which  THB  FouNDBB  iht^ided  to  give  to  his  Ftouly. 

*'  This  Estate  has  been  treated  too  mnch  as  Private  Property: 
Manors,  Fisheries,  &c.,  being  reserved  5  which  might  be  reserved; 
but  that  must  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity.*' 

On  the  27th  of  August,  1805,  The  Chancelk^  declared,— 
*'  That,  under  the  circumstances  of  this  Case,  the  election  of 
WiLLouoBBY  DixiB  Bud  the  other  Persons,  as  Governors,  was 
invalid.  The  Accounts  were  directed ;  and  Inquiries  as  to  the 
Charity  Estates  ^  whether  any  and  what  Leases  wen  made  by 
Sir  WoLSTAN  DixiB,  WiLLouoHBT  DixiB,  or  their  Father ;'  at 
what  Rents;  whether  they  were  foir,  or  not;  whidi  were  wholly 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  and  whether  they  were  in  Trust 
for  Sir  WoLSTAN  Dixib,  the  Father,  or  the  Lunatic,  or  any,  and 
what  persons,  Relatbns  of  any  of  them.  It  vras  declared,  that 
any  liease  of  the  Charity  Estate,  as  fhr  as  it  shall  appear  to  be 
for  the  personal  benefit  <^  the  Grantor,  or  his  Representatives,  or 
any  of  his  Children,  or  Family,  or  any  persons,  other  than  those, 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  tf  an  abuse  ta  the  ofipltoa- 
twn  of  the  Chanty  Funde;  for  which  such  person,  or  his  estate;, 
is  answerable :  the  Relators  to  lay  before  tl^  Blaster  a  propoaal 
for  proper  persons  to  be  Governors :  an  Inquiry,  whether  Wood 
was  duly  f^ipointed  Master :  and,  if  he  was  not  duly  appdnted^ 
or  if  he  was  an  improper  person,  the  Relators  to  lay  a  proposal 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Sdiool-master:  theMastarinChancny, 
to  whom  it  was  referred,  to  state,  in  whom  the  r^ht  of  appdnt- 
ing  tiie  School-master  is ;  and  a  scfaotne  for  the  fntiae  manage- 
ment of  the  Charity.** 

Whilst  &e  Relators  were  preparing  to  lay  the  various  matters 
before  Master  Cox,  Ae  Master  in  Chancery  to  whom  they  were 
referred  in  the  Chancellor's  Decree,  they  had  only  been  i^le  to 
recommend  and  get  appointed,  Vaubntinb  GmnsN,  Esq.,  ti 
Noimanton-le-H^th,  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  as  Receiver  of 
the  Rents  of  the  School  Estates^  befMeBirs.PocHiN  (who,  on  the 
death  of  Willoughby  Dixis,.  Esq.,  had  been  appointed  Com* 
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i^itti^  for  Hke  Lunatic,  and  was  sole  Executrix  of  her  brother 
WiLiiOUOHBT  Dixie)  filed  a  BiU  against  them^  to.haye^the  Gauae 
re-heard  before  a  new  Chancellor^  who  had  been  appointed  on 
Lord  Eldon*8  resignation  of  the  Seals.  '  « 

To  this  Bill  the  Relators  put  in  their  Answer  without  much 
delay:  But  Mrs.  Pochin  has  never  brought  the  matter. ta  a 
hearings — a  measure,  which  has  prevented  the  Relators  from 
proceeding  in  this  business. 

It  must,  however,  in  justice  to  the  Relators  be  stated,  that 
they  have  suffered  tins  long  delay,  from  a  specious  proposal 
having  been  made  to  them  of  an  amicable  arrangement, 
without  the  tedious  forms  of  the  Court  And  as  they  are 
well  aware  of  the  great  grievance  which  the  whole  neigh- 
bourhood sustains  by  procrastination,  they  are  now  deter- 
.  mined,  imless  the  bu^ess  is  settled  to  their  satisfaction 
during  the  present  Term  (Feby.,  1818),  or  before  the  Easter 
Term  commences,  to  instruct  Counsel  to  move  the  dismissal 
of  Mrs.  Pochin's  Suit. 

Of  those  woBTHY  MEN, — who  SO  laudably  and  honourably 
instituted  the  proceedings,  and  who  were  so  highly  extolled 
by  Lord  Eldon,— Mr.  Fabmeb  only  survives. 

Smce  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Geebn  the  School  estates 
have  been  much  improved,  and  the  Revenue  now  amounts 
to  nearly  JE7OO.  a  year. 

The  Estates  are  situate  at  Appleby,  in  the  Counties  of 
li^oester  and  Derby, — at  Loughborough,  Carlton,  Barton 
in  the  Beans,  and  at  Bosworth,  all  in  the  County  of  Ldces- 
ter.  The  Manor  of  Great  Appleby  also  belongs  to  the 
Governors.  The  accumulations  are  paid  into  the  hands  of 
The  Accomptant  Gbnebal  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
amount  to  a  very  large  smn. 

Mr.  Slade,  the  late  Head  Master,  received  only  £101.  a 
year,-— Mr.  Slade  (his  Son),  the  Usher,  £30.,— «nd  Mr. 
HoLwoRTHY,  the  Writing  Master,  £20.  or  £21.  per 
annum. 

When  speaking  of  the  worthy  Founder  of  this  School, 
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Mr.  Nichols  in  an  anhnatfd  style  observes,  <<  SKr  Wolst ak 
DixiB,  who  was  a  feikkd  to  his  Coitktet  and  to  Man* 
xna>,  deserves  to  be  remembered  for  his  exemplary  character 
as  a  Magistrate,  and  his  extensive  Charities;  And  his  De^ 
acendants  have  more  reason  to  boast  of  having  such  an 
Ancestor  in  their  Family,  than  of  the  tradidon  that  the 
Founder  of  it  was  allied  to  King  Egbbbt."* 
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MARKET  HARBOROUGH. 

The  Free  ScHOot  at  Market  Hak  borough,  oommoiily 
called  ^^  Smithes  Charity  Schoot,'^  was  founded  in  the  year 
1614,  by  Robert  Smith,  a  native  of  this  place,  and  Citizen 
of  London :  who  purchased  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Com- 
monalty an  Annuity  of  £10.  per  annum^  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master,  for  teaching  Fifteen  poor  Boys,  grcUis. 

To  this  Annuity  there  has  been  some  little  addition  made 
by  Two  other  donors. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  1650,  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  Par* 
liament,  the  yearly  sum  of  £30.  was  directed  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  Rectory  of  Whitwick,  in  the  County  of  Leicester, 
reserved  to  the  Lord  Beaumont,  and  from  him  sequestered- 
for  increase  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Master  of  this  School, 
his  Stipend  at  that  time  being  only  £lS.per  awnum. 

It  was  the  wish  of  the  Founder,  that  Latin,  Greek,  and 
Hebrew  should  be  taught  in  this  School  And  these  in- 
structions  appear  to  have  been  complied  with,  from  the  cir- 
cumstance dT  the  first  Five  Masters  being  Clergymen,  v%z.j 
from  The  Revd.  John  Orpin  in  1614,  to  the  death  o£  The 
Revd.  George  Periam  on  the  26th  of  April  1780. 

But  the  original  emoluments,  amounting  only  to  £23.  per 
annum,  being  inadequate  to  the  talents  of  any  person  emi« 
nent  for  learning,  and  the  Poor  bring  wholly  unprovided  for, 
excepting  the  Fifteen  Boys  mentioned  by  The  Founder,  it 
was  lately  converted  into  a  National  School  on  the  Madras 
System,  in  which  One  Hundred  boys  nearly  are  now  taught 
free  of  any  expense. 
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KIBWORTH,  near  Market  Harborough. 

Thk  Febb  Gbamkab  School  at'KiBwoBTH.i&of  juicie«t 
oDgin. 

In  a  BQl  in  Chancery,  in  the  reign  of  Hcvmr. the  Seventh^  the 
FUintiir  8et8  forth,  that  certain  binds  and  tenements  inKibworih 
Beauchamp,  Kibworth  Harcourt,  Smeeton  Westerby,  and  Carie- 
ton  Curlieu,  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  were  heretofore  given  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grunmar  Sdiool>>iuid  SrhnDliBMki 
iaKtt)wortli. 

On  the  90th  of  November,  1614,  a  OnnmiBflion  npoa  the 
Statute  for  Charitable  uses  was  issued, — ^And,  on  an  lu^uffltion, 
on  the  4th  of  October,  1085,  it  was  found  that  divers  messuages, 
forms^  doses^  and  diws  rents  in  Kibworth  Beaacbsmm  and 
other  places^  in  the  several  occupatimis  of  Tbomas  KiLrscm, 
and  others,  were  given  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  School :-» 

And,  on  the  6th  of  October,  it  was  decreed,  tiisft  all  the  pro- 
fits of  the  premises  should  be  enqdoyed  for  ever  r^ — 

1.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  Sdiool>  and 

a  Master  of  the  same  :<— 

2.  Towards  erecting  a  School-house  in  the  dose  of  Ihe  said 

Thomas  Kilpbck  :— 

3.  That  the  Tenants,  then  found  to  have  paid  nnder-rents, 

should  pay  such  sum  to  the  Mast^  as  they  woe  found 
to  be  worth. 

4.  Thfct  Ifae  Tenants  should  pay  to  the  Msntcrsoefa  rents  ycaiiy 

as  werefownd:— 

5.  That  the  Master  should  build  a  School-house  therewith  in 

KUpeck*i  c^e,— should  make  leases  for  21  yeara,  not 

under  the  value  found  by  liielnquisiciott,  but  for  asameii 

DMre  as  could  be  obtainfid^— and  Jthat  ^  Lessees  should 

pay  their  rent  to  the  Master  for  ihe  time  being. 

On  the  5th  of  July,  1709,  another  Commission  of  Charitable 

uses  was  taken  out  by  "Mr,  Lamplitoh,  an  Attorney  of  KIbwovtii, 

and  directed  to  TgoMas  Earl  of  Stamfokd,  Bawl.

Orders  made  therei4x>n,  occasioned  a  k>ng  dispute  in  Chancery, 

which,  in  1722,  was>  by  consent  of  all  the  parties,  referred  to 

the  arbitration  of  Fbancis  Eowabos,  of  London,  Esq.,  and 

RicHABD  Bockbt^  of  Klbworth  Beauchamp>  Gentleman^  who 
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decreed  that  a  new  Feoffment  should  be  made  to  Sir  Richard 
Halford^  Bart.,  and  Fourteen  others,  as  Trustees  and  Feoffees, 
in  trust  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  and  the  Chieurity,— Who 
were  empowered  regularly  to  elect  a  Master,  and  to  perform  the 
other  parts  of  the  original  Trust — the  substance  of  all  which 
was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  on  the  9th  of  July, 
1722. 

Disputes,  nevertheless,  arising  in  1724,  in  the  choice  of  a 
Master, — Five  of  the  old  Feoffees  cl<mde8tinely  electing  John 
Cranor,  a  Relation  of  some  of  them, — and  Twelve  others  at  a 
regular  Meeting  electing  William  Cox,  Clerk,  who  was  didy 
licensed  by  the  Bishop, — the  whole  business  was  again  carried 
into  Chancery,  and  not  ended  until  about  the  year  1725,  when. 
The  Earl  of  Macclesfield  being  removed  from  the  Cliancellor- 
ship,  the  Great  Seal  was  committed  to  Sir  Joseph  Jekyll^ 
Baron  Gilbert,  and  Justice  Raymond,  one  or  more  of  whom 
made  an  Order  concerning  it. 

And,  in  1725,  Francis  Edwards,  Esq.,  one  of  the 
Trustees,  a  Gentleman  eminent  for  liberality  and  munifi- 
cence, then  resident  and  possessed  of  considerable  property 
in  the  Parish,  took  down  the  old  School-room,  an  indifferent 
building,  and  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  re-built  it,  toge- 
ther with  the  Master^s  house  adjoining,  at  his  own  expense ; 
before  which  time  there  was  no  House  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  the  Master.  An  addition  was  made  to  it  by  The 
Bevd.  Mr.  Cox,  the  Master,  who  died  in  1759 ;  but  it  is 
still  small. 

The  School  which  is  rituate  in  the  Hamlet  of  Eibworth 
Beauchamp,  and  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  Parish,  is  a  noble 
Edifice,  with  a  spacious  Court.

Beudes  which  there  is  a  good  Dwdling-house  adjoining 
the  School,  capable  of  accommodating  Forty  Boarders, 
which  belongs  to  The  Ccnporation,  and  is  granted  to  the 
Master  for  the  time  bdng,  during  pleasure^  on  payment  of 
an  acknowledgement  of  2s.  6d.  annually. 

The  ancient  Statutes  which  are  subscribed  by  The  Earl 
of  Huntingdon  who  is  named  in  the  list  of  Benefiutors,  are 
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not  at  all  regarded  in  the  modem  regulation  of  the  School. 
The  Mayor  and  Senior  Aldermen  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
prescribing  midi  Rules  as  occasion  might  require,  and  a 
oopy  of  those  which  were  settled  on  the  appcnntment  of  the 
present  Head  M^ter  is  here  Subjoined : — 

*'  At  a  CouBT  of  Aldbrmbn  of  those  only  that  have  been 
Mayors^  for  electing  a  Head  Schoolmaster  of  The  Free  Grau- 
MAR  School  of  this  Borough,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  The 
Kevd.  Hbnrt  St.  John  Bullen,  held  on  the  lltii  day  of  July^ 
1616  5— 

At  this  Court  The  Revd.  Richard  Davies,  B.  D.,  of  Queen's 
College,  Oxford,  Vicar  of  St.  Nicholas's  Parish  Leicester,  of 
Welton  in  Northamptonshire,  and  of  Llanwnog  in  Montgome- 
ryshire, was  elected  and  chosen  Head  Schoolmaster  of  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  the  said  Borough  in  the  room  of  The  Revd. 
Henry  St.  John  Bullen,  upon  the  conditions  and  terms,  and 
subject  to  the  Rules  hereunder  written,  to  which  it  is  directed 
that  the  said  Richard  Davies  shall  subscribe  his  name  when 
his  appointment  is  notified  to  him.  To  have  and  enjoy  during 
his  continuance  therein  all  Gifts,  Profits,  and  Inununities  be- 
longing to  the  said  Office.

RULES. 

1st.  That  there  be  one  Master  appointed  and  invested  with 
the  sole  Government  and  Superintendence  of  the  School. 

^d.  That  he  admit  under  his  care  all  the  Sons  of  Freemen 
and  Freemen's  Widows  resident  in  the  said  Borough,  and  the 
Sons  of  deceased  Freemen  who  were  so  resident  immediately 
before  the  time  of  their  death,  such  Sons  being  on  their  admis-. 
sion  of  or  above  the  age  of  seten  years,  and  being  capable  of 
reading  correctly  a  Chapter  in  the  Testament. 

3d.  That  he  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  Rudiments  of  the 
English,  Latin,  and  Greek  Languages,  according  to  the  present 
most  approved  method  of  teaching. 

4th.  That  he  provide  and  appoint  an  Usher,  as  Second  Mas- 
ter, properly  qualified  to  teach  the  Classicks  j  such  Usher  to  be 
removable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Master. 

5th.  That  he  also  provide  and  appoint  a  third  Master,  re- 
movable as  aforesaid,  to  teach  Writing  and  Accompts,  and  En- 
glish, occasionally  at  such  times  and  to  such  Boys  as  the  Head 
Master  shall  think  proper  to  have  instructed  therein,  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  them  more  readily  to  proceed  in  the  Clas- 
sickis.

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gratit.    That  for  wiitkig  and  acoompts  the  Biaster  be  allowed 
to  demand  from  each  hoj  7s-  6d.  per  Quarter. 

6th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  allowed  to  demand  from  each 
boy  on  the  Foundation  the  sum  of  one  Guinea  on  his  admisnon, 
and  the  sum  of  two  Guineas  per  anmtm,  in  lieu  of  Pototion  monof, 
as  has  been  usual  heretofore. 

7th.  That  there  be  two  Vacations  of  one  mondi  each  in  the 
Year,  and  that  the  Hours  of  teaching,  and  all  HolidayB  be 
a]ipointed,  according  to  the  discretion  oi  the  Head  Master. 

8th.  That  there  be  one  Visitation  in  the  Year,  according 
to  ancient  custom,  at  such  time  as  the  Major  for  the  time  being 
shall  appoint ;  when  ail  the  Free  boys  ^all  be  submitted  to 
the  examination  of  the  Mayor  and  Visitors,  and  such  <^  the 
Clergy  as  they  may  call  in  to  their  assistance.  And  that  upon 
their  report  the  boys  be  classed,  and  removed. 

9th.  That  no  Free  boy  be  allowed  to  absent  himself  fiom 
School,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Head  Master. 

10th.  That  no  Free  boy  be  expelled  the  Sdiool,  but  by  the 
Mayor  and  Visitors. 

11th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  pennitted  to  take  under  hk 
care  any  other  boys,  both  for  boarding  and  instruction.  And  that 
the  two  Lower  Masters  assist  in  teadiing  them,  as  he  may 
direct. 

12th.  That  no  distinction  be  made  in  the  treatment  of  the 
Free  boys  and  the  other  Sdiolare,  but  that  there  be  a  perfect 
community  of  privileges  between  them. 

13th.  That  at  every  Visitation  the  Head  Master  shall  present 
to  the  Mayor  and  Visitors  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names 
of  the  Free  boys  then  in  the  School,  whether  upon  the  Founda- 
tion or  not,  and  that  whenever  the  number  of  such  boysshaU  be 
less  than  Six  such  list  be  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  a  special 
Court  of  Senior  Aldermen  to  be  summoned  for  the  purpose. 

14th.  That  the  Head  Master  bind  himself  to  obsare  these 
rules,  and  to  relinquish  his  Office  when  it  shall  q^iear  to  the 
Mayor  and  Senior  Aldermen,  or  the  migor  part  of  them,  that  he 
has  wilfolly  and  habitually  violated  them  to  the  manifest  injury 
of  the  School,  or  whenever  they  shall  be  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
the  School  is  sinking  into  decay,  or  that  the  number  of  Boys  is 
so  for  decreased  as  that  it  is  evidently  going  to  decay  through  the 
bad  character,  the  negligence  or  misconduct  of  the  Master,  or 
that  his  removal  is  necessary  on  account  of  his  holdiiig  any 
Principles  which  may  be  subversive  of  Religion  or  the  established 
Government  of  the  Country. 

15th.  That  the  Head  Master  pay  to  the  Under  Masters^  such 
Salaries  as  he  shall  agree  to  allow  them. 
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I6th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  required  to  sign  these  Rules 
on  his  appointment.

The  present  number  of  boys  in  the  School  upon  the 
Foundation  is  about  Twenty :  besides  whom  there  are  about 
Ten  Boarders,  for  whose  education  the  Head  Master  charges 
ad  libitum. 

Application  is  made  to  the  Head  Master  on  behalf  of  the 
Candidate  for  admisnon.  There  is  no  age  prescribed  at 
which  they  are  subject  to  Superannuation. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  present  sjrstem 
of  Education  is  upon  the  Eton  plan. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6.  a  year,  payable  by  The 
Corporation  to  Two  Scholars  living  and  studying  in  Lincoln 
CoU^,  Oxford,  which  was  given  by  the  Will  of  a  Mr. 
Thomas  Hayne.  The  Scholars  are  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Three  Senior  Aldermen  out  of  the 
Free  School  of  Leicester,  or  of  Melton  Mowbray,  if  Leices- 
ter fails. 

And  by  Deed  enrolled,  dated  the  11th  of  October,  1576, 
Henry  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  Lord  President  of  York,  granted 
an  Annuity  or  Exhibition  of  £4.,  to  be  given  yearly  for  ever  to 
Two  Scholars  (being  poormen*s  sons),  who  should  be  Students 
in  this  School,  viz.,  40s.  a  piece,  to  be  paid  to  them  by  The 
Master  or  Warden  o(  The  New  Hospital,  so  long  as  they  should 
continue  in  the  School.  And  he  also  granted  one  other  Annuity 
or  Exhibition  of  £6.,  to  be  given  yearly  to  Two  poor  Scholars 
who  should  go  from  this  School  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  to  be 
bred  up  in  Learning  there, — none  of  the  Scholars  to  eiyoy  the 
same  above  the  space  of  five  years. 

The  Trust££s  are  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  who  have 
passed  the  Chair,  and  by  them  the  Head  Master  is  appointed. 

The  Ushers  are  now  appointed  by  The  Head  Master. 

The  Visitors  of  this  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men who  have  passed  the  Chair,  who  take  to  their  assist- 
ance the  Vicars  of  the  several  Parishes  in  L^cester,  and  the

The  present  Head  Master,  The  Bevd.  Richako  Davzks, 
was  elected  on  the  11th  of  July,  1816.  This  Gentleman's 
terms  for  Boarders  are  Forty  guineas  par  ammum  each. 

The  Second  and  Third  Ma^tors  ace  merely  the  Asristanfn 
of  the  Head  Master,  and  do  not  take  PufMls.

It  is  in  the  remembrance  of  many  persons  now  Uving,  that 
this  School  was  611ed  with  the  scms  of  Freemen,  to  the 
number  of  Theee  HumdeeD)— and  that  each  boy  was 
provided  with  a  loaf  or  bun^  which  was  delivered  to  them  in 
the  School  porch  every  morning,— but  this  good  custom 
has  be^  long  discontinued. 
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LOUGHBOROUGH. 

Tbb  Town  and  Pariah  of  Loughborough  are  in  a  very 
high  d^ree  indebted  to  the  fiirtune  and  estates  of  Thomas 
BvETOK,  an  inhalntant  of  this  Town,  and  a  merchant  of  the 
Staple  at  Calais;  who,  by  a  Deed  of  Feoffment,  dated  the 
29th  of  April,  1495^  granted  to  Ricraed  Lymingdon 
otherwise  Lemikgton,  of  Loughborough,  Merchant,  and 
others,  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parishes  of  Lough- 
borough, North  Cotes,  Hoton-Cotes,  Long  Whatton,  Har- 
by,  Stathem,  Thrussington,  Prestwold,  and  Burton  on  the 
Wolds,  all  in  the  County  of  Leicester,— and  in  those  of 
East  Leek,  Willoughby  on  the  Wolds,  and  Sutton  Bo- 
nington,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham : — And,  in  the  same 
year,  by  Letter  of  Attorney,  he  empowered  Thomas  Bae- 
KKE  to  enter  upon  the  Premises,  and  in  his  name  to  deliver 
the  same  into  the  full  and  peaceful  seisin  of  Mr.  Ltming- 
noN,  ahd  the  other  Feo^es,  being  then  of  the  annual 
valueof  about  £36. 

These  lands  were  originally  given  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Chaktry  in  the  Parish  Church ;  but,  at  the  Reformation, 
a  Decree  was  passed  to  convert  them  to  the  use  of  a  Fees 
Geammae  School,  the  repair  of  certain  pubhc  Bridges  in 
the  Parish  of  Loughborough,  and  the  surplus  to  be  pidd 
over  to  the  Overseers  in  aid  of  the  Parish  rates. 

This  appropriation  was  by  several  deeds  of  FeaSiakent 
continued  down  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  during 
whose  reign,  a  complaint  being  made  in  Chancery,  an  Or- 
der was  issued,  in  June,  1596,  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
then  *Lord  Keeper,  directing,  that  if  any  dispute  should 
^rise  touching  the  misapplication  of  the  rents  and  pit^ts  of 
the  said  Lands,  or  the  chmce  of  new  Feoffees,  the  same 
should  be  determined  by  the  Lord  ChanceDor,  or  Lord 
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Keeper,  fbr  the  time  bemg,  or  by  the  Judges  of  the  Grciut 
wheron  sudi  lands  should  lie. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  about  Xlioa 
per  annum.  The  surplusage  of  the  rents,  after  the  Brklges 
are  repaired,  and  the  Masters  are  paid,  is  handed  over  to 
the  Parish  in  aid  of  the  Pocnrs^  Rates ; — being  upon  the 
average  about  Six  ia*  Seven  Hundred  pounds  par  cmmtm. 

The  Feoffees  are  Twelve  in  number ;  and  ufaen  re- 
duced to  SiXf  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  vacancies  are  to 
be  filled  up  immediately  by  the  surviving  Fec^ees. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  The  System  of  Education  is  at 
the  discretion  of  The  Feoffees. 

The  School  b  free  for  all  who  reside  in  the  PariA  of 
Loughborough.  The  number  of  SduJars,  attending  the 
Grammar  Sduwl,  is  now  frrai  15  to  20,— although  it  ha^ 
Irequently  be^i  not  so  numerous. 

Mr.  John  Somerville,  Mastar  of  this  School,  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  10th  of  April,  1680,  bequeathed  £200- 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  settled  the  same  upon  Jesus 
College,  in  Cambridge,  towards  the  maintenance  of  one 
or  more  Scholars  there,  until  they  be  Masters  of  Arts,  who 
had  been  bred  in  The  High  School  at  Loughborough. 
The  rent  of  this  estate  is  now  about  £25.  per  anmifit, — but 
it  has  not  been  claimed  for  the  last  Sixty  years. 

The  jN'esent  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ste- 
venson, whose  Salary,  which  is  c^itional  with  the  Feoffees, 
is  now  £100.  per  annum^  together  with  a  large  House  ca^ 
pable  of  accommodating  from  Twenty  to  Thirty  Pupils, 
and  a  garden.  This  Gentleman  does  not  avail  himsdf  of 
the  qppcnrtunity  of  taking  Boarders. 

The  Second  Master  has  £30.  per  annum^  with  a  bouse, 
—for  teaching  Twenty-five  boys,  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic. 

A  Tiiird  Master  has  within  these  Twelve  months  beai 
engrafted  upon  the  Establishment,  who  teaches  120  boys 
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according  to  the  Madras  system,  for  which  he  recdves  £60. 
per  annum.

MELTON  MOWBRAY. 

Thx  establishinrat  of  Schools  at  Msltok  Mowb&a7  ap- 
pears to  be  of  andent  date,  for  so  early  as  the  year  1347 
they  are  noticed  as  having  esdsted  befcxe  that  period,  and 
being  then  taken  under  the  mcare  immediate  Patronage  of 
King  Henrt  the  Third,  in  consequence  of  his  becoming 
possessed  of  the  Temporalities  of  the  Pri<ny  of  Lewes. 

The  earliest  of  the  Deeds,  now  in  possession  of  The  Feof- 
fees of  the  Town  Estate  (the  Rents  of  which  are  j^fypropari- 
ated  for  various  other  uses  as  well  as  the  School),  b  a  Con- 
veyance from  former  Trustees.  But  by  whom  the  estates 
were  at  first  given,  is  unknown. 

The  Endowment  was  originally,  as  it  stiD  remains,  in 
Houses  and  Land ;  the  whole  amount  of  the  rents  of  wfaidi 
in  now  about  £600.  per  annum* 

About  Twenty-five  years  since,  almost  all  the  InnaUtants 
signed  a  Deed,  by  which  the  whole  of  the  Estate  is  conveyed 
to  certain  Feoffees  in  Trust,  to  apply  the  rents  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  InhaUtants  shall  at  any  Meeting,  of  which  notice 
(agned  by  Twelve  InhaUtants)  shall  have  beai  given 
ffiree  previous  Sundays  in  the  Church. 

There  are  Two  Schools : — one  for  Boys,  and  the  other 
far  Girls.  The  Lower  School  for  Boys  is  open  far  all  in 
the  Town  above  Six  years  of  age,  free  of  expense ;  and 
these  are  removable  by  a  Committee,  as  they  think  fit,  into 
The  Higher  School,  likewise  free  of  expense.  Hie  num- 
ber is  not  limited.  There  are  usually  about  One  Hundred 
in  Tlie  High  School ;  and  about  Sixty  in  The  T/iw  Schod. 

It  is  believed  that  the  original  Rents  of  the  Town  Estate 
as  to  The  High  School,  were  for  establishing  it  as  a  Gram^ 
mar  SchooL  And  this  is  confirmed  by  the  dicumstance  of 
if  s  bang  entitled  to  send  Two  pocnr  Scholars  to  Lincoln 
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College,  Oxford,  in  defect  of  that  number  not  b^g  sent 
from  Leicester.  But  the  Latin  Grammar  is  now  seldcnn, 
and  the  Greek  never,  used  ;  the.  School  bong  chiefly  for 
Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic ;  the  routine  of  which  is 
at  the  Master^s  discretion. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Bbebston, 
whose  Salary  is  £84.  per  imnum,  together  with  a  House 
and  Close,  rent  free;  but  the  Taxes  amounting  to  £21. 
per  annum  are  pud  by  him.  He  has  the  liberty  of  taking 
what  number  of  Boarders  he  jdeases  into  his  House,  wluch 
has  usually  been  Ten  on  the  average,  and  for  which  he 
charges  about  £25.  per  annum  each. 

There  is  a  Second  Master  to  The  High  School,  who  has 
a  Salary  of  £55.,  together  with  a  small  House,  rent  and 
taxes  free.    He  does  not  take  Pupils. 

On  the  1st  of  February  1649,  Mr.  Hsnbt  Stokes,  then 
Schoolmaster  of  Melton,  was  elected  Head  Master  of 
Grantham,  where  he  had  the  honour  to  have  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  as  one  of  his  Pupils.  On  the  8th  of  December, 
1663,  Mr.  Stokes  voluntarily  rengned  Grantham  School, 
and  returned  to  Melton. 

Mr.  John  Henlet,  better  known  by  the  appellati<m  of 
^*  Orator  Henley,^*  was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  was 
bred  up  first  in  the  Free  School  of  Melton,  under  Mr.  Daf- 
FTy  a  diligent  and  expert^Grammarian :  &om  whence  he  was 
removed  to  that  of  Oakham,  in  the  County  of  Rutland, 
under  Mr.  Weight,  eminent  for  lus  knowledge  of  the  L»* 
tin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages. 
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ALFORD. 

The  Fbex  G&amuab  School  of  Alfokb  is  of  ancient 
origin. 

By  Deed  dated  in  1565,  it  is  stated  that,  for  ^  better 
r^ef  of  the  Poor,  and  also  for  the  godly  and  virtuous  edaca- 
tion  of  the  Youth  of  Alford  and  the  Noghbourhood,FRAKCis 
Spanking,  of  that  place,  Marchant,  laid  the  first  Founda- 
tion of  a  *^  Free  School  to  teadi  the  A  B  C,  and  also  to 
read  both  English  and  Latin,^ — and  that  he  gave  £50.  to 
be  put  out  to  Interest,  four-fifths  of  the  Income  to  be  afphed 
to  the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  one-fifth  to  the  Poor  of 
Alford ;  and  that  he  appcnnted  Ten  Managers  o£  this  fittle 
establishment.  Six  of  them  to  be  Feofiees  chosen  out  of  the 
Inhabitants,  and  to  be  caUed  the  first  Governors  of  the 
SdKX>l,  the  other  Four  to  be  chosen  out  of  respectable 
persons  m  or  near  th^  Town,  and  to  be  called  Auditors. 

William  Gubbe,  by  deed,  gave  £35-  to  promote  the 
plan,  and  to  increase  the  objects  of  Mr.  Spanning*s  bene- 
volence. 

In  1576,  a  Charter  was  obtained,  probably  through  the 
interest  of  Mr.  John  Spenluffb  and  Mr.  Toothbt,  who 
were  both  of  them  Auditors  of  the  first  Institution.  It  is 
worded  in  strict  conformity  with  the  principal  views  cf  the 
orij^nal  Benefactors,  and  seems  to  vary  only  to  give  effect  to 
thar  design,  and  the  better  to  fulfil  their  intentions  in  fiivour 
of  the  town  and  naghbourhood  o£  Alfiird. 

The  Charter  orders,  that  the  School  shall  be  a  ''  Free  SdiooF* 
for  ever,  for  the  good  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  there,  and  in  the  neighboiuing'  parts,  and  to  be  called 
'*  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Ofaeen  Elizabeth,"  on  the 
foundation  of  William  Lord  Burleigh^  and  Sir  Thomas  Cecil, 
Knight,  his  son ; — 

T^t  there  shall  be  one  Master^  and  one  Usher  or  Under- 
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Master^  for  ever,  and  i^points  Ten  men^  Inhabitants  of  Alford, 
to  be  Governors  of  the  School ', — 

The  Governors  are  constituted  a  Corporate  Body,  and  are 
empowered  to  receive  lands  and  other  possessions,  and  to  give, 
grant,  and  assign  the  same.  And  in  case  of  death  or  removal, 
vacancies  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  surviving  Governors  ^ — 

The  Masters,  and  Ushers,  are  to  be  appointed  by  The  Gover- 
nors ; — 

Wholesome  and  proper  Statutes,  made  by  the  Governors  and 
their  Successors,  in  writing,  touching  the  preservation  and  dis- 
position of  the  rents  and  revenues  for  the  support  of  the  School, 
are  to  be  inviolably  observed. 

In  1586,  Mr.  Gallbt,  being  the  cmly  surviving  Grovemor 
under  the  first  appointment,  transferred  the  original  School 
property,  and  made  over  his  Trust,  to  tlie  Governors  under 
the  Charter. 

R.  TooTHBY,  Esq.,  in  consideration  of  £25.,  and  further 
to  promote  the  success  of  the  School,  conveyed  to  Mr.  John 
Spenluffe  a  house,  garden,  and  dose.  The  abutments 
correspond  with  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  Indenture  between  Mr.  John  Spenluffe 
and  Mr.  Toothby  is  witnessed  by  several  Grovemors,  and 
also  by  Mr.  Richaed  Spenlst. 

Mr.  John  Spenluffe,  of  Farlsthorpe,  Gentleman,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  April,  1588,  ^ves  his  estates  at 
Farbthorpe  and  Strubby,  except  one  pasture  at  Farlsthorpe 
called  Saylbredj  in  case  of  his  dying  without  lawful  issue,  to 
the  Gh)vemors  and  their  Successors  for  the  use  of  the  School- 
master, for  ever,  upon  condition  that  the  Gh)vemor8,  or  their 
Successors,  shall  not  let  any  of  the  lands  and  tenements 
mentioned  in  his  WiU,  for  less  than  the  accustomed  rent,  nor 
grant  leases  for  more  than  three  years ;  and  pay  yearly  out 
of  the  same  to  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Alford  and  Farls- 
thorpe, Two  Founds  during  the  life  of  Heney-  Obmsbie. 
Provided  always,  that  if  the  said  Grovemors,  or  thdr  Succes- 
sors, should  at  any  time  put  away  any  Schoolmaster,  unless 
allowed  of  by  two  Magistrates,  before  his  explusion,  one  of 
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wliidi  to  be  noMcL  hj  the  SdEKxdinaslcr,  that  ibm  aad 
thenceforth  the  present  demiBe  as  to  the  said  Crovemcrs,  to 
cease  and  revert  to  the  Hdr  at  Law  of  the  said  John 
SpsmirrFB. 

He  gives  also,  to Wosthfolk,  and Audley, 

his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parish  of  Cumbenrcnlh  wfaidi 
he  bought  of  Eowabd  Oveebv,  during  their  lives  and  the  ' 
life  of  the  Survivor,  and  then  to  the  Groveniors  in  trust  for 
the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster  there  for  ever.    The  rest  oF  his 
Estates  are  g^ven  in  like  manner. 

By  Deeds,  in  1594,  John  Bevnacle,  of  Sutterton,  in  tl^ 
County  of  Lincoln,  the  Heir  at  Law  of  Mr.  Spei^luffe,  in 
conaderation  of  £23.  paid  to  him,  and  fiirdier  that  the  good 
intentions  of  Mr.  Sprkluffb  might  not  be  frustrated  by  the 
non-performance  of  any  conditions  or  povisions  in  bis  WiQ, 
whereby  the  estate  of  the  Grovemors  of  the  revenues,  posses- 
sions, and  goods  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  and  of  th«r 
Successors,  might  in  any  wise  be  impeached  or  defeated  by 
the  siud  John  Bennaclb,  or  his  heirs, — releases^  as  wdl  for 
himself  as  his  heirs,  all  the  lands  and  i^remises  of  Mr. 
Spenluffb  with  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest  in  the 
same,  to  the  then  Grovemors  and  their  Successors. 

In  1658,  Seventeen  acres  of  meadow  land,  in  die  Parish 
of  Saleby,  were  purchased  by  the  Grovemors,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Will  of  Mr.  Langton,  of  Bilsby,  who  gave  £100. 
for  the  use  of  the  School. 

Sir  Robert  Chsistopher,  by  his  Will  dated  the  1st  of 
Febmary,  1668,  bequeathed  "  to  the  Grovemors  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  of  Alford,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
School  for  ever,  the  sum  of  £5.,  to  be  paid  yearly  for  ever, 
upon  May-Day,  or  within  Forty  days  after,  out  of  his  Lands 
in  Alford,  which  he  bought  of  Mr.  Toothby." 

There  are  two  Quinquennial  Fellowships  at  Magdalen 
CoQ^j  Cambridge,  for  boys  from  this  Foundation.  And 
there  is  also  a  Scholarship  of  £6..8.«&  per  antmrn^  at  Jesus 
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College,  Cambridge,  for  penmis  from  the  Schools  at  Caistor, 
Louth,  or  Alfcrd. 

The  Revd.  Richabd  SPBNLEy,  Master  of  the  School,  by 
his  Will  dated  the  15th  of  Jime  1583,  gave  <<  to  the  Gover- 
nors  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Elizabeth  in  Alford, 
to  the  use  of  a  Scholar  there,  Twenty  Shillings  yearly,  for 
ever,  to  be  taken  out  of  his  lands  at  Gkijrton^^ 

In  the  year  1811,  the  Revenues  of  the  School  Estates 
were, —

The  House  and  Premises  in  Alford  are  ooeuped  by  the 
Head  Master,  rent  free. 

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  "  The  Rules  and  Obdebs  ^ 

which  were  concluded  upon  by  the  Governors,  to  be  observed 

in  <<  The  Fbee  Gbammar  School  of  Alfobd,^  in  1599, 

and  about  the  first  time  The  Head  Master  was  chosen,  after 

Mr.  John  Spenluffb^s  endowm^t  was  received  :— 

I.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shaU  take  good  heed^  that 
they  receive  none  into  the  number  of  their  Scholars^  that  hath 
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any  corrupt  or  nobome  disease  in  body  cht  head  which  is  kmh- 
some,  lest  others  should  be  infected  with  the  same 

9.  They  both  shall  be  at  the  School  daily  in  the  Morning, 
both  Summer  and  Winter  season,  betwixt  Six  and  Seven  of  the 
clock,  there  to  begin  with  Prayers  for  the  better  speed  and  suc- 
cess in  their  labours,  and  so  continue  exercising  their  offices  in 
teaching  unto  Eleven  of  the  clock,  at  which  hour  they  and  their 
Scholars  shall  go  to  dinner. 

3.  After  dinner  both  they  and  their  Scholars  shall  be  at  the 
School  again  at  Chie  of  the  clock,  and  there  to  continue  in  their 
function  and  offices  *till  Five  of  the  clock  be  stricken,  at  which 
time  Prayers  being  said  they  may  depart  for  all  night. 

4.  They  shall  not  intermit  their  offices  of  teaching  or  break 
up  the  School  at  any  times  in  the  year,  but  from  the  Even  of  St 
lliomas  the  Apostle  before  the  Feast  of  the  Natirity  until  the 
day  next  after  the  Epiphany,  and  again  from  the  Tuesday  before 
Easter-day  until  the  Sunday  next  alter  Easter-day,  except  great 
Sickness  shall  enforce  thereunto. 

5.  They  shall  not  absent  themselves,  at  siu^h  time  as  the 
School  is  kept,  about  their  own  business  out  of  the  Town, 
without  the  consent  of  Two  of  the  Governors,  appointing  some 
sufficient  person  in  their  place,  if  they  be  absent  above  the  space 
of  two  days  together. 

6.  The  Schoolmaster  shall  keep  a  Roister  book  to  write  the 
names,  ages,  and  days  of  admission  and  placing  of  his  Scholars, 
to  the  end  that  their  continuance  and  pn^dency  in  Leamii^ 
may  be  certainly  known. 

7.  Whoever  shall  offer  his  Child  to  be  a  Sdiolar  in  this  Sdiool 
shall,  at  his  first  coming,  pay  unto  the  Schoolmaster  for  his 
admission  4d. 

8.  There  shall  none  be  admitted  into  this  Ghnanunar  Sdiool 
before  he  can  read  perfectly,  and  write  l^bly. 

9.  That  it  is  not  accounted  any  part  of  the  Schoolmasto'  his 
duty  to  teach  any  of  his  Scholars  to  write,  but  of  his  own  good 
will  and  gentleness. 

10.  Whoever  shall  be  absent  fitmi  the  School  (at  sudi  time 
as  the  School  is  kept)  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  else  be  com- 
monly absent,  shall  not  be  accounted  any  member  of  this  Sdiool 
(except  it  be  through  sickness  only),  unless  he  be  admitted 
again  by  the  Master,  paying  for  his  admission  4d.,  unless  it  etmH 
otherwise  be  thought  good  of  the  Master. 

11.  If  the  Schoolmaster  shall  percdve  such  untowardness  in 
any  Child  that  he  cannot  learn  the  rudiments  of  Grammar, 
dUier  wilfulness  and  negligence  that  he  will  not  learn,  that 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  &e  Schoolmaster  (his  friends  being 
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first  certified  thereof)  to  refuse  him>  as  one  unworthy  to  bear 
the  name  of  a  Scholar^  spending  his  time  in  idleness. 

12.  That  no  man  shall  have  authority  to  taunt  and  check  the 
Schoolmaster^  or  to  intermeddle  with  any  thing  pertaining  to  his 
duty,  but  only  the  Governors  of  the  School. 

13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Schoolmaster  to  expel  and 
refuse  as  Scholars,  all  such  as  shall  falsely  and  scandalously 
report  any  thing  of  the  Schoolniaster  (the  Governors  first  certi^ 
fied  thereof.)  Yea>  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  School- 
master to  ref^e  to  admit,  and  to  expulse  all  those  whose  Parents 
have  falsely  scandalized  the  Schoolmaster  by  any  evil  reports, 
nevertheless  this  whole  charge  to  be  moderated  by  the  Governors. 

14.  If  the  Scholar  be  found  apt  to  learning,  his  friends  shall 
not  remove  him  firom  this  School  to  any  other,  before  he  hath 
attained  competent  Learning  to  his  own  profit,  his  friends* 
comfort,  and  the  good  commendation  of  his  Teacher.** 

In  the  year  1802,  those  Ordinances  were  revised  by  the 
Gk>vemors,  who  then  concluded  upon  the  following  <^  Rules 
and  Oedebs,*^  which  vary  from  the  preceding,  prindpally,  in 
these  particulars,  viz., — Times  of  the  Master^s  Attendances 
— Length  of  the  Vacations, — and  the  Terms  of  Admisaon 
to  be  pidd  by  the  Scholars. 

Hours  or  Attendance. — The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall 
both  be  at  the  School,  daily,  in  the  Summer  season,  from  Lady- 
day  to  Michaelmas,  fh>m  T  to  9  o*Clock  in  the  morning,  then 
fitnn  10  to  l^,  and  from  2  to  5  o*Clock  in  the  evening ; — ^And, 
in  the  Winter  season,  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  fit>m  8  to 
12  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  from  2  to  5  o*Clock  in  the 
evening. 

Subject  of  Prater. — That  the  Head  Master,  or  some 
Scholar  to  be  appointed  by  him,  shall  read  Prayers  each  morning 
and  evening,  for  good  success  in  their  labours,  and  the  improve- 
ment  of  their  Scholars  as  well  in  Learning,  as  in  the  Religion  of 
the  Established  Church  of  England. 

Vacations. — ^To  be  from  &e  16th  of  December  to  the  Eve 
of  St.  Paul)  and  again  from  the  Tuesday  before  Easter  to  the 
Wednesday  after;  and,  lastly,  frt>m  the  2l8t  of  June  *till  the 
25th  of  JiQy.  No  other  intermissions  of  teadiing,  except  in  the 
case  of  great  general  sickness. 

In  case  of  a  Scholar's  absence  from  sickness,  a  certificate  shall 
be  required  from  a  Crentleman  of  the  Faculty. 

If  from  other  causes,  a  certain  length  of  time,  or  commonly 
absent,  such  Scholar  shall  pay  at  his  re-entrance  lOi.  6d.

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(mttead  of  4d.),  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  thought  good  by  tite 
Master. 

Note.  The  fourteenth  original  Rule  is  not  mentioned,  nor  anj 
other  substituted  in  it's  stead. 

Terms. — A  child  at  his  first  coming  shall  pay,  as  a  Free 
Scholar,  to  the  Head  Master  10t..6d.  entrance.  And  to  the 
Usher  Two  guineas  annuaUff,  and  5f .  entrance. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  Head  Master,  in  1802, 
the  following  ^^  Conditions  ^  were  required  to  be  subacxibed 
by  his  Successor  :— 

1.  That  he  shall  observe  for  himself  and  Scholars  the  several 
Rules  and  Orders  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  Goveruon  for 
the  good  management  of  the  said  School,  iod  dated  the  2d  of 
March,  1802. 

9.  That  the  said  Master  shall  accept  of  a  Salary  of  not  less 
than  i.*100.  per  anmm,  and  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  house 
and  garden,  for  his  teaching  the  Free  Scholars  in  tJ^  said  School, 
and  shall  assent  to  the  Grovemors  disposing  of  the  remaiDder  of 
the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  School,  in  the  payment  of  a 
Salary  to  an  Usher  or  Under-Master,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
English  grammatically,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  the  said  Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
in  their  judgement  shall  think  proper,  for  the  ben^t  of  the  said 
Institution. 

3.  That  the  said  Bfaster  shall  keep  and  leave  the  said  School- 
house  and  Premises,  in  good  and  substantial  repair,  and  shall 
not  let  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  without  consent  of  the 
Governors. 

4.  That  if  the  said  Master  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or  abuse 
the  trust  reposed  in  him,  or  shall  be  absent  finom  his  School  more 
than  Fourteen  days,  except  in  the  Vacations,  without  ccMisent  of 
the  Governors,  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  discharge  him  upon  a 
Quarter's  warning. 

5.  That  if  he  shall  accept  of  any  Benefice  other  than  Curacies 
in  the  neighbourhood,  without  the  like  consent,  he  shall  imme- 
diately relinquish  the  said  School,  and  the  Gk>vemor5  may  pro- 
ceed to  chuse  another  Master  in  his  stead. 

6.  That  the  said  Master  shall  enter  into  a  Bond  on  his 
appointment,  to  the  said  Goyemors,  in  the  penalty  of  Onb 
Thousand  Pounds,  to  oblige  him  to  observe  and  perform  the 
conditions  above-mentioned*' ! ! ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd  William 
Thomfson,  who  was  elected  in  1802. 
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The  endowment  left  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  John  Spbnluffe, 
for  the  Head  Master,  was  regularly  paid. to  this  Gentleman 
until  the  year  1808 ;  When  a  contest  having  arisen  among 
the  Grovemors,  about  the  disposal  of  the  Vicarage  of  Saleby, 
*^  two  of  their  own  body  laying  down  the  office  of  Governors 
and  becoming  Candidates.''  The  unsuccessful  party  then 
resigned  their  offices. 

Since  that  affisur,  the  Governors  have  been  induced  to 
apply  Sixty  pounds  a  year,  out  of  a  Salary  which  was  left 
exclusively  to  the  Head  Master,  for  the  support  of  an 
Under-Master, — and  have  thrown  the  School  open  to  the 
whole  Population,  ^^  who  send  their  Children,  Kteredh/,  to 
learn  their  Alphabet^ 

Before  that  circumstance,  the  present  Head  Master  had  a 
creditable  School,  and  a  number  of  Boarders ; — ^but,  on  this 
alteration,  they  were  taftn  away. 
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BOSTON. 

Thb  Geammak  School  of  Boston  was  founded  and  encbived 
by  Queen  Mast  in  the  year  1554,  for  the  imfaudin  of 
boys  and  youth  in  Gkammar,  and  may  be  oonadoed  as 
open,  for  such  education,  to  those  who  are  naim  d  the 
Town  or  Parish. 

The  building  was  erected  by  The  Mayor  and  Burgeises 
of  the  Town  in  1567,  being  the  ninth  year  of  Queen  Elba- 
BKTH,  and  is  a  spacious,  lofty,  and  airy  Room,  having  fiw 
windows  on  each  side,  and  one  at  eadi  end.  TbeWindows 
were£rameriy  ornamented  with  stained  glaa,  «nJ  con^^ 
the  following  Arms, —  >

There  b  a  good  yard,  or  pl^- 
giound,  with  a  high  waU  round  it    But  there  is  no  hoa« 
appointed  for  the  residence  of  either  the  Mastff ,  or  Uaber. 
The  original  Endowment  conasted  of  certain  m^^^ 
lands,  tenements,  woods,  raits,  reverooos,  kc.  on 
present  amount  of  the  value  rf  that  oidowment,  wfartfi 
relates  to  die  Schod  alone,  cannot  be  easily  ««*'^^ 
prednon,  as  other  purposes  besides  the  founding 
Schodl,  and  die  maintaining  of  a  Master  and  Usber,  were 
included  in  the  original  Grrant  ^, 

The  sum  rf  £20.  is  the  most  andent  Salary  upon  kcow, 

as  having  been  paid  to  the  Master. 
The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  have  for  ©any 
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years  been  generally  used  here.  There  is,  however,  no  par- 
ticular system  of  Education  prescribed  by  the  Statutes ;  the 
Master  being  left  to  his  own  discretion  in  adopting  such 
methods,  and  usbg  such  books,  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be 
the  best  calculated  to  promote  the  improvement  of  his  Pupils. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Banks, 
B.  D.,  who,  on  his  being  elected  to  the  School  in  17^0,  was 
iqppointed  to  receive  £20.  per  annum  as  his  Stipend  fix>m 
The  Corporation,  together  with  the  further  additional  allow- 
ance of  £80.  annually,  during  the  approbation  and  pleasure 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Coundl  in  Common- 
Hall  assembled,  who  are  the  Patrons  of  the  School :  Which 
additional  sum  has  ^nce  been  increased  to  £100.  per  afmutn. 
This  Gentleman  resides  in  a  large  and  commodious  Dwelling 
in  a  very  open  and  healthy  part  of  the  Town.  He  receives 
into  hb  House  a  small  number  of  young  Grentlemen ;  his 
terms,  for  the  Board  and  Education  of  each  Pupil,  bdng 
only  Thirty-four  Pounds  per  annum.  For  the  greater  ad- 
vantage of  the  youth  intrusted  to  his  care,  he  retains  in  his 
House  a  Writing-Master,  who  constantly  attends  the  School. 
The  present  system  of  Education,  in  this  Grammar  School, 
is  such  as  to  prepare  the!  Pupils  for  the  great  Public  Schools, 
the  Univerrities,  or  for  Commercial  business ;  and  every  re- 
gard b  shown  to  thar  Morals  and  religious  Principles. 

The  present  Usher,  or  Second  Ma&ter,  is.  The  Revd. 
Thomas  Mitchinson,  A.  B.,  whose  yearly  Salary  from  The 
Corporation  b  £60.

The  Fbbs  Gramme b  School  at  Butterwick  was  founded 
on  the  2d  of  November,  1665,  by  Anthony  Pinchbeck,  of 
Butterwick,  Yeoman,  ^^  for  the  love  and  good  will,  which 
he  beareth  the  Inhabitants  of  Butterwick  and  within  the 
Hundred  of  the  same,  and  for  the  better  educating  and  in- 
structing in  Learning  all  the  Children  and  Youth,  at  all 
times  hereafter  inhaUting  in  Butterwick  aforesaid,  and  the 
Hundred  thereof,^ — and  liberally  endowed  by  him  with 
lands  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Fishtoft,  Butterwick,  Lever- 
ton,  and  Friskney,  which,  in  1814,  were  let  for  £200.  per 
annumy  but  by  a  recent  Inclosure  have  been  augmented  to 
£250. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Wilson  Bankp. 
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CAISTOil. 

The  Fbxs  Gbammae  School  at  Caistor  was  Sounded  in 
punuanoe  of  the  Will  of  Feancis  Rawlikson,  GeA^ 
Hector  of  the  Parish  o£  Su  Nidiolas  in  Soudi  Kdaey,  dated 
the  20th  of  December,  1630,  which  is  as  f!:JIowB: — 

"  I  give,  commit,  and  bequeath  into  the  hands  of  Tlie  Right 
Worshipful  Sir  Edwabd  Ascovgh,  the  sunm:ie  of  ir400 ,  to  be 
laid  out  and  disposed  by  him  upon  land  to  be  giren  and  assured 
for  ever  by  License  of  Mortmaine,  or  sudi  other  conveyance  and 
assurance  as  the  Law  in  sudi  case  requireth,  for  and  towards 
the  Foundation  and  maintenance  of  a  Free  Giammar  School  to 
continue  for  ever  in  the  Markett  Town  of  Caistor  in  the  Cotmty 
of  Lincoln,  if  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Town  of  Csistor  sbaB  and 
wiU  at  their  own  proper  costs  and  charges  erect  and  build  up, 
in  some  convenient  place  in  that  Town,  aHofuse  meet  and  suffi> 
dent  in  the  opinion  and  judgment  of  the  said  Sir  Edwabd  • 
AscouoH  or  his  heirs,  to  be  the  said  School-house,  wittun  two 
years  after  my  decease : — 

*'  Item,  my  WiU  is  that  the  said  £400.  be  paid  by  my  Execu- 
tors into  the  hands  of  the  said  Sir  Edwabd  Atscocoh  wiUiin 
one  year  next  after  my  decease,  to  be  bestowed  as  aforesaid,  and 
that  the  £400.  be  not  only  to  purchase  £20.  per  enswm,  but 
also  for  all  assurances  whatsoever  concerning  the  same  -,  And  if 
any  thing  remain  of  the  said  £400.,  my  Will  is,  it  shall  be  repaid 
to  my  Executors : — 

*'  Item,  My  will  and  desire  is  that  the  said  Sir  Edwabd  Ats- 
couoH,  and  his  heirs  for  eveo  be  Feoffees  in  Trust,  and  j^tnu^ 
and  Protectors  of  the  said  School,  to  elect  a  fitt  and  sufficient 
Sdioolmaster  as  often  as  the  place  shall  be  void,  and  for  the 
letting  and  leasing  of  all  such  lands  as  shall  be  purchased  vrith 
the  said  £400.,  and  for  paying  imto  the  said  Master  tberectf  the 
yearly  Stipend  which  shall  arise  out  of  the  said  land  > — 

*^  And  because  I  doe  wholy  commit  the  Trust  c^  this  thing 
unto  the  said  Sir  Edwabd  A8coc7gh  and  his  heirs,  therefore  my 
will  and  dedre  is  that  the  ToMm  of  Caistor,  and  whatsoever 
Towns  besides  that  shall  send,  shall  be  free  to  have  their  CSM- 
ren  taught  in  the  said  School." 

This  Will  was  executed  in  the  j^'esaice  oIByb  Witnesses, 
and  was  proved  at  Lincoln  on^  the  21st  of  January^  1630-31. 
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With  Mr.  Rawlinson's  bequest  the  Great  Tythes  of 
fieesby  were  purchased,  which,  now  produce  about  £130. 
per  a/Miium. 

A  subsequent  Eddowment  was  made  by  William  H  an- 
soRD,  Esq.,  with  which  lands  were  purchased  in  the  Parish 
of  Cumberworth,  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £60. 

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  the  ^^  Oedsbs  and  Obdi* 
NANCES,"  which  were  made  by  the  original  Feoffees. 

1.  Thrtt,  according  to  the  Will  of  the  said  Francis  Rawlin- 
soN,  not  only  the  town  of  Caster^  but  also  all  other  Towns  are 
to  be  free  to  send  their  Children  and  Youth  to  be  instructed  in 
good  Literature.  And  neither  the  Schoolmaster  nor  the  Usher 
for  the  time  being,  nor  their  Successors^  are  to  neglect  or  refuse 
to  teach  or  instruct  any  Child  or  You^  which  shall  come  or  be 
sent  to  them  to  be  taught  or  instructed,  except  such  Child  or 
Youth  shall  by  reason  of  some  Leproisie,  Scall,  or  infeciiaiu 
Disease  be  thought  or  deemed  by  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  the  Town  of  Caster  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them>  imfit  to  be  admitted  into  the  Society  or 
Company  of  other  Children.  And  in  such  case,  the  Schoolmas- 
ter and  Usher  ought  to  take  special  care,  that  no  such  diseased 
Child  or  Children  be  admitted  into  the  said  School. 

2.  Item,  The  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  for  the  time  being,  or 
their  SSuccessors,  are  not  to  expect,  demand,  exact,  or  require 
any  money,  salary,  reward,  or  wages  other  than  the  Stipends 
or  Rents  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  School,  for  the 
teaching  or  instructing  of  any  Child  or  Children  but  what  shall 
be  freely  given  as  a  Gratuity,  without  requiring,  exacting  or 
expecting  they  may  receive,  yet  always  regarding  that  they  be 
as  careftill  and  diligent  in  instructing  the  Poor  as  the  Rich,  and 
those  from  or  by  whom  no  gratuity  or  reward  cometh  to  Uiem^ 
as  those  from  or  by  whom  they  receive grsitmty  or  reward. 

3.  Item,  the  Scholars  are  to  repair  to  the  School  before  Seven 
of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher 
by  or  at  Seven  ;  and  there  to  remain  till  Eleven,  without  any 
intermission  for  any  time  of  Breakfast  after  Seven  of  the  Clock. 
Also  the  Schoolmaster,  Scholars,  and  Usher  are  to  return  to  the 
School  in  the  Afternoon  by  One  of  the  clock,  and  thereto  remain 
'mFive. 

4.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  according  to  the 
mind  and  intention  of  William  Hansord,  Esq.,  (from  whom 
a  good  benefit  came  to  the  said  School)  are  every  Saturday  Af- 
ternoon, fiom  One  of  the  clock  to  Three,  and  at  such  other 
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times  as  they  shall  think  fit>  to  teach  and  instmct  their  Scholars 
in  the  rudiments  of  Religion^  as  the  Catechism  used  in  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  Nowel^s  Catechism,  or  other  Catechism, 
and  the  construing  of  Chapters  in  the  Greek  or  Latin  Testa- 
ment. 

5.  Item,  the  said  Schoobnaster  or  Usher  are  not  to  refrain  the 
Sdiool  upon  the  Eves  of  Holidays,  or  any  other  days,  before 
Three  of  the  Ckxrk  in  the  Aftamoon, — ^nor  then  neidier  but 
rarely,  and  that  at  the  Shoolmaster^s  discreticm,  except  it  be  in 
case  where  some  Gentleman  Stranger,  or  other,  desire  orreqioest 
of  the  said  Schoolmaster  a  Play-day  for  the  Scholars,  whidi  is 
rarely  to  be  granted  at  any  one*s  request  for  more  time  than  one 

afternoon ; — ^And  upon  such  Play-days School  Exercise, 

as  Verses,  Epistles,  or  Latins, master  appointed  to  the 

Scholars  fit  for  such  exercises make  against  the  next 

day. 

6.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Sclu>lar5  are  to 
repair  to  the  School,  and  not  give  over  for  or  against  Cbristinss 
*till  "  O  Sapientia;***^ — nor  for  or  against  Easter  or  Witsuntide, 
before  the  Wednesday  next  before  each  of  the  same  Feasts  j — 
nor  in  the  Potation  or  Oerk-Thunday  Week}"  before  Tuesday  at 
noon,  and,  on  the  Friday  in  that  Week,  to  repair  to  the  Church 
again. 

7.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  is  to  have  out  of  theKents  and 
Profits  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  School  the  yearly 
Stipend  of  40  marks,  and  the  Usher  the  yearly  Stipend  of  20 
marks,  and  both  of  them  are  carefully  to  see  to  ^e  performance 
of  those  orders,  that  no  complaint  for  not  observing  thereof  be 
made  to  Sir  Edward  Ayscough,  Knight,  his  heirs  or  assigns. 
Patron  or  Protector  of  the  said  School,  at  whose  pleasure  it  is 
at  any  time  to  place  or  displace  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher, 
as  to  him  and  Uiem  shall  seem  meet. 

8.  Item,  the  residue  of  the  profits  of  the  said  lands  over  and 
besides  the  40  marks  perjannum  to  the  said  Head  Master,  and 
20  marks  per  annum  to  the  Usher,  is  in  the  first  place  to  go  to 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  said  School-house,  and  if  any 
thing  remain,  the  same  to  be  bestowed  in  some  charitable  way

^  The  Clerk t  Ale  was  in  the  Easter  Holidays,  and  was  the 
method  taken  to  enable  Clerks  of  Parishes  to  collect  more  rea- 
dily their  dues ;  or,  as  it  is  expressed  in  Aubrey's  MS.  History 
of  Wilts,  as  cited  by  Mr.  Warton  in  his  History  of  English 
Poetry,  '*  it  was  for  the  Clerk t  private  benefit  and  the  solace  of 
the  neighbourhood.*' 
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within  the  Town  of  Caster^  as  the  said  Edwabd  Atscough 
shall  appoint. 

9.  Lastly,  for  the  preventing  of  such  mischief  and  inconveni- 
ence as  may  happen  to  the  said  Town  and  School  by  the  death 
of  the  Feoffees,  in  whom  the  estate  of  the  lands  for  maintenance 
and  upholding  the  said  School,  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher  remain- 
eth,  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  are  to  take  care,  when 
any  one  of  the  Feoffees  thereof  dieth^  presently  after  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ayscough,  hi^  heirs  or 
assigns,  and  to  put  him  or  them  in  mind  to  put  other  Feofiees, 
instead  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  before  such  time  as  there  be 
too  few  of  the  same  Feoffees  remaining  alive. 
"  Feoffees  for  the  School  lands  in  Beesby  are  these,—

It  does  not  appear  that  any  Feofiees  were  ever  after  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Patronage  of  the  School  has  been,  for  many  years, 
in  the  Boucheebtt  Family,  and  the  present  Patron  is  Ays- 
cough  BoucHEBETT,  Esq.,  of  North  Willingham,  in  the 
County  of  Lincoln. 

There  is  no  House  attached  to  the  Endowment,  as  the 
resident  Vicars  have  generally  been  the  Masters. 

The  School  is  open  to  Children  indefinitely,  and  is  free 
of  expense  to  M  the  World.  Children  are  admitted  when 
they  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  Bible,  and  remain  as  long 
as  their  parents  or  fiiends  think  proper.  The  present  num- 
ber of  boys  and  girls  in  the  School  is  between  30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used,  when  required ;  but 
English,  writing,  and  arithmetic  are  prindpaUy  taught. 

There  is  one  Exhibition  at  Jesus  College,  Cambridge, 
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of  about  £10.  jifrofMNMiHanflbig  from  lands  in  the  Pariflli 
of  Harfarough,  for  Sdidan  from  Caistor,  Louth,  or  Alford; 
but  no  one  hat  been  sent  from  thiB  Scbod  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  RowLAim  Bowstxad, 
Those  Sakry  is  £130.  fer  ommmn^  arising  from  die  rental 
of  BeeJbji  Tythes.  Thb  Gentleman  has  no  BoarderB  as 
Pupils  at  present 

The  Usher  enjoys  the  roital  of  the  Cvmhermortii  Estate, 
being  £60. /»fr  oiMMMfi.     He  has  no  Boarders  as  Pupils. 

John  BAENAmn,  D JD.,  the  son  of  one  <^  the  cnigiiial 
Feoffees,  was  educated  at  this  Scbod.  He  was  the 
author  of  the  <<  Centmra  Ckn^!'  whidi  was  published  with- 
out  hbname. 
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GAINSBOROUGH. 

The  Fbee  Gbammab  School  of  Gainsborough  was 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  permitted  any  of  her 
liege  Subjects  to  endow  it  with  lands,  or  other  property,  not 
exceeding  in  value  £30.  per  annum. 

If  any  persons  availed  themselves  of  the  Queen^s  permis- 
fflon,  their  bequests  have  been  totally  lost ! 

It  is  not  improbable,  that  some  of  the  original  Petitioners 
to  the  Queen  did  endow  the  School:  For  the  Charter  ap- 
points Twelve  of  the  more  discreet  and  substantial  Inha- 
bitants of  Gainsborough,  of  whom  the  Vicar  for  the  time 
being  is  always  to  be  one,  Govbbnobs  and  Tbustebs  of 
the  School,  and  of  the  lands,  hereditaments,  and  premises 
belonging  to  it ;  constituting  them  a  Corporation,  with  the 
usual  privil^es  of  such  a  body. 

It  was  intended  that  there  should  be  Thpo  Masters,  for 
the  Trustees  are  required  to  find  ^^  prcpriis  oneribus^  a 
proper  house  for  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Usher. 

In  the  year  1734,  James  Whabton,  of  Mansfield, 
in  the  County  of  Nottingham,  left  by  Will,  to  the  Grovemors 
and  Trustees  of  this  School,  certiun  lands  and  houses  in  the 
Parishes  of  Beckingham,  and  Saundby,  in  the  same  County, 
for  the  purpose  ctf  teaching  Twentt-two  poor  Bo^s  or 
Girh  of  the  Parish  of  Gainsborough,  and  Five  o£  the 
Parish  of  Beckingham,  to  read  and  write,  and  cast  aooompts, 
and  to  buy  them  clothes  and  books,  and  to  put  out  Two 
of  the  former  number  apprentices,  and  also  to  give  to  the 
Poor  of  Gainsborough  a  certain  quantity  of  Bread;  ap- 
portioning these  bequests  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  make 
them  amount  altogether  to  the  then  rait  of  the  property. 
Certain  proviaons  were  inserted  for  the  prevention  of  a 
deficiency,  from  change  of  times  or  drcumstances ;  but  no 
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directioiis  were  given,  in  case  of  a  sur^dus.  The  estate  his 
been,  for  many  years  past,  much  more  than  equal  to  die 
intentions  of  the  Donor. 

The  Grammar  School  of  G^dnsbofough  had  been  i&- 
cotUinucd  for  many  years,  until  about  the  year  17^5,  whoi 
the  then  Vicar  of  the  Parish,  TTie  Revd.  D.  H.  Vkojiuart, 
finding  considerable  sums  of  money,  arising  from  this  and 
other  estates,  left  to  the  same  Trustees,  unapplied;  ^nd 
being  of  ojnnion  that  the  Trustees  would  be  justified  in 
making  use  of  this  money,  as  well  as  of  the  continaed 
annual  surjdus,  for  the  re-establishment  of  The  Grammar 
School ;  and  having  nused  in  aid   £400.  by  a  Tontine  of 
Forty  Shares,  the  interest   thereof  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Surplus  rents  of  the  said  estates,  as  long  as  any  of  the 
Subscribers  shall  survive,  very  nobly  vxAJbriumUefy  caused 
a  School-house  to  be  erected  upon  a  piece  of  land  of  about 
^^  an  CLcrCy'  which  had  been  awarded  to  The  Trustees  a 
little  time  before  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed,  fi>r  in- 
doong  the  Parish. 

The  Revd.  James  Cox,  M.  A.,  from  Windiester,  (now 
D.  D.).  was  appointed  by  Hie  Trustees  Master  of  the 
School,  with  a  Stipend  of  £30.  per  a/imum  to' be  paid  out  of 
the  aforesaid  raits ;  but  without  h&ng  required  to  teach 
any  Free  boys.  In  the  year  1796  he  took  possessicni  of  the 
house,  and  opened  the  School 

In  the  year  1816  the  Vicar  of  the  Town,  The  Bevd, 
Jamss  Fotsusegill,  and  some  others  of  the  Trustees  be- 
gun to  fed  certain  scruples,  that  they  were  not  acting  rig^t 
in  applying  the  money  to  these  purposes,  and  Xhej  gave 
the  Master  notice  to  quit  the  house,  and  petitioned  the  Court 
of  Chancery  for  directions.  The  business  is,  therefore,  now 
befcnre  that  Court 

The  terms  of  the  present  Master,  for  Board  and  Educa- 
tion, are  Forty  guineas  per  annum,  and  for  Day-Scholars 
Eight  guineas.    Hie  boys  of  the  former  description  have 
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never  much  exceeded  Forty  in  number,  and  the  latter  have 
been,  on  an  average,  foiuteen  or  fifteen. 

Hie  Grammars  which  are  used,  are  the  Eton  ;  but  others 
are  called  in  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  them,  particularly 
of  the  Latin.  Much  attention  has  been  paid  to  Greek, 
Latin,  and  English  Ccnnpoeation ;  but  it  has  been  also 
the  object  of  the  Master,  in  many  successful  itistances,  to 
combine  a^  scientific,  or  a  commercial  with  a  Classical  Edu- 
cation. 

During  the  short  re-establidunent  of  the  School  many 
young  men  or  shining  Talents  have  been  educated  in  it. 
And,  perhaps,  it  is  a  circumstance  not  ea^y  paralleled  in 
such  a  recent  Institution,  that  in  one  year  four  of  the  Pu- 
pils, being  all  who  took  their  Degree  that  year,  were  high 
among  the  Honours  at  Cambric^,  viz.y  the  Second  imd 
One  other  Wrangler,  and  two  Senior  Optim^,  one  of  whom 
was  the  Senior  Medallist  of  the  same  year. 

Edwabd  Rainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  received  the  early 
part  of  his  education  at  this  School. 
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GLANFORD  BRIDGE  alias  Brigg. 

STir  John  NBLTHOin,  Bart,  hy  hb  WiD  djited  the  11th  of 
September  1669,  vested  certain  Estates  in  Trustees,  for  the 
building  and  endowing  a  F&ss  Geammab  School  on  lands 
purchased  by  him  near  the  Tofwn  of  Glanfbrd  Ibidge: 
And  the  present  Sdxxd,  with  suitaUe  dwdlings  iot  a  Mas- 
ter and  Usher  under  one  roof,  were  erected  in  1674. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  a  small  Farm  at  Fulsby, 
and  some  dispersed  lands  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Horn- 
castle, — and  others,  in  the  Parish  of  Ukebj,  appropriated 
to  the  Usher.  Out  of  the  rents  of  which  the  Sdiool-house 
is  kept  in  repair,  the  Master  and  Udier  receive  their  Sala^ 
ries,  and  Two  poor  boys  are  dothed,  muntained,  and  edu- 
cated from  the  Parishes  of  Leggesby,  and  Fulsby . 

The  rental  of  all  these  Estates  amounted,  un^  hi^y> 
to  £160.  per  ammum ;  but  upon  the  conduflion  of  some 
leases,  the  Master^s  part  now  lets  for  £24a  fer  atmum^ 
out  of  which  he  maintains  the  Two  poor  boys^— and  die 
Ush^'s  part  for  £100. 

The  benevolent  Founder  directed,  that  the  boys  bom 
in  the  Town  of  Brigg,  and  in  several  other  Parishes,  where 
he  had  estates,  should  be  taught  the  Learned  languages, 
gratia^^axA  that  all  other  boys,  *'  wheresoever  bom,'* 
should  be  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
free  of  expense.    The  Trustees  have,  however,  Umiied  tibe 
niunber  in  the  School  to  Eighty.    The  places  of  diese  are 
fiUed  up,  as  often  as  vacancies  occur,  most  honourably 
by  the  Master  <^  without  demanding  any  Entrance  money." 
The  present  Tbustbxs  are,—

Scholars  have  gcme  off  to  each  Uniyersity  promiscuoudy^ 
but  have  neither  Scholarships  nor  exhibitions  fix>m  the 
School  Two  late  Pupls  will  take  thdr  first  D^;ree  at 
Cambridge  next  Term»  and  being  the  foremost  of  their  year, 
in  their  respective  Colleges,  are  expected  to  stand  high  in 
The  University  Honours.  One  of  the  Mathematical  Pro^ 
fessors  in  The  East  India  CoU^  was  educated  here,  and  he 
is  also  a  Fellow  of  St  John's  CoU^,  Cambridge. 

The  situation  of  the  School-house,  in  afield  of  eight  acres, 
is  pleasant,  airy,  and  healthy,  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
Town.  The  three  last  Masters  held  their  c^oes  One  Hun- 
DBBD  and  Thbee  Ybabs  ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Waltbb^ 
B.  A.,  late  Fellow  d*  Corpus  Christi  CoU^e,  Cambridge, 
and  Vicar  of  Market  Raisen,  who  was  elected  at  Midsum- 
mer 1787.  This  Gentlemen  takes  Boarders  at  Thirty  gui- 
neas ffcr  annumj  and  Four  guineas  for  Classical  education. 
About  nine  years  since,  the  Trustees  agreed  to  let  the  Mas- 
ter appcHnt  his  own  Usher,  stipula&ig  only  that  the  latter 
should  receive  the  full  emdumaits  of  his  CMSce  according 
to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

TTie  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Watson, 
who  takes  Boarders  at  Twenty  guineas  per  annumy — the 
English  education  being  gno^. 

By  the  Will  of  the  Founder,  he  settles  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
School  his  Tythes  of  Market  Raisen^  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
VOL.

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Miiiister  to  preadk  a  wwAlj  Scfona  every  Lovf  s  Diy  in  the 
Afternoon  in  the  Parish  Chvrch  of  that  Town. 

To  the  some  Trustees,  he  gives  his  Tythe  Beans  and  Pease  in 
Barro\v,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Minister  to  pre^^  a  Sennon 
weekly  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Afterooon  in  tkt  Parish  Chnrdi 
of  Barrow. 

To  the  same  l^rustees^  he  gives  his  Tythe  Hay  in  Bleasby 
in  the  Parish  of  Leggesby,  for  the  nndntenance  of  a  Minister  to 
preach  a  weekly  Sermoa  every  Lord's  Day  in  die  AfteroDOB  in 
the  Parish  Church  of  Leggesby. 

The  Town  of  Brigg  stands  in  Four  Parishes,  and  bad  oii* 
gnydy  «o  pfaKS  of  WonUp  iBKfer  tbe  Sstabiiahniei^  BB^ 
than  OBemile«Dd  an  half.  I&tbeyetf  1699,  Fwr  Gentle- 
men buitt  and  endowed  «  small  Chapd,  md  vested  certaki 
EitateB  in  tbebr  own  Heirs  and  tbe  Trustees  of  the  ScbooL 
Hie  first  Minister  of  this  Chiqpel  was  also  Master  of  tlw 
Sdiool,— Ins  name  was  Jamxs  Cook,-— awl  Ids  right  to  the 
appoiotnient  being  dispated  by  the  tbea  Vicar  of  tbe  Pansb 
in  which  the  Chapel  stands,  the  matter  was  oompronsed, 
and  aBond  finim  the  Vicar,  dated  tk  I7tb  of  October,  1709, 
waa  given,  by  wkidi  be  Unds  himKlf  and  Us  Sucxxsaors 
nerar  more  to  molest  the  said  James  Cook,  or  his  SiKxes- 
sors  in  the  School,  irom  officiating  in  the  Chapel.  In  As, 
however,  the  Vicar  seems  to  have  exceeded  his  powers^  for 
the  present  Vicnr  enjoys  and  daims  tbe  Chofd  Ettaiet  in 
virtiie  of  bis  Office  as  Vicar. 

There  are  no  precise  directioBs  in  the  Will,  as  to  the  per- 
S0M  to  be  appointed.  The  Head  Master  who  was  appoint- 
ed about  tbe  year  171^  was  a  Loj/numy  and  be  contimKd 
to  preside  avet  the  Scbool  Fortt^fitb  years,  which  probalK 
fy  kxA  the  Cbi^  to  tbe  Scfaoohnasler. 

The  Trustees  have  presented  to  tbe  Preacber^bip  at  Bar- 
row, worth  about  £20(^  per  aniMimv  but  die  Vicars  of 
Market  Raiaen  and  L^[geaby  enjoy  tbe  Tythcs  befiire 
mentioned;  without  any  qiecial  appdntmeeit  ^bool  llie 
TruiteoaoftbeSdiocd. 

The  VioBri^  of  Mail^  Raiom  is  in  ^e  g^«r  tbeOrowB, 
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and  the  Parish  was  inclosed  by  Act  of  Parliament  about  50 
years  since,  without  any  claim  being  made  by  The  Trus- 
tees, and  an  Allotment  of  land  ^ven  i^  lieu  of  aU  Tythes 
without  any  distinction;  so  that  an  appliaition  to  the 
Coiut  of  Chancery  will  be  necessary  to  distinguish  what 
belongs  to  the  Vicar,  and  what  to  the  Preacher  appointed 
by  The  Trustees. 

In  order  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Truf^ 
tees,  to  examme  the  proficiency  made  by  the  Scholars,  which 
The  Founder  directs,  shall  take  place  twice  in  every  year, 
ikffy  have  the  rent  of  am  estate  at  Gainsborough,  now  let 
fyr  £\2.  per  annum. 

Thf  Market  Town  of  Brigg  lies  in  a  narrow  Valley,  on 
the  river  Jnefiholmcy  which  is  navigable  19  miles  up  the 
Country,  and  was  noted  for  it's  Eels  in  the  time  of  Cahdsn« 
A  considerable  Trade  b  carried  on  here  in  com,  coals,  and 
rabbit  dpns.  The  Valley  runs  North  and  Souths  and  the 
adjaomt  Hills  are  wdl  wooded 
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GHANTHAM. 


Tbb  Frks  Grammab  School  at  Grahtham  was  founded 
by  Richard  Fox,  Bishop  of  Winchestrar,  Founder  of  Cor. 
pus  Christi  CoUq^e,  Oxford,  one  of  the  favourite  Minis- 
ten  of  HENRr  the  Seventh,  and  a  native  of  Ropeslej  near 
Grantham: — 

Who,  by  Indenture  made  the  Sd  of  October,  1528,  between 
himself  on  the  one  part ;  John  Blathokd,  Prraident  of  Corpus 
Christi  College  in  Oxford,  and  the  Sdiolars  of  the  same  College 
on  the  Second  part ;  Robbrt  Wastkll,  Alderman  of  the  Town 
of  Grantham,  and  Uie  Burgesses  of  the  same,  on  the  third  part ; 
and  William  Dis^bt,  of  Norton  Disney,  in  the  County  of 
Lincoln,  Esquire,  on  the  fourth  part  i  demised  certain  messu- 
ages, lands,  and  tenements  in  the  Counties  of  Lincoln  and  So- 
merset, to  the  President  and  Scholars  and  their  Successors,  for 
the  term  of  Fourscore  years,  upon  condition,  that  they  diould 
pay  JC6..13..4.  "  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  bdng,  and 
actually  teaching  Grammar  in  the  School-house,  which  the  said 
Bishop  hath  builded  within  the  said  Towne  of  Grantham,  and 
dwelling  and  household  keeping  in  and  upon  ^e  Mansbn  place 
nigh  a$oining  the  said  School-house,  which  the  said  Bishop 
hath  likewise  builded,**  "  and  sufficiently  repayre,  and  maintain 
the  said  School-himse  and  Mansion  place,  during  the  said  Four- 
score years  at  their  own  costs,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  said  time 
to  leave  the  same  sufficiently  repayred.**  With  power  for  the 
said  Aldennen  and  Bui^gesses  to  distrain  on  the  Possessions  in 
Lincolnshire  for  the  said  Rent,  and  Reparations  : — 

''  And  further  the  President  and  Scholars  covenanten  with 
the  said  Bishop,  that  if  for  a  time  the  said  office  of  Schoolinas- 
ter  be  voyd  by  death  or  otherwise,  and  that  no  sudi  School- 
master then  be  at  any  of  the  days  <^  payment^  that  then  the  said 
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President  and  Scholars,  and  their  Successors,  shall  pay  unto  the 
said  Robert  Wastbll  or  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grant- 
ham then  being,  the  moiety  of  the  said  rent  then  due  to  the  only 
use  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  the  same  Town,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  retain  themselves  toward  the  reparations  of 
the  said  School-house  and  Mansion  place  and  other  the  pre- 
mises j*'  with  power  to  distrain  for  it. 

The  Foundation  of  Bishop  Fox  was  augmented,  in  1553, 
by  King  Edwaeb  the  Sixth ;  who,  upon  the  Petition  of  The 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses,  by  letters  Patent,  granted,  that 
there  should  be  one  Grammar  School  in  the  scud  Town,  to 
be  caUed  "  The  Feeb  Grammab  School  of  King  Edward 
the  Sixth,*  **  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Boys  and 
Youths  in  Latin  and  Greek,  with  one  Master  or  Pedagogue 
fin*  ever  to  continue  :^  And  that  it  might  be  the  better  sup- 
ported. His  Majesty  endowed  the  same  with  the  possessions 
of  the  Dissolved  Chantries  of  7^  Hob/  Trinity,  and  of  The 
Blessed  Mary  in  Grantham,  with  certain  small  annual  Rents 
for  the  observance  of  Obits,  and  an  Anniversary  in  the  Pa- 
rish Churdi  of  Grantham;  which  possessions  were  then 
extended  to  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £14..3..3.,  reserving 
thereout  an  annual  Rent  of  l6s..Sd.  to  be  paid  to  the 
Crown. 

In  consideration  of  this  Grant,  the  Aldermen  and  Bur- 
gesses, were  to  find  **  one  fit,  honest,  skilful,  and  learned 
person,  and  well  instructed  and  skilled  in  Latin  and  Greek 
Litetature,  and  in  the  Free  Grammar  School  aforesaid 
diligently  to  serve,  im^  shall  have  of  the  issues,  profits, 
and  revenues  arinng  from  the  said  possesions,  £12^ 
annually  for  ]ns  Salary •**  The  Alderman  ^d  Bui^gesses 
to  name  and  a{^int  a  Pedagogue,  so  often  as  there  shall 
be  a  vacancy.  And,  with  the  advice  of  Sir  William 
Cecil,  Knight,  during  his  natural  life;  and,  after  his  de- 
cease, with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and, 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  See,  with  the  advice  of  The  Mas- 
ter of  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  from  time  to 
time  to  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing  for  the  go- 
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vemment  of  the  Sdiool,  and  the  preflerratkm  and  c&qpuritiuu 
of  the  Revenues  appcnnted  for  the  support  of  the  same. 

STATVtKs  were  acoordin^jf  devbed  by  Hicbolaa  Bishop 
of  LiNcoLW,  and  Sib  William  Cbcil,  9ccretary  of  ^ate 
to  Queen  Elizabeth^  and  were  viewed  and  coofirmed  by 
Thomas  Bishop  of  Lincoln^  on  the  26th  of  July,  157 1  • 

By  these  Statutes  the  appcnntment  of  an  Usher  is  autbOTized. 

By  virtue  of  a  DecrK  made  on  the  2 1  st  of  July,  1806,  in  a 
Cause  In  The  Court  of  Chancery,  wherein  His  Majttt/s  Attob- 
me V  Gbkbral,  at  the  relation  of  William  Dvkhill  and  Thomas 
SfMPSON  on  bekalf  of  thesaselves  and  the  rest  of  the  Inkil^taiilB 
of  Grantham,  was  Informant ;  and  The  Ri^t  Revd.  Geobcb 
Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of 
Grantham,  The  Revd.  Josb^h  Hall,  Ckrk,  Tbe  Revd  Wiluax 
BiTBBODALB,  Clerk,  PfeTBB  Vbbb  and  Cbablbb  BiCKxmsjL  (4fr- 
scribed  as  Executors  of  Jambs  Gabnab  deceased),  and  Robbbt 
TuRNBB,  Defendants ;  The  Alderman  and  Bui^g^esses  of  Grants 
ham,  as  Tn^rtees  fdr  the  Free  Grammar  School,  recovered  the 
possession  of  several  mettaa^es,  oottagcs,  lands,  and  annaal 
rents  $  and  fay  an  Order  of  the  8th  of  June,  1814,  it  was  referred 
to  Jambs  Stbphbn,  Esq.,  One  of  the  Masters  of  Tbe  Court  of 
Chancery,  to  consider  a  proposal  for  applying  for  an  Act  of  Pir- 
Bament,  to  sttthorite  the  sale  6f  Che  numerous  small  and  cM 
Ttnementa  in  the  Tbvm  of  Grantham  and  elsevrhere,  and  tbe 
small  dispersed  lots  of  Land  in  the  country  which  composed  the 
School  Estates,  and  that  the  proceeds  from  such  sale  should  be 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  Real  Eatates  of  a  morfe  oonveaient 
desci^ption :— And  the  Master,  by  his  Report  dated  the  6th  of 
July,  1815,  approved  of  such  proposal, — which  Rqiort  was 
confirmed  the  21st  of  August,  1815.  And  an  Act  was  obtained, 
which  received  the  RoyS  Assent,  on  the  21st  of  M«y  181^, 
euthoHzIng  the  sale  of  the  several  messuages*  lands»  and  heredi- 
taments, therein  specified,  and  then  producing  an  annual  rent  of 
JC717-1'.0.  The  money  arising  from  such  sale  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  estates  (whereof  not  more  than  one-sixth  part 
thereof  shall  be  Copj^hold),  to  be  situate  vdthin  the  Counties  of 
Lincoln,  Leicester,  Nottingham,  and  Rutland,  some  or  one  of 
them.  And  the  lands  or  estates  so  to  be  purchased,  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  GFadtham.  It  bdng 
further  stated,  that  there  are  no  other  Funds  applicable  to  die 
■support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  Sdu)ol 
than  those  which  arise  from  the  Estates  comprised  in  that  Act. 

In  ccmsequence  of  this  Decree,  the  following  Rulbs^  for 
the  Grovemment  of  the  School  were  established ;  and  were 
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cvdered  by  The  Carporatbn  to  be  printed,  on  the  24th  of 
August,  1815. 

1.  That  the  estates  belonging  to  the  said  charity  shall  be  let 
by  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  the  Town  or  Borough  of 
Grantham^  from  year  to  year,  at  a  fair  improved  annual  value^  at 
such  time  or  times,  and  in  such  manner  as  they^  or  the  migor 
part  of  them,  in  the  Alderman*s  Court  assembled^  in  their  dis- 
cretion shall  think  proper,  and  that  the  annual  rents  and  profits, 
of  the  charity  estates  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Alderman  and 
Burgesses,  or  by  such  person  or  persons  as  they,  or  the  m£Uor 
part  of  them,  in  such  court  assembled,  shall  from  time  to  time 
iqi^oint,  and  that  they  shall  allovtr  thereout  such  salary  or  sala- 
ries, as  they  in  their  discretion  may  think  necessary,  for  collect- 
ing and  receiving  the  rents  of  the  said  charity  estates,  and  for 
managing  the  same  estates,  and  also  such  expenses  as  may 
necessarily  be  incurred  in  or  tovrards  the  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  the  charity  estates,  or  in  or  towards  any  buildings  or 
improvements  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  Master  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  or  in  the  providing 
suitable  forms  and  desks  for  the  said  School  if  necessary,  ana 
repairing  and  replacing  the  same,  as  occasion  may  require. 

%  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  allow  out  of 
the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the  salary 
or  stipend  of  One  Himdred  and  Fifty  pounds  a  year  to  the  School- 
master, to  be  paid  to  him  by  two  equal  half-yearly  payments  in 
every  year,  so  long  as  he  shall  pay  due  attention  to  the  boys  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  the  foundation,  and  in  all  respects  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office. 

?.  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  in  the  Alderman's 
Court  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  when  and  so 
often  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  nominate  and  appoint  an 
Usher,  and  such  other  Under-masters  or  Assistants  at  the  said 
School,  as  they  may  think  proper ;  and  that  they  shaU  allow  out 
<rf  the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the 
salary  or  stipend  of  One  Hundred  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  of 
the  said  School,  and  to  such  Under-masters  or  Assistants  as  they 
may  appoint,  such  respective  annual  salaries  or  stipends,  as  they 
the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  so  assembled,  or  the  m^jor 
part  of  them,  shall  in  their  discretion  think  meet. 

4.  That  the  Schoolmaster,  as  well  as  Usher  to  be  from  time  to 
time  appointed  by  the  sai^  Alderman  and  Burgesses^  shall  be  a 
Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  at  least,  in  either  of  the  Universities  of  Ojtford  or  Camr 
bridge,  and  the  best  qualified  in  respect  of  morals,  learning,  and 
discretion,  to  fill  and  occupy  such  place  of  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  respectively. 
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5«  Thatthemirptosof  the  annual  rents  and  profits  of  ^  said 
estates,  if  any,  which  shaD  remain  over  and  above  the  different 
payments,  charges,  expenses,  matters,  and  things  herein-before 
directed  and  authorized  to  be  made  and  done,  and  over  and  above 
such  costs  as  have  been  or  shall  be  directed  by  this  honourable 
court,  to  be  paid  by  or  aUowed  to  the  said  Alderman  and  Bur^ 
gesses,  out  oif  the  said  charity  estates^  for  or  by  reason  or  on  ac- 
count of  this  or  any  other  cause,  petition,  order,  or  matter, 
relating  to  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  or  the  estates,  funds, 
or  revenues  thereof  ^    and  all  reasonable  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  ^pointment  or  ronoval  of  any  Sdiool- 
master.  Usher,  Under-master,  or  Assistant,  or  any  proceedings 
to  effect  the  same,  and  all  other  necessary  or  proper  expenses  in 
the  administration  of  the  said  charity,  shall  be  by  the  said  de- 
fSendants,  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses,  in  the  Alderman's  court 
assembled,  or  the  msyor  part  of  Uiem,  applied  and  appropriated 
towards  the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or  more 
Exhibition  or  Exhibitions,  in  either  of  the  said  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,   as  the  Alderman  and  Buigesses  so 
assembled,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  tiie  time  being,  shall 
think  fit,  for  such  Scholars  as  shall  have  been  educated  in  the 
said  Free  Gramnuur  School,  of  the  description  hereinafter  men- 
tioned i  and  that  the  election  and  choice  of  the  Exhibitioners,  as 
often  as  there  shall  be  avacancy,  or  as  often  as  a  new  Exhibition 
shall  be  created,  shall  be  in  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses, 
assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them  3  and  that 
every  such  election  shall  be  had  as  follows^  (to  wit,) — ^first  of 
such  Scholars  as  have  been  educated  upon  the  Foundation  of  the 
said  School,  unless  all  the  candidates  of  that  description  shall  be 
found  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses  not  to  be  meet  and 
apt  for  the  same,  and  for  defoult  of  such,  then  of  such  other 
Scholars  as  have  been  or  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School ; 
but  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  such  Exhibition,  unless  he 
shall  have  duly  attended,  and  been  educated  at  the  said  School, 
for  the  space  of  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  gcnng  to 
any  College  in  either  of  the  said  Universities,  and  shall  have 
obtained  finom  the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance 
under  his  hand,  also  certifying  thereby  that  such  Scholar  so 
offering  himself  a  candidate  for  such  Exhibition  is  duly  qualified 
in  respect  to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour,  and 
that  the  annual  amount  of  each  Exhibition  shall  be  fixed  at  tiie 
discretion  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being,  so  the 
same  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds^  nor  be  less  than  the 
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sum  of  thirty  pounds^  and  that  no  exhibitioner  shall  hold  or 
continue  his  esdiibition  longer  than  four  years,  or  more  than  six 
calendar  months  after  he  may  have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

6.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  with  all  diligence  and  care 
endeavour  to  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of  religion 
and  virtue,  and  in  decent  and  proper  behaviour,  as  well  as  in 
classical  and  other  learning,  to  the  best  of  his  power  and  know- 
ledge, and  that  the  Usher  or  any  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  to 
be  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  under  the  direction  and  controul  of  the  School- 
master in  the  ways  and  methods  of  teaching,  instructing,  and 
ordering  of  all  such  children  and  youths  as  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  put  under  the  care,  instruction,  and  management  of  the 
said  Usher,  or  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  for  the  time 
being.  ^ 

7.  That  every  school-day  in  summer  (that  is  to  say)  from 
Ladyday  until  Michaelmas-day,  the  Schoolmaster,  Usher, 
Under-Masters,  and  Assistants  shcdl  be  at'  the  School  by  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  in  teaching  without  any 
unnecessary  intermission  until  nine  o'clock,  and  after  breakfast 
shall  return  by  ten  and  continue  tiU  twelve,  and  after  dinner  shall 
return  by  two  o'clock  and  likewise  teach  without  any  unneces- 
sary intermission  until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  frt)m 
Michaelmas-day  until  Lady-day  shall  be  at  School  by  half  past 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  in  teaching  until 
twelve  o'clock,  and  in  the  afternoon  as  is  aforesaid. 

8.  That  appropriate  prayers  shall  be  daily  said  at  first  onning 
into  School,  by  one  of  the  Scholars,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  he  himself  being  present. 

9.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  intermit  or  break  up  his 
office  of  teaching  at  any  time  in  the  year,  but  for  four  weeks 
commencing  at  the  eve  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and  for 
four  other  weeks  commencing  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  June, 
except  on  account  of  great  infoctions  or  epidemical  sickness, 
wherein  he  shall  be  ruled  and  ordered  by  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as  aforesaid, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  also 
allow  half  a  holiday  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  afternoon 
throughout  the  year,  and  no  boy  shall  absent  himself  from 
School  at  any  oiher  time  or  times  without  the  licence  of  the 
Schoolmaster. 

10.  That  all  boys  sent  to  the  said  School  of  the  age  of  eight 
years  and  upwards,  whose  parents  or  parent  (if  one  be  de^) 
guardian  or  guardians  reside  in  the  town  or  borough  of  Grantham 
ilforeEaid^  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  by 
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the  nid  SdioolnM^er,  and  be  tnght  aad  imenictod  gnlk,  aai 
without  any  fce  or  reward  wbataoerer,  in  Gre^,  Latin,  ^^^mj^JA^ 
Writing,  MftAemtiri,  and  Aritfamctic,  and  thai  no  entnnc«^ 


money  or  other  gratuity  from  the  boys  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  fonndationy  or  from  their  parents  or  gnardiana,  or  otfaera  on 
their  or  any  of  their  behalves,  shall  be  taken  by  the  School* 
master.  Usher, Under-Master,  and  Assistaals,  or  aoyof  them^oB 
any  pretence  whatever. 

11.  That  the  said  Scho^master  shall  write, or  canae  lobe 
written,  in  a  register*book,  the  name  and  age  di  every  Sdiolar 
so  by  liim  admitted,  noting  also  die  day  and  the  month  oi  hm 
admission,  and  the  time  of  his  leaving  Sehool,  to  the  intent  ^nt 
the  continnance  of  the  Schdhurs  may  appear^  and  aJao  tlmr  pe»* 
ficiency  in  learning  according  to  their  time,  and  tint  sudi  book 
Shan  fhHn  time  to  time,  and  at  aD  times  when  required,  be  pro- 
duced to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  or  to  the  Ald^man  c^  the  said 
town  or  borough  for  the  time  beii^,  or  to  sock  person  or  persons 
as  the  said  ^shop  or  as  the  said  Aldeiman  and  Bnigcasaa 
assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  tiiem,  shall  appoint 

12.  Tliat  if  any  boy  be  found  unduly  aad  needlesaly  afaaent 
(tliat  is  to  say)  witiiout  just  cause  of  sicknPSB  or  other  impedi- 
ment, to  be  allowed  by  the  Schoohnasler,  three  times  wereniiif 
in  one  year  when  the  School  is  qp^,he  shall  beutteriy  ezpciDfid, 
and  admitted  no  more. 

IS.  That  each  and  every  boy  sltfdl  appear  at  the  Sdiool  dean 
and  decently  dothed,  and  that  the  Sdmofanaater  shall  not  admil 
or  continue  any  child  having  any  infectioas  disesse,  or  of  natmal 
fihhiness,  neither  shall  he  suHer  any  to  condnne  in  tiie  Sdiool 
of  evil  dispositions  or  lewd  conversation,  who  after  rcnaopahk 
correction  shall  not  be  refbrmed. 

14.  That  books,  pens,  ink,  paper,  slates,  fire  and  candies,  be 
provided  for  eadi  boy  by  or  at  the  expense  oi  hia  parenta  or 
guardians. 

15.  That  the  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  Under-Master,  and  Assist 
aots  siiall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  aakl  AldeoaoB 
and  Buigesses  in  the  Alderman's  court  assembled,  or  the  bu^ 
part  of  them,  by  their  good  discretion,  and  l>y  none  otiier. 

16.  That  when  and  as  often  as  in  die  judgmoit  of  the  said 
AUerman  and  Buigesses  for  tlie  time  being,  in  the  Aldamaa*a 
court  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  tliem,  it  shall  be  tiuni^ 
proper  and  necessary  to  remove  or  discharge  tlie  Sdioolmaater 
for  the  time  being,  by  reason  of  immorality,  n^ect  of  dotgr, 
incapacity,  or  other  reasonable  eaase,  tinn  the  said  Alderman 
and  Burgesses  so  assembled,  or  the  mi^  part  of  them,  shall 
direct  a  complaint  in  writing,  io  bt  cKhiliited  in  tlie  name  of  the 
Alderman  or  one  of  the  Burgeasea  to  tiie  Lord  Bishop  of  LinoolB 
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for  the  time  beiiftg,  wbo  aMl>  xdtbin  tfvo  cdenchur  siMtiiB  «fter 
nDeehring  sadi  coiBpldnt>  gire  notice  as  well  to  the  complaiiiaiit 
a»  to  the  Schoohn80ier  against  whom  soch  complaint  shall  be 
msfde,  to  appear  hf^rt  him  within  a  time  to  be  named  in  sodi 
notice^  not  more  than  twenty-Mone  days  nor  less  tlian  fourteen 
days  ^m  the  service  thereof,  either  at  the  Alderman's  court,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  to  him  shaU  seem  more  expedient,  and 
shall  by  public  investigation  proceed  at  sudi  Ume  and  place  to 
enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint^  and  the  aasd  Lord  Bishop 
shall  immediately  after  such  enquiry  by  him  made,  sunmiarily 
decide  upon  the  matter,  and  decree  avoidance  of  the  office  and 
place  of  Schoolmaster  tyr  otherwise,  as  to  him  shell  seem  meet, 
and  if  the  said  Lord  fiishi^  shall  decree  svoidaaee  of  the  said 
office  he  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent 
to  the  Alderman  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  town  or  borough, 
and  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  in  the  Alderman's  court 
anembkd,  or  the  m^ior  part  of  them,  shall  within  two  calendar 
months  after  the  said  notification,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
new  Schoolmaster  to  fill  up  such  vacancy :  provided,  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  in  the 
Aklermaii's  court  assembled,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them,  or  for 
ttie  Lord  BUbop  of  Lincoln  or  his  successors^  on  the  complaint 
or  at  the  request  of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  or  for 
the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  and  the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  his  successors, 
jointly,  without  the  complaint  or  request  of  the  said  School- 
master, to  displace,  remove,  or  discharge  the  Usher  or  any  or 
either  of  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants,  on  account  of 
immorality,  neglect  of  duty,  incapacity,  or  other  reasonable 
cause,  and  att  reasonable  costs,  chai|^,  travelling  and  other 
expenses  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop^  in  respect  of  the  matters 
aforesaid  shall  be  paid  and  allowed  out  of  the  estates  or  funds 
belonging  to  the  said  charity,  and  the  said  Lord  Bishop  shall 
hove  authority  at  his  discre^on  to  award  tlie  oosts,  charges, 
travelling  and  other  expenses  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Bur- 
gesses, and  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  or  any  or  either 
of  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants,  on  any  such  proceeding 
at  which  the  stud  Lord  Bishop  shall  be  present,  to  be  in  lil^ 
manner  paid  and  allowed  out  of  the  estates  or  fiands  beloi^^ing 
to  the  said  charity,  and  where  in  case  of  the  Usher  or  any  Under- 
Master  or  Assistant,  the  said  Lord  Bishop  shall  not  be  present 
at  the  proceeding,  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  have 
authority  at  thciir  discretion  to  award  the  oosts,  charges,  and 
expenses  of  the  parties,  or  any  of  then^  to  be  paid  and  allowed 
out  of  the  estates  and  funds  belonging  to  the  said  charity. 
17.  That  the  said  Alderman  and^BuigessessfaaU  once  in  ecrery 
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ytmt,  between  Ibe  fintday  of  May  and  first  day  of  Norember, 
niake  or  cause  to  be  made  out,  an  account  in  writii^  ci  all  nma 
recehred  and  paid  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  diarity  up  ta 
the  fifth  day  of  April  preceding  the  time  of  making  oat  mch 
account*  and  shall  within  the  time  aforesaid  send  such  acoooni 
to  the  Bishop  of  Lino^  for  the  time  being,  who  nuiy  requiie 
the  TOocherB  to  verify  the  truth  and  accuracy  of  the  same  to  be 
laid  before  him  whenever  he  may  think  proper. 
The  Lord  Chancklloe  is  the  Vuitoe. 
The  School,  which  is  a  spadous,  handsome  stone  build- 
ing, 7<'>  f^^  by  30, — together  with  a  commodious  House  and 
Offices  for  the  Master,--oD  the  North  side  of  the  Chmck- 
yard,  were  erected  by  Bidiop  Fox. 

Tbe  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Gnunmars  are  in  use. 
In  1763,  Dr.  Nbwcomb  founded  two  Exhibitioks  «<  fir 
the  support  of  two  Scholars,  who  come  properly  qualified  in 
Mcntds  and  Learning  from  the  Grammar  Sdiooi  of  Grant- 
HAM,  if  any  sudi  shall  be  admitted  of  St.  John's  Colleox, 
Cambridge,  finom  that  School,  if  not,  fimn  some  other  ScfaocJ 
in  Lincdnshire ;  each  to  rec^ve  £20.  per  annum^  so  long 
as  they  shall  reade  Nine  months  in  the  year  and  behave 
well,  ^till  they  proceed  Masters  of  Arts  imd  no  kmger,  or 
become  Fellows  of  the  said  CoDege.^  If  on  a  vacaiKy,  diere 
are  more  Candidates  than  one,  it  is  leil  to  the  Master  and 
Seniors  of  the  College  to  elect  which  of  them  they  think  the 
most  proper  and  deserving.  These  ExhilnticHis  are  tenable 
fiMT  Four  years. 

The  Ilevd«  Thomas  Lovbtt,  of  Nottingham,  by  Will 
founded  in  Sidkbt  Sussbx  Colleob,  Cambridge^  two 
Exhibitions  of  the  annual  value  of  £40.  each:  and  he 
directed,  ^^  That  no  Scholar  or  Person  whatever  diall  be 
entitled  to  such  Exhibitioiis,  except  the  Son  of  a  dergyman 
of  the  Established  Church  of  England  and  whose  Father,  if 
living,  shall  then  be,  or  if  dead,  shall  have  been  in  Priests 
Orders,  and  duly  qualified  for  sudi  Orders  by  having  taken 
a  regular  Degree  in  The  University  of  Oxford  ot  Cam- 
bridge; and  unless  such  SchoLiriv  Person  shall  be  intended 
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to  go  into  Holy  Oidars,  and  shall  by  himself  and  his  friends, 
previously  promise  and  engage,  that  he  will  eatei  into 
Deacon's  Orders,  at  or  before  such  time  as  he  shall  attain  to 
the  age  of  Twenty-three  years." 

Mr.  LovETT  further  directed,  *^  that  a  preference  and  a 
priority,  to  the  nomination  and  appointment  to  such  Exhibi- 
tions and  each  of  them,  shall  at  aU  times  be  giv^  to  a 
person  or  scholar  duly  qualified  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  hb  WUl,  who  hath  been  educated,  taught, 
and  instructed  in  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Grantham, 
in  preference,  or  The  Free  Ghrammar  School  of  Oakham,  in 
case  of  the  former  failing  to  fill  the  vacancy,  for  the  space  of 
Three  years  at  least'*  These  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for 
Seven  years. 

The  annual  amount  of  Rents  belonging  to  this  School 
being  now  at  least  £800.,  it  seemed  good  to  the  Trus- 
tees, by  the  kind  advice  of  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  that 
whatever  surplus  remained,  after  the  deduction  of  Salaries 
to  the  difierent  Masters  and  other  small  inddental  expenses 
as  stated  in  the  Statutes,  should  be  applied  in  the  founding 
Exhibitions.  The  surplus  therefore  about  £300.  per 
annum  is  accumulating  for  that  use,  to  be,  when  needed, 
distributed  in  Exhibitions  of  from  £30.  to  £50.  per  annum; 
tenable  by  youth,  who  have  been  two  years  educated  in  the 
said  School,  for  Jour  years,  at  any  College  in  Oxford  or 
Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Robert  Gobdon 
Andrews,  A.  M.,  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  Coll^,  Oxford, 
whose  Salary  b  £150.  per  amium.  This  Gkntleman  takes 
Boarders  into  his  house,  at  For^  guineas  jp^ofintim;  which 
sum  includes  chiefly  the  Instruction  preparatory  for  the 
Univer^lies,  and  the  higher  branches  of  Commercial  life. 

The  present  Under-Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Hsnbt 
HoLGATE,  A.  M.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  annum.  He 
does  not  take  Boarders.    He  has  no  house. 
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There  is  a  Wikiag  Master,  whoi  when  requinie,  instructs 
in  Engiidi  Gnumnar,  writing,  and  arithnetie:  bis  Salarj  is 
£TS.  per  amnmn. 

There  are  about  Twelve  Free  Scbokn,— and,  Nme 
Boarders  only,  at  present, — the  School  hanog  been  much 
neglecledy  previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  Head 
Master,  in  1816.

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GRIMSBY. 

The  Free  Geammae  School  at  Grimsby  was  founded 
by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  12th  of  July,  in  the  first  year 
of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1547,  and  en- 
dowed with  an  Estate  at  Great  Grimsby,  called  *'  The 
Oumtry  Farm^  tfien  worth  £AO..b..G.  per  annum,  but  ait 
present  about  £150.  It  is  now  the  property  of  Geoege 
Tennyson,  Esq. 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  £7*  per  annum  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Acham,  payable  out  of  some  landed  property  in 
the  Parities  of  Goldsby  and  Asterby. 

The  Corporation,  who  are  the  Trustees,  annually  appoint 
Six  Gentlemen  from  their  own  Body  as  a  Committee,  over 
whidi  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  presides.  These  nuu- 
nagethe  whole  concerns  of  the  Establishment. 

TTiis  School  is  open  to  70  boys,  the  sons  of  Freemen. 
They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  New  Testament 
with  tolerable  accuracy,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  they 
please.     About  10  other  Scholars  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  there  is  no  pre- 
scribed system  of  Education. 

There  are  no  Umverfflty  advantages  bdon^ng  to  this 
School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  JRevd.  Geoege  Oli- 
VEE,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £200.  per 
armum* 

Ndther  the  Head,  nor  the  Second,  Master  takes  Pupils. 
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HOLBEACH. 

Thx  FftKK  School  of  Holbkach  was  founded  by  GBomcB 
FABMBBt  of  the  Parish  of  St  Andrew  Holborn,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Esq^ — and  was  afterwards  reqpec- 
tively  benefited  and  increased  by  John  Waesdals,  of  Hoi- 
beach,  and  William  Ditkcombe,  of  Battlesden,  in  the 
County  of  Bedford,  Esq.  The  annual  amount  of  the  En- 
dowment, oonasting  of  lands  and  tenements  in  Holbeadi, 
in  1814,  was  £133. 

The  Trustees  or  Feofiees  are,  Gcom  time  to  time,  to  elect 
and  choose  (with  the  approbation  of  The  Founder)  a  pru- 
dent and  discreet  person,  who  shall  be  Master  or  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  of  Uolbeacfa, 
<^  without  any  Salaiy,  recompenoe,  or  other  reward  what- 
soever, to  be  exacted  fixun  or  demanded  of  the  Parents,  or 
other  Relations  or  Friends  of  such  Children  as  shall  be  so 
instructed  and  taught,  and  to  reodve  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  of  the  said  estates  and  premises,  and  pi^  the 
same  to  such  Sdiodmaster.^ 

The  Revd.  Willlam  Stukslet,  M.'  D.,  the  eminait 
Antiquary,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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HORNCASTLE. 

The  Free  Gbammae  School  at  Horncastle  was  founded 
by  Edward  Lord  Clynton  and  Sayb,  Lord  High  Admi- 
ral of  England,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  25th  of  Janu- 
ary, I57I)  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, — to  be  called 
^^  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Ville  or  Soke  of  Horncastle,*' — and  to  con^t  of  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher: — 

That  Ten  discreet  and  honest  men,  therein  named,  should 
be  the  Grovemors  of  it's  Possessions,  and  be  a  Body  Corpo- 
rate, with  perpetual  Succession, — might  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded,—and  have  a  Common  Seal : — 

They  were  also  empowered  to  nominate  the  Master  and 
Usher,  upon  any  vacancy,^  to  make  good  and  wholesome 
Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  School,— and  might  ac- 
quire lands  and  other  possessions,  to  be  holden  in  capUe^ 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £40. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  Houses  and  Land,  »tuate  in 
the  Parishes  of  Horncastle,  Hemingby,  Sutton,  Huttoft,and 
Winthorpe  in  the  Marsh. 

The  annual  Income  is  precarious,  arising  from  the  pecu- 
liar drcumstanoes  of  the  proper^,  — ^part  of  the  land  being 
subject  to  inundation  from  the  Sea, — and  another  part  of 
the  endowment  being  old  houses,  wanting  much  repair.  The 
Governors  are  at  present  re-building  some,  and  will  have  to 
borrow  money  to  complete  them. 

The  Receipts,— 181 7,  were  jei99..5..0.  This  year  (1818) 
the  greater  part  of  the  land  has  been  subject  to  a  Drainage 
Tax  of  very  nearly  half  the  amount  of  the  rent. 

There  are  no  Statutes.

Thb  Fbbe  School  at  Lacbbt  was  (bunded  in  punuanee 
of  die  Win  of  PffiLLir  Stamford,  of  Laceby,  Grenttemaiiy 
dated  the  27tii  of  June,  1712,  and  by  Ind)»itm«  made  the 
11th  of  October,  172Q,  between  Sa&ah  Stamfoud,  his 
Widow  and  sole  Executrix,  of  the  one  part,  and  Lawbencs 
Cabtbr,  of  the  New  Works  near  the  Borough  of  Leices- 
ter, Esq.,  William  Ha&nbss,  of  Laceby,  Gentleman,  and 
Eleven  other  Grentlemen,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  of  the 
other  part, — 

Whereby  certain  lands  and  premises  were  assigned  to  them 
asTrustees^  out  of  tiie  rents  and  profits  of  which  a  Sduxd-honse 
wag  to  be  erected,  and  the  Master  to  have  an  annual  Stipend  of 
£l2.,  together  with  a  house,  garden,  and  offices,  free  of  rent, 
repairs,  and  taxes,  and  a  Chal£ron  of  Coals. — 

The  Master  to  be  dioaen,  and  diq>laced  by  The  Trostees  for 
any  misbehaviour  without  being  accountable  or  answerable  for 
the  same : — 

The  Master  to  be  "  a  fitt  person,"  who  shall  teach  the  Chil- 
dren of  the  poor  Inliabitants  of  Laceby,  Bradley,  and  Bamoldby- 
le-Beck,  indefinitely,  as  well  boys  or  girls  as  shall  be  sent  to  the 
School,  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accompts,  gratis,  whose  Parents 
shall  not  be  able  to  pay  for  the  same : — 

They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Psalter,  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  thdr  Parents  please.  The  number 
usually  educated  is  about  25.  They  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees. 

The  Residue  of  the  Rents  is  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  repairs  of 
the  School,  '*  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Sehollars 
which  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  School,  either  in  buying  Books 
or  placeing  them  out  to  some  honest  Trade,"  as  the  major  part  of 
The  Trustees  shall  direct : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  shall  be  reduced  by  death  to  Seven 
only,  then  the  Survivors  or  the  migor  part  of  t^em,  shall  eleet 
Six  persons  in  the  room  of  the  deceased,  who  are  to  be  land 
owners  or  inhabitants  of  I^by,  Bradley,  Bamoldby,  and  Brigs- 
ley:— 
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No  kase  of  any  part  of  the  premises  is  to  be  granted  for  a 
longer  term  than  Twenty-one  years. 

The  present  Rental  is  £  1 50.  per  amnum. 

Aboutax  years  since  an  increase  of  Salary  was  made  by 
The  Trustees,  in  considenirion  of  the  rent  of  the  Farm, 
with  whicfa  the  Sdiool  is  suppcnted,  being  augmented  to 
£lS.  per  amnumj — to  iHiidi  also  were  added  i^t  acres  trf* 
meadow  knd,  situate  in  the  Parish  (^Laodi J.  Theprnent 
•motint,  therefore,  of  the  Mister's  Stipendis,  indudii^  the 
rent  of  these  d^  acres,  jCSO.  a  year. 

Hie  pies^t  Master  is^  The  Rev.  Gborgs  Sphostom, 
who  takes  private  Pupils. 

The  boMvolent  Founder  also  directed,  that  ^  a  discreet 
Woman^  should  be  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  to  teach  the 
poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  reqwctire  Pttisbes,  ^in  her  owa 
DwelHngJiouse  in  Laoeby,^  previous  to  dior  bong  placed 
at  the  School  to  be  further  tau^^t,— ^and  to  be  allowed  £4., 
mm  incieased  to  £6.  per  ofiiNifii,  and  a  Chaldron  of  Cq^ 
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LINCOLN. 

Thxrb  was  fonnerly  a  Grammar  School  in  The  Close  at 
Lincoln,  under  the  control  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  with 
a  Stipend  of  £3..15..2,  now  payable  out  of  the  land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown,-7-And  anoUier  in  the  City,  under  the 
nuuoagement  of  The  Corporation.  In  1583,  these  Schools 
were  united* 

The  Master  is  elected,  and  partly  paid  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter:  The  Usher  is  elected,  and  paid  by  The  Cor- 
poration,—>who  also  pay  the  Master  in  part,  and  repair  the 
School4iouse. 

The  Master  *^  declines  sending  any  CommunicaHon  on  the 
subjecC 

Daniel  Watseland,  a  learned  IKvine,  and  able  assertor 
of  the  Doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  was  educated  here.— As  was 
also,  the  Author'^s  much  respected  Friend  Samuel  Pae- 
TEiDOE,  M.  A.,  the  late  worthy  Vicar  of  Boston,  few  Thirty-

The  Fkbb  Gkamm ae  School  in  Louth  was  fiwndBd  bj 
King  Edwaed  the  Sixth,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  datnl  the 
21st  of  September,  in  the  Fifth  year  of  his  reign,  1552 ; — 

The  Preamble  of  which  expresses^  that  ^'  whereas  We  have 
always  coveted^  with  a  most  exceeding,  yehement,  and  ardent 
desire^  that  good  Literature  and  Discipline  might  be  diffused  and 
propagated,  through  all  the  parts  of  our  Kiugdom,  as  wherem 
the  best  government  and  admmistratum  of  of  airs  consists;  saad, 
therefore,  with  no  small  earnestness,  have  We  been  intent  on 
the  liberal  institution  of  Youth,  that  it  may  be  brought  up  to 
Science,  in  places  of  our  Kingdom,  most  proper  and  suitable  for 
such  functions ;  it  being,  as  it  were,  the  Fmndatian  and  gnmfth 
of  our  Commonwealth,  and  having  certain  and  unquestbnable 
knowledge  that  oiu*  Town  of  Louth,  in  oiu*  County  of  Lincoln, 
is  a  place  most  proper  and  fit  for  the  teaching  and  instructingof 
children  and  youth,  in  regard  it  is  very  populous  and  stocked 
with  youth,  and,  heretofore,  a  great  concourse  of  children  and 
youth  have  flocked  thither^  from  the  adjacent  Towns,  to  acquire 
learning:"— His  Majesty,  therefore^  at  the  humble  Petition  of 
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RiOBABD  6ooDBftiCK>  Esq.,  Attorney  of  the  Court  of  Augment- 
ations and  Revenues  of  the  Crown^  and  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Louth^  for  the  erecting  and  establishing  of  a  Grammar  School 
tiiere,  for  the  institution  of  boys  and  youth,  granted  and  ordained 
that,  ''  hereafter,  there  may  and  shall  be  one  Grammar  School, 
in  the  said  Town  of  Louth,  which  shall  be  called  "  Thb  Free 
Grammar  School  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,*'  for  the  educa« 
tkm,  institution,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth,  in  the 
Grammar,  to  endure  for  ever,*'  to  consist  of  one  Master  and  one 
Usher  :— 

That  the  said  Town  of  Louth  be  Corporate  of  one  Wardbn 
of  THE  Town  iA  Louth  and  Free  School  in  the  same,  and  of 
Six  Assistants,  inhabiting  in  the  said  Town  for  ever.  That 
the  Warden  and  those  Six  Assistants  may  and  ought  to  be  one 
Body  Incorporate  and  Politick,  and  one  perpetual  Community, 
in  deed  and  in  name  $  to  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  be 
persons  able  and  capable,  in  Law,  by  the  name  of  "  Warden 
and  Six  Assistants  of  the  Town  of  Louth  and  Free  School 
of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  in  Louth,"  to  purchase,  possess, 
and  hold  lands,  and  tenements,  to  them  and  their  Successors 
forever:— 

And  that  one  more  fit  person  of  those,  mhahUmg  the  town 
aforesaid;  may  be  set  over  and  chosen  to  be  Warden  of  the  Town 
and  Free  School  aforesaid,  for  one  whole  year,  by  them  the  Six 
Assistants,  inhabitants  of  the  same  town,  in  every  year,  at  the 
Feast  of  Pentecost,  in  the  Common  Hall  of  Louth,  called ''  The 
GuUd-Halir— 

That  they  may  plead  and  be  impleaded :  And  may  have  a 
Common  Seal,  to  serve  for  the  transacting  the  business  of  the 
School  and  their  lands  and  possessions  :«— 

That  the  Warden  and  Sn  As^istanU,  and  their  Successors 
may  have  ability  and  power  to  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
in  writing,  concerning  the  direction  of  the  Master,  and  Usher, 
and  Scholars  of  the  School,  and  to  exhibit  those  Statutes,  so 
reduced  to  writing,  to  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  and  the  same 
being  signed  by  the  aforesaid  Bishop,  "  with  his  own  hand,'* 
shall  be  inviolably  obser?  ed  for  ever :  — 

Laurence  Eresbt,  Gentleman,  then  an  Inhabitant  of  the 
Town  of  Louth,  to  be  the  first  Warden  of  the  same  Town  and 
Free  School,  for  one  year,  and  that,  afterwards,  he  shall  be  and 
continue,  during  his  life  {if  he  shaU  so  long  dwell  in  the  scud  Town) 
one  of  the  Six  Assistants : — ^That  of  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town,  John  Bradley,  Merchant  of  the  Staple  of  tiie 
Town  oi  Calais,  John  Chapman,  Gentleman,  Walter  Fiss- 
wicxB,  Gilbert  Blanchard,  William  Bailipfe,  and  Ab- 
THUR  Gbbt,  Meroer,  be  the  Six  Asostants :— And  that  hereafter 
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one  more  fit  penoa  td  iSbt  aforesaid  Six  Aanilants,  as  oam  as 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  of  a  Warden,  "  shall^  fay  the  said  War- 
den, and  Six  Assistants,  for  the  time  being,  be  diosen  and  made 
to  preside,  as  Warden  of  tbt  said  Town  and  School,  for  the 
benefit  and  good  rule  of  the  same  for  one  year  f  * 

That  in  case  ctf  the  death  of  any  of  the  Assistants,  the  Wardea 
and  surviving  Assistants  are  to  meet  at  the  Gniki-Hall,  ''  and 
there,  within  Twenty  days  next  after  the  death  of  any  such  As- 
sistant, to  chose  another  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town>  in 
the  place  of  him  so  dying,  and  they  shall  have  power  and  may 
compel  him,  so  chosen,  by  oath  or  otherwise  to  Giecute  those 
things,  which,  on  that  occasion,  belong  to  him  to  execute 
for  the  good  Rule  and  Profit  of  the  said  Town  and  School:** — 

For  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  the  said  Sdiool,  His 
Majesty  gave  and  granted  to  the  Warden  and  Six  Assislants 
divers  messuages,  cottages,  and  upwards  of  Three  Hundred  and 
Sixty  acres  ci  Land,  in  Louth,  North  Somercotes,  South  Somer* 
cotes,  Thedlethorpe,  Anderby,  Winthorpe,  Ludlioiough,  Skid- 
broke,  and  Grainthoq)e : — together  with  a  void  |»ece  ctf  land^ 
called  "  The  Quarry,*'  for  the  Beast  Market,  at  the  time  of 
Fairs,  there  holden  in  Louth,  being  late  parcel  of  the  posses- 
sions  of  the  Bishoprick  of  lancet ;— with  sU  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands,  and  of  the  several  Fairs,  and  Markets^ 
and  with  liberty  to  keep  a  Court  of  Pie-Powder,  during  the  said 
Fairs ; — the  whole  then  extending  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
JC40.  i  to  be  holden  in  ft^ee  soccage,  by  fndty  only,  and  not  in 
chief:— 

The  Master  to  have,  out  of  the  issues  and  revenues  so  grant- 
ed, JC20.  yearly  for  bis  Salary,  to  be  paid  Quarterly  by  equal 
portkms : — ^And  the  Under-Jltbister  to  have  £lO.  yeaiiy  for  hk 
Salary,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  :— 

That,  ''  as  often  as  the  said  offices  of  Master  and  Usher, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  be  vacant,  by  death,  resignation,  or 
oUierwise,  then,  within  one  month  next  ensuing  such  vacanqr, 
the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants  shall  name  and  {Hesent  to  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  the  time  being,  another  fit  and  learned 
person,  and  them  or  him,  by  them,  as  aforesaid,  so  named  and 
admitted  by  the  said  Bishop,  shall  be  admitted  to  ^  execution 
of  the  office  of  Master  and  Usher  for  the  term  of  life :" — 

'^  And  We  will  as  often  as  the  Master,  or  Usher,  or  dtfaer  of 
them,  by  reason  of  a  criminal  and  infamous  life,  or  igno- 
rance and  insufficiency  to  teadi,  or  any  other  notorioos  defect, 
or  delinquency,  done  against  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of 
the  said  School,  shall,  by  the  Warden  and  Assistants,  be  thoii^t 
fit  to  be  deprived  of  the  said  offices  and  they  shall  con^ilaia 
thereof  to  he  BiBlu>p  of  Lincoln^  and  he  shall  interpose  \m 
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coisure^  so  as  also  there  shall  seem  to  him  suffident  and  just 
causes  of  privation.  We  will  that  such  Master  or  Usher,  be 
deprived  of  their  office  or  offices,  and  another  chosen  and  put 
into  the  place  of  him  so  deprived/* 

His  Majesty  also  ordained,  that  the  Warden  and  Six  Assist- 
ants shall  maintain,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  lands  and  pre- 
mises. Twelve  Poor  Pebsons,  in  like  manner  as  they  were 
heretofore  maintained,  ^'  by  the  late  Guild  of  St  Mary,  and  the 
Guild  of  The  Holy  Trinity,  in  the  same  Town,  now  dissolved 
and  being  in  our  hands  >  and,  after  the  death  of  any  such  poor 
person,  that  another  shal}  be  put  in  the  place  of  the  decetused, 
within  one  month  after  his  death,  so  as  there  shall  be,  always. 
Twelve  Poor  in  number :" — 

The  King  likewise  empowered  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants 
to  convert  the  Church  or  Temple  of  The  Holy  Virgin,  common- 
ly called  "  Saint  Mary's  Church,**  near  the  Town,  and  then 
occupied  for  a  School,  to  the  use  of  a  School,  at  their  pleasure, 
and  for  a  House  for  the  children  and  youth  to  be  taught  and 
instituted  in  for  ever : — 

And  that  they  may  acquire  and  purchase  any  manors,  lands,  and 
possessions,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  «C40.,  over  and  above  all 
chai^ges  and  reprizes,  any  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other 
Statute,  notwithstanding. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Endowment  is  nearly  £600^ 
per  annum,  distributable  as  heretofore,  viz..  One  Half  to 
the  Master,  one  Fourth  to  the  Usher,  and  the  other  Fourth 
to  the  twelve  Poor  Persons,  for  the  time  being. 

This  mode  of  distribution  appears  to  have  been  intended 
by  the  Charter,  and  is  also  in  strict  oonformi^  to  a  Decree 
made  on  the  25th  of  January,  in  the^  First  year  of  Queen 
Anne,  1702,  under  a  Commisaon  of  Charitable  uses, 
issued  for  the  correction  of  certain  irregularities  and  misap- 
plications in  the  Trust : — ^by  which  Decree  it  was,  amon^ 
other  things,  ^'  adjudged  and  ordered,  that  the  Revenues 
of  the  Foundation  should,  thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  be 
applied  in  the  proportions  above  mentioned.'** 

On  the  12th  of  November,  1796,  the  following  Statutes 
and  Ordinances,  for  the  government  and  direction  of  the 
School,  wer^  made  by  The  Warden  and  Six  Assistants, 
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and  approved  and  subtcribed  by  The  Bbbop  of  Lneoui 
on  tbe  5th  of  Janiuoy,  1797 : 

Ent,  That  all  the  boys  who  shall  be  sent  Id  tbe  and  Scbool, 
■hall  be  placed  under  the  Master  or  Usher  as  their  Faients  shall 
think  at 

tod.  That  as  this  School  was  intended  by  the  Founder  fbrthe 
advancement  of  Clattical  Literatare,  no  Bc^  dwdling  in  Ixmlh 
shall  be  admitted  into  it,  'till  they  can  read  well,  and  that  pie- 
▼ioos  to  their  admission  the  Parent  or  Parents  shall  give  assnr- 
anoe  to  the  Warden  or  Deputy^that  theywiUkeq>  themregnkdy 
to  School. 

3rd.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  be  at  the  SdKM^  dallying 
Bfomingat  the  hour  of  teoefi  from  the  first  day  (^  BCarch  to  the 
first  day  of  November  :    and  at.the  hour  of  agkt  the  remainder 
of  the  year ;   and  tiiere  continue  without  intermission  tjenrhing 
'till  one  (saye  only  an  intermediate  time  of  one  hoar  I<m-  break* 
Ihsling  and  recreation,  to  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Master);  and  io 
the  afternoon  to  return  at  three  and  to  coatinae  teaching  till 
/he  during  the  first  mentioned  period  -,  but  from  Norember  the 
first  to  March  the  first,  to  return  to  Schocd  in  the  aitemooo  at 
half  past  two,  and  to  regulate  their  continuanee  there  by  the 
length  of  the  days  (save  only  Uie  whole  afternoon  on  Saturdays); 
any  neglect  in  the  Attendance  as  above,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Corporation. 

4th.  That  Momingand  Evening  Prayers  out  of  the  Common 
Prayer  Book,  or  others,  as  the  Master  shall  think  fit,  shaUeveiy 
School  day  precede  and  temunate  the  business  of  the  day;  the 
former  to  be  read  by  the  Master,  and  the  latter  by  the  Uaho-. 

5th.  That  the  Master  may  give  licoise  for  the  SdM^ars  to 
play  one  afternoon  in  a  Week,  provided  there  be  no  red-ieOcr 
da^  in  that  Week,  and  no  oftener  without  the  consent  of  Uie 
Warden  or  his  Dq>uty.* 

6th.  That  no  holidays  for  the  fttture  be  allowed  at  Easier  or 
Whitsuntide,  or  what  are  commonly  caOed  Tke  Rmgimg  daf$, 
(except  the  King's  birth-day),  or  on  the  Fair  days,  and  that  the 
offices  of  teaching  shall  not  be  interrupted  or  oinitted,  saveonly 
atandforthe  times  of  Christmas  and  Midsmnmer  for  five  we^m 
respectivdy,  tob^;inonsuch  day  as  the  Master  shall  order  and 
dhect. 

7th.  That  if  a  red  Utter  day  turn  out  ramf,  &c.,  the  Boys 
shall  go  to  School  and  have  the  holiday  on  somQ.  jfiae  day,  to 
be  determined  and  fixed  on  by  the  Master. 

Sth.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  with  all  thdr  Sch^Oars  diall 
attend  Divine  Service  in  the  Church  on  holidays  in  the  Pew 
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afipoiuted  for  tfaein>  and  there  obienre  tiie  behaviour  of  tlie  laid 
Sdiolars. 

9th.  That^  as  for  the  prosperity  of  the  School^  it  is  requisite 
that  harmony  should  subsist  between  the  Master  and  Usher^  it 
is  directed,  that  the  Master  conduct  himself  with  liberaHty,  &c.> 
towards  tiie  Usher^  and  that  the  Usher  conduct  himself  orderly 
and  respectfully  towards  the  Master^  and  that  neither  of  them 
attempt  to  alienate  from  the  other  the  affection  or  good  opinion 
of  the  Scholars  or  their  Parents. 

10th.  That  the  Master  diall  have  the  direotion  of  the  method 
of  teaching  throughout  the  whole  School^  and  the  Books  that 
shall  be  used  therein^  and  shall  also  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  examine  the  Scholars  in  the  Lower  School. 

11th.  If  the  Master  shall  observe  any  cruelty  or  more  dian 
ordinary  severity  in  the  behaviour  of  the  Usher  towards  any  of 
the  Scholars  in  his  department,  he  shall  inquire  into  the  cause ; 
if  it  appears  to  him  unreasonable,  he  is  required  to  admonish 
the  U^er.  And  in  case  he  neglects  sudi  admonition,  and  con- 
tinues in  his  fault,  the  Master  is  hereby  required  to  state  the 
case  to  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  shall  make  such  order 
therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  just.  And  The  Warden  and  As- 
sistants shall  also  attend  to  every  complaint  made  by  the  Usher 
against  the  Master,  for  the  like  cruelty  or  severity. 

12th.  That  all  books  belonging  to  the  said  School  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  the  Master,  to  be  used  by  himself,  the  Usher, 
and  such  of  the  Scholars  as  he  shall  l^nk  proper. 

ISUi.  Hiat  the  Scholars  on  a  holiday  be  called  over  every 
two  hours  by  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Usher. 

14th.  That  the  Scholars  be  examined  twice  a  year  by  some  Gen- 
tleman appointed  by  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  is  to  make 
a  report  of  the  projness  they  have  made  in  Ckuaeal  literature^ 
that  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars  may  have  due  commenda- 
tion or  censure. 

15th.  That  if  the  Master  or  Usher  be  obliged  to  be  absent 
from  the  Sdiool,  notice  thereof  rtiall  be  given  to  the  Waiden  or 
his  Deputy,  who  shall  be  satisfied  that  due  care  be  taken  of  the 
Schol^  in  the  mean  time. 

16.  And,  Lastly,  that  the  Sdiool  Room  shaU  always  be  kept 
dean. 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  boys  of  the  ParMi  indcfinttdy,  free 
of  expense,  fer  CJameal  InstructioQ.  There  are  at  preKut 
THiarr  Five  boys  upon  the  Foundation,  in  a  course  of 
Classical  education,  which,  considering  the  population,  and 
that  there  is  another  Clasacal  Seminary  in  the  Place,  is  a 
proportion  of  Clasrical  Students  seldcnn  found  in  any  of 
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€mt  larger  and  moBe  populous  Towns*  Tliere  we  alao 
FoaTT«^ix  ocher  Sdioiars,  who  are  boarded  in  the  Houses 
of  tbe  Head  Master,  the  Asastant,  and  other  Boanfing4)ou* 
sesindie  Town« 

Chikben  are  admitted,  by  an  order  from  Thb  Waedev^ 
when  they  can  read  wdl ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  tfaar 
Parents  please. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Gtetk  Gimmmars  only  are  used  ; 
and  the  following  excdknt  syston  o£  Education  is  stiicdy 
pursued; — 

When  the  Pupil  has  committed  to  memoiy,  the  Jed- 
dencfj  Propria  qum  maribua,  As  inprceienUj  and  some  of 
the  leading  Rules  of  Syntax,  he  b^ins  to  construe  Valpt's 
DeUctuSy  and  to  render  into  La^  the  Eton  Exemfia  Mi-- 
flora,— he  is  almost  incessantly  employed  in  parnng, — the 
Ea:efnpla  Minara  he  first  parses  in  Engilisfa,  then  rends  it 
into  Latin,  and  in  the  Evening  writes  it  as  a  Latin  exer- 
cise. In  preparing  the  Lesson  in  Valft  the  ablest  boy 
takes  the  direction  of  the  Class,  observes  that  the  words  are 
found  out  in  the  Dictionary  Iqr  every  boy,^he  hears  them 
oonstrue  it  in  sucoessiOT,  and  whod  the  Lesson  has  been  thus 
prepared,  it  is  construed  by  every  boy  to  the  Master,  to 
whom  it  is  also  parsed  throughout,  and  the  Rules  of  Pro- 
pria giiirfwanftia,  A$mprafienHy  and  Syntax  are  given  fiir 
every  Gender,  Tense,  Case,  8jc.,— if  any  inaccuracy  is  be- 
trayed in  the  repetition  of  these,  a  few  moments  are  allowed 
for  consulting  the  Rule,  and  fixmg  it  immediately  in  tbe 
memory ;— Two  hours  of  the  day  are  appn^priated  by  this 
Class  to  spelling  and  reading  English,  to  Writing,  and 
Arithmetic.  By  the  progressive  introduction  of  the  Learn- 
er  to  the  Rules  of  Grammar,  and  by  an  immediftte  and 
constant  application  of  them,  by  parang  EngM>  as  wdl  as 
Latin,  and  by  reducing  the  Eng^  as  nearly  as  posoble  to 
the  Rules  of  Latin,  the  greatest  advantages  have  been  found 
to  arise. 
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By  the  time  the  Schdar  has  construed  about  half  the 
Delectus  of  Valpy,  he  is  introduced  into  the  Fables  of  Phjb- 
DR08,— for  the  difficulties  of  this  Author,  boys  find  ample 
compensation  in  his  wit  and  pleasantry,— they  then  construe 
PHiBDBus  alternately  with  die  Ddectus.  The  Pupil  bemg 
now  completely  master  of  every  other  part  of  the  Eton 
Grammar,  commences  Prosody,— and  to  Valpy  and  PHii- 
DRus,  succeed  CiSSAR,  and  the  Eton  Selections  from  the 
Epistles  and  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid,  Cobnblius  Nspos, 
Sall0st, — these  are  followed  by  Virgil,  Horace,  Juve- 
nal,— by  Cicero's  Orations^  Offices^  the  Eton  Seripiores 
Bomaniy  and  by  some  books  of  LrvY  and  Tacitus. 

When  the  Learner  has  committed  to  memory  the  Rules 
of  Prosody,  and  is  expert  in  scanning  and  the  apjdication  of 
the  Rules,  he  attempts  Versification, — which  is  taught  by 
first  giving  the  Scholar  the  words  of  some  Latin  Poet 
thrown  into  disorder,  to  reduce  into  Verse, — ^and  then  by 
his  forming  Nonsense  verses  from  the  words  of  his  Latin 
Prose  exercise,  to  which  he  subjoins  them,— by  then  giving 
him  the  verbal  translation  of  Latin  verses  to  be  reduced  by 
him  into  metre,— to  this  succeed  Imitations  of  some  Eng- 
lish Poet  in  Heroic  and  Ele^ac  verse, — and  lastly,  original 
Composition  and  Lyric  verse. 

As  soon  as  the  Scholar  is  perfect  Master  of  the  Latin 
Grammar,  he  is  introduced  into  the  Greek  ;  which  gene* 
rally  takes  place  at  the  age  of  Eleven,  and  even  of  Nine  or 
Ten,  if  the  boy  be  expert.  After  the  Inflexions  of  the 
Nouns  and  Verbs  have  been  learnt,  he  proceeds  as  in  Latin^ 
beginning  to  construe  some  Author  immediately,— the 
Rules  of  Grammar  are  constantly  applied,  allowing  a  few 
moments  for  impresring  the  Rules  upon  the  memory  at  the 
time  of  their  application.  The  books  read  in  Gredc  are, 
the  Delectus  of  Priest,  the  excellent  publications  of  Dal- 
ZEL,  which  are  read  completely  through.  Xenophon^s 
Cyropcediay  his  MealJgesilauSyand  his  Jnabasis^HouBR^ 
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tke  TrageiUmi  (pirtaculaiy  thoie  edited  by  P^mmv),  die 
Oraliom  of  Dxhosthxhbs,  pubKthed  fay  MocimnaT, 
PinoAm,  Hkeomtus,  andTkvcT^tDSs.  The  Senior  Clait 
nerorloieMS^tof  Homxa;  diey  genemlly  eonstnie  at  lent 
7Vn>  of  Us  books  in  the  course  of  a  halt^jreir.  They  are 
tOBirtimfii  allowed  a  wed^  or  a  fbrtn^^  to  prepare  &r  es- 
anioatiatt  half  a  docen  of  hb  books.* 

The  business  of  the  day  b^ins  in  every  Class  with  Sacesb 
BSAnnio.  The  first  and  second  ChHses  read  a  portion  of  the 
LatmTestameat  into  the  ordinal  GreriL,— the  tUrdcoiMtnies 
saaM  part  of  the  Gospds  in  6ieek,~the  iburdi  and  fiflh 
construe  the  Latin  Testament, — and  those  who  are  not  espial 
to  this,  read  the  Lessens  for  the  day  in  Englidi. — ^Ptv^ers 
are  then  read  from  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  Engknii 
by  the  Senior  boys  in  succeswon, — ^wluch  are  read  also  in  the 
Evening  in  like  manner. 

The  Senior  Classes  then  repeat  lines  firom  Gredi  or  Lsdn 
autibors,  which  have  been  committed  to  menory  on  the  pr&> 
ecdii^Evening,*— alsoChroncdqgyyRheloficy  Skalk^s  metres. 

The  other  Classes  repeat  a  portion  of  GnedL  or  Lsdn 
Orammar^  History,  or  Gepgraf^y. 

The  Exeroses  performed  on  the  preceding  Evenix^  are 
then  looked  over,^the  Eton  books  are  used  for  this  poiv 
pose,*— 'to  whidi  is  added  VALrv^s  EleganAe  Latin/My — 
CompositioB  in  English,  or  Latin  or  Greek  Prose  or  Verse^ 
cmpkys  the  Evenings  of  the  first  Class, ->they  are  all  fte» 
qoently  nefcned  in  the  trandadoQ  of  Gireek  ur  Latin 
authors,  which  they  read  back  into  the  (x^pnal  language^ 
after  it  has  been  inspected. 

Every  Lesson,  excqpt  in  the  first  Class,  is  construed  twice 
over,  and  is  parsed  very  carefidly.  On  one  dsy  of  the 
Week,  the  work  done  in  the  Week  by  each  Class,  is  agun 
construed  to  the  Head  Master;  in  the  last  Mmith  ^  the 
Half-year,  the  whc^  work  of  the  Half-year  is  i^;ab  gone 
ovcj^  wjjUL  the  lines  idso  are  again  sspeated^— and  aAer^ 
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wttrds  repeated  at  one  Lesson, — ^in  this  mamiar  a  hook  of 
HoKACB,  or  ViEaiL,  is  repeated  by  a  Class  at  one  Lesiomy 
without  much  apparent  exertion. 

Every  Fault  in  English,  Latin,  or  Greek  CompositiaBy  is 
registered  in  the  Fault-books  of  the  differoit  Cksses,— are 
shown  up  to  the  Head  Master,  and  proclaimed  in  the  SdiooL 
Li  Writing  and  Arithmetic  also^  the  merit  or  de-merit  of 
the  performance  is  registered  likewise  erery  day.  At  the 
end  of  the  Half-year,  Rbwaess  are  given  to  the  roost  de- 
serving,— which  rewards  arise  firom  a  fund  finmed  from 
Fines  imposed  upon  those,  who  are  reported  tardgf  at  the 
times  of  entering  the  Sdiool. 

All  the  Classes,  except  the  first,  upcm  leaving  theTeaoh^^ 
re^xmstrue  the  lesson  to  the  Captain  of  the  Class^  bdbre 
they  are  permitted  to  sit  down.  Boys  of  infirkn'  capacity 
are  usually  assodated  with  those  of  hrighter  talents. 

The  attention  and  emulaticm  of  the  Scholars  is  constantly 
kept  alive  by  Precedence  during  the  Lesson,  according  to 
merit 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  Elocution,— the  higher 
Classes  on  one  mcnming  of  the  week  deliver  before  the  Mas- 
ter, Speeches  selected  fixuaa  the  best  English  Authors,  with 
appropriate  acticm, — and  once  in  the  year  delivw  in  public, 
Speeches  from  Greek,  Latin,  French,  and  English  authors. 
This  practice  of  Public  Speaking  was  instituted  by  Dr.O&iiB, 
and  has  been  continued  by  the  present  Master,  firom  a  con- 
viction of  it^s  utility,  and  from  a  wish  to  keep  aHve  that 
Interest  and  Indulgence,  with  which  the  Friends  of  the 
Sdiolars  and  the  Grentlemen  of  the  Town  and  Naghbour- 
hood  have  always  received  the  Rhetorical  attempts  of  these 
young  Candidates  for  public  approbation. 

An  extendve  and  useAil  School  Libkart  has  been  col- 
lected, chiefly  finnn  the  Benefactions  of  the  Parents  of  the 
Scholars  upon  thdr  leaving  School  Since  the  appointment 
of  the  present  Master,  a  charge  of  Half  a  guinea  has  judici- 
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ouily  been  made  upoo  the  adnutticA  of  erery  Scholar  (ex- 
o^  thoee  upon  the  Foundatioii),  which  has  enabled  lum  to 
expend  about  Ten  guineas  annually  in  the  purduMe  of 
Books.  The  Seniar  boy  is  qipoinled  Ltbiarian,  who  enters 
in  a  book  the  titles  of  the  books  taken  out,  and  the  names  of 
the  Readers, — his  aooount  is  submitted  weekly  to  the  in- 
apection  of  the  Head  Blaster. 

Tliere  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6.^6.  per  amm/nm  at  Jksus 
CoLLSGK,  Cambridge,  fer  Sdiolars  fhm  the  Scho^  of  Q^ 
tor,  Louth,  at  Alfiird. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  John  Watte, 
M.  A.,  of  St  John's  College,  Cambridge,  who  was  deded 
on  the  death  of  The  Eevd.  Dr.  Oam,  in  October  1814. 
The  Income  of  the  Head  Master  arisii^  fiom  the  Endow- 
ment,  is  neariy  £300.  per  a0mum ;  the  other  emoluments, 
except  the  profits  arismg  from  the  board  of  Pujils,  are 
absorbed  by  the  Salaries  of  the  Assistants. 

The  .Trustees  of  the  Schocd  have  erected  an  excellent  and 
spadous  House,  for  the  rendcnce  of  the  Master,  near  to  the 
School-room,  in  a  atuation  quite  retired  from  the  Town,  to 
whidi  is  attached  a  convenient  Play-ground.  For  this 
House  he  pays  teat  to  the  Corporation  of  Loudi,  it  being 
erected  from  thdr  Corporate  Purse.  Hie  House  and 
Ghxmnds  have  been  considerably  improved  by  the  present 
Master,  and  affiird  accommodation  seldom  equalled  in  simi- 
lar Establishments. 

The  Usher,  who  is  now  in  the  Eighty  Second  year  of 
his  age,  being  unequal  to  the  duties  of  his  situation,  was 
permitted  by  The  Trustees,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Viator,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  to  retire  in  the  year  1802, 
with  an  allowance  of  £40.  per  annum  out  of  the  Salary  paid 
to  the  Usher; — The  Trustees  reserving  to  themselves  the 
right  of  nominadng  his  Locum  tenens.  This  atuation  was 
filled  by  the  jx^esent  Master  from  1802  to  1812.  The  Revd. 
T.  A.  Dale,  B.  A.,  of  St  John's  Collq;e,  Cambric^e,  is  the 
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present  Representative  of  the  Usher.  Mr.  Dale  has  the 
privilege  of  admitting  mto  his  house  Pupils,  who  attend  the 
Grammar  School 

Scholars  who  are  boarded  at  Lodging-Houses  in  the 
Town,  pay  to  the  Head-Master  Eight  guineas  per  annum 
for  Classical  Instruction. 

Writmg,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Euclid, 
&c,  are  taught  at  Two  guineas  p^  cmnwn. 

The  French  language  is  taught  in  the  Sdiool  by  a  Native 
of  France,  at  One  guinea  the  Quarter. 

There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  any  other  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

A  respectable  List  might  be  g^ven  of  Men  educated  at 
this  School,  who  have  passed  through  the  Universities  with 
Honour,  and  who  have  afterwards  acquired  Distinction  in 
the  Church,  at  the  Bar,  and  in  the  Army  and  Navy.  The 
School  of  Louth  for  the  last  Fifty  years  has  maintwned  d 
high  character  in  the  County  of  Lincohi,  and  during  this 
period  has  probably  educated  more  Scholars  for  the  Learned 
Professions  than  any  other  School  in  the  County.  Schools, 
however,  are  only  the  Nurses,  not  the  Parents  of  Genius, — 
And  if  the  School  of  Louth  cannot  display  in  the  number  of 
it^s  sons,  men  whose  names  are  emblazoned  in  the  Rolls  of 
Fame,  it  can  hold  forth  to  public  Respect  and  Gratitude, 
the  Virtues  and  Talents  of  more  humble,  but  not  lbss 
USEFUL  Scholars. 

The  present  worthy  Master,  partly  from  a  desire  of  gra- 
tifjdng  his  own  feelings,  and  partly  from  a  wish  to  perpetuate 
the  connection  subsisting  between  the  School  and  the  Scho- 
lars, has  preserved  a  Reoistbr  of  Admisdon  from  the  year 
1803  to  the  present  year  1817. 

No  information,  respecting  the  Masters  of  this  School, 
can  be  obtained  frx>m  the  Records  in  the  possession  of  the 
Trustees,  prior  to  the  year  1720 ;— in  which  year,  it  appears

The  instances  of  the  Longevitt  of  the  Masters  are 
remarkable  in  Foue  of  those  Gentlemen,  vix^  Ifr.  Wads- 
son,  Mr.  EuBEis,  Mr.  L'Oste,  and  Mr.  Stopford. — 
Mr.  Emseis,  aftar  presiding  over  the  Sdiool  cff  Louth  ftr 
Thistt  tbaes  with  Fidehty  and  Dbtmction.  retired  fiom 
it  with  the  appitiUBe  and  r^pret  of  the  InhaKtanta  of  the 
Town  and  Neighbourhood,  Twenty-one  years  snoe,  and  is 
now  tifing  in  the  enjoyment  of  <'  otitim  cum  dignUak^  in 
(he  Eightt-Sscond  year  of  his  age. 
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LOUTH  PARK,  near  Louth. 


Alexander  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  1139,  according  to 
Bishop  Tannee,  built  an  Abbey  in  the  Park  near  Louth 
for  the  Cistertian  Monks  whom  he  had  brought  from  Foun- 
Uuns  to  Haverholm.  This,  as  most  of  the  Monasteries  of 
that  Order,  was  dedicated  to  Thb  Yiegin  Mary.  In  the 
time  of  King  Hbnrt  the  Third  it  contained  66  Monks,  and 
150  Converri ;  but,  about  the  time  of  the  Suppression,  there 
were  not  above  12  Reli^ous,  who  had  lands  and  rents 
worth  £147..14..6.  per  a/rmum  according  to  Dugdalb,  and 
JC169..5..6.  6b.  according  to  Speed.  The  Site  was  granted, 
in  the  SOth  of  Heney  the  Eighth,  to  Charles  Duke  of 
Suffolk  ;  and,  in  the  12th  of  Elizabeth,  to  Sir  Henry 
Stanley,  Ejit.,  and  Margaret  his  "Wife. 

The  lands  have  since  fallen  into  the  possession  of  several 
Proprietors.  Mr.  Mason,  a  respectable  Farmer  and  Gra- 
zier, re^dent  in  the  Village  of  Kiddinoton,  to  which 
Parish  Louth  Park  is  annexed,  has  lately  purchased  the 
lands  which  formed,  perhaps,  the  greater  part  of  the  Park. 

Some  small  portions  of  the  exterior  Walls  are  now  stand- 
ing.   And  Thomas  Espin,  Esq.,  F.  S.  A.,  who  b  building 
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a  small  Rendence  for  hinudf  upon  a  Grothic  [daxu  having 
been  presented  with  some  of  the  stones  highly  decorated, 
judiciously  proposes  to  adorn  it  with  these  veneraUe  r^ 


This  description  is  not  introduced  to  convey  any  suppoo- 
tion,  that  there  was  a  connection  between  Ths  Abbet  and 
Thb  Gbammae  School  at  Louth,  but  puiposdy  to  perpe- 
tuate the  Skal. 
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MOULTON,  near  Spalding. 


The  Free  Geammar  School  in  the  pleasant  Village  of 
MouLTON  was  founded  by  John  Harrox,  Yeoman,  a  native 
of  this  Parish,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  19th  of  September, 
1560 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  275»..0'..25p.  of  land ;  of 
which  26S\.2\.7\  are  rituate  in  the  Parish  of  Moulton,  and 
the  remaining  11^.2^.18^  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Whap- 
lode.  The  estate  is  subject  to  various  incumbrances,  occa- 
sioned by  inclosing,  draining,  and  other  inddental  expenses. 

The  Statutes  appointed  by  the  pious  and  munificent 
Founder,  are  such  as  are  common  to  most  Grammar  Schools ; 
and  particularly  require  Prayers  to  be  said  daily  in  the 
School,  and  a  strict  attention  to  the  Reli^on  of  the  Establish- 
ed Church  of  England. 

In  the  Forty-first  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1599,  a  Com- 
mission was  appointed,  and  a  Decree  made,  concerning  This 
School  i  by  which  it  appears,  in  the  words  of  the  Decree,  that 
"  there  had  been  long  and  troublesome  Suits  between  divers 
Schoolmasters  and  the  Feoffees,  seeking  to  keep  the  lands  in  their 
hands,  and  to  allow  the  Schoohnaster  only  a  certain  Stipend  in 
money,  with  the  occupation  of  the  House  and  some  small  pared 
of  theLands  -,  and  not  to  assure  the  Lands,  nor  any  part  therer 
of,  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  his  Successors. 
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''  Vet  it  appeareth  plainly,  that  the  troe  intent  of  the  sud 
Harbox  was,  not  only  tiiat  the  whole  profits  of  the  lands  should 
be  employed  by  the  Devisees  or  Feoffees  to  the  useof  the  School- 
master and  Sdiool ;  and  themselves  to  gain  or  retain  nothing 
thereof  unto  themselTes  -,  but  also  it  seoneth  unto  us,  that  the 
very  lands  themselves  ought  to  have  been,  after  the  ««!tion  and 
foundation  of  the  said  School,  assured  to  the  Sdioohnaster  and 
his  Successors.'* 

The  Decree  then  proceeds  to  order  the  heirs  of  the  surviving 
Feoffee,  to  convey  and  assure  the  whole  of  the  said  Lands  unto 
the  Schoohnaster  then  being,  and  to  his  Successors  : — ^And  it 
appoints  new  Trustees. 

Most  appropriate,  tfaeiefore,  is  the  Motto,  wbidi  was 
chosen  f(nr  the  Common  Seal  of  this  SdiocJ,— ^'  Piekupbm^ 
tavity^Probitai  Jrmavii.'^  And  it  may  most  ^voutly  be 
added^  ^'Esioperpetuar 

The  Sdxxdmaster  is  Master,  *^  et  de  jwrt  et  dejbdo.^ 
He  lets  the  Lands,  receives  the  Rents,  and  disdiarges  the 
several  outgoings  of  the  Estate :— chooses  the  Usher,  and 
pays  his  Salary ; — and  keeps  the  various  Buildings  (oonast^ 
ing  of  his  own  house,  and  four  small  Farm  houses)  in  sub- 
stantial repair.  He  has  a  commodious  and  oomfortidde 
Dwelling-house,  which  is  built  upon  the  site  of  the  Founder's 
Mansion,  with  a  detached  Schocd,  and  convenient  Garden^ 
Orchard,  Yard,  and.  Homestead,  together  with  a  Play- 
ground of  Two  acres  for  the  Schdars. 

The  House  stands  pleasantly  in  the  centre  of  the  Village^ 
and  opposite  to  the  Church,  the  Tower  and  Spire  f£  which 
are  of  very  great  el^ance,  lightness,  and  beauty. 

The  Schocd  is  open  to  all  boys  indefinitely,  qf  camagt  or 
ptacCf  who  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  New  Testament. 
And  it  may  with  the  greatest  prc^riety  be  termed  a  Free 
Sehoolj  as  the  only  expmse  is  Four-peneey  which  is  paid  on 
Admission. 

The  present  number  of  Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  is 
Sixty.  No  nomination  is  requisite.  And  as  an  additioaal 
oomfiM-t  to  the  Children,  aO  of  tfiem  who  choose,  are  allowed 
to.  bring  their  victuals,  and  to  dine  in  the  School. 
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The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used : — ^The 
Master  teaches  the  Classics, — and  the  Usher,  the  English 
language,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  present  Master  is,  Samuel  Elsdalb,  Clerk,  M.  A., 
late  Fellow  of  Lincoln  CoU^,  Oxford.  He  was  unani- 
mously elected  in  1814.  This  Gentleman  reoeiyes  EigJU 
Boarders  only  into  his  house :  his  Terms  vary  from  £35.  to 
£40.  per  annum^  according  to  the  age  of  the  Pupil.  Imme- 
diately after  his  election,  his  Dwelling-house  underwent  con- 
nderable  repairs  and  improvements.  The  School  was  also 
greatly  improved,  by  an  alteration  highly  conducive  to  the 
health  and  comfort  both  of  the  Teachers  and  the  Scholars. 

By  the  Statutes  of  the  Founder,  the  Master  is  restricted 
from  holding  any  ^^  Ecclesiastical  Living"  with  this  School. 

The  present  Usher,  Mr.  John  Eugkne  Savagb,  is 
boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house  of  the  Master. 

The  late  Master,  The  Revd.  William  Maughak,  held 
the  situation  Fifty-ofM  years,  and  died  at  the  Patriarchal 
age  of  Eighty-^ht 

The  following  awful  drcumstance  once  happened  at  this 
SchooL  Upon  the  death  of  the  Master,  a  Successor  was 
immediately  appointed,  who  died  suddenly,  and  both  of  them 
were  buried  at  Moulton  on  the  same  day.

And  three  Lay  Trustees  or  Feoflfees, — 
Hardt  Measure,  Gentieman,  of  Spalding.

Robert  King,  Gentleman,  of  Moulton. 
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The  Lay  Trustees  are  chosen  by  the  remaining  Trustees, 
when  any  vacancy  occurs. 

The  Trostees  are  directed  to  meet  in  the  Sdiool,  and  to 
examine  the  Scholars  twice  a  year,  or  oftener,  if  they  please. 

When  the  Mastership  is  vacant,  anoth^  Master  is  to  be 
dected  by  the  Trustees,  within  Forty  days: — and  none  is  to 
be  chosen,  but  <<  such  as  halh  good  report,  and  b  aUe  to 
teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues.  *" 

The  Bishop  c£  Lincoln  is  the  VisiTom. 

The  munificent  Founder  of  this  Scbocd  abo  beqoea&ed 
£rads  of  coDsiderBble  value  to  the  Pdar  both  of  Mooltm 
^^d  of  Spalding,  for  ever. 
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NEW  SLEAFORD. 

,The  Frbb  and  Common  School  in  New  Sleafobd  was 

founded  in  the  year  1604,  by  Robert  Cabr,  Esq.,  of 

Aswardby,  by  Indenture  dated  the  first  of  September, 

between  himself  on  the  one  part,  and  Eight  Trustees  therein 

named; 

By  which  the  said  Robert  Cabr  for  the  perpetual  maintenance 
of  a  Frke  and  Common  School  in  New  Sleaford  aforesaid^  in 
the  place  where  the  School  is  now  kept  there,  or  in  some  other 
convenient  place  in  the  said  Town  of  New  Sleaford,  for  the 
better  education  of  the  Youth  and  Children  born  or  inhabiting 
with  their  Parents  within  New  Sleaford,  Old  Sleaford,  Aswardby, 
and  Holdingham,  and  in  Quarrington,  North  Rauceby,  South 
Rauceby,  Anwick,  Kirkby  La  Thorpe,  and  Evedon  in  the  said 
County  of  Lincoln,  in  Virtue  and  Learning,  (and  for  other  pur- 
poses), hath  granted  all  those  Pastures  in  Gedney  in  the  Parts 
of  Holland  and  County  of  Lincoln,  containing  Five  score  acres 
more  or  less,  &c.  ^  out  of  the  rent  and  profit  of  which  a  yearly 
sum  or  pension  of  JC20.  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  School- 
master : — 

*'  The  Master  to  be  chosen  by  the  Owner  and  Inheritor  of  the 
late  faire  Castle  of  New  Sleafbrd,  and  continue  such  so  long 
only  as  he  shall  be  thought  fit  by  the  said  Inheritor  of  the  s^d 
Castle,  and  the  most  part  of  the  Vicar  of  New  Sleaford  and  the 
Trustees : — 

*'  And,  on  the  death  or  unfitness  of  the  Master,  on  certificate 
made  to  the  Inheritor  of  the  said  Castle,  he  shall  by  some  writing 
under  his  hand  and  sealchuse  another  Master,  being  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  or  Master  of  Arts  in  either  Cambridge  or  Oxford  : — 

'*  And,  if  the  said  Inheritor  does  not  name  within  Ten  weeks 
after  such  certificate,  that  then  the  Vicar  and  Inheritors  of  the 
said  Pastures  do  chuse  a  Master  :'* — 

He  is  to  teach  the  Children  *'  without  any  after  reward  or 
benefit  to  be  demanded  or  expected :" — 

.And  the  Children  are  "  to  continue  with  him  at  all  such  times 
of  the  day,  as  is  commonly  used  in  other  Free  Schools  of 
Learning." 

Mr.  Robert  Cammocke,  by  Will,  dated  the  21st  of 

Aprils  1631,  gave  "  a  Farm  at  Harmston,  in  the  County  of 
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Linoolii,^  but  duttging  it  with  aevefal  annual  payments,  oF 
wbicfa  one  is  ^*  Four  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  in  The 
Free  Scbocd  of  Sleafind,^  to  be  pakl  half  yearly.  ThisEstale 
is  now  the  pn^ierty  of  Samitkl  Thoeold,  Esq.,  who  resdes 
at  Hamuton,  and  regularly  pays  this  demand. 

<<  At  this  time,  there  is  not  a  Scholar'''  upon  the  Foun- 
dation! 

The  present  and  only  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Euas 
HuELiN,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  £24.  per  annum ;  JC20.  of 
which  have  been  withholden  a  year  or  two^  and  most  pro- 
bably will  be  withholdoi  some  oonsideraUe  time  kxiger ^  on 
account  of  some  heavy  expenses  which  the  Trustees  have 
incurred  in  necessary  buildings  on  the  premises.  This 
Grentleman  has  some  Children  from  Jersey,  but  his  terms 
are  unknown. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Universi^  advantages^ 
belonging  to  this  Schod. 
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SPALDING. 


The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Spalding  was  founded 
by  John  Gamblyn  and  John  Blank,  who  endowed  it  with 
lands  in  the  County  of  Lincohi ;  and  established  by  Letters 
Patent  from  King  Charles  the  Second.  It  was  subse- 
quently augmented,  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Atkinson,  with  an 
ancient  House  and  Granary  in  the  Town  of  Spalding. 

The  present  gross  proceeds  of  the  Rents  amount  to  about 
c£l50.  per  an/num:  out  of  which  the  repairs,  taxes,  and 
other  inddental  expenses  are  paid ;  when  the  remaining  sum 
is  given  to  the  Head  Master,  he  paying  his  own  Assistant, 
if  he  thinks  it  necessary  to  employ  one. 

All  the  Householders  in  the  Town  and  Parish  have  a  right 
to  send  thdr  Cluldren  upon  the  Foundation,  free  of  expense, 
when  they  are  Eight  years  old,  or  can  read  a  Chapter  in 
The  Old  Testament,  and  write  a  tolerably  good  hand. 
Which  privilege  they  exercise  at  their  pleasure.  There  has 
been  no  limit  to  the  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation^ 
nor  to  the  time  of  their  continuance  in  the.  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  which 
are  used  in  this  School.  And  the  routine  of  Education  is 
something  upon  the  same  plan. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  other  Univer- 
sity advantages,  belonging  to  this  Foundation. 
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The  jtteaait  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd«  Waltb&  Hau- 
EicB  Johnson,  who  employs  as  his  Udier,  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Sfoonee  ;  neither  of  these  Grentkmeii  takes  Boarders. 

Mr.  Johnson  holds  the  Email  Chapdry  of  Coirbitt,  distant 
about  three  miles  fiom  Spalding,  which  b  worth  about  Thirty 
guineas  j)fr  annumy  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Governors. 

The  learned  Dr.  Bentuct  was  Master  of  this  Scfaod  in 
the  year  1681. 

By  the  Statutes  it  is  ordained,  that  if  the  Cfoveraors^  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  fail  to  elect  a  Schoolmaster 
within  Forty  days  after  a  vacancy,  that  then  The  Mastar 
and  Souor  Fellows  of  Saint  John^s  College,  in  Cambridge^ 
shall  appcMnt  a  fit  man  to  be  Schoolmaster  here. 


A  pleasing  oppcnrtunity  now  ofiers  itsdf  of  mentioning 
with  becoming  respect  "  The  Gentlemen's  Society  at 
Sfalding  ;^  and  espedally  it^s  connection  with  The  Socibtt 

of  AnTIQUAEISS  of  LONBON. 

The  Spirit  of  Emulation  and  Communication  wfaidi  pce- 
vailed  among  The  Establishers,  or  to  qieak  more  properiy 
The  Revivers,  of  The  Society  of  Anticiuaeies  of  London 
in  the  b^;inmng  of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  produced  two 
or  three  congenial  Establishments,  whose  object  was  to  extend 
their  inquiries  into  the  History  and  Antiquities  of  this  King- 
dom by  mutual  ccnrieqpondence. 

'With  this  very  laudable  view  there  was  estabHsbed  in  the 
year  1710,  at  Spalding,  a  Society  of  Gentlemen,  who,  m 
the  true  style  of  Monastic  antiquity,  assumed  to  themsdves 
the  modest  denomination  of  a  CeU  to  that  of  London;  at 
once  expresung  their  relation  and  connecticm  with  that  re- 
spectable Body,  of  which  most  of  them  were  also  Members, 
and  with  which  they  kept  up  an  uninterrupted  ccnrespoDdence 
and  communication  of  their  Minutes,  for  upwards  of  Foety 

YEAKS. 
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This  Society,  which  took  it's  rise  from  Maurice  Johnson, 
Esq.,  an  Ancestor  of  the  present  Head  Master  of  the  School, 
and  a  few  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  of  Spalding,  who  met  at 
a  Coffee-House  to  pass  jiway  an  hoiur  in  Literary  conversa- 
don,  and  reading  some  new  Publicadons,  may  be  conddered 
as  one  of  the  extraordinary  efforts  of  the  active  mind  of  their 
Founder,  whose  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  various 
branches  of  English  history  and  Jurisprudence  supported  for 
so  long  a  time  a  Plan  originally  digested  by  himself,  and  also 
extended  the  views  of  The  Sodety  to  other  parts  of  Science. 

Of  this  Society  a  very  particular  account  is  given  in  the 
Third  volume  of  The  "  Biblioiheca  Topographica  BrUan* 

Wherever  there  has  long  been  a  communicative  and  com- 
pkusant  character,  the  same  benign  sentiments  perpetually 
prevail.  At  least  I  must  gratefully  bear  such  testimony  to 
the  candour  of  The  Grovemors,  and  the  Head  Master,  of 
this  School.  From  Spalding  I  received  the  fitit  answer  to 
these  inquiries, — accompanied  with  an  impression  of  the 
Common  Seal  of  the  School,— and  with  such  courtesy  and 
politeness,  as  fixed  my  determination  to  persevere  in  a  plan, 
which,  whatever  may  be  it^s  defects,  shall  not  be  charged 
with  insensibility  to  their  encouragement  and  kindness.

Rabcliffb^s  School, 

oommonl  J  called 

Thb  Febs  Geammae  School. 

The  Fesb  Geammae  School  in  the  Borough  of  Stamfoeo 
owes  it^B  origin  to  the  benevdence  of  Willlam  Radcliffe, 
who,  having;  served  the  office  of  Alderman^  in  those  days  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Town  and  Head  of  the  Corporation, 
in  the  years  1495,  1503,  and  1512,  died  about  the  year 
1530,  having  made  provirion  by  his  WiQ  for  itls  estaUish- 
ment ;  in  which  he  gave  estates  to  the  Alderman  of  Stamford 
for  the  time  being,  to  the  intent  that  he  diould,  immediately 
after  his  death,  find  an  honest,  and  able  person,  bang  learned, 
to  teach  Scholars  within  the  Town  of  Stamf(»d,  "  freely, 
without  taking  of  any  reward  of  the  same  Scholars  or  th^ 
Parents  for  the  same.^ 

And,  for  the  pains  of  such  Schoolmaster,  the  Alderman 
was  to  pay  to  him,  the  yearly  profits  of  all  the  Donor's  lands 
in  Stamford. 

He  fiirtho:  willed,  that  his  Feoffees  or  Executors  should, 
within  Twenty-one  years  after  his  death,  obtain  His  Majesty'^s 
licence  for  the  admortisment  of  the  said  lands  to  the  use 
aforesaid, — But,  if  the  Feoifees  or  Executors  could  not  obtain 
the  said  licence,  within  the  time  prescribed,  that  then  his 
Executors  should  sell  those  lands,  and  employ  the  produce 
thereof  in  such  deeds  of  Charity,  as  to  diem  should  seem 
most  expedient. 

In  the  2d  and  3d  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1548,  an  Act  of 
Parliament  was  passed  for  establishing  this  Foundation,  which 
recites  the  Will  of  Mr.  Radcliffe,  and  that,  during  seventeen 
or  eighteen  years  after  his  death,  an  able  and  learned  School* 
master  taught  within  the  Town^  "  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
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said  poor  Town,  and  of  the  other  Towns  thereunto  adjoining/* 
yet  His  Mi^ty*s  licence  was  not  obtained  bj  the  Feoffees ;  by 
which  delay  it  was  feared  that  they,  '^  rather  minding  to  take 
the  benefit  of  the  sale  of  the  land^  after  the  said  term  of  One  and 
Twenty  years  expired,  than  the  advancement  of  the  said  godly 
and  most  charitable  intent  of  die  said  giver,**  never  intended  to 
obtain  the  said  licence,  which  would  be  greatly  to  the  detriment 
of  the  Inhabitants,  and  contrary  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder ; 
for  remedy  whereof,  it  was  enacted,  that  from  henceforth  the 
Alderman  of  the  Town  of  Stamford,  for  the  time  being,  and  his 
successors,  should  hold  all  the  lands  and  tenements  so  bequeathed, 
''  to  the  intent  therewith  yearly  to  find  an  honest,  able,  and 
sufficient  learned  man,  to  teach  freely,  within  the  same  town  of 
Stamford,  all  such  Scholars  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  resort  to 
the  School-house  appointed  for  teaddng  such  Scholars.** 

The  Schoolmaster  to  be  paid  the  yearly  profits  of  all  such 
lands,  by  four  even  portions. 

The  Alderman  of  Stamfords  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
The  Master  of  Thb  College  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  in 
Cambridge,  shall  name,  direct,  assign,  and  appoint,  from  time 
to  time,  such  an  able,  learned  person  to  be  Schoolmaster  there, 
as  shall  be  meet  for  the  8ame,*-And  shall  have  power  to  remove 
and  put  out  any  such  Schoolmaster  there,  for  lack  of  due  attend- 
ance or  other  reasonable  cause,  and  shall  appoint  and  place  any 
other  such^  learned  man,  as  shall  be  thought  proper  by  The 
Alderman  of  Stamford,  by  the  advice  and  council  aforesaid.** 

And,  that  '^  the  trade,  form>  and  manner  of  instructing  and 
teaching  to  be  used  within  the  said  School  be  approved  and 
allowed  by  the  said  Master  of  the  above-named  College,  for  the 
time  being.** 

The  Estates  belonging  to  the  School  consist  chiefly  cf  old 
Houses,  which  are  now  let  for  £331..6..0.  per  annum. 
This  sum  b  paid  to  the  Head  Master  quarterly,  out  of 
which  he  pays  the  Salary  of  the  Second  Master,  and  repairs 
the  School  and  School-house. 

There  is  an  excellent  House  which,  it  is  sud,  was  built 
some  years  once  by  Subscripdon ;  this,  however,  must  have 
been  a  re-edification  of  a  former  building,  as  there  is  a  stone 
in  the  North  fit>nt  indicating,  that  the  residence  was  ^ven 
to  the  School  by  Matthew  Bellot  ;  who,  it  appears,  was 
Secretary  to  The  Lord  Treasurer  Bubghlet,  at  the  time  of 
this  benefiustion. 
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The  School  is  open  to  all  bojrt  in  the  Town  of  Stamfixd, 
and  other  adjacent  Towns,  free  rf  expense.  There  are 
36  bojs  in  the  School  at  present. 

A  boj  is  admitted  mto  the  Sdiool,  when  be  is  tbot^t 
competent  bj  the  Mastor  to  enter  into  his  Grammar;  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  his  Parents  jdease.  Thoe  is  do  par- 
ticular form  of  AdmissioQ;  ^i^ioerer  offers  to  the  Schoolmaster 
is  admitted. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  Etox  system  <^ 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Revd.  Richard  Atlat,  the  fxesait  Head  Master, 
has  not  lately  taken  Pupils  himself;  but  the  Second  Master 
now  takes  Boarders  at  £21.  per  anmtmy  for  boys  under 
Twelve  years  of  age,  and  which  includes  Educatioo. 

The  Ix)rd  Treasurer  Bitbghlet  augmented  Twentt- 
FOUB  Scholarships  in  Saikt  John^s  Collect  Cambridge. 
And  directed,  that,  after  his  death,  one  of  Us  SdMars  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  heir  of  the  House  of  Bdrlbigh,  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  School  at  Stamford* 

In  the  year  1613,  Thomas  Eari  of  Exbtsr,  by  Indenture, 
gave  a  yearly  rent  of  £108.  to  The  Master,  Fdlows  and 
Scholars  of  Clake-Hall,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
for  founding  Thbee  Fellowships,  and  Eight  Scholar- 
ships; the  Three  FeOaws  to  be  called  '*Tke  Earl  qf 
ExETEB  hM  FeOaws^  and  not  to  be  under  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  at  the  time  of  their  Admission;  and  Sije 
of  the  Scholars  to  be  called,  <<  The  Earl  of  Exbtbb  hie 
Scholars;^  and  the  other  7W,  to  be  called  <«  7%^  LoAf 
DoBOTur,  Countess  of  Exeteb,  her  SchoOarer  and  upon 
condition,  that  as  often  as  any  of  the  Three  Fellowships 
or  Ei^t  Scholarships  became  void  during  the  life  of  the  said 
Earl  or  his  Son,  he  (nt  his  son  should  nominate  and  a^^wint 
to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clabb  Hall,  a  meet 
person  for  every  such  of  the  said  Fellowships  or  Schdardiips 
as  should  then  be  v(»d :  and  that  after  the  death  oi  the  Eari 
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and  his  eldest  son,  when  any  of  the  Schdarships  became 
vend,  it  was  agreed,  that  '^  The  Master,  Fellows  and  Scholars 
of  Clabe-Hall,  in  their  nomination  and  election  of  new 
Scholars  into  the  said  Scholarslups  which  so  shall  be  void, 
shaB  principalh/ prefer  such  persons  of  the  said  University, 
as  formerly  have  been  tavglU  and  inslructed  in  The  School 
ai  Stanfobd,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln ;  iA  in  respect  of 
their  learning  and  honest  conversation,  they  shall  be  found  as 
fit  and  able  as  others  which  shall  be  Competitors  with  them 
for  the  said  Scholarships.^'  These  Fellowships  have  been 
much  increased  in  value  by  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
Clabb-Hall.  The  Scholarships  founded  by  Lord  Exbtbk 
are  J£2.  per  week;  and  those  of  Lady  Ex£TBB  are  J£L.6; 
per  week. 

Mr.  Thobias  Tbitesdalb,  by  will,  in  the  year  1700, 
vested  £50.  in  the  hands  of  The  Corporation  of  Stamford, 
for  firee  Vom  Scholars  belonging  to  The  Free  School,  going 
directly  from  thence  to  The  University,  who  pay  £5.  per 
Cent,  interest  for  it. 

Mr.  Mabshall  lefl  £12.  a  year  for  an  Exhibition,  for  a 
Schdar  bom  in  the  Borough  of  Sotdhwarky  or  in  the  Town 
of  SUmfbrd;  and  educated  either  in  the  School  kept  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  Savioitb^s  Southwark,  or  in  Stahfobd  Schocd. 
There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  other  advantages  of 
any  kind,  belon^ng  to  this  School.

It  sppears,  however,  that  besideB  those  who:  setm}-  fitam 
Oxford  to  Stamfixd  in  1333,  others  fidkrred  'theati  in.  die 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  1334;  and  it  fieenapR^. 
bable,  that  die  influence  of  the  Monks,  of  Durham^  in 
Slamferd,  might  at  least  be  a  subordinate  motive  with  the 
NoETHBEN  vaea  who  were  Seoedars^  to  gpiveStiMsfixd  apsa- 
ferenoe. 

The  Members  of  Ibe  Univera^  of  Oxfatd^  Mr.  Bimb 
observes,  alarmed  for  their  credUt  by  this  Seoeaniy  ap- 
plied to  King  EowAEo  the  Third  through  their.  Chanodlor 
RoBEET  Steatfoed  (afterwardfi  ChanoeOor^of  Em^and) 
and  the  Congr^atira  c^  their  Masters,  to  obtain  the  autho- 
rity of  Pope  Benedict  XII,  for  suj^vessiag  the  conoouiae 
of  Scholars  to  Stanford.  But  the  Sing  imitating  the  ex- 
ample of  his  GrandfiEitfaeiv  pi^^feved  the  exeroise  of  his  own 
Soverdgn  authority  to  the^assistapee  <^  tho  £t^;  and,  on 
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tbe  i2d  of  August,  13349  directed  his  own  Writ  to  the 
Shes^  of  liaecdashire,  John  be  Taehamptok,  reddii^ 
that  Masters  and  Scholars  of  Oxfcml  had,  in  oonsequenoe 
of^dissensions,  retked  fimm  Oxford  to  «tudy  at  Stanford; 
andoomiHanding  him  to  p^ceed  to  Stanfi»d,  and  there  to 
pEodaim  a  Prohibitiomjbr  a^penon  to  stud^  or  per^rm 
ScbohuUc  exercises  elsewhere  ihem  in  The  UniversiHes,  on 
pain  4af  forfeiting  all  whieh  they  w^re  capable  to  forf^t. 

This  FrohilxtMm  decidedly  shovs,  that  Staa&xd  was  not 
then  considered  as  an  Universiiy.  Thou^  it  does  not 
afpear  to  have  had  the  ^RK^t  of  oonpleteiy  suf^xreasiog  the 
SdMxJs.  For  the  King,  on  the  28th  of  Mai«h  foUowing, 
1335,  issued  another  Proclamarion  from  Nottingham,  by 
which  it  appears,  that  several  of  T^  Masters  and  SchcJaM, 
holding  the  Prdubition  in  contempt,  had,  afterw»ds,  con- 
tinued to  study  at  Stanford,  and  to  perfonn  Scholastic  ex- 
ercises there,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  King  and  the  manifest 
diqwrsion  of  The  University  of  Oxford :  So  that  for  the 
SuppresuoQ  of  th^  resistance  to  his  authority,  he  had  or- 
dered the  Sheriff  of  Linodnshire  to  seize  di^  Books  and 
Goods  in  Stanford;  which  hist  proceeding  had  not  had  the 
eflbct  of  diq)ersii^  them,  for  that  the  Masters  and  Scho- 
hirs  still,  by  default  of  the  Sheriff  in  the  performance  <^  his 
duty,  continued  their  «fierdises  at  Stanford  as  before;  And 
that  special  Command  was  Ih^r^re  ^ven  to  William 
Tbussbl,  to  declare  the  Prohibition  at  Stanford,  to  the 
Masters  and  Schdars  there,  and  to  return  their  names  un- 
mediately  to  the  IQng  for  their  Pimishment :  And,  in  this 
service,  the  Sheriff  was^  commanded  to  be  assisting,  with  an 
assui^nce  fiom  the  Song  to  the  Seceders,  that  the  latter 
should  have  redress  before  his  justices  for  any  injury  done 
to  them  at  Oxford. 

TaussEL,  in  pinrsuance  of  this  authority^  took  an  Inquisi- 
tion at  Stanfi»d,  on  the  Feast  of  Saint  James,  by  which 
many  names  of  those  who  had  contumaciously  resisted  die 
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Kiiig>  oommaDds,  were  returned ;  and  they  were  aftervanfa 
punished  by  the  oonfiflcatkm  of  their  goods  and  knpr^om^ 
and  remanded  to  Oxford. 

Selden  btimatesy  that  the  Prohilntion  of  Scholastic 
exerdses  at  Stanford  was  earned  into  effect  by  the  King's 
presence  on  the  oocasioD.  And,  if  that  were  really  the  case, 
it  should  seem  that  the  Proiessors  and  Sdiolars  at  Stan- 
ford continued  refractory  for  more  than  two  years  a(W  the 
kst  Prohibition.  For  it  does  not  appear  that  the  King  was 
at  Stanford  until  the  3d  of  June  1337,  from  which  day  he 
kept  his  Court  there,  after  his  journey  to  York,  until  the 
first  of  July  fidlowing.  And  in<ked,  according  to  Camden, 
the  Schods  of  Stanford  omtinued  to  flourish  until  the  n^ 
of  the  Civil  Wars  between  the  Houses  of  York  and  Lancas> 
ter,  when  the  Nobtrekn  Soldiers  stcnrmed  and  ravaged  tbe 
Town  with  fire  and  sword. 

Nevertheless,  after  the  contests  between  Staktoeb  and 
Oxford,  the  former  appears  still  to  have  been  the  readence 
of  several  learned  men,  though  thdr  connection  with  the 
Schools  cannot  be  ascertained  with  certainty. 

However,  in  the  time  of  Lelakd,  the  Stanfcnxl  SdKxds 
seen  to  have  been  so  comjdetely  n^ected,  that  he  iqppears 
to  have  barely  obtained  information  of  some  of  thdr  names. 

About  the  year  1721,  a  Litbrabt  Society  was  founded 
here  upon  the  Rules  of  that  at  Spalding,  by  John  Earl  d 
ExETEE,  Recorder,  Maurice  Johnson  his  Deputy,  and  a 
few  other  Grentlemen.  But,  on  the  decfine  of  this  Society 
in  1745,  Dr.  Stukelet,  then  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  founded 
The  Brasen-Nose  Societt,  so  called  in  memory  of  the 
famous  University  there,  on  whose  site  they  met  weekly  on 
Satiutlays,  and  Quarterly  on  the  Saturday  of  or  preceding 
the  full  Moon,  and  adjourned  in  Summer  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  Members  to  Deeping.  ITiis  also  in  a  few  years  af-» 
ter  fell  into  decay,  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
one  of  it's  Members  to  revive  it's  {nistine  spirit. 
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WAINFLEET. 

The  Free  Gbammab  School  at  Wainfleet  was  found- 
ed in  the  year  1484,  by  William  Waynflete,  Bishqp  of 
Winchester,  Lord  Chancellor  of  En^and  in  the  rdgn  of 
Henrt  the  Sixth,  and  Founder  of  Magdalen  College,  Ox- 
ford. 

This  celebrated  Bishop  being  possessed  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  at  Wainfleet,  which  had  been  devised  to  him 
by  will,  in  1475,  was  dedrous,  by  planting  Grammar  Learn- 
ing in  the  place  of  his  Nativity,  to  extend  it  in  the  Northern 
Provinces  of  the  Kngd<^ ;  and  he  accordingly  resolved  to 
erect  there  a  School  and  Chapel,  as  he  had  done  near  his 
College. 

For  this  purpose  he  employed  Master  John  Gigus, 
Warden  of  Merton  CoU^  Oxford,  and  of  the  College  at 
Tattershall  in  Lincolnshire,  to  procure  a  ^te  and  to  contract 
with  workmen  for  the  building ;  the  Indenture  for  the  Car- 
pentry being  dated  the  25th  of  April,  1484.  And  he  con- 
veyed to  the  same  person  the  property  before-mentioned,  to 
be  made  over  by  him  to  The  President  and  Scholars  of 
Magdalen  College  for  the  Endowment. 

This  Endowment  counts  of  a  Salary  of  17  marks 
(JC11..6..8.)  a  year  paid  by  Magdalen  College :  the  School- 
house,  gardens,  orchard,  and  yard,  the  whole  being  nearly 
an  acre :  and  about  18  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  Parishes  of 
Wainfleet  All  Saints,  and  Wainfleet  St.  Mary's;  part  of 
which  is  inundated  in  Winter.  That  portion  which  is  situ- 
ate in  Wainfleet  All  Saints,  was  valued,  with  the  rest  of  the 
Parish,  in  1808,  at  £l4..1..Si.  per  annum:  that  part 
which  is  in  Wainfleet  St  MaryX  is  worth  about  30tf.  a 
year. 
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In  1579,  BoinT  WooLBiE  added,  by  hb  WiQ,  Forty 
shiUingB  a  year  for  ever  to  the  Stipoid. 

The  SdKxJ  wfaidi  is  the  principal  ornament  of  the 
Town,  stands  on  the  South  side  of  it,  and  is  handsome^ 
oonstructed  with  bride.  Tlie  length  is  J6  feet,  and  the 
breadth  2S.  It  ooosislB  of  two  stotiesi  and  appears  to  have 
beea  designed  fiv  only  two  roons;  imkn  a  igom  20  feet 
by  18,  dirided  by«  pactiCion  of  aolid  fark^«work,  toward  the 
East  end  of  the  Lower  alory,  hdo^ged  to  the  original  plan. 
It  has  two  Towors,  which  project  at  the  West  end ;  in  the 
Noithcni  is  a  StMMMe^aiKi  k  the  SiMhtin  i«  A  JBelL 

Perhaps  the  LoawT  fitory  was  iitfMdicd 
an  apartwMBt  fiv  the  Matter.  It  smt  affords  a  coinfiirtabk 
Hdbitation  to  him  and  Us  Fiwly.  TfaeUp(Kr  Stosy  is  tihe 
present  Sdrnd-fioem,  bang  70  feet  hmg  awl  tO  immi, 
with  six  windows  am  emch  side  and  two  Ivgfi  ones  in  the 
ends.  The  former  have  been  filled  widi  Lilies  punted  on 
sii^  Panes,  f)f  wfakk  serersl  still  rsmainy  incgulaiiy  scau 
tered;  some  very  dear,  othtn ohscurep  inverfeed  or  upri^t, 
as  they  happened  to  be  put  tog^her  in  lyyrirpBg.  AQ  the 
Windows  have  been  atesBgly  iroswl ;  mni  those  below  have 
had  very  massive  shutkrs  on  the  insuk^  as  appeacs  inm  the 
iron  hooks  left  in  die  walL  The  avil  War»  and  the  Li. 
cense  of  tiie  Barons,  had  rspdspsd  prpeawfioii  naocssaiy  >  It 
was  unsafe  to  abide  in  a  dvdli^g  not  baoMadador  fhrtifitd. 
A  man's  house  was  indeed  his  Castle.  What  an  age  to 
Uve  in  ! 

The  painted  ghMs  of  die  two  kige  Windnrs  of  the  Up- 
per Story  was  removed,  or  destroyed,  beftse  AxtgoA  1755. 
The  School-Room  was  originaUy  used  as  the  Qmpdf  to 
pray  for  the  Soul  ij£  The  Founder,  jmd  the  Souk  of  his 
Ancestors.  A  Pulpit  and  BeadingJVdr  reawai,  but  fixed 
on  the  tops  of  two  Scholar-seats,  and  visibly  €£  latar  con- 
struction. Though  not  intended  tat  a  place  of  goEieral 
Public  Worship,  it  is  used  instead  of  the  Church,  which  is 
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abov«  amil0  (MstaM  from  tfie  Tnwn^  ererf  other  Sundaj 
during  the  Winter  eeaaoik ;  nh&  it  hai^  aooommodatidns  su^ 
fici«nt  for  as  la^  a  Coi^p:«gation  as  cominooly  assemUes 
in  the  nd^boufbdod;  Thb  -practice,  after  being  disdonli^ 
nued  many  yean,  was  resumed  in  1785. 

This  School,  and'  the  appcintitient  of  the  Master,  bdeo^ 
to  MagdalwEi  Cdleg^  who  repouiBd  the  building  in  1755. 

The  Sdiool  is  fiee;  for  Latin  and  Greeks  to  any  of  die 
BCfy%  of  the  three  Patidies  of  Wainfleet:  but  other  bnonhes 
of  Literatme  are'paid  ftir,  the  teitns  being  for  ReadnigGsr. 
per  quarter,  and  for  Writing  and  Arithmetie  10s.  per  quap- 
ter.  There  are  two  Boys  now  leamii^  Latin.  ChildMl 
axe  adtnitted'  at  about  ste  years  <^  age,  and  may  n^main  its 
knag  as  their  Par^itsfdease.  About  50  Seholarsat^  edua(- 
ted  in  Summer,  and  70  in  Winter,  at  this  School.       , 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Ruddiman^s  Rudiments,  and 
the  Eton  Gredc 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Simon  William  Wilcox, 
whose  Salary  is  £ II. .6..S.  per  annwny  together  with  the 
profits  of  the  Endowment. 

As  the  English  language  was  not  reduced  to  any  r^^ular 
standard  at  the  time  of  the  pious  Founder,  it  is  probable 
that  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Greek  might  be  highly  bene- 
fidal  to  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the  three  Wainfleets ;  who, 
if  Traditicm  and  the  size  of  the  Churches  may  be  credited, 
were  not  'only  more  numerous,  but  also  more  opulent  than 
at  present :  this  may  likewise  be  inferred  from  the  Monu. 
ments,  and  the  andent  Seals  in  thb  part  of  the  County, 
though  it  is  now  not  only  thinly  inhabited,  but  the  Inhabit- 
ahts  of  the  Wainfleets,  and  Towns  adjacent,  are  almost 
mthout  exception  of  the  Middle  and  Lower.  Orders  of 
Society,  whose  Children,  not  likely  to  be  profited  by  a  Clas- 
ncal  education,  are  put  first  to.  Reading,  and  afterwards  to 
Writing  and  Arithmetic,  for  which  the  moderate  charge,  as> 
has  been  stated,  is  made.    The  prindpal  and  praise-worthy 
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reasoD  of  the  present  Mftster,  for  alkmii^  tbe  School  tenns 
to  be  low,  isy  that  tbe  inhabitants  maj  deriye  someiKiTaii- 
tageby  having  an  Endowrd  School  in  their  Town;  aoce 
the  few  Parents  who  now  wish  their  Children  to  kam  Ladn, 
confine  them  to  it  no  longer  than  is  sufficient  to  qualify 
themfbr  Apprentices  to  di£Raent  occupations. 

The  late  Master,  Mr.  Pickburv,  presided  over  tins  Se- 
minary  for  upwards  of  Firrr  txabs,  and  nearly  at  the 
advanced  age  of  Eightt-five.  When,  havmg  sent  in  his 
rerignatinn  to  Magdalen  College,  The  Society  very  benevo- 
lently agreed  to  settle  an  Annui^  upon  him  in  reward  of 
his  meritcnious  sarvices.

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WRAGBY. 

In  the  year  1636,  the  Executors  of  the  Will  of  William 
Haksard,  Esq.,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Gbantham,  £sq*> 
Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Sandon  m  Wragby,  and  others,  an 
Annuity  of  Thirty  Pounds  out  of  Lands  in  Bilsby,  8(c., 
for  the  support  of  a  Fbbs  School  at  Wragby,  and  con- 
sented to  pay  £50.  for  erecting  a  School-house  at  that 
place.  Thomas  Gbantham,  and  his  Heirs,  to  have  the 
right  of  nomination  of  the  Master,  after  the  first  appoint- 
ment 

In  ]704,  Sir  Edmukb  Tubkob,  of  Stoke  Rochford,  in 
the  County  crf'Iincdb,  purchased  of  the  Gbantham  Family 
the  Manor  of  Sandon  in  Wragby,  with  the  Patronage 
of  the  School  annexed.  And  it  now  belongs  to  Edmund 
TcBNOB,  Esq.,  Author  of  the  excellent  History  of  the  Town 
and  Soke  of  Grantham. 

This  School  not  succeeding  as  a  Grammar  School,  has, 
fOT  many  years,  been  conducted  by  a  Master  professing  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  mensuration  of  land,  with 
credit  to  the  Institution,  and  advantage  to  the  Town. 

lliose  boys  whose  Parents  are  Parishioners  of  Wragby, 
and  whose  rents  are  under  £10.  per  anmimy  are  taught 
reading,  writing,  and  the  first  four  Rules  of  arithmetic 
groHi ;  but  pay  20s.  a  year  for  copy  books,  pens,  ink, 
and  paper ;  and  if  they  advance  further  in  education,  they 
become  Pay  scholars.  Those  boys  in  Wragby,  whose  Pa- 
rents^ rents  are  above  £10.  a  year,  are  taught  reading  and 
writing,  gratis ;  but  they  pay  20s.  a  year  for  stationary, 
and  208.  more  when  they  cypher,  and  are  continued  as  long 
as  their  Parents  think  proper  to  send  them,  without  any 
additional  charge.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they 
are  able  to  readinthe  New  Testament  Their  number  is 
about  Twenty  upon  the  average. 
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The  number  of  boys  iHio  pay  for  their  educatk)I^  k  OB^^ 
about  Fifteen. 

The  preient  Master  it,  Mr.  Bichabd  BLinn>T,  wfaoae 
charge  for  priTate  Boarders  ia  Eighteen  guineas  pfr  annum. 
He  has  never  been  requested,  during  the  Eleven  years  that 
he  has  been  Master,  to  teach  Latin  to  any  boys.  He  keeps 
an  English  Assistant.
